IN 1 ‘oiitinualion of our letter No. 137 of 1857, dated the 24lli ultimo,* we have the 
onoiir ft» forward, I'or your information, the narrative.s of events furnis^hed hy the Govern- 
if'iit of Henufal, for the weeks ending on the 7th and I4tl> Novcinher, 1857.

\iirratit^e of Events, doted Nnvnnher 21, 1857. 

\\ rril the <'xeepl.ion of the tract of eoiintrv passed over hy th(‘mutineers of the. 
.■;_'i;d Kc-giment, and some portions of the Chotu Nagporc division, the territory, s(d)jeet to 
r!u' (iovernment of llenpal, remained tranrpiil and undistmhed during the week ending on 
t!ie 7th instant. 

2. Patna Division .—On the 2nd in.stunt the Burliait mutiiu'ers were attacked hy Major 
I' l'.’li.sh. near Nowada, and several of them killed and wounded. 'I’hc rest succeeded in 
1 Hiding their and lorded the Soane at IJrwal on the night of the 5th instant, their 

puiMiers not eoimh^Iiip to the sp)t till about ten hours after. Mr. Money, who was with 
■M.iiur I’inglish’s force, had sent a message to Mr. Wake to inter«;ept them at the Soane ; 
hut .Mr. Wake failed tjj^ <lo this, by crossing to the right hank of tlie river, in^tead of 
iiiting for the mutineer,s.on the gpposite hank. Alter effecting tla; [jn.-sage of the Soane, 
1111 nnitincci’s were repo|r{fi(l to have marched in the direction of Pecroo. 

it. 'i'he Deoirhur mutineers were last seen crossing the (Jnmd Trunk Koarl at .Motance, 
lli'.iIy-.-ix miles from Dehree. Mis Kxcellency the Cointnundcr-in-chief saw them pass, 
and l•'>untcd the eleplianls anil hor.scs they hud with them. 'I’liey were supposed tube 
11 ; ving towards llidieghur. 

1. In the Shnhahad district the rebel Ummer Sing was reported to he moving about 
tlu- hills between llhotas and Kvu'hoohar, and to be daily strengthening the forniei- place. 

5. All was (piiet in the districts to the north of the Ganges, though it was I'eporlcd 
111 rt h'eethram Sing, the iu|)hew of Kocr Sing, contemplated visiting .Si-linipore shortly, at 
till Ic ad of a eonsideiulile force, and tlicncc to invade the district of Sarun. The military 
anangeinents on the Sanm frontier were repotted by the (.'ommissioner to he efficient. 
'I’he Ghoorka regiment, which, was stationed at Moleharce, had julvunced, under the 
i.idcrs of ('olonol 'J’cmpler, tow^ds Bettiah, whence it would he able to flupjtort the 
re.jnicnt at Sewan, in case of need; and Jung Bahadoor was stated to have placed 100 
j dditional men, from one of his frontier thammlis, at the dis]io.sal of Mr. Raikes, for 
employment at Moteharee. 

h. Tlic Soneporc fair passed off ipiictly. At firt'it no traders were to be .seen on the^ 
spot; but, on hearing that liiuropcan gentlemen Itad pitched their tents there, they soon 
ficcketl in, in considerable numbers, and Mr. .Macicod succeeded in purchasing .50 horses 
and .5.5.3 bullocks on behalf of Govemmeot. ,

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• 7. 1'lie ('oiiimissioiier, liaviug found rcason to believe tliat the pai ty-feuds prevailing 
at I’atna might |M)s.sihly be productive of disturbances, sutniuoued before him the principal 
parties of the two factions, and inlbmied them that if the pisuee of the town should be 
endangered bj their feuds, he sliould not hesitate to arrest whole of them, and keep 
them in custody until the eountr)’ became (piiet. He also 4dojpted the pivcautionary 
measure of placing the “Jumna” steamer immediately below the Opium godown, and 
landing her men to garrison it, w'ith the assistance of 30 Sikhs dispatched from the jail. 

8. 1'hc Supreme Government having sanctioned the proposition of having a small 
body of h^uronean mounted police, foi- employment in the districts of Uehar and Shahabad, 
a force consisting of 26 Kuropeans and a Commandant has been organized for the service, 
and supplied with arms and aceoutiemcnts. ,\rrangcments have been made for their 
(•onveyance to Gya, undei- the charge of Mr. J. Mackenzie*, recently apirointed Deputy 
Magistrate and Ue|)uty Ccdlector in that district. 

0. The Commissioner of Patna having recommended that the European crew of the 
steamer “Patna” (7 in number,) should be discharged, the vessel being ill-adapted fora 
ferr\-hoat, was asked if they could not he, temporarily, employed with advantage on shore, 
and authorized to employ them in that maimer, if it should be considered desirable 
to do so. 

10. 'J'he (amimandanl of the llehar Station (luards having sulmiitted a lepresenlation 
through the Commission, that the strength of the corps having heen eonsidei-ahly riduci'd, 
from mutiny and de.sertion, it was no longer possible to furnish from it all the guard.s 
re(|uired for the proieilion of the civil jails, hospitals, &c., was authorized to enteiiain, 
temporaril\, e.vlia hurkmidauzi s foi* the ]>uipo.-c, on the imderstanding that the cost of 
.such eslahlishmeiit should not c.M'ced the available balaiiee oI the autlioiizcd eo.st of the 
corps. 

11. Mr. Make, ^Magistrate of Jleliar, and .Mr. Worsley, Deputy Magistrate and 
Deputy (.Collector at Nowadah, w(*re vested with the powias of a ('oinmi.'sioner under 
section 7 of Act Xl\' of l>',*)7. 

12. 'I’hiitei n persons weri* fried undir Act X\'l of IS.^r in tl.'c district of Debar, 
during the month of Oeftilar last, of whom one was hanged, eleven were .seiitimced to 
fourteen yeais' impii 'onment, aiul one aciptilUd. Nine persons were tried under the same 
Aft in Shah.ihad; of whom one was hanged, four sentenecd to eight years’ iioprisi.nmeiit, 
two to imprisonment lin* .seven years, and two released. And .si.xtecn persons were tried 
in the Sanm distiiet. of whom one was seiitcneed to eight years’imiirisonment, two for 
si'ven years, one for tiie years, live Ibr lour years, one lor three years, one for two, and live 
relea.sed. 

13. 1'he Commissioner of I’atna was authorized to purchase foi;y;tonj)onies, required 
for the mountain-train guns placed al liis disjiosal hv Sir J. Oufrani, ;^^®* 

11. iilitiiKjuifxirr D/riViart and the Sonlliitl Prnjtinilalis. —Nothir^ particular oicurrcd 
in the distiiets of the Dhaugnlpore division during the week under report; but much 
s( areity prevaileil in .some of tliem, especially in the distiiets of Mfltighyr, on aceouut of the 
failure ol tlie rain c:ro|), and this has given rise to numerous fcl^jjys. 

In. .Nine persons wen* triid in the district of Bhaugulpore during the month of 
Oetoliei', under Act X \ 1 of IH.’)/, of whom six were hanged, one transported for life, one 
for fourteen years, and one for seven years. 

16. A letter was reeci\ed. from tile Military Department, communicating the iioncur- 
renee of the Governor-General in Council, in the view cxprc.ssed by the Licuteiiant- 
Goi ernor, that there apju ared to he no one entitled to receive the balance of the reward 
that was oflcred by .Mr, Yiile for the apprehension of tlie murdeivrs of Sir Norman Ix'slic. 

17. Itiijshaliyc Dimion. —'i’lic only incident in the Rajslmliye Division, which requirc.s 
to he particularly noticed, is the coiuluet of a sepoy, of the 73rd Regiment Native 
Infantry, at .Iclpigorie, who loaded his musket when on sentry duty, and called out 
(hat he would shoot tlie jemadar or any European officer he might meet. Upon being 
seized, and his musket taken away from him, the man ran and jumped into the 
river, hut was afterwards secured, tried by court-martift, and sentenced to transportation 
for life. 

IS. With the view of eountcraeling any evil influence which the men of the regiment, 
^who were exjieetetl to return from furlough, might exercise upon their comrades, Colonel 
Sherer, it has been reported, has commenced enlisting a number of Goorkbas for the 73rd 
Native Infantry. 

19. The Commissioner submitted a copy of the remarks of the Sessions Judge of 
Ruiigpore on the case of Srenath Doss, Darogah of the Sudder Thannah of that district, 
who was tried under Act XIV of 1857, and acquitted, and who has been since reinstated 
ij-lris post.* , 
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20. In reply to communicationH recciml from him regarding the sale of Hulpbur in 
the districts of Ilaj.shahye and Maldali, the Coiuniis.sioncr was referred to the Nolitication 
of this Government, dated tlie 2fitli October, published in the “Calcutta Gazette," of tlie 
28th idem, for the conditions on which sulphur might be stored and sold. 

Burdwan Diviaion. —Nothing that calls for remark occurred in the districts of the 
Burdwan Division. 

22. In the Beerbhoom district one jK-rson was trit'd undtT Act X\’I of 18.')7, during 
the month of October, and sentenced to five yciu-s’ imprisonment; and another was tried 
under Act XVII of 1857, and hanged. A report, mciveti from the Coimnissioncr, on the 
latter case, was forwarded to the Government of India in the Home Hejiartinent. 

23. The Magistrate of Howrah, having been calIwl upon to report on a petition 
purporting to he froni the Hindoo residents at ^lankara, in Thannali Rnjpore, accusing 
certain Mahometan inhabitants of the same place of seditious pi*actici.;8 and eorhespoiuhaicc, 
stated that the real owuse of the petition was a long-standing litigious spite between tho 
petty Hindoo landholders and some of the Mahometans eompluined against, and that he 
had warned the parties concerned to be more careful in their conduct for the future, and 
had re(]uired two of tliemto enter into suitable reeognisatiees for tlieir g«)od beliaviour. 

24. The present Magistrate of Midnu])ore was furnished with a cu[H' of a letter liom 
Mr. Lushington, his predecessor in office, together with il.s inelosures, having reference to 
a charge now under iiupiiiy. hrouglit by one Ramdeen Tewarry, and Moiluo Randy, 
Jemadar of the Kotwallee thaiiimli, against the Snimdar of the Shekuwattec* battalion. 

25. Nuddra Divinioii. —'^I'he Cotnniissioner of the .Nnddea Division snlunitted a 
translation of an anonymons llengalee letter, ivei'ived hy tliik. by «>ne 'rarueknatli llo), a 
zemindaj' in the Barasct district, calling on him and other /.(unindars to liold in readiiit ss a 
supply of jirovisions for K,()00 to 10,000 sepoys coming down to take jiossession of Ihngal. 
This letter was forwarded to the Supreim* (lovvinment. 

20. A petition was receivc'd from one Azeemooddeen Mnndle, of Sultaiikalee, staling 
that lie liad employed two moolahs for the purpose of praying to (iod for the success of 
the British arms, and that he had been assured in a (ireuni that the British rule in India 
wovild last for ever. 

27. Bncai Difislon. —'I’he districts of tin? Dacca Division eonlinncd nnili-tnrlicd 
throughout the week, and the delaelnnent of the 7.'hil ih giment Native Infantry, ijwaiteicd 
in the city of Dacca, were orderly and wcll-lichaved. 

2H. An intimation w^is received from the Cominissioncr that the Magistrate of Dacca 
has Completed his arrangements for dispatching a guard boat, wifli a suitahlc eseoil, to take 
charge of the anns and ainmnnition n'lpiired loi- the Dacca Volunteer eoii>s. 

20. A cotpnuudeation Wrjis recadved from the (joverninenl of India in the Home 
Department, fiirwintiing for disposal a translation of a letter published in the “ Rhasknr" 
newspaper, regarding the state of affairs in Mymensitig. • 'J'he letter dhl not nppeur to 
the Lieutenant-Governor to he worthy of attimfion. 


30. Chitlmjomj IHvision .'—The districts of the Cliittugong Division wt're a.s (|niet 
ns usual. 


31. For tho purpose of securing a proper snjiervision of the recruits, raised (or the 
local corps in this division, tlie (.'onmiissioiier authorized the temporary apjioiiitmeiit of 
Duffiidurs in the proportion of one to every twenty recruits, on a .salary of k ur 9 rupei-s 
each, and this was approved of by the. Licutenant-tiovernor. 

32. Cuttack Division and the Trilmtnri/ Mcliiits. —In the (nittack Division (lie public 
])eace of the three districts and of the trijiutai y Melials reiimiiicd unbroken during the 
week under report, and the only cause of anxiety felt was in resjicet to the stati of ufiairs 
in Sumhuippre. 

33. 'J’lic apprehensions which had been ciiterliiiiied hy the .Molmrldiimge Rajah, 
of the occurrence ot disturbances at Banmngliotty, were ascertained to Inivc no lontida- 
tion. 


34. An application wa.s received from Rajah Gudadimr Narain Bliiinj, of Killah 
Kinjorc, in Zillah Cuttack, for a^jassport, for a retinue with which he jiroposcd, to proceed 
to Cossiporc in Pnrulen, for the purpose of celebrating his marriage with a relative 
of the zemindar of Pachete. 'J'Ihj Ltcutenant-Governor did not comply with his reejnest, 
and the Government of India were informed accordingly. 

35. Chota Natjpore Division .—In the Chota Nagjjore Division, the state of affairs, in 
the Sumbulnore district, was reported to be unsettled, and the Commissioner of Cuttack 
mentioned that men in large numbers were said to be collecting again for the avowed 
purpose of setting up one of their leaders on the raj; so many as 1,400 men were «iaid to 
have assemble^ at Kninda, a village of Oodunt .Saiec's. 
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.3G. r/icutc)iunt Stariton alsu rejtoi’ted that in the neiglibouvhood of Palatnow the ( olcs 
had coitiinenced plundering. 

37. The kheiat, intended for the Kajah of Serai Killah, has been kept back, pending 
tlu! receipt of a further communication from the Senior Assistant Commissioner of 
’ Sing))lioom, who repoiiied, in a letter dated the 20th ultimo, that the representations 
before submitted, regarding tlic Rajah’s having successfully detained the mutineer at 
Cliycbassa, and of his ability and readine.s8 to prevent the plunder of the treasure, weix- 
based on incorrect information, the Rajah having done little or nothing, and the greater 
portion of the treasure having been lost. 

.IS. Eighteen persons were tried under Act XVI of 1857, in October last, in the 
Ila/arecbaugh district, of whom two wc«e sentenced to be hanged, five transported for 
life, eight imj)risoned for fourteen years, one for ten years, one for eight years, and one for 
seven years. Seven persona were also tried in the same district under Act XVII of 1857, of 
wiiom four were hanged, and three imprisoned for fourteen years. ^ 

39. Assam Division, —'I’he Cliairinau of the Assam Company having represented that 
tlu; sepoys at Deroghur and other stations still continued to evince a turbulent disposi¬ 
tion, and tiiat some of the hill tribes were reported to have threatened a descent upon the 
jduiiis, tlie Commissioner of Assam was requested to report whether there was any founda¬ 
tion for the apprehensions which the C'ompany seemed to entertain, lie has mentioned in 
his weekly rc|)ort, dated the 7lh instant, that he is aware of nothing likely to interfere with 
the continuance of peace in that province. 

-10. 'I'lu; Sarun lliijah having stated that he was able to swear to the signature of 
Miiiu;cnini, and was |)iiq)ared to do so if called upon, an intimation to that efi'ect was 
made to Colonel .Jenkins. 

41. In sati(;tioning a bill for 344 rupee.s, 13 annus, and 10 pice, on account of the 
military police in Upper A.ssarn, which now' numhers seventy-one men, Colonel Jenkins 
was asked to submit a proposed statement in the usual form, specifying distinctly its 
ultimate numerical strength and cost, in order that the same might Ik; submitted for 
the formal sanction ol' tlu: Suju’emc Govermuent. 

42. The l,ientenant-Governor has sanctioned an e.NjMniditnrc of not more than 300 
rupees for a ucw barrack at Cherra I’oonjec, for the accoininodation of the .Muneepore 
recruits at that station. 

43. Arniraii Division, Cachar, and Darjeeling .—The di.stricts of the jjrovincc of 
Arraeaii were quiet and orderly during the week, and in Cachar and Darjeeling the public 
peace reiuuiiied undisturbed. 

41. (interal Sultjects. —Captain Rattray having asked for 9.018 rupees, 15 annas, 10 
])iee, tiir paying the men of his corps for the months of August and September, the Collector 
1)1 ileliar was re(|ucsted to send him 10,000 rupees if he could, and the Collector of 
Hurd wail to have an equal sum ready, that it may be sent uj) in case IVIr. Money should 
lie unniile to make arrangements for dispatching the remittance from Gytu 

45. A copy of a eerlitiente siihmitted by Captain Rattray relative to Subadar Hydiat 
All. ol’the corps under his eommand, recommeiulcd to the Supreme Government for the 
rank of " Suliadar Hahadoor,” and the first-class of the Order of Merit, wn.s forwarded to 
the .Military Department. 

4(i. Tlu; Senior Assistant Commissioner of Singbhoom having solicited in.struotion8 
regarding the di.sposiil of tlie Sikli volunteers at present employed in that district, and 
reeonuneiuled that the Cuminiinder-in-chief .should he moved to create, from among them, 
as many eomniissioued and non-ooinmi.ssioncd oflirers ns their tutinerical strength entitled 
them to, an extract I'roiu his letter was forwarded to the Military Department, together 
witli a lequost tluil. the im-u in question might not be removed from the districts of 
Hengal. 

47. 'I'lie Uientenanl-Governor accorded his sanction to the employment of 100 peens 
at 1 rii|)<'(‘s each, and 5 duiladars at C> rupee.s each, for the purpose of assisting 
.Mr. Maeleod, Dejnity Collcetor of Sarun, in tlic collection of carriages for the public 
service, with an injunction that rare should be taken to»prcvent oppression and abuse of 
authority on the jmrt of the peons to be thus employed. 

4s.' A letter having been received from the (knmnissioner of Patna stating that both 
Mr. Maeleod aiul Mr. Dairipier urged the impossibility of providing the quantity of carriage 
^x'lpiireci, witliout compulsion, the Commissioner was directed to impress on the subordi- 
nitfes tlu; tlesirahiliry of avoiding any recourse to forcible measures, and to warn them 
that notliing .short of absolute necessity should ever induce them to resort to such an 
extreme. 

49. In reply to the inquiry which was made regarding the oppressive mca.siucs 
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alleged to have been adopted in the Nuddea and Bttraset districts in the procuiing of ciirts, 
the Commissioner of Patna reported that the Magistrate hud fined tlu! Collector’s Nazir 
(who will moreover, prolwbly, be dismissed), 50 rupees, and punished his baxce and tin* 
ppons who were guilty of the oppression complained of in Nuddea; and (hat in the Bnrnsi't 
district the only cases of oppression were those in which two impostors were ooncerneil, 
one at Nyehattec and the other at Kuddumgatchee, who, professing to be einployod l)y 
the police, were seizing men and carts for the purpose of extorting money, and one of 
whom is now under trial, an<l the other under investigation by the Magistrate. 

.50. Tlic Superintendent of Darjeeling has infoniied liie Sub-Assistant Commissary- 
General at Dinapore that he has advanced 200 rupee* to the Sikhim Rajah’s Vakeel, 
whicli will entitle him to the first choice of his ponies on behalf of Government, if renuiird. 
for the conveyance of stores after the European troops; the advance being wholly refunded 
if no ponies are required. 

51. The Coniinissitmer of Nngpore having profleratl his assistanee iii the supply of 
grain wlicn needed, the ottieers noted in the margin * have been requested to state it it 
could be advantageously availed of in any of their districts. 

52. A report received from Mr. Wartl, on a complaint math* by the Commissariat 
olficer with Colonel Fischer’s brigade, regarding the iiiiidetpiate supply of grain on the 
Grant] Trunk Road, was fonvartled tt) the Military Dttpartment. 

5.‘1. Mr. Ward having exjwessed. a desire to Iw relieved of the duties t)l' the ttllice of 
Superinteudent t)f CJjirriuge, iSce., on necouiit of ill-health, Mr. E. .lackson was a])pointftl 
to succeed him in that post. 

.54. Ill reply to an ini|uiiy from the Accountant to the Government t>f llengni whether 
three lacs of lupet.'s, which were niuoli required at Gya. could he sent uj) to Sherglmlly 
by the bulloek-train, the Government of India, in the Military Department, intimated that 
they could not consent to the delay of forty men for such a purpose. 

55. 'I’he following troo|is passed up the Grand Trunk (load, by bulloek-train, during 
the month of Getober. viz.:—

'J’lur greatest satisfaction appears to have been c-Xpressed by the otlieers, generally, 
with the arrangeiucnts made for the accoimnodatioa of tlic troops, the supply of 
jirovisious, &e. 

5(>. 'J"he Government of India, in the Foreign Deimrtment. having desired to la* 
furnished, for the information of the Couit of Directors, with correct intelligence resiieetiug 
the Europeans who had been, or might be, killed or wounded by the mutineers or rebels, 
a return of such fiiforination, as was forthcoming on the subject, was suhniitled. and conc- 
spondhig information called for from the local authorities subordinate to this Government. 

57. 'I'lie Lieutenant*-,Governor .sanctioned the charge, incurred for the jmssugc of tin* 
children of Mi*. Pughe, Sub-Deputy Opium Agent at (.3iuprali, who were sent away, from 
Dinapore to Calcutta, in accordance with the orders of the Government of India in tin* 
Home Department of 4th September last. 

58. An intimation received from Supreme (>overumcnt that some ditiiciilty having 
been experienced in getting a suitable building at Rancegungc* for the tclograph otfiee, the 
Deputy Superintendent of the electric telegraph had been directed to establish it tcnipo- 
rarilv in a tent near* the railway terminus, was eommunicated to the ('oiuinrssioHcr of 
Rui'dwan. 

59. A copy of a letter from the Goveruraent of India, in the Public* Works Depart¬ 
ment, directing that the necessary orders should he issued for [luHiiig down the; Bi*poys’ 
huts at Raneegunge, and erecting mat<*huts in their ^dace, for accommoduting a regiment 
of European troops, was forwarded to the Chief Engineer, for his guidanrx*. 

60. An intimation received from the Government of India, in the Home Departnienl, 
sanctioning the grant of batta, at the rate of 3 rupees per diem, to the Commander and 
mate of the gun-boat “ Jumna,” and to all officers similarly situated, was communicated 
to the Superintendent of Mm-ine. 

61. Copies of .letters from the Coinmissbners of Patna and Rajshahyc, explaining the 
causes of certain differences in the pay of the extra police forces entertmned at Nowadtih 
and Jelpi^ree, were forwarded to the Supreme Government, the information having 
been asked for by that Government before sanctioning the charges incurred. 

62. A letter was received from the Financial Department, communicating, instructions

• The CommwKioiH'r* of BiiHw.m, Cuimde, and Chota Nnjfpore. •• 
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regarding!; the juiyment of the salaties of officers and establishments whose employment, in 
the Civil Department, had ceased in consequence of the mutinies. 

63. A return was furnished to the Government of India, in the Home Department, 
of arms sold in Calcutta and Monghyr during the months of May, .June, and July last, 
in roj)ly to a re(|uiaition on the subject. 

6‘1. Reports were received from the officers named in the margin,* stating the extent 
to which the provisions of sections 18 to 22, of Act XXVIll of 1H!57, might be enfon.-'jd 
ill the districts subordinate to their control. I'he Governor-Generars Agent in the North¬ 
east Frontier, and the Superintendent of Cactiar, considered it unnetiessary to enforce 
any of Ihe provisions of the .\ct in'the districts of the Assam 1‘roviiice and in Cachur. 

65. The Licutenunt-Governor sanctioned a reward of 100 rupees, to he granted to the 
military guard furnished by the Nawah Nazim, to escort seventy horses selected for the 
Yeomanry Cavalry, from .Moorsheilahad to Soory. 

66. The Rev. Mr. Neiblc haviing given up his chapel for the imcommodation of the 
officer quartered with the European soldiers at Darjeiding, and the' furniture of the 
r hajiel being removed into the Assembly Rooms, and snhsequcntly destroyed along with 
those rooms by fire, the Lienteiianf-tjovernor authorized the value of the furniture (110 
rupees) to he made good to him.

Memorandum on Elephant Carriage for Mountain-Train Howitzers, or Guns. 

HAVING, on several occasions, lately gone through the process of removing a 
l2*poundcr mountain-train howitzer on to its cradle on the back of an elephant, and 
taking it down again, I have arrived at the conclusion that, without having elephants set 
apart for this purpose and regularly drilled to it, the ripcrntion is attended with great 
difficulty, and would almost certainly fail on service. 

The smallest mofemen]: of the animal, whilst the gun is being hauled up the slide- 
liars, renders the operation dangerous; and if the nnininl gets up before the gOii is lashed 
to its cradle, it must fall oflT, and the carriage, in all probability, bo broken. Were 
elephants available for the exclusive use of the buttery, they would, doubtless, in time-, 
become used to Europeans wevking around them, and be sternly enough; but even then 
I litoch que^itm any elephant remaining steadily kneeling down under fire whilst the gfun 
was taken off* his back, knowing, as I do, how timid an animal an elephant is; and 
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it Appearg to me that an elephant becoming unmanageable at such a tSme might entail 
seriouR consequences. 

1’hc fact that although elephants have been, and are, used to draw heavy guns and 
howitzers, they are invariably, as I believe, changed for bullock-drau^t before going into 
action, would seem to show that the steadiness of the elephant under fire is not to "be 
depended on. 

As regards the ammunition boxes there is no difficulty in loading them on the cradles, 
now that the latter have been altered for the reception of the old pattern boxes, and any 
baggage elephant will answer for them. The same objection as to the unsteadiness of the 
animal under fire, of course, applies, though with less force, inasmuch as it is a far simpler 
matter to take off or put on an ammunttioii box, than a gun mounted on its carriage. 

If there i.s any likcliliood of the mountain-train howitzers being taken out of the 
Bankiporc entrenelirnent, I should recommend that two ponies per gun should be pur¬ 
chased. Cabul yahoos would be the best; there are shafts to the howitzers, mid two ponies, 
harnessed tlm one in front of the other, would take the gun anywhere. The harness required 
would be very litth’, merely a collar and harness, traces of rope, a pad and a common 
bridle, the ponies to he led in hand and not ridden. 

The ammunition boxe.s miglit he ean-ied on efophants, on bullocks, on carts, or by 
bearers, two of wliom would carry a box slung on a bamboo.

Sir, Patna, October 31, 1857. 

I I LAVE the honour to report that, with the exeejition of the tract along which the 
mutineers are passing, all is qniet in this division. 

2. The Deoghur mutineers, after advaucing as far as Wazurgunge, in the direction 
of Gya, suddenly tunicd to the north, entered Thnnnah Atta Serai in Zillah Patna, and 
thence moved rapidly to the west, crossed the Trunk Road to the south of Jehanabad, and 
the Soane at Mahatullupore, near Urwul. Thencc*thcy have proceeded by the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Puroo, by Roopsagur and Dhunsolee, towards the Karummassa. They pve 
out that their de.stination is Rewah, but it is quite possible they maj*TCt across the Ganges, 
in order to join the Gonickpore district. There was a report forwarded by Mr. Littledale, 
from Arrah two days ago, that they were then about to make for Soonkee Ghat, near 
Shaporc, mid 1 dispatched the “ Jumna ” steamer in consecjiuence to intercept them, but 
it is needless to say it proved gronndiess. This body of mutineers was pilots acit»s the 
country by Goodhar Sing, who had formerly acted as guide to the 5th Ine^lar Cavalry in 
their jiassagc through Behar. He took them, generally speakiag, by vilU^ paths, across 
the field8,.carefully avoiding all roads, as he was under the impression ^t Mr. Wake, 
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who Imd posted himself at Narreegange^ under the idea tlmt the matineera would cr6s8 
there, had guns with him. Near Urwul he gratified his malice ogainsi Mr. Solimo, 
bummg down the only two bungalows tiiat, 1 believe, belonged to that gentiediui. whicn 
had escaped bim on former occasions. Ndtber in the Catrac or the Shahabad diatriot 
thb people show any inclination to join the rebels; their presence, however, necessarily 
excited much alarm. There was a considerable panic iu the town of Baxar on tho nig ^t 
of the 29th, and ntunerous villages, along the rebels' line of march, were plundered. I need 
not say that our prestige has suffered severely by the escape of this handful of men firem 
a country which was at the time nearly encircled by our troo^, and in which we had three 
moveable bodies of troops, under Major English. Captun Rattray, and Lieutenant 
Robertson. Major En^ish halted at Sberghotty, I believe for some inshiictions from the 
Commander-in-chief, and remained a day at Gya. He then moved on to .Iclmnabad, on 
the Trunk Hoad to l^tra, but reached it two days after the rebels hud passed. Captain 
Rattray was stationed at Dehree, Lieutenant Robertsoir and Mr. Wake at Narreegungc. 
Tlie latter hearing of the arrival of the rebels at Urwul, but supposing that they had been 
joined by the Burhait detachment, and were too strong for their small (k^tm^hinent, sent 
to Captain Rattray for assistance. That officer accordingly joinotl Mr. Wake, but, as the 
rebels had got twenty-six miles’ start, it was considered useless to pursue them. It is cvi. 
dent, however, that if they hut) moved to Roopsagur, fourteen miles from Nan'eegungc, 
they would, iu all probability, have cut off tlie rebels from their line of retreat, tis tlic 
latter did not reach Roopsagur for two days afterwards. 

3. There Inis been no second inroad into the C'huprah district, nor havti 1, as yet, 
iweivcd any detailed account of the first, although 1 wrote for it some time ago. The 
Goorkhas (one regiment) reached Sarun about a week ago, and their arrival, with the pre¬ 
parations for the reception and march of the Naval Brigade, emited consideralile ularni 
amongst the n‘bels, who fell back*from BurlmIgunge, andhnve since remained ijiiiel. Hnlturnin 
Sing, Kooer Sing’s nephew, however, it is still .said, is to visit Sclimpoi’o inuuediately, at the 
head of a considerable force, and thence to inroad the Ctuiprali district at Myrwali. 'J'hc 
Naval Brigade must have reached Sewan yesterday. 'Phe C'olle(-tor of Sarun has made 
excellent arrangements for their C'nmmissariat, and jiroeecds iuuiK.'diately t<» Sewan, to 
organize a marching establishment for the small force now assembled there. 1 have been 
obliged to withdraw 50 Sikhs from Chuprah and Sevraii, to garri«on Bnxar, but if the 
arrangements I shall presently propose, for garrisoning that place, are apflcoved, 1 w'ill 
send them buck again, and there will then he one full company ol' RiUhs at Sewan. 

4. I instructed Mr. Raikes, at Mootelifiree, .to send the (ioorklia regiment in his 
district to Govindgunge, or Bcttiah, whence it might cither support the Si.'wan Regiment, 
or protect his own positioiijas might be necessary. Mr. Ruikes sent me, by way»<)f reply, 
a protest from seven indigo planters, against denuding their district of troops. A copy of 
my reply to those gentlemen is sent under a separate coviir. In forwarding ibis I again 
drew' Mr. Raikes’ aUention to my former order, but on calling on him to know in what 
way he hswl carried out my order, and where the regiment was kavited, he informs me, to 
my great annoyance, and without any apology or explanation, that the regiment is still 
stationed at Mootcharee, with small detachments at Bughu and Segowke. 1 liuvc called 
on him for an exjdunution of his conduct, which, if unsatisfactory, 1 must refer to the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and have, in the iiieautime, warned him strongly against permitting 
himself to neglect or delay obedience to any onler of (Joloui l 'I’einjiler, from whom all 
orders for the movement of troops will in future emanate. 

5. By a letter, received yesterday evening, from the RcsidenI at Nepal, with wliom I 
had been in communicatiou on the state of the frontier and the defence of ('hinnpuniii, i 
learn that Jung Bahadoor has placed 100 Nepalese soldiers, from one of his frontier 
thannahs. at tlie disposal of Mr. Raikes, for employment at Mootcharee, so that the station 
at that place will now be sufficiently protected, whether the Ooorkha regiment leaves the 
district or not. By looking at the map, how'ever, you will sec that there is no action 
for troops at Mooteharee. Bettiah, where there is only a small body of troops available, 
is obviously the best ^nt to occupy. 

6. Colonel Tein|^, Captoiii Morgan, and Lieutenant Burlton joined the force at 
Sevan some days ago. 1 have pK^weed to Colonel Tcmpler that a force should be raised 
of picked men from the Hutwa and other States in that neighbourhood, similar to 
Mr. Catania’s burkundauae levy at Benares, for frontier and outpost duty, and he 
approves of the plan, and is now nuddng inquirks regardinj^ the rium who are to compose 
it. Cotooel Rowen^ informs me that I can have 300 carbines and 60 rounds of ammu¬ 
nition for carbines flom the Dinapore magazine, and, if I can ^ a fow ^ood men to eofo- 
mand the lew, I have no doubt we may raise an efficient body, who wdl be useful herc- 
ofteran^niadGwy ptdioe. Mr. C. Rdlly, the Deputy Magistrate, who has just Joined at 
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Clrupral), may have the couiinand fur the prcseut under Mr. Da Costa, the Sudder Amcen, 
of Arrah,who displayed great gallantry in the defence of the Arrah house, and volunteers for 
the service; He has, 1 believe, scarcely any civil duties at present. Mr. Mangles is also 
anxious to go, but I do not think his health will permit of it. 

7. One hundred men of two Naval llrigadcs, under Lieutenant AadclifTe, RojSl 
Artillery, are expected hourly. 1 have received no instructions regarding them. The 
military authorities at Dinuporc were under the impression that they were to garrison 
Bankipore and the Opium Godown, but they have received no orders for either. Captain 
Sotheby writes me they form a portion of his brigade, and has requested me to order them 
to Sew'an, wbieii I have accordingly done. The force at Bewan will thus consist, very shortly, 
of 240 European sailors, 2 marines, with four guns, 500 Goorkha.s, and 100 Sikhs, with 
500 more Goorkiins as a reserve within-twenty miles. 

8. 'rim rebel force in Goruckpore is very differently estimated by different people. 

The Mughowlec Rajah, wlio is \ cry hard pressed by the Na/.iin, writes me that his 

force consists of 17,000jnen, and fourteen guns, and, if armed (icnns and guns of native 
nuinufaeturc be taken into accouni, I dare say this is not fur from the mark. There 
appears to 1 h! from 4,000 to (5,000 men in the ncighbourliood of Burhal .funglc, and tlierc 
are considerable' camps :it Goruckjiorc, Perowna, and another place, the name of which 
[ at this moment forget, besides a chain of posts along the position, and armed bands in 
utteiidanee on the Uajalis and Tehseldars who have joined Iain. The number of sepoys, 
however, 1 believe to be small, llatbarn Sing was said to have brought over 400, and I 
have heard of vciy few more having joined (he Nazim from Oude. As far as I can judge, 
the force now in Sanin, if well handled, has nothing to fear from any of the troop.s the 
Nazim can bring against it. 

f). 'I'lie “.luninu, ” after lierimsiieccssful e.vpcdition to Boonkce, proceeded to secure the 
mouth of the Gogra. The ('aptain found, ulkr a careful boat-survey, that the deepest 
eiiaiinel had only 0 feet G iiielies, and under.stuod from the pilots that the river was falling; 
it was, therefore, impossible to make (be Gogra. The “.Jumna ” is vciy leaky, and in such 
a state altogetlu'r tliat Lieutenant Butt considers a few broud^idcs would shake her to 
pieces. Lieutenant Butt, with his inen and guns, had better, I think, be placed in gar¬ 
rison at iluxar Fort, wliieb ongbt nut to be left in the hands even of the Sikhs, in the 
neighbourhood, us it is, of a large sepoy population, ynd the “ .Jumna ” herself sent down 
to Calcutta, t^liere she can be usefully employed, while the river is low, in tlie ordinary 
dulii's of a river steamer. I have sent llie “ .lunuia ” for the present to act as a guard- 
sliij) at Sonepore, where Ihe natives were afrqid to go for want of protection, and where a 
great many gentlemen have gone to puvciiascliursus and bullocks. 

It), il'he “ Patna ’’ arrived at Dinupore a few days ago, and 1 have inspected her; with 
her guns on board she draw.s about 4 feet 2 inches. She is ill adapted for u ferry-boat, 
draws too niueh water, and steers very badly,. However, I will put her on the ferry 
between Deiglia and llajeepore, and see how she answers. At present 1 liuve sent her to 
watch (he iimutli of tlie Gogra, but, now that tlic river is low, there is not much fear of 
bouls of rebels pu.ssitig down. Her gun.s and animunitioii bud better be landed here, and 
her I'hnopeaii crew diseharged. They are seven in number, are paid very high, and the 
Cajitain informs me are quite useless for river work.

I IIA\ E the honor to report that all is ijuiet in the di.stricts to tlie north of the 
Ganges. 'J’hc first ]>ortinn of the- Naval Brigade, under Captain Solheby, reached Sowuh 
some days ago. The second portion, under liieutenant Radeliffe, was to leave C^hnjirah 
for the same place yesterday. * 

The Sonepoiv lair has pavsed off quietly. .\t lirst, no traders wen; to he .seen, hut 
on hearing that European gentlemen, hiul pitched their tent.s tln re, tln-y lloeked in, in 
considerable numbci-s, and Mr. Macleod purchased .'ll) horses and o.'i.'J hullocks on hehalf 
of Government. 

I received a report from Jehanubad this morning, that the iletaehiiient of (he .Tind 
had been attacked by Major English, near Nowadah, on the 2nd, and a good inuny of 
them killed and wounded. 'I'hey do not appear, however, to have heen dispi rsed, as (hey 
marched into Wullaty, with a good deal of plunder along with them, huvned the village, 
and then proceeded to the westward, ero.'.^.sing the 'JVnnk Road at Knkru, u few nrihs to 
the south of .Tehanahad. They will probaldy cro.ss the Soane above Unvtd. Mr. Money, 
who is with Major Englishs force, had sent on a messenger to Mr. Wake,who will, 1 hope, 
be able to stop the rebels, till Major English can come np with them again. It is at any 
rate satisfactory to know that they have not passed unscathed, and that the h isnrely 
march of the Ibrmer detachments through the clivi-sion has been c.xchanged on this oeeasioii 
for a headlong flight. This cannot but produce a good eflect. 

Yesterday Moulvie Ahiniid-ooliali, one of the Wahabe«-s imprisoned bv .Mr. Taylei', 
caUed on me, and told me be had heard that Velayut Ali Khan and his parly intended to 
get up a disturbance now that Moulah Bnksh was removed, in order to prove that his 
presence was necessary to the peace of Patna. Sub.sequcntly I beard the ;iam<; story from 
the second principal Sndder Amcen, and other parties, all of whom, however, 1 know to 
be enemies of Velayut AH Khun. From the in(|uiricB I have made from ]k;o|»1o uncon¬ 
nected with the contending factions here, there would seem to he some danger either, as 
reported, that Velayut Ali Khan and his set should get up a distnrbaiiee for the sake of 
vindicating tlie policy they induced Mr. Taykr to pursue, or tliat the ojiposile party sliouid 
themselves excite a riot, with a vie^ of turning tlic tables on Velayut .Ali Khan. I have, 
therefore, sent for the principal parties of the two factions, and informed them that if I 
find the peace of the town endangered by their feuds, sliall not hesitate to an-cst ( he 
whole of them and detain them in custody until the country i.s epuet. I doubt, myself) 
if any disturbance has been seriously contemplated. It is probable that the contending 

g arties merely wished to cast the suspicion of such intentions on their opponents ; but J 
ave thought it jight to take every precaution against the possibility of such an event. J 
have placed the Junma ’* steamer immediately below the godown, and landed her toen 
to garrison the godown. 1 have also sent thirty Sikhs from the jail to the godown. 

I have directed tlw Magistrate to go down to the godown every evening and slgcp then) 
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for the purpose of being better able to look after the patrols that are hero. The police 
have also been warned to be on the alert, and they and the princi{)al people of the 
Muhullahs have both been warned that they will be held strictly responsible for any breach 
of the jicace. T have little doubt that tliese measures will prevent any disturbance, by 
showing those who are inclined to excite them that we have anticipated their plans, aAd 
arc prepared for them. 

1 sfend, under' a separate cover, some letters connected with the state of Ooruck* 
pore, which have been sent me by Mr. Cooke, an indigo planter, whose factories are 
situated in that district.

The Magistrate of Gya to the Secretary to the Government of Bengal. 

Sir, ^ Gya, October 21, 1857. 

HIE district is, iis it has been for the last two months, much unsettled. I will not, 
however, dwell U[)on this, except to repeat, once n\orc, that nothing can restore Older and 
confidence, hut the s('nding here 200 Sikhs, or Madras sepoys, and a couple of Joint 
Miigisti’atcs. My work at present is more than any man can do. I would again beg 
of the Government to inform me whether there is a probability of my getting such 
assistaiKic; and if so, when. 

Major I'aiglish does not expect to remain here more than a very short time. 
Some of t he Sikhs, left here l)y Captain Rattray, im; getting healthy inul fit for work ; but 
as Captain Rattray wishes them to bci sent to him, we run the risk of being veiy shortly 
weaker than wr; have yet been. As there is now no enemy near the Dchree 6haut, and as 
that ghaut is better protected than ever, by the large numbers of European troops dmly 
passing over the Soane, the GoviM'iiment maj perhaps consider, ere long, that the Sikhs 
are more rc(|uircd here. 

I have detained at Gya the oO Nujeebs sent from Patna to Nowaduh. I called tlicm 
in wlien the mutineci's n|)proachcd that part of the country. They escorted in 235 
prisoniTs, My jail n(»w llolds above (500 men. It would be madness to entrust the safe¬ 
guard of these to burkundauxes, and therefore 1 have begged the (/ommissioner to allow 
nre lor the present to keep these Nujeebs, although I have no faith in them whatever. I 
look upon these Nujeebs us a very dangerous element in all these provinces ; nineteen in 
twenty arc Oude men, and, more than that, the Oude rebels are approaching Bengal by 
Chupnih. 1 believe, as a general rule, we should be safer without Nujeebs than with. 

Major Engli.sh came in yesterday evening; Mr. Davies, Deputy Ms^Lstrate at 
Sherghotty, sent him, the ilay before, my tclegi'aphic message to you, ending “ the Govern¬ 
ment will lose fourteen elephants, and the district will be ruined.” He at once ordered the 
troops to be got ready for marching, and came in here. The mutineers were last night at 
Muneeura, north of Utree, and left this morning going nortli. They will make for Urwul 
or attempt to cross the Ganges. I fciir Major English, now, will have no chance of seeing 
anything of them, and Dehree is so far from Urwul that I doubt Captain Rattray getting 
up in time, even if he attempted it. 

I hear, on good authority, that there ai-e eight good-sized guns in the Tibanec fort, 
which are generally concealed, and only brought out when danger is near. As probably, 
owing to the vicinity of the mutineers, these guns will now be mounted, I have begged 
Mr. Ilollings to go to-day to the fort, under the plea of trying to settle amicably a quarrel 
between the Ranees, about twelve lacs left by Woodenarain, and ascertain the truth. The 
Maharanee, Hetnaroin's wife, is also said to have some Cashmerians in the fivt, manufactur¬ 
ing a large brass gun. Mr. Hollings, will, if possible, also sec to this. He went at 3 o’dodi. 
this morning. I cannot speak too highly of this gentleman's public zeal and courage. He 
is always willing to do anything for the benefit of the Government, whether that be within 
the ciivle of his own immediate duties or not.

The Magistrate of Gga to the Seeretary to the Government qf Bengal'^ 

Sir, Gya, October 29, 48.57. 

MY last weekly report mentioned that Mr. Hollinge was going to visit tluj Tibanec 
fort, under the plea of inducing the widows of Woodenarain Sing, to settle, with a wouum 
caUed the Begum Sapife, a disputed claim to money left by the kte Baboo. • 

Mr. Hollings kindly consented to visit the fort on the 2lHt instant. He started at 
3 o’clock in the morning with the Government plcadc(, a native gentleman of whose' 
ability and loyalty I have a high opinion. * 

The result of his \'isit was, that he saw two large brass guns, iiuiti' serviceable, and of 
the calibre of either G-ponnders or 9-|Jounders. He also saw uev\ly-nmdc einbrasui-cs for 
seven other guns, which guns he had reason to believe were concealed in a hut [minted 
out to him. There was an evident attempt to prevent his seeing even us much as ho did 
see. One gun was being removed, and the other hidden under matting. 

It was merely the supposed approach of the mutinous sepoys of the .32nd, which hud 
brought any of these guns out of their hiding-places. It was u[)oii this calculation that I 
sent Mr. Hollings at that particular time, \\3iat he olwerved, agrees exactly with my 
previous information. There arc eight large guns, and one larger yet, called the ‘•Futti'h 
Wusrut.’' 

Mr. Hollings had no excuse for penetrating into that part of th(< fort oceu|)i(‘d by 
Maharanee Tudanject Koer, and for ascertaining the truth of the story. 1 hud heard that 
a large brass gun was being manufactured ihci'c. 

I have no doubt, however, that a gun is either being made or being cleaned: 
the hire of some Cashmerians,* skilled in gun-inaking, and their being employed upon a 
large gun, are fact.s, I consider, well established, at least as well as anything can be by 
native evidence. 

Tht'se guns, should, I think, be in the hands of the Government; they may, at any 
time fall into those of mutineers, and their existence is u constant danger to this station. 
If they were in the bands of the most loyal subjects, they would still, I think, afford 
grounds for just apprehension ; hut I have strong doubts with rcterence to the loyalty of 
the Maharanct'. 

I have reported all this to the Commissioner, hut he docs think wc arc at present 
strong enough hero to act with a high hand in the matter. Since meeting last week the f hr« c 
mutinous companies of the .32nd have gone through the district. Major Knglisli started in 

S ursuit when they had got to Jehanabad, and they cr()Sse<i the Sounc tiic day he arrivctl <it 
ehanabad. The second batch was at Kurruckdeah two days ago: of the trocjps that were 
to follow' them, I have heard nothing. 

If these mutineers are only 200 or 2.50, st) as to render pursuit with gurw uImece^sary 
on the part of Major English, and if Captain Rattray is order'd to keep himself in commu¬ 
nication with Major English, and to act as directed by him, 1 huvi' no doubt these ruN<'u1s 
will be ihtercepted and cut up. 

The district is in the state I have described more than once, (.'rime is on the 
increase. The zemindars have no autbority in some of their villages, and I untici[)ate 
serious deficiencies in the next quarter’s revenue. 

I have begged of you to let me at least knowhow much or how little assistance I may 
expect. If the Government have not troops at their disposal, I only ask to bo inforincd 
of the real prospects of this district in that respect, both present and future. Tliis 
knowledge would affect many an order I might have to give. It niusf affect the amount 
of extra police I entertain. I am willing to & my bc'st with little or no aid, if nccew^wy ; 
but I should find the task easier if I knew exactly what I had to depend upon. 

T am still without a Joint Magistrate; two would not clear off the arri'ars in two 
months. Mr. Bmley, I understand, is to come from Aliporc, and Mr. Davey, as Deputy 
Magistrate from Raneegunge. I hawo already five gentlemen here with Assistant’s powers, 
and if I had a dozen more, could find no want for them. If the Government does not 
send men here with full powers, arrears will accumulate to a ^’cat extent. 1 have no 
time for important questions, so much is taken up by the daily routine of detail; no 
.man in a responsible situation, like mine, should feel him.sclf unable to bring to the conside¬ 
ration of matters of consequence, a mind unham[)er<'d liy multifarious little duties, n)iit;h 
tax its energies and destroy its elasticity.

SIN(!|'1 the <lale of my Minute on the projmsilion of Mr. Solano, I have been inquiring 
lor the means of sireugthening the police of the liehar Province, and especially of the two 
/.illuhs of IJidiar and Shubabad, which have suffered .so much from the outbreak of Kocr 
Sing and his followers, and from f he depredations of the mutineers of the .'ith Irregular 
CaA.'dry and the 32iul Native Infantr} . 

1 find that 1 can obtain tlie service', of a very competent Kumpeau .Superintendent of 
Local Police, and tlirough him of twenty to twenty-five reasonably steady Europeans, 
aceustome(l in some degree to the use of arms, on a pay of 100 rupees a month for two of 
a superior cla.ss, to .serve in a grade similar to that of non-commissioned officers, and 
fJO rupees ftjr the re.st. Some of these men are said to have hoires, and 1 should propose 
to give a small horse-aU»wanee to such as brought horses, and in this way. or otherwise, 
eventually to mount thorn all. 

A body like this, placed at the disposal of the Magistrate of Gya or Shnhabad, could 
hiirdly fail to be of service in repressing di.sordcr, arresting armed jJunderers and other 
violent erimiuiils, and even in assisting military operations when needed, against some 
parties of mutineei's such as have recently devastated many parts of these; di.striets. And 
ultimately, wlum ]K'aee and good order shall be restored, the best of these Europeans might 
be selected to till tli.ose subordinate situations in the Mofussil police, which it is now clear 
must hereafter be much more .su|)pricd from European sources than heretofore. 

I would therefore submit thi.s pai)er to the (lovernor-General in Council in continua¬ 
tion of the Minute of th(> 20th iust’.mt, with my solicitation that I may be permitted to 
entertain an European police of the strength and at the expense above stated. 

Should this he granted, I would ask further, that I should be permitted to send them 
by rail to Runeegunge. and mairh them thence to Gya uj) the Trunk Road, assisting them 
with a few jvauls by way of tents, and with a limited amount of carriage for the pauls and 
othur actual necessaries. 

I would ask, jdso, that they be armed with carbines and side-arms, at the expense of 
Govornment. 

I should further wish to try whether a body of mounted native police could not be 
rai.s('<l in the Rebar dislriets. first for local service, and hereafter to be transfeiTcd to any 
part of the countiT where then* services may be needful. 

Tor this, however, the services of a competent country officer would be indis¬ 
pensable, and he shoidd, if possible, be an officer ‘accustomed to Irregulal* Cavalry. 
If till' Governor-General should approve this part of my scheme, attd be able to 
[dace at my disposal au officer fit to undertake it, 1 should be glad to see it begun at an 
early date.

IN forwarding to you the accompanying copy of a Minute of this date, hy the Laeutc- 
nant-Governor of Bengal, in which it is proposed to raise a small fi)rco of Europeans and a 
body of native mounted police, for the purpose of strengthening the police of the Zillahs, 
Behar and Allahabad, I am directed to state a eircumstunec mentioned in u private letter, 
from the Commissioner of the «livision, which .illustrates tlic necessity of some such 
measure being resorted to in support of the authority of the oflieers of CJovernincut, and 
the restomtion of our prestige in that district. 

2. In the Behar district are large estates held by a family, at llie hea«l of wliieh, at 
present, is-the widow of the late Woodenarain Sing, who died while the niulineers of the 
5th Irregular Cavalry were threatening the fort of 'I'ikharie, in which be i-esidi-d. 'I'liese 
nuitineci-s were bought oft' this land by the payment of a large sum of money, and sima* 
their departure ^reat exertions have been made to strengthen the fortifications, additional 
guns having Ix'cn mounted. 

3. Recently, it was desired to raise money in the district for tlic opium advaiux-s, and 
this rich Ranee was applied to for an advance oj' two lacs of rupees of n'vcnuc by way of a 
loan to Government. This loan she at once and dceiderlly refused to maki-, and took the 
opportunity to rcj)roach the authorities by saying that, if Governmenl luul protected her 
as they ought to have done, she would not have liad to j>ay tlic large sum -^hc did to the 
mutineers. 

4. Considering the present almost avowexl inability etf the (iovcrnmenl to jn’oleet its 
subjects in the interior of the Behar district, it is undesiiablc tt) interfere with those 
who have the means and arc only endeavouring to protect themselves. Yet. on hearing of 
the extensive preparations this same Ranee was making, in adding to (he fortifications of 
Tikharie, the Magistrate considered it would be udvisaltle to int<‘rfere, and [>roj)osed to 
demand the delivery of the guns. This the (\nnmissioner has been obliged to inohibit, 
from a consciousness of inability to enforce the demand, and this zemindar is consequently

IN r^ly to your letter dated the 27th iustant, I am directed to state that the 
Governor-General in Council entirely approves of the proposal of the Licutcnunt-( iovm nor 
to rtuse a body of European mounted police, under a competent Sujierintendent, for service 
in the districts of Shahabad and Behar. 

2. The pay of the Superintendent is not mentioned. The men are to be jiaid two at 
the rate of 100 rupees, and the rest at the rate of 60 rupees a-month, with a small horse 
allowance to those who provide their own horses. They may also be armed witli carbines 
and side-arms at the expense of the Government. 

3, The Lieutenant-Governor can direct these men to proceed to Gya in any way tliat 
may appear to his Honor most expedient. It may bo of advantage to send them from 
Raae^tuifa by some route parallel *to the Grand Trunk Road, rather than by that road 
itself. 


4. The raising of a body of Irregular Horse has already been sanctioned in my letter 
of this date.

HAVING been absent on on expedition, nnsuccesslul I am sony to say, to intercept 
the Seraghnr mutineers, I omitted to send in the usual weekly report of the state of 
the district. 

Since my last communication nothing of any importance ha.s occurred; but the 
police, though they have now n'lnrge addition to their Ibrcc, do not uppivJiond any of the 
offenders in the late disturbances, and, on my approaoli. the villages in which tiny reside 
are invariably deserted. 

No cases of aggravated plunder have {.itcly been reported. 

Ummer Sing is daily strengthening Rhotns, and, doubt le.ss, provisioning it; and should, 
as is iTjpioured, Koer Sing’s defeated forces return to the district, it will doubtless become 
a formidable and strongly garrisoned fortress. 

The taking of the place now would, doubtless, bo only cHeeted with serious loss to 
the small force which could be spared lor such service; but I should strongly rceoinincnd 
its being done if i)o.ssible, before it becomes a refuge for large numbers of rebels.

I IIAVK just received your telegram of yesterday; I imoginc it refers to a tele¬ 
graphic message sent by Captain Smyth to General Mansfield. Captain .Smyth showed 
me tliat message before he sent it; 1 do not believe he at all intended to complain of the 
inforinaUun su|>plied by me. 1 understood him to mean that it was impossible to get any 
information of the intended movements of the mutineers. That was impossible; I had 
two men on different occasions in their camp, but nothing could be elicited as to their real 
intentions. Whenever tlicy stated tliem, it proved to be with a view to mislead. On 
turning to the westward from Islamporc, they gave out they' were going" to the Kaehmun 
Ghaut, and I tbeieupon ^vrote to the Commissioner that I fell certain thc“y meant to go to 
Urwul. So careful were they to give no clue t(t their intentions even for a nigitt, that 
when evening approached they used to send I'our or tive elephants with a dozen men to 
prepare russud for them at a particular village, while they went to another tliree or four 
miles off'. My information, at first, was not good. 1"l>ey were in a w ild part of the country. 
An eye-witness declared ho had seen them at Dangra. I telegraphed this to you, and 
afterwards telegraj)hed that the news was false. Major linglish was then at Sherghotty. 
VV^hen he arrived Ik'Ic, the mutineers liad left W'uzeergunge that morning. From that 
moment my information was excellent. I had a numbei' of men posted out in the direc¬ 
tion of the mutineers’march, and the llanee of Muhrudporc sent me information of their 
movotnents by means of sowars at least six times between Kunjeen and Islamporc. As to 
their going in one direetion one day, and the contrary another, that is perfectly correct, as 
the accompanying sketch will show. I hiving no eart.s, and fourteen elephants and some 
tattoos, they kept on no road. English troojrs with guns will never catch sepoys Hying 
for their lives under such cireumstances. 

I hclicvc the only elumce w’as at the Soane: had there hecn a strong force of Sikhs to 
head them there. Major English would, I Iiave no doubt, have caught them. As it was, 
they crossed when he was two miles heliiud at Jehanahad.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, of the l.'xtli instant, 
requiring me to report whether twp prisoners convicted of mutiny, can ro subjected to 
labour and irons under the sentence of a court-mai-tial, wliich is silent on those points. 

2. With regawl to fetters, you will observe, in the Circular Order of the Nizainut 
Adawlut of th» 27th January, 1844, that the question h'as been derided by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. The imposition of fetters in these cases, is left to the discretion of the 
Magistrate. 

3. But, as resj)ects the labour, I am of o])inion that the terms of the sentence do not 
warrant its imposition. It was passed, I presume, under the second section of the Artirdes 
of War, enacted in Act XIX, 1847, which permits imprisonment with or without labour, and 
we must conclude that labour was not int;end('d wlmre lui mention was made then'of.

4. I observe, however, that'the wanunt sets forth the sentence, as passed b\ a native 
district court-martial, whereas under the 78th Article it would seem that tlm power of such 
a court does not extend to imprisonment for more than one year, and unless thcrc^ be some 
clci’iciil eiTor in the wai'raut, the sentence would, on this ;iccoimt, a[)pe.ar to he illegal.

That Moulvic Karanmth Ally, of Jaunporc, is one of the chief mutineers in the 
North-Western Provinces, whose number of intimate friends, Rokeebuddee, Boshuruddee, 
Moueei-uddec, and several othei's situating at Mankara, of Rajapore Thannab, who always 
bear corivspoudence with the said Moulvie Koramuth Ally regarding the mutiny, which is 
now against the British Government, who also, every day, forwarding news from Calcutta 
regarding the condition and forces of the British, and every day and night parties 
assembling before them, from different regions, to proceed to the North-Westem Ji^ovinces 
to join with tlic rebels, and, it has been told, that they are contemplating to march against 
Calcutta in the Mohurrum Festival; besides all these, the said rebels of Mankara imor- 
ing to your Lordship’s petitioners, by committing piracy of. their properties, pn^ss, 
among them, that within a-year theMabomedansorc to be succeeded to the British Empire 
in India.

I HAVB the honor, in reply ^o your letter of tlic 23rd ultimo, to submit the following 
remarks for the consideration of the Lieutenant-Governor:— 

1. A petition, almost identical witii that under consideration, had been pr«‘viuusly 
forwarded to me direct, with a private letter from Mr. Cecil Beadou, Secretary to the 
Government of India in the Home Dcfiartinent; I had accordingly begun inquiries before, 
and I have continued those inquiries since the receipt of your letter under reply. As an 
ostentatious investigation would have been worse than none at all, I acted cautiously, 
sending the Road Overseer (of the Ferry-Fund Department) to make quiet inquiries whilst 
ostensibly engaged in looking after certain Ferry-Fund works in tluit part of tlic district. 
He ascertained who were the parties really concerned, and bound them down to upiiear 
before me. This they have done, and by me they were again sent to produce tlieir proofs 
before the Overscei’, and then sent on to the police. 

2. The whole matter has thn.s been well .siftcri, and four separate imiiiiries have 
been held. 

^ 3. The result of these inquiries may be conveniently thrown into the form of a concise 
memorandum.

(I.) Some of the allegations {e.g., the marching on Calcutta during the Mohurrum) 
have been disposed of by mere lapse of time. 

' (2.) As regards the rest of the petition, I may observe that, as is common in many 
Bengalc^ctitions:— 

1. The ostensible motive for the petition is not the real one. 

2. The person at whose instance tlie petition is made, remains behind the scenqs. 

.3. The ^ul petitioners arc one Poraiir Biswas, whose name doe.s not even appear, 
and the man liindubun Chatterjen. 

'rhe real cause of the petition is, in niy opinion, litigation, of several years’ standing, 
l)Otwecn the.se fellows and Rikabaddi (one of the men complained against), who, as well u 
Bindahnn, has, in consecjncncr of tliis litigation, been imprisoned, as the records of this 
Court show. 

5. T had the house of the “ diTcndant ” searched; and certain letters were found, 
.signed with tlu; name of Moulvic Korarnuth Ally. I have not even taken any further 
steps to ascertain wliether the.se letters arc genuine. Keramuth, Ally is .said to be at 
.Taunporr- the letters are very mildly seditious, " merely giving the valuable information 
that mnnh(a's of .sepoys uri' going to effect certain wonch'rful aehieveincnts, &c., &c.’’ 

G. Further, tlie parties con^dained against are petty landholders, in a petty Mofussil 
village. They may, 1 think, he safely let alone, especially us the [letitioncrs themselves, 
when hroiiglit hefore me, repudiated all the heavier charges in the petition, such as 
seditious assembling, &e. See. 

7. Ills Honor is, no doubt, aware that, .since the present disturbance became rife in 
the country, one of the favourite weajmns of litigation is, a charge of disaffection, or of 
seditious language, or seditious correspondence, or seditious .assembling, and so on. 

8. In tlie present instance, I believe that the “ defendants” may have used remarks 
more or less imjiroper, and that these may have been gladly seized on, as a basis for getting up 
this petition to the Govcrnor-Clcneral, which, no doubt, does not originate in " patriotism, 
and whose suhjeet-iiiuitcr most certainly will not result in the threatened overthrow of 
Government, nor abandonment of Mankara by the faithful Hindoos. 

9. 1 attach no weight to the allegations of the i)etition, arising, as I believe they do, 
out of long-standing litigiou,^ spite between the petty Hindoo lumllioldcrs and the petty 
Mussulman landholders of the village of Mankara. 

10. I have ‘‘warned and discharged” the defendant Rikabaddi, and have, for the 
presgit, detained the i)etilioner Bindabun, and the man by whom all this trouble has 
reall^ieen given, Poratir Biswas, on suitable recognizances. 

11. If the Lieutenant-Governor thinks it dc.sirahle that iiuiuiry .sliould he pushed 
further, 1 am, of i-ourso, ready to promptly carry out his Honor’s orders; hut his Honor 
will, perhaps, kindly favor mo with a .short reply, in accordance with which I will either 
prosecute or close the ease.

IN oontinuatiou of my letter of the I2th instant, I beg to inform Government that 
the Magistrate of Nuddea has fined the Collector Nazir 50 rupees; and hqs, besides, 
punished his Buksbsi'e and 0 peons The Nazir will, moreover, probably be dismissed. 
Mr. Elliott adds:— * 

•*' I regret extrrmelj that such oppressive measures hod been undertaken by the 
Nazir, and without, or rather in positive contradiction to, my orders, I had had great 
difficulty in procuring emts for Government employ ; and I conclude that the feet of the 
{dmost total feilurc of the measure induced the Nazir to direct his Pcadas to impress. 

I have, huvicvcr, I hope, reinstated confidence in the minds of tlie inhabitants 
having given each poison full hire for his cart, or bullocks, or both, as well as hill paymaiR 
to eaon coolie, &c., from date of seizure to the dide of release (the amount of which will, of 
course, be ivfiindcd by the Nazir), and have dismissed all to ^eir homes who do not yhtik 
to take service under Government 1 still tiust, before Jong, to obtain contracts ^ carts 
and bullocks, and have given stringent oi-ders against any act of oppression.*’ ,

2. 1’he Rajah ol' Mohurbguuge has, since the date of my last communication, informed 
me that all is quiet at Bamunghutty; the reoccupation of Ghyel]assn will probably prevent 
any of the disturbances apprehended by the Rajah from breaking out. 

3. The three cuin]>anies of the 40th Madras Native Infantry have arrived at Sumbul* 
pore, while another company of the same regiment left Cuttack on the 22nd instant, in 
charge of twomiountain-tniin howitzers, and a small detachment of Artillery. 

4. Private information leads me to believe that strong sympathy for Soonindcr Shaie 
and Oodunt Shaie is felt and evinced by the people of Suinbulporc; and that, although their 
followers have di.spersed for the lime being, the heads of many villagt's arc still collected, 
and ready to rensseinblt! their adherents when it is sup(H)scd proper to do so, much 
depending on the reply of G(»vcrnmcnt to the petition for j>ardon submitted by the two 
lowers above mentioned, 

5. Tluj prcseiuio at Sumbulporo of six companies 40th Madras Native Infantry, fifty 
men of the Orissa Paik comjjanii-s, two mountain-train howitzei-s, with a small detachment of 
artillerymen, and the detachment of the Ramghur battfdion, will effectually enable the 
Senior Aslllstant (Joinmissioner to assume a higher jxisition than he was previously able to 
do, and, 1 hope, to overawe all (jppouents of order and good government, who might 
otherwise feel inclined to create disturbances. 

G. It is absolutely necessary, in my opinion, that early and decisive measures of some 
kind should be taken at Sutnbulpore, for I am greatly apprehensive that the spirit of 
disaffectjuii may not only sprcntl, but tliat lebcls and mutineers, driven away from else¬ 
where, may lake .'service in these wild and distant tracts, if hy doing so they can embarrass 
the Goveriuneut, while t he i-ude inliabitaiits being once committed to a coui*se contrary to 
what is right, may not easily be reclaitued. 

7. The character of Doenobundoo Putnaik, tehseeldar of the Khond Mais of Bond, is 
alnjady very favourably known to Govei-nment. Ilis zeal lias lately been conspicuous for 
having arreste<l some escaped prisoners from the llazareebaugh jail, and learning from them 
that disturbances wcixj likely to ari.se at Sumbulpore, he hastened across country, a very 
considerable distance, and arrived at that station as soon as jKissible, with a detachment of 
forty-eight men of the Paiks and Sebundccs under him. Their pivscnce, under these 
circumstances, even for a few days, will have an excellent efflx-t. He also took with him 
ten extra men, who have been enlisted by Captain Leigh into the sci-vicc of Government. 

8. 1 take this opportunity of mentioning that of the thirty-two Cuttack and tributary 
Mehal prisoners known to have been confined at llazareebaugh, sixteen have been 
recaptured.

When Hydiet AlU captured Oomrao Snig, thi.H emissary had got into a temple, 
with some twelve armed followers and Hydiet AIH was given twenty men of the 8th Regi« 
ment Native Infantry, and twenty-five Sikhs by Mr Edwards, the Deputy CommibsiomT. 
Hydiet Aili charged down with a subdivision' of his party, and seized Oommo Sing, 
putting his followers to flight. It apjasirs the officer then eommanding the 8th Regiment 
Native Infantry, Lieutenant>Colonel (t Fiirquliarson was siiortly afler obliged to go to the 
htll$ ftw his hi^tby and, by some oeddent, this gallant act of H\diet AlU was not properly 
brought to the notice of army head-quarters, or, m all prub.iluiity, the Order of Merit 
would have been cemferred on the sulmdor at that time. 

When the three native fegiments, the 7th, 8tb, and 40th, mutinied at Dinapore on 
the 25th July, 1857, be was veiy zealous in the cause of («o\ eminent, and made himself very 
useful and active in many ways to bis eommanding officer, Ca))taiii Rattray, cnmmatiditfg 
the Bengal Police Sikh Battalion, and to the Comniissiouer of Patna, Mr. W. Taylor. 
Hydiet Alii was transferred to the Hcngaf Police Battalion when Captain Rattray received 
orders from Government to raise this legimeiit at Niiutolla and Dahore, the beginning of 
1856, and Captain Rattray promoted him to Suhadar, and made him native Ar^dtMt. 
Captain Batti'ay can speak of his zeal, and the great pains the suhadar took in assMting to 
raiac and drill the ivgiment. During the months of Mav. .Inne, and .tuly, 1857, when 
Patna and the district around was in a very disturbed and excited state, the suhaduFs nittl 
and loyalty to tl« State was very conspicuous, and Mr. 'Pnylor, the Conimiwlinner of Patna, 
and his commanding oflicer, Captain Rattray, have testified to th(‘ same , and durirq; those 
three taanlhs more especially the «ubndar came ov4‘r from ihinkipore, Patna, to Dinaporc, 
to have conference with me, and to visit the lines of Ips «*gmiont, and, at my rcijuext, to 
make careful observations of all gdiiig on about the lines, and as far us he could, m those 
also of the 7th and 40th Native Infantry, and by Ins useliil inform-ition, and from u few 
others in the 8th Regiment, I was able to shape tnv conduct and arrangements, and it 
greatly assisted me in holding the 3th Regiment Native Infantry stoidily to their duties, 
without any symptoms of mutiny, through the very living and anxious months of May, 
June, and July, when so many regiments in dilfcrent parts of India were inutinymg and 
rourderii^ their oflicers; for bad the three native regimentH revolted the end ol^ May or 
ear^ iti June, the miachief would have been much mote setious and injurious to the 
Gomriamriat. Hydiet AlU had good reasons for knowing tljat flic men of the 7tli Native 
InIfillRyy held out serious thi'eats against him, for so often coining «\cr into the lines of 
thefnh Native fnihntry, and 1 liad often to urge him to Icp\’c I)iunp.rrc for Ins seven initca* 
journey to Bankipore, Patna, before the evening set in dark, for fear of any attempt on hb 
life, bitf .th^ sulnwr’s gfdlantry and yeal made him care little about it.

occurred in parts of the fhuish Indian ttnilory, on the side ot order, and not of rebellion, 
and fariymg anus for self-defi net and the rcpitssiou of outrage, and not on the side of 
treason. And ns tht'se classes can easily be deseribed, and exeiy person belonging to them 
must caiTy in his xisnge and outviaid apjicamnec icasouable proof ol the quaUfiration^ 
which cause Ins exemption, it would seem, as the Lieutenant-Governor desires respectfully 
to submit, thal no nigumeiit can be raised by which to justify the omission to exempt 
them, in ease of (he extension of the sections in question to any district oir place. For 
the grievan^ns occasioned by the law. how oxer slight they may be, an*, tlie iJunitsnant- 
Governor would submit, puic evil, exci'pt so foi* as tliey may be necessarily imposed for 
the sake of the }iublu- good , and in the case of these eksses, who canpot be insnrrec- 
tionary in the present instance, but, on the contrary', ara always tlie olyects of murdwous 
attack by rebels and mutineers, and who may always he easily distinguished frona any 
either classes it appt'ai-s in no w'liy necessary for thp public good to impose upon them 
(whatever may be the necessity in the case of others) any of the grievances bdonj^g to 
the law s in question, but, on the contrary, it would rather seem for the benefit of peaoe 
and good order, and (he prevention or repression of outiage and rcbellum, that. Upw 
classes, capable of any such easy distinctioq. should be always exempted from any tridomer 
, nets or grievance in carrying arms, and rather muanuaged op to do tiuMt -x 
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For tiiese reasons I am directed to submit the intention of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
in case he should have occasion to pot in force, in any district pr place, the provisions of 
Sections 1 to 6, inclusive, of the Act in question, invariably, under the power givt*n him 
by Section 6, to except “European British subjects, and persons commonly known ns 
East Indians, or Eurasians, and Europetm foreigners," unless be shuli l>e otherwise 
instructed by the Govcrnor-t^neral in Council. 

Undoubtedly, I am directed to add, there may be other persons and classes whom it 
will be proper to exempt from the o^ration of the s(‘Ctions in question, such as zemindars 
like the Rajahs of Bettia, Hutwa, Suradchcla, Ranighur, and Rajah Jye Mongul Sing, 
and the incumbent of Sasserara, Shah Kubeerudeen, and also their retainers and followers, 
and many other such loyal and well-disposed pfersoiis of various degrres, who have in 
different ^its of the country vied with our own countrymen in counige and good faith, 
and in exertions for the support of the Government. Some of these will obviously come 
to come to mind in case the sections should be extended to their puils of the country, and 
others will be suggested by the local authorities, to whom the Lieutenant-Governor proimscs 
to make a refercncte for that puri>ogc. 

In order to prevent any vexation or difficulty arising out of that section which vccpjircs 
persons not having other reasonable proof “of exemption, to produt« a (rcrtificafo of 
exemption from a magistrate or other authorized officer,” the Lieutenant-Governor piDposcs 
tb supply the local offictM' with printed fonns of such certificutCK, and to dir«-ct them to 
furnlsli one, free of all cost, and without awaiting application for it, to every exetn]»ted 
person not of I he class of European British s\ihjcct, or European foreigner, or Eurasian ; 
these classes will not need eertificutes, their appearance being always “ reasonable pna*!'.’’ 

Submitting, then, these observations upon the Law, and the manner of enforcing it, 
the Licuteniint-Govcrnor will await the directions of the Governor-General in C^)uncil, and 
he prepared to act as he may be instructed.

I A.M directed to acknowledge tlic receipt of your letter dated the 2.‘lrd iilfiino, in 
which the TJ(!uten(int-Govern«r of Ih-ngal submits his views as to the mode in wliieli .\et 
No. XXV’^Ilf, of 1^57 (the *’ Anns Act”) shall be carried out. 

2. Jli.s Ifoiior jn'oposes at once to bring into force llie hist tliirty sections of tlnr Act, 
Sections 7 to 2(J inclusive, 'fo this I am desired to say tlicrc is, for the most purl, 
no objection. Sections 7 to 11, inclusive, have already luen put in force, under the 
instructions conveyed in my letter,dated the 20tli ultimo. 

,3. His Honor proposes certain conditions on which, under Section fi, lieensis (o 
manufacture and deal in arms and ammunition, including pereussion-eaps, are to Ix! 
granted, and he intends to constitute the Commissioner of Rdice licensing officer under 
that section for the town of Calcutta. The conditions are, iK-rhaps, more minute than is 
necessary, and arc framed, apparently, more for conservancy purposes than with any view 
to the objects of the Act. By one of the conditions, the sale of any atninunllion aftiT 
sunset, unless the dealing takes place in the dark, is practically proliihited a [irecuiition 
which does not appear to the Governor-General in Council to he reipiired. Moreover, it 
is the opinion of his I.,ordship in Council that licenses for the manufacture of laircussion- 
cajM and gunpowder should not be granted, except by the Government. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor proposes, uniler Section 1 !>, to prohibit any unlicensed 
person from transporting arms, ammunition, military stores, and sulphur, in any direction, 
except on Ijehalf of Government, and from transporting sallfictre, except towards Calcutta; 
and his Honor also proposes that the officers who give 1 censes under Section 8 shall 
also be the officers to pve licenses under Section 15. To this there is no objection. 

5. Before extending the provision of Section 26 to the Lower Provinces, I am 
directed to request that the Lieutenant-Governor will name a day, after which bis Honor 
proposes that the possession of cannon shall become unlawful. There are places near to 
which it will be desirable to have the means of enforcing this section at once. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor asks instructions as to the way in which his Lordship in 
Council desires to give effect to the opening sections of titc Act, Sections I to 6 inclusive. 
His Honor considers that these sections should lie enforced ool;^ at particular times and 
places, and upon special cause, such as the occurrence or expt*ctation of insurrection. In 
this view the Governor-General in Council agrees. It will be better that these VIuusch 
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should not. he brought into permanent operation : and, if tliey are put in force in times of 
(Miici'uvney, only such exceptions can then be made as the nature of the crisis may suggest, 
llul liis l.ordslilp in (,'uuncil does not think it advisable that any I-<ocal Government shouM 
l!i\ down that any class, even European British subjects, invariably he exempted.

'‘Calcutta Giizcltc” of the lOlh idem, it is hereby further notified, that sections 2 to 25, 
and sections 27 to .'5(! of Act XXVJII »jf 18.57, arc extended from this date to all places 
within the jurisdiction of the liiculcnant-Governor of Bengal. 

Licenses to manufacture or deal in arms and ammunition will be granted in Calcutta 
by the ComniLssioncr of I’olicc, and elsewhere, by the district Magistrate. 

The same oHiecrs will also give licenses under section 1.5 for the transport of arms, 
ammunition, military stores, suljihur, and saltpetre. 

Licenses to manufacture percussion caps will be granted under the special order of the 


I.icutenant-Goveruor only. 

Licenses to import arms, ammunition, sulphur, and saltpetre, will also be granted by 
the Lieutcnaiit-Gctvernor, but aims and ammunition in reasonable ijuantities for private 
use, and not for sale, may be jiassed by the (’ollcetor of Customs without previous refer¬ 
ence to Government. 

'I’lie licenses tor the manufaetiire or sale of arms ami ammimilion will he subject to no 
other conditions than those [ireserihed in section 9 of the .\( l. 

'fhe transport in any direction, hv any person not acting in behalf ol Government, of 
arms, amnnmition, iiiililary stores, and snlplmr, and the tiansporl by any such person of 
sallpetri', except towards Calcutta, will not he permitted without a license, iu which must 
he speeilied the route and tieslination of the arms or other articles protected by the 
licenses. 


Any person having in his possession more than one maund of sulphur at any one 
time, or whose dealings in sulphur, or use of tluit article for tlic purposes of his busiuc.ss 
exceed ten maunds in the mouth, must give notice, if in Calcutta, to the Coininissiouer of 
I'oliee, and if tmt of Caleiitla, to the Magistrate of the district; who may grant him a 
license to retain in store such (plant itv as maybe necessary, on condition that none he 
removed, from the [tlaee in which it is stored, without his permission in writing, and that 
the whole of such ipianlity will he duly aeeomded for whenever the authority granting the 
license may require this to he done. 

I'he sale of more than one m.uiiul of sulphur at a time, or of inure than ten maunds 
to the .same person within one month, is prohibited.

I AM direeled to nckiiow ledge the receipt of your letter of the 15th October last, on 
the subject of the enfbriement of the Arms Bill Act XXVIlJ of 1857. 

2, The projiosition made by the Lieutenant-Governor on the 23ixl Seutetnber was to 
enforce the last thirty sections of the Act on and after the first of the following month. 

8. This w'as assented to by his Lordship in Council, except as to secUon 26 of the 
Act, and as the assent did not reach the Lieutenant-Governor till the 16th October, the 
enforcement of the Act was notified on the 201 h idem, as to take place from the date of 
the notification. 

4. Regarding section 26, the instructions of the Governor-General in Council were in 
t!it' following words :— 

" Before extending the jirovi.sions of section 26 to the Lower Provinces, I am directed 
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to rpiiiust lliiit tli»' Lieulcn iiil-(>()Vpriu)r will natilo n ilay iiflcr wliicli lii> lluiioi' jnupo'^rs 
lliat the liosao^ioii of cuimoii ^lulll baoiiu; unlawlul. 'I'luu- au' plaios luar to wliicli i( 
will lie fle^ll•ablc to have the lucans of enlorciu^ Ibis scelion at oiuv.” 

.1. Tlie Liinileiiant-tJovemor has understood this to meat!, that some date sliall be 
fivbd siteli as may admit of having the imaus of iumudiately enlbiviiig the s-miemU r of 
I rivate rannon at every jilacc. at wbieh it. may be tliouglit desiralde to eiilbree it. imim-* 
diately after the dale tixed. 

(5. If this be the jmrpose of the (iovernor-tJeiieral iii Comuil. ll.o l.ieuteiiaul- 
(iovernor would submit, witli deference, tbat be s es no exact way of doing wluit is <!esireil. 
because be does not know all the [duees at wliicb it. imiy be neee.ssai\ or drsiialile to 
enforce the surrender; nor lias he the command oVany means of eiiforeiiig it. i \iepl such 
as may be from time to time jihwed at bis disiio.sul by the Uovenimeol of ltull,i on a 
siueia'l requisition made for that luirpose. And it is obvious that all nciuisiiioiis of that 
kind are not, and could nut he always, complied with, hut must in e\ery ea.se depend on 
circumstances only within the knowledge of the (lovernment of India. 

7. The Lieutenant-fiovernov would therefore desire to leave the section in question 
to lake ed’eet (as provided thert'iii) one wei'k after the publiiaiioii of the onier in llie 
district or place. This, as it appears to the Lieuti'iiant-tbivernor, will give ample lime to 
well-disposed persons to avoid the jienidtios of the Act ; and as to ill-ilisposed persons, 
their obedience to the law iiinst he, in this a.s in other eases, enforced as soon as, after 
inl'iiuitiou of their coiitumucy, the means of «;oereiou can he made uvailiihle. 

8. A ca.se is now ludbre the l.ieuteuniil-Cjovernor in whicli guns are known to have 
been eolIccU'd in (lie fort of TiUaree in the /illali of Heluir, so as to requiu* artillery to 
enforce their surrender, if surrender should he otherwise refused. But the i.iieutenan(- 
(bjvernor has no means of judging how soon it may he jiossilile. to obtain the assistaiiei' of 
artillery for this pnr]H)se. 

9. This letter should obviously luive been sooner submitted. I am directed, Ibere- 
foie, to e.\|ilaiii that the delay lias iiriseii from au accident, for wliielt tlie Liiutenaiit- 
Covernor desii'os to express his regret.

I HAVE the honor of ackowledping the receipt of your letter iliitetl tlie oth instiuit, 
clireeting me to state to what extent, and on what conditions, it is advisable in my opinion 
that the provisions, sections 18 to 22 of Act XXVIII of 18.'i7, should be eurrieil out. 

2. In reply, 1 propose to take up the question separafek, 1 st with regard to sulphnr; 
then ammunition; and, 3rdly, military stores. * 

3. There is very little wholesale trode in sulphur in the districts of this division ; 
what little trade there is, is chiefly conflned to the sale of small qunutitics by ivtail dealers 
to those who are engaged in making fire-works, matches, zinc, and to the’goldsmiths in 
the manufacture of native ornaments. 

4. I would recommend that the Covernment should hr>ld both these classes exempt 
from the operation of this law, and that it should exercise control only over those who are 
wholesale dealers in this article. I would consider those to be wholesale dealers whose 
transactions amounted to the jiurchase or sale of more than 10 niaunds a month, and 1 
would insist on these dealers taking out a license from the Magistrate, and keeping iq) a 
register »)f their sales and pjirchfises, which should always be open to oflicinl inspection. 

5. The quantity of ammunition, to be kept in such (|uanlitics as may hi; considen>d 
necessary for j)rivate use, should be confined to siuih descriptions of powder ami slu)t only 
ns arc in general use for the purpose of killing game. N«i other ammunition .should he 
allowed to be retained by any private individual without the knowledge and pcriuist>iuu of 
the Magistrate. 

(i. Military t^tore.t .—In the acceptation wliich these words obtain in this Act, ns 
meaning other articles than arms and ammunition, I would re(‘ommciid that all articles 
coming under this head, in the pos,ses.sion of any peraon for private use, should be ri'poited 
to the Magistrate, without whose consent no portion should he retained.

3. In Moorshedabad, where the firework dealers keep rather large* stoe ks of sulphur, 
I have desired the Magistrate to let them have ten maimds at a time, keeping Iht^ bulk of 
their stock under surveillance.

1 IIAAE the lionor to acknowledge the receijjt of your letter of the .-nh instant, 
regarding the provi.sions of Act XXVTII of )8.57, and tliu tnode in wliieli it .shoulil he 
carried out in the divisions of the Province. 
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2. ill reply, I would beg to stide that, iii luy opinion, it isiiuite unnecessary to extend 
this Act to any of the divisions of this province. 

No tirc-amis arc niainifaclurcd within this province, and as llure is no saltpetre or 
sul|)hur naturally produced in any of its divisions, there is no existing manufacture of 
jinwdci', and the section regarding the importation of sulphur need not be carried into 
ctfect. 

I'\)rmerly llicro were nianul'aelurcs of powder for the Assam {joverninent, from salt¬ 
petre artifieiully javpared by a tedious and very expensive process; hut the inanufaoturc 
has entirely eea.seil,* and I dopht whether there are half a doKt'ii men existing in Assam 
who now know the jiroeess of manufaelure. 

'I’licre are a good iiumhor of tirc-arins in the {M.sscsNion of the cultivators, and they 
arc ahsolutely necessary for piulcction from wild beasts, and the jHipulation, which 
consists entirely of cultivators, {u*c so well content with the present Government of Assam, 
that I feci positively certain that they may be safely allowed to retain all the arms they 
jiossesH. 

Tli(! ruder classes under tlie hills generally carry in their han(l.s eitlier a suiull spear or 
a dao, hut both are weapons of dcfeiiee against animals, which they find necessary in 
traversing the jungles, and the dao is as iiidispcnsahle a domestic iiistrunieiit to them as 
a knife or an axe on all occasions of life. 

M. The im]iortation of arms and powder has not, to iny knowledge, been ever made 
to a greater extent than is necessary for the use and amusement of the agricultural ]K>pu- 
lation, niul I sec no reason whatever to rest lict it.

2. In reply, 1 have the honor to stale, fortlic information of the Lieulcnant-Govcrnor 
of Bengjd, that by Act XXX of 1854, section 11, tlic import and export of arms, ammu¬ 
nition, and sul])lnn' were [)TObibited into or from Ibis province, and the C'omniissioncr, by 
letter dated Pth of Maicb, 1858, from the Secretary to the Government of India, addrcs.-cd 
to W. Grey, Esep, Secretary to the Government of Ecugul, and forwarded from your office 
to the Secretary to the Board of Revenue, by mcinorai'.dum dated I2th idem, was instructed 
to refuse all liccuBe.s for the time; again by letter dated 20tli December, 1855, from the 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, with inclosurcs, the Comnnssioner was directed 
to use every means in his,power to prevent the export of sulphur from Arracun into Ava, 
and the surest means for stopping the export to Ava of arms, ammunition, or sulphur, 
being to prevent the importation of those articles into this province, the Commissioner 
issued strict orders prohibiting the export and import and sale of those aiticles, si^hat, in 
fact. Sections 18, 19, and 20 iU'c, uiui in reality have been, in full foitjc, in the PrWince of 
Arracnn since 185.5, with tiic exception of the jicnnlly, w'hich 1 am of opinion should also 
be enforced. 

3. With regard to yection2l, of course the Government may exempt anv person 
from the provisions of Sect ions 18 and 19, but, as rcganls this province, I would I’ecoiu- 
mend no exemptions whatever being made. 

4. Lastly, with reference to Section 22, I also rccoimncudcd that the provisions con¬ 
tained in it be enforced in ,\rracan, allowing respectable parties to have, for their own 
private use, a reasonable (piimtity cither of arms or ammunition for sporting or protecting 
themselves; but all military storc-s and ammunition and sulphur to be confiscated, and 
the penally to be enforced.

Governor of Bengal, that there is no gunpowder manufhetured in tliis dislriet; and that 1 
do not think, were the whole of the bazars searched, that iive seers of sulpluir would bo 
found in the country. , 

3. Under these circumstance.^, the necessity to extend the provisions of tiiese sections 
of the Act to Cachar is not very great. Section 19 might, for .safety’s sake, l)c oj»forecd, 
when any danger was apprehended, and the Magistridc be authorized to prevent the 
passage of sulphur from the westward to Muniporc and fiurmnh, should a trade ever arise 
In that direction.

2. Sulphur is almost exclusively used for the purpose of manufacturing gunpowder. 
The quantity required for meilidnal and other u.ses is very trifling. It is necessary (hfit 
we should jircvcnt the manufacture of gunpowder for the future in these jn-ovinees as 
much as possible ; 1 would therefore apply the provisions of the sections mentioned to the 
districts of this division to this extent, that no person should he allowed to liave in his 
possesgipn, during the year, more than five maiiiids of sulphur; that he should not sell 
more tnan one seer of sulphur .during that period to the same individual; and that he 
should keep an account-book, in which should he exhibited dealings in this artiele, and 
the persons to whom he has sold it. 

3. Sulphur being iinportetl by sea into thi.s country, the (Jovernment have the jiower 
of preventing the introduction of any large quantity, except on their own account; and 
th's power ought. I think, to be rigidly exercised. 

4. I trust the other sections of Act XXVill of 18.57 may he speedily extended to 
the districts of this division.

The Commemner of Cuttack to the Secretary to the Government of BgnyiU, 

Sir, Cuttack, December 27, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated the 5th instant, 
inquiring to what extent and on what condition it is advisable, in my opinion, that the 
provisions of lotions 18 to 22 of Act XXVIII of 1857 should be introduced into the 
districts of the Cuttack Division. 

2. It is certain that the quantity of sulphur in the bands of private dealers is, compa¬ 
ratively trifling, and not more lhan is required for local purposes; also, that the gunpowoer 
has hitherto been manufactured solely Vor local consumption. 

3. During the recent disturbances in other parts of India, the districts of this division, 
and all of the tributary mehals, have coil^inued in a state of profound tranquillity, and 
there is no reason to suppose that the peace will not remain undisturbed. 

4. In so far, therefore, as these districts only are concerned, there does not appear to 
be any urgent necessity for the prohibition or introduction of any rules for regulating the 
sale of sulphur. 

.5. Viewing the matter in a more extended point of view, it is reasonable to believe 
that supplies of sulphur, or of gunpowder, may be indented for from these districts, if 
exempted from the operation of prohibitory rules in force elsewhere. 

u. If, on this consideration, the Government should determine to introduce the 
sections of the Act referred to, into the Cuttack districts, it will suflice, I think, to autho¬ 
rize the Magistrate to grant licenses to I'espectable dealers, permitting the sale of sulphur 
in small quantities, say nof more than half u scer, to each person, on condition of account¬ 
ing for all deliveries, and never having in possession at one time above three maunds. 

7. It will be necessary to give licenses, liccausc, otherwise, the sale of sulphur for 
medical purposes, or far gunpowder, required by huntsmen, or for fireworks, would he put 
an entire stop to, and occasion inconvenience. 

8. In regard to Section 22, which refers to the possession of ammunition, or other 
military stores, and sulphur, in greater quantities than arc necessary for private use, I 
believe that many of the Kajahs, and principal zemindars, have gunpowder, and bullets, 
and cannon of old and im|>erfcct manufacture. One instance was i-ccently before me, in 
which 25 cart-loads of gunpowder wei-c discovci'ed at Coojung, on the death of the late 
Rqiah, about a year ago; while, lately, a further quantity of about 20 maunds of gunpowder, 
3.450 bullets, and 1 ^ maunds of sulphur, have been found, which the present Rqjah had 
failed to report. 

9. These two Ihijahs, and the others referred to, have never shown any inclination to 
rebel; but it seems altogether wrong policy to allow of private persons retaining military 
stores in this way; and 1 am of opinion that they should be coin{>elled to intimate having 
them in possession, and to give them up, and would, therefore, recommend the introduction 
of Section 22, at least.

Kenolntion —f)n the 2ftth August last, this Government passed certain rules in 
respect of the jiayiiicnt of the .salaries of olfieers and establishments whose employment iu 
the (hvil Dcpurtincnt has ceased, in consequence of the mutinies. 

in September following, Ibim Chundcr I’akius«ce, head-clerk, Deputy-Commissioners 
Oifice, Zillah Puonuli, in Oude, submitted an application for permission to draw his sahur)', 
under the above-mentioned rules, from the Trca.surj at .\llahabad, where he had fled for 
safety. 

In forwarding this application to the Civil Auditor, Fort William, for disposal, the 
Government inquired what stejis were taken by him, previous to auditing such cases, jn 
order to ensui'c Government against the risk of over-j'av ment. 

The Civil Auditor stated, in i-eply : “ My practice is, in auditing the salary bills of 
officers and establishments whose employment in the Civil Department has c^sed, in 
coniK'quonce of the mutiny, to require Irom covenanted and uncovenanted officers, who 
rtceive their appointments dirc-et from Government, n certiheate, on honor, stating the date 
up to which they have drawn their salary together with a guarantee to refund any amount 
that may k' (when frae communication will be restored in the disturbed districts) awer- 
tained to have been overpaid. In the case of ministerial officers, such as clerks, 
mohurrers, overseers of roads, Ike., a statement from a covenanted officer, certifying as to 
the identity of the parties, together with a guarantee to the above effect, signed by two 
I'cspcctable persons, is required before passing their salary bills.” 

On the 2-ith ultimo, another application was submitted from one Bhuggobutty Chora 
Chattargic, calling himself a sircar of the 10th Regiment Oude Irregular Infimtry, which 
mutinied in June last, and soliciting payment of his salary, under the rules of the 
28th August, 1857.

DURING the week ending on tlie 1 tth of November, tlic public peace remained 
unbroken througliout Hie Tiuwer Pr()\inees oi Bengal, cxeepi in some places in the Chota 
Nagpore Dhision, aid in Tnppah Belooiij.di, in the District of Behar. 

> 2. Bnina Dirainn ,—^Thd i amours of eontemplah'd disturbances in the city of Patna 

have died away. Thev ajipear to have originated ontindy from the desire of one party ol 
iotriguei's to injure anuthei, and the pif'caufious faken I lie Commissioner to prevent 
any brcaeli of tlie pi'ace, seem to have put an end to them, .‘'ome of these ntc^sares were 
still in operation at the end of the wet^. The opium godown continued garrisoned by a 
party of about forty Sikhs, and the steamer “ .Jumna” lay just below it, with the ” Patna” 
laying about a mile faither down, oft’one of the principal ghauts 

n. It wp reported by the Defmty Magistnite of Sherghotty that Baboo Bhan Pertab 
Sing, a relative and ndlieient of Umer Sing, had crossed the Soane from Rhotas, towards 
the end of October, with a mimbiM ofii'hol -epoxs, and plundered the zemindars ofTuppa 
Beloonjuh, returning tlie next day to Rhotas. In fbrwai'ding this report, the Commissioner 
ui-gecl the expedicnex of drixingoiit the band of rebels under Cmeer Sing, then infesting" 
Rhotas, and a copy of this representation xvas forwarded to tlie Gorfernment of India, with 
the remark that an expedition appiinst tliesc insurgents would doubtless appear, to the 
Guv'ornor-Gencral in Council a work ut cou'.idernble importance, and well worthy of 
undoitaken, as soon as still nioie imjinrtaiit affairs should permit of its being undeltakeil 
with the assistance of Eumpeaii tioops and guns,

6. The tight at ))unci}uoah, un the 6th instant, when (Japtain ilattmy came up vith

E ' i, and defending their position n ith great vigour. Their loss amounted to sixteen iQpit 
, and fifteen, including a subadar, severely wounded, liesides others wounded in a hm 
degree. The loss on our side was also heavy, consisting of eight men killed, ineloding 
L^ioutefiaut Boyd, and seventeen wounded. On the morning after the eneountor the party 
of Sikhs, witli Mr. Wake, joined Captain llattray, ami a pursuit was comiiirnced but soon 
ubaudoued, iiitelligeucc having U'en received that the sepoys hud, by a tremendous march 
of upwards of forty miles immediately after the engagement, ploovd themselves entirely out 
of tfic reach of their pursuers Mr. Wake had returned to Arrah, and (Captain Raiteay to 
Pehreu. 


7. In the districts to the north of the Ganges, the iiisurgouts were reported to have 
assembled in large numbers under Rcet Blminvar King, a iviative of Kuor Sing, for the 
pur])ose of attacking the Mohowla Rajah, a ho has lemuiued liiilhfut' to Uuvormucut, but 
tlicy lost heart on the advance of the Sowan lirigade to Mirwah, and arc said to bavo 
dispciwcd. On the llth Novemher, a telcgrupiiii* mcs,sagc was sent to the Commissioner, 
authuii/.ing the maivh of the brigade and tlu' tJoorklias still further on, if nu(*e8sury, 
towards the Guruckjiure Pi.Uict, but un intim.ition li.i\ ing been sui)sc(|ui'ntly received from 
the (iovernmeiil of the (k'jitral Piovuiees, to the eficct that tliat Government was not in a 
position at prcHont to eo-()]ierulc in that direction, the Coinmissioiicr of Patna was 
alutioned, on the 13th instant, not to allow the force to advanee too far, and on no account 
beyond Sehnipore. * 

H. The principal leadiTs of the rebels in Goruekjum’ at piesent, arc Mahomed 
Huob'sein and Musunutf Khan, tin* latter a prisoner n*le.iscd fi-oru the district jail. They ■ 
were reported to have thirteen guns with them, of which two iii-e at Medu, two at Burnii!, 
aqd the re^t at (uirnckjiorc. .The tighting men with Mahomed llooss«.m have hccu 
computed at .‘>,000 or 0,000 in immbf'r, besides a rubble eipiuUy iiiiim'rous. 'I'herc are 
also about 700 umtiueers with Rcet Bhunwar King, but many of these {i(‘ople were reported 
to be deserting tlieir chiefs in coiiseiiuonec uf the arrival oi tlie Kurupeuu tmups and thu 
Goorklias on the frontier. 

9. A Brahmin having been detected in the camp ot the Naval Brigade with seditious 
letters, one ol them intimating that if the Magistrate of Chiiprali could be killed it would 
probably be a good means uf exciting a disturbance, was tried liy a cuart>niartiai and 
sentenced to be sliot. 

ID. The proposition of Shah Kubeer-ood-deen that he should be permitted to raise a 
body of 200 or 300 men for the puq/ose of apptehending Ibneer Sing, wliieh was rcierrod 
to Lieutenant Stanton and Mr. Baker for their opinion, lias not been supported by either 
of tlmse officers.

16. Rttjshahye Division.-—‘The accounts from Jelpigoree were satisfactory. T1»e 
sepoys of we 73rd Regiment, whose conduct was noticed in the last narrative, having' 
named one jemadar and four other sejwys, os privy to a plot in which he was implicated 
himself, the men thus pointed out have been expelled, from the corps and from cuttoii>i« 
ments, and dispatched ^ough the police, thannab by thannah, to their homes. 

16. About 120 Goorkha recruits had joined the r^ment, and 80 more were shortly 
expected. The Commissioner intimated his opinion that the number was too small for 
checking any dis]K>sition to rcfvolt on the part of the old scixiys, and that Colonel Sherer 
should be authorized to raise 6(K) of them. 

17. In the Pubna District considcraldc excitement was caused by a rumor that a 
ix'gimcnt was about to march through it, and many jairsons removed their women, carts, 
an(| cattle into the interior, and provisions were hardly procurable tor some days in the 
bazaar. The alarm was increased, it seems, ou the r«x;ipt, by the Judicial Magistrate, of 
a reqaisiriou from the officer commandiug a detachment of Her Majesty’s Royal Horse 
Artillery for bread and meat for tljc detachment, which it was stated would reach Pubna 
on the 13th instant. The detachment was pmcec'ding up by steamer, and the name of 
the Pubna station had evidently bt)cn eiToneoiisly inserted in the notice for that of 
Comercolly in the J’ubna District, where the steamers touch for coal. Mr. Ravenshaw has 
used «vcry endeavour to re-aasuo? the p(^oplc. 

18. Messrs. D. Storm and A. llattersbcy were appointed Honorary Mfigistrates in the 
Pubna District. 

19. JBurdwan Division ,—It was intimated to the Commissioner of the Burdwan 
division that his report on the services peifornicd and the offers of service tendered by the 
Maharajah of Burdwan, in comieetion with the pi-escnt disturbances, had been perusra by 
the Lieutimant-Governor with much satisfaction. 

20. I^Addea Division. —In anticipation of the approval of the Supreme Government, 

the Lieutenant-Governor sanetioned the expenditure of 40 rupees per mensem on account 
H)f the pay of the 10 extra burkunclauzcs temporarily entertained by the Deputy Magistrate 
of Cutwa for the purpose of watching all suspicious boats passing down the River 
Bhagiruttee. • 

21. The Town of Culcntta. —The stifcts of Colcutta being fidl of soldiers and sailors,. 
the Commissioner of the Calculta police reported that lie had attached, to each of his 
police sergeants, a nmuher of e.xlni KurojjCiin constables to assist them in keeping the 
peace. 

22 . The Government of India, in tlu; Military Dopartmenf, having requested the 
return to the ai-sonal of the two (J-pounder guns which were lent to the Commissioner 
of {X>lice in August last, imd the Commissioner having tliereupon strongly urged the 
necessity of hi.s keeping then\ at present for drilling the parties of European seamen, 
now being organized for service in the interior of the ctmntrj', the permission of the 
Military Department has been solicited for their bi'ing retained by Mr. Wauchope. 

23. Dacca Division. —'I'lie sailors on iluty at Dacca, having been removed into the 
Mitford Hospital under the orders of the Commissioner, and Mr. Forbes, an Elnglish 
resident of Dacca, having represented to Government that the arrangement was an ohjeo> 
tionahlo one, the Commis.sioner submitted an explanation, at the requisition of Govern* 
merit, satisfactorily showing that the ammgement which had been made was the best and 
the only one that could have been made under the circumstances, and that it was adojpted ’ 
in consultation with tlie Magistrate of the district and the officers commanding the 
detachment. 

24. Chittagong Division .—The Commissioner of the Chittagong Division was a«tho* 
rized to grant certificates in lieu of pn^sporis to the up-countrj' cloth merchants settled 
at Chittagong, to enable them to jiroceed to Calcutta, tor the purpose of making their 
nniiual purchases, without being stopped or inole.sted on the road. 

25. In passing a hill for the jiay of 62 men I'ulLsled at Noakhally, in the new poHce 

corps raised ibr that district, it was intimated to the (•ommissiouer that these levies'should 
not exceed 200 men for each of the districts in the division, and that upon that miinbeir 
being completed, a return should be furnished to Governmont showing from what olasses 
the recruits have been drawn. ^ * '

29. CAoto Waypore Diemon.—Towards the end •of October, disturhwices of a. sefioiw ' 
nattae were rq)ort^ by the Cuminissiouor of Chota Nugporc to have broken but in 
Palamow. A large nc^mber of Chcroes and Khywars, the aborigines of Palamow, wero 
stated to have assembled and plundered the towns of 81iab]>orctand Chtunpore, and a body 
of Boghtahs, about .OOO strojig, led by two bi-olhei-s named Fetumber Sahec and Lillambcr 
Saltee, Illakadars of Tui>ihi Cbujmou Latneeu, t(} have pillaged Ix'siiegunga and otlier 
villages, and committed some murders. At the attack made on Chainporu, tlifi insurgeiits^ > 
who were about 2,000 in unnilHa', ,wcre said to haw been driven olF by Tliakooreu Eughoo>' 
burdial Sing, against whom, on account of old enniiti(‘s, iliclr muveinriit was stAted to 
have been mainly directed. At ,l.eslicgmigc the (joverninent lliaimuli, Abkarec eutcliercy, 
and 8 few horses belonging to privaO; individuals, were l)iirnl, but on hearing of the 
advance of l.icuteiuuit Ciraiiam with a small |>urty of (loops, (he Bogbtalis, it was rciHiiied, 
lost heart and dispersed. 'I'he various /cmhulnrs, liicutdianl (.(raiiiim wrote, had to all 
appearance kept entirely aloof from these outragifs. 

3((. The Commissioner learnt suliseciuent.ly, however, (hat (lie iiisurgenta had not 
dispersed, but had only ititrealed injo the jungles and hills of 8irgoojah; and a further 
letter from l.ieuteiiunt (Iraliuni of the 10th instant, rejiortetl the i^.^semf>lage, for purposes 
of plunder, of fioiii 2,tKi() to 1,000 men, headed by Pet umlier Shah at liauchce, twenty- 
eight miles from Chainpore. Lieutenant Cruluim, having a small force of only 50 men, 
was quite uuable to go in pursuit of the insurgents, and (he Lieufenuiit-Governor, there¬ 
fore, asked for and obtained (be sauetiuu of the Supremo (joverimient to employ the 
Shekawattee Battalion in that cpiurter. 

31. In the Suinbul}>orc district, Sooruuder Saiee, ijgving escaped on the night of the 
Slst October from the station where he was at latge on parole, and his sytnpathiacrc 
having collected togi-ther in sevei-al places, Cu]>tain Knocker, the utheer commanding Uie 
detachment of the 40th Madras Native Infantry, loeatt'd a(, Suinhulporc, was directed by 
the Senior Assistant Coiniuissiuner to pnieced against Kliinda and KolulH^rah, where the 
rebels had mustered in large numbers. Captain Knoeher commeiKed his march on the 
5th instant, successively visiting the villages of .iliiiigliatty, Sanson, C'uttnubagah, Soma- 
singah, Kurrecapallee, Kolaberah, Saber, and Kliinda, n turning to Snnibulpore on the 
9th, after having burnt down Ihe'lionscs of the Chorotci.li of Kclaberah at that place, 
and of Soorundcr Huiec and Oodunt Saiee, at Kliinda, l>olli i.f whicli be found deserted, 
but perforated with kKiiiholes fur firing through in every din;( (ion. It was believed that 
the rebels had ilispersid, no assenibiago of arined men iiaving lieeii nici with any where 
except at Jhinglmtty, where tlieir number was doncealed by the dense jungl(>s in which, 
they remained hidden, and where iive or six of them wetc iiilied, iiic'luding a near ivdation 
of the Ghorotcah of Kolaberah.

2. I hove now the hniKff tp forward a oopy of Mr. Farqaharsqp^ letter, dtded 
23rd October, to roe on this subject, aod to reOord the foUowing rentUuhs on Mr* TayW’s 
letter. , 

y. There are certain circuroRtanccii, Mr. Tayler commences by saying, which ace so 
eminently calculuted to endanger the saiety ot Behar that, nitiiongh now unconnected 
with the province, he is under the necessity of bringing them to the uotioc of tluj Gove^ 
inent of India. One would have supposed, fiom this c.\ordiuni, that Mr. Tuyler had 
discovered some formidable plot, and wan about to put the Government of India in posses¬ 
sion of its details. 1 coutess 1 was much I'clicvxtl when I found that ihe grave circuros 
stances to which Mr. Taylor allddcd were the arn-st of Nu)ecm-ood>det*u, whicli torininuted 
more than two montlis ago. an .'ittenipt.of Mr. I'aniuharson's to obtain an advance from 
certain zemindars for opium (lurpowcs, which was stopjied by Government about the 
same time, the reception by Air. Farquharson ol‘ Ijootf Ali Kiian, the pri^-ntatiou of 
a petition by the inliiihitants of I’atna, in which Mr T.iyler was not praised, and tbe 
appointment of Moonslicc Arnecr Ah; all matt* is ol history whieli I must be allowed to 
say have as much to do with the sa(cl\ ot IJcli.v .is with the safety of IVIviii. Mr. TayWr’# 
letter appear to me to be a mere ebullition of spleen directed priiicip illy .ig.iinsl Mr, Farqu- 
harson end Loutf Ali Khan, hut to '■ome exti'nt also against tlu (luverninent ot Bengal 
and mystiU'. 

4. It cannot he necessaiw foriiu to toiicli a^am on the ease of Nuiecm-ood-decii, which 
was Irkl Iwlore Govtriimeiit, and disposed of Itmg ago. As lr> the ledress which 
Mr. I’aj'lcr advocates in this ease 1 eaii only sa) that, il'eoinpeii-nitioi) is to he afforded to 
r\ery man who lias been .inerted <iiid imprisoned on msutTiiieiil grounds sJnec these 
troubles eiunuieiiced, the list of eliiiiiiaiits will be a lo.ig one, and tli.it Niijeeiii-ood-deeri’s 
claim is weak cinii])ared lo tint of others I bi'lieie Air. Ilnikes to li.ive been quite 
mistukea in the view he took of Niiioein-ood-tlet n’s eoiiiplieilv in the murder ot Major 
Holmes: but hi, at least, suited inlolii'ohle grounds for the susjiicion he entertained, and 
upon these givnmds Ali. Fciupilmison .leted 'I’lie l,ieiiteiiimt-Go\i.iiioi is aware that 
many more lufltiential men lli.in Niijeem-ood-di en, men whoseain-st was mucli more likely 
to create a roinmotion, were impiisoned licie foi IciigthciK <1 ptnods, and that none but 
vague and iiifaiigible eli.irgcs hava* liteii piefericd ag.iiiist any of them up to the present 
moment. 

f». Air. I^uIciIn atlncK on Mr. Faiqiih.irsoii upon the grounds of Ins ajiplication to 
the fiettiah and Doomraon Kajahh lor adv.'uiees to enable him to adjust the accounts of 
ttic oniimi nots has bci'ii sulKeieiitly answered by Mr. Farquhai son, and ealls for no 
reiniu'k. 

6 Mr. Tnyler imputes blame to Mr. I‘'ar(]uluirsoii because, as he alleges, he received 
a visit from Loolt Ali Kliaiiat a time wliea a ])ioposd was before Goveininent for furtlier 
proceedings ugaio'-l that indiviilual, on the ground ot one ot tin* men lianged for rebellion 
having been in his sei-vico. 'I'liis is an entire mistake. It is true that Air. 1’aylcr did, 
after the acquittal of l.oott ,Vli Kli.in, apply to Govnnment for pemiissioii to incarcerate 
him again on the ground stalld , but the Governiiu iit leply, of the 2!)th July, negativing 
the proposition, and pointing out to Air. Tu\ Icr that the fact stated did not justify ally 
proceedings against Lootl .Mi, was iceeivcd by Air. 'I'uyler on the Ist ot August, ten or 
tvvelv'O days bctoie .Mr. Far(|'dmr.'Oii took eiiarge. it is evident ‘that Air, Tayler has 
fm^otlon this letter altogether, for he not oiilv declares tliat his proposal still reinaiiMi 
uumiswurcd. but he dwells in Ins pie^eiil letter on the same idea, as that whieli funuerly 
drew’ forth the rebuke of Govenmn’iit, \i/., th.-it the guilt of the servant is proof of the 
complioity ot the master. Mr. 'ruyler should consider how he would like this doctrine tO 
lie ap])lied to himself. 

7. Air. Farquharsan is not the only officer who has received visits from Lootf All. 
The Judge has rect'ivcd him. 1 also have receiveil him ; and I have done so after 
fyiiig'myself that there was not the slightest ground for imputing guilt lo him. 
eoiniwW mo to say that 1 think him a most ilbused man. As Air. Tayler has brought the 
subject forward liimsclf, he cannot he displeased if I run over the facts tbe 
Mr.'layler sent for this man, who is tlie head ot the greatest banking Iiouse in Behar* and 
tlnt'w him into the* common prison. He .subsequently committed him to the Semkroft 
Cfourt on a charge of harbouring a mutinous sepm'. The evidence against him was tha^ of 
(I near relative of Wilaynt AH Khan, the notorious enemy of the prisoner, and several

8 . Previous to tlie trial, and during it, Mr. Tayler ntiempted to influence tlie mind of 
the Judge against tbe prisoner hy notes, copies of ivhicli were forwarded to you''hy 
• Mr. Farquharson. In submitting liis judgment, when Re fimnd that the Jud^ Was 
inclined to acquit the prisoner, he sent m a suppleuwntai'y calendar, with witnos^ to piertre, 
firstly, that one Ghusceta Khulcefa. who had been hanged on a charge* of n'beiUon, wns a 
servant of tbe prisoner; secondly, that another, Ghusceta Khun, who had been similaniy 
executed (both os, I think, on very doubtful evidence*), was the .son o( a woman who WW 
the ayah of the mother of Lootf Ali, and tliirrlly, that l,ootf Ali liad given out that he 
had beard fi*om tlie .fudge that armed sepovs were coming to attack Patna. The last 
charge, supported by thi’C'f* intimate friends oi Wilnyut Ali Kli.m, wns fully disproved. 
The second was denied by the prisoner, and was immaterial, if true. With regard to the 
first, it was not d(*nied that Glius(*etn hud been tlu* servant of Uiotf Ali, hut evidence was 
adduced to show that he hud absented himself, on the ground of sicknesK, for snme time 
before the disturliance in the city of Patna, lor complicity in which he was hanged, broke 
out The .Judge ilisraissed the case, «»ot>uling his opinion I hat the incarceration and com¬ 
mitment of the prisoner were alike improper imd unjustifiahic. 

9 Not satisfied with this, Mr. 'raylcr iiro[K)scd lo (iovermnent to incarcerate Lootf 
Ali Khan again, on the ground of liis servant’s coiniction, although he altogether omitted 
to mention that he had adduced cMdcncc on tins point in tin* case which had just 
baen dismissed. This attempt failing, In* now (*ndeavours to injim* the man hy fi'pi-c*- 
sentmg him as a person unworthy of being received hy an offic<*r of Govcriunent, and to 
receive whom is a grave offence, deserving tlu* reprt‘lu*nsion of the Licuteiumt-Govcitioi*. 
Mr. Tayler himself, before th<* late proc«*ediiigs coinmeneed, eonsidert*d laiolf Ali Khan so 
respectable a |K*rson, that he urulcrtook peisonnliv to arbitiati* a dispiiti* regarding property 
of considcniblc value, between l.ootf All Khan and his ne|ilicw Wila>ut Ali Khan.* 
Loi^tf has been honorably ac(}uitted of all tin* ehargi's preferred against him ; and 1 know 
no reason, therefore, why ho should not hi* received liy officers of Goveminoiit on the 
same terms as lK*fore. The ease brought against him w.is iiiauilesth got up. as every one 
adbustomed to criaiinal investigation in this cmmtiy w'onld have se(*ii at a glance, and idt 
the probabilities arc against laiotf Ali (a slothful uiicrgotie opium-eater, and in banker, 
with immense sums out on loan and mortgage to i<airo{K*ans and others) engaging in 
conspii'acies against the Hritisli Govcrninetil If tlic city of Patna liad fallen into the 
hands of the mob, l.oott ^h must have h(*t*n wcM awuie that his own house would have 
been one of the first to be plundered. 

10. It appears to me that in this matter Mi Tujlcr has, uueoruciouslv on his part, 
no doubt, bfren made a tool of hy faiotf Ah’s greiif eiicinv Wilayut Ali Khan. Of thi* 
confidence which Mr. Tayler reposeil in fins man, the racuicriant-tkivernor has been 
enabled to form an idea by tW extravagant praise which Mr. I'.iylei hestowod on hum 
wbonevei* he mentioned him in his eorrc&jiondeiiec with Governmenf. Wiluyuf All Khan 
rented a honse near this to be closi* to Mr. Tayl(*r, anil was toiistnnfly in hw bouse from 
the commencement of the disturbances until \Ir.'Jailer’s removal, doselv allied with 
this matt was Mouda Buksh, the Depute AlagislraU* of the <*ify, of whom Mr. Tayler had 
80 high an opinion that he made him take up In-, residence in Ins < 'impound (though the 
mty where bis jurisdiction lay was four miles off. and was then d« clutid to la* in an inflam¬ 
mable state), and entrusted to him the pre|)ar.ition of all tlu* (as'*s comireted with the 
ttebeliion, AltptF Hossein and Raza Ilos-.c*iii, who appeared as wittu iscs .igainst l.ootf Ali, 
sffC both intimate friends of Wihnut Ah Kluui and MoulalJuksh. and wcie also in frequent 
attendance on Mr Tayler. Mahomed Melidie, who^ippe.irs in lie* case as the informant 
nad chief witness, is a coosiii of Wilayut \li Khan’s, Mr, T.nlir was tlius surrounded hy 
U perfect band of Lootf AU’s enemies, of all of whom he hiuJ the v'-rv higliesl opinion, and 
'it is only to their influence that I can ascribe his committing J.o(>tf Ali Khan on evidence 
tthieb he would have been the first to ridicule if it hswl he**n suhniittert to Idm by any one 
edte. and tbe pcr.sbvering attempts which hi* h.is since made to injure him.

12. The petition to a^ilch Mr.Tayler alludes was brurnght to me hy Nasral) 
Hossein Khan, a man universally respected, and Lootf Ati Khan. It was a dwokeana/* 
or letter of thanksgiving and congratulation, addressed to the Lieutenant-Governor, on 
the Mohiirrnm having passed over so peaceably, and was signed by seventy-1 wo of the 
principal inhabitants of the city. With the exception of Wilayut AH Khan and his party, 
it would have been signed, 1 have since understood, by every respectable roan in the city, 
had it not been that it was known to be distasteful to Mr. Tayler. The first notice I fara 
of the petition was from Mr. Tayler himself, who sent me a copy of it, infomting me that 
my name and Mooushec Ameer AIi's*wfrc freely used to induce people to sign, and 
bqgging me to put a stop to it. ns it was levelled at him. I looked at it, and could find 
no attack upon Mr. Tayler Th<* sentiments it exprt*ssed were those which had beea 
pdrsonally ex jin's ,ed to me by nearlj every native to wlwrn I had spoken, and I therrfore 
saw no reo'^on to interfm*. I inquired next day, however, into the alleged connection of 
Moonshoe A me<*r Ah with the petition, and ascertained that it amnuntod simjily to this, 
that on the lust d.iy of the Mohurrum, when the eeremomes were eoneluded, the principal 
people tissf'inbled crowded round Ameer Ali, who had been deputed to superintend the 
police arrangements, and offei-cd their congratulations, on whioh he informed them that 
their congratohitions should Ik* addressed to Govi'inmcnt. and not to him. The statement 
that Amt'or Ali’s name was used in getting nji the jietition, and that jicople were 
threatened with his displea.siire wdio did not sign, I believe, from the inquiries I have 
made, to be sinqih an invention of i\fr. TavleiV IVIaliomedan friends, as is also the state¬ 
ment that any respectable native in Patna really belii'ved that Ameer Ali was iifipointed by 
the infinenee of I,ootf Ali Khan, though 1 have no donht that Wilayut Ali Khan and his 
partj’, on seeing how distiistetul the ajqioinfmtnl wits to the European community, did 
everything in tiieir power to tosUr the feeling, nml to t-jiroad iT])ort> jirejiulieial to Amoer 
AH. 

I.^. Moon>-hee Ameer Ali, as yon niv aware, was not emplojed in duties which gave 
him any jiower whatsoever Ills njipointnu lit owi's its iiiijiortttiiee entirely to tlie clamour 
raisptl Hjraiiist it hv Hie juililie jiress, the (ondiu tors of whieli luiheoneeivod its nature and 
object, and w'cre besides actuated hy a strong luitied to Mahomedans Had they known 
how entirely Mr Tayler was surrounded with M.duniednns, and how impHoitIv he 
confided in thoiii, they'would jiioli.ibly have hailed it as the substitution of one Alaho- 
medan for hnlf-a-'lo/i'it Of this, howev c r, as of many o1 her things, luckily for Mr. Tayler.

Mr. Tayler proees^tt 
in his argument in this letter very much as ho did in I/Mitf Ali’s case—he fer^ts to prove 
his premises. , 

1 4. t must npologire for the tone of asperity which I fear 1 hav® not always been 
able t‘) supjirt'ss in this letter. Overwhelm!^ with duties of a labortous and aaxiomi 
nature, it is not jdeasnut to have my time taken up in answerii^ the oM stones «ad idle 
calumnies which Mr. Taylor in his leisure niomentsi has thought fit to rake together; and

i HAVE the honor to acknowk'dgt* Hio iweipt of jour letter of the 10th iiwtMrt, 
^ving covci" to a copj' of a letter uddivssctl by Mr. Williatn Tayler t<» llio Govcnlmont of 
Bengal, and kindly jwnnitting me to make any remarks ou (he sumo 1 may leel inclined 
to Oder. 

2. The points calling for remark us impugning my official conduct are — 

(1.) The arrest and detention of Moomhee Nujeem-ood docn to my order. 

(2.) The admission of Syud Loot! 41i Khan, “the wealthy Imnker,’’to my privaui 
house, and his Iwing “ honored with especiai notice,” at a time when a qm'stion was 
pending before Government an to the propriety ol taking proceedings against this said 
Lootf Ali, on the ground of two servants of his establishment (one his jemadai) having 
been actually engaged in the outbreak m which Dr. 1.jell wax brutally murdered. 

(3.) 'J'lie o[iium agent’.s eoiiduet as regards pnhiie loans Irom certain llajahs for ophim 
purposes^ and Iii.s obseivatioiis to the Board of Hevenue on the Bcttiah Rajah's tint refusal 
to any assistance. 

.3. The arrest of Nujeern-ood-deen w .ss inad<‘ hj’ nij' order, at the instance of Mr. Huikea, 
Magistrate of Motceharry, who suspected Niijccm-ood-deeii of complicity ia the murder of 
Major Holmes, and, after citing tlu various reasons for his siepieioii, goes on to say: “ I 
consider he should he e.irefully wateh'-d, or at once suresU d.” Having no nu'iins of watch* 
ing him, 1 look advantage of a pretext Ihi jikwiiig him in coiihm'nient utfoided hy his having 
delayed foi sonic days delivering a tnessHgc* with which he was charged by the lltijali of 
Bettiali, who had previously niitten to th-* (’otinnissiftiie'', sajing he had sent Iik dewou to 
deliver, verbalh', a messuge too nnportaiit to he eiilrusted to writing. Nujeem-ood-iiecn 
reached Patna on a Fiithiy, and called af inj house on the .‘siUni-daj, bill, not finding iiM* 
at homo, went .iway without waiting of leiiMiig aiu me v.i;',e, and did not call again until 
Monday, whei' I found tlial tlie inessugc he liad to deliver was sonu' trivnloua olyoction 
of his master to haiin" Gooikha troops suit to h.s iieighbouihood, and jirajitig for a 
Foment of Europeans. 

4. I had received Mr, .Rail.es’ lett'r the ivininc 1 1 tore, mid, taking advaiitage of 
Nujcem-ood-deen’b dilatory deliurj of this -o-f.dled IiTv iinpoittiiit nK'.-age, oi’d<>ie<l liim 
into confiiiemciit in the chemt-house, wl.tit Mr.T.ijlci had ktpt-fii ral Waludu'" gentle* 
men, of undoubted respcctabilitj, imprisoiu d foi some inoiitlis, 

5. I used the pietixt of geneml sinpicion on account oi (lie ividcnllj wilful negleet 
of his master’s cominission. ratliir ih.ui Kt liini Know iht In o noei ot tin aiw t, .itid in 
order to strengthen Mr. Kail.Imnds in thi aitne iiKjeiij (lien an<l 't.ll Ik ing made into 
the particulnrs of Major Holme-,’ iimrdir, nioie e p.*ciall\ wiili regaid to hy wiioiu it was 
instigated. I was then daily experting joni leiilyal, ..nd lOM'idiied 1 wai acting on the 
safe side in securing Niijoem-ooil-decii at once, and hciine Ik could gtt am iiitiinafioii of 
the suspicion entertained against him. 1 le was tn ated with i verj resjieet and teiulonicss, 
and the Rajah was immediateij wiitti'ii to, inforining liiin ot his dewan having fallen under 
t^porary 8Us(^icion, with the assuianee that it h.id iiothiiig what ever to do with theRigah 
himself, and pointing out a probahiliU' that the detention woulil last onh a tew' days, 

6. Mr. mikes, in reply to my mtiniation af Nujociii-ood-decu’s arrest, saj^s : “ 1 atn 
l^bid to hear you hax'e placed him confinement; tiieiv are nianv eucuinstanecs in the case 
that iqppear to implicate him.” I need not add that I iniriu diately reported the matter to 
Government, and that all the conx-spondenee has hwii subsequently laid before tha 
lieotenant-Gkivernor, who, while approving of Nujceni-ood deen’s releiwe, expressed no 
C&mleaaore at the course I liad pursued, which is stigmati/td by Mr.Tayler as "a grass 
and glamg act of ojyression and injustice, jircjudicial to the bi*st intcreets of Government, 
dbci^itable to the English name, and most dangerous in its effects,” &c. 

, ' ?. 'Wbmi the arrest was first mi^, Mr. Tayler wrote to nw rather strongly on the 
«hl9^ Bod r^oested me to let Nujeern-ood-deen be detained in his (Mr. l^yle^a) house,* 
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offcn'n^ to be rcsjionsible far hid saib keying. This, of covrae, 1 rofuaed. Thd real entse V 
arrpht was stndiooBly kftpt fk«n Mr. Tayler, tfimply because it ww understood, from file 
terms in which he wrote of his friend, the prisoner, that be would immediately coufrutmi* 
cate it to him, and thus frustrate the main object of the imprisontnent. Further, I would 
ask how, if Mr. Taylcr’s interest in the safety and welfare of this province was the wt 
motive of this addre-^s to the Governments of Benc^al aud India, did it happen that, seeing 
tl>e danger of my conduct towards Moonshcc Nuj<‘em-ood'dt*en as early as the date of hn 
arrest, he did not report the same to (Government at an earlier period, the arrest havioj^ 
taken place on the 17tli of August ? 

8. I am very much surprised <it Mr.Tayler’s inoffting tliis point,* as I had hoped afid 
believed that the open and in e\ei*y wvy complete jnditlal iiupiiry into the charges brought 
against Iwootf Ali in my (Vnirt, listened to, ns it was thioughout, b| many of Mr. Tayl^a 
friends, to wliom I gave seats on the la neh loi that purpose, and the entire' refutation of 
these charges by the evirlcnce adduced, would Inve shown Mr Taller how thoroughly 
wrong and mistaken he had been in pressing an at c usalion which had not one atom of 
proof or jirobabiltty foi its support I will not for a moment supjiose that Mr. Tayler 
implies anything heyoiul the’ disiesjait to his appeal imputed to im m his remark on my 
receiving a visit from one 1 had even reason to consider an innocent .md injured man. 
I own to having received a vi-.it fioni Loot!' \li some tune altei liis ar(|uittal I 
received him as I reeeivc'd all othei native I'entli'nen, with neitlcT more nor less of the 
usual circnionlal and compliments. 1 congratulatid him cm having completely cleared 
himself fumi the charges brouglit aniinst Inm in my Coiiit, and hoped he would, in future, 
be careful to avoid all c.iiisi- foi suspicion 1 sha'I he as glad <is Mr. Tayler that the 
reference made hy liim should lie answi'ied, and tiiist tliat the summing-up will convey 
the Govirnmeot estimate of both Mi. Pavld’h and my own c-ondiicr with wgaKl to the 
trial in question, whii h, having been fully leportc'd to (Govciiimcut at ilic time, need not be 
again entered into here.

9 Mr 'J'nyler, III another jmiiurivqih, allutlo to “the actiie paitieijiation of Lootf 
Alia sc'rvants in the nuirdei of oiii l.unentcd c'oiiufiyii’cn being fiillv jiiovc'd,” as a reason 
why the Cotnmissioncr should no( udmil this man 'Looff f\li> to his house, and conceives 
thuf “ Slid'eoriduct iiiav yet hring Irick upon P'tiia the evils from which it has barely’ 
escttpcd.” With regard to the piirtieipation ol l^ootf Mi’s servants m the murder of 
Dr.Lvc'll, I only hope that it was fully jiroved, a-. Iiolh nii'ii were hanged hv Mr. Tayler 
on the ehaige. But I bi'g also to .itKrm that, of ihe two men 1 hc'lii'vc to be alluded to by 
Ml. Tayler as l.ootf AIi'-. sc ivants, one, liis jc'madai, hud bcc'n en^iivly absent from his 
master's bouse on Ic'iivt, on [mc text ot sb-kness. foi fwo or three months previous to the 
minder :f and the other also, eiillod Ghuseda, was not a servant of Lootf Mi’s, but a son 
of some old woman attciidant of some female ic'Ialion of his, with about as distant connec¬ 
tion with Lootf AH himsc If as if is possible to tone eive with itfcrence to making Lootf 
Ah aiisweitthle loi (Shusec'ta’s evil deeds That Patna lias baiely c'seaped many evils I 
cannot doubt; but none', 1 think, have bci'ii gioutci th: u the rule and system pursued by 
Mr. Tayler, whieh niiist. sooner or later, have (biven such men as Imott AH, and the 
zemindart) with whose monev-bags Mi.Tayler made "o fix'C for the establishment of his 
Model Institution, mto open lesistaiice .uul levolt 

10 The cireuinst.mci'-. relative to a suggestion of the Opium Agent’s,| that in the 
emptiness of oui Moliissil tri'iisurics, owing to all the money having hc'en sent out of 
harm’s W’uy to Calcutta, the principil Rajahs and /emiiKlar-. sliouM he called on to help 
us with short loans of e.ish foi ojiiuia aclvanecs, uie fuHv known to the Government. 

11. The ohserv af ions I in.idc wifli regard fo the Ihttiah Ilajah’s recusance were nOt 
t'OlU'urred in by the Boiiid, ..nd have not, possibly, been laid before the Government. 
They were to the cffc’c-t that, in -o evtenssive and profitaldc a raj, the jilea of poverty, if 
tmo, was indicative of mismanagement, whicli the (Goverament would d^well to look 
into. 

12 The Diirbangha and Bcttiah H.ajalis were, I neheve, the only zemindars Upplio^ 
to wlio flatly icfuscd nssistanev; the Bcttiah H.ijnh first and, haviog no belid'm hiS

- 13. The comparison di'iiwii In Mr. 'i'uylcr between the liujahs of Dooinraun anti 
Bettiah, and the impolicy of accepting money troin the former, will be belter ca|Kible of 
estimate by yourself and the (iovenmunt, than eitlicr liy Mr. T»nler or myself. I never 
considered tin; Doomruon Hajuh’s eoiuluel praisiwoiii\y. inasmuch us he ran away from his 
home and estates on the first sound of alunu, and .sent no iutimatiou to (Jovernment of 
his wbcmiboulh or loyal intention.^; but wliy borrowing .i l.ie of rupees from him for a few 
weeks for opium purposes, or otherwi e makiuj; use of bis loeal respurecs in furtherance of 
Govcriiuiunt interc.sts, should be abstaiuul from, buause ol bis tailing oil’, Mr. Tuvlcr lutd 
foiled to show.

Mr. Taylor asscit.s th.it “ l-oolf AH Khun sent down large .sums of 
money to Cuk-uttu Ibr di.strilndioii, uiul tliut Ameer AH laboured Iiuid lu procure lawtf 
All’s release.” 'I'lie first of tliese a-seitions is so \aguely put, all allusion to knowledge of 
tboubjeet of these lemittanecs being eaivtully abstained fioin, that, coupled with the fiict, 
forming no part of Mr. Taj lei ’s cliaige auaiust l,uolt Ali in my Court, J am iuclined to 
look upon it as uik‘ of the many unsupp>i"ted allegiitions in which .Mr. 'J'aj'lor has so

With regard to ,\uKvr All’s eiuleavouis to procure Lootf Ali’s rcleuMi, 1 cun only 
state that Looll AH was, from the time of bis Bm'.sl, a close |)risoner in the Patna Jail, 
ddiarrcd from ali eommuuication with bis frienda witiioiit, .so miieli so, that when iu 
Court before me, he was told be might take time to prepare and write out his defeucc, he 
requo.stcd that the jailor might'be ordered to allow him the use of writing materials, which 
hod.qs yet, he said, been denied liiiii. 1 can lurllicr aiHiin that, with the exception of 
several private notes from Mr. 'layler, all temling to lead my judgiuciil into a train 
■ adverse to the prisoner, I received n j sort oi communieatioii on tlie. subjeet from Ameer 
Ali or Lootf Ali, or any other jicrson wliatever. A messenger w.is rent to Mr. J. Ji. KUiott 
by I^Qotf AH’s mother, requesting him to interest bimseli in her -oil’s releu-m from jail, but 
that rauttamun refused to interfere. 

17. Mr, TayJcr’s remarks on Mooirsliec .\nicer .Ali’s a|>{)oiiitiiicnt as .Assistaut 
Oonatnisslooer, in connection with Loolf .Mi’.- name, are so unjustifiable and uiieallctl for, 
so wantonly disrespectful, and utterly uutrue, that I can only i'eel surpi i ,e and disappoint' 
moot at his having thus publicly given them expression; surprise at flic I’CckLessnes* of 
tho assertions, and disapjmiatnicQl at a man oi Mi. 'rajler’s tiiiu gei.ius, and many good, 
qualities, bwering himself by their publication. 

1$. Mr. Taylcr makes mentiou of Lootf Ali and liis friends having tried to get up a'

19. 1 may, perhaps, be allowed here to state, that Ameer Ali’s iq^qx^toent ww, in 
the opinion of those b^t able to judge and amreciatu the tone of Patna native society, a 
highly politic, popuhtr, and useful measure. The better classes of natives in this city ha^ 
throughout th^ evil times, displayed nothmp; but loyalty and goodwill to the J^itish 
Govemmont. Thu appointment of Ameer Ail, a native of tiie province, and known to 
each and all, either as personid legal adviser, or a successful pleader in the highest Court 
of Judicature, to assist the Commissioucr in las early communications with these dMSSs, 
was precisely what was required to ‘allay fears, wliich were daily gaining ground and 
stren^h, fears that the Guvormneiit was bent on general and iudibcriiuinatc vengeanee tor 
the atrocities eomiuitted in .other parts of India. There i& iio calculating what might haae 
been the danger or mischief ol a spread of this belief among a credulous and timid popular- 
tiou. The fiarwas at once allajtd by Aineci Ah’s acUent, and noi only has the leal 
justice of the Goveniiuent been in.*do app<ucnt to tin initive mind, hut its vast power and 
resources, jinviously not half understood oi bilieved by the pcojile, were made real and 
credible to all.

I HAVE the honor to rcj)ort all quiet in the division. 

8. llio rumours of disturtainccs at Patna have died away; tlicy a\ipear to have 
originated entirely in the desire of one jiarty of intrigut'rs to injure another, I have stiff 
got the Sikhs (abont 40) in the opium godown; the “ Jumna ” l}*!^ just below the 
gitilown, and the " Patna” o/T one of the prhicipal i^hauts, aboul a mile farther down. 

3. Reports from the neighbourhood of Palaniow mention that much anxiety is felt in 

oonaoquence of tlir state of affairs in that di.striet. The trilies called Cliecroo and Khur> 
war ore said to he in arms, to the numlnT of o’* and to he attacking the 

zenrrintlans; they are burning and jiillaging in idl directions. It is verj' desirable that « 
utnall force sbonld move against tliem without delay. 

4. The Ranee o( 'IVhuree js n*porteci, upon gootl authorit}, to be raising mch aruMi! 
with firelocks. She has four guns mounted on her western gates and three jtnjals, and is 
said to have nthci-s eonecaled. ft is also reimrted that she is making powder, uad laying in 
a stock of anns. She exorcises her jieojile at the guns daily, in firing at a mark ; one of 
them burst a Ibw days ago, and wounded a golundauvc of the name of Torah Ali, but she 
concealed the man in tlu- renani. and put the polite oft’ with evnsions.when they called on 
her to produce him She has siitroimdcd tlu- hou.se of the Hcgiiiii, Modtnaraiti’s mistress, 
and allows no one to leave it. Tht'se pioeeiMlmgs, it uiu’^t lie owned, are of a very sutipi- 
ciouh character, uiui umMlling as 1 am to lKlie%e tliul a wumnuwho showed such prudence, 
.and so imieh fidelity in the e.irli j«rt <»f thes- dtsliirhaiiees, i^ now going to adopt a course 
which must lead to her spced\ ruin, it hehove' us to t.iKe enre that her folly docs not 
prove injurious to oursthch. and that she is not allowed to fonu a ucst of traitors in the 
heart of Reliar. 1 have called upon her fo Milnuit an Inmicdmlc explanation of her 
conduct, and without hlntm.g that I .suspect her of any disaffection to the State, aftheth^, 
indeed, to treat her preparations as direefeii against the Begum. I have warned her 
strongly of the dongei of the lomwe she is pursuing I have also sent for Hetnimtiii 
and spe^n to him. uUbongli, ns the Lieurenaiil-Govemor is aware, he exercises UtHe tit 
no iaflnenre pver his wife. 1 would strongly rceoinauiid either that Mmor 

hrigade should be directed to stand la-^t at G va, or that a similar detachment sboold heawtt 
to that place until this matter i« settled. v • 

5. I would also recommend that section 26 of Act XXVIII, of 1857, should be extended 
to these districts. This would give u-, an excuse for demanding her cannon without 
appearing to aim the measure directly at her, and the Rance would not feel the prohibition 
so much as if it applies only to her.

It’ is 
evident, however, that so long as tlic frontier is safe, there is little to be feared at Chuprah, 
and my object, tlicrcfore, is rather to stivngtlien tbe frontier force than to provide gainst 
contingencies at posts further removed.

SINCE the opening of flic eulelienies I have been cunducfiiig my duties at Sewan, 
and I feel assured that you will lin\o been inibnned bj Air. l^yneh of what is going on 
here. 

2. The rajahs, /.emiiidiU's, and others, of Sarun and Sewan are heartily loyal to 
Oovernment, and are prepared to assist it. I’lic Enropeuu troops and (Joorkhas at this 
station are all in good heutih, and tlu'v receive <i siiffieieiit supply of provisions here. The 
fifty Sikhs who were at Sewan have latch been loe.ited at Tliannali Dooroomei*, and evei'y*’ 
thing ift going on well. The Deputy Magistrate and tin. Ojiium Sahib are both in charge 
of their duties, and the Collector lias, also, lately airived here. 

3. The following is a report on the st.ito of Goriickpoie .V person iiauK'd Mosurruf 
,Khun, who was eonlined in jail during the time ot the Knglish Hokinis, and who was set 
at large along with other prisoiu'rs, has won the favours of Mahomed Hossein Khan, who 
has styled himself to he the nuzim and ehucUledar. In eonsequenee of the ujipressions of 
those two jiersons, the inuliarujuiis, zemindars, &e., have ht'cnme lieljilcss, and the names 
of the parth's who li.ive been as>.<uilted, whose lioiisps have been pulled down, and who 
have been robbed of many lacs of rupi'es, are mentioned in the margin,^ 

4. I know it to be certain that tlte ehuekledur has thirteen guns with him, two of 
which an' at Medo, two at Bunail, and the rest an* at Goruckjion*. 'fwo of these guna 
were brought from Lucknow, and tlu' rest are those which ALdiomed llnsscin found in tbe 
colk'ctorate, and which he plundered from .^hali Sulcspore and otliera. }]e has 5,000 or 
6,000 fighiiig men with him, and the rest are morel) a rabble. The total number amounts 
to lO.OflO or 12,000 men. The brother of Rajah Kocr Sing, whose name is, perhi^n ■ 
Ruttohqjnn Sinu, lia» 700 mutinous sepoys with him, and he has now encamped at ' 
Burelet Bazar, ami is now getting pro\isions collected at Selimpore. He has given out 
that he will soon reach k-'cliiniKire. The chueklpdar is now at Uonickpore. 

5. 1 have recently learnt that, since the arrival of European troops and Goorkbae at 
this station, the mutineers have got alarmed. Two thousand men nave given up t}|^ 
service of the clmckltHiur and gone away. The brother of Rajah Koer Sing was 
fwnierly prepared to come to Sarun, but he has siaoe lieen alarmed, and the mutineers 
who are with him will not proceed to that district without a sumily of guns. I think 

if a few European troops and Goorkhas be sent to the west of ^wan, near Miyhowiee^ or 
to Kotee, the mutineers will be greatly frightened, for the location of fifty Sikhs «fc

1 HAVE the honor to iiifor;ii you that, according to your instructions, having mtited 
for Captain Rattruy’h orders respecting the disposal of the Sikh detaclinient, which orders 
did not reach Lieutenant Rohert.son until 10 a.m. yesterday, November 5, wc were unable 
to intercei)t the 32nd niutinecrs who crossed the Soane at l)rw<il, on elephants, at 12 o’clock 
la.st night. 

I received correct intelligence <jf the inovcnientb of the rebels, both from the moonsiff 
at .fehaiuibiid and fittrn iny own men, whom 1 had sent to the other sitlc, uji to the arrival 
of the rebels at Urwul, where they were said to Iw unable to eross fiu' want of boats; we 
accordingly pushed on, and Lieutenant Rol)eilson and myself gullopped on, with a few 
mounted Sikhs, to Urwal, where we airived at 9 30 a.m. this day, and found tiiat, as I 
had jiredietcd from the lowness of the river, they had been able to cross on elephants. 
Captain Rattray was to have looked alter the road above Nomore, and station .sowars along 
it, but I can h'arii notiiiug ot him or them. Major Jnglis followed the rebels up as far as 
Kcnjar, ten miles from thus, wJiere he now is.

1 have suggested to (\\ptuiu Rattray, that if he were to post himself with his mai n 
body at Nokha, or homewlicre in that neighbourhood, and to reinforw* your Sikhs, and 
place them between Peiroo and Arrah, lie would have a better chance of intcrceptix^g the 
rebels than by ki’Cping close to the river, but I have left it entirely to him to act upon this 
suggestion or not, as he thinks fit; you w'lll, therefore, be good enough to place yourself 
in eomniunication with him. and carryout any orders he may give with respect to the 
dis|ioHttl of the Sikhs now at Arrah.

IN the month of SepteinlKir last, J 08 men and C officers of Her Maje«ty’8 59th Regiment 
were stationed in the anuy clothing offices iw a guard over the Aiipore jail, which is in the 
immediate vicinity of those offices. These Europeans <>ontinued to guard the jail till 
yesterday morning, when they were withdrawn, and, instead of (hem. only six men and 
one Serjeant, of Her Majesty’s .'j4th lleginicnt, have boon placed at the jail. 

2. Tliese seven men are absolutely the only armed guard 1 have over 1,725 convicts, 
of whom several aiv mutinous scjHjys and sowars froin Berhampore, .lelpigorec, Barrack* 
pore, and other stations; nearly the whole of the remainder being convicts sent from other 
jails because they are so desperate and dangerous that it wiis found unsafe to conhne them in 
any less^strongly guarded prison than (hat Aiipore has hitherto been. But, besides being a 
guard over 1,725 of tlic most dadgerous characters m Bengal, these seven Europeans have 
to keep in check the 'ahole Ali[)oi‘e Mihliu, imd, more directl), SG men of that regiment 
who 01*6 stationed within a tew yairis of the jail giite, and some ol whom are known to 
have friends iin])risoncd in the jail. I may add, that 1 am in daily expectation of receiving 
from Fatnu and other stations considerable numlicrs of life-prisoners, among whom are 
more sepop and sowars. 'Fho militia sepoys, being from the same viiligms, are nearly 
certain to have friends among these convicts also, with ^^holu they naturally syiniKithiae, 
and whose escape they would thcrcfoiv, in all probability, assist. I consider it my duty 
thus prominently to allude to the militia, because 1 have been lately infomicd that, when 
the men of Her Majesty’s .'ilHh were scut to guard the jail, ‘.oine militia sepoys were beard 
openly boasting that tlioir ragiment, even without arms, was more than a matcli for such 
a small number of Eurnpeaus. 

3. Under these cmnunstances, 1 trust that the Lieutenant-Govemor will agree with 
me that seven armed men is u most inadequate guard over the. Alipoiv jail and the Calcutta 
Militia, and that at least 100 Eui-opeans should be immediately stationed in the army 
clothing offices. I understand that there arc upwards of 100 of Her Majesty’s 54th at the 
Sudder Court, which is far too dibtant from the jail to admit of their giving immediate «d 
in case of a sudden outbreak among the convicts, for which we should always bo prepared. 
You are aware that several such outbreaks have occum>d, iu all of which the milHaiy 
have had to act without one moment'.s delay in order to prevent the esc^ of tdl tl^ 
convicts. 

4. 1 trust I may be pardoned for suggesting that there cannot exist such an absolute 
necessity ibr a strong guunl at the Sadder Court as at the .4iipore jail, which should nevov 
in my opinion, have a weaker guard than lUU Europeans. I therefore hope that the 
European soldiers now at the Sudder Court may be sent without delay to the armyclotbing 
offices, where the quarters are good and suitable, as 1 was informed by Captain Montmo* 
rency, the officer in command m the portion of Her Majesty's 59th which lately occupied 
those quarters.

■WITH reference to your letter of 4th November, 18.57,1 have the honor to inform yod 
that 1 marched on the 5tii instant with a detachment, strength as ])er margin,* for J bur* 
ghaitiy', at Wbidh ghaut I had every I'eason to believe the rebels were colleetbd in geert 
force, under Kurna Ghurotea, of Kolaberah. . . J V;: 

2. Learning at Sansnn that no news of our coming bad preceded us, we pushed on 

with the utmost despatch for the ghaut, oar object being to arnve there before the rebeto 
should gun information of our approach; in this we were entirely successful. • 

3. The rebels were', with thnee or four exertions, completely concealed from us in 
the dense jungle covering the hills tp our right, left, and front, but they muntained a 
straggling fire for some twenty minutes, by whidi we bad one mm wounded mortally 
(iiime'd^), and another slig^ly, 1 gave them six rounds of canister .and 
dofoched p^ies to scour thehills in the directions above mentioned. All returnedfo.tiw 
obtnae of nalf‘an*hoar, without having met with any of the rebels. One party oameupba

exerted theniHclveh to keep tligir men to their ai|egiaiice. The trial was delayed, pending 
their arrival from Chyebassa to give evidence, which th^ yestewlay jpjicar to have done 
in astroightfoiwurd and unflinching manner.

Of tliese, OS were eoiTiniilted lyr tiuil as nuitineers to the officer cotnnmiKlint;^the 
force at this sfation; aiidktho oilier (wo, who wi'is' not, at the time of the nuitniy, stpoys, 
but convicts in the (’liycba«s.i jiiil, vveiv eonmiitted to take their trial lH?forc me, for 
toining the piiinder of the CliyebasbU Tn'iumry, A:e. 

M. Major Maedoimcl has favouivHl me wifli a perusal ol the in'oeecilmgs of the court- 
martial convened by liis order, from winch, in I’egard U> the mutiny at Chyebassa, I have 
been only able to elicit the following facts 

4. From about the 6th or 7tli August, alter receiving tidings ol the mutiny at 

Dorondah, and uILt Major .Sissmorc had lefl the station, disalfection iH'gaii to show itself 
in the detachment; but, lU'cording to the two native officers, Suhadar llumautli Sing, 
Jemadar liurrueknaraiu .^nig, was, by their eil'orts, kept down, till two se{>oys, emissaries 
from Dorundali arrived, when u gieat ])ortiim of the detaelnucnt were again disorderly, and 
would not permit these two sepoys to be arrested. They went away, and returned after 
iiftren or twenty days with another sepoy named Okas Pandy, and during Uie iatorval 
there was no outbreak, hut some giumhlmg about pay; the detachment wished to open 
the treasure chest ami take their pay ; the native offiecr.s, liy their own account, oppraed 
this, mid pacified them foi the time by procftritig money elsewhere to pay them for tbci 
month of June '• but towards the end of the month of August, two of the Chyebassa 
sepoys who had absented themselves w itlimit le.vv e, ix'tumed with a scixiy from Dorundqh,. 
named Kainad Sing, who projiost'd to llie det.ichment to shoot the native oflicers, then to 
take the treasure and miirch to Doiiindah. ' 

5. On this the detachment threw off all order. The treasure chests were brokon 

open, the money taken out on the jiamde-grouiid and divided, after which they relsa^ 
the pmonesrs, loaded tliem with their baggage, and started for Dorundah on the 
5lli September. '* > 

< 6. Tlie nativT ofheors, who state they used every exertion to keep the detadiment to 
their |x»t and to their allegiance, concealed themselves whan the mutineers raaitihed, aMl 
with the party of five sowars of the Ramghur Irregular Cavalry rematned at ChyObassa^^^ 

7. The luiitiiiecrs, idler Reaving Chyebassa, found themselves opposed by the Cohhft* 
in whatever direction they atten^itod to move, and eventually surrendenngto ttie PWalumt' 
Bajali’b men, they wore taken to Chukurdhurpore, disfirmed, and the treasunr taken tkodk 
them by the Kajidi and detained by him till made over as prisemerk to the anthori^-'hl' 
Rontdieo. ' W»

14. We thus liat^c in |ail at present fitty4hre«' of these sentenced mutineers, 'fhosil 
who are ordered for transportation will of course bo sent to Aliporc, as soon as arrange* 
ineiits can be made for guartling them in tiansit. 

15. 1 do myself the honor to Mibiuit the above, not as ar wport containing all the 
information on the subject that is obtuiuabic, but as u [irccis of what has been elioited by 
the Court.

f lace, as Vbs also 1..all Gopcndernatli Sahac, nephew and heii^parent to the 
le immedtateily left for Palcote, thus disavowing any connection or symjfMtfay ^ 
xnutin^rs. The Baboo and Lall above named remained here: they were indtratnehtal in 
ctmsiiig the plunder of the houses of the European residents, ana those of iwny ^ the 
Amlrdis and Mahtyuns; they were in constant cdtnmunication with,the mutioeeiu et 
Dorundah, and eventually left this with them, whether voluntarily or un^er corap^i^h, is 
not clearly apparent. Both, however, appear to have.left the mutineers atChanawa,beIoW

5. About ten days after the mutiny of the battalion, Lall .Tuggulnath Sahae, sbn 6f 
Thakooc Kupilnath Sahac of Sulgce, joined the mutineers atl)orundah, and took Up bk 
midence in the bungalow of Captain Nation. He wa&rwcived by tlie mutineers os tbe 
agent of Koer' Sing, of .Tugdespore, who.«ie sdn-in-law he is represented to be. He 
had two sepoys constantly in attendance on him, as orderlies, and his maintenance waa 
provided by the sirdars of the battalion. He was accompanied from Sulgec to this by 
two mutinous sepoys of the 8th Native Infantry, and a portion % the detachment of that 
corps which mutinied at Hozarcebaugh. 

6. Ittippeai's that when the two eompiuxics of tlie 8th Nath'e Infantry on duty at 
Hazareebaugh, mut inied and plundered the ti-easury there, and went off in the direction of 
Sulgee, they were entertained tlicie for some days by Tliakoor Kupilnath Sahae,' and 
eight of the sepoys nnnaiued with him. 'IVo of them accomjmnicd the l.all to iDoruiidah. 
It is supjiosod that the l^ill was the medium of communication between the mutineers 
and Koer Sing, and that it was at his suggestion the mutineers marched from this with 
the intention of joining Koer Sing. He remained a^ Doronduh until their march, and 
voluntarily accompanied tliem as far as Balooniat, where it is reported that he left tiiem. 

7. Although Thakuor Kupilnath Sahae docs not appear to have taken an active part 
in these acts of lebellion against Government, there can he no doubt that they were’ 
committed with his sanction, and it is probable that liis age and inArmities alone prevented 
his appearing amongst the mutineers of Dorundah; he is certainly guilty of having 
harboured mutinecr.s, and his conduct is the more culpable since he is and has been Ibr 
years tlie rocipient of a pension from the Government; 

8. The thakoor has a]>pcarcd before me, and is now under restraint; and you will; 
observe from his answer, although tacitly admitting some of the charges against Mm, hu 
avers that the apparent acts of rebellion were committed under compulsion. • 

9. Hie next zemindar who ap|)eand in ojien rebellion against Ibe Govenunent wap> 
Pondy Qunput Roy, a man of indifferent character, and notorious for iatriffiiA.

'WITH reference to^lilaptain Davies' letter of the 29th October, and vernacular pm> 
ceadings, herewith returned, in the case of sundry zemindars of this district, reported to 
have taken part with the mutineers of the Kamghur Battalion in acts of relfttlion against 
Ooveroment, I have the honor to record the following tibHcrvations. 

2. Thakoor Bishnath Saiee, of Burkaghur, Lall Juggumutli Saihe, son of Thakoor 
' Kupiinath Saiee, of Snlgee, and Pandy Gunpui Rue, up|ioar to he guilty of sundry treason* 

able acts. They are known to have left this with the mutineers; the two fimner are smd 
to have been with tliat body when attacked, but are supposed to liave eii'ccted their escape, 
and to be now at large. It do(» not apjtear that orders fur their afiprchension have b^n 
issued : this should be done, and if found they should he committed for trial to the Cdnrt 
hgving littisdiotion under Act XIV of 1857. if they cannot after diligent search Iw found,

Kupilnutli Sing,] consider it advisable that t|jerc should Im no delay in re-asaerting the 
authority of Government over these lawless tribes, and liave determined to send out 
Lieutenant Graham and another officer, with as strohg a party of reliable men of tho 
iluntghur local force .ns we can muster. - > 

2. Li(‘utenant Graham has beem instructed to proceed spi^dily as pcwible towards 
I^'sHtigunge; the (;lla(|u.ndars and ijiu’udars will be rcqdired to mve Idm every assistance. 
His tnere presence will, I think, do ninch to restore order, and he will, I hope, with the 
aid he will receive from the wcll-affeded landholders, find himself sufficiently strong to 
break up any combination that may he formed for tire puqiose of {dunder, and bring the 
offenders to justice. 

3. 1 heg to solicit that the Lieulenant-Govornor will he ])lcascd to sanction the 

nomination of Lieutenant Graham, to officiate in the appointment of Junior Assistant in 
cljju’ge of tlie Koriind.ali subdivision, which ineludes Piilamow, till the arrival of the 
officer appointed to the situation, f.ieulemint Graham has li.ud experience in civil employ, 
having had charge of the Siiighhoom district. * 

‘I. Tlie paity to accompany Liiuitennnt f>niliam, will consist of d native offiews, 
8 havlldars, naiks, and,47 sepoys, and troopers; innst o!'tliese afe men who have 
hchuved well during the mutiny. This is a small force, hut 1 depend also on the assist¬ 
ance which my information loads me to «*.xpcet Lieutenant Graham will receive from the 
v.cmindars, and the well-affected portion of ryots of Palamow. 

• If Lioiiteuant-Gruham, from tlic information he will receive as he proceeds, finds 
the disturbance more serious .'iiui general than it is now eonsiderod to be, he will lie 
directed to halt, and report from the borders of Palamow. and ^her measures can then be' 
adopted, hut it is not c-onsidered advisable to detach from thflNit present any portion of 
the Madras iroojis if it can ho avoided,

froiin two ehupra-'sies of my Intelligence Department, who were at Lcsiiegunge, in Pidamow, 
wlien the ilislurhanco broke out, and had ,]Missed through Shahpore, a day or two before, 
w'hcn they lieanl from the zemindar Thakooraie Uughooburdeal Sing, that he was 
o\|K'eting and preparing oguiivst an attack ; it is probable, therefore, that it is, as Captain 
Davies surmises, a party uffiiir, and that the measures already adopted may prove 
sufficient. , 

3. It wilj be ns well, however, to prepare for the neoessity of having to send a stronger 
foine into Palamow, and it oecurs to me, if the right wing o| the Shekawattee Battalion, 
under Colonel Forster, now' at PuruW, were moved on in ftis directibb, two companies 
Lft .at Golnh to opemte against.

^ven, and is efficient, he may be able to effect something. 

4. The postal arrangements with I'alamow having been placed on a better footing, I 

hope to-morrow to receive mucli later intelligence, and I will defer till then to submit any 
further suggestions for iiis Honor’s eousideration. <

may require to assist him; and requested him to inform Baboo Shew Chum, Roy of 
Nowaghur, that his good conduct in protecting the Government treasure and servants will 
not be oveiiookcfl.

1 HAVE the honor to report (hilt, idler halting for two days at Lesliegunge, for the 
purpose of collecting infoniiiitioii and eollecling petitions, J readied Chyncporc this 
morning. 

2. It would apjiear that about biHl Boghtas, &c., under Petumher Sah, Jngheeidar of 
Cheonosnnea, and his brother U-lmnber Sab, piiiily plundered Lesliegunge and a few 
otlier villages. 

8. At I.<esliegunge, tlio (iovernnieut tbiiriniih, Abkary ciiteherry, the Malkliannoh, and 
a few houses belonging to |)iivute iiulividuals, were huriil; but the. grciitcr jiortion ol the 
office papers, and all the treasure (ainomiling lo about l,H(i4 rupees), iiresiile. 

4. At an attack made on Chynepore, tlie insurgents, if they can be citnsidcred in that 
light, numbered idiout 2,000 ; and after, it is said, mureleiing a Government peada, a 
woman, and two ebildrcn, were driven off, with slight loss, by 1’hakoorite Rugburdial 
Sing, of Chyiiepoiv, agiiiiist whom, on aceount of old elniiities, I feel pretty sure this 
movcmc'nt has been mainly inU mlcd. 

5. By all accounts, the Boglitas, who apjiear lo be a coinplete sc't of savages, had half 
(lerauadcd themselves into the belief that the Government nntliorities had left for ever, and 
thought the ojijioitunity for j>Uindering with impunity too good a one to he lost. 

6. Had some show of Government authority been nnieh longer delayed, serious 
mischief would, without doubt, have taken pbme; but on bearing of my advance, the 
Boghtas, it is rejiorted, lost heart, and have almost disiici-sed; ilie various zemindars, &c., 
have, to all apjteurunees, held entirely* abiof from them; and 1 trust, ere long, to be able 
to reiiort that the district i.s perfeelly (jniet. 

7. A little nighl-phmdering is still carried on by the village choolmrs, and other bad 
characters; and this will also. I hoiie, be put u stop to ere long. 

8. The Government tre-asiire and servants were jirotccted by Baboo Sewchurn, Roy 

of Nowaghur, whose name I have the honor tti request you will be good enough to bring 
to the favorable notice of tlie Cominissiouer. < ' 

9. As, with my small |»arty. too great jireeautions could not be taken, I have made 
.small advances lor food to a lew matchloekmcn, whom 1 have empioyiHl at outlying 
picquets, and will request you to obtain the sanetion of the Commissioner to tlie same 
wheu the accounts are made uji. 

10. With my present very small foK«, 1 fear 1 shall be unable to uhdmtake very Bitiv® . 
measures against the ringleaders of the late disturbances; but were my foice temporarily 
increased to 100 bayonets, something might be done. Sowiu^ are useless in the JBogfata 
countrj-.

IN continuation of my letter of yesterday’s date, I have the honor to submit an extract 
from a demi-ofticiiil (‘oiurnunication iveeived tliis day from Lieutenant Graham, on deputa¬ 
tion in I’alamow, under dale the 14t.h instant, from Chyneporc. 

2. I'l'om the information given, it nppears that the insurgents have not dispersed ; 
they have' fallen hack on the jungle tiwcts to the soniji of Palamow, bordering on 
Sirgoojah, and hold the ghauts in front of them, 'fln'ro have been no fresh depreda¬ 
tions sinee Lieutenant Craliam marched into Palamow ; hut, as .surpiised by that officer, it 
is ]>robahlo they will he lanholdeued. and in a mt'iisiire eomiiclled to take to a course 

of plunder, if not dispt'rsisl. 

5, aic slu>rt t>f troops for oftensivc operations against them ; and, ianlcas 



reiiifoi'ced, it will not be easy for ns to muster a suffidciii number of men for a.campaign 
in the Palamow jungles. 

4. I have issu^. fresh instructions to the Surburahknr of Sirgoojtth, directing tihli to 
enydoy his whole fom*, and give his jieisonal attention to tlie aid of Ijeutoimut Graham 
in putting down this distnibiinec. He has a eonsideruhle body of men al bis dtS]tosal, and 
they* itould not bo better employed. The insurgents have been lionbliug Sirgoojah as well 
as Puhiinovv, and llie luuuls are formed of Sirgoojiib as well as J'alainow marauders., 

5. In C’hota Nagporc uU is quiet; but with the prisoners that we luivo now in jail, 
the triads tJiat arc pmtding, ;in<l with tbo number of people, chiefs uJid ollu'.rs, eoiuiug in^ 
who are all anxious to see what force we have, I do not think it wamld be right to deugdc 
this place of troops. 

G. I was in hopes of being able to gel fifty Sikhs from Iliuarecbaugb,or (ii liavt; 
sent mty from thence to Lieutenanl (lralmm'.s a.ssistance ; Imt Ihoiigli llio llax.areel)augb 
fiistricl is now quiet, Major Simpson will not be al)le iuleipiutely to puni.sli tlie (Mioohiirs, 
wlio have committed atrocious eiinies, and made disturbances in Iiis district, and ])rov'ide 
for the duties of Ids station witii a smaJlcr force than that Ive has now at Ids disposal. 

7. From a letter just received, I find that the detaeluneiit sent out by Major Simpson 
to (loomea.hnd returned to Ilazareehangti. I'liey have not luvn aide to elfeel niueli, as 
the pailie.s they weia- in search of retiia'd into the hills and jungles on their njipriKieli, and 
nothing was seen hut deserted villages. Major Simpson iiiU-nds .going out again in the 
Uuinporc direction, and in liis search after t’lioobars is likely to he aided by some 
influciitini Sunthal headmen who have been assisting us iu proeuring Sontlial recruits. 

8. His Honor is aware that, Soorunder Salua’ having l)rokeii Ids parole aiul ahseomled 
from Sund)ul[)ore. a strong delaclinieiit was sent out to disperse any of Ids sympatidzers 
that could he Ibund colleeti'd, and to a]>[)ivhend the brothers, if jiossihle, and the 
Suudmlporc gurbowteali or zemindar, who is suspected of Imviiig reudeivd them most 
active assistance. 1 have <Uiccte(l Captain Leigh to proclaim that every village, the iiibahiUmts 
of which harbour tbc.so rebels, will he liable to <lcstruction; and similar .stringent orders 
having been issued from Ibis oflii e to the (biiliat Cidefs, wldlsl at the same time large 
rewjirils (.'dlO rupees each) ait* offered for their ai)(ireIiension, 1 have' mison to llduk they 
will not long escape jmuisbrneut. 

9. I receive sati.sfaeton' accounts from all the Giirlijat Mebals, with evceptlon of 
Odeyporc, in wbieh insignificant, place the authority of Cioverniiienl has to be rcHiSf ablisbctf. 

10. In my report of the li'lrd of Sepleinher, In;‘) 7, pjiragrapb 12, I mentiom d that the 
dejtuscd llsyab Dheraj Sing and Ids brother, Shewraj Sing, who were detain(;(l here inidc.' 
surveillance, bad, on the cvaciuition of llancluic Ijy the authorities, proi-eedi tl to Odeypqre, 
and, by extravagant inisrejiroseutatioiis, induced ilu; ignorant jagheerdars and ryots to 
ncknowlcdge lliern. The tehseeld.ar, on the part of (iovi'ninmnl, was forced to quit 
the Mebal, and Dlicny Sing approjiriated some .'>00 rupees of (jovermnent eollecUons 
tliut were in hand. 

11. The messengers and spies sent out by me, on my lirst unival, have only rcecntly 

returned. My perwannah was not iweived ; they would not credit the n>oceuputioti of 
Runchce. • 

12. I have now is.sued proclamations, warning the inhabitants against Inlying reveinie 
to any unaccredited person, or acknowledging any authority but tliat of the (I'ovennnent 
officers deputed by me, and required tlie Sucbmaiikar of Sergoojali and Jl.ijab of Jiislipori; 
(tlie former has just left me, and the latter is now here), to as;d.it my (■liu|)i'ii.s; ie.s in 
making known the contents to all coneerned; 1 have ul.-u called on them to seize and 
send into me all cscajwd convicts, including IJiieruJ Sing and his brotlier. l! is reported 
that the former is dead, and that the latfer lias sueceede<l to the ustirpid post; it so, wo 
are ri<l of the most determined villain of the two, and I do not aniieijtate much oppu.sition 
to my orders. Should these measures prove insufficient, it will be easy for me to lake 
Odeypore iu my tour, and restore order, with such a force, as I may Ik; able to procure, to 
aecomiHUiy me as an escort. 

13. 1 am mast unx'ious to move out, and it is very desirable lliaf I sltould prwml 
through the division to Sumbulpore, vii\ I’ularnow, Siigoojali, and f)de\pore, returning 
through Singbhoom) as soon os jMissibIc, to convince ail that, our ii -<« (!npaliuij ol the 
division and defeat of the mutineer.s is a mdity, but am just now kcfit in the Klation by 
the difficulty of providing myself with such an e.scort as it is c.vpcdiciit I should take witli 
me. 

14. I am very anxious to avoid making inconvenient rcquisitioiiB for mlditions 
to our foix», and his Honor may rely on our doing the most we can with what wo 
have; but as Hazarcehauglr is to be a station for European trtaips, arul accommo¬ 
dation th<are of from 300 to a wing could at once be provided, in the now vacant builduius, 

2UU 
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of the Agency jail and Government bungalows, it might, perhaps, be practicable to 
occupy that station immediately with a portion of one of Her Majesty's regiments. Tlie 
Sikh detachmeAt coaid then be spared for Palamow. If disturbances dhere cannot otlicr- 
wise he put down, and if the duties of Sumbulporo can be taken permanently by Madras 
troops, the detachment of Ramghur Light Infantry now there could be withdrawn >aud 
added to our strength here. This would give us sufHcieut men at Rauchee and Durundah 
for garrison duties, and a moveable column besides. It would greatly aid us in the forma* 
tion of a new battalion or police corps, and enable u.s, in a short time, to be able to dispense 
with the services of the Madras detachment now here. It would also give us acclimatized 
men, wliicli I find to l>e veiy necessary. Thirty Madras scpc^s were sent the other day 
only two marches from this; tlie whole party have since been laid up with fever. 

15. 1 take the opportunity of soliciting early instrucAions in regard to the new levies. 
1 have enlisted about iiOO, mostly Coles and Sontlmls, and they arc getting on very well 
at their drill. .1 have 8top])cd at this number, waiting to be favoured witli his Honor’s 
orders on my report dated the 7th of October last.

THERE is nothing new, that 1 know of, to tell you about: all is quiet here, and the 
various bodies of insurgents quiet for the present ; hut this can’t last many days, as they 
niiast be fed, and their food can only l)e procured by plunder. The main body of the 
Rogtahs arc now at Mundal, about twenty xailcs from this, keeping the floogloomara 
Ghaut; they are said to be making pre|)iirations, both oflensive and defensive, and to 
luive an immense quantity of phmdeiv iiieliiding, amongst otlicr tilings, 1,200 head of 
cattle, buffaloes, and an enormous (luautify tif glie*', tte. An udvaticcd party of 100 
or 150 of them are watching the Tungpunva Giiaiif, which is about twelve miles from 
tliis, on the road to Mtmdid. I can send you a rough maj) of the roatl towards Mundul, 
if you like. Reports Irom Sutterpore also state that, the Khyrwai-s, &c., arc up in that 
direction. One thing tlierc cun l»c no doubt of, and that is, that if [ilundering is to be 
stopped atul the country setthril, more Iiifantrj' must lie sent.; with the exception, perhaps, 
of the Rogtahs, the more sight oT them will lie enough to disperse the budinashes; and 
reward ouglit to be set on the heads (jf .Icea Sing, sejioy, and Petiiinhcr Sha, witli, 
perhaps, one or two others. Spies of Ruglmrdial Sing hax'e just come in, who report 
parties of insxirgeiits on the Cliittra and Talkie Cliaiits, and that Lelumber has returned 
from the .lushpore direc'tion with assistaiu e. Rcekaree Sing, of Monkah, reports that, in 
five days from this day, all are to assemble at tlie I’ahnnow fort and Poojah Kur, and, having 
done so, come down on this. *

3, I immediatdy dismissed the Moktear who brought this message, with a reply to 
the effect, that I considered it highly presumptuous on the part of the Zemindar to nak fir 
such an honor; tllht he had long l)(!en steting most contuuww'iously, and that he must nt 
once consider himself as a pris«inei‘, with permission t<i remain in iiis tent that niiHit, and 
to surrender himself early on the following morning. 

4. To-diiy4 about 12 o’clock, ('(»lonel l'or.sler. aceordiiig to a eonimnnit'iition he had 
made me, arrived with u wing of the Shekawatlei: Hattalion, and, as Noclinoney Sing had 
not then come in, I sent an order to him to Attend in a (|iinrt(’r of aj> hour, or otherwise 1 
should have to enforce ohedienct!. At the end of this time a Mokteur euine wit h a petition, 
to which 1 refused to listen, and I called njwm Colonel I'orster to seize Netdmouey Sing's 
person. 

5, It was not until the soldiers were; within a fi*w yards t>f llu' tcaif he was occupying, 
that Necitnoney gave Jiimsolf uj), thus e\ineiug to the \eiy last that eonlmnaey and oppo¬ 
sition to the (Jovernineiit which have marked his conduct fntin the eoinmencemuut of uic 
lute disturbances. 

1 shall reimrt further proceedings t4)-morrow, and in the meanwhile would reiiucst the 
favour of receiving instruetions in conliiuiation of thosi' now \inder aeknowicdgmeul.

Sir, 

IN cAntinuatiop 
follows: 

Yesterday morning I Icjft this at 4 a, m., in company with the l'*rincipal Assist^f- 
Commissipnpr, Captain Davies, and Colonel Forster, and his detachment, taking with me 
the prisoner Neclmoncy Sing, to occupy his house, ns directed in paragraph 11 of ytmr letter 
dated 31st Octolwr. 

Our route lay through a wihl, intcuUivated couuti’y, which so fur impeded our march 
that we did not reach Neclmoncy Sing's house till nearly 8 o’clock. 

I shall leave the description of tlie whole place to CuJoncI Forster, who will be better 
able to detail to the Tiiemtenant-Governor Avhat a formidable stronghold we found it, simply 
mentioning that it apj)cared to mo to he a building surrounded by a lofty wall, with large 
outworks, consisting of a dcoj) diteli, with a rai.sed embankment on the inner side. It is 
worthy of notice tliat some ]»ortioiis of this earthwork were of very recent construction, 
having evidently been raisi'd within the last fortnight. 

Immediately facing the front gate leading to llic inner court-yard, two cannons had 
been, till very lately, placed in position; a masonry platform has l)cen erected for the 
guns to work on, and behind each gun there had been two large henins firmly fix'cd in the 
ground, to prevent their recoil. 'J'he new.s of onr arrival which had, uotwitlistanding all 
our precautions, unfortui^tcly preceded us by a few' houre only, had enabled Ncehuoney’s 
servants to pull up one of the beams, and dismantle the guns, which were subscqucnlly 
shown to us in ditfcrcut parts of the inelosure. 

Our first care wits to make a scaroh for both ammunition and arms, but.we were very 
nnsucccssful at llie commcncetni;nt, being only able to find about a handful of gunpowder, 
which the $crvant.s fleclared was all they pos.scssccl, being the remains of one rupee’s worth 
Neelmoney had purchased of a I’tiojah. * 

After a short delay, we forced an entrance into a godown, which contained all the 
implements and materials for manufacturing powder, several vessels showing that they had 
only lieen very recently employed for this pur|rose. As 1 then felt it useless trilling cither 
with Nechuoncy or his servants in a matter which had assumed such a serious as^iect, 1 
went up to the former and told him that I would hang him then and there, if he did not 
immediately disclose the |)lace where liis powder and amnmnitiun had liecn concealed. This 
threat hod the desired effect, and I was at once t.'ikcn to a rubbish heap, and requested to 
search within. In the coiii’sc of a few minutes we dug up numerous cai'then pots and 
sacks containing sulphur, saltpetre, gunpowder, grape, canister, bullets of all si/es, and a 
few iron wnuun balls, the i>robablc quantities of some of which I have given in the accom¬ 
panying nst. 

Oifr inquiries were then directed to other similar deposits of rubbish, from ivhich 
we collected swords, pistols, matchlo(*ks. and other weapons. Many of these were old, but 
six of the swords found in an inner apartiuent were quite new, not having handles fitted to 
tliem, and the several ]>owdor.homs and powder were also new, and charged with bullets, 
priming powder, and slow matches for umnediate use. The English guns belonging to 
Neelmoney had been privately sent into the village, and we had some difliculty in iusisU . 
iug on their being given up to us. 

The powder was blown up, and the guns spiked by Colonel Forster, as wo could 
procure no means for removing ihcm, but till the other arms were brought away with uf. 
i beg to state that I have every retisou for sttspcctitig that many guns, and perhaps othet 
weapons, wore not discovered, in spite of our diligent search.' Among the, fonner there 
are prolinbly some muskets, as wc found a bag of Hints, and also more English guns, td 
which some of the bullct-nioulds nect^ssarily belonged. 

We found no loose cash; but, after a long search, wc obtained two large brass lotas, 
which wc were informed wore full of money, hut their mouths arc carmlly solden^ up. 
We have of course brought these away with us, but do not purpose ppetdng iHem .till 
we reach Purulia. 

llie doom leading to the rooms containing the records and papers were carefuUf 
scaled h}' the Principal Assistant Commissioner, and, as they probably contain luuoli nsefol 
information for carrying out the orders for attaching the estate, ihoyj will be iia)^^uentlj 
removed to Purulia under his superintendence. • 

Ourseareh over the premises was not concluded till the afternoon, and I left the 
noose m the occupation of the police, with one Neelmoney Sink’s own servanti^ Whom I 
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allowed him to choose for the parpose of sedng thht none of his master’s efiects wero 
impropertx made away with. ^ 

In conclusion, I beg to state that eveiy care'was taken during this scaTch to ]H«vent 
any inconvenience to the women occupying the private apartments, though wc tmbsequwitte 
discoTCred Uiey had all been previously removed. I would also monlion that Gotonm 
Forster’s exertions and precautions throughout the day to prevent pilfering on the part of 
the sepoys, wore all that could have been desired from so able and experienced an oimer.

That during bis minority, ami after he came of age, your petitioner was styled the 
Maharajah Biihadoor of Pachetc, until ho was ordered by your Honor to desist ftom 
assuming thitt ruuK, as fho sanction of the Government had nut bt'en obtained for that 
purpose: . 

niat your pc'titioner, fhereu[)Oi), |)rescnt<‘d a petition to your Honor, through the 
Conunissioner, soliciting tlie sunetion of your Honor to his assumption of the rank, and 
witli which request lie was informed your Honor had graeiously complied : 

Tliat, shortly after, your jictitioner was directed to attend at Ilnneegunge, before 
Mr. Lushington, the (Commissioner, in order to he invested with the rank of Maharajah 
Bahadoor; and was also, on suhse({ucnt oecosions, dirceted by that gentleman, and other 
authorities, to appear before them ; 

That, unfortunately for your jictitioncr, he disobeyed those orders, under the appre¬ 
hension that if he left his house, iii the then disturlml statp of the district, it would be

officer, or, in some cases, of one of the. regimental olliei.rs, to attend to llii-; duty ; lad so 
Jong as they arc fettered with their own jiecidiar, .-iiid what to tlnm i.s donht less tlie moi<; 
rt'.sponsible, office of providing rntiomt and iooking after the comforts of the men, the ta.sk 
of paying the cartnicn vfill inevitalily he left, to gomustahs, and llie evil complained of 
continue unabated. 1 W'ould, on tiu.s ground, strongly urge iijion the ronsideiidio;i of the 
Lieutenant-Govemor tlie advtintagt; of recommending sjioeial otlicei H for I lie j)nrj)o.se 
specified. It will have the eftecl of throwing the work upon a n .spoii.sihle jiarly; and 
who, relieved of all other ea>.’e, will also he altk: to sei'iire lo us the icl'uIiii' leluni iif carts 
for rc-cmploj’mcnt. It is w^dl known that cartmen, palkce hearers, hanghy hiirdars, alid 
others, have accepted, and do constantly accept, .service with Civil lot i/inolive, uflieers lr> 
go out and be witn them, ^fnuti district to district, for four or five mnidlis in the year, 
during which they traverse .some hniidreds of inile.s, far away from th ir home:-:, and over 
some of llu’ worat roads in the connlry : they travrd, moreover, witli th'ir lull hi;id of fen 
lununds, and yet hold f o their cngagcnicnt throughout tlie season ; while here, on the 
Grand Trunk Road, (Ic.-crtlons take place one after another, so soon :i‘i flu* earls are made 
over to-the brigades ; sumethnes, us I have seen, hefoiv they actually ••lari, i.i;., on the 
nrgtit preceding the when a sudden and sujiplemcntury iiulent, af tiie eleventh 

hour, follows as a consequbnc'fe upon this Department, and no time is allowed to draw up 
our Arnaurrage certificates. 

With regal'd to the substitution of carriages drawn hy tattoos for doolie hearers, it 
is liable to this one scriouti objection ; namcly» that it will be more Iroublcsorne, and less 
economical, tb keep up draught cattle as tlie projicrty of Govcriitncnt, with their feeding 
to look after, and an establishment of driv'crs, carpenters, blacksliiitl's, axlc-grba-sers, uml 
others to maintain. The idea of an ambulance waggon may be very gowl in theory, hut 
when reduced lo practice, with sick men to carry .across (even be it here and there/ rough 
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roads and rivers, the comfort of the ordinary doolie to the sick cannot be surpassed, or 
bo i)ut in oomj)arison with the most springy carriage dragged by tlic last of trained tattoos. 
1’h<‘ remark, moreover, which apidies to carters would equally effect clof)lie-bearers if a 
special officer were appointed, and who could as easily look after their interest at the same 
time with those of the hackery men.

IN aeeordaiiee witli the wishes ex|)resse(l liy llie l.icntenant-Governor of liengal, 
dining my interxiew will) him yesterday, I have the lionor»to rejiort further on the 
sul'jeet of earriage tlir the troops mareliing up by the Orand Trunk Road. 

2. As iiienlioiied in my letter dated l.'illi inMuiit, the chief cause of desertion on the 
part of eartmen, doolie-hearers, &e., is (heir avi'rsioii to proceed to any distance from 
llieir homes ; to ohx iale (liis, the e.-tahlishineni of depots lievomes a matter of ncccs.sity. 
Jt apjiears inipossilile, Irom tlie nature of the country, to hax’c them at short distances 
trom eueli otlier. I would suggest, thcrerore, tliiit one for Ine relief of the Rancegunge 
carts should he formed at Sherghott x . and one for tliosi* supplied at Sherghotty in Benares. 
Tile distance from Ihmeegimge to siu-rgholty is Hit) miles (l.'i marches), and from Sher- 
gliottv to Benares 140 miles (1.3 inaivlies). 

■3. 3 he earls required for the Slicrgliotfy depot will have to l«c collected in the districts 
ot Patna, Shahahad, Monghyr. and Bliangtilpore, and 1 think thrv can well atTord to 
supply t he greater part, if not all, of what will be required. 

1. 1 o eiistiiv regularity and ceHainty of payment, the want of which has been another 
cause of do'-ertioti, 1 have already suggested tliat the duty of settling the cart-people’s 
aeeoimts slunild he entrusted to the officers in charge of the i lepftts, assure the men of 
leliet at eertain intervals ot distance, and regular payment, and 1 feel convinced that all 
desiTtion will eea.se. 

. 1 . Large snpjilies ot fodder for the bullocks, such as straw.’ and oil cake, should be 
CO oe ei a once at all Ihe halting-plaws, along the Grand Tnii ik Road, as well as the 
dej.6t8; also gram and barley for horses. 

, Ur ith iciciencc to the subject ot‘ carriage for the sick, I hav e already suggested that 
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four-wheeled conveyances, drawn by tattoos, should, to a certain extent, bo substituted 
for doolies. I have made particular inquiries regarding the price, &c., of the description 
of vehicles that 1 have proposed should l)e employed : they aio almfif 0 feet in length 
inside, and feet in width ; the avemge cost of each is l.'iO r>ipees. In shape, they an; 
exactly similar to the palkcc gharec; there is a well in the middle, pver which a moveable 
lid may be placed, so that an invalid may lay at full length, nml in e4Wies of foot-son; men 
falling out on the line of march, by removing the lid, two may be nocommodated in a 
sitting posture. 

7. 'I’luTO arc two good reasons for preferring carriages to doolie.s for the conveyance 
of sick and foot-sorc men on the IVuiik Iload : the first is, that, the troidtie and nmH»v- 
ance caused by the desertion of beaivrs, often at jdaws where it is almost impo.ssil>le to 
replace them, is avoided; the second, as the following calculations will show, that llierc 
will he a considcniblc pecuniary saving to Government. 

8 . Siippo.sing the carriages to ho rcfinireil for a period of six months, at the end of 
that time tallowing the widest margin for loss) they ought not to have deteriorated tnore 
than one half in value : granting tliat, we have—

)0. 'rite sidtjeet of having standing camps for the tieeonimodation ttf troops marching 
lip hy the Grainl 4'runk lloud has, 1 believe, before now been taken into eon.sid)'rntion by 
tlie Lieutenant-Governor; 1 trust, therefore, that the remarks I am abont to innkc on tlic 
subject may not be considered out of place. 

11. Shells large enough for the accommodation of an Biiropean regiineiit of Foot 
may, I have calcnliitcd, be erected at every halting-place at an ttverage cost of .'tDO riqtccs 
for each place. 1 would beg to recommend, however, that llie r»*nte furnished by the Military 
Department should be nltcrixi in some respects, and that the inarelies should lie from dAk 
bungalow to dak bungalow, '.rite average length of the inarcbt's wrnilil not be .altered by 
this arrangeiiieiit, and the exjtcn.se of building siqmrate sheds for the officers Ite avoided. 
The bungalow's that have been burnt arc now under repair, and they iire quite large enough 
for the accommodation of the officers of half a ncgimcnt. 

12. The saving in the cost of conveying tents, &e., will, I iiavtt calculated, more than 
cover the expense of erecting sheds. Should their erection hit dedtled on, 1 would b^ 
leave to recommend that the work be commenced immediately. < Sitiss, fV»r thatching, will 
be procurable in abundance throughout all ne.xt inontli, and where limber cannot be 
readily procured for po.st8, rafters, &c., tall trees arc abundant, and quite duralilc enough 
for the temporary puriiose for which they are required.

1 HAVE the honour to return, hoi-cwitii, Mr. J)eptity Mapistnitc Cainjihcll's letter 
dated '50th ultimo, which the Licutcuar.t-tiovernor luuidcd to me for report. In m doing, 
I heg to rcinarU a.s follows;— 

2 . There can he no «loul)t that a nii>s,t important measure, lo obviate the wholes.'.le 
desetiion of cartinon and doolie hean'i ', is lo establish d(;pots for regular ailrl certain relief; 
hut so long as hired eartinen arc lialde, as hitherto they have invariably been, to be seized 
by th(' autl\oi'ilie.s of llenares, no calculations, dependent tjn a depot of hired carts, could be 
relied on : rather than they would leiid to (li.sappoinlment. and delay. 

3. It is llicreforc niy intention, so soon as niy arrangements can he completed (and 
they arc in a forward state), to send a number of tiovernmcnt carts to ply regularly between 
Sherghottyand Henares, or, as I sliould prefer it, tlie Kurmmna.ssa river. By (Jovern- 
ment carts, I mean sliotig carts, built especially for this Department; the bullocks being 
also ptirebased by me, and hi ing driven by servants distinguished by a badge. The carts and 
bulloeks will be Inandeil with a (fovernment mark, and it is hoped that they will not in 
any manner be interlired with by the '.'orth-AVestern authorities. A res])onsiblc agent 
will be sent with every 100 carts, and held responsible for the (Government pmperty 
entrusted to him, for tlu' regular paynumt of the men, and the full discharge of their 
duties. 

■4. There is one objeetion to tlu; carriage for the sick, prtvposi'd by Mr. Campbell, in 
his sixth panigraph, which is, the very large number reriuircd for every brigade or regiment. 
The regrdation nllowanee, is ten doolies for every 100 men with the force marehing ; it 
follows, theretore, that as JMr. Campbeir.s carriage can only cotivev oiu; man in a reclining 
posture, 100 such carriages would be reipiired for every full regiment, and it would be 
almost impossible to get the suflieienl number leady for service this e<.ld weather. 

r>. 1 am afraid that Mr. Campbell’s calculation of the expense of .staiuling camps at 
tin; lialting place's cannot be corre(;t. My own calculation would show, that the cost of 
building for 1,000 men could scarcely fall short of .3,.'»00 rupees, which is seven times the 
amount he gives. It is true that my inciuirioo were confmed to the country between this 
and Sherghotty, and it may be that in liehar the expenditure would considerably be 
reduced; still, on aii average, 1 should say that Mr. Campbell’s valuation is at too low a 
figure. I would, howev er, cordially support his proposition to have the standiiig cumjis at 
the dak bungalows, instead of the encamping ground.

IN continuation of our letter No. 134 of 1857, dated the 20th ultimo, we have the 
honor to transmit a narrative of events from the 3rd Ortober to the 14th November, 
Aimished by the Lieutenant-Governor of the Central Provinces, together aith a copy ol the 
papers therewith received.

Narrative of Events, Central Piovinces,from October 3 to November 14, 1857. 

OWING to the emergencies of the service elsewhere, the position of these provinces 
in relation to their military defence continues to be very unsatisfactory. Although every 
exertion has been made, since the lieutenaut-Gorcroor's ni rival, to levy and drill bodies *of 
fighting police, as yet there are none who can be pronouneed eapabic of coping with any 
body of insurgents in arms. The Guorkhas, with Colonel Longdeu’s small detachment of 
320 Europeans and 170 Madras sepoys, arc over-weighted with the hard and anxious task 
of repelling from the firontier of Azimghur and Jounpore the attack of Oude insurgents, 
unceanngly threatened, and frequently made. The frontier west of Jounpore has been 
tideeh possession of by, and abandoned to, Oude zemindars and others, with an aimed 
rabble, for want of any other military force available against cither external or internal 
enemies. For the same reason, the back of the Mirzapoie district eontinues to he made a 
tboniugfafare towards the north-west, by the several successive bands ot mutineers from 
Bengal. 

2. In consequence of the Madras brigade, which had been intended to operate towards 
Jnbbnlpore, having been diverted towards Lucknow, the Jubbnipore, Nngporc, and 
Bombay road has been closed. The entire s^aration oi the Saugor territory trom the 
Gimgetic Prpviucos, and the spread of insurrection or anarc hy in the toniier, il not speedily 
remedied, will become a srrioas inconvenience, in i-espect to the requisite coniage and 
soppBes for troops. 

B, Although this review of our weak points is not encouraging, and points to the 
ejQjHhency ol affording the assutance ot tixioim here at the very first moment When what 
aicr tiicMasidered vital necessities elsewhere shall have been ptovided for, the tranquillity of 
tira Uftr remaining districts in the Central Provinces is undisturbed.

7, The condition of this division is very unsatis&ctory. TJic country continues ‘ftt 
become daily more disturbed. The entire abs-unce of any force not strictly confined to-'i 
fort or post, and the total disorganization of the polin', have combined in ^ving almbit 
uncontrolled freedoni to all disturbers of the public peace in this division, even within^e 
immediate reach of the chief military position'-. 

8. The news of the fall of Delhi is understood to be generally diabclie\’ed in tMs 
division. I'he reason of this incredulity is, that the jieople here have seen no results from 
that success. This feeling will not be changi d till either the people of this division Wtfc 
before their eyes a respectable force of European troops, or the communication with Agra 
and Delhi shall have been opened. 

!). Alhthahtid .—^Thc .'ith Irregular Cavalry passed the Tonse on their way to join the 
Dtnapore mutineers at Handa, on the 8th October. This is the third occurrence of this 
nntiiic that the .southern pergunnabs of the district have had to endure. As a cotiSe* 
queiu'c of this rcjieated and uneheelccd, display of rebel fnrees, and the unsettled state of 
Keu.'h. a spirit of tinca.sincss, if not of disutlectiun, is beginning to gain ground in thk 
part ol the disliiet, wiiieb hitherto had been quite well affected. 

10. On the north of the Oanges the western pergunnahs remain entirely in the hands 
of the it'bels, being administered by their ofiii'ials. The rebel Nazim of S^one, Fuaztll 
Azei 'll, has been put in charge of this yiart of Allahabad, and appears to remain on thfe 
Oude hordi'i'; his Naih, by name Ruliuol Amcen, ri'siding lor the mo.st part at Sqotaon, 
where our thuimahdar Gung Sing,and his sons are Kejit jirisoners in irons. A gradual 
accuiuuliitiou of the insurgent forces is Inking place ; the re\emie is systematically I<fvidd 
by ll.o rehi'l iuler.s, and llmse who i-esist payment arc plundered. 'J’he crops are deseffbed 
as iK'iuially plentiful. The bridges and telegraph on the Trunk Rond continue at the 
niai'i y of any Imndful of the insurgents who may have enterprise enough to make a night 
uiiivd) of an hour oi two. Rumours of projected attacks upon our posts on the 
Kottd uie treiiuent, hut it is obvious that infinite mischief may be dune, without com!^

13 . FuHypore. —^The reports from this district mention Sequent acts df open 
rebeilion on a small scale, the plunder of villages by lni|^ bodies of armed men, and forcible 
opposition to the police. The defeat at Khujooa, about twenty miles from Futtypore, on 
toe 1st November, of the main body of the iluncla mutineers, who appear to have been 
entirely dispersed and dispirited by the eiirounter, seems to have produced some good 
effect; the zemindar of that place having united with tlie poliri* in bringing into Futtypore 
thtT remaining gun of the mutineers, and four tombrils of ammunition, which they had 
abandoned in their flight 

. 14. Cawnpore.—Systematic opposition to our police, and other acts of rohellion, are 

abd reported in this district, which remaius in its former condition of anarchy. During 
the last week a little revenue has been coming in, but the prcbonei* of the Gw^ior troops 
and df the Nana Sahib’s men on the confines of the district serve to maintain and increase 
disorder. As this district, howevei, has not been formally reocoupied by the Civil 
power, the anarchy here is no retrogi-ession, like that in the proximity of the Allahabad 
fort. 

16. Banda .—This district remains quile out of possession. Intestine confiiets liave 
taken place between tbc Nawab and the R^juh of Adjigliur. The mutineers who had been 
oolleoted nt Banda have left that place. Koer Sing and his followers arc understood to 
have gone straight to Calpec, to join the (jwalior Contingent The remainder of tlio 
force having crossed the Jumna, with the intention of coming into Oucle, were met, 
altouked and dispersed, as before mentioned. 

. )€. Humeerpore. —^The Commissioner has been in communication with the former 

tobBeeldar of Humceriiore, who had been invited by the Chief of Booiiee to rosuino hia 
di)ttes in that district. The tchseeldar, however, with the approval of the (yotnmissiuiicr, 
cohl^em it advisable to delay complying with this request. 


Benares Diiision. 

17. This division has been generally tranquil with the exception of Goruckpon', wlflch 

remains in the hands of the rebels, and of tlie frontier pergunnahs of Jounpurc and 
Aoin^ur, which arc the seat of a boi-di^ waifarc. * 

18. Benares and Ghazeepore.—All is quiet in these districlM. The price of grain 
remains high, but the great Govra-ninent expenditure has somewhat imtigatcd the conso- 
qhent digress. Tbc &ll of Delhi is fully believed now in tlie town of Beii/ircs. 

19. Great efforts are making to collect carriage, and with much snecess. Tlie results 
am perceptible, and as they are known to be the prepardtions for European troops expected, 
tile immsl effect has been excellent. 

20. The Magistrate of Benares has recently attached, under the orders of this Govern^ 
Pient, property as noted in the maigin,* belonging to Rajah Maun Sing, the trbed tatook*

21. The prepay of the wt of these persons we# eoacealed in a hooae ni<«fe< 3 dg^ 
Benares. 6n the grotmd floor wa# an apartment filled witfi firewood. It took twO/lwaitr 
to remove this. The pucks floor was then duff up, and several moveaUe slab# of 4t<SM^ 
provided with iron rings were disclosed. On lifting these, access was obtained to ar'teriea 
of small wells, in which were found bags of rupees amounting; in all to upward# of a taft'* 
This discovery was due to the sagacity of Dr. Cheek, the Civil Sutgeon of ^nare^, wh«f 
had received information of an indefinite nature that treasure was concealed in one of the < 
apartments; no clue being given, Jiowover, to the particular loom, nor to the manner in 
which the coin was hidden. 

22. Strong suspicion of complieily with the rebels exists ag^nst Rtyah Ugoon Siiig,f; 
formerly head-gardenei' to the late King of Oude. His property in the city of Benares has 
therefore been attached, pending the final decision of his case. 

23. Bhyroopersliad, a rich banker of Benares, having been convicted of rebellion by 
the Special ^mmissioner at Jounporc, was executed, and his property w'bs ordered to be < 
confiscated; but before mtelligcna' of his sentence reached Benares, his relatives had time 
to make away with the bulk of it. Much of it was subsequently recovered, however, 
mainly by the exertions of Dr. Cheek, who found a secret apartment filled with rich 
kinkhwabs, in the upper portion of Bhyroopershad’s dwelling-house. The Lieutenant- 
Governor has since accepted a note for 1,00,000 rupees of 4 per cent, paper from the 

. widow, as a compromise of the rest of the Government claim against this rebel. 

24. A further sum of 75,100 rupees in Government 4 per cent, paper was curiot^y 
discovered by Mr. Fane (in consequence of information received by him), concealed in the 
atufflng of an old saddle which had belonged to one of the rebel emissaries in correspond¬ 
ence with Bhyroopershad. Tliis paper stands in the name of Ilydcr liossein, of Lucknow, 
and has been attached pending further inquiry. 

25. Various rewaras (as noted in the margin),I have been sanctioned for the intdHi- 
gence w'hich led to these discoveries. 

26. Jl/wawporp.—There is nothing of much moment to report of this district. The 
military garrison of the tow n of Mir/apore has been withdrawn, and sent on to Lucknow; 
but the police of tiic town has been strengthened, as far as it was in the JJeutenant- 
Governor’s power to do so, by sending thither tiic Benares Police Ijevy, under Mr. Catania. 
The mutinous sowai-s, formerly reported as crossing this district, as also the first two 
Companies ot the 32nd Native Infantry have gone on, plundering as they w'eut, towards tbf 
AUaliabad district. The last party prolmbly goes with the intention ot making for Banda, 
or proceeding tow ards Culpee. The Commissioner reports that there is no sympathy between 
the insurgents and the country people, and Government servants. The people genetaily 
have remained ]ierfeutly (piiet. The price of food is still very high. 

27. Gopeegungr. —Tliere is no improicment m this part of the counti^. Various 
parties of the reliels enumerated by Mr. Mayne aio plundering and collecting revenue. 
The self-styled Naxiiu and Naib Nazim are, with a large and incK-iusiag force, within twelve 
roildli of Mr. Mayne's encampment at Hunooinungiingc. Jaorye Sing, the murderer of< 
Mr. Moore, is still at large. He was driven fiom his usual residence, and two of the 
villa^ of his adherents were burnt on the 3Uth October, by an expedition node)* < 
Mr. Eliott, the Assistant Magistnite, hut he again returned to his old quarters, ‘whai 
Catania’s levy was withdrawn from the Trunk Hoad to protect, Mirzapore. Mr. Mayne^ 
when reconnoitering with some police sowai-s near Plioolpurc, had a skirmish with a party 
of insurgents, whom ho put to flight, with the sujiport of the men of Manickchund, ttev 
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Houm in Bennre*

JbiNiHMlre^The detailed I'ept^ of lieotenBQt4.'o1onel Wronghton, on tlio tdGld||f 
with Iredot Jahan and Ummer Sing, Itave been teeeived since the Inst Narrathtf ^m 
^patched. These operations were perfectly successful, an'd were effected without ^1^^ 
8 %h^ loss on.our side. 

> 29. Till our rooccupation of this district it had remained in a .'•tafe of anarchy, but' 
not of rebellion. In the early part of October, however, gatherings of armed men coin* 
meooed 09 the Oode frontier, and before long it was ascertained tbai*a systematic invasion^ 
of tills district and that of Azimghur, with a view to establish in them the antliorily irf 
the rebel Court of Lucknow, was in preparation. These matters hal'd already heeft 
nqported separately to the Government of India, as have the actions with the invading 
force at Koodooa, near Singmmow, on the 19th October, and at Chanda on the 30<h of 
the same month. It is sutfieient hcic to note, that llussun Yar Khan, the rebel Nhib 
Natim, having entered the district with three regiments (new levies), and some rabble,’ 
amounting in all to about 12 , 0()0 men, was attacked uml totally defeated at Koodooa, 
near Singratnow, by the Goorktm force on the 19th October. Tire enemy's loss was at 
least 300 killed; ours only 7 wounded. Undeterred by this failure of liLs advaiiccd 
guard, the Nazim followed up hus first aggression by nu invasion of a more scriotis 
ebaraoter. The enemy on this occahion had eollocted from 4,(K)() to .'i.OOO men and 7 gUns. 
On the doth October the Goorkha force, numbering 1,100 men, with ti guns, marched 
out to meet the invading eolmnn. The enemy was strongly po'-twi, and fouglif well; but 
were ultimately entirely defeated, with a loss of some .300 men killed, and 4 of their gnns 
taken. The loss of onr gallant allies was unfortunately severe, ineluding I.icutonant< 
Colonel Muddun Maun Sing and 11 others Killed, and 59 wounded. The brilliant gailantry 
of Lieutenant Gumhheer Sing was most conspicuous in tiiis action. Siugltvbaiided, he 
took a gun, cutting down five of the artillerymen, and wounding and driving away two 
othenu He was covered with wounds, hut is Impfiily getting over tlieiil. 

30. But these reverses ha\e not prevented the soi-diianl Nurira from continuing to 
endfuvour to nusc the liorder taluokdars against us, and laige bodies of men continue to 
threaten the Jounpoie frontier up to tlic present time. 

31. lientenant-CoIoncl Loiigdeu’s lictachmcnt of 320 men of Her Majesty’s 10th 
Foot, two 9-poundcr guns, with a detachment of European Artillery and 170 Madras 
Native Infantry, which was mentioned in the last Narrative as destined to ojicratc towards 
Jubbulpore, reached Benares in the latter part of Octolier. But tin* threatening aspect 
of affairs on tlie Glide trontier made it absolutely cssi'iitial to r>trengthen the Goorkha 
ibrop, by which alone its defence had hithci'to been provider! tor, and Lieutenant-^'oloiiel 
Loi^en’s destination was changed. 'His detnehment, muiehlng fiom Benares at the end 
of Octobo', reached Jounpoie just after the action at Chanda. Colonel Longden at once 
moved on to the frontier; but their recent defeat having driven back the insurgents in 
this vicinity, and an urgent call having berm made upon him to'support the Gootkliu 
detachment in Aziinghur, an attack on wluoh distiict was then also iniminent, he luiiile- 
diately marched on in that direction. An account of his operations in the Azimglmr 
district will be found further on. Since those ojierations were brouglit to a close, he has 
anin returned towards the Goorkha camp, in the .founpore district, and is now posted at 
Mdhowi, a convenient place intermediate la-tween the two jiarts of the fiontier that are 
threatened from Oude, ready to move up in concert witii the Goorkhas m ease an attack 
should really be made on our territory. 

32. With the exception of the pergunnahs which ift-e the actual seat of war, the 
district is quieting down, and the people generally are beginmng to iindcratand tliat the 
eoontry is remccupied by the British Government. The Cornmissionei reports that 
routine bunness is going on much as usual, revenue is collected regularly, and large quati* 
ties of carriage and oomraissariat stores have been obtained,'showing that tlie attention of 
JNfr. Lind, the energetic Ma^hrate, is not diverted from his Icgitiuiate duties by the active 
hoi^tiies canned on upon his frontier. 

38. iifsimyAur.—In this district the opposition to our Government that was fitet with 
and'pttt down, up to the end of September, hod far more the appeipvmee of an organized 
invasion 3mn Oode than anything that had oceunx-d in JouuiKire up to the same date. 
iWthe operations of the rebel ^ee Malioo liad quite tliis cfiaracter was subsequently

the 19tn of October, a party of police, and two gunt, Waa detached to Burbtd mth 4 
of covering the capture of the boats that Imd been collected there by the Natim of Gonxek- 
poie for the invasion of Aziroghur. Our ariillcr)' fire indicted some loss oh the 
and the boats were all brouglit over U) the Azimghur bank of the river, where thojr. tridfe 
dra^^pjd upon the bhoi-c or disabled. The capture of these boats was made by the dMirid 




ledged by the I.ieutcnant-Governor. , 

3r>. The collection of armed bodies of men within theOude territory on the Azimghur 
frontier continued till the end of October*. On the 4th of November, the rebels crossed 
the border and seized the the pei^unnuli.s of Atroulea and Koelsa, driving out or murdering 
our police. A strong body ol the invaders established themselves in thc.fort of Atroulea, 
which, from some neglect not yet [)ro|»erly explained, bad been permitted to stand after ita 
first evacuation by Bence Madhoo. 

3(J. An immediate summons was sent by the ]Magistnite to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Longden, whose detachment, uniting m with the (loorkhas from Azimghur, arrived 
before Atroulea on the lltli. The enemy was in luimber about 1,000, of whom 250, at 
least, were mutinous sepoys, widi three guns, at least. They had so strengthened their 
post, wluch had many natural advaufagos, that Lieutemiiit-C'olonel Longden, after a 
cannonade of several hours’duratiou, whieli produced no marked effect oft the defences, 
considered it tinadvisjdile to assault the place that tlay. In the night the enemy evacuattxl 
the place, abandoning their guns (three in number), aunmmition, &c. The enemy lost 
several men, the Nail) Nazim liimself being badly wounded. 1'wo mutineers, ono of whom 
had an European lad}’s watch on his pci son, and the other of whom had several gold 
moburs, were made prismlci's during the action, and were cvecuted in the evening. Our 
own loss was one man, Her Majesty’s lOlh, killed, and (hree natives wounded. The 
building has now been ivr/ed to the ground. 

37. I’TOvious to this, Mr. I’olloeK, the Magistrate, had made several attacks on 
smallei* parties of the rebels, who have, however, invariably abandoned their posts on his 
approach. . 

3fl. These operations have npelled the in\a''ion of our old provinces as yet, nnd 
although not of a very decisive charnetcT, base been eb'.irlj [iroduetive of other ben^dal 
results, 'Die country generally is scHHug down, and nmny of the principal landholders, 
and other influential persons, have waited on the Magi'-tiales wjtli professions of loyalty. 

39. The very inadequate strength of the military force m this and the JoUnpore 
districts for the defence of this most irajiortant frontier iias been made the subject of inorfc 
than one representation to the Government of Ifldin. 

40. Goruckpore .—This district continues in the hands of the rebels, and, as noticed else¬ 
where, the so-called Nazim 1ms even (hit'atened the frontiers of Azimghur. The Wfell- 
disposed landholders are rejiortcd ns being much disheaitened at not obtaining assiiit- 
unce. 

41. The Rajnh of Sutasee is mentioned, as one of the most malignant amohg tho 
rebels: several Government servants, as Wahecd Ali. Deputy Collector, his btothdr All 
Nuseer, tehsccldar, Hussun Ali Buksh, teh.secUlar, are also mentioned as active oh tEb 
same side. 

42. Four hundred sepoys are believed to have marched down the left hank Of ^ 
Gogra from Fyzabad, and to have proceeded to Burliul, in the vicinity of which ttey tkHs 
reported to be hanging on. 

43. Aggressions on the border pc'rgummhs of the Sai'un and Chumparutl dirtricis 
have been maile troin Gornckporc, mul measure*, of u defensive nature have, it iS belleVOd^ 
been taken by the Bengal Government. An invitation to this Government to ACt ]Ei 
concert witli the Bengal border three in putting down these rebels has been Of 
declined, thefc not being a single soldier available for tlus or any other object. 


Saugor Divmon. 

44. This division oontinues in a most disturbed state, anddmly detoriotates. Kenttldy 
it may be said that we hold the districts south of the Nerbudda, mcoept parts cwf llundfa^ 
and Jubhulpore, and that, except small portions of Saugor aud Juboulpote^ the dMhStshI)

47, As £»* as can be seen, however, those rei)eU seem to be acting without concert, 
eaph fbr bk own individual interest, nnd without svm|^thy with tbo mutinous sepoys. 

4d, The police (chiefly natives of the North-Western Provinces) are reported tq have 
behaved inlaniously in all parts of the Snugor Divyon, mid the ('ommissioner has bm 
raisjin? a Iniry of 600 Couds to assist in supplying their place. 

49. Saugor. —It' will give an idea of the disturbed cuudition of these districts to 
mention that in Saugor alone flfty euseb of dacoity were ivpoitcd in one wui'k, uooutnpaniad 
for the most part with murder, arson, or other extreme violence. 

50. The garrison of Saugor ix'iuuius in the fort, the immediate neighbourhood of 
which is free from rebels, though a party of Nurrowiia insurgents thixateiied on one ocoa- 
sioh the aty of Sau^. 

51. DamoA.—This dislriet remained untd the end of OetoUT under the charge of tlw* 
Bajah of Punnab, who held it for the British Government. Towanls the eloso of that 
month, however (the exact date is not reported), the rebel ('hicf of Saugor, assisted by the 
remainder of the mutinous 52nd Native Infantrv, inurehed on Duinoh, and drove out the 
Bnjah of Punnalt’s people, though not, it is said, without severe resistance. The oouittry 
is for the present entirely in tjie hands of the enemy, 

, 52. Nagodf .—^No outbreak or rebellion has occurred at Nagode itself. The Superin¬ 

tendent found himself unable to carry on business without troops, and hu\ing fallen dick 
went to Rewah. Tlie insuireetion of Hijaimgughui has hetn ineiitioiied, whereby the 
Bomba) road lias been dosed From tlie last account if is licdieM’d that Mylicre had 
become disturbc<i; but no parliculara are known. 

53. Jubtf dpore .—The relicis in this district were, at the lime ol the liisl aecviutit, Ifltb 
October, in v.he same jiositions as formerly, vi/„, at ,Selioia Suleemabail, Patou, and 
Kutungee, also at Baijcc, and nere ineruusiiig daily in number and nndneily; much 
plundering is reported in the nciglibunrliood of tlie hist of tlicso pl.ieis, but generally 
un^companied with personal violence. Two sijuadi-ons of tlie Itk .Midriis Liglit Cavalry, 
.OQthInfantry, and two guns, have been sent to SelioiM to wuti li llu* niiinaiU of the .52nd 
Native Infantry at Koondu. 

54. Attempts are understood to be niakitig to re>o|i(‘n the loial from .lublmltKire to 
Mirzaporc, both from the former jilace and from Rewah. 

55. Mundlah .—The Deput\ Coutniissioiiur states 1 hat twiMhirds of this distuetisat 

pm^ont in insurrection: the liaingliur n^bels lu purtieukir lm\e plundcTcd scMirni large 
villages, and have threatened to attack Mundlah itself; buf the l)e|nilv ('onnnissionar 
conceives the towiisjioople to be well,inclined to Goveniinenf, and willing to eo-opemte 
witfb the police in the defence of the place. * 

, 56, Sronre,—-No reports received; but ovcrytliing umlersto id to be (luict here up to 
the 18& October. 

57. Numngpore .—The Chowpatha jicrgunnah of this distrid has lieon entered by 
rf^s from tbo ^ugor district and Bhopal, amounting in all to about 1,200 men; the 
Qtmuty Conunissbner has moved out witli two guns and two eompaiiim, 2hth Madras 
Native Inbntry, and will act as circumstances permit. The latest lepoits merely stated 
was well up to the 12th Octobei. 

t 58. Hosmngabad. -Some Moliwatees and Grassias uic in foiw at Sutwas in this 
djgtrict. The Deputy Commissioner proposes that they should be attacked by tbcEdlabad 
c^pm. He reports, dcnu<^fiioially, that the pcrgunnaii of Niuiaii, w Inch the same rebels 
hlaiwevioaBly fhreat^d, baa been re-occupied, and that the diicf relicl has liecn haoigjed. 

ether portions of the district are qniet, and heinous eriini s me on the decrease, 
tMl^hstanding the presence of several notorious criminuls escaped Irom the Agra and 
jails. latest rate, 15th October.

61. The ansettled condition of the llewah State was alluded to in thft lailt Kamtive. 
Captain Osborne was then described as in a very precarious position. On the 8th Octohei*, 
a large body of men surrounded his house, and threatened an attack. Tb^ released a 
sepoy of the 50th Regiment Native Inhintry who was in confinement on suspicion of being 
a deserter. This state of tilings continued for sevei-al days, but still no actual attack Vndi 
made. Meanwhile, the wing of the 17th Madras Native Infantry, which was at Mirsapcre, 
advanced, on the 14tb October, towards the foot ot the Kuttra Pass, where the Great 
Bombay Road enters the Kuwaii territory. The military authorities did not consider it 
safe to push this detachment on atone, to occupy the Pass itself; but the arrival of ao6ther 
Madras regiment at Benares about this time enabled what was thought a sufficient force to 
advance to tlie Pa.sh, wiiicli was occupied about the 17tlt of the same month. On the 15th, 
Captain Osborne wrote that tlic advance of the Madras troops had already sufflbed to turn 
the scale in his favor, and that the party favorable to British interests was again in the 
ascendant. 1'h(‘ subsequent withdrawal of the Madras column has been before mentioned. 
Captain Osboiiic’s position at IU‘wah is understood to continue to bo satisfactory, but no 
recent communications have been received from him.

IN continuation ot my letter of the .‘Ird imstunt, 1 have the honor to submit, for the 
information of the Lieuteiiiuit-Co^'crnor, the following nairativc of events for the week 
ending the lOtii instant:— 

2. Allahabad, October 4 .—“ Koel ” steamer, with some men of the Naval Brigade, 
arrived yesterday evening, and was ott’ again early this morning. Webster lost his passage 
to Benares on board of lier. MV. Kerke arrived from Rewali willi an escort of Rewah 
troops, to take trcnsiin^ and tents to Captain Osborne. 

3. October Ct .—^The (laity of loyal sepoys of the 12th Native Infantry who have been 
holding the tliannali at Mooftee Poorwah for the last tliiee months w’itlidrawn, by order of 
Colonel O’Brien. 'I’liesc men have done good service, and we shall find it difficult to 
replace them. They are urgently reipiirod to jiroteet jdate-Iayers, and other luilway 
h^tercsts, from Kuehpoorah to Lolumdnh. 

4. October G.—Webster left for Benares, by d.lk cairidge, at 4 a.m. 

5. October 7.—“ Mirzapore ” an ived with the I’cmainder of the Naval Brigade. A 
detachment of troojis marched last night towards Cawnporc, and another will go this 
evening, 

6. Oetolier 8.—I'lic sohdisant l^iazim of AllahalNid is said to be concentrating Ms 
forces. Ilis men are not scattered al>out the pergunnali across the Ganges as they nsed' 
to be, mid he has made no aggressive movement fw some days past. 

7. October 9.—Captain Peel, C.B., assumed command of the garrison By our latest 
iUTounts the 5th Irregular Cavalry me still in perguniiah Kyraghur; to-day they will 
probably riYiss the Toiise river into perguimah Burra, if Banda is really their mark. 
Mr. Kerke, with the treasure for Osborne, must remain here until the road is clear of these 
troopers. 

H. October 10.—The .5th In-egular Cavalry crossed the Tonsc on the 8th instant, and 
hare taken the route followed by the Diimpore mutineers and Koer Sing’s men, with whom 
they will form a junction at Banda, in all jirobability.

The budmashes know their time is nearly out, and wish to make the most of it. Sherer 
explains that Purseth Narine was killed at Bithoor thannah.

27. General Remarks. —The urgtMit (“all for reinforcements at Lucknow hB.s had the 
effect of throwing back our efforts to settle Cawnporc and Kuttypore. In exact ratio to 
the decrease in our force is ihe inci-iMse to the insolence of the rebels and the audacity of 
marauders. There is, perhaps, more anarchy and unpunished ci-imc in the Doali districts 
of this division at the present time than theie hn.s been at any former period. Hie 
budmashes see that their time is nearly up, and they are making the most of it. The 
^oion expressed in paragraph 8 of my last weekly report has pioved to be well founded. 
Oude aggression has received a decided check from our success at Lucknow, hut how long 
this salutary effect will continue to o|H!rute is very doubtful.

3. The .Civil administration of these pergnmialis is virtually at a stund'StilU hold 
the Grand IVonk Road, and keep open the <!onnnunrcation by menus of a stronp^rda;. 
but the vitl^es on both iid<\s, to the extent of four or live joiles only, can bo snid to hoid; 
our possession, and even they yield only n dividetl bbedienre, arid are evidently waiting the 
.course of events. They neitlicr oppose us nor tlic wbols; of tlio latter, however, they., 
stand in great dread, and in some villages the cultivators have beeti greutly ojtpressed and 
impoverished. Little or no revenue conics in, luid the services of the tchseddars «ind 
their establishments are made use of as police. The police at Soraou, in n‘sisting the 
Nttib Nazim, behaved richly, and their conduct cannot but be eoinnu>ndcfl, ami Ihev arc 
certainly deserving of reward direct from GovQmrnenl, as a signilieanl niiu'k of tlicir 
approbation of such conduct. 'J'hey were 40 men opposed to .'lOO. 'Plie jemadar ( iunsarn 
w’as shot dead, and a Nujeeb was \^uuluU‘d. The thunnahdar (Innga Sing aiul Ins sons 
were taken away, and arc still prisoners in irons in the Nail) Nazim's camp, (lunga 6iiig 
only lately distinguisbecl himself in a similar manner, wlicn op])o.sed to Rajah Goolali Sing, 
at Soraon. On that occasion he held his ground against n grt'atly superior Ibree, and only 
now abandoned Iris post alter a hard light with the Naih Nazim’s pcoph'. 

The tchseeldar and thannahdar of police of Secundra and Meh are behaving giinerally 
well. The state of the khureof crops, as you recede easlward Iroin AlUdiabad, is far beUi;r 
and more plentiful than eoiild have been expected, and the rice crops have uffoixlcd a ricli 
harvest. The late propitious rainy sca.sou may, probably, in some mcasmv, compensate 
for the loss sustained in lauils which have,remained uilsowii, hut tlie present is the tinie 
for the rubbee sowings^ and (;vcry day which will elapse before the rchels are ejected 
from the pergunnahs is of the greatest conse(|uen (!0 to llie rubbee crops, and to the ability 
of the landholdei-s hereafter to ])ay (he usual kists.

Naval Brigade, 
Royal Engineer-', anti Her Majesty’s 2”inl Reaiineiil, arrived frotu the east at {) n.M., mid 
arrangements were made by him. in evnijuneliou witli Colonel (Jordon, Her Majesty’s 93rd 
(commanding at l'uttyi>ore), and Mi'. Pri'byn, to «eiul out a (bree the next inoruing to 
Biudkee, to attack tlie mutineers. On the 1st in-t int information was received that the 
rebels had encamped the ju'evious night in monzali .Ihoone.ir, pergunnah Tuppehjur, and 
hiipged u durtadar and hurkundniize heiongiiig to the tliaimafi. At 7'30 a.m., CJolonel 
J^owell, aceoinpatiied by iMr. Probyn. marched from Futtypore, towards Biudkee, with a 
party of about o.'^iO men of I ler Majesty’s bdrd and ‘KJrd Regiments, Royal Engineers, 
Naval Brigade, and iVrtillery. 

November 4.— In tlie afternoon of the Isl instant (mlonel Powell came lyi with the 
rebels at Kluijooa, and an action eommeneed. Our men hud marched twenty miles, and Wfre 
tired. The rebels wi're strongly posted, and fonglit well under cover for about two hours, 
when they flctl, leaving tvvo out of three guns, and their eainji. Our loss is aliCut 1(X) 
men killed, woundeil, and missing ; that of the rgliels (who were about 4,000 strong), is 
computed at 400 to .'lOO men. J regret to say Colonel Powell was killed while gallairtiv 
leading on his troops. Cajitain Clarke, Royal Engineers, was severely wounded throaf^: 
both thighs. Captain Mowbray aiul Lieutenants Acton and Cortield, fter Majesty’s S3rd, 
and Captain Conynghame, Her Majesty’s 93rU, were wounded. The Conummdeivm>obief 
and staff arrived at 9 r.M. of the 2nd instant. 

November H .—The Commauder-in-ehief and staff proceeded ilowards Cawnpore on 
the uioniing of the 2nd. instant. The G-pounder gun, which remained untaken in the 
battle of yesterday, was abandoned by the rebels, ond brought into the station by the, 
Khujooa police, together with four ammunition-tumbrils. Murdun Sing, ex-zemjndor of 
Oodoo|>orc, assistcvl the police in this operation. The route taken by'the rebels is not 
(dearly known, but it is reported, and I think with appearance of truth, jfhat they 
have dispersed in all directions.

Sir, Benares, October 9, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to submit my weekly narrative of events to the pre.sent date. 

Aziinyhur, ScpUimbcr 29.—A party of Goorkhas, with Messrs. Wynyard, Home, and 
other officers, started for Atroulia. They passed the field of battle at Munduree, where 
they saw many skeletons, and the next day the ruined tehseel and thannah of Koclsa. 
Iliijah Bence Madho Konuice clfcctM his c.scapc flaring the night, with one gun; uod 
JMudho Purshad is siiid to liave carried oft'the other. 'I'lie Goorkhas jiursued ; but were 
unable to come up with the party, and oidy nicovered one wall^picce. The fort of 
Atroulia was found deserted ; hut in levelling it, a good deal of property, including 300 
English cannon-balls, was found. Papers were also tbuiid to show that Rajah Maun Sing 
was in league, and had already sent two guns and some .300 men to Bcnec Mudho’s support 
as soi-flisatii Na'/ini of ,\/.imghur. 

•October 1.—Koelsn was re-oecupied, and the landholders railed oh to pay up their 
revenue. A new thannah established at .Atroulia. 

indurjeet Sing, of Nyrujcjorc, soi-disant Foujdar, reported to be collecting men and 
aniiuunition. • 

Fusahut Sihan, and Moo/.uffer .lehan (son of Iradut Jehan, hanged by Mr. Lind), 
rcj)ort.ed to be concocting mischief, 

October 2.—Mr. F. M. Bird arrived in camp, and Mr. Horne left it for Benares. 

October .'1.—Me.ssrs. Bird and l..cggf: made an expedition to catch Kuramut AH ; but 
the bird had flown. 

Moozfifl’er .lehan’s fort of Sliurnshidiabad w.is found deserted, and the giain in it 
brought into camp. 

October 4.—Gamp at Mahol. 'I’he house of Pirtheci)al .Sing at Buramudporc was 
burnt. Kilty Goorkhas scait to bring in jaopf'rty of Moozuft'er Jehau from Khoiasin; and 
the entrenchment he hiid ftfrined round the .Maiiol tehseel demolished. Moozufter Jehan 
is much vvoc.se, and more de^erv uig of hanging, than his old father. 

The collf'ctiou of revenue is beginning to improve. The people have a whole.some 
terror of Goorkhas. 

Jounpiire ,—'Phe news of Benee .Madho’s defeat at Mundooree arrived on the 27th. 

Two Mahomedans were hangofl t>n the 22nd for insulting two Kuropcan ladies, and 
parading them through tlu' streets till they were compelled to jfietcnd to become Mus.sul- 
mans. 

As parties in ])o.ssession of plundered property were beginnifig to destroy it, Mr. Lind 
issued a [froclamation that !uiy per.son found doing so would be jmnished as if the property 
had been found upon tlxun. . 

A proclamation was also i.ssued fftr the recovery v)f indigo .seed. 

September 2 .- 1 .—The thannah of Budlapore made over to the ehai’gc of Rundeer 
Sing, son ot’Gujraj Sing, tulookdar of Singramow. 

Arrangv-ments sevuetly made for an expedition. 

The revenue is being paid up regularly, and routine business going on ns asuah The 
people begin to understand that the di.striet is really re-occupied by the British Govern¬ 
ment. A large ejuantity of furniture and -IIKI rupees’ worth of stamps, have been received 
fnan Sheogolam l)oobey. 

The Jounporo narrative is only brought uj) to the 28th of September, the Magistrate 
having been, intermediately, on an expedition; hut to make the narratives of any value, 
rhey ought to be brought up to date, and submitted punctually a couple of days before the 
dale on which mv divisional u'porl has to be brought before Government, f.e., on Thursday, 
or, at latest, on Friday of every week. 

Gopvetjvuyei September 27.—-As it was ascertained tluit the friends of Sarubdowun 
Sing had united with Jhoorye Sing, murderer of Air. Moore, to rtdeasehim, he was sent.off 
to Mirzapou'. 

Major Barrett left for .Benares with tlie disarmed .‘17th Native Infantry, and 
Lieutenant Bailey remained in cluu'ge of tlio post with si.xty Sikhs, of whom seventeen 
were sick. » ' 

Oot-uber 2. Jhoorye Sing returned to his old quarters, the thirty-six Sikhs at GopeC'- 
gimgc being too weak for offensive operations. 

October 3.—Catania’s lew, of 150 men, of mixed castes arrived. 



October S.—The levy vras sent to Hunoomangunge, the place tlireatened by the 
Allahabad insurgents. Jhoorye Sing's parties plundering a good deal. 

The news of the relief of the garrison at Lucknow has been widely circulated, and has 
done good in this part of the country. 

Mirzapore .—A body of rcliels and mutineers passed through Robertsgunge to Sliah* 
gong and Ghorawnil, and proceeded in the din'ction of llewaii. 

October 3.—^Two other bodies lopoited in the same dnec'liou. The Magistrate, 
Mr. Simson, and Mr. Walker, went out with the tiuopb to Ilhugwnn 'Jalao. and on the 4th 
Messrs. St. George Tucker and Simson rode out to Lallgunge to rccoiinuit iv. On thcfith 
the troops returned to the station. 

There is no sympatlij between the insurgents .and the couutiy people and Govern¬ 
ment seiwanls. The peojile in general liave been quite ijiiiel since tlicj loiiiul out that mutual 
plundering did not pin under the llritish rule. I'he pi ice of food is \ii’\ high, and will 
remain so until the eountry aho\e Allahabad is o[KMied out, and the Jiiimi.t cleared for 
grain-boats. The revenue is paid in as usual. 

Bennreg .—This district reinains, I am thankful to s.iy, perleellj still, and notwith¬ 
standing the ven high piiee ol food wiiieh is alniost double that of the eorrespoiiding 
period of last }eai, vei\ few Ciises of tlielt and buiglar\ him* oecuried. The distress is 
very great, but has in some measuie been nlle\iate<l b) the large einployinent of women 
and childieii in the R.ijgbaut ('ntreiuhinent. 

The revenue is eollecUd nearlj as usual. 

Mr. Gubhins thinks the time nnsuited to a general disarming of the people, but 
advocates an iiimiediatc check to the maiiufju'ture and sale of giiiijiowder and other 
contraband of war

serious danger. The |MOpo.se(l ait:u:k wbieb Mr. I’olloek demi-oHieiaiK snbmiltcxl, has 
been ftjrbidden, in eonloin.iiy with his llonor’s iii.-.tiuelions, 1 am inclined to think 
that it would be a gootl tiling if the sketeb ol' all jiioposi d expeditions were, in a .similar 
way, submitted, ibrungli me. dtinl-ollieially. for tl ■ wishes of Ids Honor, whenever there 
was tiiiK! for so iloing. 'rids would ensure tin operalions being sueli as hi.s Honor 
approved of, ami their being eanied on npoii one uniform system, witliout, of course, 
interii ring with those oeeasioiis when a dLstrict oflieer must act jiromptly on hi.s own 
judgment.

YOUR letter, dated the .31st August, to the address of Mr. Wynyard and Colonel 
Wroug|»ton, was opened by mo, as the officer in political charge of the Nepalese troops. 

2. With reference to th(‘ first jiaragraph, I beg leave to inform you that I lean), 

the military officer^ present, that the only uiticles of property brought away from the 
R(\jali of Nurhurpore’s kote, wore two buggies which have been brought to this‘station, 
and will be made over to the civil authorities iti trust for Mr. Osborne. 'Hie detachment 
having left with the women and uon-eumbatants for Ghazeeporp, these articles cannot be 
sent under an escort. 

3. No horses or tent were found in the Rajah’s kote, and the probability is that the 

Rgjah, when .he fled, took them with him. ^ 

4. Mr. Osbori^e having long ago ivached Dinaporc in safety, can have no ^occasion to: 
i%rct having taken the river route. Indeed, he is much better off than those who aooom* 

panied the Goorkha column to Azin»ghur, whose tedious journey is not yet at an end. 

, .'i. With regard to your thind paragraph, I need only say that it was no part of my 

duty, but that of thti .Magistrate and Collector, to give timely notice to Mr. Osborne 
intended evacuation of Goruckpore. ig .

I HAVE the honor to report, for your information, the result of the ex])ed!tiQn 
which started frt)m here with Mr, Horne, my jiredeccsspr, on the 29th ultimo, and 
returned to the station on the 7th instant. 

2. Mr. Horne was accompanied by Messr>.. Wynyard, Lej,'}?!', Captains tioileau and 
Miles, Lieutenant Hay, and tluve regiments of tJoorUhus, witli three nuns. 

3. The object of the expedition wu', to tlirash the u|>stait Na/im, lienee Madtto, 
and turn him nut of Atroulia; to ri'-esl.ihlish our own tehseeldaree and polic e estahli.sl|< 
ments there; and, in it'turnini' via Mahoul, to re-establish lliere also the tehseeldaree 
and thannah, the amingeinents of wliieh have been upset by Mo/utlur Jehau, who Imd 
occupied these buildiiu's, and entrenehcfl tliein for tlefenee. 

4. On the 30th the paity re.iehed Atrouha, but found that it hud bwu vacated by 
Benee Madho and Madho I’eisliaud during the niglit. Hearing, however, that a gun 
was being dragged awd\ a sliort disf.uiee a-liead, a party was sent alter it they took two 
prisoners and killed one man, at the same time eaptuiing u small gun. No cash was 
found in the fort, although it was I'uireutly reported that lienee Madho had u<*cumulatcd 
much wealth tlicre.

10. On the 3rd, they moved on towards Malioiil, and eiieam|H-d at yMiruwla (llmut; 
from this place two expeditious started, one to Surejria, heuilcd by Messrs. liiiMi and 
Lcggc, to apprehend one Kwramut Ali, who liad {ilundered ai>d burnt the factory Of 
Sihoolec; the second was (imiposed of a part^ of sowars, sent to reconnoitre the fort of 
Shunishabad, the former residenee of Mozuti'er Jelian. Neither of the men was, however, 
caught. 

11. On the 4tbi they marched on to IMahoul; and the fort of ihi tliepal Kitig, at 
Buramutporc, was destroyed en pfimtnt. 

12. Mr. Lcggc, with some sowars, was deputed from Mahoul to Shiiinshahad, where ho 
bnmt some houses of Mo/.uff'er Jthaii, and brought buck 30 inuiitids of rice. 

13. The property of Mo/uftcr Jehan at Kliora&on was alta<-kefl, and a ijii.uitity of 
russud was found there, and taken possession of. 

, 14. Some tw'clvc or fourteen of the jirineipal /eniiiidars of Miilioul and Koelsa came 

forward with assurances of submission. 

15. The entrenchments raised by MozuflTcr Jehan round the tehsei lee budding weit; 
destroyed. 

16. A pcishkar wa.s appointed here, with a stafi of eliupmssees and file sowars. 

. 17. On the following day, the .5th, tlie party marrhed on to 'fooali, and ciicamjicd for 

tile day. 

18, A large bridge which bad formerly been broken down by the Nazimbnd jemadar, 
to stop the approach of the Pulwars, was this day repaired, and the force tnarcht'd to 
Kazimbad on the 6th. 

* 19. On the morning of the 7th the whole party returned to the station. 

^ 20. The general effect of this expedition has proved most hcnchcial; it has been 
atl^ed with no indiscriminate hangtpg and burning. 

21. Hie moral effect of the advance of a British force was the means of causing 
JBenee Madho and his large force to evacuate the district; the prestige of our power has , 
tillMib to a conai^rable extent, been re-established, and we have thus been enabled ta arrange 
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the PoHrt* and Revenue estabhshment^ of the pergunoahs of Mahotd, Koda»aiid Alaroiili>, 
on a firmer footing than before. 

22. Tlif revenae frmu Maiioul it« now coming slowly in, and I trust ere long to ate 
that tlie zemindars and ryots ai-c not only contented with the rc-cstablishment of peace 
and order in their neighbourhood, but I confidently boj»e that the well-di^oged %nd 
powerful amongst them will combine to assist our police and revenue officials in the 
maintenance of order, and in the uttivc opposition of such scoundrels as lienee Madho 
and Mozuff'er Jehan, who have not only hillcn low jn their estimation, but have become 
objects of hatred to all pcm ealily-disposcd men 

23. The Pulwa*'S have gained tiuicli confidence, as throughout the ev[»edition no 
viohmee was shown to any of their hrotherhood, nor was any damage done to their 
projierty. They are now making arrangements for the payment of a large sum of money 
on account of the arrears of ^e\< nue iliie from tliem , and I trust I shall be able to report 
favorably eouctrniitg tluni .’s a bodv in my iievt report.

Tffe tbannabdur of Ghosee 
reports that a sepoy of Mahomed Hossein was bringing a boat from Gojialjiore; the boat 
sUifk on a sand-bank, and boat and men were forthwith eangbt by our jiolice, 

Tlie teliseeldar ol' Cliosee wrote tliat .500 armed men, with 300 sejioys and 3 guns, 
are stationed at Ihirlinl; they intend to iioss over this side, and arc waiting for boats 
omiug from llmbnj^ They have ai.so posted a gun on the baidi ot the river, and marched 
to To.at, 

The tehseeldar of Atronlia reports that russnd is being collected for the Nazim 
Maliomed Hossein, in the village of llnskharee, by .some of bis Ibllowers. 

October '.’(i,—t'()!leeti(lll^, 4,007 in|)ees 15 annas 11 piee. Wc encamped at Mahoul, 

I was informed tliat t'lunuiress Sing's men, and ol her rajeoomars. arc stationed in 
their forts of Oril and Kumbapore; that they commit great depredations on the British 
territory, and deter persons from ]iayiiig (Jovermnent revenue, I went to attack the Oril 
fort. and. finding it evaeiialed, burnt the kole and destroyed the defenees. Tlie Kotea of 
these rebels at lliimba])ore and ,Vmniitlu )0 sliareu the same fate.

i HAV’E the honor to inclose Mr. Fami’s Narrative for the* Iburtli week in October, 
reeciv<!d this day. and to inform you that tlu- [loaee of the district has, during that period, 
remained imdisturlicd. 

2. The estate of Kulkaharra, which •j.avc »is a good d<’al of tr()ul)l(^ during the months 
of .fimc and .July last, lia\'iiig again shown some symptt)m.s of flisaUeetion, owing to the 
Kulka oraelc having pro*ieeied that the British would he t'xpellcd from this emmfry by 
the 1st ju'oximo, we sent a small body i)f police out there, to iiiTcsi, Dhurriioo Sing, who i.H 
the person who incites the rc.st of the dheonlcmteil to evil, ami who had lately been guilty 
of several acts of violence and (jpiiression in the village itself'. Dliurmoo Sing was arrested, 
and was being brought into the station, hut was, by iIk* eolinsioii of tlie two jemadars in 
charge, allowed to <,sea])e, and has since threa.l<‘iir’d that part of the country with u small 
party of Oude hudiuashes ; this rahhlc; is said, however, to have dispersed on hearing of a 
counter-demonstration made by Rajah iJeo Narain Sing's jemadar, who resides in the 
neighbourhood, 

3. Great efforts are being made to eoinpletci the nnmlMT of earls required from the 
district, and to purchase bullocks otj their aceoimt. All thannadavs in the mofu.ssil arc 
purchasing oxen, besides wdiieli many (unissaries have l>e<>n sent out by Rajah Ihm Narain 
Sing, the Rajah of Benares, and Sirdar Soomt Sing, and i have mr doubt hut that a liirg<i 
number will be. furnished by them ; beside, Mr, Slessoi", at Clumar,'is making earls, and 
purdiasing bullocks for us. 

4. Great exertions are also being made by ns for tin! purchii«e of grain anti ‘^kingiiter- 
cattlc for the u.se of the army. A (juniitify of grain is now in stcjic at Sheo (iholatn 
Doohey’s g 14 rdcn-hun.se at Chowka Ghaut, whieli we are making over to Mr. Ilorin*, while 
purchases arc being made in all qiiarter-s, anrl an eniir.saiy of mine i-. proenrinj^wheat from 
Chyncporc. A wealthy and respeetahie merehant of llenare.', will, 1 hoj<e, come forward 
in a few (lays and offtn* to keep a large stoo! ot' grain, of all .sort-;, besides sugar, ghee, and 
salt, always at the disposal of Government; w(! indenting on him as onr neeessities may 
require us to do. Slaughter-cattle arc also being eolleeted in great iimnhers; hut the 
large quantities already supplied by us to the fCommissariat will prevent our fiirnishing us 
many as we otherwise .should have done. I ('stimalc the mmiher of slaughter-cattle 
furnished by us to the Commissariat since the 4th June last, at moio than 2,0(Kf, whil(« 
the number of sheep must amount to upwanls of 2,500, 

6. The attachment and salo of Bhyro Pei-shand’s projxirty has kien effeete,(l iu obedi¬ 
ence to instructions received from the Sfrccivd (.'utmaissioner of Jounpore. Some delay 
occurred between the execution of the traiCor and our being warned of tiie eoniiscation of* 
bia.;property having beat ordered, during which his widow, and connections, made? away 
with the greater part of his personal estate. Owing, liowevcr, to the exertions of 
Bik Cheek and Pundit Gokool Cbund, and the revelations of some of my spies, seyemi ,of 
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tiie places fvhore the money aad goods had' been buried and hidden were dtscovared, and 
the coDleritii brought to light. A compromise was then entered into between the traitor's 
conn* ctioii-s and myself, by which they agreed to pay a lac cif rupees, in 4 per cent, 
promissory notes, into the 'fi-easury, and I consented to accept the same in payment of all 
further claims. The sum has now been lodged by Bhyro Perthaud’s widow, ai^ f request 
that my ]»roniise may he ratified by the GovtTnnu;nt. 

6 . I’he discovery of 75,000 rupcx'.s’ worth of 4 ptT cent, promissoiy notes was effected 
by the inbtniinentaHly ol’ Iluboo Dnvec Sing, whose good services have already been 
rejKirtcd by me on the 1st of July lust. The .saddle in whieli they w ejv sewn up had lain for 
about a month in the posse.'^sioii of the* dufi'adar of our zillah cowars, and on being cut 
open, the packet wa.s fortunately found intact. The iictes stand in the name of one 
ilyder Iloosseiii, a Mussiibiian, of Jvueknow, and most pnibnbly a rebel. 1 have promised 
a haudsoine njward to Haroflut, the Ibaluiiin, wbo (li.'closcd tlio secret to Baboo Davee 
Sing, and reqiK'.st the sanction of ( Jovernment to a siiin of 500 rupees being paid him on 
these notes being eonfiseuled. It appears that Khyiattee ball, the l.iieknow spy, in wliose 
saddle the notes were conecak-d, had sent his people to this Uamdiit to get him to try and 
purchase the saddle from the diifiadar.

merely; but having heard mraOUrs of the probable advance of the insurgents on that 
place, they came on to Captaingnnge ehowkee, and are all assembled there now, wnthhing 
the movements of the rebel force;. . J 

4. It has just been reported to tno, that of the two burkundauzes stationed at PasupoW 

ehowkee, one lias been killed. ' ■ '< ■' 

5. Many of the police have been severely iKialen. 

6. The rebel force is varion«ly estimated, and by some greatly exaggerated ; hut frorii 
all 1 can gather, the number of nnned men against us is not under 4,000, of whom there 

^ are sotne *200 or .300 scjjoys, and about 100 sowars, 3'liey liavc also 4 guns. 

7. It is roportcfl that they are the tbilowcrs (d‘ lienee Madlio Sing, the form^ 

proprietor of Atroulia, who lias entrusted the expedition to one Mahomed ‘Hossein. 
The former considers hiinscdf the Nazim of this district, and tlie latter is styled Ins 
Chuckiadar. ‘ 

ft. They are said to have sent for workmen, with the intention of either digging up 
eoncenlecl treusxirc, or of |)iv|iaring their entn'iielmu-nls. 1 trust the latter may be 
their intention, ns there will then he a eliiince of catching and punishing them for thcii^ 
insolence. 

9. The opinion of Cajitain lloilCitii is, tliat tliey should he allowed to remain and. 

congregfitc in those parts ; and when ('olonel Longden arrives he will he able to judge'for 
himself what is most advisalile to i>e done. ^ 

10 . 1 am anxiously looking for some infelligeiu'o of Ooloiiel I/ingdeti's movements. 
Although it is four days since I wrote, reporting tlie proximity of tliis rebel Ibiw, yet 1 
have received no intimation as hi when or at wlfiit point he will enter the district. I need 
not mention what inealenlahle harm any delay on our jiari in chasti-sing these misoreants 
will produce in other parts of the district. 

11. I am veiT sorry, now, tliat my advice was not followed, viz., that wo should have 
halted at Koelsa whilst then', and await the arrival of the Kurojieans. 'I’liis would have 
prevented any inisfortune, sueli as what has now hapftened. 

12. We heard last week, wiiilsf encamped at Koelsa, ol’the arrival of the rclicls at 
Duskharee, and I thisi foretold what has now lia])i>eiu‘(l, and rceouiiiicnded the military 
authorities to have tlie force of (loorkhiis eiieainped at a convenient distance both from the 
station and from the Unde frontier, hut my opinion was overruled.

I HAVE tho honor to fon^ard yon an account of the proccedlnttH of an expedition 
that left f}oi)eegungc on the SOlli of October, under Lieutenanl Matltias, cunaiiitiug of ‘ 
60 Sihhs of the Ln^ianah Rc‘e;iinent, and 150 of Uie jiolice levy, under Mr. Cataiiiu. 1 had 
also 20 of the Mirzapore police sowars with me. 

2. intention in tnis exisnhtion was dratly. by a night nuircli, to suqiribt' and seize 
Jboenye Smg and his party, befute he could receive news of our cuiniug; and secondly, to 
punidi the budmash villages of Sherpore and Hhunda, in this distnel, and Buliia Pilkioee 
and Junghye, in the Allahabad district, all of which viliag(*s have supplied both provisions 
4ind men to the murderers of Mr. Moui-e. I was aware that these ndicLs hud spies in this 
village and neighbourhood, and tiiat the grenti'r part of the pergunnnh belonged to their 
caste of Monas Rajpoots, and, therefun', it was impossible to hu]ie for success iu a direct 
march from this placf; I therefore hoped, by taking a difTcrent line of country in my 
march, and by proceeding along the Trunk Roatl us far as Barout, to deceive people here 
as to our intentions, and to mnicli through the Allahabad di'^ti'iet on the budmash villuges. 
The village of Junghye, in wlnelt .Ihoorye Sing was, is u hiwinr of some size, and I was in 
no doubt of obtaining guides from Barout, wliieh is about tifteen miles distant from it, and 
eleven miles from Goiieegutige. The notoriously bad character of these villages was such, 
that 1 had no hesitation in ordering them to be destroyed, looted, and burnt. Bhunda, in 
particular, has been threatened for two years. 

3l In accordance with thise plans, Lieutenant Mathias, commanding this station, 
who completely agreed witli uiy arrangements, and co-operated with me must cordially^ 
marched to Barout at 2 i* m. ou the .30th. When we arrived tlieiv, the Ihammlulur of that 
place assured me no one knew the v/ay ; I am periei tix certain lie lied in this, and I have 
the strongest siispieiou ol him as a thorough traitor. *IIe jiiit e\cry possible impediment 
in my way; delayed two hoiiis in jiroeiiiing giiiiii, wliieli miglit liu\e Iwen brought in 
twenty minutes, and ucgleeted all tlie orders I gave him. in <-oiisequencc of this, we had 
to do as iK'st we could. 'I'lic thi'imalular of (lopi eguiigc found a man who knew part of 
the way, and at midnight we sot out for .Jimgliyi'. 'I’he distance, liftceii mites, might easily 
have been got over iu tive liotii>., in wliieli easi* sin prise would have Ihcu complete; unfor* 
tunately, however, when the uum.u sit, tihout I a m., \m lost ourwaj , the xillagers would 
give us no iaforuiation but what was fidsc, and wc wcio ohiiged to sit down aud wait till 
day. The failiiri' of this surprise I atfiilxiU' cntinly to the treachery of tlic Barout 
thannahdur, who also, as I have jcihoii to lieliiwe, seat intonimtioii of our coming to the 
enemy. A villager fold Lieut‘‘iiniit Gartoii (whoa<-c(mij),mie(l as a volunteer with Captain 
Prieillej', Executive EngineerJ that a rncsseiigci ot tlielliminaluhir’s hud passed through the 
village just before, and.liiooi\c .Smg, who slept at .I'liutlive, was at Sherpore by 7 a.m., 
when we reached it. My iiili ntioii bad been to man h fust on .luiighye, and then turning 
southward, drive the villagers beiore u.<; but as we parsed Sherjmie we limnd the enemy 
assembled there, and LieufeuauC Mathias tliought it la-tter to attack them at once. 
Sherfiore is the village of u \(ry large' landholdei, I’nddhitii Sing, who had made a kind of 
entrenchment outside it, from whieli they kept up a sharp tire till we came within distance, 
when they dcramjxjd, a small body ol about tilVy going southwaids, hut the majority 
retrea^g north towards Biiuiula. They m.ide a stand about a mile off, and Captain 
Priestley, Lieutenant Garten, .lud I, attempted to charge them with the sowars; but when 
we had ridden half-a>niile, w-e saw the sowars were lugging, and unwilimi; to lU't, so we 
desisted. When the men eainc up, the enemy again decamiK'd, afiir tiling a good deal, 
and stood again about a mile off, near a large tank, into which they ix-treated as we 
advanced, and fired on us till we got witliia 200 yajcN, hitting a sow.)r.s lioise in the hock. 
Had they had the slightc'st couracrc, they might liavc held tins ]ios;tion foi some time, and 
caused os great loss. Howcv.t they decamped again in the nort h-i .i it direction, probaHly 
to Meergunge in the Alltdtabad district, and ufti'r following ilieiii about a mile further we 
denMed from this hopeless pursuit. Such an enemy as this can only be t'luched by 
surprise, or by Cavalry, or bv unceasing pursuit, Wc saw no more of them. 

4. Wot hen proceeded to .lunghyc, where we i-csfed for a short time, and then burnt 
the viUa^ luid turned south. Wo marched tiiiougli I'llkinie and Buliia, destroying dnd 
bmning Bhunda,' where tlic men halted half an hour to loot the place more thoroughly. 
1 fhond Itere two Monas Ka'ipoots, of tlicin the fat her of one of Mr. Moore’s murderm, 
ZihM Sulg, -and I ordered them both to be hanged. 1 had caught two mor^ in the 
fidd near BulUa, and given them in charge to a sowar, wIhi let them go. Hc*shouId 
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be made to answer for this. At BulUa a quantity of Enj^^Hsh things were found: the 
accounts of a suKar factorj', foolscap paper, a Bcent>holtIe, &c. After compliAely burning 
the village of BhiiiHla, we went on to Sherporc, which was similarly treated. Immense 
quantities of grain were found here, and J regretted that I had not brought men With me 
to carry it (iff. I'he sepoys and police? were all abundantly loaded with their own loot. 
On arriving here, we found that the party of fifty, whom I mentioned tis flying soutbwlitd 
from Sherpore, had fallen upon oin- rear, and carried off about a dozen iuct bringing 
mettais, russud, end the Sikhs’ cooking-vessels and bedding. 1 took out a few oien, ana 
recovered all tin? oxen hut one, and some of the bedding and vessfcls of the SKkIia. 1 
promised comjx-nsation to them for what was lost, and have no doubt Govemmait will 
sanction this. \Vc renched Sher^)oro about fi p.m., after a most fatiguing day’s wotJt. 
We stayed there about two hours, and tlien returned to Barout, which the troops rrimhnd 
from 8 to 10 P.M., verj-^ straggling, and uttiiriy tired. They must have marched between 
thirty-five and forty inikss timt day, and had searecly eaten anything. 

5. 'ITie police levy behaved very well under fiir, such as it was: advancing hrialdy, 
and firing low, though without effect. A little more discijilinc would make a very effectivo 
force oftlicm. The Sikhs were most ea<r( r to get up with the cnomy. and took the severe 
labour very well. 1 have ordered a large ([uantity of mettais for them, to refrulih them 
after their inureh. 'J'hey rc'achcd (hjpeeginige this inoniing. 

0. It will i)c .seen that, llioiigli I failed in iny ehief object of seizing .Ilioorye Sing, 
through the difficulties put in my w«y, I have thoroughly punished these villages, who 
have never been touched before!, ami accomplished one of tlu' chief wishes of the Magis¬ 
trate of the district in so doing. 1 do not tliiid( you will consider I used too mucli severity 
in this case. 1 have a horror of umreessary cruelty, or eonfoundiug the innocent with the 
guilty; but these villages aiv notoriously l)ad. They tired on us diifctly we cuh»e in 
sight. They have supported the inurden'is of Mr. Moore, and made tlu'ir cause their own, 
* and, as an oxumple, a severe punishment was necessary. I’lom the peculiarly rich character 
of the soil, and tlie very thorough eiiliivatioii, J have every reason to hope that tlie effect 
of this will he, that the inhahitaqfs will r(!turn to Iheir villages, and see the folly of aiding 
against (lovernment, and tlie unprofitahlencss of rebellion. 

7. I ought to mention that the f liannalidar of (Jope('gimgc, in tliis. as in every other 
active operation, gave me most iisefnl Jissistanee. I le is not a man of very acute under¬ 
standing or feriile resources, but is most active, energetic, and 1 rustworthy, and will do 
any amount of work that is re(|uii*ed of him. I have written to Mr. Maync to report the 
conduct of the Ihiroiit timnnalular, and to request liis dismissal and punishment.

I nin to remark, that in wis 
partiruiar case the ohunce oi' eat(!hing the murderer of .Mi‘, Moore seems to have been 
sufficient to justify the imKwding; and the |iunishinent of the; rebels whodfe villages weve^ 
destroyed cun do no harm. , . 

2. But the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that for such a purpose as this last,, 
that is, t.h(! chastisement of rebels, imeomurted attacks of this sort upon distant plaoca ate 
of no solid advantage. The main oliject of the Magistrate and his Assistants on the Qntlid 
Trunk Road should be to protect that line of communication, by keepiiw its n^hbotilv. 
hood as clear of enemies as, with the small force available, can be done, ^he settiemwt <at 
the tract of country south-east of the Oude frontier is a work to be undertaken only an a 
whole, when a sufficient force for the purpose becomes available..

Sir, • s Camp, Kutlungee, September 28, 1857, 

FOR the information of Government I have fhe honor to report, that just as the 
ICwnptee moveable column was breaking ground at daybreak yesterday, two troopers from 
the advanced guard, which had preceded the column a short distance, galloped in and 
repotted the guardirad been attacked by the 52nd and a large body of rcttels, adding 
(erroneously) that the odicer comrnanditig the guard,.Licutiniant Watson, JlSid Madras 
Native Infantry, and Major Jenkins, Assistant Qu.irtcinuislor-Ociicral, had been killed, ami 
that the 52nd mutineers were steadily advancing on iis throuerh tin* thick jungle. 

2. The road from our cam]) at hiugratnjxne to Kuituugiv Ins through thick jungle on 
cither side of tlic road, witli high hills boMiiid ; m fact, it is a {)<iss of some nine miles 
thropgh the Bandair range of hills , and tli<‘ inulincei's could not have clioscu a bettor 
place to attack us in. 

3. No time w'as lost on Colonel Millai's jiart in allai king the ciicinj VV'e eainc on a 
large body (in fact the regiment), with colors and bugles, &(■„ mnn'liing in column of 
sections along the road m our tiont Our guns at once o|iencd on tliciii, and swept right 
through the column. This dispersed them, but the) did not n'treat, only going to the 
right and left of us, and opening a ver\' smart fur on us, wliieh was well ndiirned 

4. In this way wc went on fighting lor some five miles, flic enemy freijneiilly iip])eur- 
ing boldly on our front, and opening fire on iii from the right and left, hut now began to 
retreat; and 1 don’t think a man p<issed us lu our line of treasun*, jiark, stores, 
baggage, S:c.; and at any rate none of it was atliu-kcd, and all is .safe in cump. 

5. When wc got to the open ground, about a mile from KuflungiH', the enemy 
were seen on t!ie plain, but soon ran to the stiTp hill fo the tight, whciv we followed them, 
and killed and wounded a gieat many ; and I am most thankful to t>a\, that just betbfe we 
reached Kuttungee, the two offi< is named in the first jiaragrapli of this letter gall»|)wl up, 
Lieutenant Watsun woniulc-il in thi‘ face, not serioiisl), and Major .fenkiiis iiiitouehcd, 
but his horse wounded in scveml plai-es. 

6. These officers had the most woikIimIiiI esi.ijx*, p,uiiculiuly IJeuteiiant Watson, 
who twin'fell with his horse in the midst of flic inutineeis, aiulhoth vveir fired on by 
whole sections. 

7. We commenced figUtin« about (i \.m., aial dal not lea\e oil till 2 e u. 'Phe reliels 
and mutineers were completely hi al< n ami nisjarsid, many were killed and wounded , 
some were made prisoiieis aitd liainied (amongst Ihtm liuldeo Sookul, l*av llavildar (Itli 
Comjmn}, said to be one of the leaders). The prisoners weie iuai-ly <ill woundecl, and 
ucknow'leilge to having lost some 120. 

8. Thcyremainder threw away the little baggage they had, and are wmuleimg in the 
hills and jungles, and arc, whilst 1 write, being ibased by our Madras m’iiovs. 

9. I am happy to say wc lost no fighting luoii a tiiimja-tei, and two or three camp 
followers were killed, and some eight or ten soldu'is woundeil. 

10. TTiis, I believe, is the first time Madras and Bengal se|)oy.s have luen opposni 

to eadi other; and, 1 rejoice to say. all with this enluinn diil their duty well. 1 j)roiiio1i-d

The Offinating Collector to the Deputy Commiesioner of Satigor. , 

Sir, Saugor, September 23, 1857. 

I HAVE the honoi to report hriefly, for your infomiation, that the under-mentioned 
officers bf the Customs Department, vir , Alessrs. B.irtee and Jjiwson, patrols, and 
Mr. Nnvler and Sjed Mndud Kiiiani, assistant p.itrols, along with 180 men, OCGOmpanied 
me to Nurreoulce, at which placi' we armed at 7'35 a.m. ; half-an-hour later the guns 
came up, and opened lire on the enetnj, who wire ]iosted m a very strong position,between 
two hills. After six or seven shot .ind shell had been fiivd, we were ordered by the officer 
lomnumding to aseend the hill to the right, and drive the enemy from behind the wall, 
where they mustci'ed in great numbers. As we proceeded, the tire from the rebels was 
very heavy indinxl, and whilst Colonel Dal/cll was leading on his men, he received a mortal 
wound at the foot of the lull, about 200 yards from the nearest point whctie the enemy 
were posted. We, however, pushed on to within thirty-five yanls of the wall, along the 
face of the hill, keeping up an incessant fire; hut at length we were obliged to retire, as 
the fire of the enemy iVom behind the breastworks did great execution amougit bur men; 
moreover, they "had expended their ammunition—on an average fifteen rounds per'ouui. 

2. It is my humble opinion that hud the artillery kept' up a smart fire oa>tlw inetiels 

for about an hour or so'before the advanre was made, the place might have been carried, 
with a very small loss to us. .n 

3. Immediately on our falling back on the guns I went to the officer ceamMnding, 
and told him that men had expended their ammunition, and requecAnd to bn fdriiMied 
with a few rounds per man, but that officer informod me tmt he axmeti i^kurei wad' 
although the buninhs were ordered to supply the men with pWOhM gntm, wwtwhred 



out; oonaeqoeatty I under the ijMeoe^ekv of, Moding^ my men back to Sangpr* ondet*

WITH the exception of a few instances, the iwlice in my division have behaved 
infamously, in abandoning their posts, on hearing of rebels coming near, and many joined 
the enemy: they are nearly all the scum of the North-Western Provinces, and nSluj of tlic 
residents of the plains of tiie Saugor and Nerbudda territories an; to be more de|)ended on. 

2. Under these circumstances I have coiisultcd some of niy officero who have charge 
,af bil districts, as to the propriety of raising police from the Guilds and other hill tribes; 
wid from the Deputy Cuiinnissioncrs of Mundin and Baitool I learn that they, who know 
these tribes well, ui'c of o[)iniuii that they could, in a short tiinu, raise an efficient body of 
mmi, who would be glad to take service, and be armed and drilled with muskets; and 
both these officers being willing to undcrUdvif tiie task, 1 have, as an experiment, subject 
to tho approval'of Government, authorised Captain Alaclcaii, Deputy Commissioner of 
Baitool, to raise a body of 400 hill men whom he thinks will seiwe anywhere in these 
territories ; and Captain Widdingiun, Deputy lUniimissioner of Mundla, to raise 200 to 
serve in his own large district, whicli, 1 regret to say, is in a very disturbed state, and i 
have no regular troops to send there. 

3. These men, when they have been drilled a little, should take the place of th« 
ordinary police, but their puy'sliould Iw rupees for privates, and officers to be, paid in 
proportion. 

4. I trust his Honor will approve of and sunction this measure. It is hut an exiieri- 
ment, but I think it will succeed, and 1 know of no other plan for raising police!. 

5. The Kamptec moveable column will arrive at .luhbulporc to-morrow morning. 

6. The mutineers of the lute .'i'Jnd Ri'giinent who escaped being killed on the 27th 
instant are-completely disjMsrsed and broken up into small parties in the hills between 
the River Ijlerun and Dumoh, without food, much ammuuition, tents, or projwrty, and 1 
hope very few will ever reach their homes.

to the moveable cplumn. 'Phis will leave Colonel himlar witl^less than dOO M^dns 
Infantry, and with two diaanned companies of the 52nd Bengal Native Infantry, apd ^uch 
tivaaure and magazine stores to watch; consequently, he will be -unable to move oni ah|r 
]jart of his small force, unless it be to a very short distance, until largely reinforced, .and, 
at present, I see no chance of more troops reaching Jubbulpore, except the 4th Madras 
Lii^ Cavalry. 

4. 1 trust, when troops are available, that this column may be greatly strengthened, 
for, when it advances, we shall not only have to reoover some tour or five of my distriote 
from the rebels, but, as we recover them, to leave efficient garrisons at Jubbulpore, Bumoh, 
Saugor, Chundeyrec, Jhansi, and Jaiotm. 

5. I suppose the Government will early jiass orders for the disjiosal of the 120 
disarmed men of the 52nd Regiment now here, and of the 300 furlough men, who should 
join by the end of this month; and 1 would recommend that they all be removed from 
this, otherwise we shall have some 420 Bengal .sepoys (not to be trusted) to look alter. 

6. Lieutenant Crossman, Assistant Executive Officer of Public Works, who, during 
the march, was oliiciating as my personal assistant, by sanction of the Governor-General 
ol India, has, at the Ciiief Engineer’s request, been this day replaced at the dis[>usul of the 
Chief Engineer, for employment in his department.

Sir, Jubbulpore, October 1, 1857. 

IN continuation of my letter dated September 19, I have the honor to report, the 
mutineers of the 52nd, in number 370, on leaving Jubbulpore, went to Patun, where 
they were joined by the detachment at the latter place, and, on the following day, by^the one 
at Kuttungee, increasing their number in all to about 470. Lieutenant Maegregor, com* 
manding the Patun detachment, w'as made a close prisoner; he was not allowed to write, 
or to receive letters sent to him from this. 

2. Immediately on their arrival the mutineers sent messengers to the princt^ 
thakoors round, calling upon thenn to join, and their request was, in one case that I kimw 
of, backed by the tchseeldiu's and thaniiahdar, who wrote to Hindooput, thakoor of Kutra 
Bekaro, telling him that they had joined the mntineer.s, to fight for their religion; that 
the British Government could not last much longer, and more to the same purpose: three 
such letters were given up by Hindooput, who, at all events, professes to be a friend, 
although I am by no means certain that he did not at the same time send, men to aid the 
mutineers. Chiet Sing, of Byron Ghaut, Bugmiint Sing, of Pijieriah, and others, 
called upon by the rautincers, and are susp^ed of Iiaving sent men to serve wl^ them. - 

3. On the 22ad the mutineers, after robbing tbe treasury of about '7Q0 rupees, 
destroying all the tehseelee papers, crossed the Herun to Koneg, ^ing with them 
Maegregor and the tchseeldar and tbannahdar, but whether the two latter accou^med. 
willingly or not I cannot say; at Koney they were joined by MeherabhanS^, t 
believe, some 400 followers.

On 2'Jth ultimo, six sepoys of 42nd Light Infantry dismissed the service, by 
Brigadier Sage, as known liad characters, and escorted out of Saugor bv Salt 
Customs’ chiiprassies. 

On 2fith Sc|itcml)er, Lieutenant Dickens and two companies Slat Native 
Infantry returned from Dtnnoh. that post having been made over to Punnah Rajah 
as a temporary me.asure. Dusscrah passed over quite quietly in city and canton¬ 
ment. Rebels ;it Nurreouleo reported strengthening their position. During the 
week fifteen e:ises of ilaeoilec aiul robbery reported in the district. 

Oetolier On the 30th nltinio, report rceoived tha* the Amapanee Navi^ 
from Bhopal, wlio had taken possession of Rhatghur, had scived and imprisoned the 
Nawab of Piiturec, who is also suspected of being a rebel, foi though he took 



pufnttnUm of Rfaatghur io the name of Ooveritment, it was witJtout oatiers to this 
effect *. 

Rebels reported assembling; at Myn^nee, five miles si>uth. of ii»ai]gor« and 
murdered a burkundauze; a force of 100 Irregular Cavalry and 200 Infantry sent 
to quiet them, but they fled before the force reached. Rebels at Nurreoulec reported 
making escalading ladders for the capture of Saugor fort, but report treated lightly 
by Di^uty Commissioner of Saugor. , 

Twenty-two cases of dacoitec and robbery, and one «lacoiteo anti arson, rc]iortod 
in the Saugor district Instween Septeml)er 29 and October 4. 

12. Seon,e(i, October 7.—Deputy Commissioner, second class; District generally 

S niet, with the exception of the Dhoomah thannahdarcc. Some villages in tliaiuiah» 
aree, bordering on Juhbulporc district, burnt by rebels under a .IiibbuifKire 
thakoor. Dhoomah itself rcportetl to he threatened, aiul seventy peons'of tlte 
Customs’ Department collected from Dhurgiiiiiia and Diiooinah post, ami stationed 
at Dhoomah for its protection, which it is trusted it will cflla-t. 

Immediate ncighbourhootl of Sconce undisturbed ; but the one company of 
Madras Infantry, seventy men in .'dl. not considered sullicicnt for tiu; protection of 
treasury and jail, and reinforcement rec«>mmoiuIed, if possible.

NOW (hat 1 have returned tf) Nagodc, and IccI somi'wh.'d sclthid, I have the 
honor to resume my narr.ative of oceurrcncc.s since last report. 

2. It was dated S<-[ilcmbcr .Ini; from th.at time to the 7tli vve were in compara¬ 
tive quiet. 

.i. On the Sill, however, an cNpress from Captain Osborne, l*olitieal .Agent at 
Hewah, threw us into a staU; of great alarm. Jt was* to tin* etleet that a body of 
mutineers, fully .5,(KX) strong, had ascended the ghauts, witli intent to march on 
Nagode, through Hciw.-ih ; ami, what w'as wciise still, that (he Rajah of Rewah had 
declared his inability to stop tliein, or to proLecU the; iMiiopcan odieers in hi« 
territory, who were, in eonso(piene«', retpK'sted to leave. 

4. Major Ellis, the Assistant Political .Agent, ealled upon llu- (!hu*is of Pun null 
and Ajeyghur, and others,,for aid; and tlie commanding oilicer. having consulted 
his native ofiieers, dcciclwl to hold the regiment in readiness (,o fall back on Duinoh, 
if circumstances rendered the iimve netressary. 

5. I was present at the consultation: some of llie .native olfncrs remained 
mute, and some assented to Major 1 lampton’.s proposition <»f retiring on Diinioh; 
bat the leading man of the regiment, Shewlall Sing, siibadai, Hi,ated disl.iiictly that 
if the regiment was moved from Nagodc,’it would go bail. 

6. For tw’o days we remained in a state of painfn) anxiety. Happily for us, an 
express came" on the 10th from C'uptain Osborne, to say that, (lie mu(ineer.s hail 
retired, and that he was still holding his [lUst at Rewah. 

7. What became of this body of mutineers, and w ho tliey were. I have not yet 
heard. 

8. While this party threatened us from Rewah, another Iwdy of mutineers, 
said to consist of the Diiiapore regiments, were in progre.ss westward, below the 
glu^uts, and vi^ Tcrowha and Banda. 

9. These mulinoer.s gave out that they would visit.Nagodc ; and it was thought 
not unlikely that they would turn our way from .some of llie ginuits near Kothee 
and Birsingpore. 

10. I informed you, demi-officially, of their h.'iving |)ns,sed the turiiing-|‘^nt, 
and of their arrival and halt at Banda; and I expressed my fears, from this last 
circumstance, that <a visit to Nagodc was eoiitemplated. 

11. Under this imjiression, i liegged of Major Ellis not to countermaiul his call 
for. aid from the native Chiefs, but to let their trcwips iialt .at the nearest village to 
QiltUli their, own districts, until the motineers were lairly oil' from Banda. 

‘ 12. My. request was disregarded; and the Ajeyglnir and Punnah troops, 
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reported to be in progress to ub, were ordered hack, the Punnah Chiefs* tents being 
rcturnod from Nagone itself. * 

1.3. F’vents lyive shown tliat my fears from the Banda direction were not 
ill-founded. 

N. t)n the Htli September, intelligence reached .me that the mutineers had 
marched out of Banda on (ho I2th, and wore halted, on that date, at Girwa, qn the 
road to Nagode. and with intent to visit us. 

15. The oflieer cominandmg the .Wth, on hearing this, determined on retiring 
toMyhere, 'Phis caused inucii dissatisfaction among the men; and the Eurojiean 
oflicers, without exccfdion, bi'ing of o|»inioii th.at it would I.ki bettor to stop and 
meet the enemy, such licmg the feeling of the regiment, 1 went over, at their 
rccpiest, to the eo?nmaiuling olfiCei’, to urge the genci'al wish ; and it w'as agreed 
that we khould stop, and see liow maders looked when the enemy was in sight. 

I<>. On the lodi, fvening. 1 heard of the mutineers being at Peharee Khera, 
twenty miles from ns, 'riiat nighl, both .Alajor Kllis and Tdined .at the niMs of the 
50th ; and all (iie odicers, I berK've. ('veepting Ihe eommanding oflieer, were present. 
U]) to the time of retiring, (he (loei.^ion to stop and meet (ho imitiiMsers held good; 
at least, no contrary order had boon issued by tiic commanding ollicer. 

17. Oti my wav home, it struck mo that, as (he niutinccrs were marching very 
liglit. they might, witii case, perform the twenty miles that very night, and so 
sur|)risc ns beloix* dayliglit. 

18. 'Po guard again.st t*liis I went down to tiie city, and placed my matchlock- 
men as appeared to me best, for its pioteetion, and senf out scouts to the different 
gh.auts* of the Sutance river, placing men .at intervals to bring information 
early. 

19. J then wrote to the eommanding ollicer. suggesting that we shoidd pl.acc 
the guns in tlie fort, .and light under tluar cover; also tluU the treasure should be 
removed into it. 

20. I sent this letlei- to Ihe Adjutant, and bcggiai of him. after re.ading, to g(v 
over to the eominamling oflieer, ami get something dom-. 

21. Shortly after, between I an<l2.v.M. on the IGth, I went over to the com¬ 
manding ollicer in person, to urge (he measure. 

22. In making this projiosition, I e.aleulated more on the weakness of the 
disaffected to carry it out than on their professions of loyalty. 

23. There were both good and bad men in the regiment, perhaps of equal 

numbers; and I thought it not unlikely that the bad would give in to the good, 
when they found the Latter supported by at least 400 inatclilockmcn, who in a 
night contest and at close quarters, when tlie sword is chiefly used, are not to be 
despised.' . , 

24. That fear has opcraleil on the disalfectcd may he gathered from the fact of 
their allowing the destruction of their surplus maga}.inc and muskets, and the 
spiking of oilier guns ; also from their not having touched the treasury, or committed 
other blameabic acts till the Dinaporc mutineers w'ero within sight. 

2.^). My visit to the (‘ommaiuling officer was of very short duration. He did 
not even pause over my proposition, and as I got nothing out blame for the carriage 
ordered not being ready. 1 withdrew' to arrange for it. 

2G. I was not to bianie, however. 'Plie carriage had been ordered when retreat 
was determined on : but when tim purpose was changed, and it was decided to 
stop and face the enemy, it was no longer needed, and therefore I did not devote 
much attention to it; nor, indeed, did the commanding officer express any anxiety 
in the matter till the 1.0th. 

27. I now come to the morning of the 16th. I hurried the carriage, and by the 
afternoon the commanding oliioiT got his baggage across the River Uroroom> 
which is just immediately below Nagode, and had it halted at a garden not a 
«|uarterbf a mile off; intending, I believe, to cross the regiment ovet by 4 or 5 
o’clock. 

28. Our infonnntion, however, on this tlay, was very conflicting. That troops 
were encamped at Singporc (ten miles from us), there was no doubt; but some 
said that it was the mutineers, and some that it was the Punnah Rajah’s forces. 

29. We had heard from the Punnah Rajah that lie had sent 1,000 men to 

SingfKire, and calculating the time of dispatch from Punnah, we thought it more 
likdy that it w'as his troops who were at Singpore. The vakeel of this State 
encouraged this belief bv saying that it was impossible the routineers could kave 
got to Singpore, and he hot liave heard of it. i : . 
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30. Und&r the belief that Siogpore was occupied by Punnah troops, the com¬ 
manding officer, I believe, determined on passing the night at Nagode. 

31. At between 8 and 9 o'clock 1 got sure inTormatiuu that it-y-us the mutineers 
who were at Singpore, and not the Punnah troops ; and my informant said, more¬ 
over, that preparations for an immediate march were making when lie left, and 
that {he mutineers wouhl bo at Kagodu by midnight. 

32. I saw that the game hail been played to its end. My remaining longer 
could be of no lusc, while it would expose me to almost certain destruction ; for btilh 
the bad men of the 'lUtlr and tlie I4tli Irregular Cavalry sow.-irs, la tel v sent away 
at m^ instigation, owed me a deep grudge. 

33. I therefore wrote (o Major Klli.s and the eoinmamiing olUeer, telling them 
whatl had hoard, and of my determination to get out of the \va\, ami wateh the 
turn of events from somewhere close by. 

.34. Accordingly 1 started ami look up inv tpiarlers at a village ca'led iSilgee, 
six miles from Nagodi*. on the Diimoli ro.nl. 

.33. In tlie mtirning (I7lh) I lu.ird that ilteolKli had imiliniod, uhen l.hcy got 
to tlieir baggage aeruss tli:- ri\i r on being fold to )mn<-on. and had returned to 
Nagode, but l.h.attlie Dinapore mutineers had notarrivetl up to tlie time of the infor¬ 
mant leaving Nagode. 

8t>. At about 10 o'clock I Iieard that t!ie\ l>a<l .irrived. ami a short ubile after 
information was bronglil to me that some imdinet'is (lul'anlry) woha at a village 
tw'o miles off, seizing e.dtie for carriage, ami an hour afler I beard that the sowars 
were out in s -.areh of nv. so I Ihougiit it time to get out of their way ; according!) 
I went with about a dozen inateldoekmen belonging to Ajeyghnr. * 

37. 1 h.id senreely got l.O(M) yards from the vill.age, when the head man of inj 
escort ealled «>ut th.at the sowars were in eliase. and to push on. 

38. I did so, and got -to liilsai. in Ajeygliur, .and Iroin there got twenty-live 
matehloekmeii as an escort : I was, however, again to be separated from niy guard, for 
the same cull nas again rais('d on my getting out of the village, and again 1 trusted 
to my horse. 

39. 1 then nxiclu'd Uorwarruli. in Ajeygliur, vvheie M.ajor I'dli.s was, and we 
asked for an eseoi t. but (‘ould not get even a man to show us tin* ro.'i<l. The head 
man of the villagi* looliotl very viciously inclined, so I pressed Ma jor Kllis to start 
at onee, and trust to ehanee Ibr finding our way to Punnah, which place wc reached 
by 10 o’clock. 

40. It is well wc did leave so liurriedly. for our servants were w^daid about 
tt mile out of liurwarrali and robbed of all tliey iiad ; w'c siiould probably have 
shared a worse fate. 

41. From Punnah I wished to join you at Dutnoh, but could not get tlie 
Rajah’s consent to tlo so, as the road, he said, w.is not safe. 

42. I then, on hearing of .the mutineers having marched from Nagode, wished 
to return to my post, but c'ould not manage it on account of the. Rajah’s fears for 
my safely, Finallv I did get away, and reaeheil Nagode tm the evening of the 
27th. 

43. The Rajah of Nagode and the townspeople received me in tlie most friendly 
way, and I cannot sufficiently extol the Rajah’s conduct. 

44. He has never once .swerved from the right p.alh, and both by example and 
counsel has kept cpiiet the remaining Ciiicfs under inv charge. 

45. DisturlKUiccs had occurred at Myliorc and ilijccrogoghur; but the Slates 
are all quiet now. 

4fi. Some of ray police, sowars and foot, as also cliuprassicw and others, have 
behaved in the most pralscwortliy manner, atnl 1 shall name tin m licrcaftcr in the 
hope of obtaining for them tlie reward they richly ilescrve. , 

• 47, The Rajah had great fears lest his avowcrl loyalty might bring on him the 
ill-will of some of our disaflected neighbours, and he has reason fur Ids fears: he 
has no funds, no ammunition nor guns, a'|MK)r fort, and but .aOO soldiers; so, were 
any of his enemies delerinineil to puni-sh him, his chance of resistance would w* 
poor indeed. 

48. It is quite impossible, too, for me to keep my post without Government 
troops, for I cannot command. 

49. I have, therefore, earnestly to Ijcg that troops be sent here with all dispatch, 
also guns, plenty of ammunition, and funds. 

< 50; 1 need hardly say that the treasury is all gone, and the cantonments, 

property and records all destroyed, including post office. 



51. I saved my cash accotint Iwoks and some English correspondence. 

52. In conclusion, I would beg to recommend most earnestly the occupation, of 
Fort Kallinjur by Uritish troops, and as early as it can be. 

5F Vou are aware of the strength of thLs fort, and once in the hands of the 
insurgents it would give us endless trouble to dislodge them. At present it is 
occiijiied by the Kn jah of Punimh for us ; but his thtops there are insufficient to 
repel any serious attack on it. I believe only 2{K) men have been sancti »ned for it.

I IIAVK tlie honor to siii)tnit tin- following details of occurrono'^-.s in the Dumuh 
district since the i'Ofnniencenicut of lh<- presinit out break. 

2. On roceijit of tlie (jovenunciit proclamations, they wen* duly issued, and the 
various (diiofs and thakoors called upon to give assistance, should eireumstanccs 
render it neeess.'iry ; and, with a vi(;w to soeurity. tliey furiiislKHl ten niatchlockmcn 
each to guard the town with nigtilar police. 

3. IJp lo the end of .lime nothing particular occurred, luit, on the 25th of that 
month, tone (lundhrup Sing, a inaimar or jaglicerdar of the Shahghur Rajah, 
committed a dacoity on the lioiise of Mundee Kaik, Resident of mouzah Unjunia, 
pergunnah Butteenghur, belonging to Rajah Sluinkcr Shah, of lliat jdace, a flay or 
two afterwards, and the report from the tliannahdar ol’Butleaghur was received that 
the same Ciundhrup Sing had jdundf'rcd one or (wo other \ illages in that part of 
thedistrifrt. I reinforced the police at the th.'innahsof Hiittcc.'igimr .and Iliitta with 
strong parties of ncwiv-cntcrtaincd matchlocknien. .and sfait up supplies of ammu¬ 
nition to the musketeers. 

4. A (lav or two after tins, sevend villages in the north of the district were 
plundered by the Rajah of Shahghur and liis followers, but the tehseeldar of ilutta 
still remained .safe. 

5. On tite 2ud of .Inly, new s arrived at Dumob of (he miitiiu of (Ik? 42iu1 Light 
Infantry andl 9rd Irregulars at Saugor, and I rcccivi'd inre.i in.alion that a party of 
the Cavalry and Infantry mutineers was coming to Dumoh lo lake tlie treasure; I 
tlierefore removed the prisom'i-s into the new jail, wliiidi I Inteiuiofl to use as a fort. 
Near midniglit, myself and (lie other l''.uropeaii oHicers were obliged to leave 
Diimoh, for reasons detailed in my report to you of the Hth .Inly, and therefore 
iinnecessju’v for me U> recapitulate here. 

6. During my absence the mutineers arrived, and, as the (wo companies of the 
42nd Light Inffuitry on duty .it Dumoli did not join them, or allow them to take 
tlu? treasure, they jiliintlercrl a few surroutuling vill.igos, and, apparently, left the 
district. 

7. On the 10th July, Keshore Sing, surburakar of Oinroa Sing (a minor), chief 
of the Oobarce estate, of lliiuloreea. look possession of the ihannah of Dumoh, and, 
after destroying tlie rcconls of the !Moonsif’s Court, as well as those of the teh.seelee 
and thannaii, he and his followers were driven out by the gallantry and devotion of 
Runjeet Sing, havildur-major of tlie detachment, and of a few sepoys w'ho accom¬ 
panied him. Too much eaiiuol be done to rcwaril this man. 

8. On the 16th, Captain Pinkney, with two guns, and four companies of the 
Jlst Regimimt, under Captain Fincli.of the corps, arrived at Dumoh. On the 19th, 
Captain Finch attacked and defoati'd the rebels at Khunkcra ; and, on the 21st, he 
attacked and parti.ally destrosed Keshore Singks fortilied liuuse at Hindoreea; all 
which events have la’Cn separately reportwl to you by Captain Pinknev. 

•9. Up to this time, tlie rebel army (eoinposed of the force of tlie Shahghur 
Rajah, of Indur Sing’s baud of d.'icoits, of (he lliiuloreea, the Balakote, and other 
Ramnuggur Chiefs, Lodhees. of tlu* Lodbees of Kindroho, of Jerut, licrgunnah 
Nursinghur, and of many others, m:ilg(Hv/.ars anti men of note in my district too 
numerous to mention), plundered and sacked the ditferent villages on all sides (except 
jHTgunnah 'rejghur''. leaving only those close to Dumoli. In the course of a few 
days even these villages were plundered; many of them partially burned and 
destroyed. On the 25th I resum^ charge of the district. 



10. On tlie 28th, tKe rebel army c&inc before Dumoh, ami attacked it; and a 
cimy of Captain Finch’s despatch, detailing the aflair, was duly forwarded foe year 
information. The reliels, finding their force too small to take*Dmnob, borrowed 
two guns from the regiment of Chirkaree, who owns tlic fort callwl Mcrriah IKdk, 
and, with the assistance of 200 roatclilockinen, of Cliirkarcc. came before Duraoh, 
on the 5th instant, with a force of upwards of 4.000 men, and surrounded the towa. 
On the 6th .\ugn8t 1 hud the honor Ip report lliis alfair with the enemy, and its 
results. 

11. I have mentioned abovi', that, with the exception of the sudder station, 
the whole district h.‘id been jilundered. The inhahit.ants of one village, h.iving lost 
their all, joined the rebel.s, and jiUimlered their neighbours; eonseipiently, every 
man wdio eonld muster ji matehloek (.and tiiere are man\). or sword, or spear, 
became a member of the rebel force., 'fhe bulk of the plundered property was 
deposited in .i village belonging to ihellajah of Sliuhgliur, ealled Full\pore, about 
nine miles from Hutl.'i. Tlietowuof Ilutta itself has sull'ered most. It is larger 
than Dumoh, and is on the banks of the Kiver Sonar, elo^e to the Shuhgluir State. 
The money and j)ro[)erty plundered from Ilutta alone is said to amount to alxHit 
seven lacs of rupees. 

12. Previous to tlie arrival of the Kumjilee moveable eolumn, the rebels, in 
much greater force, heachal by llrjoon Dowa, Maharajah Sing Dowa, Hampershad 
Pulhnlwaii, and other olfieers of tin* Sliahgluir It.ajah, aeeompanicd by tbe Kor* 
bunna, the Halakofo, tho K iiidrokotta Jerut,the I limlorcea, ami otlicr boilhoesof this 
district, prepared for a tliird deseeut u|K)n Dumoh; but LieuUmant Oakes,.of the 
32nd Regiment-Native Infantry, with his two eompanies, Iiaviug pushed on, at my 
urgent rei|uesl, a-hcad of the eolumn. delayed tlie alt;iek of the rebels; and the 
arrival of the eolumn, sliortly after, enabh'd us to ;issuinci the ofl'eusive; for, on the 
1st September, the village yf H.dakote was attacked and ilestroycd by our triKips, 
with a trilling' loss orthree,im‘n wounded, one of whom died the da\ following. 

l.S, On the III) SeptemlHa' the fortified building bi'longing to the Lodhocs at 
Hindoreca was tot.ally desiroved, and renden'd for ever useless jis a resirJenee or a 
place of defence. On the fUlt Se ptember the houses of the Lodhees ol' Kiiulmho 
were also des-troyed and burnt, and tin? grain belonging to them was eonfiscattMl, 
.and appropriateil to the use of (lovernmeiit. 

14. Oil the morning of (lie ISth September, tlie rebels, who had taken |)Osses- 
sion of the tfi.aunah .•ind town of Xiirsinghiir, were attac ked by our troops, tinder 
Major Jenkins, who totally routi'd them, killing fifty of them, besides a number who 
were drowned while* crossing the river, and twelve* who wen* hangenl for taking up 
arms against th'* Geiverinnent. The fort eif Nursinghnr, which had recently lioen 
repaired anel strengtheneel by the rebels, was alse) elestroyed !inel iewedlesl, as far as 
it was [Kissiblc to do so. 

15. On t he 19th, n<*\vs havjng be*cn r(*<*eive(l eif the mutiny of the .50th and 52ud 
Regiments Native; Tnfaiitr} at Nageiele anel .Uibbnlimre*, the two companies of the 
latter corps, under Lieutcniant Oakes, wesre, ein the; meirning eif the 20th Septemla*r, 
disarmed; and that day, it having been (le;termim*(l, by acamne-il of war, that it was 
impossible to keep beith Jul)buf|)Oic and Duiiie)li. anel as tin; lattew elisU iet had lieen 
sacked and plundered by the* reliels for nearly twei montbs, while* Jul)liul|*orc was 
still intact—setting aside the fact of its being a large first-e-lass district—Dumoh 
was given over tei Koer Shamleyjeio, the Ceimmandor of the; Uajah of Punnah’s 
forces, who was tfie*n eK*cu|)ying the northern peirtiem e»f tlie; district in the name ol 
the British Government. 

16. The Piinnah Rajah, luiviug aetee! so frienelly a part to the Government 
from the commeneeincnt of the* presemt emtbreak, will, I fee*! assiircel, do his Ix'st to 
protect all the propc*rty, rccorels, &,e., left behinel at lliiinoii; and as the; lehsemldar, 
and most eif the Govermnemt servants, as well as pediec, have remained at Dumoh, 
matters will be*, carried on in tlic usual way. I have;, howe*ver, bremght w-ith me the 
whole of the silver coin in the treasury, as vve*ll as the ti e;;istiry papers. 

17. Of all the large landlieilders, the Rajah of IJuttree;, and Thakoor Shcolail 
of Dhurumpoora (who hold ujnvards of twenty village's in (lie elistrict), arc the only 
tw^o who have remained true to the Gove;rnmeut. It is tei tin; former tlial. w'c* owe 
the present tran(|uillity eif the Tejghur |M;rgunuah. w liirh is inhabited mostly by 
Lodhccs, many of whom liave been kept down by the Raj.-ili’s loyalty to tlie State. 
Tbakoor Sheolall has, on all occasions, assisted us to the best of his power; and 
both he and the Rajah of Huttrec will, doubtless, reap the reward they so well 
iimrit. 
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18. In conclusion, f beg to state that, being the only European Civil ofBCifir m 
the district, there were so many and immediate calls upon my titoe, that'I was 
quite unable to submit to you regidarly the weekly reports that you required. 1 
tni.st, therefore, that the above outline of events since the mitbreak, up to the 
•20th ultimo, tlie day on which the district was given up to l^hamleyjoo, may be 
deemed sufficient.

strength at Sut.was, wliicii |)la(;e ( liey have possession of. 1 have told Captain Wood 
on no aceoimt to bring the Kdlabad force intr> lloshiingabad until the orders of 
(lovcrnment have been reeeived on the subjcol. 'I'lie other portion of the district 
is perfectly (piict. 

Report dated I.7lh Octolter reeeived, which states that ten of the fugitive rcltcls 
from Nemour liad been captured—sovcui in the Hliopal territory, and three in the 
Ncjiiour pcrguiinali, Mchvv;ittces rojiorlod to have abandoned their position, and 
fled to the liill ghauts towards Indore. The villagers who had fled from' their 
homes when in the possc.s.sion of the rebels, arc now returning. Major Orr’s force 
expected to be at Hiirda on the I7tli or 18th. 

Jaloun .—No information whatever. 

Jhansi .—'Phe Ranee writes that she has been attacked by the Tehree and 
Dhutteah Rajahs, wlio Imve taken tim greater part of the district from her. 

Jubbiitporr, October IP.—Lieutenant Baldwin, the Deputy Commissioner, in a 
letter of this date, states that Lieutenant ('lerk’s service having been required for 
regimental duty by the officer commanding the 4th Regiment Madras Light 
Cavalry, he assumed eharge of the district on the l.’ltli instant. From that (late 
daily reports are received from Sehora,Sulcemabad, Patun, and Kuttungee. of villages 
being plundered, but mostly unaccompanied by violence; in Sulcemabad and 
Sehora, property plundered lieing mostly the grain stored in vilhagcs. 

A force of fifty Infantry and a squadron of 4th Madras Light Cavalry sent to 
Sehora, which may restore traiiquiliity ; but as tlie .7‘2nd mutineers arc said to be 
in force at K hoonda. some twenty-one miles distant from Sehora, and it is just possible 
they may attack the place, aTcinforcement consisting of an additional squadron of 
Cavalry, two guns maiiiu^d by Europeans, was sent this morning (the 19th) to 
Sehora, • 

Posts at this side the Herun, viz,, Patun .and opposite Kuttungee, kept on the 
qvi rhe by parties of rebels coining down to tlic hunk. The river is now fordable; 
and it is not impossible that an attack lie made, on one or the other. 

Mhcrban Sing said to be at Hecraporc with about 4,000 rebels, and intending 
to cross the river. * 

Burgee held by .strong force of police and rebels: rejiortcd to number 1,000 in 
the hills at Nobsaki, and increasing in numbers. 

Muiiillah.—Thki Deputy Commissioner reports tlie village ofGoogree, twenty- 
four miles east from Miiiidlah, plundered on the 11th instant, by men coming from 
direction of Ramgliur; the Sagawall of Go|xie and a chuprassie taken prisoner. 
Richia, situated twenty-four miles south-east of Mundlab, and Maharajpore, the 
extensive vijlage opposite .Matidiah, on the Sconce side of Nerbudda, said to be 
threatened in turn. The inhabitants of !Mundlah itself are. as fai* as can be 




judged, tree to the Government, and it ra expected they wUl aid the pcdioe In the 
defence of the place- Deputy Commissioner about to proceed to Mundlah Proper, 
with a few sepoys and some police, to see what can be done. The Pewah Rmah 
offered to retake Sobagpore from the rebels, and bold it for Government, but itis 
Oder declined. 

Ifagode .—la in a troubled state, in consequence of no troops Iwing tlicre, the 
Superintendent having been obliged to go l(» Rewah from ill health, and inability to 
conduct affairs without the aid of troops. No actual «>utbrcak or plunder has occurred. 
A few of the men of the 5()th Regiment Nalixo Iniantry, who accompanied iVIajor 
Hampton to Mirzajwre, and were permitted to go to their homes on leaic Irom 
thence, are hanging about Nagodc, with wliat intent is not at pre.sont known. 

Nur»ingpore, October. 12—Dopiitt Coininissionor m letter of this date, 
reports a rebel force, headed, b> Nuriour J^mg, m.ilgoo/..ir of Uelwarra, Btilbhudcr 
Sing, talookdar of Soliiijporc, in the Saiigor district, .'iiul sonu* lebel inalgoo 7 .ars of 
the Bhopal countrj, enlered the* Ch.mrputh.i, peigunnah, near Tendoo Khcrd.

11 till the 7th howovei.a lonsiderable bodv, the icmains of theCawnpore 
and Saiigoi iniitineirs mossed the (l.anges born Oinje at Shcorajporc, these men 
have noloiioiislv lotmed the peisonal gii.iid ol the Naiu. and their presence has 
much distuilinl the district.

12. Banda. —Tlw enemik still hold possession of the entire district. Major 
KlKs, writing from Punoah, reports that 200 wounded sowars am lying im the town 
of Banda. 

This intelligence coofirmiii the rumours of intestine caniiotB, to which alliisioa 
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wtm made in the narratiW ^st forwarded. The men are snpposed to belong;' to the 
5tli Irregular Cavalry. 

13. Humeerfore .—^Tbis district also is for the present lost to us: no reports' 
whatever hare been recei^ from it. 

Benaret Dtcimn. 

14. It is in this division alone that the o|)crations of Government are stUl 
carried on with some degree of regularity, and even of ituprovetneni. 

In parts of Mirzapore, and in its subordinate district of Ciupeegungc, indeed, 
matters continue no better than they were, and it is painful to describe the state of 
Goruckpore. 

But the two important districts of Ib'nares and Gha/.(H'poro still remain 
perfectly quiet; and even in .Jouii|)ore and Azimghur, the indefatigable exertions of 
the Civil authorities arc produeing benefieial eU'et'ls. 

There is, however, but tis) much reason to fear that this degree <»f prosperity 
will hanlly be maintained, if the present insuHieient military foree on the frontier is 
not strengthened at an early period. 

A memorandum of eollcelions of revenue is given in the margin.* 

15. Benares and (ihazeepore. —'Phe reports from these two plaees eonlinue still 
to refer chiefly to the eollcetions tif carriage and stipplies. Kvery elVort is. lieing 
made to procure them in increased quantities, and of improved de.seription.s. « 

16. A man, giving himself out as (A)inmissariat agent of a rebel army, which, 

under Maun Sing ami Pirtheepal Sing, was intcndcfl to attack Benares, has been 
arrested in that city, and is under trial. • * 

17. Mirzapore. —Fresh {turtles of rebels have ftassed lltrough the western 
{lergunnahs of Mirzajiore. 

The {tarty re{i<trtod as that ttf liinmer Sing at Drummftiidgtinge, in the 
Allahabad distriet, had {treviously [tnssed through Ibtltertsgunge und (ihorawul, 
plundering the latter, and destroying the former place, 'riiey were estimated, on 
close examination, at alutut 1,201) slrong, with si.vteen elephants and mneh baggage. 

IS. (Mtipeegnnffc .— .As staled in the introdnetion no ainelioralhtn has taken 
place in the state «tf this {tart ttf the distriet; t)n the contrary, disorder and rapine 
are spreading wider and wider. Ot> lh(“ iweiiing of the (Itli instant, the relnds 
Faqueerchund and Jhoorye Sing, seeomled by Ramdeen, Agent of Bijee Baliadoor 
Sing, e.mboldcned by'our inaction, assumed the t)(H'nsive, and atta<;keil IMiooi()ore, 
with 500 men. They burnt and plundered {lart «>f the town ; but failrd in an 
assault on the house of Manickchuiid, the zemimiar, though this was not garrisotied 
by more than twenty or thirty men. Ramdeen is reported killed ; Jhoorye Sing was 
certainly wounded. 

19. Azinighur. —The condition of this distriet eontimi(!s mueli as before; the 
collection of stores and of carriage is found very dillieult. Nothing else of im{K>rt- 
ance is reported. 

The frontier is still threatened ; but the rebels have made no onward move. 

20. Jounpore .—llunmunt .Sing, the rebel zemindar whose son (and it is said 
brother also) was killed in the light at Chanda, is trying to raise the district 
against us. 

The rebels at Bhadayoii rcjwrtcd to be still 4,000 strong, with s(!ven guns, but 
disheartened and quarrelling. » 

Mr. Lind’s exertions in collecting supplies of all kinds continue indefatigable 
and successful. 

Revenue, too, is coming in gradually. 

21. Goruckpore. —Mr. F. M. Bird luis forwariied intclligenee reeeivctl by him 
from this district. 

A baud of 500 se()oya, previously eollectcd near Burhuj bazar, have been joined 
by a fresh party of 450, who are rcfwrtcd to have brought nimrh plunder with 
them. 
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The united force have sacked the house of the Mejbowlee Rajah’s a^ntr and 

threatened to attack the Rajah himself. 

22. The Rajah of fiansi has defeated a party sent to plunder Mr. Pepys’ place 
at Mathinwa, with a loss of from 150 to 200. Since this,*thc Nazim has menaced 
the Rajah, with a force said to amount to 7,000 men, including 200 jail Nujeebs. 
The Rajah avows his inability to resist single-handed. 

23. Details, too, are given of some of the oppressions of the Nazim and bis 
satellites. Our adherents finding the miseries entailed on them by their fidelity 
without prospect of early relief, are cither, as the Rajah of Gopalpore, abandoning 
everything to seek refuge in flight, or preparing for reconciliation with the Nazim. 

Saugor Division. 

24. Direct intercourse with thi.s division is still cut off. 

25. Intelligence has been incidentally received through the Commissioner of 
Nagpore of the endeavours he has maclc, in concert with the Commissioner at 
Jubbiilpore and the Resident at Hyderabad, to strengthen the military force in this 
province. 

These papers have been separately rejiortcd. 

2G. Incidentally too (by telegram from Lieutenant Osborne) it has been ascer- * 
tained that the Chief of the jietty State of Myhere must Ik; .added to the list of 
rebctls,, 

27. F’roin the Commissioner himself a few routine returns have alone reached 
this office {vid Nagpore) ; it is, therefore, impracticable to furnish any narrative of 
events to acconijiany that of the two preceding divisions. 

28. ftru’fl/i. —Rewah is understood to remain for the present in the same 

S osture as last reported. Lieutenant Osborne is endeavouring to open the road to 
ubbulporc.

Hie Joint Magistrate of Gopeegunge to the Commissioner of Allahabad. 

Sir, Himoomnngunge, November 7, 1867. 

I HAVE the honor to forward a tlaily rejiort of the insurgents in the neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

1. Nazim Fuzzil Azeem has gone to jfay a visit of condolence to Hunmunt Sing, 
on the death of his son and brother, killed by the Goorkha force in the late actions 
with Nazim Mehudee Hus.seiii. His force consists of two King's regiments, 100 
King's sowars, 50 of his own sowars, 200 khasburdars. Total, about 2,000 lUen, 
besides the men of the neighbouring rebel rajahs and zemindars. He has also two 
small gun's, the others having been sent by him to Soraon and Sccundra. 

2. Naib Nazim.—Mirza Aga Ali is still at Secundra. He has upwards of 3,000 
men and 8 guns. There is, apparently, some rivalry between Fuzzil Azeem Nazim 
ayid his Naib, wdth Mehudee Hussein. The Nazim of Sultanpore, Jhoorye Sing) 
Fakcer Bux, and others, urge the Naib Nazim to attack Jhoorye and Hunooman- 
gunge. 

3. Phoolpore .—Pjioolpore was attacked yesterday evening, and a portion 
plundered and burnt by Fakeer Bux and Jhoorye Sing, and lUiradeen, kariu^ of 
Bijcc Bahadoor Sing, with 500 men. They attacked Manickchund’s kotee, but 
were driven off. Ramdeen is reported killed, and Jhoorye Sing wounded #ith a 
bajl in his stomach. The whole party then left Phoolpore, and returned to GiuMiml-' 
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MonikchiuMi bot twentjr or tiurfiy meo in his kote; dl the, jseat bf his 
ibUowcrs have deserted him.

IN continuation of my letter dated the 7th instant, I liavii the honor to submit, 
for the information of the Lieutcnant-llovcrnor, the folUoving narnitivc of events 
for the week ending; the 11th instant. 

2. Allahabad, November 8.—Sieainor lames lliime” went down the river. 

Troops arrived from tlic east. Phoolporc wjis attaeked yeslertlay evening, and 

E art of it phinderc<l and Imrnt by Kakeer Jluksli, .Ihooryc Sing, and Rumdeen, 
arinda of Bijec Baliadoor Sing, witli 500 men. They attempted to plunder Manick- 
chund’s house, but were repulsed. Ramdeen is said to have ()cen killed, and .Ihooryc 
Sing wounded. 

November 9.—Troops arrived from the east; others proccede*! to the west. 
The field-hospital went westward. Steamer " (.’hunar” arrived with trouaure on 
board. 

November 10.—Reeeived an urzee from Maniekehund, in which, among other 
things, he writes that .Ihooryc Sing is dead of the wound he got «)n the evening of 
the 7th instant. Hunooman, an abseondt'd prisoner, aided by the puo|>le of Shah- 
porc and I)h.arawul, by (^havvdroe Suroo Sing, /.cmindar of talooka Data, and Lala 
of Atrouiia, in zillali Kuttypore, is reported to be committing great excesses 
in pergunnah Kurree, of this district. 'i’ro(»ps arrived from the oast, and pro¬ 
ceeded to the west, as ti>ey now do almost every day. Mayne's rcjKtrt for the 
9th instant conveys intelligence that tl>e Na'/.im was at mou/.ali (lootnee, on the 
Ganges, nearly opposite Kurree, in this di.strict; his intentions are unknown at 
present. The N.aib Na/,im’s sowars and scouts .arc scouring the country about 
Secundra; our Irregular Morse watcdi them, 'fhe khurcef crops in the pergunnahs 
across the Ganges arc very lino, but they have boon partially plundered and 
destroyed by the insurgents. The nibbee crops h.avc been sown .as usual, 

November 11.—The Na/.im returned to S.akurda on the 8th instant; he talks 
of advancing to Soraon after two or three days; he has been reinforced by 60 
sowars and 2 additional guns. The men of the llindustani regintonts at Soraon, 
and with the Naib Nazim at Secundra, are dissatisfied, and many are deserting. 
Steamer “Bombay” arrived iv.ith treasure, and about 80 soldiers, detachments of 
various regiments. • 

November 12.—Urzccs received from the tchsecldar of pergunnah Kyraghur 
and the Mgnda Rajah, stating that Ummer Sing, with 2,(MX) or 3,000 followers, waa 
at Drummondgunge. intending'to take the .same route as that followed by the other 
rebels. The Nazim remains in statu quo at Sakurda. The Naib Nazim is issuifig 
dustuks for the collection of revenue; and Bcnec Bahudoor Sing is strengthening his 
entrenched position at Nusrutporc. The wounded -at the battle of Khujfma arrived 
by rail, • 

November 13.—^Maync reports that .Ihooryc Sing was not ki lied, <tr even disabled, 
by the wound he got while attacking Phoolporc on the 7th instant. As.apul Sing, 
a loyal thakoor, has been driven from his village of Tardeeh, ami eompollcd to seek 
protection at Hunoomangungc. The Naib Nazim has estahlislvcd an outpost at 
Faphamow, across the Ganges, and distant about five miles from the Fort of 
Allahabad. 

November 14.—^Troops arrived, and departed westward; this happens now 
every day, and need not be mentioned in future. 

8. Futlypore,'Sovemher a .—A company of Madras Sappers and Minera; and 
a troop of the Military Train, passed througfi on the evening of the 5th instant. 
N<)/;hiDg ol importance occurred on the 6th idem. 

November 9.—No report received. Probyn has been laid up with fever the 
buit few days. . 

4 'i - November 10.-— Received Probyn’s report for the 7tb and 8th instant; nothing 
efiksiportaoce is secotded. 



November 11.—A sepoy of the 6th Native Infantry was sent in by the kotwal, ' 

and imnged on the 9th instant. 

November 12. —'Hie wounded in the battle of the 1st instant, at Khujooa, left 
the station for Allahabad on the lOlh idem. 

Novciuljcr 13.—Mr. Glynn left the station, on the llth instant, to join his new 
appointment in tlic Intelligence Department at Cawupore: this will inconvenience 
Probyn. 

November 14.—Iliank'report received for the 12th instant. 

4. ('awTipore, November H.—Shcrer reports for the 4th instant that the af&ir 
at Khujooa had ccrtninly had an elfcet. A rebel zemindar hiis written to say he is 
a firm friend of the flritisli Government. Revenue has flowed in from different 
quarters. 

November 9.—No report received. 

November 10.—Received Sherer’s reports for the 5th, 6th, and 7th instant. 
Nothing of im|i()rUinee oeeurred on the two first dates: cm the7th, a large body of 
men crossed over from Onde to Slieora jporc; they arc reported to be tl\p remains-of 
the 1st, .'j'ith, and hJiid llegiments Native Infantry, with some men of the 3rd 
Cavafry.

I' HAVIE the honor lo submit the following abridgment of the district ntirriir’ 
*tives for last week. 

Azimghur. —Messrs. Pollock and VcnablA are out in* camp at Atroulia, with 
Colonel Longden’s party and the Goorkhas, and no narrative Ims t*eached me. Hit 
Honor is, however, aware, from other sources, that the fort of Atroulia was can¬ 
nonaded all day of the 10th (Tuesday), and was found evacuated ne,\t morning. 
Mr. Venables is of opinion tiiat the C’olonel dispinxed a sound judgment in not 
storming the place, us it xvas xerv strong, and would linxe caused a large loss of 
Europeans. The Azimghur Goorkhas are as merry as eriekcts, and haxe enjoyed 
their tlircc or four days with the Europeans xcry much. It is confidently rejmrtcd 
that Rajah Maun Sing is dead, aud the icbels along the frontier are intieh 
disheartened by the intelligence. 

Very great difrieulty is found in making carts and purchasing cattle. ♦ 

Joun/iore .—Notliing of con.scquenee has oecurred. Ilunxvunt Sing is trying to 
raise the country to axenge theileath of his sou, killed in the (’handa light ; and the 
rebels at Bhadaran are s.iid to muster l.tKK) men xxith seven •guns; they are, 
however, much dispirited and disconcerted by the reported death ol Maun Sing. 
Dissensions haxe ari.sen amongst them, ami they aio in dread of a suditen atta^ 
from the combined Europeans and Goorkhas. 

Mr. l.ind has been very successful in sending in cattle and cart.s, and the 
collection of the revenue is progressing gradual^. 

Alirzapore. —]\1ulineer.s, bolh lloi.seand Eoot, xxith sixteen elephants, and some 
^niall guns upon elephants, have passed lift the x'allcy of the Stiane, burning the 
public buildings and ba/ar of Hobertsgunge. .and plundering Glioraxvul. They 
advanced to the xvi'stxxard. but hearing a false report of an imtrcneliment on the 
Beglum river, returned toGhoraxvuI; luit pursued tlicir origjiial cour.se on findiim 
that the eiigagcmciit was a false .alarm, ainl xxi're u'ported to be at nriiranionn* 
gunge, on the 11th instant, lo the number of l,20t), w'itii a good deal of baggage. 

Benares. —Nothing particular has occurred beyond the arrest of a man called 
Shewumber ball, who gave himself out as the- ('ouiiuis>.,iriat \geiit of the army 
which, under the command of Maun Sing and ]*irlli<‘pai Sing, was coining down 
shortly on Benares. 

Baboo Hurruek Chiind ha.s also agreed Id keep a largo quantity of wheat, rice, 
and other su|>plic.s, in store. 

Messrs. Gubbins, Kane, and R. H. Smith have formed a eominitlei* for passing 
carts. As they have rejected all which diil not appear strong and good, the number 
entered in tlie return will Is* less, but they will all be good ; it must not, however, 
be expected that these hundnsls of carls, hastily run up lor immediate service, can 
be equal to carts, delilK'rately put together, tif seasoned wood, and carefully 
finished. 

Ghazeepore. —There is nothing to narrate, Messrs. Bachman and Kheir-WKl- 
deen have liought a large number of cattle from the villages around Buliiah, 
although the fair itself was a failure. 

A considerable numlicr of cattle, in transit from the Commissioner of Patna to 
Mr. Horne, pass through the Ghazeepore district and eat up a eoiisidcrable quantity 
of its fodder. As Mr. Bax has no Joint, it might be advantageous xxcrc one of 
Mr. Horne's Military Assistants sent to Ghazeepore to assist in looking after J.he 
large number of Government cattle, which will be starved with hunger and cold 
unmss the utmost attention be paid to them by a responsible Kurofvean.

1 HAVE the honor to forward, for the information of tiie Lieutcnaat-Governor, 
the following news received regarding (Joruckpore. , 

2. A fresh barnl of about 450 /nutinoiis sepoys, riflemen, crossed the River 
Gogra, towards F)/,abad, into the (ioruekpore district. The spies reported tliem at 
Hani.sar, in Circle! 3. The'y have since joined their comrades between Bnrhiij baear 
and Deoriya, Circle 7. The vvhole force now amounts to nearly 9,050 men. The 
last arri\alK brought tats saitl to be loaded with plunder. 

3. The .'>00 sepoys in Iturhuj i>a7.ar first looted llie house of the Mcjhowlee 
Rajah’s agent, Uien demanded 00,000 rupc<*.s from the rich Ijankers and tradesmen ; 
afterwards they plundered the l)a'/ar, and are now preparing to attack the 
Mejhowlec Rajaii, according to the desire of Zamin Ali, the Nazira’s tehseoldar. 

4. The Nazim sent a party to pluniler Malhinwar kote, .Mr, Pepys’ place. 
The Rajah of Ransa’s men met and d<-l(>afcd them, irdlicting a lo.-.s estinialed at 150 
or !200 inoi). .Mahomed llusscin thereupon marched a lorce of 7.000 or 8,000 
rabble, incluiling 200 jail-guard scpojs, under Musliiirruf Khan, against the Rajah, 
who has since written to me, declaring that he could not light any longer without 
assistance from the British (io\ernment. The rob'd army is cncam]>ed at Mnhnawal 
bazar, Circle 3. 

5. My conjecture regarding .Mahomed Hussein jiroved true—he has nut left the 
district ; he is present in the city of (iorm Ispore. 

(). 'I’iie three sons of the Sherilf of (loiuckpore made good (heir escape to 
Azirnghur, be.aring upon their persons the marks ol brutal lieatmenl and torture by 
whip and cords, '[’heir father, an old man, a servant of tin Government for nearly 
forty-live years, is still in confinement, sulfeiing torture liy the application of hot 
irons. 

7. Bhajhirullie Sing, of village Barhalira. and Prag Radhuj Sing fit, Radhuj 
Sing, Miiluiia Sing, aifd .lai Sing, of vill.ige Pandapar, also Manna Sing, of village 
Tig ree, and Buluud Ualiadoor Sing, ol v illage Uulun, are plundering the country 
near Munsurgunge, Circle 5. 'I’he l^andapar Baboos preleitdcd they have a grunt 
of land and ^illages in the above circle, as good-service jagticer from Mahomed 
Hussein. 

8. The Baryapiir Rajah, Circle I, has received a khilliit and grant ol seven coss 
(fourteen miles) raj from the Nazim., He is accordingly jilundcriiig the wretched 
people within his newly ac(|uired jiroperty without mercy. 

More than three months have elapsed since the evacuation of Goruckpore. 
Hitherto lididity to our cau.se has entaihsl nothing but injury and ruin to the wcll- 
wisKers of the British Government • our best Iriends arc bewildered at being called 
upon to stiller so much misery without any apparent prospect of relief. They 
almost begin to think they have chosen the wrong side. 'Fhc Gopalpore Rajah, 
believing he has committed himselVtoo far with us to hope for a reconciliation with 
the Ntizira, is preparing to esea|)(* into Azirnghur, leaving his property and 
cultivation to certain.plunder and destruction. 

10. 'I’here is a report here (hat a strong force of Europeans, Goorkhas, and 
Sikhs are at Sulimpore. Circle 7, on their way from Sewans in Sarun to rcoccupy 
Goruckpore. 1 have sent four men by separate routes to discover the real 
truth.

IN continuation of oiir letter No. 142, cl.'ited the lOlh in.stant, we liave the 
honor to report our fiuther prooeeilings in tins Department eonneeted wdth tlio 
revolt of the nntive Jirinj of Bengal. 

2. Wc forward cop} of ti deposition insule hefoie the Magistr.ite ol Knttypore. 
by one tlholani Molnimnnid, a chuprassie of tlie late ('.iptain V. Skene, Superin¬ 
tendent of Jhansi, {:’i\ing some partieulars ol the mnliin at tlial station. 

2. We also forwanl a despateli from Lieutenant '1' K. Lewis, eommaii<ling a 
detachment of the Indian Nav} at Dacca, ie|)orting tin- pioeeedings ol the force in 
disarming the na1i\e ollicers and men of the Arlilleis and 2:h(l Nati\e Infantry at 
that station. The gallant manner in which that iliil\ was performed, and tins 
spirited conduct of .\lr Midshipman Mayo on the oee.ision, haie ealled forth an 
c.xprcssion of our thanks and apinobation. 

4. For the reasons assigned in the correspondence, we were nnal)h> to comply 
with the recommendation of the Lieutenant-tJovernor ol Bengal for the dispatch of 
a small Kiiro|)oan fori'C from Diiiapore to Tirhoot, for the [irolcction ol tlifit district 
against the niutincer.s Irom the c.istward There \tere .'nailable foi th<‘dcfeiiee of 
that part of tlie country a dctaeliment of 50 men of Her Majesty's ."ith Hegiinoiit, 
which had been left at Aionglijr, but luul recently been takim on to Furneah; and 
the Yeomanry Cavalry, w’hich were also in the neighbourhood. 

5. In compliance with tlu' recoinmendatioii ol the Lieutenant-tiovernor, we 
have authori’^ed the dispatch of 100 sailois and 2 guns to Chittagong. 

6. ln«thc collection will be found a correspondence with the (iovernment of 
Bengal, on the subject of an application, by .Mr. 1). C. Mackey, tlie (.'hnirmiin of the 
Assam Company, for the dispatch to As'.am of an Ktiropean military force for the 
protection of that province. The (’ommissioncr, Colonel .Imikins, it will be seen, 
did not apprehend any danger in that quarter; and the Lieiiteiiaiit-Covcrnor also 
stated his belief that the mutiny.of the sepoys at Chittagong would not lie followed 
by the march of the mutineers into Assam. The tiovernment of Bengal was 
requested to communicate these opinions to Mr Mackey, while iiiforining him that 
it was not possible to allot anv Kuro|)ean troops to \<.Kum 

7. Referring to the lOtli paragraph of oiir letter No. I2S. dated riic 7tli Novem¬ 
ber, we forward copy of a further correspondence with the (ioiciiiment ol Bmigul, 
regarding the btKly of Irregular Horse ordered to lx* raised for seryiee m Bchar, 
Major C. Y. Jenkins. 1st Light ('avalry, has been appoiiili'd to comuiaiid the 
regiment, yvhich is to licraiscil to the full slrenglli of an Irregular Cavalry regiment, 
via,, 500 sowars, and i.s to be eonsidered a Civil corps. The p.iy ol the iiativ 
officers and men is to be the same .as that of the Bengal police corjw. 

• 8. You will lind 'in the collection a dc.spatcli Irom tlic HoviriiiiK'iif of 

containing a repoit from the Officiating Commissioner ol Cliola ,\agporc, brinj^ng 
to notice the names of several landholders and olhcis hi the Loiiaidugga districts, 
who have conducted themselves loyaally ami faitldiilly sim i the miitiny- of the 
Ramghur Battalion. In compliance with tlie rccomnicnd.itioii ol the Officiating 
Commissioner, we have eonferred on perguimitc Juggiil Fal, ol Feturia, the 
title of Rac Bahadoor, a khilliit of a double-barrelled iililc, and a hfe-peiisiun 
of 313 rupees per annum. We have also sanctiuncd the gr.iiil of suitable rewards 
to some other individuals recommended by the Oiliciatiug ('ommiHstoiter, and 
have desired that our thanks may be conveyed to fhc .Maliarajah Juggeimiuth 
&hai Deo, of Chota Nagjvore, and to some of his relatives, for their loyalty to the 
Oovernment. 

9. In the 15th paragraph of our dcBpatcIi No. 128, dated the 7th November 
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last, wc informal you that we hod appointed the JRev. Thomas Smith, a missionarj 
of the P'rec Church of Scotland at Calcutta, to do duty with Her Majesty^s dSud 
Rcg;iinotit of Highlanders. This was liefore the receipt of your de&p^fa,. in the 
Ecclesiastical Department, dated the 23rd of September, 1857, notifying the appointr 
ment of certain liouian Catholic and Presbyterian chaplains for the troops ordered 
to India. The Rev. Mr. Ross, one of the Presbyterian chaplains in question, 
having arrived, ]Mr. Stnillr has made over charge of the chaplaincy of the' 42nd 
Regiment to him, atul has returned to the duties of the mission with which he is 
connected.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 1 Ith 
ultimo, with its inclosures, from the Government of India, relating to atta<^ 
OB boats in the rivers of this division, and in reply to submit, for the iuforination Of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, the accompanying ottrrespondence. 

2. At the commencement of the rebellion in tliese Provinces, almost alt the 
boats on the Ganges and Jumna were plundered, and very many of (hem destroyed. 
This plundering h.is now ceased, only l)ecause the rivers are utterly unfrctiucnted, 
and commerce for the present extinct. The rivers aluive Allahabad arc in them¬ 
selves as unsafe at tnis moment as they were in June or July last, and they will 
remain so until wc have strong military |>ossession of the country. *

Sir, ^ Allahabad, tieptemher 17, 1857. 

I H.WK tlio honor to acknowledge th<‘ rc<H*ipt of (lie inclosiircs of your diH^ket 
dated 14th instant, and in reply to report as folhnv.s ;— 

2. Jluring the first ten or lifleen days after (he tmcule at .Mlaliabnd, the 
plundering of boats on the (laiiges, bet ween this and Alir/.apore, w.is very extensive. 
Almost every boat was raasaeked and destroyed, witiiont any rel'ereucc to the 
description of its cargo; and a very large proportion wen' railway boats. 

3. As soon as I was aiile to move I Inid a s<-areh made for tlu* plunder, and in one 
instance with some sueec'ss. The /.emiadars of Pallpore, in pergiinii.'di Arail, were 
named as eonspieuoiii? amongst (he river daeoits. 'J'heir village was visited, and 
plundered property discovcreil in their own rosiiloneeK, as vvell as in other houses 
of the village. Tlie five lie.ad men of the village vvisre brought to trial, hanged, and 
their zcmindarec property cordiscatcil by sentence of Dr. Irving. 

4. Since tliat time I have not heard of any e.ase of river daeoity on the Gauges 
below Allahabad. 

5. The river (rado i.s, however, almost entirely snspended. The Oiidc talookclars 
have almost complete command of the river between Cawnpoio and this ; and this 
circumstance, together with the entire cessation of the usual traile from Fur- 
ruckabad and Rohilciind, has made the (Jaiiges unfretinented by boats above 
Allahabad. 

6. On the .Itimna the Handa rebels,and the Shahpore and other 7.emiiid,ar.s, still 
continue river de|»redation. I yesterday reporb-d to you the necessity of military 
measures being taken as soon as possible; and since writing (itul, n'port I have 
received information of two other daeoities by the same pi'isons ; in one ease 
attended with the murder of four passengers. 

7. I will rc|«)rt all ca.ses as they oeeiir, :uul do what I ean to prevent their 
recurrence; but until a moveable column sweeps through the district, I am unable 
to cope with organized bands of plunderers anti rebels.

2. It is iinpossihie now to aseortain the ex.-ict number »if l)oats that have 
been plundered during the late disturbances. ! ha\e certain information of thirteen 
boats on the (langc's and seven Imats on the Jumna having been attacked and 
plundered by the villagers in lids district,and I have little hesitation in saving that 
this does not amount to one (]uarter of the real number; and it does not, of course, 
include those boats which were atta<’ked opposite this district by the Oude or 
Banda imm. 

3. No cases have occurred lately, but simply for the reason that no boats arc 
navigating the rivers. The villagers, especially thos(' on 1 he banks of the(langes and 
Jntnna, consider our rule not yet re-establish<'d, ami they will continue t(j entertain 
this o])inion until a few l‘',uio|H*ans enter their villages, and piovc to tlnuii the false 
impression under which they .are labouring, 'rhe. police may maintain, but they 
certainly cannot establish, oi-der in the.se days.

Tiie Joint Magistrate of Cnpeegunge to the Commissioner of Allahabad. 

Sir, llunoomangunge, Novemher 13, 1857. 

HAVING been stationed oti the road with tlie special object of guarding the 
Grand Trunk Road, and keeping oj)en the comnumieation. I feel mvself compelled 
to represent that, under the restrictions mnv placetl upon the military ofricers, 
commaiuling tlie detachments on the road. 1 am utterly powerless to prevent inter- 
ferenoe with the road, and I cannot be hoKl re.sjmnsible. As for being of use in 
keeping open the communication. I might just as well lie elsewhere. 

2. It is needless for me to enumerate the })ositious and forces of the rebels who 
threaten the road. It w'ill be as superfluous to tell you that their leaders send out 
marauding parties in every direction, plundering and devastating villages and

eojlee^lag revenue,. and tbat.they ^dy. bolder «nd boldei^, aikd their 
ilifliimuitog parties, the scoots, and recounoiteriog patrols, conie nearer and nearnr 
the road. It stands to' reason that, unless these marauding parjiies are d^ifekeidi, 
they will gradually get on to the rooil itself, and stop the eominuuieation. and tiiaB 
the leaders, with their larger forces, will follow, 

.it. They see us stand by witli a force amply sufficient to stop and punish 
marauders, and that we do not attempt to stop them. We .stand quietly Itmking on 
whilst the villages and property of those landholders wlio art^ friendly inclined 
and have assisted us, arc plundered aud ruined. The officers in ciiaige of the 
detachments on the road are pmhibited from attending to any one single requisition 
made by the Civil authority. Tlicy are forbidden to move a single man off the 
road, or in any way to interfere with the pleasure of llic insurgents, until wo, arc 
ourselves aetually attacked, or the road comniuiiii'ntioas eut oil'. 

4. This apfieans to me to be a most suicidal policy, aiul it shows very little 
acquaintance with the native character, ff they see us inert and indifferent to 
their plumlering and ap|)roachcs to the road, tliey will most .assuredly attribute it 
to fear of them, and to onr inability to sto|) them, and, of course, will bt^come 
bolder, and w-ill all the sooner l>e (iowii on the road. But if, on the contrary, 
whenever they flare apf)roach in small p.irtics within an easy flistance, they are 
immediately attacked, «lrivcn back, and punishcti, and the villagers who dare to 
harbour them, or give them qssistjiiice, are also prf>perlv punishcti, they will naturally 
gain a very proper dread of us, anti think a long time Iwtfont t hey come dtiwn on the 
road. 

5. The bugbe.ar “ retaliation,” wiiich prevents the military from acting, is 
unreasonable. The description of rebels with whom we liave to deal here, if kept 
properly in check, w ill never have the ctmrage tt» retaliate, and, if well watchea, 
will never have the t»ppurtuiiity. It woultl, perluips, bt' liilftreiit if \vc had any 
regular force to oppose; but, with ;i mere rabble of Oude malchltx'knicn, anti hali- 
arined villagers, under Jo.itlcrs w'lit) are entirely new to the w'ork, and are only 
feeling their way as they gt), our present local policy is, in my o|)iniun, not only 
wrong, hut dangert»us. 

<5. It may i>e said no troops .arc to In: spared ; but I don’t ;isk for iiuirc than 
are now aetually ou the ro:ui—the (Jopeegunge, the S\dab:ul, .and the .lliooscc 
detachments, .and Major Matheson’s Ihirse. If these wen; all plaeed under one 
competent (k)miuandant. to move and aet as he tliinks propfrr, in eoiu-ert with the 
Civil authority, I feel eertain tli.at t!ie eh.aiiee.s of tlu; road eominiiuieation lieing 
stopped would bo very mueh hrss tlian they are now. 

7. Under pre.s(int einaunstanees and reslrietions 1 am lieljiless and useless, and, 
as I said before, 1 cannot be held responsilih; for the proteetion of the road. In 
justice to myself, I have felt it iiuaimbeiit on myself U) make this representation, 
and to place my remonstrance* on record, which 1 shall feel obliged liy your 
submitting for tlie information of the Lieutenant-Covernor.

I AM directed to acknowlwige the rpeeijit of your letter datod tiic Hth instant^ 
with its inclosure from Mr. Maync. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor tlesircs nu; to state, in reply, that he is quite 
sensible of the evils described forcibly, but without exaggeration, by. Mr, Mayue, 
and it is nf>t to be denied by any one knowing the quality of the rabble by whom all 
this mischief is done, that a very few Sikhs, or other tnsips, would te enough to do 
all that is requisite in the tract of country alludcvl to. 

3. You arc already aware that, at one time, the l..ieutenant*Governor had 
obtained a promise of the services of a regiment for three or four days, which, with 
some Goorkhas, would have been enough to clear the whole country l>etween Oude 
and the Grand Trunk Road; but the pressing exigencies of the public servic* 
elsewhere interrupted the design. Since that time, not a man has been dispoaatffe 
in these provinces; all the Goorkhas and Cokmel Loogden’s small party bsiag, as 
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it is, insufficient in strength for the defence of the main liimof frontier, BgitislHt‘ 
invasion of a more serious character than that in the proximity of Alb.babBC^‘ 
whilst all the othpr disp<iBable force there was in the Central Provinces has been 
sent westward. 

4. The state of things represented by Mr. Mayne,whieh is undoubtedly getting 
from bad to worse, has Iwen explained, without attempting to conceal the risk and 
humiliation of the position, to the highest authority; by whom it has been decided 
that even the smi^l number of men necessary for the safety of the portion of our 
line of communication near Allahabad cannot be diverted from the road to Cawn- 
pore and Lucknow, for however .short a time, without risking objects of vital 
importance. 

5, With reference to Mr. .Mayiic’s argument that more troops than are now 
on the road would not be wanted, providcil the troops now there were united, and 
were allowed to acd as a sinnil moveable colunm under the coinmatid^of some one 
military ofTieor; Lieutcnant-Ciovernor observes, that there can be no doubt 
that not merely the best way of recovering onr own country, and of saving the 
loyal part of tlie inhabitants from the injury tl»ey are now sufTering because of 
their loy.alty (as w(> know, from intc rei'pted coiTespondenee), but also the best way 
of securing tlie road, is to proU'ct, liy a moveable military force, the country which 
has been taken from us on the flank of the road ; for, if this is dom?, onr own police 
will lie quite enough for the protection of every post along the road. 

(>. lint whether the Siklis of the existing three posts, if united, would sufliee 
for this purpose, may be doniited; at all oncmiIs, it is a (pieslion for (he decision 
of a military .•’lithority. 'I’lie Civil p(»wcrs may safely undertake, with our jtolice 
Icvitis, raw as they are. to hold the |)osts on the road, if the frontier pergunnahs 
arc onee chiared, and these are sufliciently manned to prevent any attack in force 
from Ondc. 

7. The Lieiileaant-(ioternor eannot gne.ss how soon i! may be possiltie to 
spare troops Ibr tliis piii’pose; but, in the hope that no time may be lost when it 
is [lossible to flo so, copies t)f this correspoiidence will lie sent for the information 
of his Kxcellenet (lie C'ommaiider-in-chief and of the ollicer commanding at Alla¬ 
habad.

I .\M diroeteil to bring (o your notice tliat the bridge of boats on the Ganges, 
at Henare.s, has been completed for some days, and that jirogress of the bullock- 
train waggons ami dak-earriages is, consequmitly, now but little more dilKcult at 
this part of this road than ;»t any other. 

2. The Lieulcmint-Covcrnor h;is been informed that, although this is now the 
case, the orders ju-eviously iu fort'c. by whicli the j)as.sagcof the horsc-dak carriages 
across the (langes was prohibited, arc still in force, although the bullock-train 
waggons now <,’ross the bridge and |)n>oeed on to the station. The consequence of 
these orders ueccssarilv is, that the soIdU'is and oflicers arriving in carriages 
(sometimes in the middle of the night) are obliged to walk, or to make tlieir own 
arrangements I'or procuring hired eonveyanecs to carry them to the station, a 
ilistaiu'c of three miles; or, at all events, this has frequently been the case. So 
long as the riv<’i' had to be crossed by a ferry, the rub* regarding the detention of 
bot h waggons and dak-earriages on the south bank of (he (langes was undoubtedly 
prtiper; but thi'ie seems no reason, at present, for forcing the men and officers 
arriving in <l:ik-c.in-iages. any more tlian those arriving in bullock-waggons, to 
walk the throe miles between the bridge and the station of Benare.s, and to have 
their iKigj^age shifted from (he carriages to he carried in carts for this distance, 
that would not apply to making them go through the same process at every other 
halting^ace on the road.

r, GHOLAM MAHOMED, jion of Kuttch M.ahonied, by tribe.Slieikh, inhabitant 
of Me^um, nearly .50 years ohl, do hereby depo.se, that I was orth'rly ehuprassie to 
Captain Skene, the Superintendent of .Ihunsi, &c., as a Government servant. 
Either on the 4th or 8th of .June, 18JS7, .'it 2 or 3 o'clock, i>..m., ('aptuin Skene was 
sitting in his Court at .Ihansi; one of his private servants, by nanie lii.sram. came 
in and informed me that forty or fifty sepoys and sow',-us hail i)roken out and taken 
possession of the treasury, magazine, and two gun.s, and tlml the re.st of them were 
all right. I immediately brought this to the notice of ('aptain Skene; he iiiquiriHt, 
“ Where arc they firing ?” and immediately c.ini(; oid of tlie Court, and .saw the 
firing; he entered the bungalow, and again c.'unc out with ('.qilain Gordon, Deputy 
Superintendent, the Maani Sahib, In tlu' meantime ('apt,tin iiurgess, of the 
Survey Department, who was residing inside tlu; fort, eaim; out in .-i Imggy to fetch 
Captain and Mrs. Skene. They talked for some, tiiiu- wli.-it I did not understand, os 
I had no knowledge of English. Shortly after the .Maam Saliib drove in the liuggy, 
and Mr. Burhurs (Captain Burgess) and Captain .Ske-m- \\jdked U> the fort; as IVir 
myself, and one cliuprassic, by name MunhJiawun, we .•leeonipanictl the Ca[)tain as 
escort with swords in our hands. The shots of the iniiiincers were flying round ns.

Shortly after, all the officers, the ladies, 
and tlie elcrk§ who were in Jhansi came into the fort, and the commanding officer

A. The officers were fourteen or fifteeu; ladi«i«, ten or twelve; haUxis, thirty or 
Airty-two with the other clerks, &c., amounting to six'ty-fivc ; one officer and his 
three fchildrcu, who had secured themsclveB by means of disi>ni.sing, were also 
killed, as I am told; and I afterwards saw their three, <leatl bodie.s at lliidagawan.a 
place nearly eight miles from .Thnnsi. AfU'r the slaughter of the oHu'.'rs I was only 
three days there, close by t he bungalows and Jail. 

At the time of the mutiny the Ranee of .I'liaiisi was a.( her resideui-e, and sent 
word, through her Vakeel, to my master to repair to her palace. After our going 
into the fort she .again sent her man, iiujuiring if anvthiiig was wanting, auasent 
forty of her own sepoys to guard the fort, wlto afleiavanl.s. as well as tiu- llanoc, 
joined with the mutine(*r.s. 

Q. How do you know that the Ranee joined tlic rebels? 

A. So I was told by my master. 

Q. How many days did the light last in the fort? 

A. Four or live <l.ays. 

Q. IX) you know' wliy the oHicers left the fort !

1 proeciedcd 
to this place with the detachment under my eoinmand.*’ on tl>e Dtii instant, from 
Atroulia Chant, nine miles distant, h:uing been joined at Mnhoul by Captain 
Boileau, with GHO Coorkhas, with U guns. 

A mud gliurrcc here, or l(n ti(ieil residence (belonging to Ikaiee Madlu)Sing,an 
influential ’/.cmindar), about laO yards scpiare, surrounded by an earthen pura|M)t 
and ditch, as also a sin.allcr ghurree adjaeoiit, wen; said to (»e occupied by some 
600 or 700 matehloekmen and 200 sepoys, with ‘A guns. 

We opened with onr guns on this plaee from about 700 yards. 'I'he smaller 
ghurree was soon vaeated by the enemy, and oecuijicd bv us, and our guns :id\.-ince(i 
close to the larger ghurree; but-as after some hours firing they had iiuide searetdy 
any impression, I did not deem it advisable to assjudl it. 'I'he evening was 
closing in; the buildings inside were numerous and inirie.-ite ; the outer walls, from 
twelve to fiftetm feet liigli, loop-holed. 'I’he. assault would havi; been attended with 
considerable loss on our side; I, in eouserpicncc, retintd our imu), and eneam])ed in 
close vicinity. * 

The place was evacuated during the night. The enemy left three guns in the 
fort, some bullocks and stores; list inclosed, 'fhe guns and stores w ill be scut to 
Asimghur ; the bullocks I made over to the cominissariat. 

We found a few dead bcxlies in the fort, and several of the enemy are said to 
hare been wounded, including the chuckladar or head man. Onr own Joss was 
very alight, and as per margin.f 

, The place has been burnt and destroyed a.s much as possible during yesterday 

and to-day.

7 DO myself the honor to submit, for the information of the Lieutenant<wvenicir, 
the annexed copy of a letter from Captain Davies, Senior Assistant, Loharduggu, bringing 
to notice the landholders and others of this district who have condueted themselves loytilly 
and faithfully since the mutiny of the Kamghur battalion. 

2. Captain Davies particularly notices the conduct of IVrgunnitc Jugut Pal Sing, of 
Pithoria, whose conspicuous loyalty in closing and holding his ghaut against the two 
companies of the mutinous sepoys of the 8th Native Infantry has ulnwly heen favorably 
viewed by hisS Honor, and regaitling whom I was directed to report in your letter of the 
12th August liist. 

. 3. I delayed reporting till I had anoj)portunityof luset'rtaining how the Pergunnite bad 
conducted himself in the midst of the, anarchy and confusion that reigned here whilst the 
station was in possession of the mutineers. 

4. I Imye now the pleasure to hviug to his Ilotior’s notice tinit the Pergunnite was in 
•steady connuunication with na* during the whole jtcriod of my absence from Raiafhce, and 
it was from him fhttt I obtained my host infurinution as to the ipoveincnts and intentions 
of the inutineei's. He was the tir.st to welcome us bimk, and has been in altundun<») ever 
since, and greatly assisted us in proeuring supplies on the lino of inarch, and on our arrival 
here, till the bazar was again established. I ftilly endorse all that Captain Davies has said 
r^arding him, and Vi'-speetfully proposi;, as a suitable reeognilion of his servires, that the 
title of “ Rae Baliadoor ” he eonferretl on him, ami that the pension of .‘113 rupees jier 
annum, which, for faithful and gall.-int services, was bestowed on 1 lie I’ergiirinite's father, 
Jyetnungiil .8ing, and lapsed "on his death in August iK.'i.'l, lx? now assigned for life to the 
equally loyal and energctii- son. 

I believe, witli tlie title, a khillut is geneially given. I have heard that the 
Pergunnite is very anxious to bo presented with a handsome uinl .servieeahle dotihle-barrelled 
rifle. 

C. There are a few others* of less note who are not mentioned in Captain Davies' 
letter, but who opjioscd the mutineers at tlic Tiko and (.'iiundwu (lliauts, to whom I should 
like to give English donhle-harrellod guns, if the GoveruHient see no ohjiK'tion. 

7. The Alfdiniajali Juggirnath .Sahie Deo, of Chota Nagpoixi, a[ipcars to me to 
deserve the commendations of Government for the .steady loyally he has evima’d to the 
State. The loyalty of his tliiH'e ncqihews, [..alls 0|K*ndeniath Saliie, Moliendernuth Sahie, 
and Mokoondnath Sahie, in resisting all invitations from the. mutineers, is very (Tcditablc to 
them ; and Thakooi' liidcrnaili Sahie, a cousin of the Maharajah, deserves praise for his 
Buccc.s8ful exertions to maiiitaiii order in his zemindaree during tlu? ditjturbanecs.

WITH reference to your circular datod the 9th ultimo, and anncxnre, eiillifig on me 
■for a list of all landholders, <-hH*f or others, of my district, who, since the mutinies up to 
the present time, have evinced conspicuous loyalty to GovcrniD'Tit, I have the honor to 
state, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, that, of the numerous zetuindan 
.writhiu this division, there is only one I can point out a.s iiaviiig shown eoiis[>icuous loyalty, 
aad that is, Pergunnite Jugut Pal Sing, of Pithoria. 

2. On a previous occasion, I brought to your notice the gallant manner in which he 
cloaed the Pithoria Ghaut against the two companies of the mutinous sepoys of the 8th 
Native Infantry, who endeavoured to march on tills station. 

3. On the mutiny of the Ramghur battalion, on the 2nd August last, he afforded 
anustance to the Europeans who were compelled to abandon the station, and from that

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time till oar i-etum to this uit the 22ad idtimo, he made himself useful in fanushing; 
information of the doings and movements of the mytineers, and in furnishing supplies to 
the British troops sent to I'e-oecupy this division. Though within ten miles of the 
mutineers during the six miles they iieki possession of Dorundah, the Pei^uunite steadilv 
njfused all intercourse with oi' ast;stance to them, and, when threateiurd with an attacK 
from them, retreated, with liis family, into the jungles. His conduct is dcst'rving of some 
Ajjecial and substantial mark of the a{)jHobation of Government. 

4. The Maharajah of C'hota Nag[>ore, willi liis thnse nephews, Liil Opendernath Sohie, 
Mohendctrnalh Sahie, and Mokoondnath, steadily and consistently refused all intercourse 
with, and any assistance to, the mutineers, though emissaries were constantly sent by the 
latter, inviting the Maharajah to assume his authority as chief of the district, and that 
they were not only wiHing, hut most auvious, to place their services at his disposal, a.s did 
also Thakoor liidetnafh Sahie, of Govindpoie. Tin- conduct of all thi M! xemindars hoe 
been such as to meet my entire apjiroval, especially that of Lai Opeiulernath Suhie: he 
was at lluncluc when the llamghur battalion mutinied, and imraediateiy returned to his 
"ghur” at I’ulkatc, disavowing any connection with t he inutiueers. 

During the tcniiporary ab.'.eiiee of (be unthonliei from the district, tbo zemindarec 
of the I’itlioria Pergunnile was, owing to his exertion, eoiu[)ara1ivi ly tree from plunder, and, 
with some few exceptions, order and seeurityto property was mainlained by the Govindpore 
thakoor throughout his zemimlaiec. 'J’he Maharajah of t’hota Nagpore ajipears to have 
exerted himself for the siime laudable end, but owing to the great extent of Ins zemindaree, 
he was only partially successful.

2. The Governor-General in ('ouneil lias perused these papi'r.-N with iiiueh gratifica¬ 
tion, He gladly accedes to the reeomnieiulalion made by the OHieiating t'onunissioner of 
Chnta Nagport', in favor of Pergimnite .lugnt J’al, of Pethoria, whose devotion to the 
British Govemnu'nt has been .so eou-spienous throughout the lute events, and gi-ants to him 
the title of llsie Bahadoor, a kliillut of a douhle-haiTclled rifle, and a life pension of 313 
rupees per annum. 

3. He also ap|)roves of the proposal to bestow 1'aiglisli (louhle-harrclled guns on the 
persons named in the margin.as rewards for llieir eonduel in ojijiosing the mutineers at 
the Tiko and Chundwa (Jhauls. 

4. Lastly, his Lordship in Council (le.sircs me to rerjuest that tlic thanks of the 
Government of India may hex’onveyed to the Maharajah .luggurnnth Sahie Deo, of Chota 
Nagpore, and to his thi-ee nephews, Ldl Opondernath Sahie, f..all Mohendernath Sahie, 
and Lall Mokoondnath Sahie, and to Thakoor Indernath Sahie, a eousin of tlie .Maharajah, 
for the steady loyalty they e\'itUTd on this occasion.

Thi.y ha'.e not been able to effect much, as 
the jiai'lies they were in senreli of retired into tbi Itills and jnnf;les on their ajiproach, and 
notViing was seen but deserted villages. Ahijor Simp,son intends going out again in tlie 
Ramporodirection, and in his searrh afterChoohais is likJy (o he aided by some iitflucntial 
Sontual licadmen, who have been as.sisfiiig ns in proeuiing Sontliul leeruits. 

8. lli.s Honor is aware, that Sooriinder Sahee baling broken hi.s parole, andabseonded 
from Sumbulpore, a stiong detaidmicnt was sent out to disjier.sc any of his sympafhizi.'rH 
that could be found eoliecled, and to apprehend tlie brothers, if jios.Nihle, and the 
Sumbuljiore gurhowleali or zemindar, who is sii.s|«eled of having rendeierl them most 
active assistance. I have directed (’inttain Izigh to proclaim that every village, iuha* 
bitants of which harbour these rebels, will be liable to di stnietion, and himilur stiiogcnt 
orders having bc*cii issued from this office to the Gurhjat ( liiefs, while at the same time 
large rewards* arc offered for their apprchension, I have reason to tbiuk they will not 
long escape punishment. 

9. 1 receive satisfactoiy accounts from all the Gnrbjat Mebals, with exception of 
Od^pore, in which insignificant place the authority of Government has to be re'esta> 
Uished. 

10. In my report of the 23rd September, 18.57, paragraph 12, 1 mentioned that the 
deposed Rajah Dbcraj Sing, and his brother, Shewruj Sing, w bo were detained here under 
•orveillance, had, on the evacuation of Ilanchce by the authorities, proceeded to OdeypoM^ 
and by extravagant misrepresentations induced the ignorant ja^eerdan and ryots to

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acknowledm them. Hie tehseeldar, on the pitrt of Government, was farced to quit the 
mehal, and Dhcraj Sing appropriated some 500 rupees of Government collections that mte, 
in hand. * 

11. The messengers and spies sent out by me on my first arrival have only reoently 
returned. My perwannah was not received; they would not credit the rooccupation <n 
Ranchec. 

12. I have now issued Proclamations, warning the inhabitants against paying revenue 
to any unaccredited person, or iieknowledging any authority but that of the Government 
officers deputed by me; and rerpiirod the Surburahkurof .‘'ii-goqjah and itajali of Jusbpore 
(the former has just left me, and the lattcr is now here), to assist my chuprassics in making 
known tins contents to all concerned. I have also called on them to seize and send in to 
me all escaped convicts, including DluTaj Sing and his hrotlier. It is rejiorted that the 
former is dead, and that llic latter has succecfled to the usiiiped jiost; if so, \vc ai'O rid of 
the most determined villain of the two, and I do not antieipatc tiiuch opposition to my 
orders. Should these measures prove insiiHieient, it will he easy for nn- to ttilic Odeypore 
in my tour, and restore order, with such a force as I iiiaj- l)c able to procure, to accomi»any 
me as an escort. 

1.3. I am most auxious Uj move out, and it is vei\ desirnl)le that 1 should proceed 
through the division to Smuhul[)oiv (via I’jilainow, >Sirgoojali, and Odeypore, returning 
through Singhhooni) as soon as ])o.>sihle, to eonviiice all that our reoccupution of the 
division and defeat of the mntineevs is a reality, hut. atn just now kept in the station by 
the difficulty of j>roviding myself with such an escort as it is expedient I should take 
with me. 

14. I am v(!rv anxiou?. to avoid making inconvenienr rciiuisitious for additions to our 
force, and his Honor may rely on our doing the most w(; ean with what we have ; but as 
Ilazarcehuiigli is to lie a slation for Ktiropcan troops, and :u‘co!n!nO'ialion there of from 
•300 to a vving could at otiee ho jirovidcd in the now Mieaat hiiildinirs of the Agency Jail, 
and (joverninent luingalows, it might, pirhapfi, he practlcaliL to occupy that station 
immediately with a port ion of one of Her Majesty’s regiment^. 3'lic Sikli didachment 
could then lie spared for I’alamow. If (listuriiances there cannot otherwise he put down, 
iiud if the duties of Suiidudpore can he taken jiermaneiitly by Madias troops, the detach¬ 
ment of Ramghur l.ight Infantry now (here could he witlidrawii, and added to our strength 
here. 3’his would giv<‘ us suliieient men iit Ranehee and Donmdah for garrison duties, 
and a moveable column Iw'sides. It woidd greatly aid us in the formation of a new 
battalion or police corps, and (mahic us in a .short lime to ho alile to disjiensc with the 
s<'rviee.s of the Madras detaclmumt now here. It would also give ns acelimatizcd men, 
which 1 lind to he very necessary. 'I’liirty Madras sepoys were sent, the other day, only 
two marches from this; the whole party lu\ve since been laid up with fever. 

1.5. 1 take the o]»poriiiiuty of soliciting early instructions in regard to the new levies. 

1 have (mlisted about ‘JIH). mostly Coles and Sonthals, and they are gcttitig on very well 
.at their drill. 1 have stnpiied at this number, waiting to he favoured with his Honor’s 
rfjrders on my rejiort dateil 7th Oetolier last.

They are said to he making preparntions, both offensive 
and defensive, and to have an immense quantity of plunder, including, amongst other 
things, 1,200 head of eallle and buffaloes, and an enormous quantity of ghee, &c. An 
advanced party of 100 or 1.50 of them niv watching the Tungpurwii ghaut, which is about 
twTlve miles from this, ou thy' road to .Mundul. 1 can send you a rough map of the roeid 
towards Mundul, if you like. 

Reports from (3uitterporo also state that the Khyrwars, &c., are up in that direction. 
One thing there ean be no doubt of, and that is, that if plundering is to be !»tbpp6d and

3. Yesterday morning I sent out a notice, inviting air (he Ch»ds*im and native 
residents of respectability to meet at my house, at 1 i>,«.; a v tv gwd nuinlier.of the 
oatilfe Ksidente attended, as aNo sevetal Christians. About turtv natiith were at once 
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repstcred as Toluateen, and I hope soon to increase the number. Last night all the MSea 
and gentlemen collected at my house. We were well armed and preparra Ibride^hDOlvIn 
case any of the sepoys returned. 

4. All passed off very quietly, and we heard, in the afternoon, that^the sepoys hid 
got as far as Scctacoond. They molestt'd no one on the road, and were said to bei, giving 
away the money in all directions. They were said to be travelling very fiist. The sappy 
who returned with Thakoor Buksh, brought with him 447 Company’s nypees. Some 
^orc money was sent in bv the Darogah this inoniing, amounting to 273 Company’s rupees, 
and I hope to iccover more shoitly. 

We are sadly in want of arms, caps, and ammunition; I may, perhaps, be aWe to 
get a small sup[)ly liom the CJovcrnmcnt pilot-vessel now in the river. The Poang Rqial;^ 
and Kaiindee Ranee have hem directed lo send as many men as they can spare. I am 
oolleeting as mam myself as know iiow' to use fire stfins, and will jiroeecd with them 
towards Tipjierali, if I can get cnuiiuh men to t.ike the field, and defend the station. 

6 The niutinj was cvidentlv planned very suddenly, and as suddenly carried out 
Not a poi-son in the station, Christian or native, appeals to have obtained the slightest 
notice. The native inhabitants wiie just as mucli taken bv surpiisc as ourselves. Of 
course all was in eonfnsioii diiim!' tlie night of the IMb, hut it speaks most hiehiy for the 
good Iceling and (oiidnet of the inhabitants, that not a single case of theft or plunder took 
place. The housis of those Fauopians who left the station for the night were left 
iflitouclicd, and, eaily on the following morning, when the Magistrate, Mr. Tottenham, 
and myself, went all lound the station, numbers of the inhabitants came out, and were 
more than usually lespicttul m thiir manner. Mi Ikuuhor uKo met with great kindness 
f'lom the villagers he <amc across on liis wav liack to the station. 1 cannot record too 
strong an evpression ot the good feeling shown tow aids (joveinment bj all with whom I 
came into contact. 

7. The Coveinnu'nt will, I fiiist take iinmediati mcasuus to send round, jier steamer, 
some European troop>. Tins is .i trontu-r station, and it is not impossible that advantage 
may be taken of oui defetirrless stale, to attack it fioin tin lulls, oi fioiu the south. Two 
or three com jinnies of Kurojicans would iinmediatelv lestore full confidence to the people 
of fliis district. It assisiaiKc of Ibis natiiio has not already been sent, I trust the Govern¬ 
ment will lose no time in forwarding the troops 1 now apply for 

. 8. I heard, yestei day, that one of the messengers sent by the Magistrate succeeded in 


getting before the insurgents, and, iti this ease, 1 trust intelligence may reach Tipperab, 
Dacca, and Syllict, before thej can possibly reach I'ipperah.

having increased work tmowa on them from other departments. 1%e best offinem Mdii 
me, Captain Grubb, at Sherghotty, Captain Sn) 3 rth, at Chowparuo, and Capfaua.Fixhee^^ 
Gyra, protest that it is all they can do to accomphsb thmr wwk, and that if ahy moi^ jft 
thrust uran them, they miftt break down. 

2. Under these circumstances, 1 would solicit that the orders conveyed with your 
letter dated the 2ist ultimo, directing the halting-station ofticers to pay all the bearmt^ 
coolies, and cattle-drivers in the Postal Department, may he revoked. It is by no means 
so trifling a piece of business to superintend this payment.

I have not been well lately, which makes me feeV the fatigue of being about all day 
more than usual. 1 have to pi-oside every day for tliice different detachments, to make 
■out silt Returns, besidc^s indents for rum. The sirviiig out ot rum 1 do not mind, but do 
not like being made a cauteen-seijeant of, by having to take money for it. 

As it will, 110 doubt, take some time to make up my aerouiits, I liopc the Lieutenani- 
GoVernor will allow me to do duty with C'aptam Rattray’s Sikh battalions at Dehree, untitt 
such time as all the accounts aiv right, or until his Honor thinks fit to remove me to any 
other station.

I HAVE the honor again to address you on the subject of the jiayment of the carters, 
coolies, &c., of the Post-office Department 

2. All the officers of my department have stated that they have not leisure fur this 
piyment; and there appear to be some difficulties eoniiectcd with it which arc irisiirmouat* 
able. The men cannot comt to the halting-sbitions to receive their pay, and most of the 
halting'offioers have informed me that they arc r(>(|uiicd to go to stations eight and ten 
miles di^nt from their own to make the payment This, the (>o\ernitieut will at onoo 
see, is impossible. Notice was yesterday given to me that the hulliKk-truiii will, for the 
future, stl^ on Sundays, as well as every other day of the wi*ek This niiaiigetnent shl^ 
up the only day on which otic or two of the officers had adopUri piuiis for nding out four 
or five miles to make the Po^t-office payments, as they will now be occupied every day at 
their own stations. 

3. 1 lose no time in reporting this, and have addressed the Director-General of Poet- 
offices direct regarding it, in order that some new measures may be aiJopied to make the 
PosMffilce payments; otherwise there may be some difficulty in kt'eping the cooBcs, carters,

4. It ia greatly to the credit of the Nujeeb fruard-, that, firmly resisting all the 
temptations held out to tlicm hy liie sowars, they not only r- o.aio'- i laithlul, hut, under 
the command and directions of tinar chief iialive. oflieiir, they lua lni their muskets, usBunied 
<. bold defensive attitude, and pTepared to oppo.se tlie troopiis j( tlicv proceeded to 
extrcmitie.s ; and the laUer, finding their cffojls to seduei. tlu Noj. h . im iueei.sful and of 
AO avful, and also that the people of the town did not s . mpa'hi .• wiili tli(.m, the ttatne 
^bvetting, after dusk, marie a hasty and stealthy nitrcal from thr town, in doing which they 
•tjtere fired upon by some of the Nujeebs and people of the t:>wi>, mul one of their uumbcff 

wounded. They, however, succeeded in getting away, taking with them four horses, 
the property of Mr. Lautour, the Collector, and two buggy-hur-' s. and a saddle pmty of 
■^tnirie, which they took out of the stable in open daylight, hc.forc tho faces of my servaotf, 

dtired notte resist them, besides one horse l)eloDging to the hml-inasterof the schqt:^ 
however, a& well as two of fbe Collector’s horses, were recovered, and my pi(^ 
'biidtp; ’lonw» on the road, returned to the station. 

5. After tho above recital, it is superfluous to remark, that had the Nujeeb guilds

not proved faithful, what hue taken place at every othW station, where thoNs has _bee(n 
u mutiny, would, tij* a certainty, have occurred here. The budinashes would have risen; 
the (h/vcrninent treasury would have been plundcitid; the prisoners released; the 
cufcherics and records burnt; and ihe town and station pillaged and tho^htberBjwere 
no Europeans here at the lime, it is itnpos.sil)l(! to say how niuny of the native iulutbitants 
might l)nV(i been killed. Considering, too, that at *lrrah, Gya, and other places where 
of tile same corps wore exposed to •^iniilai' Icmiptatinns, they have, even with Europran 
oflieevK at the station, been easily indneeil to sAserve from their allegiance, and to side with 
mutineers and rebels against tlte Ftale. 1 an> sure that you will agree with me, that the 
f'ondxiet of the Niijeebs lane, in rc“.isting all teinplalion, and that, too, in the alienee of 
every Kurt)i»cnn olllec". was doubly meritorious and eoiiniieiulalile.

1 HAVE the honor to report, lor your mfonuation, that, in compliance with the 
orders of the Civil autlioritics at Dacca, I proece(k;d on Sunday to disarm the sepoys 
stoned at Daccii. The Tnaisury, Executive Engineer’s, and Commissarmt guaids were 
disarmed, without resistance, VV'e then inarched down to tlie /.all Bagh. On entering 
the lines, the sepoys were found drawn up by their magazine, with two r;.pounders in the 
centre. T^eir hospital and numerous buildings in the Lall Bagh, together with the 
barracks which arc on the top of a hill, and are built of brick and loop-holed, were also* 
occupied by them in great force. Immediately we deployed Into liim, they opcriwl .fire on 
us from front and left fiank with cannistcr and musketry. ’ VVe gave them one volley, and 
then charged with the bayonet up the hill, and carried the whole of the barracks on the 
top of it, breaking the doors with our musket-butts, and huyomitting the sepoys inside. 
As soon 88 this was done, we charged down hill, and taking them in flank curried both 
thbir guns md all the buikiings, driving them intti the jungle. While wc were th mi 
em{doyed with the small*arm men, the two monutain-train howitzers, advancing within 
ISO ywds, took up a position to the right, bearing on the enemy’s guns, in rear of tboir 
MillgKiaDe, and nnlimbering, kept up a steady and well-directed fire. Every one, both 
Ameers and men, behaved most gallantly, charging repeatedly in face of a must b^y fire

without the slightest hesitation for a moment. ^ I beg particularlji to bring to notice the 
conduct of Mr. Midshipman Mayo, who led the last charge on their guns, most gdlanUy, 
being nearly twenliy yards in front of the men. 

I regret to say our loss has bt^eii sevei-e; but not more, I think, than could have been 
cx|iected from the strength of the position, and the obstinacy of the defence. Forty-one 
sepoys were counted, by Mr. Boatswain Browne, dead on the gi*ound, and eight hayc been 
since brought in desperately wounded. Three also were drowned or shot in attempting to 
escape across the river. 

I inclose the list of killed and wounded. 

Dr. Best being ill, Dr. Green, CinI Surgeon, accompanied the detacbment into action, 
and was severely wounded. 

I was most ably seconded by-Mr. (Conner, my -seeond in curiitnaud. 

Lieutenant Dowell, Bengal Arlillcrj’, volunttfored and took cummaiid of one of our 
howitzers, which he fought most skilfully to (he ('iid of the action. 

Wo were also accompanied by Messrs. Garnae, Bainhridge, Maepherson, Bengal 
Civil Ser\'ice, and Liouttmant Hitehins, Jkiiigal Native Infantry, who rendered great 
assistance with their rifles, to whom my thanks arc dw. 

Our force consisted of 5 otHeers, and H.*) men; and the I'liomy’s 200 in the lines.

IN continuation of our letter No. 14.4 of 1857, dated the lOtli instant, w<! have the 
honor to forward, for your information, the narrative of events furnished by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal for the week ending on the 21st November, 1857.

Special Narrative of Events, dated December 5, 1857. 

THE peace of the districts of the Patna, Bhaugulporc, Rajslwhyc, Burdwan, Nuddea, 
Dacca, and Cuttack divisions, of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, and of the Provinces of Assam 
and Arracan, remained undjsturt)ed during the week ending «u the 2lBt November. 

2. Patna Division, —In the Patna division Umraer Sing was reported to have been 
deserted by all his followers, with the exception of about seven or eight men, and to have 
hidden himself in some cave in the hills south of Sasseram; but the banditti collected 
together in rtie vicinity of Bbotas were still doing mischief. On the 20th November, a 
party of about fifty sepoys, led by a subadar, was stated to have attacked a village near 
AJehorpore; but in this instance, the villagers appear to have successfully repulsed the 
mmj, wam&ng the subadar bimsdl^ and three of hia men. 

EW the purpose <d’ dislodging the nhels from Bbotas, and of affording greater security

to the Grand Trunk Boad beyond the Soane, tiie penntssion of Supterae Govemmentf 
has been reouested to the march of the Sbekawattce Battalion throegb .Banioda.Biid 
Palainow to llitotas, which, if authorized, will idso enable the ljicuteDant*GovenH>r -to 
«/llect together the greater part of Captain Rattray's corps, which seems to bo in airatfaw 
disorganized state, from having been for so long a period broken up into small'detaoh*. 
meats, and seuttored all over the country. . , >' 

4. On the north of the Ganges the detachment of Goorkhas stationed at Bagba had 
captured nineteen of a party of rebels tinned with tirelocks, swords,-&c., who had crossed 
into the Chumpurun district at Tribaiiec Ghaut, near the Nepaul fi.'untier. The country, 
however, was quiet and tranquil, but the western frontier was still threatened by the 
insurgents at Goruckporc. 

5. The officers iiiinicd in the margin.* who have been appointed to do duty with the 
Goorkhu regiments, have l>eeii perniitU'd l)y the mililary authorities to scle<^ horsesat 
cost price out of tluisc pureliascil l)y Mr. Mwcleod on account of (iovcrnmenl. 

6 . Shah Kuhcer-ood-Deeii Ahmed, of Sasseram, having again applied for iwmiasion 
to niise a body of men for the capture of Rholas, lia-^ 1 h;ou informed that the Government 
will take nil nceessary measures (or providing troops for the purpose. 

7 . The (’ommisMoner of Patna, having suhmilled a pelition from Rughoogiurduft 
Sing and llurroprocaus Naraiu Sing, zemindars of Suoisiind, giving an account of the 
assistance afforded by them towards the suppression (jf disturbam^cs, and the capture of 
mntineers. in zillali 'I'irhoot, and having further j'ecommeiuled, in a separate letter, that 
their servi<'C.s he acknowh^lgcd direct from this oflice, has been informed that this has 
already been done on two previous oeeasioiis. 

K. In reply to a Idler giving a detailed account of the assistance lie has afforded to 
the olHcei's of Government in the sn|ipressii>n of disturbances in the district of Shalialiad, 
the Hajul) of Doomraon was informed that the statement of his services should be submitted 
to the ('ornmissioiier of the division; and on the latte;' reptirting (lial he has evinced 
loyalty to Government, jind done good service, tlu‘ Lieuteiiiuii-Governor will be prejKtred 
Huitahly to aeknowleilge his good olliees. 

9. Twentv-tliree persons wia-e tried under .\etXVl of in the district of Tirhoot, 
during tlie month of .“seiitemlK-i- last, of whom four havi' heen senfimccd to trauspurtation 
for life, eight to imprisonment lor fourteen years, two for seven years, eight for live years, 
and one acquitted. 

10. l^oiilhol Pfriiumiiilis. —^'I’lie (himniissioncr of the Sonthal Pergunnahs having 
requested Mr. G. 11. ijaiues to retain :ind exercise at Noni timnnah the powers lately 
conferred op him as an Honorary .Assistant .Magistrate in the district of Hhaugul}>ore, the 
arrangetnent was tipproved of by tln^ Liculenant-fJovernor. 

11. Rnjsknki/i' Dirision .—'riic (Commissioner of the Rajshaliye division was informed that 
the Supreme Government in the Military Department have directed the Deputy Adjutant* 
General of the Army to scud one of the ('avalry officers, now in Calcutta, to Kampore 
Dcauleah for a slmrt time, for the purpose of assisting the gentlemen who have formed 
themselves into a eor[>s of Volunteer Cayalry at that station in organizing and drilling the 
corps. 

Dit idon. —'I’hc Commissioner of Nudtlea reported that no persons in tjhe 
districts df Jessore, 'IVenty-fonr Pi'iginmahs, and Nnddea, have as yet iiad an opportunity 
of distinguishing themselves in the serviee, or tor the benefit of the British Government, in’ 
connection with the ]n\;seiil troubles of the country ; and that, in the Bavaset.idistrjct, the 
dudadar of the twtr.i jmlice has heini mentioned by the .Joint Magistrate as having, on 
several occasions, communicated inlormation regarding the IJarraekpoi'c sepoys, which has 
btion forwarded by the Generttl commanding at IJarraekpore to the Commauder*in*dhief. 

13. The Town of Culeutla, —'I'he Commissioner of the Calcutta Police having reported 
that 179 |H!i«ons, chiefly soldiers, were brought up bdforc him during the wreck for being 
drunk and incupahle of taking care of themselves, or for being drunk and riotous; om 
that about three times that number were sent by the police to their barracks, either qoite 
drunk, or in liquor, and likely to create a disturbance, a copy of his letter was forwac^nd 
to the Military Department, for Uie information of the Government of India. 

14. ChittHijong Dirvdon ^-—On the night of the 18th November, the detacluni^t^ of 
the 34th Native Infantry stationed at Chittagong mutinied, plundered the treasury, rdbili^ 
the ])risuuers from the jail, killed one of the jail burkundauzes, burnt down their ow.n ,}(oe(^ 
tired the magazine, and then left the station, carrying off with them three Govermnent 
clephuiits, and the whole of the treasure tliey found in the Cojlectorate, with^jthe exdest^ 
of about 340 ru|wcs in cash and the stamps. Government securities, and recQi^:i^|iiijjh 
they left untouched. None of the European residents were injured. . The.

Intimation was sent by the Tipperah authoritiea to 'tito 
libtotejah of ^pperab, warning them of their approach, and directing him to take'pnqtot^ 
etepato'atop their progreaa in that direction. aII toe boats on the Fenny had also been 
adied to'prevent them from crossing over to Tipperah. The ladies, children, and non** 
Ol^oil remlents of Commillah left that station, and steps were taken for the removal of 
tto titoaore to Dacca, at which station intelligenoe of the mutiny was nxoived on the 
9|at November. The Commissioner of Dacca reported that he was prepared to rntwoept 
the stmtinoen with a party of seamen, in pinnaces, in the event of the.ir attempting to erase 
tooMegna. 

15. Chota Nagpore Dinisim .—From information furnished by lieutenant Stanton to 
the Home Department it was ascertained that the insurgimts in Paiamow hadh been plun- 
dmng to the neighbourhood of Riinka district, altout twcnty-eigiit miles from Chynepore, 
where lieutenant Graham, having only some fifty men with him, was waiting for furtbat- 
reiaforcements. 

16. Affairs in the Sumbulpore district begin to assume a very serious character. (h» 
toe 12th November, the Superintendent of the Tributary Mehals intimated that the 
semtodars of Gangpore Bamrah, Behrakote, Raigurb Ruttiinpore, and Binputti, were 
stated by the tehseeldar of the Khund Muls to have assembled their paiks with the 
intention of proceeding to that district, and, apparently, for hostile purposes. 

17. A rumour had reached the Superintendent of the murder of two European 

S ntlemen, whom he supposed to be Doctor Mooiv, an Assistant-Surgeon, and 
r. Hanson, an Ajiothecary in the Madras service, laifli of wlioni had been ordered to 
Snmbulpore in consequence of the great sickness ;^)revailing, and were on their way to join 
toot station. It appears, from a letter received from the Senior vVasistant C’ommissioner^ 
that, on the 15th, Dr. Moore wrote to him for an escort from Rampore, a place four 
tnarobes from Sumbulpore, and the residence of the Rajah of Bc'hrakolc. to this letter 
Dr. Moore mentioned that Mr. Hanson was willi him. The Senior Assistant sent out 
twenty-five Sebundies on the I7tl> to bring the offiwrs into tlu' station, but having heard, 
on the following day, that the gentlemen had been attacked after huiving Rampore, and- 
that the rebels were prepared to resist tl«e jiarty of Sebundies he had sent out, Captain 
Leigh had determined to go out himself, with a stronger party of the 40th Madras Native 
Infantry. Nothing certain was known of tlto fate of Dr. Moore and Mr. Hanson up to tile 
end of the week under report. 

18. In two other dlrtsctions rebels wen; reported tc» be collecting, and altogether fhe 
difficulties, by which Cantiun Leigh w'as becoming suiTounded, apfieared to the Mcutenant* 
Clovdrnor to be btjyond Ins power to cope with. Before acting on this impression it was 
thought right to take the opinion of the (’orntnissioncr of the Division. 

19. An intimation was rec(‘ivcd from the Supremi* Government approving of the 
instructions issued by the Lieutenant-Governor to the (’ommissioncr of Burdwun as to 
toe course of proceedings to lie adopted towards Nilmoncy Sing Deo, the zemindar of 
Phdiete. 

’ 2p. The Commissioner of Burdwan, after matun: consideration, has determined to 

eany liito execution the warrant which was issued from this office for the detention of the 
zxanill^ris person, and expects to be able to collect cvideiKf of his complicity in several 
ntotters connected with the disturbances at Purulia. 

21. Five hundred and sixty-three persons were tried In the districts of Mattnbbocmt 
iinder Act XVI of 1857, during the month of October la.st, of whom two have lieen 
transported for life, thirty-four imprisoned for fourtcam years, forty for ten years, eighty Ibr 
ieven years, thirteen for five years, fourteen for thre«! years, two tor t»vo ami urhaif yean, 
years, three for one year, two for six months, one flogged, thirty-trine 

_1 from Government employ, and three hundred and fifte«.*u acquitted.

Ilie people aroUtod 
doing all they could to dissuade liitn from returning to Cbycbnssa;'but he himself 
still professed his readiness to go, and excused himself for the delay by pleading siokn^ 
nn<l grief for the death of his son. Lieutenant Birch had sent him a safe-conduct, as he 
had anxiously applicid for one, ami lintl promised to grant him a private interview. 

2.'i. The Lieufcntint-fioveriior ha* anlhorized the removal of Baboo Greeschuriider 
Pnulit from the oftiee of Sub-Assislaiif Snrieou and Assisiaiit fommissioner of Chyebftssa, 
on account of hi-; having ]irct i|)i(nh ly (led from C'liuckcrdharpore, wliore he had been 
deputed on special duf y n))on Itrnriiig of the approach of a party of Urjoon Sing’s retainers, 
who were stbil tliere by the late Rajah, for the purpose of bringing away his wives. 

26. Gfiin-al suhjfvix. —The Supreme Government liaving reejuested to be funushed 
with a descriptive roll of the |KTsons Avho have tiikcai a leading part in the present rebellion 
in Bengal, a n'tiirn of tliat de,scri[)tion has been called for froni the several Commissionera 
of Circuit in rcgiird to smb persons in their respective divisions. 

27. The Commissioner of Patna having m ornmojided that the Magistrates and Com¬ 
missioners appointed under Act XIV of 1N.">7 should be furnislied by the military authori¬ 
ties with a statement showing the jmrlieiilars of the regiments and battalioijs of ArtiUery 
which h.'ivc mutinied, a copy of his letter was forwarded to the Government of India in 
the Military Department, with the remark that if the Goveriior-tieneral in (.‘ouncil should 
think fit to act on the suggestion offered, the information asked for might he fnrnisliMl to 
this offiw for comimmieatiou'to all the ollieers concerned. 

2ft. The Sii|)reme Govenunenf Ii;tving sanctioned the ja-ojutsal of tlic Lieutenant- 
Oovertior to raise a body of 2f)0 oi‘ Knroiiean seamen for services at Purneah, Dinage- 
pore, and Hnngpnre, on flic same rates of jiay as tIio.se allowed to the men of the Assam 
detachment, and to engage the serviee.s of ntfieers ar'cii.stomed to command English 
sailors in the proportion of three to m ery Imndred. the Superintendent of Marine was 
reouested to earrv out the jilan in eomiminication with the Commissioner of the Calcutta 
Pol ifx>. In fuiihenmeo of Ibis scheme a |mrty of 100 men has already been sent up to 
Pnrneah, and the Snjierintendent of Marino having reported that the same number of 
officers would be wanted for 75 as for 100 iinm, has been directed to have each of the 
remaining parties completed to the latter number, 'i'he Govi rnment of India have also 
l»een rctiuestcd to i‘''';e instruelions for supplying flic several parties with arms and 
ammunition. 

29. A representation submitted by Captain Nation, of the Rjimghur Battalion, 
through the Commissioner of Chota Nag[)ore, reeommending the promotion of Mowla 
Bux to the rank of llessaldar, from the same date on which Aiiined Yar Khan, who wds 
his junior in service, was promoted to flu^t grade, -uid the grant of an increased rate* of 
pay to his men, to the extent already ammled to Captain Rattray’s earp.s. with an increase 
to the strength of the -'orps, in reopgnilion of the good services it has rendered, waa 
foifvarded to the AHIita y Department, for the favourabh- consideration of tlic Govem- 
raertt of India. 

80. Mr. A. N. Macgn'gor, appointed to the Bengal Police Battalion, was directed to 
make his own arrangeanents for procct'diiig to the heud-(piarters of bis corps, ns the Deputy 
Qnnrtcrmnstcr-Gcneral of the Army has found it iinpraetieable to procure room for him in 
any of the carriages of the N()rtl\-\Ve.stcm Di\k Company. 

81. The CWimandnut of the Bengjd Police Battalion was informed that the ^preme 

Government has npprox'cd of Uttnm Sing, a sepoy of the corps, being borne on the list an 
Supernnmerary Havildar, till the oecurrenee of a vaciuicy in that grade, for his iBiitin- 
gtiiah ed gallantry in the field at Clmttrn. ■ 

The Magistrate of Behar was informed, under orden? from the Supreme Oovetll- 
njent, that the thirty-nine troojiers of tiic Yeoinanrj' Cavalry who went in ponRuitttf the. 
Rnmporo Uaut mutineers, should at once l)e sent to join the head-qumrteri «f ihiiitr' 
corps. ' , / ' 

3J1. The Militaiy Department having requested to be furnished with cities of the 
instructions which n»ay have been issuixl by the .Lieutenant-Ooii,'emor to the dethchmiutB ^ 
of the Naval Bri^de in the Upper Ibwinces, for communication to the Dep^ 
master-tveneral of the Army, was informed that this Government has iiisaed 
wlmtever to the Brigade m’questian. ' ..'"V

Special Narrative of Events, dated December 12, 18.')7. ,, 

Paina Division. — Some of the districts of the Patna Division wow still in an 
unsettled state during tlie week ending on ttie 28th of Novemlier. 

, 2. Towards the south, in the direction of Rhotas and Akharpore, Ihumcr Sing and 

his ibllowers were still a source of alarm b) all the ipiighhourhood, and villages on both 
sides of the Sotuie wen' being'i>illaged by the insurgents. Un the 17th November a party 
of sepoys and others cro.ss**d the Soane, and burnt down the Iningidow of the Bengal Coal 
Cisnpmiy, at Boodwa, setting hre to their coals, and ilcstroying much propriety. The 
necessity of dislodging Hmmcr Sing from Rhotas w'lts again brought to the notice of 
'GoTemaient, both hy the Commissioner of Patna and the i)e|)iitv Magistrate of Sassuram, 
who were told, in reply, that the Lieutenant-Governor was already in correspondence with 
the Government of India on Uie subject. 

3. On the north, the principal tiling to he apjtwlM-ndcd was the overflow of the Oude 
rebdlion, but the fears on thia score were yet premature. A hdter from the llutwa llt^uh 
mention^ that Mahomed Hossein was advuneiiig, with un army of about 5,000 ineu, 
to conquer the district of Surun ; and that his udvnnct; guard had entctvd Bugrjdl, and 
plundered it. I’his, it was afterwards ascertained, was a very exaggcmUsl re|Jort, and 
other accounts mentioned that Mnhonied Hossein had no mont than 1,000 (ighting-incu 
wit^ him, and was in a dispirited state of mind, on a< c<)unt of tiu; defeut and uapturo of 
Mosharuff Khan, his principal adviser and friend, in an (engagement with the Rqfuh of 
Bunsee. Such being the state of things, the Commissioner strongly., ui'ged the ex])C(li«n(j 
our making an advance into the GcnickjKirc (li.stricf, if only to regain onr prestige in 
that quarter, and to encourage and eonflnn in their iideiity the zetnindars who were Still 
friendly to our rule. It was pointed out by Mr. .Samuells that the iecovery of the district, 
now .comparatively an easy ta.sk, would shortly luf rendered much more difficult by tint 
i^ia of the rebels from Oude, who were already ]ionring into it in considerable numbt!rs. 
"nie Commissioner’s rciiresentations have been submitted to the Governmeut of India in 
' the Home Department—^thc question of the reeonquest of Gomck|)orc R'ing one beyond 
> the sphere of the Lieutenant-tiovernor to decide u(Mm. 

4.. On the 24th November a telegram wa.H mmt to the Commissioner of Patna, 
informing him of the mutiny at Chittagong j and another, on the day Ibllowing, iuti- 
. mating that the native troops at Dacca had resisted an attempt made to disann them. 
He was requested to direct the district offic(;rs to he on the alert, it was apprehended 
v.4bat the troops at Jelpigoree might follow the example oV those at Dacca and C'hittagong, 

' and the whole body of mutineers then march westward, through the districts to the north 
. '<rf the Ganges, towards Oude. The Supreme Government wer<*at the same time iufonoed 
‘"of Ae defenceless state of Tirhoot, and requested, if practicable, to order up a defociimiHit 
of European troops, with guns, to the sudder station of that district; and it was intimate(l 
‘o tint arrangements might easily lie made for sending up such a force in time to secure their 
Motufferpore, before the mutineers could nrriv'c tiu rc hom the eastward. The 
troops might return to Dinapore after the* mutineer s'nould have sol west of lirhoot. . 

5. A empy of a letter addressed by the Military Dcjiurtmcnt to Captain Sotheby, of 
tllCf'KHyal Jffingade, directing him to place himstdf and his brigade under the orders of the 
offioec ompomanding the Dinapore Division, and fo act under the directions of the officer 
wpoin^ to command tlic forces now in the Chiiprah district, wa.s forwarded to the

6 . IHr. Simuells was also informed of the formation of a liody of European Hmt|iRed 
pedioe the Bdiar district, and directed to horse those who have no horses of their own, 
nil tbehr anivid at Gya. He w'as furtfan- re<|uested to report if the men could be employed 
•njtwlmre dbw with greater advantage than m the district of Bebar. 
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7. Mr. R. B. Laudale was appointed an Honoi-ary Assistant Magistrate iln the dii^ct 

of Simfaabad. ' ^ 

H. f>r. Walter, Assistant Opium Agent at Patna, having refused to aSbrd ^ 

to tlie Sikhs in garrison at the opium godown, the Opium Agent at Patna was directed i» 
disjirc that gcnthuiian to place his sei-viccs as a medical officer at tin; disposal of the officer 
commanding the garrison, and to afford medical aid to tlie men of the garrison whenevi^ 
he was (silled upon to do so. 

0. Jihawjulpore Dkisim .— ^'Flie dl.-tiiets of the Bhaugulptire Division remained undi^ 
turbed during the week, but a large miinher of daeoitics and other felonies were reported 
to have occiined in the .southern part of the district of Mongliyr, winch were atbilrated. to 
tlie seareitv that has prc;v:iiled in it for some time. 

10. (in the 24th Novemher a teiegram was .■<entto the rtmiiuisMoner of BhaugulpoH;, 
inlonuing him of fhe mutiny at (’liitta^ung; and nnof.Iicr on the day following, apprising 
liiru of the detachment of the 73rd lleginumi at Daeea liaving resisted aiu attempt to 
disarm*them, and gone off, probably to join the Cbiflagoiig mutineer. These events, it 
was remarked, migld bring matters to a ciisis at .lel[»iguree, and he was directed to warn 
the Purneali authorities to be on their guard. 

11. 'I’lie latest account of the sailors going to Purneah was, that they lauded at 

Caragolah (fhaut on the 2(ith November. Tliey were expected to reaeh Purneali by the 
end of the month. • 

12. For the better security of this jiarl of the eouiitry the Supreme Government also 
eousciitcd to the projjo-.ition of Mr. Yule, the (,'onnnis.'.ioiu:r, that the detachment of Bjcr 
Majesty's .Otli Fusiliers at .Mongbyr .<^b(ml<l pvo(;eed to Purneali. Mr. Yule lias himself 
accounianied tlie troops, nlio were reported to have liift .Mongliyr on the 27tli November. , 

13. Kajslmhiji: Dir/iiiou .— Ml was (|iiiet in tlie districts of Uajsliabye Division up to 
the end of llie week, i»ul it remained yel to be seen whellier (lie nxieat mutinies at Chitta¬ 
gong and Dacca wmdd have any efliTt in disturbing tins iiain|uili;:.y. 

14. An intinuitioii of the oulbreak at Cliiltagong wii^ made to the Commissionei'of 
Jliijshahvc at Ihi' .siinu' lime that the ('onitiiissioner.s of Patna and Hhuugulpprc were 
informed of that event, and lie w.ns direeted to inijire.ss on tlie loeal olficei'.s subordinate to 
him the necessity of being on the alert, as fliere was mueb reason to fear that the example 
of the Cliittagoiig mutineers would he followed at Daeea and .lelpigoree. 

15. The latest news from .Iel|)iguree represenled that the sowai'S .of the IiTcgular 
Cavalry stationed at that place had evinced a good dis[)osition on all occasions, and were 
on the best of terms with their own ollieers aiul with tlio.se of the 73A1 Regiment, taking 
part clieerfully in the erieketing, wltieh Iiad eonuiieiiccd; while it was observed that the 
men of the 73rd Hegiinenl always kept themselves aloof. It was expected that the., 
Goorkha recruits and tlie Cavalry would be sutlieient to keep that regiment quiet until 
veinforeements could be sent, up, if lliey slioiild display anytliing of a mutinous .spirit. 

Hi. The two parties of seamen destined for the defence of Kung|)ore and Diiiagepore 
left Caleiitla on the 2(ltli and 27tli Novemla r. in the steamers " Koel ” and “ Koladyne ” 
rc.spectively. 'file Commissioner of the Division was directed to have carriage, &c., ready 
(or them at Biigwa. 

17. The Joint Magistrate of I’lilma was aulhori/ed to ( iitertaiii forty extm hurkun- 
ilanzcs at 4 rupees each, and lour jemadars at 3 riipei s each, for tlie protection of the 
• tution of Semjgunge, and for vvateliing the ghauts. 

18. linrthrm and Nmiden Pirinions. —Nothing oecun'cd in the districts of the 
BurtJwan and Nuddea Divisions in'aiiy way connecti'd with di.sturhances elsewhere. 

H). In Nuddea, a sepoy was tried for desert ion, and setilenecd to imprisonment iq 
traasportation for life, withjabor and irons. 

20. Dacca D'tri.'iion ,— rntoiligcnee of the mutiny at ( Jiittagong reached Dacca on the’ 
2lst Noveudier, mid the principal civil and military authorities at once assembled to 
eim-sider wliat preemilions should he takim to jnevent the sepoys at Dacca from following 
the example. 'J'lie officers of the regiment were at tir.st opposed to any attbmpt 
made to liisarin tlieni. but eventually acquiesced in the opinion of the rest of the ofi^ciahs, 
that this was a necessary measure, and it was resolved promptly to carry it into execution.,., 
Aticordingly, at ihiybrcak on the following morning, the Naval Brigade and v^lantnefl' . 
u.s.scmlded, and, setting out from the quarters of the. former, pi'oceeded to the, aevn^l 
public buildings at which guards weiu stationed, and disarmed them, in succession,.withnnt. 
any resistnuee. On arriving, however, at the lines in Ml BagU, which is a strong 
they lound the main bod) of the detachment niid the Artillery prepared to oppose 
ami, on the advance of the iiarty, fire was o{x.'ncd ujion theiU.

grounded. Qf the former, three have sinec died of their wounds. Dr. Green, the. Civil 
rorgbon of the aiation, and Lieutenant Lewis, who commands the sailors, were 
the wounded. ' 

21. After being routed, the sepoys ore roportwi to have brukpu up into small dcdachod 
partaes, and to have gone off in different dii-ections. The nccounts received of thw, 
movements have not been very^ precise or certain ; but they would apjwar to have reoiut^ 
immediately on leaving Dacca, and to have profteeded in a body in a north>Wester|y 
direction, apparently towards Jelpigorec. t lie head-cjuartei-s of the regiment. On the 25tit 
of November it was reported by the Magist rate of Mymeiising that a jiarty of 150 sef»oy8 
passed that station, having eonimitleil sonu' di’iirodutiotis mi tla'ir route, hut \vith(mt 
ttftacking the station. I’he Magistrate having no force at liis <Iis[>osal, was uauhleto pursue 
or to intej-cept them. 

22. Immediately on tlie n*ceipt of the iiil<*l!igeiiee of the defection of the se)»vs nt ' 
Dacca, arrangements were made for dispiitciiiiig a force from (’aleuttii, for the jirotoction 
of every station which might he tlm*tifen(Hl, and, if possililc, lor the ]>ursuit and capture of 
the fugitives. This force consisted of tlirec louipiiiiies of 1 lev Majesty's Regiment, 
and a party of 100 .seanien, wliieli h l'i t^alentta on the ‘Jtitli Novi-niher, in tlu' troop-hoftt 
“Dalla,*’ in tow of the steamer “ Koeland of ii second party of seamen which started' 
on the following day. 'I'ho uUhnutc destination of these two nmriue brigades was Rungjiore 
and Dinagepore. 

* 20. Up to the close of tlic week the apprehensions of the inhabitants of Dacca had not. 
been altogether allayetl. Some uneasiness was also felt tliroiighont all the districts of the 
Dacca division regardintc the movements of the ('liilfiigmig imiliiieers. At Ihimsaill, the 
Kuropean residents weiv stated to ht* enijiloved in fortiiyiiig a house for their defence, and 
the natives to h(* .sending a war their wives and tainllies into the interior of llie diatriet, and 
burying their valurthles underground. The Magistrate of Haclvcrgunge was iiiformefl that 
these precautions, as regarded hi.s district, wen* now nmieeessary, as the mutineers w'erc 
known to have entered into Independent Tipp<‘rali. 

24. Chiitayony IHrluhni. —'I’lie Cliiltagong mntiiieers crossed the Kenny and entered 
the independent territories of t.lie Rajah of'I’ippi'rali on tin* 22nd Novenihe.r, intending, it 
would appear, to piwtied thence to iSylla*( or Nlnnipore. and HllerwaMls work out their wav 
either to Nepal of westward. Tliey were reported to have made the hill-mon flieir frientfs 
by a liberal distribution of their money, and so many as 1,200 people were said to have 
engaged themselves in opining rna<b. euiting inngles, and priienring pmvisions for them. 
Some appreheiision.s were entert.'ined lest they should he joined hy tlie subjeets of the 
Rajah of Tip])crah; and it was I'vcn repoHed that the hill tribes were not, well-nffectfcd 
towards the Rajah, and might eoalesce with the nintimers to put Itiin down; hut no 
doubts were cntertaineii loiieeriiiiig llie good I’ailli of the Rajah himself, beyond some 
vague suspicious based on the eirenmstanee of his having a relativi; of Kocr Sing in his 
employ. 

2.5. The measures taken for tlie capture Of tliesc fugitives emisihfed—firstly, in the 
Rajah of’Tippernh liaving direete<l.his n-taiiiers and ryots to elui'k tin ir piiigicKs, and close 
the passes against them, if praeticahle; ,-ce')iidiy. in the (‘ommi- sioijer of the division 
having called upon Ranee Kalindec and Keojo*iye, the two principal hill zMaiiaUirs in that 
direction, to call out their men and follow up the mutineers, and eitlvT oppose them or 
shut them up in some of tlie clhalla.s through wliieli tiiey would hai e to pii.s ; and thirdly, 
in the dispatch of the detachment of Her Maj!v,ty’s '> !th Regiment to Dacca, with instnie- 
tionsto proceed after them towards Sylhet, or via .'•enijL'iiirrc and Dewfingunge, in the 
direction of Bngwa, according to the nature of the inliuioftlimi Ui.d, may he ivccived nt 
Dacca by the time t lie detachment reached that jilacc, 

26.' A reward of 50 nipees was otfered hy tlie f.'omniis.sioncr for the eaptiire of every 
sepoy; and the Cotntnissionerf*nf Dacca and ('hitfiigonic, and the .Judge of TipjKtrah, have 
bcCrt tt»uested to adopt measuiTs for giving full puhlicity t.o the proclunmtion published 
in' the Gazette of tlic HHli July last, irgawling the apprcliensiou of mutineers and deserters, 
Ofthe prisoners who were liberated from the f.'hitfagongjail, thirty wi:/c reported to have 
bdiln in.

28. Hie Ccamniasioiier very strongly noticed tbe good £9eling evinced ly idie 
population towards Government throu^ the crisis; but the station being a froolieff tOpai;

protect it. In furtherance of this object, and at the fccommeudtdioo of the Loc^ 

ment, the Supreme Government authorized a detacliment of 100 sailors being sant to 
Chittagong. The Commissioner has been informed accordingly, and the Supetintendeot 
of Marine re(]uested to make every arrangement necessary for carrying out Ae naeasnn,! 
An intimation has also been received from the Military Department, that in 6 tniCtioi)$;|b!lf 
the eumly of aims, tents, &c., for this party of seamen had been issued by the (JovaiiH 
ment ef India. ^ 

29. Cuttack Divuion .—The public peace remained unbroken in the three ^striott' ot 
Cuttack division, and in the Tributary Mehals, during the week under re{)ort. 

30. 'J'he Rajah of Killuhcoojuiig was tried by the Magistrate of Cuttack, and 0097 
victod of having in his possession, in contravention of the provisions of Act XVlIl of 
i841, twenty luaunds of gunpowder, besides half a nmund of sulphur, and 3,550 bullets, 
'Phe personal attendance of the Riijuli in Court was insisted upon, and he was fiped 500 
rupees. It was not proved that any hostile designs were entertained by him. It was 
supposed that be was only holding himself in readiness in case anything should necessitate 
bis, acting on the defensive. 

31. A Mahomedan lady of the Pooree district was also charged with having clandQR* 
tinely removed five mnnuns from her house, the interence being that she was going to aid 
tills’ enemies of Government. Alter some search the cannons were discovered in the 
Chilka Lake. The case was under inquiry. It was believed that the lady got frightened 
on hearing of the case de«-ided against tlie Rajah of (’oojung, mid was only trj'ing to get 
rid of the cannons to avoid coming into a similar scra[)e. 

;32. The Magistrati! of lialasorc having applied, through the Commissioner of Cuttack, 
fiw the temporary entertainment of an e.xtra burkundnuze cstublislinient, for the purpose 
of marding tbe jail of that district, the kjiplication was submitted for tlie oonsiaeration 
of tm Supreme Government. 

33. Chota Nagpore Dicinion .—'Plie disturbances in the Pulamow district assumed a 
very serious aspect during the week under report, nearly the whole of the country having 
apparently risen in anns. Lieutenant Graham was bf'sieged by a laqgc body of the insur¬ 
gents at Chiiinporc. Colonel Forster, with the whole of the Shekawattec regimeid« had 
before this been ordered to muroh into Palamow to put down this revolt; but as it was 
obvious that a considerable lime would elapse before be could arrive there, the Militaiy^ 
Department were induced, at the request of the I/wal Government, to anthorize tbe two 
companies of Her Majesty’s lytli Light Infantry to proceetd from Sasseram, where they 
were located, vi& Akbarfsire, to Lieutenant Graham’s relief. The Local Government also 
called upon the Deo Rajiili to contribute his assistance, and co-operate with the English 
troops. The Deputy Magistrato of Sasseram was directed to inform Lieutenant Grahom 
that the object of these movements was nut to wiige war with the insurgents, but to rescue 
him and liis party from their power, and that he must endeavour to fall liack upoa tb 9 
force seat to his aid. 


34. The Supreme Government sanctioned an extra imlice establishment, at a cost of 
741 rupees per month, for the district of Sumbulpoiv, for six months, and subject to a 
report at the expiration of that |)crio(l. 

35. Assam, Arracan, Cnrhar, and Darjeeling .—The province.s of Assam and Arracan 

remained undisturbed during the week, but the mutiny at Chittagoiw has caused a litt)e 
uneasiness in the minds of the jieople in tiic latter. In Cnchar and Daijeeling every^iog 
remained mrfectly tranquil. ' ..r

Special Narrative of Ereuts, dated Deeeniher 111, 18.07, 

1. Patna Diviirioti .—The districts of the I’atiiii Division rennuned iindisturlwd during 
the week ending on the .0th of DecetnlxT ; hut eoiisideruhle ahirni prcvaileil, and even at 
Putna the people were reported tube Keiuling away their women, eliildrcn, and tWinsuTe 
into the interior. The repoited preparation of the ({oniekpore rebels to enter the Bchar 
districts, and the repoi-fed upproach of the Daeea mutiiui-rs and sowtirs of the lltb 
frrcgplars from the eastward, were the cause of tiiis paiiie. The Commissioner of PatiUi 
presst'd for more troops for the proteetion of 'rirluioi, and was informed that the Bengal 
Vconmnry Cavalry .had been ordered to proeetti immediately to tliat district, but that no 
further military aideouUl he atforded in that dinctinn at present. The Ye-gmanvy Cavalry 
■were then at Cya, and the civil autliorities were ilireeted to use every e.vertioii, by furni.shing 
elephants and supplies along the road, to exja-dite tlie maieli of the < ori).s tt) its destination. 
It was determined by the ('ommissioner tliut I’oOsah would he the best place for them to 
take up a position at. l.hider any eirciimstanees lluy were not to he stationed further to 
the eastward than Durhmidah. 

, 2. A copy of a letter from flic .Sujavme GoviTimu'iil, stating that ;i large additional 

force would .shortly be sent into the plains by the N(?pales(r Government, and that this 
force would he directed, in tlu! lirsi instanee, against tlw rebels at. («oruekpore, was 
forwarded to the (’omniiK.sk»iu'r of I’.atna for his information. It was also int,i!nated to that 
ofticer that the force was expected to cross the frontier at Segowlee on or about the IJHh 
December, and tliut he must lx- {)rcpari‘d to utiord promptly any assistance tJiat might be 
required. 

3. The Behar .Mounted Polina iiad reached (I'va; 17 horses were still required for 
mounting the men. The Magistrate of lleliar was mithoriyeil to ptin hase these, paying 
any rca.sotiable price not exceeding .'lOO rupees for each. 

4. The (Commissioner of Patna was iiifonued that the iiceessary orders had hdftn 
issued to the ofliccr in charge of the arsenal for supplying the gun-carriages and ummuht- 
tion indented for liy Lieutenant Dobbin, in eliarge of the llaid<5|ior(: entrenchment. 

An application received from the CmumissioiK r of I’iUna, r idieitiug sanction to the 
entertainment of u marching establisliment for the S.irun liehl force, as per margin,* was 
forwarded to the Govei-nment of India in t.lie Home Department for eoiisideration and 
orders. 

G. The Commissioner of Patna having reiiuested tlie emdii inalioii by (gove rnment of 
the appointment, by (.’aptaiu Sothehy, of Lieut« nant H. (oant to tlie eliargi of the military 
treaRurc-chest at Sewan, and projiosed the ajipointuienf of anotlier odiecr to piaform 
similar duties with the (ioorklia troops, was informed in n ply lluil the ;!|t[toin1meiits in 
question being purely military, ought fo he made by lln' D.'"igadler eominamling the divi¬ 
sion ; and that, after they had Imen .so made, tlie, Colle<;lor of Sarun might he ordiTcil to 
furnish the necessary funds tor the ehests in rpiestion. 

7. The (Commissioner of Patna having reported on ih'- imtitii - ot the steamer 
“Pattia’’ for the imrposes of a lei ry-hoat, owing to her defeciiw ■ oiist ruelion, was aptho- 
risted to carry out some alterations suggested by him, as Is iiig ah-.ulutely rieec.-isary to 
render her of any service at tlie present crisi.s; and iIk' Supciiiitcmh n) ol Marine wa.s 
informed that the defects of the vessel reticcled anything Imt ei edii. on tin; ofli<;f,r cnlnwtwl 
with her construction. 

8. A court of inquiry held at .Moteeharee ujioii (iooli-Lm Klnui, Woordie-Major of 
the 12th Irregular Cavalry, and the nati\<' doi tor, ami two other nu n of thajt regiment, 
whom Mr. Baikc.s, the .loint Magistrate of .Mofeeiian e, su 't eclcd of being Implicated in 
the mutiny of that coqis, and the munler of it^ ((/inmaiifling oflicer, had reported that no

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evidence bad been farnisbed, nor any direct charge advanced against the [msooeia; hot. 
Mr. Raikos jwi'sisted iti reiterating tlie grouod.s of lii« suspicion, and urging that, tii« 
nanicH of the accused parties sliould In; struck off the l olls of their regiment. 'iHie Com» 
niissioncrof I\itna therefiav; brought tlie subjeet to llic notice of Government, and waa 
informed in reply, that the Lieutenant-fJovernor concujTcd witli him in thinking that tlie 
service performed by the Woordie-Major in saving the child of Dr. Garner, and tlw 
timely notice given by the native Doctor to that gentleman, which might have saVed hia 
life if be had availed himself of it, instead of being pi-oofc of their complicity in the ranUoy 
of the regiment, or in the niurd(*r of Major Holmes, which they were held by Mr. Raikes 
to be, established not only their innocence, but n claim to be considered to liave merged 
well of the State. 

9. The acknowledgments of tlu* IJiutenunt-Govcrnor were communicated to Baboo 
Bishenprocuu.s Marain Sing, zemindar of Soorsuud, in reply to a j»etition .submitted by 
him, enumerating the services he had rcmlercd towards the protection of the district of 
Tirhoot. 

10. Fourteen persons were tried under Act XVI of 1857, in the district of Baton, 
during the month of October last, one of whom was sentenced to sixteen years’ imprison¬ 
ment, one to inijnisoninent for seven years, one for five yeai-s, six for tln-ee years, and five 
acquitted. 

11. lihaiKjiiliiorr Divisiun. —All n'lnained <piiet in tlic districts of the Bhangulpure 
Division and in tlic Sonthal IVrgniinahs during tlie week. 

12. Mr. Tide left l{hiiugnl|iore on the 2t)th Noveinher, with a dclaehmcnt of the 5th 
Fusiliers from Monghyr, and arrived at Pnrncah on the 1st December. Before proceeding* 
to Kishenginigc, which he was de.sirous to do, as being the point from whieh the sevend 
roads leading into tin* district could he ini).st effeetiially watched, he thought it advisable 
to communicate with the oflieer eoimiianding the r3r<l Native Iiiliiutry at .Idpigoree, lest 
his sudden arrival iniglit have any had effect on the men of that regiment. Hearing, 
however, that the Dacca nuif iiieers hud idready crossed the Bcrhanipootcr, and were marching 
direct on Jelpigoie*', and that a Ihiropeim force from Darjeeling had already arrived at 
Titslyn, he detcrniined to advance at once. While at Kishenguiige he learnt that 50 
sowiu^ of the 1 Ith Jrregidar Cavalry liad dcserfod from Jcipigorec on the night of the 4th 
December, and gone olfin tlic direction of Dinagepore. 

13. Of the 200 I’urhutealis enlisted hy Mr. Kerry in the north of I’nrncal), 107 were 
reported to have mnrehed into the .station. 

14. I'he SontlmLs wlio at lirst had declined to take service as sepoys, were reported 
by the Commissioner to have latterly shown some disposition to eidist; twenty-three liad 
already joined as recruits, and juore were expected to come in as soon us the paddy crop 
wfui ripe. 

15. Rajshuhijr niplsin?!. —No disturhanccs occurred anywhere within the Rajshabyc 
Division during tlie week under report; hut eonsiderahle excitement was felt in almost 
all the districts, and cs|)eeially in those towards tlic east, in consequence of the movements 
of the Dacca and (-'hittagong mutineers. 

IG. After leaving the neighhourliood of Mymensing on the 25lh November, die 
Dacca mutineers were seen near .lamalpore on the 27th, and at Dewangunge andBhowaoi- 
gunge on the day following. .-Vt tlic latter plaec they attenq'ted to cross the Bewhtuu'- 
{lootcr, hut failed owing to tlie darogah having carried off all the boats to the other side 
«>f the river. Eventually, lioweii'r, they succi'eded in cros.sing the river on the 30th 
November at C’liiliiiuree ghaut, south of Uugwa, and about fourteen miles north of 
Dewangunge. They then proceeded to Buxeegimgc, and were said to bt* proceeding still 
in a northerly direi'tioii towards .leljngorce. On the 5th December the Mi^iatrate of 
Ruiigpore roported tijat tliey left Deiiohutti'e on the 2nd, and were supjiosed to he going 
to Bhoolan. They were plutulering tlic shops and ha/ars in every direction, and had shot 
a police burkundun/e near ('hilmavee ghaut. detachment of the 73rd Regiment, with a 
troop of the 1 Ith Irregular Cavalry, and some Goorkha recruits, hiul gunc.out from Jelpi' 
goree to intercept tlieni. Captain fiirzon s party, composed of Europeans and Goorkhas, 
had come down from Piiukaliarry, and arrived at Jelpiguroe on the 6th December. 

17. At Dinageporo everything was quiet, and there was soircely any cash in the hiuida> 

of the Collector to tempt the mnUneers to attack that station. All was quirt, also, at' 
Jelpigorcc; the men of the 73rd Regiment, on being told of tlie mutiny of their oomnu^, 
having evinced no appan'ut synipatliy for them, and having readily joined in the cxpeifition 
which went out to attack them. ^ 

18. At Kuugporo authorities wore mepared, os ffw as the means at their disposal 
would admit of it, to resist the mutineers if they visited the station; but it was not expertad 
that they would do so, as they had avoided attacking the stations of Myrnensing and Ja^fd*; 
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pm. The hdks ind cbiiidren, However, had been removed firom be^ the Rungfim and 
Dmagepm stations. 

19. Mr. Ravenabaa', with ht« party of Enropcan gentlemen from Pabna, leaciiert 

Senggongc on the 29tli November. Very considerable alarm was felt »t that «lwt!l<)«'‘ 
among the native popnlation previous to their arrival, but their presence stirred, in a ahtirt' 
time, to restore confidence. The European residents they found assembled at the hottwa 
rtf Mr. Barry, which was further gsirrisoncd by a party of European sailors, with ' 
4»p©undc^uns, all quite prepared to give the inutincMirs a warm reception. ' 

20. The appro^tion of Govennnent has been conveyed to Air. Kavenshaw for the 
activity and decision evinced by him in the measures taken for the protection of the Settgw 
giinge station." ITie thanks of the LicutenaiiKJovernor have also been conveyed to atl" 
the gontlemeu who accompanied Inm thither. 

21. The Magistrate of Dinaporc was authorized to incur and defrey any reasonnbtis' 
ex))ebditare necessary for the proiier uccoiumodation of the sailois ordered up to thlM; 
station. 

22. The (.'ommissioncr of Rajsliahye reported that a horse-dak had lioen established 
from Beauleah to Bograh, and tlicncei towards llungpore, and also through Dinageporo to 
Titalya, with the view of obtaining early intelligence. 

23. Biirdmin Division. —The distrii-ts of Ihe Burdwan Division remained us tranquil 
as usual. 'J’roops hatl been going up by rail from Howrah almost daily during the week, 
and the Magistrate of that di.sfrict reporti'd that the effect of the pijphibitory measures 
adopted regarding the supply of liquor to tin; men had been most siitisfactory. 

24. Nuddm Division. —^Thc Commissioner of Nuddea brought to the notice of Govern¬ 
ment a representation from the Joint Magistrate of Baraset, that very great outrages were 
being committed by the recruits and Kuru[>ean soldiers at Barrackporc, who were foieibly 
breaking open the houses and cnh‘ring the zenanas of respeotnhie men and insulting 
the women found there ; and- that these proceedings were crciating a very strong feeling 
u^inst them, whicli might lead to a distni hance. A copy ol’ the C'ommissioinrr's letter 
was forwarded to tlu^ Military Dejiartment for, eonsidenilion and oiilers, and an intimation 
was received from that Department, in reply, that a letter had larn addressed to the 
Deputy .‘\djutant-(Jcneral of the .\rniy, dir«>eting the immediate adoption of measures fbr 
the jireventiop of the outrages compiained of, and (he submission of a report, ol the 
proceedings taken by General Hearsi'y. 

2j, The Lieutenant-fJovernor authorized the temporary etnidoyment of the establish¬ 
ment noted in the margin* at thannuh Nnhobgunge, in Burtiset, tor the prevention of the 
outrages noticed above. 

26. Calcutta. —^AVith the c.vrepfion of a ft^w disturhanees in the Htr<*etj, caused by 
drunken soldiers and sailors, the city of Calcutta i-emained perfectly quiet and tranquil. 
There was one street-row on the night of .‘snnduy tin; 29tli November, in which fight 
took place between several hundreds of sailors and s<»ldiers at Bow Bazar. The Marino 
Prdice, recently organized by the Commissioner of I’oliee, were Immght ont on this oeea- 
sion, and they soon succeeded in elcaring tlur stieel.s. anti taking the ringleaders into 
custody. In another street-row which took placse on the evening of the 2nd Deeertitrer, 
cne of the )x>lico inspectors was severely injured by some of the 79th Highlanders, who 

- went captured and made over to tficir legiment, whiidi left Calcutta the next morning. 

27. Dacca Division, —All was quiet in the distihtls of the Dacca Division during the 
wtek under report. There was .some panic felt in tlie Fui reedpoi-c rlistrici, owing to the 
propagation of a rumour to tire elFcct that the Go,'eminent had antliorizr'd tin* eompulsoiY 
cnlutment of recruits for the army, and that men h.-id arrived fhci e from Calcutta fo carry 
oat the scheme; but the .foint Magistiiitc Irad taken jirompt measures to disalmsc the 
minds of the ])eopic on this point. 

28. ;\t Sylhet no satislactory intelligence had been received up to the last day of the 
week regarding the-movements of the Chittagong mutinwrs. Mr. .Mien, who had I»c6n 
directed by the Ixical Government to undertake tlic duty of dii'<rfing the movements of 
the detachment of Her Majesty’s .Mtk Regiment on their re aching tliat place, had arrived 
there himself from Chorra Foonjee ; and the head-fjuarters of tin- ,Syllt< t .Lidit Infantry hud 
abo been removed thither, with two 6>pouiider guns hi-onght from Silcnar; but it was 
desbted if ihe mutineers would visit that place at all, and the [>euple of Sylliet had evinced 
no eympathy for them. 

29. The detachment of the Mth Regiment started from Dacca on flic 4th Deccmbei*, 
for Chaba^ra, a little above Bugwah Bazar. 

.< - 90. Ine Magistrate of Bockergungo having proposed to entertain an extra guard and 

■ 1 Eoropesa tl 100 rupee*; S oddiiieoal bntkiinrl«a*«, at C riqiee* eacli, 30 rupee*, ‘total, 



jwlice force for the seenrity of his station, was informed that as Burrisaiil was no loogSr 
riunger from l!ic ii^utinecrs there appeared to be no further necessity for adopting any 
extmordiimry measures for its defence. 

31. Twenty mutineers, who were apprehended, or had voluntarily given themselves 
up, were tried under Act XVIIl of 1K57, by the Sessions Judge of Dacca, and found 
guilty. Ten were sentenced to death, and (he nrst to transportation for life. 

‘A2. ('hitlayong Divisim. —Very little ueeurate information was received of the move> 
inents of tlic C'liittagoiig mutineers, hi eonsenuence of the roads through the hills being 
little known. The accounts ^vhicli were fnriuslied stated that, after crossing the J'enny at 
Raraghiir Ghaut on tlie Jilnd November, they [iroeeeded to Oodeyporc, and thence 
towards Agurtollah, the presi iit residence of tlic Rajah of.'l’ipperah; that they were stopped 
at Sankhula, on the 2ud Deeendici', by a iiumher of men sent by the R:gah to prevent 
their further progress in that direetiun ; and that they Ihereuiwn turned to the west, 
entering the ('ompany’s territories again at or near .Mogra, and making their way thence 
towards Singaf Hill, w liieh lies about one and a half day’s journey to the uoilh of Coininilhdt, 
and would liring them on the <Iireet route to Sylhet. By the latest accounts received they 
were still continuing their march towards Sy lhet, but keeping along Uie edge of the 
hills. 

.‘13. 'I'lu; accounts received furtla r staled, that liicy ware travelling with little or no 
baggage, and were not pressed for provisions, with wliieh they weie abundantly sujiplied 
hy the people, pa^’ug lilierally for all they took. The. Kookii's were aiding them, by 
currying their liaggagi', and eutting a path for them tlirougli the jungles. 'I’liey wa-i-e, 
however, stated to be very mueli dislieartened, and mil in a eoiidilion to proceed by forced 
litarebes, ami it was expected that the detacliment of Her Maje.sty’s o Ith Regiment, which 
left Dacca tlir Sylhet, ou the 4tti Deceinlicr, iiould ^fill lie in time t.o intercept them. 

34. 'I’hc tiircc Govciihik iiL clepliaiils, wbicii were taken away liy the mutineers, have 
bet'n recovered. A good miiiilier of the pri'oneis, abo, ali'ait llo in miniber, had 
retuvnwl, or weri' eaiiglit and sent in. and more were being brought in daily ; and Govern¬ 
ment treiisurtt iiad been n'eo\i.red, to llu' exr. nt ut abo'.e lll,t)t)() niiiee.s. 

3,'). 'i\vo persons were tried at I'liitt.moiig, muk'r \et XV II of 18o7, iluring the week 
under wport, of whom one was -.enloneed to detitli, ami (•.xeeiited, ami tlu' other sentenced 
to impri.sonment for life. 

•‘16. 'I'lie iSuperinleridi iit of Marine iiaving re|inrted tliiit the parly of seamen, whichhe 
hud been orderccl to raisv' tea' employment in the ( liitlagong district, would be ready' in the 
course of three or four days, ami reipiestcd to lu- informed if they might he dispatched on 
board the steiuncr “ Dallunisie,” wliieh wa.s under orders to proceed to Rantroon, was 
authorised to* send Iticm hy that vessel. 'I'ho iiceessary orders were issued to the Inspector- 
General of Ortluaucc for tlic su]>[)ly of iiniis, ammunition, and tents, for the use of these 
sailorti. 

37. Mr. .^amly.', Magistrate (»f Tipperah, having left his district, and proceedetl to 
Dami, on the supj)o.sed appmaeli ol' the t'liittagong umtineei’s, the Commissioner of 
Chittagong was direeled to call on him for an expiaiialioii, and to suspend him at once if 
it should appear tlml lie bad taken this f.tep witliout sutllcii'ut cause to justify it. 

38. Cutliivk nil —'I'be public peace ri'iiiaiiK'd umlisturlK’d in the districts of the 

Cuttack Division and in the Triluitarv .Vlclials. 

39. The Comiitissioiier of Cuttack reported the disiiii.ssal of one subadar, two 
havildars, and one naik, ol tiie Orissa I’aik Cainipaiiies, for insubordination, and .attempting 
to I'xcite discontent and iiisulioniination among the men of the corps. .Mr. Coekbuifi’s 
proc(;edings were approved hy the l.ii uteiiant-lioveinor. 

40. I’hotii yiigim'r.- rUe state of all'airs iii Ralamow had not improved ; Lieutenant 
ffi'aliam was strongly postial within tlie walls ot the 'rii.ikoorea Rughoobur Dial Singes 
Jvsidencc. but he was sumamded by the rebels, who weii' layiug the country waste on all 
sides. On the 'Jlst November the number of the insurgents was reckoned at about 2,0UU, 
but they' bud inctva.sed to double that iiuuilicr bv the lltilli, la-sides u rc.serve hodv of 
2,000 men, sjutl to be jiostetl a mile in the rear oi‘ bis ))iisitiua. Up to the 30th, however, 
niftiglitiiig had taken jilaee, and on that d.ile the insur^rents were reporterl to be falling off 
Lieutenant (iruliam liaxiug expressed .in uiiwilliiune.s to retire, lest it should serve to 
eoeourage the ixbels, and endanger the lives of some fiOO or 4tK) women and children, who 
were a.ssemhled for proti'etioii in the 'riuikoorea’s house, has been peremptorily directed to 
fall back, when he eaii. on the party sent to relieve him, advancing again hereafter, upon 
the arrival of the Shekawattees in that (piartcr. 

41. (.)n the 27th of Novemher .Me.ssr.s. Grundy and Malzcr, employed by the Coal 
epmpanv at Rulatnow. were re|K>rte'<l to Imvo lieen uftucked at Rajarah by a pa,rty of about 
5,000 Bhogtah.s, tVom whom they narrowly csca]wd with their lives. It was stated that

ii^re vftp nbout 40*8^^ among the assailants, and tliat many of the labels wero aimed 
wth tnstohlocks.- • 

43- Major Colter's' detachment, which was ordmid to pnKiced^ to the neitef, ttf 
lieutenant Graham, crossed the Soane six miles south of Akbarfiore on the HOtit of 
November. A letter was also received from Colonel Forster, dated the 1st Deoeinbef, 
Ksporting that he had received the olders directing liim to prowed to Paluiuow, and would 
lose nodirae in commencing his march. The Commissioners of ('hotu Nagpore and 
have been directed to furnish the latter with every infonnution and assistance in their 
power. 

43. In the Suinbulimrc district bodies of men arc rojmrli-d to he again iussembUng in 
diiferent directions. For scvoml days the Calcutta and Bombay mails wens obstructed on 
the road west of Sumbulpoi'o; and two dfik-houscrs w»'rft burnt d(twn by tlic rebels, i 
Captain licigh urged the necessity of furthc^r nssistanw being sent to him. I)ut tin- Commui- 
sioncr of Cbotu Nag|wiit' was of opinion that there weiv troops enough at Sumbulpore 
already to put down any disturbanci' in that quarter. 

44. The ivport of the murder t)f Dr. Moore,was eoiitirincd, hut the Superintendeut of 
the Tributary Melmls had received ^intelligence of the safety (»f .Mr. Hansom, who had 
escaped into the jungles when atlaoketl. and was afterwards kindly I’Ceeived and prottH.'ted 
by the Rajah of lleraheole. 'I'he sus])ieion of the Kujtiii of Iteiaheole having been 
concerned in the attack made upon them, ajqieareil to he wilhotit foundation; on the 
contrary^ on the iirri\ixl of the, travellers at his place, the rajah had warned llietn of thqir 
dangt?r, and endeavoured to tlissuade tln'tii from |)roeei‘ding further. 4'hc allegation that 
he and the Rajah of Bamndi had lent their pinks to the insurgents was being inquired 
into. 

40. The district of Mannhlioom was perfectly trampiil during the w'«.*ek. In the 
district of Siaghhoom the eondnet of Uijoon Sing of I’orahat was still imsatisfae.tory. He 
had not, as dire«;k«l. presented hims<>lf at Cliyehassa, anti was rejnirled to tie entirely in 
tiie hands of his Klewan, ftir whose capture a reward of '»() rupees had laast ofiered on 
.recount of previous di linqueney. and who was said to he alteiujiting to raise llie Coles. 
The Senior Assistant Coinmi.ssioner had proceeded on ;m e.vpedititm against tlio rebels 
.at the head of a party of Sikhs, from tlie detaeliment stationed at Cliyehassa. and after 
c,nptnring Juggo Dowan, who w.is tried under .Act XIVOf ix.'>7, and capitally punished, 
he attacked the stronghold of I'riooii Sing himself, and took possession of it, nol however 
till Urjoon Sing had succeeded in etfe<-ting Ins escape into tlie iieighhouring jungles. 
After these proceedings, the people of the eoimlry wcie l•ep^)rfe(l to have* sidmiitfed with 
cheerfulness and alacrity. 'I’he siaxices rendertsl to Lieutenant Birch hy tlie parties 
named in the margin,* with t he rewards he projiosisl to he given totheni.have been hrought 
to the notice of the Govermnent of India, with the remark that the services ol' the Utgah 
of Serai Ki'llah have already been handsomely ackimwi- dged hy the (ioveriiment of India 
by the grant of khillut, wliieh, hitherto kept hack mi a< eimnt of some subseiptent repre¬ 
sentations submitted by Lieutenant Birch, will now hr In .slowed upon him. 

4(5. Tlie Rajah of Keorijur reportetl ha\’iie.r sent o'lB paiks to Chyeljassa, in obedience 
to an order he had recHved from Lieutenant Birch. 

'47. TIh: (’ummis.sionca' ol' CJiota Nagpore siilniiitted a report from Mr. George, 
Sub-.Assistant (kmunissioner ol Jhi/,areehiuigh, oii the results of an expedition imdcrlaken 
by him with a detar’hment of tlie Bengal jioliee ballslion, under LieukTiiaiit liarle, to the 
sccne.s of the disturbances following on tin; mufiny in the vicinity ol’ (ioloh, Gornea, ttc. 
Several of the rebels, it appears, were hunted down and killed, and ; ome villagi s burnt t) 
the ground ; but the pfreater jiortion of the rebels found refncri'in the hills east, of Gololi, 
and on the Soogoo hilt. 

45. Nineteen persons were tried hy the {'omini«sioiuT of Cliota Nacporc, under 
Act XVI of 1857, during the month of Oetolier, of whom tiiree were sentenced to 
fourteen years’ imprisonutent, thirteen to imprisoiiiiient for seven years, and three 
acquitted.

52. Darjeeling.—AM was quiet at Darjeeling, but the Superintendent thought thirt 
news of tlie Dacca mutineers being en route to Jelpigoree, would probably cause soi^ 
excitement in the Morung. 

63. General rttbjeeta .—A reference having been made to the Government of India in the 
Foreign Department, regarding the enlistment of hill-men at Darjeeling, and the Foreign 
Department calling for further explauatiuii as to the nature of the acheme intended to be 
rairii'd out, it was intimated, in reply, that the scheme of raising station piords for police 

E uiposes ha<l already received the sanction of tlie Government of India in the Home 
iepurtment, and that the only point upon whicli orders were requested was whether wjy 
political objection existed to the enlistment of hill-mcn, the subjects of the Nepal Goveru- 
inent, for service in tlie plains. 

54. An intimation was received froib the Military Department, and commanicated to 
the Commandant of the Bengal Police Battalion, that the Government of India had sanc¬ 
tioned the corresjionding pay and allowances of tlic line to all ranks of the Bengal Police 
Battalion. 

55. The (Jummissioner of Patna having sulmiitted a report from Lieutenant Brown, 
Superintendent apd Paymaster of Native Pensioners at Benares, Dina pure, and Monghyr, 
on the steps taken (in furtherance of the orders of the Supreme Government on the 
subject) to cull in the military pensioni'rs in Bchar, with the view of striking off the names 
of those who failed to present tiiemselves, a eopy of the same was forwarded to the Govem- 
incnt of India in flic Military Department. 

.'id. Tlic Inspector of Jails wa.s furnished with a eopy of a letter received from the 
Hume Depurtmeut, direeling that no persons convicted of mutiny, descTtion, or rebellion, 
and sentenced to imprisomnenl or fransjiortation, were to he sent, at present, to any of 
the convict settlements beyond seas : hut that all such .should be kept in the Ali(>ore jail 
until further instructions. ( 

57. .A communicaf ion was received from the Foreign Department, intimating that the 
Circular Order issued for preventing the siihjeets of foreign States from pniceeding to the 
interior of tlie country had relerencc to ICuropeun fbi eigncrs coining from beyond the aea, 
and not to the,8ubjecte of Native States in allianee witli the (fovernmunt of India. .Acopy 
of these orders was forwarded to the Commissioner of Patna, upon whose requisition the 
matter had been referred to the Supreme Government. 

58. The (Joininissioner of Patna linving requested to he informed how he was to deal 
with claims to compensutiou preferred by certain lesidcnts of Gya, wlio had suffered from 
the late outbreak, was n-fenvd to paragraph 4 of the Rcsoiutiou of the Goverument of 
India in the Financial Department, dated the 1.3tli November, for his guidance. 

59. The Commissioner of Patna having intimated that the steamer “Jumna.” after 
landing Lieutenant Batt, Imlian Navy, and his nnni and guns, at Buxur, left for Calcutta 
on the 22nd instant; a eopy of his letter was forwarded to the Government of India in 
the Home Department. 

(iO. I'he Commissioner of Patna submitted an e.\plauutioii from Mr. Woodcock, 
Collector of Patna, in regard to the delay whieli took place in [iroviding* the detachment of 
the lOth Foot with carriage on the oeeu.siuu of their niureh from Dinapore toBenareai 
and was told, in reply, that the explanation reiuleivd was far from being satisfacton', and 
that a recurrence of such neglect of duty on .Mr. M’oodcock’s part would lead to his 
removal from his post. A copy of this correspondence was forwarded to the Government 
of India. 

61. The Superintendent of Carriage and Supplies having been informed by the 
Deputy Quartcrinastcr-Gencnd of the .Army that no regiments were to march by tile 
Gmid Trunk Road in the month of December, ivjiorted iiaving dismissed 1.500 hired 
carts, which was approved ; it being intimated to him tiiat he need keep only carts enot^ 
fry two regiments.

At SylhM 
Mr. Allen hud taken e\eiy jmcaution for the protection of the district; he bad Also 
written to Captain MeCidloch, at Miinipore, to A\arn the Muniporc Government to be 
prepared to attack the fiigiti\ 0 '. should they find their way into his territories 

25. Detailed iiistrm'tioiis had prc'viously been eonvejed to flic Commissioned of 
Dacca, in regaid to the moveiiieiits of the detachments of Her Majesty’s 54th Reghnent 
after their amval at Dueea, and these were’ coinmnnicated by that officer, in writing, to 
the militaiy officer in command of the defacement, in accordance with the directions 
received from the Mititary Dejmrtinenl. 

26. Chittagong ninsion —The districts of the Chittagong division were perfect^ 
(juiet; the latest? information received at Tipperah, of the movements of the ChittagiMg 
inutincers. was, that tlu'y wi're still shut up in the Tipperah hills.

It was Captoht 
Leigh's firm conviction that the insurroctiou would not be eifeetually put dpwn tttriees 
B 0 re’‘tlO<m were sent to bis aid. The Commissioners of ('bota Nag{)ore andCutUU^ 
dso vatijett the necessity of strengthening Captain Leigh, remarking pattienhoriy on tim 
ps«dlty,af ofihiers at Sumbulpore; and Mr. Cockbura mentioned having already written 
to tlm in the hill trads of Orissa, and the Agent to the Government of Fort 
9t. Qaovgoat Gonjam, for the transfCT of a body of Sebundtos for service in that dist^.

—7'hc peace of the town of Calcutta rmnained unbroken during the 
week. The Commissioner of the Calcutta police reported having directed all punch-houses 
and liquor-shojis to be closed every day at fi p.m. 

27. Twtt European sailors, tried for stabbing a police ehowkedar. and murdering 
another, were ac<iuitted by the .Iiiry of llie Supreme Court, in opjiosition to the clearest 
evidence, and the summing up of tlic presiding .bulge in favour of a oonvictiou. 

28. For some time past, one of tiie European setjeants of the Calcutta police had, at 
the request of the Military Secretary to the {Joveruor-Ceneral, l)een employed every night 
in patrolling round the Government House, to prevent the sepoy sentries on duty lieing 
assaulted by Europeans, which, hefoii' (his was done, had become a matter of almost nightly 
occurrence. 

29. 'J'he Ciovcrnnu'ut of India in the Military Dc'partinent b.iving requested that some 
inquiries might he instituted into the particulars of a ease in which a native was charged 
with having stolen .a medal from a soldier of the 79lh Highlanders, and upon beitig 
convicted, wn.s sentenced by the Magistrate to six wc'eks’ impiisonmc'iit only ; a report on 
that and another similar ease was .submitted by iMr. Hume, and forwarded to the Milittlry 
Department. 

. 30. Dacca 7Jtfi.s70«. -The districts of the Dacca division remained undisturbed during 

the week. 

31. At the eomiimieemcut of the week, the mutineers of the 34th Native In&ntiy 

were still in the'Pipiterah Hills. The direction in whiclt they were marching, howevef, 
left it no longer «loul)tl‘ul that it was their intention to mak<r their w'ay to Mnnipore; 
and this supjiosition was eontirmed by report.s brought in by spies who had visited their 
camp, who .stated that all the inquiries of the fugitivi's related to the roads leading thither. 
On the 1.5th of December they deseended from the Tipjierali Hills, and attadted Iflld 
plundered the police Ibannuli, at Hingajeah, and the ninonsiffs’ and putwarrics' cntch^rribs 
at that place. • 

32. Tlic delaebmeut of Her Majesty’s .54th Foot, being much eneumbered with tettf^; 
and baggage, was advancing very slowly, and was tiot expeeled to reach Sylhet tiH thet 
19th. Under these cireiimstaiiei's, it Iwinc: evident that this force would be unable to' 
overtake the mutineers, if the conjecture as to the route they would follow was correct^ 
Mr. Allen determined at om:i^ to send out tlie hcad-tpiarters of the Sylhet Light lofiuitry 
battalion to Perbatghur, a place sixty or seventy miles from the station, near which the 
mutineers could not avoid pmssiiig, if they eoiitinue<l their mareh towards CachaT attrf 
Munipore. 1’ho battalion started aeeordingly on the 15th, and expected to reach' 
Perlmtghur in three marches. 

33. IVo of the mutineers were captured l)y the police of Noakhally and tlie villagertr,' 
and on being interrogated, .stut('d, that on leaving C'hittngong, the detachment had intended 
t> proceed to Delhi; hut hearing that the road to tlie north-wt'st had been closed'byl 
Eurojwan.s, they were then marching ea.stwnrd, in tlie hope of ivaehing Munipotej tthlf' 
obtaining the protection of the Rajah of that country. 

34. Mr. Allen having strongly represented the inexpediency of attempting to dharm 

the Sylhet l.iglit Infuntiy battalion, the IJeutenant-ffovcrnor recommended' to 
Government of India that the matter should he left entirely to the discretion 
officer, and this wa.s approved of by the Supreme Govcrimient. ‘ ' J

39. Up to the 19th December, 14,1G3 rupees 4 anna.s 10 jtiec luid been recoveted of 
the sum plundered from the Treasury, and 14G of the prisoners released fi-om Ihe jail had 
been recamured. 

40. The party of seamen sent to Chittagong arrived at tliat station on the evening of the 
6th of December. The arrangements rt‘porte<i to have been mn<le. for their aceommodation 
were approved. The Commissioner was directed to take mcasunis for victualling them, in 
OOmmunication with the Superintendent of Marino, tis hud been done in the case of all the 
other Marine brigades, and not through the Commissariat Department; it being desirable 
that all the expenses on account of these brigades should be shown in the a(!<»>unts of one 
Dqiartment. 

41. Cuttack DivUiioH. —The public peace ri'inuined unhniken in the districts of the 
Cuttack division and in the Tributary Mehals ; hut tlu' Superintendent of the Tributary 
Mehals re{K)rted that endeavours were being rnaile to iiicilc the S;inthtils of Mohurbhuug 
to rebellion, by a person desc‘rib(;d us having conn* from the west, who was said to Iw^ 
assembling the people at feasts, and endeavouring by such inenns to ingratiate himself and 
get them to listen to liis proposals. Tlic Magistrate of Balasore had tfeputed tlje most. 
inteUigeut of his darogahs and the mooktear of the linjah of Mohinbliuug to investigate 
the matter on the spot, and was vested with the powers of a ('oiniuissioiier iiiuhTAet XIV 
of 1857, to enable him to deal promptly and decisively with any cases that might 
arise. 

42., Chota 'Naypore Division. —^'fhe latest uecounts fnun I’ulaniow statcvl that tho 
insurgents had fallen hock, the seizure of Dahee Box Roy. hy I.i<‘Ulenant (irahum, having 
result^ in the breaking up of the rebellion, (aptuin Dalton, however, thought that the 
insurgents had not dispersed, but had only rcfreatcrl afbM- doing all the mischief they 
could with impunity, and that tliey were ready for another outhn'ak whenever an oppor¬ 
tunity might occur, lie also mentioned that two proclaiinod relxds, Gunput Roy and 
Biasenath Thukoor, were still lurking in the hills and jungles bordering on Pulainow, and 
intriguing with the retreating itisnrgents for tlu; ))urpose of exciting tlu^n to make forays 
into the district of Chota Ntigpore. I’lie Surhurakur of Sii goojah had <!(mu; ft»rward with 
800 lighting men to u{ihold the authority of Government in I’alauiow. 'i'lie Deo liajah 
hod aim Btartetl in that direction ; and Lieutenant Graham, under tlu; altert;d eireumstances 
o^his position, was authorized, at the suggestion (d' C^'i])tniu Dalton, to hold on, witli the 
apustance of the friendly Chiefs, till the arrival of the Madras ildles in that direetbn 
wabled him to resume the offensive. 

43. The sanction of the Supreme Goveriiinent to the retention of the s<Tvict!S of 
lieutenant Graham, as an extra .Junior Assistant in the Chotii NaKpore Division, for a 
period not exceeding three montlxs, wu.s eominuiiieutiMl to the (,'oinmissioi!i;r. 

44. An account of the marcli of the l5urop<‘an force under .Major C(»tler, on tins road 
t<),Cbynepore, in PalamtJW, Was submitted hy the Deputy Magistrate ol‘ Sasseram, who 
acoonipanied the force.

India. 

48. In rejdy to a letter received from him, reporting particulars connected witli the 
dispo.snl of the clepbaiits prncur«‘d by him for the public service, and requesting orders for 
the retention of t\u» of them at .Sutnltulporc. and tbc despatch of three others to tliat place, 

. Mr. Cockburn was informed, that for tbc present lie nm.st consider the requirements of 
Sumbulporc to be paramount to all other demands, and make the affairs of that district his 
chief care.

The Superintendent \\u.s at the same time infonneil. with refeifiice to his apjtUcation for 
more troops, that there wi>re none at present avuilalile which could be sent to his assistance;

58. General Suhjecls .—A eomplainl having been made by Messrs. Laqient, Saunders, 
and Co., threngh the C’luimher of C^nninerie, relative to the Seizure of some carts in 
employ by the Calcutta police, on tlie occasion of the ninrch of Her Majesty’s 29th Bc»gi- 
raent to Bannidquire, on the evening of the 18th November, it w’as ascertained, alf^ 
inquiry', that the instance in question wa.s tlic first in which the police liad been oalloii^:

Patna Dicision.- TIk' districts of th(' Patna division remained undisturbed during 
the week (mding on tTie 2Gth December, IS'i7. 

2. The head-<|n!irters of the llengal Police Battalion arrivi il at \rrah on the morning 
of the 23rd December. The static ot !<hahabud, a.s i-eportcd by the Magistrate, was not 
altogether satist'actfjry. The portion under the immediate eontrol of the Magistrate was 
(jnict, but the ryots were withholding their rents, imticij»atiog, pcrha])s, that the standard 
of rebellion might yet be raised again ; while in tlie sub-division of Sasseram, disaffection 
was more openly prevalent, and outrages on life and proi»erty were being perpetrated with 
impunity. 

3. The rebel sow.'irs of the I lib Irregular Cavalry having crossed over into the 
Nepal Tend, and afterwards movc'd otf in a westerly direction, it was proposed by 
Mr. Damjticr that Major Richardson should move to Bela Moeh Puckownee, on the 
Nepid frontier, with the view of intereepting them. But Major Ritdmrdson anticipating 
that the rebels were nioi'i* lik(dy to attempt to eros!- the Gauges at Barb, than to inaac for 
Chumparun, took up a position with the main body of his corps at Simree, on the 
road between Moztjfferpore and Durbungali, leaving one troop with fifty Sikhs at Poosah 
for the protection of the stud. 

4. Accounts received from Goruekpore mentioned that Mushruff Khan had attacked 
and plundered Gopalpore, the Rajah of wldeh jilace had fled across the river; and that 
there were 1,00(1 insurgents at Gupalpon* and Burliee. about an equal number at Bonsee 
nearly l,.'i00 at 'I'umkoot Pudrownee, 1,000 at Myrwa, and .'iOO or (iOO, with ten guns, at* 
(ioruckpoVe. Five hundrt'd sepoys were also stated to have arrived at Goruekpore recently, 
some of whom were with arms, and otliers without them. The rebels, moreover, we^ 
reported to he pressing carts for immediate service. 

5. An intimation was received from the .‘supreme Government in the Home Depart- 
ment, sanctioning the entertainment of tlx; c.vtra police force noted in the margin,t ftofU 
tho date of the entertainment of the men till they ore no longer required.

g iro should be encouniged to deiiosit monev there, in e\<‘hange fiir drafts on Cuttack, was 
rwarded to tlie Commissioner for his opinion. 

27. Uiiiuterrupled traiupiillily ptevailed in the di'.triet of Mauiilihooni; but in Sing* 
bhoom the spirit of disaffuetion had heen roused generally throughout the CoIeJian, thou^ 
the Conmiissioner helieved that it uas not shared in by all, wvi'ral influential mankees 
having nceoiupniiiod liitn in his tour through that pait of tlio eountrv, and further proved 
their loyalty by apprehending insurgents. 

28. Mr. Lushington had returned to C'hjehassa on leeeiMiig information to the cflcct 
that the Coles were a.ssemJ)liiig at Serungseid, iie.ir .lyiughur th.mnali, v\itii the avowed 
object of attacking t hut station. 'I'he Uiipdi of .Seniikillah luul heen led at Clmckerdur' 
pore, with 200 raatchloc kiucn of his o«ii, to pioteet that place. 

29. The Lieutenant-Cuvernor approved of Mr. Lushington’s having addressed a 
complimentarj'jierwannali to each of the l.'iiulholders and other persons in Mannbhpofl), 
wlio had rendend gooil service ti» the Stale lo U'.sisting Captain Oakes in restoring or^er 
in that distriej. 

,20. One hundred and twenty-three jiersons were tiii'd under ArtXVI of 1857, in the 
distriet of Malmbhonin, during the month of December, of whom two were sentenced to 
oapital ppiiishineiit, lour to transportation tor lile, eighti*eii to imprisoninent for foqrteep 
years, thirly-MX to imprisonment for seven yeais, thiee for five'years, three for itifree 
years, nine nileased on .security, and lorty-eiglit otlier-s aeijnitted. Twelve persons were 
also tried under Act XIV of 1857, in the distra t of Siiigbliooni, between the 28th Of 
December and the 4th uf.luiumrv, and senleiiccsl to he hung.

Cbowdry of Dongiri, and the Soohah of Ruiigali, in the Nepal Morung adjoining Daijtad|ui^ 
requesting them to make over to him any prisoners they might be able to oaptm?g,4||id 
iniorroing them that a reward of ,50 nqiccs would be paid for the capture 
mutineer takpn with arms in his hands, and 30 rujiecs for each taken without' arms. ^ 

34. Inconvenienee having been experienced from a practice folbwed W tiie

45. Of twenty-six elephants which l)u* Magistrate ol Bt bar siihsequcnlly reported he 
nnldt^ttected,the Commissioner directed fourteen to be forwarded to Benares; ami, in 
ftgnrd to the other twelve which Mr. Money wishcil to make over to bis assistants, ho* 
was told that if the assistants used tberu, they must pay for tin ir keep and hire.

Special Narrative of Events, dated February 8, 1858. 

Patna Division. —^The field force hitherto employed in guarding the Sutia fkuMtklt^ ' 
has now moved into (yomickpore Colonel Roweroft continued to report his pvoceeffings 
to the Commifwioner of Patna, but it ih nnneceesary to notice them here, as the operation 
• in that district will of course be dcbcrihcd in the Narratives of the Covernment of theT 
Central Provinces. 

2. Mr. Lynch, Dejjuty Magistrate and Deputy Colleetoi of Allygnnge, in the Chn^ndt 

district, accompanied C'olonc 1 Rowerofi’s column into Gonickpore, and liad been authorise^ 
by the Governor of the Central l’i’o\ inees ti» exercise h*is Magisterial and Revenue powers 
in those Provinces while attached to that force. . < 

3. Mr. Nicholson, the Sub-Deputy Opium Agent at Chopmh. was also ordered to 
join the camp of Rrigadier-tlcneiill Macgiegor, Military Commissioner and Agent to the 
Governor-General, with Maliarajali .lung Bahadoor, as that otliccr wi»hcd to have with 
him sonic person well aciiuainted with the district of Goiuekpore. 

4. On tin* l.lth of .huuiary the Deputy Magistiatc of Sasscram reported that Rhotas 
had been occupied hy a party ul'rehels wlio weiv fhing irouia force advancing from Mirza- 
pore under Mr. Tuckei, and that no troops, Riiro])e<ui or Native, were available at Sasseram 
to co-opcftitc with Mr. 'fucker. 

5. Eleven persons wcie tiled hy I.iculcniuit Stanton under A<t XIV of 1857, in the 
diatrict of Uohar, during the mouth of Deeeiiih' r Of these, one was sentenced to trans¬ 
portation for hie, and the icst acquitted. 'I'wtnty-i ight jieisons wove tried under the same 
Act, by the same oflicer, and duiiiii' the same inoutli, in the distriet of Siiuhabad. of whom 
three were sentenced to louitccu jeais’ iiiipiisoniiient, time to impnsonuicnl for ten yean, 
twelve for seven years, one for tue yiar -, lour lor lliice years, four Hogged, and one 
acquitted.

1'he pmsence of these 
men, and of other coinkts fiom Air.ili and elsewhere, had, howc\or, the Magistrate stated, 
created an uneasy and iiisuhoidmate spiiit m the jail, which he was endeavouring to put 
down, by separating the com lets into dot.u hod parties till urrangen^'nts could be iiii^e 
for forwarding the Anuh men to the Alipoie j.ul. 

8. Mr. Yule’s ])avt\ niarchiug westwaid, as thev had intended, parallel W'ith the 
movements of the Dacca ujuIiiutis, nached the casU-rn bank ot the Koosie, opposite to 
Nuthpore, on the .‘hd .lauu.ir)', on which d.iy hKo, as tlir\ subseqiiciitlj learnt, the Dacca 
mutineers joined tin sowais .-it Clmttia, a jil.iee situ.itul .il the foot of the hills where the * 
Koosie issues from them, mid about thirly-si\ miles within the Nopal fiontier, the whole 
of the intervening country being loiest, with 0 |)<-u spaces 6iit here and there in the forost. 
On the 11th, Major Richardson, witli the Beng.d Yeomanry t'avalrv, joined the party, 
but after an interview witli theii Soohah, Rutlnn Maun .'sing, who had been sent by Jung 
Bahadoor to act against the mntineeis, ho refuined to lh(‘ western side of the river. At 
this interview n plan was pmposed ot' att.iekun< the mutineers. It was suggested that ^ 
Nepal troops should be diudod into two parties, and so stationed to the cast and west* that 
escape in either direction would in- impossihle. wliile tlio det.iehtncnts with Mr. Yule 
advanred fiom the .south and dislodgiKl the enemy from tlie stronghold they occupied, the 
Yeomanry Cavalry being st.itioned m the open pliuiis, on the west ol the Koosie, to be 
ready to cut oft'the uieinj should thev •<> any means gi't across the river into Tirhoot, or 
to come across and pursue them should thev descend into the plains of Ihimoah. This 
plan the Soobah deniurreil to i\do]it, his objection to it arising from his unwtilingness tof 
divide his force, which consisted entirely of unlrui#ed local militia, whom he was desirous 
to keep together under his own eye mul with his guius, to which trained artillerymen worn 
attached, was determined, thcivfore, to leave to the Hoohah’s force the guar^ng of the 
roads leading eastward, luid to the Yeomanry Cavalry the watcliing of the west b«tk id' 
the Koosie, while Mr. Yules detaclunents advanced to the attack of Chuttm. It waaiUd' 
by Mr. Yule and Mgjor Ricbiuilson that this was not a very good plan, os the nattareo^ 
the country prevented tlic upper jwrt of llic river being effectually guarded by Can^llky 
but there was no option in the matter; and, moreover, it was quite bolieyed that m ' 
inuti^us were prepan>d to fight, and that their crossing the Koosie was an imponibilii^' ^

24. In the district of Singbhoom attempts were still being made by the ex-K«dah trf 

Pordiat and bis brother to excite a general revolt in the Colehan. A jemadar and' tWo 
burknndauzcs, belonging to the Jyuthg*dr thannah, bad been murdered by the rebels, lAd 
the Sherung Sherrah ghaut was, for a time, occupied by them. The general in 

that Mrtion of the Colehnn, however, whiclt hud hitherto remained wcll-aifected towa^S 
the Govemnjent, was still believed to^e satisfactory, notwithstanding two events which 
Occurred during the week, and which cannot but be regarded as unfortunate in tl^r 
results. These events were, u severe and un8ucccs.sful engagement with the rebels, whu^ 
took place on the 14 th »)f January at a place called Mograh, and an attack made by thfe 
latter on Cbuckcrdhiirpore, which resulted in the retreat of the friendly R^ab of Setai- 
killah from that po.sition. 

25. The Commissioner of the division, accompanied by the Senior Assistant, and a 
party of Sikhs fifty or sixty strong, under Captain Hale, hail been out on an expedition to 
the nur Pecrwherc the jemadar tmd the hurkundauz^rs had been murdered, for the purpose 
of punishing tile pcrj)etrators of that outrage, and, having succeeded in securing the 
persons of two of the principal mankeos who had been concerned in it, wore preparing to 
return to the station, wh(!n they were informed that a body of hostile Coles Was in their 
immediate ucighhuinhood, and it was determined to proceed and attack these insurgents. 
At first only a small mimber were discovered, who were immediately disjuvrsed, but, as the 
party were rettirning, after burning a villag(; which they had come across, they found 
themselves surrounded by not less than .'1,000 or-1,000 men, wdio had stolon up miper* 
ccived, and opposed them, at every stc]), with show'ors of arrow,-.. Nothing hut the steady 
gallantry of the Sikhs extricated the jwirty from the perilous position in which they were 
placed. They hi»d to light Iheir way tlirough this ma.ss of opponents, and it is only 
wonderful that they succeeded in doing so without still more severe loss than that they 
sustained. As it was, their (’otumunder, Caj)tain Halo, was w'oundcd in four places; 
Lieutenant Birch had his ariii ])inued to his side*l»y an urr<*w; anil Mr. Lushington and 
Dr. Hayes, the only other two Kuropeaiis of the party, were also wounded. Of th® fifty 
Sikhs, twenty-five were more or less sevi'rely wounded, one mortally ; and one was killed. 
Of the enemy. l.'iO are said to have been loll dead on the field. 

2fi. It was at first intended to remain in their enmp, to which the party had retired 
After this engagement, Imt having with them only a small supply of provisions, and 
perceiving that it w'as the intention of thir insurgents to ent off their retreat to the station, 
and taking into consideration, also, the eompumtively large numher of wounded, and the 
absence of means for treating them, it was considered prudent to retire to Cbyebassa while 
the read was still open. 'I'he only possible way of carrying the wounded being on the 
depbants, it was found neces.sary to abandon the greater part of the camp equipage, winch 
fell into the hands of the enemy. The latter pursued the retiring party a distance of seven 
miles, but, being kept in cheek by the steady coiidutt of the rear-guard, did not succeed in 
doing any more mischief. 

27. The attack iqion ( •Imckcrdhurpore was a comparatively petty affair; bat the 
•Rigd) of* Seraikillah, though he had 2 guns and some 300 matchlocks with him, whilst tlhe 
enemy had .not 30 matchlocks on their side, pusillanimously deserted the place, and fctt 
back on Vashtie, where Mr. Lushington stated he was likely to remain until he was again 
threatened, when he would probably take refuge in his own villages. 

28. IVenty-one persons were tried, under Act XIV of l^.*")?, in the district of Cfaota 
Nogpore, during the month of December last, of whom one was sentenced to nine yeare’ 
imprisonment, three to imprisonment for seven years, ten for five years, and seven 
acquitted. 

29. A»»am and Caehar. —^'Fhe peace of the province of Assam remained undisturbed 
during the week. 

30. Three {lersons were tried at Caehar, under Act XVII of 1857, during the week, 
and sentenced to be shot to death by a file of musketry.

40. The Government of India in the Militarv Depaitment liuving intlmaled, with 
reference to t^ertain eases tried hy the Judge at Dacca, in wliich sejKiys convicted of 
mutiny were Hcntcnccd to loss than capital pmiishim'iit, that it would lu; more satisfitjitory 
if. the grounds,,in detail, for tlie .sentence were given in every such casi;, a circular w^ 
addressed .to all the Commissioners apjMinlcd under Act XIV of 18.07, reipjesling tliiwi to 
submit a special report, on every case it\ which they saw reason to .sc-iitcace u mutineer to 
any other than capital punishment.

IN continuation of our letter No. 21 of 1838. dated, the 9th instant, we hftve 
pjLR honor to forward for yonr information the Narrative of events furitished by Chh 
Government of Bengal for the week ending tlie 23rd January, 1858. ’' ‘c 
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Inolosare in No. 11, ' 

’ Special Narrative of Events, dated February 13, ISriS. 

1. Patna Division. —Colonel Rowcroft reported the capture of treuiure, 
amounting in value to 27,119 rupees, in a village near Roodurpore, which was 
brought into camp-on the evening of the 13th January. Of this amount 24,000 
rupees were found buried in a shed in the house of aOwallaii in a village two miles 
distant from the camp. A few arms and fourteen loi ked petarahs, reported to bo 
the property of the Rajah of Sutassee, were also brought in from another village; 
the peturans containing chiefly cloths, orn.imonts, and vessels, a few shawls, 
kincobs, &tc. A house containing grain—some 2,000 maunds of wheat, dhau, dall, 
gram, fii,c., belonging to the Hajah, was also pointcrl out by a bunneah of Burhaj, 
and a guard placed owr it by Colonel Rowcrolt; and the fortified palace of the 
Rajah was taken poHse.ssion of by our troops. 

2. A petition was forwarded to the Commi.ssioner for inquiry into certain 
charges preferred against one .Mullick Kua\et Ali, an illakadar of mouzah Uhoyrah, 
in Behar, to the ellect that he had collected 1,601) men with the view of creating a 
disturbance, and that he was in league with a mutinous subadar, and with Ali 
Kureem. ISIr. Samuclls submitted in reply a letter Irom the Deputy JSlagi.strato of 
Uarh, in which that oflieer staled that the petition evidently originated in private 
malice, and that Knayet Ali had behaied well tlirougliout the late disturbances; the 
only charge against him which was at all well lounded being that he had, at the 
same time, improved the occasion to hi', own benefit, by taking possession of some 
herds of cattle belonging to rebels, whose villages were burned, .and whose persons 
were outlawed. 

3. In reply to a reference inaile by him hm the siibji-el, (he Commissioner of 
Patna was informed that it was intended that the sailois sent up to (lya should 
take up their cpiarters at that station, and he .sent out into the interior only on 
special oeeasioii.s of gieat necessity ; and lli.it they shoulil be luinishefl with all 
requisites, and vveie to have suitable ban aeks |ir.)\uied lor tiieir aeeommodatiun, 
and tents also, when jnoeei'ding to tin' int rior on tlio sjieei.d oeetsions referred to, 

4. A petition fiom one iVlahoined lleker Whan, eomplaining of a ileeision of 
Mr. Tayler, late Coinmi-ssioner of Patna, by which he w.i.s sentenced to iniprisoii- 
meht with lianl labour, as he .'illeged, on mete suspicion of being engaged in the 
late disturbances at l*a(na, was Inrw.inled to Mr. Sainuells for report. 

5. lihuuf^ulporv hirisioii —The districts of (lie Hhaugulpore dn ision remained 
undisturbed during (he week; but the ,Magi-,tiaie of Hhaugulpore reported that 
there was a marked iiierimse in the crime of dacoitv towurifs the south of that 
district, apparently arising from want. 

G. Snnthnl Pcrsruiinuhs —Kvervthing was ipiiet in tlieSonthal Pergunuahs. 

7. Uajshnlnn Division - The districts of die Kajslialne division w'cre also quiet 
and tranquil. 

8. TtiP Fairopeaii seamen at Dinagepore liad been loe.ated in the sehooUhouse 
at that station, and then' being no house avail.ahlc for the oflieers, the Commissioner 
reported having"autlu)n7.efl the Magistrate to erect a mat bungalow for their 
accommodation, close to the quar(er.s of the men. The detachment was in a healthy 
and efficient condition. 

9. At Jelpigoree the .small-po\ was leporled to have broken put, and one 
Mr. Wadsehovv, the surberakar of Pergmmah Hykuntpore, had fajien a victim to it, 
but it does not appear that any other Kmopoan had been attacked by it 

10. Two reports were received from the Joint JIagisIrute at Jelpigoree, 
regarding the movement.^ of the Dacca mutineers. Thesis have been noticeo iu a 
previous Narrative ; and Mr. lionlon’s reports do ni'i fuiui.'.li any additional parti¬ 
culars Af impurtaiiee. His stulemeuts distin<;ilv piove tli.if the imitiiicers were in 
every way protected and assisted hy tlie Ilool in h(.obahs. One inun.in particular, 
named liurruek Sing, commonly called (he llaltee Rajah, was known to have 
openly received and entertained them, and to liave Inrnislicd them with guides to 
condiiet them on their journey. Intimation oi this appears to have reached 
Colonel .Shcrer,. commanding the 73rd Native Infantry, during the absence of 
Mr. Gonlou fioin Jelpigoree, and under his orders a party of fifty sepoys, nodcir 
un European officer, was dispatched to arrest liurruek Sing, wbo.se reskteUCSi 
although only a short distance from the British territory, is within the jurisdictioa 
of tlic Boutau authorities, liurruek Sing escaped, but his house was burnt down. 



as well as some ^odowns stored with paddy. The matter was brought to the 
notice of the Foreign Department, but the Bootanose have not as yet mipwn anv 
disposition to notice this attack on property witiiin their territories, ’ 

11. The treachery and insolence of tlie Soohah of Myiuigorec were nlw 

brought to the notice of Government by tiie .Joint Magistrate of Jelpigoree, who 
uf^ed the propriety of calling the Soobah to acenunt for his eoiuiuet. lie \v 93 t 
informed in reply, that the Government was not just now in a position to undertake 
ah exjicdition into that country, ami that, he should be careful not to give the 
Bootan authorities orcasion to be insolent, and refrain ns miu‘h ns possible from 
communicating ijith them at all at present. , 

12. Buriiwan Division. —Tin! districts of the Burdwnn division rernaineil tranquil 
during the week, and there was iui ounsc to apprehend that the [leac'e [in^vailing in 
them would be disturbed, although, .'iinong the jungle tribes to the west of the 
'Midnapure district, the spirit of disalfeetion was ri'jiorled to be on the increase, 
owing to the state ofalfairs in Singbhooin. 

13. The Town of (.'afcitt/a. —The town of (.’.ileutta was perfeetly tranquil, 
though nearly one luindeed of the native polie»“ wen* :ibsent on duty i'lscvvhore, in 
guarding Coniniissari.'it. stores. 

H. Dacca Division. — The distriets of the l)ae<-a ilivision were perfeetly 
quiet. 

15. Chilluffonn- Divisii.\ii. —The districts of the Chittagong Division were quiet 
during the week. 


1(j. Cutiavk Division.- 'I he Haj.ih ol Kiinpori'. sidjeet. to the jurisdiction of the 
Tributary Mehals, was reported to be furhisiiiug old arms, .irid supplying hiniseH’ with 
new ones. He was said to be also const rueling.ji “gnrii,’’ or stoek.aded fort, in the 
midst of a thick Jungle; .•mrt ;i man w.as seized laden willi .•irrow-slud'ts, which he 
stated he had been (“ommissioued b\ the Uaj.ili to proenre for him. Mr.Coekburn 
Iwing absent in th(' Snmbiilporedisiriel, the .Magistrate of I’ooree and his .Assistant 
were both appointed r.r o///e/« .Assistants to the Su|ieriiiteMden( <»f llie 'rributiiry 
Meh.als, to enable them to act willi promptness in any eases which might arise. 

• 17 . The Pans, a low jungle (•.•isle, wlmweti' lielieved to have been eiiiieed 

aw'ay from the .Antmallicrk estate to join tlie insurgents ii> Sumbidpore, had. it wii-s 
asi’crtaimal. cpiietlv settled down in |{l•io•aeo!e, toge| ber w it h some ot hei's of the 
Ghas.sea or Alchlm- caste, who, in edmmoii willi them. h;id left the .-Anlmalliek 
estate, on neeount of .a tiudi with wlileli ll'ev were eharged. 

11. Ciiola. JS'afi-piire Division.- Major I’.iles and liis party had arrived at 
Sunibul|)ore, and a detaehmetil was out in the disiriel. 'I'lie insurgents w'Orc 
reported "to be greatly disheartened on. aet^iuiil of (heir ri*eent disivimlilure at 
Ko<lajiall)% as reported in tin- NanaliVe Ibr I lie week ending the pih of .lamiary, in 
which many of their niimlier were sl.iiii. ineluding Cliyle Saliie, a brother of 
Soorunder Sahie, and Sri'ekissen Daliaiah, another riiigie.ider, and head of the 
Bamruh Khnonds. 

19. The Kajah of Uehraeole w.is threatened In lie* iiisiirgeiits wirfi fire and 
sword, for having seized .Mmioo (Ihoroteali ami li s ;i'l!ier< nis, ami had urg<‘filly 
applied for assistance, which the CommissioniT ofCnltaek rcpoili'd Inning ilireeted 
Lieutenant Turnbull, Commamler of the Orissa l’;iik ( orps. to rmider to him. The 
four prisoners who had been eaptiinal ami sent in by the |{;ijali were tri-'fl, eon 
-victed, and sentenced to death. Tlvy all denied having been engaged in the attack 
on Drs. Moore and Hansom, or in the subsi'ipK'iit one on Capi.iiii l,eigli and his 
party; but they admitted having joined the insurgents eoHeited at Kodapally, w'ith 
the intention of .attaeking Sumbidpore. A fdtli pri.soner was also forwarded by the 
Rajah of Rehraeole, but died ol*etiolera befoii! trial. 

. 20. An intimation was received from (he Supreme (Joverniiient that (he arms 
and ammuhition applied for l;y the Conunissiouer of ( ntlaek for the use of the 
Sebundica newly levied at Russeleondafi. had, as reipiested by that oflieer, been 
ordered to lie divided, and one portion sent to the care of tin; agent at Ganjam, and 
the other to that of the Magistrate at Pooree. 'I’hr Commissioner had also applied 
for the services of an Kiiropean serjeant as drill instrnetor lor tlie new levy, but the 
Government of India stated that none was available for the duty. 

21. Everything was quiet in the district of MaunbiKKun. 

* 22. In Singbhoom ilisaflection continued, but it had not spread among other 
Coles than those inhabiting certain portions in the west and^ South of the district 
Ashicli either lately, or in former times, belonged to the Rajah of Porahat. The 
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insurgents in the south had lost heart in consequence of the mimber of men kilieiti 
tin; engagement on the banks of the Mograh, noticed in the Narrative for the 
week ending the .IGth Jannary, and did not attempt to commit any further outrages; 
but those in the west, taking eourage at the smlden retreat of the Rajah of Serai- 
killah from Chuekerdhurpore, advaticetl in two botiies to two villages, whence^ 
however, tliey retired again on hearing of the arrival of the Shekawattee Battalion, 
23. The Shekawattee Battalion reached (.'hyebassa by rapid marches on the 
17th Janiiiiry, and Colonel Forster, in oonsidtation with the Commissioner, deter¬ 
mined at onec on marehing first to Porahat via Cluiekerdhnrpore, at both of which 
places the lebels were said to be in force; and after returning from thence to the 
station, to make another tnareh to .f\atghnr. They accordingly left Chyebassa 
with Ji party of GOO sepo\ s on tiie 2;trd Janiiaiy. 

21. The ('onmiissioner submitted a rep<)rt on the ease of Urjoon Sing, ex-Rajab 
of Porahat. reeapitulnting the several treasonable acts of the Itajah against the 
State, wltieh had, up to th.at been discovered. 'rh(‘ principal may be briefly 

stated as follows:—On the 5th of Augaist last, on the abrupt departure of Major 
Sissniore. [(crwanu.ahs were issued bv that offic<T Ihruugli the Hajah of Serai killah^ 
calling upon all the principal Cliiefs in the tiisiriets to send men for the protection 
of th(> Sudder sl.'itiou ; and on the copy ;iddressed to the Uajali of Porahat being' 
carried to him, lie alfeeted to regard it as a forgerv, and kept the niossengcr’in 
dnranci'. After this,at Chybassa, one Nakfimri Mookte.ar was actively engaged in 
suiniiK'ning the Coles, and ('xplaiiiing' to them that the I'lnglish had abandoned the 
country, and that it had lieeome the (uoperly ol ifu' Baj.ii). At Chuekerdhurpore, 
the resifleiiee of tlu' B.'ijah, and at Ajoodiati, one of his villages, several Mankces 
and Moomlahs were' ealleil in, and soleimilv svorn to be railhfui to the Bajah, and 
not to sale either w if It I he (lu\ermiu'iil or the Hajah (if Si'raikillah, At the same 
time sepoys v’.eiit to and from Porahat to Iloi'uiiilal) ;uid to Chvi'b.assa, and one 
Mokooml Boy w as scut by the Bajalinvil li ;i letti r to \ isliauath Sahie. a proclaimed 
rebel in Chola Nagpore. W hen i,li(' nuilineers left Ch\ebass;i after piumli'ring the 
treasury, he helped them to eioss tlu' ri\<'r, and took tlu in over to Chuekerdhur¬ 
pore, w here lhe\ were led ami allowed to keep guard over their anus, lie also 
directed a proclam.ation being made Ihrcuigh tlu'Clncbassa bazar, “that every¬ 
thing belonged to (lod, that t lie ••ountry li<’loiig(‘(l to the king, and that the ruler 
thereof was Urioon Sing.’’ After this, he treiipd witli contempt Lieutenant Birch’s 
perwnnnah, inviting his eo fiperalion and assistance in resettling the country, 
affeeting to treat the order as a forgerv, sei'ond perwannah i-alliiig upon him to 

f five up the mutineer'!, was similarly dealt with. Even wliile professing unshaken 
oyalty to (ioveniinent, he eireulaled The ari'ow. tlu' emblem of war, ihrtiugh the 
Colehan. An armed outpost was established at ,\joodiah by one Jugoo Dewan, a 
Well-known b.id character, whom lie had taken into employ. And lastly, he 
comniilted an overt .act of rebellion, in assembling a number of armed men on the 
17th of Nf^vember last, and formally di i\ing out the (Jovernmenl police stationed at 
Chuekerdhurpore. All these olT’eiioes. it appeared from the Commissioner’s report,, 
were as fullv est.iblished against him as tliey eould he on e.r parte investigation;, 
and the Bajali having failed to appear to answer for himself, though repeatedly 
called upon to do so, the Lientenanl-riovenior eonlirmed laeuteiiant Birch’s previous 
order deelnring him a reliel, and directed that his estates sliould bo attached andt 
held for the benefit of (lovernment. witli a view to their nilimate confiscation, if, 
after a term of one moiitii, the ex-Bajali should still fail to <leliver himself up. 

25, Jsnaiii, Arraeau, and /.V/rj>e//;/g.—Kvervlliing was quiet in the provinces 
of Assam and Arraean, ami in the district of Darjeeling. 

20. Miinbodli Sing, a sepoy of the 2ii(! Coiifpany, 9t!i Battalion Artillery,, 
stationed at Dacca, was tried at Darjeeling on the charge of desertion, convicted on 
his own eonression, ami sentenced to death, and the sentence carried out. TKis 
de.s(Tler was arrested wiliiout arms in his hands .at Knrsiong, by one Bhikum, 
the Daijt'cling police, to whom a reward of 3t) rupees w.ns .aufhorizc<l to be paid. 

27. Caritar. —Bv the latest accounts from Cachar the few remaining mutincerft 
of the lljth Native Infantry were .still hiding in the dense jungles in the southi* 
(•.astern part of that district. They were represented to be in a state of great 
exhaustion and complete disorganization, and literally perishing from want: for 
the jung 0 being closeU watched on all sides, their foraging parties were attacked 
whenever they attenipteil to approach the vilkagcs in the outskirts of the fewest. 
Utter dc'stnietion was (he inevitable fate awaiting them. 

. 28. The detachment of Her Majesty’s 51th Foot being no longer required OB 
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fastem firoDtier, i»u ordeiad by the Sti{»«aie G«vermaet)4 ^ retwra to 
Ctidcutta. , 

29. The thanks of tins Supreme Government -were communicated to Mr. AH© 
£i»r bis judgment and foresight in calling out the Svihet Light Infantry iiattaHoO 
against the mutineers of the 34th Regiment, and to‘Mr. OoiIjI, the Civiil Hlngmi^tV 
for his useful exertions while accompanying the battalion on their expedition. 

30. General subjtclx .—The Commissioner of the Calcutta Police was informed , 
that the Supreme Government bad authorized the location of tlu' remount depSt; 
on the ground in tl>c conlic of the racc-c«)iirsc, and that the necessary 'juautity of 
g^und w'us to be made over to the Siiperinleudent of the dep6t. 

31. The services *of tiic native geiithuudij named in llio margin,* who wore 
reported by the Coimnissiotier ol Patna and liliaiigulporo to liave rendtued valuable 
assistance to the authorities doling <!^e recent disturbanees in that part of tlm 
country, were acknowledged l»y presents of more or less value, or by letters ctuiveyo- 
ing the thanks of Government.

1. Patna Division. —'I’he mutineers of the 73rd HegimeiiL Native Infantry and 
of the 11th Irregular (,’a\airy had erowsed the Koosie, ri\er about two miles below 
Chittra, and wiwc making off along the 'Pirlioot Iroiilier through the Torai. 
On the J4lh of.Jaiiuaiy Mr. Yule had advanced, as slateil in the Narrative for the 
week ending on the Kith of .January, to IJubbyh, twelve miles within the frontier, 
and Major Hiehardson to Jielai the extreme point of our territories on the west. 
On the following day they had an interview with ll.eir Sooba. Jluttun Narain Sing, 
who had been sent by Jung Hahadoor to act against the mutineers. Tin* Soubah, 
however, was unwilling to agrw to the plan of operations whieli was priiposed by 
them, as liis men, not being flegulurs. but luerely a local militia, employed in 
guarding cutcherric.s and other civil duties, were ipiite untrained and very badly 
armed,and theSoobah was naturally atixioiis lokeep them together. There was no 
alternative, therefore, but to leave (he (Joorkhas logetlier to take the w'cstero side 
of the river and advance on Chittra, w hile .Mr. )'nJe’.s party attacked it from the 
south, and the Cavalry guarded the west bank. Acting up to this plan -Major 
Richardson pro<*eeded to Chow reea. .a spot selectcfl bv him for its man) advantages, 
particularly that of its conimaniling tin; only path by which the mutineers eouIU 

S ossibiy proceed we.stw’ard ii lliev sueccede.d in crossing anyw liere above Clj,owreea. 

tn the liJth Mr. Yule and Ids party ad\anced to I^eerara, ten miles further north, 
and here a messenger from the Soobah’s camp informed them (liat the miiliije.crk 
had commenced crossing at noon. Tliev started tliencc soon after midnight, 
reached Chittni early on the following rnoniiiig, but too laic to intercept tlm 
iputtncers, the whole of them having got acros.s the preceding aflernooii, Tlie line 
of country taken by the rebels after tid.s was n(Icily unlit for (.Vivalry, aed they

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evinced no disposition to descend into the plains, for fear of an encoahter, ifrhiiifr 
they were doing their best to avoid. It was supposed that they intended to proceed 
to tioruckporc. .They were reported to have harmed no one on the way, and to 
be very hard pressed for food, living principally on cakes of beaten rice. Major 
Kichnrdson had proceeded by rapid marches tow'ards Durbungah, with a view of 
protecting Tirhoot, but the mutineers, by tlic latest accounts, had passed on 
skirting the jungle, several miles north of the Nepal cutcherry Pergnee, about 
twenty-five miles north-vvc.st of Soorsan. All ‘anxiety on account of the Tirhoot 
district was at an end. 

2. A des])atch from Colonel Roweroft r(!portc<l the result of an engagemmit 
at Sohunpore, on the Goruckporc frontier, between the field’force under his com¬ 
mand and the rebels. The action was fought on the 26th of December, and the 
force under Colonel Roweroft consi.slcd of ff. d<'tachmcnt of the Naval Brigade, 130 
strong, .30 of the Royal Marines, 4 guns, and detachments of the Ranidull and 
Gonicknath regiments, 850 strong, and 50 men of the Bengal Police Battaiiom 
The rebels, by all rojmrt, were about 1,100 or 1,200 sepoys, and 4,000 or 5,000 other 
armed men, and the Naib Nazitn .Miishruir Khan was saiel to be present with them, 
and also Ali Knreem, Moulavie of Patna. Their aim, apparently, w.as to surround 
Colonel Roweroft’s party, but the latleiM)penefl (ire on tliem, and a few shells, well 
thrown, ehceked the rebels at oiiee, seattering them in all directions. One hundred 
and twenty of the rebels were killed. 

3. .\ small party of the Naval Brigade and a company of the Goorkhas from 
Roodurpore were reported to liave proceeded on the 20tij of .January to the village 
of Belwah, aiul to have attaekc>d and Idown up the house of Mushnil! Khan. 

4. A detacliinent of the Naval Brigade and four companies of the Goorkhas, 
under the eommaiul of C’aj)taiu IMaegiegor, also iiroeeeded from Burhay to Painah 
on the 23rd of .lanuaiy. and burnt and destroyed the houses of several rebels living 
in that village; the same eoursewas juirsued in another neighbouring village named 
Goinah. 

.5. Tl>c Stipreme Government apinoved of the arrangement, authorized by 
Maharajah .Jung Bahadoor .ind Brigarlier-Goix'ral Maegregor, of leaving two 
Goorkha regiments under IIk* eonimai\d of Colonel Rf)\veroft at Goruckporc. and of 
sending tin? Naval Briga<lc along with the Banulull regiment to Oiule. 

0. 'riic Supreme (ioverimient placed Colonel Roweroft and the Sarun field 
foi'Ce under the orders of Brigarlier-( ieneral Maegregor: aixl the Assistant to the 
Commissioner of Patna reported tiiat Cohjnel Rnwert)rt had proceeded to and 
arrived at Burllat Ghaid, on the River Gogra, having been tbreeted by Brigadier- 
General Maegregor to hold the ghaut, and there await further instructions. 
Colonel Roweroft had also n'ceived instructions from General Franks to cross 
the Gogra at Bnrhat Ghaut, aixl t;^ke up a position halfway between the Goomtee 
and Azimghiir; but these onh'rs h;i(l evidently been issued in ignorance of the 
orders of the Supreme GovaM iiment plac ing the Sarun field force under the orders 
of General Maegregor. and had not been acted upon. 

7. Colonel ^litehell being unable to move against the rebels at Rhot.is, the 
Commissioner n'ported having ordered Captain Rattray to j)roeeed there and take 
effectual measures for clearing the eounlry, which was being plundered by Ummer 
Sing and bis party, whose number it was appreheixled might be further augmented 
by the insurgents who were being driven out of Bundcicund. Captain Rattray 
represented the diflieulties aixl ineonvenimiees in res[)cct to pay' and other matters 
with which his corps had to eonteixl for upwards of six months, and the inexpe¬ 
diency of sending them now ag-ainst the enemy in that quarter; and it was inti¬ 
mated to .Mr. Saimx'lls from this ofliec that though the Liculeuant-Governor would 
not interfere with the orders he h;xl isstx'd. his Honor attached much weight to the 
obscrvjiiioiis made by Captain Rattray, and would be glad to find that the move 
was unixx-cssary, .and could be eonntermanded. 

8. .Mr. Money reporteil that two brothers, Rajpoot zemindars, near Nubhee-. 
iiugger, liad offercal to bring 500 men to act against Rhotas. lie was authorized, 
in reply, to accept the offer, and to direct the zemindars to join Captain Rattray’s 
force.

12. Rajshahye and Bvrdwan Divisions. —Tiie districts of the Rajshahye 

Burdwan divisions were also tranquil. Reports had been made to the MagistisM. 
of Howrah that an impression existed in some parts of his tiistriet that the Govi^tjf!#; 
roent intended to seixe upoij,a portion of the crops, leaving the cultivators so mQC)i( 
only as would be wanted for their own use but the in(|uiries instituted by tim 
Magistrate proved that the story was not generally believed in. , 

13. The Judge of Ikerbhoom forwarded an adtiress, in Englisli and Ben^'alee, 
from the prineipju inhabitants of Ookhra and the adj;icent country, expressive of. 
their loyalty and attachment to t’lovcrninent, and was ro(|nested,’in reply, to convey 
to the gentlemen tiic acknowledgments of (iovernnient for tlie good feeling matii> 
fested by them. 

14. Nuddea Division. —^I'hc Commissioner of Nuddea was furnished with a 
copy of a eorrespondenci? with the Adjulant-tienenil of the army reganling thj? 
measures taken by Cleneial llearsex to prevc'iit eveesses and outrages ticing 
committed l)v tlie rccriiit.s and Kuropean sohiitus in t he villages around Barrack- 

)ore, and tiie instruetion.s issued by the (litveniment of India in the Military, 
lep.artmcnt. directing th;it the greatest \ igilam e should lie used, and a severe 
example made of any Kurop.ean soldier detected in such breach <if orilcr and 
discipline. 

15. Dacca Division. —Tlic distriets of the Daeea division were, ipiite quiet 
during the wtn'k. 

1(5. The Supcrinlondent of Caehar reported an encounter on the 12th, in the 
vicinity of llirmaeandj", lu'twecn the dclachmcnts of troops under Captain Stevens 
and Lieutenants Ro.ss and Iluist, and the mutiiu'crs of the .’lith Regiment Native 
Infantry, wlio hail hccii joined by one of the Munipore Princes, with his followers. 
Lieutenant Ross was at the time stationed in Rirmacaiidy with 1(K) men, and 
Captain Stevens at l.ucki|iore with tlic remainder of tlie foree, amounting to 150 
men. Of tlie* latter he harl ju.st dirip.ilclK'd at), iimh'r Lieutenant Ruist, b) 
strengthen the sudder station. This party, while proeeetling along the northern 
b.'ink of the river, a short dislanee from Luekipori', was lired upon by the miitinecrs 
from the opposite bank, 'flu' lire was rel.iirned bv Lieutenant- Ihiisl.and the enemy 
thus engaged in front. Limiten.'int Ross tla n a<lv;mee<l from llirnuK'aiuly, along 
the southern bank of tlie river, and attacked their right Hank ;.(aiplain Stevens and 
Lieubmant Iluist crossing the river on rafts, niuler cover ol’ this attack, and an 
action took place which lasted for two hours. 'I’ho mutineers were, lieaten from 
house to house in the village they oceupitsl, and at last ilispersed and (led back 
into the jungle to tlie south, leciving seventeen dead on the field. Two other sepoys 
taken prisoners were also shot, and one siraggler was killed by the scouts. On 
our .side two men were killed, and two wounded. 

17. The Superintendent of Caehar likewi.si! reported the particulars of another 
successful attack ou tlic iiuiliTieer.s w liich look place on the 22iid of January. 
.Authentic information having been received that the muliueers had ilivided into two 
parties proceeding south and south-east from Birmacaiidy, and nund>oring some 40 
men each, and hearing of the exact position of the party |)roeeediiig in th(> latter 
direction, Lieutenant Stevens moved out at noon of tin' 22nd of .laiiuary, and after 
tyyo hours’ march found them located on a steep hill l•oy•erc(l yvith yvood jungle. 
There was a nullah .at the foot of tlie hill, and this w'as surrounded yvith jungle. 
Lieutenant Stey'cns crept uj) cautiously to the banks of the nullah, and giving them 
a volley charged up the hill. The surprise was complete, and the mutineers fled 
leaving all their arms and accoutrements behind, ’I'en of their luimber were killed, 
and two, of whom one wasf a native ollieer, yvounded. Some women and children 
were also reported to fuivc been taken prisoners, and the Superintendent requesting 
orders regarding their disposal, was asked, in reply, to ascertain and re[K)rt to what 

.^country the yvomen belong. 

18, On the 26th there was another encounter with the rebels, and a party of 30 
■men.of theSylhet Light Infantry battalion, led on by Juggalheer, jemadar of that 
Odrps. A scout having reported to Captain Stevens , that he had disrovored tlm 
. .pntti tion of a Small body of mutineers in the jungles, and Captain Stevens thinking 
iTpnly one of the fragments of the bwly scattered on the 22nd, a party under the

janadar aforesaid was sent out agamst tfecp to cut them up. It turned out.th^ 
the small party seen by the scout had been joined by the remaining one of, the two 
large bodies into which the mutineers harl formed themselves after the action at 
Birmacandy; and when the detachment fell in with them, the mutineers muste<^ 
in all some 40 or 50 strong. These superior numbers, occupying a strong positiofa 
on a hillock, covered with thick baml)()t)-jungle, were attacked by the jemadar and 
his party and completely routed, leaving 13 of their miinlrtir dead on the fidd. 
Altogether 200 of titesc mutineers have been killed in tlio several engagements 
which Had taken place with tliom in Sylhet and Cachar. The rest were fairly 
caught in a trap ont of w liicli it was impossible for tlietn to escape. Under these 
eircumstances tin; Superinleiulcnt lia<I ilirccted the Munipoorec force that was sent 
by the Rajah, to fall back, leaving onl\ a few men to guard the passes. 

19. The mutineers having been eornphdcly lirokcn up and disjaused, and as 
perfect tranquillity was now prevailing in tliat part of tlie country, Mr. Allen 
reported tliat it was his intention to relurn to (..'lierra Poonjeo. The detachment of 
Her Majesty’s 61th had left Dacca on the 22 ik 1 of .lanuary in the “Dallu” troop- 
boat in tow of the stc-ainer “ t'ocl.” 

20. On tiic 20th of January, Lieutenant Stewart, Superintendent of Cachar, 
was ap|>ointe<l a (\>inmissioncr nnd<'r .\<'t XIV of IS.)?. 

21. Nine persons were tried by Ihe Superintendent under Act XVII of 1857, 
during the w<‘ek eiuling on the Olh of .lanuary, of whom eiglit were sentenced to be 
shot, and one tofonrUa-n years’transportation with haial lalauir in irons. Lieutenant 
Stewart has been asked to report the grounds on w liieli the last prisoner was con¬ 
sidered by him not tt» be de.serving of capital punishment. One person was tried 
by him under tlic s.inie Act during the week ending on the 3Uth of January, and 
sentenced to be imprisoned for life in transportation, with haril l.ilajur in irons. 

22. A htaloment furnisbed by the Judge of Dacca of the trials held by him 
under Act XVII of 1867, showing spt'cilieally the naluie of the ch.argc against 
each of the individuals tried, and the grounds of (he sentence.^ passed by him, was 
forwarded to the ijovernment of India in tin! Military Depiirtincnt. No sepoy con¬ 
victed of mutiny, he stated, ha<l been .stntenecd by him to less than ca{)i(al punish¬ 
ment. 

23. A fiersou of tlu' naiiu' of Cunes Tewarcc, formerly a sepoy of the 38th 
Regiment Native Infantry, ami .afterwards a police burkundauze in Sylhet, having 
been found to liave been in the habit of coming clandestinely into the lines of the 
Sylhet Light Infantry battalion, was ortlered by Mr. Allen to be removed from that 
station, and sent to his eoiintry (Lucknow). After, howe\er, the unmislakeably g(Hxi 
spirit e\ ineed by tlie n'giment, .and the thorougli (Ideal and dispersion ol the 
mutineers, it was eonsidered that no fiiillier danger reinaineu of the former being 
tampered with, and Mr. Allen authorised the Joint Magistrate of Kurroed}X)re, 
whose district he had readied ou his way homeward, to release the man. 

24. V/iiilafroiiir ])iviiii()u .—The districts *of the (Uiillagong division were quiet 
and tran(|uil. ami the men of (he Na\ai Hrigade \er\ orderly. The amount of 
money ieco\ered up to January 30, was 19,26(j rujx cs 13 annas 3 piec ; and 154 
prisoners had bi'cn ro-eaptmed out of tlie 202 v\ho (‘seaped from (he jail. 

25. The t’oinmi.ssioner of ( liittagong was informed that the Supreme (lovernment 
had sanetiuiied the retenliou of Lieutenant Thomson, of the 31th Native Infantry, at 
Chittagong, for the purpose of drilling the Naval Detadmient, and of assisting m 
the instruction of the new Police Corps. 

2(i. .Ml remained quiet in the district of (he Cuttack division, and the peace of 
the Tributary Mehals iii general was unbroken. The (clisecldars of the Khoond 
Mehals reported having arrested twenty-two Hiirgars, iiiduding women and ehildren,-. 
who had been forwjirded for (rial to Lieutenant AlcNeill, the officiating Agent in the 
hill tracts of Orissa. 

27. Vuttuck Division .—One person was tried under Act XVI of 1857, in the 
district of Balasore, during the laonlli of December last, and sentenced to transpor¬ 
tation for life. 

2S. Vhotii Nasporc Everything eontinned tranquil in the Hazaree- 

baiigh disiriet and in’Choia Nagporc; and tliere was apparently a jirospect of the. 
disini'banees in Palaimiw being .soon su|)pressed. 

29. 'Pbe (\)iumi.sgioner of Obota Nagfiorc reached Manikah on January 21, an4, 
hearing that llio iiiMirgents hail taken up a po.sition in the vicinity of Palambw. 
Fort, ami being joined by Lieutenant Graham in the night, they went out n«j^. 
morning, as u reconnoitring party, and savv the enemy in a ravine’, delx)uphil% dm' 
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of 'tfec ther above the fort. On bft\ng obaerved tbetneetvea, tb«$ 
back as if retreating to a position behind some hills about a mile distant, m«» 
tVhich they advanced in three columns to attack the fort. Fronii*this the citein.jF^ 
thoQgh they kept up for a time a brisk but wild fin*, were soon driven with Idwjfi, 
leaving their guns, and a large quiintity of ammunition, suppljes, Ciittle, and baggtt^, 
behind them. The bodies of ten of the rebels were found on tiu* ground nnu itfll' 
behind their position. On otir side one man was killed ami two wounded. * <■/ 

30. Amongst the property raptured, were several letleis addressed to Petumber, 
Lelumlw, and Nuekut Maiijee, the three most iiilbieiitial oftlic* insurgent leadeVs, 
from which it mav be inferred tliat tliese were present, ami that the pait\ defeated 
was the main body of the insurgents. These h'tters pn)\ealso. that the Kadors had 
been reeentlx in eonumMiieation with Vninier Sing, and had been led to Kdieve 
that Ko<;r Sing, with a large force, was a!)ont to eonie lo tludr lulp. It was 
ascertained too, (o !ia\e been (Juir iideidion to bioekiide the ghanl between 
Manick.ah and Sntbnrwah ; bni (he rapid adxaiwe of (lie fore*'had piawenled this^ 
On the wliolc, the Commissioner eonsideied theiesnlt oflhis affair lo Inne been 
very im[)ortant, and to be hUel) greatl\ to facilitate llie hcdtlcmt'iit of utfuirH In 
Palamow. 

31. Lieuti'inint (jraham h.id sueecded in eaptming (wo of the insurgent leaders, 
and reported (b.d a(piarrel h.-nl broken out between tlu' two «'hiers Petninber and 
Lelumher, the former (Inowing .all (lie bkinu' on the latter, .atul asking to be ailowfid 
to come in. 

32. 'Ir. Coekbnrn re sched Siimbnlpore on J.aniinry 20. \n attaek w.as untici> 
pated b\ him on tin' niareh to Megpal, the first \illagc in (he Siimbnlpore district; 
but on approaching it, it w:-. Ibimd to he ilesertcd, and was burnt down. 7\t the 
next stage of Clu'iKijnillx, -om- KooiiK were rejiot teil lohaii' carried olf tin- prov isions 
colleeted under the ord rs of-the Si'iiior Xssist.anl Commissioner; and a deiachraent 
of jioliee, sta'fiuiK'd there, h.ad '.I'l a obliged (o le.iie the |)l.aee for fear of an attack, 
and had been fired api'a on (hi ir w’.a\ to Samlndnore 

33. Major Hates siiliiaitted an aeeoiint of tlie forcing of (he Sln'rgliolty Pass, 

by a force nndi'r his eommand, on (In' 7th of .laniinrj. 'Fhe opeiations were 
attended with compli tc sncc'-.s, four of the ('iienn lieing killeii. and their breast¬ 
work and liarrieade de>(io\(‘d. \ eoiisiderable rpiantit x of arms and pro\ ision waH 

captured, l)'it Oodnwt Safii'-. and a brother of the (Jhorotcali of Kolafierah, who 
were ])r(*s‘'iit during t!ie ''iig.igemcnt, siieeeedcd in elfeeting tlc'ir esi'ape. Small 
parties were sent out tiy M.ijor fJates. lu different direetions, lo trj ami eatefi any 
rebel of ooiiseqnenee whose place of eoneealinent <'ould hr traced. The village of 
Kolabor.ih, which, from the eo>nmeneemeu( of the distiirliauees in Siimbnlnore, had 
been a ne.st of lebels, was luirm down, and (he (> tat*' of the zi'inimlar of that place 
confiscated. In a sub-eqm nt letter, the Commissioner of Cuttneli staled that the 
Ghoroteah of Kolaberah, and thirteen other nu'ii of local un|)ortanee in (he jihice, 
had given themselves up to M:ijor Bates, .ind (hat the rebels were being everywhere 
hunted down vvith great vigour 

34. A report was submitted hy Captain Sbakspear, of his liaviiig foreed the 
Singhora Pais, with a detachment of Cavairv. killing eleven of the eminy, and 
wounding fifteen, besides taking three others prisoners. After ibis, the eoiiiitry all 
round wa.s seoured by the (’avalry : but Cajitain Sbakspe;ir's oideis 1 eirig to make his 
head-quarters on the western side of (lie.loke river, he ii'comuiended other arrange¬ 
ments being imade at oiu'c to ke<‘p (he T*ass clear, wdiieli could fie done, lie said, by 
stationing there a force of afiout HID bajonets. 

S.*). A police burkiindau/.e. and tlin*e other imliv idnals, i-aptiired in arms against 
the State after the eng.igement at Kodap.-dly, were tried an 1 e'^eeiited, and two 
others sentenced to seven years* imfirisoninent. 

30, The di.sl riet of Maniibhoom wa.s quiet. 

37. In Singbhoom the arrival of Colonel Forst* r’s Sliekavvattee Battalion had 
removed all amrm for the safety of the station, and eonipletelv re assured the 
prople; and the batt.alion was actively engaged in the woik of r< tribution. From 
Chyebassa, Colonel Forster moved on to Cliueknrdiirporc, where 1,000 rebels were 
said to have ccdlected together; these fled the moment they heard of the proximity 
of our troops. The village was then bomt down and destroyed, and a large 
quantity of dhau and niiml>er of eattlc taken possession of. Colonel Forster theo 
moved on to Porahat. Upwards of seventy villages had been destroyed already, 
-aod a great quantity of grain and about 1,200 head of eattle were capturetl.

48 The Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the grant of a compensation of 2,000 
riipa's to Mr G. Drummond, mdigo planter, and manager of the Nowlagar factory, 
in the district of Shahaltad, for the loss of his property, destroyed by the rebels 
during the late disturbances. ’ 

49. In replv to a reference made by the Superintendent of Carriage and Sopplies 
as to whether it was intended that his ofiiee should continue to supply troops 
marching up the Grand Trunk Road during the months of February and March,

informed if he would be required to remain at his post during the next hdt sdisoh, 
m general reference was made to the Government of India in rhgard to the, 
officers in charge of dephts, that they might have timely informati^ given to thitt, 
to prepu'e some shelter against the hot winds. 

51. With reference to a passage in the “ Friend of India ” of the 2lst Janttarjf» 
stating that, during the months of September and October, carriage for troopi^ 

. tfaot;^h urgently wanted, was scarcely to be procured. Mr. Jackson was requested, 
to prepare and submit a Memorandum showing what number of carta, &c., wis 
indented for by the military authorities during that period, and from what districts, 
and'by what means they were obtained, that the facts refuting the statements 
made in the *' Friend of India'* might lie ]>laced on record. 

52. Colonel Roweroft reported the capture of eleven elephants by jiarties seat 
out for that purpose by Mr. l.ynch. the Deputy Collector and Deputy Magistrate 
accompanying the .Sarun field force. 

53. The Liciitenant-Ciovernor sanctioneil the payment by the Magistrate of 
Behar to Buldeo Dbavree Gywal of tlic sum of 250 rupees, as compensation for the 
loss of the clcpliant lent by him to tiovernment, whicb died of wounds received in- 
an encounter with the mutineers. 

54. Messrs. MacNieol and llrowne li.-iving intimated that they were dispatching 
their ship, the “ Day-Dream,” to the Persian (Jnlf and Hiissorah, which couul bring 
horses from thenee on her return, \v<;re told, after referenee made to the Military 
Department, that the Political Agent in Turkish Arabia was making arrangements 
for purchasing horses, and tliat tiicy might arrange with him for bringing away as 
many as were ready, and land them at Kumhay. 

5.5. The Commissioners of Patna, Jihaugiilpore, Rnjshaliyc, and Burdwan 
divisions, reported that no trace of Rajah Eiisuf Ali Klnaii (inquiries regarding 
whom had been instituted at t in; recpicstof Major Herbert) could be obtained in the 
districts of their Divisions. The .M.agistratc of the Twenty-four Pergiinnahs had 
previously informed Major Herbert tliat the individual in question was living at 
Kolingah, in Calcutta, south of the .Madrissa.

. NO disturbances or event of any importance connected w'ith the mutinies 
occurred in the Lower Provinces during the week ending on the Gth ol February. 

Patna Division .—In the Patna division Ca[>tuin Rattray was reported, on the 
, 4tb of February, to have reached .Sasserain, and was marching with a large detach* 
roent of his corps to assist in clearing the country around Rhotas. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Michel!, commanding at Sasseram, was appointed a 
. Commissioner under Act XYII of 1857. 

A copy of a letter from Major Richardson, commanding the Bengal Yeomanry 
.Cavalry, bringing to the notice of Government the valuable services rendered to 
him, in bis operations against the rebels on the Nepal frontier, by Colonel Handal 
^,-<K>%i)g.Thappa, an officer of the Nepal Government, was forwarded to the Govern- 
y. e--:}. ' . • 3'D 
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ment of India in the Foreign Departmenj^ for the information of the Goremor- 
General in Council. 

Mr, Trotter, Commissioner, under Act XIV of 1857, in the Behar diitrict,^ 
reporter! that twenty-one persons were tried by him, under Act XVI of 
during the month.of January last, of whom one was sentenced to transportation foir 
fourteen years, one to imprisonment for ten years, and nineteen were acquitted. 
Three other persons were tried, in the same district, under Act XIV of 185% hf 
Lieutenant Stanton, during the same month, of whom one was sentenced to trat^ 
portation for life, one to seven years’ imprisonment, and one acquitted. Another 
prisoner, tried by Lieutenant Stanton, under Act XVII of 1857, was sentenced to 
suffer death. 

In the district of Shahabad, twenty-four persons were tried, under Act XVI td" 
1857, during the month of .lanuarv, of whom four were sentenced to capital punisb« 
ment, two to trans|)ortnti(>n for life, tlmn; to imprisonment for fourteen years, two 
for ten years, one for seven years, one for live years, and eleven acquitted. 

Eleven persons were tried under the same Act, during the same month, in the 
district of Sanin, of whom four were sentenced to imprisonment for ten years, three 
for seven yc.ars, one for five years, and three for four years. 

Ten persons were likewise tried, under the same Act, in the district of Tirhoot, 
and one in the district ofCluimparun, during the month of .January, of whom one 
was sentenced to eight years’iinprisonincnt, one to imprisonment for seven )’ear8, 
six for four years, one for one year, anil two acquitted. 

Mr. Worsley, neputy Magistrate of Nowada, reported having also tried 
twenty-two persons, under Act XIV of during the month of December last, 

of whom two wore sentenced to fourteen years’ imprisonment, two to imprisonment 
for seven years, .and eighteen acquitted. 

11. Jiltaiifriilpnre Division.- -\[\ tlie district of Hhaugulpore 21 persons were 
tried under Act XVI of I.S.'»7 during the month of.lanuarv, of whom 7 were sen¬ 
tenced to tr.ansporlation for life, 10 to imprisonment for fourtocu years, J for nine 
years, and 1 lor one year. 

12. Jfurchvan Division .— T!ie Snp.erinfondiMif of .Marino was directed to take 
measures for raising and <>(piip|)ing a loree of 100 Kuropoan seamen, and dispatching 
them to .Vlidnapore without del.iv. to suppl\ tiu? place of tlie party ordered on from 
that station to Singbhoom on active ser\ ice. .\ii application w’as at the same 
time made to tlie (l.ivernment of liidi.i in tlie .Military Di partment, for the supply of 
such arms .and ammunition, including two Held guns, as the Siipeiintcntlent might 
indent for. 

Niiddea Division .— .Ml the districts in this division enntinued, as usual, 
jirofoimdly ipiiirt, anil the suggestion of the Commissioner that the Magistrates 
should diseontiiMic sending merely formal reports, announcing that all was quiet, 
was adopted. 

Id. Tttivn of (UtivnUa. —On the .Ird of Kehriiary, the Commissioner of the 
Calcutta Police reported that there had been an intense panic among native artizans 
of every de.seription in Calcutta, and also .among domestic servants, from an idea 
which iiad got ahro.ad (possibly owing to tlie passing of the Impressment.Act) that 
they were about to be impressed by tiovernmcut, and forcibly carried off to tbp 
Upper Provinces. 

1.5. Dacca Dirision .— ll.ajee Syed Dukt Mo/.umdar, ofSylhot, having been said 
to have collected,.arms and ammunition. .Mr. .Mien was desired to inquire into the 
matte?', and reported tli.at all that could be ascertained was that the zemindar had 
ill his posses.si'nn si\ small brass cannons, two double-barrelled and two single-bar¬ 
relled guns, iind n few spears ami swords, and that he w.as w illing to give up the 
guns, which had been hitherto ret.aiucd l>y him only for firing salutes during the 
Moliurrum. Mr. Allen was desired to take over the eaiinons at once. 

1(5. Chittagong Division, —The amount of money rccovoi'cd at Chittagong, up 
to the .5th of Eehniary, was 2l,0flHnipees 11 annas .3 pice, and the number of 
prisoners re-eapturer! 1.54. 

17, C/iota yiagpore. Division. —In the Suinbulporo district the insurgents do 
not appear to have been aiiyivherc in force, but wen; fleeing from place to place, 
followed up whenever traces of their concealment could be obtained. There were 
five different detaehments out in pursuit of them, but the hilly and jungly nature of 
the count ry was felt to be greatly adverse to the operations of regular troops, while 
it helped tlie rebels very imich in effecting their flight. The district was report^ 



^ (be in « completely dieorgenised state, and the police establishment SK 4}!Ute 
il^et auate for the purpose of restoring order and security in it. , 

lo. inie Commissioner of CuttacK having represent^ that great inconvenuNMe< 
was being experienced by the oflicers out on detached duty in Sumbul|)oro, for want 
dt a map of tne district, and further stating that the district and the tracts around? 
it having been already surveyed, a map of the place might lie prepared from the 
survey materials, as far as they went, and from other old maps which may be in exist* i 
ehce, the Deputy Surveyor-Oeucral was requested to get such a map prepafad^ 
without delay. 

19. The Supreme Government in the Military Department having sanclionedt 
the appointment of Captain Bird, of tlie 40th Madras Native Infuntry, to tlto 
command of the new levy whicii he is r.iising for service in Sumbulpore, a further 
reference was made to that Department regarding the pay and allowances to be 
assigned to Captain Bird. 

20. The Commissioner of (Uittack roportctl that tlicre were only 18,000 rupcot ' 
in the Sumbulpore Treasury; tliat revenue was not being pafid in, ainl us the salt 
trade had almost ceased since the lireaking out of tlie dislurbanees, no funds could 
be made available by means i>r bills on Cuttack, as had been antieipated. At the 
same time, Mr. Coekburn earnestly aihised that no treasure might be sent under 
escort from Cuttack without iiiT\ i«)us ri'fi-rcnee lo him, and promised to liml some 
means of obviating the diniculty likely to arise from the tieileieiiey of treasure. 

21. The Liculenant-tiovomor authori/.ed the sum of 17,227 rupees 1 anna 
11 pice, being the irrecoverable balance of the amount plumh-red by the Uamghur 
mutineers from tlie Chyebassa treasury, lo be written oil'the aoeonnts. 

22. The Rajah of Jhceldali, who w'as under sentonce of banishment for ten 
years, and a prisoner in the 1 la/areebangh jail when the disturbanees broke out at 
that place, .and who, aflm’ Ix'ing releasc'd by the; mutineers, had done good service 
to the State by closing the passes betw'een Piirnlea and Ranchco, and between 
Purulea ami Huzareebaugh, and who also prevonieti the oeeurreiice of any disturb* 
anccs in his part of the eonniry, and aided the zemiiidur of .lyepore to do the same 
in that estate, was, at the reeonimcmlation of .Mr. Liisliington, pardoned, ami tlie 
unexpired portion of his sentence was remitted, it being at the same time explained 
to him that he vvouhl not be permitted lo exercise the; poliei* powers with w (licli he 
was vested before his conviction, and for the misuse of which he liad been sentenced 
by the Sudder Court to the punishment he was umlergoiiig at the Huzareebaugh 
jail when he was released by the mutineers. 

23. Thirty-three persons were tried umh'r Act XVI of 1857, in the district of 
Hazareebaugh, during (he month of January, of whom two were sontencod to 
capital pnnishinent, three to trans|>ortation for liie, two to imiirisoiiim-nt for sixteen 
years, nine to iinniisommail foe I'ourti'eii years, four for ten year.s, four for seven 
years, three for five years, two for four years, one for three years, one for two 
years, and two acquitted, but being known to be ilangerons characters, released on 
security. 

24. Cachar .—The Snperinlemlcnt of Caeliar n'liorted that Norimlri)jeet Sing, 
the,chief of thp rebel Munipore Princes, who joined the mutineers of the .’llth Native 
Infantry, before the action of Binnaenmly, had been upprehemlod, and was kept in 
confinement by the Rajah of Munipore. lie was stateil lo he .suHering from a 
severe wound in the foot, sn[)|)osc<J to have been received at Bintiaeamly, and was 
not yet in a fit condition to he l•emovcd. J.,ieiitenaMt .Stewart was authorized to 
bring him to trial as soon as practicable, ami to report the proeeeilings of the case 
in due course, for the information of (iovernment. 

25. General Sa/}je,rfs .—The t'ommis.'ioner of Nagpori! iuiviiig offered to supply 
grain to tho.se districts in the Lower Provinces in wiiieh .-.eareiiv was apprehended 
in conscqnoiH'C of the reeent o’isLuriiaoeo.;. the Coniini.-sioiu is of (he districts 
bordering on the Provineo of Nagporc were eon.->uited as to the expediency of avail, 
ing themselves of Iheod'er made by Mr. Plowden. On its being aivertaincd from the 
reports they had submitted that though in some di.sti ids the juices of grain had 
risen considerably, there was not sueli s -areity ;in\ where :is to render it desirable 
for Government to interfere in the matter, Mr. Plowden’.s ofler wms deeliued with 
thanks. 

'26. The Lieutenant-Governor saneliuned the jiayrncnt of 000 rupees to Misg 
Susan Harper, as compensation for the loss of her jiropcrty jilundered and destroyed 
by the insurgents at Gya. 
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27. Mr. Latour, Additional Jddge at Bebar, haviiig apjwaled againsfe^tha 
decision of the Commissioner of Patna, who had declined to pass his application fob 
compensation for loss sustained by him in consequence of the mutiny, and it appear* 
ing that Mr. Latour’s loss consisted only of two horses, some horse ^ar, pistols, and 
trifling articles of wearing apparel, it was intimated to him in reply, tbi^ the mls^ 
laid down for the grant of compensation, limited such grants to those ** who ha^ 
lost their whole, or a large portion of their property,” and did not seem to conthss* 
plate the entertainment of siicli applications as his. 

28. A reference having been made by the Accountant to the (Jovernment of Bengal, 
in regard to an application submitted by Captain Dewaal, lately commanding the 
detachment of the 34th Native Infantry at Chittagong, for a refund of advances, 
amounting to 900 rupees, made by him to the men of that detachment, in payment 
of unacknowledged remittance drafts, the question was submitted to the Govern¬ 
ment of India in tlic Military Department, as to whether—first, the claim pre* 
ferred l)y Captain l)/:vvaal should, be admitted in full and without question, he 
having made the advance in good faith, to allay a feeling of discontent observed 
among the sepoys; or, secondly, whether it was to be conditionally admitted, and 
disposed of in accordance with the rules laid down in the Financial Resolution of the 
2na October, Captain Dewaal being held to have succeeded to the rights of the 
sepoys to whom he had made the advance; or, tliirdly, wliclhcr, the sepoys having 
subsequently mutinied, and thereby forfeited all claims on Government, that of 
Captain Dewaal, who represented them, was to be altogetiier rejected. 

29. The Supreme Governmont intimatcil having directed the Accountant- 
General in the Military Department to take ste|)s for tlic recovery of a sum of 100 
rupees not accounted for by Lieutenant 'J'rencliard. late Assistant Superintendent of 
Supplies at Slierghotty, and now an inmate of the Calcutta Lunatic Asylum, when 
he made over charge of his office to Captaiit Luc.as. 

30. A letter was received from tin; Home Department, conveying the decision 
of the Government of India, on tiio appeal submitted by Mr. W. Taylcr, of the 
Civil Service, against the fwders of tlic Lieutenant-Governor, removing him from 
the Cotnmi.ssionersbip of the Patna Division, and a copy of it was forwarded to 
Mr. Taylcr for his information. Mr.'rayler was also callcil upon to furnish, for the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s information, a copy of his printed narrative of events 
connected with his removal, which was characteriKed and censured by the Govern¬ 
ment of India as an elaborate attack on the ullicial conduct of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, 

31. The .loint Magistrate of Uancegunge reported that Mrs, Calder, Miss 
Landaman, and four eliildren, Mrs. Perry and three cliiliiren, and Mrs. Morton 
and eliild, passed Uancegunge iluring the week under rcfiort, en route for Alla¬ 
habad. 

32. In reply to an inquiry from the Government of India, relative to a person 
named K. H. Elliott, detaineci as a State prisoner in the thannah .jail at Bombay, 
who had been in the employment of the c.v-Peishwa of Bithoor as a military officer, 
and regarding \vho.sc proceedings some suspicion was entertained, the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Calcutta Police reported that nothing could be ascertained either 
about him or his brother, stated to be a resident of Calcutta, but that an elderly 
person of the name, and answering to the occupation said to have been followed by 
the prisoner’s father, viz., that of a bandmaster, lived in this city some seven or 
eight years ago, since which nothing had boon iieard of him.

Special Narrative of Events. dated February 27, 1858. 

1. Patna Division .—It being considered desirable to clear the neighbourhood 
of the Grand Trunk Road, near Sasseram, and the country about Rhotas, of the. 
mutineers and rebels who still hovered in that vicinity and render the escort 
of European troops necessary for every party conveying stores, the Governor- 
General directed Lieutenant-Colonel Michell, commanding at Sasseram, to under¬ 
take the work with the force noted in the margin ;* and he was specially requested

to'endeavour to ci^pt4g)re Ummer cmt, at «U'events, to drive him awMy lltom a 
di^nct where his presence was an encouragement to marauders and rebels. ' ' i’ 

2. ‘The plan of operations which was determined upon by Colonel Micheltj-in 
furtherance of the above orders, consisted of the formation of three detachmeat$,to * 
proceed, one to Rhotas under his own personal command, another to Sudoka under 
the command of Major Jones of the Mth Foot, and the third towards Khusowa; 
and thence on to Adharra, tinder the command of Lieutenant Campbell of the Sikh 
battalion; the first two columns nftcrwanls effecting a junction, and operating 
tc^ether against the rebels, and the last column so located as to prevent any 
stragglers escaping towards the west. 

3. On the 5th of February, Mr. Wake, Deputy Magistrate of Sasseram, reported 
to Mr. Samuclls the repulse of a body of ^00 mutineers, and tlic re-uccupation of 
Akberpofe by the zemindars of Cluuidorgliur. Two men, nephews of titc rebels 
Dilawur Khan and Stirnam Khan, wore killed on the occasion. TIte zemindars had 
only 30 men armed with firelocks with them. 

4. The Commissioner of Patna submitted a letter from (’olonel Roweroft, 
describing his operations in taking possession of tlie Sutasscc R.ajah’s palace. The 
Rajah had fortified liis palace to a considerable extent, tlic walls within and without 
being loopholcd for musketry, and the buildings conneeted by galleries and pas¬ 
sages, also l<K>pholed, and on one faee covered with a very thick thorny-baraboo 
jungle. But the fugitives from the battle, of Solninporc having probably given 
rise to a panic, the Rajah iint'xpectcdly abandoned the place without olluring any 
resistance. The articles found in the place consistctl of 10 or I5i cwt. of powder, 
five large bags of musket-balls, live valuable double-barrcllcil guns, of which one 
was a rifle, large stores of grain, chiefly rice, a large quantity of brass and iron 
vessels, a vsiluable chest of ivory aiul elephants’ tusks, and a quantity of mis¬ 
cellaneous furniture. Two or three elephants, and some .3(X) head of cattle, were 
also said to he hidden in some neighbouring jungle, for which search was being 
made. 

5. Information regarding the movemenfs of the mutineers of the llth Irregular 
Cavalry and 73rd Native infautry, was eoinmunicat.ed to Mr. Samuclls by the 
Darogah of Bettiah. 'I'he mutineers were moving in three columns, the first, of 
which was last seen at mouzaii Ullora on the Tcrrai, near a euUdicrry of the Nepal 
Government, where they \vt;re allowed to halt and refresh themselves unmolested. 
They thfen passed on towards Thosee. evidently with the view of crossing the 
Gunduck at Trihanee, eight miles l)clow which two of their number were reported, 
by Mr, Davies on the yth of February, to haver ridden down to survey the river at 
Putranee Ghaut. On the IJth of February, 1(K) s<r|)(!ys of the 73rd Native Infantry 
and 25 sowars of the llth Irregulars were reported by the Commissioner of 
Goruckpore to be witliin four milc.s of the house of Mr. Pepper, at Biraporc. The 
Yeomanry Cavalry were exfiectcd at Goruekporir by the I8lh. 

6. The Commissioner of Patna reported tli.at Brigadier Christie had been 
desirous to remove the detachment of Her Majesty’s 82n<i Foot at Bankipore, and 
found it difficult to send in their place any other European force, although eventually 
one officer and twenty-three men of the 37tli Foot liatl been detached to that station. 
He was informed, in reply, that if any further dillietdty was likely to arise from the 
paucity of European troops in the neighbourhood, a body of lOt) sailors, with 
officers, could be sent up for the protection of the station, whieli would at once 
obviate the necessity of committing its defence of the entrenched position to native 
troops. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor autiiorizcd the transhu' of one rcssaldar, two 
dufiadars, two naib dufl'adars, and ten sowars, from the Bengal l*oliee battalion to 
the Behar Irregular Cavalry, for the purpost: of assisting in the organization and 
instruction of,trie recruits. 

8. In anticipation of the sanction of the Supreme Government the Lieutenant- 
Ckwrernor authorized the Magistrate of TirhotJt, anti the Joint Magistrate of Chuin- 
patun, to entertain, temporarily, an extra police as [icr margin,* lor the purpose of 
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preventing, as far as possible, the escape of mutineers and other 'disaBected 
characters disgifised as pilgrims into the Nepal valley, on the occasion of die 
Sbeorattree festival, which took place on the 12th of February. 

9. A reference having been made to the Commissioners of Patna and BhaugQl> 
pore as to the expediency of removing the districts of those divisions from the 
ojperation of martial law, Messrs. Yule and Sainuells reported, in reply, that in 
their opinion tftc law in qticslipn ought to continue in force for some time longer in 
the districts to which it had been extended. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the payment of 200 rupees to Peer 
Beg, sowar, as a reward for conspicuous bravery disjdayed by him during the 
disturbance at Patna on the night of the 3rd of July last, on which occasion 
was reported to have made a resolute stand against the rebels, and to have cut 
down one of tliem, named Imamoorldeen, with his own hand. 

11. Messrs. W. Butler and C. Baylcy, assistants to the Magistrate and Collector 
of Behar, were, as a special case, vt'sted with the powers of a Joint Magistrate and 
Deputy Collector, to enabli' them to commit for trial under Acts XI and XIV of 1867. 

12. Thirty-eiglit [)ersons were tried under Act XVI of 1867 by the Sessions 
Judge of the district of Patna during the month of December last, of whom one 
was sentenced to transportation for life, si.\ to ten years’ iinprisonmcnt. two to 
imprisonment for seven years, two to im[»risoninont for live years, one to im|»rison- 
ment for two years, and a line of CUO nip('cs in lien of labour, and twcuty-six 
acquitted. 'I’lio sentences in tile case of the prisoners senteneed to transportation, 
and in that of the prisoner seiilonccd to two years’ impri.sonment, the first of 
whom w.as charged with being coiuerned in an attempt to seduce soldiers from 
their allegiance, and the second with using seditions language, being in possession 
of arms, and offering to pnrch.-ise oLliers, and aiding and abetting a dc.sertcr in 
escaping from justice, appeared to the fdentenant-tiovernor to be inadcqu.atc, and 
his 0 (>inion to that elfijct was comiminicatcfl to the .fudge of Patna. 

13. Bfiatigulpdre Dirtsiun. Burbank reported that 4,hc force under 
his command had rctiirneil to Purwah from the pursuit of the Dacca mutineers. A 
report was also received from Mr. Yule, stating that ho Iiad anthoriml Captain 
Burbank to proceed to (’alcull.a, and to take with him such of tin; men under his 
cohiniand as he could not depend upon for genera! goo<l conduct. 

H. Four persons were tried, uiulcr Aet XVII of IH.j?, by Mr. Yule, during 
the week ending on (lie tith of Foliriiary, two of whom were sentenced, to suffer 
death, and the other two to two years’ imprisonment with hard labour in irons, and 
thirty strijics. 

15. Hnnlhul Vpv^niinohii. —On tlie (Ith of Fcliruary the D(>puty Corami.ssioner of 
the Sonlhal Pergunnahs reported that iMr. Cheek, the Assistant Commissioner at 
Heerunporo, had committed for trial two persons, a Sonthal and his wife, who had 
l>een making |)oojah.s, ami predicting that thcie uoiild be a- loot and murdering 
on the 6th of Falgoou; on a |iarticular date, .a general plnndcring and massacre 
was U) coininence. They had not succeeded in creating much sensation, nor was 
there any local can.so for dissatisfaction licyond the failure of crops, and the offence 
appeared to have iu'cn conuniticd by the accused sim|)ly with a view of olitaining 
notoriety for tlicmsolvcs among their lril)c. The Deputy Commissioner was 
requested speciauy to commimicalo the result of the trial of this case. 

16. Rajulnihyc Dicision. —.\t the retpiesf of the Government of India the 
detachment of .•fe imen hK'ated at lliingpore were directed to proceed at once to 

• Jelpigoroe, on tiie witlidrawal of the Fiiropoan cotnalcsccuts from the latter 
station. 

17. The Magistrate at Ilungpore was directed to convey to Ranee Surnomoye, 
/eniindar of Bah-'iibimd, the acknowledgments of Government for the assistance 
rendered liy her to the Naval Brigade at Ilungpore, in procuring carriage and 
su|>plics for tlioni on their arrival at Bhugwtdi ghaut, and in providing transport 
for crossing tlio Bcriiampooter. 

18. On the report of the M;igislratc of Ruugpore that two of the Dacca 
mutineers comniitfed iiy him had been sentenced to death and hanged, and four 
others sentenced to transportation, the .Judgeof Ilungpore was requested to submit 
a special report showing the grounds on which other than capital punishment was 
p.'issed in the lust-mentioneii cases. 

19. Messrs. Cockiuirn and Wemyss having been elected by the Rajshahye 
v olunteer (\y alry, etimmandant.and ^cond in command of that corps, IheGovern- 
ment of India were requested to confirm the appointments on the same footing'as 
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those of the officers of the Calcutta Volu^esr Cavalry. The Government of India 
were, at the same time, applied to for the services a drill seijeaut to iastroct the 

20. Nt$ddea Divuion .—The camp-followers named in the margin,* latdiy 
at^hed to the 11th Irregular Cavalry, charged with having deserted with tto 
third and fourth troops of the regimoiit when they mutinied at Jelpigorec and 
Madareegunge, had, when apprehcnd(«d by the police, been nmde over to Uu?'; 
military authorities at Berhampore, but were, sul)se(iueiitly, retransferred to the 
civil authorities for trial, under orticrs from the general olKecr commanding the ' 
Presidency. A reference has been made to the Military Oepartment as to whether, 
in such coses, the prisoners should not rather be tried by court-martial. 

21. Dacca Division. —On the night of the 7th of Fcbrnary, or early on the 
morning of the 8th, a large party of the Khocinick Kookies attacked Khilhourg 
Poonjee and three other of our border viHag s in tin; jiiri.sdiction of the thannao 
Latou, in the Sylhet district. H'liis tribe of Kookies was, s<»mc years ago, ve-ry 
troublesome, and was chastised by ('ohmol. Lister, for making forays in our 
territory. Their present temerity seems to have be<‘n owing to the temporary 
absence of the guards at Lungaic and CMuirgolah. whicli were withdrawn because 
tbe men were retjuirod for the operations whieli were tx'ing carrieil on in the Sylhet 
and Caehar districts. Mr. .Mien reported that the usual guard have since been 
sent out to both those outposts, and lil'ty men ordered from Caehar to strengthen 
tbe detachment at Svlhet. 

22. The mutineers of tlte 3kh Native Iiifarilry having been now almost anni¬ 
hilated, Captain Stevens was dircs'ted by Mr. Allen to return with the l>ead- 
quarters of the Sylliet Light Infantry Battalion to ('luirra Poonjee, Lieutenant 
Buist, with an extra detael\ment of ratlier more; than 100 men remaining at 
SileJiar, till the dc^laeliinenl under Lieutenant Boss, then still on (hity in the 
neighbourhood of Binnacaiuly,avnild return l(^ tin* Sudder station. 

23. Ontlie .SthnlKehruary. Mr. Allen report<‘il the particulars of an engagement 
which Utok place on th<' 2Slli of December last, between a parly of the mutineers 
of the 31th IL^giment Native lt)l;uiirv .and a small det.aehinent of our troops, 
commanded by a (.ioorklia jemadar n.imeil Bam Bist, in which live of tin; mntineors 
were killed, and thi<‘e t.iken prisoners, and afterwards shot by the jemadar, on 
their attemjrtiug to ese.ape from.tlie guanl. Lieutenant Sherer being of opiidon that 
the party was entitled to receive a reward of .'it) rupees for each armed mutineer 
killed, Mr. Allen refern'd tlic matter for the orders of (Jovernmeid, .and the lewnrd 
claimed w.as allowed by tlic Lieutenant-dovernor, in the ease of the three men who 
had been taken prisoners. 

24. The Superiidcndent of Cacliar having reporbsl that six Munip(wee Princes, 
whom he had place ! under arrest at (Caehar, to keiqi them nut of mischief, had 
managed to make their escape, tin* (iovernnu'nt of India ilireeted that, when 
re-captured, unless guilty of some oH'enee for which they coidd be tried and punished 
by tbe local authorities, they shoidd be seid d(.wn at once as State prisoners to the 
Pre.sidenoy. A report of the circumstances connected with tln ir cseape was, at 
the same time, called for by the Goyernineut of India, ami the Superintendent was, 
accordingly, requested to furnish the. same. 

25. Cuttack Division. —Mr. Cockbnrn reported that ho h.ad deelitied to comply 
with tlie first request of the Bajah of Keongluir to be supplied with 1,.VJ0 muskets, 
but had furnisiicd him with the materials for making gunpowder, whicli he had 
also asked for. This Rajah h.as shown himself very raitldiil to (ioveriiniciit 
throughout the recent flisturhanccs. 

2H. The acknowledgments of the Lieutenant-dovernor were communicated to 
the Rajahs of Sohuiipore, Ruttan.ah, and KanreaJ, who ucrc reprwted by Mr, Cock- 
burn to have rendered much timely service and valuable assistance to T.icutcnant 
Swiney, of the 32nd Madras Native Infantry, on his way to Kain|)tee to join his 
regiment. 

27. Chola Nagpore Division. —The news from Palarnow receives:! during the 
week was of a very favour.ablc character. The Commissioner h;ut remained at 
Lcsliegunge till the 8f!i of February, collecting supplies, and awaiting the result 
of his perwannahs for the attendance of those jageerdars and hcadH of villages 
who had not previously m.ade their appearance. Most of these hml readily 

responded to the call, but the most influential of all. Baboo Bltowanny Bnx, Rae

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of Bisrampore, for some time paid no attention to the summons. As this man m 
the head of the Clierra family, who were formerly zemindars of Palamow, aiui.spt 
believed to have collect a large force, including some of the mutinied*aepoya of 
Rainghur Light Infantry Battalion, it was not deemed prudent to advance, into tne 
Bhoglat country, the head-quarters now of- the insurgents, until the real desigM.of 
.this powerful chief could be ascertained. On the 3rd these doubts were satis¬ 
factorily terminated, by Baboo Bhowanny Bux Rae coming into the cam^ He 
denies having taken any part in the disturbances, but this will, of course, roitn .a 
subject of future inquiry. 

2b. Witlj the different contingents by which he had been joinefl, the force at 
the disposal of the Commissioner was now nearly 2,000 men, while the followers of 
Neelamber and Pittainber were stated to have dwindled down, since the defeat at 
Palainnw, to about 1,000; but the principal ghauts into tlie Bhoglat country .!^ 
been stcjpped. 

29. It was determined now to advance at once, and accordingly, on the 6tb of 
Febrnarv, Captain Dalton, detached from I,cslicgungc, under the command pf. A 
subadar of tl>c Jlamghur Local Force, and with 'Phakoorec Kissen Dial Sing, and 
other ’/cmindars, between 500 and 000 inatchlocknien out of those furnished by 
the Deo Rajah .and other zemindars, w-ith orders to proceed to Shahpore. He 
himself, with the whole of the diseiplincfl troops with hhn, Icsides 64 of the 
Deo Rajah’s sow.ars, and about 050 matchlockraen, inarehod on the Dth towards the 
Toongarec Pass, directing at the same time the party at Shahpore to advance 
against the Bogloomara gliaut. On nearing the* village of Kurnanand, on the 
lOtb, Captain Dalton was informed that a party of insurgents, who had recently 
occupied the Toongarec P.ass, were then plundering tluit village. Lieutenant 
Graham thereupon, with the Commissioner's escort of the Ramghiir irregular 
Cavalry, some sowars of the Deo Rajah, dashed forward and came on a party of 
the insurgents, as they were driving off a large hcr<l of c.iltic and some villagers 
as captives. The-sc they succccdofi in rescuing, and also in taking three prisoners; 
one, a leading character among the rel)els. Two of the thiye |)risoners wore 
hanged ; the other has been kc|>t for the j)resent, as he has it in his jmw'cr, and 
seems disposed, to give important information. Our troops subsequently entered 
the Bhoglah country unopposed. 

30. Captain Sfiakspear, eommamling the Nagpore Irregular Force, having 
been obliged to return to Raep(»re, th(i operations against the rebels in Surabulpcc'e, 
were being carried on with much activity generally ; but a reverse had been met 
with, vvliieh it is necessary to record. Mr. (\)ckbiirii ro|Mirt('<l having dispatched 
another detachim'nt of Horse, under Captain Wood, and a detachment of Infantry', 
under (^iptain Woodbridgt', to take his |)laee in the direction i)f Singbora, which is 
about sixty miles (o tlie west of Sumlnilpore. On the 20th, a telegram was 
reccivofl from tlie Magistrate of Cuttack, reporting that Captain Woodbridge had 
attacked the rebels on the 12th of February, in one of their strongholds, behind Pahar 
Sinirgurrah. and been repulsed ; Captain Woodbridge himself, amj two sepoys, being 
killed, besides live sept>ys wonn<led. Assistance wa.s ]»romplly sent ouf, ana 
Mr. Coekburn had requested Captain Leigh to proceed at once to the sjiot to tike 
charge of t he detachment. 

31. A very snceessfnl advance liad been made by Major Bates, on Robmda, 
a place within the territories of the Rajali of Hamrah, commonly considered inacces¬ 
sible to regular troops, and where, on that .account, a numb<T of rebels had taken 
refuge. Our troops succeeded in reaching the spot, but the rebels managed to 
escape without lo.ss; but two villages, and a large quantity of provisions fouud 
stored in the jungle, were de-stroyed, and the stone brca.stvvorks which had been 
erected were thrown down. 

At the same time, .Major Wyndham, who had moved into another portion of the 
Bainrah R.ajah’s territi»rv, lor the purpose of capturing the rebel leader, Sfee Kissen 
Haharah,* and taking possession of his -zemind.-irec of Goorpally, succeeded in 
destroying the village of lluld(*ebnlmn, Srcc Kislien Bahara’s head-quartet^ and in 
clearing the Batrama (ihaut, at which the Calcutta dak has been closed for a Ipng 
time past. The dak route is now re-opened. ' 

‘While the larger detachment of troops were engaged, as stated above^^'iSve 
smaller parties of the Ramghur Light Infantry Battalion, the Orissa Paik Conipanies, 
and the Gurjat Paiks, were employed in other parts of the district. a

men of tbe OriMa Pflik Ckunpanies. and aixiy Qurjat 
tiller Mr. Dyer» had, in particular, rendered important service, by destroyihir^re^i 
yilta^fes and stores, and especially at a place called Dheoghur, where a nat^Mr dC 
Hied rebels have been capered. u 

S3. By means of another of these snaall parties the river*ruutc has 
rd-bpened, and many boats have proceeded on their way which liad been for rndnldib^ 
detam^ at Sambulpore. For the protection of this traffic, a police station hdi^ 
been established, and a guard of the Orissa Paik companies stationed in thd' 
neighbourhood of the most dangferous |>art of the river. 

34. In reply to a insference made by him on the subject of the trial of the 
insurgents captured by our troop in the Sumbulpure district, Mr. Cockburn v/a^ 
llllbrmed that the Lieutenant-Governor agreed in opinion with him regarding the 
expediency of trying such cases j)roinptly by court-martial, instead of sending thennj 
m.to be tried before Commissioners appointed under .\cl XIV of 1S57; and that 
the instructions issued by him to Major Bates to dispose of such cases Kummarily, 
were approved. 

35. A recommendation by Mr. Cockburn, that the third class Order of Merit 
be awarded to Jemadar llurnath Sing, of the 8th Company Ramghnr Light Infantry 
battalion, as a suitable acknowledgment of his conspicuous loyalty during the 
whole period that the district of Sumbulporo was in a disnirbcd state, was 
submitted for the orders of the Supreme Oovernnn‘nt. 

36. Two persons were! tried under Act XV^l of 1857, in the district of SurobuU 
pore, daring the week ending on the 30th of January, and botli scntenc(!d to death. 

37. In Singhboom, towards the south, the t'oles of tliree |>oois having congre¬ 
gated in some force at the Seringsclla Pass, Colonel Forster proceeded against them 
on the 9th of February, and ascertaining that the rclx'ls had f](‘d into the deep 
jungles and hills which alnnind in the vicinity of that position, he divided iiis men 
into fonr parties, two of which were to in.-ikc a wide sweep to'tlie right and left of 
the position, while he hiniseli' led tlie centic party towards a point on which the 
flank parties were directed to advance ; the fotirl h division being left in charge of 
the two guns, and toKtrengthen tlie European sailors under eoinniand of .Mr. .lonran, 
who arrived at Chyebassa on t lie 4th of Feliniarv, and foriued I he I'overing force 
of the enterpri/.e. The measures thus taken were i-iowned with complete success. 
Every armed CUde was driven out of his eover, and many of tliein killed, while the 
casualties on our side e.imsisted of only siv si’jioys and one jemadar wounded. 

38. Colonel Forster, in a communication on the state of atfnirs at Singbhooin, 
stated, that among a quantity of papers which aceidmitally iell into his po.ssession 
at Chuckerdcr|)ore, he found a copy of a kluirrecta addressed by llrjoon Sing to 
the British authorities, giving a clear ai'i'ount of his airts up to that period, ana his 
deep sense of the obligations he owed to the Statr;; and that it appeared from the 
opinion of parties qualified to judge on the subject, that the Chiei of Pqrahat had 
be.en led away more from personal fear, consequent on the. favor shown to the 
Rajah of Seraikillah, than from any unfriendly feeling tliat be entertained towards 
the British Government, and that cv'cn now, tlioiigli seventy or eiglilyof his villages 
had been burnt by onr troops, and above l.(KK) head of cattle taken away from 
them, he had not yet presumed to retaliate, or to make any aggre.ssive attack on 
our villages. Under these circumstances, (^iloncl Forster was of opinion that 
Ui^oon Sing might now with advantage be left to himself, and steps taken to 
qniet down the country, without prolonging anarchy, at an enormous cost to 
Government. 

39. Fifty-eight persons were tried under Act XVI of 18.57, in (he district of 

Mnunbhoom, during the month of January; of whom one was transported for life, 
four to fourteen years’ imprisonment, two to imprisonment for seven years, one for 
live years, one for three years, eight to corporal punishment, and forty-one were 
oequitted. ’ 

40. The mutineers named in the margin* having been sentenced by Major 
'Simpson to transportation instead of to capital punishment, Major 8impson was 

on to report the grounds on which the sentences wore awarded, and was 
inform^, on receipt of his explanation, that the Lieutenant-Governor could not 
ebbeur with him in thinking that the prisoners, who were proved to have been 
pt^nt with the regiment when the mutiny occurred, and long afterwards^ were 
' m>t dtii«rving of death.

—'I’lrrce pci’sons were tried under Act XVII of 1857, by the Super¬ 
intendent of Cachar linring the week ending on the Gth of Fehruary, of whom one 
vxas scntcnccil to dr-ath, ami two others to be ti-aiisported for seven years. 

44. (ienerul Sithjccls .—The Commandant of the Hengal Police Battalion for^ 
warded a trairslation of a paper on the late imitiny and rebellion, written by Sudar 
Bahadoor Sidradar nt'daptl, Ali, of his corps, and was requested to convey to that 
oflicer the thanks of (lo’vernincnt for the doenment in (juestioir, which was printed, 
and cojiics of which have Ix'cn forwar-dcMl to the Ciovernor-Gencral, the President in 
Cbnncil, and the Court, of Din'ctors. 

lij. ('aptaiu Ilatlrny having solicited the exercise of the Liculenant-Govemor’s

■IH, The Commissioner of Nnddea li.-iving submitted a jMc-morandum of the 
number of earls, hull(i(;ks, and lavirers rnrnished from his division to the Super¬ 
intendent of Carriage and Supplies, .and also the names of the |>rivate parties as 
per m:)i-gin,* who had rendered etlieient .-dd to tin; Collector, w.as requested 4o 
convey to the gentlemen named the thanks of (lovernmcnt for the assistance 
alfonled by them. 

40. 'I'hc Commissarv-ti('ncraI Iniving complained that wretched hackeries and 
miserable bullocks had heen furnished for the transport of valuable stores, 
Mr. .Taekson was refjiiestod to reportwhat carriages were referred to, and by whom 
they Inui been rurmslied, and wln-tlier tlie bullocks alluded to were Government 
bidioeks or those hired by Government.

17. (-■Itofii Nagporc The operations of Captain Dalton and lii.s party iu the 

Bhogtah eountry had progressed very favouraldy during the week under rejmrl. On the 
19th February (.’aptain Dalton adxaueed to t’lieiuoo, wlieri' the IMiogtah leaders, IVtumber 
and Lelambcr, had a fortified Imiise on tlie banks of the Koel. in winch they chiefly 
resided. On our troops crossing tlie Koel, the enemy ahamloned the village, and took 
up their position behind masked hreast-norks of stmie nliieli lliev had eonstrueted on the 
side and ridge of the .sleep hill overhanging the village. A dnll'adar of tlu* llanighur 
Irregular Cavalry was killed at the eoiiimenciMnent of the attack on these breast-works, 
but they were rapidly eleared in sneeession. and the enemy put to lliglil. 

The village was hnrned, as was also Samxa.tuo miles rnrllier on, another strong¬ 
hold of the rebels, hut tound deserted. ..\t this \ illagc ('aptain Dalton «as rejoined by 
the force sent round Sliahpore, and the lh)ogloiimiirah gliant, ns mentioned in tin* 
Narrative for the neck ending on the l.'ltli Kebruary. On the I. lib February jmrtics 
were sent out to raze the nails ol' the fortified house at (lii'inoo and to destroy the hn:a,st- 
works on the hill, By the e |>ar(ies large qnantitii s of grain were hronght in and several 
herds of c.atlle ami some henl'-men uliolnid been carried off by the l{lioglahs. The villages 
around Were rejiortvd to he all descried, and Cajitain Dalton had not sue<;ee,iled iu com¬ 
municating with any of the al:inned vill.igers, wliieli In* nas anxious to do in order to 
induce them to return. Parlies were out in dill'crent directions to bring iu intelligonee 
regarding the insurgents. 

Ill. .Some further partienlars ucrc submitted by Mr. Iliickhnni relative to the repulse 
sustained by Captain Woodhridge s dc‘la<*lmient at Paliarsim-e-giinah, and the death of 
that officer, xvhicli was reqxnted iu the .Narralivi* for the week ending the 13th February.

persons who captiuaid the sejioys also usually atlempted to purloin the money found in 
their possession, the rdentenant-Ooveriior authorized the payment of a reward of 10 per 
cent, m all ordinary cases for (joveriimont Irc'asiirc voluntarily rendeied up by any person 
not in the service of (lovermneni, and a reward of 20 ])er cent, in special cases to be, 
reported for the information of Goveininent. 

14. Bfwrkali Clossyali, a prisoner in the Clierra Poonjee jail, who attempted to 
tamper Avith one of the sepoys of llie jail guard, and Avas on that account detained in 
custody after the expiration of the senUaiee he 'vas Avorking out, was released by 
Mr. Alien on furnishing a security t« the amount, of 201) rupees for his future good 
behaviour. 

15. The liiculenant-Governor atithoiizod preliminary proceedings being set on foot 
for instituting an iniincdiate and tliorongli investigatio)i into the conduct Aif the Maha¬ 
rajah, of Tipjierah, who, though he hiol held no friendly eouiinunication AA'ilh the mutineers 
while they Avere in his territories, had not shonn that energy and readiness in an-esting 
their progre.ss, that tlu' (Joa eminent had a ri.glit to exjiect from him. The Officiating 
Magistrate of 'I'ippiTah nuntioned ihal the population of Independent Tipperah was 
small and (he villag(!s scattered, and tlmt. the Maharajali's autliority over the distant 
portion of his territory AAas so little Unit, with the best iiitcniions and the most earnest 
desire to assist Government, lie may often have had his (uders inefficiently carried out or 
almost entirely irnglecti'd; and Mr. Metealfe, the .Tudge of'fipperah, Avas also of opinion 
that the Maharajah had no misuis of opposing tlu' mutineers, aiul that he Avas a timid and 
nervous man, and at variance AAith his hill tribes. The Commissioner ctmsiders that a 
regular invi'stigatioii ought nevertheless to he iiuule, it being desirable tt) clear* up all , 
doubts resting on the eondiiet ol‘ such iiifliiential nu'ii. 

16. A letttT Avas rcAS'ived from tlie (.'ommissioner of Chittagong oflering suggestions , 
and solieiting instnietions on <*er(ain points in regard to (he constitution of the local 
police corps in course of (bmiatiou in the districts in his division. In reply to this com- 
muniention tluA sanction of (lie lacutenant-Govovuor avus accorded to the entertaiiuuent 
of a ilrill instructor (Sheik Ahim-d), for the recruits iii Bhullooah, on a salary of 15 
rujices per iiiontli, and one dulliular t(» evAuy 20 reeniits in tlio Blmllooah corps^ and three 
extra duffadars for the U'vy in Chittagong. The (hiininissiAnier Avas also informed that a . 
rccommendalioii Avas about to hi* submitU'd to tlm Government of India, for the forma¬ 
tion of a Chittagong Divisional Corps. 

17. The Lieutenant-Governor satictioiu'd a charge of lOO rupees disbursed by the 
Commissioner ol‘ Chittagong, as a reward jiaitl to his eonchmau for conveying intimation 
of the mutiny at Cliittagong to 'I'ipperali, on tiie jiight of (he IStli NoA'ember last. 

18. Cuttack DIviaion .—The C<>mmissioner id'Cuttack reported haA’ing intimated to. 
the Agent to the Governor at I'izagapatam, in reply to an inquiry made % him on the 
subject, that the services of the 1st Aviug of the Madras Native Infantry at Cuttack could 
be dispensed Avith at that station, and it Avas oxiiected that the Aving would be shojrUy 
withdraAvn. 

19. Chotii Ntujporc Division .—The (kimraissioner at Cuttack*submitted a letter frpip 
Ensign Warlow, of the 40lh Madras Native Infantry, describing the attack made on. thp. 
14th February, liy the jiarty under his command, on the rebel stronghold at Palar Senp,- 
gurrah, aa here Captain \Voodbridge was repulsed and killed. The enemy occupied a s^ng 
position in a narroAv defile hctAAecn Iaao steep hills covered with dense jungle, upd 
thrown up across the defile a ioop-lioled stone breastwork, about seven feet high and 

feet long, in such a manner as completely to command the narrow path leaffing up 
They h^ also cut doAvn the jungle on either side, so os to concentrate the w&de 
this^approach; and about baU'way up the hill on the left they had erected another 



«ttd wm^ding one on the pass. The mode of operation idoHb»a.y 
Bnm^ Warbw, on amvi^ wjthin about a quarts of a mile of tW» strouffly^todS 
position, was as follows:—He divided his force into throe parties, sending one up t^hUl 
on the left to turn the right flank of the cnemj', and advancing himself with another op 
the hill on the right, while the third remained in the defile, with orders to advance against 
the breastwork as soon as they heard firing on their flanks. When the iamirgents pdircived 
the advancq made on both flanks they abandoned their positions hastily and fledup We 
hill on the right, firing a few shots, which did not take effect. Both their broostwoWa 
were token and destroyed, and the huts in their neighbourhood burnt down. Our'"troops 
then advanced up the gorge, and finding another breastwork nt the summit of the pa^ 
they destroyed that also. In a large hut in the rear of it were found sevoral matchlocks 
swords, and other weapons. A considerable quantity of rice and grain were also fouui 
concealed among the rocks. 

20. 'rherewas no more open opposition in Scmbiilpore in nny<iuartcr, and the rebels 
who had fled to the hills and the jungles, w«'re being constantly bnras.'iud and dispersed 
by the several detachments out in the district. great iunni)er of j>ersonN had been 
brought in, and among the more important of tlie recent nrrc.sf s wtue the rebel Zoraihdar 
of Khursal and his brother, Chunder Shiinker, the chief of Magpal, and Korooneo Ohatwal 
the chief of Bulrama, who closed the communications on tire Cuttack and Caicntto lines 
for some months. The real rir.gleaders. however, were yet at large. Among the signs of 
rotuming confidence on the part of the people gcin'rally, it was mentioned that the 
revenue was being paid in. 

21. 'ITie Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned a reward of JOi) ntpetis jmid by (he Com¬ 

missioner of.Cuttack tothe men of the Khoord .Mehal's Sehundee t'orjw, for the service 
rendered by them in rescuing Mr. Han.son from the liands^of the insurgents, wlio attacked 
him and murdered his fellow traveller. Dr. Mof.re. 'J'he d. (nehnient hud been ordered 
out hy*Captain Leigh on his receiving intelligence of an eseoi t being required, as the road 
was unsafe, and came up with Mr. Hanson when lie was being pursued by the enemy, and 
entertained little or no hope of escaping from tlieir hands. * , ’ , 

22. Eleven persons were tried under Act XVI of I8.»7 in tin* district of Sumbulpore 
during the week ending- on the 2nth Fehrnary, ot‘ wlioin three were senteneed to death' 
two to seven years’ impri.sonraont, one to three years’ inipri.sonnient, ami li^o released. 

23. In Singhhoom disturbances had entirdy ceased, ami order was being generally 
and rapidly re-established. Mr. Lttshington had returned to Chyeba.ssa, and he reported 
that at Jynthghur*all tin* insurgent Mankees, with only one exciqition, and numcrons 
Moondas, had surrendered themselves up to bini, I browing lli(>m.s<'Ives at his feet with 
their mouths filled with gra.«.s, and l)iingin<t in large quantities of .sujiplies. Similar 
humiliation and contridon had also been evinced nt Koli'ghiir; and order had been so 
far restored already, that a safe communication between the station and the extreme south 
had been opened, and ehujiprassies wt‘re traver.sing it in various tliicctions for the jiurposo 
of promoting the collection of revenue. In tlur west a strong jKirty of sailors, with one 
gun, wa.s stationed at Clmekerderpore, and their wants were Iioing anqdy siijiplied from 
the surrounding villages, though belonging to the I’orahat estate. Evi n in (be neigh¬ 
bourhood of Porahttt its<df, a strong disposition e.visted on the ]tnr( of the seventeen 
Naiks and their dependent Paiks, who had hitlicrlo been the. chief siip|ior(ei-,s of Drjoon 
Sing, to make their submission, and one naik had suhmi((ed himself ahcailv. 'I'liere was 
no cause anywhere to fear that fresh disturbances would la- atti injiii'd ai'aiii. 

24. A large contingent of Paiks, with four small <‘Miiuons, w<‘ie rc])tir(ed to liave- been 
collcctodand placed at the di.sposal of Mr. faishinglon by the Itajali of Keonglmr. Two 
of these jiaiks had been sent into the Jungles to Ihjoon Sing, and wen- .sai.gijim- of being 
aWe to persuade him to give himself up, as flu- Rajah of Kr-ongliur is related to him, and 
it was supiKJsed that his advice would carry weight. It would ajqieur tliat Biihsequent to 
this an urzeewas received from the ex-Rajah, deprecating any liosfility to tlie (Jovernmeut, 
and praying to have the attachment removed from his <-s(.'itc, and bis defence beard 
riurough atlomies. Mr. Lushington reported having infornud him in reply that the 
todtoth’S notice given had only five days t<* run. and that bis estate would bh finally 
confiaeated if he did not appear in (xirsim by that tinu-, 

■ 25. The Shekawatee Battalion left Chyehussa for Siimhulpore on the 2r'th Pehruary. 
Ah incident of some interest is recorded which reflects credit on the men of the regimenL - 
iSil Ijiishington had offered a reward of fiO rupees to a party f»f .seiMjys belonging to tb©' 
bnitaHoh for aaiistonce rendered by them in recovering some tents and other property 
41^ had fidlen into the hands of the rebels, but the money was returned by tlie sepoys - 
Colonel Forster, with a request that it should he applied to the fund for the relief 
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of mdowft and orphans of'European soldiers killed during the recent diatorliiyeei tSil* 
whom they cx|>ress«:l great sympathy. 

20. 'I!h(; aekiii)wl(>dgnient.s of the Lieutenant-Governor were eommunicated td 
Mr. Lu.shiiigton for liis stroTiuoas oirorts lo restore tranquillity iu the disturbed districts, 
and also through liiin to Ideiitenant Birch, t’oloJU'l Forster, Captain Flak*, the officers and 
men of the Naval Lrijrade, the Itajah of Iveonglinr, and all <»lhcr.s a.wociated with him 
in tlic ojjcrntions luidertukcn for the re- cslablislimonl of peace. » 

27. Mr, Lushington having ve])rcsento(l that it would he of groat advantage if 
Captain IJavics could ajipear as jn-usecutor in llie (!ase against the zemindar of Paehete, 
Captain Davies was r<‘(|iiostcd lo siihniit a report on the evidenee obtained against the 
zemindar, to enable the LieiiliMiant-tiovcrnor to decide whether it is of a nature to 
warrant further proce(MliugH Ixung taken agaiusi. him. 

28, General Subjectx.- -A .suggestion made by the Aceonntaiit to Ibe Government of 
Bengal that the ollicers and men of the Naval Brigade, .stationed in the several distri'cts 
in the Mofussil, should he ])cnnit(ed to obtain drafts for family remittaneos at sight, and 
par, on the General 'rreasury, a.s is albiwi'd it) officers and men of the army, was apj)roved; 
and the Accountant rc<juesli‘tl to issm^ the lU'cessary instructions lo the Collectors of the 
several districts in which delachmcul.s of the Naval Brigade Averc doing duty, for carrying 
the proposal into <dlect. 

21). An applicatjon having been received from the widow of the late Mr. Ronald, 
Assistant Counui.ssioner, Sonllial IVrgimnahs. wlio was killed by the mutineer,s of the 
J12nd Regiment. Nativ<^ Infantry at Dcoglmi-, soliciting the grant of a jieiision to herself 
and lier fiv»‘ children, the .sanction of the (Jovc'rnnumt of India Avas requested to the

children, the same being in ace<wdanee with tin* Re.sobition of the Financial Department, 
No. 4812 A, dated DUh November, Ist.'iy, jiml the snhsequent imtilicalion in the “ Calcutta 
Gazette ” of the .'ith damuiry having isd'ercncc to that Resolution. * 

30. A Mrs, Barker, the widow of Mr, F. Ik Harker, Dead Assistant of the Executive 
EngintAor’a Otli(*e, in tlu* Faina. Branch Ronil ((ilya), Avho died of illness after having 
cacaped from Gya subsequent to the outbreak at that station, haAniig applied for a 
pcimioii under the Government, nolifieation of the l?Hh of Novmnber last, on the ground 
that her Inishnnd’s death Avas eaiised by a]uq)l(!xy, brought, on by the distressing circum- 
staiujes under Avhieh be and bis taniily bad liecn ])laeed during the outbreak, Avns informetl 
that the cuder in (piestion did not ap)tly toher case, and that her request coidd not, there¬ 
fore, be conipli<*d Avilb. 

31. In submitting a detailed report on the requirements made by the ronimi,ssariRt 
Department for carriagA* for the use <tf troops niarcliiug up to the North-Western 
Provinces during tlu* recent t inergony, ami on the suliicieney or otherwise of the number 
of carts collected ami made ov<*r to tliat d('par(mi-m , the Sujjerintendent of Carriages and 
Supplies suggested that the system adojded by him I'or the supply of carriage hnAriug 
proA'od that carts can be proetired in any (juantity Avithout iin)ires.smcnt, the intervention 
of the civil authorities ill the matter should heneeforward cease, and the CoramisHariat- 
Department he directed lo make their oaaii arrangements for eolleeting such carriage as 
they mayrequire. The adojition of this siiggA*slion Aias recommended t o the Oovernmeitt 
of India in the iMilitary Department, 

32. A scheme having lieen recommemicil by the Commissioner of Burdvvan, In 
Getidrer last, for obtaining supplies of carriage without liaving Tceoursc to compulsion, 
and the Commissioner of Fatna having stated in his report on that scheme tha^ 
Messrs. Dampier and JMneleod represented that, wilhoiil eoinpidsion, it Avould be imp64> 
sible to jiroAido the <innnlity of carriage required ; Mi-. Saniuells Avas informed that the 
Lieutenant-Governor Avns nnAvilling to admit that, under proper management, any 
necessity for compulsory measures could ever exist. 

33. The Government of the North Wt'stcvn-FroAinccs Avas informed that Mrs. Parry, 

Mi-s. Dumphroy, and Mrs. J’iers, with four children, h.ad left Rancegunge for MCcrut, aUd 
Mrs. Bal.s<;h, Mrs. Rrand, and jMi-s. IL^rziAy, Ai ith seven children, for Rftnchec. * 

34. 'hFr. G. S. Fagan, a barrister of the Supremo Court, having submitted a petticidA 
on behalf of one Mahomet Baker Khan, a prisoner who had been apprehended on thh 
river, Avilh arms in his boat, on his Avay from I’atna by night, immediately aft^ Die 
emeute at that place, and liad been sonleneed to fourteen years’ impri.sonTnent'hy 
Mr. 'I’ayler, late Commissioner <jf Patna; and it ap})caring on a careful cohnsidemtiott pf 
the case that the prisoner had been properly SA'iiteiiced, the petition was rejected

Tliis me.ssagc! was immediately 
commnnicatfsl to the Govevnor-tieneral. llie Li<m(e!iaiil-( io\enior having no means of 
jndging to what extent (he, intelligmua' was (ee-i-i'ct; bnl, more e|u ering news was recemsd 
from Mr. Saimndls tin-<lay following, wlien lie i-. p.irli'd ih.d llie.n'hels. Id,UoO strong, 
and with 10 guns, having attacked Colonel Howciofi at .Anmiha, wen'signally defeated, 
with the loss of 7 guns, and ]iiirsiii-d w ar to IJelwa ghaut, onr loss on the occ'.irioii 
consisting of only two nn-n kilh'd and s<'\en womnled.

Twenty- 
two persons were also tried by Mr. Trotter in the same district, under Act XVI of 185 ?, 
during the same jHjriod, four of whom were sentenced to transjxirtation for life, five to 
iraiisportatioii for fonrieen years, one to transportation tior ten years, two to imprisonment 
for foiirt<;en years, one to imprisonment for live years, rno for fonr years, one for two 
years, and sev('n aerpiitlfsi, 'i’ln're were (;ight otlier pers )tis tried by Lieutenant Stanton 
under Act XIVof IH.'iT in the sanu! disiriel, of wlioiu one was sentenced to transporta¬ 
tion for ten >ears, two (o imprisonment tor ten years, two for seven years, two lor six 
mouths, and one ac(|niUed; and om; p((rson was tried by liim under Act XVII of 1857, 
and sentcncfrd to snfl'er d(M(.li. 

6. In the distri<;t of Sarun, one person was tried by Mr. Martin under Act XVI of 
IWT, dnring tlu* raontli of Folnniary, and sentenced to live years’ imprisonment, and to 
l)ay a lino of 84 rupees untler Act XVI of 1850. 

7. Under tin; same Act < ij;ht persons were tried, in the district of Shalmbad, during 
t.ho month of February, of wliom one was sfmtenced to ten years’ imprisonment, IWo to 
imprisonment for fiv(‘ years each, and five acquitted ; and nine persons were tried in the 
district of 'I'irlioot, of whom seven wcr«; sentenced to transportation for life, one to 
imprisonment for fourteen years, ami one to imprisonnumt for seven years. 

8. Nucltlm Dinsion. -The Coinmissiom^r in the Twenty-four Pergunnahs, under Act 

XTV of 1857, submitted a detailed memorandum of the trial of one Ram Sing, committed 
»by the .Joint Magisir.ate of Barasot, of rebellion against tlu? State. The prisoner was sen¬ 
tenced to be hanged. * 

9. Town of CfilniUa .—On the evening of March some alarm was occasioned in 
C.alculfa by a r(?port that the relief of tlio sepoy Iowa ami fort-guards, when marching 
from BarraeUpore to Calcutta, were on that night to receive arms from the Nawab of 
Chitporc, and tlien make an attack upon flic town of Calcutta. The Commissioner of 
the Calcutta Police, becoming cognizant of iJiis report, stationed parties of the Police 
Marines at tin; tlirce bridges leading into Calcutta, and the Calcutta Volunteer Guards 
were also brder(?d by tlie President in Council to hold themselves in readiness. Nothing, 
liowover, happened during llie night, and no arms were found on searching the premises 
of the Wawab of Chitporc. 

10. Vhiltagong jSivinion. —Tlie amount of money recovered at Chittagong up'to the 
r>th of March was 21,190 rupees 11 annas 3 pice, and the number of persons recaptured 
161. ’ 

1). The acknowledgments of the r.icutcnant-Govcrnor were directed to be conveyed 
to Assnd Alee Maloom, of Chittagong, for his comsidcralo and disinterested conduct in 
liolding liis shi|) -‘^ecundar Shah” availabh', as a place of refuge for the Cluistian 
]iopulation of the station dnring the alarm prevailing in it after the muUnv of the 
detachment of th(j 34th Native Intantry, and a bill for ll.'V'nipecs 5 annas, being for the 
])ay of the crew entt^rtained on IxKird of that vessel at the time, was passed by the 
Ideut enant-Governor. 

12. TJie Supremo Government intimated having is.sued instrnctions for supplying the 
Magistrate of Tipperah with 160 muskets, and 30 rounds of ammunition to each, half 
blank cartridge, indented for, by him, for the new police coiqw, lieing raised in t hat 
district. 


13. Chotn Nagpore Divisloti. —The Commissioner of Q|iota Nagpore remained in occu¬ 
pation of the Bhogtah country till the 23rd of February. During the whole of this period 
t he party under liim were t?mp!nyed every day in scouring the lulls for traces of the dls- 
perst?<l Bhogtahs. With or witlumt information, strong detachments penctraited the 
most ditlicult pa.ssi's, and bc.nt all nnmcl for a distance of from ten to fifteen miles, aom^ 
times Yemaining tint all night. But though several prisoners were taken, and not' Iubi 
than 1,200 liead of plundered cattle rccaptun?d, and largo stores of gram, cottmi a]^ 
ghee taken posisession of, the great object of search, the insurgent leaders, PetnmWiuid 
Lelmuber, with tlieir families, managed to cflcct their escape. The searching paic^ 
came hjhmi several hiding-places that had evidently just before been aban<kiBcd,^.v 
and in a few instances women and children, who coidd not escape, were found, bpt tho",.

Rut though Uie leaders had succeeded in clnditij^ pursuit, examples hhdJiito& 
madp..o£aU such insurgents as were taken, and could be disposed of summarily: a gtwt 
portion oi' tiro‘property tliey had plundered had hmi recovered from Ihoir possoimicii}^ 
together vyitli uic greater part of their own; acts of iucondiariam on tlu>ir }iart had beuuj. 
retaliated by the destruction of (heir houses; mid const ant raids bud lieun made, into/ 
their wcurest retreat*!, which nn^t have filled them with terror. Our whole forc»?,< 
moreover, was fed ontindy at the cx|)orisi! of the Bliogtahs ; aiul the Uhugtah vUlagcit 
ItoJd by Pctumber and Lelumber hud iH’im forfeited to GoviTiiment, iiiul some of tliem 
whidi previously belonged to the Kajuh of SirgiKijuh, were miuie over to liis manager. 

,: 16. In Chota Nagjiore. a rubble was rejiorled to have eollceted at Nowngluir, nwar 
Palkote, and the Commissioner Iiad requested ('oloivd Kui’ster to make a short di'itour in 
that direction on his way 1 0 Sumlmlpore, for (he [uii'pose of dispersing them. It was 
uuderstocHl that Thakoor Uishonatli Sahie, and (iiinpul lino, Imtli of them proclaitflwl 
rebels, and for whose apjirelu'iisioii rewards have been ollered, Iiad colleelt’d tliesu insur¬ 
gents together; and their number was \agnely e.stimated at from 61K) to yOlM) nicu,, 
mostly of the class culleil Uowtealis, who occupy some of (he southern irortions of 
the chota Nagporc district. 

16. Tvvcnly-six persons \\ere tried under Act XVI of !S.'»7; in the district of 
Hazarcebiuigh, during thci month of February, three of whom were sentenced to death, 
five to transportation for life, ten to fourU'eii y('ars’ iinjirisoimient, si.*;, to imprisonment 
for ten years, one for seven yeai-s, and one for live yi'ars. 

17. Tile Sebnndce leiy raised for service in the Snmbulpore district, bad arrived nt 
Sumbulporo. llie men weri' spoken of in the higli(!sl terms by Captain Bird, and wero 
expected to be of the gnsalest serviee. An apj)lieiition was made to the Home IXqiart- 
ment for the early appointment ofollicers to drill them, the services of sncli odicers lieing 
stated by Mr. Cockburn to lie urgently n'quire.d. 

18. Mr. Cockburn reported having authori/,ed (ho Senior Asisistant Commissioner at . 
Snmbulpore to lay in a store of grass aufliciont for the thatching of lines fiir one com¬ 
plete regiment and tlic new ttehumiee levy ; it having been represented to Jiim that 
unless this was immediately done, (lie jungles would he burnt down according to the • 
annual ]^>ractice in those, parts, after which no grass would be procurable, except, 
perhaps lu Insuilicient quantity and at an exorbitant iirici'. 

10. At the recommendation of Mr. Cockburn, (he (wo men of tlic Hamglnir Light 
Infantry Battalion, Mullioora I’aiulay and Muluhher Khan, who were; with the dotacli- 
ment commanded by Ihc late Captain Woodbridgo of tlie dtHh Madras Native Infantry, 
when he attacked the ndiels on the Slngnrrali Hills, and who eiKleuvoiircd to bring oil' 
his body when he fell, and wen.; womahjd in the attempt, were recommended for promo¬ 
tion to the rank of ha\ildar. 

20. The Supreme (.Jovernme’nl intimated having, as recomnumdecl by Mr. Cockburn, 
admitted Jemadar ilurnatli Sing, of the Ilamglmr Light Infantry Battalion, lu (he Unr<l 
cla^ of ilic Order of Merit, for his eulispicnous loyally during the .whole period that I he 
district of Surobnlpore was in a disturlu'd stati;; but observes! at. (lie same time that 
recommendations of IhLs nature should alwavs be submitted through the military authori¬ 
ties, and not direct by the Commissioners. 

21. Four persons were tried under Act. XVI of in (he distrii't of Sumbulpore, 
dtlifing tlie week cnduig on the 27th of February, one of whom was seiitemed to two 
yeais’ imprisonment, and tlic rest acr|uitted. 

22. In Singbhoom, tbe-iulmbitants were settling down in tlieir villag«;saud collecting 
and paying the (iovernment revenue, and there was evcj-y re,ison tiir asserting that trau- 
qhllhty aud order had been twtablished there on a satisfactory and fiermaiient basis, 

23. The two men from Keongliur, who were sent to the Foraliat Rajiili to iiuluce 

hint to give liimself up, had been detalm d by.bim, but ol'others who went oil the same 
errand, one had returned, aud stated that, tlie Itajali fiillv intended to surrender; 
a^td'lthc Commissioner had postponed the linal eonfiseaUoii of his estates for two 
th^ days. , 

'|W. Though the Porahatj,)eopIe had all submitted cheerfully to the Ciovernraent, a 
fei^g.ofliittorltatrcd was yet felt by them against the Rajah of S<.>raikil!ah, and if ., 
Rto^'s and miportvinily were afforded, the Coiniiiis.sioner thought that an attack vvoukl . 

certdnfy be nmdc on that chiefliun. Notliing ol’ the sort, however, was likely to 
{titqnfntod so as there wits a proper force at Chuckcrdluiriiore. 

(^cltori-~Thc Superintendent dXachar submittwl a list oftlio female captivtss, ; 
to'hUmber, who had been found with the mutineers of the 34th Native lnfanlry;> 
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anti wi\s informed tliat the Lieutenant-Governor had no objection to these women being' 
allowed to return to their homes, If tliey desired it; carte oeing t^ten to IbninH ^i»m 
with reasonable comfort and atecommodation. • ^ 

26. Lieuteflant Stewart also solicited orders regarding the disiiofial of a Sikh fakteer 
found with the mutineers. This man was with the rantincers when he wm captured; 
but Captain Dewaal, late in command of the detachment of the 34lh Native Infkntry 
at Chittagong, stated in a private letter to the adflrcss of Lieutenant Stewart that the 
individual in question ha<l acted in a v«n’y ))roi)er nuuincr during the lime of the mutiny 
at Chittagong, by giving liini intimation of it two hours before it broke out, and was; in 
fiict, tlu! only man from wliom any warning had been received. Capt;iin Dewaal had 
been d((sirous to find out .ind itr(;vid(; tor this man for the service rendered by him, and 
was of opinion tlmf iiol tiing l»ui tin- tear of being murdered by the sepoys had induced 
t.h(! man to leave ('.hilla''ong in llieir company. The Lieutenant-Governor, however, 
considered it right, to make a l■!■t■(■l•enc(;■ to f Ik; (Jovernmont of India before sanctioning 
his release. 

27. A reli’rence was also made to the Goveniment of Imlia regarding a proposal 
made by Mr. AUcii for removing the Jlead-quartcrs of the Muiiiporo Regiment from 
Clierru Poonjee to some station in llengal. This was considei'ed desirable by Mr. Allen 
on account lif the vicinity of Ciierra Poonjee to the country from which the roernits 
l»rincipally cauu>, and the men, while located tliere, would, lie coasidcred, be likely to 
be constantly nnxed up in tlie intrigues of their cliicfiains. 

28. The Liculenaut-Goveruor authorised the I'xpeiiditure of 400 rupees for the 
construction of two Unn])ovary barracks at Cherra I'ooiijiH.' for tlic native olliccrs and 
men of th(‘Muniporc llegiment. 

29. (inieral Sulijects. —'I’lie Government of India having roquosled to he informed 
whether the «4Kcer.s enijiloyed under the .Snperinteiulciit of Supplies en the Grand Trunk 
Road were required any longer, weri- told in reply that if more troops wen; i-xpeeted, and 
it should be necessary b) )nalo' use of the establishment of tlic Superintendeut of Supplies 
for sendiug them up to tlic Norlh-Wcsl, the si'rvices of Ihe olliccrs at the luilting stations 
could not yet be di.speased with, as native agents uouhl not answer with newly arrived 
regiments, and tlu; SiqieriiilciKh-ul iiad, Li>sides, no native agents under him. 

30 'flic ex-zemimlar of llalgluir having placed two elephants at tlie dlsposjil of 
Government which he would not sell, and it being icincsented by Mr. (’oekhurn that he 
could not atlbnltogive them away gratis, and that an equivalent to their value should 
therefore he sent to him as a present, the liii uti naiU-Governor authorised u present of 
1,600 rupees being eouveyed lo him, together with the uekiiowledgmeiits of the 
Government. * 

31. 'fho .Joint Magistrate of Itanoogunge havijig reported that (Captain and 
Mrs. llobin.son liad left Kaneegungi* for Nemea (iliaut, on the Grand I’runk Iluad, the 
Superintendent, of b\ipplit's was ro(iuestcd lo (;all on Cap.tain Itohinscni bn- an e.vplnnation 
of the eirciimstanecs under which he had allowed his wife to-accompany him to Nemea 
Ghaut, in direct opposition to the prohibitory ordcr.s of Government on the .subject. 

32. The Joint Magistrate of llaneogimgt! rej)orled that Mr.s. Matirac, with three 
children, had proccedtd to Allaluiliad, ami Mrs. True, with one child, to Gya ; aft intima* 
tion regarding the former was inade to the Government of the North-Western Provinces, 
and one regarding the latter to the (’onuui.ssionor ol' Patna. 

33. The Goveniment <d' the North-Western Provinee.s were also informed that 
Mr.s. Gaston and three children, two Misses Fisson, Mrs. Diaper and one child, Mrs. 
Dacnhle, Miss Kllwanger, and Mrs. Tilting, had proceeded on to llonares. 

3-1. The Joint Magistrate of b’anecgnngc, reporting further that Mrs. Money, the 
wife of Mr. Money, Magislruic ami (Collector of Hehar, had gone up to Gya on her way 
to Patna, and Mr.s. Gavanagli to I’lcnares, an explanation was called for from Mr. Money 
of the circumstances under wliieh he had pennitted his wife to proceed up-country in 
opposition to the orders of Government. 

35. A vagrant niimed Kutiir (’hut Mliah, supposed by the Madras authorities to be a 

native of Bengal, having been arrested in Madras for seditious langu^e used in TVi^- 
cane, and after being kept in confinement for some time, was sent to Calcutta. 
Commissioner of the (-ulentla IkiHee hii\ ing reported that he was a native of the Bajith 
of PutLiahih’s territories, and lived by iiOgging, and was not quite sane, and requested 
orders regarding his disposal, was informed tiiat if there was no charge or cattSteof' 
susiHcion against the individual, he might be set at liboriy, with a waraiug against aaty 
future misbehaviour. . #: 

36. On the application of the iSuperintendent of the Alipore Jail, a refbireiMiia Up 
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iltwde td^tbe GoVcmmenI of' Itidia in the ^otelgii fJeiMkrtinntit *9 to whether 
prisoncfts, named hCtioiuihec AUmuddoen nnd Mb 7 .uffBr Khan, who had hceni 
to bis cnstbdy under watxant issued by the Ooremmont of ludiafwere to‘be kept ! 

ft*om other State prisoners in the jod and from each other. 

37 . iliie Superintendent of the Aliimredail reported linvinj» released two Sikh prltobis^S,; 
Chooa Sing and (Juddo, directed to be liberated by the (Jovcrnmcut t>f India. Widr 
release was grunted at the inlereessioii of their former eoinradc, Klm^gun Sing. wiyo 
solicited it when he was asked to name his reward for great gallantry displayed by hiw.' 
in the action of Sohunpore. ‘

Special Nitrralirc of Evcul.s, dated April .'t, 1858. 

1. Patna Division .—The (tominissioner of I’atnii snhmilted a report from Mr. Money 
relative to the expedition nndeitaken for disarming the 'I'iliJiree Fort, as noticed hi the 
Narrative for the week ending the 27tli of l*’el»niary. The Wanee was stated to hare 
evaded the delivery of tlie gnus )>> every meiinK in tier power, and Mr, .Vlotiey was obliged 
to break into the pluees where they were emieiailetl hi-loie he eonld ohiain tliem. Pro¬ 
ceeding in this manner he succeeded in seenring Ijiigmis, malcliloeks, and .'59 firelocks 
and jingalls, which were' all at once removed and made ovs'r to the Adjulaiil. of Her 
Majesty’s 85th Ueginienl. A larg<‘ iinaniity of .•iinnuinillon also was discovered and 
removed. Mr. Money was strongly convinced that there were inois' guns and ammunition 
renmining concealed. The place, hovvi*ver, was n.'porled to he as large as Fort William, 
and the facilities for coiuealnient such, that no si'arch made in tin' alisence of enlirt* and 
perfect information, which could only he atl'orded In a few of the Malianince’s own jjeojdc, 
waslifcely lobe of much use. It vv.as tlurerore proposed hy Mr. Samueils that <li<‘ fortili- 
cations, either entirely or in part, should he hlowii up; and as strong presninplion of 
disaffection existed against the llanee, lie iinllier recommended that, she sliould I«.* 
removed from the place and kept under surveillance in her husl>nnd‘s hoii-e at, Patna, and 
the estate placed under the (’oiul of Wards, Kajah llctuaniin hciitg ine<*inpi’terit to 
manage it properly hiin.scilf. 'riie Lieutenant-Governor was ind, disposeil to adopt any 
attdi extreme measures, and, in fact, as the in-ovisions of .Seelion 20 <»f Act AXVlll of 
1857 had beencxtcmled to the Tikaree Korl, and the giinv laid lH"*n seized in accordance, 
with those provisions, it is douhlful whether any other pi'iialtyihan thni therein presiTibnd 
could be enforced. As regards the presumption of di.satfeetioa jirising out of the, jtosses- 
91018 of these arms and their coucealnient, it was pointed out to Mr. Samueils that the 
Ofi^Otected slate of the Bcliar district at one period, and flic inahility of tJovernment to 
aflh^d adequate protection to its subjects in that ]»art of tin' country i’l which Tikaree i.s 
BltaMl®d, rendered it justifiable, if it did not indeed make it inenmlient on all j^Hirsona 
passesring property to take their own mefisiires for jiroiecting that ]iroperty, while the 
Attempt to conceal the guns could he accountial for liy a vague terror aa to the coriso- 

f lCCs of tboir being found in the fort after the publication of the notification calling for 
(•surrender. The other surnii.scs ou which the (’ouunissioner rested his suspicion^ 
th fL Ranee was di.saffected, were, as be himself admitted, such a.s there was no posei* 
of establishing by proof.

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2. It being conftidered very inexpedient to leave the small body ci Sikhs 

Rhotas in that position without other eapport than that of the weak- and widiipewliiBea 
levies furnished by the ziuaiudars of Churderghnr and Tenidooah, and Colonel IlieheU > 
being strongly of opinion that the force at his disposal requited to be inerted,, ths' 
Huperiutendent of Marine was directed to adopt immediate measures for sending .lip . a, 
party of 100 seamen for employment under Colonel Michcll in the district of 
ffliababad. 

3. It was reported in the Narrative for the week ending on the (ith of. March, that 

the question of locating the licad-quartcrs of Captain Riittray’s regiment during the hot, 
season had been left to be settled by the Commissioner of Patna, in communication with 
Colonel Michell. A fresh reference, however, luiving been made hy Mr. Samuells on thC' 
subject, to obviate any further delay, instructions were issued to the Chief Engineefr to 
arrange at once for hutting the corps at Dchrec, a jiosition considered both by Colonel - 
Michell and Mr. Kuniuells to he well suited for locating a considerable military force for 
the protection of the southern portion of Sluihabad. . 

4. Twelve persons were tried by the Sessions Judge of Patna under Act XVI of 
1867, during the month of January la.st, four of whom were sentenced to fourteen yewrs’ 
imprisonment, one to impri.sonment for seven years, fom- for three years each, and tlireo 
acquitted. 

6. Nuddea Division.—A proposal having been again submitted hy the Brigadier 
coinmantUng at Barrackpore for di.sarming the inhabitants of the villages in that neigh- 
hourliood, the Commissioner of Nudden was directed to take measures for carrying oat 
the measures ol‘ the military authorilies, and tlie .loint Magistrate of Baraset asked to 
draw up a notification in iieeordanec Avitli Section 7 of Act XI of 1857, preiMiratory to the 
enforcement of the same. From the rei>li<‘s whieliwere received from Messrs. Groteand 
Eden, however, it appeared llmi fhoso oHieers diil not consider the disarming of the 
inhabitants to be in any way called for at present; Mr. Eden stating that the people in 
the neighbourhood of Barrackport' bad in fact been disarmed already, having made over 
their arms ty him some months ago for safe keeping, with the e.\eeption only of a descrip¬ 
tion of large knives, used by them for sacrificial purposes j Mr. Grote further observed, if 
they were now t(» he depiived of' tbo.se knive,s, there would remain no good reason for 
allowing them to retain their daos or liatehets, to give in either of which would be exceed- 
ingiy distasteful to them, at the same time that it would suggest cause for fre.sh alarms 
when no grounds for any existed. Under these circumstanees, the Lieutenant-Governor, 
concurring in opinion with Mr. (.'rolt;, btif. not feeling liimsolf at liberty to set aside the 
proposal of the military authorities, which ui)peareti to be tacitly assent(!d to by the 
Supreme Government, found it noeossary to make a furtlier rcsfcreiict* ti> the President in 
Council for the views enfertained by the Government of India on tlie subject, as to whether 
it was still necessary to carry out the measure proposed by Brigadier Grant. 

(>. V.hota Ntnjpurc Division.—h\ Humbulpore various expeditions were undertaken 
into the hills and jungles, with the usual result of dispersing tlvc rebels, hut without any 
of theju behig killed or captured. 'I'he people throughout the district were reported to be 
anxious for the re-estahlishmout of peace and order, and even those who had taken part in 
the rebellion were said to he eager to submit tliemsclves on promise of pardon. The 
ringleaders, however, were still at large, and if was aj)pre}ieiuled that these and some 
refrimlory zemindars, and .such others as .still held out, knowing that they could not be 
forgiven, would continue f o give trouble. The newly organised police of the district were 
at their stations. 

7. Owing to the increasing heat, and the probability of sickness breaking out among 

the troop.s if subjected to needle.ss oxjiosure, Mr. Oockhurn arran^d with the officer com^ 
manding in Sumhulpore lor the establishment of detaelimeiits of two companie.s of the 
40th Madras Native Infaiifry. each under eommand of two Euroiiean officers, at threie 
central positions in the interior of the district, where the men can he encamped and made 
as conifortahle as eireumstsmees w ill permit, refraining from harassing marches in pursuit 
of small parties of rebels, hut rem.aining prepared to take the field against larger bodies 
when any were ascertained t(» have a.ssemWd in their neighbourhood. He had alsa 
arnvnged for the establishment (»f eleven subordinate outposts of 25 men each, tak(|n£iN>a9 
the Sebundy levy and llamghnr Light Infantry Battalion, to be located at intermediate 
places, where their services were likely to l>e most required, who, while giving oon^eheis v 
and protection to the police and the people, could also join in a combined att^k wheijeriEqr 
it might he nece-ssary to do so. *, 

8. Mr. Cockburn farther reported having directed the forfeiture of the estates of 
the rebel z^indars who had failed to comply with the notifications issued by Mni7e<|liybdi^! 
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attendanea wii^in a aoedited time, t^tl tliat he had made ai«an|(eme«ta 
the Quma^meut of these e^^tates, tho expenses horn;;, of course, paid fur from tho dlt^ee*^ 
itom. Healso Reefed an the surroundini; zemindars to warn (heir Bubordhnatea 
and people against harboaring rebels, and called their own attuntiuii to the penaltiaa'' 
attai^nB by law to parties assisliug orINarhouriug the cuonucs of the Btide. ’ 

9. Captain Bird, ejc offieia Assistant to the ('ommissumei at Sumbulpore, was authasd' 
rlzed to exercise the powers o1 a senior Assistant Commissioner in that distiiet. lie was 
also l^pohlted a Commissioner undei Act XIV of lho7, for the liml of all crinu^s and 
offeffc^punnbable under tlmt Act. 

10, At the reeommendjttion of Mr. Coekhurn a Xotiiiealiou was issued extending the 
prorisiOns of sections 1 to 0 of Act XXVIU of lh/»7, to all clnssus ot men in Kumbulpora« ” 
with the exeeption oi Emopcims anil Eiiiasiniis, and in respect to eicry tloscri]»tio» of 
fire-arms, bayonets, swords, s|)i>.u>, speivi-bends, pliarsas, thaii<>tcs, bows and arrows. ^

Special Narrative of Events, dated April 15, 1858. 

]. Piitiiii Division .—On the 2Gtli of March a telegraphic iiR‘S.sago was reeeixed from 
tile Oomniissioner ol’Patna, to iheeireci that Koer Sing, with .se[)oys and 2,500 other 
followers, w.is reported hy tin; MagustraU; of Aziingluir to be at Mundoi’eo, a place only 
leiuniles^li.'itaiit from A/.imghiir, on the 2 l(li of March, with the object, it was Ixdieved, 
of getting into Shahuliad by the Ghavscoporc route. In another telegram, dated the 
28th March, Mr. Sanuu 11s further reported that Azimghur was in lhi‘ possession of the 
rebels, iui<l the 37lh .shut up in (he fort, and that lie had sent tip the “.fnmna” steamer 
to eruizt' off Hhojcpore, and had projHi.seil lo (he Hrigadier to send two companies to 
.^rrah. 

2. A moi'c di (ailed account of the stale of ad'iirs in A/.imghur was ftirnlshcd by the 
Seerqlary uiih (he (iovcrnor-Uciicnd, in a telegram addressed to the Secretary in 
the Home Dejiartmenl, dated (he 2>^(h iMareh, in which it was stated that the rebels at 
Azimghuf had put (heir guns in position against the (.•ntreiiehmeiits, and were preparing 
sculihg-ladders. ami ijial a sortie made by our Iroojjs tp ca])lure the guns was repulsed 
with the lo.ssofone oflieer. Oiir tiiree within tlie entrouelnnenl was described in the 
same me.ssag(' as being in want of'snpjilies and aininunilion. 

3. Troops iiiid been .sent to operate against the ('iiemy in A'/.imglny*, consisting of a 
wing of the 13th Kcgimcnl from Allahabad, lUO men of Her Majesty’s I0l.li and 97tli 
Regiments, and lio men of the Madras Kitlcs from ' Henares. a srpiadroii of Madras 
Cavalr) from (lliazeejiorc, and an lnti\nlr\ l)i\ision, 700 sabres, and IS gnus, from 
Lucknow, under the command of Sir K. laigard. It is not necessary to miter into further 
details regarding lliesi' arraiigenu'iits here, as llie transactions in Azimglnir will no doubt 
bo fully narrated l(>r the information of the ('ourt by the (iovormiieiit of the Nortli- 
Western I’roxinec'.

XIV of 18.57, ill that district. 

... (). Mr. 11. Atjsierton, .ludgo of Saniii, was appohitcil a Coiiimissiouor under tlicsaine 

Act in tlie district of Sariin. 

7. A pt.dilioit having lieeii submitted by 8liah Kubeer-ood-deeii, of Snsserani, praying 
that some siiccial mark oJ' tlie apjirobation of (iovenimeiit might lx? conferred on the 
town of 8tts.ser!im, by a change in its name, in recognition of (lie loyal .services rendered 
by liinisclf and its other inhabitants during the late disturbances, the Deputy Magistrate 
of tlie sub division w as re(|U''sl('d to report, after special inquiry, how the people of 
Sasseram hail aetually*beliaved 'diiriiigTlie diHturbmue.';. 

8. Hujshuhpv Colonel Shcrer, commanding at Jelpigoree, having reported 

the dcscilion, with their arms, of four .sepoys (if the 73rd Regiment Native Infentry, who 
were on duty at Bakali. an outpost on tlu' Teosla, notice was given to the Commissioners 
ofBatna and Bliaugulpore, in order tlia(. they might dirt^ct the Magistrates subordinate 
vto them !(i be on tlie loolv-init for (Ik* (k'serters, who it wiis expected would proceed 
towards Uic west. 

9. Till' Magistrate of Rungporc reported having received information from Jelpi- 
goreti that some of the Dacca mutineers had lx*cu tqiprehended at Benares, and were to 
be stjpt to Dacca for trial. 
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10. BurdwM Dtvtftton.—Wi^ reference to the panic in C{ilciUta«oii the 2nd March, 
as noticed in the Narrative for the. week endir^ the 6t.h of March, the Comihifisioner of 
Burdwan brought to notice, deml-officiaUy, the jMssibility of the sepoys at Barrackpnw> 
attacking the station of Hooghly, and the expeclienev of gtiavding against such a contin¬ 
gency by locating a force in tliat place, enough to deter the sepoys from nttetnptii^ an 
attack. In reply, he was informed that the Lieutenant-CJovrruor had rcceive<l no omdal 
intimation of any threatened danger either to Calctittn or Hooghly, and that lio had no 
reason to believe that any necessity existed for adopting unusual precautions, 

11. Chottt Nagpore .—In Palamow the .Nowaghar insurgents, alinded to In 
Narrative for the week ending on the 20lh March, were reported to have been dispetli^, 
and their two leaders, Rislionath Sahee and (Junimt. llai, taken j)rl8!)ners. Cgp^n 
Dalton arriyed at Lohardnggah on the lihli March, but, falling .serioH.sly ill, TOTtnd 
himself unable to conduct the o})erations agaii t tin* enemy himself, wliieli were therefore 
undertaken by Captain Oakt's, wlx), upon ro< Mug information that llie\ liad encamped 
in the hills, about sixteen miles from Lolyirduggah, prepared a party, eonsisting of some 
Ramghur Irregular Cavalrv, a delaehinent of Matlras Ititlcs, niu\ the new Cole and 
Sonihal levy, 160 strong, the whole cominanded by Captain Nation, and, marchiug 
rapidly to the plact?, surrounded tin,' camp of the rebels. I'lic insurgents were so com¬ 
pletely taken by surpri.se tliat they made uo resislane(', and Thnkoor Rishonath Sahee, 
who was with them, was eaidured on the si)et. (iiinpnt Rai managed l(» escape for a 
time, but was soon after canglil and iirouglit in by some /.emindarec matehloekmon S^t 
in pursuit of liim by C'aiitain Oaki's. Tlio cajitnre of llieae eliicds was considered by the 
Commissioner to be likely to tt'iid greatly to the (|uelling of the disturbunees. Tliern 

• was no indication of any farther outbreak in the district.. 

12. in Singbhoom an attack was made on (hiplaiii Moneriotr’s position at Chtickt^- 
derporo, on the 25th March, by the rebcl|followers of the cx-Hajali (d' Poraliat, who wjre 
supposed to be about 2,000 strong. Tlie rebels surrounded three sides of th(! encamping- 
ground occupied by Capbaiu Moncriefl', who had only 80 men under Wm. This small 
party, however, so warmly r('cei\cd their assailants with imiskc-try and artillery that the 
latter never <.‘ame to close (piarters witli them, and were twiee r<’pulsed. Jt was, how¬ 
ever, found imj:K)8sible to pursue them, hot li on account, of the smallness of Captain 
MoncriefTs force, and the jungly nature of t lie countr\. No lives were lost cm onr side; 
nor could the loss of the enemy be accurately aseertaiiied, as tliTir <lead !vnd wounded 
were all carried off tin' (ield by tin; survivors. Tlin-e small native field-pieces were 
taken from tliem. The cat tie belonging to our ramp, which were out in tlu'jungle grazing, 
fell into their hands, with the exception <if oui\ llins' ele|)liiinls belonging to the Rajah 
of Scraikillah, which were saved by a detaelimeni sent out for that jairpose. 

13. On the recummendalion of Mr. Liis]iin'.;i<ii) the l,i( til<'iianl-(iovernor saiietioned 
the ]>resentatioii of sH^aiir of shawls to the Tliakoor of Khnrsowan, who had been instru¬ 
mental in preventing the llamghiir miilineers from i)assing on from Chyobassa to 
Ranchec, in acknowledgment of In's loyal si‘rvie<'s during the disturbances. 

14. Scvori(\-thri'e pejsons were tried by Mr. Coekbnrn, under Act XVI. of 18.57, in 
the district of Snnnilpore, from the 14tb of .lamiary to the 1 .'iih of F'ebruary, 18.58; 
three of whom were sentenced to thnn; years’ imju'isoninenl, one to two years’ imprison¬ 
ment, one to Imprisonment for three inonth-i, six l•(*lp^ired to riirni.sh roeognizaiicos for 
future good conduct, and'sixty-Iwo others uneondilioiially relca.sed. 

15. Assam .—Colonel .lenkins stibmilled a eorrespoiulenee liaving reforenpe to 
certain revelations made by a jirlsoner, formerly a s('p<iy of Hu- 1 st .“Issam Light 
Infantry Batt.alinn. relative to a |)h)(. said to have boen formed by the Hiiuloostairce 
se|.K>ys of the battalion for attacking the station of Debrooghnr and murdering'ila^ 
European iuhabitanl.s, and to the feeling of distriisi. said tt) be prevalent in.Upper 
Assam in regard to the loyalty of that portion of llie corps. It appears that this subject 
was brought to the notice of Colonel .h'nkiiiH by Caj)tain Uivar, Principal Asi^stant 
Commissioner of Luekimpnre, mid that it wa.> then refi'rnd to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hannay, the officer ronimanding the battalion, w'beii it vva.s ,|pund, upon inquin', that 
no grounds whatever existed for siispecting any jilot of the kind alluded to by Coptnin 
Bivar. Colonel Han way thereupon eommmiicated to tlie r<!gin)t nt the purport of Captain 
Bivar’s representation, vvliieh resnltt-d in tie' submis-ijnn of a petition from tlie r<;gimei»t 
praying for a vindication of its character. Tlie con'liict of (iaptaiti Uivar in the matter, 
appeared to the Identenaul-tioveriior to have bien very mconsideriite, and the tsfop 
taken by Colonel Ilann.ry. in coniniiinieating to tin- n giment the represi'iitatiOns made 
Captain Bivar, apparently unnecessary and unforliinate. (kinsidcring the turn‘the affiar' 
bad taken, it seemed desirable to remove Captain Bivar to some other station than

requested (0 state his opinion on that point. 

J6. Cachar.—Mr. Allen reported having received information from the Sanlenn- 
temlfiit of Ci»f;hai< of (he existence of some excitement among the MunqK)oro<;

Sing, the Dewnn of the Hajnh of Muni]tore, on n charge of murder. Considering it 
advisable to strengthen the inilitarv force in Cachar, at all events till this excitement nad 
]>assed over, Mr. Alli;u had directed the epinnuinding officer of the Sylhec Ught Infantry , 

' Battalion U) halt at Silchar (he two eompiinii's which werealanit to return to their head- 
((iiarhjrs, and to send Caittaui Stevens, his second in command, to take command of the 
trooi>s in Cachar in that iieighbourhuod. 

• 17. Mr. Allen also nolieed (lie e.xisteuee of much discontent among the men of tlio 
Muni|K)re Regiment, wlio were before a cheerful, willing, and well-behaved set; but 
who were now re])n’senli'd to liave miieh changtMl, apprehmiding, it was'suppost'd, some 
interference with their religion. 1'l)c iui.sef(lod slate of the Munipoories in Cachar, 
whence the great majority of tin; recruits of the regiment had been drawn, rendered it, 
in his 0 |)inion, very desirable to e\j)editc their removal to Jamali)ore, which had already 
been sanctioned by the Covernment of India.

1 had been successful during the rainy season in preventing the approach of 
outsiders by means of a very small force of extra police burkundaiizes, but the swollen 
mountain .streams whicli had pnuiously befriended us were, at the time of the Chittagong 
and Dacca mutineers, nlinosl dry, and travellers could therefore approach Jelpigoree 
by numerous jiaths across the fadils, abaiuloaing the large and guarded roads. There 
was also a small sum expended by nn; in dieting peons deputed on special duties during 
the same disturbed period above referred to.

Ihe.se insurgi'iits, I have arranged for the assemldagi! here of 
the troop.s above noted, the partyof tiie H.ine/hui' Irn guiar Cavalry noted in the margin,| 
under command of Captain Nation, and'JtID tjf tin- new Coh* and iSonlhal levy, fully 
drilled and instructed in lutusketry, under l/inii 'iiaiil Reeves, in cliargc. 

4. The whole force is expected to lie enlh'ei! d lu re to-night. In regard to myself, 
I regret to be obliged to report that, I'or tin la.-.t .-i m u flays, all hough mending flady, i 
have bticn sulicring under very seva im ami painful iii'le pfisition, which renders me totally 
incapablu of transacting any duties exdjii by way <if dielal/fiu from my bed or 
palanquin.

IN continuation of my h‘lter of tlu* lOlh inslani, I ha\e much satisfaction in stating, 
for hw Honor’s information, that Thakoov Rishoonath Sahcc and Oiinput Rae, the two 
loading men of (his district (for wliost^ upjireheiision n'wanis have beenofleri'd), and the 
fomenturs of the depredations eominiltcd by the parly I have called the Nowaghnr 
insm'gcnts, have bi'cn eaiitiircd, and the rablile they had eolleeteil dispersed. 

2. Tho force described in m> last h'tler h;id all as.sembled at Lohardnggah on Hie 
night of the 20lh, as arranged : only that, iiwtead of 2(K) only 160 of the Sonthal and Cole 
levy ready for the licld cotild be muslen’d. 

3. Captain G. N. Oakes, having obtained information that the insurgents \yere 
encamped in the hills, about sixteen mile.s from Lolianluggali, the next night a party was 
secretly prepare.d, eon.sisting of some Ramghur Irregular Cavalry, a detachment of 
Madras RiHes under Lieutenant Ingram, and llu' lu'w levies under Licailenant Reeves, 
the whole under command of Captain Nation, commanding the Ramghur Irregular 
Force, and condiieted bvCai>lain O. N. Oakes. Tlnw marched rapidly to the place, and, 
sjirrounding it, succeedo<l in < aptnring Thakoor JJi.shoonath .Sahee, whose followers were 
so completely taken by -surprise tliat they mailc- no resistance. 

4. Gunpul Rae apiieai-s to Jiave had his (|iiarlers detached, and for the time got off; 
but he was caught and brought in by some /.cinintlarec matchiockmcn sent after him by 
Captain Oakes. 1 have no further particulars of the affair, but it appears to have been 
exceeilingly well managed, and the n'sult so important in its bearing on the tranquillity 
of the district, that I consider 1 may now with eonfulence pronounce it quiet and safe. 

5. Up lo last advice theiv was not the slightt>s( indication of any further distnrbance 
in Palamow, and Major Sinqkson continues to rcjwwt Ids district, including Khtirmckdeah, 
in pcrfeVl tranquillity.

I HAVE the honor to report that the force <if the Porahat Uujah came down and ’* 
attacked us here at f) o’clock yesterday morning, 

2. They surrounded three sides of our eneamping-gvound m great numbers, but 
were so w'armly received with musketry and artillery that they never came to close 
quarters, and by 11 o'clock llu'v were dispersed. 

3. Three small native licUI-pieei s w( re captured from them in the course of the 
action, without any loss on oiii side, in th(‘ afieiooou they again made, their appear¬ 
ance, but were ag iin repulsed, and as lluiy lunl taken up llu.ir quarters in a neigh¬ 
bouring village which afi'orded them shelter, 1 direeled taptain .Jourani, of the Naval 
Brigade, to take a detachment and burn it: this was accomplished.' 

4. Owing to my force numbering only bO men, I was uual>le to follow the enemy up, 
particularly as T have a large standing camp and ammunition and stores here, and we 
have no carriage. To have detached a small tjody in pursuit would have iieen uselefs, 
owing to the jungly nature of the country, and might have exposed J,hem to be 
surrounded and cut to pieces by the overwheljjimg numbers of the enemy. 

5. The strength of the Rajah's force, from all I can rliscover, must have )>een about 
2,000 men. I also learned from one of their woundeo that neither the Rajah nor his 
brother were there in person; but Rughoo Deo was \<ry conspicuouH, and was, I 
understand, wounded duiing the engagement. Owing to their removing their dead and 
wounded I am unable to state what their los.s was: we, on onr side, lost none. 

6. I am sorry to state that this attack l»eing completely unex|iected on our part, 
the cattle belonging to liie camp were at the time out in liie jungle grazing, and fell 
into the hands of the enemy ; three elephants belonging to the Seraikiltali Rajah were, 
however, saved by a detachment sent out for that purpose: a detachment has aUu been 
dispatched in pursuit of the missing cattle,

The name of this zeniindar was |nir|)osc'ly .omitted by Lieutenant Birch, as there Wjsre 
jfronnds for hclicvinu’’ either that he had vvilfiilly or negligently allowed two emissaries 
from the Uam'^hnr imitiin-ers to cross the ehaiits between Banchee and Chyebassa. 
Howex'cr iiiucdi the Thakoor may be v.a^rlhy of blame in this n spect, his w'hole conduct 
on all other |»oinI-i has Incii that of a /,eal(His and loyal subject, lie certainly ]»revented 
the mnlineers I'rom ('hyebassa going f)n to llanchee, and since Scptcunber last he has 
been in almost daily attcnd.inee, first upon Liimlenaut Birch, ami then upon me, lending 
his elephants, furnishing men, iimh'rtaking, I'ithcr himself or through one of his relatives, 
whatever duty was re(|uirv‘d of him, and, in short, losing no o|)|)ortunity of manifesting a 
firm adhcrcnei' to the (lovcrniMcnl. 

2. The 'riiakoor is related both to the Seraikillah and I’orahaut Rajahs and 
hi.s father stood high in the I'avor of Major VVilkiuson as a loyal and trustworthy 
zemindar. 

3. Under these cirenmstanecs I would solicit the favor of his receiving some mark 
of distinction at the hands of tin- liieulenanl-tiovernor, and would suggest that it 
should consist of an order couferi ing on him a pair of shawls, valued at 700 or 800 rupees.

Sir, Fort IVilliam) February 19, 1858. • 

IN acknowledgment of your communications of the 17th and 29th December 
last, having reference to a charge of neglect of duty preferred by the Commissioner of 
Cuttack against Sub-Assistant Su;gcon Koylus Chunder Dutt, on account of his 
4iot having been provided with tnedieui stores suflicient to meet the requirements of 
Assistant A|H)thecary Dennis Ilansoii (whose name is given as “Dr, Hanson” in 
Mr. Cockburn’s letter under acknowledgment), the medical siibuidinate ih charg'^ of a 
detachment of the 40th Madras Native Infantry, sent on field service to Sumbulpore. 
1 have the honor to report that the Sub-Assistant Surgeon has been caljed upon for an 
explanation. His letter, with its annexures, is appended. 

1 beg leave most respectfully to submit for the consideration of his Honor and of 
the Supreme Government, that 1 am decidedly of opinion that there was nothing in 
the conduct or arrangements of the .Sub-Assistant Surgeon that can be regarded as 
meriting the severe censure imputed in the extract of Mr. Cockburn’s letter under 
notice. On the contrary, the Sub-As.sistant Surgeon appears to have been provided 
with medicines siidicicnt to meet all the requirements of his own Civil charge, is admitted 
by Assistant A}>othecary Hanson to have sup|)licd the detachment with medicines, as 
far as his stock would admit of, and proves that the regimental stores at head-quarters 
were timely indented upon. It does not appear, however, that the tw<i strong detach¬ 
ments which were sent from (’uttack to Sumbulpore were sufficiently furnished w'ilh 
medicinc.s when they left head-quarters, or that the regimental medical oflicer paid due 
attention to the Sub-Assi.stant Surgeon's indent of the 2()th Se|ileinber. The superin¬ 
tending .surgeon has, however, been re<iuested to obtain a full ex|)hinatiun on this point 
from the medical oiHcer.

Sub-Aseistant Surgeon Koylaii Chunder Dutt to Dr. Brown. 

Sir, Sumbulpore, February 10, 1S58. 

I BEG to acknowledge the receipt of the letter dated the 2(>th of December last, 
with inclosurcs, and also extract of report by the (.'ommissioner of the Cuttack division ; 
and, in rcjdy, to submit for your consideration the following explanation in defeni;e of 
the charge of apparent neglect of duty imputed to me. 

On the Idtli of September last, a detachment of two companies 40th Regiment 
Madras Native Infantry arrived at this .station from (aittaek, under the medical charge 
of a native doctor, who continued in his charge up to the 2:’*rd October following, 
when another detachment of the s:ime rogimeut .irrivcd, consisting of three companies 
under the care of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon Baboo Shama Churn Sircar, who then 
took charge of the five companies. This ofliccr held his charge up to 11th November, 
when he was directed to return to Cuttack, and I assumed the medical charge on the 
13th ol November. On the 2()th of the same. Dr. Hanson having arrived to relieve 
me, you will thus observe that 1 had charge of the wing of the 40th Regiment for 
fourteen days only. 

2. On the 20th Septomber. the native doctor finding his supply of medicine 
running out, framed an indent for a further supply,dispatched it to Cuttack} but before 
doing so, the otticer commanding the detachment rei|uested that I would certify at the 
foot of the indent that the medicines were actually required, with a view to ensuring 
compliance by the medical officer at Cuttack ; T did us was requested. In the mean 
time, 1 furnished the native doctor with such medicines <is L believed he required 
and the state of my stores permitted, in proof of which I beg to refer you to the 
annexed receipt by the officer comnmnding the detachment at the time. Soon after the 
arrival of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon Baboo Shaina Churn Sircar, I was informed by 
tlwt officer that he also had forwarded an emergent indent to Cuttack for a supply of 
medicines, as he found his own stock nearly exhausted in consequence of the increasing 



sickness in the detachment under his charge : he at the same tinio requested t would 
accommodate him with a few drugs till the arrival of liis own supply, adding that 
he expected there would soon be an ample supply (jf inodit'al stores; that inde- 

g mdent of the two indents that liad been sent to v'uttack, Im understood that 
rs, Moore and Hanson were on their way to this siiition with a goml supply of 
medical atores. 

3. Notwithstanding tlie cxpeetalions of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon Uaboo Shama 
Churn Sircar, no supplies had arrived up to the period of my taking charge, and the 
stores of the detachment loth Regiment beinir quite exhausted, 1 had no medicines 
to make over to Dr. Thomson on his assiiinptiun of the medical duties of the detach¬ 
ment; but 1 must observe, that din ing his charge of about six weeks, he several timea 
applied to me for the loan ol' moiUcines. and thcM* demands were most cheerfully 
complied with to the extent of mj" means. 

I would rc.spectfully diroet your attention to the above statement liir your consi¬ 
deration and ultimate submission to the Medical Hoard. 1 on will observe that 1 had 
little or nojthing to do with the sick of the detachment lOtli Rcginicut Madras Native 
Infantry, fourteen days excepted, vi/., hetween the doparlnre of the Suh-Assistant 
Surgeon Baboo Shama Churn Sircar, and the arrival of I)r Hanson. My charge con¬ 
sisted of the prisoners in the jail, ami about -(H) Ramghur Paiks, and the station in 
general: for this cliarge I always had a sufHcicnt supply of medicines, and my stores at 
this present lime arc c(|ual to the ordinary demands of my legitimate charge. I have 
communicated with Captain Leigh and Dr. Hanson oii the subjci f of their report as to 
the want of medical stores, and they say (hat, reporting of the great want of medicine for 
the sick, they alluded simply to the hospital of the detachment loth Kegimeul Madras 
Native Infaniry. Permit me to observe that I was not aware that in tlic capacity of 
civil medical oHlccr of this siatiuu, I was |o lu; prepaieil with a large supply of 
medicines to meet the full demands of the sick of the 10th, averaging from 160 
to 200 |)atients daily, willumt special instriiclions from you or some proper authority. 
I aecomraoduted the detachment from time to time to the best of my endeavours, but 
further than this 1 could not do from my limited moans. Had 1 instruotions to prepare 
for such a contingenev, I -should most w illingly have done .so; Imi as it was, and 
considering at the same time that two special io<|nisilious were sent to (hittack for 
supplies of medicines, 1 did not think it necessary to do anything more in the matter. 
I regret exceedingly to find that I have inclined the displeasure of the Governor- 
General, but allow me to assure you, sir, that if, after (lie above (‘xplanation, I am still 
considered to liave been roitiiss in Iny duty, it was not Irom any wilful neglect, but 
rather from ignorance of what was expected from me, and li oin my inexperience in the 
service.

1 HAVE the honor tt> li)rvvan.l tliu accompaiiy ing correspondence for the considera¬ 
tion of the Lieutenant-Governor, and any orders he may deem necessary thereon. 

2. On receipt of Captain liivar s letter, as 1 iiad rea.son to suppose tliere was much 
exaggeration on the subject of the plot alludcil to by him, or felt ceidain tliat I shoidd 
have received a comniuiiicatiou from Lieutenant-Colonel llaimay, 1 immediately replied, 
therefore, to Captain Uivar, that 1 had lUjubls ;is to the eorn'ctne.ss of liis information on 
that ground, and 1 expressed Tiiy regret lie hail not cumnmuicated with Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hanuay before addresiing me, .and I lieggcd liim to do so, stating that if, 
pending a ftirther letter from himself after doing as desired, I received no conmmni- 
cation from that olficer, 1 should tbrhear acting on the information he had sent me. 

3. Lieulcmuit-Colonel llaimay's letter, with the memorandum annexed, showed 

satisfactorily that Captain Jlivar had been hasty in making the eomraunicatiou he had 
done to me without first speaking to the Colonel on the rumours he had lieard, and 
telling him of Uie alarm he supposed to prcMiil in regard to the disposition of a part of 
the men of tlie regiment. * 

But Uiough Caplaiu Bivar may have erred in thus addressing me without due 
consideration, 1 do not couci^ivc there w;is any necessity for Lieutenant-Colonel Hannay 
to commuuicatc te the it'gimcnt what had licon written, regarding it, to me, wliich at any 
rate had only reference to the llindoostauoe portion of the corps, and wliicli has called for 
thfc jictitiou t now forward from (he officers and men of the rtgiment. 



4. Theyo wore, po doubt, at pi»e tinje, very paiufol feclfnp with rpg^r^ ^ ^ 
qfHiadQ<«tanoj^ iu,tbc regiment, and thougli the public jtnil 

apprehj^ons against oil Hindopstau^s without exception. I felt confident, on 

from tieutenant-Colonel Hanpay, ifliat a eonsldcrable lx)dy even of that cuiisa pf ibo 

men of the regiment were perfectly to be depended on. 

In the same manner apprehensions had been strongly expressed ot the ffenei:a| Ujl^fjttli* 
fulness of this class of men in thc.Sylhet Light Infantry Regiment, but subsequent ev|^ 
have proved tliat they had been iiiconsideralcly suspoeted of being xmtnistworthy. 

5. Tlio officers and nu'u of the‘1st Assam Light Infantry, who are now Imown to 
have been concerned in treasonable praetices, or siisjHH'ted of having been privy to whfti 
was plotting amongst the evil-dispostid ^K)rtfon of the corps, have either been 'sententWt 
by court-martial or discharged; and, after a sx^arching inqxiiry, Licutenant-Colopel 
Haniiav has forwarded, througli me, his fnrtlier proceedings to the Commandep4A- 
Chief, and reported that he fools perf('<‘(ly confident of (In' tmtire trustworthiness 
the reginuuit. 

6. With regard to the uativi; doctor alluded to in the petition of the officers 
men, I beg to mention that, in (lu; first instaiuu', (’oloiud flaunay only thought it UC^r 
sary that the man should be relieved; hut, afler wluit has come to light in tHsljlfis 
inquiries, he has considered it neei^sarv to send in chiivges against lam.

Captain Jiivar to the Ai/enl to the Gneernor-Oenend, North-East hyontier. 

Sir, Dehrooghvr, January 20, 1868. 

IN respect to the military iirisoners now in eonfiiK'nnmt at Debrooghur in the 
fortified square, w'hich is under Colonel ilaminy, commanding rhe Ist Assam Light 
Infantry, 1 have the lumor to bring to your notice, on the subject of th<! prisoners in 
question (11 in number), who, I believe, have all N'en convicted luifon; a general court- 
martial of having concerted a rcln llion having for its «»bicct, .a general mas-sacre of the 
Europeans in the province of Aswmi, .and theeoiise(|iu nt overthrow of th<‘ (iovernment, I 
repeat 1 have the honor to submit that, yesterdax I lieard that tlu! prisoners inllio sqnarc, 
which i.s also a magazine aial lh<' trea-'iiry, were even imw. w liilst in r-onfiiieimmL, plotting 
raisehief. 

2. * fn the fonaioon 1 \\;is informed tliai .a llini steel and a letl.t’v litnl been diseoverOf| 
under the bedding of a iiri.soner, throngh the inslniinenlality of one of tlie prisoners, 
who brought the circunuslance to the notice of an Kuropcan of the Naval Rrigade on 
duty at the fort. I was told tliat ;i jdaii had been liatched to fire the magazine, and as 
a measure of precaution I was, re(|uesied to remove sonu' pelndeum, which I had in 
store, in* a division of tlie sqiiaive useil liillierlo as a record office. Of course I lost lio 
time ill having the petroleum t*al<en awav, and after this I nmaired to tlie cutcherry, 
where 1 vras engaged Iriuisaeting Imsine-s until p.ast .'i in tlie evening. At night, 
between 8 and 9 o’clock, after 1 had takfin my dinner, by men' chaiiei! i( came to my 
knowledge, on the subject of the plot which had lieen brouglit to light, that from the 
letter which had been seized, it api>eared that tiie jn-isonera in the square had boon in 
communication with the .sejioys, the men of the 1st Assam Light Infantry in the lines,at 
Debrooghur, and that it Wits ascertained th.it a rLsiiig had been intendetl. The plan, I 
understood, was for the Hindoostanen sej)oys in the lines, in the first instance, to fire 
Colonel Hannay’s bungalow, then to do the iikr? in resjiert to Captain l.rf>vvther’s quarters, 
and, relying upon the confusion whiidi was likely to (msue, and to the attention of the 
Etiropeans of the brigade iMiing direi'tcd to tin; aid tin y would jirobably have alTmrded 
in staying the flames at Colonel Haunay’s bungalow, fully a mile distant from the 
barracks, the s(‘poys were to have come down by a bark-road to the square, and, in 
co-operation with the prisoners, whose relea.se was to be clfeeted, to have attackc<l and 
set fire to the magazine. It is necessary to mention that, in addition to tlie European 
guard at the fort, there is also a native scixov guard over tlie treasury and the prisoneinT 
and I W’as told that one of the guard, a ^iunipooree sepoy, was the person who 
conv^ed a letter to the lines. 

3. With reference to what I have noticed, I beg to observe that my reaadn tot 
' doing so is to caU your attention to the state of things in conueption with the sepe^ Ih 

themcal battalitm at Debrooghur, in which there are, I believe, ^ Podr^e^ 



(HifidOMtanees), if not more; many of wlmm are connected with, and had relative^ in the 
'4Qth Recinu'ut Bcns^ Native Inmntr> which matinied CSBat>oro. The men of ^ 
^iiss referred to, jukcr what has trsinspired in Upper Aaaam, cannot, I sttbmit, ^lie 
considered trustworthy. The service of the Euro|fean Naval Brigade » reqi^od to 
keep them in chock ; and, alihongh Colonel Hannay has never mentioned the idrmini* 
stance, yet I mak<' hold to say that he tniist hiraaclf place little confidence in the 
Hindoostanees. Without heing an alariui'-t. I ‘<liouldTail in my duty, as the officer in 
charge of the dhtrict of Luckiiuporc, wtre 1 lo hold hack in urging upon \our atUmtion 
the fact that the llindoostance sepoys arc looked upon with distrust. I have had frequent 
opportunilies of talking to lls' KuroixMii g<‘utleiiien planters in my division (there are at 
‘present ten factories hi tlie <li'lri< l), and tin' ('(iieral opinion is, that the liindooslanee 
sepoys give c.iiise for nnxiely, .ind there i> a eonviction that even now, wliore least 
mcpectcd, tlic sepoy.s in.i) jierpelrate loiw liief, and that it the European sailors were 
withdrawn, then* would he uo socurily lor Iit'e or ])roi»erL\. 

4. In making this rcpiesentalion I would explain, that I am actuated solely by 8 
conviction that it is in the stru t line ol llu i< sjionsihle dtifv wdiich devolves upon 'me 
as a district officer. 1 have no wish whatcvei lo bring the men of the Ist Assam Light 
Infantry info bad odoui, or to detract fiom the [iraisewoithv manner in which the 
Nepalese sepoy.s, llu* .liiiooah sepoys, and some of tlie llindoostance men^of 
that corps, behaved during a time of much dangei and temptation; yet, I would urge 
that measures should he arlopfcd ctlcclnally to picn ut the possibilitj ol those suspected 
of disloyalty giving fiiitlu i cause for anviely tluy miglit wi'h advantage he disarmed, 
if not dishimdod. 

5. In conclusion 1 heg to notu c tli.it (ailoncl Ilnnnay ha^ not consulted with me 
on the subject of what has ooeiiiM*d m the foil, and I have not had the opportunity of 
communicating with him. 'I'hc mlorniaiioii which I ubtaiiu d in the iorcnomi yesterday, 
reached me through ('aptain Bird, commniulmg the aitillei}, and what subsec|ucntly 
came to my knowledge was dorivi d in couisi of coiuLisatum with some gentlemen 
Who were dining at raj lunisi in the evening.

found the right letter. Caplain Bu ai states, m the .second paragraph of his letter, that 
the plot was discovered thiough means of the letter seized. 

4. As a matter of course, I have eoniimiincated the contents of Captain Bivar's 
report to the nativ e commissioned and noii-rommissioued officers of the regiment at 
head-quiirtei s, and I must say tliere is but the one feeling of regret and dmapputnt*' 
mi?nt that any officer should have done so much to bring discredit on the corps*without 
due inquiry. 

5. For my own part 1 think it very iiard that men, some of whom have been 
inenihera of the Court whidi sentenced tlie several prisoners to extreme puniiffimm^ts,'' 
and all of Whom were at all Umes urgent for extreme measures against those who had 
evinced dislojalty, should be thus condemned upon the statenieat made hy a'lStrisod#!''''' 
or jprisuners, not one of whom had au iota of influence in the regteieat to iucii^ -fl ' 
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MbeUioo or nMthiy. iTtie nitiva oScera havinff expresttHl a widi to 
tfck nattor, I sbaH conaider it my daty to forward the same. * 1 s • 

lo cmtclusion, and with refetenevto the lost parag^ph of Ctmtaio Blvar*^, Mim m 
year address, I bea to state that this is the first time in which that oCleer 
to commanieate with me in matters of rebellious risings, ficc., and when fharo

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 11 tb instant, 
inclosing copy of a letter of the 26ih instant, addressed by you to the Agent of the 
Governor'General, containing matter, as therein stated, relative to a plot discovered last 
mratb, by which it appeared that the men ui' the Light Infantry battalion intended to 
rise and attack the station. 

2. I very much regret that you should have considered it necessary to write any 
report on such a subject without taking my opinion on the matter, for after a full and 
minute personal inquiry into the causes for certaiu reports which had been communi¬ 
cated, on the 24th January, to me, I found no grounds for suspecting any plot whatever. 
In fact, on hearing the statement of the prisoner wlio was said to have divulged the plot, 
I discredited it, knowing the character of the man ; and 18a« no occasion for doing any¬ 
thing in the matter beyond enjoining extra precautions for the safe keeping of the 
prisoners, and applauding the Europeans for tlieir piomptiiess. Annexed is a copy of 
my proceedings on tlie 24th of January last.

Memorandum. 

ON the forenoon of Monda) the 24th of January, 1858, a note was sent to me 
Captain Reid, with three small native letters and a piece of gun-flint, with a few piecei 
of common cotton. Captain Keid's note alluded to the letters and flint having 
been discovered in the bedding of oik' of tin' prisoners in the fort, and also that a phrt 
was apparently on foot between the prisoners and the natives in the lines, to set fire to 
the magazine,*&c.; that these were letters supposed to bear on thi| subject, and that 
another letter appeared to have been forwarded. 

I lost no time in having thesi* letters read in prosi'iice of (kptain Lowther, and it 
was tbimd that they were letters from different individuals among the {insoners, and 
contained private matters of accounts and injunctions in regard to the families of some 
of the prisonera, and also contained requests to lie supplied ivitli sum(‘ dry food for thp 
voyage to Calcutta in the steamer, the intention of sending them down having been 
communicated to them two days previously. Thi* letters were addressi'd to the relativei 
and bhoebunds of the prisoners in the regiment, and, by my orders, they were duly 
delivered. Notice was given to the commissariat and cKecutive to hold in readiness tne 
dry food the prisoners would require for Uie trip to Calcutta. The contents of these 
letters were unmediately commnuicated to Captains Reid and Dav is. 

2. Towards the afternoon I proceeded to the fortiiicd square, and took Captain 
Davis wit^iae. 

were present the native officer of the day, th(> (.nropean guard and the ' 
native guard. 

Two sc^ioys who came on duty that morning were in confinement: one man, a yom^ 
Mnnipooire sppoy of two years’ standing, for having been seen picking up a letter thcowi 
to 1^ by one of tlm prisoners: and the other, a Jurrooah of the same standing, ft# 
been seen iqieaking to tiie former sepoy. The latter told me he bad merdy 
themraun why he bad been pat in confinement. I interrogated the Mmupooree sepoy 
as to the char^ against him; and, after a little time, he told me that Ramtohnl Sn^, 
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luvild&r, one of the prisoners, )(ad thrown a note to hiiip, and asked him to ^e,it 
Sttckli’deep Slnjf, Rfpoy in the lines, his relative; (hat he had gone ont, and W'as giv]% 
th<‘ letter to Rugoo Sing, who was to give it to Suckledeep Sing. 

( itien intorro^atod the European sailor who bad minted the matter, apd w^o 
sipoke a little Hindoostanee. He said that he had seen the letter throwm to the before- 
menUoned sepoy, ami tlrnt one of (ho prisoners had told him that the prisoners were, 
and writing letters to the lines al>out burning down the station. On (tointiug oat 


that tlio day before Bnlwund Sing, havildar, and some of the otln'rs were talking and 
expressing a wish that now, as they were going away, it wonld be a good thing to set 
fire to the Colonel’s and Captain Lowther’s bungalow ; that Bulwund Sing had written a 
letter to carry out llie measure, and that it was given to Ramtohni Sing, liavildar, who 
had sent it to the lines by the Munipooree sepov r (hat lh(‘ hotter was written by 
Bnlwilnd Bing, havildar, with a bit of bamboo, with ink made from a kind of grass 
growing in the fort (“ bhenreali”) mixed with water. 

On hearing this man’s staiememt 1 coneduded at once that h(‘ hsvd never been 
examined,'and tliereforo that Caj»tain Reid’s information was obtained by the European, 
in ills imperfect knowhidge of tlic Hiivlooslanee, reporting to the Enrotvean non¬ 
commissioned officer an exaggerated statement of wliat had been told him, and that the 
story lost nothing by being circulated. Tin* &«*poy’s statement 1 did not credit; bnt as it 
Was necessary to get hold of the letter, taken to the lines, said to contain the incendiary 
instructions, 1 went off immediately to the liiu’s, arcoinpanied by the native officer of tiie 
day, having in the first place enjoined additional caution on the part of all the gnard^ 
and partieularly urged, on the part of tlie iialiv<' guards and prUnners, the necessity of 
b(^^ open and free in expressing their wants and wishes (o tlie native officer of the day, 
for mj information. 

The Miiniixwrcc sepoy 1 oidcred to be kept in confinement. 

On reaching the lines I sent for the rc'oipient of (lie letter, sepoy Suckledeep Sing, 
and in presence of Captain Lowtlur ami the native officer of the dav*. .and tlie havildar- 
major of the corps, I lohi the si'jioy my w i^lies, and not to be afraid to produce the letter. 
The man went inimediatelv .iiid brought (he letter. 

It was of the same description as those 1 had reci ived in (he forenoon, and was in 
the handwriting of Bnlwund Sins, havildar, with the ink .illuded to. The contents of 
the letter was from Ramtohni Sing, liavildar, to his relative, Suckleilcep Sing, ridating 
to money matters and accounts between tiiem, ami asking for five rupees, and also to Im* 
provided with dry food for the sti .inu'r trip; .iml thus eiuhsl the examination. 

Til® results were communicated to Captains Reid ami Davis. 

. In talking over the raatVfr with Captain Lovvtlier, vve came to the conclnsion that 
whole business looked nipeli .os if Rahim Ally Khan, tlie prisoner, had brough tlhe 
ptory fprward in the hope Of bettering liimsolf, and as the owner of the flint was not 
fitortoinadi it is quite probable this was introduced to give plausibility to tlie story of 
the proposed fire. ,

CAPTAIN BIVAK, Magistrate of Delnooghur. iii .lanuary last wrote a letter 
against the character of our regiment to the Agent to the (juvcrnor'Ouneral, founded Ctu 
the speech of a mutineer convicted of Conspiracy against the State, and a prisoner in the 
jail of Debrooghur. lie (('aptain Bivar) believed the idle assertion of that worthless 
individual, void of all pretensions to truth, and only seeking to benefit himself at a time 
when the gnilty were all in safc'custudy ; a gentlemam in high office, and the ruler of 
a large district, upon the foundation of such vuiucU-ss and false information, and without 
first communicating with the eunimanding officer of the regiment, and consulting with 
him in an inquiry, has taken iqMm himself to write a report tending to ruin the said 
regiment. His assertion that there arc 400 lltn<loostanec .sepoys at liead-quarters ready 
to mutiny and seize the country, is unfiiie, fur there are not 400 Ilindoostaneos hero; 
the sepoys being men of four difi'ereiit and distinct tribes and cuuntne).. At this roomeot 
there are about 250 Guorkhas, 150 Thcrouas, 50 or 00 Munipources; a few iudividnais afe 
added thereto; they are loyal men and rc.spect the Unglish goveriiiucnt; some 16 
or 20 bad characters conspired, with Native Doctor flidiiiiit Ally, in a plot agaimft 
the state; those men, we say, besides many leading persons or civil ofhcials of this part 
of the country, have been seized, imprisoned, or eouvicled by the Government, in Which 
works we all assisted through the leadership and guidance of you our commanditig 
officer, and this regiment continues obedient and dutiful to all your orders, in rctuffn 
for which and our zeal and loyalty, C/aptain Bivar has sought to ruin our character or the 
fbis regiment. We, eating the salt of soldiers, and under military oyderAi 
homhle men of various parts of the country, and huuest in our conduct; but acc6rdfi|g 
to this gepdeman, the magistrate, we arc all bad characters; on which account We Ate 
most fuixibus and desirous that an investigation,on your part should take filoee, ibr you 
alime can distinguish the loyal from the disloyal: all along you have 

pod pnnwied the latter. We are unlettered {teople^ of humble AM 

wj;ite frdly and to the purpose: ibis much we have addres^tio you aa 
qiif own inunediate master. « 



2. Hariag aforestated that Captain Bivar baa iistraad to the idle or dilaemaaipief 
a convicted bad charaeter, thereby inflictiog aerioBs diagveoc oe tbe Ihme of 

meat, we can only aay, had he been one of oor eqaal% we ahould have aadt the ac cita<» 
tion boldly, and race to face, but Captain Btvar ia a ruler, and tve can nMrelyeBdeovair 
to meet him equally, we are, therefore solely dependent on yon for jnstke to OOrwaiiad. 

3. That Major Shaik Hidaint Ally, native doctor, who entered into a regular oeah> 
spiracy to subvert the Gkivernment, with others as accomplices, although the leader 
and bead of that plot remains unpunished and m the performance of his duty, while 
the others have been seized and convicted, it quite surprises us that this offender should 
be at large and unpunished, while his followers have suffered.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 10th instant, 
with Its inclosures, and in reply, to inform you that the Lieutenant-Governor considers 
that the Principal Assistant Commissioner at Luckimpore acted very injudiciously and 
hastily in casting such serious and general suspicion upon a large body of men of 1st 
Assam Light Infantry on insufficient grounds, and it is greatly to be regretted that he 
did not act with greater caio and considciation in the matter 

It appears to his Honor also, to have been also unfortunate that the purport of 
Captain Bivar’s communication was made known to the native officers, and the necessity 
for this step is not quite apparent; but in a matter of this kind, which is probably one 
purely of military discipline and management, his Honor feels himself incompetent to 
pronounce an opinion. 

Looking at the turn this aftaii ha', taken, and considering the feelings to which it 
may be supposed to have given lise, it seems to Ins Honui that Captain Bivar might 
be now more usefully employed at some other station than Dehrooghur, the bead- 
quarters of the 1st Assam Light Infantry, and I am to request that you will take this 
matter into your consideration.

WITH reference to your letter of the 18th January last, with an annexed form 
to fill op, and also to the office memorandum dated the 28th instant, having reference to 
the filling up of the roll for the Debrooghur police (cantonment), for the month of 
October, 1857, I beg leave most respectfully to state my inability to fill up the roll m 
question, as I cannot undei stand it, nor can 1 obtain any information which woatd 
assist me to do so. 

2. The cantonment police of Debrooghur wcie raised in the month of August 
1857, when it was discovered that there was a plot on foot for the subversion of the 
British authority in Upper Assam, and were as an auxiliary military aid lor the pro¬ 
tection of the head-quaiter station and its resources, composed of umedears and super- 
numeraries, chiefly relations and sons of sepovs of approved loyalty, and they were not 
increased m strength, after it was known the Naval origade wore sent up; and by tho 
1st of January last, the extia expense ceased by the absorption of the men, in the now 
Kamroop Regiment, and tlic regiment under my command 

3. Under the above esplaiiution 1 trust there may be no difficulty in passing the 
bills for the cantonment police, as they ha\c been rendered fiom the month of Augu.s(, 
1857, to the 1st of Januaiv, iSiH, as I have paid the respective amounts by advances 
from the Collector.

WITH reference to station orders of tlic 20th August and 9th September, 1857, 1 
have the honor to forward a bill for 344 rupees 13 annas 10 pie, being the amount of 
pay dne, with reference to the accompanying nominal roll for the month of September, 
1857, to 68 men, entertained agreeably to station orders of the aho\c dates, copy of which 
is annexed. The copy of the station order of the 20th August, 1867, was forwarded 
with my letter of the 7th ultimo.

The Officiating Superintendent of Cachar to the Secretary to the Government of Bengal. 

(Extract.) Cachar Camp, Nugdeergram, February 20, 1868. 

WITH reference to the concluding portion of your letter, dated 
i have the honor to submit, for the consideration of the Lieutenant-Governor, the 
following report upon the defences necessary for this district, and to suggest the mefcos 
of providing them, with as little expense as possible to the State. 

1 would strongly urge upon Government the cxpcdieiioy of increasing the numban 
of the Kookee levy for local service. It is a measure. I think, which would be attended 
with less expense than any other, providing for the effectual defence of Cachu and tl» 
frontier iu, general. In raising Kookoes, we arm a people with neither politi^ 
nor prestige, hut who are, at the same time, naturally brave, and inured to this dimiite 
and to the warfare that the presence of so much juugle on this frontier is likely to ofibr. 
Farther, we enlist a people ui our service, than whom no other could pet as a better 



e^eck against the Mumpooreea—people who have no sympathy with the easte or creed 
of any other in Hindoostan, and who are, moreover, bound to ns for the protection they 
have recdved i^re they came into Our territories. • 

Of services of the few men of the Kookeo levy, occupied in recent opm»- 
tions, bis Bonor already knows. Bat the services of the tribe do not end thOre, and 
about as many men of the mutineers of the 34th Native Infantry as were killed in actioit 
by Our troops, were killed in smsirate conflict, or brought in as prisoners by Kookeh 
Pagers, whom 1 had organised for the occasion, and armed as scouts. An increase t# 
the It^ookee levy would be a fitting reward to these men, many of whom would enlist, #• 
well as being an advantage to ourselves. « 

The measure that 1 would, therefore, projMwe for the et)nsideration of the 
Lietttenant'dovemor, would he to increase th(‘ Kookce levy from L'OO to 640, duly 
ofllcercd by natives. And I would furtluT recominond llie appointmoit of an adjutant 
and two European uon-commissionod oflic«*rs. in addition to ni.vsolf as couimandant, to 
insure the projier training and disciplnmig of IIh* men With sncli a foreedn Caehar, 
when properly organised, the seniics ot the SvUu'l Light Infanliy might he entirely 
dispensed with,and made nvailohle tor cmploMiient furtluT west, and, at the same time, 
the district remain cffieiently and elieajilj dcdendeil. 

The pay of the Kookee lcv\ is at present '» rupees per mensem. Moderate as 
this allowanee is, it is .suflicient tobiing the required number of Kookees to the Htandar4i 
but as it would be necessary to miv with tlio Kookees other rneesas well, in the pronortion 
of at least one to three, and as such good materials of (Joorkhas are at liaiul, to whom it 
would be necessary to ofler an inereased rate of pay, I think that 6 rtqiees a montK would 
not be too much, aud at that standard would I roeonimeiid tin* augmentation. 

It is unneccs.sary here for me to enter into details legnrding the internal economy 
of the levy thus increased; should his ITonoi he inelined to favor m,> suggestion 1 shall 
he happy to do so, and furnish an> turlher iiifoimation whnh is leqiiiied. To show, 
however, that the measure is not calculated to cause much gicater <‘\pouse in this district 
than that now incurred, I have noted, in th<* margin,'* an ahstraet of the monthly jiay of 
such a corps, exclusive of Eiirojiean oflieers, which comes to .l.iJS!! lupecs. The cost of 
the levy, as at present constituted, is 1.3(H) lupees per mensem, and of the three eom- 
panies of the Sjlhct Light Infantry, at .'^()0 pei eonqianv witli estalilishnumt, J,4tK) rupees, 
showing a total cxpi'nsc of about 4,000 iiipees. uKo exeliisive of KuiopeatiH, an increased 
expenditure of 1,300 rupees thus providing fm an augmentation of about 300 men at 
all ranks.

THE Suporiutend('nl of Cachar lias informed me that .some c.vcitcmcnt has been 
oliscrvablo lately among the Munipooree poi)ulation of Cachar, and 'he thinks it msiy be 
ascribed to the .approaching trial of llu' Munipoftr Prince llowjou, refisrred loin 
iny letter, and to the arrest t)f Roma Singa, a dt^waii of the Ruj.nh of Munipoor, on a 
charge of murder. I am aware that the most absurd notions regarding the state of 
political ailairs in the North-West PiDvinccs are still very pi*ovalont in Cachar and 
Munipoor. It seems desirable that the militarv force in Cachar should be strengthened 
for the nonce as much as possible. I havt?, therefore, directed the commanding officer 
of the Sylhet Liglit Infantry Battalion to halt at Silchar till further orders the two 
companies wliich were about to return to their head-quarters at this place. 1 have also 
requested him to send to Silchar Captain 11. B. Stevens, ids second in command, who Is 
iU) experienced officer, to take commancl of the trooiw in Cachar. 

2. 1 liave no reason at [)resent to apprehend that there will be any disturbances 
among the Munipoor population of Cachar, but 1 have thought it prudent to adopt 
these measures of preeaulion. 

3. I take this opportunity of aumtiouing that, whilst I was riding near the 

Munipoor barracks yesterday evening, about 200 men of that regiment came round 
my borse and began to make various complaints, and statinl that they were not wilUng 
to go to Jcmaulpore. There was nothing violent or disrespectful in their language or 
ilemeanor, but they seemed much discontented. I’hc regiment not being under my 
authority,! referred the complaints to their commanding officer, and to^iqor Richardson, 
commanding the station. ^ 

4. 1 am afraid there.' is .something wrong in the Munipoor regiment. 1 uever sa^ a 

more cheerful, willing, well-behaved, body of men, than the 336 Munipoor recruits who 
were made over to Major Hascll by Ma jor the Hon. Robert Byng at the end of October lat^,. 
1 have observed lately a change in the men of the regiment. They seem to, be dis|iatisfied« 
and to apprehend some interference with Uteir religion. 1 understand that MiuorHai^ 
has enlisted a considerable number of Bengalese, a class of men who are well Kiibvfh' ^ 
this part of the country to be perfectly useless for all miBtary ptuposes. “ ^ 



S. The unetded itate of the Munipoorece in Cachar, whence the great majozity of 
the Mniiipoor recrate of tlie Mnnipoar regimeRt ia drawn, renders it very deMrawe, 
in my o{Httion, that the r^ment should leave this frontier os soon a!«possible. I have, 
therefore, re<^aested>^e officer commanding at this station to see that no unnecessary 
delay occurs m carrjing out the orders of the Supromc Government for the removal of 
theieg^lD^t to^femanlpbre.

Sir, Chtiinparun, February 27, 1858. 

IN contimiation of luy telegraph rejiort of yesterday atb'rnoon, 1 have now the 
honor to report the particulars of the lire which oeenrred here yesterday. 

It broke out at 3 I’.M., about the middle tif the line of sheds, which were built along¬ 
side of the road. The carts w itli bnllocks harne.^sed w ere drawn up on the road ; there 
was no one in the sheds, the dotai-hmcnt being just on the point of starting. The cause 
of fire was not ascertained, but there is no doubt it was fired from the outside : and, as it 
was a very windy day, I have little doubt in my own mind that it was occasioned by one 
of the soldiers throwing out the eonti nis of his pipe, which were blowm against the , 
thopper. It may havt' b( en eausi'd by fire from a hookah, but I don’t think it very 
' likely, as at tliat time all the imiives were busily employed with the carts and bnllocks, 
preparatory to starling. The fire burnt so fiercely and rapidly that there was no stopjAig 
it, and in five minutes, or less (during which time I only managed to get down ana save.' 
the two end choppers nearest the bungalow), the whole was blazing, and in half an hour 
the fire had burnt itself out. ' f - 

' All <hc carts (about fifteen of them) drawn up on the road near tiie ^ds were in 
the greatest danger ; luckily all were removed except one, an amropnition cpi^whicb, 
from there being (as I judge from the remains) a bale or two .>f clothing or Msolk'^ 0 & 



atonce. The detachment (imder Captain Hntcluo8on» Her Mt^tVs dith) 
only number^ thirty^irix men, and the whole of them were bnsily employ^ m aavlng 
the other carts; and I think, taking overytlui^ into consideration, that we wore veiy 
fortmiata in oidy losing one. 

Tlio boxes of ammunition most have been very got)d, tlie eart was bliuing for twenty 
roindiM before the firtj reached the powder, and then, .strange to say, there was no ezpld* 
rnfUt but each box, as the powder became ignited, went olflike a huge cracker firework, 
taking two or three minutes to bnrn itsedf out, and then perhaps an interval of fonr oT 
five minutes before another box w('nt off in the same way : it was doubtful, until the first 
box took fire, whether it was an ammunition cart or not, and every one had come to the 
conclusion that it was not on-', for it had been blazing for twenty minutes before any of 
the powder ignited, and at f'ltt time there were sev«'ral men near it; luckily no acetd^Ut 
occurred, and that detachmcjit started off immediately atler. 

At that time none of the men appeared to know the origin of the lire, for 1 asked 
several of them. Captain ilutchinson may, perbaiw, luive, siscertained something since. ‘ 

It will be eight or nine days before any kind of shelter can Ihj erected for the men, 
for every thing was burnt, even the beams and posts, and also a numl)or of beds. I will 
commence at once to (jrcel a temporary shed, large enough to shidter seventy or eighty 
men, on the same spot, as it is the best, as it is sufiieieiitly removed from the bungalow 
and godown to jjrevent any great danger of their ealching lire. 'I will have it made 
some twenty or tliirty yards still farthtir off. 

Half of the ammunition appeared to have been Knfield rifle. I have picked up 
about seventy bullets (of botli kinds) f(uitc uninjured. I have also picked up and stored 
a quantity of load, .six or seven maunds 1 fancy, and request you will obtain instructious 
regarding its disposal. All the iron work of the cart I shall send to-day to the Superin¬ 
tendent of bullock train at Burhee.

C. A. D’SOUZA has applied to me for compensation on account of loss of 
property sustained at Arrah during the liisturbancis in last .July and August. His first 
application was made lo mo on tlie first December; this was followed on the 16th idem by 
a detailed list of what he lost; he .subsef|nontIy furnished mo with a list of witnesses, 
four of whom have been examined by me, viz.:— 

Jhubboo, Tasuddook, Ramlahal, serv.auts of the applicant; Sookrit Sahai, a 
respectable-looking inhabitant of Arrah. 

The three first all s\\('ar to seeing the applicant’s property, consisting of a couple of 
horses, cows, goats, clothes, boxes, furniture, taken by the mutinous sepoys, and the 
latter heard of the sanjo and saw on the evening of the day on which they arrived at 
Arrah, several articles of property belonging to the applicant lying in the stream and in 
the street. Mr. D’Souza was one of those who were besieged in the fortified house at 
Arrah, and is I consider, deservedly worthy of compensation. 

At the tinjo of the disturbances he was not holding any situation in this district, but 
had been on the railway in the Patna district, on a salary of 150 rupees, previous to 
the rainy season. 

It is impossible for me to say what the amount of his loss may be, and I can only 
recommend his application to your favourabh; consideration.

Gov<‘rnor of Bengal lor his eontirmation and lavourahle consideration. 

2. On oflering to iinderlake (In' task ddei^ated (ome when in Calcutta by Ins Honor, 
I was under the impression that, with tin* iuHnenee I possessed my.self, together with the 
a-ssistunee of other neighbonrin;; planters of the districts of Saru’n and 'J'irhoot, I would 
mo.st easily have carried out tlie v.ishes of the Government lo the fullest extent of its 
demand for carriage, particularly as the Govt l•mlK■nt has aeceileil lo my suggestion of 
oflering hire on the most liberal terms. But on my arrival in the district I found the 
duty a most onerous undertaking, diflieulties imminerable thwarting and hafiling my 
efl[orts. If appeared, on careful iinjniry, that sinec .itme bust the demand on the district for 
carriages had been so pressing from various quarters, that large imjiressrncnts were made, 
thept'oplc were panic struck, and, having no sympathy whatever for the Government, used 
every means and artifice not to move from their homes or render any assistance, although, 
to my certain knowledge, the district was thronging with carriage cattle of the best 
description, fully equal to the exigencies of the times. The carts, I found, were broken up, 
buried underground, or in tanks, and the cattle were yoked to ploughs, The offer of. 
hire on the most advantageous and liberal terms aggravated their fears. Under su<A 
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circumstances I was induced to siigscst to ]\lr. Commissioner SaniuclU the propriety of 
purchasing the carts and bullocks for Government, and upon his coiisitlertito* ready assent 
to this prpimsilion, a most cheering and eneouri^ing success imniiHlidtely attended my 
cflbrts, masnmch as within astiort time 1 was enabled to n^spond to almost every requisition 
for carts and cuttle, botli public niul private, without the li;ust. ('niltarrassmtnl. TUo- 
marginal figured* statement will sliowtbe eollcetion made und tiu'ir disposition. 

3. As regards the descpii)ti'>n of cattle supplied byjne, I have only to iittole the 
testimonials i>f the dificrent fuitelionarie.s to wlnim they were made over. JVlr. Horne, the. 
Su|)criiitcndent of Supplies, remarks ; “ It i.s prohalde that we sliall n.)t he nhle to comply 
with all the dcimmd.s wliieli will be made still, .lu.sl at pre.scnt we have siadi att enormous 
quantity in hand, that if yon could keep and iced i'or three weeks the carls and carriage 
bullocks you culleet, it would he a groat boon. Your carts and bullocks carry off the 
palm here, and have evidently bcc'ii selected with great <'arc and jmlgmcul, lienee I do 
not wish to check the suiijily. ’ 

l.ieutcnaut-t'olniicl I’ciiwick. of 1 Icr .Majcstv’s Idth l-'ool, writes from camp A/.imghur, 
dated 20th .lanuarv, IsoH : “ I liavi- imu li pleasure in stating that the oaits and cattle 
supplied a((’hu|>rah In \ou have been very good, ami far superior to those supplied by tins' 
authorities at l)ina]K)re.'’

From the Goorklia eaaij) I liavi’ not had an ojtjior!unity of retptesling a eertifieate, 
and, moreover, my assistaiue towards it witli eariiage iia.s been of hired carts and cattle, 
and as to tlieirserviceability and good quality, al.-o. 1 eaii luuspiivoeally speak.

You cc!rtainly«descrve the thanks of Government for the zeal you have displayed. No 
Government ser\'ant, especially employed for the purchase of carriage, could have devoted 
more of his time to the service of Government,” 

fi. It may not be amiss to mention that the operations of my agency have not been 
confined simply to the collection and purchase of carls and bullocks. Besides the horses 
purchased for (lovernmcmt by nie, 1 have liad the selection, valuation, and purchase of 
elephants, and the selections made by im- have met, 1 am gratified to say, with approval, 

■ Moreover, M<>r Majesty’s lOth Foot has had commissariat stores furnished to it, accom¬ 
panying the regiment to Azimglmr, laisidesthe feeding of the Government bullocks >nth 
that corps to that district. 'I'iiis ngenev lias also as.sisted in supplying provender from 
Patna for Maharajah .Jung Bahadoor’s Goorkha force, 1 also vi."?ited Segowlee with the 
view of assisling Mr. doint Magistrate Kaikes in procuring hired carts.

1. Patna Dirhion. — Considerable anxiety and alarm pre\ ailed in the \ve.sU*ru 
districts, and especially at Chuprah and \rrah, in e()nse(|uenc-e of rumors of the 
success of the relxds at Aziraghur, and of tlieir intention to attack these stations. 
To alla^ these upprehensions, intelligoncs' was eon\e\ed to the ('ommi'>sioner of Patna 
of rcintorc«ineiits and stores having been disj)atched from Allahabad and Bi'nare.s, and 
of tl)e approach of a large force umh'r Sir K. laigard, to the relief of A/.imghur. 

2. la coiKsequeiice of objtclions raises! In Colonel Michel to the dispatch of the 
Sikhs at Dehrce to Arrah, Brigadier Chruslie hesitated to carry out liLs intention of 
sending two companie.s of KnrofK'iins to that station, considering it would not bo right 
to place them there unsiip])ort(>d. It seemed likelv, therefore, that this important place 
would be h‘fl undefendeil. The serious iueonv enieiice, if not positive danger,of a divided 
command in the district of Sasser.un thus manifested, was stronglj insisted uiion by 
the Conunissioncr. .and brought tv» the notice of the (iovcrnor-tieneral. 

3. I'he Murine Brigade destined liir Saaseram, h-ft Haneegnngec In bullock-train 
on'the 1st April, and the Commissioner was desired to communicate with Colonel Michel 
as to the best mode of emphning them. Mr. Samuells was also directed to apidv to 
the Commissioner of Bhaugui|iorc for the si*rviees of the Europeans at Purneali, if he 
Uiought he should rci|uire them.

The 
best plan would be to amalgamate the Rangers and the Parbutteeas now being raised, 
getting rid of the Poorbeas, about 100 in number in the former corps, and, as the Hill 
men decrease, Riling up the places of two out of three by Parl>uttc;eiis, but there is this 
okstachf, that the Hill Rangers are intitled to invalid pensions, wbic.b the I*arbultet'a.s will 
not be; that the native officers of the former corps receive liighor salaries than those to 
be paid to the latter, while the privates in the Parbutleeas cor)»s w ill receive a rupee more 
per mensem than those of the Hangers. On account of these differences. Captain Pughe 
dislikes the fusion, and also perhaps because the Piy-buttecas promise to be much finer 
soldiers than the Hill men ; but what is to be done if two corps arc not to be entertained, • 
and the Rangers arc decided to be unfit for police })uri)o.ses '! It would not be fair to 
disband the Hill men, they hare done such guard work, &c. as they liave bad to do, as 
well as can be expected; and besides, I do not think it would bo (juile advisable to reject 
Hill men altogether as soldiers; it gives us some hold on the remainder of the wiM race; it 
would be no use transferring them to a Lower Bengal division, for though there they 
might have more credit as soldiers, than they have where they arc better known, they would 
be still useless as police, isec no alternative but amalgamation, and it must also be 
considered, that supposing Government should decide on turning the Mangers into a 



police corps, it will l>o necessary to increase its strength by about 300 men, and theise 
most ccrtaiiiiy ougHt to be Parbiittecas. Why not then make the corjjs more efficient at 
once, by uniting to it the 500 Parhuttecas newly raised, weeding it of Poorbeeas and 
inca|ifi.bl(‘.s, aiul giving the privates an increase of one rupee per mensem, in exchange for 
the Ifws of pensions, and the reduction in the i)ay of officers hereafter promoted. It is 
unnecessary to enter upon variations in the scheme or its petty details, unless its principle 
slioidil be approved. In the mean time 1 think Ca))tain Pugbo should be allowed to raise 
at least l,t>00 men, and get on with their drill as fast as jwissible, for I have no doubt 
that Parbiittcoas will be wanted for other divisions. 

3. With regard to Captain Pughe’s jiroposul to amalgamate the 300 Sonlhais now 
being raised with his Parhutfeeas, I am not at all inclined to think ill of it; but the 
Sonlhais have enlisted to .S(.‘rve (as mentioned in my letter on the subject, dated 25th 
August, 1H57,) for six inonllis only at tirst, and within the cotintry loosely defined as 
bounded by |{liaiigulj»or«!, Dcogliiir, Sooree, and Rajmchal, and it would be injudicious at 
present to .ask them to consent to an alteration in-these terms. In time I think I shall 
be able to get them to agree to anything ; but it myst lie done gradually, and after full 
exiilaiiation, at tbc periods of re-enlistrnent. 

4. 1 fuliy agri'O with (faptain J*uglie in bis pniise of tbe Parbuttecas; in his 
projiosuls reuiudiiig tbe number, niuks and pay of (lie natiio ofiiecrs, and the arming and 
clothing of tl'.e nu n. I beg attention to his reipiest that the Civil Surgeon may be 
diret ted to allbrd riiedi<‘al aid to the corps, and that a native doctor lie apjiointcd to it, 
and a dresser also. 

5. (kiptiiin Pugbe‘.< siiggi'stions, Nos. 1 arui 2, reganling tbe si l ength, disp0.sition, 
and ollieering (Kuroiieiin) of jiolica- eorps, agrees so niiu'li with what 1 have before written 
to you oil IIm; subjert, that I nec'd only notice (he fact: on no account whatever should 
any Zilluli detaeliineiit be li'I't willionl a lairopean oliieer. 

0. Jarstly, I beg to urge tbe propriety of (lajitaiii Pugbe’s suggestions. Nos. 7 atid 8; 
unless the eoniinandant has full power to jironiote and rediiee, witboiil ajipeal.and to flog, 
I do uot believe the police corps w ill ever be half as good as they might be. 

7 , 1 beg no delaj' will take place in forwarding the articles now indented for by 
Captain Pughe. 

8 . With reference to the Sonllial recruits, 1 have the honor to .state that they now 
amount to 200, wiio are being drilled under Mr. j\sstt, (.'ominissioner Hraddon's super¬ 
intendence, by a native officer of the detachment of the Hill Rangers, stationed at 
Deoghar.

WITH reference to my h'ttor of the 28th ultimo. 1 have now the honor to report 
the jirogress made by me in the organization of the Military Police Corjis, which the 
Lieutenant-Governor was i)lea.sed to direct me to raise in this district. ()n my arrival 
here I round tluit only llti men had been entertaineil—tbe levy now amounts to nearly 
230, and u.s I liear from Mr. Kenny that recriiils are rapidly coming in, 1 ho|x; to have 
the luimlh'r complete before the end of March. 

Till' Parbuttea.s are iiiiite the Goorkha in appearanec, smart, well-made, and 
intelligt'ut. not very clean, but none of the hill tribes are. They have, however, nnich 
improved in (his respect. They takc^to (he drill very kindly, and 1 have no doubt, aftfer 
steady training, will turn out useful soldiers. They arc much more indcjicndent in their 
bearing tliuii Poorbeas, at the same time lliey are very anxious to learn, and they obey 
orders to the letter. 1 applied to the officers commaiiding the Sikh Police Battalion 
and the Hill Rangers for drill instructors—but neither of tlicm could afford me any 
as.si8lance, so that I have been entirely thrown ujvon my own resources. Having, how¬ 
ever, selected twelve smart lads and instructed them myself three times daily, 1 found 
that they picked up the drill rapidly, and now tlicy are of great use in instructing 
oMiers. I jiropose to divide the levy into five companies of» ninety men, with live 
serjeunts and llt» corporals to each, with two drummers and two buglers, making a 



total of 504 men. ShouW it bo decided to raise the corps to 800 men, I would sngfifCBt 
that 300 Sonthals be added, j>ro\ided that they will asjree to ont of their own 
district. I am of opinion that the mixture of eastes would be advisable, and I loam 
from Mr. Vide, the (lonmiissioncr, that llu* latter are liKelj to turn o\if good soldiers. 

I do mvself the honor to tbrwanl the aceonipan\ins'indents lor arms, ammunitions, 
and aceoutrements, and trust, if approved of, that 1i nun bo sent to the Inspector- 
General of tlrdnanee for eomplianee. I sh.ill ln\,‘ nearly 2(MJ nic'H ready to be 
instrueteil in the niamial at\d phiUxin e\ercis> before tl.e ann.s ean arri\e here. 

Mit*hl I j’(s|uist lli.it the fiNil Surgeon be direet-d lo .-virord niedieal aiil to the sick 
of the coips, and it would be a ure.il coiivtMvieiu'e. a..- the battalion iiicn*a'«>s, in niiinbers, 
if a n<iti\e doctor and diesser could be allowed. 

1 would venture, with all difen iue, to make the following suggi stions for the 
consideration of the l>ii^iilen.int-(iovi>roor :— 

1. Tint the battalion should be of vafluimf stnnglh to allow of a jtroper guard at 

all the st.itionsIn tlv division, and still half or at le.i'.t a third at liead qiiartere, 

wlio would of eoufM-b« remdarly drillul aud kept up lo their work. For instance in 
this division .SOt) nun would bt‘ ii(|uirei|. of wlioiu H)0 would b(' stationed at 
Bhaugulpliore. '-’(K) at I’nrneah, and ‘_M0 at Muu.dive, Thev' th'laelunenls would 
fnrnish euur.ls to auv sin <lh r stations m tie ir vicinil v.

Tltcse men I liave drilled and (rained without the assNlain-e even of a single drill 
inatnietor. About 2lt<i of them alre.ulv mueli as well .is n-guinily tiamed Irtiops, 
and would do no discredit to a corps of tl.i' Line. The I’li-seliMil has In eii jilen-ied 
to pass my indents for arms and ammiiintion, so tli.il in a tew niontli' I 'Innild have had 
a very serviceable body of men, who, I am sure, would have done cii dit to me and service 
to the State. 

In eonscrpieiiec of my Iiaving bei n the only I’mopian olln-ei beie, I liavc been 
obliged to Keep the whole of the a''i*iMiril» eoiiincted Svilli the e nun iiiyscdf; and, as I 
have had to furnish them with everything eonneeted witli llieir Kuping, food, and 
clothing, the same arc very numerous; of course, in a tew montlis nil these would hare 
been nettled. 

A great portion of the men arc fresh from the jungles, speaking a “patois” which 
i* at hrwi very unintcdligihle, and have prohibly nevei seen a Kuropmui Ind'orc. They 
have as yet looked up to me entirely, and taken my word as law, 

I am, ofeour.se. aware that I nm bound ebeerfully to go wherever the Government 
may coasider my services most re(|uired; at the same time 1 would venture, with all 
aubmisrion, to represent llial I might do better service by remaining in Command here, 
than by joining what is merely a remnant of my regiment in ('hina. This is a new 
experiment among an hitherto untried cia&s. 1 have had the responsibility and trouble 



from the commencement, and it might not be adrantageons to the pnbiicserrice toclumge, 
the commanding officer before tbie work is completed. •, ,; ; 

• I shall of course bow, with all deference, to the decision of the Government shoidii it 
1 m* against me. Much as I shall regret Icanng a body of men in whom I have taken a 
great interest, I shall have the satisfaction of knowing that, before making over chwgc, 

I have done my duty in bringing to the notice of the Government all the circumstance / 
connected with my command. * * 

In the event of it being decided that I am to leave, might I solicit that a competent. 
officer may bo at once sent up to take charge. I should not feel justified in leaving 40P 
men to take care of themselves, and there is not a single military officer in the station to ^ 
whom I could make them over. 

I do myself the honor to annex a few remarks upon the habits and customs of the 
men with whom I have been lately associated.

Remarkx vpon the “ Parlmltea" tribes of the Mooruny. 

AT a time when the reconstruction of th<i native forces in liengal must be occupying 
the attention of the Government, I feel it my duty, Avith all resj)cet, to bring the following 
remarks to notice. 

It is with reference to the military ([iialitics of the I’arbuttea ” tribes, that I tvould 
tender the following observations. 

1 believe that 1 am the first military oflicor avIio 1 ms bad tlie opportunity of testing their 
fitness or othenvise for military duties. 1 have had ample time to observe their habits 
-and feelings, and I have no hesitation in slating it, as my opinion, that they poasess the 
sfualitics requisite for turning out most useful soldiers. 

Originally from the Nejial lldls, they have, for various reasons, descended and settled 
in the plains at the fool. They inliabit tlie Moorung, a belt of jungle, which is quite as 
hot ana far more unhealthy tlian our <nvii disiriets. 'Phey cousi-quciitly hear the heat of 
the plains mucli better than the regidar Goorklins; it is well known that the latter suffer 
(fonsidcrably dnriug the liof sea'-cm, and it has eons('(iuently been considered advi.salde to 
locate such regiments iu our serviee iu the Hill stations. 

The “ Paibut'.eas " still retain many of the good (|ualities of their original highland 
homes. They are well made, tlje generality r.ilhei short in stature, but broad shouldered 
and clean limlMul. 'Phey Inne the 'Parlar features, not so .strongly marked, perhaps, as 
they arc among those tribes who have mi.ved less with Ilindoostanees; fearless and > 
independent in their hearing, they have none of the outward cringing of the “Poorhea” 
sepoy. They have takt'u to the thill very kindly. 1 have .seldom been obliged to ri'sort 
to punishment, although many of them are raw huh. 1 *liave eiiforeed the most strict 
obedience, and they have lookeil uj) to my word as law. The inlmbitants of this^lution 
have frequently remarked uimn their smart aiqiearanee ami orderly behaviour. 

They are perfectly leady to go anywhere; in iaet 1 rvas .asked by one of the men, 
whether they were .always to remain a I’oliee Corps, as iu that ease he added, they would 
have no opportunity of distinguishing thoinselves. or, in other words, of “obtaining a 
name." 

They are eertairtly dirty in their persons, hut this is partly owing to poverty. ] 
furnished each man with two suits.of native elothos, ami by insisting that they should not 
tmme to parade except they api»enred clean, a great «'liange has been effected for the 

better. 

They hav'c of course “ castes," but their active habits and straightforward manners ' 
'make them regard Avith ooutompt triany of the ceremonies and observances of the 
Brahmins; if they do not Ava.sh themselves quite as often as a rajpoot, neither do they 
give so much trouble about their food. They drink .slightly, but I ha^'e had only two *' 
oaHOs of drunkenness. The higher castes aimmg tlicm, such as the “ magars," “ newja^**'^ 
&c., descendants of the military tribes of N'opal, arc decidedly more intelligent . 
their lower caste brethren; but I have made a point of enlisting the latter in some numheirat,' * 
such as the “ Karins,” “ Dainairs," and others (who arc not entertained in the 
army) in order to sIuaw the men that no preference would he given to caste, provid^ tnc ' 
soldier was faithful and willing. They all drill and but togeUier, the bigW ienste 




not made the attest bUeetiob. They are certainly as a body trmtwei^l aa 
advuice of one month’s {lay has been made to each man. either to live with hie j^tty or 
to help him to bring them into the station; I have scarcely had an instance of a man 
who has taken the advance, failing to app(‘ur. 

There arc otlmr tribes in the Mooruiig, the “ Mee<ii," fine st rong men, who have no 
caste at all; the " lilmturs,” who although liot rcifular ■' I'orlmtteaK," are the wood 
cutters of the jungle, hardy and fearless—nil these tribes would make good soldiers. I ' 
feel convinced that with a little energy aiid niiuiageineni, a considcrAldc muulmr could 
easOy be obtained, aind once the start is made, ami it is genornlly known al<utg their 
forests that food and regular jMiy can lii‘ obtaimal by steady and i'atUilUl servicei UO 
difficulty would be exiX5rieucod. 

I would sum* uj) the advantages to In- obtaiiual Ity enlisting tliesi' men briefly aa 
follows ;■— 

Ist. That they are hardy and indepeinleid, and have a hal)it of obeying orders to the 
letter, if they know that it is the “Sahibs ’’ eonimaiul. 

2 nd. That they have few <'aste prejnilires, ami would give little trouble on that 
score. 

3rd. That a great portion of them eoine IVom our own pr»\iuees, st>ine of course 
belong to Kepal, as the Aloorung is ai joint possession. 

4 tli. 'I’hat they do aiot sutler from the heal ol tlie plains jih the (loorkha soldiaws do, 
and might, therefore, without injurv be located any wln*re. Alllumgli this is a pioverhialiy 
unhealthy station, and the natives themselvi's sutVer mat h. I havtt hatl very little sickness, 
while the contrary is the ease w ith the (bxtrkha solilit-rs at .1 idpegooree; and lastly that 
they might be obtainotl in suflieient n\md)ei’.s, to maki‘ a umst nselul addition to the 
native forces, either ns police or regulars, as regiments of lliemselves, t»r tni\ed with 
others,

Afany of them are 
sooi m "mal l yeomen, and arc very respectable youths. There are, however, other 
Perbuteeah’s ^ong the Moorung, and it is among these lril>cs that I have sent recruiting

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parties, as should more men be required from these districts, it is well that a eomBmnee* 
meni should be made, 

2 . I would respectfully request that as ][ shall probably have 500 men here by the 
] st of April, that by that time an Adjutant or Lieutenant of Police may be nominated to 
the Corps, 1 l>ave mentioned in ray former letter that I could get no assistance in the 
shapi! of drill instructors, and, with the ntiinber above mentioned, it would be impossible 
for me unaided to carry on the instniclion as efficiently as I could wish. I take the liberty of 
forwarding for submission to the Lieutenant-Govm-nor, the annexed applications, I have 
rceeived from Mr. Smith, for employment with the coriw. 1 know notliing of him per¬ 
sonally ; but his certificates a])|)eiir good, and he has had some militaiy training. I would 
add that 1 am quite satisfied with the ju-ogriiss liitherto made by tlie Parbuteeas, it is very 
creditable, considering that Iberc lias been uo miclous of old soldier.s, round which to 
form llu! young corps.

Sir, Camp Chuckerdurjtore, March 26, 1868^ 

1 HAVE the honor to state for the information that on the tnornuig of the 
26th instant the forces of the Jtajah of Poorahat moved down and attacked we fo^ce 
of seamen under my command cncam|ted at Chuckerdurpore. 

2. We were surrounded on three sides by great numbers of the enemy, but they 
were warmly received with musketry and artillery; that after half an hour’s firing 
they were comirelled to retire under cover of the neighbouring villages and jungles. 

3. Three small field pieces were captured during the action without loss on our 
side. At about 2 p.m. they again commence.1 the attack, hut were again repulsed 
with some loss on their part. 

4. After the second repulse, I was directed by Captain Moncrieft) Senior Assistant 
Commissioner (under whose orders I am at present; to send a detachment of tWenty- 
five men and one officer to burn down the jungles to the right of the village, and pro* 
ceeded myself in charge of another detachment to drive the enemy out of the villages. 
This was accomplished without loss 011 our side; the ('nemy were pursued about a 
mile beyorid the village, but could .not be overtaken. On our return to camp the 
villages wefe burnt down by order of the Senior Assistant Commissioner. Owing to 
my force numbering but eighty available men, it was not considered prudent by 
Captain MoncriefT, Senior Assistant Commissioner, to expose the men in small 
detachments in the jangie,'being eompelled to keep at least half tiic force to protect the 
camp, it would only expose the men to be cut to pieces by the overwhelming numbers 
ofclhe enemy. 

5 . The strength pf the Rajah's force, from a statement ma4p by one of the 
wounded men, must have been over 2,000; he also stated that the Kajah wat not 
present, but that the force was commanded by Rughue Deo, an ofikier in his service, 
who was wounded during the action. 

It is impossible to estimate the number of kiiled or wounded, as they were carried 
offby tlimri^mipanionsaBtheyfeii. •

2. THE Commission, of which you will he the head, will be under the Government 
of India in the Foreign Depaiiment, and you will correspond direct ivith the Secretary 
to Governineut in that Department. 

3. The C.oinmi.ssioner will have authority in the North-West Provinces, in Oude, 
in Central India, and in lleiigal. 

4 . The primary bu.sincss of the Commission will he the detection, trial, and pun¬ 
ishment of mutineers ; that is, of men who, being soldiers or military pensioners of the 
Government, tt»ok up arms against it, and ofihe ringleaders amongst the rebels. It is 
not intended that the lime of the (aminiission shoiiHl be s])ent in hunting out the 
common herd of villagers and lownspeopU; who have been in revolt. 

6. At j)rosenf, and probal>lv for some lime to come, the.se duties will continue to 
be performed by the district odicers and by others holding special commissions for the 
purpose, as well as by yourself. Hut oventiially as otfior duties arise to claim the 
attention of the di.stricl ollieev.s, the tracing and jmnishing of mutineers will fall mainly 
to you and to those under your aiilliorily.' 

G. Yon will have access to all nnistei-rolls and regimental books which can be 
fiirnislicd to you. Instructions will be given to all military authorities w’ith whom these 
may be tleposited to aid yon promptly when called upon by you to do so. 

7. Instructions to the like ettecl will be addressed to the Commissioners and 
district officers. Tltese officers will iiirnish your office with a full and regular list of 
the convictions and executions of mutineers or rebels which may be carried out under 
their direction. 

8. The same officers will likewise send to you all documentary evidence against 
mutineers or rebels whicli may come into tlieir possession or copies of the documents, 
if the original papers are required for local purposes.

THE writer, after making the usual coinpliment.s, proceeds thus— 

Tour letter was receive*! by us, per Narain Sing, three duy.s before the expiration 
of the month of Chyte. We were. \'’ery much pleased to learn its contents. You 
write to us to send the sword, but wc cannot at present do so ns an order has been 
passed by Government to take up any man who may be found armed with a sword. 
The state of this place you will be able to learn from the following circumstances 

The sepoys at Dacca were ordered Io give up their arms and ammunition; but we 
two cautioned the sepoys nut give them up and warned them.to be always on the 
alert. One day in the month of Aghan the ('aptain swore by the Koran, and pre¬ 
vailed upon every sepoy to go to his bed. All the sahibs and the European soldiers 
then taking advantage of their remisstiess, fell u|)nn them at 5 A.M., surrounded them, 
and opened a lire on them. Such as were sleeping, never rose again, and those that 
awoke saved their live.s by escaping; about thirty or thirty-two sepoys were killed, 
the rest, viz., those who escaped came to our house and we received them with great 
courtesy. M'c gave them 2,00l) rupees for preparing their dress. Five of the sepoys 
were wounded; they were therefore sent uH’on two elephants ; we warned them nut 
to slay here any longer, and told them to follow the baboo. When the sepoys were 
gone, wc wrote to the .fudge and the Cultcctor to say that the sepoys have gone this way 
and have forcibly taken away two of our elephants from our house. Next morning we 
wrote another letter that our elephants were taken by our servants to the river for 
drinking water and the sepoys took them away from iheir hands. We vi.sited also the 
sahibs. The day that there was iightiiig here, wc sent off a letter to the sepoys at 
Chittagong, cautioning them to be on tlieir guard, as there has been such an event 
here. The sepoys at Chittagong were very much o-n the alert; they plundered the 
Treasury, took possession of all Uic cannons, muskets, and ammunition, and released 
all the prisoners, and then marched off with them. Wc were very much overjoyed at 
all these things. Wc told you before to have the sword brought to you; youthen 
wtote in reply to say that you will do so when you require it. No body can now walk 
about here armed with a sword though a Bengallee may be allowed to do so. Narain 
Sing, the individual who used to go to your place, cannot now leave home on account 
of his wife’s ill health. There is no other person whom we can send. Gunga Sing 
ofChuprah came here seeking eiuploymcnt; we two have detained him; the letter is 
sent by that roan. We are praying to God as welfas to Kali-Maec, and are anxioualy 
looking for the day when you will conquer the country, that wc may cnioy happitieu. . 
Let us know as quickly as possible where you are now, and w'here tlu* battle is beirfg 
fought; the news can l)e sent by the boatmen who cuiitc down here from that place. '. 
We can then send by the same boat the sword you require. Let us have a quick 
answer. The sword is ready here, and we have no use for it. The sword is well 
suited for your hand. A gold hooka, belonging to thevNawab Sahib, was with aa; 
it was set with three pieces of diamond, and the Nawab’s .name engraved on it. We • 
therefore got it broke and melted and bad some oniaments made of the gcld. 
three pities of diamond we have preserved to make a pKsent of them to yon alt. 
bure a great dependence on you, and are praying here every day to the AWigbty dod 
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and Kali-Maee that the Yictory laay be youta, and tliat we get oor livelthoad firbia you. 
We have learnt that the Govemor-Geribral ia proceeding up the country for the pur¬ 
pose of making a peace with you. We beg that you wjH never make any trea^; 
these people are great vagabonds, and they will kill you all afterwards by practiaing 
some roguery. You have already gained a name by the late action, and these men are 
now become almost breathless ; therefore never make any peace with them. Send us 
an answer to this without loss of time; we will then at once dispatch the sword by 
the boat, and never make any delay. *

(Tranalation.) 12th Maug/i, 1265 (January 11, 1656). 

(After usual compliments.) 

WE beg to inform you that we have yeceivod your letter through the hands of 
Naraiu Sing, and derived much pleasure from the perusal of its contents. We at first 
wrote to you to send for the swords, but you intimated to us that you would take them 
when you should stand in need of them. In the month of Aghan, when w-e were con¬ 
templating the measures fur the purpose of dispatching swords to you, a war took 
^ace at Dacca between the European troops and the native sepoys. At five o’clock 
(a the morning the English soldiers attacked the sepoys while they were in bed, and 
before the men who were on the watch were able to fire their matchlocks, the British 
troops took possession of llie guns, and killed the sepoys in those very places where 
they had been sleeping. This state of things may be ascribed to the utter negligence 
df the sepoys whom we used to warn twice every day to be always alert, and not to 
g[ivc the magazine and muskets to any. The Captain of the regiment at first, upon 
oath, afforded assurances to the sepoys, but afterwards treacherously brought them to 
death. About tliir^-two or thirty.three sepoys have been thus slaughter^, and the 
rest fled to such different directions as they thought proper. Out of them, 150 sepoys, 
four or five of whom had been wounded, passed through this place ; and as they had 
no apparel, we gave them 2,000 rupees to buy clothes. M'c, moreover, supplied two 
elepmants to convey the wounded persons, and desired all these men to start and to 
join the Baboo Sahib without loss of time. Immediately we dispatched a letter to 
the British authorities at Dacca, stating that tiic sepoys, having come over to our 
houses, forcibly took away two elephants, and the sole object of our writing such a 
letter to the officers of that place was to practise deception on them. On the day 
when the oforesaid occurrence took place at Dacca, wc communicated an intimation 
thereof to the 8epoy.s of Chittagong. These men have acted with great prudence. 
They have plundered the treasury of the Collccttir, carried with them all the guns and 
the magazine, and taken along with them ail the convicts who were in the prison. 
Allow us to mention that we felt much gratified when we received the above informa¬ 
tion. Here nobody can come out in the street with a sword in his hand, as an 
islitcharnamah ha.s been issued by the authorities of this place to the effect that a 
sword found in the possession of a person walking in the road should be immediately 
seized. Narain Sing, who used to carry our letters to you, could not wait upon you 
in consequence of his wife's illness. \Ve don't find any trustworthy Bengallee whom 
,we can send to yon. We ])ray to God that you may be victorious in order that we 
may all be protected and supported by yon. As we understand that the Governor- 
General is desirous of making a pence with you all, we request that you will not 
accede to such a proposition; for if yon conclude a peace, you will be nni|ed. 'FroQi 
the success which you have attained in the present war, it appears that there is ev4i^ 
<;haiic<‘ of the British being annihilated inasmuch as the fortune seeAis to befesli 
favourable to them, and their power to have been diminished. We do not know how 
we shall dispatch the swords. If these be forwarded in charm of a person will 
be forcibly vakan away from him by the ruling aothorities. We therefore reqdeif 
.you will write to us when any boat will be coming down firuiD that place ia.which ilft

Nine sepoys and pne 
aoobcbdar who were apprebcuded have been made to swing under the orders of thP 
auihorities of this place.

I HAVE the honor lo acknowledge Ihe receipt of your letter of the 6tlt instant, 
together with a letter in original, dated 17th ultimo, to yourself from Mr. G. Mflier, 
of Lye Factory, and I beg to state the following circum-stances in corroboration of Uj^ 
statements put forward by Mr. Miller. 

1. The Putsah Factory was burnt down by the Dinaporc mutineers in July last, 
and I think Mr. Miller’s loss in consequence must have come fully up to the sumc^ 
3,200 rupees as stated by him. This is exclusive of the loss sustained by him owlh|; 
to the stoppage of his business, and his being'obliged to leave his factory for a con* 
siderable time during the manufacturing season when his presence was moat needed 
at his factories. 

I am not aware what the extent of Mr. D. Uozario's losses may be; but from 
Mr. Milter’s welLknow-n character for probity, I should say that he had not overstated 
them at the sum of 477 rupees.

Special Narrative of Events dated April ZO, 1858. 

Patna Dieismn.—AT C'huprah eonsuleriiblo ajjpndicnsion was still felt owing to the . 
state of affairs at Azimghur, ami tlie resideuta of (he station were fortifying the house of 
the Ilutwa Rajah, whose reputed wealth, and the eleven lakhs of rujiees remaining m the 
wllcolor’s treasury ndght, it was thought, tempt tlie rehels to make a dash in tliat 
iliroction. The Commissioner intended to send to their nssi.stanec the sailors and guns 
whom he had .sent for from Piu-neah, and authorized the Collector to remove his treasure 
to Dinajiore. 

2. Very great alarm wo-s also felt at Sewan, in consequence of a report that 600 
sepoys had embarked on the “Gogra” at Go^taljiorc on the 7th April, with the intention 
of dropping dow n tho stream. 

8. Koer Sing’s return to Shnhabad was looked for with hope^ hy the evil-diapoaad, 
ami dread by the lovers of order. It seemed pretty certain now that he would make, the 
attempt to enter that distriet; and such preparations os the means at the disposal of the 
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authorities admitted of, vere made for {Hreveutiug the mischief which was lih<dj to fallow 
should he succeed in his attempt. The Collector’s eutcherry at the station Aniah pros 
beinf>; fortified. Brigadier Christie having consented to send down two detachments i^'tlai? 
troops under him for the protection of the place. The Oovornor-Ooneral had furtlptt 
directed a portion of the Sikhs at Odhcnr, near Sasseram, (two coinpauies if practicable} 
being sent down to the same ^lace ; and two comi)ante.s of a rugiiuent from Dioapore, 
with two guns, had arrived tor the protection of the place, A iutndreJ Sikhs had also 
been ordered over from Dehric, and the party <)!’ senmeu who wore proceeding to 
Saaseram, were directed to halt at that place, ond march tlicnce to Arrah. The fort at 
Buxar was strengthened, and the Collector was authorized to remove ail huildings which 
obstructed the fire from it. The zemindars were warned and encouraged—^those. whose 
estates were on the banks of the river being given to understand that they would ^ held 
responsible for watching the ghauts and roads, ani giving instant intelligence of the 
approach of any rebels. To insure this being properly done, they were r«»quired to keep 
up a proper establishment for the purj>osp, and to furnish a return of the number of men 
they employed. Tliose on whose esUitcs l'biro|ieaiis resided, were further reminded of 
their duty to protect them and the property belonging to them, and threatened with 
severe eonsequeuees should they neglect this duty. 

4. In reply to an application made by Mr. Sumuells for the services of some 
European artillerymen for employment in the I’atiia Division, nu iutimutiun was received 
from the Covernment of India in the Military Dejiartnient, that no artillerymen were 
available for the purpose. 

!>. The Commissioner of Patna submitted a eorrespondciiee with the Magistrate of 
G 3 'a on the subje«:l of the control which that oHiirer was to e.xen'ise over the sailors 
posted at that station. The general tenor of the instructions which he hod ismed to 
Mr. Money on the subject, being in iieeonlanee. with the views of the Lieutenant^ 
Governor, wore approvocl. These inslriicfions wi re to the effect that, as a body, hut not 
individually, the force was fo be eonsiderod as subject to the Magistrate's eimlrol; but 
that he was not to interfere with its internal management and discipline, beyond taking 
up cases or complaints against the men whenever any such were brought before him; and 
*that, in the event of rebels entering tlie tlisfrict, he was simply to point out to the 
Commander what was necessary to I)e done, leaving it to the laf ler to carry out tlie 
operations himself, on his own responsibility, and in such mauncr as may ap^iear to him to 
be best nndcr the circumstances. 

6. Seventy-one jicrsons were tried by Mr. Martin mnb'r .Act XVI of 1867, in tJw 
Districts of Tirhoot and Chumpnnm, during the month of March last, of whom four were 
sentenced fo be transported for life; seventeen to fourfeen years’ imprisuniuciit; five to 
imprisonment for ten years; three for five years; live for four years; two for three year*; 
five for two years; and twenty-eight acquitted. 

7. Forty-seven persons were tried by .Mr. Tatthulalc under Act XVI of 1857, in the 
District of SImhabad during the month of Mireh, of whom three were sentenced to 
death ; one to fourt<‘en years’ imprisonment; two to imprisonment tor twelve years; four 
for ten years ; two for seven years; nine for five years; and »mc for tlirce years; one Bor 
one year-and-a-half; and twenty-four actpiitted. 

8. Mr. Money, Magistrate of Behar, was api>ointed a Coiiiinissiotier under Act XIV 
of 1837, in that District. 

(f. Mr. Bell, Judge of Shalmbod, was appointed a Commissioner under the same Act 
in the District of Shahabad. 

K). The Magi.strafe of Bliaugulporc re|K)rted that he had ordered the “ Mcgna ’’ to 
proceed to Caragolah Ghaut, and to take thence to Patna the Purneoh jMarinc Hrigad#, 
and that, for this purpose, he liad landed forty convicts who were on board, togcllier with 
their guard, whom he would detain at Bhaugulporc (ill the steamer returned. Ho had 
alao taben on himself the responsibility to overrule an objection raised by the CaptMn of 
the vesael, on account of risk of damage to some opium on board the “ Flat.” Hut 
proceedings were approved. 

11. Thirty-three jiersons were tried by Mr. Satidya, under Act XVI of 1867, in the 
IMiitrict of lihaugulpore, during the mouth of February last, of whom thirteen wore 
sentenced to imprisonment for seven years; one for live years; and nineteen acquitted. 

12. Rajukuliaye ZhVMion.—Intimation was received from the Government of Jmlia in 
the Home Department, of Mr. Cockbum having been appointed Lieutenant, and 
Mr, Wemyss, Cornet, to the Corps of V'oluiiteer Cavalry at Kajshahye; ond tliat otdent 
bad been issued to tha Adjutant-General of the .Army, to send a {amsioned serJeant of a 
Cavah^ Regiment, if available, to Rampore Btaiulcah for a short time, to amnst in 
(Mganuang and drilling the corps. 
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13 . The Superintendent of Marine haring brought to the notice of Crovemmevt 
eertain clmrgcH preferred by'Mr.'Hulke, commanding the paity of European tseatnen at 
Rungpore, against Mr. White, the second officer in command, the Lieutenant-Goventdr 
authorized the removal of Mr. White from the brigade, as it was not possible to liave the 
charges brought agaiast him inquired into on the spot, while it was, itt the same time, neit 
advisable to allow him to remain attached to the corps. 

14. Dacca jDirwion.—A letter received from Mr. Allen bringing to the notice of 
Government the conspicuous loyalty and important services rendered by the SylUet Light 
Infantry Tlattalion, and roconimetuling the bestowal upon tbe regiment of s«)inc signal 
mark of approbation, in ucknowledgmenl of its tried fidelity during a period of general 
disaffection in the Native Army, tvas forwarded to the Government of India in the 
Military Department, with the Lieutenant-Governor’s cordial s'ipport. 

1 5. Chota Namtore tHi>mon .—A li'tter received from Captain Moncrieff, solicit!^ • 
reinforcement of Native troop.s to enable him to follow up tlie advantages recently gained 
by him over the insurgent Coles, a duly for wbieh Euroitean sailors, who, with the 
exception of a small party of f^ikhs, are the only force at his disposal, are, from .the 
climi^tc and nature of the country, not well suited, was forwarded to the Government of 
India in the Military Deiuirtmcut, with a recommendation that the requisition should be 
complied with, if practicable. 

16. In tbe meanwhile, however, the Commissioner of ('hota Nagpore had .sent under 
the command of Liculenant Reeves, lot) men of the new Soiillial and Cole levy, with a* 
due proportion of Oflieers of tlic Uaniglinr Loeal Force, to the ussislaiice of Captain 
Moncrieff; and tins party would l>e further augmented by a small body of Sikhs from 
Rurulio, who had been ordered to join them. 

17. Captain Mtmcriefl'liaving reported to Mr. Lushingfon that the sailors at ChybipHia 
bad exhibited the most unmistakeable. signs of mutiny, and boUi these officers attributing 
the outbreak to the harsh and injudicious treatment the men had invariably experienced 
at the hands of Mr. Journan, their commanding officer, who was mentioned as being 

a uitc unfit fCr his situation, the Jjieutenant-Govoriior directed his dLsmissal, and sanctioned 
te appointment of Mr, K. F. M«>ore to succeed him. , 

18. On the 21 st of March, Mr, rjusliington reported having made over charge of 
the district of Mannbhoom and Singhhoom, to Captain Dalton, Commissioner of Chota 
Nagpore, and the oi)portunity was taken suitably to a<!kn(ovle<lge the services rendered 
by the former, during the period he had otiiciated as Commissioner of those districts. 

19. Mr. Lushington was infurmed that it was the desire of the Licutenant-(Jovernor 
that he should conduct the prosecution against NehnoneV Siug Dos, zemiiular of Paehete, 
■who wjw to be tried at Uurdwan, before Mr. lilliott, {^)nlmissioner under Act XIV of 
1857. 

20. Colonel Forster reported his arrival at Snmhnlpore, on the 29th March, and that 
he bad assumed charge of the Civil and Military duties of tlie place, Previous to the 
receipt of this letter, a comnmnicali«)n wa.s received from the Commissioner of Cuttack, 
announcing that an officer senior to (\donel Forster, viz.: (’t)lonel Osborne, of the 40th 
MadvasNative Infantry, was on lus way to Smnhidpore to take command of his regiment; 
and as this arrangonent was likely to he very embarrassing to Colonel Forster, who had 
already been vested with the chief military command in the district,, a reference was 
made to the Government of India us to whether the inconvenience apprehended might 
not be obviated by sortie other arrangement. 

21. Colonel Forster having reported that it was inexpedient that both the Madras 
regiments should Ik* removed from the Sumhulpore district at once, a.s Mr. Cockbufn had 
suggested, and requested permission to detain tlie doth Native Infantry until he was 
enabled to report, after inquiry and con.sideration, that its services were not required, was 
authorized to detain that regiment as long as he might consider it necessary to do so. 

22. Twenty-three prisoners were tried by Captain Dalton, under Act «XIV of 
1857, in the Chota Nagpore Division, during the month of March last, of whom one 
\fa8 sentenced to death; two to transportation for life; nine to imprisonment for fire 
years each ; and eleven ncquitU'd. 

23. Twenty-four persons were tried by Captain Simpson under Act XVI of 1657, tn 
the district of Haznreebaugh. during the month of March last, of whom six were sentenced 
to death; eight to transportation for life; two to imprisonment for sixteen years, including 
two years’ imiirisonmcnt in lieu of stripes; five to imprisonment for fourteen yean; o&e 
for ton years; and two to be released on furnishing security for good conduct. 

24. Fifty-four persons were tried by Captain Davies, under Act XVI of 1857, in the 
district of MuunUioom, during the month; of whom two were sentence^ to tniniqfiOliltution* 



for life; one to fourteen years* imprisoument; three to iiu]irisoutuent for seven years, three 
for five years; one for three years; one for two years; two to he punisheil with tiiirty stripes 
each; one with ten striiR-s; and forty acquitted. 

25. Asiiam, ~ Three prisoners were tried by tlte Deputy ('omiui.''sioner of A.ssani on the 
29th of M.aroh, under Act XVII of 1857, for desertion from the Kiiinroop regiment, and 
sentenced to twelve month’s imprisonment each. 

• 20. Cachar. —Twenty-six porst>ns wore tried by the Su)»erintemlent of ('aelmr, under

Fort IVilliaw, May 17, l^.^S. (No. 64.) 

IN continuation of our letter No. of i8.'i8, dated the Ith instant,’we have the 
honor to forward for your information, the Narrative of events furnished by the 
Government of Bengal, for the weeks ending on the lilth April and 1st May, 1858.

Hipeciul Narrative of Events, dated May 12, 1858. 

Piiina Division .—THE principal evrmts of the week under report, were the Ecturn of 
Koer Sing into the Shahahad district, and a reverse sustained at Jugdesporc by a party 
of European troops sent to (tperate against him. 

2. .\fler their defeat at Bausdeeah on tlie ‘JOth, the rebels under Koer Sing lied to 
Sheoporc on tin' Ganges, and, with the assistjince of the zemindars of that place, cros.scd 
the ri\<n‘ on the 21st. So closely acre they pursued by Brigadier Douglas, that all their 
guns and Measure, and even Koer Sing’s own palanquin fell into his bands, and a good 
many of the enemy wi“re killed while altempling to cross. 

.’t. Broken and dispirited, the fugitives, with Koer Sing, made straight for the 
jungles of .lugd»‘s])ore. 

1. It was at one fimi' eonlemjilated by the garrison at Arrah, when firing was heard 
in the direction of the river, to go out and ojipose tlie crossing, ami the troops were 
actually paraded for tin’s jairpose, when the officer in command clumged his mind, and the 
cxjicdiiion was abandoned. 

;1. On the fidlowing d.ay, when it became known that the rebels had fled in confusion 
to .lugdcsjiore, it was determined to follow and attack them there, before they could have 
time to entrench themselves or strengthen their jmsition. 

(5. Accordingly, on the morning of the 2’2nd, a force left Arrah, consisting of 140 
men of Her Majesty’s :ioth Regiment, 50 European sailors, 109 Sikhs of Rattray’s Police 
Battalion, and live Eurojiean .Artillerymen with two guns. Their encamping ground was 
not reached till late in the night, and, after only a few hours’ rest, the inarch ua.s re.suincd 
earlv on the morning of the 2;kd. 

7. The force had not proceeded ahovc a mile into the jungle when they were fired 
upon, and appear to have been nearly .surrounded. Witli a view to extricate hLs party 
from tins position, the officer in comniiind, (’aptain Le Grand, gave the order to retreat. 
Unfortunately, this movement does not appear to have been executed with .steadiness, 
and the retreat of the Europeans soon as.snmed the shape of a precipitate flight, which all 
the exertion of their officers could not check. It is impossible to account fdr this panic ; 
but the disastrous result of it was, that three officers* and 102 men of the detachment of 
Her iMajesty’s floth wore killed (a great majority by sun stroke) in their flight to Arrah; 
ninef<'»‘n of the parly of sailors, four out of flic five artillerymen, and of the Piklw ten were 
killed i\ud live wounded—the officer commanding them, Lieutenant AValJor of the 40th 
Regiment Native. Infantry, very severely. The artillery and Sikhs arc said to have 
behavml admirably, the former fighting their guns even after they had been deserted by 
tbo intiiiitry, and Iho hitti'r, under tfioir frnlinnt comniiindfr. Forming thowsolvos into a 
eorcrin^r.party, and n'trealing in order the whole distunev to Arrah, within throe miles of 
which the enemy followed up their mirsnit. 
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9. Intimatitm was conveyed <o the officer coniinnnding tlio troops at Sasseram of 
what was going on to the north of Shahnbad ; and such measures ns were possible tvere 
taken for increasing the force under his connnand. 

10. Arrangements were made for relieving Her Majesty’s Gth Regiment by the 
73rd Foot, which had just arrived, and sending the former up tt) Sasseram as speedily as 
possible, and a detachment of artillery was ordered to proceed at once to the same 
destination. The several detachmenis of the ^liannon Naval Brigade, which was on its 
way down the country, were halted. One of the latter relieved tlie brigade under 
Lieutenant Duval, I.N., at (lya, which proceeded to Patna for the protection of that 
station. 

11. The Commissioner of Patna having suggested that, as the sailors at Olmprahlmd 
only twenty days to servo, and few of them were willing to be re-engaged, two coinimnies 
of the Sflth Regiment at Berhampore. sliould be sent up to take their place, was informed 
that no troops could be spared from Berhampore, and that orders had been issued to 
engage such of the Marine Brigade as were willing to serve for a further period, and to 
send up fresh men in the room of those who might wish to take their discharge. 

12. Colonel Corfield, commanding the troops at Shahahud, was vested with the 
powers described in Section 1 .\ct .Wll of to try for mutiny or desertion, wherever 
the ofl’cnee may have been committed, any person subject to the Articles of War for the 
Native 'Proops of the Kast India thmipany. 

13. Bhavyulimre Division. —The Superintendent of Marinewasauthorized to re-engage, 
for a further period of six months, the men of the Purneah Naval Brigade, whose period 
of service was about to expire. 

14. Captain Burbank, tlu- commamler of that brigade, had returned to Calcutta in 
bad health, and the Licutenant-dovernor sanctioned the appointment of Mr. Barrow, the 
first officer, to be commander of the party on a salary of 30l( rupees, and of Mr. Slade, 
the second officer, to be first oflicer on a salary of 175 rupees. 

\r>. Kajshnhyr Dlvl.sion. — 'fliC period ft>r whicb the scriici's of the seamen stationed 
at Dinagepore had been engaged, being also about to I'xpire, the Superintendent of 
■MariiK' was directed to re-engaoc* such of the men as were willing to be retained, and to 
entertain otbers in the room <4’ tho .c who might wish to take their discharge. 

Its. Jtordutni J)ivlshm. —Mr. C. S. Marwick, first officer of the iletachinent of 
European seamen slatiom'd at .Miilnaporc, was appointeil to the coininMiid of that party, 
vice Mr. Twisden, ile<‘eased, am! Mr. .\, I). St ret ell, ajipointed sm'ond offiiier in the room 
of the former iiieumhent, who was promoted to the rank of first officer. 

17. Town of Cnlcufld. —1’he Commissioner of llii; Calcutta Pedict* reported that a 
rumour was extremely prevalent among the lower c!ass<>s in Calcutta, that it was the 
intention of the Oovernment to buy uj) all (lie rice in the country, and afterwarda to 
retail it to tlio.so only who cliosc to become Cbrislians. 'I'liis niinuur hud evidently taken 
its rise from the cxtrciiicly high price of rice in Calcutta. 

18. Dacca Division. —.Mr. .\llcii, on special iliily at Clicrru Pooiijcc, having suhinitled 
a proposition mooted hy Major llicliard-on, coniinandiiig the Sylliet Light Infantry 
Battalion, for the cntcrttiimncni, leinporarily, of a recruit dcpiit of sixty men, in order 
that the battalion may have, at all tinn.s, its full (-(miplmnent of 800 men ready for duty, 
the arrangement was recommended for the sanction of the Oovernment of India. 

19 C/iolu Nayporc Division .—-The only news of inijiortunce regarding Cliota 
Nagpore communicated by thc Comniissioiicr was, flial the rchels Thakoor Bislniatli Sing, 
and Gunput Rac, had been tried, convicted, and banged for the various acts of rebellion 
and rapine they lind committed. 

20. In Singblioom, part of the Poralint country was rejircsentcd to be still in an 
unsettled state, and abody of Coles in arms against the (5ov<-i'iinnmt bad bc«m plundering 
close to CbucV-crdarpoTC. They were pursued, attached, and deb ated by a small parly 
of the Marine Brigade and some of the Seraikillab Uajab’s men, and thirty of their 
number were taken prisoners. Regarding the ex-Rajah, it was staled that petitions were 
being still received from him intimating his wish t(i surrcndi-r. 

21. At the recommendation of Mr. Lu.shington, the Licutcnunl-Governor authorized 
the Iwstowal of a pair of sliawls upon Mewalal, Sherist;nhir of the Senior AhsistanU. 
Commissioncr’s Court at (Jhyebassa, ns a mark of (he npjwoval of Government of the 
services he had rendered <luring the disturbances in .Singhhoom; 

22. Colonel Forster having reqtn nted permission to retain, at Sutidmlporo, one 
company of the Ramghur Battalion and three companies of the lOth Madras Native 
Infantry', was infonned that (ijc Lieutenant-Governor was de.sinms that llio wboh; of the 

^d^l^hmcTit of the Ramghur Battalion should return to their hca»l.<[nartcrs as soon a.s 
yHptttieable, but that he was at liberty to detain any portion of the iOtll Mitriras Native 
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Tnfajitry he ini;'hl ie(|uiic. Suhnequctit to this, however, the Colonel reported having 
rceehetliin intiiuatioii from Lieutenant Palmer, commanding a detachment of the lOth 
Regiment, that the men under his cominand had evinced a spirit of insubordination, and 
dtiiinuideil to be relieved ; and he stated that h(> had tliereiipon authorized that officer to 
leave the station with the discontented detachment, rather thati allow the ill-feeling 
evitua-d by them to extend to the rest of the regiment. Tlie expediency of relieving the 
entire ri'giinent at an early period being at tin- same time pointed out, the Commissioner 
of Ciittaek was requested to send up 400 paiks to Sumhnipore without delay; hut 
Mr. Coekhurn stated in rejdy that no paiks could be spared, and that the only troops 
available were some new sel>mnlies from (ianjam, regarding whom intimation would be 
given by him to CVdouel Forster dire<‘t, 

23. Copies of coinnumieatioiis I'rom the Commissioner of C ittaek. in which he 
recommended the imposition of a fine t)f 2,000 rupees on tlie Itajah jf Sarnnghnr for having 
failed in allbnling active assistance in apprcdiemling Sorriinder Sahie. and re<piestod the 
continnation, by (iovermneiit, to aline of 1 ,oo0 riijiees imjxised by him on the Rajah of 
Patna, bn- not having snrrendereil tlie I'cbel Oojjul Sahie, were forwardiul to Colonel 
Forster Ibr rejairt. 

24. Arrarun. —Mr. Sta))l»- having resign«-d the eommand of the ^larine llrigade at 
Akyal), lieutenant R. 1’. Fitzgerald, It.N., was appointed to succeed him. The men of 
the brigade wt-re reported li} the Commissioner to he behaving very well ever since 
Mr. Staple's resignation, and he did not think it tlesiralde to disband them, ns they had 
been engaged to serve for six montlis certain, at .\kyal); and heeanse their presence gave* 
contidence to the residents of tlie place. 

25. (hwral f<uhjnti >.— A correspoiHlenee having reference to a question mooted by 
the ollleersattached to the Ih'iiga! l’olie>-lialtalion, as to lliv relative claims to rank of 
local and commissioned odiciTs while doing duly \iiilithat reginu-nl, liaving been submitted 
to this (lovenmieiit, was forwarded for the eoiisideralion of llie Oovennnent of India, with 
the remark that, in tlie opinion of the l.icntenaiil-dovernor, i-vci\) ollieer doing duty with 
that regiment, ought to take rank according to (lie <late of his appointment, as is the 
praetiee in the ea-e ofall ciii! appointments. 

2(!. 'I’lie Financial I tejiarl meiil having called fora return of the names of jiarties 
eonvieled of reliellion, or notoriously eoncerned in it. who may lie holders of CSoverninent 
fteeiirilies, a circular was addressed to the several Coniinissioticrs and other ollieers 
suhordinale (o (Ids (lev ■rinncnt. lor tin- reipiireil infornmtion, and, on receipt of their 
re])lies, (lie (iovernnu'iit of Intlia were informed (hat, of (he persons in llcngal, notoriously 
ooneerned in (he dislnrliaiiees, none were supposed to be liohlers of (Joverninenl .Securities 
witli (he exception of .\li Kiireem, in I’ehar, andJlakim Aga Mahomed, a/iVw Mahomed 
llyder, eomnionly known as .\ga Snhili, in Clmnipanm. 

27. The services of Captain Haig, Assistant Superintendent of Supplies at Annabad, 
having been placed at tlie disposal of (he ('oininander-in-clnef, the (tovernineiit of India 
in llie Military l^eparlmeiit were reipiested to jilaee another ollieer at (he disposal of tliis 
Ciovernment for einjiloynieiil in the post vacated by Captain Haig. 

2f^. The Lieutenant-tnoernor aiilliorized tlie presentation of a gold wateli to 
Mr. K. Maeleod, as a mark of the approbation of C.ovenmient, of the services rendered by 
him in (he supply of carriage for the usi' of troops.

1. Palaa Dirlsiott. —Dl'UINti (bi.s week all interest was centred in the acimunts 
received of the progress ot atfairs in the Shahabad nistrict. Tiur rebels were said to be 
enfreneidng tlieinsoKes in dill'rent parts of the .Iii:,despore Jungle, and to have 
es(.iblishe<l a line of outposts as for soitlli as Peroo. I’artics of tliein were scouring the 
whole (Munlry to the iiortli of tlie Trunk Road, i-c.lleetiug sHp)iliL.s and burning the 
\illagcs of witieh the inliabitaiits weir liaekward it assisting tliem. It seemed evident 
tluit I’.nw bad made up their minds to prepare tin- and await our attack in these jungles; 
and .siiics from their camp ivi>, rted tliat this was their intention, but that they had 
determined, if an opportunitv I'lfmrd In dehn in the ai.|)roaeh of mir reinforcements, to 
attack Ariah. Iluxar, and l)clni>‘. 'I’lieir number, when they first arrived at Jugdespore, 
was estimated b\ a n'speetable M.ihajun of that place at 1,500 men, of whom oiiix 400 
or .'><^0 were armed wath muskets, nivl they appear to Ir.nebeen badly otf for amnumition ; 
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but UiuuuM* Sing had since joint‘<l i1;cni with liis tollowcm, and luinibiTSof disethar^od 
sepoys and had characters were daily floeking to their camp from tiic ueigltlmuring 
districts, and by the end of tlic week their force was stated to liave reached to nearly 
9,(X.M), of whom 3,000 were sciioys, some 400 sowars, ami the ro.st an armed rabble. 
The (li^ister of the 28rd had replenished considerably their stock of nmmunilion, and 
added two good gnus to their equipment. 

2. Koer Sing’s death was confidently reimrted, and Hnnlisliam Sing and Nishan 
Sing were said to be the leaders, though the death of the ol<l ehief was earefnlly 
concealed from their fidlowcrs. 'Die ptmple to the north of tin* Shahahad District were 
stated by the Collector (o he cohl in the rebel cause; but thos<‘ to the stmth were 
represented by tin’ Deputy Magistrate of Sa.sse«-ram to be nnwillitu; to give any assistanci* 
or information. The Magwtrale of llehar reportt'd that in his tlistriet the natives, higl\ 
and low, rcmenihored the relrilmlion wliieh tlillowed their misdeeds la.st year, and were 
not likely to run any similar risk aaain. 

3. C)f the forces advaneing to o]ierale against tlie enem\, those under Brigadier 
Douglas eonimi-nci'd (•;•( s-ir,;- r.t .‘^'•iiker (dtnul. mi the -Slii April. Two ciutipanics of’ 
the KUh Regiment, will) IoO Sikli Cavalry, ami two Horse Arlillerv gun.s, arrivi'd at 
Arrah on the night of the Itotli April, ami the remainder of the Mill strong) and 
100 more I'f tlie Sikh ('avalr\ on llieilay at'ler. (ii'iu'ral Liigard would, it W'asexpected, 
commence crossing i n the l.st May. 

4. Maharajah .lung Hehadnr was at I5ornek]iore with one brigade of (ioorkhas 
pri'paring to march tln-nce to Segowlee, and Malioined llof.-ein was said to he within a 
few miles of liiin threatening <o allaek tlonickpore llie inoineni tiie (ioorklnis let) it. 

.0. At f'hu]irah a mei'ling had been held on the iMlh of Aiiril for the ]nirpo»»t of 
considering llie most pr.'ieliealile means of ih-f'enee to be adopted by l.lie Knropenn 
residents in the e\< i t of the station being attacked by the rebels. A rejiorl of the 
procecilings of this meeting wtis forwardeil to (iovernmeiit by the ('oniniis.sioner. who 
was informed that the bientenant-trovernor ajiproxidof llie proeeedings, and aiilliori’/ed 
the construction ot’ an entremhmeiit. 

Mr. MaeDomll, Maaislniie ot‘ Cliiiprah. jiroeeiding as ci\ll olfici'r with ilii' 
forces under Brigadier Douglas, was appoinled a Coniiiiissioiier under Acf.s XIV and 
XVII in the district of Shahahad. 

7. 'rill'Commissioner of Patna lia\ing siilimitled a letter I'mni the Deputy Magi.sirato 
rif.Sewan, bringing (o notice the good seioiees rendered to the state |,v certain sox\ars 
furnished by private iiicli\idnals to assist in llie opc ialii iis ol'ihe Sariiii Kield Korce. iho 
Lioiilenant-Governor anthori/.i'd the pavini-nt to lla in of (he sums noted in the margin,* 
as reward.s for their y.t al ami lideliix. 

8. A report iVoni the Depnix-Magistrale o|’Sasseram, on a peiiiioii wliieii iiinl 
iK’en iircseiili d to the (lovenior tieiieral, pravingthat the o-aii.ciion of an Imm.uiahle

y. In consideration ot' the valiiahle -.ervices rendered hv his I'aihra' liissaldar Mecr

Cai>t:iin Ah'.vaiidcr, Comniandjng ,\levaridior's Horse, niidn- who.e eomm.iml lie had 
jilaced himself, the laeulenaiif-Cioveriior antliori/.ed llie reh .ise ol .M< er lb hamu! Ali, 
late a duH'adar of llie Bengal Police Battalion, who had heen eoiixiclid ol Imving 
participated in il bribe received from Ali Kurrenn tor )iermiltiii;; him to < .seuj.e, and 
sentenced to ten years’ im])risommmf, as reported in the Ndirraiise for the week eiiiling 
the 13lh of February. 

10. Jih'ni^iilnorr Divixinn .—An otfer from Mr. \ ole, the Comnii-.-ioner of Blintigiil- 
pore, of hi.s services iiiid llio-e of twenty weil moiinled geiillemi ii to tief against llie 
rebels in the Pii'mi Dixision, was declined w ith tlninks. 

11. Captiiin Piiglie, of the dUlli Native Infantry, liaxing I em ordi-red by tlie 
Supreme (loveriiim ni to join Ins eorj).-?, whieli liad proendi d on service to Cliiim, l.l.-u- 
tenant A. Turnbull was apjiointi d to ofliei ite for him as commiimlant of the Piirm ah 
Police Battalion (hiring his absence. 

12. An intimation '-i's recidvcd from the tiovermm iit oi' in li.i, llnit the yVdjul int- 
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Gciwiral of tlie Army had been requested to direct the Adjutant of the Hill Rangers to 
suifcrinteiid the drilling of the Sontlial Recruits, if he could do so in addition to his 
otlier duties. 

13. Rftjshahije Division .—The Magistrate of Rungpore, in reporting on the distress 
experienced by tlie poor classes in Ids district on account of the scarcity of fjee, and 
stated Ids intention, if there should be no rain for another week, and th(' condition of the 
p(;oplc be not improved, of recommending tlie interference of autliority to compel the 
hoider.s of rice to open their stores for salt* at reasonable rates, w ith a view to diminish 
the evil. He was informed that, the Lieutenant-Clovernor entirely disapproved of the 
suggestion, and strictly prohibited any interference with the regtdar course of trade. 

14. Nudficti Division .—The ('omnds.sioner of Nuddea submitted a letter from the 
Magistrate of Je.ssore on the subject of a rciiort promulgated in that district to the 
cirect that “ F<ir three months there* was one thing which wtmld not be procurable,” 
This report had been jireviimsly published at Magiiorah, and it was supposed to liave 
reference to rice, which it was believed would be all bought up by Government and then 
scrvetl out cooked to the people to convert th(*in to Christianity. .\t Magoorah the 
j)eo])le were also rcjiorled to be laving in a slock of salt, as tliey were umh*!* the 
nnpre.s,si(>n that it was the iiileiiliou oi'(Joveriimeut to i)o!iule future sui>plie.s with pigs 
blood, 'i'hi'se ami similar rumours having given rise to mueh au.viety and discontent, 
:uid the local otiieers having sugge.-.te(l that tliey might havi* sonu* hid<Ien meaning 
similar to that supposed to attach to the tMiapalecs, circulated in the North-west, tlu*y 
were brought to the iioliie of the Government of India, and the oiiportiiuity was taken 
to jioiut out the de^<■neele^s coiulition of the l.ovver Provinci .--, and the e.vjii*dicncy of 
providing against the possibility of the outbn ak of any disturbances in this part of the 
Presidenev. 


15, Town q/'Calculln. —Th<* Commissioner of the Calcutta Police repriricd that having 
h<*ard a rejiort on the 1st of May that placards had been li.veil up about a fortnight ago 
in the slr(*el.s of Calenlta to the ellict that “ a certain white thing would not be foiiud in 
Calcutta three months hence,” he made imiuiries on the subject, and ascertained that no 
placards of the sort had ever been stuck up in Calcutta. 

HJ. Chittuyony Division. —'J'he Sujterintendeut of .Marine was authorized to re-<*ngagc 
for a further period of six months the men of llu* Naval llrigaih*, stationed at Chittagong, 
the term of whose pre.-ent engagement will expire on the -tth of .huie next. 

17. The Commi.ssioni*!* of Chittagong having represent(*d that very slight progress 
had been made Ity Mr. Tucker in iirosccuting the inquirv ordered to be uiatle into the 
eouduci of llu* Rajah of 'ri])pcrah, in ref«*rence to the muline(*rs of the 34th Native 
Infantry, and tli.U the unhealthincssof the plae** w ould render it impracticable to conduct 
a local investigation during the present .season of the* year, the LietUemint-Governor 
directed that instead of the local investigation previously ordcr(*d, the Rajah be called 
upon to explain what measures he had ailopted with a view to assist Government in

represented the very heavy duties which devolved on the men of his regiment, and the 
dissatisfaction and disorganization which was spreading among them on account of the 
detaching system to wliich the regiment had been subjected so long, and it being con¬ 
sidered desirable to strengthen the corps as far as possible, Colonel Howeroft of the 
Sarun Field Force was retpicsted to order the detachment wliich was doing duty under 
him in 6orncki>orc, to join the head quarters of their regiment as soon as he could 
dispense with their services. 

The Lieutenant-Governor recommended the promotion of Mr. (.1. N. Dodd from 
the fourth to the third class of Excenlive Engineers, in cunsidi'ration of the vafuable 
services rendered by him during tlie late oiwrations against the motinei'rs of tlie .‘Mth 
Regiment Native Infantry, in tlie vicinity of Sylhet. The C'hief Engineer had objected 
to the arrangement, on the ground that there were four other otiicors senior to Mr. Dodd 
in tlic Department, whose claims to priority of pnnuotion could not be overlooked; but 
his Honor was of opinion that Mr. Dodd’s promotion, Ix-'ing in recognilion of special 
services which he had had the opportunity of rendering to the stati*, could give no just 
or reasonable cause of complaint to the oHicers whom ho would siqiersede. 

23. A copy of a letter from the joint Magistrate of Hamiogungee, reporting that 
Mrs. Hare, th(! wife of a railway engineer, had h'ft for Allahabad, was forwardcil to the 
Government of the North-Western PTOvinees for information.

7. Bha^lpore Divuion .—With the concurrence of the Government of India, the 
Licntenant-dovemor directed the proceeds of the property taken from the mutinous 
sowars of the llth Irregular Cavalry, at Purneah, and the sums presented by two 
wealthy native gentlemen of that district, to be divided among the soldiers of Her 
Majesty’s 6th Fusiliers, and the sailors who were employed along with them in pursnit 
of the enemy on that occasion. 

8. Rajthahtfe Diviirion. —Corporal Michael Dnnnagon, of the Eor^an Invalid 
Battalion, was ordered to Rajshahyc, to assist in drilling the Volunteer Cfavalry Corps 

. formed in that district. 

9. The Commissioner of Police in Calcutta reported the particulars of a serious 
disturbance caused by some recruits of the Eiiropean Caval^ in the house of a respect¬ 
able and affluent native lady, named Ransmouoy Dossee, at /aun Bazar, on the night of 
the 4th of May. Three natives were wounded, one severely, in this affair, but the 
perpetrators of the outrage could not be identified. The conduct of these recruits 
dunng the latter part of their stay in Calcutta, had been very reprehensible, and was 
greatly cpmplained of by the police authorities. 

10. Chota Nagpore Djotsion.-—At the recommendation of Colonel Forster, a requisi¬ 
tion was made by the Government of India to the Government of Fort St. George, for 
the services of Lieutenant J. D. Vallance, and some other officer of the 40th Madras 
Native Infantry, with a view to their appointment to the new corps of Sebundics, raised 
for employment in the Sumbulporc District. 

11. General Subjects. —In reporting that there were no Christians in his division 
who were likely to enlist as soldiers, the Commissioner of Bhaugidpore stated that his 
uncovenanted assistant, Mr. Smith, who had long been in the Madras army, had informed 
him that there were numerous native Christiana on the Madras coast, who would 
willingly enlist for military service in Bengal, and that it. would, perhaps, bo advisable to 
encourage an extensive recruiting among these men. Furtlicr information as to the 
districts alluded to was thereupon called for from Mr. Yule. 

12. A letter from Oajitain Nation, commanding the Ramghur Irregular Cavalr}’, 
received through the Comniisskmer of Cliola Nagpore, in which that officer reported the 
very inefficient strength to which his corps has been reduced, and an augmentation of the 
corps to tile extent of at least one additional squadron, was forwarded to the Government 
of India, in the Military Dijpartmeiit, for consideration, 

13. Captain Dalton also submitted a liJttcr from Captain Nation, bringing to notice 
the loyal and gallant conduct of the detachments of the Ramghur Battalion serving in 
Snmbulpore ami Palamow, and snggisting that the men of these detachments, consisting 
of live subadars, three jemadars, fourteen Iiavildars, thirteen naiks, one bugler, and 201 
sepoys, siiould be permitted, in special recognition of their loyalty, to draw the pay and 
allowances of the same graiies in a regiment of the line. Some of these men were also 
especially roeommended by Captain Nation for promotion. Both these proposals were 
submitted for the favorable consideration of the Government of India. 

14. The tVimmissionor of Chota Nagpore further suggested, that Captain Nation 
should be jiermittod to draw an advance of from 3,0()t) rupees to 4,000 rupees for the 
purchase of hor.si's for the men of the Irn'gular Cavalry, to obviate the difficulty 
experienced in getting candidates for enlistment who can bring their own fiorscs. 

16. 'J'he Lieutenant-Governor authorized the payment of 1,850 rupees to Mr. R. L. 
Ewing, an indigo planter, as compensation for losses sustained by him in consequence of 
the mutinies.

'I’hey were followed up bv SirK, l.ng ird's force, who attacked and took the place on the 
I llh May, (hjlmiel ('orliehi eo-operaling from the south against the em my'.s p'l.-itions at 
Ihirboon, which svere .simidt.ineonsly .stormed and taken. 'J'ln- loss in Sir K. I.ngard’s 
force was, one oflieer killed and one wounded, and one rank and tile killed and five 
wounded. Colonel Corlleld lost sevi n men from Min-slroke. The los.s of the enemy 
was coiisideiable. number of the sepeys killed, had the belts ot the JOth Native 
infantry. 

3. On the li’fii May, Sir M. bngard marehed into Peoruo and joined Colonel 
Coilield on the iweniiig of the same date, 'file whole force then relnriied back to 
.Inedesjiore, where they wire attacked by the rebels on the lolli of May at about o r.M. 
'I'he troops, however, were no sooner moved out, than the enemy dispersed. They 
appeared, from the latest accounts, to be oc('n[wing various points in the sonlliern 
portion of the jungle, and were reported to be rpiarrelling amongst themselves. A good 
many, also, had left their ranks. (.)ne body of IhHi or -tOU had ero.s.sed (he tirand 
Tnudv Road near .lehanabad, carrying off some <lak horses, and hurtling down a factory- 
in the lu'ighbonrhood; others were .said to be i-rossing at dilli-rent ghauts into the 
(3)ia7.eepore disiriel, for the most part, tmarnieil: and con.siderablc mimbers were going 
oir to their homes in jiarlics ot'two and three together. 

•t. The European troops under Sir E. l.ugard were greatly distressed bv the 
Kullbcaling heal of the .bigdespore jniigles; and it was eontein(dated by t.l;e (Jeneral to 
]>ost them in detaehmenis at Arrali, Dooinroon. Ehoge(iore, Buxar, and Sasseeram, with a 
view of ki'eping tlie relu-is in eheek for the present, and of eventnally com()elling them 
to dis()erse. Refore doing so, however, he was anxious to attempt the clearance of tlie 
jungle, which Mr. Samnells likewise considered a measure of groat importaiwe. To the 
idea of vvitlidrawing tlie troops I'rom the jungle, and locating them in distant iii.sls. the 
latter was strongly o|)|) 0 'ed. (lur retirement while the enemy remained in (lossession of

o. Of Koit Sing’s death, there was no longer any doubt. lie Is said to have been 
wounded by a graiie-shot on (he wrist while crossing tlie Clangcs, and to have died at 
.Ingdespiue very soon tifter. His body, it was stated, was buried instead of being burnt, 
and his death was keiU a seerel from his men, a tignri.' being dressed up to represent 
him. and orders being conslanlly issued in his name. 

<■'. A letter received from ilie.liulge of Sarun, rciirescntiug the dofeuceIc.'S condition 
ot that distriel, and the expediency of stationing some troops in it for the protection of 
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the lives and property of the loj'al amaiudars and mahajuns who mig;ht otherwiso bo 
tempted to save themselves frotn pltindw by screeiiing the mutineers and n.‘bels, w*as 
forwarded for the consideratiott of the Government of Indian 

7. In a letter, dat^ the 15th of May. the Muftistrato and (.'ollector of Gya 
reported that the only circumstance worthy of notice in (hat part of the country was too 
stoppage of all ]>aynients of Government revenue, whicii was jiartly owing to a fear 
among the ill-ihformed zemindars, of an incursion of the re'htds into tlii ir district, and to 
doubts entertained by some, of the result of tlie contest iutoss tlu? river. 

8. 'flio Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned an expenditure of loO rupi^es incurred by 
the Magistrate of Sanin, in rewarding tlie 8v^rvallls ot Balsxi Doondhnr l.all, of 
Sandhwara, for assistance rendered by tltom in (!«• capture of two out of I'otir men who 
had plundered the dak from Cliuprah to M(»teeharec. 'J'he pn'seni of a watch to the Bal)oo, 
in acknowledgment of his personal exertions on the occasion, was also, as rccomnumded 
by Mr. Richardson, authorized. 

9. A jemadar and four burkuiidau/.es of Thaniiah Fulwa, in the distriet of Patna, 
having been convicted of knowingly harbouring a miil.ine(>r. were deelan'd incapable of 
serving the Government again, in any capacity, by a notification in the •• (lazcttc.” 

10. Rajsktihyp Diviman, —Mr. NVhite, second oiiieer in eoniiuaiid of thi; partv of 
European seamen at Rungpore, whose ri'iuoval from oHiee li.ui be<‘ii authorized by 
Government on account of a ijuarrel between him and Mr. Huike, tin- ulliei.-r in command 
of the brig.ado, having subsequently made aii aiiqile apology to Mr. IIuIIm*, was permitlod. 
at the rocommeiulation of the SuperiuPMident of Marine, to retain his ap|)oiiiimeut. 

11. Nurldea DivLtion, Toma of Cnlcultd. —With tlii^ exciqitiou oi' ihi' outrages 
committal by tJio recruits of the Bengal Light (^'ivalry. the public ]ieaei' in C'aleuUa 
remained undiaturbi'd during tht' wi'ek The recruits, Mr. VVauchopi' n jjresmiled, had 
become an intoier.ible nuisance to (ho iiihabilauls residing in the lU'ighlMiurliood of 
the Towm Hall ami Free Hehool, wIkto tliey were (piarlered: ami lie I'anie.-gly 
recommended tliat no more of them might, b ’ slaiioiicd in eidn'r of those plaees, lail that 
if there should be no room for them in tlw Uirt.t.liey should be sieit. up immeiiiately aller 
th0jr arrival at (^liiiisurah, or Dum Dum, where tliero are barracks in wliieh tlu'V can bo 
confiiu’d. 

I'J. Tlireo spies of Koer Sing were arrested by the police in Caleutla. and ■ iit tij* 
to Sasseeram, on tlie nspiisilioii of the Deputy Magihlrate of (hat siil>-di\isioii. 'I’lie 
Mahoiw'dau festival of Ked had passeil ipiietly over, ami with n-fermee to some vague 
appreliensions wliich were supposed to have existed, Mr, VVaiichojii; reported that he 
had had a European Inspeelor pri'seiil at (he arrival of each (rain at tlio llowruh 
railway station, to rejiort to iiiin if any large number of ujM’ounIrvimm came down to 
Calcutta, ami that he had directed tlii' [lolice of the norllieni iliviKion of the (own and of 
the river to lie also on llie look-out ; and from all (lie information lie could obtain, it did 
not ajipear that tliore was fir* sligiitesl gronml for .supposing ihut any iiitusual nnmlHn* 
had arrived. 

13. Duerfi DiviKton. —Mr. Alien liaving demi-ortieially noticed the great uuea.siness 
ami alarm felt by the European resiiients at Sylliet, and stated that. sitspicioaH w<*re 
afloat that some persoms witi; again trjiiig to tamper with the men of tiie Syihet Light 
Infantry Batt.alioii, and the Lieutenant-Governor having n-eeived iiiliirmation from 
other quarters that apprehensions were enterlaincil in many of tie* eastern districts of 
Bcngiil, an application was made to the (iovernmcul of India for ]icniiissloii to raise and 
equip two or more jiarlies of European seamen, eacli 100 .s'i-oiig. w iili a view (o (heir 
being stationed at suclicmitrical jilaces as I’lilma and Je.ssore, fiir tlie purpose of reassuring 
the people. 

11. The Gov(*rnnient of India infimated haviui; .sanctioned (lie grant of a pcaskm 
of two rupees per month, as recommended b\ tlie (Jovi rnmeni, to the ilaiighliT of Soubon 
Kutlree, a pensioned s(.*js)y of the Sylliet UaUalion, in recogiiiiion of her father’s gallant 
conduct in the «*ugagi'ment with the (’hittagong mutineers, ;il Latoo. 

15. CuUnek Divinion .—A mooktear of (he Rajah of Keoiijur having solicjuid a 
recognition of tliegisid .services rendered to the stale by tlie Kajafi ami his di-wan, named 
Chunder Seknr Moliajiattur, a copy of a memoramlinn submitted by liiin was iiirwarded 
to the Commissioner of Cuttack for rejiorl, especially in regard to the servlet's said to 
have been rendered by the dewan, and as to wl-'her a jiension, with the title of Raj 
Behador, could be approi>rialely conferred on him. 

16. Ckota Nagpore.—Tlv: lllomm'indaut oi 'h<‘ Naval Brigade at CliyeliasTia rejiorted 
to the Suimrintendent of Marine that the dbi-ui of .Singblusim was .stiir in a very 
nnsiVlisfactory state, and that between ChuckerfLirpore and f/hyebussa, a tlistance of 
18 miles, ho could not ventnreto send in a sick man from camp to the hospital witlunil a 
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strong escort, lest he slionid foil into the hftndii of tlie enemy. He further mentioned 
that an attack was expected daily from the fig'^ajaii of ^orahat, who had asscnibfed a 
force of some six thousand men, in order, as he boasted hirtself, “to sweep the Feringjicc 
Kaffirs out of the mango grove,” the place where the sailors were encamped. This 
report was forwarded to the Commissioner of Chota Nagpore, from whom no intelligence 
of this stat^ of things had been received. 

17. The term of service of the party of European seamen doing duty at Chyebassa 
being about to expire, and the necessity for the presence of a detachment of Europciana 
in that part of the country not being yet over, the Superintendent of Marine was directed 
to ddopt measures for re-engaging the meti for a further iieriod of six months. 

18. Colonel Forster submitted a detailed report on the state of the Snmbulimre 
district. In his oi>inion, the troubles in that district are wholly unconnected with the 
sepoy rebellion, and would be best dealt with by conciliating the chiefs, and availing 
■ourselves of their aid and co-oj)cratioii, cacli chief being held responsible for acts 
committed within the limits of his jiuisdiction. With this view he had, he said, already 
invited the several najahs and chiefs to meet him at Snmbulpore, not as criminals to 
answer for past oflcncos, but tlial he might have an o])portunity of consnlling them, and 
of securing their cheerful co-ojairation in making arrangements for tranquillizing the 
country. He was informcil in reply, that the Lieutennnt-( Governor agreed with him 
in the view he had taken of tiic subject, and quite approved of the course he was 
pursuing. 

19. The adoption of a less rigorous mode of punishment towards tlie petty followers 
of the leaders of the insurrcclion than had hitherto been observed, and the commutation 
of capital sentences where such had Imjcii pass<ul and not yet carried into execution in the 
case of men of this class, was also recommended by Colonel Forster and approved. 

20. The Licutenanl-Govornor also authorized the remission of the fine of 1,000 
mpees levied on tiio Rajah of Patna by Mr. Cockburn, for tlio previous doubtful 
conduct of that chief in not liaving kept a more careful guard over the Kibel cbiof 
Oojjul Sahi(', who succeeded in escaping from his custody, upon Colonel Forster 
reporting that the rajah had sinct; recaptured tlie reliel and was about to make him over 
as a prisoner; Colonel Forster was, at the same time, rcipiested to convey to the rajah 
the thanks of Government for the service thus rendered by him. 

21. Cachnr. —At the recommendation of Lieutenant Stewart, Commandant of the 
Kookco levy in Cachar, the Lieutenant-Governor authorized tlie admission into the 
service of a sepoy (No. 112) of that corps, who, having obtained leave to visit his liotne, 
had returned to join the corps one day after the expiration of his leave. The Super¬ 
intendent stated that he had no reason to 8u.spect the sejxiy of being in any way 
im;^>licatccl in the rebellion, and the man lunisolf mentioned that he had jiositivcly refused 
to join the rebels, thongh lie had been solicited to do so. 

22. General 8ul(;erls. —An intimation was received from the Military Department 
that the Government of India had determined upon increasing the strength of the Indian 
Navy Detachments at Patna and Dacca, in men and guns, to the extent noted on the 
margin ;* and that the Senior Officer of the Indian Navy had been directed to take 
immediate steps for carrying out this object. 

23. The provisions of Act X of 1858 were extended to the districts of the Patna 
and Chota Nagpore divisions, by notifications in the Government “Gazette.” 

24. The Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the payment of 1,000 rujiocs to Mr. PL 
Moore, Indigo Planter, of Bucknour Factory, in Shaliubad, as compensation for losses 
sustained by him at the hands of mutineers and rebels. 

25. Captain A. C. Boswell, of the Invalid Establishment, having preferred a claim 
to compensation for loss alleged to have been sustained by him in consequence of the 
murder of Sir Norman R. Leslie by some sowars of the 6th Irregular Cavalry, which 
prevented the execution by the latter of a iwlicy of insurance which ivas about to be 
taken out as security for a debt dun to the applicant by the deceased, and the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor being doubtful if any compensation could be given in a case of this 
kind, the question was submittcil for the decision of the Government of India. 

26. The Collector of Jessoro having brought to notice the assistance rendered to 
him by Rajah Bnrodakaut Roy of that district, in procuring supplies of carriage for tho 
Superintendent at Raneegungec, and suggested that the additional title of “ Behadur " 
be conferred on him by Government; it was recommended to the Chivemmcnt of India 
that the title of “Rajali Behadur ’’ and a Khcllut be conferred tm the individual, 
that in consideration of his pecuniary difficulties he be exempted from the payment of 
the usual Nuzzerannn.

15. fifauyor l>ivi»ion .—Since tlie direct communication between Jnbbnlpbrc and 
ftfirzapore has been entirely closed, a dftk has been established from Jubbnlpove vaa 
Nagijore and Bnmbiiipore to Calcutta, and the Narratives of this Division have now befeu 
reedvedby this route np to 2nd of November. Onr opcnitions are necessarily of a 
purely defensive nature, and liitherto pretty succcjsful in their general result. 

Erskine and his snbordinabjs arc exerting themselves most creditably, in checking,-afr^

16. Saugor .—An attack by the Shahghur rebels on Rohlee, has been repnbed by

17. JDiwboA,—O n the 24th October, the garrison of the Punnah Rajah was, after a 

short resistance, driven out of the town, and thannah of Dumoh by a number .<of 
boondelas, assisted by about 300 of the 62nd Native Infantry, and led by Devee a 
rebel malgoozar of the Jubbnlporc district. Kocr Shainbojeo, tlic agent of the Puiu^i 
Rqjah, brongltt off a portion of his garrison. The jail darogah, notwitlistandii^ thi^ 
continued to hold the Jail Fort until his ammunition failed, when, destroying thkk, aim^ 
he and Ms police surrendered on condition of their Jives being spared., They were naHHb' 
all immediately massacred.

Sir, Benares, November 21, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to submit my weekly narrative of events. 

Azimghur. —No narrative has been received. Colonel Longden has marched from 
Mahowl, where the Azimghur Ooorkhas still remain, to Deedargu^;, where he is within 
easy reach of both parties of Goorkhas. Mr. Pollock is with (5>lonel Longden, and 
Mr. Lcgge with Captain Boileau, so that Mr. Venables is left alone in tiic station. Carts 
and rcvdtnne come in but slowly. 

Jotmpore, Thursday, 12.—A sjdit in the rebel camp at Bhadayan. Suroop Sing, of 
Kiiprahadcch, is said to have gone away with 800 men and 4 guns; and Hunwimt Sing 
is said to have left in disgust at the mismanagement of tlie camp, and to be resolved to 
revenge his brother and son single-handed. 

Khodabuksh, soi disant. chucklcydar of Jouiqwrc, is said to be at Kutghnr, 14 miles 
north-east of Kutghur, with 3,000 ^nen and 3 guns, some of them probably fugitives 
from Atrowleea. 

Friday, 13.—Burriar Sing, brother of Roostnm Sah, rejicrted that he had been 
obliged to join the enemy with 500 men, but would keep Magistrate informed of what. 
occurred in the rebel camp. 

Monday, 16. -The-Bhadayan rebels talk of advancing, and of making a night attack 
on the Goorkhas, whom they dread by day. * 

Wednesday, 18.—Tim* murderers ot Mr. Thricpland hanged.

Reports that the chuckleydar of Pertabghur and uumcrons rtnnforcemcnls have 
joined the rebels. The pressure on this frontier is heavw; but, unless frtsh swarmS 
come over from Lucknow, the two bodies of Goorkhas, with Colonel Longden’s Eurc^ieaiuk 
are in communication, and will probably ho able to hold the firontier until additional 
trooi* can ^ aiforded to reinforce them.

Territories, during the week ending October 21), 

Baitool, October 21. 18.57.—DKPUTV ('OMMISSIONFH, in a Report dated 
21st instant, statc.s that nothing of any importance had occurred during the week 
ending on that date in Ids district. Shcodecn and Kanuh-cn, inalgoozars. having been 
found guilty bf rebellioji, were sentenced, under provisions of .\cl XIV of IH.’i?, to sM’veu 
years’ imprisonment an<l tludr projn-rty conli.scale<i. 

Chundeyree .—No intelligence of any description reci'ived. 

DumoA.—'Verbal rei)orls Irom spies and olliers just received, inform me that the 
town and thannah of Dumoli were ati.icked c.ii ilu' 2-ltli by Devee Sing, :i rebel 
malgoozar of the Jublndpory District, assisted b\ about 3i)0 of (be mutineers oi'the rt2nd 
Regiment Native Infantry, and a large force of Ihs-ndelns, and after stout resistanc*) the 
tow'n and thannah were taken by the rebels. Kocm* SamboojiM.', the agent of the Ihinuah 
Rajah, and in charge of district, had rctrc.iicd, and was waiting for reinforc<*nicntrt, 
when he intended attacking them again, and trying to recover jutsscssion. '.rho Jail 
Fort at Dumoli liad not been taken b\ tlie rebels when my informant left, and the Jail 
Darogah was making preparations to oiler a stout resistance to the rebels. 

Hoshungabnd, October 17, ISd7.— Hy a deiui-ollieial, reci'i\ed Irom Deputy- 
('ommi.ssioner, dated 17lh October, I learn that he had reached Sutwas that morning, 
and found it ileserteil by the Alewattec.s, who had lle<i to the hills. It wa.s satisfactorily 
proved that Kullian Sing, police jemadar, ami ball Khan, a Mewattee inalgoozar, were 
the chie leaders in the rebellion. On (he news of llie cM.rulion of the kamajjilar 
(reported in my last) reaching Sutwas, the Mi-watleesretreated |)recipitalely, and Kullian 
Sing reported that he had taken possession-of tlie place for the (jovernment; but in the 
trial, Kullian Sitig admitted that hi' lunl <‘\changi-d pugries with Dowlut Sing, the rebel 
Thakour of Raglioghur, as a pledge to act witli him ag.iinst the (■overnnient. As hU 
report was received after a I’ortnight's interval, and his eoiuplicitv and ringleadership in 
the rebellion were proved be.jond a rloubl, as also ball Klian’s, tliey were both hanged 
under provisions of Act XIV of ls.a7. Ham Sing, .son of Kullian, not being eipially 
guilty, was sentenced to transportation for lifi-. 

October 19, 1857.—In a demi-oflieial, dated I'.tth, the Di'pnty Comiui.ssioner rejiurts 
the country people of Namavvin' Pergunnah as favorabh; to the llritisli (jovernment, and 
that they assembled for the purpose of attaeking (be rebel Dowlut Sing of Haghoglmr, 
who however fled before they reached him. 'flu: Deputy Commissioner on 20lh, teport.s 
all round Sutwas rpiiet, and Ivis intention of returning via Hnrda, to llosinmgabab. 

October 20, 1857.—Major Orr’s force crossed the Nerbudda on the 2:>rd at llindia, 
and wore proceeding towards Mhow', by order of the (jovernor Ijeiieral’K Agent, 
Central India, with orders to raze the Fort of Raghogglmr as they pa.s.se<i it en route to 
Mhow. 

Jalfwi .—No official report of any kind ; but, by a priv.Ue h (ter from tin' late Deputy 
Collector of that place, and who is now at Cawiiporc, I h arm that the DIuiltia Rajah 
had taken ])ossession of two )>erguiuiahs ot’ tlml ilistriel, (hat the .Maharajiih of (ivvalior 
had taken posses.sion of the coiled Pergunnah of Kutchwahaglmr, and (hat the (ioorserai 
Chief, who was holding tlie district nominally liir (loveninioiil, was eommitling the 
greatest oppriiision. 

Jhansi .—From letters received from natives there, as well as letters received from 
Lieutenant Browne, Depufy-Commi.ssioner of Jaloiin, and now in the Fort of Agra, I 
leant that some 5,000 of the Cwalior Contingent marched from Gwalior on the lAth 
instant, with 42 guns, including a large siege train, to join the rebel Ranee of Jhansi, 
«ud with the intention, it is said, of jirocceding eventually to.Saugor, The district is 
•aid lo be chiefly in the hands of the Regent Ranee of Tehrcc, w ho has taken her old 
possessions in that district, and conseipienlly rebelled. 
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Juhhulpore, October 20, 1857.—The Deputy-Commissioner in a report, da ted _ 26th, 
states that detachments were still nt Schora on the Mivzaimrc road, and Dumoh in the 
KaiiiiJtec direction, and that in the immediate vicinity of these i) 08 ts all was quiet and 
coniidence restored, but plundering was going on in every direction not immediately 
j)rotectcd liy tliesc troojts. From 1,500 to 2,000 rebels said to be collected in the hills 
Hontli of the Norbud<hi, near Uurgee, and plundering in every direction; but troops 
and police only strong enough t(» hold their own posts and protect the postal 
communication. 

On the 21st, a report was received from Palun, that the .rebels in inimbers had 
. crossed the Heeran, and though opposed by the Tohsccldar and police of Patun, soon 
forced them to retire, the Tehsceldar and one |X)liceman being wounded. On receipt of 
this information, application was made to Colonel Miliar for a force to drive Ihcse rebels 
back, and tlic detachment with two j^ins started at midnight, but owing to some nullahs 
was much delayed on the road. On reaching Noonsur, lialf way to Patun, it was 
rcjjorted that the rebels had retreated, liaving first burnt all the public buildings and 
residences of the Government servants. The main portion of the detachment and the 
guns wore lialted at Noon.sur, and Limitenant Baldwin, the Deputy-Commissioner, 
accompanied by a troop of the Gth Madras Ligitt Cavalry, pushed on to Patun. On 
arrival he foxuid that Hindoo Put Thakoor of Bclkluira, a landholder of some influence, who 
has aided the Government greatly lately, was engagijd with the rebels, and a reipiisition 
was at once sent to Noonsur for some infantry, on whoso arrival Lieutenant Baldwin 
intended to cross and attack, but the rebels, after keeping up a desultory and harmless 
lire with Hindoo Put’s men, retreated into the hills before the infantry could arrive. 
About ten of tlic mutineers of the 52ud Regiment Native Infantry, could plainly Iw 
distinguished amongst, tlto rebels. The tlclachmcnt at Patun lias been increased to lOO 
infantry and a troop of cavalry. 

The 52iid mutineers reported to liave gone northward towards Dumoh. This is 
eorroboralod by the intelligence received from Dumoh, ami which will be found under 
tliat head. 

Unrood Sing, the Khyinory TImkoor, at tackl'd a jiarty of about 2.5 of the o2nd 
mutineers who jiassed Ills jilacc, killing one and jnitting tlie remainder to lliglit. In the 
district generally, with the e.vception of the vicinity of the detachments, the imlicc 
generally are disheartened by constant attacks and losses, and the cultivators, as a matter 
of course, lose coniidence when they apply for aid and lind none can be rendered them ; 
and for tlie want of a few troops nuieh valuable land is allowed to go waste, and a great 
])ortion of the product of this rich district will in coivsccpicncc bo lost to Goveroment, 
and that at a time when grain will bi' most valuable. Orders have been received for the 
oflieera and disarmed men of the 62nd Regiment Native Infantry to proceed to Saugor, 
hut owing to the disturbed state of tlie district, and my inability to furnish them with a 
suitable escort, this order cannot at present be c.'irried out. 

Miindluh .—No ollicial report received ; but the Deputy-Commissioner has proceeded 
into Ills district, the greater part of which is in a very disturbed slate. He has but a 
very iueflicient esc'orl, consisting mostly of Ids own police, but it was found quite 
impi'acticable to give him more. 

Nuraingporc .—Tiie De[)Uty-(^ommissioner in a rcjiort, dated 19th, states that he 
moved out into Ids district witli a detaoliment of the 28th Madras Native Infantry and 
two gnus, as Molierban Sing witli some SOI) Boondelas and 200 of the 62nd Native 
Infantry mutincors, was threatening Nnrsingpore on the north-cast side. WJnlst making 
preparations to cross and attack on the lOth, information was received that the rebels 
were llircatouing the station of Nnrsingpore, and the Deputy-Commissioner had to fall 
hack near to that placi' for its jiroteetion. ^ 

In a letter, dated 22ud instant, liie Deputy-Commissioner reimrts having again 
advanced on the lOtlv to Sankul, a distaneo of 2.‘1 miles, to chock any attempt of the 
rebels to cross. On arrival he found the rebels with some of the mutineers of the 62nd, 
very strongly posted on the right bank of the river, in some ravines of the Nerbudda, 
having dense jungle in their roar, and liolding a small fort commanding the village of 
Heorapore. Early on the morning of tlie 21st, Captain Tcrnaii moved the guns into 
position on the left bank, about 700 yards distant, and opened on the rebels at daybreak, 
the surprise was complete and tlioy fled precipitately, tnking refuge in the jnngle, about 
half-a-mile in rear of Ileerapore. 

Not considering the force adequate, owing to the dense jungle, Captain Tcrnan did 
u )l deem it advisable to^cross and attack, though the sc{)oys wished to do so. 

Till', elfect of this attack has been most beneficial, the villagers who had formerly 
deserted their houses had returned. Sowing was going on ropidly, and confidence 
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seemed to be pix'tly well restored. The Di^piily-Commissioncr’s movements will be 
guided by circumstances. 

Nagode. —Everything apparently (juiet. No troops there. The Superintendent, 
Mr Coles, has gone -ttway on sick leave, and Lienteuant Nemhhard, formerly Deputy- 
Commissioner of Dumoli, IS in temporary cliarge. This district, llunigh at present (piiet, 
is not likely to continue so long if troops arc not puslu'd on into it . 

Saugor. —The Deputy rommissioncr in a report, dated lOlli instant, stales tliat ihts 
Shahghtir Rajah attacked Rehlet> on the 13tli instant, witli a force necompnnied by two 
small guns. lie was, however, speedily rejuilsed by the detachment of the 3lst Hengal 
Native Infantry (here, aided by the Customs’ Department, willi a loss of several killed 
and wounded, whilst none of die troops on our side wc're injtired. A detaehnumt of the 
31st Native Infantry, 1.^)0 strong, under a European olficer, will remain for tin* 
present at Rehlee. The detacliment of the 42nd Native Infantry, under Captain Roberts, 
and the 3rd Irregidar Cavalry, under (Captain MaMie, who were sent for the purpose 
of keeping open the postal communication, liavc fully sueei'cded in so doing, as the 
dAks from Sangor viA Nnrsingpore arrive regularly. The treasury having Ik'i'u 
exhausted, and no revemn' coming in, the Dojiuty-Comiuissioner had tried first a loan at 
(’> per cent., which having partially failed, he next tried a paper currency in one rupee 
notes, which arc answering beyond his most s uiguine expeelation. I I’orwardcd one of 
these notes a day or two ago for the inspection of tlio Lieutenaut-Coveruur, Central 
Pro\ inccs. 

In consofiuoncc of the troops being seattcred about on outpost duly, and very fcMv 
loft at Sangor itself, tin? rebids were emboldened to eome within a bnv miles ol'the plaee, 
and were plundering in every direction : but for want of troops no assistance etndd be 
alTorded to the snd'erers. Major Ellis, Assistant Political Agent in llundleeund, wrilis 
to Brigadier Sage at Sangor, ihal lu; believes the mutineers assembled at Bandali, are 
about to attack Sangor; if so. i'ort and arsenal will be placed in great jeopardy, mon; 
especially if thi' troops mentioned under the head of .Jhansi, carry out tlieir (lireats of 
proceeding to Sangor. In this event, llic arsenal, and the lives of the JOiiropeuns will be 
in the greatest danger, and I consider it a matter of the utmost imporlanee, that 
reinforcements should be sent, as spedily as iiossible, to tlieir reliid'. I have none to simkI 
myself, having barely sidfieient for tlio rerpiiremeiits of Jiibbuljiore alone; neillier ilo I 
s(‘e any likelihood of my soon being in a position to alford (hem aid. * 

Sixteiai eases of daeoity and robbery, and one of dacoily, robliery, and arson 
occurred in the district during tlu' w(!ok. 

Sconce. —The Deputy (iomniissionor, ui a letter dated (he lOtli instant, reports the 
district as (piict, with one or two exceptions. 'I'lie troops slalioncd at Dnmuli liave 
liad a salutary effect, and rebels who had formerly coUccUmI in that part seemed to have 
gone off in the Nnrsingpore direction.

Iiiclosurc 10 in No. 21. 

Narrative of Events for the week ending November 2, 1857. 

Baitool .—^THE Deputy Commissioner reiiorls every thing quite quiet in his district 
up to date, and that nothing of importance had occurred during the week. • 

Chmdeyree .—No news of any kind whatever. 
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Dumok. —Since my last report, I have received information from several native 
rcliuble sources, that Jail Darogah held oat as long as his ammunition lasted ; but on 
that failing, ho snrrendered on a promise of his life, and the lives of the police being 
spared (having first destroyed all their arms) this was promised, but no sooner were they 
in the ]K)wcr of the rebels, than they were with one or two excepdons, killed. By a 
letter 1 received lately from Koer Shamlccjue from Hutta, I learn that lie is exj^ecting 
reinforcements from Punna, when it is his intention to attack and retake Onmoh, if 
possible, and us the Pnnna Ilajah's iionor is implicated, I have no doubt he will use every 
cfTorl to secure his success. 

Hoshungahad. —1 forward herewith a copy of the Deputy-Commissioner’s letter, 
giving particulars of his operation in the Nimaur Pergunnah, as mentioned in my last 
report. 

In a letter, daU'd 2ylh October, the Deputy Commissioner rejiGrts that he halted at 
Sutwason the 18th, to denmlish the outer w'all of the fort, inclosing an area of about 
200 yards sejuare; the inner wall of the fort inclosing an area of about 80 yards square, 
ho left as a j)roU‘ctiou for the police; he then retraced his steps towards Hoshnngabad. 
The Nimaur villagers arc all returning to their homes. 

Jaloun. —No official report of any kind, but from a private letter from Gobind 
Chunder, late a writer in the Jaloun Deputy Commissioner’s office, to the address of 
Lieutenant Browne, the late Deputy Commissioner, dated 4th October, I learn that the 
Goorserai Chief is gov<*rning Oral (nominally for Government) and that he has adopted 
the title of Ibijah of Jaloun, he h^ retained the amlah and office establishment with a 
few exceptions ; one of his sons lie has appointed Bnjxjrlntendent of Jaloun, on a salary 
of 1,500 rupees per monscini, and another as Deputy C’oinmLssioner on 800 per mensem. 

Jhansi. — No official reports whatever, and the postal commxmication between 
,lid)bHlpore and Hewah having been closed for sonic days, I liavo not been able to learn 
tidings of any kind, regarding the Gwalior force mentioned in my last rej^xirt, beyond a 
rumour that Ihisy intiaid going on to Onde, vid f.'alpec. 

Jubhtdporp. —^'fhe Deputy (aimmissioner in a letter, dated 2nd November, states that 
in a north-west diniction, between Jubbulporc and Patnn, and Kutturjy, the country is 
quiet, military posts at both those places guarding the approaches over the River 
Herino. To I lie south of the Nerbiidda, in the vicinity of Burgee, a large number of 
Uoiiid'rebels arc collecting in the adjacent hills, who molest travellers and plunder 
unprotected merchandize. They attacked some Government tents proceeding towards 
Bombay, and were driven off by the escort, but succeeded in carrying off six tents. To 
the south-east, in tlic Mundlah direction, the*Narraingnnge Thannah has been plundered 
by some rebels, said to be luiaded by Roman Sing of Romas. To the oast, ]iolice station 
at Maggaon burned on the 17th, and police driven in. On the approach of the detach¬ 
ment to Sehora, the rebels wore a little awed; but now that the detachment is moving 
on to Slccmabad, it is feared tliey will commence their depredations again. To the 
north-cast, Mcipal Sing, the Butgaon Rajah, has looted Peprotle, severely wounding one 
of the jxilicc passing iq) the road; this rebel carried off all the dik horses at the 
different stations bi'tween Slcmnabad and Myhcer, with the exception of those at 
Moorwarah. In this direction also the ’fhakoor of Bijeeragoghnr is in open rebellion 
with 3,000 men and some guns, and said to be meditating mischief. To the north, the 
Thannah of Burtulla was attacked on the 25th ultimo. The thannah and d4k bungalow 
burned and then dcst;rtcd by the rebels. This post b^ing a very distant and exposed one, 
and always liable to bo attacked, the thannadar and police have been withdrawn for the 
present and stationd at Sleemabad. The isolated jmsts of Boorsa and Paherwan, have 
also been withdrawn for similar reasons. To the north-west, Bhoop Sing and the Neem 
Khera Thakoors are plimdcring in every direction, and threaten Mnjhowlee. Reports 
received from Kuttenghy, this day, tell me of the return of the .52nd mndneers, wiA 
Devee Sing’s force; whether their destination is Khoonda or in this direction, I cannot 
say ; this force is rciiorted to be much increased by a number of the Shahghur Rajha’s 
men. Owing to the success of the rebels at Dumoh, and our present inability to check the 
depredations going on all round the country, people generally, and even the residents 
of the city of Juhbulpore itself, are very incredulous as to the fall of Delhi, and numbers 
arc joining the rebels daily, and until we have a force sufficient to garrison Jnbbulpore, 
and move out into the district also, this evil will increase daily. In consequence of the 
stopiHige of the postal communication, I am unable to forward on the Bombay d&k% whi^ 
are being delayed here ; several Calcutta d&ks are 1 believe at Myheer, and one (if not 
more), has 1 believe fallen into the bands of the rebels. Onr last advices were tiie'SSlrd, 
from Calcutta, and Benares 26tb ultimo. 

Mundlah. —'fhe Deputy Commissioner reached thecityof Mundlah withoutanyobstme- 
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tion whatever on the road. The rebels who plundered Narraingfunge having (in the event 
of their remaining) cat off his retreat by the regular road, if necessary, I became anxious 
ae to bis safety, but as the^ have disappeared'from the road again after completing their 
work of destewtion, f am in hopes, that no fears need be entertained. 1 have written to 
Mm, urdng Ms retreating viiL Raiporc or Seonie, if hard pushed, as I am totally nnlkVle 
to il^^ord him any assistance from the extreme madty of troom at my disposal. 

Nvningpore .—^After the attack made on toe village of Hceraporc (as mentioired in 
my last) the rebels were reported to the Deputy Commissioner as having ascended the 
ghauts and taken the direction of Dnmoh. 

The MaJgoozars of the district hove posted five inatchlock-mcn at each of the fords 
of th^ Nerbudda, to prevent rebels crossing. Tlie Delherec, Gungyc, and C^icolec 
Chiefs, have also furnished nmtchlock-men who occupy many important posts. The rents 
have been realized regularly and confidence iti (he stability of our Government increased. 
Reports, divted 2£ith ultimo, state tliat the rebels had evacuated Tendoo>khera after 
destroying everything in it, and it has been re-o<Jcupicd for the Government by some 
matchlock-men sent by the Rutcrah Hajah. The i>eopIc of this district are generally 
well affected towards Government, and the season promises well, and the''autumnal*' 
croi)8 are very fine. In a subsequent report, dated 28th ultimo, the Deputy ('ommissioncr 
reports six small village!> on the left bank of the Sooner river, having been plundered by 
the Burgee rebels, viz., Bookree, Sahvarab, Boovimjirvain, Koorgaon, Bundree, and 
Pipcrscrah. These rebels arc reported to be headed by a Jodhi, of the village of 
Sumwarah, by name Sheobux. 

Nagode .—No official reports. The postal cortHnunication stopped between Myheer 
and Sleemabad, owing to the rebellion of the Thakoors of Bijerragoghur and Butgaon. 
The former is reiwrted to have killed the Tchsecldar and other Government officials, I 
had previously placed this district under Lieutenant Ncmhhard, Deputy Commissioner, 
late of Durnoh, but as he is unable to perform the duties so efficiently at this distance as 
Lieutenant Osborne, Political Agent at Bewail, whose pro.\imity gives him many 
advantages, I have made over the Nagode I)istri(;t to the latter officer at his own request, 
who will, 1 presume, mAkc some arrangements to disperse these rebels, and rc-open the 
postal communication, but with the diks ail closed in that direction, I am unable to state 
exactly what he intends doing. 1 have, however, dispatched two Oussids by different 
roads, in hopes that one if not both may reach him. 

/Saayor.—The Deputy Oommissioner in a letter, dated 26(h ultimo, states that the 
Banpore rebels, leaving a force of about 1,200 men in Nurrcaily, have gone in various 
directions, and were plundering in all direction.s, in thi* vicinity of Baugor. On the 23rd, 
a large body of rebels from the Gurakotah attacked the fine village of Doongassera, and 
beating hack the 40 musketeers posted for its ])roteetion, plundered it; no assistance 
could be afforded from cantonments, os there were no troops to spare. 

By a demi-official letter received to-day, fears were entertained that the Banpore 
Rajah’s troops were advancing with the intention of attacking Rehlce. The garrison of 
which is not strong enough, it is feared, to stand any protracted siege. 

During the week, seven cases of dacoity and robbery, three coses of dacoity, robbery 
and wounding, and two of dacoity, robbery, and arson, roiiorted, 

Seonee .—^'fhe district, in a letter dated 2Cth ultimo, reported generally quiet, with 
the exception of one or two villages in the Jubbulpore and Nursingporc borders, 
plundered by the Burgee rebels, and one or two custom offices on the Durgara line burnt. 
A body of men reported by the tbannadar of Keddarpore as collecting on the Mandla 
border, but no disturbance had taken place up to the date of the letter.

Allahabtul Division .—^THEIHii is lilthMo record of the Civil (lovornment of this 
division: the most important events have been the active military operations in tlic 
Cawnporc District. • 

llcturns of eoUoctidns arc submitted for the week under review.* 

2. Allahabad .—On the 22n(l a salute was tired by the Naib Nazim at Secundra in 
honor of the capture of t!ie Hailey Guanl at Lucknow. 

3. Proclamations from Luclinow have been circulated, ollcrlng a reward of ten 

rupees for the arrest of fugitive sepo\s desertiiig from the sm-viee of the King of 
Delhi! . . . ' 

4. It is said that Nazim's inaction has hitherto been caused by jmsitive orders not to 
advance till the British are cxpellc<l from Jmckiiow. Now, it is sai«l, the Nail) Nazim 
is ordered to advance and seize, the (irand Trunk Hoad at Ilundea and Sydabad ; it is 
not probable lie will do so. 

r>. It is reported that Ajoodhea and Doonna Sing, ox-zcniindars of Kiitrce 
Dandorai, witli .'jOU men, plundered, on the 21st November, the village of Miindour, 
pergunnah Sulectnpore. These men and their clan have avowed their intention of 
murdering evan-y Malgoozar vvlio i»ays revenue or acluiovv ledges tlie existence of the 
British (lovcmincnt. 

6. Futteb/iore .—The south-vvesti'rn jiortion of this district remains utterly disor¬ 
ganized, and all revenue from it is withheld. A threatened attack on one pergunnah by an 
armed party from Banda, and a smions ati'ray in another, are the most prominent 
incidents of the week’s Narrative. 

7. Catrnpore. -Two tlninuahs, those of Hus-soollabad and Bhogneepore, were of 
ncci ssity withdraw II by the Alagistrate in coiiscrpience of thi- number of armed rebels 
in the vicinity. 'J’he (Iwalior insurgents occupy the whole northern part of the district. 
The defeat of their advanced guard near Sueliendec hy (Jeneral Windham, on the 2dtfa, 
i.s the last occurrence reported. Tlirec ot their guns were taken and (he enemy put to 
dight. 

8 . Panda. —The village of Jinjapore, in the Banda District, vvas attacked on the 28rd 
'by 1,000 sepoys and rabble, believed to h<* one of the parlies of the 32n(l Native Infantry. 
The attack was repulsed and the a-vailants, leaving three dead hchiiul, marched towards 
Banda. 

9 . /laniwpor/:.—The Ilajali of Chirkarce ha.s reported the measures he is taking to 
collect revenue jn Humeerporl*. The (■oinmissioncr lia-. gmierally approved these. 

10. Benares Division. —'I’he last party of (he mutinous sepoys of the 32ud Native 
Infantry has marched up the valley of the Soane into the Mirza pore District; and Ihe 
Collection of the insurgents on the Joun|)orc I’rontici’ has a.ssunied formidable dimensions. 
No event, however, of po.sitivc importance Jias occurred within the division which remains

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quiet, and to some extent prosperous. Abstracts of Revenue Collections for the past 
week arc furnished.* 

11 . Benares and GAaacepore.—-Nothing worthy of record in these districts. 

12 . Mirza-pefret—Tiie Magisbnate of Mrzapore proceeded on the 22ad to recoisBN>itre 
a party of mutineers df .the 32nd Native Infantry, said to he at Ghoratvul. He was 
forbidden to take offensive ^noraasures against them for which the Police Force at his 
disposal was not snfBeient. 

13. Qopeegunqe. —^Mr. Mayne does not expedt any hostile movement in advance from 
the main body or the rebels on this frontier. Joorye Sing made an incursion near 
Lalgunge and burnt three villages on the 27th November. 

14. AximsrAur.-—Since the capture and destruction of Atrolia, the tranquillity of this 
district has not been disturbed. Attempts have been made from Goruckpore to carij off 
boats on the Gogra from this to the opposite side, but they have hitherto been defeated 
by the police stationed to watch the river. 

16. Jounpore —In consequence of the continued collection of large numbers of 
insurgents near Badiyan, Colonel Longden’s Force, which had been halted at Deodar- 
gunge, within reach of the Goorkha Troops both on the Jounpore and Azimghur 
Frontiers, macebed to join Colonel Wrougliton, who was posted at Budlapore. Colonel 
Longden reached the Goorkha camp on the 21st, and on the 24th moved on to 
Bingramow. The enemy, however, having continued to increase in numbers till it w^s 
confidently reported that there were not less than 20,000 men and 16 guns in the ', 
immediate vicinity of Badiyan, Colonel Longden considered it impolitic, in the present 
temper of the Goorkhas, to risk an «ncountcr with such great odds, and he has therefore 
reported his intention of retreating on Jounpore. All these events have been specially 
reported as they occurred. 

16. Up to the close of the week under report, the district continued quiet. The 
balances due are coming slowly, not so much from recusancy as because there is generally 
difficulty in realizing balances in this district, which is increased of course by injuries 
.suffered during the late disturbances. 

17. Goruckpore. —There is nothing of im]>ortance to report of this district. 

18. Baugor Divmoti .—The accounts from this division reach to November 16. 

It cannot be said that they present any new features of importance. The districts 
before disturl»ed continue di-sturbed still, while no new outbreak of importance is recorded 
in those which were previously tramiuil. In the Jubbulporo District, on three several 
occasions, severe chastisement has been inflicted on parties of rebels, but this success has 
unfortunately been purchased at the expense of two valuable lives, those of Major Jenkins, 
lOth Madras Native infantry. Assistant Quartermaster General, Nagpore Force, and of 
Captain Tottenham, 4th Madras Light Cavalry. • 

Measures have been adopted for reducing the Educational and Survey Department 
In this division to lln^ lowest scalo consistent with their revival when again reejuired. 

19. Sauaor. —The Commissioner was at one time apprehensive that the mutineers 
of the 52nd Native Infantry, backed by a large body of other insurgents, were about to 
attack this place, which, as the temper of the native troops .there is doubtful, might have 
produced disastrous results. But tlio report appears to have been without foundation, 
though the bulk of the 62nd mutineers are supposed to be in the Sangor District. 

20. The plunderers of the neighbourhood have grown so bold, that a military force 
is daily comi>elled to patrol the vicinity of the fort, to protect the grass-cutters and 
cattle of the fort and city. 

21. On 9th November, a party of armed cliuprassics, 60 in number, were detached 
from Saugor to reinforce the police at Soorkhec (about 16 miles and nearly SSE. of 
Sangor, on the Nnrsingporc road). These men, straggling carelessly on the road, were 
suddenly attacked by a small party of rebels; 22 of the chnprassies fled back to Saugor, 
the rest made goo<l their way to Soorkhee, losing one killed and one missing. Twenty- 
seven cases of dacoity wei*e reported to have taken place between the Soi and 16tli 
November in the Saugor District.

Devee 
Sing, wifclt his rebel followers, said to be luneriug al>nul. between Dnmoh and Kuttungee. 
The mntineeis of the .'i2nd Native Infanlrv, J.iht ve])orlod as remaining at Dumoh, 
(•.vtorting mytiey from townsju'ojile The Mniigliiir ll.ijili, with about 3(M} or 400 
'‘follpp’crs, reiKirled to lx- aero-s the Ileeiun, .it Kiittun^U'ami Kouee. .Major Sullivan’s 
dotachiueiit puslied on .k far a*. .foLui, witli a vi<-« to re-open tlie ]V)st.ii connnnnicntion 
if possible: but, on ri’aehiiii’ tli.i' )>!lee, timml all tin' dak hor.se^ beyond Myiiocr, had 
gone info Rewalt for jnoleetion ; (on.se«inen(ly they relraeid tluii steps towards Sehora 
and Snleeniabiid. On (lie seeoi.d letrogiade mareli, they wer'> suddenly afta(ked by 
tlio Dhntgaon rebels, in nninber alioiit l,tK)(). witli two !*ttn.s. The (ire was speedily 
rotnrned by' onr artilh ry, and on ,i cli.irge liciiig in.nje by (he .s(|u.idrfin 4tli Madras'Light 
Cavalry, headed by l.ientenant Clerk, the enemy gave way on every side, abandoning 
(heir two brass guns in their flight, whicli were taken possession of by Lieutenant Clerk. 
Und will shortly be sent in to .Tnhlniljior.*. Lieutenant Clerk speaks* most highly'of the 
gallant behaviour of the Europetin Artillery, and 1th Madras Cavalry; he counted sixty 
"Jdead bodies, one half of which wen* sabred by the troopers; tlirei* of them by Lieu¬ 
tenant Clerk's own hand. Gosnipore was plumlerod on the 7th, but Captain Toticuham, 
with a troop of the 4th Cavalry, gallojH’d up and intermplod the rebels; seventeen were 
tftkim'l»riaoners and many killed. The former were tried by di nm-head court martial, and 
sentenced to hanged, which was duly carried out this morning. In this affair I regret 
to sayr, Captain Totloultam was mortally wounded ; his remains arc sent in here for 
inlerment and tlm funertd takes place this evening. Tlie dtlaehment on the Mirzapore 
road will move aoout Ix'tween Gosulpoie and Suleemabad, at which latter place it is 
reported the Bijeyragoglmr and But^aon rebels are in great force, and as the tchseeldar 
has retired on ^liore, I presume it is in possession of the irljels; but until wc can get 
numerous infantry reinforcements, it is impossible to do more than defend the vicinity 
of Jubbiilpore. 

Afwarf/flA.—By dcmi-oflicials, dated 2ud and .“Ird in.stant, I learn that the Deputy 
Commissioner’s presence at Mundlah, has had a most beneficial effect, and the Deputy 
Commissioner himsv'lf trusts in a short time to aasunie the offensive, and at present ha's 
no fear of being conipelliHl to leave his post. The local gonds are giving him every^ 
assistance. 

*Nagode —No reports vvhatiwer received. 

Nursingpore. —In u letter dated 2nd instant, tlie Deputy Commisrioner rcjjorts that 
•on hearing of the destruction of the six* villages named in iny last, by rebels headed by • 
Shoo ijux Lodhi, he determiued to make a rapid movement the village of Soo«- 
w amh, where Sheo Bu\ and his rebels were said to be. Having ordered the camp to 
be pitched at a village three koss short of Soouwarrah, to deceive the enemy, the Deputy' 
C!oaim»s'-iouer pushed rapidly on vvithont hailing at his camp, and on reaching boon- 
warrah, the rebels, after firing a tew shots, made off; he sneamded in apprelumdioj^ Hirw 
of Shoo Bnx s leading men, though he himsilf escaped. These men were tri^ tiiiid 
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sentenced to be lianged, tinder Act XVI of 1857, which sentences were duly carried out 
the same evening. After which, the houses of Shoo Bux, and other leading men, wore 
destroyed. Captain Ternan .*?pcaks very highly of the gallant conduct of the Malgoozara, 
of Salcewarrah. 

Saitffor .—The Deputy Commissioner in a letter dated 2nd instant, reiiorts that the 
2nd DeUicliments at Uelileo and Maharajporo, placed there for preserving the postal 
communication, had btH>n strengthened by an addition of fifty men to each post; this 
left Saugor itself very weak, and the consequence was, tliat cattle and proiierty were 
being plundered within two miles of Saugor itself. 

By demi-officials, dated 3rd and 5th, I learn that the Shahghnr rebel, accompanied 
by the main body of the mutinous 52nd Native Infantry, had left Dumoh with the 
intention of attacking Saugor, and Major Western entertained great apprehension that 
the presence of their mutinous brethren, combined with the non-appi'arance of any 
assistance from witlmut, might have a very prejudicial offect on the loyalty of the 3r<i 
Native Infantry, and reinnniit of tlie 42iul Native Intantry, in which case)' it would be 
impossible to save the canfouinent and city of Saugor, whilst the fort itself defended, as 
it would then be, by only a weak Company of European Artillery, and the officers of 
the garrison, would be in considerable danger. As tlie oapinre of the Fort of Saugor 
by the rebels would have a most disastrous effect upon Central Indin, and I am unable 
to afford any assistance myself, I have written to Colonel DuiMiid, at Mhow, bragging 
him, if possible, to send assistance to Brigadier Sago, as, when tlie Aunmuabad column 
reaches Mhow, ho will have a goorl force at his d^xisal. The rebeds are also reported 
to be burning the grass an^ fodder all round Saugor ; in which case the public cattle 
would die from slar\alion, if reiuforceiueuts arc not speedily furnished. 

AVonce, A’oeemfcer 3, 1857.—Tin* Deputy Commissioner, in a leUt-r dateil 3rd instant, 
reports every thing quiet ia his district, and the rebels who burnt down tlie Customs’

On l,hn 14t,h, a report having been received from Rao Umrood 
Siii”. of’ K wrioroe, that tlie Mangluir rebels intended attacking him, a force nnder the 
eonmiaud o!' Major Jenkins moved ont to his assistance, with two gnus. Coming upon 
llie reh' l;., ill a village! across (lu! Hernin, Major Jenkins attacked lla'm, and succeeded 
in roii(i;:g them, with a loss of 12 killed and several jirisoners taken. In the a.ssanlt, 
1 regret to . ay, Major Jenkins, exposing himself greatly, was sliol tlirongh the heart; Ins 
remains Mere .sent in here for interment, ami the funeral ti«)k place yesterday evening. 
Hv (iii.s ii'.iloward ('vont tlie fJovernment has lost tlie .s(>i'\iees of a mo.st gallant and 
valii.i!il - ' ffieer. The rebel chiefs are reported as assembling in large numbers at 
Hijerragorduir; but by a denii-oflieial, received from tlie jmliiieal agent at Rewah, I 
learn that tin; Rewah troojis wen! on the j(oiiil of moving <jnt towards Biji'rragogurh to 
attack them. 1 am in hojjes the rebels will be taught a leswon (liey are not likely to 
fin'get. I lari 1 a tt!W mt)re Irorrps available I might eo-ojrerate with Rr!wah, and then 
gr'i. (hem helween two (ins.

A party of musketeers, chowkeydare, 
and (Justoms’ ehupra.ssec's also go out daily for tlie protection of the city people, to 
enahle them to eiii and bring in all the grass thev can.

Tins 
having been reported to the (fOvernor-Geiieral, onlers were issued by His Lordship 
for the detention of the troops arriving at. Henarcs by bullnck-truin; in order that 
Colonel Longdoii might be reinforced, and llenures placed in security. A detachment 
of 200 men was ipiickly sent out to Jounporo, and a similar party detained at llenarcs. 


This was considereil sufficient to meet the immediate emergency. At the same time 
(kilonel Franks was directed by tlu' Governor-General to jirocccd from Calcutta tollcnarcs, 
to conimaiul (he force which the Government of India has now determined tti collect on 


the frontier north of Henares. 


14. 'Pile advance of the reinforcement to dounporc has placed Lieutenant-Colonel 
Longden in a perfectly secure position, and no serious evils have been produced liy the 
retreat which had heeu forced upon him. No event of importance has yet followed. A 
few of the rebel army advanced upon Cluinda, hut the main body has remained inactive, 
and show.s no disposition to advance into Jouuporc. 

16. Gonirhpoie .—'Phe mutinous sepoys collected near Burnj on the Gogra, continue 
to threaten to cross into the Aziinghur District; hut nothing serious has yet been 
attempted. Heyond this, and the circumstaneo of many l)ands of fugitive sepoys having 
lately passed from Lucknow into Goriiekpore, there is nothing to he .said further of this 
district.

1.5. ./e/oz/wre.--'I’he border pergnnnahs have be<-n disturbed, but no actual invasion 
of the district has occurred. Colonel Longden is now tpiitc strong enough to resist an 
attack, and within reach of reinforcements from Benares. 

10. Go/r/cfc/iorc -Fresh arrivals of sei)oy.s from the northward are reported by our 
spies. 'I’licre can belittle doubt flint they are sei>oys anxious to reach their homes in 
Behar, and only detained in Gornckpore by the forces which interpose between that 
district and the Ganges. Many id" those thus hemmed in have taken service with the 
Nazim. 'I’he Nazim's force is said to be large; but though the accounts vary greatly as 
to its extent, it is probably far less formidable than might be supposes! from this numerical 
strength.

Narrative of Events to December 19, 1857. 


1. AUiakabad Division. — IN spite of our military .successes at Cawnpore, there has as 
jet been little improvement in this division. On the contrary, in the trans-Jumna 
pergunnahs of Allahabad, certain ousted zemindars, encouraged by the impunity accorded 
to the mutineers and plunderers in that quarter, have at last risen in revolt and have 
tooted some of the Government OHioers, and thronn the entire neighboiirhood into 
oonfunon. At the same time the oppressions of the Nazim in the ^rergunnoha north of 
the Ganges continue unabated, no military force being yet available for operations in 
that quarter. In the Doab two columns of troojrs have Ireen put in motion, and the good 
effected in the portions of the country through which they iiassed shows what might nave 
been expected had military snpjiort been available in the rcsturatiini of the Civil .\dminia*' 
tration, which has not yet bccn.th.! case, except in 'me or Iv'o isolated and almost 
accidental instances. 

2. AUahnbnd .—The Return of Uevenue (’ollcctions is appended in the inargin.*i' A 
marked improvement in those is to be observed, attrihntahle to the movement of troops as 
above mentioned. The Nazim has advanced nearer the (Inind 'rrimk Road, and Rcuec 
Uahtdoor continues to urge him to niaki- an nttnek on our posts, promising to head it 
with 4,000 men. On the other hand .Isajial Sing,^ a loyal zemindar, iiiqmtiimt of the 
continued exaetion.s of the Nizam, lias ollered to attack him unnidoil. But the 
Lieutenaiit tSovornor 1ms not eneourageil tlie projiosal, which, if carried into effect, 
would only aggravate the evils to whieli these pergunnahs are now subject. This loyal 
subject has been desired to wait till British trooiw heeouu* available to restore and support 
oar authority. 

3. The Nail) Nazim is .still at Sceundra. He is said to have 2,000 men and three guns. 

4. The ex-zemindars of (’howrasee, in the (rans-.lumna Pcigunnah of Khyrnghur, 
whose movements were h'lwrted in (he last. Narrative, have seized the thanuah at 
Ramnugger, and with other l)ttn(ls are j)lundering nneheeked and in increasing nurnhers. 

5. On the 19th an expedition, under Brigadier t'ainphell. wt nt out to cluistise the 
inbabitauts of the village of Roroii in tin* Doab, in «*onse<|n«'nee of a railway chair having 
been ^)Iaccd on the rails in the iieighboiirlnnid of that ^illagl•. the tuen of which wiere 
notoriously ill-disposed, ainl believed to be implicated in the altempleil .stoppage of the 
communication. An assemblage of about 2,0<to men had cntri*n<‘h»'d then)s<*lvos at the 
village under one Hnnooinan, an escaped life-prisoin r, timl lia<l In eii plundering the 
ncighboiirhootl for soini* time past. A special report will bo Mil.mittcil tm this expe¬ 
dition. 

G. >^omc of the ladies arnl children from liiiekiiow, and many of tlie sick and wounded, 
have embarked on the “ Mmlras” steamer for Calcutta. 

7. h'uttrhporc .—The column tinder Colonel Barker, Bo\id Artillery, «in its nrrivnl in 
Futtehjiore having been permitted to nmke a short detour in i's i<n>gr<.ss towards Cawn- 
porc, Mr. I’robyn, the Magistrate, advised tlmt the route to lie tjiken slioiild be through 
the south-east corner of the tlistrict. This was accordingly carri«*il into i lleei with inost 
beneficial results, the march of the troops being imuM'tliately followed tip bv tin* restora¬ 
tion of the thannahs wliich haxl lieen driven out long before. 'I’lie time |ieii'.!((<-«l for 
thi.s expedition having been strictly limited, the northern pari of (lie di-(iiei was not 
visited, and still remains in a state of seini-rehellion. 

8 , A party of about 70 recruits from Oude. going to join (he Mnliratia Chiefs 
Narain Rao and Madhoo Ran of Kirwee in Banda, were arrested in I'liltchpore. There 
is strong reason to believe that thc'C llaos have committed overt m is of ndiellion, \ 
scjinratc report on this subject will be submitted. 

•*.;y 9 . Cawnpore. —Mr. Hherer has not siibiiiilted any reports. He has been duly taken 
to task for his neglect, 

•10. Jiandah and Ilumerrpore. -From those districts no news ha-- l»ec*ii rec«*ived. 

II. Benares Division. —The general slate of this division hn.s not undergono any 
important change during the week under review, Tl.c froiiti< r pergunnahs of Jounporo, 
Azimghur, Ghazeepore, Mirzapore, have been tbreateiied by various bodies of mutineers, 
insurgents, or plunderers. No serious attack ha.s, liowevcr, hetn made in any direction.

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The force .under Brigadier-General Franks is amply sufficient to provide for the complete 
security of the northern frontier of this division. ' ■>. 

12 . The collections in Azinighur have much improved. In Jounpore they are still 
uusatisfactoi^, as will be seen from the Btatemcnt appended in the margin.* The 
Lieutenant-Governor has asked for and received a statement of outstanding balances at 
the time of and since re-occupation in Azimghur and Jounpore, and of the progress made 
in recovering these, up to the 30th of November, which will be nbticed whUe treating of 
the.se districts separately. 

13. Benares. —Nothing from tliis district, which remains perfectly tranquil. 

H. Ghazeepore. —The sepoys from Goruckpore have not ventured to attempt the 
passage of tltc Gogra, and the detachment of our troops at Bulliah, on the Ganges, is 
about to return to Ghazeepore. 

15. The formation of a .sand bank acro.ss the river near Shereporc, about 13 miles 
below Ghazeepore, has completely interrupted the navigation. The “ Hoorungotta’* 
steamer is aground, with treasure and ammunition on board, and a Commissariat boat 
having been plundered in that neighbourhood, Mr. Brereton immediately ordered his 
Assistant, Mr. Quinton, to proceed thither with a sergeant’s party of Her Majesty’s 37th, 
and the Kotwal with 20 burkiuuliiuzes, as a precautionary measure. Further steps have 
since been taken for the protection of the river traffic at this spot, 

](J. Mirznpore. —A ho<ly of reliel.s is said to occupy tlie fort of Bijeyghur, on the 
Kymoor Range, and plunderers, to the estiiuateil number of oOO, arc scattered on the right 
bank of the Soane river. 

17. Gopeeyvnge. —No oceurrenee of any im|)ortancc is rcpcji ted from this j)lac;c. 

IW. Azimghur. —'fhe Narrative from tins district consists chiefly of the reports of 
gatherings of various classes of insurgents across the Oude and Goruckpore borders. These 
are naturally vague; but if credited would show tliut nearly 2,000 llujcooinars and 7,000 to 
8,000 Pulwars, under their rc.sj)cctive chieftains, together with a body of about 1,200 muti¬ 
nous sepoys, and 300 to 500 sowars, and some 12,000 to 13,000 irregplar levies and match- 
lock-rncn, were scattered uloi g the Oude and Goruckporc border. They are reported 
further to have uhout M guns. The Pulwars are chiefly at Lohra, the Ritjeoomurs at 
Bundeepore, near Mohawl. 'J'hc sepoys arc near the Gogra, between Burliuj and Selumporo 
The levies with the Na/.im, in the vicinity of Singrainow. 

19. Lieufciiuiit Gully’s reinforcement of Goorkhas arrived at Azimghur on the 13th 
December. 

20. The boianee statement of land revenue recovered from this district (given in the 
notef ) shows that 8,.'>2,402 vui)ccs were demandabic up to the 30th November. Of this 
amount 1,0(5,278 rupees only have been realised, leaving still due on the date above given 
no less thaii (5,80,213 rupees. Mr. Pollock considers the immediate prospect of realising 
this balance unpromising; little can be done till the districts of Jounpore, Fyzabad, and 
Goruckpore arc in a more settled state. Many of those otherwise most willing to pay have 
been reduced to distress by the plundering of the rebels. As the names and acts of these 
latter arc, however, pretty well known, the conhscation of their property and estates will, in 
some degree, compensate the Government for this dcnciency. 

21. Jounpore. —Tlic Tehsccl of Tigra, abandoned on Colonel Longden’s retreat, and 
occunied since by the rebel followers of Mozuffer Jehan and Mulluck Mehndec Buksh, was 
attacked by the tehsceldar and two thannadars with their followers, on the 10th. The

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attack inraa partially successfu], but failed eventually from the misconduct of the tehseeldar, 
vho retirea to Jounporc, and has since been suspended. The Canoongoe, Ajoodhya 
I^ersliad, stood fast at Salidapore, in the neighbourhood of the tehseeh and being rein¬ 
forced by one of the sirdars (Pundit Kishen Narain) wilh Mr. Carnegy, succcraed in 
ejecting the rebels. The enemy lost six men killed, while of our men two only lost theit 
lives. 

22 . A party of our new police levies, aided by the men of another sirdar (ShcoGolani 
Doobe) have also attacked and carried the thannah of Badlapore, capturing*Singmni Sing, 
a rebel leader of some note. 

23. The revenue collections have not been good during the week, but the arrival of 
colonel Franks' force should set this right. 

24. The balance statement* submitted shows a total arrcai' of 3,91,816 rupees, of 
which 1,35,977 had been collected up to the end of November, leaving still due on that 
date a sum of 2,55,839 nipccs. Mr. Lind does not give much hope of speedily wsalising 
this balance. Arrears have always been collcided with difficulty in this district, and of 
course defaulters arc at present both less able and less willing to pay than in ordinary 
times. Besides this, some of the arrears are due from e-states attached on account of the 
rebellion of their owners, and held in direct mnnugeinent, all profits from which will be 
credited as confiscated property. 

25. Goruckpore ,—The Nazim has, it is said, permitted the burying-grSund to be 
desecrated; but has refused an offer from one of his followers of one lac of rupees for leave 
to plunder the city. 

26. He is reported to'have about 16,000 sepoys in his forge, including a native 
doctor. The reports as to the totnl strength of his army disagree greatly, though all 
describe the bulk of it as a mere rabble. The advance of the (loorkha Army under 
Maharajah Jung Bahadour will soon test the accuracy of these accounts. 

27. Savffor Division .—One report from tlicComiui.ssiouer has reached the Licutenant- 
Govenior since tl'.c dispatch of (he last Narrative. It comes up to tlie 30th December. 
The Inst received reached up to the 16tli, there is therefore one week from the I6th to the 
23rd, of wliich the report has apparently miscarried. 

28. No allusion is made to any itu[)ortimt event as having occurred in the interim, 
but it seems that the district of Dimioh has heeu regained by the Ilajah of Piinnah, from 
whom it had been temporarily wrestc'd by the rebels ; \vbili> on the ollitr liaiid there is 
reason to fear that the gallant e.vcrtions of Lieutenant Waddingloii liavi* failed to preserve 
the district of Mundia, which the present report di's«rril)es as virtually in the poKse.S8ion of 
the rebels. The insurrection was generally sjrrcading to the southward, and the hitherto 
tranquil district of Sconce was .seriously threatened. Some time must elapse before the 
arrival from the Madras I’rcsidency of the tnasps destituMl to operate in this quarter, and it 
is but too probable that, in the meantime, our interests may suft'er greatly. 

!Saugor.—20. Two assemblies of rebels at the villages of Ourpehra and Bhapaik 
respectively have been dispersed by small bodies of regubir troops and police, without 
much loss on either side; but the rahels have done some harm by burning the preserves of 
grass retained for the Government cattle, and have driven off supplies of grass coming into 
the garrison. All this has occ\irr<;d within fiv<! mih's of tlie fort. 

30. Dumoh .—Dumoh was in the lust Narrative' reported to he in the; Ijands of the 
rebels; hut it was then expeeted that tht; Ilajah of I’unnah, to whom it Jiad been givfti in 
charge on behalf of the British Government, would attempt to ndake it. It \voul<l upjtcar 
that he has done so, for it is simply stated by the Commissioner that bis troops still occupy 
it, but that no official report had been received. Some account of the Kajab’s measures is 
probably contained in the missing Wee kly Nai rative. 

31, Nugode .—No report has been received from Nagode, l)ul it is believed that 
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Li(;ii(cnanr. Osborne who is now with the Rewali troops engaged in active military 
opei’iitions in Rcwiih and Myheer, exercises some degree of authority in that district. 

32. Jahbulpore. —Nothing of importance is reported. Some show of combination 
exists between two or three of the insurgent chiefs; but their forces are not suSicfontly 
large, nor their union sufficiently intimate to make them seriously formidable. As 
grain i.s the chief thing sought for by the plunderers, all loyal Malgoozars have been 
invited to store their crops in the neighbourhood of our military garrisons. 

33. Mundta. — LieulciTant Waddington has been unable to submit any official 
report, but, deini-officially, the (Commissioner learns that on the 23rd November, the 
rebels appeared suddenly in considerable force before Mundla. On the 24th the 
Depnty-C'ommissioncr attacked and routed their advance guard, killing several and 
capturing others, .subsequently lunigc'l, 

34. On the 21sf, the rebels mustering in overwhelming numbers, the Deputy- 
Commissioner finding the force at his disposal insufficient to withstand the numbers 
opposed to birn, was compelled to retreat on Seonee, as he had been desired by the 
Commissioner to <lo, in ease of finding hiinsell ovcr|).')\vered. 

S.j. Sponcp .—The f'rontiei thaniialis of this district, in the direction of Mgiidla, 
have heen Ihreateuetl hy bodies o( armed men. The (Commissioner is not in a position 
to afFord any military support in spite of the political importance of this district, as 
interveninj^f between the hitherto disliirhed districts and the Nagporc territory. The 
Depnty-C'ommissioncr was doing his best, with the a'd of the Customs’ chupra-ssees, 
Ac., to maintain his ground. 

3fi. Numhiffpurp .—A smart and siirecssfiil affair has taken place in the interior of 
this district. A smtill dclachmenl of the 31sr Ifciigal Native Infantry and the 28tli 
Madras Native Infantry, with :i (cu irregular polici sowars under Captain I’ernan, 
the Deputy (’ommissioncr, and Captain Alayiif'. 2111 ! .Madras I.ight ('jtvalry, and four 
guns mider (llaitlain Roberts, Madras ,\iiillciy. marehed on the 23rd November 
against the villagt; o( Singpore, the head, (jiiurlcrs of a rebel named (wunjun Sing, By 
a rapid iminu.mvre the Cavalry cut off this man and .some JoO to 200 ot hi.s followers 
from the village ii.self. 'riiey were eliargetl by Captain Ternan and dtiven into some 
sugar cane enltivalion alier :i .smart struggle, in which Captain Tcrnati's horse was 
shot under him. Captain .Mayne coming np on the other side prevented their escape, 
and the Artillery shortly alter arrived and raked the sugar eanc in every direction witit 
grape; after which the Infantry entered and completed with the bayonet the enemy's 
di.seoinlitnrf. Gimjim Sing Innisi If, with forty-four followers, including his hrothcr- 
in-liiw, his agent, and his jemadar, were taken prisoners, the rest of ttie party were all 
killed. The 2Sth Madras Native Infantry captured also a small gun and a wall piece. 
Gunjnn S'lig and 21 of the prisoners have since been cNeeuted. 

37 . Ifos/ninf/uhad .—Kvery thing lran(|uil ; the crops promising. 

35. Itnilool .—This district is also (jinlc tpiiet, and the Deputy Commissioner, who 
is in the district, r('|)orls the general feeling of the people is certainly of a loyal 
character. 

29. Chvndpifrpc .—The Banporc Rajah has moved towards Jhansi, where he is 
said to have formed an alliance with the relic! Ranee ; but he is still said to be at 
amity with the Teliree or Oorebii chief. 

40 . Jhansi and Julouv. —Nothing fias been heard from these two districts. 

41. Rpwah. — Lieiiteiiaiit Osltonio is still ttperating against Mybcre with the 
Rajah s troops; the bust accounts left him in pos.session of the town, and still besieging 
the fort.

Narrative for the treek ending December 26, 1857. 

. AUahnhad Division .—THE l.iculenant-Oovernor left Benares on the SlstDeccmbcr 
to go to Allahabad, wbere. he arrived on tin* 20tb. lie visited Mirzapore on the way, 
and was much gratified by tlic still busy and thriving appearance of that fine town. 
The river commerre, it i.s true, is almost at a stand still; but something is going on 
even in the prc.sent very adverse state of affairs. The excellent effect of the measures 
taken lor the manufacture of carts for the purpose of military carriage, was apparent, 
from the number of these vehicles which were seen on the road loaded with cotton, 
hides, and piece goods, showing tliat a certain margin of carriage still remains for the 
traffic of the country, although the wants of the army, the Commissariat, the Ordnance 
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Department, Uie Po«t-office, and all .the public establishments iu short, have till now 
been fully supplied without au hour's delay. 

The aspect of the country, as far as Allahabad, remains unchanged by the recent 
disturbances. The cultiration of the country 1ms not been afi'ecled. I'iic last kbureef 
harvest was unusually good, and the prospects of the coining Hublree appear excellent. 
There is nothing unusual beyond a very much ciimin'shed stream of passengers and 
traffic on the Trunk Road. Large strings of camels from Afighanistau were met passing 
downwards to Calcutta as usual. The Atfghau incrcliants to whom they belonged said 
tliat they had pa>-sed along without difficulty. 

The land revenue collections are noted in the margin.* 

TJie CoinmissiontM' leiuarks strongly on the slow degrees by wliich the conhtlcnce 
of the native popnlation in our fJoccrnmoiit is restored in tlii» division. The temporary 
occupation of Cuwnpore, with tiic exception of the entrenched position, .by the Gwalior 
Contingent, has done great injuiv to our cause, which has not yet been counter¬ 
balanced by their sub-secpient ilefcat. Tlie shock given to piililie feeling by the dis¬ 
persion of all civil establishments mid the lnssjevVii for a week or so of military power 
in a district fur the second lime, is found to be inuelt more severe and lasting than the 
effect of a fir.st discomtituie. Tin; oontinued prescn<-c of a eonsideraide number of tiic 
insurgents with guns at (/alpee, and the surprising and lucrcasing audacity of the 
rebels ou either side of the Doab in the Allahabad District, all condiiue j,o prevent the 
improvement of public feeling. Trade is elieekeil, and in several places, away from 
the immediate neighbourliooil of our garrisons, disorders |)revail, wliieli tin; civil officers 
are powerless to remedy^ wiLliuut the aelive support of the militaiy, which it is still 
found inipnictieablo to afford. Hut from what the Lieutmiant-Governor has lately 
learnl Ironi lii^ Hxeollenev the; (’ommaiuler-in-eliiel', witb wlioin he has eorrespouded 
on this subject, he has every reason to hope- that affairs will soon he so furudvanced, 
that tin; necessary mililm v demonstrations in the interior of oiir i(’-o(;eu|)ied districts 
may he looked for. 

AlInhabiuL —'file expedition to Karon, reporleil in the Inst Narrafive, was snceessful, 
in so far that the asscinhlage of rebels there was disjiersed, and fheir entren<;hed position, 
wliich was very .strong, rleslruyed. lint only si.v; of the ridiels fell, and no more than fwo 
were captured. Tlie want of cavalry was imicli f<dl, and tin' rebel leadin' Ilonoomnn, 
made bis escapi* on an elepliant in sight of our troops, llis party have removed to a 
village on the hanks of the .liiiniia, willi a view, it is believed, to escaping to lluiida. 

This wa.s an expedition uiidertalien Ity the Hrigaiiier for military ohji'ets, as the 
offeiuling' villagers had interfered with the railway, and seemed to meditate tin' destruc¬ 
tion of our line oi‘ eoiiiinnnieation And it was a single lilovv. ]hil its elfeets are 
Buffieieiit (o show v, hat would he the s)»eedy result of eoiiseeiilive openitioiis. 

ill Pergiiiinaii Kliyrngiiur, on tin right bank of the .liiiiiiia, disatfeetinii is fast 
spreading. The Cliowrassee /.eiiiindars liave driven back the wliole Government irstablish- 
ments, some of whom however, liav<> not made ns much resistniiee as they ought to have 
dope. All expedition has been orgaiii/.ed eoiisisting of |Kiliee and the men of the most 
influential /.cmindars and petty Rajahs of tlie neighbourhood, hi act against thes ■ i 
The MundaRajah, however, is said to have agents with the sm-iHnaiit Na/.imsof Allahabad, 
SuIUinpore, and Goruekpore; and though ordered to conic into the station, has exeu.scd 
himself uii various frivolous pleas. 

Futlehpore. —Colonel Rarker's eolunin has returned to Knlteli[iore, having punished 
the rebellious villages of KoU>, Gnrlia, Burhemdee, Raree, aixl Hatlor. 'J'liis e,\|H.*dition 
has had a good effect in the immediate direetion of its inareli; iait lias no! conduced inoch 
to the general peace of the district, for the only other report from this district (dated the 
23rd), notices the return to Kliujoori, the seeii<‘ of (aptiiin Peel’s viclery, of a nutorioux 
rebel leader, Maharaj Sing. Revenue, however, is liegimiing to flow in. 

Cttwnporr. —Large bodies of insurgents are reportial stdl to be at Ilhogruporc and at 
Calpee; but a strong column under Colonel Walpole is to move in that direcUmi. No 
Narratives, or Trea.surv Refurns, have- b(;en received from Mr. Shercr, for aevcral weeks. 
The neces-sary Ktejrs have been taken to enforce regularity, and Mr, Slierer'a neglect will 
not be passed over. 

Bandak. —The Raos of Kerweeareeommitting various overt acts of rebellion. 'J’heir 
conduct has been separately reported upon, and Mr. (Iiester lias warned their vakeels that 
it is known to our authorities.

Humeerpore. —The Nana is reported by Mr. Came to be making attempts to get posses¬ 
sion of this district, to wiiich he has sent one Mirza Kuheem Beg, as soubah, and Bhow 
Tantra, as his dcwan. The Chirkarec Rajah has been urged to seize them. Cossids 
arriving from Agra, vi^ Jaloun and Humeerpore, say that during their stay there, twa 
regiments of sepoys crossed thence to the left bank of the Jumna. They were probably only 
rabble, with a few sepoys intermixed. 

Benares Division .—No important event has occurred to disturb the general peace of 
this division, though there has been one outrage in the western portion of the Mirzapore 
District, and some skirmishing on the frontier of Jounporc. A marginal note of revenue 
collections is anncxed.H< 

Benares and Ghazeepore .—Nothing to report. Mr. Horne has collected more cattle 
than he can properly feed, so the purchase is for the present suspended. A murrain made 
its appearance among the cattle, on which Mr. ITarplcy, the veterinary surgeon, attached 
to Her Majesty’s lIor.se Artillery, at Benares, was reque.sted to report. He declared it 
to he an epidemic affecting the digestive organs, and of common occurrence in all 
countries. There is no suspicion »»f poison. Every precaution to prevent poisoning by 
chamars for the sake of the skins, a crime sometimes committed, is taken. 

Mirzapore .—Tlie thannadnr of Lallgungc and jemadar of. Hullia, having gone to 
the village of Murwa Donawul to attach the goods of Rugbar Sing, a proclaimed dacoit, 
were attacked and killed by about 200 men belonging to Rugbar Sing. The Magistrate 
immediately sent to the spot additional police and 20 jail mijeebs, under a subadar, and, with 
the Lieutenant-Governor’s authority, Mr. Catania, with ‘2(X) of his levy and two small guns 
proceeded to the spot. On the 22nd, Mr. Balmain, the Joint Magistrate, also proceeded 
to the spot; but the murderers fletl to the Itcwah Hills, where it is hopeless to follow 
them. 

'riie "disturbances at Bij(?eghur still continue, regarding which the Commissioner 
promises a special Report, which, when rei-eived, will be forwarded to Government. 

(Sopcetjumje. —Erom Gojtecgmige there is nothing to report. The hostile Nazim and 
his Naib remain in their former positions, and still threaten to come down on Phoolpore 
and the Grand 'I’runk Road. 

Azinujhur. —'I’lie sepoys from Jhirhecj, under Koit Sing’s nephew, whose name is 
.said to be .fye Kisliun Sing,” are said to have formed a junction with a party of the 
Goruekjiore rebels, under Mushiirrutf Khan, and to be marching on Sulunpore Sungbowlce, 
with the avowed intention of attacking Chuprah. 

'I'he Nazim is said to be attempting to forge .lung Bahadoor Sing’s seal, in order to 
create mi.sehief among the Goorkha troops with us. Measures to prevent inconvenience 
from such a trick have been taken. 

General Franks arrived at .\7,imghur on the 2.‘lrd instant. 

.Toiiiipore. —The attack was made by the insurgents on the Tigra Tehseel on the 22nd. 
'I’he rebels were at first repulsed by the garrison (some 2(K) matchlock-men) with the loss 
of three men killed; but they returned to the attack with reinforcements, and apprehen¬ 
sions for the safi'ty of the besieged police were entertained. Meanwhile, Mr. Lind 
re(|ue.sted the assistance of Colonel Evelegh and Colonel Wroughton’s forces; but found 
they were instructed not to move, except at (tenoral Franks’ order. An expreas was sent 
to the (ileneral, but as tlu* garrison was ill -provided with food and ammunition, Mr. Lind 
sent 400 matchlock-men, furnished by Rajah Mohesh Narain, Madho Bing, and others, to 
their assistance. This demonstration caused the rebels to retire. Mr. Lind has been 
directed for the future, to take instructions from the Military Authorities, ami to direct 
his police, when attacked by a greatly superior force, to allow themsidves to be beleagured 
in those posts only which the General desires to be held to the utmost, and which it is 
con.sistent with his dispositions to sajiport when so attacked. 

I’undit Kishori Narain. commanding Mohes Narain’s levies, and acting Tchsecldar 
of Goruckpore, attacked one of Iradut <lehan'.s plundering parties at I^owain, and 
dis|)crsed it, killing three of the rebels. This man ha.s before distinguished himself. 

The collections from this district appear to have received a check, 

Gonichpore, —^'I’he new Naib Nazim Mushurrutf Khan (an escaped convict), is said 
to have fiOO Sepoys and 1,500 matchlock-men. Zamis Alee, 'rehseeldar of Circle VII, is 
said to ^ve three light guns, and some 2,000 matchlock-men.

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These men, in conjnnction with the Burhuj sepoys, arc said to have driven in a Sikh 
outopost of Colonel Boweroft’s force at Gootnec on the Ganduk. 

SttUffor J9wmo».~The missing report of .occurrences, up to the 23rd November, has 
been received; and though the events narrated arc unimportant, an abstract is subjoined, 
in order to preserve the sequence of the Narrative. Nothing later bos yet come to hand 
than the Narrative of the 30th idem. 

Sauffor.—The village of Mokulpore, which had been occupied by rebels who liad 
often interrupted the d&k, was visited by a detachment under Captain Roberts. On the 
Idth December it was found evacuated; a strong loopholed fortalicc was destroyed. On 
the 15th also, the rebels attacked the police chowkee at Mainparnc, on which occasion 
three nujeebs were wounded. Dacoitics are very numerous in this district, and, indeed, 
everywhere throughout the division. 

Dumoh .—A bare report ha.s been received from Kore Shanilajee, the agent of the 
Punnah Rajah, (hat he has re-occupied (his disiriei, and re-established his post there. 

Nagode .—Lieutenant Osborne is using the.llewnh troops ngain.st the Myhere 
and Bijecragoghur rebels; and, if .successful, may soon re-open communiention with the 
district. 

Jiibbttlpore. —Phuulering, chielly of grain, going on; being, in fact, little more 
than compulsory collection of supplies by the rebels, wlio are in eonsiderablc force at an 
entrenched posili(tn a( some strength on tin* Mirzapore road, at Dungawan. 

The Burgee men are .also eolleeting near the banks of (he lli>enm, which (hey 
threaten to cro.ss near Patan : hut tln'y have hitherto done nothing beyond burning u 
small police post, and carrying otftlireo of the diik horses. 

Mundla .—The Deputy Commissioner was slreiiglliouing Ibo. dilVneo of the town, 
and had hitherto remained unmolested, owing, it was said, to the fact that Hijey Sing, one 
of the most active of the rebel thakoons, was wounded in the attack upon Googrcc, before 
reported, 

Seonee and Nursingpore .—Nothing new from these districts, which were still 
undisturbed. 

Jloshungabad .—The Mennloes in the Niinaur Pergunnah are giving trouble. 
Twenty-nine of these had, however, been captured by Major Orr’s force. Dacoitics 
attended in one or two instances witli murder had occurred. 

The Regent of Bhopal had sent to Captain Wood thirteen large boats for safe custody, 
with leave to use them if he liked. 

Bnilool .—Though this district remained quiet, the Deputy (’ommissioner considered 
it expedient to transfer to Nagiiorc the influential rebels, Sheodecn and his brother, as 
an attempt at their rescue was apprehended. 

Chundegree, Jfiansi, and Jaloun .— Nothing has been heard from these districts, which 
remain as heretofore, entirely in the hands of the rebels.

Narrative of Events to January 2, 1868. 


^iUiihubad Division. —MR.OUBBINS, fhe iicwly-appointed Officiating Commiasioner, 
toibniils some general remarks on the condition of this district, of the same tenor as those 
which- liavc been repeatedly made by his predecessor, as report(*d with the UentenaBt- 
Goveruor’s concurrence in preceding Nan-alivi-s and otlier dispatches. Mr. Gabbhis’s 
attention is attracted !>)• the stationary cliaracliv of tlie strong force assembled at Allahabad, 
whilst, as he ol^aerves, “ the Nazim deputed by tin; rebel Onde (iovernment Imlds hfc durbar 
and fires his salutes ” (and lie might liave added, collects our revenne) “ within ten miles 
of the fort, when a fourth part of tlm force that is cantoned around it would drive him 
back to wheiici' he*cauic.” He Justly says that trooiis which are. “ penned up’' at the 
Sudtier station are not Ixdieved to exist le the population riO miles off ; and hence, that* 
persons who iiavo remained faithful to us during the most Irving times, arc now' turning 
again.st us when we are really .strong. But the very bad effects, in a political view, of 
the im])unily with whieh this .station ha.s been i'lsnlied for months past a rabble, 
having been often before noticed, it is not lu'ecssary for tlie T.ieufenant-Govcrnor to 
enlarge upon the topic now. 'i’lie ilnralioii, and con.seijuently the expense, of every 
struggle, such as wo arc now imgagi d in, chpi iid, the Liinileiiant-Governor apprehends, 
in no small degree njion the moral effecl wliieli what we do or fail to do may have upon 
friends, enemies, and neutrals. It does not, in ihi' Ijenlenent-Governor’s opinion, 
reipiire the direel evidenee of local ofheers upon tlu- I’act to convince any one of what 
must b(' the moral efl'eet upon tlie native niiml of an i-iK'niy’s piquet posted in security 
for months within live miles of our most imjiorliiiu fort and arsenal, and within three 
miles of the .seal of our local (Jovi'i’iiment. 'I'his m-iy be still a military necessity; but 
iievertheles.s it is a doidorable jioHtieal misfiirlime. 

2. Marginal notices of tlie revenne colleelions in the districts of this division are 
annexed.* The result in Fnttehpore is very satisfactory. 

3. Alhhahad. —Mr. Court furnishes a detailed Report of the measures adopted by 
him against (he f’howras.see zemindars in Pergunnah Kliyragliur. He called on the 
petty Rajiihs of Bara I)ya and Manda, whose possessions are across the Jumita, to collect 
and arm their liillowv'rs, and, placing as manv of liis police as he could spare in the 
l»crgunnahs, endeavoured, vvitli nearly 2,000 men, to surround the insurgents who wore 
posted at the village of Kliirka, vvhieli has long been in open, unolvastiscd insurrection, 

4. flnrorlnualely this arrangi'nient pnrtiallv fiiiled, for the men of the Manda Rajah 
did not take up their position in time, and the rebels, who were about 1,200 strong, 
though driven from tlu'ir position, made good their retreat to the Rewah Hills, with the 
loss only of one or two eai>(ured by the police. 

5. 'fhere Is good reason lo s’ljipo.v' iltal ll;;- failure on the part of the Mandn Rajah 
w.-'.s designed ; Itis <-oi'.'lm'i h.i.-., liir some lime, been vi'ry susjiieions, and Mr.Mayne has 
inli irejilcd u letter from his dewan to the Naz.im at Mhowaima, in which the former 
oH'ared lo support tlie Na/.im with guns and (i,()00 men if he advaiioi'd on .Ihoosie. The 
Nazim’s ri'plv was also st'cnred. in which he declined to advance until he was joined by 
regular trovips. 

6. .\u unfortuiurte allrav oicuned near tlie fort, on the night of December 27." 
Two syrt's, in charge of n remonni of Governiiu'nt Imrses, were attacked, one killed and 
another woundtHl, by two Buroiiean .soldiers, who had been led to believe that an attempt 
was being made by the enemy (o earrv off tlie horses. An iiifpiiry has been instilntm 
into tlie matter by the Magistrate. 

7. Ihmoomamjuntjr. —Nothing of iiiiportanee lo record from this place, whieh 
Mr. Mayne has made Ills head-(|uarlers, having rennivcd from Goiiecgunge (wliere fJl 
was quiet) some time ago. The Naib Nazim has been joined by 12 men of the 7th 
Cavalrv, Iroiii Lucknow. He has Iwen luiicmitting in collecting revenue and plundering 
tluise vvl'.o oppose him. In man v iiistaiiei s he has formally concluded a fresh settlement 
with the zemindars on favorable (era s. 

8. Beiiee Baiiadour Sii g, after a visit at IVusi-utpore from the Nazim, has joiiMe4r 
the Naib Nazim at Socundra, with one gun and. 200 men. The iwst of Munsetha has 
been slri'iigtliencd. and partly entrenched.

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9. A river dacoily fook place at I^owiiie Ghant on the night of the 27th oltiino. The 
men, who were from Arail, on the right bank of the Ganges, wt^e known, and Bre of 
them were canght, bnt have since escaped from the custody of the police. 

10. Futtthpore. — ^The rebd Maharaj Sing, whose return to his former porition «t 
Khtidjwa was reported in a former Narrative, has attack«'d the village of Gorah, in 
Pergtmnnh Kora; and otlier similar disorders are still rejiorted. On tin* other hand, 
the |W)lice and Madho Sing, zemindar of Baton, attacked a party of dacmts under two 
noted leaders, named Madhoo and Sadhoo, and killed both those men with seven of 
their followers. Tlieir gang w’as assembled at the time for the purpose of committing 
a dacoity. 

11. Mr. Gnbbins sjwaks in high, and, in the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion, w'cH- 
dcscrved terms of the snceoss of Mr. Probyn’s civil administration. With a turbulent 
p^ulation, and in the immediate nc^lglibonrhood of liostile nnnie.i, lie has yet contrived, 
with little or no military support, to gain possession nearly of the \fhole district, and to 
collect a very imi>ortant amount of revenue. 

12. He has alfaim d this.- cbii'cis chiefly by using flu' si vvicf's of loyal, against 
turbulent and rei)eilious, zemindars. Three’ persons have especially aided him, viz.: 
Ahmed Bnskli (Agra CJovernmt'nt tdeader), Salamut Alloc (moonsitt' of Kutlehiwrc), 
M.'inoollah, zemindar of Hnrwah (rec(>nil\ a]>pointed Ireasnrerl. On the other hand, one 
Dnrri.". -: Sing, of Khogo, who had profes.'Ji'd to levy men for <mr sierviee, has al»sconded, 
and it :■; believed has been guilty of plundering on Ins own aeeonnt. 

13. Mr. Gnbbins notices also an affair wliicli has separately been reported, and is 
the subject at present of'impiiry liy tin civil (and, it is believed, also by the military) 
authorities. A Sikh, of a detachment under commaiifl of Lieutenant Armstrong, 
having gone into the village of Sat«m (near which place the party was encamped) 
\va.s, by some i crrons unknown, mnrdered. Lieutenant Armstrong, of Itis own 
authority, at once attacked and burned the village, killing three of the inhabitants, 
three more whom he arrested he transmitted to the civil authorities at Futtehpore, with 

request for their immediate czeculion. 

14. At present this bare outline only' of the facts is known, and the Lieutenant- 
jrovernor, therefore, has abstained from c.vpressing any opinion pending the receipt of 
fuller and more accurate information. 

15. Cawnpore. —Mr. Bhcrer has been absent with tlic ('ommiuufer-in-eliiof’.s ramp, 
and has taken advantage of his ninrcli to the north to estab'isli thniinahs and tehsils 
along the Grand Trunk Road as far as the limits of his distrif t t xtend, A considerable’ 
quantity of plate (gold and silver) has been recovered from a well attached to the 
Wana'.s palace at Bitlmor. 

16. Mr. Gnbbins, who had oidy jiist reached Gawnpme. has, however, had time 
to iiispcet the police levy rai.sed by Captain llruce, and now umti r (Captain Thompson ; 
he sjtcaks favorably of it« pre.sent stale, so far as h(' was abli to jndge. 

17. There are sninc points relating to police levies and I nildings in,Mr. GubbinsV 
Narrative which require to be taken up and dispose<l of separalely. Tliere nie now 
three organized police levies in progress in these provinces Mr. Gnbbins has |)eeii 
requested in future to make such inalter.- the subject of sepaiate report, tlie objeot of 
these Narratives being merely historieal. 

18. The Lieutenant-Governor entirely concurs with Mr. Giibbins's remarks on 
the great advantage.'- to the can.se of order derivable from finlitai y d<’iT)onstrations 
in the interior of the country, where the collection of large Ixuiies of troo|)s 
renders that system possible. He hopes that the services of the (Mumnrafively 
small number of troops necessary fl.'r (his purpose may soon be made available in the 
Lower T)oab. 

19. Bennrfs Division. —Tliis divi.sinn iv still j)ro.«peiing. With the oxceidion of 
the outrage in Mirzapore, mentioned in the former Narrative, which it is believed 
was to some extent induced by reasons of a private nature, (ran(|uillily has not been 
disturbed. 

20. The accounts from Gornekpore arc still brought un«!cr the bend of'this 
division, but they will be separately rcf»oi ted as soon as a Narrative is received from 
Mr. Wingfield. Collections of revenue arc noted in the margin.*

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21. Benares. —^'fhe only event noticed in the Narratives from this district is the 
departure of Mr. F. B. Gubbins, the judge, who has been promoted to act as Cominis> 
sioner of Allahabad, in consequence of Mr. Chester’s departure on sick leave. To this 
zealous officer’s exertions, the Commissioner justly says, the safety of Benares is, under 
Providence, greatly due. 

22 . Ghazeepore. —Many steamers are detained by the shallow water in the Ganges, 
opposite Giihniur, in tliis district. The treasure on board the “ Hoorungotta ” has 
been taken out and sent to Benares on board the Dinapore,” private steamer, which 
is of much lighter draft. 

2fi. Mr. Ilrcreton, appointed Collector of Goruckpore, quitted the detachment under 
C!oloncl Milinan, on its return to Ghazeepore,*and proceeded to join Jung Bahadoot^s 
force. 

24. Mirzapore. —The persons concerned in the murders of the thannadar and 
jemadar, reported 4u the last Narrative, were ousted zemindars, and are believed 
also to have been actuated by a personal cmnity to the thannadar. The joint 
magi'itrate, Mr. Balmain, with Mr. Catania’s levy, was still out, but the murderers 
are known to have taken refuge in the Ilewah Hills, where, for the present, they 
arc* .■'iile. 

Azimijhur .—Colonel l.ongden has encam|icd at M undree, leaving 200 Goorkhas 
at Azimghur it-self. 

20 . The Rajah of Clopaliiorc has returned to his own estate in Goruckpore. 

27. On the 28th Oeceniher, Mr. Venables hearing that one Rujub Alice, a pro- 
olaimid offender, had returned to his home at a short distance I'rotn the station, 
inuuediately rude out to arrest him, accompunied by the kotwal and four native ])olice, 
and liicntennnt Battye, (JSlli Native Infantry, who volunteered his services. This 
Biijul) Alice had, at the head of .500 men, made an inroad on Azimghur on the 3rd of 
last July, and endeavoured to burn the civil station. On that occasion he actually 
succeeded in releasing some important prisoners from the Kotwalec in the town of 
Azimghur, where they were confined; but his party was ultimately defeated and 
dispersed. Since that time, though a rewrftd of 500 rupees was offered for his a[)pre- 
hension, nothing had been heard of him until the date above mentioned. While they 
were searching Rujub Allec’s house, he suddenly started from a place of concealment, 
attacked Mr. Battye, and narrowly missed cutting him down, but was killed 
eventually by Mr. Venables and the kotwal. The villagers assembled and compelled 
'the gentlemen and their party to retire. Rujub Alice's body, however, was recovered 
next day, 

28, Jounpore. —1,000 mutineers, with two guns, arc said to be at Tandah, 
in Glide, at a little distance from the Azimghur frontier. Nothing of importance 
has occurred here. An attack on the Tigra Tebsil was again reported, out this 
time without foundation. Her Majesty’s 20th Foot have marched on this place from 
Benares. 

20. Goruckpore. —The joint magistrate, Mr. Bird, has left Azimghur for General 
Jung Bahadoot ’s force, which has crossed the Gunduck River en route for Goruckpore. 
The sepoys and rabble threatening Chuprah, as the Governor-General is from other 
sources aware, have been driven back on Mujhowlee in the Goruckpore district with 
considerable loss, three of their guns falling into our hands. Most of the sepoys and 
Koer Sing’s nephew have returned to Burhiij Bazar. 

30. Baugor Division. —There was no further deterioration' in the state of this 
di.stricl up to the 7th of December, which is the date of the latest report received. The 
t:ominis.siiinor indeed writes allogellier in a more liopcful strain. The repeated defeats 
inflicted on jiarties of the insurgents, the gallant and successful management of Rewali 
by Lieutenant Osborne, and the presenerr in Bhopal of the Bombay column, appeara at 
last to have produced visible efl'oets, which it is to be hoped will now soon be confirmed 
and extended by the arrival of reinforcements from the Madras Presidency; the collec¬ 
tions in this division are taken from the latest Returns received. They are from the 
weeic ending 12th December.* 

31. Satujor. —Nothing of importance ft'om this district itself; but it is said the 
Begum of Bhopal is exerting herself against her own insurgent subjects, one of the 
leaders of whom has sought refuge with the Rajah of Banpoor’s garrison at Nurriowlce, 
in the Saugor District. 

32. Dumoh. —The Punnah troops still liold Dmnoh ; but no official rei>orts have 
been received.

34. Jubbulpore. —A detachment under Colonel Byna has driven tlie rebels out of 
tlie strong poaition at Dungawan, described in the last Narrative, inflicting some loss 
upon them; ours was only two wounded. The Burgee rebels arc disiiersed in small 
plundering parties, who do much harm, though their aggregate numbers are not 
formidable. A movement against their chief party is contemplated, which, if successflil, 
will probaUy, tlie Commissioner anticipates, destroy their organization and tranquillize 
the. country. 

35. Mundla. —^I’he official accounts from this district merely confirm the re^rt 
given in the last week’s Narrative from demi-official sources, of the unavoidable with¬ 
drawal of the Deputy-Commissioner. But Lieutenant Waddington, who liad,reached 
Sconce, was, in concert witli the Commissioner, taking measures speedily to rc-t'stablish 
his authority. 

36. Seouee, —The hitherto quiet district of Sconce lias, in consctjuence of (he 
temporary success of the rebels in Mundla, become partially disturbed. The establish¬ 
ment of one outlying thannah was driven in licforo the reinforcement dispatched to its 
aid had time to reach; but the Deputy-Commissiuncr was placing a chain of posts along 
the frontier, in the hope of staving the fnrtlu'r spread of insurrection. 

37. Nvrsingpore .—^’fhe capture of (lunjun Sing and his followers has had a good 
cficct. A detacliment of the 28th Madras Native Infantry, under Lieutenant Walton, 
who were stationed at a village named “ Sokul," repidsed a party of the insurgents, who 
attacked It on the 24th November. 


38. A noted rebel named Rao Bahadur Sing, of Ooniin Poperiali, came of his own 
accord, to disarm suspicion, into the Deputy-t^immissioncr’s camp at Maharaiimro; ho 
was immediately placed on his trial. 

.‘$9. llosliuiujiihad. —II(»hungalv,uI was visited by tlus Deocan fndd force under 
Brigadier C. Stewart, on the 20tli December : but this colunui was imini'tUately after¬ 
wards directed on Seliore, to rc-c.stablisli t!ie political agency there and to liaiupiilli/.e 
Bliopal. 

40. Jiailool ,—The dhslriet of Bailool m iierfeclly traiuinil, and the liarvest prospects 
proini.sing. 

■11 Jdloiin .—The (loorserai chief, wlio Indd tlii.s district nominally tor (lie ISritisli 
(lovernmenl, wn.s d<'posi;d by tlie <iwalior ('i)nlin:;<'ii(, who have maefe it ovir to the 
“ Taee liiiaee,” a desceiulanl, on the female side, of tin' tbi'im'r <-hiel'of .Talmin. In 


Kutchwahagiirgli, certain cliiefs of ilie Kutehwalia ti il.M! (Iloee Dowlut Sing and other.s), 
noted freebooters iind<T tin; (Jwalior Sovereignty, liad seized the pcrguimahs of 
Madlioghiir lyul Jndoorkee, and were committing great o|iprc.'<.-.ioiis. 

42. Jtianni .—The Ranee of .lliansi was negotiating a coalition with tlie Haiipore 
cliicf, and further cndt.’avouring to sci iire the sen ices of a portion of the (iwalior 
Contingent, in order to attack the 'I'clirce chief, wlio fprotessediy in onr inf<n'(.',sl) had 
formerly attacked her. 

43. ' Chniideyree .—No news from tliis district. 

4-1. Rpwah .—As bclore, an abstract of demi-oni<-i:d and private Idlers from 
Lioutonaiit Osborne is furnished to complete tlie review of tin; jjrcscnl .state of the 
t'cnlral Provinces. They report ins complete siieec.ss against the Myiien; rebels. TIio 
town and subsequently the fort of tlial nasa' leave bi.cn captured by the Itewali troops 
under his pei'soiial din.etion; and on tlie latter occasion, Mokund Sing, one iiftlie two 
jiriiicipal rebel chiefs, was made prisoner, and a gooil many gnus also taken. Moknnd 
Sing has .subscfjuently escaped, as is believed, by the eoimivaiiee of some of the 
disatfcctcd Rewali chicflaiiis. The very dubi<m.s loyally of a eoiisiderable portion of the 
forces wliicli Lieutenant Osljorno ilire< ts, an<l the conslaiit. intrigues by which his 
c.Kcrtions are thwarted, enhance! gnatly the merif.s of Ins achievement. IlLs official 
rciiorts v\ill no doubt furnish the Govcrnor-floneral in (.amneil with further informution.

Narrative of Kvenls for the week ending January 9, 1858. 

1 . Allahabad Division .—THE most important event during the past week has been 
the blow struck at tlie rebels in the vicinity ot'Allaliabad. It was completely successfni, 
and its effect has K'on very goo<l; but the Commissioner thinks that if the troops retnm 
to their former inactivity tlto ri;bcls will sliortly rc-occupy their former positions. It is 
no doubt true, the Lieutenant-Governor believes, tliat s\s(ematic and continuous action 
is necessary for the recovery of our lost pergunnahs; but the iwlitical effects of even a 
single blow whereby signal chastiscmcnl is inllictcd uiwn those who have conspicuously 
insulted us, arc excellent, checking as it does the stories of our extreme weakness, and 
restoring some conlidence to our friends. 

2 . The l.ieuteuant-GoNornor trusts that the s(iason of inactivity in this quarter is 
closing, and tlie movmnent of (he post of Sikhs and Military Sowars from Hnnooman- 
gunge (o Hhooljiore which Brigadier Cam])bl!l has Ireen so considerate its to make on 
the retreat of the eni'iny from Socundra, is a real step in advance, and has enabled 
the Magistrate to commence the regulation of a considerable tract which has been lost to 
us fur months. 

3. In tlie north, the distriv t of Futlehporc is threatened by the Banda Nawab, 
whose troojis have already made one slight incursion, and Cawnpore has the Oude 
army on one side, and the Calpee force on the other. Both of these forces are strong 
enough to do mischief if they choose, and that to the vvest affords just cty^se of serious 
alarm, from being unopjwsed by any British force. Some injury has been done during 
the past week in the neighbourhoods of Sheorajiiorc and of Caliiee, while the borders of 
the entin* ilistrict thus threatened on all sides arc bi'coming again unsettled. 

4. The Uevenue Collections of (his division are given in the margin.* The results 
both ill Futtehpore and Cawnpore are satisfactory 

6 . Allahabad and Ihmooxnainjunge .—The alfairs of these two Magisterial districts 
are this week so closely connected, that it will be most convenient to narrate them 
together. 

6 . On January 3rd (Sundav), at Brigadier Campbell’s request, a small party of 
Sowars were sent out by Mr. Mayne to reconnoitre the rebels’ position in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Mnnsotha. Encouraged by their presence, some of the armed retainers of 
Manick Chund, who were stationed at the village of Hetapnttee, drove back a rebel 
outpost from the village of Pyghatnberpore. The latter, however, returned later in the 
day with lar^e reinforcements, and not only re-occupied Pyghamberpore, but also gained 
jHissession of Helaputtce. Five or six of Manick Chund’s men were Wounded, the loss 
of the enemy was probably not more serious. 

7. This affair took place within a short distance of the fort, as the loud firing which 
continued throughout the day, proved to the whole city and station. 

•8. On the night of the 4th, Brigadier Campbell moved out of the’ fort with a force 
consisting of Hdl* Majesty’s 79th Highlanders, a detachment 3rd Battalion Rifle Brigade, 
one 9*iK)under gun and aliowitzcr. Mr. Maync was re(|iiested to guide Major Mathieson 
and ids small parly of Benares Horse from Huiioomangunge to the rear of the enemies'

9. Brigadier Camplieira plur was successfully carried out. llw force from 
AUahnbad to which Mr. (Joart, the Magistrate, acted as gui(U> arrived before Munsetha 
at daybreak, but were obliged to make a short detour to take tite enemy’s position, 
(which was well chosen ami naturally strong) in flank* A distant but harmless fire 
(botli of guns and musketry) was kept up by the cncm> during this operation ; as soon, 
however, as the force advanced, tlic rebels broke anJ fled towards ^'cuudra. Major 
Matliiesou had arrived in good time to intercept them, and cut up about sixty, wounding 
many more. The small number of his party liowever (Ihirth-eight sabres Benares*! lorsc 
and twelve new levies) eucoar<igcd the enemy to some resistance, and they lost* one 
man killed and six woundctl, besides several horses. 

10 . Brigadier Campbell advanced meanwhile with the Infantry in a westerly 
direction to tJio vilhige of Syjporeu where a fortified house was strongly occupied by the 
rebels, and was not vacated until after several rounds from the guns. In it' were Taken 
a large iminber of arm.® and three prisoners (one a Brahmin iiensioner of the 72nd Native 
Infantry), who were sulKsequemly liauged. 

11 . The advance continued as far as the village of Pundura, which also proved full 
of insurgents, who were driven out. The village \vs»s bunU. As the Infantry and guns 
had traverstid by that time seventeen miles of ground, the force was halted in*a grove of 
trees to rest and bniakfast. Under the impression tliat all the fighting was ov<'.r. Major 
Mathicsim was ordered to ratiirn with his nu*n to iiiinooinangunge. The ilctachment of 
Royal Hors(f‘ Artillery joined the rest of the force at this point. 

12. The I'ntMuy, among whom were scattered some Native bifantry mutineers, and 
several men of tlic old Oude rcgiiueuls, deceived, iH»s.slbly by the redreat having be«>n 
sounded, into the l)eli<‘f that the force was retiring, came down with grout boldii(.ss from 
Secundra, under the conimand of the Nail) Na/Jm and Beneo Bahadoor Sing of 
Nusrutpoie. Their force, about 3,000 or 2,A0U strong, with one gun, oreupieil Mr. 
Collis’s faeinry at Thirwae. 'I’wo ])oliceni«n who were near it w«'re captured and 
immlercrl, and a heavy fire was opemtd on our straggling camp followers. 

13. O\o' troops imniediaO'ly advanced, and, at the Brigadier's request, Mr. Mayijt! 
guided the Horse Artillery to tl)e rear of the enemy, who olfered no resistainu;, and lied 
in utter confusion. Tlic arlilleryineii did most exeelli nt .sei viee, kiliing at least 100, 
while another huge parly whom they inlercepted and ilroxe into art inelosiire, were 
surround'd and baumetled hy Her MajestN’s 79lh, which reguneiit also killi‘d many 
others during the pursnit. 

M, Mr. Mayne, pushing on aliead alone, came within ])is(ol-sliol of llie Naib Na/.iin, 
who was.escaping on an elephant, escorted by a party ol ten or twelve sowars. Mr. 
Mayne returned for us.sisttance, and half the Troop ol Horse Artillery were ord'TJ'd in 
pursuit, 'fliey rode nearly to the walls of Seeuudra, but were not sueecssful in 
overtaking the rebel chief. 

15. Mr. Mjo’Uc, however, shortly after this, accompanied only by Oosinan Khan, 
Thaunad.-ir of- Hunooniangunge, fell in with a minor chief retiring on horHel)uek, witJi a 
guard of 10 or 12 matchlockmen, Mr. Mayne and Oosinan Klian immediately charged 
this party, and the chief himsedf, who mideavoured to cscapi; by tlie speed of l)i.s horse, 
was overtaken and killed by Mr Mayne. His escort asked for c|uar(er, which was 
granted to them, when they immediately fired a volley on .Mr. .Mayne and his 
companion, who returned and cut up most of them. Oosman Khan w'as suitably 
rewarded on the field. 

10. The long march and fatiguing o^Kwation of llie day rendered the troops unfit for 
further exertion, atid the Brigadier having utterly routed llie enemy, returned to 
Allali.djad. Our loss on this occasion was entirely confim.'d to that above reported in 
Major Maihieson’s Horse. 

17. Tlie enemy, who had at least .300 killed aiid as maiiy mure wounded, were 
utterly discomforted and disheartened. During the night of the 5th, Sectuidra was 
evaciuited, and the Naib Naipm joined the Nazim, who next day collected all his 
followers at Soraon. Bence Bahadoor .Sing even removed Ins i'umily from Nusrutporc 
to his other stronghold, Kurunjpoora, nearer the frontiers of Oude, leaving only a small 
garrison in the former place. The piquet at Papamhow was withdrawn during the 
action. 

* The man killed, was shot bf a rebel to whom Major Mathieson had cnmlrd quarter, after which he 
immediately fired at that officer, and though he missed him, killed a sowar brtiind him. 
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18. Brigfadicr Campbell has i^incc sent the Sikh detachment with Major Mathieson’s 
Horse from Hiinoomangiinge to Phoolfiorc ; and lie proposed replacing by a parh' of 
Sikhs the picquet of the Marim’s rebels, which had for so long insulted the station nom 
Paphamhow, but, as will be seen from the next week’s Narrative, the enemy have 
returned to that place.* Manick Chund’s men have reoccnpied, by Mr. Mayne’s 
direction, the village of Hetaputtee, and have since captured from a party of insurgents 
a small grin, which had been* concealed at Munsetha during the action, and which they 
were sent to bring away. 

10. Nothing else worthy of report has occurred in these districts; but the rebels 
havi! brought down a heavy gun to Koorarec, a place on the left bank of the Ganges, 
about’five miles from the fort, where they have collected several boats. 

20 . Fultehpore .—The only event reported from this district is an incursion by some 
of the Nawal) of Banda’s troops to idmider the bazar of Bindaur, Pcrgnnnah Tumihyar. 
The polic(! at each thannah has been increased to 200 men. 

21 . Cawnporp.— Xw the early part of this week Mr. Sherer received information 
that a prostitute in the district had received from the Nana much English jilundered 
properly; accordingly, ho witli Captain Thomson made a sudden excursion and 
sncc(‘ed<.*d in arresting 12 prisoners, and recovering several articles of value. The 
villagers on the road were very fricndlv, and assisted the party in every way. 

22 . A body of rebels from Calpeo lias crossed into Bhagneepore Pegunnah, 
and even advanced against the Akberporo Tehseeil, but wore repulsed. Opposite to 
Sheorajpore large bodies of tlie rt'bcls are assembled, who cross at intervals to plunder 
lltc <;ouiitrv. 

2 .1. Hmuln. —'J’he 6th Irn'gular Chivalry are still at Banda, hut are eiamouring for 
tlwir pay. When limy get it, it is iiiuh'rstood to be tln'ir int(*iition to push either for 
Oiide or .lliaiisi. 'J'lie Nawab is colli'cting reieinie as tar as Kallinger. 

2 t. Hmneerpore.- 'V\n'. Nana still trying to get iKis.session of this disirici, 
('S[)reiiilly I’orgunnah Maliuha. 'J’lie Uajali of (.'linrkari has been urged to oppose him 
in this design. 

2 r>. Hniiiri's Dicisloii .—With the exception of the frontier jicrguiinahs, all is 
jierfi'clly (juiet in this diiision. 

2 (i. On (he Oiide IdU'di'r IVesh incursions ol’tlic rebels have taken place. Brigadier 
I'r,inks, will) is cliargeit with llie defence of this frontier, has considered it necessary, 
wiili l■el(•renee to niilitarv objects, to re.stricl within narrow bounds the discretionary 
nuiveini'nts of’ (he ollieeis in enmniainl of his several eohimns. Thi' ei\ il oflicers, who 
naturally look to the (rainiuiility. eaeJi of his own district, eoinplain that they are not 
snpjiorteil as before ; and eerlainlx the in.surgents have lati'ly succeeded in inllicting, 
with iinpuniti, oeeasiimal daiiiage of a serious nature in_ llie Northern Pergiinnahs 
of .b'lnq’ore. If, Iiowi'ver, the general systi'in of defenee reipiires this, it cannot be 
lieljieil ; ihongh tlio sooner we are in a position to protect every part of inir old districts 
tlie better. 

27. 'file revi'inie I’olleetions of tliis division for this week are givi.'ii in the margin.* 
'I’lie little jirogress niaile (his week in realizing the arrears dhe in .lounjiori' is not 
.sMi d’aetori. Tlie nnpimistied attacks of the insurgents in the Northern Pergunnahs 
are, iloiililless, eonneeted with this result. 

2S. 'file fixer eonliini' s Inw, ami llie “ 1 loningotta” sti'anier is so high aground that 
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is not likely to gel oil' until the rains. 


Mnzaporc. —'J'he .Magistrate himsilfhaxiiig joined (he party of ■Mr. Catania’s levies, 
which had Ix en unsnceessful in arresting the muriliTi rs of the l.alljiore Thannadah, 
went in |iui-snit of llie Bijeeglmr plunderers. 'I'liis fort is situated in 'rulTeh .Tesowlee, 
Zillah !\iirz,apnre, and on the eastern end of the K'nionr range, ft had been occupied 
since the 12tli of October last by a parly of mutineers ami local insnrgcnts, xvho h.ad 
phindcred the countrv and collected revenue with impunity. These men were never 
in tliemselves formidable, as their numbers have at no time, it is heliex'cd, oxceoded 200, 
of wlioiii about 80 only were sepoys; but they have maintained a connection with the 
rebel IJmmur Sing’s forco at Kliotasglmr, and the whole of the hill country to the 
aouth and w'est of their position h.as, fir some time, been in a disturbed and disaffected 
state.

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30. Wlien the Magistrate reached their- imraediatc neighbourhood ho fonnd the fort 
evacuated, tlie rebels having all fled across the Soane. Ho receivinl intelligence, however, 
that the petty Rajah of Singrowlee (whose territories beyder on the disturbed Bengal 
district of Palamowlbad assembled I ,lK)0 to 2,000 men and two guns, and had assumed 
a hostile attitude. The Magistrate procured the aid of a part y of armed followers of tim 
Benares Rajah, and applied to the Commissioner for further uasistanco. 

31. The Commissioner, though disapproving of tlm mavemonf, sent, as a reinforce¬ 
ment, the Sikh levy under Sirdar Gholab Sing who were doing duty at Mirxaixirc. On 
reference to the LieutenanUGovernor, Colonel Pott, in coniinanu at Mirzaporc, was 
requested to decide on the expediency of this measure, and as the 47tli Native Infantry 
is about to proceed to China, that officer requested that the Sikli levy might be recalled 
for the protection of the station. This lias been done ; and the Lleutenant-Qovernor 
concurring in the views of the Commissioner, has recalled llie Magistrate’s entire party, 
and desired that no further oj[)erations sliouhl be undertaken Tintil a military force can 
bo spared sufficient to re-establish effectually our authority in the whole tract of country 
of which Jcsowlec forms a part. Tliis tract is of no intrinsic valiu*. and it is nmioto 
from the rich and |K>]nilou3 part of the district. 

32. The pn-sence of portions of Colonel Franks’ force in lliis distriet, 
lias maintained it in tran<|iiillity, and even enalileil Mr. Pollock to punish some of the 
most notorious of the turbulent Pulwar villages. The measures Mr. Pollock has 
adopted for tliis object, he has s.‘p:iratel\ n'porled ; some of the more proiniueut rebels 
have also beim arrested. 


33. Jounporc .—The state of tbis distriet is .salisfaetorv. I'’.mb()l(leu(‘(l b\ their 
iinpuuilv on tlu'ocaision of tluir forimu' attack, lli • rebi-ls again ailvaiiecil against the 
Tehsecrof Tigra, on the 2ud instant, in gnat I’oree. 'fheir mimlxus were not less tlian 


1,500 men, including 200 regular scqtoys, and 50 sf)war.s; tlicy had two guns, and were 
commanded by one Mnkhdoom Bnklisl), a subordinate officer of Khoda Ihiklish, soi- 
diaant chucklnydar of Jounporc.* 

34. Our establislmient ])cing. unable to resi.st sucJi a force without support, very 
properly retired upon Jounpore, according to the general instructions of the Lientenant- 
G'ovi'riior, applicable to such cases, bringing with them the treasure, Government 


records, and other property. 

. 35. Tlic rebels burnt the (lovcrnmenl buildings, iind subst'tpiently commenced 

plundering in every din'ction. On the cveming of tlu; 3rd, a parly K(K) strong, cro.ss( d 
the Goomtcc, at Pcelktichla Gliatit, and tlwuigli Sheortitton Sing, lln> leader of Roost urn 


Saha’s levies, with 100 men, maintained the old fori of Rudleypore against their attacks; 
they nevertheless had the whole surrounding country at llieir mercy. 

3C. The loyal sirdar, Mohesh Narain, has re'lurned to his home, willi tlie express 
intention of raising every able bodied man in his elan to aveng«! the disgrace; put upon 
him, and has assured Mr. Lind of the support of at least 4,(XM) men. 


The incursions above described, occurred alwut twc-lve luili-s in advance of Oeneral 


Franks’ line. 


37. Goruckporc Divisim.— Thougji no weekly Narrative; has reachcertlie Governmeuit, 
Central Provinces, from this division, for the; week uiielor review, it is known frenn oilier 
sourceye that the army of Maharajah Jung Bahadoeir, aelvaiice-el to l’e]»raie'li, west of 
Goruckpore, on the 3rd and 4th January. On the former eif these; days, (ho first 
division was slightly opposed by the eiieniy, who, however, em losing fifly or sixty men, 
(led precipitately. On the 4th, the main bexly of the rebels w jis re;porled to be at a 
place four miles in advance, on tlic Poornn Nullah. 

38. They wore attacked in (heir jiosition on tlie Oth, and spe*edlly .-ibaneloiwel it,, 
together with (heir guns, and after a faint stand at a !.e;e’emd eiitreiielied peisition, in tho 
statiem of Goruckpore itself, they (led so hastily, that but \f;rv f(;w wen; killed, and only 
one other gun captured in the pursuit; but their rear guard bi;ing overtaken in crossing 
the Raptce, some 2(X) were either shot or drowned tlicrc. TIk; loss of the Ooorkha 
force was insigniflcanl. 

- 39. The station was immediately rc-ocenpied, wliere several Hurasians, who hard 
been kept prisoners, were found and released. The cutdu;rries are uninjured, and 
though the chief part of the records have been destroyed, some have been saved, A 
good many prisoners, including some minor officers of the rebel force, liave bi:cn brought 
in by the country iwople, who evince, as a bodj’, the most iM;rfect loyalt;^-, 

40. The Nazim, Mahomed Hossein, and his chief followers, have, for the present^ 
escaped ; but it is not expected the rebels will stand again within the limits of tho 
Goruckporc District j it is, however, proi>oscd to follow them up closely, both to prevent. 
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all fliancc of ll»uir <loing so, and ahio to attack fke local rebel chiefs, before they have 
time to escape or to combine. , ^ 

41. JuhfmJpore Division .rcjiorts for two successive vivcks, cm^acin^ the 
period bi'twecn the 7th and 2’,8t Pccembcr, have, been received siacc the date of tire 
last Narrative. These will b« condensed bcloiv. The matter they contain, is of the usual 
cliequered character received from this division; success on one hand against the rel^ls 
of Burgee has been countefbalanccd by the disirstrons result of an apparently ill* 
managed alTair near Satigor. Generally il may be said, however, we hold onr own ; and 
the Commissioner even conteniplat«.‘s tlu' pi obability of regaining the Mundla District. _ 

42. Satigor .—The Begnm Regent of Bhopal was still acting against the rebels ‘in 
her own district, and on the bonlers of Sangor, and she even proposed to attack the 
rebel post of Ruhnighur within our lerritories. 

4;t. A ]>arty of n-bels lia\ing attempted to plunder the village of Ragown, close to 
Sangor, wercr rei)ulsed by the villagers, who killed two, and wounded anotlier. 

44, Shahglmr Rajah is reported to have 2,000 followers. His brother, 
Jnichiniin Sijig, has died of wrainds n-eeived in action at Benaika some months ago. 
Tlu' /52nd mnliiK'crs reported to be at Giirrakota, about 300 strong. 

4/5. The Depotv-f-omniissinuor has been in eanq) in tlie district, and reports the 
fooling of tlio peojdo generally asei.'rtainly loyal; but they have been in many instances 
compelled to join the rebels to .save their lives. lie reports that a detachment of Infantry 
with two guns, manned by Burojicaas, moved out from Sangor, against the rebels 
as.sendded at Bhupaul. Tiie (.’ommissioiier l.ad, when writing, reei'ivi'd no official report, 
but hoard from otlier sources that the dclaelunent marched witli only fort}' rounds of 
ammunition each for tlie nu'n, and no .spare ammunition for eithiT men or guns, and 
without doolies, and that the\ were at first successful, driving the enemy from Bhopaid 
with considerable slauglitcr ; but (he rebc-Is liaving suddi nly ladurned, nearly 2,000 
strong, onr detaehment was siirpi'isid, uliile the Europeans were cooking, and the 
native troops scattered in sean’h of plunder; their ammunition bi'ing moreover almost 
expended, they were eompidled to mak(' a rapid retreat on Sangor, abandoning, for want 
of doolii'.s, (heir woiindcd, ami also losing part of their baggage. 

4/5. Jhtmoh.- -No official reports have been received from this district, wliieli is still 
held for ns by th<‘ Bumiah troops. 

47. Nffjiode.- Nothing lieard from Nagode. ’ 

48. Jnhbulporr. The military fmxo in this station has Ix'cn augmented by the 
arrival of Lieutenant Standen, with two companies 28th Madras Native Infantry, and 
two fi-poundcr guns. The operations against the Burgee rebels, (liongh arduotis from 
tlie nature of the country in whieli they were undertaken, had been, neverthoiess, 
eompletcly sneeessful; six of tlu' iirineipal leaders were taken and executed ; tlie 
Government tents wliieli had been carried off en route to Bombay, recaptured, and the 
band completely broken up. Further details will lx; given under the head of Nursing- 
pore. Daeoitv hid dimiuishei! ii> (■iinse<|ueiiee of this blow; and there was, the 
(‘ommissioiier tlioiiglit. goi d n a.«oii to hoiie .shorth for the eomph'te pacification of the 
di.'triet, A party of iii'inrgeiils. iOO strong, was, liowcvcr, reported at the date of his 
writing, as having crossed the lleenin river at Patun; but a defachmont had moved out 
to intercept them. 

4f). The postal eommiinie.ition low ai ds Mir/.apore eontimied closed, though Colonel 
Byng’s detaehmeiil laid suriei.s d and cut up a party of the insurgents in that direction, 
making thirty prisoners, who w en- punished liy sentence of a court martial on the spot. 
Major F.rskiue was in eorn sjiomh nee with the military aulliorities on the subject of the 
mea.snros to lie taken to ('fli'ct tliis di sinihli' object, on whieli, however, some difference 
of opinion exists between them. 

.'50. ^^umlla .—'Pile Dejiuty (himmissioner is in the di.slriot endeavouring to restore 
order, thougli the station is still in the posses.sioii of the rebels. Lieutenant Waddington 
has with him a company of (he 1st Nagpore Irrognlar Infantry,and will support from the 
Seoiiee side a movement ordered by the Ooimni.ssioner of Nagiiore on Mundla, from 
Rhcporc. 'J'his will be made by a foret> consisting of 400 Infantry, two Morse Artillery 
guns, and a troop of ('avnlrv, ti)e whole under the orders of Captain the Ihuron Von 
Meycni. 

r»l. Sponrr .—The rebels who attacked the Kedurpore thannah, have withdrawn again 
across the Nerbudda; but the Deputy Coinmissioncr who had been acting against the 
Burgee rebels, ha.s been iinabic to spare men to re-occupy it, 

/>2. Nuritingporf .—The official reports from Lieutenant Teman are taken up entirely 
with the story of the operation against the Burgee rebels. 

/»3. It appears that the main body of the rebels, mustering nearly 2,000 men, was 
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opposed to the Norsingpore detachment in a strong position on tho right bank of the 
river Soonair (which forms the bonndarj of the Pergnnnah of Bnrghee on the Kuisingpore 
side) and commanding the road from the latter place to Burgee. 

64, The force under Captain R. Woolley, 28th Madras Native Infantry, and consist¬ 
ing of a detachmeft of that regiment with four guns and a troop 2nd Cavmry, Hydrahad 
Contmgent, moved against the rebels on the 7th January. The advance guard being 
received with a heavy fire, fell back on the main body, ^hen the whole crossed under 
the cover of the guns, which had opened at about COO yards; suluiiequently two of the 
guns being brought over to the right bank and advanced to within 300 yards of the 
enemy’s position, the infantry charged and carried it; tlie cavalry, os far as the ground 
would permit, following and cutting up the fugitives. They made, too, several prisoners ;; 
some of them of importance; one, the chief of the insurgents, by name Davee Guntes. 
The loss of the rebels was heavy, and three jinjalls were taken on the ground, and a large 
iron gun was also (as subsequently ascertained) abandoned by the rebels but not 
discovered by us. Our casualties consisted of four men wounded (one severely). 

, 56. On the 8th, a reconnoitring party captured soiim more prisoners, of whom one 

was a man of some importance; and on the Dth llie nholc deinehment marched into 
Burgee, and on these two days live tents belonging to the Bombay Government were 
recovered. On the 10th the party marched to Newal Biihnr, where they were joined by 
the detachments from Jubbulpore and Seonee; some rebels who Hod before the f«»rmer 
detachment were pursued and surprised while Imthing; their camp, four heavy auinboo* 
rucks, ouc large iron 4-poundcr gun, and a considerable lunnber of Jinjalls and 
inatcbloeks were taken, with Wie arms of tlieir leader Ubiliadoov Sing), lie himself 
escaped, but his cousin and another man fell into our hands. 

6 C. The force has since broken ii]), and the chief purtiou of it has returned to 
Chindwara. 

57. Baitool and Hoshungabad. —Both these districts remained tranquil at the date of 
the latest advices. 

58. Chundeyree. —The Bunporc Rajah is strengthening himself in titis ^xirgunnah, 
lid gives out that it is his intention to attack Saugor. 

59. Jhansi and Jaloun. —No iutelligeucc whatever from these places, which arc still 
in the Iiands of the rebels.

Narrative for the week ending Janvarg SO, 1858. ^ 

1. Allahabttd Division. —THE state of this division remains unchanged. The opera!- 
tions uf General Franks’ fore* Imvo cleared the Pergunnahs of Allahabad, which thfe 
rebels still held temporarily at least, for as the services of tliat column being dsewliere 
required, and as the military authorities deem it imprudent to occupy tiiem oven with a 
Sikh dctacJiment, it is hardly to Ik; anticipated that the praiseworthy efforts of 
Mr. Mayiic will suffice to prevent the rebels from returning. 

2. Nothing else of importance has occurr(*d in the division. Fresh incursions from 
across the Junmaliavc been made upon the Futtchpore andCawnpore districts; but no 
serious injury lias been the result, since the desi ruction of the Teknndra Tehseel men¬ 
tioned in my last Narrative. His Excelhuicy tlie Commander-in-chief has, however^ 
made some military disposition.s at Akberpore and Sheorajpore, which will, it is to be 
hoped, in soim; measure jircvont the s[)read of disorder in the Cawnpore district. 

3. The Revenue Collections are given in tin; margin.* 

4. AUahahnd .—Nothing of any imfiortance has occurred in this district. 

Phoolpore. —Mr. Mayne’s reports are furnished in extenso by the Commissioner. 

They give the details of his operations in the disturbed pergunnahs to the north of 
Phoolpore. 

6. During the early part of tlu' wei'k lie was, with the assistance of Mr. F.Uiott, 
occupied in punishing the^ ex-zemindars of Biisnc Ruretha, who had ousted the auction 
purcliasers, risen in rebi'llion, and committed all sorts of otitrage. 

7. They (led in every ca.se, although the small .Sikh detachment was only onoe 
called out against them ; Mr. Mayne’s usual escort, consisting of a havildar and 12 men 
of tlie .'iOth Native Infiuitry, wlio harl remained stanch, and a few matchlock men. AH 
the villages had small fortifeed houses u’hieli would liave cost much trouble and life to 
take if properly ili'f(;iul<;d, Imt (Iu;y W(^re in every instance abandoned, and generally the 
ocCTipiers had carried away their projierty also.' 

8. On tlie 21 si (leiu'ral Franks’ eolumii arrived at Scciindra, and on the following 
day Messrs. Mayne, Jenkinson, and Elliott, at General Franks’ request, reconnoitred 
Nussuntporc, which had been reported as abandoned by the enemy. It proved, 
however, that lliey had re-ocenpied it during the night with 2,000 men, and that the 
rest of the united forces of the Nazim, Naib Nazim, and Bence Bahacloor, aided by 
.lugurnatli Bux, talookdar of Nain in Oude, were in full march on the place. A sniall 
body even sallied out to atta<‘k Mr. Mayiie’s party, hut. wore immediately charged and 
driven back by Messrs...Jenkin.son anil Elliott, leaving two of their number dead 
behind them. 

0. following d.ny the rebels were attacked and defeated by General Franks; 
they wen'about 8,(too strong, with 12 guns; two of the latter and their camp were 
taken. Their loss is not elated, but tin ir position, which was a very strong one was 
taken witiiout any fatal casualty on oiir aide. 

10. General Franks then marched on Soraon, which place was found pai'tially 
entrenched but abamloned, A!r. Mayne occupied it with his ewort, and General 
Franks proposed to Klrcnglheii t!ie garrison with the Sikhs now employed nixui the 
Grand Trunk Road, whose place Ik' considered might now be efficiently suppliM by tlie 
police of Captain Dunbar’s levv. Those arrangements have, however, been disapproved 
by superior military aiil]ioritie.s, and it is. thendbre, to be feared that these fine 
perguniiah.s (in which the crop.s are magnificent) must be again abandoned to the 
insurgents. 

11. Meanwhile, however, Mr. Maine has destroyed the strongholds of Benee 
Bahadoor Sing at Nusrulpore and KiirayiMire, with the fortified houses of several other 
rebel leaders. Two brass guns of large size have been found buried during these opera- 
tioos, and haiT been sent in to Allahabad. 

12. Mr. Mayne rcjiorts that niiieli disaflection exists in these pergunnahs, and 
though the zemindars have, as at Phoolpore, been summoned to come in, few have yet 
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obeyed die order. A.t the last accounts, the Aliahabad Kazim, who had Red to jriin the 
Has^ of Sattanpone in Onde, was encamped at Dehra, about fire coss south-west of 
Pettobghur, with 3,000 men and seven guns. 

18. The iieaifit of SuHanpore, Mehndee Hoasein (with 10,000 men and 13 gum) 
iaduding itmong his army 280 mutinous cavalry and .500 regular seiioyB, was encamped 
about two miles fbrther north. Sungp*am Sing, the rebel zemindar of Bingrour, in 
Nowabgnnge, was occupying the extreme west comer'of that j^rguiinah, and was 
eonuni^g dacohies in the neighbourhood. 

14. Fwttehpon .—The villages of Cliandiwre and Dossoura, on the banks of the 
Jumna, have been long notoriously disaffected. Encouraged by this anarchy they have 
recently taken a more ojicn jiart in the insurrection, and have received very considerable 
accessions of strength from tlw leading rebels of the district, who had previondy sought 
refuge in Humeerpore, until at last they have become seriously formidable. 

16. Cawnpere.—Confidence is, the Magistrate reports, being gradually restored. 
Two lakhs of rupees had been remitted by private |)at tics fidin Benares. 

16. Lieutenant Mackenzie made an excursion from C'uwnpore to Oonuu in Oude, 
and cut up a number of rebels. On the other hand, a party from Calpec crossed and 
plundered a village near Bhogneepore. They do not however venture to make any 
permanent stay on the left bank of tlie .linniia. 

17. The Nana is hovering about on the left bank »)f the (onigcs eiulcavouriiig to 
escape into Buudlekiind ; a parly of horse from C'alpec endeavoured to cross and com. 
municate with him, but were compelled to return without success. Several of his 
followers have Ireen captured thYough the exertions of Mr. Vincent, recently appointed 
Tehseeldar of Selempore Nurhwul, and measures arc being taken to prevent, if possible, 
his effecting his object. 

18. His Exceiicncy the Commandcr.in-chicf has occupied AcklMupore with a 
detachment of troo[)s; this will probably suffice to secure the re>K>ccupatiun of the 
Tehseels of Miingulpore, Secundra, and Bhogneepore. 

19. Banda and Humrerporfi—These districts remain in the rebels’ hands, thtuigli 
it is said rumours of the approach of Sir H. Rose’s force have reached them and caused 
them great disouietude. The Nawab of Banda’s troops have withdrawn from Cliilla 
Tara Ghaut, ana decline to return unless accompanied by the Nawab. Jn irtiniccr- 
pore, a battle was imminent between the Rajah of Chirkari’s troops and some of 
the Gwalior Contingent. The latter how'cver fell out with Tniiiia Topey, their lender, 
so the battle was deferred. The Rajah is said to be actitig in a thoroughly loyal 
spirit. 

20. Benares Dirision .—Nothing calls for notice in thi.s division. The A/.iinghtir 
frontier has been, by tin: conc(*ntration of (Icneral Franks’ lbrc(“, Icfl somewhat e.\j)osed, 
but the best arrangement available will lx* madi- it) jirovidc agiiinst any coiiHetpienl 
mischief. 

21. Collections are given in tht' margin.* 

22. Benares and Ghazeepore .—The only occurrence to be rt'porled is tlie attachment 
of a large amount of property belonging to Narain Rao and Madhao Rao, of Kirwee. 

23 Mirzapore .—The Magistrate luis relnrned to the ntation. Tin* canooiigoe of 
Agirec BuShul has been dc])ntod to remonstrate with the Rajtih t)f Siiigrowlce, and 
Captain Osborne’s assistance has been also retpicsled to ii.se the innnenei: he possess.'s In 
Rewah to keep the Rajah to his allegiance. 

24. AsimyRar.—The weekly Narrative is still in arrears; that for the previous 
week has been received. Nothing of importance has occurred; but it is known that 
there was a large gathering of rebels and imitineers at Tandah, on the frontier, and as 
Colonel Longden’s column has marched into the Jonnpore District, the position llwn’forc 
of Azimghur is somewhat exposed. The hciid-rpiarters of Her Majesty’s 10th F(K)t were 
reported at Dehree Ghaut. 

26. Jounpore ,—No occurrence of imjwrtancc is reported, but Mr. Lind has Iwcn 
taking advantage of the presence of Colonel Franks' eoliimn in.his district to enforce tlie 
Disarming Act in the disturbed Pcrgnnnahs. Some punishments Inid also Iwen inflicd-cl 
on the leading rebels, whose property has lM;cn confiscated and their houses destroyed ; 
but this has been done only in a few instances, and for tlie sake of example. Mr. Lind 
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avows his jralicy to be to conciliate as much as the al>so]ate retinuti&inexits of justioe''win 
permit; he thinks tliat.the reanlts already jnstify his views. He especiallyinstanctA 
caso of one Rundheer Sing, the talookdar of Singramow, who, whoa on tiie. verge of 
rebellion and siurronnded with armed followers, consented to go 4Qto Joai»>oi?» if his 
followers werf not disarmed. Mr. Lind says, that liis followers 'disabled by .tho: 
removal of their head, and 'Riindhecr Sing liimself has reinaiimd quietly OU: parole ai 
Jounpore. A further report is promised separately on this subj^t. 

26. Generally, Mr. Lind reports, the feeling of the people is sensibly changing for 
the better; revenue is being paid in witli far greater facility, and many offenders who 
have taken advantage of the period of anarchy to plunder and destroy are now making 
advances for pardon. 

27. Mr. Lind has permitted several persons, who have not joined the rebel ranks 
nor taken arms against Government, and whose offence is only that they have taken 
part ill acts of plunder during a time of general anarchy and confusion, to make their 
peace by compromising with those wlio have suffered by their depredation, restoring 
what can be restored; in many cases European planters, whose factories have been 
destroyed, have thus recovered a lai’ge portion of their loss. This course, which is 
entirely in accordance witli llte Lieiitenant-Governor’.s instructions to Mr. Lind, lias 
l)een approved. 

28. Goruckpore Dirtsloii .—There has not bec'ii any important occurrence in this 
divi-flon. The district was generally lr!UK|uil, but the north-west Pcrgunnaiis werg only 
kept finiet by the presence of a large military force. Revemic was coming in more 
freclv . The collections are not<;d in the margin.* The llajali of Nuggur and the 
Baboos of Pehra, of the Goruckpore rebels, have taken refuge iu the Gouda District. 
The Gonda Rajah has been appointed Na/.im of the country north of the Gogra, and is 
raising the country to oppose us. 

29. The Rajahs of Sutilsee and Nurluirporc are supposed to be liiding in the 
district, but the Baboos of Purrowa, Chilhooa, and Burkra, charged with many offence 
during the usurpation of Mahomed llosscin, have been arrested and will be brought to 
justice. Tho.Sutrisce Rajah’s house was levelled, and property, said to be worth 5(^,000 
rupees, was found in and about it, 

30. Gatherings are rejiorted in addition to that at Gouda, at Tanda, and Fyzabad. 
At Tanda, Mahomed l losseiti is reported to be with Koer Sing’s nephew, and about 2,000 
to 3,000 men, of whom some 100 or more arc sepoys. Koer Sing himself is expected 
there, but the sepoys arc said to be mutinous and clamouring for their pay. 

31. At Fyxabad, a more formidable force is collecting by Maun Sing, who is said 
to have 50 guns; and 18 regiments arc also reported on their way to join him from 
Lucknow. This is, however, probably an exaggeration. Flis forces are certainly very 
considerable. 

32. He has, however, written to Mr. Brereton, oftering to deliver to him an 
£ngli.sh lady and her children, said to be the wife of a merchant at Allahabad. 
Mr. Brereton has accepted his offer with thanks. 

33. Jubbulpore Division. — Nothing of much importance had occurred in this 
division up to the date of the latest Narrative, received the lUh January. But the 
military operations in the neighbourhood of Jubbulpore had not produced the good 
effect anticipated. 

34. Returns of revenue from some of the districts arc noted in the margin.f 

35. An attack made by 52nd Native Infantry, and a large body of other rebels, 
upon the post of Rehlie, was repulsed on the 26lh December by a party of the 
31st Native Inffmtry under Lieutenant Dickens, and some police, who formed the 
garrison of that post. 

36. The rebels, after plundering the Rajah of Belhara, who has been endeavouring 
to stand well with both sides during the insurrection, and devastating several other 
villages abandoned, Gurrakheta, Harriowlec, and Bhaipail, and as it subsequently 
appeared, retired in the direction of Nursiiigpore. 

37. DumoA—Still in the possession of the Punnah Rajah on behalf of the British 
Government. 

38. Nagode. —No reports from this district.

39. Jtibbuipore.-^The Kottangee Pergtinnah appears, to be cleitr of rebeia. The 
expedition under Gotonel Comberlege &iTed. The head<4UBrtera took tbe road by 
Koondun to Karayonpore. The othef colamn moved on 'the same place vi4 Gbosut- 
pore. By some mistake the Cummissariat supplies did not reach the camp of tbe first 
detachment, and the elephant conveying the mortar was carried, of by the enemy 
while out for forage. A slight night attack was made on the camp, and. Colonel 
Cumberlege, considered himself, for all these reasons, justified in imvising his own 
recall to Jubbulpore. 

40. Brigadier Lawrence consented, and sent orders to recall (lu) otlier dctaohinent 
from Ghosulporc also; but his messenger failing to reach in time, that column pushed 
on to Naraynnpore, where they were attacked by the insurgents, whom they repulsed 
and attacked in turn. The enemy l}cd into the jungles, abandoning tiicir stroi^liold on 
(he top of a hill, wliieh was t^en and destroyed. After this, hearing of Colonel 
Cumbcrlcgc’s retreat, and Iteing himself not suflieiently strong to pursue the cliomy .into 
their fastnesses, tiic officer in command also retired without luiy loss to (ihosnlpore. A 
reinforcement was sent out under Colonel Whistler, who is to’ assume the conunand of 
the entire force, consisting of one regiment of eavalrv, 400 infantry, two O-pounders, 
and two mortars. 

41. The 1st Madras Native Infantry was expected at Jubbulpore in a week from 
the date of the Narrative. 

42. Muffd/n.—The Deputy-Commissioner was gradually advancing towards Mundia, 
and had succeeded in re-establishing the tiiannah at hiaraingunge. He had found 
every rebel post deserted as ho pushed on, and Iiad destroyed the defences of several 
w'hich w'cre of considerable importance. 

43. Seonee. Everything w'as quiet at Seonee up to January 7. 

44. Nursingpore. —Nursingpore was threatened by tlie rebels, wiio had retired from 

Narriow'Iee, &ic., apparently from the advance of Sir Hu^h Rose’s column. Brigadier 
I.awrcnce, on receiving this intelligence, dispatched a reinforcement, consisting of one 
squadron, 2nd Hyderabad Irregular Cavalry, 1(K) Infantry, and two 6-pounders, to 
Niirsingiiorc. This force loft .Julibulixirc on January 11. , 

ifi. Hoahuntjahad. —Everything was quiet excenl in tlic Nimaiir pcrguimah, w'liore, 
for reasons before explained, it i.s difficnll to r<*-establisli order at jiresont. 

46. Baitool was quiet at tin* date of the last atlvict's, \ the 4th January. 

47. Jhanai Sub-Diviaioti. — (Jhuudeyrnt. —No news reported from (3inndeyree. 

48. Jhanai. — 'fhe rebels at Jhaiisi were last heard of on fhe 20tli Deetsmber ; they 
were then in great consternation, tlic fact of tlie defeat of the tlwalior Conliugont at 
Cawnpore having just become generally known. Tlic Ranee and tlie Banpore Kajah 
were preparing for resistance, ami are said to have {loisuned the wells, and to have 
issued poisoned provision.s to be supplied to our troops. Tlic Ranee, however, was 
represented as anxious to come to terms. 

49. Jttloun. —The entire district is in a statir of .inarchy, but the crops fine, 

50. Revah. —Lieutenant Oslionie has ciiplimid tlie strong fort of Bejeyra-Goghnr, 
as is known by a private note received from liim by Mr. C^ourt, the magistrate of 
Allahabad. The Jubbulpore column had not arrived at Kutiwara.

IN continuation of our letter dated the 22nd ultimo, we have the honour to report 
our fnrtlier i»roceediiigH in this Dc[)artment, connected with the revolt of the native %nny 
of Bengal. 

2. We have desired the Chief Commissioner of the North-Western Provinces, when 
tlu! road from Agra to Cawnjmrc is oj»en, to provide an escort for any ladies and children 
who iiiny wish to leave Agra and march together at their own charge to Allahabad. His 
Excellency tho CornmancTcr-in-chief has also been requested to assist, if ncccasaiy, in 
tJic snie removal of the ladies and children from Agra to Allahabad. 

On a requisition from the (Jovernment of the Central Provinces, consequent on 
the intended re-occiipalion of Ooruckporc, we directed the civil servants belonging to 
(he North-Western I’rovinces pn*scnt in (Calcutta, to proceed immediately to Benares, 
and icport themselves (jii arrival there to tlie Lieutenant-Governor. 

4. In the f'ollection will be found copies of two despatches from the Government of 
IhMigul, rcj>orting the measures adopted Ijy Lieutenant Birch, the Senior Assi.stant 
Commissioner in Singbhoom, in regard to ITrjoon Sing, the rebellious zemindar of 
Porahat. 

In conseciiience of attempts which have been made at creating a disturbance in 
jMi«hia])ori', the Licutenant-Oovt.'ruor of Bengal has ordered the dispatch to that place of 
100 sailors, a measure which we have apinoved. 

0. 'I'he Lieutenant-Governor has also nuthori/.cd the dispatch of an additional force 
ol' sailors for the ])rotection of Assam. 

7. Vou tvill notice that Mr. Uichard.son, the Magistrate of Patna, has been saspended 
for (lisolH tlicnc(! of the orders of Government, prohibiting ladies proceeding to stations 
above Bajinehal. 

We inclose for your information a copy of the “ Calcutta Gazette Extraordinary,” 
dated (he (ith instant, notifying the arrangements which we have directed should be made 
for the reception of the first ]>ortion of t he Lucknow refugees, now daily expected to 
arrive on tho river steamer “Madras.” 

t). In continuation of the ])apeis which .accompanied our letter dated the 22nd 
ultimo, we Ibrward co])y of a further correspondence with the Lord Mayor and the 
Heeretaries of the Cah'utta Relief Pund, respecting additional remittances of silver 
bullion which have been made from England in aid of the objects of that fund. 

Ml. We also forward, in continuation of the correspondence respecting the .steamer 
“ River Bird,” inclosed in our letter dated the 7th November, 1857, copy of a rciwrt from 
the (Xliciating Superintendent of Marine, on the present condition of that vessel, and the 
tneasures to be adopted f«)r tioating her next rains. She has been placed in charge of the 
Supcriutondent of the Nuddea Rivers, and we have sanctioned the entertainment of a 
small tt'mporary establishment to take care of her machinery. 

11. We forward, as usual, some other correspondence on matters of minor 
importance, which call for no sjieci.al notice in this letter.

UNDER instructions convoyed to me in n letter of which I enclo.se a cony, a s|)e,eial duty was 
assigned to me hy the late Mr. Colvin, Lieutenant-Governor of the North-VVestcni lVovince.s. 1 
had not progressed very far when 1 had the grief to learn Mr. (h)lvin’s death, but I took the first 
opportunity of pr^oceeding to Agra, in accordance with my instructions, by joining the moveablo 
column detached from Dcllii on the capture of that place. 

On the way I had assumed civil charge with the column, and after reaching .\grn 1 was formally 
^pointed civil ofRwr and special commissioner with that force, and dinvtcd to proceed with it to 
Cawnpore, at which place I was told that I must take the further orders of the Government there 
in force. 

On reaching Cawnpore and reporting myself to the Lienlcnanl-Governor, Central I’rovim^s, 
Mr. Grant replied, “ 1 suppose when the column moves inbi Onde your services with it will not be 
required,” and “ I .shall Ite giod if you prw'ecd hither as to cm)>loyinrnt I wotdd wish U> undertake, 
the work laid down for you by Mr. Cohin.” .\ftcr ascertaining from the GlHcer Coinuuniding at 
Cawnpore, and from his Excellency the Coinmandcr-in-ehief personally, that my services were not 
further required with the army, 1 accordingly proceeded to Benares. Some days subsequently, I 
received from the Governor-General irermission to proceed to Calcutta. After my arrival, hi.s Lord.ship 
told me that he would give me some work connected with that on which 1 had been employed, and 
would detain me a little time in Calcutta, under which instruction I have remained here. 

Meantime the road has been closed, and it would have been impoNsible for me Vi return to ,\gra. 
But since it seems proliable that the route may now be opened, 1 venture to solicit iustruction.s both 
to enable me to continue to draw the. pay of illy substantive appointment while on special duly, and 
to guide me for the future. It will probably be ncrcssary that I should either be directed to cuntinuo 
the work given me by the late Lieutenant-Governor under the orders of the Government cif India, or 
instructed to proceed elsewhere on any duty which may be assigned to me. 

Another officer hat been appointed to the officiating charge of the district of Allygbur. 

I have made a good many notes and collected a good many materials and opinions towards the 
scheme of administr^ion, hut iKith a great portion of iny time has been occupied by niy duties with 
Bie military force and hy travelling, and 1 have hecii unable to olituin any general dirrciions ns to 
the nature ond plan of the structure which I am to build oo that i have not yet put much into shaiw.

THE nuniliers of the riiciny against tlie Jounporc frontier have increased to 20,000, and 
f'oliinel Longden has fallen back upon Jounpore. The numbers of the enemy are rapidly increasing, 
lie i.s de.sired, if pressed nt Jnun|iore, not to shut himself up in the old fort there, but to fall back on 
llfiiaros fur the protection of this place. 'I'lic Azimghur Goorkhas have orders to fall back simul¬ 
taneously with C'uloiiel Longdrn towards Henares also; they will, if permitted, form a junction with 
Colonel Longden from some point on the road, if not, they will unite here. 1 have told Ccdonel Bush 
he cun have a regiment of Goorkhas fur the entrenchment at Ghozeepore, if necessary. My telegram 
yesterday to the Coniniunder-in-chiid' iiu.s nut got further than Alluliahad, as the line is closed. 

1 submit that authority for the stopjiogc here of bullock train and dawk carriage parties should 
be issued immediately by the (it)verniiicnt of India. I will ask Colonel Gordon to stop to-day’s 
party, ilis Lordship will remember that, communication with the Cummander-in-cliief being now 
cut otf, there is no general officer above Calcutta to assume coniinand or resnoiisibility. 

I earnestly recommend that all the surplus troops near Calcutta, beyond what will make bullock 
train parties for ten days, be immediately marched up the road as fast as possible.

IN reply to your letter, dated .ird instant, calling for a report, after investigation, on the case in 
question, 1 have the honor to slate as follows :— 

2. On the 2Hth August, llugliooiiunduii Sing, the churundar of tlie coaUboat, retorted at the 
tluinnub of Byreeah, in the district of Rnlliali, Gliiizrcporc, that the inanjee, and the boatmen of the 
same coal-boat had, the day before, set upon him, beat liini, robbed him, and threatened to tlirow him 
into the river ul the village of Datnodurpoor in this district, the rose is now pending in the Deputy 
Magistrate's Court at Bnlliah, but hitherto delayed on aitcouiit of tlic noii-atteiiJance of Uie plaintitf or 
(lefeiidants. 

3. 'I'he manjee and the iMiutincn, of the same coal-boat anparootly, on tbc other hand, instead of 
preferring llicir coinphiint, whatever it was, at tlie nearest tliannah, which was Byreeah, went off to 
Diiiaporc nilli the boat, and coiiiplnincd of having been attacked llicmselvcs, and having lust some of 
tlieir own property while saving (be eoals at nohurumpour, a village on the river side, in the Shaliahad 
disiriet, exnetly o|)|)osite to I)aiii(p<lur])oor in this district. 

4. The iphuriiiidar's case is, therefore, pending in this district, and tlie manjee’s ease ought to be 
pending in the Shalmhad district, hut until these eases are decided on their merits, the mystery of the 
attack on the coul-buat wilijreinnin ns it is.

I AM directed by the Lieutenant-Governor to rejiort apedally, for the informa^n of the 
Guvernor-Gener^, tlie particulars couneoted with tlie conduct of. tJqoon Sing, the t ai aint U ir of 
Pondiat, in the district of Singblioom, by whom shelter was sprento the Chyebaesa mutinettfif wid 
who, it IS supposed, had even ('ontcniplated armed resistance to tlie authority of Government, iil W^t 
us the measures adopted by the Senior Assistuit Commissioner to coerce him. 

2. After the |irecipttate and ill-advised almndonment of Chyebassa by Captain Sinmon, the 
detuehment of the Ramghur infantry stationed tliere plundered Uie Government treaaor^ and 
attempted to join their ooniradea at Donmdah. I^air aeeapa, h tmt m h waa rendered almoet impos- 



■ible liv the enrtiaiu of the nrighbotirint MmiiMkn, who bed mutod all the f^umta in th«r aemindanea 
to be cIomIj wat4^ed. A large body cd Coles had also assembled, and kept them in ebeek, when 
this semindar, no doubt influeneed tiy ambitioos motives, and considering the opportunity a fiivourable 
one for gaining an aaeendanoy in tm distii^ entered into negotiations with them, and eventnally 
afforded them the means of crossing the Sunjye river, and received them under his protection. He 
is sMed at the same time to hare caused himself to Im priMdainicd ruler of the country. 

S. Lieutenant Birch's arrival at Ch 3 'eba 8 sii at this tiinu wiu most opportune, for ho found the 
Coles on the eve of swearing allegiance to the Poraliat seroindar, under the impression that the British 
had abandoned the country; and at first they could hardly he itersuadcd to Wlieve tliat he was an 
accredited oflScer of Government. 

4. He also ascertained that large numlicrs of tlic Coles wore arminu themselves, and going to 
Porahat, to aid tha rajah in an attack which he meditated on the Serraikellah estatoa, and that on the 
32nd September the advanced guard of this liesieging force had actually established themselves at 
Ajoodia, a village in the Coleban, held Lakhcraj by the Poraliat aeinindurs. 

5. An arrow, said to be Uic ^nal of insum'ction among the Coles, and supposed to have come 
frwi the Porahat aide of the (%Iehan, was about the same time intcreepted and brought to 
Lieutenant Birch. It was also ascertain^ that Uijoon Sing had sent a messenger to ftorundnh, for 
the purpose of inviting Thakoor Bissuimth Sliai, to reinforeo him with men and guns. 

6. For some time this semindsr look no notice whstever of the return to we Sudder station of 
a representative of the British Government, and when at length he did send a reply to tlie Perwnnnahs 
addressed to him by Lieutenant Birch, it was nut by the hand of a messenger of any rank or 
respeetahiUty, but in a manner indicative of contempt and intentional ilisrcspcet. 

7. Under these circumstanees, and finding that Urjoon Sing still continued contumacious in not 
complying with his demand for the surrencier of the mutineers with their arms and plunder. 
Lieutenant Birch bad recourse to the only expedient in his power to coeree the seniindaf’, vie., that 
of declaring him to be a rebel, and calling on all the illaqitadars of the Porahat scniiiidury, many of 
Whom disapproved of the proceedings of their chief to transfer their alleginuce to the. Government, 
lie also succeeded by proper representations in conciliating and rc-scttling the minds of the Coles. 

8. These prompt and decisive measures were highly approved hy the Lieutenant-Governor, niul 
the ictull has been very satisfactory, os reported in Captain Dalton’s letter of the I2lli ultimo, ncopy 
of which was forwarded to you with niy endorsement, dated the 31st idem. 

3. The mutineers, ns reimrted in that enmmuniention. have been delivered up with their arms 
and booty to the authorities at Ilnnchee. 'Hie sum of rupees 19,578-8-W, rt*eovcrcd from them, has 
lieen paid into the Lohurdugsa Treasury hy Urjoon Sing, and n further sum of rupees 5,l)!if5-8-8 j, 
together with the proceeds of gold and silver oriiamciils of some value, found on the persons of the 
mutineers, will Ire carried to the credit of (iovernmeiit. 

10. 1’lie iiintinecrs are now under trial. Of twenty-five who have licon tried, twenty have been 
cuiulemned to death and executed, and the rest sentenced to long periods of imprisonment. Urjoon 
Sing has Ix'en required to proceed at once to Chychnssn, and there to present himself hunihly and 
suhinissively before Liculenoiit Birch, and measures have heim taken for ensuring his compliance with 
this order. The result of the thorough examination which will be made hy Lieutenant Bindi into nil 
the cireumatances of the case, after he has heard what this chief has to urge in justification of his 
conduct, will be licrcaftcr reported to the Government of India.

S. The present report is uso considered by his Honor to l>e very sotisfiictory, and he is induced 
by it to express a hope that his Ixardship in Cwncii will also consider it in the same lij^lit, and lie 
ptessed to enooniage Lieutenant Birch, with an expression of liis approbation of what he is doing. 

4. lu rqgard to the rewards recommended hy Lieutenant Bin;n, 1 am desired to state, that the 
lieotnlimVOovemor will be glad to l>e the niniinm of ctinveying his Ixirdship’s assent to tliem. 

5. The oertiees of the Riqah of Beraikhetla have been already handsomely acknowledged by^the 
OoteniMOnt of India, by the grant of a Khillnt. This it was tluraght proper to withhold for a nme, 
owbiK to e report reeidved from the Senior Assistant Commiasioner that the representations before 
apbimtted rcipuding the Rajah's services, were based upon incoirect information, and, oonaeqoenCly 
to seme extent examerate^ and that the presents he was comreying to the Bajali would ba a suitable 
and sdBdent ihcog^on of the lervioes he had rendered up to that period.

I II.WE to apologise for not having reported lust Monday, fur the information of the Lieutenant* 
Governor, the <a:currcnces at Singbboum district, during the previous week. The fact is that the 
district in general liad been perfectly tranquil, but that I was in much suspense at the time with regard 
to L'rjoon Singh, and that, as it teas incumbent on me not (o pass over the subject in silence, it 
NccinecI to be advisable to refrain from addressing you until it should he in iny power to giro 
precise information. 1 trust that his Honor will, therefore, excuse the omission of the prescribed 
weekly narrative. 

2. In my last letter to you, dated the 3rd instant, I mentioned that Uijoon Singh had been 
informed he was expected to come into ChyeWsa within three days of the receipt of the perwannah 
of that date. I furtlicr cautioned the bearer of that perwannah that, should he be questioned on the 
subject, he should strictly assure every one that Urjoon Singh need be under no apprehension of mpr 
udo|)ting any harshness towards him, and he also conveyed another perwannali to Urjoon Singhs 
brother, desiring him to attend on me without delay. 

3. The chuprassee, on his return, reported that he arrived at Porahat on the 5th instant, but that 
he was nut admitted inside the place; that while waiting there, which he did a whole day before he 
had any op]>urtunity of delivering his perwannahs, he heard the natives about the place saying that 
Urjoon Singh constantly remarked he would be hanged at Chyebassa, like the mutineers whom he saw 
hanged at llanchee. He further states that, on giving the perwannah, he assured Uijoun Singh of my 
|;ood intentions towards him, and did his utmost to persuade him to come to Chyebassa, but received 
111 return only on urzee from himself, and niiothcr from his brother-in-law. Tlie chuprassee also 
reported that Juggo Dcwaii, the individual who held the out|>ost at Ujoudhia, for whose capture a 
reward of fifty riqiecs had been offered, and who had esimpcd from the custody of the Commissioner’s 
chupr.’issees, who were escorting him from Rancliee to Chyebassa, was in the habit of going to and 
from Porahat openly, and was residing at Chukurdhurporc, w ith so strong a party of Coles for his 
protection, that the tlianiiah jieople there did not dare to apprehend him. 

4. The urzee which Urjoon Sii%h sent me by the hands of this messenger was so evasive, tliat, 
coupled with the fact of Juggoo Dewan being openly eniploye<l by liim, grave suspicions as to his 
real motives and intentions were, on its reccuit, excited in the minds of all people; and 1 was assured 
by several who were well able to judge of affairs, that apjiearanccs plainly inaicated he was bent on 
some luischicf, A piada also, who had been in (’ulelian on business connected with the Court, 
brought in inforniutiun that Urjoon Singh had sent tiicsscngers to summon the Coles of the piers 
lying to the south of Pundiat to that place; still as the urzee did not contain any direct refusal to 
come to Chyebassa, and us Urjoon Singh was entitled to some consideration, after having given up the 
niulineers and treiisiin;, it apjieared to be best to remain quiet for a short time, and watch the course 
of events about Porahat. 

5. Ill order further to assure Urjoon Singh of my goodwill towards him, and that any ajiprebenMons 
he might entertain regarding the pnibability of my treating him harshly were groundless, 1 went into 
rump on the 8th instant, as if fur the usual cold weather tour, and, commencing to the north of 
('byebiisHn, iiroccedcd through the Cole piers, bordering the Sunjye river, moved round in the 
direction of Porahat, and halted on the I4th, Saturday, at llurkellah, situated eight miles towards 
Porahat. on the road between Chyebassa and that place. During these few days I occupied myself 
with reassuring the Coles, presenting necklaces to their women, and tobacco to tlicmselves; and those 
of the hcadiiieii who had lately wavered in their allegiance, were required to, and did, renew their 
former oath to the Government. 

(i. On the previous dajr, 1 sent the same chuprassee, as before, to Porahat, and more by 
way of a pretext for his visit, than from any hujic that the order would lie obeyed, gave him a 
jicrwannali to Urjoon Singh’s brother, peremptorily requiring that individual to attend on me. Asa 
check on the chuprassee, and in order to obviate, as far as possible, any cliance of my being deceived 
by him, I prevailed on two of the headmen of the Coles, yis., Mora and Bhurtho Maukeea, te 
lusDinpaiiy him. Mura Maukee was formerly mentioned as havii;g given evidence relative to the 
circulation of the arrow amongst the Coles; he is noted amongst lus tribe for honesty and probity. 
Bhurtho Maukee wAs among those who accompanied Uijoon Singh to Raiichee with ^ mutineers. 
They were instructed to assure Urjoon Singh that 1 had no intention of potting any indignity on him, 
iiur of treating him harshly in any way, and they were required to note accurately all that might pasa 
under their observation. On tlie seme evening', in order to make sure of obtwning correct utfeena* 
tiun, I also sent Dubro Maukee to Porahat on the same errand. 

7. On the Uth I returned to Chyebassa, for the pur|)oae of issuing pay to the troopo, and to 
coiiehido two trials for heinous offences under Act XVI of 1857, and I also remained on the 15th 
(Sunday) at tlie station. On my return to tlie camp on Monday moniing, the news 1 received wm 
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thit a chupnssce, who, tui<ier instracdonfi from me, had been sent to Bandgaon by the Sult-Asiuatant 
Commissary, in order to bring in tlie tenants of that illa<(uadar, for the purpose of fumishii^ 
agreements'to pay no revenue to their zemindar, who liad refused to attend at my uflioe, had, on his 
return tlirough Porahat, .been seised l>y Urjoon Singh, and foroibiy ejected from the district, with 
threats of deatli Hi case he or any of iiis fellow servants again entered it. The only course, therefore, 
now left to adopt was evident, and a notice to Ik‘ ready when called for was sent to the Seikh 
detachment at Chyebasaa, while the serraikcllah man was called on for a quota of 2U() men and two 
guns, as well ns a sufficient force to guard Chyebassa. and the treasury there, during the absence of 
the Seikhs. Baboo Lookenath Singh, of Kryraii, was also required to join me, with us many men os 
he could collect, and the Mohapattur^ of Choiiipore was ordenxl to occuiiy Chukurdhurpore. Subse* 

S ueiitly the place for the rendezvous of the tnaips to join me was lisetl on at Kunkooa, a village in 
le Colehan, eight miles cast to Porahat, the night of the litlli was appointed for tlie gathering, and 
it was part of the plan that those levies were not to arrive nt tlie rendezvous till after dark. Chukur* 
dhurpore was also to have l>ccn occupied by the Choinporc man on the inorniiig of the iSttli. lie is 
the only zemindar tliat has failed me. 

8. On the 17 tli, the chiiprassce and the two Maukees, Mora and Rhnrtlio, returned from Porahat. 
The former had been denied an entranee into the pla(*c, but the two Maukees had been ]>ermitted to 
go as far as the door of Urjoon Singh’s gliur or residenw. They deserilicd their interview with him 
verj’cirrumstantinlly. They stated that he had no inteniion whatever to eoine to Chyebassa; that 
he talked hoth of fighting if attacked, and of suielde if eapturi'd, and they seemed to tliink that either 
the death of his son had in some way impaired his inlelle<-t, or that he hud Ix-eii Iiewitehed hy Jnggno 
Dewan, wlio lias the eredit among the Coles of being a iiiugieiun. They slated that ho hail with him 
bis brother, the Itluqiiudar of Kcryckellah, several llabous, names unkiiou'ii, and from !!tK> to 
3()0 followers, 80 of whom had firearms; amongst the latter some front Uundgaun under the leading 
of a servant of that lllaquadar. , 

y. The eliuprassoe’s sbtry differed in an inipurtnnt degree; he asserted that the number of 
followers was larger than as stated by the Maukees, and that he funned his opinion from the large 
number of jHiuplc be hod noticed passing to and from the jungle in jiarties of various numbers. They 
all three denied having seen aiiythiiig of Duhro Muukce, but aiterwurds they said, that while at Pornhnt 
they had heard it was I’rjrMtn Singh’s intention to pul liini to dealli if he fell into liis hands. This 
naturally made me feel very an.xious as to the fate of the old man. 

10. On the morning of tlie |Kih, I moved my ramp on to Koiikooa. Four sowars <if tlio 
Ilamghur hattalinn, that ha<l neeunipaiiied me during the time I had lieeii in ramp, were all the esiurl 
I took with me, and the niiiluli of tlie iitliec were as iismiiI in alteiiilunre. At Kimkouii I found old 
Dubro waiting for me. The sight of him gave me great relief. He told tiie that, direetly he arrived 
nt Porahat, he was .seized; and, after being kept two <lars and two nights without fiHid, taken to 
Crjooii Singh, whom he found surrciuiided hy ii iiumher of his relatives and followers, who, as well ns 
liiniself, were all armed. They neeused him of bringing tlie arrow lo me, abused him in vnriniis ways, 
threatened to deeapitatcj bim, braiidislied naked swords over bis bead, and told bim tbat all bis own 
ryots even were ready to euinr over to Poralint. Urjoon Singh, it appears, took impart in all this 
violent demotistration, but, after a while, asked Diihro how hi4IFitriiiiy were; niid on the Mankee. 
telling iiiiii lie had only laUdy lost his eldest son, he replied : ‘‘ So your fate has lireii mine; we Imtii 
broke our oaths to the sepoys, mid have been punished.'' The old nimi was ihen made to take an 
oath that he would not assist the Serriiikellnh Itajiili, anil slioald the Poridiut people ntliirk lliul chief, 
lie would espouse tlieir eausc. Urjoon Singh tin ii jiresented him with a rupee, and disinissed him. 
Dubro Maukee furtlier warned me that nil the Coles in the piers lo the south of Porahat bud been 
eornipted by .luggoo Dewan, wlio was at Cliukiirdiiurporc with •(Ml men ; that the illaqiiudiirs of 
Kervokcilah and Kandgaon were with Urjoon Singh; and thnt he liiul assenililed nearly I,‘iOO men, 
1(K) of whom hail firearms. It appears to me strange that the other two Mniikces slioiihl liavu denied 
knowing anything of Dubro, and I tliink the probability is tliat tlieir slulcmeiit in tbat piirlieiilur was 
a wilful misrepresentation, ns they must have been aware that I felt nnicli eoneerti when I eoiild receive 
no news of liim. Another peculiarity worthy of rcinurk in all their sUtements is, that they 
make no mention of the small pieces 6f eaniioiv wc have found in position in the pinee, since 
its occupation. 

11. The information 1 had received from Dubro Maukee, caused me to slighlly alter the plan at 
first determined on, wliicli was direct movenieiit on Porahat; (or willi the Coles in the ri’ar doubtful, 
with their corrupter, Jiiggrai Dewan, nt large, and iiatiiig under liiin l’(M> men, the eonsequeriees miglit 
hare Ixien disastrous to the small force in Ningitlioom ; whereas his eaptnre, ami the oecii|inliini of 
Chukunihurpore, would not fail to teach a wliolesoiiie lesson to the Coles, mid the people of the 
Porahat zrmindary, and Keryekellah iK-ing also on the road between (hat pluee and Poraliat, would be 
in a convenient position fur subsequent operations; I also sent the 'iliakoor of Kliursoiiiuh n requisi¬ 
tion for more men and some guns, and to the Kcuujhur Rajaii for 5(/(> of his people, who would bo 
useful in surrounding Uijoon Singh in the jungle, and when ('a)itain Hale arrived on the same night, 
I laid lieforo him the plan i proposed to lulupt. After eunsidcring over the iiialier together, it was 
determined that we should attempt to surprise Cbukurdhur|>orc tlic next inorniiig; 1 may hero 
mention that Konkooa may be described as the apex of an equilateral triangle, of which the road 
betweeti Porahat and Cliukardliur|)ore forms the base. 

12. During the nigbt Konwer Juggumath Singh and the Bubgos of the Si^rraikelbih Zetnindary, 
named in the margin,t with 2<xi men, joined me at Konkooa, but on acroiint of the badness of the roada 
they had to come over, they were forced to leave their guns behind tliern, and at .t a.m. llaboo 
Lokenatli Singh, of Keyrab, together with his uncle Uzoyiiath Singh, and 15U tiicn, arrived. From 

* lllaquadar of Porahat. 

t Baunncdiun Singh, Petnniber Singh, Dallttbliuddor bingb, linghoc'bur Singh, If iirro Singh 
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the latter I heard that Ja^goo Ocwan had gone the length of ejecting the thannah poKoe from Chuk> 
urdhiirpore, and imprisoning four of the hurknndazes ; that it was his intention to proceed through 
the ('olehan that mornin,', to raise the Coles as he went along, and to cut off our oomnsunicatioa with 
Chychassa; but that it was not unlikely we should meet with hiiu on the road. 

1.1. From Konkooa the force marched at daybreak, and pnicecded nearly half*%ay without any 
molestiition, hut at the village Moorhattoo fell in witli the man they wanted, who was recognised by 
the sowars of the escort, and apprehended; but imt until the harildar of the party in advance had 
given orflers to bayonet him, as he refused to lay down a naked tulwar he had in his hand. With 
Juggoo Dewari was a .small party nf Coles, who (lis|)ersed immediately, but all along the road to 
Chuknrrlhurpore, from the pla<ic wliere this tniscre.snt was captured, the. party continued to fall in with 
iiodies of (loles in parties of tens and twenties, all proceeding with their Ijows strung and tlw «|aiver8 
Tull of arrows, in tlte direction in which JuggiMi Dewan had been proceeding; but on getting sight of 
their lender, who was pinioned and tied on to his iiorse lietween a file of Seikli soldiers, they quietly 
dispersed; and, I Iwlieve, returneil to their villages, .\hout!) o’clock the force reached Chukurdliurpore, 
which was found deserted ; the faet heiiig that .liiggoo Dewan and his 201) men had left it that morning 
to march m our direction; but as the troops were marching through the long street, formed by the 
liousf's of the village, a nmn aimed a blow with an an a.vc at one of the sowars of the Kamglmr Cavalry, 
which, fortunately, fulling on his horse's head, only inflicted a severo cut on the latter; the man, 
however, contrived to make his escape. 

H. Juggoo Dewan having been apprehended while marching at the head of armed men, for 
unlawful and rebellious pur[»oses. and in the present state of tlie district an example being neceasnry, 
was tried directly after arrival at (Miuknrdliiirpon', under Act XIV of ls.'»7, and having been riipitally 
senlctieed, was .sutninarily executed in tho centre of tlic haziiar at that place, and his body was left 
exposed until dark. 

I. 5. On the 20lh the foree marched eight iniles to Keryohelhili; hut the previous evening a man 
named llurrec Tellcc had hroiight the iiew.s of the oeeiipation of Cliukurdhurpore, and the execution 
of Juggoo Dewan, eon.seqnentlv the inoveinent in thatdireetioii failed in its principal object, tlie nppre- 
liensiuii of llu] illmpiadar's family; Imt in the eoursc of the d.iy all the headmen of the Keryekellnh 
village came in, tendered their services,and signed agreoments to pay their revenue into the Chychassa 
treasury. 

I(i. It heeame now a matter of eonsideration ns to what should he the next movement; tho force 
was undouhtediv too small to surround I’oisilmt, and prevent Urjoon Sing from escaping, hut ns lung 
as lie was in pns.ses.sion of his hereilitary stronghohl, to whieh it w,as now with certainty ascertained 
he had removed his svives and all his prop. rty nod treasure, and was ponnitted to nmintain there a 
body of armed men, who eould eoeree I he neighimuring villagers, it was equally certain that tho fear 
of him uimld edectiially prevent the people (if (he surrounding eountry from performing their duty to 
our (loverninciit; wheri'as, after having been driven from Porahat, he would lose all influenec, and a 
great portion, if not all his power, to do mischief, and Inmig hninpered in the jungle with his wives and- 
their female hdlowcrs, would most likely become only too ready to avail himself of protection, by 
giving himself up; it was also prohahh? that it would not he more difficult to surround him in the 
jungle itself than in a place like PdRihat, .surrounded on all sides hy it, and covering a large extent of 
ground. 

17. On the 21st, the party marched on this place; every preeantion w.as taken to prevent its 
hccfliningknown where the march that morning was to terminate, fur the only probability of appre* 
bending Urjnon Singh was in making our approaeli a complete suqirise, and every one tlierefore was 
led to believe that, as the distance betwoLMi Kcrykcllah and Porahat was very great, a halt would Ijc 
innJc nf Oodoypore, a village on the road about throe miles from Porahat. On arrival at Oodoypure 
.some villagers who were herding the cattle and acting ns scouts, for they were all found with their 
how.s stning and their arrows ready, gave information that the majority of the residents of tlie village, 
to the number of fifty, had joined Urjiioii Singh, and at about 9^ a.m. the force arrived opposite tlie 
eastern face of the hamhoo hedge surromiding Porahat. 

I.H, Porahat i.s situated on the left hank of the Sinijyc Nuddee near its source; the river runs 
nearly iiorth-ca-st and south-west close under tlie ancient residence of the zemindars. On the opposite 
hunk is a dense jinigle, and a hedge, formed of cliimps.of lofty hnmlioos, adds to tlie natural strength 
of the place; on the south this hedge is further carried round the gliur, hut very partially, and 
divides it from tho town village which lii^s round three .sides of it; stirruundiiig the village again is 
another village of live bamboos, whieh on the easti'm face appears, as if hy design, to liavc been 
planted in the rorin of a cm tain tlanked hy bastions ; hut on the nortliern and western faces there is no 
flanking defence, averaging for a distance of about nqu.arterof a mile wide; an open space cleared for rice 
cultivation lies nnmd the outer hedge, beyond which all round lies n tolerably dense jungle, whieh is 
(xuineetcd with the place hy a grove nf inangne trees at (lie north-east comer, where is also the 
principal opening or entrance, and to the south-west, along the bank of the Sutijye, a quantity of low 
brushwood and another grove connect the jilaw on that side also with the jungle. 

. 19. .-Vs the troops moved out on the open spare licture the place, a great number of men ehieffv 
anned svitli hows and arrows, but with the arrows to the string, were seen issuing out, and attempting 
to gain the jungle from tho north-east comer, while at the openings in the bamboo hedge others were 
seen moving about, aiul watching fur the |)oint where the fiarty would most likely make its eatnuwe. 
The oHieor eoiuinnnding halted his men for a short time so ns to enable the auxiliaries to move on and 
clear the mangoegnwe at the nortii-enst corner; and at that time a man came from the place to me, 
who said that Urjoon iSingh intended to enme to me; tlie jungle, however, was being tilled so fwA 
with men, that Captain Hale, entirely with my concurrence, dicl not halt the troops fur bis approach, 
mill (lie Seikh det.\ehment moved on towards an opening in the east curtain of the bamboos; shortly 
after. >>imK' Nhots were fired at the Seikhs from the bamhoas, which were returned by- a voUey froin 
tl-.c leadiii; scct-.oi), and the Seikhs got through the opening in'good order; in the meanwhile the 



Senraikellah men skirmwhffl round in the rear through the niungoc grove to t5ie ii«rth-eo»t entrance, 
in doing which one of them received n wound from a matchlock liall in the leg, hut no determiniHi 
resiatanco «a» offered, and the aujtiliaries got in without further injury to the people; the Seikh 
detachment after entering, followed up the retreating rebels along what may 1 m’ called the east atrect 
of the village, a^it runs parallel with the eastern face of tlie hnmhoo defenee, ant! in their engcriieaa 
lost the road to the entrstnee of the gliur, and to this neeidcul. I think, I’rjoon Singh's csen]tc 
may l)e attributed ; for although the Serraikellah nnti Keyrah men sueceeded in tiriviug their opmtsera 
ttp the north and nut at the west face of the itielosurc, the delay in entering the ghur hud allowed 
the iiihabiutnts suflieient time to make tlirir way out across the Sunjje river into the jungles on tlK! 
south side of the place. 

20. After the party had got into the ghnr the rebel.s coiuiueiiced firing from tlte jungles at lli«^ 
the soiith-ea.st corner into the place, and siuveeded in wouiuling auolhcr of I he Sorraikellali men, hut. 
were in a short time tlisUalged ; again, while enenmpiiig, a deoionsiralion or alfenipl to attack n's 
was nmde from the imrili-wc.st jungles; finding, however, that iliey were niilieed, tlu' attacking party 
did nut npproaeli, and a .sally heiiig made by a small iiumber of (he auxiliaries, thev imide oil'; but 
again, about 2 i'.m., some firing on the eiunp w.as eommeiier-il from the south-west eoriier, when it 
was found that n party had availed themselves of (he eover aflonled liy some houses on the right hank 
of the Sunjye; from (his they were driven hy u party tit (he Seikhs, who .suliseijnently tired llie hou.ses 
that had sheltered them. 

21. It was n<iw found ilesirnble to prevent these iiwn from friulmg anv cover io our neigh¬ 
bourhood which they could avail themselves tif to annoy us. mid tntler.s were giteii to born the 
place, which w.as completely dune during the evening, mid since (lien nur force has not hern 
molested. 

22. Three small guns, or rather jinjals. were ftnnid loaded, mid ready for tiring; one was in 

f rositinn at the north-east corner, iiittl two nt tlie enlrmiee to tla- ghnr ; two nitissuks, or le.itlicr 
nigs of gunpowder, were found, and a ipiaii'ilv of iron liidls mid sliigs tif all sliajie-., wliieli had 
ajipBrently heen intended for lerviiig the p.eers with; oiiK (wo ni'ichoe’.s and a siiigle-hamdled 
gun were tiiken, so (liut verv jirohatily (he iiialehioekmeii, wlion thev mad.’ oil', e.n'ried tlieir fire¬ 
arms with them. It has sinee heen aseerlained that two men of tlu; letnls weie killed; their 
liodics wiTc found. 

2.t. L'rjoon iSingh. with his wives mid his hrother. made their esc-.po just licf.ire w,‘ entered the. 
place. The jmi’gle lieyond is so dense as to render pur><iil, e\ee]it in force, inipnident. It is nni'in'tain 
how many men went willi liiin, nor. such is the nailin’ of the jungle, lias the ilireetion in wliieli lie 
wenr been as yet es.aetly aseortnined: from all tteeouiits it appears to have heen Ids ii.lention to have 
surrnmiiled and liiirussed us in tlie jiiiigles, but the iiltaek was not expeeteil till two days later, mid it 
now appenrs that the 22iid had heen ap|ioinled liy him for the gatlieriiig of the Coles, not only of (he 
(iovernmoni piers south of I’oraliai, but of ibose from tlie piers inelnded in tlie Kevrali lllai|iia; in 
fact so skilful li.id been tbe intrigues wliieli lie liad'been earrying on llirongli (lie agency of ./iiggno 
Dewaii ivitli the Coles while be was training plausible proji'els for in, I going to (diyebasMi, that had 
Ids intentions not been iiiltleipated and frostraled by onr sadden lavement oti Cliiikinirdliiiijiore, ii 
rising of rotlicr aerions nature won! 1 have heen nltemp'e.l liy the portion ol lli.’it tribe near enough 
to J'uruhnt to come ivitidn the rraeb of Ids threils or iiijliienee, 

2t. The elieerful sulmiission of the people of the eoim!i,, aTid tlie ahierilv with wliieh the Coles 
arc now eoniiiig in. iiinnifests the wli(di’Home elfeet of (lie me.iMires that have been tidii’ii; and 
althougli the priiieipal utlerider liiiiiK lf is still at large, tbrie seems Ui tie no npprelieiisioii U'liininiiig on 
the minds of (he people that he will have any jioiver in future to inoU st or injure them. 1 am assured 
nil all sides hy the chiefs who are iviili me that lie will not be mile a:;ain t’l ecdlect men, or to raise 
his head : and tlic Hahno of Keyruh informs inc that whereas previous to the execution of Jiiggoo 
Dewnn the (foies 111 his jiipisdiction openly refused to obey his orders; sinee the death of that man 
they have h.^eonu; perfectly submissive and tractable. 

2,i. Tlie lieods of villages arc attending on me and fiiriitsliing their written agreements regarding 
the payment of the revenue with great willingness, and without having to be sent for; (bey seem only 
to require an a.ssuranee that tlicy shall be Miffieieiitly proteeled from niolestation, and speak o tic 
days wlicn tlic Furnliat estates were Under tbe management <if the olfieers at Cliyebassa with much 
pleasure. I must, however, not fail to notice here the good behaviour of the troops, whose goinl spirit 
and ounciliatingconduct towards the country peojde has not a little eoutributed towards the satisfac¬ 
tory results noted above, lie,r can 1 pass over llic nibjeel without e.sjirissing my admiratioii of the 
Seikh soldiers of the detachment at Ciiyehassa and (heir eiidiiriiiK’e of futigne; tbe eelerity of their, 
movements will he appreciated when 1 mention that thev inarched thirty-eight miles in twenty-nine 
hours with sixty rounds of animuiiitioii in pouch, thereiiy enabling me to carry out my plans with 
that secrecy which is too often in India impossible to attain. 

2 (J. It is impossible frir me to dct^ririinc what measures it will be necessary now to adopt until 1 
cjin acquire some intelligence of the fugitives. It is very likely tbai Crjoon .Singli will be next heard of 
in Muurbhungc or Burmai, from both of which places he htls takc’i a wife, and the probalrility Is 
that the former place is his destination; I shall therefore call on the zemindars of those places to 
deliver him up should he seek refuge with cither of them ; it is not probulile that they will assist him. 
In the meentime, 1 khell make it my duty to reiusurc the people around me, ai,d to asnertsin tbe 
rescHH-oes and value of the Pofulist eaUtea; anbsequently 1 ahall Im'. obliged to visit the Baodgaon 
Illaqaa, at fieopleof that district etre reported to have committed some depredationa across the 
LohonliitKa lioundi^. 

S7- In conclusion, I am desiroiu of hri^iig to the notice of the Lieutenant-Governor the 
loyalty displayed bv the following diieftains i—Tlie Rajah of Scmukellab, who at once attended to 
my nqimdtton for teytea, and has himself gone to Cbyemssa to kem guard over the treasury; Konwer 
Juggumath Singh, his brother, who has been in command of the Serraikellah forces; this indiiridiul 
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escorted tlic late Senior Assistant Commissioner to Rancegunge and returned with me when I came 
to Cliyclins.sa; I would respectfully beg that the title of “ Konwer,” only accorded to him at present 
by courtesy, should he conKmicd by a patent from the Government as a mark of rect^ition for his 
services; Huhoo Hullohhuddur Singh of Scrraikellah, who has shown himself particularly active, and 
ready on all occasions to assist me as far ns it lay in his power; this person, when (he mutiny broke 
out at Kanchec, was at that place; I recollect he was one of the hrst that warned us that the sepoys 
contemplated mutinying, and urged our leaving tlic station ; he also, at some personal risk to himself, 
came after the mutiny from Ranehce to Chyebassa in two days to give warning to Captain Sissmore; 
the letters from Ranclicc to that ofliccr did nut reach Cliychassa. Bulluhliuddur Singh is a poor 
relative of the Scrraikellah Zemindar, and it would be an cstinmble recognition of his zeal if a life 
pension, amounting to 300 rupees jicr annum, was granted to him. 

The Balioo of Keyrah, wiio ha: since my first arrival here been in constant communication with 
me, iiikI who acknowledged my autliurity at a time when his cliicf, with 10O mutineers, was meditating 
treason and attempting to raise the Culchan; 1 have licard that the title of “ Thakoor ” would be to 
him the must gratifying mode of acknowledging his loyalty. 

Bnhoo Uzjoynath Singh, his nnch', deserves great credit for tlic good counsel he has always given 
}iis nc|ihew, who very |]roperly looks to him for aid and advice in all matters of importance concerning 
liimself, J respectfully solicit the favour of being allowed to confer some small lakhirnj grant on this 
person to ho held by liiin and his heirs for two lives as he is himself an old man. 

Dnhro Maukee, who has throughout his lifetime show n himself a loyal and fuitliful suhj«>et. >Siboo 
Miiukee, who has licen with me. from the date of my arrival in the C'olcliaii; this man was obliged to 
liriiig his family and cuttle to Chyehassa for protection, as Juggon Dewan had persuaded his ryots tliat 
he, Kihon, would no longer be their maukee us he hud not gone to Poraliat, and had, on Urjooii 
Kingli's part, nutliiwed him. 

And lastly, Markuiulo Dutfuilur, who has been most zealous and uetivc in assisting me to keep 
his trilic to their allegiimec, and in recalling the disullected. To these three iniluential Coles 1 think 
may he awarded the credit of huving thwarted tlie evil designs of Juggou Dewan and the other ill- 
ndvisers of IJrjoon Singh, 

1 should wish, however, to have an opportunily of conferring witli the Commissioner of Revenue 
on the suhjert hcforc recommending any )iartieu1ar reward to these (.Udes for tlicir loyalty.

.'I. The (lovernor-Geneial infhiinieil desires that the thanks of the (Tovernment maybe conveyed 
to the ehieftuins and rujalis who atforded assistance to Lieutenant Birch, in compliance witli whose 
recommendation, .sui»port.eil by the Lieutenant-Governor, his Lonlship in Council is pleased to 
authorize the grant of the following rewards: — 

The title of Ivoower to he conferred on .luggernauth Sing.

1 AM directed by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to transmit, for the information of the 
Governor-General in Couneil, a precis of the correspondence which has taken place on the 
subject of the coiulitioii of Sumhulporc since the first appearance of disturbance in that part of the 
country. 

2. It appears to the Lieutenant-General that serious troubles arc probably impending over 
Simihulporo, and that, if it be possible, a larger force should be ordered up from Cuttack to 
that jd:\ee. 
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9. An officer of ex|]erlenee U ako obviously required to take the direction of military afluirs 
there; and ii a fit officer could l>e selected, the Lieutenant-Governor would, with the sanction nf the 
Government of India, desire to commit to him also the chief direction of civil affiiirs there, until the 
country shall have settled down.

ON the 2nd Octoljcr, Captain Lei^ii reported that the two brothers, Sonninder Saiee and Oodnnt 
Saiec, who had been released from tiie llaaureehngh jail by the loulioeers of the Nth KcKimeot, Native 
Infantry, had cntcn*d the Sninbulpore district, and were iutlleetiiig inen with the avowed object of 
claiming the 8unibul|>ore liitj. 

From the records of this office it was u.secrtaiticd that those individuals belonged to the family of 
Narain i$ing Deo, late llajuh of Suinbutpore, with whom they do not appear to have iK'cn tin good 
terms: and th.'it in eonsetpience of having been concernetl in an uttiick made on tlie house of one 
Dewan Sing, in the village of Ram|Mirc, in September 1H.37, which resulted in the murder of three 
persons and the plunder of a large amount of ))roperty, they were recommended by the Governor- 
Gcncrul’s agent, South-West Frontier, fur capital pmnsbnicnt, but sentenced by the Nizuinut Aiiawlut 
to inijirisunment for lif<‘ with lalmur and irons in the llazaicebagli jail, as the crime of actual murder 
was not satisfactorily proved ugainst'tlicin. 

Captain Leigh in reporting on their approach towards Sumbnlpore, staled further, that he did not 
expect that they would he able to do much harm if the zcmiiidurs of the (lurjhat Mehals renuiincd 
faithful to fioverninent, lint that it was very doubtful if any di'peiulence could he placed on them, and 
that fur his own |i:irt he believed that a desiri', was felt by many to see a Itajali re-estalilislicd in that 
part of the country. lie added, that on iiecuunt ut the amount of sickness prevailing among the 
forces at his disposal, he was unable to send out a detuehment to apprehend the ])rclenilers, and that 
he had appli(‘d to the (himmissioiier of C'uttack for an additional roiiiforeeiiieiit of three coiiijianies of 
the 'loth \Iadras Native Infantry, with a view of strengthening the station. 

Immediately on the receipt of this report, (hiptoin Dalton issued u notiee to all the (I'oijh.'it 
chiefs, offering a reward of .300 rupees for the enjitnre of the two brothers, mol warning them that the 
estates of any eliicf or landholder found assisting or harbouring them would lie forfeiteil at once. 

On the (itii Ilf October, Captain Leigh, in a letter to the Commissioner of Chota Nagpore, stnleii 
that Soorunder Saiee mol Ouduot Saiee were encamped within ahoiil six miles from the city, ami that 
it would at all events he advisable to temporize a little with them, if only to give time for the three 
companies he had asked for, to conic up from CutUick. 

On the day following, at about S o’clock in the morning, Soorunder .Saiee mol OiHiniit Suiec 
entered the city of Suniliulpore with a large body of armed foll.iwcrs; hut after a short parley with 
Captain Leigh, they were hulh iiolnrcd to surrendrr, in the hope of obtaining a remission of the 
remainder of the sentenee passed on them by the Nizamut Adawlut. 

It would apio'nr that after this, Soorim<ler Saiee was allowed to remain at large, hut under 
surveillance, in the town of Siimbulporc; and that Oodnnt .Saiec w.'is permitted to leave tlie stutioii for 
Khinda, under promise to disper.se the rabble they had eolleeted, (hiplaiii Leigh having eonsidered 
this a'more politic course than a:iy, attempt to employ the military forces at his disposal for that 
purpose. 

The reasons given by Caption T^oigh for the lenient eoursc adopted by liiin were eonsidered by 
the Lieutenant-Governor to be nut without force, and althongh he eoiicnrred with the Comniissioner 
in thinking tlnst a holder eourse would have had a better effect on the chiefs and zeiriinilai'.s in the 
neighbourhood, lie felt that much allowance was to he made for the difficult position in wliicli lliat 
officer was placed and was not disposed Ui blame him. 

On the 24th October, Captain I.a'igli reported, on the authority of tw'o men of the 40fli Madras. 
Native Infantry, whom he had deputed to ascertain if the. men assctnhled liy .Soorunder Huieo had 
dispersed, that with the exception of about 30 men in one place, and about the same nuitilKtr at 
Khinda, no assemblage of armed men was to he wen anywhere; hut they were told that the GliuroU-ab 
of Kolalierah liad assembled about 2<Ki men for the piirjiose of defending himself, having, as Captain 
Leigh imagined, got alarmed as to what might be the result to himself for the sliartflio had in assistirig 
the Saiec brothera with men. 

On the 25th October, the throe additional cotiipaiiics of the 40lh Madras Native Infaiitr],' askeil 
for by Captain Leigh, and a detachment of fifty Paiks from the Orissa Paill f'(inipany arrived at 
Sumbulpore from Cuttack; and a further reinforccincnt, consisting of one company of 3th•.Madras 
Native Infantry, with two mouiiUin train howitzers, and a party of artillery men to work them, were 
on their way, having left Cuttack on the 22rid. 

On the' -loth of Oefober, Captain Dalton zuhroitted a petition, dated the 12tli, presented by 
Soorunder Saiec to Captain Leigh, humbly praying for the exteiisioii of mercy towards himself an<l 
his brother, in consideration of the nature of their offences and the long and rigorous imprisonment 
they bad been subjected to, and of their having, after l>eeii released by the mutineers, voluntarily 
surrendered themselves and made their submission to (kptain I<eigb. Tiiis memorial was supported 
by Captain ^Iton, who vUited that a mitigation might he accorded to the prisoners mi the grounds 
urged, and as they disavowed having been instrumental in tlie collection of the armed men who entcreii 
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Sumbulpnro nlonw with thirn, stiitinR tli«t thosr men lintl arounrl and followed them of their 

own areiird ; hut he mentioned that the pardon out'ht not to he unconditional, and that an natli might 
l>e exacted from them to the effect that they would never again enter into combination or ititrigue 
ngninat the (Government, 

III rejily, (Captain Dalton wJis empowered to deal with llie prisoners in the inaneer proposed by 
him, with the exception of binding them down hy an oalli In regard to (heir future eonduet, hut as an 
intimation had intermediately been received that Soornnder Saiee had ahseonded on the night of the 
rtl.st Oet.oher, it was added that, if such should he the ease, it would of course he neetssary to adopt 
another and ii very different method of dealing with the parties in (pieslion. 

The fact of Soorunder Saice’s escape proving to he true. Captain Dalton recommended, on the 
tttli instant, that Captain Leigh should he direi-ted to move at oiiee and take the (ielil with tlie forces 
al his disposal ; visiting the parts where Sonindv’r S,dee’s sym|iallii7.crs were said to have collected, 
and making a severe cxainjilc of those who had mo .1. prominently assisted the rebels. 

This was authorized under orders, dated the ‘J-lth inslant. In the meanlinie, Caj>t.iiii Leigli had, 
on the >lth instatit, directed Cajitain Knocker, tli" oflleer eomnnnding the detaehnient of tlie dOth 
Madras Native Infantry at ISundndpore, I'l proe.v l towards Kldiuta and Kolaberah with a strong 
detachinimt, and to disperse the hostile assenddage, of men in tliose pluec;: and on the 1 Ith instant 
he submitted a letter from that oflieer, reporting on tbe results of the expedition be bad undertaken. 

(!laplain Knocker cotnineneed his inareh on the .'>th instant, with a detaeliment of the strength 
noted in the margin,+ ninl visited tlie villages of Shcrghotly. Siiiisnn. Kutt'irhugah, .Samiih .SingHli, 
Kurreeapallcc, Kolaberah, Salia, .and Kliinda, relurnliig to .Siiiidinlporc on the Ptli, after having hurnt 
down llie house of the tiliuroteali at Kolaherali, .ami of Soorumler Saiee ttinl (Joilimt Saice at Khiiids, 
holh of which he found ileserted hy the people, hot jicrforated with loop-holes for filing through in 
every diri'ction. lie expressed his lie'ief that all the rebels were totallv disjtersed, but. he did not 
eneouiiler them anywhere except at Sliergliotl.y, wiiere tlicir niiniher was eomjilelely eoneealed by 
dense jungles, and wliere from five to six were killed, inelnding a near relation of the (liiiiroteah of 
Kolulierah. 

The Snperinleiident of the Tributary MeliaK has .since reported the murder, in the Stimhulporc 
district, of Dr. Moore, tlie ,\ssisl.anl-.Surgeon ree.oitly iipiniinled to the medie.al ehiirgt' of llie district, 
and (if Mr. Hanson, an A|i(itheearv in tlie Madias sudee. who, on siekiicjs hreaking out among tin; 
froo|is ill .Sniidndpore, was ordered up from (iaoj.on. ohih' they u'ere f •.avelling to join their po-ts. 
A parly of Kehmidies wer.' dispatidied h\ the Senior ,\sselaiil ('oimnissioner to escort these 
gentlemen to the slalioii, Inil they acre attacked ami eapiiired hy tlie reliels, niid the geiitlenien 
Jlltindered of their elleels. Tli. y then emie.ivmire I to ese.ip'' on I'o.i! with their h'arers ami 
uttenihnits. but they were attacked a",.nii lietweeii .Soojriom.nv and Moomhil. in tlie terrilorv of the 
Uiijah of llehriieole, by an armed body of 1.'>I) I’.tiks, ulio, alter having murdered tliein, are staled to 
biivc cut oil their heads. 'I'he piddle dawk fiom Niegpoie. Ilomliav, t^e., is idsn re])orli'd to liave been 
stopped, ill eiinseipieiiee of the |■llllm'l•s being afraid to pass thrmigh tlie district. 

It is stated by the ('onmdssioner of dultaek (Superintendent ofTrihntary Melials), that since the 
exjiedilion above deserihed, in whieli the houses of Soorniider Saiee and others were ininil. the two 
senior ollieers of the Madras ilelaehmeni have returned to Cnttaek, one of tliem to join n staff 
appoiiilinenl at Ilyderaltad, under the itnpre.ssion that ih.’ rein Is had dispersed for good; and thi'otlicr 
on aeeonnt nf sickness; thus leaving the delaelmie'il under the chaise of one young Lieutenant and 
two young Kiisigns, and (he .Vrlillery in care of an otiieer of three uairs’ standing, not one of these 
■■^eers having passed in the s ern.ienlar languages.

On reaching Joojoomora, en ramte to this, we strarched the jungle there, and found a wntm|t bo*, 
containing some papers of Dr. Moore’s. I propose returning to Joojoomora to morrow and instttating 



a furliicr ucarrli for tlic rcmain!i of Dr. Moore, should that gentleman hare been killed, as 1 fear b 
the rnsc. _ • 

The tn'o sowars who were seized by the rebels were released on the Iflth instant, without injury, 
and returned to Rumbulpore. The rebels deprived them of their horses, anus, accoutrements, and 
baggage.

Camp. November, 23, 1857- 

1)H. MOORE and myself arrived at Joojoomora about 7 o'clock of the evening of the 16th 
instant, and slept there, having arranged to start very early next morning for Mundhoor, with the view 
of starling for Sumbulporc the same afternoon. T awoke about a.m. of the 17 th, and desired lioth 
Dr. Moore’s and iny own bearers to get ready, and then awake Ur. Moore. My bearers were ready to 
start about 3‘.3() a.m., but those of Dr. Moore seemed reluctant to commence their journey so very 
early, upon which Dr. Moore said to me, (Jet your people to make a start, and mine will soon 
follow.” I got into my palkec and went on, supposing Dr. Aloorc was following. When I had gone 
between two and three miles from Joojoomora I was suddenly aroused from a sound sleep by the 
palkce being thrown down. On putting my head out to question I lie hearers as to the cause, I found 
that all but four bearers hail deserted me; these four were crouched on the left .side of the palkec, 
and one of them whispered, ” Sahib, Sahib, golee mara.” Immediately this was said, I he.ard several 
shots (ired from the jungle on the right side of the road; I then jumped out of the palkec with a 
revolver in one, hand and my sword in the other. I could not see my enemies, hut liuding the bearers 
much frighteni'd, I said, *■ I)on’t fear, tliey are only a few lootwallahs, I can kill live with this pistol,” 
and, handing my sword to one of them, said, “yon be ready to attack them with this if they come to 
close quarters.” Finding a second with a stout slick in his hand, 1 de.sired him also to make good use 
of it if the enemy came hear. IVhen giving these direelions I was standing by the side of my palkce, 
in alight-coloured dre.ssing-gown ; and immediately I had done talking to the .second man three shots 
were tired, evidently aimed at me, for one of them whizzed by my right ear, and a second passed my 
left, the third hit the bearer with the .sth-k in his hand (this man died in about an hour after). .\s soon 
as be fell the Ihrcu remaining bearers took to their heels. When the enemy .saw this they yelled out, 
“ Puckro, man) Feringce banehoot.’' These words were followed by jicrhnps a hundred armed men 
rushing out of the jungle on the right side of the road towards my palkce, repeating the word.s “Puckro, 
inaro banehoot." 1 was alone, and .saw it would be madness to stand there any longer, perhaps to be 
butchered. 1 rushed towards the jungle on the opposite side to that from which the enemy atlackod 
me, and eoneealed myself behind a hush, about 2(l yards from my palkce. From my hiding place I 
eouhl see and hear all that was done, ns two torches that had heeii thrown down by the bearers were 
blazing most furiously. The enemy surrounded the palkei'. and missing me questioned the dying 
liearer ns to mj- whereabouts, and also about his comrades ; he replieil, “ they were all gone, he could 
not tell where.' They then made two cuts at his head, aceonipanying ei^h with idiscene language. 
Several then commenced rilling the palkec, when one, who seemed the cbmmander, desired they 
would desist, and gave directions that the palkce and its contents he conveyed to some place he 
named, and |K>iutcd in the direction from w'heiiec they came ; four cavady loads w'ere sent away in the 
same manner. 

As day dawned I found that my hiding-]>1nre was not a safe one, nitd struck deeper into the 
jungles, where I remained all day. About 8 that night 1 had determined, it living dark, that if I 
could find the road to make iny way to Rumbulpore, which place could not be more than 17 or 18 
miles olF. I wundertui alniut for a couple of hours, but failed in discovering the road ; I then returned 
to my hiding-place,foot-sure (being only in my stockings), hungry and thirsty, nut having taken any 
food since 2 o'clock the previous afternoon. At briuik of day(lsth), 1 once more sallied forth in 
search of the road, and was soon successful. Not thinking it safe to take the riKid to Sumbulpore by 
daylight. 1 retraced mv steps towards Joojoomora, striking into the thick of the jungle now and then 
when 1 thought 1 heard voices. I reaehed Joojoomora about 7 in the morning, and after a quarter of 
an hour's rest, started again for t'harmal. 1 hud nut gone more than about three quarters of a mile, 
when, on turning to look bock, I saw about hulf-n-duzen armed men pursuing me. I again made to 
the jungh', and taking up a position behind a thieh bush w.itched the movements of 'my enemies. 
When doing so 1 saw just behind them iiii elephant loaded with baggage, and followed by a long file 
of armed men. To my inexpressible delight I soon discovered that the latter were Sircar sepoys. 
Simultaneously with myself my pursuers also saw the sepoys, and they lost no time in striking 
into the jungle on the opposite of the road to that where I was concealed. On the sepoys reaching 
opposite my hiding place 1 rushed out and claimed their protection. Tlicse sepoys turned out to 
he an escort ]>arty, sent out by the A.ssistant-Commi.ssioncr of Sumbulpore, ns requested by letter 
from mv'self and Dr. Moore from lianqiore. Had this party licen a quarter of an hour later 1 
must have been overtaken and slaughtered by my pursuers. 

Do arriving at Channal, I learned frtim the dutt'adar of the village tliat two armed men from the 
enemy came there the previous evening (I7th), and demanded iny jierson from him, saying that there 
were two sahibs, they had dispatched one, but thiit the oilier had escaped, and they were sure he must 
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b« in the vitlage. The doAidv had gf«M difSooUy in penudiog them ta the eonti^. I mtn e di et ely 
I had pat myaelf under die proteetion of the Sebundiea my nursaers yelled out "gite him ^ 
wiU fire on xom," and foliowad ua to a village about three miles towanis Charmal. when a aUnt shir* 
miah took piafe between them and the Sebundies, and they fled to the junglea. 1 ww nothlnt moM 
of idiem after. . . 

On arriving at Kampore 1 wiut met by my head servant.. On upbraiding him for bia deaertmn ef 
me, he tlirew himself at my feet and said, that he thought I was killed Ir^ the clroumatanee of a 
shot going through my palkee, and what was tlie use of his sta}'ing after that. 

At mis place I dm met Dr. Moore's sirdar bearer, who, with tears in hia eyes, approaohed 
me and said that his master was murdered. From this man and my own ser^'ant 1 gleaned the 


On my servant leaving me, ne rctracea ms steps towanis jooioomora, ana soon met ur. mooiu* 
I whom he reported how 1 was attacked, he. Upon hearing this, l)r. Moore returned to Jamoomor^ 
id remained there till day light; be then resumed his journey, saying to his servants (on ^eir 
imonatratiiig with him against going on), “ There is no fear now, they won't attack us by dsy light.

You see I am prepared for them,” showing them a loaded revolver and a sword. They had not got 
beyond half-a-mile from Joojoomora when they were met by two or throe armed men, who were 
puint^ out to Dr. Moore by iny servant as belonging to the party that had attacked M* maater, 
whmupoii Dr. Moore fired upon and dispersed Uicra; hut this was scarcely done when he wm 
surrounded by about forty men, who cmlied out to his bearers to se|>arate tncmselvea from their 
master, or that they would all be killed: all then left Imt tlio siixlar hearer and three or four otliers. 
8evenl ahota were fired at Dr. Moore, but without ellV'ct. Dr. Moore nttei.iptcd to remonslrate with 
them, he said, “Why do you wish to injure me ? tell me what it is you want and 1 uill give it yoa, 
but don’t my life lie had gone thus far when he was cut down with a sword, and is sup|K>se<i to 
have died.

IN continuation of my letter of 2r,th instant, to your address, reporting the attai'h made on the 
detachment on its return from Joojotinnsrn, I beg to state, that whilst passing through s ghaut, with 
dense jungle on both sides, the advanced guard of the Rainghnr bsttiilion was siuldeniy fired upon 
from the hill on the right l»y some rcliels, wTio were eonecsled lichind a breastwork of stoims. The 
detachment of the 40tli Madras Native Infantry were coming on in the rear. Hearing the firing we 
liaatened on, and Ensign Nepean and Linking a few of the Madras M:p<iys, ascended the hill on ^ 
right, when the rebels fled. It is imnossilde to form a guess even of their huoiIkts, at the jungle, 
bmng so thick, we only saw three or four stragglers ruiiiiiiig off. . , , 

Two sepoys were lulled on the spot, one lias since died of his wounds, and three severely 
wounded, ell belonging to the Itanigliur hattaliou. Five camyi followers and one of the MadrM sepoy* 

were wounded, some severely. , „ . « j 

Bodies of men are committing excesses in diflerent parts of the district, and all trattic and postal 
communication tetween this and Cuttack is suspended.

Ill reimrd to Lieutenant Swiney, of 33nd Madras Native Infantry, who is eu route to join hie 
regiment at Kamptee, having been directed to do duty at Sumbuipore, the circumstance was overlookofl 
by me wlicn penning my letter of yesterday. 

n. Captain Knocker has now been ordered up from Cuttack, and proceeds to-morrow morning 

7. Tliese four oflicers will meet at Ungool, and 1 have arranged to fpro them an escort of the Piuk 
companies from that place until relieved by a strong detachment ffom Sumbuipore, and I hast) 
requested Major Bates to forbid their advancing beyond my own jurisdiction until they ean do eo 
under the Sumbuipore escort. 

8. Major Bates has done all that lies in his power to supply officers to the detaU of hia r^ment 
at Sumbuipore, still the fact remains, that from about the 16th instant there hare bMn om the 
youngest lieutenant and a young ensign, both unpassed in the languages, and but a abort time in tiie 
oountrv, in command of six companies, during the period when there is an insurrection going an 
around them. 

9. It will probably be the thirteenth proximo before these young officers are reinforced by the 
four now going im to join them. 

10. Major Bates alludes to the fact of his only now’ having become acijuainted with the plan 1 
mentioned to him of forming outposts in Sumbuipore. It may be that I am wrong in supposing that 
it may be necessary to form any at all, for 1 am not aware of the nature of the policy of the Senior 
A.ssisUnt CommissioiKT, who certainly has not hitherto shown any design of forming such outjiosts, 
or, in fact, of making much use of the troops sent up to him, except for defensive ]>ur|M>ses in the 
town and district itself, iirolmbly owing in some degree to the p iucity of utlieers anil to the sickness of 
the troops; but I eiiniiot ovoid'the conclusion, that if the insurgents are to be defeated, dispersed, 
and hunted down, it will be necessary, now that the cold season is on, to take some active Step 
towards following them wherever they may be collected, and to establish a few outposts in different 
directions. 

11. Major Rates is also of opinion that the plan I have proposed for the transfer, if possible, of a 
body of ecbundics from Kus.selcondnh, is likely to he of the greatest u«e. On this subject 1 have 
already reported to-day.

Sir, Cuttack, November 27, 1857. 

I IIAVK the honor to nrknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated the 26th November, 1867, 
remarking on the paucity of officers with the detachment of the 40th Kegimeiit Madras Native 
Tnfantrv, at Sumbuipore. 

3, 'You are aware that the moment I heard of Captain Hawkins’ return to regimental bead-quarteni 
on aiek I’ertificate, I ordered off Captain Woodbridge, and that immediately 1 heard of Lieutenant Hw^s 
return under similar circnmstances, I onicred off Lieutenant Vallance, though he was .Acting Qnartw. 
master of the regiment. I also mentioned to you, on your return from Balasnrc tbe day liefore 
yesterday, that 1 had ordered Lientenaiit Hwiney, of the .)2nd llegiment Madras Native Infantry, to 
do duty with the detachment at Sumbuipore, a measure of which you approved, and wliidi I trust 
will, under the ein’umstauces, meet also with the approval of my military auperiora. 

3. No effort has been wanting on my part to keep the detachment as effimont in offioera aa 
oirciiuistanccs would permit. 

4. One rompany baa been left there only as a temporary measure, but circumstagcca which have 
lati’ly oecurred will doubtless render its permanent stay necessary. 

'■5. ’I'lie plan which you mention of detaching parties about the district, 1 have only now become 
acouaiiitiHl with, and it will of course require more officers than if the detachment remained in a 
(Collected form at Sumbuipore. I have tlierefore ordered the only available officer 1 have at head¬ 
quarters (Captain Knocker) to proceed forthwith to join the detaooment. 

6 . I do not know how many partiea it is contemplated to detach, but there ia no doubt that each 
one should be sufficiently strong, not only to defend its poat against any force likely to be brouj^t 
n'uitnst it. hut to act on the offensive in its ow’n immediate neighMurhood if necessary; and if, as ydO 
were, mentioning in conversation yesterday, 150 or 200 aebuudics could lie obtain^ feqiQ Qqptain 
McNeil nr Mr. Knox, they would be, from their habits and experience, of tbe greatest uae in tMaltind 
of warfare.

I HAVE tlio honor to forward for your.inforaiuiioii and tt!iiiiimis!«iun to army hcad-quartem, my 
letter of tUia date to the address of the Deputy Adjutant-Grnci'nl of the army, with deposition of the 
native doctor alluded to annexed, and I respectfully solicit the favour of your concurrence in my 
bringing the loyal conduct of the native doctor to the notice of (iuvcrnment. 

2. I would take this opportunity of stating that a nias> of e\idcnce is now being elicited, aliou ing 
n widely-disseniinnted plot under the instigation <if Munir.no lli-vtan and the young Kajah of Assam, 
fur the overthrow of the. British Government in Assam, in which many natives uf the country, civil 
omlah and others, are c<jnceriicd, together with three native officers of the battalion under my ramnini'd, 
and I should say the whole of the non-commissioned olli(x>rs uf the Golaghat detachment, as also a 
good many of the men. 

.1. On due consideration uf the true interests of Government, it is essential, in my opinion, that 
all who have been concerned In (he jilol, including Muniram and the young rajah, be brought to trial. 
1 therefore beg to submit that a Commission be assembled for their trial in Assam, ns soon as possible, 
should such be considered desirable. 

4. Nome of tho.se in the regiment 1 have already brought to trial, but the trvu.sonablc conduct 

of others from the nature uf the evidence cun best be brought before the Commission appointed to try 
the dewan and the rajah, * 

5. For the future well-being of the country and the security of those who have given evidence in 
these matter.s, as also to enable me to weed the 'corps thoroughly and place it on a sound fmrting, I 
respectfully aubinit that a location fur a year or mure, as circumstances shall determine, ot two 
c impanies of Eurojrcans, and artillerymen for two guns, in Up)icr Assam, would hare a most 
bviicticial and lasting efTect.

WITH reference to my letter of the to your address, I liavc the honor to forward for 

Bubmission to his F.xcellency the Commander-in-chief' and Government, a copy of a dcpositiuii, on 
solemn aRiriiiatiun, by native doctor Keminut .-Vlly, taken before Captain llulrovd, Principal Assistant 
CoinmUshiner at Jorehant, on the 7th Novemirer, IH67, and which I believe to be the faithful 
type of the feelings of a portion of the troops at Golaghat vliiring the month of .August 1H57, and 
upon which testimony in court, several sepoys’ cvitlenec and the deposition on solemn affirm¬ 
ation of eight sepoys, all of (hu Golaghal command—the .subadar and others are In'ing tried before a 
general court assembled under Act .MV of lK.’i7. 

2. I am not prc|)Hrrd to say that a general feeling of disloyalty existed amongst the Ilinduostanees 
of the corps at Golaghat; the bins of the Arrnh men under the auspices of a low Midiomedun native 
ofKtcr, the intrigues of the itative. omlah there, and coalition on the part of the young Nuring Rajah 
of Jurehaut, Icd^to the disttirbunres on the 2Uth August, the news uf the mutiny at Dinapore, and the 
diaatfcctiun uf Kuuer Ning, having reached Assam mtoiit ten days )ireviuus. At Neeb-.agur also there 
waa plotting ainongst the Arrah men ttntler the ipispiccs of a jemadar, who liiul been intriguing with 
the young Assam Itajuh. These, with a disloyal Muhomedim faction at regimental head-quartcra, 
utidor the iiifliioiice of the native doctor and a M.iliomedan officer, who also intrigursi with the young 
rajah, rompri.se the amount uf disaffeetion known to exist, but I am happy to state that to whatever 
unknown length the intriguers may have carried their machinations, the removal of the native officer 
at Golaghat in the end ot .August, followed by the deportment uf the young rajah from Asaani, and 
the Btrcngthening of regiinenUd head-quarters witli Nrjiuulcsc aiiil other deiiendahio men, put a stop 
to them. 

>3. One object I have in view in bringing the native doctor's statement to the notice of his 
KxceUciiry the CumiiiBuder-in-chicf and Government, is to submit that this statement, as well as 
another of the 30th Neptemher last, and the voluntary evidence of those men who have liceii forward 
in bringing seditious acts to light, entail danger from all who may have had a fellow feeling with those 
who^ have acted disloyally, and from the number ut Amdi men in the regiment, revenge might be 
carried out when least expected. 1 rcs|>eetfully solicit, therefore, that besides those who may be 
found guilty on tri>vl, I lie |icrmittrd to discharge all men who have in aiir way shown a disloyal 
fading; under any eircumstaiiees such men can never lie cuii.sidered trustwort/iy; and by their leaving 
the corps, the well-being of the country and tlic safety of the really loyal will be liest considered. 

In coitclusion, I would beg leave most rea|)cctfully to recommend native doctor Keremut Ally, 
_lst Assam Liaht Infantry Battalion, to the favourable consideration of his Excellency the Coromander- 
in-diief and Uovemiuent, for his loval and eommendahlc conduct as herein stated.

Principal A»$i»ionl Comminrionrr of JorchaHt, on the “tfi Xorttnbcr, 18,57. 

THE sepoys at Gulagliat u.so(ltohc«r the news of the iniitineei.-. from the Anilah at OolnKbat; the 
Amtah received the“Somafliar Chuiidrica,''and these used lo he lo.ul ami mutters talked over, Narayon 
Naair and Gunuck Ram, Sudder Amcen’s Nfohurir, used to eome to the liues tt» ilaiiitohul lfavildar*a 
house, where the sepoys assembled and heard the news; the golmal in this way eutuiiieiiced. Daily the 
news was disseminated of the king Ireiiig on the throne of Delhi, the massaerc at Cawn|iure and other 
places, and of the whole of Ilinduostnn, with the exception of t'al<;utl.a nn<l Bengal, having been taken 
possession of by the seiroys on the part of the king. This “ htillahad taken place while Mr. htastera 
was there. Tlie day Mr. Masters went away to .Seehsugiir, the report was snri'ail that he had run 
away; that a steamer was coining with F.umneans to take away nil the sahibs, together with the 
treasure and magazine, and that they would ail leave the country. After tliis the aejroys began to go 
ill parties of four and live to the villages at iiiglit, and lo ill-treat tlie vill.sgers and collect the debts 
due lo them by diflerciit ryots: this increased the golninl. Tlie kyuhs,* tlie beparies and villagers 
buried tlicir property, and were in daily dread of the sepoys looting the place. During the time 
Roostuii Singh was at Golugliat, tliere was a gixnl deal of talking anil some golinal, vet il was not nnylliiiig 
r<|ual to what afterwards took place. From the lime of liis departure dales the inereasc in the golmai. 
I think it was on the SOtli of August, Ihul the order arrived for fifty sepoys to go to Seebsngur ami 
for withdrawal of the Jaiiioogoree and .Borpalliar gnanls ; Kamtoliul, havildar, read the order, and the 
subailnr ordered the elephants to go lo Iniiig in the .lainoognree gnard. There was inneh talk among 
the sC|>oys in the lines us lo tlie reasons for tliis order. That evening llinoif Ally Khan was iliuiiig 
with me; after dinner lie took bis leave and went to the lines ami I retired lo resl'-tbis was at 
9 o’clock. Ill about a quarter of un hour he eaine again to my house ami called me ; I impiired what 
he wanted, he said the men wore ahoul to lise; they are eolleeted at tin' suhadar's hut, sind were 
going to sound the hugle, and the loot will at miee eominenee. lie said he had eonie at onec to tell 
itic ill a great fright, that he had iml well lieard wiint they were saying, and v.anled me to go with liiiu 
and sec what they wen: alMilit. 1 said perliaps tliey would mil lei me gn tliere ; he. said tliat every one 
had gone and that tliey would not slop me, so I went wiili iiim. On arriving, 1 saw a iiumher of 
men rsilleeted in front of tlie suhndar'.s house, in the midst, the Siihadar .Sliaiek Blieekiiiiil, ('huiidec 
Singh, .Icniadar of the i’oliee,.aiid Raintoliul Singh, kote liitviUlar, were seated on mornlis, tin: rest 
heing un tlic ground; lliniut .Vliv and I lirsi slomi and then sat ilowii listening to what they weie. 
saying. Tiiere were a few Jurrooaiis and Miiiiipoorees liy, hut lliey said iiotliiii^, tlie others were 
allies and seemed in a very excited stale; llioHe wlm look the most iietive part in tlie jirueeediiigs 
JellaJur Misscr and Sew Seliai Singli, lunee naieks: Haintoliul Singh, liai ildar; and Naravini Sing, 
Shaick Bheekun. subadurs, and ('Inimler .Sing, jemadar ; Kanieliiirii .Sing Bliat, Snrnani .Singh, and 
Kooden Sing, Bhola Paiulav, havildar; Dookininjan Doohie. Nainroo Sing, Dookeram Sing, and llhikiirce 
Sing, Jewadhun Pandy, I'hakoor llaiii,ami (‘lionkntrani Itain. ami Klinduhns, Inigler, wlm waKiiiosl 
urgent to sound tlie liuglc. The other Inigler, Bnlloo, said lie wonhl not souml even if they killed liim; he 
said this to me in fear, and I told liiiii not. to suniid the hugle on any areomit. Tlie two liinee tiaicks, 
Jelladur Misser and Sew Selini Singli, ealleil and eolleeted all the se|i(iys to tlie snlmdur's hut. First 
Jclladur Misser, Bhola Pamlay, liavildar, and Sew Sehiii Singh said : liear brothers, if you are dimirous 
of your own ^ooil and favor with the rajah, you will listen lo what we say, and ilo wliaf we tell you 

without drawing hark; and wliocver draws hack nr reveals anything shall be killed, and if be be a 

Mussulman he will cat pig, and if a Hindoo lie will eat cow; tiiis sliall lie the eiirse on him. _ Tim 

others leplied, what, are we not horn of man tliat we shonhl tieserf the eause ! They ihen said, let 

ns stmnd the hugle, and each man, taking li\e ghiittnlis with liini, let us go this night to Jorehaut, 
first cut lluroiukth Hurrnnali’s head olf. Il is sa'd that Uiig.lmoheer, jeniatlar, is tliere with twenty 
seiKiys and is loyal to Government, if we can make him join us, well, if not. then we enn kill him ; wte 
will then go and put the raj.sh on tlie tliroiie and pr.H-laini him ; all the elepiianls tliiit ean he enllceteil 
here can be sent with Russid aftenvard.s. When wc Imve proeluimed the rajiili, we will go oti at once 
to Seebsagur and first set fire to Holroyd Saliib's bouse, and the real, of tlie lionses, and kill all 
Eiiropcaiia there; we will make the sepoys there join ns and take the iimgii/.ine ami irriisury ; we can 
leave some men there to take eliarge .and go on with the rest to Dvlironglmr. there set fire to nil the 
bouses and kill all the Europenii.s, and tnkethe treasury and magazine :iiid bring it lo the rijah. 
Jellader Misser proposed that the perwaniiah received that day from the liavild.'ir-major for fifty men 
to go to Scebsi^r should be changed, to make il appear that all had been ordcied up, so tliat in the, 
event of any failure, the onus would full on the havildar-inajor. Some iuapiirseed in thes" jiropoials, 
while others wished to Avait tilt morning, making all the preparations diirin;' the night, Jclladur 
Misner got up and said, I will go at onec and get out the ghiitlahs. 1 then said, wlieii a thing is to 
be done it is well not to doit hurriedly but with eireumspcclion. Tim siibad.ir said, what I said, 
sahib, 1 merely said it was better to act with ^•^rculnspcetioll; if you go in tlie niorning what is tim’iisc 
of taking out the ghuttahs now ? The subadar kept silent. Jcllarlor \lisscr then asked it he sho'ilil bring 
them out, die tubadar said, sit down, I have something Iji miv. Hen there is a jemadar «t B irpatbor, 
and several men tliere, and at Jamgixiree, let them join froin command, then we will with t!u*m do 
this, at present there arc but few men here. Uaintohul, havildar, said, good, this is best; but send an 
wiee to aay that the elephants here are sick, and therefore fifty men cannot go to Rotig|o.'c. 
Cbunder Sing said, this was a gootl idea; that several days’ ihday would tlitis take place, and In the 
meanume they could arrange and march on Rungjwrc; some said it was lietter to act at once in

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Bwav the treasure atnl the sahiUa, that he would Iw diagraced before the rajah; that he could not seize 
ttic 'magazine or treasure, and that tlic sahibs had escaped, and he had been unable to kill them. 
Tlicy tuked that niglit sending Jclladur Misser, Sewbucb Sing, and Chukoot Ram to Jorehaut, to the 
rajah, and se^: bow matters were at Jurehaiit; they said (these three) what is the use of going to the 
rajah, he is all ready and has promised Deswalis Ifi rupees pay a month, Munipoories and othera 
12 rupees, so what’s the use of goin^ there again. In this way they remained till a late hour of the 
night, not able to arrive at any decisioii among themselves. Some dimnted; Dunbahadoor Sing and 
Gungadeen said, they might do what they liked, but they would not join, the others abused them tor 
being cowards. The subadnr said, be would not give the order that night but would wait till the men 
on rommand ranic in; Gungadeen and Dunbahadoor got up and went away, and Humut Ally and t 
did likewise. I bad no sleep and was in alarm all night. The next morning I saw Bheekun Subi^r 
walking up and down the road and s^Mrke to him of tlic last night’s proceedings, saying they had just 
received pay and were eating Company’s salt, and it was very bad to Ijohavc in this way; tliat et 
Saikoa and other places there were a number of sepovs and sirdars and that none were making My 
confusion; that he alone with fitly or sixty men behaving in this manner, would merely bring 
destruction on himself. He nmldetl his head, afterwards sent for Ramtobul, havildar, and told him to 
send the men ordered to S<‘ehsHgur and to let this matter stand over for the present, that afterwards 
they would sec if others would join and then they could accomplish it. About V o’clock in the 
morning, Jelludur Misser went to the subadar and told him he heard guns tiring at Rungwre and that 
the Europeans must have arrived and were fighting w’ith the sepoys; that he had urged liim to march 
at once that night, and not doing so they had brought destruction upon themselves; the subadar came 
with Jelladiir Misser to the high ground at the beck of the hospital and listeniiig, said, he heard it, 
end told the sepoys not to go away from the lines as there was no knowing what might happen at any 
time. 'I'lic next, the jclladur and sepoys from Borputhor came in, and that evening Hughoonatli Sing, 
subadar, arrived. He then sent thirty men at once to Seehsagur. Since Rughoonath Sing went, he 
has had frequent roll-calls and orderetl any oinlnh going to the lines to ha confined. Since this, 
mutters have become qtiict and pcojdc feel secure. I forgot to mention Sewhuck Sing as one of the 
princiiuii men in that [night’s proceedings. 1 aliould liave reported these jiiattcrs before, but 
Air. Maliony was sick, and 1 was afraid to write in Xagree, for they hatl all sworn to kill any one who 
said any thing about it. .\t first 1 could not tell Ungiioonuth's (subadar) mind, hut when 1 found he 
was loyal, 1 then told him what I knew. I linve been in great dread of what the sepoys would do to 
me. for thp.y saicl, if they were dismissed tlic service, still they would have their revenge.

I HAVR had the honor this day to receive your letter, dated the 30th ultimo, on the subitxst of 
the niilitarv operatioMs that are.4o be undertaken against tlic mutineers of the .')4t)i and 73rd Ilepmenta 
of Native Infantry. 

2. Yesterday aftcrnuoii tlie magistrate of Svllict informed inc, that the (Jommissiuncr of Dacca 
had deteroiini-d to send on the dclacnment of llcr Mi^rsty's 54th Regiment to Syllict, and today 1 
received iutelligcnee from Mr, C. II. Caniphcll, tlint the dclnchmcnt in (jiicstion would leave Dacca on 
the moniing of tlic 5tli instant for this Ntation. 

.i. Almost all the intelligence wc have hitiierlo ohtained regarding the movements of the mutineers 
has been extremely vague and .iinsalisfactory, l)ut from infurinntion this morning rcecivod, it seams 
now to lie tolerably clear, that on the night of the 5lti instant, the mutineers of the .34lh Regiment, 
Native htfantry, were in the heavy jungles of Independent Tiniwrah, to the nortli of Agurtollah, and 
nut far from that part of the north-western houiidiiry of the ^nj)|>erati Rajah's territory, which Is con¬ 
tiguous to the place where the Tip|ierah and Sylhet districts meet. They were reported to bo moving 
in a north-westerly direction on the 4tli instant; Init the hist report, received alnml an hour ago, atatea 
that they had turned, and marched towards the. norlli-eust on the 5tii instant. Their object seems to 
be to stick to tlie hills and jungles ss lung as they can. 

4. My impression is, that these mutineers liave rushed fur safety into the jungles of Independent 
Tipperah without any fixed plan or purpose, and that eventuolly they will endeavour to escape to 
the Upper Provinces through the Mymenaing district, or failing in tliis, they will pnibably attempt to 
make tnoir way to Muniieoporc or Assam. 

3. Under these circumstances, I have this day written to the Commanding Officer of tlfo detach¬ 
ment of Her Muje.sty’s .54th Regiment, and to Mr. Camplicll, stating, that I consider it desirable thet 
half the detachment should be halted for the. present at Ajineeriguiige, rather large baasar on the 
left bank of tlic B.truk river, where there is u police thannah,* and that the otlier Jialf should 
he sent on at once to Syllict in tlie slcamer wliieli probably will be able to get up as far as 
Chnt uck. 

<1. The detachment at Ajmccriguiigc will he able to nurauc and intercept the mutineers If Uiey 
endeavour to escape to the north-west, vid the Myincnsing district, and the detaejiment at Hylliet, and 
the Sylhet Light Infantry Battalion will stop .and chastise them if they attempt to pass through this 
district towards the east, with the view' of going to Muiinecporc or Assam. 

7. 1 liave, hawftvor, apprised Mr. Cani]>l>eU, tliat our information regarding the movements and 
intentions of tlic mutineers is very defeelive, and that he must act on his own judgment after he haa 
received tlic latest intelligence si Ajineeriguiige. 

tt, I have dispatirhed tlic executive engineer, Mr. Dodd, to Aimccrigungc, and have dtrecled him 
to phieo himself under Mr. CainplHill’s orders, and to make himself generally useful to that officer, in 
obtaining intcliigaioc, and procuring supplies for the troops. Mr. Dodd knows that part of Uie 
country verv well, and wilt, I have no donht, he found very useful in tracing and following up the 
mutineers if they debouch on the plains in a westerly direction. 

ff, I have direeled Lieutenant ouist to proceed with a dctachinent of about sixty men of the Bylbct 
Light Infantry Battalion to Ajmecrigunge, and ploec hiinsclf umler the orders of tha officer eom- 
mandiiig the Euro|)ean troops at thot place. 'I'hls detaclniient is coiii|)oscd of men who have just 
escorted a large batch of convicts from llic Sylhet, to the Dacca jail; they were carefully selcc^ for 
tliat duty, and have done it well. This detachiiient will he found, I think, very useful at Ajuicerigunge 
sperforming various dutica involving exp'isurc to the climate, which might pMve injurious to the 
’ lieoltfa of European soldiers who have only recently arrived from Kngland. 

JO. 1 have dispatched nine elephants to-dav, and Impe U> send down twenty mure to-mortow to 
Ajineerigunge for tlic use of the tnaips, and f am collecting as many elephants as possible for the 
same purpose..

11. With reference to the fourth parugraph of your letter, I he^ to state, that it appears to me 
that the Lieutenant-Governor wishes to leave the question of disarming the Sylhet Lijmt Infantry 
Ilnttalioii, or the up-country portion of it in my handb, tiotwithstunding tlie opinion whira his Honor 
lias Ijecii pleased to express regarding the expedieney of di.'.armiiig ‘‘ all the ‘Hindoostanees in the 
Uvgirncrit.” If 1 tliuught it was not intended tu grant me tlii.i discretionary power, I should of course 
order all the up-country men of the hattalion now at this station to be disai'med immediately the Euro* 
pean detachment arrives. 

12, 1 have given to this suhject that full and deliherate consideration which its very ^reat impor¬ 
tance demands, and beg with much deference to state, that I am stningly of opinion that it is altogether 
inexpedient to disl||| the up-country men of the Sylliet Light Infantry Battalion at present.* The 
regiment is eninposed of various tribes and castes; there arc in the corps Uhoorkhas, Munnepoorees, 

. A.ssnmesc, %ll)ctees, and natives of Goruck|>ure, and of the province of Behar, but there is not a 
single man from Oude, or from tho.se parts of the Nortli-We.slern I’rovinccs, which arc, or have been," 
in rebellion against our Government. 

l.i, 'Hie biiUalioii, bolli at Iiead-qiiartcr.s and all the out-stations', has hehaved in the most exem¬ 
plary nmnner throughout the whole of tlicsc trying and troublous times up to tlie present hour. 
Tlieir oflieer.s are ready to guarantee the tidelity and good eunduel of their men. 1 have lived at their 
head-iiuartei's for more than seven montii.s, and have very closely .scratiiiixcd their heliaviour. I have 
been nnalile to delect the sliglitest trace or syniplorii of disloyally or uhstcadiness; I consider there 
is good ground for supjm.sing tliat the hattalion will continue to eoiuliicl itself as it has hitherto 
done. 

I t. If I was now to take advantage of the nre.senee of l'’.uropean troops here to disarm the 
np-eouiitry men of the hattalion at this station, the large dctacliineiit on duty at Cachar would ironie- 
(lialely Ix'eumc tlioroughly disorgani/.cd ; and as ilieie would he no troops available to disarm that 
delaeliiuent, or to do military duly in Cacliar, the incvitahle consequence would be that that prosjierous 
and improving province would ioon he overrun and plundered by the neighbouring wild tribes, and 
prohably also by some <.f the refugee Mnniieepore ehieftnins and their followers, who reside, some of 
them in great iioveily and distress, in C.'ucliar. 

15. Besides, my firm belief is, that if the up-country men of this iiattalion were disarmed now, the 
two Assam regiments, who have been held in cheek a great deal by I lie good behaviour of the Sylhet 
battalion, would at once go wrong, more es|iccially if the ".ird Ueginicnl at Julpigorce should follow 
the niuliiious example of the deliiehnu'nt of their regiment at Dacca. 

It). All these ))oinls re(|uire e.alm and the gr.ivest eonsideralion; the pro.s))erity, 1 may say, the 
safety of Caeliar, the Co.ssyali, and Jyntcah Hills, and Assam; the lives of nianv of our countrymen, 
may he impel illeil by a false step just now. In niy ihdilierate judgment there is in every respect much 
Ic.ss riifk in leaving the hiitlalioii ns it is, us long as they eoinluet tliemseves well,than in disarming, at 
the ])resentjiiiietiire, the iip-eouiitry portion of it now at this station. Itniiist he rcmemliercd that the 
GoorKhas, ninl other tribes, are not at all likely to join the up-'euuntry nicii, even if the latter should be 
disjiosed to do unytlihig wrong. 

17- Under these eireumstaiiees, 1 am of opinion, tliat it would be at jire.sent an un'wise and unsafe 
iiioasure to to ilisarm the up-eouiitry sepoys at the head-quarters of the battalion; if hereafter I should 
see nuytliliig in tlu’ir enmUiet or deiueaunur which may lend me tu doubt their fidelity, 1 will, of course, 
make use of ilie Kuropeuii troops to disarin them. 

IK. It after having taken into eonsidcratinn what 1 liave now ventured to urge, his Honor should 
still lie of^ipiuioii that it is expedient to disarm the up-eouiitry men of the battalion, if you will kindly 
intimate his Honor’s wishes to me by return of jmst, I shall he able, in all probability, to carry 
them nut 

ly. Siiiee I I’oiumeni'ed writing this letter I have received a demi-offieinl eoinmunieation from the 
tiuperiiiteiuleiit of tandiar, ri portiiig that lie has taken piveautionary measures, which appear to me 
to he very judicious, against the luiilineers of the-Ith Uegiineni, in ease they eoinC in his direction. 
He lias sent orders to the Simosliais, a wild and uailiKe. tribe, wlui oeeupy tlie hills and jungles between 
Cliittaguiig and Caeliar, to attack and destroy the mutineers, in ease they attempt to enter their 
country, anil he has jiroinised them rewards if they perform tliis service effectually. As these 
Shousnais are very ilesirou.s to he on good teiins with ns, and will be stimulated by the hope of 
plunder, they will pruliuhly offer a very foriiiidnhie obstacle tu the advance of the mutineers should 
they attempt to turn towards Cachar. J.icntenant fitewurt has sent out scouts into the jungles to 

I iroeurc intelligence, and has guarded both the approaches tu Caidinr by a detachment of the Sylhet 
iight Infantry Battuliim. 

20. .\s Lieutenant Stewart seems tu apprehend that some of tlie refugee Munneeporc princes may 
he ineliiied to take advantage of the present ap]iortunity to make an attempt against the Muiineepore 
Government, 1 have this day sent off to Cachar a detachment of about fifty men of the battalion to 
strengthen the military force at that station,

WITH reference to pnevioiM 'correspondence regarding the steamer “ River Bird," 1 have the 
honor to submit, for the information of the Governor-General in Council, a roiKirt of survey on tlie 
hull, engines, and condition of that vessel, dated the 14th ultimo, which I should have submitted 
before, but that I was desirous first of ascertaining personally from Cajitain Boon, who was returning 
from Jungypore, some further particulars. 

2. The surveyors report that no damage is perceptible in the vessel’s hull, nor in her limbers or 
decks; the hog frame (or that arolied frame-work which spans the vessel aimvc the deck) has drawn 
about an inch, which is accounted for by its being rotten. 

3. I’he removing of the engines would take a month, and the surveyors state they sec no neces¬ 
sity for this at present, no dam^ to the machinery being apparent, and tin y arc of opiriion tliat 
unless all hopes of raising Uic vessel are ultimately abandoned, the engines should not l>e disturbed, 
they being perfectly safe in their present position, and there being no fear of their being lost, as the 
vessel is not sinking in the sand; whereas, in removing the roacbiiicry, the spar and main deck, as 
also Uie paddle-boxes, would in a great measure have to be destroyed; and, altliough in case of anti- 
*cipated future to float the vessel, everything must l>c sacrificed to save the machinery, there is no 
reason why such a conclusion should he acted upon for sonic months to come. 

4. The surveyors state that the “ River Bird ’’ should be lowered fi feet at least by the bows to 
enable her to float, as she now lies at too great an angle, the mud to be removed os the water leaves 
her, and fresh water pumped uito the hold after the aand has been cleaned out, to kccp'the inner skin

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wet, the resnel to be covered in with mats, and wetted as often as possii>le tu preserve her from injury 
from the hot w'iiids of the coining season. 

5. Tlie Committee recommend certain stores to be sent up to be used for floating the vessel, 
and conclude by stating their opinion that the “ River Bird ” can be raised, unless there may be any 
injury which they were unable to jjerceivc, below water-mark. 

H. Captain Boon has subsecjuently informed me that there are about 3 feet of water over the deck 
of the “ Rtver Bird ” from the paddle-boxes aft, and that the water recedes very slowly; a channel 
has been cut from the vessel to the riwr to allow the water around her to fall with <he river; and he 
recommends that an establishment as per maigin * should fur the present be attached to the vessel to 
take charge of her, and fur the purpose of clearing away the sand and keeping the machinery clean as 
it is left by the water. 

7. Under the circumstances above represented, 1 would beg respectfully to recommend that the 
charge of the “ River Bird ” be made over to Lieutenant Forbes, the Superintendent of Nuddea Rivers, 
an engineer with four stokers being attached to the vessel to look after the machinery. 

8. As the period approaches when it will be necessary to decide upon taking the engines out or 
not, assistance can be sent up from Calctuta, and officers and a crew can be sent to take charge of the 
vessel when notice is given of their being required. 

1). In the mean time, 1 would propose that Mr. Hampton, the commander of the Jumna,” who 
is now in charge of the “ River Bird,” be allowed to come down and resume his proper duties, and 
that such stores as arc at present deposited on the bank of the river be brought to Calcutta.

VVE, the undersigned, deeming it ncces.sary to draw up n reiiort on the “ River Bird,” for the 
information of the Su|K!rintendent of Marine, beg to snhmit tin- following :— 

1. The vessel has shown no d.'miugc in her hull (as far as is perceptible], neither in her timbers 
nor decks; the hog frame has drawn about an inch, but being rotten, this can he accounted for. 

2. 'I'hc removing of the engines would take a month ; there seems no real necessity for doing so 
at present, no damage has appeared tu the machinery, and we are of opinion that, unless all hopes of 
raising the vessel be abandoned, the engines should not be disturbed, the machinery in its present 
jiosition is jicrfectly safe, and there is no chance of its being lost, us the vessel is not sinking in the 
sand; in removing the machinery, the spar and main deck, as also the paddle boxes, would in a great 
measure have to be destroyed; ami as the river docs not rise here Wfurc the middle of June, the 
engines could be removed u month and a-half before that time, that is, if it was found impossible to 
level the ship so ns to admit of floating. At present, all that is necessary is to keep the engines clean 
and free from corrosion. 

;i. We are also of opinion that the vessel should be lowered ti feet, at the least, by the bows, to 
enable her to float; she now lies at too great an angle : the mud must be removed as the water leaves 
her; after llie sand bus been cleared from the bold, a supply of fresh water should be ]>umpcd in, so as 
to keep the inner skin eontinually wet; she slionld be well covered in with mats outside, and wetted 
ns often ns jmssible, this would keep her from iujurv bv the hot winds. 

4. We would recommend that, as no work can be carried on itefore February, every opportunity 
be taken to send up the following stores, so that they may he ready for use, viz.;— 

.\s many portable pumps ns can he spared, but certainly not less than n dozen. 

'I'wo hundred baskets (^eoal) small size. 

Two dozen buckets. 

200 casks, shook (to float her), coopers being sent up in April to put them together. 

We, the . undersigned, also heg to add that it is our opinion that the “ River Bird ” can be 
raisedunless there be any injury which we cannot at present pjrccive below water-mark).

2> With reference to this subject 1 beg to submit, fur die information of Government, that on the 
same day that the above instructions were received, the Secretary to the Indian General Steam 
Navigation (himpany was requested to send tlie commander of the “ Krishna” flat to this office, but 
he (Mr. Bowen) has only just returned from the Upper Provinces, and having on diis day oomeb^re 
me has made die following statement:— 

That on discharging die cargo on the occasion in question at AUaliabad, almut a handful of loose 
powder, with four or five bullets, was found wrapped up in a piece of slate*coloured pajier iu No. 4 
hold. 

That the sepoy who was hung, or some other, had gone on board the “ Krishna’' whilst she 
was loading with a shipping order, for the reception of some commissariat stores; that he, the 
commander, was at the time eating his tiffin, and that, out of joke, he olTered a (lurtion of hit tiffin to 
the sepoy, wlio eat two mutton chops, and drank some heer out of a teacup. 

After tliis he could nut get rid of the sepoy, whom he looked upon as an idiot, and was obliged 
eventually to have him turned out of the vessel. 

:1. Mr. Bowen further stated, that the sejiuy appeared to him at the time to be loitering about 
the vessel, as though ilesirous of prying into what was being carried on on board.

No one will wish to obtrude upon those who arc under bereavcinent or sickness any show of 
ceremony which shall im|)osc fatigue or pain. The hest welcome which can be tendered upon such an 
occasion is one which shall break in ns little as possible upon privacy and rest. 

But the rescue of these sufferers is a victory lieyond all price; and in testimony of the public 
joy with which it is hailed, and of the admiration with which their heroic endurance and courage 
liavc been viewed, the Governor-General in Council directs that, upon the approach of the “ Madras” 
to Prinsep's Ghaut, a royal salute shall be fired from the ramparts of Fort William. 

The Governor-General in Council furtlier directs that all sliips of war in the river shall be dressed 
in honor of the dav. 

Officers will be appointed to conduct the passengers on shore, and the state baiges of the 
Governor-General will in attendance. 

As soon as the telegraph shall announce that the ” Madra-s” has passed Atcheepore, two signal 
guns will be fired from the fort.

Company. 

Fort William, January 22, 1858. 12.) 

IN continimtitm of our lotlcr No. 0 of 1858, il.atcd the 8tli instant, we have the honor 
lo report our further proceedings in this depurlineut, connected with the revolt of the 
native army of Bengal. 

2. To avoid delay in the re-estahlishment of civil admimstratien after the occupation 
of any district by the army, wc have authorized his Excellency the Commander-in-chief to 
issue a commission or commissions (under Acts XIV and XVII of 1857^ for the 
trial of persons charged with having committed, in any district, any of the offences 
nicnlionod iu those Acts. 

We forward copies of the narratives furpiahed by the Chief Commissioner of the 
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North-Western Provinces, embracing the period from the 1st November to the 
30th December, 1857. 

4. We have authorized the offer of a reward, to the extent of 30,000 rupees, for the 
capture of the rebel Nawab of Furruckabad. 

5. In reply to an inquiry on the subject, we informed the Chief Commissioner tlutt 
itisintended to remove the seat of the Government of the North-Western Provinces fifom 
Agra to Allahabad. Our reasons for this step will hereafter be explained to you. 
We desired that due notice should be given of the intended change, and that every 
arrangement, both public and private, should be made with a view to the eventual 
removal of all officers and establishments whose head-quarters are usually at the 
•eat of Government. At the same time, referring to the primary object of providing 
shelter for the Bnropean troops during the coming hot season, wo intimated that it would 
not be possible to find accommodation for even a considerable part of the Government 
offices and establishments, most of which would, therefore, have to remain at Agra for 
another year. 

6. Goruckpore having been re-occupied, we have approved, as a tcnqKirary measure, 
the appointment of Mr. C. Wingfield to be Commissioner of that district, on a salary of 
2,760 rupees per mensem. 

7. We have requested the Lieutenaut-Oovernor of the Central Prorinccs to inform 

all civil officers who have been appointed since the outbreak of the mutinies in May lost, 
that they hold their appointments subject to any change that may be intniduccd 
into the system of administration, and also to make future appointments «)it the same 
understanding. ' ^ 

8. Adverting to the letter from Mr. Edwards, giving an aceount of the mutiny at 
Budaon and of his subsequent experiences, which was inclosed in our letter to you, 
No. 117 of 1857, dated the 7th October, wo beg to state that we have requested his 
E.Kcellency the t'ommnnder-in-chicf to send for the native gentlemen mentioned by 
Mr. bjdwards, and to invest them with the title and khilluts* that have l>een bestowed on 
them. 

2. A telegram, received through the Govonmient of Bengal, from the Deputy 
Magistrate ol Shergotty, to the cfl'ect that the Itajah of Sitigrowlee, with his followers, 
had entered Soorgoojah for the pur|jose of tioriqnering it, and that he was supposed to he 
acting under the orders of the liewah Kajah, has been forwarded through the. Forcigli 
Department, for the information and opinion of Cnj)taiu Osborne, the Political Agent 
at Kewah. 

10. We forward a copy of a despatch, (;ommunicntcd to us by the Government of 
Bengal, from Mr. Allen, the Officiating Member <if the Board of lUwenne, on deputation 
at Sylhet, containing an account ol the o])erationH of the Sylliet Light Infantry against 
the mutineers ot the 34th Native Infantry, ending with the engagement of the 
18th December, in which the mutineers were driven into the jungles with heavy' loss, oud 
dispersed. 'I'liis proof of the fidelity of the Sylhet Light Infantry has been received by us 
with much satisfaction; but we regret to state that Major Byng, coinmunding the 
regiment, was killed on this occasion. 

11; forwarded with our last letter a correspondence respecting the condition of 
affairs in Sumbuljmre. On the application of the Government of Bengal we requested 
the Madras Government to strengthen the force at that place, without, however, 
materially weakening the column destined for Nagpore and th«* parts htyond it. The 
Madras Government were also requested to scn<l with this additional force an experienced 
officer to exercise the chief authority, both civil and military, in Hiimhulporc. But you 
will perceive, from the correspoadence herein inclosed, that the latter arrnngimi^nt has 
been altered, and that Major Bates, the officer (toinnianding the 40th llegiment of 
Madras Native Infantry, has been placed by the Govemiiient of Bengal in temporary civil 
charge of the district, to be relieved eventually by Colonel Forster, commanding the 
Sbckawattcc Battalion, and that the Commissioner of (’uttaek has been vested witli 
the powers of Commissioner in the district of Snmhulporc, in addition to his own 
division. 

12. We have sanctioned a proposal to raise'a force amongst the acclimated tribes in 
the hill tracts of Orissa for service in Sumbulpore. 

13. fa commumcalaon with the Government of Bengal, we have directed that 
so much of our orders of the Srd October last as prohibits European women and children 
from entering any of the districts noted in the mai^n,t or from leaving Calcutta far that

Some imprudent interference by 
Mr. Wilson, late Judge of Morodahnd, brought to notice in Mr. .Mexnnder’s report, has Iwcn checked 
with a strong hand. Intelligence of the 4th instant, from (itvidior, eonreys tl)r iinpre.ssion that a 
regiment and battery Itad advanced from Jaloun to Calftce on the suniinons of the Knnn. The 5th 
Gwalior Regiment, with two Mehidpore guns that had remained with the Mahamj di at (iwalior has 
followed the rest of the contingent to Jalonn. 

6. Novendter 7.—Some re|>urts state that the Gwalior mutineers wilt not be able to eitini>lele a ‘ 
bridge which they arc said to l)e making at Shcrgurli (op]H>8itc the Oreya of our maps), for some days 
vet, and that having entered the Nana's service they arc Iwtind to either Lueknow or Bithoor. Gwalior 
letters mention that the fon*c had moved on from Jalonn to CnljaM*, and it is now, I fear, unfortti- 
nately, certain that Lieutenant Tomkinson, of the .5.1rd Regiment, who went with treasure from Oral 
to Gwalior, was etmeenleil at Ainacn till the rebels mart'iied; tliat a poorhea there, for fifty ruj)ees, 
betrayed his hiding plaiie a few eoss off, and tl«at ho was there murdcivd. By news from Cawnjmre 
of tlie 3rd, I learn that the C'oiiimnnder-ln-ehicf was there hourly exneefed ; and as I Hntiei|mta that 
Brigadier Grant’s eoluinn would reach .VIiiiii Bogh on tli(< moniing of that day, I fear it will Iw detained 
there till his Exivlleney joins, and leail to another vesalimis delay at a jmieture when the gain of one 
Imur might prove <jf iiieal«;ulul)le aiivantnge in the first instauec* to T,uekno\v and suhserjuently to the 
Doab. 

7. Noretnher 8 and Letters dated the ttli, received from Cawnpore on the Hth instant, 
.state that the Coininnnder>iii-rhief had arrived there on tlio .ird. anil was to hold a levee on tlie 
4th ; that tlie Banda rebels had lieeii sueeessfully uttiieked at Kujna and entirelv routed, with the loss 
of three guns. liClters from Gwalior re|)Ort that the mutineers had reaeheil Uampnre, a town and 
fort iH'lnngiiig to a tnlookdnr in a ceiled district of Seindiah’s, attached to Jaloun, deinanileil a month’s 
ji.ay from the taloukdar, and on being refused hegnn to halter lii.s fort, which he was replying to with 
fourteen guns. This talookdnr has certain independent ])o\vers, and it is believed that his fort is 
]>rctty strong. There is little dtiuht that the .Toudporc T,egion has (piltteil the vieiiiitv of Ajmere. 
St hud) should now render Brigadier Lawrence’s tusk there a light one. The legion is reliably re|Mirleil 
to lie moving northward tbrougb Sliekawattee or along its westward border. General I’enuv, instead 
of calling in Brigadier Sliowcrs’ eoluinn to refit, as be bad intended, now ineniis it. to wateli the legion, 
and General Van Cortland bus also been warned of its movements, Mr. Alexander, Coininissioiier of 
lloliileund, in a letter dated .oth instant, reports, that on bis own responsibility be liail siieei-edeil in 
rixising and locating l.'iO liiiuloo liorsemen at the foot of the liills, a step tviiieli Ibis Goteriinieiit 
has approved. 

8. November l(t.—^'I’lic fJwnlior mutineers have taken the fort of Itauiporo, mid e.ariied tlie 
talookdar on with them to Jaloun. There has probably been collusion between the )>ui'lics. 'I'he 
Uao of Mynpooric lias written for perinissioii to repair bis fort, which was parlinliy destroyed by 
Brigadier Grant's eoluinn. I have iiutborizcil bis doing so, for it never ran be niade strong, and 
I conceive it proper llnil lie hlionld he in a jiosition to jiroteet himself against detached hodie.s 
of rebels. 1 have further promised to use iny iidlnenee with the Supreme (ioveriiinent' to have 
him rai-sed to the rank and title of Ilujali, provideil he. enntiniie.s to give, the salisfaelion wliieli he bus 
hitherto done. Several reports, wliieh, liowcvor, reipiire eonliriimlion, assert that tlie l''nttegbui' 
rebels have |>uslied forward a bodv of I,?IK) foot, (iilO horses, and two guns to .Vlly/unge, about 
si.xtceii eo.ss from Klia.sgunge. Tliere is an uneasy feeling thruughoiit tlie Upper Doab, shared in 
by our Sikh allies and others, (bat the lung promised aid iron) Kngland or Calcutta is a iiiytli, and 
the sooner this is removed by the preseiiee, of some fresh troops IVoin below the belter, for the conse¬ 
quences may otherwise ke disagreeable. If no otlier measure can be Hdiijited, it wnnid be jndieioiis to 
effect B relief, and when ciirii'iislaiices admit, to send fresh troops npward.s and piisb some nf the old 
ones down below. Colonet Colton's delaelnnent is expected in to-morrow; Mr. M. Thornbill, uho 
accoinpanicil it, lias succeeded in ci;llccliiig aliont l(i,iK)(J rupees of revenue, a seiisonahle aid to ilic 
finances liere at llii.s juncture. 

9. Norember 11.—The K-io, eoiiM-ious of Ins weakness, is reported to have left Mynpoorii- in fear 
of the Futtcli^Iiur rebels said to be at Allygunge. Caplain Nixon lias siieeessfidly dispineed lint 
teinjlorary Minister at Bliurl|K)re, and assumed charge of the (ioveronient there in a nn.sl errdilulile 
manner. Mr. Cocks has dispatched to Agra a fnrtlier sum of fioni ."id to fio.iKHi rupees, eolleeled at 
Allygliur. If there were only men, inonry iniglic nadily be eolleeled aiiywlierc in the Norlh-Wcstcin 
Provinces. The Mliow brigade is believed to be mareliing on Muiide-ore, and if it siieeeeds in 
punishing the rebels Ibcre, the country from Mliow to Ajnierc will be iiiiieh relieved—tlie inoveinenl 
of the Joudporc Legion to the north being positive. 

10. November 12 and 1.},— Brigadier .Sliowers' eoluinn, it now appears, returned to Delhi iin the 
8tb instant, men and cattle licing much knocked up and requiring rest; Iml on inlelligenec being 
received that tlie Joudjwrc Legion, with nine or twelve guns, Uao Toolsee Uain's force, and the 
Jhujjur Irregular Cavalry, Ac., Iiad invadad the Thuggee territory, ainl wen* at Nariioul on the 
9th instant, tlircatening the fort of Kanound. now ueeupied by one of onr newly riiisi'd SeiUli corps, 
a new moveable column, under Colonel Gcrrard, marcbed ))n the evening of tlie same day to GcHirgarin 
en rotJe to Rewarce, to cut off the reliels from Moral. Walleedad Khan has also re-appeared at 
Ram GhaulN>n the Ganges with a large force of rciicW and some guns, lint reinforcements have been 
sent from Meerut to Boolundaliulmr, and it is extremely doubtful whether the relads will <iare to 
re-cross the Ganges. Mr. M. Tbornbill has collected a further sum of alxiul :t4,(NN) rupees at Muttra, 
a result consequent on the march of Colonel Cotton's detachment llirougli the district. In a private 
letter of 26tb ultimo, to my address, Sir U. Simkespear, Resident of Buroda, iiicniioiied that many of 
the Poorbeea sepoys of the Bombay army do not lielievc that Delhi has fallen, because they have 
received no letters from their friends or relatives eiirroborative of the fact, and he tlieri'fore suggested 
that every publicity should tic given to the native cuniinunity that the post was now open for tlic 
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transmission of their letters, I have accordingly directed information to be given at Delhi, Ifeerat 
and here, that the post is now open to Bombay for the cniiveyanre of light native lettera. t find I 
have liitiierto oiiiitled to note the receipt of a demi-official communication from Sir John Lawrence 
inquiring whether the services and merits of the Rajah of Puttealah would be deemed by tbb 
Uovernineut an off-set against any demerits on the part of the Rana of Dholepore, who is eonnected 
by intermarriage with the former, and whether this Oovernmetit would permit a body of 500 horae to 
he sent to the aid of the liana, some of whose (Joojtir subjects arc troublesome. In reply, 1 observed, 
iliat no charge had ever been made against the liana for eomplieilr with the mutineers, hia only 
crintc, us far as known t<] this Oovernriicnt, being his weakness; anil though it is well known that 
the rntiliticers had jxissessed themselves of several of his guns (which were captured here on the 
loth ultimo), there was every reason to believe that they were given up throuah the instrumentality of 
liis (joojliur minister, hut that under any cireumstanccs, and however guilty tlie Rana might be tub* 
seqiicnliy proved, this (jovcriiment would ac<-e|it the valuable and ever-to-he-rememltered lervices of 
his relative as an off-set against any miscoiiduct of his, and would permit the offered aid of 500 
horsemcti to he sent to him. 'Wiieii opportunity )>ermits, however, it will be necessary to inquire into 
the ronduet of liis minister, who, it is hcHeved, though not proved, was compelled to accompany the 
mutineers, foiiglit against us on tlie Kith ultimo, nnd is now in hostile opposition to hia master. A^ I 
consider it hciicfieini tliat the troops Iicrc should move about the country whenever practicable, I have 
oidoied the detnchinciit lately commanded by (\ilonel Cotton to proceed towards AUyghur to-morrow 
inuniing, under the command of Tneuteiinnl-Colonel Riddell, with a view of making a demonstration 
ill tiiat ((uarter, and if necessary, of moving as far as Ktnh, on the (irand Trunk Road, to dislodge or 
alarm tlic advanced body of Kaltcligliiir rebels, represented to bo close to Khasgunge. As the 
telegriipli is ojicn between Agra and Allyguhr, this detachnient will he well in hand, and will he used 
agreeably to eircumstanecs. Furtions of some of llic recently raised regiments of Gwalior mutineers 
are reported to have crossed tbe .liiinna at Sliercgbur, without guns, out accompanied by the late 
Unjub of Myiipoorie, and may, 1 fear, be strong ciioiigb to oceupy and plunder Inith Etawah and 
Mynixiorie, which I have not the lueaiis uf preventing, thougli the contemplated movement of Colonel 
llicldeU’s detachment in the direetioii of F.tali may perhaps tend to protect the latter. 

11. Miivrmlter ]i .—.Ml aeeounts now concur that the main body of the Gwalior mutineers arc 
now iiiiiviirg on Cuipcc, with the supposed intention of crossing the Jumna and attacking Cawnpore, 
which uns very weaK on tlie Sth instani, as Sir Colin (.Vimpbell had |nished on most of Uie available 
troops (owiirils I.uckiiow. Private lellers from Neeimich apprehend an attack by the Mundesore 
rehe.ls, and ns the writers there did not |»ositively know whether the Mhow brigade was moving on 
Mundesore or not, their letters are by no means of a elicerfiil cbanietcr. 

J'J. Nonmhur I,").—One liiiiidrcd horsemen of the new Sikh police, raised at Meerut have arrived 
here, lillv more Iinving been left at .-Vllyglmr, hut they have also been directed to join. A private 
letter reci'ivcd yesterday, mentions that Sir Colin CauipbeU was at Cawnpore on the 9th, pushing on 
further rcinforeemeiits towards Liiekiuny. I calculate that, inclusive of the garrison at Alumbagh, 
blit e.vciusive of that in the Itesidency nnd naillie (so called after tlie well-known residentof that name) 
Guard, his Kx'celloney the ('omiuander-iii-chief must on 9th instant have had a splendid force uf 
C,50l) men nt his disposal; and there is, I think, a slight probability thot the enemy will be dis- 
coiirnged on its advance, and that his Excellency may meet a fainter opposition than is at present, 
expected. 'J'licre arc now ready here for despatch to (hiwnporc about 2,500 camels and 1,000 hackeries 
with stores, estublislmients of nil kinds, whenever eircumstnnees will admit of their being sent onwards. 
In eoiielasion, it will he gratifying to your Lordship to know that most uf the transactions embraced 
in this narrative have been satisfaetory ; that onlcr is being restored in many parts of these Provincc.s; 
that the tiiinneinl operations generally hare been sueees.sful; that eonsiderable progress lias been made 
ill the orgnniisntion of police; that the restoration of the customs line has been ixmimcneed, and a 
small amount of money already eolleeteil hy that department; and, finally, that if the next fifteen to 
thirty days can bo tided over sueeessfully, there is every re;ison to anticipate that the authority of- 
(iovernmenl- will agaiir be restored, in the Dnab at all events, on a firmer and better basis than 
heretofore, though it will he the labour of years to cheek |)artial outbreak, dacoity, and graver crimes 
against law nnd society.

The C/titf Cmamissioner, \orth- fVeslera Proi'inren, to the Governor-General of India in Conneil. 

My Lord, Agra Fort, December 3, 1857. 

1 HAVE the honor, in continuation uf my eoinniunication of the 19th ultimo, to submit my 
narrative diary uf creiits to .3i)lh ultimo. 

2. Xorember lU, 1857.—Intelligenee this day received that the fort at Neemuch, which was 
invested hy the Mumlesuru rebels on the 9th instant, but they had there only one 9-pounwr and some 
smaller guns, and tlieir practice was harmless, their powder wing weak, and their round ehot partly 
made of lead. No immediate apprehension was entertained at the dme, and the Mhow oolumti was 
then believed to he at Jowrnh, about (30 miles fnuu Neemuch, and, if ao, would be able toon to cmne 
to its relief. 

Xovember I?.—The laiwer Doab, ineliiding the Mynpoorie and Etawah districts, is getting 
nto disorder. The Rajah of Myupoorie has again returned into the diatrict, and the Rao being unsuj)- 
poried by the ebowiius has been obliged to quit, and arrived here laat night with about 800 followers. 
There is every raason to believe that a portion of tlte Gwalior mutineers have crossed the Jumna at 
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Calpee, and consequent on this move and on the many detached bodies of mutineers in theCawnpore 
district, it is natural to anticipate that our communications udll be interrupted for some days. Lieutenant. 
Colonel Riddell's detachment will arrive to-dhy at Secuudra Kao, in support of an advanced body under 
command of Major £ld, who was pushing on from Allyghurto Ktah to the assistancepf Mr. Cliurcher, 
whose position tliere was one of some delicacy, in consequent of tlie proximity of the advanced 
body of 1^'utteghnr rebels. Mr. Cocks, who accompanied Mr. Eld, reports that he will be to..day at 
Kta^ to*nioiTow at Khasghuiige, and on the IPth at Khutchia Ghaut; and would then return to 
Allyghur, vid Atrowlea, which has always been a troublesome village. I do not approve of thia 
forward march on Kutehia Ghaut, but there is now no time to ))revrnt it; I am however glad that 
Colonel Riddell’a detachment is in such close proximity; as lie will mou* hi a parallel linct he will bu 
able to give Major Eld support if required. 

4. Atoi'enifter 18 and 19.—Mr. Alexander, in u letter dated Nynce Tal, IStli instant, reports that a 
well-known person in tlie Moradabsd district, named Goolzar Alee, mid who nt one time disputed tlui 
succession with the present Nawnb of Ranipore, was about to give trouble, hut that the Nnwnh had 
ordered out a force of 1,00U foot. 2<MI horse, and two guns, to Uinruhs, to oppose him with a fair hope 
of auccess. Major Ramsay re|>urt.s that he is soon likely to feel the- want of funds, and has therefore 
lieen authorised to draw bills on Calcutta at a discount of from 5 to 7 per eent., and on Agra to the 
extent of 50,0U0 rupee.s, at a discount of 2 jier rent. Colonel UUldeirs delnchment was to..dny at 
Secundra Rao. He reports the eoimtrv to he in os high a state of cultivation as before the outbreak 
though the absence of traffic on the (iraiid Trunk Road is very apparent. Major Eld’s detachment 
had Brrire.d at Etah, and Mr. Cocks hail coUci'ted I5,OOU rupees there. The march of these detach¬ 
ments has done much good. The Muttm collections progress very safisfaetorily. An extract from a 

• native letter states that the Mewattecs besieging Neemucii liad sutVered a loss of 2(gl men on the 
Olli instant, but the iiifurination is scarcely to be relied on. Private letters from Delhi mention that 
the Joudporc iiiutineers had liecn signally defeated at Nurroul, with the loss of all their guns, hut at 
a considerable sacrifice of life oiaour part; they arc stated to Imre tied southwards. Instructions liave 
lieeti sent to Jeyiiore and Rlinrtpore to cut up and destroy any broken iHidies entering those slates. 
As anticipated, our commuiiicalioiis with Cnwiipore arc piirtialiv interrupted, for lliougli the jiost of 
tlie 14th arrived safely here to-day (lUtli), two of four cossiils mi whom letters weiv founti were 
arrested at Tiroon, and carried oft' hound to Shcwloc on the Grand Trunk Road, when! soiiie of the 
Nana’s troops were seen ; the other two arrived here witlioul letters. 'I’lic parly left C'ownpure on 
the 14tli instant, and our dcapatches of that day arc consequently lost. 

6. A'oecwAjr 20.—Cajitnin. McDonald, under date l.lth, writes from Deolee, that on n date, 
presumed by him to be tlie 12th, the reliels had made no iinpresaion on Necniucli, and that the Mhow 
column, which was at Augliera in the early part of the iiiuntli, would nmreli on Mundeixire nliout the 
6th instanjt. If so, the' column might reach that place, which is about 2H inilea distant from 
Ncemueli, in ten days, and thus lend to the relief of the liclengured garrison. 

B. November 21.—About 700 Infantry and 150 Artillery, natives of Gwalior, arc reported to have 
left tlie rebels when they crossixl tlie Jumna at (.’alpee. I'licre is, I fear, little doubt that the rcnniiiiiiig 
portion of tlie kfehidpuie contingent chiefly Infantry, with jierliaps sonic Artillery, mutinied on the 
14th or 15th instant. It would apjiear that as the Mliow coliinm ajiproaclicd Kuelirode, a part of the 
Mundepore rebels went to Meliidporc, wheretlieir junction with the contingent had licim pre-arranged. 
Major Tiinmina and wife had escaped to Oojein, where they were received by .Seindiali’s Soubuli, and 
sent into the camp of the kfhow column, Init tsv<t officers are reported to have been murilcred. The 
Dcllii column was at Nnrroul on the 17th; a pari of our C'avalry whs in pursuit of the eiiciny, and, if 
found in force, the whole column would move after lh(‘in on the li<lh. Il is now positive that the 
reliels have Hcd eastward on llawul and Kaniptce, and not southwnnl as was nt first supposed. 
Twenty-four inferior memhers of the royal family were executed at Delhi on tlie iHlh inslioit, and 
Hukeem UImIihiI lluck, one of the most influential relwls, was exci'utcd on the I9lli. Cohinel ('otton, 

• 1 regret to say, has been compelled lo avail himself of a niontli's privilege Iwive to recover from llio 
effects of severe illness contrai-ted on liis march to Muttra. 1,50,000 rupees have hemi received into 
the trqasury here from Muttra, and 15,(KX) from Sydahnd on the Ifitli instant. Major Kid’s dctaclinicnt 
bad most successively cannonaded the rebel camp on tlic opposite side of the river nt Kutehia Ghaut, 
killing three horses and twenty-eight men, inrluding three regular sepoys, and wimnding sninc thirty 
more in a most frightful manner,' an elepliant was also wounded; we suffered no loss, and the rchcls 
were com|ielled to inoiTi their camp about a mile from the river bank. Tlicy consisted of aliout 200 
of our late Irregular Ciavalry, 300 regular sepoys, and "iOb armed mlilile, with a crowtl of cvil-disposed 
persons. To Major Khl, 1 susjicct, belongs the lionotir of having first shown ourselves in strength 
Ui the Rohilcund reliels. Mr. flocks had colleirtcd m, 0(HI rujices at Khasgtingc, and writes that “the 
people, who hod not seen a white face for six months, ninic out of their villages hy tniojis, and here 
the Hindoos arc really happy to have us even for n day.” Major Kid also wriO's that ‘* it was grati¬ 
fying in the extreme to witness the cordiality and heartiness of our reception by the Hindoos of every 
c'lass. Sarun is a very large and populous town, and hundreds u]iun liundrcdH crowded round us, 
every one with a kind word, hailing us as deliverers, and praying that we might roiioucr and free them 
from the state of anarchy and confusion from which the w hole (siuot ry had for montlis been suffering.’' 
All aocounka concur that VVuIlcedad Khan hod gone to Futteghur. 

7. November 22 'and 23.—Lieutenant-Colonel Riddell had rciHiivcd alwiul 54,UOO rujiecs from the 
Awa Tehaeeb and would march with it on Uic 24th on his return to .Vgra. Tiic officers with their 
families, moving from Nusscerabad to Agra, had arrived at Jcyporc on Ute 19th, and would recom* 
inenoe tlieif march to Agra on the' 20th. The Mhow hrigauc is rc|Hirtcd to have marched from 
Kuchrode on Mdtidpore. All were in the I'unjab on the lOth instant. 

8. November 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, and 29.—Indisposition has prevented me from noting in 
succession the events of the hut ffiw days. During these days the remainder of the Juudimre Legion, 
in broken bodies, crossed the Jumna bv ghauts to the north of Muttra, and moved so rapidly through 
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tlic Dcab, ill the direction of Mynpoorie, timt Colonel Riddell, who was hastening to Ilattrass, in tlie 
hopes of intercepting them, has failed to do so, and, in fact, until our Cavalry are more numerous, it 
will he vain to cxjicet any other result. The (KX) camels (vide previous narrative)dispatched towards 
Cawnporc were unable to proceed further than Ktawah, owing to the disturbed state of the country to 
the eastward, and returned here on the 2-tth instant. The Mundesore rebels have been' signally 
defeated in an attempt to escalade the fort at Necrnucli on the 2lst, and evacuated the station on the 
22iid instant, consequent, it is believed, on the near approach of the Mhow column. A correspondent 
states his belief that the country docs not sympathize with these rebels, who arc the scum of the 
earth, religious fanatics, with a strong scent for plunder and rapine. The Jcypore tribute money, &c., 
arrived here on the 27th instant. The Niisscerabad othcers are expected in on the 4th proximo. 
Reliable intelligence having Itcen received, on the 28th instant, of Nynee Tal licing again threatened 
by a large force of rebels, said to amount to 5,(X)0 men, with four guns, under tlic command of 
Fuel link, the brother of a deputy collector named Moheen, now at Agra, I considered it my duty to 
order his person to be seized and put under restraint. There is much party feeling amongst the 
coinniunity here rc.sjiecting this person, some asserting his iierfcct innocence and probity, and others 
aflinniiig him to be a traitor of the dec|)e.st dye ; as yet, notiiing certainly has been proved against him, 
but he will be treated with every consideration consistent with his security, and shall have a fair and 
impartial trial wiicn circuinstanecs admit. Most of the ladies, I am happy to say, have left Nynce 
Tat for other hill stations. All quiet at .leypore and lihurtpore. Instead of the .'>(H) Horse which the 
Uajah of I’litteala desired In .send to the aid of his kinsman of Dholpore, this Government has been 
ollieially inforiiied that he intends dixpatehiiig a body of aliout 2,(Ki() men with four guns, a me-isure 
which I am rather glad of than otherwise, for the march of a friendly eolumii throngh our districts 
will no doubt have a good cITect, and its action in the territory of Dholpore may tend to quiet that 
])urtion of the Agra district on the right hank of the Jumna. Two civil servants have been direrted 
to iieeoinpany these troops through our districts. There is now no doubt, I regret to mention, that 
bodies of the Futleghur rebels liave pushed forwanl to Suhawur, which is not far ilistunt from Khas* 
gunge; and there is every reason to antieipatc that the eoniitry there, and as far as Etah and 
Mynpoorie, will again he in llainc, and insurrertion and plunder for a time reign jmmmount. One 
of our spies, wlui left Futleghur on the ‘J.'ith, and returned here on the 2Hth instant, reports that 
the Nawah is in a great stale of uliiriii; that there are a large iiumlier of rebels and mutinous se|)uys 
to the exieiit of ahoiit six regiments tliere, that the latter are regularly ])aid, hut the others arc sonic 
Ihrecor four months in arenrs; that iron was brought from Myiqiooiie to make halls of; that ammu- 
tiilioii was not iilentiful, as it was expciidud in coercing the zemindars almost as fust ns it was made; 
that a sliahziiila, fourteen or fifteen years of age, reached Futteghur with twenty-live sowars, after 
tile capture of Delhi; that he is lodged in the fort, treated with inueh consideration, and visits the 
Nawiili daily, hut he is not helioved to have iiiiy authority. Tlie messenger saw hi.n driving out in an

tt. S'l/rrmfier .JO. - .Seiiuliah jesterday sent in here Serjeants Callow and Jarvis of the Gwalior 
cmitiiigent, with the family of the former; they hud been eoiieealcd .since the I7lh June last in the 
Gwalior jungles near Tirmour. Six more Roiiileund refugees, ehielly Eumsiatis, reached Allyghur in 
safelv on tlie 2'.)th instant, and nine ehildren, one of whom died subsequently, were brought into 
Mr. NVilsuii's eaiiip at Gunjairee, one niareli from Saruin, on the 28th instant. It is reported from 
Nusserrabtul, under date 2,'ilh instant, that Mewatee prisoners, several without nosc.s, are being brought 
into the fortified square of Neeniueli to be disposed of uceording to law. Colonel Riddell’s detaeli- 
niciit returns to Agra to-inorrow, and 1 will then send a portion of it towards Fiittehahad on the right* 
hank of the Jiiiiinii, to eoerec some villages in its neighhourhood, .ss the magistrate nu«r there, with 
some jioliee, tines not feel himself strong eiiniigh to do so. During the period embraced in this 
narrative, there have heen steady improveineiits in all respects, except in the quiet and pacificafioii of 
the distrlets in the Doab to the east of this, which arc in a more disturlied state than ever, for 
Mynpoorie, F.tawah. Fnlteghur, Cawnimre, and part of .Vllyghur, are overrun with mutineers, 
reliels, plunderers, and robbers, and Uieie is no probability of these districts quieting down till we are 
in force at .Mynpoorie. or soiiie reiitrieal point ; otherwise our linances have improved, fur on this dav 
we hu\e nearly ten lacs in the tre:isurv here, and Meerut and Delhi arc also well supplied. Our 
poliee is |irogrossing, reeruitiiig for the Ramgluir and Jal corps, though slow, is satisfactory.. Preli¬ 
minary arrangements have also been made for raising a second regiment to consist of two troops of 
Sikhs, two of Juts, and two of oilier eastes, ns it would not be practieablc to raise another corps of 
Juts alone ii.s desired by the Siipreme (iovcnnneiit. General IVnny will he written to to make 
airniigeuionis for breaking in about horses and mares available from the llaupperandSaharuiipore 
studs; and a.s I am in liom's that Major Uaike.s, Government Agent for the jiurehasc i>f horses, will 
sotm he. able to eolleet about lifty more, 1 antieipatc that on the expiration of six or seven weeks we 
niav have MM) horses ready tramed for the use of a dragoon or other European mounted regiment. 
Your Tjordship has been addressed regartlingthc Disarming Act, and I trust shortly to be able to lav 
before you suggestions for the reorganization of the police, anti a scheme for the indciimification <if 
parties ivhii have .suflered lossi's since the outbreak. It is now generally understood here that (hide 
IS for the present to he eompletoly evacuated, a measure which will, 1 fear, fur some time, at all event*., 
huve an injurious effect ou the native States in allianoe with us, and in the more distant parts of this 
empive, when the step may he attributed to weakness on our part,

2. December 1 and 2.—Intelligence has this day Ijcen received, announcing tlie demise of 
Lieutenant.Colonel Cotton, late in command <ir the garrison at IK'vra, on the 28tli nltimo. Ilis loss 
is mach to be deplored at the present juncture, fur he was a brave, gallant, daring, and doshing 
soMier, well suited to the emergencies of tlie times. Lieutenant-Colonel Uiddoll, the nest senior 
officer belonging to the garrison, assumes its command, subject to confirmation. 

3. December A. —^The head-quarters ,*uf‘Her Majesty’s H.lrd, with some guns, reached Nussec- 
rabod on the 28th ultimo. The Mhnw eoluinn (so writes Major Durand, in a private letter to my 
address) has been eminently successful, all the Mehidpore guns and those of otherwelH'Is^haviiig liccn 
taken, and the enemy so completely bniken and disorganized at Muiidcsorc, that the remnant of the 
Shahsada’s force was making its any, it is supposed, towards Kotali, through the jungles, in small 
scattered parties, avoiding towns and villages, ns the population had turned against, and was 
destroying them. 

4. December 4.—A private letter, dated Neenuudi, 28lh nltimo, states that about I,?0() dead 

Irodies were counted on the battle-tield, to the north of Mundvsore, that 2()U rebels bad been blown 
away from guns, and that ISO mure were being sent into Necniueh for trial.

, ii, Drcrmbir 5, — .\ letter from Mr. Mmilon, the ensloms |>atrol of Nursiiigpore, ap|iuivnlly ilnted 
4tli November, arriveil here this day, mciitinning that ibat ilislriet was also in rebellion, ami that iiiorc 
than half liis suhonlinatcs had joined the rebels. .A letter from Mr, .Sapte, of yesterday's date, 
mentions that his district has heen partially disturhcil by the. appearance of the last remnant of the 
Juud|M>rc liOgion in it; and as they are said to bavu been joined by large inimberN of (ioojnis, In* 
anticipates some trouble in jiutting them d.iwn, wbieli ailds to his ditlicultics, us the rebels across tin' 
Ganges arc daily becoming bohler, and even showing themselves in masses on the bunks. 'I'ln! 
Political Agent of Gwalior has long ere tins infonned your Isirdsbin of rriy intenlion ol gi> ing the 
Maharajah four of the 9-pound«r guns captured here on the lOtb October. 1 might also have. Iieen 
able to have added a howitzer, Init for olivious reasons abstained from doing so. Opinions vary inneh 
as to the jHilicy of this step, but I am enntident that it is .a wise and jndieious one nnder the peeuliar 
circumst,ances of the case, which Major MacpIierMm has alnady I'nily sla1e<l to loiir Lordsiii|i, and 
whicb 1 conceive justified mein soliciting saiietioii (as I have this day done) to ilu-ir being made o\er in 
gift to the Maharajah, without demanding any payment, as was done in the ease of oti.i-r guns pre.viously 
handed over to him. The cash balaiirs* in the Agra treasury, on the .11.st Oololn'r, w.ci 
4,29,390 rupees 3 annas 3 pice. On the .30tli Noveinher, it was !>,7.t.I '’<> rii|iei-s 6 ininas 6 pice, 
though the military expenditure during the month was much heavier Ilian nsuiil. This iniiy lie 
considered very satisfactory. I learn tlial enotmoiis qiiantilies of salt are now siou-d at Illiurtpore, 
and will be dispatched for sbipment immediately the navigation of the .linnna is open, and slioiiKI 
this occur in the course of the month, rriciriiiotis iiicreuHO of resenne, to tlie extent of above 
twenty lacs of rupees, will be added to our le'oiirees, and probably admit of our a'lfboiizing 
other treasuries to draw upon Agra for ronsiderabb- amounts. 

6. December 6, 7, end 8.—Cawniiorc inut Ixrn lierinctieHlIy sealed since llic 20th, and Ltickiiow 

since 19tb ultimo. We, consequently, know little of events from these rpiarlers, exeejii from the, 
exaiuinatiuiis of cossids, whose accounts, gci^rally speaking, an; eonfust d and nnrcliahlc. A rnofeahle 
column, untler (Colonel Seaton, has licen dispatched from Delhi, and will lesu'ti .Allyghur on Friday, 
the Hth. 1 have dispatched a slight reinforcement (roin this to join it; and as the Allygbur garrison 
con also spare some men, the column will unisist of from to 2,2'Xi fighting men, with nine to 

eleven guns, and will Ire sufficiently strong to crush any hurty of mutineers at pn-sent either at 
Kbssgunge, Etali, or Mynpoorie. A letter from Nermiicli, dated 30(h ultimo, mciitions that a 
nuniMr of the Mundesore reliels had taken up a positi.m at .Singowlec, but that as .Afhow was 
tlireateiicd (it wos not stated by wlioui) the Mhuw column wai^nbout to retuin in a day or twi;, 
fi4 Oojein. 

7. December 9, 10, 11, mtd 12.—Colonel Seaton’s column arrived at .Mlygbur on llth instant, 
and would probably march to Sccundra Uao on I ‘-’tb. 
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8. December 1.1.—^Tlic Buoluiidshuliur column, with Mr. Supte, which ha#' for some time 
been obscrviii;; the rebels in the direction of Kha.sgunge,'was yesterday at Churrah, fifteen miles north 
of tliul jilacc; and as Colonel Seaton was also moving on it by a dank movement and by forced marches, 
there i.s, I tliink, a fair probability of his coining uii with and punishing them, a result which should 
he known within the next two or three days. Though there has been no official communication 
of the fact, native reports from all quarters are so consistent that there can l>e no doubt of the Qwalior 
and other iniitiiiccrs before Cawnpore having been signally defeated with great loss. 

0. December 14.—There is, I fear, no doubt that the two mutinous regiments at Kotah took posaes- 
sioii of the town and palace on the 5 th instant, and it is natural to infer that the king and minister are in 
tlieir hands, but no atrocities aftpear to have been committed. The Mewatties in tlic Goorgaon 
district arc again represented as ready for iniscliicf, but tlic local police will probably be suificient to 
keep them down, and as 1 have finally resolved that the I’atliala troops will march down this, the right 
hank of llie .1 iiiiiiia, the moral etfeet of itieir presence will doubtless be good, and may tend to overawe 
the disaireeled in any districts through which they pass. 

10. Dciuirtf/rr 15.- -I linvc hitherto omitted to mention that, during the early part of this month, 
I found it nei'cssary to dispateh a small body of troops, under command of Major Mcnitessy, late of the 
(iwalior CuiUingcn^ in the ilireelion of Futlccabad, in this district, and from twenty to twenty-four 
miles soiitli-easl of Agra, to punish .some villages which had fired upon our police, and were in open 
and inidisgiiised rebellion. The duty was performed well and successfully, sis only of the detachments 
being wounded, none severely, whilst the walled villages of Obbey Chund and Dumolah Burra, with 
breastworks defended by the inhabitants of twelve insurgent villages, aided and cncoun^ed by sonte 
mutinous se|Hiys, were severely punishcil, willi a loss of about 100 men, inclusive of mutinous sepoys. 
'I'he elfeel of this punishiiienl has been giaid, and tbal portion of the Agra district may for the present 
be considered quiet. 1 regret niy inability to report favourably on the state of progress of events 
during the last lificen iIuyk, for though minor matters liavc not retrograded, misrule, disorder, pillage, 
and iiiundcr, liave greatly inereased in the districts of the Doab, and to the north and east of Agra, 
whieli may l>e said to have been entirely at the mercy of mutineers and rebels, till the 14tli instant, 
when (\ilonel Seaton’s eolinnn was so fortunate as to close with a large body of the enemy on the 
bunks of tlie Nerrn-Niuldee, near (iiingercr, a village about, twelve miles west of KImsgunge, and after 
a short Iml Inillinnt coidliel, eiini|iktelv brnkc them, killing from 150 to ;I(X), and capturing two 
r)-]>ounder and one O-pounder guns, all (iovernment property, witli, I deeply regret to add, a loss 
to ns of three caiahiiieer ollicers killed and a lancer ollieer wounded, and eleven men killed and forty- 
one men wonndetl. The death of (liiptuiii Wardl.nw, of the (.Wahincers, is deeply to be dcjilored and 
luincnted, as he is represented liy all to have been a gallant, talented, and bclovird Cavalry leader. 
'I’lie I'oinniaiuler-in-ehiers complete success at Cawnpore, of which wc liavc to-day, for the first 
time, received positive a.ssnrancc, added to Colonel Seaton’s brilliant alfair, induces me to-day 
to view allaii's in a mueh mnre eheerful light than I was prepared to have done yesterday ; fur I now 
think it prnhable that, ere tlic termination of the month, order may be re.stored in the Uoab, if not 
coniplei.ely, at all events (o an extent infinitely greater than there has been since the outbreak. Our 
recruiting goe.s on well. I have, for instance, already been able to offer the services of 300 horsemen 
(Itamgliur lioi'.se and police) to his Excellency the (kimm.aiidcr-in-chief, who is said to be much In 
want of cavalry. On the other hand our eullections have, 1 fear, decreased, and wc have had heavy 
demands upon u.s. The eonvoy escorted by Colonel Se.aton In Allyghur, and now under its walls, has 
alone In-cn .supplied with a lae of rupees. It may not lie out of place here to mention that this convoy 
is ready to inari'li towards (%iwnporc, whenever the Cominanacr-in-chief is in a iiosttion to send an 
escort ibr it. Captain (.Iowan, at tlic reeommemlation of Mr. Wilson, lias been authoriKed this day to 
raise a body of .'lOo Uohilciind lliiikoors, in part of tlie police arrangements for these provinces, and to 
incorporate Iheni with the native oflieers ami men of the 11th Native Infantry, wlio have remained 
loyal during the disliirhiim-es. Iiistnielions have been issued to the different treasuries in these 
piovinces, iinlientihg those which will be expected to feed any troops advancing into Boliileund, and 
poiiiliiig out what treasuries are to endeavour to meet a portion of the demands of the Puiijaub. 
Kir. Wilson bus been inforiiied of his appointment as Commis.sioiier, for the detcetion and punialimrnt 
of lehcls, iiuitinucr.s, &e., and has nlreiulv eomnicneed making preliminary arrangements, though 
he will nut be able to aet with vigour till Uubileuiul is entered. In some cases, pecuniary and other 
I'cMiirtls have been given to natives, who have proved themselves loyal, and protected Euro])eanB 
during the outbreak, and in others recunimcndatioiis have been made to your Lordship. Inconchuion, 
I riqienl that oiir progress during the last fifteen days lias ticen satisfactory in some respects, and 
ilmiigh a little “slow” in others, may, in regard to them, be viewed ns “sure” and free from 
serious error.

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3. Deeemben I?.—A dcmirofficial leUari under date lOth instant, readied Agra last night, com¬ 
municating the splendid success of the C'omn ander-ir-chief at Cswnpcre, and ordering certain 
commissanst preparations, which I have directed to be carried inUi cfFcit witliout delay. 

4. -Dteemier 18.—On the 14tli instant, I was compelled to send n message to Colonel Farquhar, 
commanding the Bolundsiinhur detachment, {minting out tliat with siieh a small body as 300infantry, 
370 horse, and^ two guns, it was imfiradent to put himself in so dose {iroxiniity to the enemy at 
Gungcrcc, particularly as Colonel Seaton s column was near at hand. My luessago did not readi nim 
in time 5 but it now appears that Colonel Seaton arrived mudi about the same time at Gungcrec, Uiat his 
camp waa pitched aliout two inilea in front of Colonel Farouhar’a, and that the relnds iu ignorance of 
Colonel Softtou’t inovementSp were advftiiciii^ under tlie iin|;>rcsNtun lliut they would only have 
contend with_ Colonel Farquliar’s small Ixidy, luid hence in some measure our great sueecss, I 
find it very difficult to restrain small detaehnienta from atteiii|)ting great and diffieult enter|irisrs. 

5. December 19.—From {irevioua letters there was reason lo believe that the rebels, though 
lieaten at Gungerec, would he found in strength at Futteeala, about thirty-five miles from Futte- 
ghur, which I had previously intimated to Colonel Seaton, as the {mint beyond which his column was 
not to ^vance (concluding that the Commander-iii-diief would himself desire, to attack Futteghur), 
and I had this morning the satisfaction of rw'civiiig a tdegm)>hi(! message from Colonel Seaton, 
announcing on the 17 th instant, tlie entire defeat of tfie rebel*, with the ciqituri' «}f their cnm|i, |iark, 
eleven guru, and the loss of upwards of tKK) men, including several ehiefs, whilst there were few or 
no casualties on our pai^ and as the enemy were {lursued for about seven miles, I have every hoiH) 
that tlic effects of this victory will be sensibly felt at FuttMbur and throughout the Doab, that it w'llt 
most likely lead to the evacuation of Myn])oorie, on which Colonel Seaton bus permission eventually to 
move, and possibly to that of Etawah. 

6 . December 20.—Further letters of I2th instant, received yesterday, furnish details of the affair 
of the l/th, increasing the number of captured guns to twelve, aiid stating the rout and defeat of the 
rebels to have been complete, with a loss to us of only one man kiliea and five or six wounded! 
Major Eld observes, “ The affair was like the pictures you see of a general action before the iinriies 
close, the enemy’s guns pounding away in front, and ours with the cavalry on the advanced flank 
ditto ditto, and the Tong line of infantry column moving on steadily across the {ilain, really it was u 
beautiful sight and worlli riding 100 miles to see.” lie also adds, “ By-ihc-l>ye, I should fmve told 
you that, on the preceding day, some fifty or sixty were overtaken and cut up at Sohawur, iind 
amongst them was a (lensioned nail) rcsaldar of the 3nd Irregular Cavalry, by name Miraa Mydcr 
Beg, on whom tlie man who shot him found a sirdar bnlmdoor’s niedul, u tliird class order of merit 
ditto, Arracan mMlal, Punjaub ditto, and India ditto. This scoundrel was drawing nearly -Oi) a 
iiionth, and leaguing against us, as 1 will be bound; almost every other iicnsioner has been doing 
likewise.” Some of the Gwalior Contingent must have lieen {iresent 011 this ««»sioii, ns the staging 
bungalow book of Budclawas near Sepree waa |,ickcd nji on tlie liehi, 

7 . December 31.—A letter from Brigadier I.awrcnee, undrp date .\iniere, Ifith instant, rcjiorls 
every thing quiet in the district. An oflicer abn it a|ipears reached Nuiseeraliad »•/'« I’alee, from 
Deesa, aloiic and ap|>arenUy unguarded, 'Ilie flank inovemeiit made by tlie Mhow eolumu til Afuiide- 
sore, is regarded by many ofliectrs in Central India as a most brilliant iimincuvrc wliieh liad tin; elKei, 
of thoroughly baflUng the enemy. 

_ 8 . December 83.—A letter lo my address froin (ienerul Mnnsncld, Chief of the Stalf, was this day 
received. He gave a sligiit sketch of the future {trohaliU; movciiu'iits of his Kxeetlem'y, and dehired 
to have tlie services of Mr. Iteikes, member of the Siudder Dewuuy Adau'lut, {lut at.

9. December 2d.—Communication belweeu ('awnpiire and Agra now again begins to be more, 
free and <q>cn. Mr. Cocks in a telegraphic message this day re{>orts the deulTi of the Uajah of Ktali, 
thua removing a difficulty from Ourerninent, as his conduet during the outbreak was soniewhut 
doubtful, and it might have been a Question wliellierlic should have been jierinittcd to retain possession 
of his property or not. He is heirless, and his estate devolve.s on tjovernnnnit. Captain ilaintltoii, 
of the revenue survey (op the part of Captain Nixon, at the lime suircriiig from imnx{)oHilion), in a 
letter dated Bburt{Mrc, 22iut uislaiit, re{ioi 1 s that 10.1 rebels, including m^vi'ral Khajadalis, had been 
wprebended ill the state of UIwur and sent into Delhi. Mr, Wilson, in a Icitcr dnlcil 2 lsi December, 
Camp, Sohawur, mentions his expectation of rcM-uing twenty more Rohileninl Cliristians, seven of 
them £oro|)eans, before the expiration of many hours. The inqiression seems lo gain groumi in 
Bohilcund, that a day of reckoning there caiiiiol be far distant, for this (iovernment daily continues 
to receive applications for protection from the ininH-enl, and atieni(itH at ex|)laiiiitioii and justification 
from tlie guilty, even from thoso who arc iKisilivoly known lo have bren in open linstility lo u*.

A letter from Colonel Durand, under date, Indore, l.ith December, 
tnentioiiii tlie return of the Miiow column there, the presence of which had enabled Ilolkar to disarm 
liis regular ea/alry and infantry—a measure which may 1 fear nnsettlethe regular trou|>s in the employ 
of otlicr native chiefs in Central India. Sir R. Hamilton and Sir H. Hose were expected at Inuore, 
on ICth instant. Late on the cvenitis' of the 24th, I received a letter from General Mansfield, dated 
Cawnpore, I8th instant, intimating that a Itrigade would inarch that rooniing via Ackberporc and 
TCtawah for Mynpoorie, and as it is possible that it may reach Etawah about the same time that. 
Colonel Seaton arrives at Mynpoorie, the results cannot fail to lie advantageous in a military point 
of view. The convoy, wliich was left behind at Allyghur, has marched, under escort of Wake’s horse, 
to join Colonel Seaton at Mynpoorie, there to await the orders of the Commander-in-chief, who. 
General Mansfield inentioiis in tlic letter here referred to, intended marching towards the north-west 
on the 22nd instant. 

11. December 26. —Ills Highness the Maliarajali of Gwalior arrived here yesterday to confer w’ith 
the political agent, in i-onipliincnl to Government, and os a proof of his allegiance. He was received 
with the usinii marks of respect, and the (liirl:urs customary on such occasions were this day held. 
Under existing I'ircumslunces, this step, on the part of his Highness, is a bold and decisive one, which 
he would not I think have taken, had he not in some measure felt his strength and power in respect to 
his own troops and sulijeets, hut lie is otherwise miserahly weak, although pcrliaps capable of exercising 
control ill his own country and capital. He is not in ii state to resist aggression of any kind, or to 
assist the llritish Govcrnineot with any reliable aid in the shape of troops. 1 mention this, 
heeaiisc the Cumin.mdLT-in-ehief rcipicsted me to apply to him fur the aid of 200 horsemen for 
police duty in the Cawniiore district, a request which I abstained from making for the reasons 
mentioned, and in the hope that the services of the Uamgliur linrse nn(| police, which 1 ufiered the 
other day to pot iit the dis|iosul of his Exeelleiiey, may he accepted in lien. The Mahomedan and 
other insurgents at Kotah are said to he collcetiiig revenue, preparatory to a move elsewhere, and if in 
the direction of tlie nortli-west, may again expose Government to eonsiderahle annoyance. 

12. December 27.—Letters have been this day received from Brigadier Waliiole’s brigade, dated 
Ackberporo, 22nd instant. 

Id. Decemher 28 and 2!).—A telegram received here on the 28tii, describes a further success on 
tlie part of Ckilonel Seaton's column, which attacked the rebels at Mynpoorie on the 27th, taking all 
their guns, six in number, and killing about 250 men, without nnv loss on our part. This column 
merits your LoriLship's thunks, for it has done admiruhle service, having already captured twenty-three 
guns, many of heavy calibre, and in all probability prevented the occupation of portions of the district 
of .Mlygliur, and ‘perhaps of Bolnnilshiiiiur also. There is, 1 fear, little doubt that the Kaj-troops at 
Oileypore liave mutinied, and as there are many Puorbecas amongst them, it is to he anticipated that 
ad'airN will again heeuine somewhat (;uinplieateil in UajpiHitana. 'I'liere arc reasons fur believing that 
Bri.L’udier Waljiole’s eolnmii would reach Etawah on the 22 th. 

14. December 80.—There are said to he aliout 7.<X)0 insurgents, with about thirty-eight guns at 
Kotnli, colleeted from different parts, they are rejiresciited ns now pressing the Seths and wealthy men 
for money. The mutiny of the Odeyporc Buj-truops has been eonfirmed from Deesa, hut the partU 
eulnrs are not yet known. Letters, received last night, ineiltiuned tliat tlie Comninnder>in>cliief had 
(lositivoly quitted Cawnpore on the 21th, but it was not known whether he intended to move on 
Fultegliur or not, and as yet this Government has no certain knowledge of his intentions, and is 
consequently in difficulty in several little mutters. 

l.’i. His Exccllcnoy was at Meerun Keo Surnic on the . 10 th, would proliably he at Goorsaingunge 
on .'list, and on Isf, in progre.ss to Kutteghnr, hut as the bridge over the Knilee Xuddec has been 
(le.stroyed, it is likely tliat his advance would be .somewhat delayed. Brigadier Walpole occupied 
J'.tawali on the 2 !)tli, with trilliiig opposition, and under orders of the Cuininander-ln-ehief, would lie 
at Myn|>oorie on the 2nd |ii'uxim(i. Etawah will thus again be left without any troops for its 
protect ion, and it is impo.ssihle to foresee what the results will he; meantime, Mr. Ilutne, the magis¬ 
trate leaves this to-morrow morning with an escort of fifty Sikh Infantry only (a number which 
cannot he spared from this garrison for any length of time), with the view of endeavouring to restore 
oi'tler, and of eoliccting revenue. A hand of mutineers of liorsc and foot, variously computed at 150, 
Jfitl, and dUti, made their appeanmre on the 27th of the month at Poonah Hanah, in the Goorgaoti 
district, uhont fifteen miles south-west of Hadul, killing some of the native officials there, and making 
(.fV to the Keroxeporo district, where Ulwur borders with Goorgaon. They are supposed to be a 
reninant of the Joudpore l<egion. It is l>y blinds and hordes of this kind that the country will lie 
Ironiilcd for nioiitlis, perhaps for years. Generally the results of the last fifteen days majr be regarded 
favorably. The Doal) is now again ours, and there are few external enemies in it, except at 
Eutteghur; but our real difficulties now begin to present themselves, for though it is en.sy to conquer, 
it is cliffieult to hold, and without aid from his Excellency, it will be impossible for this Qovernment 
to oeeiipy cither Etawah or Mynp.iorie in sufficient strength, and as yet the Commander>in-chief’s 
intentions are not known, except that Brigadier W'alpole had strict orders to move on Mynpoorie, 
without leaving any detachment at Etawah ; copies of two eommunications to liis Excellency by ^is 
(iovcinmcnt will in due course reach your Lord.ship. An enormous convoy with stores and articles 
much needed down below, will leave on the 2 nd for Mynpoorie. It is so large that I have not 
pcrmitteil any ladies to join it, the guard being barely sufficient for its protection without encum- 
b'.nnccs. On the 21st instant there was in treasury here, tlie sum of 9,97,185 rupees, exclusive of 
li'D.iHM) at .Vllyghus, but the Meerut and .Agra convoys have made large demands on Goveniment, 
aiul iimcli decreased the sum in handi Your LordshipS instructions of the 20 th Novemlier, regarding 
■u'lonimodalion for troops, only readied Agra on Cist instant, but they had Ijecn in some degree anti¬ 
cipated both here and at Meerut, where orders, which will be communicated to you hereafter, had 
b en {ncsioasly issued by me. Mr. Raikes, writing from Umballa, expresses a desire to accqit tiie 
upposniment offered to him by the Coiumaiider-in-chief: his letters to his ibtcellency have been passed 
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on, nnd he has been informed that this Government will not object to his joining. Ton thousand 
pairs of boots have been ordered to be made iiere and at other stations, at the request of his Eaeel* 
lency, who has also been informed that 400 riding camels ran be procured for him within a reasonable 
time, and that a few imount horses now here are at bis disposal. I have written to General Wilson, 
suggesting the organisation of a battery or two of artillery, to be manned by native Christiana and 
Eurasians, but have not yet received his reply. The electric telegraph between this and Delhi will 
be completed at an early date, with the exception of about seven miles for which there is no wire. 
Mail carts now travel been Allyghur and Mynpoorie, and between Agra and Mynpoorio. The want of 
cavalry being so much fdt in all quarters, I have considered myself justined in authorising the 
Ramghur Irregular Cavalry to be recruited up to 450, instead of 200, as previously authorised by 
your Lordship. In conclusion, though the progress throughout the last fifteen days has been slow, it 
tias been sensible.

I AM directed to forward, for the information of the Governor-General in Council, the accom¬ 
panying copy of a letter, from Mr. Allen, officiating member of the Board of Revenue, on deputation 
at Sylhet, giving an account of the operations of tlic Sylhet Light Infantry against the mutineers 
of the 34th Native Infantry', and of an engagement on the 18th instant, in which the latter were 
driven back into the jungles, with a loss of 26 killed, besides several wounded. 

2. From subsequent accounts received, the Lieutenant-Governor has learnt that the mutineers 
after the action became thoroughly disorganized, and have dispersed in small parties, and in different 
directions. 

S. Hie excellent conduct of the men of the Sylhet Light Infantry Battalion, on this occasion, is 
cxcccdin^lv gratifying, and entirely dispels all doubt which may have existed as to their fidelity, and 
any possihm suspicion of their having entertained sympathy with the mutineers. 

4. Among the casualties on our side, whicK were comparatively few, it is with r^ret the 
Lieutenant- Governor has to report the death of Mqjor the Honorable Robert Byng, who commanded 
the regiment. 

5. To Lieutenant Shcrer, on whom the command devolved on the death of Major Byng, much of 
the credit of the successful issue of the encounter is due, and Mr. Dodd, advil engineer, and executive 
officer of the district, who was wounded, well merits the acknowledgments of Government for his

WITH reference to my letter dated the 14th instant, I have the honor to rejKtrt that the head¬ 
quarters of the Sylhet Light Infantry Battalion, under the command of Major Robert Byng, left 
sylhet on tlie morning of the 15th instant, and having made two very lung inarches, reached 
Pertaubghur the nest day between 9 and lU o’clock p.m. 

2. Major Byng took up a iwrition on the right Imnk of the Lungye river, close to Perlanbghur, 
and on the morning of the 17th instant, Mr. l)ad<l rode towards llingejeah to reconnoitre and jirocnre 
intelligence regarding the movements of the niutincers of the .')4lli Kegiment, Native Infantry. 

3. Mr. Dodd returned the same day about .’> p.m., to the camp of the balialion, after having 

obtained trustworthy inforiiu.tion that the routineers, who had plundered llinKajenh and several otiier 
villages, were marching in a north-easterly direction towards Latoo, with a view of escaping to 
Munneepore. ^ 

4. On the receipt of this intelligence Major Byng made a forced march back to Latoo, during 
the night of the 17 th, and reached that place soon after dawn on the 18th idem. 

5. The battalion had not been in the Latoo baiioar for more than hve ininulcs when the 
mutineers were observed approaching in two columns; as soon as they attempted to enter the bazaar 
die battalion gave them a volley, and immediately charged them with the bayonet. 'I'he mutineers 
fired into the battalion, but did not wait to receive its charge; they broke, and fled in great 
confusion into the dense jungle close to the bazaar. The battalion pursued, following from liillock 
to hillock through a most difficult country, till they were lost sight of in the thick jungles. Our men 
being worn out by tlje very long march of the previous night were unable at that time to continue 
the pursuit any further. 

6. It is with the deepest regret I have to report th.-it Major Robert Byng was killed on the field 
whilst gallantly leading on the battalion against the mutineers, he riHU-ivco a gunshot.wound in the 
groin, and expired almost immediately. 

7. Major Byng was very much beloved by his regiment, and most deservedly so; he was a most 
gallant and daring |oldicr, and has maintained the discipline and preserved the honor and loyalty of 
his corps unimpaired throughout the whole of these very trying times with much ability and sound 
judgment. He has fallen gloriously in the service of his country, and 1 now venture iinmt res|MictfuUy 
to commend his memory to the protection of the (jovernrnciit lie has served so well. 

8. Lieutenant Shcrer and Mr. Dodd have behaved with the most determined gallantry, and have 
done what Knglishmen will alwara do to uphold the reputation of tlieir country. Mucli (MMiiincndatiun 
is due to Lieutenant Shercr for having conducted the operations to a very successful issue after tlie 
death of his commanding officer. 

Mr. Dodd has lieen slightly wounded, and Lieutenant Siicrer has informed me tliai every man 
of the battalion has liehaved “ right nobly, one and all without distinction.*’ 

lU. The casualties on our side are five killed, besides the commanding officer, and one very 
severely wounded. The mutineers left twenty-six men dead on the field, but. inany others must have 
been wouiuled, and probably not a few have died in the dense jungles in wliieli they coiicealerl 
themselves. 

11. About 4,000 or 5,000 ruiices in cash, 16 or 18 stands of arms and accoutrements, 2 jionies, 
and a quantity of miscellaneous property were taken from the niutineers, 

12. A havildar of tlie .14th Rc^ment Native Infantry, who was taken prisoner in the jungles 
after the action, was tried by a drum-head court-inartial, and shot to dcufh by niuakelry on the apot. 

IS. The mutineera are suppoaed to have fled through the jungles in the direction of Pertauligliur 
with the view of reaching Munneepore through the southcni jungica of ('achar. An express has 
been sent off to the Superintendent of Caebar dirct.'ting him to endeavour to intercept them, anil 
instructions have been dispatched to L'leutenant Shcrer to follow them up as itiucli as possible, 
which no doubt will lx done with energy and skill. 

14. Tbit afternoon before 1 knew what hod occurred atLafoo, I sent Lieutenant Buist with a 
detachment of alKiut 60 men of the battalion to reinforce its head-quarters at Ixtoo, and a detoeli- 
ment of Her Majesty’s 54th Foot, under tlie command of Lieutenant-Colonel Michel, will march 
from Sylhet towards I.aitoo to-nq)rrow morning. 

Ifi. 1 have not yet received any official report from Lieutenant .Shercr; the altove very itii|)erfect 
narrative of a very well conducted and gallant affair lias been prepsrexl from a few rough pencil notes, 
very kindly sent to me by Lieutenant Slierer and Mr. Dudd. As soon as 1 receive. Lieutenant 
Sherw’a offidal report, I shall do myself the honor of addressing you again.

I HAVE the honor of acknowledging the receipt of your letter dated the KHli ensfant, regarding 
Nilmony Singli Dec of Pachetc. 

2. .After mature consideration, I have determined to carry into execution the warrant aceotnpanyii^ 
it fur the detention of Nilmony Singh at Burdwan. 

3. My reasons for doing this are, that I think it possible to collect evidence on other important 
points connected with Nilmony Singh’s proooedings in the late disturbances, which would matariaily 
aggravate the degree of his guilt. 

4. These points are s— 

(1.) His causing himself to he publicly proclaimed at Purulia os king of the country. 

(2.) His complicity in the destruction of the Government records at Purulia. 

^3.) His having sanctioned the depredations on the property of private individuals wliieh occurred 
during the disturlMnoes. 

(4.) His having been in treasonable communication with Thakoor Vissunath Sahaye, a proclaimed 
rebel, in Chota Nagporc. 

5. There are reasonable grounds for suspecting that he was guilty of ev^one of the above acts, 
and if any of tlicin were proved, he would be liable to be (‘onviotM aa an active rebel. 

6. Gf Jtliosc lenticular points in his late conduct of which we have positive proof, 1 would 
mention 

ft.) His refusal toaffiunl any assistance to the Principal Assistant Commissioner, Captain Oakca, 
after the mutiny uf tlie troops, though he waited forty hours at Kogboonathpoor, which b

within eight miles of Kassiptirv for tl)is purpose. Captain Onkca has repeatedly stated that 
reasoiiahle lielp from Niluiony Singh, at that particular time, would have saved tlio station from sll 
furtlicr injury. 

(2.) His impertinent letter in reply to Captain Oakes’s requisition for aid on his return to 
his district. 

(3.) His contumaoiously refusing assistance to Government, though ho was well able to afford it, 
thereoy forwarding tlie designs of those who were in open rebclliun against the State, whilst ut the 
same time he was assuming extravagant titles, and peremptorily directing powerful semindurs to rally 
round him in his family residence. 

(4.) His collecting men, manufacturing iwwder, fortifying his house, and storing up munitions of 
war after the civil authorities had returned to the district, wiiliout their leave or permission, and after 
he had refused to give them assistance. 

(5.) Lastly, his reiieated refusals to obey orders from this ufHce to present himself in person. 

", In my former letter, 1 advocated the immediate puiiislinient of Nilnumy Singh at I’urulin, 
but I was not, at that time,acquainted with so many cireuinstane^s as 1 inn now; and I may also 
mention that all the moral effect I anticipated from such a pnicecding appears to have been gained by 
bis having been brought in here as a prisoner. 1 nni not exaggerating mutters when I state tliat the 
inhabitants of this district were unwilling to settle down to their various avocations or einployments 
until they had seen what turn events were likely to take with reference to this refractory semindur. 
Our late proceedings in this respect have |H'rinaiiently restored euntidcncc, and entirely removed any 
fear of future disturbances. 

H. Should his lluiior concur in these ruinurks, there would be no longer any oceuslnn to incur the 
ex|>eiisc of detaining the right wing of the Sbeknwattce batUilioii on field service, and, unless their 
presence is required elsewhere, they might return to head>quartcrs at Midnanore. .\s‘^their route 
would he through Uancoorah, t^lie prisoner Nilniony iSiiigh iniglit reiiinin under tlieir inistody us lilr us 
that place, whence he might be conveyed, either by a guard of Madras Uillcs sent frotn lluueoguiige, 
nr, as the distance is very short, tlie Magistrate might inaiiugc to conduct him thither under his own 
su|>erintciidence.

I IIAVK the honor to report, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, timtthis morning 
four dawks arrived from Sumbulporc eiVi Midnajiorc, with one demi-oflieial letter to myself from ('aptain 
Leigh, Senior Assistant ('ommissioner, ihilcd t’tith ultimo, of which I aiine.x a copy. 

‘J. ('aptain J-icigh .stales that “things arc not looking at all well, bodies of men assembling in 
ditlureiit dircetions, and e.xcesses committed in the district,'' and asks for the rest of the -lUtli Mqdras 
Native Infantry to be sent up to hi.s aid. 

3. 1 ha\e after consultation with Major Hates, commanding in Cuttack, requested that officer to 
send up two companies complete, as quickly as possible, and it is arranged that they shall be taken* 
from the wing of the 5th Madras Native Infantry now in ('uttack, and proceed on the day after 
to-morrow; the necessary supplies would not be reaily in time, otherwise the detachment might have 
moved immefliately. 

4. 1 have intimated my opinion that the place of the two companies should be supplied by a 
detachment of similar strength from llerhamporc or Ilussclcondali, as the number of available troops in 
Cuttack will otherwise be too greatly reduced. 

The wing of the 5th Madras Native Infantry now here muster 271 men, so that by sending 
away two full companies of seventy each 1.31 only will remain. 

. (>. Of the 'lOtli Madras Native Infantry there arc four companies nominally at Cuttack, but 140 
men, or two full companies only could be mustered, ns a number of men were .sent to >Sumbulpore 
with the six companies now there, in order to make them complete. 

7. Thus, on the departure of the detachment now about to move, there will remain in CdHack 
only about 271 men of the two regiments. 1 trust, therefore, that a reinforcement from Berhampore or 
Russelcondah may be available in ease of their services being required at the present juncture. 

8. 1 inentioneil in a former letter that 1 had requested the Officiating Agent to Government of 
Fort St. George, Ganjarn, and the Oificiating ^Vgent, Orissa Hill Tracts, to send over a detachment of 
Seebiindies, if they could be spared, for duty at Bumbulpore, and inquired if 250 could be made 
available, but have not as yet received any reply. 

9. I have de.sired Bub-Assistant Surgeon Baboo Shaiiiachurn Sircar to accompany, in medical 
charge the ilctachment now pweeetling from Cuttaek, as there is no other officer availalilc for the 
purpose, making over his duties to Dr. (’ox. Civil Assistant Surgeon. 

10. 1 have also desired Sub-Assistant Surgeon Baboo Dmnree Towarrec to make over charge to 
Dr. Pringle, Civil Assistant-Surgeon at Pooree, of his duties there, and come up to relieve Dr. Cox of 
the other sub-assistant surgeon’s duties. Tliere is little or no work at Pooree just now, and the arrange¬ 
ment made is similar to one formerly aporuved of by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

11. 1 beg to annex copies of my letters to the Civil Assistant Surgeons, and to solicit, that 
apitrornl of my instructions may be communicated to the Medical Hoard. 

12. I have sent an express to T.ieutcuant Blunt, eominnnding the Paiks at Ungoo, desiring him 
to stop three officers of the 40th Madras Native Infantry, Captains Knocker and Woodbridge and 
Lieutenant Vallance, from proceeding towanls .Sumbulporc. They were to leave under an escort of 
twenty-live Paiks, and letters were sent to rcuuest that a strong escort might lie sent to meet them, the 
dawk communications lieing closed. It is aoubtful whether the Senior Aaaistant-Commissiouer will 
receive timely notice of the advance of the ]>arty. I hope, therefore, that the express sent off may be 
in time to stop tliem. 

13. I regret to state that Captain Swiney, of the S2nd Madras Native Infantry, prooMdfhg to 

* Yak Postscript. 
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Kamptee, has declined to attend to the advice vven him, not to advance alone in the preaent disturbed 
state of the country. Major Bates, commanmiiK the eotli Madras Native Infontyf, ordered him to 
stop and do duty with the troops at Suinbulixire, but the orders did not overtake Captain Swiney, who 
.has proceeded up the right bank of the Mahanuddy, and may possibly fall into the hutda of some 
insurgents in the direction of Sohnixrre. 

14. It is satisfactory to know that Dr. Hanson has got to Sumbulpore, but I regret to observe that 
Captun Leigh refers to the death of Dr. Moore as quite certain.

1 HAVE the honor to submit a copy of a letter, dated the 26th ultimo, received this morning 
from Captain S. T. Leigh, Senior Assistant CotnmissioDeT at Sumbulpore, from which 1 deeply regret 



to find that the report of Dr. Moore’s murder is confirmed, but Mr. Hanson, 1 am happy to^observe, 
cs(;apccl, and returned witli Captain Leigh to Sumliulpore. 

2. Captain Ixjigh rcjwrts very unfavourably of the state of his district, and asks for more troops. 
In a demi-official letter of the same date, he tells me that the Madras troops are “weak and sickly,” 
and “in tlic almost iinpcncirable jungles of Sumbulpore regular troops of any hind seem to be of little 
use.” He was attacked on his return from Joojoomtiora and lost three sepoys killed, and three sepo)-s 
and live camp followers wounded. The particulars of the attack are not given, hut a further report is 
promised, which I hope to receive to-morrow. 

.1. The force at Sundrulpore appears to me to he sadly in want of officers, especially an officer of 
e.\|ieri(.-ncc and energy, to euinmand it, to whom the conduct of all military ofierations fur the suppres¬ 
sion of disliirbance.s should be confined. Cajitain Leigh reports that the “three young European 
oflicers now iii Sumbulpore are continually getting fever.” 1 much regret my own inability to proceed 
to Captiiin Leigh’s assistance, but there are equally important matters to engage my attention in this 
quarter of the division, and no troo]>s to spare to furnish an escort.

IN recent letters addressed to tlie ('otnmissiojier of ('hotn Nagporc, Captain Leigh, the .S<"nior 
Assistant in charge of Sumhulporc, has expressed a ilesirc to be relieved of the heavy responsibility of 
the position in which he finds himself placed, the increasing difficulties «if which he feels himself 
unequal to cope. with. 

2. Under these circumstances, the Lieutenant-Governor has delcrinined for the present to jihwe 
Major Hates, commanding the 4()lh Regiment, .Madras Native Infantry, in charge of the civil as well 
as military tlutics of the Sumbulpore district, and at the same time it appears to lits Honor tii be 
a dcsiraide, and in fact at this juncture a necessary arrungwiient, that Major Bates’s proceedings 
should be guided and superintended by you. 1 am to request, therefore, that you will, for the present, 
and until further orders, exercise tlie powers of Coinmissioncr in the district of Sumbulpore in addition 
to those of vour own divisibn. 

3. In rinposing upon you this additional duty, the Lieutenant-Governor desires me to say that 
he does so in conscouence of the approbation with which he has viewed your pronijit, vigorous, and 
judicious conduct with regard to .Sumbulpore up to the pr«sent time, and from a con vie! ion, that it is 
the course best calculated to bring to a speedy termination the growing disaffection of that part of the 
countrv and to restore order to the district.- 

4. ‘ The dlsUince of the head-quarters of the Commissioner of Chota Nngjiorc from the scene of 
these disturhances, the numerous other and important calls upon his attention, and the difficulty of 
cominunicatinn make it scarcely possible for Ca[>taiii Dalton to bestow on affairs in biinilinipore that 
close and constant supervision which they will, for sonic lime to conic, require. Your jiosition is in 
these respects more favorable for that purpose, and the circumstance of your In iiig personally known 
to Major Bales, and having already been in coininuiiicatiori with (bat ofticer rcgariling arrangements 
conneetetl with oiierations in .Sumbulpore, give you peculiar advontages in co-opcriitiiig with him. 
TIic Lieutenant-Governor has every confidence that iiiattcrH will soon assume a more promising aspect 
under your direct iiianagcment and control, 

ft. His Honor desires, in a great degree, to h-avc it to your diM-relion what measures ought to be 
ailopted, and will, be prepared to support you in any operations which you may underlie with such 
means ak arc or may oe placed at your dLsposal. 

6. Ton are aware, uiat it was intended to march the Shekawattce Battalion into Stunbidpore, and 
this int^tidn is not abandon^, but it is found that the difficulty of innving trwqis in that direction is 
much greater thsm had been anticipated, and tliat a cnimiderable iMiriod (not less than from six weeks 
to two months) must elapse before a regiment, fully equipped, could reaeli Humbulpore from WMd« 
napore. Colonel Forster will commence his march in a few days, and the direct road being imprac- 
tinMe, will move vit Rwieegunge and HarAreebaagh to Doranda. By the Ume be teaches that 
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utation, it will be known what turn n^atters are likely to take at Sumbulpore, and if Ui< services are 
Ntill required, iic will proceed in that direction. 

7. On Colonel Forster’s arrival at Suinbulpore, be will of course assume military command of 
the troops, and the Lieutenant-Governor would wish also, that the direct management of ^civil affairs 
should lie placed in his hands subject to your control.

I HAVE the honor to rcjiort in continuation of iny letter dated the 5th instant, that I have this 
day received the neeunipanyiiig copy of a letter, didecl the 3rd instant, from Lieutenant McNeiU, 
ngeui. livvi Tracts, Orissa, explaining the circumstances under which he is unable to spare any 
ot the k.eebundies under his own command for service at Sumbulpore, but entirely concurring in my 
own opinmn, ^ to that ciau of men being peculiarly adapted for jungle warfrie, such as is now on our 
Bmiu^at bumbulpore, and 1 earnestly recommend his remarka to the ffivonble consideration of the 
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2. Lieutenant McNeill states that a l)ody of 250 or 300 Goomsnr men could easily be raised for 
service at Sutnbulpore^ and offers to assist in carr\ ing out t!ie requisite measures for enlisting and 
drilling thein. 

3. lie adds that he has already received numerous applications for enlistment, and many of them 
from nten of ^ood character, who have formerly served, and being trained must l>e available for 
immediate service, if engaged. 

4. Further, that he has 220 flint fusils, which could be issued, in the first instance, if considered 
requisite. 

5. The only difficulty that suggests itself to Licutcnaiit McNeill, is with reference to the 

indulgences which Goomsur men are almost certain to demand. Those he brought to my notice on a 
recent occasion, when transferring some of his own Scchiindics into the Orissa I’nik rumpanies, with a 
view to especial employment in the hilly country, known us the Khuiid Mnls of lload, where the men 
of the l^iK companies, who are chiefly enlisted from the plains, usunlly hcconic so sickly as to be next 
to useless. • ' 


6. The indulgences in question were “ foiiy »lays’ le.nvc every year as furlough,” and in addition 
four to eight days in October for the yearly “ Ghendo,” and thirteen days in tiie event of any near 
relation dying. 

7. Lieutenant McNeill informed me that all the Seebundies got these iiidulgciiees, and I replieil 
that 1 had no objection to allowing the same if the exigencies of the. piihlie service shouhl allow of it, 
without inconvenience, of which tlie tehseldar in clmrge of the Khond Mids was to he the sole jtiilge, 
being responsible for the peace of the country. 

8. These terms were willingly acceded to liy the Seelmndies. 

9. In the event of men being enlisted for Sninhulporc, I think that, similar (enns in respect to 
leave should he allowed them. They will have long dislanees to traverse in proeceiling to iitid from 
their homes, so that forty days' leave in the year is not excessive, wliile tlie otlier leaves are no more, 
I imagine, than what are usunlly nlloweil in all regiments on the oeeasion of holiilays or family 
bereavements, mid the leaves would of course he refused idlogether if iiieoiivviiiciit. to the puhlie 
service. 

it). Lieutenant McNeill adds, that he has given no delinile answer to the parlies who have 
applied to him, as he is not aware of the rate of pay proposed for tlie various lanks. 

II. Ill niy opinion the ratc.s of pay shouhl corre.spund with those given to the Orissa l*mk

,14. 1 have been induced to take this step not only hce.ause 1 think it a necessary one us lespeets 
the existing state of affairs at Sumhulpore, but also as 1 learned so’ine weeks ago, that (iovernriient had 
sanetinned the entertainment of a smalt local force at tlial place, which, however, the .Senior Assistant 
Commissioner had been unable to raise, owing to the disturbed stale of the country. It will, 
therefore, be so far assisting him in carrying out. the views of (ioveriiiiieiit. 

15. Should his Honor disajiprove of what I have done, the eoiupany can he paid ii]) and 
disbanded, or I will be glad to receive some of them into the Orissa I’nik companies, on the 
oecurreiice of vacancies. 

16. I trust, howefer, that what 1 have doin’ may lie apjirovcd of, ami I would strongly 
recommend that the further eiilistmviit of a larger hmly of (jloom.sur men he order<-il, and it would 
lend greatly to hasten the completeness of the measure, if an oflicer w;is appoinieil to the post of 
commandant, and two or three others sent down to assist in e nlisting .md diilling the men anti taking 
tlicm on to Sumbut[iore to do duty there. 

17. I beg to rcjwrt that Major Uates’s detaelimenl left I'ullack this iiiorning from Suttihul|)oii'. 

18. Also that tJic dak cuinmunicatioiis aitil.iiiue to he entirely cut oil' he.lwecn Cuttack nod 
Sumbulporc, and the deputy ]>osttiiastcr at Midnapore rejiorts that he had received none by that 
route for some days. 

19. From the re|>orts I receive, I learn that all the roads arc in posscs>-ii>n of the insurgents, and 
no one can pass along.

Lkuttnant McNeill to the Commueioner of Cuttack. 

Sir, Camp, RiuuUcondah, December .3, 1857. 

I HAVE the l:unoT to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated the 27th ultimo, which reached 
me on the 3Ii>t ultimo. 

I regret exceedingly that I am unable to spare any Seebundies for service in Sumbuljiorc, as, 
though 1 iini myself prevented from personally visiting the more distant portions of (he hill tracts, 
owing to the temporary removal of the elephants attached to this agency, still considering it highly 
desirable that a strict supervision should be kept over tbc Khonds, 1 submitted for the consideration 
of the Supreme (Sovcrnmeiit a sketch of the proposed operations of this a|;ency for tlie ensuing season. 
This has been approved of, and the several parties leave this on the 10th instant, for the various tracts 
which they have been deputed to visit. 1 will then have for escort duty and charge of prisoners only 
fifty privates out of 200, the strength of the Orissa Agency Seebundies being as per margin.* 

3. I am happy to state that every thing remains tranquil amongst the Khonds, and 1 do nut 
myself consider it probable that the disturbanres which have taken place in Suinbulporo will c.xtend to 
the. tracts muter my sigency ; but one fact must always l)c borne in mind, that the rebel chief Chokro 
llissyr' is still sit large, and though nearly the whole of his former adherents have 1>cen either captured 
or dispersed, hi.s influence still remains, and he has many well wishers in different jiartsof the country. 
'I'lic ilisturbunces in Sunihulporc would therefore afford him, if so inclined, only fc»o good a pretext for 
stirring up the Khonds, us he did in lM4l}-47 ; i therefore consider it prudent to retain u few men 
with me sis :i reserve to meet a contingency of this kind, should anv such unfortunatefy occur. 

4. The (■unjum Seebundies amount to 3(H> of all ranks, but 1 am not aware whether any or what 
nurnlier could be made available fur service in Sumbulpure. Cfiptain Smith, the assistant agent, sub¬ 
mitted, some time ago, a scheme fur raising the Ganjam Scclmndics from their present strength of 
300 to HOO men for police duties; what decision has been come to on this point by the Madras 
frovernment I do not know. 

5. There appears little doubt that a body of (xoomsur men, equipped and armed as tbc Seebundies 

are, would, of all others, be the best adapted for service in the Sumbulpore district, where the principal 
work will no doubt consist in hunting ilown the rebels in their fastnesses. This of course will entail 
inueh harus.sing duty, and also much exposure to the unhealthy climate of those parts, which by all 
lu'counts u[>pe:ir to he as pestilential and destructive of health, ns the tracts of the south bank of the 
Mahnnuddy. • 

fi. During the disturbances which took place in Lower Guomsur and the Hill Tracts in I84(>-7) 
the Seebundies were fpund must admirably adapted for the irregular warfare, which was the principal 
feature in those disturbances, as nut only did they suffer but slightly from the injurious etfccts of the 
climate, but when sent on distant duty their commissariat supplies caused little or no inconvenience, 
ns a little rice and some salt was all that they required. .Another great advantage with these men is 
that, with the exception of during the rainy season, the Seebundies never sleep in teiits, preferyng to 
bivouac under trees, where they light n large fire. During the five years’ experience I fiave Irttd of nty 
men in the hills, 1 have never known them use the Government tents provided fur them, except when 
compelled to do so from rain. 

7. I may possibly have enlarged on this subject ntore than may be conaidered necessary, but my 
onlv object in so doing has bcdli to illustrate the |)eculiar habits of these men, which render them so 
well adapted fur jungle warfare, and I would also beg to state that Colonel Campbell, C.B., the late 
agent in Orissa, has often cx|>rcssed his opinion to the same effect 

8. There will be little difficulty in raising o body of 2l>Uor 300 Qoomsur men for service in Sum- 
bulporc, in the event of Govcniment sanctioning the application, and I shall be most happy to assist 
you in every way 1 can in carrying out the requisite measures for giving effect to it, by enlisting and 
drilling the men. 

y. 'I’lie only difficulty that occurs to me is, with reference to the indulgences as to leave, which 
Gooinsur men are almost certain to demand, and which 1 brought to your notice in my letter, dated 
Hlh .Vugiisi, IH57, when enlisting men fur Buad. 

111 . 1 have already received numerous applications for enlistment for Sumbulpore, but have been 
unable l<> give any definite answer, as I am not aware of the rate of pay which you propose recom¬ 
mending fur the various ranks; many of the applications which 1 have received are from men who have 
served.in the Seebundies fur various periods, but who, though of good character, have taken their 
discharge for various reasons. 

11. In eoncliision, I would beg to state, that I have on hand about 290 flint fusils, which could 
be issued in the first instance, if considered requisite.

Sir, Camp, RwtHlrondah, Deeenilnr 21,1857. 

1 HAVE the honor to submit the following observations fur the considcratioii of the Govemor- 
Genor.al in Council. 

2. About two months ago a party, consisting of fifteen individuals, personating the character of 
“ Byragbees,” entered the Hill Tracts, viA Suoradidi, nnd traversed the greater portion of flic Cliinna 
Kimcdy hills, vi.siting the principal 0<iryah villages. They then passed on to Bo.ad, nnd reached this 
place on 'I'ucsday lAst, the IStli, remained that day and the following, and left on (lie morning of the 
17th instant. 

3. I only received intimation of them on the l7tli instant, and immediately dispatclicd a Bccbundic 
guard to apprehcnil tliem. They were brought in yesterday, liavsng been seized on the lairderi of tho 
Nyagbur zemindary, about 25 miles distance from this station. 

4. The accounts they give of tliemseivcs arc very unsati.sfaetory. They voluntarily informed me 
that they hail traversed the Klioini tracts a.s abovcmentioiied, staling that their only object in doing so 
was to beg, Imt they acknowledged that they had never previously visited those districts for any 
pur|>ose whatever. 

.5. When seen in Russelcondah by various parties, tlicy stated that they bad arrived from Cuttack, 
again that tlicy had come viA Berbain])orc and Aska, and were rctnrning to Poorec; thirdly, that they 
liad begged their way from Mirzaporc j and lastly, they informed some traders at Coorminghiah, in 
Upper Ooorosur, that they had arrived from Sumbulpore and Sono|)ore, and were on their way to 

Uussclcondali. ' 

6. When questioned by me, tliey denied in Mo ever having made any of tlic above statements ; 
and, when brought in, resemblctl ordinary vilh^gors rather than “ Byraglieesmany of them talk the 
Ooryali spoken in Goomsur, and which differs considerably from that which obtains in the Cuttack 
district. They had also a considerable sura of money in their ixtsscssion (upwards of 90 rupees.) 

7. As it is not improbable that they arc spies from Sumbulpore, 1 have deuined them until 1 
acn ascertain whether they have been intriguing with the Kboiids or not, and I shall report fully on 
this subject hereafter.

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B. While on this subject I consider it my duty, tiiougli holding no authority in Guoinsar, to 
report, for (lie iiifonnution of Government, thut within the last few days 1 have heard from various 
soitjlfcs lliut ail uneasy feeling at present pervades the frontier Mootahs of Lower Gooinsur; the new 
grain crops arc being sceurod with greater baste tbaii usual, and in some instances the grain is being 
riMiioved from the, villages, while in some places tlie inhabitants are in the custom of deserting their 
villages during tile niglit, but return during tile day* The reasons assigned for so acting have l>een 
slated ns three—viz., that Chockro Bissye will take advantage of the Sutnbulporc disturbances and 
make inroads us formerly; Sndly, tiiat the Sumbulpore rebels intend visiting Goomsur; 3rdly, that 
the Klionds intend pillaging the low country. These may be considered merely as rumours, without 
rouiidation of any kind, and I sincerely trust they may prove to be so, but (taken in conjunction with 
the susjiiei.jus iiiovemciits of the Byrugliees] uml us I have beard them from various iiidcpeiuleiit 
sources, I have coiisidcrcd it prujier to report them fur tlie information of Government.

We have given instructions to get our flat lightened, so that she may fie able to proceed to 
Minapore and Allahabad; and as we have on her arrival there no other engagement, wc beg to submit 
that, osring to the low state of the water above Dinapore, the Govenimciit might make use 
of our steamer and flat to carry from there upwards portions of the cargoes airiving at or above

W^e transmit in the collection a nniTtitivc* of events furnished by the Cliicf Com¬ 
missioner of the Xorth-Wcsleni Provinces, enihracing IIm- period from 1st .lamtaiy to 
15th January, 18,78. 

also forward copy of a memoir by .Mr. T. li<* Bus, Judge of Delhi, rcinlivc 
to the measures adopted hy him for preserving the peace of the I’aneeinit district during 
the aeige of Delhi. Mr. Le Bas makes special luentioii of the good services reiulensl l»y 
the Xawrah of Kurnaul, Ahmed Ali Khan, and by certain native ollieials, who will 
hereafter he rewarded in some appropriate luanner. .Mr. la- lias'.-, own eruiditet 
throughout the trying |)eriod embraced in his memoir, has obtaineil our entire, appro¬ 
bation.

Mr. U. Alexander to be ('ommiHsioncr of the Agra Division, 

Mr. Fleetwood Williams to be C'ommi.ssioner of tlie Rohileimd Division. 

Mr. C. B. Thornhill to Ire Commissioner of the Meerut Division. 

Mr. J. C. Wilson to l»c Insjrector-Ueneral of Prisiurs, in aridition to the s|HM;ial duty 
upon which he is engaged (as rtqrortcd in paragraphs » to 12 of our letter Xo, 142 of 
1H57, dated the lOtli Oecemircr), but witlnmt any inercast! of salary. 

We bavo declined to accede to a suggestion made by the (liiel Ci{mniis8ioner, to 
the edTeet that Mr. ( ’. C. Jackson, who has recently returned to India from England, 
should be transferred from the Board of lievenue to tbe Hudder Court, and that 
Mr, W. Muir should be confirmed in his stead in the Board of Beveniie. Mr, Muir has 
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been (Insirctl to proceed immediately to Allahabad with a portion of the Secretariat Office 
Estalilisliinciit, to meet the Governor-General. Mr. • Thornhill will continue for the 
prcHcnt to <‘an’v on tin* duties of Secretary with the Chief Conimiasioucr, but the Govem- 
ment of the North-Western Provinces will now Iw administered temporarily by the 
Govcrnor-Cenoral, nnlil a Ijieutenant-Govcrnor is appointed, and the Chief Coromis- 
siouership of tin* Noitli-Wtistcrn I’roviiices wilt he abolished. 

You will receive with pleasure the gratifyinf? intolligenee communicated to us by 
the Government of the N(*rth-Westcni Provinces,—“ that the khureef harvest promises 
to he i)\ore than usually abundant this season throughout the districts in the upper portion 
of those j)rovinces,” and that,* notwithstanding the disturbed state of the country, the 
breadth of land under cultivation has md diminished. , 

'I'o mark the apiireeiation by the British (Government of the eminent services 
rendered by (Jhowbey (ihunsecam Dass in the Allygluir district and elsewhere, services 
which cost him his life at the hand of the rebels, the Chief Cominksioner solicited our 
sanction to tlie grant,—1. oi’ a donation of l.oOO rupees, and of a life-pension of 
100 rupees per mcii.-icm to the widow of the deceased, the pension being continued after 
her death to her oidy child, a daughter, for life; 2, to the bestowal of a title on the 
family; and .‘t, of a confiscated estate ou the eldest brother, when the country has become 
more settled than it is at present. 

We have sanctioned the grant of the donation and the life-pension, the latter to 
be continued to the daughter td'the deceased till she is married. The other proposals 
will 1)0 taken into considmation hereafter. 

Tim liieutenant-Governor of tlie (ViitrnI Provinces rcecntly brought to our notice 
tlial instances had occurred iu whii-h llagraiit olfcuees against private persons had been 
perpidratcd. sometimes openly, by or with the eonnivance of entire village communities, 
and tli.'il in sneli ca-.e-. ii was often found imja-aetirnlde to identity not only the greater 
nnmber of the oil'eniler^. but tlie prinidi»als among them. His Honor drew our attention 
to n jiiMi lii-e wliieh In- lii lievcd prevailed in the I)oIlii territory and the Punjab, under 
which if it could he .shown Ihal a crime had heen eommitteil hy an entire eommunity, or 
hy sonic niemlier or nu-mbers of it individually undi.seoverable, but of whose guilt the 
eonimnnity was reasonahly iiri'snmed to he cognizant, a line wa.s levied on the village in 
its eorpoiafe eai>aeily, ami the sum thus levied was applied to eompeiisale the person or 
persons wlio had snifered hy the crime in tjuestion. His Honor considered that this 
practice, under jnoiier regulations, was a wholesome one, and suggested that it might with 
great advantage he legalized. A bill for carrying out the object in view has been laid 
liefore tlie Legislative (knimnl. 

With reference to the Ttli paragraph <d' onr letter No. 110, dated the 
2!lrd Seplembm-, we now forward eojiy of a final eorrespondenee with the Govern¬ 

ment of the Central Provinces, re.s|ie<ding tlui eoiuluet of Messrs. Wynynrd and Paterson 
in abandoning llie dislciel of (loruekpore iu the mouth id* August last. The decision at 
whieli we have arrived, after a full eoiisideratioii of the explanations afforded by tho.se 
geiitleiueii, is, ••that the relin<]uisliment of the (loruekpore district hy the Civil 
authorities was not justiliable.” 

We forward, fur your informal ion, copy of a despaleh dated the Hth N’ovemhct,'1857, 
from the Government of the Central Proviuees, urging the necessity of dis]^)atching 
Kufoiiean troops to aid the (loorklms in Azinighur and .lounpore, in repelling invasion 
from Oude. The eonslitution of Ih igadier-Gencral Pranks' colimm wa.s the result of this 
a]i|)lieaiiou. 

111 .emitimiation id’ the papers referred to in the 10th paragraph of our last letter, 
we transmit some further re])or(s on the operations in jSylhet ami Cachar against tlie 
mutineers of lhe .'iltli .\ati\e Infantry. 

We also forward, in <-ontinuntion of j.he papers relating to the state of affairs in 
Suuiliulpore, reported in the IHh anil 12th parggrajihs of our last letter, copy of a further 
despaleh from the Government of Heiigal, showing the arrangements proposed to be made 
1\> Mr. (kiekhurn, the Commissioner of Cuttack, for the future administration of the 
former district. 

Commodore il. U. Watson, C.n., of (he Koyal Navy, reported his arrival at 
(’nleutta ou (he ItUh January, in Her Majesty's shiji “ CJicsapeake,” to take cotumaiid of 
Her Majesty’s ships of the Hast India division. 

Iu rejily to au inquiry whether the services of Captains Peel and Sotbeby, with 
their respective brigades, could now be spared, in order to tbe dispatch of Her Mi^sty's 
shiJl^ ‘‘Sliannou” and “ Pearl " to China, wo informed the Commodore that the extreme 
iiupm taiiee of the duties upon which the detachments from those vessels were employed, 
and the very vnluahle assistance which that from the ** Shimnon ” gives to the artillery 
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strength of the Mm|T, make it impossible for us to dispense immediately with the services 
of Ci^Ains Peel aim Sotbeby and their r<Mpectivc brigades. 

The Commodore reimrtoti to u» on the 23rd ultimo, that he intended to dispatch 
Her Miyesty’s ship “ Himalaya” to England, direct, for some necessary repail’s, and that 
the vessel, which would leave on the 5lh of Febrnary, would be ready to convey to England 
any invalids and wives and families of officers and soldiers wlio may have suifered during 
the recent troubles. The Committee of the Calcutta Kclief Fund were apprised of this 
fact; and we have since been informed that, owing to the early departure of the 
"Himalaya,” the Committee have only boon able to secure passages ft>r three ladies, viz., 
Mrs. Polehampton, Mrs, Bartrum, and Mrs. Murray. The Committee have asked ns to 
apply on their behalf to Her Majesty’s Government, that the usual table-money may not 
be charged to those ladies, or that, if the charge must bo made, the Londtni Ueliof Ooin- 
niittcc, who will be communicated with, may be called upon to defray it. VVe Ireg that 
you will be so gootl as to take such steps in this matter as may a]>pear to you to be 
proper. 

We liavc api)ointed Hr. Murray, the civil surgeon of Agra, «m leave. «ho ba^i 
recently proceeded to rejoin his appoinimeni, to take ami foruard to us photogra]>hic 
views of the entrenchments at itajghul, Benares, of the principal hviildings in tlio fort at 
Allahabad, including the new Itarracks and hospital.s under eonstruction, and of the palace 
Iniildings, tlte ;)alacc and city walls, and principal gates of Delhi, as also of the Hiimma 
Mnsjid, and other buildings of note nt that place.

2. February] and 2 .—Tiie Aura convoy started I lii-s iiiorninu for Mynpooric, as I nicnlioncd in 
my last narrative tliat it would. Calcntta papers of the 2(iih have this i!ay I'cachcd na. A letter 
from Sir K. Hamilton, dated Indore, 2.}rtl ultimo, reports all quiet at Mundesorc, and that Sir H. 
Rose’s force would move on Saugor os soon as i><|uip]ied. The Rajah of Auif{horu had heen 
eondemned to dvatli, hut his execution was snsjiended. Several oflieiuls and luulinecrs liud, however, 
been executed, or blown away from guns. 

3. January 3.—The Piittecala troops, dispatehed to the avaislain’e of the liana of Dholepore, 
arrived at Muttra yesterday, and will halt a day or two there. On arrival here they will aUo halt for 
some time, that the mural effect of their pre.senen may In: felt. AVritint; on the l!nd, Mr. Co<-ks holds 
nut a hope that the Coiumander-in-chief may he induced to leave a reijinicnt at Mynpooric, wliow 
presence there will, in some measure, lessen the dillicuUies of this (lovcrmnent. 

4. January 4.—Calcutta mails ’up to .loth ultimo were received here, on the cvi iiiii" u 
this day. 

5. January 5,—A letter, dated Kerowlee, Urd instant, frotii Uencral Mansfield, received this ilay, 
intimates the consent of his E.xeeUeney to leave f!(xi Kiiropcuns, 5i0() Ilorsi’, and two guns' ul 
Mynpoorie, which will, it is hoped, also have the ertiw't of quieling tin* litjiwah district in some dcgr«"c. 
'flic ComaMndcrriii-chief was just about to march towards Fultcgliur, the force under him linving 
captured seven guns on the previous day. 

6. January 6,-—A telegram receivcxl last evening from .Major Kid mentions tliat the rebels on tlie 
kftluink of the Ganges had made an attempt to cross, and that, la’ing fmstraU'd, tlicy wetgraiinunading 
Anopshnhur, and threatening to cross nt, Ritnighuut, low^r down the live.r. Your l.ajrdship's tclc- 
graphir message, dated 17lh ultimo, regarding the proviKion of an escort for ladies desiring to move 
down countryreached this yesterday. 

7. January 7 .—Subsequent aecounts confirm the reports of the, rclielv atteinpting to cross the 
Gangca, and tliere are reasons for believing that the town of Sariiii, to the north-east of Khasguiige, is 
again occupied probably by some of the retreating rebels fioni Futteglnir; and it is to be feared that, 
if his Excellency enters Uuhilcund witliout anotiier hrigiuic KimullaiicouKly doing so front the norlh- 
west, large numoers will again push themselves into the Doah, and expose it to anarchy and r,onfusion. 
Futteghor letters, received this day, confirm our occupation of the city on’tlie -ird without up|s>sitiun, 
and our quiet possession of it on the 4th. A letter fntm General Mansfield announces, "as a present 
arnmgemen^ Imt not one likely to last long,” that the detachment previously referred to will Ik- left at 
Mynpooric; and his Excellency " anticipates that a moveable column, in course of. organixation at 
Cawnpore, will mature what tiaa already Itecii effected in that distriiH, towards the restoration of 
order but from his want of troops no hopes sre held out of any support to Ktawab, and " the 
garristm of Mynpoorie will be reduced when a proper post has. been put in ortler.” 1 much fear, 
therefore, that with the very limited means at the disposal of this Government, it will be scarcely 
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practinabic to keep the peace of the country; and I dread the re-occupation of ^tavah by the rebels, 
and the ncrcssity of the civil authorities again flying from it. The inarch of the le^e Agra convoy 
ton'ar(l!i Myripooric has had an excellent moral eflFect; and, as stated by Mr. Commissioner Hwvey, 
“ the ]>nlitical earthquake has jiassed off, the moral earthquake is commencing, and the long line of 
this ramp is inducing defaulters to pay upa gun has also been taken, and some traitors and thieves 
will most likely he punished. 

Under the admirable arrangements of Mr. Keadc, Financial Commissioner, our pecuniary affairs 
continue to prosper in spite of heavy demands against Government. .The cash balance in the treasury 
on !JOth November last was 9,7d,1 flO:G:6; on the Slat ultimo it was 10,49,180:6:6, irrespective of 
l,29,.32."i at Allygliur, though the disbursements of the last month have liecii heavier than in any of 
the six months preceding ; hut the following crniicluding paragraph of Mr. Iteade’s monthly financial 
memorandum speaks more fully for itself: ‘•Atthcclose of 1857, and of six months of an anxious 
period, it is gratifying to he able to state that, from the resources of three districts, Agra, Muttra, and 
Allygliur, conlinuuUy traversed by mutinous liniids and rebels, the UmxJ Government, nevertheless, has 
been cnahlod to pay up its fstahlisliDU-nts iu full; to discharge temporary loans, to relieve distress, 
and to supply tlireo coiisiderahle convoys with stores and money, and yet to have a larger cash balance, 
on .list liccemher, hy tliree lai's, than it had on 5th July. 

8. Jamumj 8 1 luive this day directed extracts from three conimtinications to my address to he 

forwarded to his Kxeeileney the Conimnmler-in-ehief and to your Lordship, in illustration of the difli- 
ciilties nttemlaut iu atloinptiiig to govern districts without troops, or with raw levies newly raised, and 
sometimes merely raised fortlie oeeiisioii. I iusmI searrclycall yimr Lordshiji’s attention to the earnest, 
soldier, and business-like letter of Mr. lluiiie. Magistrate of Ktawnh, for it will he sure to attract 
your notii'c. Letters from Nyuce Tal mention aiiothcr feeble :»tl.'\ek hy, ai d his repulse of, the rebels at 
the foot of the hills. Major Itamsny luis selected n site for barracks, and 1 yesterday appointed 
Captain T. Glover, of the Kngineers, who has had practice iu barrack huildiiig at the hill station of 
Mliurree, to superintend the clireetion of tlio'-e at Nynee Tal. directing him to proceed there without 
delay. Young Mr. Churcher, whoso devotedly remained at IHiaruiupore with, and watched the dying 
moments of, the late Major Hohertson, gnn-(’arri:igc agent, Fultegliur. was enabled, I .am happy to 
say, to join his Kxeellency’s camp on the 4tli, after seven months of sufl'ering and hardship, 

9. Jiiiiiiary !>.—.Ml neeounts tend to the convietioii that the Gwalior rebels are again gaining 
sirtiiigtii and power, hol.li in men mi<l gnn.s ; the Meerut convoy li.aa passed on to Cawnpore, and was 
at Goorslmiegunge on the (itii. 'J’lie .\gra com oy reached Myiipooric on the 7th, hut was detained 
there pending onlcrs to the Cornmaiidcr-in-cliicr, and for want of a relief escort to take it to Futteghur, 
where, it is believed, his U.\cclIeMcy means it to la; sent. Tlic country from Allygliur to Gorshuiegungc 
is rejircseiilcd to he highly cultivated, and .seemingly peaceful, but most of the [Milice chowkees, dawk 
buiigaloMs, Ac., are burnt and destroyed, and yet there is, of course, no police along the line, and it 
u ill he a matter of coiisiderahle time before there can be. The guii-cnriage. ageney, maeliinory, timber, 
Ac., at Fnttrghnr, were found nearly uninjured, as well a.s the clothing buildings, with a great quantity 
of cloth. Among the clothing was uniform for a second battalion, 41st Native liifantr)', which would 
apjicar to have been organized liy the mutineers. 

10. Jaumry 10, 11, 12, III, and 14.—A letter from Meerut, dated the 11th instant, mentions that 
the Bijnore rebels had invaded the iloah at the liead of the canal, committed ronsitlerahle damage, and 
made prisone.r of a telegraphic siginiller. 1 regret also to say that one dnftadar and six men of the 
l.ilh Irrcgnhira, who have behaved well throngliont, arc reported to have gone over to the rebels from 
near Moanjiore, and strong representations are frequently made to this Government of the disturbed 
state of feeling in the Doah. Letters of the 12tli report the sueee.ssful defeat of the rebels at Moya- 
poor, near the head of the einial, by a small body of troops under C'nptain Jloisragon. ,\ person of 
rank, supposed to he Nawnh Aliiiiriloollaii, was wounded, and his nephew was killed hy Captain 
Boi.sragon himself. \ letter fnnn Mr. Urskinc, dateil .Tnhhulpore, 1.5th ultimo, states that in 
.Tuhhnipore itself we are all safe. Part of Sangor and all the Kuropeaiis are s.ife. Tlie Nursingpore, 
llooshungalmd, Bailool, and Scnnce districts are all quiet, and the greater part of the country, south 
of Saugor, is well cultivated. 'I'he tolegrapliie line from Agra to Delhi was completed on the l.'lth 
instAnt, hut I regret to say that we have not wires sutticienV to eft'eet a jiinelioii with Meerut, and 1 
fear that there will, for n long time, lie a “liwtus” between .\gra and Mynpoorie, and have some 
dimhts whether the Cawnpore authorities have wire ciiongh to eontinue the line to the latter {mint. 
Meniitinie, innil-rart.s travel regularly from .\gra and ,\llyghur to Cawnpore. From intelligence 
received here on the 1 Ith in.staut, we learn that the force proceeding from Deesa to Nusseerabod had 
auceessfnily token the fort of liawal, near .Vhoo, with little loss, and that the Kotali Bajah was 
gradually strengtliciiiiig himself against his mutinous troops. 

11. January 15.—Captain Brnw, Deputy tiuartermaster-Gcneral, arrived here yesterday from 
the camp of his Kxcelleiiey tlie CoinmaiKter iii-chicf, on a ronfldential'mission, chiefly connected with 
the di.spateli of rertain onliianee, store.s, Ac., and other military matters unnecessary to enumerate. 
“Tlie district of Mynpoorie is settling ilowii vorj' quietly. The Chowbansare represented as terribly 
ashamed of themselves, and aii.xious to show loyalty hy paying up revenue.” Etowah, on the other 
hand, tiumgli, generally sneaking, loyal tlirongllout, is now threatened hy the remains of the Gwalior 
contingent, and there will always he a f*>eling of insecurity in that district so long as these rebels are 
in such elnse proximity to it. In the transactiuns of the Inst fifteen days, there has lieen little in 
iwrticular to remark. There has liecii a decided improvement in the .Agra, Mynpoorie, Allyghur, 
Ftawuli, and Muttra districts, althongli there arc only fifty Sikh Infantry at Etowah, and not a nngle 
regiihur soldier at Muttra; hut in ScImrun|iorc. MoosuflTemuggttr, Meerut, and Bolnndahnhur, publjc 
coafideuec has been greatly slmkcii, and a feeling of insecurity pervades the communitr, eonseqdent 
on the frequent attempts of the rebels to invade the Doah at one or more points in these dis^cts, 

having actually done so in Seharunpore. Our finances continue to prosper, 
iieint has about 64 lacs iu hand, and in the other treasuries there are very considerable amounts. 
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Otir convon have reached their deatinatioii without accident, and others will shortly be dis)>atclicd, 
and our pwiee is increasing in numbers and in efficiency. Finally, if the Doab and the otlier distriot.s 
in these provinces are sufficiently fortunate as to preserve their integrity and iinmnnitjr fiMW invasion 
for six weeks or a couple of months more, there is little reason to doubt that thev will by that time 
have settled down into oomparutive order and repose, for our police ought then to be pretty numerous, 
and sufHciently disciplined, to preserve and command internal peace.

1 WISH to let the riovemmcnt know how I was emjiloycd during the siege, of Dellii, innl also 
to bring to their notice the claims of several indii'idii'iN, who rendered important and efficient service 
during a trying and critical pr-riod. 

1 eseaped from Delhi with Brigadier Graves and scvcrnl other ollier-rs, arni we nil iirrived at 
Kurnanl on the morning of the l.ltli of May. I was thetr the senior civilian in the Delhi territory 
(Mr. Fraser having been killed in the cit^ on the lltli). nod for a lime I acted ns (.'oiiimissioncr and 
corresponded with the C'onimandcr-in-chicf, and with Mr. Ilnrnes, the Commissioner of Thuhnllah ; 
hut the late Mr, Greatlied wus ordered to Delhi, ns Civil ('ominissioncr with the troops, and ns soon 
as he should join my functions would cease. 

Acconliog to the request of General Barnard (who sucecedeil to (he r'omntand on General 
Anson’s death), Sir Tlicophilus Metcalfe marched to Delhi with tiic first column, and Mr. KichardcM 
with the second column. Mr. MeWhirb'r, the Magistrate of the district, had perislrcd at Delhi, and 
Mr. Riclianlrs had snccecded him. .Sir Theophilns was to remain at Delhi with the foi'ce ; Mr. 
Richardes was to return to Paiiceput, and to rcmniii there or at iSursaoIcc. 

Tims no duty was assigned to me. I reeeiveil no instruciions, and I had no rcunlar post. 

Captain Martineau, of the Commissariat Department, was ordereil to remain at Knrnaul. 'I'heie 
was a guard of 70 Sikh Infantry and a few Cnvalry. 

1 felt certain that if Captain Martinenu was left alone with such a small force as tliis, he wt>uld 
not lie able to remain n week ; iii fact I fully helieved that the station would “ go" as so many others 
have. 

I had once been the Magistrate of this distriet. I knew the {leople, and they knew tne; and I 
bdieved that I had some little influence witli them. 1 thought, tlierefore, that I might he useful in 
assisting to preserve tranquillity at Knrnaul and in the neighlmurlmod. 

Accordingly I went to General Barnard and told him that if he Iiad nothin'^ hi tler fi»r me to do, 
I would remain at Kumaul. He said he did not think I eoold do belter. 

On the very day on which General Barnard moreheil for Delhi, 1 Imppeind to sec the order' 
liook. I was horrified to find that a comimny of the fiotli Hegimeot Native Infaiilry wie; directed Ui 
stay Ijehind for the protection of Kurnaul. Universal rermrt said that tlic regiment, was as disloyal as 
possible, and I was convinced that if these men remained, they would Ire eerlain to nintiny, in wineli 
case the station must “go.” Captain Martineau knew this ns well as I did ; hut as a military man 
he could not remonstrate against an order of the general’s. I was not fettered llnis, and 1 weiit at 
once to the nneral, and begged him to countermand the order. At first he. would not ronsenl; hut, 
he yielded uMr consulting the Adjutant-General, and the company was directed to march to Rolituek 
with the rest of the regiment. 

There way still a treasurv guard of 40 men belonging to this .same Ct)th, and T was di tiToiincd to 

r !t rid of these also. Accordingly when Mr. Richaides nmndied for Delhi with the 'leemiil rolunm 
got him to take with him the greater part of the money (he afterwards made it over to 11 e luiliinry 
chest at Delhi), and of course the 40 men went down as an escort. 1 need not say hnn riiueh I wus 
obliged to Mr. Richardes. 

If these 140 men had been kept st Kurnaul, they would have liccn sure to follow the example of 
their comrades, who mutinied et Rohtuck a fortnight afterwards. The tre isury would hare hcen 
plundered und the bungalows hnrnt. Captain Martineau and myself would liuvc hcen obliged to fly 
(if indeed wc could have escaped alive), the country would have hreii op, and Kiirnntii must luivi- 
gone. 
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The »ecoii<l column marched, and Captain Martinean and myaelf were left with tlie Potdalah 
Sirdar (old I’urtaul) Singh), and hia handful of men, who, if they were few in number, and not 
particularly well armed and drilled, were at Icaat loyal and faithful. 

Having got rid of all the aepoys, we bad no internal enemy to dread, still I waa not at all easy. 
On the west there were the Uanghurs of the Nurduck. On the cast the Goojurs and other budmaahea 
of th(! Mozuffernuggur district, which was then in a very disturbed state. The Jumna was between us 
and the Mozuffernuggor people; but at that season the water was low, and there were many fords. 

We were not left at peace very long. On thte .‘Ird of June, just as Captain Martineau and myself 
w<‘re sitting down to breakfast, word was brought that between UOO and *00 head of cattle, belonging 
to Kurtmui, had been driven off from under the very walls of the town. 1 sent out a party of sowars, 
Sikiis and district, and some men of the Nawab’s, and the cattle were tracked to Kulraon, a large 
village about seven niilcs below Kurnaul, and about half way between the Trunk Rond and tlie 
Jiiiiina, that is, aliout two and a-half or three miles from each. As the sowars arrived, the last of the 
cattle were just being driven into the village. The gate was shut immediately, and a large party of 
inatebloekinen inside fired on the sowars, who forthwith heat a retreat. 

In the course of the day I ascertained that a large band of marauders from the Mozufferiiuggur 
district fdonjurs and otliers) had I'ollcctcd in Kulraon, and that the foray was made by them and the 
Kidraon {icople jointly. Hut nr could not punish the offenders ; we bad not a suflirient force. 

The, next, day (the 'Ith) matters were worse. Between 9 and 10 a.m., the noise of many voices, 
.'ind of (M'casional shrits, reached our house; evidently there was a disturbance in the town. While 
we were wondering what the row was about, a message fnim the Kotwal informed us that tlie niad 
leul been attacked sonic five or six miles below Kurnaul. In fact, more than 100 persons of various 
classes and occnpatioiis who wore going down the road, and who had started in one party for the s4ke 
of iiiutiial protci'tion, Inut been stopjied, robbed, and turned back by a large bund of marauders. 
Aiiioiig the travellers were t wo burkunclauzes and a duffiidar, who were carrying money to one of the 
thannahs. 'Plie duffiidar was badly wounded, but he nianagod to bring off the money, and afterwnrils 
1 rewarded them all tliree. The plundered men (some of tliciii were wounded) rushed into the town, 
yelling and shouting, iiml culling out that they were murdered. All Kurniiul was in alarm., ami every 
gate was slmt. 

I sent out sowars ugiiiii. .\fter a time they returned, and reported that the const was clear. 
.Some ffiw men were lurking in the jungle on one side of the road, but t’.icy vanished when the sowars 
euiiiu up. The niiid was open again, and the mail eart started with the up>cuniitry dawks, and reached 
the camp in safety. 

1 nseertuiiied that the ofleiulcrs were our friemls of yesterday, the Kulraon people and their 
allies, the .VIoziiffermiggiir Goojurs. 

I was very much disipiieted yesterijay; cattle-lifting on a large scale, to-day; the road attacked; 
it looked like a determined system of iiisurreetinii. 1 feareil that this was “ the hegiiining of the end,” 
that the llanie would sfiread, that liic whole neighbourluKid would gradually rise, that the town and 
the station would be attacked nl Iasi, iiiid that wc should )>c obliged to abandon Kurnaul. But we 
were utterly jiovverless. To send seventy Sikh Infantry, and thirty or forty sowars, against a large ami 
strong village filled with armed liudmwihos, would have been madness. The ]iarty would have l>een 
beaten buck, the marauders would have gained eonfidenee, and our Inst state would have been worse 
tlinn our first. 

At last I thought of a rcmeily. 'I'lie Guide Corps was marehiiig down from the Peshavur 
frontier to Delhi, at the rate of twenty-five or thirty miles n-d.'iy, and would rt'ai'h Kurnaul the next 
nioriiiiig or the day after, and I rieterniiiied to ask the eominaiidant (Major Daly) to make an example 
of Kulraon. This was not ii time to hesitate or to wait for instructions. Major Daly would not 
remain imirc than twelve or fourteen liours, and I eduld not tell when another regiment would pass 
through Kurnaul. If anytliiiig was to be done, it must be done at oiiee. 

The next niorniiig before (1 o’eloi-k the corps arrived. 1 went to M.ajorUnlv, and told him how we 
were situated, lie asked me wliut i wished. 1 replied that 1 wi.shed him to make such an example of 
Kulraon us should strike terror into the whole iieighbourliond, so that the |xx>ple might see and know 
that they could nut jilay those tricks with impunity. At first lie was inclined to differ from me as to 
the policy of the measure. He thought that if a village was destroyed, and at the same time the 
eoiintry was not occupied by a sufficient fori'e, the inhabitants driven to despair and not coerced 
would he more troublesome than ever. This he said he had often witnessed among the. wild tribes on* 
(he .\ffghnn frontier. On learning his opinion, 1 was puzzled and undecided. Mi^or Didy is an 
offiis'r of great experience and intelligence, and if I acted against hia advice and evil came of my 
ohstiuaiw'I shouhl never forgive myself, and 1 might be much blamed by the Government. On 
eonsidenition, however, I delermineil to ficraist. 1 said that if something was not done at once, 
]>robably we should be obliged to abandon Kurnaul in another week, that the major's argument might 
apply to the frontier tribes, nations ot soldiers, who were constantly fighting, but it would hardly hold 
good in the case of a settled district, where not a shut had been fired for sixty years. At any rate 
mih'ss l.(mu'thiiig was done, the whole country would be up. Whatever might tlie result, we could 
hardly he worse off’ than we are now. At lust Major Daly consented to act on my requivtion. 

M'hcn^ he had once made up his mind, he did not do the work negligently. He started at 
7 e.M. When he had got seven miles down the road, he turned sharp to the left and maidied 
strniuhl upon Kulraon. When he close to the village the matchlockmen saluted him with a 
voll, y iiud wounded two or three of liis men. He sounded the bugle, there was a rush, and in two 
miiuiic.s the infantry portion of the corps were in Uie village, the cavalry remaining outside to cut 
oil lugitives. (ircat was the consternation of the fellows inside. As 1 heard afterwards, they hod 
peveciNcd n party of men ndvaiiriiig on the village in the dark, but imagined them to be apotieof 
imhce, not a soul had any idea that the place was to be attacked by a n^ment. The bugle unaeeifiiwd 
them. Ail soon as they discovered the truth they ran at once. Between thirty and forty men warn 
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cut up. Om aoR of the principel lumberdu vas kiUed, and another son ms amongatthe prisoners. 
The TiUagt^ms fired. Hie weather was dry, most t>f the roofs were thatched, and evtsrythinjf 
perishaMa was destroyed. By the morning Kulraon was a heap. 

The effect was magical. The eemindars of that iieighlHiurhuod, astonished and frightened, docked 
into IKurnaul and came to me. Thev asked what new custom this nas; why waa a village attacked 
by aoldian and forty men killed } If the Kulradii {icople had committed any crime, why was'nt there 
a regular trial ? and ao foi^. I conjured with the name of the general, he would have the read open 
and aafe, and, to effect this, he would burn and destroy every village betn-een Kurnaul and Delhi, if 
snih a meaaure was neceaaart. The aemindara were convinced that the general waa not to be trided 
with. They declared tliat they would post chowkedars of their own to wat«'h the road, and aorae kept 
tfanr word. 

After this severe nunishment of Kulraon 1 felt tolerably certain that no more of the Moauffer- 
nuggur mamudera would be invited across the Jumna by our aeinindars in the neighliourhuod of the 
river. But there was still one quarter from which a great danger was to ho npprehemictl hy the 
Nurdock. 

The Nurduck is a large tract of country t/» the west of Kurnaul, seventy or eighty villages, some 
very large, and all belonging to Kanglmrs. The latter |M»y revenue to tlie Nawah of Kurnaul. and he, 
in his turn, has to mj- a small quit rent to Government. These Kanghurs are a lawless and tnrinilent 
race, much addicted to cattle stealing and burglary. I had gmal infomintion that they were meditating 
mischief; there was constant communication going on itetween them and the llanghurs on the other 
nde of the river. The Nurduck Itanghuri had a clouhle motive—first, they wanted to plunder KurimnI { 
secondly, they longed to strike a blow at the Nawali, whom they hate 'bitterly, regarding him as a 
hamh and severe landlord. Until there was some soeurity that these men would remain quiet, Kurnaul 
could not be considered sate; if they had resolved on a rise they could have assembled a very formid¬ 
able number of armed men. 

Tlie question was how these fellows were to he kept quiet; 1 could only sec one feasible plan, 
vis., to tidee a large number into the service of Government. 1 knew that if onee a numhur of them 
enlisted with the consent of the head men of the. principal villages, the Nurduck would he as quiet ns 
a Inmh. When we first came to Kurnaul 1 had enlisted a few ns extrn watchmen for the stiiiion, 
but these lielonged to a village close to Kurnaul, and were not. men of any infiuence. I wnnled men 
from Uie leading communities in the heart of the Nurduck, Joondleh, Jonliiisiieh, and three or fotir 
others. 

For some time the head men would not eoine near iiie. I sent message after message In i hem ; 
hut they still held oil', and I began to be very anxioiis; I feared tlint I he prospect of plunder ami 
revenge would be irresistibly tempting, and that the Nurduek would rise ut last, lint after wavering 
for some time they were brought over. This was eflbeted chiefly hy the exerUons of two ngenlH of 
mine, and partly perhaps hy iny ]a>rKonal influemv, for (ns I sain before;, I had onee been the 
Magistrate of the district, and then people knew me. Doubtless, also, the prompt and severe 
punishment of Kulraon had considcrahie weight: I was in the middle of iny negotiations with the 
Nurduck. 

When the leading head men came in the treaty was soon made; more than .100 men enlisted. 
My principal object wa-s to get some security that the Nurduck would remain quiet, and that, ohject 
was now gained ; hut besides this the men were really very useful, they escorted stores, animiinition, 
Ac., to tlw camp at Delhi, guarded the iirngnairie, which was afterwords established nt Kurnaul, Ucjit 
watch over the hundreds of carts, hullocks, cainrls, Ac., with which the enrainping ground was often 
tilled, and did good service in many ways. 

For several days these Kanglmrs were literally the only force in Kurnaul, except the ordinary 
police estabitahineut iiiid a few sowars, i'urtauli .Singh and his Sikhs deserted us for a time. A few 
days after the Jullunder outhpcak the old sirdar drew my curtains at the dead of night and sloml hy 
my bed side in company with a liiost extraordinary looking figure. The latter was dressed in a strange 
fantastic costume; he had three or four daggers in his girdle, and at his hack a rpiivcr full of long 
orrowa, and his bow appeared to form part of his liend-gcar, 11 e was n s|)ecial messenger from I'urlaub 
Singh’s msster, the Maharajah of Puttiallali. 

The Maharajah had reason'to apprehend that the Jullunder mutineers would attack his fort of 
Buteyndah, which contained bis treasury, and on this emergency he summoned hi.s men fmtii every 
quarter. Purtaub Singh was one of those sutiunoncd. I asked him w hen he wouhl start } That 
moment. How many of his men would he take ? Kvery one. Hut tho'e that were on guard ut 
some (ff the gates of the town, they would he left till the mrjrniiig.Surely, no; every man must 
start stance. But if these men were hurried off thus in the middle of the night there might be an 
alarm in the town, the people would fancy there waa sornctliing wrong, and one could not tell what 
hubbub and confusion might follow; whv not wait till rnoriiingl Purtaub .Singh was very sorry, but 
he must go at once; and go he did, and in an hour’s time there was not a .Sikh left m Kurnaul. In 
six or ei^t days the old sirdar came Iwck with his men. He aiMilugised for his abrupt departure; 
he said he hid no choice, the order was moat peremptory, and he rotdtl not disobey it. * 

The mutineers of Jullunder did not ottiuk Buteyndah. U'hat is more wonderful they diil not 
come near Kurnaul or th« Trunk Kuad. They hurried on to Dcllii as fast as ixissible. 

ine countItT was awed hy the severe punislimeut of Kulraon, the Nurduck liad romc to terms, 
and Kmmaul, 1 tnought, was now quite safe, always provided that we were not attacked hy any of the 
mutinem. The mutineers coUectra in Delhi avoids the Trunk Koad as religiously as the Jullunder 
fallows did (the detachment beaten by General Nicholson lusy have intended, to attack the road, 
tbough I ^always bdieve that they were going to Jhansi); and my anticipations of tranquillity were 
ooirect. Up to the end of the there was one more disturbance in the KurnanI Pergunnan, and 
only one. 

In the beginning of July 12ti of the Jjaliorc police sowars were sent to me by Mr. Banies and 
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Captain McNcillf the Deputy Cotutni«uolner of Thenneytui*) was so kind As to let us have one of the 
four Piittiullali guns, whichw ere under the command of some of the Lahore sowars I employed iu 
collecting the revenue, and fur his purpose I sent fifteen of them to Bulleb, a large jut village, eighteen 
miles soulli-wcst of Kurnaul. 

't'lie Bulleh zemindars are a remarkable instance of wanton and causeless recusancy. ' They did 
not care a straw for the mock royal family of Delhi. They did not pretend to have anything w|iat> 
ever to complain of. It would be difticult to find a mure thriving and prosperous set of agriculturists. 
'I'licir revenue is rupees, they could easily jiay double the amount. The land is watered by a 

l)rHnch of the canal. The crops are niagnificent. Tlic zemindars are said to own more than 200 
iiorst'S, and of course there are vast numbers of bullocks for ploughing. When the village was entei^ 
by our men tuns upon tons of grain were found, and great quantities of ghee, sugar, Ike, From the 
whole appearniicc of the place jirosperity and good governinent might be inferred, not [loverty and 
oppression. Yet these men wantonly refused to pay tlieir revenue, and expelled tlic sowars sunt to 
collect it. Bulleh had waxed fat, and now kicked. If Exeter Hall should maintain that such uf the 
comitry people us have joined tlic rebellion have been driven to despair by poverty and oppression, 
let Bulleh be quoted tu refute the assertion. Of the smaller zciuiiulars the must prosperous have 
often lieen foremost among the disloyal. The Bulleh people believed that the (joveriimcnt was 
jtaruly.seil, and they thought we could not eomitel them to jniy their revenue. They were speedily 
undeceived. 

('aptain Hughes, of the 1st Punjuub Cavalry, happened to he passing through Kurnaul with a 
)iorlioii of his regiment. I went to him and asked him to make a demonstratiun against the refractory 
village, J (lid nut r.\|K'et that the zemindars would atleiiipl. to resist a regular force. 

(^ipliiiii Hughes arrived at Bulleh on the morning of the Kith of .Inly. He pitched his camp 
In the open air, and riido up to the village with a party uf troupers. The gate was shut, and as he 
Mas parleuiig uilh some of the head men, he was tired upon by inaU'hloekmeii inside. He charged 
the gate, got in, and swejit round the suburbs, killing twenty-two of the insurgents; hut he lost four 
iiieii killed and thirteen or fourteen wounded; and he could not penetrate to the heait of the village, 
wliieli was strong, brick built, and situated on high ground. He retired to his camp and wrote word 
til me that he could not take the pla(*e without infantry and guns. 1 received his letter at 5 j P.M, In 
an hour and a-hulf two light guns and fitly Sikh Infantry, ami aUu a party of sowars, were on their 
way to Bulleh. Captain Marlineau kindly volunteered to take tliem out. One of the guns was Captain 
McNeill’s, and the other belonged to the Nuwab. 

In the morning Captain Mnrtineau arrived at the scene of aetioii. Bulleh had received large 
reiiifureeinciits during the night. .\ll the hudmashes of the neighbourhood had flocked into the 
place, 'riiey had sallied out at daybreak, and were now lining the jungle on either side of Captain 
lliiglies’ euinp. Captain Hughes was niuiueuvring to entice the fellows out into the o|>en, and the 
mutelihiekmeii were firing long shots at the troopers, ('aptain Mnrtineau masked the guns with his 
sowars ai.d iiifiintry, and when he got near enougli fie halted, uidiinbcred, and fired into the jungle. 
The eiieiiiy uere paralysed; they had nut e.\pceledartillery. In a minute or two they hulled from their 
cover and rushed towards their village in two large bodies. Captain Hughes followed one party, but 
thev were close to tlie village, and he could not touch more than six or seven. Tlie other party fared 
differently. The .Viljiilaiit, Liciiteiiniit Millet, got )>etwecn tliem and the village, and they were 
uhligcd to take to the open. He charged them with one troop of liis own and thirty of the Lahore 
sowars (uhuul iiincly men in all), and the slaughter was terrible. The troopers, having lo.st several of 
their comrades the day before, were as suv.Hge ns possible, and spared no one. The pursuit was con¬ 
tinued for nearly lour miles, and more than lit) of the insurgents were rut up. 

Bulleh was liurnt and plundered. Altogether upwards of 15(1 men were killed. The zemindars 
had to pay the whole of their revenue, a fine of 1,U00 rqpces, and a certain sum for troop hpraet 
killed or injured. Certainly the Bulleh people did not gain much by their Mea/an/e ; and I do think 
the piinishinout was ample, yet, in a certain quarter 1 have been blamed for excessive leniency, bccauso 
1 did not hang the head men. 

'I'hr names of Duly and Huglies will long he remenihcred in the Kurnaul Pcrgunuali. Each officer 
did his work thoroughly and elleetually, hut more men were killed at Bulleh than at Kulraon, and, 
therefore, the people think more of Hughes than of Ualy. 

1 forgot to mention that the eattlc wliieh were driven off from Kuri^aul on the 3rd of Jane, were 
all recovered. Several prisoners were made at Kulroon, and the more im|>ortaiit of them were detained 
ill jail till all the cuttle were restored. 

Towards the middle of August, Cnjttuin McNeill rnmc to reside nt Kurnaul. He had four guns 
and ;>()0 or ikHi Sikhs. As long as we had su<di u garrison ns this, of course neither Cioojars nor 
Baiighurs would dare to show their teeth; besides the reiiiforecinents from the Punjab were now 
passing down the road eonsluutly. But, (luring the critical month of June, when tlie force liefore 
Hellii was so small, and our only gnrri.Miii ronsisted of Purtaub Singh’s seventy men and a few 
sowars, the safety ot Kurnaul and the tniiiquilUty uf the surrounding country were owing to three 
thing.s, viz., the getting rid of 140 men of the (iOth Native Infantry, the prompt and severe punish¬ 
ment of Kulraon. and the enlistment of the Nurduck Ranghurs. 

Kurnaul is on the Grand Trunk Rood, a sort uf half-way house between Umballa and Delhi, 
being about forty-eight miles from the former and seventy-two from the latter. If the station liad 
hern pliiiulcr(^l nml burnt, and (he surrounding country had fallen into a state of insurrection and 
amir.'hy, the diffieiilties uf our army In^fore Delhi would have been increased immensely. Iliere would 
have hecn ii hostile eoiiiitry in tlic rear of the force. Reinforcements, stores, ammunition, all came 
through or from ITnihalla, and all had tu pass down this road ; and they pass^ down as quieUy and 
safely ns if they had lieen travelling from Windsor to London. Once the telt^raph wire was cut, but 
this Was in another quarter of the district, five and thirty miles nearer to Delhi. During the whole 
period of the siege, .the dawk was never stop|)ed for one single day. 
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If Kumaul had ** gone,” the state of thinj^ would have been very different. Every cenvov 
would have had to fight iU way down, every string of camels, every batch of liaokeriei, every niaO 
cart must have been aceom|Mnied by a strong escort. A par^ of Sikh Irragnlnrs, or the Nuidurt 
Ranghurs w|ts always sent with every batch of stores or ammunition, but if there bad i>t>en any reid 
danger, valuable stores would not hare been entrusted to sueli an escort as this: regular soldiers must 
have been sent. ITjcre would not have been any electrie telegraph Mow Utiiballuh, at any rate not 
below Thanneysur. The want of a eonvciiient halting plii«» and dendt Itctwecn Umbaiia and Delhi 
would have been felt greatly. There would have l)een no dnwk bungalow, no barracks, no nii^piainn. 

I was able to do something towards maintaining the safety of Eurnaul and the traiiit|uillity of the 
neighbourhood, and I rejoice that 1 was not altogether useless during the late critical jwriod. That I 
was able to do anything, was chiefly owing to an accident: it so hanpened that I had once been 
Magistrate of this district, therefore, I was aeipiaintcd with tlie local polities, and I knew the i>eople, 
and had some little influence with them. If this had not been the case, 1 shuuhl have been heipleas ; 
nor prohahiv should I have volunteered to remain at Kiirnnid. 

Towards the end of June, tlie. Punjauh nutliorities pro)>osod that the Kurnaul Perguiinah should 
he transferred to the TlinnuVysur district. The late Mr. Oreuthed. Civil ('oininiasioner, with 
the Army before Delhi, objected to the proposed armngement, and on that oeeasiou ho wnite to me 
ns follows:— 

“I have informed nuriies, that T do not desire the transfer of the I’ergunnnh. From every one 
who has had the opjwrtniiity of judging, 1 hear that your personal iiifluenee is «>f the greatest service : 
go on and prosper ns you have hitherto done.” 

I said nhore tliat I wished to record the great service rendered to lioveruincnl by certain 
individuals at Kurnaul. 

Among these, the Nawab of Kurnaul, Ahmed Ally Klian, is the most conspicuous. From first to 
Inst the Nawah was with us, heart and soul. He believed in us, and had the most thorough contempt 
for the mock royal family at Delhi, and this contempt he ahVays c.\pressed in the most o|M>n and 
Uncompromising mariner, whatever the place and whatever the nudiene** might he. liis servants, his 
establishment, his whole means and resources were freely offered to the (loveriiment. His sowars 
were ns much engaged in guarding llic station, |uitrolling the road, Ac., as if tlicy ha<l been in 
(lovcrninent pay. He mouiitod tivo old guns (having pr<'viously consulted me on the subject), and 
when artilleiy was wanted at Hidleh, one of his guns was sent. To liim I entrusted the duty of 
]>roviding supplies for the troops wbieh passed through Kiirnnul; and I think the officers will testify 
that the russuil.was always ready and that they ever had evcelleiit service. lie is a tlioniugllly good 
and lovni suhje<'t: I consider that the (iovernincnl are niulcr great oliligntioii to him. lie has 
received a letter of thunks from my l.•ullellted friend the late Mr. (ircatlied. 

Kamdnr Khun, the Koia-nl of .Snrsnolee, met us on the road when wc eseuiied from Delhi. 
I knew him formerly when I was Magistrati' of the district, 'riiioking he might be useful, I hronght. 
liim up to Kurnaul with me. lie was ininiensely useful. 1 eould not linvc innnaged the Niirihiek 
without his assistance. The Uaiigluirs like him and respect him, and lie has great inllnencc with lliem. 
His exertions were most creditalile thnuiglnuit, and he slimved liiinself to he a faillif'ul and trustworthy 
seivant of flovernment. i hope he will he promoted and rewarded, lie belongs to an old, hut poor, 
I'nttan familv, who had been settleil in the Uohtuek disfii'l (IVrgoiiiiah (iolianeli) for hundrtuls of 
vear.s. Tow.ards the end of July, solne froojis of the .Iliendli Riijah's were sent into (Joliaiieli to 
<'<'lloet the revenue for us ; almost all the /einitidars refused to pay. Knmdar Khan's family were among 
the verv few who brought their money to the nijah’s peojile. 

Nnhhec Uiiksh Khan is a head man of one of the li'.nliiig Niirdiiek villages. Me is a rcsiildar in 
the service of the .Jevpore (jovwnineiit, and he happened to heat his home uheii the oiithreuk 
neeurred. He is a person of some eonsKlKrulioii uoioiig Ins eluii'-'inon, and lie employed all his 
iiifluenec to induce the Kanghiirs to renmin tpiict. 

Hyder Buksli Khan, the Kotwal of Kurnaul, deserves coniniendiition. lie ladiuved very well, 
and I had everv reason to he satisfied with him. lie uas always active and willing, and he isillceled 
the revenue of the northern part of the Kurnaul I’ergiinnah. 

Sheodynl Singh was the head clerk in the .Magistrate's edfiee, while my brief authority histeil (that 
is before Mr. (Ireathed came over with the .Meerut troops). I appointed .Slieodyal .Singh to iwt as 
depilty collector. He is a man of great inleUigenee and industry, he was always r,eidons and active, 
and he was most useful in many ways. The army More Delhi was ronslaiitly indenting upon iis for 
various articles, sik-Ii ns sand-hags, hlaiikets, great coats, horse shoes, Ac, (Quantities of these 
things were sent from Kurnaul, and almost all of them were made up under the sii|M-riiit<Midcnee of 
Shcodvnl Sing. He wan wlHing to turn his hand to anything: he never nitule diflieulties. and I shall 
always' remendjer the ready, cheerful, and eflicnont assislaiiee whir.li I rceeived from him. I trust he 
will be confirmed as deputy collector; he well deserves this mark of favor, and he is thoroughly 
competent. Mr. (ireathed wus aware that 1 had made this apyKiintment, and he thoroughly approved 
of the arrangement.

THE prngrcs.s of events in thc.se provinces renders it not improbable that steps will h-ave to Ire 
taken, al no very distant period, for liie re-organization of the civil administration. 1 am desirous of 
obtaining your Lordship's eonfirination of certain arrangements which were contemplated by 
Mr. Colvin, the Lieutenant-Governor, and of which the outline was submitted in Mr. Kcade’s address 
of the 2Sth tieptember. 

2. The death of Mr. 11. II. Greathcd, (kmiinissioiier and Agent to the Lieutenant-Governor, 
which oi'curred before the rc-oecupation of llclhi had been completed, or the communications with tlie 
adjoining stations opened, rendered it necessary to make a temporary arrangement for carrying on the 
duties of his otliec. Mr. C. B. .Saunders, who w.as on the spot, and held the civil charge of the 
ilisfrict. under the designation of Senior Assistant to the Commissioner and .Agent, was therefore 
directed, ns a temporary measure, to assume charge of the Coinmis.siouer’s office ; and this step was 
taken with the more coiifidenix*. us Sir John Lawrence, who is at a station in telegraphic commtmica- 
tiun with Dellii, most kindly otlered to issue all necessary directions for Mr. Saunders’s guidance, in 
the ronduct of Ins important dntic-s. 

3. Tile late Lieutenant-Governor had, however, for some time past, determined on the following 
runsfers of officers holding commissionerships in the upper divisiun.s of these provinces. 

4. Mr. Great IuhI was to have returned to Meerut, to which division he was attached on the 
outbreak. 



5. Mr. Fleetwofld WUliamn, at present Commissiooer of Meerut, was selected for the Rohiieund 
division, in which he has passed upwards of twenty v'Mrs of his service, and in which his intimate 
knowlec^e of indi^uals is only surpassed hy the universal res)wet in which he is held. 

6 . Mr. R. Alexander, at present Comin'issioner of Rohiieund, it was intended to transfer to the 
Agra diriaion, of which he has considerable knowledge and ex|>erien, (\ and Mr. Ilarvcv, Commissioner 
of Agra, would then be perraaitently appointetl to the charge of Delhi, whieli he has already held 
temporarily on a previous occasion, during live absence of the late Mr. Simon Fraxer on leave. 

7 . Should the arrangement above described meet your Lordship’s approval, it will lie necessary to 
appoint an officer to the vacant commissionershin, which will he that of Meerut. 

8 . In reference to this vacancy, the late Lientcnant-f'iovernor had stated, in writing, and also 
verbally to Mr. E. A. Rcade, a short time lieforc his dcul.li, that it was liis intention to promote 
Mr. Cudburt Thoridiill to the first vacant coinmissioncrsliip : to this intention I propose giving effect, 
should your Lordship approve. 

9. Mr. C. Thornhiirs promotion would |temi.incntly vacate the office of Inspcctor>Gcneral of 
Prisons, and this office might, with advantage and economy, he then united with the siiecial duty, 
which, in a recent address, 1 recommendeil should be assignetl to Mr. J. C, Wilson. 

10. For some time to come, the office work of tlic prison department will not be very laborious, 
and the service on whicIi it is proposed to employ Mr. Wilson, by rendering his presence necessary 
ill every district in succession, will enable him, without much additional demand upon bis time, to 
organize the system which past experience may indu<« the Govertiment to adopt hereafter.

1 had in'iunt(*d tiiy luirsi! and was 
waiting for my escort to join me, when aonic sowars in the jiay of Thakonr tiovind Singh, of liaiins.s, 
who were attached to the (.'liowircy, nsle up and slated thui the rebel loree.s of lint Nawalr ItaeeH of 
Furruckabad had surprised and surrounded Khasgunge, killing several "f tin- Gliowhcy’a I'dhercdls, 
and that the Chowirey himself, in attetnptiiig to (tsemie on a camel, hiwl heen surrounded by tlie. rehel 
sowars. 

Captain Mackenaie, Lieutenant WoodetH'k, irf the Hlli Irregulars, and iiiy-self. pnatceded, with 
about liny horsemeo, on the road to Khasgunge. Wc met several fugitives who eoidiriiicd the aliove 
statement. Haring proceeded four miles wc met Itamjeewun Hingh, jeiiiatliir of tlie Buda in 
Magistrate’s Court, who was regul.arly employed hy Chowfiey (Jlionseeuni flossto.hnog him infor* 
mation. He assured us that there were sonte hoo mntinons sepojs and l.tKiO Irregular ('nvalfy, 
Iresides 5,000 men of sorts in Khasgunge, and that it was madness onr going any further with 
the email number of men wliich we had with tie. We coiwcquctttly returned to Gungcercc. 
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1 inclose the depositions of Ramjeewun Sing and Govind Punibnd, and I have sent trastworthy 
Tucti to Khasgunge for information. But I much fear that 1 must retire. At the same tloM 1 uu 
prepared to act as may be deemed most expedient tritii reference to the information which may arrive 
during the night.

I HAVE already had the honor of re))ortiug the death, by the hands of rebels, of Cliowbey Ghiin- 
secam Doss, in the xcalous discharge of his duty to the State. 

I also mentioned the. loss he is to (.iovermnent, and the general feeling of regret felt by all classes 
at his death. 

I need not dwell on his many admirable qualitic.s of head and heart, nor on the rariotis scrvii'es 
pcribriucd by him to the great advantage of all who bad to work with liim. 

From the cominenccnicnt to tiie end of the outbreak he has been the .same. 

AA'hcn with Mr. Watson in ihi.s district he was employed in keeping a watch over the proe,--' 1- 
ings of mutineer regiments, ainl bringing reliable information from all quarters. When obliged to 
leave with liis sui>erior he was in eonstunt attcinlanee on us in the fort of .Vgru, and .siin-c iny itepu- 
talioii he has never failed to show himself the earnest,, able, and devoted friend and well w isher of oor 
Government and country. 

I reported his diligence on the hanks of llie Ganges, in protecting the lives of several Clirislians 
who crossed over from llohilcund, and us he had lived so he died, without one thought of self. The 
tcliseUiar and other officials had left Khasgunge, and although he, wa.s aware of the intended at tuck 
by.the rebels in that place he thought his presence would eiiahlc our friends to withstand, it, but in 
attempting this he fell. 

I would also mention, that during this period he has never received a rupee of pay, although 
clearly entilled to n high salary. 

All things considered, 1 would suggest, that his widow should at once l>e presented with a dona¬ 
tion of 1,500, and a pension ffir life of 100 per mensem, to be continued to his only child, a dau-^hU'r, 
for her life.

THE death of Qhunseeain Doss in indeed n publii’ calamity, ami the circanutancea under trliieh 
the State'has been deprived of his valuable services must distressing. 

He was, I believe, formerly, n tehseldar in the district of Allyghiir, where he has some property, 
and relinquished office in consequence of l>ecaming blind. 

That, notwithstanding this afBiction, he should have been, ns he has been from tlie first, eminent 
for his loyalty, accuracy of intelligence, and extraordinary ix>urage is most remarkable. 

Yet such is the t^timony of all oftieers, lx>th civil and military, while employed ut Hattrass, 
Allyghur and elsewhere. 

If this valuable man had been spared, a title and jsgheer would have been only a suitaTile recom¬ 
pense fur his fidelity and services. 

Mr. Muir, having the Department of Intelligence, can more particularly record his testimony. 

I recommend the donation of Jl,50() rupees to tlie widow, and the life pension of 100 rupees per 
mensem for the joint lives of herself and daughter of the deceased, payable from the date of Ghun- 
secam Doss’s death, subject to the confirmation of the Supreme Government.

Note by Mr. Muir, in chttrge of InteUigence Department, dated the 14/A December, 18.')7. 

1 .AM 6 f opinion that the late Chowbey Ghunseeam Doss has performed services to the Govern¬ 
ment whidi it is impossible to uvei^estimatc. 

In his fifth paragraph, Mr. Cocks speaks highly of the assistance rendered by the Chowbey, while 
he was emplovea with Mr. Watson during ^lay and June. 'I’hi.s opinion I have heard corroborated in 
strong terms by others, w'lio were with the party at the time. * 

After our retirement into the fort Ghniisccmn Doss wa.s <lnily in attendance, and reported to me 
all the intelligence which he covdd «.»llcct. 

I find from the diary I then kept up, and which was daily laid before the Lieutenant-Governor, 
that these reports began on tlio Hth of .luly, anil they were continued regularly till the Chowbey went 
out on duty. 

The intidligenec was pris'iired at eiuisider.ible expense to liiiiiself. Not only his own private 
serviiiil.s and adlierents were constantly employed in every direction, but hired niesscngers were deputed 
by liiin. 

I have no doubt that Ids family possesses a register of tin- expenditure incurred, anik I will 
reipiosi (Ilionbey .Mohun Loll, his brother (now absent in the perrormanee of his bn;tlhcr’H funeral 
riles), to prepare a Ktatcmcnt, 

But the fact is that the inWllige.nee of the Chowbey is not lo.be inc.'tsured by a money value. It 
was at that period invaluable. 

IJis excellent judgment, experience, and local knowledge enabled him to ufler wise lulviec. My 
memorandum book contains the record of not a few of these, which were adopted by Mr. (kdvin, as 
his marginal orders prove. 

It was by the Chowbey’s counsel that the expedition to Hattrass wos planned. 

Since then he has, though blind and paralytic, occupied the foremost position—ever by Mr. Cixtks, 
whether at Hattrass, Mynpoory, or Allygnur. • 

Latterly, stationed at the Kuteba (ihaut, he furnished us with daily information of the position 
and plans of the insurgenU, both to.wards Furruekabnd and across the nver. In one of his recoiinoi* 
tering expeditions there, the enemy, attracted by his mounted followers, opened fire from the opposite 
bank. One of the balls fell close to his camel, he h.vl it piekerl up and .sent iiil<» Allyghur, _ It was 
maiidy by the Chowbey’s romaining at the Kutcha Ghaut llial the six Christians (Messrs. Wilkinson 
Ac.), were ro successfully delivered as is j lludcd to in .Mr. {'ueks’s sixth paragraph. 

His end was noble, lie full pre-eminently' in the service of our Goverinnent ami of his 
country. 

And now we inu.st show that wc do appreciate such service, and can reward it adequately. 

The grant of 1,500, and pension of 100 rupees, should be conferred on bis widow, tlie penaion 
to bis daughter. 

But this will tnark very feebly the gratitude of the Governmeot for such devotion. 

The family should have a title conferred upon it, and to the eldest brother one of the coiifisealed 
estates should be granted, if possible, in the Allyghur rlistrict. Tlie property should be large and 

valuable. 

The fiimily, independent of Ghutisceaiu Doss’s services, is svell worthv the favor of Government. 
Chowbey Mohun Loll, a younger brother, always attended Ghunseeam Doss on his daily visits, and 
assisted in furnishing the reports. He took his brother’s place in this respect when absent. 

Another brother, Jye Kishen Doss, has done admirable servii'c from the eomoicneement of the 
outbreak, as tehseldar of Hattrass, boldly bolding by bis post (-ven in eireumstaitecs of ]>ers(fiial 
danger. On one occasion he gave valuable infurination by gravely taking up a position opiiositc Muthra 
wliile the fugitive troops were in occupation of that city 
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A tliird brother volunteered for a tehscldarahip in Allyghur at a time when that post was little 
to he envied. 

I trust that tliis faithful family may receive the reward which tlieir nolde brother, Ghunsee(.m 
Doss, has so well entitled them to. 

It will be time enough to confer the title and the estate when the country has become more 
settled than at present, but it #ould be satisfactory if the Government were now to express its 
intention of doing what I have now ventured to suggest.

2. Of the fact of his death there can lie no question, ns also of his having been most brutally 
betrayed by Mahomed Bnkker, a bigoted but learned Mahomedan, with whom he hail, from h(s 
literary tastes, been previously on terms of intimacy. The betrayer, Mahomed Dukkor, did not long 
survive his victim, for while our troops were stdl lighting in the city, he was seised a couple of days 
after the as.sault, in a house from which there bad been ineessant tiring kept up, and was eonilernned 
to death and shot on the sjiot, after having didivered up Government paper to the amount of nearly a 
lae and a-half of rupees belonging to the estate of Mr. Taylor, whieh he had upon his person, and 
by the surrender of which he had calculated upon projiilluting the authorities and ohlaining his 
liberty.

I AM directed by the Lieutenant-Governor of tlic Central Proviiiws to inciuae for tiro iiiformation 
of the Governor-Oeneral in Council, the accompanying copies of a demi-official letter, written last 
night by Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton, from one of the vilhigca of the northern frontier of Jounpore, 
and received this morning by express, and of a demi-official letter from Mr. Lind, the Magistrate, from 
the same place, received by the same despatch. 

2. From these letters it will Ite seen that Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton is of opinion, that it 
will be necessary for that division of the Goorkhas under Colonel Puhlwnii Singh, which it defending 
Jounpore, to fall back before a large body of invaders from Oude now e«>IIected near the frontier, 
unless he receives the immediate aid of Euru|>eans from Benares. The iiicluscrl correspondence with 
Colonel Gordon, commanding here, shows that such assistance from the small garrison here is 
impossible: and your letter of the .'lUth ultimo, in coiuicclion with telegraphic and other orders lately 
received, has ma»le it plain to the Licuienanl-Governor that, utider existing circiimstanees, the employ¬ 
ment in this qu.artcr of any portion of the troops now passing up the emintry is not at pre.scnt to he 
looked for. Lieutenant-Colonel Longdon, with (he small delaehmeul of regulars inuler hi.s command, 
iias just inarched from Jounpore to the district of .\simghur, in order, nith the assi.stanee of the 
jiortion of the (ioorkhu force defending that district, to repel un invasion which has been netually made 
in force there. It is im|iussiblc, therefore, to hope that Lieutenant-fhdonel Longden will be in ir 
position to return to Jounpore' as the Asinigliur (ioorkhas alnuc were loo weak to meet the. invmlcra 
of their district,before whom they were obliged to fall huek. ahainloning two Peiguioiahs, 

3. Such being the ease, it is manifest that, unless the ineadeis almndon their design of attacking 
Jounpore, which appears liighly improbable, Colonel Wrongliton, nml the Jounpore Unorklias, must 
fall back before them. The only pmctir-il question, therefore, that remains, is whether this forec 
should fall back to or towards the town of Benares, as tlic invaders advance, or should throw lliem- 
selves into the old fort of Jounpore. 

4. In my letters to vour-address of tlic IStli and 18th ultimo, the dangerous condition of tlie 
Oude frontier of these districts, as then existing, was fully deseribed. In consequence, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lungden's detachment was considerately placed at the Lieutenant-Governor’s disposal in 
onler to strengthen tlie Goorkhos. Lieutenant-Colonel Longden proceeded from Benares to Jouti|iorc 
on the 29th of October, and arrived there on tbi; 31st, when the. wiiole. military iirnmgcinents for the 
defence of tlic frontier, including the inoveiiiciits and disposal of the Goorkim force were uiitnisteil to 
liim. A copy of the Licutenaiit-Govcrnor’s instructions to tliiit oftiecr is iiicloHcd. 

.0. Before Licutenant-Coloiicl Lmgdcii’s arrival here, the body of (.ioorkhas under (Joloiicl 
Puhlwaii Singh, with whom Licuteiiant-Coiunel Wroughton is associated, <m tiic 19t)i of Ucluber, 
attacked the advance of an invading forec under llus.saii Yar (who is designated us cliiiekladiir of 
Juuii|iure), at Koodoua, a place just within the Jounpore frontier. 'I'iic enciiiy, estimated at 1,2(HI or 
L.'lOt) men, were coinpiclely roqted, and lost '2t>0 or .XH) men killed, with a very small loss on our 
side. On the 30th of October, whilst Licutcniint-Coloiiel Longden was on his march from Benares 
to Jounpore, the enemy having again advanced in great force to Chanda, were attacked close to that 
pliu'e, and after a sharp light were thoroiiglily defeated hy tlie same brave troops. On this occasion 
the enemy were in great strength, estimated at .'i,()00 iiieii, with seven guns. Their artillery was so 
well served, tiring alnmt eighty very well directed rouiuls, that it is supposed that the gunners, who 
mostly died at their guns, were old artiUeryiiien. 'I'hey lost four guns, and at lejist 3(K) incii killed. 
Amongst their killed were the son and brother of II unwuiit Singh, a large talookdiir of fliide, who 
saved a party of our refugees at the outbreak of the inutinv. The (ioorkhas lost twelve men killed, 
and fifty-nine wounded, of whoqi several have since dieif. Licu(eiiaiil-(-oloiicl Muduiiman bingh 
and Lieutenant Guiuhcer Siiigli, botli relutioiis of Colonel I’ulilwuii Singh, wi‘ru wounded, the former 
mortally, and the latter very severely. This last named oflieer was covered with sword cuts, received 
when capturing a gun single-handed, when he killed live mid wounded two of its defenders with Ida 
own hand. Tlie day would probably have heeii lo'.t when the Licuieiianl-fadom'l was killed, but 
for the admirable coiidurt of Major Indra .Singh, who then took the eoiiiniiind of one of the two 
rolumiis of attack. 

1). I am direrted to mention these details of the a«;tioii, not only us interesting in themselves,, 
hut as showing the scriou.s character which the contest is ussuiniiig. It is hy their loss on this occasion, 
and the effects which tliey have now for the firi.t time ex|M'ricnced of well served artilleiy, that 
the spirits of the Goorkhas have been affected in the iiianner alluded to by Lieutcnant-Culoriel 
Wroughton. And it is to revenge the death of ids lelatives, that Ilunwuiil fiiiigh has now taken the 
field in person. 

7, The invasion of Azimghur, which was threatened siinuitaiicuusly vvitli that of Jounpore, oa 
represented in my letter of the I5t)i ultimo, though delayed longer than was expected (perhaps in 
consequd^c of the fight at Koodooa and the carrving off of Malioomied llussun's boats at liurhul, ott- 
the Qogn), was carried into effect oti the 4th of Noveml>er, wlicn two of the northern I'crguniuhs of 
Asimghur were ovemm by a large force, estimated at not les.s than 4,(KK) men, with six guns: about 
250 sepoys {probably of the I7th Regiment), arc with this force. Our police were' driven out, fopr of 
them who werecaugnt were killed, of whom two were blown away from guns. Tlic invaders nere too 
strong to be attacked by the Azimghur Goorkhas alone, but a junction with Licutenant-Culoncl 
Longden has been arranged for, whitm was to hove taken place yesterday, when the united force, it to. 
expected, would more to repel Uie invaders.

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H. Translations of some of the ]iapers taken after the fight above described are annexed, as 
showing the organized character of the movement a^nst these districts, and confirming the intelligence 
which the Lieutenant-Governor has all along received. The Mehndie Hussun, to whom*one of these 
najiers is addressed, is the Nazim of Sultanpore, to whom the attack of the whole line of frontier 
between the Gom and the Ganges was entrust^. It is now amd that he has just been removed at 
the instigation of llunwunt Singh, for not having been present at the two last fights; and that his 
successor is Maliommed Hussun, the Nazim of Goruckpore, who is expected to take the command of 
this frontier in person immediately. 

0. On tlie fith of this month, six days after the last fight, a letter and two incendiary procla¬ 
mations from Maun Singh at Lucknow, one to be stuck up at Jounpore, and one at mnares, 
announcing a false victory over the English there, and threatening all who assist thmr troops and 
allies in this quarter, were discovered between some bullock cloths in a house at Jounpore, belonging 


10 uie aj;env oi uie tvajau or j^enare^. /vii naiive repora nave agreeo in Maying cnat Maun singti is 
now exercising supreme power at Lucknow, as Commander-in-raief; and the seal in these proclse 
matiuiiN liears tlie title in the margin.* 

10. The accompanying reports from the Commissioner of .rVllaiiabad, and tlie Magistrate stationed 
on tile Grand Trunk Road between Allahaliml and Benares, will show the Governor-General in Council 


that the hostile designs and preparations of the Oude taluokdars near the Ganges, are maturuig. 
Letters from Benec Bahadoor Singh, one of the cliicf liostile talookdars in (hat quarter, were found 
after tlin figlit at Chanda, in which was a complete, and a very nearly accurate list of the troops in the 
Allahabad garrison, and in the posts upon the road ; also a list of persons in tliat part of the 
country complained of ns being well aflfected to tlie British Government. 

11. Ill the above paragraphs the actual state of affairs has been described. Information just 
obtained hy the liitcUigcnce Dcfiurtmcnt leads the Lieutenant-Governor to expect that the aggressive 
tttlookdurs arc about to he reinforced by mutineers and otiiers from Lucknow. A scout just returned 
from that city reports that he heard that Maun Singli had been applied to hy his brother for guns 
and men to enable him to proceed against Jounpore anil Azimghur, and that fourteen guns and 
some regiments have been told olF for tliis duty, hut they have not yet started from Lucknow. Thia 
looks to the Lieutenant-Governor as though Maun Singh had at last discovered the proper game for 
him to play, and liad rcsolvcil to attack where we arc weakest in Europeans, and most open, and 
where he can do most haim to our resources and communieations. 


12. From the position of atfairs above explained, the Governor-General in Council will perceive 
that, as it now appears that neither Colonel I'uhlwaii Singh’s force in Jounpore, nor the Goorkna force 
ill Azimghur, is able, witliout European support, to meet in the field a large invading force, such as is 
now expected, thedefeiure of this frontier line can no longer be relied upon. The distance Wween the 
Gogra and the Ganges at Allahahnil is about UXI miles, and it is intersected by two great lines of road, 
one through Jounfiorc to Benares, and Uie other tiiruugh Azimghur to Ghazeepore. It is impossible 
to defend both these lines when both are simultaneously attacked in force, with only one body of 
troops cujiuhle of meeting the invaders in the field. , 

l.H. The LieuteiianuGovernur, considering the great gravity of such a contingency' os the abandon¬ 
ment of our districts north of the Ganges, as far down as the mouth of the Gogra, which he cannot but 
feel to ho on event far from impossible under the circumstances he has de.sired me to explain, has 
deemed it to he his duty to make the fact of the manifestly increasing pressure here known to the 
Governor-General in Council. Me is fully aware of the extreme urgency of the demand for troops at 
Lucknow which, up to this time, has existed ; but ho has reason to hope that events there will come 
to a happy crisis before the troops now or hereafter passing Benares can arrive at the scene of action. 
.Should this ho the case, ho believes that it will not he iiossible to emjiloy a moderate force of 
Euro|)«aiiK more advantageously than hy inimediately reinforcing the troops now employed in the 
defence of this frontier. 1 have, (kc.

In res|H‘Cl of all matters 
connected with the internal cimnomy of the Goorkha tr<iops, and llirir relations with the British 
Government, you will continue to correspond with me direi'lty as heretofore. You will (Continue to he, 
at heretofore, the channel of communication with Colonel Puhlwun Singh and his oflicers in all 
matters.

I AM directed by the Licutenant-Guremor of the Central Provinces to communicate to you, in 
continuation of my mter of the 28tli instant, the following explanation of the ]>ur|>OBc, for which the. 
detachment under your command has been tiirccted for service towards the Gude frontier of the 
districts between the Oogra and the Ganges. . 

2 . The present object of Government is to protect the frontier of our old possessions in this 
qusiter from the aggressions of invaders from tfie province of Oude, whilst at the same time the peace 
is preserved within the districts lying immediately to the south-east of the Oude border. Six regi¬ 
ments, o# what we should rather call six small fiaUalions, forming thre- regiments under ns many 
coloneb or lieutenant-colonels, belonging to our ally the Rajah of Nepal, have been doing admirable 
service for several weeks past in the two districts of Juun|K>rc and Axitnghur, which lie upon the 
frontier. By the services of these allies, internal tranquillity has been restored in' both; although, as 
was to be expected after the disorders which followed their abandonment, watchfulness is still 
expedient, and the show of .some force more effective than the thannali {lolice may possibly, in some 
of the more remote pergunnahs, become now and then ncce.ssary for the presers-ation of order. By 
the services of the same allies also two serious irruptions of invaders from Oude-^one in Azimghur 
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Bnd one in Jounpnre—have been repelled and signally punished, and the principal rebels and disturbers 
of the peace have l>een driven out of both districts by force of arms. 

3. But the gatherings of large bodies of armed men, with avowedly hostile intentions, have been 
continued within the Oude frontier; and for many days past these menacing preparations have assumed 
an appearance of system and solidity which, in the opinion of Government, demanded .the presence of 
a detachment of British troops to co-operate with our Gnorkha allies in repelling and punishing the 
threatened invasion. A Nazim or Governor of the districts in question has been noramated by the 
rebellious Government, at Lucknow ; chuckladars or collectors have been appointed to them, and the 
levies now raised and regimented at Tanda, .Sultaiipore, and other places within the border, and formed 
into regiments, are proclaimed as forming the army which is to conquer them. 

4. Tiicrc is no doiiht that about 400 mutineers of one of our revolted regiments of Native 
Infantry, either the 41st, or more probably the l7th, form a part of the force collected at Tanda, and 
threatening Azinighur, 

5. I am induced to inclose a letter, dated the 28th instant, from Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton, 
our chief military officer placed in coininunicatioii with our allies, which will show you his view of the 
present aspect of affairs. The district officers, and more sjiecially Mr. Caniegy, the gcntleiiinn in 
charge of the Intelligence Department, lately organized in this quarter, will inform you of all that 
Inis Ikcii hitlierto ascertained regarding the nurnlicrs, the quality and designs of the Otidc insurgents 
who inenaee the frontier ; ami lliey will continue to Keep you fully and constantly informed of all 
iniportnnt inoveinents or changes. Sliould you desire to employ, regularly or occasionally, people of 
yoor own to procure inlelligem-e, or to test that of the civil officers, you will receive all facilities for 
ilii;. ].urpose. For general objcels, however, it is hoped tliut the system lately organized will now be 
found ti> be in very fair working order. 

Cl. Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton has been directed to place himself, in all that concerns the 
nioveiiienls of troops and field operations, under your orders. Ilis influence, therefore, with Colonel 
I’uhlwaii Singh, tiic Gourkiiu coinmamlcr, will he steadily used in furthcranee of your designs. 
Colonel Pithlwan Singh and all his officers mid men have shown the most admirable spirit since their 
arrival here, and tlic Colonel has been throughout most anxious to act in aeeordancc with the wishes 
of the British Government and the views of the British officers nssoeiuted with him. The conduct of 
the (lOurklias towards the jicople in camp and baziuir lias been ns cxem|>lary ns their gallantry in the 
field has hccii conspicuous. 'I'he Lieutenant-Governor, therefore, lias no doubt that your relations 
with oiir allies will be upon the most .satisfactory footing. 

7. When the Lieiiteiiant-Governor had the advantage of personally eoiiimunicatiiig with you as 
yon passed tlirough Benares, he mentioned the one point on which a little management is peculiarly 
iiecessiirv when Furopeaiis are associated with the Gourkhn troops of the Nepal State—namely, the 
slaughter of cattle; an operation which requires to he kept out of the view of the Goorkhas. 
Tiieuteiiant-Colonel Wroughton will he able to explain all needful particulars on this point. 

8 , As has been heforowiaid, the object at ]iresciit is wholly detensive; that is to say, the design 
of the (toveriiment is to protect completely the districts of the Central Provinces which lie to the 
suntli of the Oiulc border, from aggression and insult from Oude, whilst internal tranquillity is secured 
and the power of Government is maintained in tiie districts themselves. It is not contemplated that 
any attempts should be made to recover any portions of the province of Oude, with the force at your 
disposal. Nevertheless it may he advisable, as a defensive measure, to att.ick and dis|)ersc any large 
colleetion of armed men within a moderate distance of tlie border, or to destroy a neighbouring 
stronghuld whence our districts are eontinuuliy tneiuiccd ; or to encourage and support a friendly 
zemindar outside tlio border; and whenever such an ojUTution may seem to you advisable in a military 
point of view, it is nolllieT.ieulenanKjlovernor's wisii to dissuade you from vigorous measures of that 
sort, hut tlie contrary. It seems to him prohahic that henceforward, as has been found to be the case 
heretofore, the best way of defending our districts from inroad will he to attack the cnemv ns soon na 
he has laiti himself open to attack. The Lieutenant-Governor intends only to explain that, for the 
present, the ultimate ohjeet of your operations is exclusively the defence and security of the districts 
of the Central Provinces between the Gogra and the Ganges. 

The loss of the district of Goruckpore, whieh Mohammed Ilussnii, a self-styled Nazim from 
Oude, is attcmjiting to administer, leaves ns open to invasion on our right flank from across the Gogra. 
Mohaiunied Ilussun had collected a large iiiiniher of boats at Burluil for the purpose of immediately 
crossing the river with a mimcrons, undisciplined, and half-armed rabble ; but the project has been 
diseoneerted for the present by u very successful expedition of Mr. Pollock, the .Acting Magistrate, who, 
with the civil officers and police alone, e.irried off all the hont.s from under tlie matchlocks of 
Mohammed llnssnii’s men. The river frontier, however, will require an eye upon it. 

It). The Licutenaiit-Oovcrnor considers the defence of this frontier, and the continuance of 
tr.inquillity in the lately rc-ocenpied dislrii'ts to he very important objects; and it lias been a subject 
of i\uieh satisfaction to him that the detachment under your orders has been spared for the purpose. 
Ill making over to you entirely the defence of the frontier Irelween the rivers, the Lieutenant-Governor 
desires me to assure you that no nssistanee nr support which he may have it in his power to afford 
during your employment upon this service, slinll ever lx* wanting.

Sir, Camp, Siuyramow, October SO, 1867. 

I HAVE the honor to report that the force under command of Colonel Puhluran Singh raoehod 
tbU ^terday fboming. 

For some time past rumoun had prevailed that Mcndce Ilutsen, the Nocim of Sooltanpore, 
was collectins an araiy and putting together guns, with a view to seising the district of Jounpore, 
and that he had disnmched ati advance guard to Chanda (distant from our present encampment about 
ten miles), and which place it was iny intention to have attacked, had tlic rclx'Is nut moved down 
towards us. 

3. On the road between this and our last ground, one of my diuprasees whom I had sent to 
Chanda for infurination, reported that the enenty had that morning quitted that place, and had come 
down to within three miles of Singraniow. To this statement, liowcver, I did not at first attaoh 
much credit, but as it was afterwards corroborated by others, leaving the fact of their prosimitv no 
longer a doubt, I lost no time in proposing to Colonel Puhlwan Smgli an immediate attack, which 
was cordiallv responded to by that gallant officer, and by noon about 1,000 men and four guns had 
fallen in and were ready to start towards the enemy’s camp. 

Some little delav, however, occurred, in making arrangements fur the protection of our camp, 
surrounded as we were ny the troops of a very doubtful friend, the semindar of Singramow, by name 
Nundheer Singh, on whom I had reason to look with the greatest suspicion, and whom Mr. Lind, the 
Magistrate, took with ns, to place beyond a (lossibility any attack on our camp during our absence. 

4. Tlie force moved off at 2 i>.si., and after considombic delay caused liy the i>ad state of the 
roads we arrived in the vicinity of the enemy's position, near the village of Kodowali, The rcltela 
were encamped in a to])c of trees, surrounded by nullahs, ravines, jungle, and dense cultivations of sugar* 
cane and Indian corn, w’ith a thick jungle on their left and an extensive jlieel of water on their right 
In fact, so dense was the vegetation all round, that nothing could be seen ucyond the field immediately 
on our front, and I had almost commenced to despair of finding the enemy in such a country, when a 
number of horsemen met my observation, evidently making off towards the jungle on our left. I 
immediately ordered the guns to bo unliinbcred and a line to be formed, and a few shot and sbell 
from the former to be sent into the wood. This had the desired cffi'ct of innking the hursemun 
return to their camp. We then advance.I, and very shortly, to our ustoiiishtncnt,came on the enemy’s 
posiiinn. The (ioorkhns observing that a retreat was being made by the cne.iny, could no longer he 
re.stniincd, gave one eheer, and dashed at tlii'Hi in u splendid muniior, nor aid they give up the 
pursuit until quite ovcrciinie by fatigue and e.\bnii.sliiin. 

Ti. Two companies »>f the Shcru Kegimeitt managed to gel beyond ntiy others, and the officer 
reports having seen a person, evidently of .some distinelioii, mounted on an elephant, and surrounded 
by thirty armed men, heating a precipitate retreat. This was no doubt lliniscii Var Khan, the ehuck- 
la'dar, whose capture would have been easy hud wo had mure cavalry, that under Mr. .leiikinson 
having been at the time occupied in an opposite direction. 

G. There docs not appear to have been much opposition shown by the enemy at first, but I, at 
well as others witnessed sonic desperate haiid-to-hand encounters. 

7. It is impossible to state precisely the loss of the enemy, in this very successful little affair, 
but from the inquiries I hare made, and the fact of 21H ftodies having been counted by one 
individual alone, I do not think I shall Ijc urerstepping the mark when 1 put it down at 300. 'f'he 
two companies of the Slicrc Kegimcnt arc said to have killed on immense nuinher considerably 
ahead of the main body. Numbers were also driven into the jheel, and were cither drowned or shot 
down from the hicb banks. TheM; were never ruunted. 

8. Our casualties were seven wounded, but none very seriously 1 am happy to say. 

9. The number of Goorkbas engaged was I,tK¥l, and 1 put the enemy down at 1,300, without 
guns. I understand there were three organized regiments, consisting of almut 800 men, and the rest 
was made up of matchlockmen from the neighbouring zemindars; we Uwk seven standards. The 
enemy had no gun.s; we had four, but with the exception of the first few discharges we could not 
bring them into play in consequence of the rajtidity with which the pursuit was followed up. 

Captain Steel, Lieutenant Clark, and Dr. I’aske, accompanied the troops and exerted tlieinselves 
well, and Messrs. Lind, Camegy, and Jenkiiisun, oUo afforded me their valuable assistance. 

1 cannot a|>eak too highly of Colonel Pulilwaii Singh, his officers an«l men, without exception, and 
their recent exertions I hope will soon restore quiet ami tranquillity to this district. 

It was yesterday reported that the road hetween this and Chanda was strewed with the dead 
and woundeo, and that Mendee llossen’s troops liad, after plundering bis treasury, totally diapersed.

fail to be excellent. 

3. Your own snecessfnl exertions on this occasion, and those of the*other British- officers 
attached to the Qoorkba force, and the energy and skill displayed by yon in repdHng this attach, 
have met with the marked approbation of the Lieutenant-Governor, who desires me to oonvay his 
Cordial thanks to yourself ana the officers under your orders.

I HAVE much pleasure in submitting, for the information of Government, the accompanying 
report from the Magistrate of Jounnorc, as to an encounter which took place with Huuun Yar Kwi, 
Chuckladar, at Kboodoua, three mims from Singramow, on Monda;f'the 19th instant.' 

2 . Mr. Lind’s advance to meet the Oiide insurgents the moment they entered his district appears 
to have been very judicious. Their defeat has Imeii complete; and both Nazim and Chuckladar will 
think twice before they again dare to invade Jounnore. 

3. Every one appears to have l>eliave<l well; but the services of Messrs. Jenkinson and 
Camegy in swimming the jbeel in pursuit, and cutting down three or four of the enemy respectively, 
deserve mecial notice. 

4. Tnc whole Gunrkhn force, and the Shore l-iegiinent in particular, attacked and pursued the 
enemy with their national iinpotuosily, until obliged to lie. down on the ground from sheer exhaustion.

The Muyislriitv of Jouiiiinre to the (Commissioner of Benares. 

Sir, Camp, Sinyramow, October 20, 1867. 

I HAVE the honor to report, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, the result of our 
proceedings against tlie rebels at Khoodooa, yesterday afternoon. 

We have for some time past hoard of the arrival at Chanda of the Chuckladar Hussun Yar Khan, 
with the advance guard of tlie rebel troops, and that he was awmting the main body of the rebels 
to commence the attack upon Jounpore. 

Our force rcaelied Singramow yesterday morning. At noon our spies informed us that Hussan 
Yar Chuckladar, with al>uut 1,000 men, had arrived at Khoodooa, distant from thu about three miles. 
Knssun Yar’s forces, as we afterwards ascertained, were composed of three regiments of new levies, 
each of about 200 men, and a rabble of matehlockmen brought together by Jugeshur Buksh and 
Phulloe Singh, amounting to about 800 men. Immediate preparations were made to meet this force, 
and at 1 about 1,0^ Goorkhas, with four guns (one of which is a small brass 1-pounder and 
another an iron fi-pounder gun, brought from Goruckpore) together with Mr. Jenkinsoti’s sowars, 
started to attack tno enemy. But Wore starting, we deemed it advisable to take precautions against 
thejioasiliility of an attack u[)on our camp during our absence. We deemed it prudent to taka with 
us Tliaknor Rnndheer Singh of this place, but we wished his presence alone. Hia followers, however, 
came after us, notwithstanding our repeated remonstrances. Rajahs Mohesbnerain and Shughoolam 
Doobe also accompanied our troops. • 

We first saw the enemy close to the village of Khoodooa, whither be had gone, it is said, for the 
purpose of obtaining Uunjeet Singh’s guns and reinforcements of followers. 

The country round about was covered with sugar-cane, Indian com, and bujre fielda. We 
perceived the enemy forming on the oppo-site side of a field of high btijra. The country was a difficult 
one to work in. Our guns were brought to the front, and the Goorkhas were put out in Him on 
either side, tiio sowars being also divided into two parties and sent to the extreme flanks as skirmishers. 

Our guns first opened with round shot and sheli^froffl the howitzer. The rebels immediately 
fled. We followed them up as quickly as the nature of the ground would permit us to bring forward 
the guns. At length we arrived at a grove of trees, in which the enemy hM enoamped. The enemy 
were here seen ruiuiing away. The Goorkhas immediately pressed forward, and a running fight took 
place fur a distance of nearly three miles. 

There wb.h a large jheel not far in the rear of the rebel camp. A great number of the lebelB 
were shot in attempting to cross this. In the meantime, Mwara. Jenkinson and Camegy, with the 
sowars and some of the native officers of the Goorkhas, mounted on tattoos, got over^the jheel, tlie 
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two former gentlemen swimming it, and some pretty skirniisliing took place; Numbers of the enemy 
were killed. Some of the enemy fought bravely and desperately. 

Mr. Cam^ cut down four men, Mr. Jenkinson killed three. The sowars behaved exceedingly 
well, and cut down numbers of the rebels; they also took two of their standards. Four other 
standards were taken by the Ooorkhas. These six standards convince me that there roust have been 
three regiments with Hussun Yar Khan, as has been since admitted by the prisoners taken. 

Our cas^ties consist of seven Goorkhas wounded. Mr. Carnegy’s horse was slightly wounded, 
as were also the tattoos and horses of several native officers. 

llie rebels evidently did not expect us to attack them. They had made their preparations to 
cook their dinners; their newly made chuUahs had just been got ready, but tlicy had not had time 

to cook. • , .... 

The loss of the enemy is computed aliout 200, but it is impossible to tell accurately the numbers 
killed. Our line extends to a great distance on cither side, and wherever the Ooorkhas went, numbers 
of the rebels were left dead on the field. The Slim Fultan followed up the enemy with impetuous 
haste, until the Goorkhas were at last obliged to lie down from exhaustion. 

Two companies of this regiment pursued the flyin;' rebels fur a very considerable distance beyond 
the main body of our troops, and one of the native officers states that he saw in the distance some 
persons on an elephant beating a precipitate retreat. lie could not overtake them, and his men were 
quite exhausted and unable further to follow up the cliase. Unfortunately Mr. Jenkinson’a sowars 
were doing good work in another direction ; otherwise with the aid of cavalry tlie riders of the elephant, 
possibly Hussun Yar himself and his confidential men, would have been seised. 

We made prisoners of four persons, one of whom is a mootsuddee attached to the reliol forces. 

Hussun Yar invaded this district as Chuckladnr of Jounpure, and came accompanied with a 
complete establishment, even to dak hurkuras, who were furnished with chuprasses. 

'Ffae mootsuddee states that Hussun Yar's force had been dispatched to Chanda, with directions 
to proc^ into this district, and with assurances that Mclulee Hussun Nasiiii himself w'ould speedily 
follow, with the main Iwidy of'the forces, to assist them in occupying Jouiiporc. The defeat of the 
advance guard of the rebels, and their expulsion and dispersion from this district, so inimodiately 
after their invasion into it, must, I think, create a most iH'iieticial result. The enemy have been most 
completely discomfited, and diey have learnt a lesson that an invasion into tlie Jounpore district 
cannot be effected without its punitive consequences. 

We also learned from the mootsuddee, that Melulce Hussun has raised about 4,000 new levies at 
Hussunpore, and is raising more, and is also repairing some old guns. 

I have great pleasure in being able to make so successful a rajKirt of our proceedings against the 
rebels. It would w invidious to make an individual mention of names; every one behaved so well.

4 . Thn behaviour of the sowars is very gratifying, and must creditable to themselves and to 
Mr. Jenkinson, by w^m they were raised and trained, and wliu led them in person on this occasion. 
The Lieutenant-Governor wilt be glad that his recognition of tiicir fidelity and bravery should be fully 
explained to these men.

1 HAVE the honor to report, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, (hat the ifoTce 
under command of Colonel Puihlwan Singh gained a complete victory over the rebels yesterday, cap¬ 
turing four guna and all their ammunition. 
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From die very excellent inteUigeuMe comnuinkaited to me die dey before by Mr. Carnegy, k 
evident that the rebels were collecting fiwt at Chanda, and that Ae arrival or the M e nd e r 

Hussun, would he the signal for a general advance on oar position; under dawe cireenittaaces I 
consideTOd it advisable to attack the enemy at once, although v^ much our ■upeiior both in n utph a s a 
and in artillery. ^ 

A column, coaaiadng of about 1,100 Gooikiias, Mt this at 8 a.m., and reached the eneniyfa poah 
tiim, arUoh was an adimtably ohoaen and exoeaaively atrong one, and diatant about <tesi milea,, at 
114 o’clock. _ * .j 

It being evident Aat it was Ae intention of Ae enemy to defend Ae road pae s i n g Arpngh w 
poaition, it was considered proper to attack in two columns, which movement was admirably earned 
out by Colonel Publwan Singh. The enemy was taken in boA flanks, and, perceiving himssdf pik- 
mancBuvrcd, began to fall ba^, after having kept up a well directed fire of artillery for two hours. The 
rebels num^red at least 5,000, with five guns, under Ae immediate command of Mendoe Husbiqd, 
who had only been in camp 0 couple of hours previous to our attacking him. 

There cannot be a doubt tbat Uie Nazim had a number of mufioeeni, boA artiHery and infanti^, 
attached to his force. The artillery was manned by experienced gunners. Our loss, cS whiA I beg 
to forward a return, was heavy. Amongst Ae killed, I regret to he obliged to include the name ^ 
Lieutenant-Colonel Mudunman Singh, an excellent oflicer, and one who, on Ac day of bia deaA, had 
nobly done his duty as a soldier. 

Lieutenant Gumbheer Singh of the Shore regiment now lies covered wiA wounds. This offioer 
I beg prominently to tiring to the notice of Government for his great gallantry, sudi as would in our 
service entitle a person to the highest honor being conferred on him. The lieutenant rushed on 
seven men defending a gun, cut down five and wounded the others, who made off. He himself 
received eight sword-cuts. 

1 cannot sjieak too highly of the behaviour of Ae troops on this occasion, and to Colonel Puhlwan 
Singh every praise is due tor his coolness and tact. 

1'he loss of Ae enemy 1 put down at only 200, a smaU number indeed; but, as we have no 
Cavalry, and as Ae men were completely e.vbausted by their long march and rapid advance, a pursuit 
was out of the question. I regret to say the enemy took away one smaU gun. 

The force was accompanied by Captain Steel, Lieutenant Clark, Aasistant-fibllgejA Paske, 
Mr. Carnegy, Deputy Collector, and Mr. Waloski, indigo planter; and to all Aese officers and 
gentlemen 1 am infinitely obliged for the assistance they rendered me. Lieutenant Clark had dtargo 
of the column of utbusk, and did his work admirably.

The Commieeimer of Benaree to the Hecretary to Government, Central Province*. 

Sir, Benaree, November 4, 1887. 

I HAVE herewith the honor to transmit, for the information of the LienCensnt>Oovemar, Central 
Provinces, a report from the magistrate of Jounpore, relative to a battle which took place between 
Chanda and Koereepore on Friday, the 30th ultimo, when 1,100 Goorkhas, under Colonels Puhhvan 
and Mudunman Singh, with Colonel Wroughton, Captain Steel, Lieutenant Clark, and Mr. Camegy, < 
beat about ZfiOO rebels, and took their four guns. 

2. 'The Goorkha troops displayed their usual gallantry against a ^at disparity of guns and 
nnmberfl Their loss, I regrat to say, has been severe, being twelve killed end lifty-nine wounded. 
Among the former was Colonel Mudunman Singli of the Sbere regiment, and the Lieutenant of 
the same distinguished regiment was also dangerously wounded. 

3. The engagement appears to have been stoutly contested by the rebels. Though twice beaten 
with heavy loss, Uieir iiurabera are very great; and as the restoration o'f the British rule, if the three 
years experimental settlement be maintuned, is synonymous with utter ruin to all the Oude arieto- 
cracy, we most expect the talookdars to fight H out to the loot. As a thakoor said to me two daya 
ago, What can they do, but take sword and shield, and die with arms in their hands ?” 'I'his is a 
political qua•tiol^ but I mention it in tibe prasimt eonneetion to show tiiat if tiie Supseme Government 
does not take steps to preserve the two co-existing rights of talookdar as well as of petty village zemindar, 
we may fully expect to liave to fight every foot of our way in Oude. The pressure will be great on 
the Jounpore ami Atimghur borders, and effioient support should Ins given to our brave uoorkbe 
allies in both (fiattfots. bos' ali^jy been partially effected by Colonel Longden'z deteohment, 
but a larger party wffl have to be sent if it be intended not merely to act on the defensive, but tm 

• ttOTOugb ctaimMe in the Saltanpore and Fyzabad directions against the stream of mntmeem 
and talbokdwr men, may soon be expected tnm Lucknosr.

Sir, Benares, November 1,1867. 

I HAVE the honor to report, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, the result of u 
battle with the rebels in the neiglTbourhood of Koereepore. 

I must premise bv stating that I rode into J<iunpore on Wednesday, 28th ultimo, with 
Mr. Jenkinson, as I uneferstood the European troops under Colonel Longden would arrive here imme¬ 
diately. At the time of ray leaving the camp at Singramow, nothing definitive hod been ascertained as 
to the intention of the enemy to attack us. We were aware that the rebels were collecting in vast 
numbers, and we concluded that they would ultimately advance. I, therefore, thought that, by a 
personal interview with Colonel Longden, 1 should Ik: better able to explain the state of affairs on the 
frontier, and to ensure his co-operation and assistance. 

On Friday, the 30th, heavy firing was heard about noon in the direction of our camp. 

At midnight, or rather 1 a.m. the next morning, I received a demi-official report from 
Mr. Cnrncgy, addressed to Colonel Strachey, which I immediately forwarded by urgent express. 

In this address, which Mr. Carnegy in a note asked me to read, intimation was given of a fight 
with the enemy. This morning I received further particulars from Mr. Carnegy. 

It seems that the enemy, 3,000 strong, with four guns, had advanced into the neighbourhood of 
Koereepore, and had plundered some villages. Colonel Wroughton immediately organized a party to 
attack them; 1,100 Goorkhas and two guns (one a brass 0-poundcr, and the other a brass 12-pounder 
mountain-train howitzer) were gut ready for this purpose. 

Koereepore is about two miles from Chanda. The rebels were first seen between these two 

£ laces. An artillery fight commenced with round shot,, and appears to have lasted for upwards of an 
our. One hundred and ten shots were counted, of which from twenty-five to thirty are said to have 
been fired from our guns. 

The Goorkhas had been divided into columns, the 8hcre regiment, with Lieutenant Clark, com¬ 
posing one column, and the main body with ('olonel Wroughton, Captain Steel, and Mr. Carnegy, 
terming the other. 

After an hour’s cannonading, the Shcrc regiment advanced. Tlie enemy’s four guns were taken, 
the gunners being cut down at their guns. Tiic enemy were then dispersed, but unfortunately the 
Goorkhas were too much fatigued with their march and hard work to follow in pursuit. 

Lull Pertob Singh, the son of Hunwunt Singh of Dharoopore, has been killed, as has also his 
uncle, Miullio Singh. 

The guns taken arc, a 12-poundcr carronadc, ugly, but useful; an iron 4-pounder carronade; an 
iron 3-pounder, useless. 

A brass 3-jKJundcr,‘n splendid little gun. All these arc indifferently mounted, and have evidently 
been got ready in a hurry. 

I am informed from native sources that the enemy took away three other guns which were 
with them. 

llunwunt Singh’s men appear to have fought well, and I understand the greater numlier of his 
force of 200 have been killed. The loss of the enemy is said to have been very heavy ; the casualties 
on our side arc twelve killed and fiffy-nine wounded. I regret to ho obliged to add that Lieutenant- 
Colonel Muduiiman Singh, of the Sncrc regiment, was mortally wounded by a round shot, and has 
since died. 

The Lieutenant of the same regiment has also been dangerously wounded. 

The gallantry displayed by tlie Goorkhas is beyond praise. They fought most bravely against 
su])erior numbers, aiui a greater number of guns than we hud in the field. 

It is useless for me to speak of the cuolne.ss and judgment displayed by Colonel Wroughton and 
the European officers present. 

In conclusion, I beg to remark that although the enemy has now twice been beaten with great 
loss, still it is not improbable that they will again try their luck in buttle. Should they again advance, 
I think they will do so in overwhelming numbers, and in this case I would beg to impress upon you 
the necessity of having the co-operation and assistance of European troops. «

I HAVE the honor to report, for your information, the result of an expedition which waa planned 
and' executed by me lately. 

2. From the reporta received by me from the jrolice and others, and alao from infonnatipn braught 
hi by spies, I wss led to belwye toat Mehdee Hossein was collecting, a laiKO foroaat Taidah and 
Shidiiimpore in the Fyaabad district, and that he had written to toe disoffeoted sotoindan on to* 
bordista m our districts m Oude, and also to many of the Pulsrar nenuaden in this toetrict toaid biin. 
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Venrannaiw had also been isaned by tome acoundrel, name not mentioned, ealliag I^OMeif obuokladar, 
on the part of the Lucknow rebel government, teUiog our aemindani to reaerve the payment tbeir 
revenue UIl his arrival, and in the meantime to collect russud fur his army, which ne would ohoitly 
bring, to turn the Bridrii out of Anmghur. 

3. I knew also that the Ooruck]mre aelf^atyled Nasim had been written to by these upstarts to 
lend a force to co>opcrate with them in the attack on Azimghur, and-1 had further heard, on reliable 
authority, that Mchdee Hoasein would not march Azimghur until Mahomed Uo8SUi|^s party were 
ready to join them. 

4. Tlie police report the approach Vjf a large force of Mahomed Ilussnn’s men to Burhulptnge, on 
the Gogra, opposite to Dooree Ghaut, and that the boats which this Noaim had ccdlec^ there were 
lieing plntformcd, and the landing places "chuks,’' were being prepared. 

а, 1 diouj|d>t, therefore, tliat oa Burliulgungc was within distaiuw, and Tandah and Shahzadpoee 
some distanoe in the Unde territory, the movement of the rel)ela would be conaiderably crippled l>y e 
move in the direction of the Gogra, for the capture of Mahomed llusaun’s boots. 

б . A few clays before we started the Rajah of GofHil|iore paid me u visit in Azimghttr,,i|nd stated 
tliat if wc would march to Dooree and fire at the rebels aoross the river, ho, with some H,000 or 10,000 
men, would attack Mahomed Hussun’s force on the other side. Having previously arranged in my 
own mind for the capture of the boats, I told the Rajah that I would do as he proposed, and he 
promised to write in a day or two after making arrangements with his friends. The reports from the 
district however seemed to Ire getting worse and worse, nml 1 dotermiued on a move out. 

7. We left Asimghur on the 17tli, and reaehed Dooree cm the I'Jih. Wc counted eighteen or 
twenty boats on the opposite side, about ten at the ghaut, and about the same number in ones and 
twos moored in creeks, and under the high bank on the opposite side of the Gogra. 

R. We observed that the rebels hud loop-holed all the houses on the bunks, and amongst others 
two brick temples, which liad been made very strong; they bud also breastworks for niiitcliloekmen. 
JCvidcntly these preparations hacj hocn made to defend the np])ruueli to Guruckpore, ns also to protect 
tlic boats. 

i>. We also, tbrougli our telescopes, saw several groups of matcblockinen assembled on the sUorg, 
and near these loo]>-huled buildiitgs. With 0 few rouuclslmt and one or two shells from our 9>pc>under 
tuid 12-pcmiider howitzer, the luce of the village won soon cleared of these scoundrels, and whcii we 
saw the coast clear wc sent over some forty matchlock burkundauzes in these boats, who were at first 
fired at by the rebels, but their (ire was scmii silenced by our 9-pounder, and they, witli great tact and 
good judgment, sec;urcd unci brought safely over to ibis side all the boats, to the number of ten or 
eleven, wliich were ntoored iit llurhul Ghaut. 

10 . In die afternoon we scut them over again, and tliey pulled clown from Biirliul to the Rnjiih 
of Vurkuriiore’s fort, sending all the boats across eii route in front of this Rajah's paliiecr. There were 
five boats, one was useless, but the remaining four were c.*iplurod, in one of which was a large quantity 
of this Rajah’s property. 

11 . The Rajah unfortunately bad fled in tlie morning ; llie police, however, Innclccl, and took all 
the property they c;ould carry away, acid brought it over to this side, ami thus cleared olf all the boats 
that .Mahomed Hussun had with sucli labour been collecting for some weeks past. 

12. The matchlock balls of the rebels were heard by us whissing over the tope we were in, one 
ball grazed a |{un beldar’s head, but only grazed the skin; one of the 9-|>ouiider l>alls however from 
our side fell m front of a mass of the rebels, and, bouiiding riglil llirougli lliem, killed seven and 
wounded two. 

13. They arc reported by men from die opposite side to Im thoroughly /ri|^>tetuHl. The splendid 
practice of our guns, superintended bjr Messrs. Hay and Venables, has completely terrified then, as 
they say it is useless to couteiicr against tlie British, and they are reported to lie deserting hi largo 
numbera, and to lie making for Oade. 

14. Many zemindars in those villages which wc passed near came to me and declared tlicir 
extreme pleasure at reading the news a( the vietemes of cmr troo|M at Delhi and Lucknow in the 
prochimations issued by me. 

15. The general effect of tins short but decisive trip has been to give confidence to all our 
police and zemindars j the former deserve great credit, and I profmso to reward them in pro[)ortion to 
their good services.

I HAVE the honor to report that I arrived here this morning with a detachment under my 
charge, and immediately opened fire with my two guns on the enemy, who were strongly posted on the 
opposite side of the river Gogra. After bring a few rounds from the guns I saw the enemy were 
running away, so requested Mr. Pollock, the Magistrate, to send over his armed police to smse the 
boats that were there collected for the use of the enemy. 

The police dashed over in gallant style, under cover of the fire from mv guns, and brought all the 
boats over to this bank of the river without losing a man. 1 am happy to say that there were no 
casualties on my side.

The ehief men fof those mentioned in the 
list) ^1)00 Gidab Singh, Malik Bnsa, and Shaik Mahomed Bolndameen, the Naih, are at IIihiiioo- 
mangunge; these jiersoiis are in eorresiKindenrc witli the Kiiglish at Ailahahad. The Naib Iwa 
intimated that the army may l>e espeeted. Makbdoom Boksh, the agent of Rajah Beioy Bahadoor 
Singh, baa destroyed the Pergunnahs of .Seeundra and Hewram; he has extorted forcibly four annas 
per rupee in excess of the prop.-r revenue: a great deal of misc-hief is going on in the villages. If 
immediate notice Ins not taken of this, the whole ilaqua will lie ruined. The inhabitants «»f some 
of the ilaquas have left their villages, and run away from the oppression of the persons named in the 
list. If nrotertinii he not given bv vou, tlie harvest will be cndangcretl.

Secundru for Kunnuhar and Ilunoomanguiigc, and instant informatiuii was scut tliereof to .\llahahad. 
The iiiglil pHs.sed ofV(piietly, ami to-ilay re|iorts fully ex]ilaiu liow the projected .attack was sinecd. 
The udvama* guard, eoiisistiug of fifty ineii under Farpieer Uux aml_ a few mijeelis, reached Muuza 
Kamlee, Talocnpia Kunnehar, on tlie hoialer of the Jhoo.sey Perguuiiali, eiglil mik’s south of Seeundr.i, 
and four miles north from the (iraiid Trunk Hoad, live miles north-east of .lliooscy ; and were there 
opposed and ilriven by 100 Chaternii.ssus matehloekmen. 'I’wo of the latter’s servants were taken 

i irisoners to Seemidra, and four of Faipicer Uux's men and one mijeeh were returned as iuis.siug. 
fearing of this, and su|)pusing, I imagine, there was a larger force lieliiiul, the Naili Xazim, by express 
sowars, reealleil the expedition, wlien it hud readied only us tarns Meiseerpore, H\e miles .south of 
Secundru, .seven miles from the (iraud Trunk Uoad, eight miles north-east from Jhoose%, and .seven 
miles north-west from llnnoomangimge. 

3. The intention of the Naih Nazim is to go to Plioolpore, and it is not likilj that he himself 
will eume nearer until others elear tlie road, nor do I think lie is such a foul as to allow his guns to 
be brought this way. Hut there is no doiilit lluit .sooner or later altaeks will be made, with his as.sist- 
niiee, on I luiioonuuiguiige, .lliouse\, ami other places on the road. Such an attack may be expected at 
any tune. 

I. The nanie of the new N’uih Nazim is Mirza .\ga f'llee. Three other small guns have reached 
him from Sorann. He has now two (i-pniinders ami six giMird.as and uhuut k*,5(Ki men, besides the 
k*,(KH) men and three guns of Hciiee Buli.niloor Singh, at S'lisrutpore, and about 1,IMK) men scattered 
aliout near Phonlpore, under dirt'erent rebel leaders.

IN continiiution of my letter Jutcil tlic 22iid instant, 1 liavc the honor to state, for the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor’s information, that Lieutenant Ross, he'iring of the mutineers heing at Chandnore 
iti IVrgunnnli Hurespore, marched up the Ilylcskandy valley, starting on the evening of the 21st, from 
Fanciigaon. lie renrhed ('onipaingunge curly in the morning of the 22nd, hut found that the 
mutinecis had cros.sed the valley during tlie night, anil made fur the hills and jungles on the eastern 
.side, opposite the Moy.'th of Molmnporc. 

2 . (.’rossing the valley during the day he entered the hills and cnomntcrcd the enemy, who hud 
taken up tl'.eir position on a hdloek uilhiii the heavy jungle. The ground appears to hav<‘liccn in 
every way nnsnited for fighting, the jungle heing thick ; hut an engagement took pluee, in which some 
dosen of the mutinceis were kiiled, the remainder escaping through the jungle to the south.east. 
The toss on our side was, one man killed, three wounded, and one missing. 

3. Night having come on, and my directions to Lieutenant Russ being to fall Iraek upon the 
station, should the mutineers escape him to the east, in order that fresh rncasnres might lie organiaed 
in another direction, he returned here yestcnlay morning. 

1 . Relieving the men he brought with him, I immediately dispntxdied LieuUnutnt Ross, with 
seventy-five men, to the Chuitla Bhcel, where, it is expected, the mutineers will next make their 
appearance, lie will there have us auxiliaries some forty armed kookics, iH'longing t>i the CncburTca 
(.'iimpany. In whom 1 supplied ninskelH and aninnmition a few days ago. 

.*>. VVith regard to the station itself, 1 have |ihu>cd pickets all round the threatened directions, to 
give notice of any approach, and we are quite prepared to meet them if they come. But they are 
much weakened from hunger and fatigue, and will not, 1 think, face the open eouniry. 

0. Tlie conduct of the Syhict Light Infantry is said to have been mo.sl excellent throughout the 
engagement which took pl^e. Distant not mnie than dH yards from the ene.my while firing, the latter 
tried to gain them over by every art, apjieiding to their religious feelings, us well a« iiatiutiklity. 
Failing in this, they taunted them, calling llicin kridcankn kuotas” and “ gulaina,” but tliey reisrir^ 
for answer only bullets and ahu.se, 

7. 1 have not had a single letter, note, or communication from Sylhet fur the last four days, and 
do nut know anything of what is going mi in tliat ilircetion, or what measures arc being undertaken to 
reinforce me here. The mutineers arc still 2(X) strong, and I have nut anything tike equal numl>ers to 
oppose them. Superior numbers are required in order to surround them in the jttngles, else it will bn 
nothing but a running fight the whole way to Munnipore, whither it is now certain that the 34ik are 
liciit upon going. I am not even strung enough to disimtcii a force after them, should they get out of 
my district, and a parsning force would lie most desirable. 
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H. I have kept Captain McCulloch well informed of the events which have been taking place, and 
have desired hitn to put the Rajah on his (ruard.

WITH reference to the 1 Ith paragraph of my letter, dated the isth instant. 1 have the 
honor to report, that the detachment of Her Majesty’s ofth Regiment, which marched fmm Sylhet 
towards Lattaion the morning of the I’.tth in.stant, was met on that day by Mr. Hodd, about eighteen 
miles from Svlhet. From (he information received from that gentleman., Lieutenant-Colonel Michel 
and Mr. I'ampbcll were of opinion that it was unnecessary for the detachment to procettd any further 
towarilii Latoo, and. aecortlingly, it was marched back, iiiul reached this station yesterday morning. 

2. 1 am of o]>inlon that this movement was judicious, the detachnitiit was not then rcquiretl at 
T.atoo. as the mutineers, after the action of the 18lh inst.mt. became thoroughly disorgani'/.ed, and fled 
in small partic.s into the dense jangles to the south-east of IVrtuubghur, where it would he uBeles.s to 
attempt to follow them, certainly with European troops. 

.’5. On the 20th instant several small parties of the mutineers, many of them without artn.s, were 
.seen escaping thmugh the jungles in the direction of Uhandkance, in Pergunnah KgarasnUee, in this 
district, which is about thirty miles to the south-east of I,atoo. 

L I have given the strongest orders to the police to fellow the mutineers, and to pick up their 
sick, wounded, ntid stragglers. Simv the atl'air at I.aituo there has lieen no plundering of villages; the 
object of the mutineers now apparently is to hide themstdves in tiie jungles; we will do our best to 
turn them out. 

R. The head-quarters of the battalion were at Latoo yesterday. The men, though much knocked 
u\i by their long marches and ciintinued exposure, an* in tbe best spirits, and quite ready for any duty 
anywhere.

IN continuation of my letter of the 21st instant I do myself the honor to report, that Lieutenant 
J. Sherer, with the head>quarters of the Sylhet Light Infantry buttidion, having halted at Latoo till 
the morning of the 21st instant, and having been unable to procure any further intelligenre respecting 
the movements of the mutineera of the .91th Regiment, Native Infantry, marched from Sylhet on the 
morning of tliat day, and reached this station almut 11 a.m., on the 22nd instant. The officers and 
men of the detachment of Her Majesty’s 51lh Regiment proceeded to the Suddor Qhnut and cheered 
the Iwttalion as it entered the town, a reception that was must gratifying to the officers and men 
of the Svihet regiment. 

2 . it is rather unfortunate that Lieutenant Sherer, instead of returning to Sylhet, did not move 
in a south-easterly direction towards I’ertaiibghur, Chandkanee and the Caohar boundwy, for had he 
done so it is not unlikely that he iniglit have prevented the junction of several small detached parties 
of the mutineers, which must have taken place, somewhere in the jungles, near the Cachar Itoundary, 
for the mutineers seem to have crossed the Hylakandy vallev in some force. 

.9. As soon as intelligence reached me that n considerable bodv of the mutineers ha<l gone in the 
Cachar direction 1 instructed Captain Stevens, who hud assumed eominand of the battalion, and 
had joined its head-quarters at this station, to proceed with all practnsildc despatch to Cachar with 
all the available men of the battalion, with the view of intercepting the mutineers on their way to 
Munneenorc. 

4. It having been reported to me that a small party of about ten or twelve armed mutineers had 
concealed themselves in a village in the jurisdiction of thanna I.«too, I dispatched n small detach¬ 
ment of the battalion under the command of a very intelligent Uonrkha native officer, .lematlnr Gunga 
Ram Bist, to attack and seise them. 1 hare no doubt that this duty will be satisfactorily performed. 

5. Lieutenant Stewart, the Superintendent of Cachar, has reported to me demi-officially that a 
detochment of the Sylhet Light Infantry, under the commend of Lieutenant Ross, made a eumessful 
attack, on the 29rd instant, on the niun body of the mutineers near the village of Mohunpore, in 
thannali of Hylakandy, in the Cachar district, and again, on the 24th idem, Lieutenant Ross came up 
with them in a koukie vdlage in Chuttla, but immediately they perceived the green coate of the 
battalion they lied precipitately into the dense jungles, where they could not hie followed. Full 
particulars of these two affairs will be given in Lieutenant Stewart’s official reports, which have not 
yet hern received, 

0, By the last accounts the mutineers appear to h.ive fled into the dense southern jungles of 
Cachar, where it is u.selcss to pursue them, aiui where they must perish from the effects of climate and 
from scarcity of food. If they proceed into the Lhooahai country they will exiierience nothing but 
hostility from tliat wild and powerful tribe, wliicli has been directed to treat them as enemies of the 
British Government. If they escape stan'ation, no doubt they will be rut up by the Lhnoshsies, who 
will attack them for the sake of plunder, and with the view of showing their friendly feelings towards 
our Government. 

Should the mutineers again emerge from the jungles they will 1 m» met by detachments of the 
Sylhet battalion, which have been judiciously posted by Lieutenant Stewart, with the view of inter¬ 
cepting their march towards M unneepore, and of preventing their return to the hills and jungles on 
the eastern boundary of this district. I have, 8cc.

WITH reference to my letter, dated the Ifltli itislanf, I «lo mywlf the honor herewith to submit 
an official report of Lieutenant and .\djuUiit Sherer, eommunding the head quarters of the Sylhet 
Light Infantry, u|KJn the airtion fonglit. on the I8tli inslanl., near LaUm. between the lioad-quarters 
of the Sylhet Light Infantry liattalion, under the coniinnnd of Major the Honorable Robert Byiig, 
and the three companies of the iifth Keriment of Native Iiifniitrv, which inutined at Chittagong ill 
Novemlier last. 

2 . The statements contained in Lieulenant Shercr's report being very similar to those made' in 
my letter alxive referred to, any recapitulation of details sreniN to lie uniio'rssary. 

9. 'llie battalion appears t<i me to be deserving of much praise for its gallantry and good eonducl 
on this trying oeeasion. The long dark night of the 17th instant was spent in making a forced march 
of alxmt twenty, eight miles through a very rugged and difficult country, and shortly after dawn they 
■net the mutineers, who were fresh and prepared fur Inmiilitics, and completely routed lliein after a 
sharp and decisive encounter, which lasted for about an hour and a-halh Only l.'i.'i men nf the 
bsttelion went into action, whilst the mutineers, areurding to the lowest com|»utatioii, must have 
mustered about 200 sepoys under arms, besides a considerable numlier of the CVi<tagong eonvicts, 
who were armed with swords and otlier weapons, and activel/assisted the mutinous se|H>ys during the 
engagement. 

4 . I have already borne testimony, inadequate tliou|^h it be, to the seal and gallantry of Major thjs 
Honorable Roliert Byng, who fell gloriously in this affair, hut 1 think I should not fulfil my duty did 

5 A 
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I not brill!; prominentlj' to the notice of the Guvernment tlie great ability and sound judgment with 
wliicli If ii'i* iiianagod hi< regiment during the last eight eventful mo'itli.s, Tlioiiih a strict diseiplin- 
arian lie wiis hind, courteous, and generous in the extreme to all under Ins command, and I am 
l)i!rsua lcd that his firm, jtidicioiis, and eonciliatory conduct, and the personal affecti'in with which he 
w.is rcirarilcd liy every man in his regiment^ have eontributod in a great degree to loep the iiaiudion 
true to il l colours and fnitlifu] to tlie State. 

5, Lieutenant and Adjutant Sliorer is entitled, I think, to the f. vourahle iiotii’c of the fJovern- 
menl for his gallant and soldicr-likc conduct in the field, and for haviii!; carried oat sueccssfully tire 
views and phuus of his ooimnanding officer after his chief had fallen. 

0. I beg leave to take this opportunitv of reporting the valuable services rendered by Mr. G. DndrI, 
the executive engineer of this division. \Vhen the mutineers were approaching this district I soon 
found that the magistrate was quite incapable of providing such iiiforniation regarding their move¬ 
ments as would cnahle me to curry on effective operations against them, 1 therefore eotrusted the 
Intelligence Department to Mr. Dodd, who has most ably and zealously performed this difficult and 
most important duty. 

7. iVlieii the hcad-ipiarters of the battalion were ordered to Pertuubghur, Mr. Dodd \olunteerod 
to aeconipany them, and it was owing to his unceasing vigilance and exertions that the battalion had 
the good fortune of meeting and overthrowing the mutineers at Latoo. Mr. Dodd led one of the 
companies of the liattaliori into action, and was slightly wounded by a mn.sket hall on the car. 1 am 
informed that In; has received the orders of the Suprinnc Government to proceed to Calcutta, and I 
venture most respectfully to rc«':oinmeud him to tlie, favorable notice of the Government, for he i,s 
indeed a most gallant, zealous, and deserving public servant. 

H. Men of all tribes, creeds, and classes in the battalion, vied strenuously with each other to be 
foremost in the battle, and though every endeavour was made by the mutineers to scdiu-c our men 
from their duty by launts, by threats, and brn])peals to their caste, their religion, and Ibeir ]»rejudire.«, 
they stuck nobly to their officers and their colours, and proved beyond dispute the fidelity and loyalty 
of their regiment. 

*J. When every man has behaved with so much bravery and spirit it seems almost invidious to 
select any pivrtli'ular individual fur special notice, hut I feel I shall not err or (>ause dissatisfaction 
anywhere by nicnlioning the name of Jcniiular (iunga Ram Bisl, whose daring eoumiie attriicted the 
attention of bis oflieers, and of every one in the field. This brave little Goorkhn native othcer, who, 
with his own hand, .shot the subndur eonimanding the mutineers, well deserves, I think, .sinne S|)eriai 
murk of tlie favor of the (ioveriimciit, and after coiKsulting with tlic eomtiiin'diiig officer of the 
rcgiiiiciit 1 siiull venture to submit an application to the (tovenimcnt on the subject. This jemadar is 
now in the jungles, on the eastern boundary of this district, pursuing a small bund of armed mutineers 
wbo lost Ibeir way after the affair at Latoo, and have been unable to join tbc main body of the 
mutineers, wliich has e.si;opcd into the (7achur district. 

ID. It may not he out of place perhajis here to make mention of the Inyidlv ami lidelily of an 
aged pensioned .sepoy of thu Syllict Dultaliun, named Souhan Ruttrie. Althniigli In' bad been placed 
on the pension list, bo insisted, when the hattalion was ordered on field service, on iieeimipanying his 
commanding ollicer, and took an active part in the Latno engagement. lie unfortunately w.is mortaliy 
wounded with a bayonet in u band to hand cuatlict with a powerful Iliiidnustanee sepoy of the 8llii 
Rogiiiient, and dicil sborlly afterwards. 

II. The butlulioii under the eommand of ('aptuin H. B. .Stevens is now engaged in military 
operations against the remnant of the iiiutiiieers who arc wandering about in the jungles of tl'.c Cachar 
rlisiriet. W’lieii tbese fugitive traitors have paid the ])enalty of their crimes I shall solicit the 
(jovernmeiitti) reward the tried loyalty, bravery, and good services of tbc Svllict Light Infantry battalion. 

I». Two mounted Muniieepoory scouts uatiicd “ I’liortm Singh ” and Clioubab,” who have been 
employed under .Mr. Dodd in the Intelligence Department, have been most ii.scful in pioeuring 
information l•l‘garlling tbc movements of the mutineers. These scouts have followed the mutineers 
tliroiigli the dciisc.sl jungles, and have more tlianonrc entered their c.nnp at considerable personal risk 
to procure information regarding their strength and intentions. 1 hog to recommend that a reward of 
lOU rupees should be given to curb of these scouts for their good and faithful services.

Sir, Ilcad~Quarftrs, Cump Latoo, Dfrmber 10,1867. 

OW’INfi to the lamented decease of Major the Honorable R. Byng, late Commandant of this 
regiment, the. duty has devolved upon me of reporting to you, for the information of Government, the 
narticulars of u very sharp and spirited action that took place here at 7 a.m. yesterday morning, 
between tlie detnehment under my eommand and the three mutineer companies’of tlie 84th NaUve 
Infantry, ending in the total defeat and rout of the rebels. Before entering into details I would here 
take the liberty of giving a slight sketch of the movements of our detachment from the time it quitted 
Sylhet, on tlic morning of tlie l.'VtIi in.stnnt, up to 7 a.m. of the I8th instant. Satisfactory information 
linviiig been received tliat the mutineers were proceeding in the direction of Pertaul^nr, the head'- 
quarters of this regiment marched out for* that place on the morning of the 15th instant, numbering 
•Jt.'t. of all I'anks and grades, under command of the late Major the Honorable R. aeoom- 

patiied by G. N. Dodd, Esq., the executive engineer^ wbo volunteered hia valuable aarrices in the 
Intelligi'iu'e Oe))artment. 
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The distance of about eighty miles from Sylbet to Pertaubghur was accomplished by forced 
marches within thirtr-six liours. V««ry early on the morning of the 17th instant, Mr. G. N. Dodd 
rode ahead in the direction of Ifingagea, to ascerUiii the exact route of the rebels. . • 

About 3 p.M. he returned, stating that he had received authentic information that the mutineers 
had changed their direction, were skirting the western side of the hills, and expected to reach I.atoo 
either that night or early the following morning. 

Upon receipt of this intelligence orders were issued for the detaehment to be ready at ii to 
make a forccii inarch back upon l^too. llio distance was about twenty'eiglit miles, through a most 
rugged tract of country, consisting of hills, dense jungle, and swamps. The men, already tired front" 
their previous marches, hailed tlie onler with delight. The march was a long, tedious, and fatiguing 
one, more particularly as it was made during the night. 

Owing to the darkness, and the denseness of the jungle, the main hodv of the column unfortu¬ 
nately iiiiMcd its road about a.m., and did not sueecetl in rejoining the lending portion until 1} A.si. 

Mr. G. N. Dodd bad ridden ahead to n'Certain tlie exact movements of the rcitels. 

1 he inoniing ()f the IStli instant had just dawned when our advancing column met Mr. Dodd, 
about half-a-inile Iroin the village of Lntoo. lie reported that tlie enemy had bivuuaekod the night 
before at a village about tire miles distant, hut were now «■« route to I,ntuo, and niiuht tie expci'ied 
there in another iiour. We immediately pushed on, and hn<l luirdiv time to enter and form up in line 
in the Lntoo haiaar when a Miinnceporee, who liad reaiHinrd liuhhiiitii wuteli Uie rebels by ]\lr. Dodd's 
order, reported tliat tliey were close nt hand. 

Our men at once loaded, and prepared for action. Ouiog to the .sepovs who had been left hebiinl 
n.s re.'»r-gunrd, we did not at this time mnsl 'r more than l.'i.o men, of uliom oiio-lmlf were llili- 
dostances, the remainder being a niixinl class of (roorklins, Mnnnueporees, and Assiime.se. 

The enemy were now oliscrved advaneiio; about !loO yards oft" in g(MHl iimrehing order, and in 
coJunm of sections, beaded liy ilicir native officer on a ponv. 

Major the llunoralile 11. HJng tlirected n e to .advance with one eompaiiv, consisting of thirty 
file of men ; a second <‘iini|iaiiy was direeU'd to sup|Hjrt my iiiovenieiit. while liie Major brought up 
the rescrs^c of two eoinptinies with the eolouis. 1 imim'dmtely tiiok up a positittn with my eooipany 
about fifty yards outside the village, behind a bed of jungle close to the road, and out of view of tlie rroels. 

W hen the eoenn Inn! advanced to within eighty yards, 1 drew my men to the front, and was 
received liy a volley of imiskctry, which luckily did*no harm. 

1 immediately n^jdiisl to the tire, and chargtsl the rehids at once at the point of the Imyonet. most 
ably supiiorleil by llic second company, headed by Ml. (1. N. Dodd. 'I'hc jiroiiiplncss of the charge 
staggered llie rebels, they broke anrl tied in disorder into some dense jungle on onr icO. Upon llii.'i I 
rbanged iiiy Iront, and drove Ibem light through the jungle, from liilloek to hillock, again most 
gitliantly sn]>|iurled by the second eompaiiY, headed by Mr. Dothl. .\fter iidvaiieiiig for about liftv 
yards, as the jungle was gelling more dcn.se at each step, i hailed, pliioiiig niy men under ro>er, as I 
did not deem it advisable to proeei'd further, the enemy having succeeded in taking up a very strong 
position on a hill about eighty \urds to my fronl. 

riie aimve «lid not ocenjiy above live minutes, nor had the rear eolumii ilnriiig this linn', under 
our respeelcd and mneh honenled Major, been idle, hut had ke])| up a very sharp anil galling thodiiiig 
fire on tlic reh-ds when they first hei'iime disordered. 

I hail hut just taken up iiiy advioieed po.silion in the jungle, when the M.sjor enme uii wilh the 
colours and reserve. 

Me stood in a most ron.spH'iiou.s spot, riidit on the line ol (ire of the enemy, cheering our gallant 
little hand, when a .shot struck him on the groin, and he died within the next fm; minutes. 'I'he 
enemy must liave seen him t.dl, from (fieir eh'iated eommamling position, for they at. once set np a 
shout of triuin])h, and their lire heeanie much more brisk and gulling. They also now did I In ir lie'.t 
to induce our men to swerve from tljeir allegiance, calling on them by the lies of easle, lirollierliood, 
and religion, to come over and join them, as it w.is a eominon cause; that tlie GoviSriiiiieiit were 
going to force the lliiuious to eat liecf, and the MusMilincn pork, and dc.stroy ilieir castes. The above 
was repeated o\er and over again, but inelfceluuliy; not ii man stirred, Iml rejdied by a steady 
continuous fire, 

riie conduct of all grades, and especially tlie llindostunees at this trying period, eannol be 
overvalued; tliey vied with eitch other in doing their utmost to show that there were still sonn- good 
and loyal servants left, who would never basely and treaehernusly desert and abandon tlie eoloors they 
had sworn to protoet. After a continuous lire had been kept up for a good hour and a-liuH, we 
sneeceded, I am proud to he able to atid, in dislodging the rebels from their eominanding jiositioii. 
Thev retired in great confusion on the lo.ss of their senior native officer, who was shot tlirougli the 
head; and, carrying off as niiiny of their woumled as they could with them, made off towards the 
south, right through the dense jiinglc as fast as they could. 

Owing to the worn-out and fatigued state < f my men, I whs rjiiite unable to follow up and puraiic 
them. We counted twenty-six of their bodies left dead on the field. 

1 succeeded in capturing about 2,:{(K) rupees in cash, eighteen stands of tin ii arm.s and necoiilic- 
mento, Iwsidcs a large ipiantity of biass cooking pots, Ac., Ac. 

During tlic afteriiuoii.u rebel hnvildnr.by iimne Uamdeen, was found concealed in the neighlionriiig 
jungle, and brought in. 1 iinmwimlely tiled him by diiiin-licad court-iiinrt.ial, and shot hiiri on the 
spot, the llindustaiiee.s of my detachments crowding round me, and on niy asking them if that wi.a 
the death a mutineer deserved, every man, with his hand on his heart, exclaimed, " Ves, and mav liic 
same just fate await us if we ever lietray our trust and forsake our colours.” 

In the above lengthy, and I fear imperfect manner, I have hurriedly ciidcavohred to describe all 
particulars as they occurred, and such as they arc, 1 trust they will be, graciously received. * 

In conclunon, I cannot but express my earnest heartfelt gratiheatiun at the entire tone sndltearing 
of one and all the men during the above action. Under most trying and difficult circumstHmxis they 
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nobly vied n itli each other in doing tlieir duty, and the result will be marked by the effect this decisive 
blow will have on the remaining body of rebels, who I hear arc sadly discomfited, and, having thrown 
•way and lost all their baggage, are seeking safety in lliglit alone, 

I would lieg to take this o|i|iortunity of bringing lln; valuable services of Mr. ii, N. Dodd to 
especial and jirominrnt notice. 

It was entirely owing to the niitiring energy, ze.d. and unsurpassed activity shown by this 
gentleman, tliut the Government are. indebted fur our g<>oil rortiine in meeting the rciiels as we did. 

llis iArvice.s were etjuully eonspieuous tlirougbout the action. Ilis personal bravery and daring 
were the theme end udiniratioii of all our men. 

Assistuiit-Surgeon T. Dillon afforded all the aid nnd utteiilion in Ins jiower to the sick and 
wounded, and waa constantly exposed to the hottest part of the tire. 

1 beg further to bring to notice the gallant eunduit of Jetnadar (iuiiga Ham Bist. This native 
officer was I'uiispieuous tlirouglinnt the fight in directing the fire of our men to the points it would 
prove most effectual, pointing out positions to our men as they tired off' his shoulder,hr liiiiiseif having 
the gratification siihsequently of Nliouting the senior suliadur of the reircis through the head, which 
tended in no little measure to hasten the result of the action. 

Lastly, 1 woiilil touch upon the sincere, uiiullojed sympathy depicted on the countenances of all 
the men, when our resjieeted and niueh loved coniniandaiit rceeiveil his death wound. 'J'hry lelt, a.s 
they themselves told me, that in losing him tlie,y hud not only lost a good, kind, though strirt com- 
inuiidiiig officer, hut also their friend nnd prnteetor, one who had ever a ready, willing ear to listen to 
all tlieir wants and desires. In truth 1 feel I eannot do sufficient justice to the nieii fur their iiohle 
conduct throughout, under peculiarly trying and harassing circiniistaiices. 'I'lie iliiidustaiice sepoys 
crowtled round me. this iu«.riinig, saying they hoped that any suspicion, however slight, we may nave 
entcrtHined in our minds regarding the coiitluct they theiiisrlve.s would jiursuc, in eunscqueiiec of the 
atrocious deeds coinniitted hy their hrethren in the North-West, would now be fully and effectually erased 
after the indnhitahle proof they had given of their own loyalty and fealty to the State. Ti listing the 
facts here related will meet with the approbation of Government,

.t. from the most recent am>unts from Caeliar, it is apparent that the few remaining mutineers 
are still hiding in the dense jungles in the south-eastern pan of th<; ('acliar district, lliey are said to 
he in a state of great exhaustion and roinpletr disorguuixalioti. 'I'lu' Sylhet. Light Intinilry battalion, 
under the command of Captain Stevens, IS keeping iliem in this unhealthy and uiiinhalnUtd wilder- 
ness. Mhen they attempt to send foraging jMwlies into the villages on the borders of the jungles, 
their foragers are attacked and destroyed liy the delachinent which is moving on the outskirts of the 
jungles in a parallel direction uitli the main body of tlie mutineers, 

•I. If the pursuit he continued with energy ami skill, hut very few of the nnitineers arc likely to 
reach the Mumieepore frontier, and those who siieeccd in escaping rims far will soon In* dcsiroye<l I'y 
the arnierl retainers of the Rajah of MumuH'pore, who are prepared to attack them. 

5. At all events it is some sulisfnclion to rcflccl that signal rctiihulion has mertaken the niittt- 
imcrs of the 31th Regiment of Native Inf.iniry. 'I'hcir fate has had an cxcellciil «licet in this part of 
the country. 'I’he people have seen lhc.se m.ich droadcd llindoslanec sepoys of llie line thoroughly 
routed and overthrown, and they now know that neither their niilitarv prowess, nor their money, nor 
the dreary wilderness into which they tied, has Iteeii aide to deliver iliese traitors lioiii the iivciigiiig 
hand of the (iovermnent against which they conspired and rchrlled.

7. 1 innsl, however, srdunil for the eonsideralion of liis Honor, tlial I have not been strong for 
mam niooth-. past, and that niv tinii' has b.-m wlioilv taken np with tbe diseliarge of the ortlinary 
dniies hilliciio irerlaining to my olhee. My sireiigib is lihelv now to be taxed to a far gicater extent 
tbun lierclofiiie, wliile at present I know not bow 1 shall nianage to lind tiiiic to c.rl through niy work, 
i.ieliuling tlie new duties imposed <in me.

12. 1 iiuxe, therefore, reipiested Major ^Vviidham. in eominaiid of the tirsl wmgot the .'illi Madras 
Native hifaiUry, now ill Cuttack, to pie|)aie to an om|.iiiiy me to Sunibulpore inimcdiaU'ly on the 
arrival of the licad-ipiailers ami nllior wing now im.reliuig uj> from licrliant|iore. in Gaiijani. 1 have 
likewise requested that two guns and an l‘’.iiro|)eaii olVu vr may be sent. This can easily be etl'ectcd, as 
Captain Klwyii and a dctaclimciit of artillery have l.ouuul two d.iys ago at I’ooive, and are to be 
followed iniiuedintely by another party with bullocks and driveis. 

One wing of tlie 5tli Madras .Native Infantry, ami an ample detail of artillery, will remain 
ill Ciitlacl, itself. I learn, by eleelric telegraph, from (he general conimaiiding, that no more native 
troo[is are available for Cuttack.

1."'. The Knjahs of the J'rihutary Mehals are hound to send their eontingeols if ealled upon, and 
I have required the. following to do so in tiic iiumhcrs speeiliod in the margin,*' all to Iw strong men, 
and well armed. 

1(>. Wliattlio suece.s.s of the plan may turn out to he, I am not so presumpiuou.x us to jiropl.esv, 
hut it occurs to me as otic worth trying; and 1 am inclined to think th.at the.se Gujrut Paiks inav lie 
tiiriicd to useful account in scouring tlie jungles, and helping tlic regular troops in a country and 
over ground to which the latter are uniiecustoiiictl, in ('onteiulmg with insurgents who .are probably of 
tbe same class as the Paiks tliemselvcs. or more contemptible as an oiiciny, tlnuigb juiwerful for evil 
wlien allowed to pursue llieir own course undieckotl.

8. You are also requested to halt at Allahabad, to take a set of views of the piindpal buildings in 
the fort and the buildings in course of adaptation or construction as barracks and hospitals, and, if 
possible, to take a general view exhibiting the intended sites of any such buildings. 

4. You will have the goodness to forward in duplicate, from Benares and Allahabad respectively, 
the views you are required to take at those stations. These should be carefully jiacked, and dispatchra 
on alternate days by dak, on the public service, to iny address. 

5, After your arrival at Agra, you will, with the permission of the Local Government, proceed to 
Delhi, and take views of the nalacc buildings and palace walls, of the city walls and principal gates, 
and of the Juinmu Musjid niui other public buildings of note. The Governor-General in Council 
particularly desires that all the chief features within the enceinte of the palace walls should be 
represented.

2. Mr. Allen proposes that Government should cancel his contract on the Ist February next, and, 
as coinpensation. should pay him 75,(XX) rupees, instead of 1,(M),8(X) rupees, which, under the 
contract, he would be entitled to receive, if he jirovidcd eighteen carriages daily for twenty-eight days 
in February. 

3. I have endorsed a nicinorandum on the back of tlie letter, and, as stated therein, think that 
Government would not be justified in acccjiting the offer, and, for a possible gain of 9,(XX) or 
1(),(XX) ru|M‘es, giving up the ailvnntage of having at their disposal eighteen carriages a-day. 

4. If there are men to be sent, the carriages from llancegunge c.an convey 1,5 M) soldiers in the 
month of February. The demand on the bullock-train for the conveyance of stores is quite as great 
as it can meet; consequently, the conveyance of i,.5 K) men would be a saving of at least 23,100 rupees, 
reckoning the actual cost of conveying each man by bullock-train at 15 rupees. 

5. If there arc not soldiers to be dispatched, there will, at low rates, be any number of passengers, 
and, therefore, if bullock-train rates were charged, the return would be the same as is given aljove.. 
At higher rates, I will anticipate many passengers, and equal or larger returns. If jiarcels arc carried, 
the value of the aceoinmodatiuri may be put at about the same.

2. It ia necessary to state, for hn I^ordship’s further infurmation, that the Government demand 
against me, for the quarter ending January 1H5K, was 7-i-,0<K) rupees, which I was ordered to pay by 
tlie Collector by the 12th of that month, as mentioned in the concluding paragraph of my Inst letter, 
of which 1 had paid by the 25th idem, 55,0(X) rupees ; as 1 liefore intimated, the balance, vis,, 10,000 
rupees, I {>aid on the 27th ultimo; all within the date fixed by the Collector. 

3. As soon as the troops had crossed, the enemy’s men, I heard, fell in with the advanced guard 
of the friendly force who lieat them, and put them to flight with the loss of some of tlicir horses and 
men. Tliis is the first victory gained on the onset over the rebels, which is a prelude to many future 
successful achievements, for which I beg to congratulate his Lordship.

2. We be/? to draw your attention to an inlerestin/? narrative, lierewith forwarded, 
l»y Lieutenant Eckford, Executive Engineer, tith Division, Grand 'I'nink Itoad, of the 
gallant defence of his house at Meerut against the mutineers, on the 10th May, 18.'>7, 
and of his subsequent proeeedings. 

D. AVc have approved, as a temporary measure, the orders issued by Hie Chii-f 
(‘ommi.ssioncr of the North-Western I’roviiices, for raising auxiliary yeomanry levies 
from among the well-affected inhabitants of the districts of Etawah and Allygluir, for 
the restoration and preservation of order in those dislrict.s, on the s<-ule of .salary noted in 
the margin.* 

4. In the. collection will be found a despatch from the Government of the North- 
AVe.stern l*rovinces, containing copies of three rommunieations addressed to that 
(iovernmeut by Mr. J. C. Wilson, Commissioner on special duty, reporting the arrival in 
his camp of certain Christian refugees from Uohilcuiid, who had been concealed and 
sheltered by certain Hindoo /.emiiulars. Mr. Wilson thinks there are more in hiding ; but 
he observes: “'I'he I’clatives of sc\eral of the missing oHicers tell me that those «lcar to 
them have purposely given out that they are dead, in order to i>revent Khan Jlahadoor 
Khan from searching for them ; and they state that no nn*ssengers, even tho.se dispatched 
by my orders, and with documents, are allowed access to them, through fear that they 
may iie in this way betrayed to the rebel chieftain abo\e mentioned.” 

o. 'fhe Government of the Central Provinces i-ecently submitted for our information, 
copy of a correspondence w ith the Commissioner of the .lubbiilpoie Division, relative to 
the operations of the Kamptce moveable column, under ('oloiiel Munsey, at Jubbulpore. 
With the view of reopening the p(»stal communication with Benares, a force of the 
slrmigth, noted on the margin,| was sent out under Lieutenant-Colonel Ityng, and 
advanced about twenty-six mile.s; but Colonel Munsey refused to allow this detachment 
to proceed further, a.s he believed that the rebels were in greater force than the 
Commissioner, Major Erskine, .supposed, and that ho would be running the risk of having 
his eommunieation w ith Lieutenant-Colonel Byng cut off. copy of the coirespondencc 
was communicated to the Government of Fort St. George, for information, and for such 
orders as that Government might consider necessary,

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6. An application having Iwen made to his Excellency Sir W. Denison, Governor- 
General of the Australian Colonies, for the services of « re^itnent of infantry, aiul a 
comi>aiiy of artillery, Her Majesty’s ship “Megrera” has been disjiniehed to Sydney to 
convey a j>ortion of those troops to (Calcutta. 

7. In continuation of the p»ii>crs referred to in tlie l.’Uh ixiranraiili of our last, letter, 
we forward copies of further reports on the movements of the mutineers of the tilth 
Native Infantry, in the jungles of Cachnr, and the measures niiopted against theifl. 
They have again been defeated and driven imek with loss into the jungles, together with 
one of the Munniporc princes, who had joined them. Six other Munnipore princes, who 
had been placed under arrest at Cachar, have mnnage<l to ell'ect their escape. We have 
called for a report on this subject from tJm Government of llengal, and we have desired 
that the princes on being apprehended, should be .sent down to the rre.sidency as state 
prisoners, unless guilty of some offence for which they cun he tried and punisiied by the 
local authorities. 

8. The Officiating Supcrintemlont of Marine luvs communicated to us a re|>ort by 
ideutenant Forbes, tin; Superintendent of the Nuddea Jliver.s, on the present condition of 
the steamer “ Jtivor Uird," in the Hliaguruttee. \ copy of this report will be found in 
the collection. It holds out little hope of the roeoverv of the vessel; but we have 
authorixed the deputation of Mr. Wells, the commander of the steamer “Lord William 
Hentinck,” with a sufficient establishment, for the purjiose of u.ssisting in removing the

9. In reply to an inquiry from the tSovermnent of Rengal, we remarked that we did 
not think it proliablc that the officers in charge of depots on the (Irand Trnidt Hoad 
would have to remain at their posts during the a])proaching hot weather. 

10. We forward, as usual, some other papers, on matters of minor iiiqtofianee, w liieh 
eall for no .siK'cial notioc in this letter.

Narrattre, 

AHOU'r 0 o’clock, on Sunday afternoon, the lOtli of May last, I lieard a great uproar in the 
direction of the Native Intunlry and Cavalry lines. It increased, and I heard shots 6rcd. On 
in(|niring from iny servants and chuprussces, they said the native troops had mutinied, and were setting 
lire to their lines and officers’houses. I sent a man to find out what was going on. and he returned 
and said the sepoys were murdering their oflieers. From the cnmpu.ind of my house I saw crowds of 
natives in front of the bazars, and also some European oflieers and gentlemen gallop past on horseback, 
and drive furiously away towards the European lines in buggies, Ac. At this time a number of the 
bungalows were on fire, and the noise and musket shots seemed to a]>proacti. I, therefore, although 
moinenUtrily expecting succour from Enropcan troops of the station, prejmred to defend the house (an 
uppcr-rooined pucka building, in which were iny oflice and treasury, us well as my place of residence). 
At about 7 o'clock, a man came rumiiiig towards me, and said, that the mob having killed Doctor 
Smith (my next iloor ncighliour, whn.so house was on fire), were coming into my compound}»I had 
loaded the firearms 1 hud by me, and as soon as 1 saw a hand of men (with arm.s and torches in their 
hands) enter my eonipouiid, I went out from the verandah where I liad been standing, and having 
allowed them to advance to within about twenty-five paces of me, I tired with iny double-barrelled gun 
and shot down the leader (who was armed with n musket), and the contents of the other barrel 1 let 
drive at the others. They all turned and ran out of my compound. 

Tlic chuprussces and burkundauzes of my treasure guard now told me that the mutineers and mob 
would return in greater numbers ; 1, therefore, after having the body of the man I had shut removed, 
posted the burkundauzes in and over the treasury room and office, and having closed and barrcil all 
the doors, made ready to defend the building. 

1 also, shortly after, determined to send my family away to hide in the garden. 

In about twenty minutes after the disappenrnnee of the first mob, the noise of a great number of 
men approaebing was heard. Taking a brace of pistols, I went up to the flat roof of the portico (which 
was on a level with the upjH’r rooms), to the side nearest I lie treasury room, in order that I might 
deter any one from getting at it. 

All old Kuro|>cun ))cnsionci' nml a priviilc of the (!0th Uiflcs, who had been pursued by the mob, 
and sought shelter in my house, were told off by me, after being armed, to remain inside the building. 
'File servants, Ac., had begged of me to send these men away, a.s the mob particularly sought their lives, 
but to this .suggestion 1 would not for a moment listen—1 had hardly reached the jxirtico, to be on the 
look-oiit (it was now dark), when a \cry large mob of sepoys and othcr.s entered the eompomid, and 
made for the house. When they .saw me they commeiiced firing, but none of the shuts took effect on me. 

Almost simultaneoii.sly 1 heard a heavy batlering down stairs, at the back of the house, a party 
having turned the rear of it—1 rushed down stairs, armed with a brace of double-barrelled pistols, and 
found about twelve or fourteen men in the large centre room, who had effected an ciitranee from the 
back ; I dashed at them, and tired two barrels at those on the right. .Ml ran away, except one man, 
who, from hi.s appearance, I .should say, tvns a Jlrd t’avalry trooper—be made a rush at me with his 
sword, and although 1 gave him a jiistol shot (which at the time appeared to take no effect, but a.s my 
scrvnnl.s afterwards saw him dragged out of the burning house by the legs, 1 ennelude he must have 
been very hard hit) he cut me over the head with it (a severe wound); I tried to close with bini, and 
gave him a blow over the head with my left hand |)istoI (the second barrel of whieh had missed Arc); 
he gave me sunilry other cuts with his sword. 'I'hc rifleman, who had been in the adjoining room, 
hearing the struggle, came in, and my assailant staggered out of the doorway ; I was bleeding profusely 
and much stunned, I therefore determined on again going up to the portico, and making a stand there. 

When 1 got up, 1 fouiul myself so weak that I was obliged to sit down. I told the rifleman if he 
wished to go away and try to make his e.seapc, that he might do so. I made over to him my double- 
barrelled gun. whieh had been reloaded, and he accordingly inn down stairs; I heard two shots in 
rapid succession, and was told afterwards that he got out of my compound, but was killed by a party 
of ineii on ;!io other side of the wall, out on the road. This man's name was; I believe, Fitzpatrick, of 
the ti t'umpaiiy of the t’lOlh. The old pensioner (Chapman), whom I had armed with a spear, made 
his escape (ireviously, during the melee, to the mrdeners house, where he lay concealed, and ultimately 
osciipcd in .safety to the artillery depot. 1 lay on the portico for about two hours and more, some¬ 
times sensible anil at other times in a faint. 
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The miscreunti searched everywhere for me; they more than once came close to where I was 
lyinf^, bat the shade of a tree (it was bright moonlight) most providentially was the means of screening 
me from their view. They looked up at the rtaif of the up])er story, against which a small 
ladder was placed, and they evidently thought 1 had gone up there, hut were afraid to ascend. They, 
however, gutterl tlie house, broke open the treasure chests and hoses, and then having, l)oth in tho 
lower and upper rooms, heaped up the furniture, itc., sol fire to tho whole; I saw the entire building 
before long in a blaae. They also for a time placed sentries round the house, in the hope of 
captorii^' roe. 

I lay on the portico, as 1 have Itefore deseriltcd, for more tiian two hours, and then, when 1 wea 
oonsoious, and on hearing no noise or voices of the mutineers, I eoniuienrcd crawling and staggering 
by the outer pucka steps, which led from tho front verandah and portico; I got down mIow, and there 
met iny tent-pitcher, who conducted me to wJicre my wife, sister, and child were hiding. In nhout 
lialf-an-hour afterwards, a litter having hcen made for me by my sers’ants, &e,, we made our way to 
the right pickets of the carabiuiers along the bed of a dry mdhili, and got to the officers’ bungalows, 
wliere my wounds were dressed. 

With very few exceptions, everylliing in the house, was phiiidered or burnt. 

After the lOlh of May, 1 was laid up with iny wounds for about six weeks or more, and was 
unable to volunteer to go out with (jeiicral Wilson’s force to the Iliudon, hut ns soon as I was getting 
better I wrote to ofler my services to Colonel Decher, (tunrlcrinasler*(Jenernl of the Army, who was 
in the camp Iiofore Delhi. I knew the country round and about Delhi well, and thought I might ho 
useftd. Colonel Becher wrote hack to say,' tliat the (Jcneral (himmunding highly appreciated my 
Oder of service, Ac., and 1 accordingly nxle uciross country with the few things (clothes, Ac.), I couUl 
take, and joined the camp. I had been appointed hy the tiencral to he attached to the Uuarteriniister- 
Oeneral’s Department; I also carried on the duties of Kxecutive Kngineer of the til.h Division, (iratid 
Trunk Bond, except when making road inspections. 1 was with llie Delhi force and engHged in the 
siege. On the day of the ossaulf 1 attended Major llcid as Ids stalf, and was with his eolumn, the 
fourth in the attack on Kishciigungo. Our column of KOI) regular troops (Europeans and natives) 
was opposed hy, it is said, 10,0(K) of the enemy. Our loss was al)out. :)00, and nearly two-thirds of 
the European officers. xVltliough I was with the advanced seetlmis of the eiiluinn. 1 esenped willi 
only a trifling contusion on the right leg ; my cbj) was tlattened hy a blow from the butt end of n 
musket which one of the enemy struck at me, hut iny head was saved hy the top of the wall, 'I'lie 
fire was the liuttest I was ever under.. Five day.s after the fall of Delhi, on the Sltith, I returned 
towards Meerut again. For a week after the I lih, the day of the n.ssault., I Was laid up with a hud 
attack of dysentery brought on by exposure and fatigue.

3. Up to the presmil date tlicrc hare been rescueil, at four diircrcot times, forty-five Rohilcund 
refugees, and Oovemnicnt will naturally a.sk how many more there are now left. I regret that I am 
unable to answer the question. The relatives of several of the missing officers tell me that those dear 
to them have purposely given out that they arc dea<l, in order to prevent Khun Bsfmdoor Khan from 
searching for them; and they state that no messengers, even th«w« dispatched by my orders and with 
documents, are allowed access to them, through fear that they may Ih-, in this way, betrayed to the 
rebel chieftain above mentioned. If this liy|>othcsis l>e correct, it accounts for the reports which ^haye 
reached me that no European officer is now alive in Rohilcund, and fur the fact that our emismri«ts 
have failed in tracing them; but, admitting tliat tlie hypothesis is correct, it is im^sible that the 
survivom can be rescued save by a laim force entering Ruhilcmid. 1 have therefore directed the small 
detachment now witome to return to Meerut, and 1 pru)>uitc waiting shortly on the Chief (hnutnissioncr 
in persim relative to the plan of operations to be adoptra in carrying nut my new appointment.

FOR the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, 1 have the honor to inclose a copy of the 
corresnoiulenco regarding my endeavours to open out the road from tins to Mirzapore. 

The road has now l)een closed since the 27th of October, ou'ing to the rebellion of Soijoo 
Pershad, the thakoor of Bijem^oghur, Mypal Singh, tlie uncle of the thakoor of Myheer, both in the 
Nagoile ilistriet, and of Nypal Singh, tiiakoor of Bhutguon in Jubbulpore. 

3. It will he seen that, during the command of Colonel Millar, a amall force, under the command 
of Major Sullivan, of the 4tli Light Cavalry, at iny request, went up the road as far as Moorwara, 
and it was this foree whieh took two of the Hijeragoghur Thakoor’s guns, ns reported in my letter 
dated 13th Noveinlrer. 

L This repulse of the rebels had for some time the ell'ect of making them leave the road, and 
hclicviug. us 1 still do. that .a small party with guns sent from this would he able to open out the road 
as far as .loknie or Myheer, I applied to Cofonel Munsey (now eommanding here), to undertake 
the expedition, and a )farty, consisting of two guns, the whole' of the 0th Madras Cavalry, and 
2 .>y Infantry, under eomiimnd of Lieutenant-Colonel Byng, was sent out, and is still on the road;

but in spite ot all my ui^cnr calls, in person, by note, and by letter, this force bos not odranred 
lievond Sehorn, twenty-six miles from this, and Colonel Munsey told me yesterday Uint, as ho 
believed (he rebels were stronger than 1 supposed, and weie arcompanied by some, of tltc imitinacrs 
of the 52nd Regiment, he did not think it acivisable that Colonel Byng^s detachment should advance 
farther at present. 

5. Colonial Munsey is of course the official judge as to whether the fora' now at his disposal, ah 
per margin,'*' is sufficient to protect Jubbuljrare and to open out the n»ad, but though the rebels may 
l>e increasing owing to their not being attacked, 1 know that none of the .’iSnd have joined them; and 
the rebels *of this part of the country are despicable cowards, and will never even stand ogainat 
onr inhuitry and cavalry, much less artillcr\', except when well covered by stone wallij or dense 
jungle. 

6 . Tliougli for some years in civil employ 1 uiu still a soldier, and, having seen M'rvhx’, 1 grieve 
to think that rebels alone should prevent our troops doing that which it is my linn belief the detach¬ 
ment under command of Colonel Uyn» might do with ease, though ]ierhap.s with some trifling loss, 
where the jungle comes down to the road. 

7. C^olnnel Munsey will be relieverl by Ilrigadier lawrence to-rnorrow. Iml I now forward this 
correspondence to show that I have done all in iny power to keep open the postal cummuiiicatiuii 
with Benares, 1^., and 1 do mrt write with any wish liiat the Uovrriiineiit will hluiiie Colonel Munsey, 
for, although, in iny huinhle opinion, the road might he ojrencrl as far as Myhccr, his caution and 
judgment may be the best.

THE Calcutta mail has been atopped bv a body of rebels, said to be 300 strung, but probably not 
a quarter of that number, near a place called Chaka, and they have not only stolen the dawk horses 
and driven off the police, but threaten the town of Moorwara, on the Mirzapore road. 

2. Every available horse and foot policeman is on the road, and I would suggest that the troops 
under the (command of Major Sullivan now ut •Schora, be allowed to move up and down the road 
between Chaka and Ghosulporc; and beyond the former place I have asked for aid on the road from 
the Political Agent at Kewah. 

S. There is, no doubt, jungle on the side of the road here and there, but probably ^ood positions 
may be found for the troops of each arm to act; and, at any rate, regular cavalry and infantry, aided 
by guns, would be of as much if not more service in keeping the road open than horse and foot police. 

4. If you cannot allow this move, I trust you will make such other arrangements as may be in 
your power to keep the road open as far as Chaka.

FROM information received from Nngode, and also from several travellers, servants of 
(lovcrnmcnt, who arrived here lu.st night, iiiul who travelled from .Mirza])ore to this, I learn that Nypal 
Singh, the Thakoor of Runehuiipore in My here (a relative of the Chief of Ilijeragogurgh) has also 
rebelled, hut his gurhec has been taken by the Rajah of Rewuh, and he i.s non* in the fort of Myheer, 
defending himself against the Rujuli of Uewuh, who inu.st conquer. 

2. 'i'lic Rajah of Uewuh has sent a large force against Hijeragogurgh, and also troops to ojien out 
the road ns far ns Jokai. 

!1. The thukoons of Hijeragogurgh and Runchunpore have got small rhowkees on the road between 
Myheer and Sideeiimbnd, the largest of wliieh is at Jokai; hut even this, 1 am assured by the travellers, 
does not exceed fifty armed men, and no guns, except at Myheer. 

I. At these ehowkees all travellers are stopped for a lime, and the road in several other places is 
cut up and barricaded, but not well defended. 

3. As the Kajali of Rewah is o(iening out the road toward this, as far as Jokai, I think it most 
advisable that the road betueen Kalccnuibad and Jokai should Ire ojicncd out by our troops, particularly 
ns the only other niad to Calcutta, viii Sunibulporc, is said to be closed; and 1 feel contident in my own 
mind that a party sneh ns moved on to Saleemabad ii few days ago could with ease, and with very little 
danger, advance to Jokai, and eomiiinnirute with the Rewah troops at or on this side of Mrliecr.

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the .'ith instant, togcUier with 
Major Krskine’s letter to the officer commanding, Jubbulpore, and previotts to advancing, consider 
it advisable to inform you that all travellers passing down this nuul from Mirzaporc, Benares, 
.Allahahad and elsewhere, ineluding the lust party of sepoys of the llydcndrad contingent and sepoys 
of the Bomlniy army returning from leave, liave been questioned hy me. and describe the. rebels much 
more numerous than mentioned by the Commissioner, and also that the road is strongly barricaded 
and bridges broken down in several places. Many travellers whom I have questioned state that they 
did not see any of the Kajah of Rewah’s troops on the roa<l,an<l the two messengers 1 dispatched some 
days ago to the address of the Political .\geiit, returned and stated that the rajah’s troops ho<l been on 
the roid, but returned to Uewab, and therefore did not proceed further tliaii Jokui. 

2. I have also to inform you that, uRcr B<lvaticing beyond the hri<lgc at Jootia Punec, about one 
mile beyond Doongaiini, iiiv commuiiieation with you must ncecssarily cease, as the dawk runners 
refuse to go that road, and if they could he prevailed uimn to run, 1 mueh doubt that any cuintnu- 
nicBtion can be kept up at present from Jnbl>ul]>ore u ith any detachment in udvuiiire of Doongunm, 
«oii.scqucntly 1 should wish to be in formed whiil urnoigcments the officer eoiinnunding, .lubbulpure, 
intends making, in order that the eommiiiiirulioii may be kejtt open between us.

I U.\VE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated tlic 33rd ultimo, disallowing 
the charge sanctioned iiy me on the 3 Ith of May lust, for one jemadar on lU ru|)eev, and right hurkaras 
on (i nipecH each (ler month, to furnish intelligeiu'e regarding the movemeiils of mutineers and rebels, 
and in explanation 1 have the honor to state a.s follows:— 

3. ’I'hese men were formerly borne on the establishment of the Giiarterniaster-Gencrat of the 
Madras army, and did excellent service. They know all the jmsses in the hills and forts in 
Biindeh'imd, and Saugor, and Nerhudda territories, and many of them Ire able to draw plans, but 
when the Saugor iniliturv division of tlie army was made over to the Bengal Goveninieiit, these men 
were iliseharged. 

3. Brigadier Sage, eoiiiinunding at Saugor, wished to re-rntertuiii these men to furnish intelligence, 
and as I thought the measure advisable, and Mr. Colvin, the late Lieutenant-Governor of tlie North- 
Western Provinces, had, in a drnii-ofHciul note, authorized my sanctioiiiiig any extra establiahmenU 1 
thought necessary, I ditl nut hesitate in complying with Brigadier Sag^s request, and directed the 
llepiity C'onunissioiicr to pay the men, which he law done. 

k. 1 did nut consider the cliarge a military one, hut a civil or police one, as thp men were to be 
employed to gain information fur the Deputy Connnissioiicr, as well as for the Brigadier.

Sir, Cachur, December 20, 185*. 

IN coiitiniuition of my letter dutcil 24th instant, 1 have the lionor to report, for the inforiuation 
of the l.icutenunt-Governor of Hengal, that Lieutenant Uu.ss again came upon the mutineers on the 
afternoon of the 2tth instant, in the valley of tlic JaUiiga, whither I had .sent him on his return from 
llylenkandy. 

2. The mutineers showed no light, but fled after the first volley, our men in pursuit firii.g into 
their rear and killing several. In their flight, the eiicnir threw down several muskets, their bags 
of rice, and of rupees, and tried to make for the south-east, escaping into the dense jungle in that 
direct ion. 

•3, Lieutenant Koss returned to the station yesterday, which was a bad move, as it has lost us one 
day, and hns added twelve iiiiles to the march of our troops ; but not being able to follow them up 
directly, he returned without doing so in a parallel direction, which he might have done, hud he been 
better ac(|tiaiMt.ed with the country. 

k I have now .sent Iflni to Kaaccdhiir in nundraj, still further to the cast, there again to await 
the exodii.s of the mutineers into the plains, and 1 hope my plan will prove successful. 

.I. A detachment of lOt) men of the Mylhet Light Infantry, under Captain Stevens, will be here 
to-day. These I intend dispatching to Singorbund, south of Luckipore, where they will have a good 
chance of intercepting the .3 4th, .should they e.scape Lieutenant lloss, and whence, should they enter 
Munnepore, Cluptain Ktevens will follow, with a view of assisting the Political Agent and the Aajuh. 

8. The people of thj.s district are mueh alarmed, the Bengalees Iming in the greatest state of 
fear. 3'hc budniashes are. all on the look out fur a favourable opjiortunity to plunder, and one 
considerable ducoity has already taken place. 

7. 'I’hc Munnepoories in Cachar seem aiiNious to take hold of this opportunity to carry out their 
views with reference to their own country, and arc intriguing and plotting an invasion of Munnepore; 
I have three of their princes under arrest on suspicion. 

8. 'I'lie two prisoners taken by the detachment of Kylhet Light Infantry, were tried by me, and 
shot on the 2 tth instant. 3'he usual form is herewith inclosed. 

1>. The rejiort in Sylhet of the entire dispersion of the mutineers after the action at Latoo, is 
wrong. 'I'liey are still 21)0 strong, with abundance of arms and ammunition, and have a determined 
purpose of pushing eastward, under the mistaken impression that they can go via Munnepore to 
Nepaul, and thence to their own country. 

10. Trusting that his Honor will feel saiislied with the results of the arrangements hitherto made.

Sir, , Carhar, January 2, 1838. 

HIS Honor has Ijcen informed in niy lelters, of llic 21lli .iiid 2tith ultimo reapectivuly, of the 
iiKBSurcs undertaken by me against tlic mutineers of the :Uth Native Infantry, up to the latter date. 
In continuation, 1 have the honor to state tliut, after the tight at Jiilinga, the imitiircers pursued a 
south-eastern course, and entered the heavy and dense jungles of ('hiitthdniwhnr, where they remained 
wandering alioot for live days. During this time they <lid not ulituin one partiele of nutritious food, 
but were compelled to cat of jungle roots and berries. 

2. They were tracked up by Kookie scouts, and were found not (o he making tiiore than four 
miles n-day, and that too in a circuitous direction. The scouts came across several of them who had 
died of hunger and disease, and also on the bodies of several of their ehildren whom they had dashed 
on theground, being unable to carry them on. The scouts also killed two sepoys, stragglers, and made 
prisoners of a Chittagong kaidie and a Seikh faijuecr. 

3. These si-outs were men of a Kookie village on the lands of the Carhar Ten Coinpnnv. supplied 
by me with firearms, and 1 beg to bring to bis llonourV favourable notiec the rondnet of iNir. .Taines 
Davidson, the inonager of that eompnny. ulm directed thoiii, and who, dnriim the five days that the 
mutineers were wandering in the wililcrnoss, kept me continually su|iplic(l with csccllcnl. and reliahlc 
information concerning their movements. 

I. His Honor will ]>crceive that, during the time they wore thus wandering in the jungles, 
natural causes alone were acting so against tlicm as not (ti call for direct opposition from (he small foreii 
at my dis]>osal. But when 1 heard of their having approached the c:\stcrnpinl of the jiiiiglcM facing 
the I’ergunnali of Uiindraj, 1 lArcctcd t'nplain Stevens, who was posted hy me with ItKI men at 
Soonairmook, to proceed with fifty picked men to their rear, and <lnvc them down upon Lienlenunl 
Koss, wlio had taken uji a position at Nogdirgnnn in Bniulruj, when they would have heen phieeil 
hetween two fires. 

Before, however, Captain Stevens received my eommunieation, he Innl, at the rerpiisiiion of 
Lieutenant Boss, moved down with his whole force to Nogdirgram. 'I'he l■irennlsllnn‘eH of this move 
were as follows : 'I'lic mutineers li.nd eonie a<-russ I he Khedilidi estuhlishineiit of Major Smith in the 
lieart of the jungles, and had driven them in on liie night of the 3<l|h, pliiiideriiig them of alioiil a 
day’s provisions. The exaggerated reports given liy these people of the iiiiiuIhu's and desperaliiiii of 
the enemy Inis impressed Lieutenant Boss with the idea that his seventy-five men iiiighl not lie alile to 
cope with tlicm, and lie. aerordiiiglr sent for iissistaiiee. 

<i. On the morning of the 31st, the imilii.eerK debouched into tin* plains of Buiidraj, mid were 
immediately uttaekeil hy Captain Stevens and Lieuteoanl Boss. They did not awiitl the nssiitill, hut 
immediately took flight, and crossing the Suoni river, entered the jungles on the east side. The tiring 
of our men was at ton great a distuiiee to lake niueli eirect, hut I learn, from prisonci's siiii'e taken, 
that hiitli the subiulars of their party were severely vvoniided. * 

7. Captain Stevcii.s’ march from Soiiiiuiiionk rather di.seoiieerled (lie pluns 1 liiiil iirriinged. lie 
had hecn posted there with the view of inaiehiiig to Brinarioidy. vilii'ie the re.liels had erosseil the 
Suoni, and of intereepling them there while Lieiileiiaiil Boss followed up in their rear, when I 
requested them to move with fifty picked men to the rear oi the enemy while west of Sooniii: the 
fifty he would have left liehiiid at Soonuiino'ik, reiiiforeed liy J.ieuleninit Bnist, vvim arrived with fifty 
more on the .‘list, were ready to have, taken up the same place. Now, however. Lieutenant B iss aiitl 
Captain Stev'eiis, with 47.'i inen.lK'ing together in the rear of the < neiiiy, Lieiiteiiuiil IluisI, with sixty, 
has been placed hy me at Captain,Stevens’ dis|iosiil. to he employed as he may direct. 

8. The tnareh of the mulineers will now he through the dense jiiiigles,at the fisit of the iioobnii 
range of liilhs, wliieli they will skirl. My iiistnie.lions to Captain .Suoeiis are to follow them along tin; 
plains in n parallel direction, keeping a little to their rear, and |iieven(ing their comiiig out to loiagii in 
the cultivated laiid.s. Also to seiul on his lieulenaiils, with strong paities, to lake up jiositioiis in the 
jungles to their front, tJms bringing them liotween (wo tires ; with these iii.strnelions (aiplaiii .Stevens 
had advanced to (Jobindnugger, and Lieutenant Boss has heen sent on to Cajilaiiipore. 

9. I will not fail to couimunieute for the iiiforination of the Lieutenant-(I'overiinr. any sidisispieiit 
operations which may take place, ainl I hope (hat what has already heeo done will meet with his 
improval. The mutineers have not been able, while in Carhar. to inllirt the slightest injury on the 
Government or the jieople; ronfined to the densest jungles, they liavc. heen hroouhl to the lowest 
physical condition of human lieings; the prisoners taken heing redneeci to living skeletons. They 
nave been met and beaten at raeh of the three places where they endeavoored to enter the plains, 
and are broken in spirits and reduced in numbers, although Ca]itain Stevens still reports tlnriii at lott. 

10. A jemadar and sixteen men of the. .Sylliet Light Infantry, ihspatehed from S)lliel after ten 
of the mutineers who hod separated from the iiiain Imdy at L-itoo, porsoed them into my ilistriet, 
overtook them* at Mohun|>ore, in Hyleakaridy, killed eight of tlicm, and tlie remaining two were 
captured by my police. 

II. Four sepoys, one Wieesle, three women ami two ehildren were brought in prisoners to-day 
by Major Smith's Kbeddah establislime.iit: and liesides tbe.M!, there are now in iiiy jail five more 
belongiiig to the party, all awaiting trial. Captain Htcvciis is ahso cutting ufl’ foraging parlies and 
Btrag^ers on his march. 

12. From Munnepirc 1 have beard from Major MeCiillocb that the Ibijab has dis|)atcbed 
•too men towards bis frontier to give asststaiicc and to cut off the mutineers, should (hey cross tlie 
^rder. 
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13. II is force lias Ijceii placed under my orders, and I have directed the major t;oniinanding to 
eotifnic tiis <ipcr!itii)ii.s solely to tlie Munne|>ore territory. lie lias iny orders to halt at Niioiishaiboung, 
and to send to Liii'ki|)ore l«*r provisions, where I have m’tde arrangements to supply him, and also 
1(H) men of the Sjlliet Light Infantry, should it he iieces-sary to send them into MunnciHire after the 
rebels. ’

1 IIAVK inueh pleasure, in eontinuulion of former letters, to report for the iiiformathm of 
the Lieutenant-Governor ot licngul, that the mutineers juined by a MuniMgioorie prince and his 
followers, came out ot the jungles into a village a littU' to tlie west of Birinueanily, yesterday morning 
at It) o’eluek. 

.’1. Lieutenant Ross was at that lime stationed in llirmaeamly with 100 men, and Captain Stevens, 
at Luekiporc, with the remainder of the force, amounting tti l.iO; of the latter he had just dispatched 
lift) iiiuler Lieutenant Huist, at iny request, to strengthen the Sudder station. 

•t. 'I'his party, while proceeding along the northern hank of the river, a short distance from 
Liiekiiioie, was tired upon hy the mutineers from the opposite bunk. The fire was returned by 
Lieutenant Iluist, and the enemy thus engaged in front. 

4. I.ieutenant Ross then ndyaneed from Bivnineniuly along the southern hank of the river, and 
allaeked their right think, Captain Mteveiis and l.ieutenant Uuist crossing the river on rafts under 
cover (if this attaek, and an action took phiee whieh lasted tor two hours. The mutineers were beaten 
Irom bouse to house in the village they uecupied, and at last dispersed and fled back into the jungle to 
the south, pursued hy our troops us long as it was prnetioahle. 

. 1 . Seventeen dead wore euuntud on the held, among whom was a jemadar; two se|W)ys taken 
prisoners, were shot, and one straggler of the retreating reliels killed by the scouts, making a total 
of twenty killed, besides numbers who must have been badly wounded in the engagement. On our 
side we lost two men killed and two badly wounded. 

6. The conduct of the lucn, both of the Sylhet Light Infantry and the Kookee levy, is described 
hy I nptain Stevens us being most excellent; and I am sure his Honor will ))creeive tliat to tlic 
Ciuropcan uSiccrs leading the force, Uie greatest credit is due for the proniptiicss and precision with 
whieu tlicy acted, and which secured a victory so derisive and effectual, 
f .1 “ " “s present with Uic force in the double capacity of medical officer, and in ehanra 

0 the Intelligence Dmiutnicnt. To his indefatigable exertions, Captun Stevens is indebted for the 
gooU mtonuation which he has iJl along received of the {lositioii amf deaignS of the enemy. 
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8. The iindden withdrawal of the European troopa from Sylhet Itaa had no good effect in thi^ 
diatriet. and aoine of the Munnepoories have Iiccn excited to take np anna in favor of their princesi 
with a view to accompanying the mutineers into Munnepnre and usurping the (jovernment of that 
country, althougli they were vety quiet before. One prince (suppored to be Jforindrojeet Ringh) has 
already joiqwl tlicin, and six princes whom I liad placed under arrest here to keep them out of iniaehief 
liave managed to nnikc their escape, and will doubtless do the same. 

9. Great doubtji are entertained of the tidclity of the Munnepoorie army, ami it is sup|)osod that 
they would have no objection to a change of dynasty in their own country.* Hut they have hitherto 
obeyed the orders I have transmitted to them, and their uflicers (likely to bo favorites of tlie present 
rajah) vouch for their loyalty. 

10. This fight at Birmaeandy will, however, have the heat effect, and has not only dispersetl the 
mutineers, but will serve to cool the ainhition of those jirinres who havu not us yet actually committed 
themselves, ns well as tend to keep the Munnepoorie force true to their allegiance. 

11. In the event of an advance upon Muiinepore being cft'cctod by the enemy, 1 have given 
directions for a party of 1(K) men to proceed at once into the valley to afford assistance to Major 
McCulloch and the rajah. 

12. Three sepoys of the attli Native Infantry, taken prisoners by the villagers, were tried, 
sentenced, and exei'iited by me the day before yesterday, and two stragglers of a |>arly of eight that 
had separated from the main body after tlie m'linii at Nogdirgrnm, were killed yesterday by a small 
party sent after them. 

l.‘J. In eotu-lusioii, I trust that his Honor will he pleased with what 1ms l«>en dime, and will mark, 
with a sense of bis approval, the gallant and loyal eon duet of the troops, and the vigor and energy 
of the officers who led them.

WITH reference to correspondence regarding the poaition of the steamer “ River Bird,” t have 
tlic honor to submit, for the consideration and orders of the President in Council, a letter in original, 
dated the 31st ultimo, with two sketches from the Superintendent of tlie Nuddea Rivers, representing 
the present condition of the “ River Bird,” and suggesting plans for extricating her from what he 
evidently considers a very dangerous and almost hopeless situation. 

2. tinder the circumstances represented I beg to submit, that no time should l>e lost in removing 
the machinery and boilers, and I request pciniission to depute an officer with n sufficient establishment 
to execute this work without delay. 

3. As we have no officer here who can be spared from any vessel, I would propose to send 
Mr. Wells, comiimndcr of the steamer “ Lord William Bentinck,” who has come up from Rangoon on 
the “Tubal Cain,” in charge of elephants, on this duty; and in case it should be necessary to put a 
commander into the “ I..ord IVilham Bentinck” that Mr. Wells be allowed to draw his pav from the 
« River Bird.” 

4. I would further solicit that he be allowed to draw the deputation allowance of three rupees 
per diem, granted to a first officer of a sca-going steamer when serv'ing in boats on the Irrawaddy, 
whilst he is employed on this detached duty.

Mr. Miller, the assistant to the toll collector of Jungyporo. to take charge of the vessel and all the 
stem's and Government |>roperty belonging to her, and a list of all the things will be sent in to you in 
a few days. 

2. Th(! chief engineer is of opinion that the letter elireeting me to take charge docs not authorize 
my lining anything towards attempting to put it straight, so as to enable it to be floated, so that 1 shall 
content myself with forwarding to you the accompanying plan and section, taken from a survey I 
directed to be made of the place some weeks ago, which will, I trust, give you a better idea than any 
letter can do of the real difficulties to be met with in attempting to save the vessel. 

3. I think that in the report, sent in to you by Captains Boon and Hampton, they do not suffi¬ 
ciently estimate the danger tlie vessel is in, as all that they seem to consider it necessary to do is to 
lower the bows 6 feet, and to clean out the mud and sand from the hold. 

4. I was up at the ves.sel yesterday in company with Major Sale, the superintending engineer, 
and from the way in which the stem is buried underneath the sand, we were both of opinion that it 
is next to impossible to save the vessel. 

.5. By looking over the section you will see that the sand completely covers the stem, and to 
be of any use the bows mu.st he lowered till the vessel is horizontal, or about 20 feet; and to do 
this it would be necessary to snrrounil the vessel in a dam. made of piles, to prevent the sides falling 
in us the excavation proeeedcil,—the very great expense that would attend this measure, as from 
the depth to which the exeavation must go no single row of piles would be sufficient, and it would 
therefore have to lie done in terraces, and the great ehanee there is of its being unsuccessful, 
owing to the almost impossibilitv of digging down so dee]) below the bed of the river, and of 
preventing the sand anti water rising up ns fa.st as it was dug out, puts excavation out of the 
question. 

0. There is no doubt that unless something is done the vessel will be lost, as she cannot 
float in her present state, and soinetliing more is required than merely clearing out tlic sand from 
the hold. 

7. The only other plan that suggests itself to me is to take out all the engines and machinery so 
us to ligiiten the vessel as much os possible, and then, by means of chains and masts passed under the 
V essel, to fasten to both sides of the vessel laige rafts of casks of sufficient buoyant power to overcome 
the actual dead weight of the vessel and of the sand that is in it. The sand that is overlapping it 
might be dug away. 

H. I see n small channel has lieen dug to let the small pool mn off that s^rounds the stem and 
sides up to tlie paddles, but 1 find that this was going off so slowly that I hav^rdered the water to 
he haled out and kept dry, so as to let the sand in the liold get dry enough tojidmit oi its removal. 

I have also direetcil the vessel to be covered with mats, and 1 should strongly advise that the estab¬ 
lishment rceommended by you and sanctioned by Government, be sent up as speedily as ixissiblc to 
look after the engines, Ac, 
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9. If I can help you in any way with ny eatablUhment in getting you coolies or inatertal||^or 
carrying on any plan you may adopt for aaviug the vessel before the floods come, i need not say xhat 
I shall fwve mudi pleasure in doing so. ‘

IN reply to your letter of the SGth nltimo, giving cover to conrrapondcnco between the 
Goremment of Indie and the Lord Mayor of London, 1 liave Uio honor to forward, for transmisaion 
to the Government of India, the following abstract of the proceedings of the committee of the 
Punjaub Special Fund, up to this date. 

3. Soon after the coinmenocmeut of the outbreak, the Rubtcrip<ion was opened by Sir John 
Lawrence, at Kawulpiiidee, and as soon ns the monies c!<iUi>cted there, together with the pa|»ers 
belonging to the fund, were forwardeil to Lahore, tiic committee issued printed notices to nil tlic 
stations in tlie Punjaub soliciting subscriptions. On the same date letters were addressed to the 
chaplains at the various hill stations, and likewise to the autlioritiea nt Meerut, llinballah, Kurnaul, 
and Thenaysur, requesting them to search out and forward to the central coininittee, stntementa of all 
cases of distress, caused by the rcln'llion which might have fitllcn within their several spheres. In the 
form which was circulated a few days after, the committee entered the salient points to which they 
desiretl the S|)criul attention of the various locid cuininittccs; a copy of the form ncrom|iimics this 
letter. The chaplains were nt the same time desired to retain in their owit hands any sums which 
they might be able to collect in their respective stations, to be disburscil on the s|iot, and all 
defioiencics in the requirements iif each place were made up by iviuittance from Lahore. As a 
separate fund had been formed at Meerut, with a distinct iiuudiinery of it.s own, it was not deemed 
advisable to interfere further in that place, than by forwarding money to distressed individuals, and 
1,000 rupees to the einitral coinuiittee. 

S. The committee that was first formed at Lahore, consisted of R. Montgomery, Ksquire, C.R., 
Major-General Gowan, C.B., II. K. Perkins, Ksqaire, t'.S., Secretary, and T, Dailey, Esquire, 
Treasurer. This was subsequently strengthened hv the addition of l.ieutenant-C'olonel Maepherson, 
Military Sceretary to the Chief Commissioner, and A. A. Koherts, Ksuuire, (^S. When the large 
grant of 6,000/. was received from England, Sir John Lawrence kindly eonsented to liccome tlic 
liresideiit of the eomniittcc, and 1). F. Mcl^eod, Esq., C.S., also accepted a sent. 

4. 'I'he parties to wliom loans have keen made, arc |>riiiei|mlly ollicers in the army. Grants linvc 
been eliicfly made to persons of tbc lower classes, and wnlows f>f deceased ollirers and otbers. The 
rominittee have recently issued circulars, eallhig on the local committees to furnish statements of all 
persons of the following classes, to wliom they would advise monthly nllownnees to he made, vi/..: 

t.—Widows of siddiers and others. 

2.—Fatherless children to he kept nt some of the hill schools.

5. The drain iijuin the resources of the fund has been very heavy, as the exp.-nse of relieving 

At one time it n)>peared to be 
in imminent danger of cxbaustion before furtlier aid could arrive ; but the caniniiitlccs at Knrrachec 
and at Bombay kindly made remittances to the extent of rujiees and .'i,*KX) rupees resjieetively.

9. The Bombay committee has empowered this committee to grant certificates to any persons 
who may be considered deserving of them, on the production of which, at Bombay, the holders will 
bo entitled to have their passage jiaid to England by the Bombay fund. ^ 

10. The Hecretary of the Sind Special Fund has like» ise communicated to the Coriimissioner of 
Moultan, Major Hamilton, the readiness of the Sind committee to defray the table-money of 
all to whom Major Hamilton mav grant passes to travel free on the river steamers, and tliis coqt- 
mittee has authority from Major ilamilton to recommend to him persons for such jtasses. At the 
present moment numbers of widowed ladies and others are (lassing through Lahore, on their way 
home, to whom the co-operation of the several committees proves of the most material aid. 

11. The committee cannot conclude this summary without bringing to the notice of Government, 
the services rendered to the sufi'ering community by the ready aid wliich was oifered by the Jullundur 
Doab Relief Fund. This was established instantly on the l)eginning of the mutiny, and by the time 
that many of the fugitives reached places of safety, they there found help awaiting them, which had 
been promptly sent down by the committee of that fund.

3. In jinragraphs 8 to 12 of our letter, dated the 10th Deeoinhor last, we informed 
you of the appointment of Mr. J, C. Wilson, of the Civil Service, to be Special 
Chnnmissioner, to trace and bring to punishment those who havi‘ bc('n guilty of 
the crimes of mutiny and rebellion during the lute dislnrbanccs, or who have incited 
others to the commission of sneh crimes, and we announced o:ir intcnition of associating 
with Mr. Wilson one or two ((ualified assistants or Deputy C\)mmiNsioners, with full 
powers. W'e have now to apprise you of the appointment of .Mes>rs. '1'. D. Forsyth and 
It. D. Hoberlson, of the Civil Service, ns Deputy (■ommissioncr.. on .salaries of l,/>(a) 
and 1,200 rupees per mensem re.spectivcly, with travelling allowance each at the rate 
of IfiO nn)ce.s a month. 

4. 'I'hc Commissioner of Kuinaon has reported that he has refrained at ])resent froju 
giving ellVct to our orders,* relative to the removal of the .European women and children 
from Nynee 'fal to Mnssoorie, owing t(* the dangers of the journey, the absence of 
coolies, the grmiter st'curity of Nynee 'I'al (tver Mussoorie, and tin* absence of all sym¬ 
pathy with the rebels on the part of the hill jieoplc of Kunuion.

A Bill is about 
to be brought into the Legislative Council to legalize the rules. 

Miehcll, 
commanding the troops in South Shnhabad. the Ijieutenant-Governor ot’ Bengal h'as 
authorized tlie raising of a body of police for service in that district, consisting of thirty 
sowars and 2UU infantry, under an intelligent European non-commissioned otfioer.

destrneliim of tlie Ilobilrund rebels in tJie iieigldionrliood, that all hope of ojrposiiig Govcrnnieiit is 
at an end. 

9. 1 have given reasons for entering Rohileund from this side, in a inoiiioranduin alrc.uly 
submitted. 

10. AVilh tbe excejition of the rebels who are now so trouble.sonie on the (iaiige.s, and whom it 
is desirable to dispose of as soon as" possible, the force would pass llinmgli a populution whicb has 
been kept in some order, Uiwards the Rajpoots, who are eager to destroy their Mahoniodaii i){>prehHOts, 
and arc waiting in thousands betw-ecn Bareilly aiitl Oude to do so. An :idviiin-e. from the south would 
drive rebels up to the country which has been free from titem, iiinl most probably into the Upper 
Duab (till now bchl ipiiet) where there arc s'cry few troops to meet tin in.

AS it is a portion of the duty of district oflieers to keep superior authority *acquainted, by both 
private and official report, of the sUtc <if public fcctiiig in their several iocadities, and supply'iueh 
tacts or observations as their local experience may present { submitting them as items ot that 
cumulative evidence from which political measures must take their rise, 1 liavc the honor to report u 


follow.*:— 
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2. Since tiie taking of Delhi, and the ebbing of the tide of war from this quarter, the Meerut 
district has been profoundlv tranquil; the rapid and almost complete subsidence of all resistance to 
authority iHiiiig very marked ; the Goojurs of tlie Ganges Khadir, who have taken a most vicious part 
in plundering and acts of violence, having, as 1 traversed that puUioii of tlie district, gone across the 
river, taking their cattle with them, and openly making connnoii cause with the Bijnour rebels, whom, 
from the first, they have assisted with infonnation, &c., as also tlie prospect at first of the early arrival 
of our reinforcements, has tended, though the force here is so small, towanis rr)>ressing all liope of 
profitable rel>ellion. 

3. lately, lion'cver, several causes have tended to ]>roduce an unhealthv condition of the public 
pulse; the unavoidable delay in the arrival of any reinforcements; the reduction of the numlaer of 
troops here for supply escorts ; tlie increasing potver and organization of the rebels in Bijnour, and tlie 
excitement jiruduced by the proceedings of our officers at Mceranjiore, fkc., has produced an uiieasy 
fecling throughout tlic Mussulman population. 

a. I have received a rcnionstrancc from 'riiffiizzool llosscin, teliseldar of Haiippcr, and 
talookdur of Mceranpore, regarding the freatment of his relatives there. 1 have had to punish a 
niounshce, one of the Willaitec followers of Nowah Jnii Fishan Khan, for giving puhlicitv in one 
of the niusjids of the city, to opinions calcidatcd to lead to disturbances; and FiirtHuhSingli,(jhowdree 
of Tajpoor, states that considerable insecurity and anxiety is felt by the Hindoos of the city, from 
their dread of a rising among the Mussulman KuinbiKis. 

5. I have frequently pointed out that the presence of larger Iwdies of rebels on the opposite 
hank of the river, and the presence with them of many outlaws from this, and the neighhouring Dual) 
districts, rendered it desimlile that tlie large volume of water now running nearly to waste in liio canal, 
should not he taken from the river, hut its flood left to ficepeu the sti-eam, and thus increase the 
difficulties of crossing until such time as we entered Itohilound, or possessed a sufficient miinher of 
trtMips to line the river hank. No steps having been taken by the eanal authorities in the matter, 
tlie difficulty of preventing raids and forays from Bijnour, lias been much increased, and forils created, 
which were unknown before the drain from the river by the canal. Tlie mailer will he equally urgent 
when our army enters Itohilciind, and it beeonics necessary to watch the river hanks, to |ircvctit the 
passage through tlie Onali of parlies of flying rebels. 

ti. The time has now passed for nnticipiiting any very lenglheiied disorder from a Mtissulinun 
rising; hut though it may he nqiidly quciieiicd, it would he at some cost to Goverimicnl, while its 
prevention is eom|>iiratively easy ; and though at present lioth sides of the river would he occupied l»y 
a force so small that its ndvunec through Bijnour and Muradahad would entail no tinaneial pressure 
on this district, and tlie cost of w'liich (lould he defrayed hy the revenue alone, which its early advance, 
would save to (ioverninent; yet, after some time, if political pathology is of any value, or worth any 
trust, we shall find the prompt advent of a very nuicli larger mmiher irn|)erativc.

I HAVE tlic honor to ucknowhulKO the receipt of vour letter, ilulcU l2Ui iiiiilitiit, forn’ardiiiK 
copy of Secretary to Governnieiil of Iiuliii's dcspateh, (Iale«i Isl December, 1857; and before acting 
on tile urilcrs vniiler aeknowlctlgnient, I trust I iniiy be perniittiHl to olfer soino explaniitiniis. 

2. Tlie second paragraph of the Seeis'tarv of (Joveriinient’s letter gives two reasons for these 
orders; first, that many ladies desire to leave N ynee 'i'al, with tlie view of proceeding to Kiighind ; and 
secondly, that the presence of Indies and children at Nynec 'I'id cndiarrasses the. niitborilies, and 
prevents any iitteiont being imole froni tins ipiarler to restore order in Itobilcinul. 

.1. With regard to the first reason, nic;; to observe that iiniiiediatcly alter the rains I made it 
known that arrangements would be made for the supply of carriage to all ladies who wishcil to go to 
Mussoorie, and it was further made known that utter the end of November no ladies could travel 
across the hills without great diliicnily. Several ladies diil go by the. lull route, to Mussoorie in 
October and November, and nil who rem.iined had then the op|ioi't<mily of going, 'I'liose who 
remained have done so because they were imt tlesirmis of going across the hills. 1 liinl that two or 
three families who intend going fo Kiighmd, are now willing to go to Mussoorie if their e\pense.s are. 
paid, but all the other ladies are decidedly arerse to .such a nnivc, as it involves the rclimpiishment of 
comfortable houses, for the rent of whii h they Inive made themselves responsible, and entails the 
c.xpensc of hiring other houses at .Mussooiie, where the rent is most u.sorbilaiit, and aeeommudulion 
very scarce. 

■1. Ill the third paragraph of the Secretary to (joverunient's ilespaleh, llwre is this proviso to the 
FNeeution of the order, that the journey can be safely undertaken. 'I'here are many ladies at this 
station who.se state ot health wonld ahsolutely not allow of such a journey, while for all ladies and 
children, in the absence of can)|i cipiipage, the journey is not easy in the ino.st favourable season. In 
the depth of winter, with the ehanee of being snowed n]i, and prevented crossing soim; of the high 
ranges for days, no gciillcman would willingly atteni))t the journey, and unless iliere were an orgeni 
necessity, it would be cruelty to e.spo.se ladies and ehildieii to the Intrdships to be aotieijialed between 
this and Mussoorie. In additiiai to this objeelion, the bill people of some parts of ibe distiiet tlirougli 
whicb the Mussoorie roiul passes, have all gone down to the forests at the loot of tlie hills (the Hliabiir); 
It would be almost impossible to procure coolies between this ami Dwara tiorly mile.s). 

.■>. With referenee to the second reason referred to, I beg respectfully to submit for the infoniiation 
of the tiovernor-dciieral, that the natural defences of Njm-e'l'.d .are so strong, that the women and 
ehildreii are safer there than at .Mussooiie. 'I'he slalioii <'an only be approaelied from the plains by 
two narrow passes, wliieh ran be defended b\ a liaiidlid of men witb no olbi'r weapons than stones; 
ami although the Hareilly rebel ebief b.is, during lb<! last sis months, sent armies of .'hUiK) to 
men to destroy the Kuropeans in Kmnaon, these rebels have never been able- to enter the oul.side pass, 
which was defended bv the police biirkundair/,e.s only, and that point was eleven mill's dislanl liom 
NynccTal. The bill people of Knmaoii bate no syiiipalliy with the lelicls ol the plidin, and were 
ulwavs ready to assist in (lefending ‘.be passes against any nlieiii|il Ibe lebels could lia\c made, but now 
there i.s no danger to be anticipated, pertrel eoididniee bus been islablisbed all over the Kimiaoii bills, 
tliousaiids of the. inhabitants lia\e resorted to the Hbabiir, wbieh is in fact iicenpied by the hill people, 
and the rebels have even de.scrteil ihtir Turrai haiinls. Under siieli eirennistaoees the removal of all Ibn 
women and children would disluib the jireseiit i|niel, and create a panic liiiougliont the district, as 
well as a great deal of disgust if the iidiabilants weie tube '.eized as looln,, and enmjielied to cany 
loads beyond their usual limits, which would be ubwdulely necessary in the desritcd parts above, 
alluded to. 

6. The only military force in Kuinaon available tor sei-.li'c. is the titilli regiment,and they are 

not employed, because the Chief Coniniissioner prohibited ant adtaiiee being made on lloliileuiid, and 
directed me to confine niy onemtions to the Hliabur. I bate full po.ssessnm of the forests (twelve 
miles broad) at the fool ol tlie bills, and I sindl imiiiediately proceed to the Turrai to restore ordi r 
in those Pergunnahs, only now placed muler my charge. As regards the Kum.ton hills, tbu 
66th Regiment has long been available ; I don't retpiire it to.protect Nynce Tal or any other station. 
The levies now being instructed are quite strong enough to give perfect security to the bills, and the 
women and children at Nynec. T.nl need not detain the 66th a day in this distrait. • 

7. I dare saf the removal of the 66th will create uneasiness in the miiiils of a few alarmists (well 
known at Nynce Tal; who imagine themselves in danger if flio\ hear of a few weavers ordered by 
Khan Bahadoor Khan to proceed to Bareilly, but these may go to ,VIu«»oorie if they chouse, and iieetl 
not be taken into consideration at all. 

B. If restoration of order in Oude and Uohilcund drive* the rebels in nurabeis to the Turrai and 
furesta, tlie OOtb regiment may be required, because it would be must undesirable that such dangerous 
characters riiould M allowed to establish themselves in these unhealthy localities, where our troops 
could not act against them in the unhealthy season, and from wliich nlace, by making long marches, 
tliey could keep the norUtem parts of Koliilcund in constant alarm, If the inhabitant* of the Turrui

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l)c |)r()pc^^■ riiatin!{C(l and assisted with iruops, all rebels that seek for safety in the forests of Turrai 
jungles, mil'll) be destroyed before the iinhcalthv season commeiiees. Under the circumstances afcove 
dctailprl, I li<»pe tha (Iliicf Commissioner will fiold me excused for not giving immediate effect to the 
orders of the (iovernor-General, and that I may be favored with further instruction. .

IN reply to your letter of yesterdaj’s date, informing me that you had recciverl a communication 
from (loveniment desiring you to send all the ladies from Nynce 'I’al to Muss'oorie, as their presence 
hampered tlic authorities and prevented the movement <if troops, 1 would observe that siieh orders 
must have been issued from ignorance of our real position, and I shall feel obliged by your faruring 
me with a copy of the letter in question, ns I consider it my duty to ]>rotent against such a movement, 
as well with icfcrcnee to the season of the year, whieli renders it iiiijiossible, as to the total absence 
of all necessity for it. 

On the 12th instant, I reported to Major-Oetieral Penny, C.B.. commanding the Meerut division, 
under whose ortlers this force is, its exact strength and position, n.y readiness to move at the shortest 
notice, and the e<im|>lete security of Nvnee 'I'al. 'J'he .Major-fleneral is thus fully .aware of our 
position, and that the troops are free to act as ni.iy he directed ; on the Kith instatit, 1 also sent a 
siniilar report to his Kxceiicncy the Cummandcr-in-ehief, who is also aware that the troops are 
available should he think their movement desirable. 

'I'he force at ])resent utider my command is, as you are aware, insuflicient to udvanee on Bareilly, 
and the (.'liief Commissioner’s letter to your address, a copy of which you forwarded me, distinctly 
stated that no operations were to ire undertaken, for the ])resenl, beyond the Bhabur. Kor operations 
within the Bhabur, the troops have been held in readiness since the 1st of the month. And 
Mr. Alexander, the Continissioiicr of Kohileund, ex|)ressly stiites, without reforenee to the safety 
of Nynce Tal, that he considered it impolitic for the present to make a move on the Turrai 
Pergunnahs. You have given him to understand that Uudurpoie, Baharec, and other villages within 
that circle are free from rebels, and uithout any reference uhatever to the ladies and children, who in 
no way hamper my movement. 1 consider, witli rny present force, it would be worse than imprudent 
to venture further till u force with which wc can cu'operate enters Kohileund.

WITH reference to iny letter of 11th Novemher, relative to the meana to he adopted for 
protecting the (Jovernment against the loss likclv to ensue from the use of the large (piaiitily of 
stamped paper, plundered during the rebellion, anif your reply, dated the '.'fith idem, 1 inn direeled to 
submit, for the eonsiilcratioii of the (tovernor-ticne.ral in (Vnincil, that the I.ieiitemini (iovernor is 
disposed to doubt the legality of the proposed rules and R, also wlietlier rule 7 does not, ns it is 
worilod, overstep the limits of a dir'etting order of the E-xismtivc (iovernment. 

2. The Lieutenant-Oovernor believes Kcgtilalion X of 1H2!» is the only law on the soliject. 
Under seetion IV of that regulation he docs not doubt that (Joverntiient has the power to order, as 
in rule I, all un-sold stamped papers to lie authenticated in future, unless they hear a distinguishing 
mark ; and probably paper proved to have been sohl after the issue of the order, would under that 
section, be invalid. But he docs not see- that this section empowers (iovernnieiit. to call in stamped 
papers already sold, or to proclaim such papers which were regular and valid when sohl, to Ik- invalid 
now. Nor can he see any other part of the regulation which gives this |)owcr to (Iovernment. This 
doubt cuually applies to the order for the confiscation of unauthenticated stamped paper. 

3. in the corresponding case of calling in an old currency, a law would, the Lieutenant-Governor 

K resumes, certainly be necessary in India, wiiere the currency, like statnpeii pajiers, depends upon 
■gal sanction, ^o* in England, a formal proclamation by the t'rown is iieceasary for calling in or 
crying down currency, and an Act of Parliament is not there nciressary only because the coinage is e 
Royal privilege. 

4. Rule G declares that certain documents shall not be valid unless these rules have licen observed. 
But unless the Executive Government has lawful authority to enforce these rules, 1 apprehend that 
the courts, who must judge according to law in the cases coming liefore them, will nut be able to 
recognize the rule as binding on them. The question of the validity of a dticui/ient is purely a legal 
question, to be decided by the courts of justice in India in the first instance, and in last resort Vy Ute 
Privy Council. 
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!). The Lieutenant-Governor has no douht of the propriety of punishing all who have any guilt)' 
concern in tlie plunder or appropriation of stolen stamps, with the utmost rigor. But as what is or 
is not evidence of a ])articukr offence, is always either a question for a court to decide with reference 
to the law of evidence, or for a jury, or a judge acting as a jury, to decide on his own conscience and 
common sense, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks rule 7, wliich states that the possession of stamped , 
paper, of which a satisfactory account cannot lie given, shall he evidence of rebellion, may be modified 
in its terms with advantage. Tlicre are many cases in which such possession may W conceived to be 
evidence of other offences, such, for example. Os of knowingly receiving stolen property, and some 
cases in which it can be conceived ns evidence of no offence whatever, in which, of course, it could 
be no evidence of rebellion. In the same view the Lieutenant-Governor doubts how far it is strictly 
correct in point of law, to make the possession of anythin" penal, merely by an order of the Executive 
(ioveriiiiicnt. This doubt about rule 7, however, is purely in relation to its wording: for he uisder- 
stands the meaning to be that the law should be enforced in these cases, with the utmost rigor, which 
is a principle that cannot be questioned. 

0. On the whole, therefore, with reference to my letter above referred to, the Lieutenant-Governor 
is still of opinion that legislation on tliis subject is necessary.

2, We forwanl copy of a report furnished hy the Govorninent of the Xorlh-WoKtern 
Provinces, regarding nn inroad made by the Bignore iiuiurgeiits, on the canal works at 
Myaporc, and the complete defeat of the rebels by a small jmrty commaiidcfl hy Captain 
H. ifoisragon. 

3. We also forward copy of a rejmrt by the Magistrate of .\llahabFid,bn an cxficdit^n 
undertaken by Brigadier (.'aropboll against the village of Koron, sonie of iho inlinbitanta 
of which were known to have attempted (o throw carringcK off the rail, bv jilacing chairs 

' C H 2 
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on the tramway. The inhabitants escaped chastisement by flight, but the village was 

destroyed. - u i 

4. You will farther observe two despatches from the Government of Bengal, con¬ 
taining reports of the successful operations against the mutineers of the 34th Native 
Infantry, in the jungles of Cachar ; and against the rebels at .4nnajoora and Paklikole in 
the Cuttack district, subsequently to the repulse of Captain Woodbridge*jl detachment, 
in which that oflicer was killed. 

6. With advertence to the 9£h paragraph of our letter dated the 22nd January last, 
we are glad to state that Captain Osljonie, the Political Agent at Bewah, hw reported, 
after inquiry, that he docs not believe that the late rebellious proceedings of the 
Bingoowlee B^ah received any countenance from the Bajah of Bewah. 

0. Referring to the correspondence inclosed in our letter dated the 23rd September, 
1867, respecting the alleged misconduct of the thannadar of Ooseeah, zillah Ghazeepore, 
in taunting some of tin; men of the G6th Regiment Native Infantry, about their fidelity 
to the State, we forward copy of a communication from the late Government of the 
Central Provinces, dated 28th January last, showing that the thannadar has been 
acquitted of the charge. 

7. We i)cg to* draw your attention to a despatch from the Government of the 
NortloWestern Provinces, containing a eominunication from the Board of Revenue, 
explanatory of that portion of the memorandum issued by the Board, under date the 
31st July, 1867, and noticed in paragraphs 13 to IG of our letter dated 10th December 
last, which relates to the re-employment of former native officials on the reintroduclion 
of revenue atlministraticm of disturbed districts. 

8. The late Chief Commissioner of the North-Western Provinces communicated to 
us copy of a correspondence with his Excellency the Commander-in-chief, on the subject 
of the propriety of military officers, commanding detachments of troops, acting in concert 
with the civil officers of Government in matters not purely military, and in cases 
affecting local interests. The correspondence, which did not appear to us to call for 
any remark, will be found iti the collection. 

9. There will also he found in the collection a return, showing the names of Euro¬ 
peans killed and wounded in the Goruckpore district, and in the districts of Gonda and 
Baraitch, in Oude. 

10. There will likewise be found a correspondence with the Government of the 
North-Western Provinces, regarding the arrangements to be made for the accommodation' 
of the civil officers at Agra. 

11. Lastly, wo beg to draw your attention to our Secretary’s letter dated 12th 
instant, to the Acting Superintendent of Marine, showing the arrangements that have 
been made for the despatch of the 47th and 65th Regiments of Native Infantry to 
China. 

12. We forward, as usual, some other correspondence on matters of minor importance, 
which call for no special notice in this letter.

1 HAVE the honor to report that I proceeded to Muiiglour on tin- evening of the 7lb instant, in 
progress to inspect the irrigation ir the Snd subdivision. 

About 8 p.M. on the 8th instant I heard that rebels bad crossed at the bi-sd of the canal at 
Myapore, and had done injury to our works. I was not iit first inclincirto believe ibis repori, but I 
determined at once to return to Roorkie. I did .so. and fouml that telegrapiiic rorntnunicalion with 
Myapore was closed, and that there «cre many vague rciiorls flying about flic place. 

At I A.ai. on the 9t1i instant I left Roorkie with Captain li. iioisragnn, District 8taff Officer, 
Lieutenant Thomason, Superintendent, !st siibdivisirm, and Mr. W. Pliillips, supervisor, and we 
arrived at Myapore about *.) a.u., and found 111.11 the sowars* and lieldars* nuts near the Mviipore 
regulating bricige, bad been burnt on the previous day try the rebels from the other side, as also the 
Government bungalow belonging to the Forest Department. 

It appears wat they (Uie rcl>e1sj, crossed about an hour before dai. break on the 8tb* instant, 
surprised tne^owar guard at the bridge. Iierc, took five of tbcni prisoners, with their horses, the sixth 
escaped to Jamalapore., seized Moolla Mistry, Moolas TiiidaK and twelve of the beldftr estalilislimcnt. 
burnt the sowars’lines and licldar huts, and the bungalow before mentioned. 

The telegraph signaller, Mr. Debross, on bearing the commotion, went to the bridge from the 
chokee where be had been sleeping, anil, I very much regret to add, was taken prisoner. Tim tele¬ 
graphic instruments were carried off, but no injury was done to the chokee Imyorid a few panes of glass 
broaen. 

After collecting the above information 1 crossed the dam, and proceeded to the Cbandee* Ghaut. 
I could sec nothing there but four or five men, who ran off down the bank. I found, however, that 
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the river was fordable; a man from the village of Chandee crossed in m^ presence. The water did 
not appear to be more than feet deep at the deepest part. This man informed me that die rebda 
were erieaniped in force -about one mile and a-half lower down at the Unjnee Ghaut. 1 therefore 
pmereded to reconnoitre their jmsition. 1 should state that Captain H. Boisragon, Lieutenant 
^uniasun, Mr. Melville of the civil service, were with me. After proceeding some time over the 
shingly bed of the river, and then through the thorn jungle, we suddenly came upon the main stream 
at Unjnee, and saw some 200 or 300 men armed with matchlocks. Some few 1 could distinguish 
through a telescope, had muskets, and a tent and shamianah pitched. After observing them for a few 
minutes we turned to come back; immediately on our doing so they fired a round shot {I think a 
3-pounder), and made seventl discharges of musketry. 

Nothing further occurred on the 9th. 

On the morning of this day I inspected the Bhecmghada Bund and found it in excellent 
condition. 

Alniut noon I was informed by the native agent, Sheopershaud, that the enemy were crossing 
in force opposite the lower end of Kunkhul. The force here was immediately put under arms, and 
I proceeded to the dam to reconnoitre.' 1 could see two sowars evidently feeling their way for a ford 
o]>p(isitc Kunkhul, and a large body on the inland immediately opposite. 1 sent Lieutenant Thomason 
to Captain H. Boisragon to say that I thought it would be advisable to open the dam. Immediately 
afteruards (^iptain Boisragon rode up to me and said that I might let go the water. After iratching 
the proceedings of the enemy a little time longer, and being satisfied that they were determined to 
cros'<. and tiiiit 1 might intA-cejit them in their retreat by opening the dam, I ordered this to be done. 
Mr. \V. Bliillips carried out this order most efficiently, and further dropjied the gates of the bridge. I 
rude forward anil joined the column, Goorkhas, Siklis, and two guns, which had in the mean time 
proect licit towards Kunkhul. 1 overtook them in the main street, and aerompanied them towards the 
Mnilh end of Kunkhul. A halt was then ealled, and, on turning the corner of a large masonry house, 
I saw, iihout L’OO yards otf, in the bed of the river on this side, a body of cavalry and infantry and 
three elciihants, evidently carrying the leaders of the invading party, and a number of cavalry and 
infantry behind fording. The guns were at uiicc called to the point and ojiciicd fire, and the Gourkhos, 
most jiidieiously moved to the right by Lieutenant T. Boisragon, to attack them in flank. After one 
nr two discharges from the guns thc«enemy wavered and turned, and the Sikhs were led to the charge 
by Captain II. Boisragon, and the (ioorkhas having come up on the right the discomfiture and defeat 
of the rebels was most complete. 

'I'he heiiefieial effects of opening tlic dam began now to he felt. What hut a few minutes before 
liad been easily forthihlc was now impassable, except by men who could swim ; many of these were 
shot, and the others were drowned. I estimate the loss of the enemy at certainly not less than fifty, 
independently of those who were drowned. 

I beg to bring to your special notice tlic conduct of Sheopershaud, native agent, who brought us 
the timely information that enabled us to move down and completely frustrate the designs of the 
enemy, and inflict a severe loss upon them.

J IfAVK the honor to forward, for llie inforinalion of the Chief Coniiiiissioner, a rc|)ort in 
original fiom Captain H. Druminond, Superintendent, Northern Division, Ganges Canal, of an inroad 
by the Bijnore. insurgents on the canal works at Mvapoie. The extent of damage dune, is in itself 
iminip. riant; but 1 sincerely lament the mishap of Mr. Duliross, the head mistri moollah (a most 
(.uicrgilie and excellent man), and other canal servants, in having been taken prisoners. None have 
been iitlierwise injured, us I learn from one of the party who escaped a day or two ago. 

2. The. insurgents having repeated their attempt on the lOtli instant, were gallantly met and 
completely overthrown by the small detuehiiicnt, as per margin,* which under niy general instructions 
had het n sent to Myapore.‘by Captain Read commanding at Roorkcc. The conduct of Captain 
Boisragon. who, as senior ofliccr present, commanded the party, of Cajitain Drummond, Lieutenant 
'I'lico. I'oisrugun, cominanding the infantry. Lieutenant R. St. George, nmnnanding. the two guns 
manned l>y students of the Tboma.son College, Lieutenant Thomason, Deputy Superintenderit, Ganges 
Ciuud. ului had charge of the party of 1st Punjnuh Cavalrj', and of Mr. Melville, civil service, who 
volunteered his services on the occasion and commanded a party of Sikh infantry, and of all the native

50 Sikhs; 10 h.uio\H<ans, Stnilviits,Tliouiason College ; i’O 1st PunjanbCavalry Sowars; "2 0-pouqdor guns. 
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officers and men of the deUchment deserve my cordint approbation, and I have jreat pleasure in 
bringing it to the notice of the Chief Commissioner. 

S. The opening of the Myapore dam under Mr. Su| 7 crvisor Phillips* charge was a most efieotiTe 
expedient, and added very materially to the confusion and loss of the enemy. ,Tlie latest accounts 
from the camp of tlie insurgents make the loss much more serious than was first supposed, 4(XK being 
said to have perished in the action or by drowning in the retreat. The effect of this success will be 
very reassuring in the neighbourhood, and will probably prevent, for the present, at any rate, any 
further attempts to penetrate our own districts. 

4. Native Agent Sheopershnud, of the Ganges Canal, has been rewarded at oner for his activity 
in bringing intelligence of the enemy’s movements. It is unsatisfactory to Iw obliged to add, that 
though the passage of the enemy took place in full view of the people and police at Kunkliul, no 
information whatever was sent by either to Captain Doisragon. 1 he conduct of the police is under 
investigation by the Magistrate, who will, doubtless, punish them as they deserve. 

5. The general agitation along the Ganges front has materially increased of late. While the 
incursions above referred to were taking place near lliirdwar, an almost simultaneous inroad bad lieen 
made at Meeranpore, in the Mosuffernuggur district, and for some time before, petty raids on 
chowkees or out-posts had been occurring. The cause 1 believe to be that fugitive mutineers from 
the southward are finding tlicir way in larger numbers than before, into the Ilijnore district. Both at 
Kunkhiil and Meerunpore, the extremities of the line under my charge,-the invading parties were 
clearly seen to have both regular infantry and cavalry among them. The sole |)eriiiaiient remedy for 
such a state of things seems to me to be the occupation of tlie left bank of the river, and until this 
can lie done, I am prepared to find these isoIntea incursions pcraisied in by the insurgents, whose 
general oliject seems to be to avoid any collision witli tlic troops, but to create feelings of alarm, want 
of confidence in the local administration, and insecurity of life and property among the pmiulation 
of the districts. I sincerely hope it may, ere long, lie practicable to put an end to ail such efforts, by 
seeking out and destroying those who arc making tliein.

I AM directed to acknowledge tlie receipt of your letter dated ICth iifltant, forwarding the 
orders of the Governor-General in Council, dated 27th November last, with the remarks of the 
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Lieutenant-Governor, Central Proviiicea, on paragraphs 3 to 5 of the memorandum dated Slat July, 
on tiie re-introduction of revenue adininUtration, which was approved and iMued by this Gowemment 
on the ii9th September iMt. 

!t. The principles laid down by the Lieutenant-Governor have been embodied in a Circular, which 
the Board propose to issue. 

3. They submit that these principles arc in no respect, excepting in greater fulness of enundatioti, 
different from the principles of the memorandum. It certainly was never intended that the the oiw 
probandi in establishing the disaffection of any susjicctcd nfiicial, should be thrown upon the district 
officer. And the Board are well assured that the practice in these provinces has oeen strictly in 
accordance witii tliia viay. 

4. The expression singled out by tlie Lieutenant-Governor, Central Provinces, of ** displaying no 
trcnsonahle or suspicious conduct,” had reference to tlie behaviour of fugitive officials at their' homes, 
not to their conduct at their posts. The Board sup|K)sed the case of an official obliged to retire in 
the face of the insurgents, and to proceed, “ witli uniilcmished reputation,” to his home. In addidoii 
to this, it was mentioned, as a condition of re-ciupluyment, that he should " subsequently have 
displayed no treasonable or suspicious conduct.” The omission of the word " subsequently” in the 
quotation made in iiaragraph .'i of remarks by the J^icutenant-Governor, is unfortunate. The condition 
of non-displuy of truBSonah|e or suspicious conduct thus appears in his address, as if it were the only 
condition tliu Board reouired in regard of the public behaviour of fugitive officers, whereas it had no 
reference to their official conduct ut all. 

5. The Board utterly rcjiudiute tiic imputation of being in any way disposed to make the punish- 
ment of disaScction, or slackness in the service of Government during the late crisis, bend to motives 
of expediency in the adininistratiun of the country, and, as a matter of simple justice, request that Uiia 
explanation may be submitted for the consideration of the Governor-General.

MR. MUIR and I have been in eonsultation on the Nuhjc«;t of civil officers at Agra for the 
approaching season. 

A map has Iteeii preparcrl of Agra am' its environs to illustrate the subiect. 

It has alu'ays appeared to me questionable, if, ainid.st other changes, that of the line of railway 
irould not be one, and 1 now understand iliat it h,-is 1>een definitively deterinineii that the lims ahail pass 
up the centre of the Doab. 

lliis appears to lie quite conclusive in favor of the determination of coneciitraliiig Uie publiu 
offices in proximity to the caiitonmcnts. 

1 consider it to lie impracticable to make the fort, even as a temporary arrangement, the, receptacle 
of civil offices, the Treasury excepted, and in due eiurse I trust this, us fornicrly, will lie only tiscrl aa 
a dep6t of the balk of the public treasure, tbe office of public business lieing as heretofore at the 
Collector’s office. 

There can tie no doubt that tbe Magistrate and Collector’s office is well situated within easy 
distance of die fort and of cantonments. Its removal is unnecessary and incxjiedieut. 'I'be assay office 
adjoining is weU situated aa the office of the Ilusoor lehscel. 

Temporary provision can be made Imth for the Sudder Board and Court in the building known 
and named as the ** Mofussditc Press.” It has been restored, valued by Major Maclcod, and offered 
to the Government for 12,000 rupees, and I would advise its purchase, of which 1 have oTitained 
the refusaL 

Agra will, I apprehend, be permanently the head-quarters of a Judge and Commusioner. 'Hiese 

51 
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offices, tcmporBrtly, cait be accommodated at small outlay in adjoining bungalows, and eventually occupy 
the building above mention, when the Sudder offices mentioned remove to Allahabad. 

The pro]KiKed arrangement admits of being promptly carried out lieforc the hot winds set in, and 
I advise a decision without delay. 

As to public offices in the fort, it must be remeuilicrcd that u very large establishment must be 
employed in supplying copies to all districts, except in the Benares division, of the only records 
cnnnceled w ith land and assessment, and rights founded on (Government receipts. There must neces¬ 
sarily be a large number of copyists, native as well as Hast Indian, and the public attendance on the 
Boanl’s i>fficc will be large. 'I'lie restrictions of admission into the fort cannot wholly be relaxed, anil 
elTeetual transaction ofsbusinevs is simply impossible uliilc such restrictions obtain. 

Besides, too, I nppreiieiul it to he safe Vi conclude that the occupation of the fort will necessarily 
be required by military (IctHcbmciils, or by persons engaged in military departments. 

Under these eircumstanees, I advocate the purchase at once of the '* Mofussilite Press,” as the 
owner will not icnt it on any terms, and the removal of the Sudder offices to it as soon as practicable. 
Measures can be taken to make rwo <ir three adjacent bungalows hahitnhlc for other offices, and the 
aid of the Piddle Works Department is not necessary. It can he done by native contractors, under 
•upcrintendcnce of civil officers. *

IN lejdy to your letter of the 17th October 1 have the liiumr to siibniit the report of Mr. Bax, 
Ofliriiitiiig .Magistrate, with original evidence. 

2. 1 do not think Mr. Bax’s staleinent, ns to the thniinnd.'ir’s having been ])rcjii(iiced ainl bought 
O'er by the other party, is in the least borne ont. Kven (‘luindun I’ninic, naick, the plniotiff,dues not 
iiisinnulu such a suspicion. He and :inolh(.r ihoidc (Uhiilro I’ntnlc), living in the sitiin; village,had a 
dispute as to their respective right to the services of ccruin Chuniars in their village; they both went 
to the ihannah in the evening, in the fust inontb of Ramzan, just ns the thann.'idar vvns cutting up a 
melon for himself and son to dine after their day’s fasting. He was naturally im]wticnt at being 
interrupted, at such a time, with n frivoloii.s dispute in which he had no jurisdiction, and told them 
to complain to the Magi.stratc, noting the occunence in his diary. I think it very lihcly that iic did 
tell t'hundun I’undc to ^alnaln t'> his cartouche, and not to him, as a way of telling him to att'od to 
bis own busioe.ss, ns a soldier, and not bother the thannadar, at nn.scasoiiahle hour.s, " ith a frivolous 
dispute, about Chuniar's services. 'I'lie taunt was not nhout fidelity to the State, but nboiU the 
hypocrisy of pretending caste seriijdes to a rsirtridge, whieli every mutineer has been only ten glad to 
use wli'never he got a ehuncc. 'I he thaiiiindar ought not to have taunted at all; but the taunt was 
lint intended, 1 fully believe, in the light in which the eominandiiig oflieer lias taken it up, who is 
singular in his opinion of the ‘‘ unswerving fidelity” of the sejKiys. 

.3. I would, Iberefove, reeouimrnd that the thannadar, who has iinlfurndy behaved well during 
tlie dislurbanees, should at once be reinstated.

Jlenarcs, November (!, 1857. 

IN aec'ordnncc with the instructions conveyed in a letter from the Secretary to Government, 
Central Provitices, to your address, dated 17th October, 1857, I have the honor to submit the 
following report. 

2. Having called upon Colonel Bush to specify the eases on which be grounded his complaint, 
lliat oHieer brought twv> to my notice, and I susjicnded the thannadar. One of the. eases, viz., MouIaU 
Huksli Klian versus Thnnmuhir, luiviiig h-eeii already decided by my jiredceessor, I have simply to 
slate the result, viz,, tlint it was (lisInis^e(I for vvant of any evidence .at ail beyond the Statement of 
the plaintijr, lie having been called on more llinn once to priKluce his witnesses. ’ 

3. With regiml to tlie second case, viz., Naick Cliundun Pnndcy,Caih Regiment, Native Infantry, 
versus Thannadar, tiie facts arc tlicsu in tlie plaintitV’.s own words, iMU'ked up by one witness, and the 
truth of vvhicli 1 have no reason to doubt. He (the plaintiff) was about to prefer a complaint at the 
tlinnnab agniiisl iiiiotber party. His advcr.sary got the start of him, went to the thannadar, and 
preiudiecd him against tlic pliiintiff; on his arrival at the thnnnah, he went inside the liuilding, and, 
making his salaam was about to relate bis griev.anec. Tlie thannadar told him, tliat he was busy, that 
he need not suluam to him, but go and salaam to tlie cartridges.” This was all ‘ that pas.sed, and I 
believe it to be substantially correct. It now only remains for me, in the first place, to analyze the 
motives of tlic fbaiiimdnr in .saying what lie did; secondly, the motives that induecd tlic scjviy to tell 
ills roniinnnding officer 'if wliai had passed. 

Willi regard t'l the first, I am inclined to think that tlie thannadar did not taunt the man wiih 
the iiiteiition of ineitiiig liim to nintiiiy; he was probably bought over liv ti.e opp.o i'e party, and 
when the plwuitiil presented himself, fie toUl him to go nlmut his business, using, howetcr, the 
eontemptiioiis words above stated, which lie wa.s rash mioiigh to utter. The policy of ids using these 
Words at that crisis ■was exceedingly doubtful, and especially dangerous to binisclf, and I tliink, under 
the cireiimstuiicc.s, ascessively thoughtless and foolish, for the eonsrqucnces would have fallen on his 
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own head first of all; he was a native, aton^ amidat a population of sepoys (for the village of Ooteeali 
is principally inhabited by sepovs). 1 think, therefore, that the word taunt, with tho intention of 
inciting to mutiny is scareely applii^le to the present case. 

With regard to the secoiid'point, f think we should not hove heard anything almut tho cartridges 
from the plaintiff, had not the fact of his adversary having gut the Itctlcr of him with the thannadar, 
rankled in Ifis mind. I think the result of bis nrivate quarrel was the ground work of his comjdaiiit 
to the colonel, ai^ it made a good story jtist at tliat time. 

W'ith regard to the puniahmeiit of the tliannndur, I uin of opinion that his general behaviour waa 
uniformly good all through tho disturbances ; when the whole country won disorganised around, and 
even this district, north of the Ganges, his own part of tlic twintry uluno, remained perfectly quiet; 
he liaa apprabended several 8C])oys, and 1 fully believe he has no fear. To hung a man for expreaaing 
his contempt for the sepoy mutiny, which was really in everylxHly's thuiiglits (in other words, hit 
loyalty), seems a hard punishment when connected with his liehaviuur throughout the whole affair. 

I think, however, for the present, in connection witli this ease, it is mure prudent to remove him from 
that port of the country. I have, &c.

State, I liave the honor, hy direetiun of the l.leiitenant-fiovernur, Ceiitrul Pmvinees, to eoiivry to you 
the following remarks and orders on the ease. 

2 . It ap|)rars liiat rliurges were ]ireferred against the thaiina<lar in two disiinet rases. In one 
of tl^em, that of Moulah lliiksh versos Tliaiiiiadar, the eomphiinant having failed to protiuee a single 
witness, although more than oiiee ealled upon to do so, the Magistrate dismissed the ease. 

If. In regard to the. seeoiul ease, that of N’aieh Cliundun I’ainley versus ThaimHd.vr, the Lieutonant- 
(Joveriior observes, tlial the inquiry was not eondueted so scuieliiiigly as it might, have been, and he 
is not absolutely satisfied cd the tnilli of the eompluint. 

I. The wiiole case tuins upon the (piestion, wliethor the lhannadar did say to the sepoy, “Salaam 
to your eariridgesand. if .sc. with what motive he gave nlUiiaiu'e to those winds, and what inlerpre- 
tatioii should be ]>nl n|inn ibem. • 

,\ssuming the fait as alleged, that the lliamiaihir luldri'ssed tlie eomphiinant in the manner 
stated, still the l.ii-utenunl>(iovenior is of opinion that the thannadar was innoei-nt of the iiitentiuu 
imputed to him, of tampering with the sepoy’s loially. 

0. 'riie sepoy ileelares tlial the words were spoken m order to funi|ier with his loyalty, or, as he 
i.xpresse.s it,'* that the Nawalj's reign might eoineiiiiil also adinii'., ihul be was Unnnyed by tho 
.sjieei-h. Dot when he is asked the pertinent ipiestion. “ If sueh was the llinnniidur’s intent, aliuuld 
hr not rather have tried to .seduce you than olieml you, as be ueliially did i" All he eun answer ia, 
“ 1 really caimot say.” 

7 . f'linsldering, moreover, that the tbaonudar's eliuraeter anil eonduut sinee the outbreak seem 
quite at variance with tlie imputations made against him, and that he has apprehended and brought 
to justice scs'eral mutinous sejioys, the t<icutei)ant*(Governor is eonvineeil that the tlmimailar ia 
iniiueent of thi; imputed intention, and that the sepoy is not to be believed in milking that impu» 
tation, even thmigh he may tiuly relate the words spoken on the oeeaNion. 

H. That the words in qiiestiuii may have been spiiken by the tbannailur is not unlikely, but if so, 
it is not made out that they were designed to be aiiytliiiig beyond an olirnsive piece of abuse. It waa 
the time of the Knmzaii, and tlie thannadar anil liis son were alinul breaking their fast, when the 
sepoy came up. The thanimilar vented his atmoyunec at the iiiterrnplion, by saying, native-like, 
tlic most nfrni.sive tliing.s he i-iiuld think of at tiir inoriicnt in leirn 'iie to WI41I he lliiiuglit tlic 
tciuierest i-nint of the pir.‘ori ho addressed. 

!). It must further he ren embered, that these oreurreiiees took place on the hflh May, when llic 
outbreak at .Meerut could nut Ituve been known at (ihasicejiore, ami ei/inri|uently the iilligeil oInioxiuuK 
.spereh einilil not possess the significance then that might attaefi li, if now. 

10 . On the wliolc, the J.icutrnant-Wovirnor aequits the tiiannadar of Ooseeah of the charge 
preferred ngi.inst him. and direct* that he ni.ty he permitted to return to duly.

I llAVK the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated I llh instant, and in reply to 
re,port as follows :— 

2. .\ttcinpts hud been twice iimde to throw carriages off tlic rail, l)y placing chairs on the tram¬ 
way near Sirathoo, and Brigadier t’aiiip))ell considered it iieees-,arv, with .Mr. Cliestcr’s concurrence, to 
punish for thu.se utte.mptcd intcrru[itions to eoiiniuiiiieatioii with (^iwnpore. 

H. The Sirathoo Mussuhnans, on the outbreak, Iruriit the railway houses and station, and, after 
restoration of authority in Allahabad, joini'd llunimnian, Ac., zemindars of Koron. They used 
frutjuciitly to return at night to Siiatiioo, for a few hours, and I was pretty certain that 
the rebels at Kuroii were the eriminals. Sirathoo itself was burnt that it might not afford 
shelter to the rebels who owned the Iioiiscs there, and this expedition taken agaiu.st the rebels 
themselves. 

4. They escaped chostiscnicnt by flight, but their stronghold at Koron has been de.stroycd, and 
the opportunity wa* taken to remove treasury collections from Munjhunitore to the Sudder station, 
which were detained at the tehsuelec, in con.scquence of this band being on the road. 

5. After the attack made on tlicm, llnnoonian and his party reiir€*d to Mongree, a village on 
the border of Futlehpore, and sub.sequently to Dhirawul, wdiich is on the. banks of the Jumna. 
The Kurni Pcrgumiah has been in a great measure liberated in consequence, and the rebels have 
not since attempted collecting revenue’ from the peaceably disposed zemindars, whieh they did 
practise before.

RFiPERRlNG to your letter of IHth instant, I have the honor to inform you that 1 abstained 
from giving an opinion till I had made minute, inquiries on the subject. 

From what I have been able to learn, 1 do not believe the Singrowlce Rajah has received assistance 
from the Rewah Rajah. I am also inclined to lielicve, from the information of my emissaries, that the 
Siiigrowlcc chief has many moregun.s than the two mentioned. 

It. is highly probable that sonicof the disaffcctetl may have joined the Singrowlce chief, but 1 cannot 
discover any sirdars who have joineil him, nor do I think it |)robahle they would, as those that have left 
have taken servin' in Bundlecund, where the chiefs arc better aide to nay. I can discover no trace of 
guns having left the Rewah territory for Singrowlec, and I do not believe it. The Singrowlee Rajah 
is one of the Rewah zemindars, and, like most of them, not very obedient j and I believe he took 
nib anlage of the order to raise men to defend the Rewah frontier to wage a war on his own account. I 
am still prosecuting ray inquiries, and should I hear anything new, will immediately report it to 
(lovcrmncnt.

I DO mysolf U»e honor to submit herewith, ft>r the informstioii of the Government, an original 
report of Captain H. B. Stevens, commanding tlie Sylliet Liglit InfaiUrt’ Irattalion, upon a vary 
spirited and suceessAil attack made on the 12th instant hr the force under his command on the 
'mutineers of the 3 Uli Uegiment of Native Infantry, who liad taken up a position ih some villages 
between Sin^rbund and Binnacundy in Cuolmr, with the intention of attacking and plundering 
Luckipure, with the assistunev of some ill-dis]K>sed refugee Munnepurc princes. 

2. This affair apiiears to have been very well conducted, and the men of the Sylhet battalion 
behaved with their usual gallantry o'l this ocension. 

3. 1 take this opportunity of brinaing to the favourable notice of the (Jovemment the aealous and 
intelligent services rendered by Mr. .\.ssisiant Surgeon Shircorc% who lias been in the field with the 
troops since the mutineers entered Cacliar: the Intelligence Department has liecn entrusted to him, 
and it is in a great measure owing to his very praiseworthy and hihtiriotm exertions that the military 
force has been so siireessful in tindiiig the mutineers in tlic dense jungles in whicli they hare iMieii 
hiding themselves for so long. 

■t. Afti'r this emsiunter of the I'itli insiniit, the mutineers seem to have divided info two separate 
parties of about thirty or forty eueh ; one party npjicnrs to have gone into the jinigleH almost due 
soutli, the other party is reported to have concenled itself in the very heavy jungles not far from 
Binnacundy. 

.j. Lust night I rceeiveil ii'dciiii'oflieial intimation that Captain Stevens hud aueecedod on (he 
22ni1 instiint in surprising, apparently, the latter |>arl.y whilst they were ciHiking in the jnngles ; ten 
of the mutineers were eoiinlcd ilead on (lie tield. and iiiaiiv of those who etfeeled their eseit|ie must 
have heen wouiideil ; twenty luuskels and some baggage were taken, hut no money was found. 

»i. 'I'he Superiiileiideiit of Caeliar lias infurmed me tlnil “ Marijihow," n Kookie ehief, who has 
been pailieuhiil\ active and xeulou.s in tracing and ntlaeking the niiilineers, killed four of them on (he 
21sr instant, am! again eight on the 22nd idem; on the last oeeasion, he brought in the red coats, 
arms, and ueeoutrenients of the eiglit men who had heen killed hy Ins followers. 

7. On the 2:iiid instiiiil. the tinops of the Miiiinepnre Kiijali seixed live of the inutiiieers, who 
were inaie' over to the ennimniidiiig (.Ilieer of tlie .Sylliet hiitluliim, and shot. 

•S. \ii( more tliaii forty or fifty of the inutiiieers can In' now left, and these an divided into two 
parties, nhieh are endeavouring toeseapein ditl'erent direelioiis; several of tliesa must he without 
arms. If they leniaiii in the j'liigles uhere they were last ,s«cn, they must die of slarvnlion ; if they 
come out for food they will be destroyed by (be military forec wliieli is wailing for tliein on the 
routines of the jungles; ami if they break, up and disperse, they will lie either killed or ea])lured by 
the Kookies and the villagers. 

9. Ill niy opinion, nothing more is to he apprehended from the (Miittagoiig mtiline.ers, ninl the 
F.uropeaii and natire olfieers and men of the Sylliet Light Infantry hallidion who have cheerfully 
undergone iniieli privation and espnsure in the jungles, seem In lie deserving of great ereilit for 
having so ihoroiighlv defeated and punished these traitors.

I II.VVE the honor to report for your infurmation, lliat the mutineers of the .'Mth Native 
liifi.ntry were attacked and dispersed on the 12th instant, hy the force under my eoiniiiatid. 1 would 
beg tf> state (hat the head-quarters of the battalion were deliiehed in three parlies, respeelively under 
cuminand of myself. Lieutenants Boss and Buist. Inrorniatioii reeeived from Lieutenant Uoss on 
tfie lOtii instant, viz., that a p.^rty of iiiutineers had crossed over at the pnietion of the rivers'I'l rsec and 
Barall. and eonsideruiitv eustoi tliis, indui'ed me to send Lieutenant llo.ss with his iik'ii to that jilace. 
On further inquiry, a party of mutineers niiiiilM;riiig twenty had certainly erosseil. but west of the above 
place. Lieutenant Uoss's infortiianl, a Kmikey ilujah, hud not only harhoiireil two of these inen, but 
had supplied fnoil to the other eighteen cnseoiieed in the imnii'iliate jungles. I had on this directed 
the return of Lieutenanf Uoss, crossing over iny'M'lf from Binnaeuiidy. and >a‘enpying Lueki{rMre on 
the evening of Uie lltli. I had also that day made an excursion to the Kookie iCajah’a village, where 
I seized the two men he had harboured, while another man was killed and two wininded hy a suiall 
party I sent on ahead ; the scalp of another was likewise brought in, while nine were seized n'ld sent 
in hv the Uajah of Muuncpore’a troopa, these' met the usual fate, and were shot to di ath by 
musketry, the lai^est execution 1 have had atnee 1 have licen in camp. On the tnornitig of Uie I2tit, 
as directed, Lieutenant Buss returned with his detachment; I immediately ordered him across, and 
occupy Ins old post, Binnacundy. Lieutenant Buist hud previously left with fifty to strengtiieii the 
detarl'iinent. At CaeluHr, before Lieutenant Boss’s men had all crossed, information wu.s r(s%ived 
of the *n.ulincers being in the vicinity; they had taken np a position in a few villages between 
Siiigarbiitid and Biimnr'undy, intending to cross over with suine. Munnepoorie princes and tlicir 
followers, plunder Luckijnire, and from tuence march uu to .VI uniie|xirc, Kuch was their inlentirjn. 
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but I am glad tlicir object was moat signally defeated} seeing Lieutenant Buist’a rear guard passing 
along the opposite bank, they o|)encd nre. Lieutenant Uoss had in the meanwhile crossed, collected 
his men, and marching on their position, attacked them in a spirited manner; 1 proceeded with my 
men, and crossed almost opposite their position. We were all engaged, and after an action of nearly 
an hour and a-half, they were completely driven fro^n their position, and, dispersed and broken, took 
refuge in the immediate jungles. I immediately ordered a pursuit, but such was the nature ^ the 
ground, &c., which greatly facilitated their escape or concealment, only three were discoeered and shot. 
Their loss was seventeen killed and several wounded, that of my own being two of the former and one 
of the latter, not very severely. 

This affair has completely disheartened the Munnepoories, who have, I am told, totally 
abandnned the mutineers. The latter are in two foodies, proceeding south and south-east; what their 
object now is I cannot design, unless they intend retracing their steps, or after crossing the Bohun 
Hills still make towards Miinnepore. 

I cannot conclude this witliout bringing to your notice the conduct of all ranks under my 
command; but one spirit pervades the whole body; their duties have been numerous and irksome, 
but they have performed it cheerfully and without a murmur. I would also notice the valuable aid 
and as.sistance 1 have received from my medical officer, Assistaut-Surgeon Shircore, who superintends 
the Intelligence Department.

I HAVE tbc honor to report, for the infonnation of Government, the death, at 9 a.m. to-day, 
of Major Bates, dOtli Madras Native Infantry, commanding Sumbulpore force. 

2. Major Bates was lirou^lit in yesterday from camp, suffering from a severe at|gck of dysentery, 
as already reported. 

3. This attack came on immediately after the attempt to surprise and capture the rebels at 
Kolinda Ghatty on the 31st January, 1)^8, the details of which were reported in his letter, dated 
1st February, 1858, a copy of which m’bs forwarded with mine, dated 1th February, 1858, and he 
must be regarded as having lost Ids life in consequence of the fatigue and exposure he underwent on 
that occasion.

3. Also that the corpte of the dracased ofliccr was recovered. It arrived here lost evening, aixt 
was interred with the usual militarv honors this morning. The head, however, was wanting} and it will 
he observed that he is re|H>rted to have been shot dead, so that hia delaehnient are ao hr free from 
blame that they did not desert their <iffieer when only wouiuk'd. 

4. Captain W'oikI recommends the two men of the llamghur Liglit Infantry battalion, who \vere 
wounded in endeavouring to bring away the body of Captain Woodhridge on the dav of the tight, 
for promotion, which they certainly appear to merit, and for which application will lie aubinittcd 
through the romro.inding officer. 

5. Captain Leigh, the Heniur .\ssiNtant ('oniinissioitcr, who liad gone out to take eharge of tlic 
repulsed detachment, accoinpnnicd Cuptnin W'ood during the aitaek on the ixdHils, and led one of tiie 
riankiiig parties. 

6. Lieutenant Warlow, 3th Madras Native Infantry, and Mr. Volunteer liyer, were sueceKsful in 
recovering the bodies of the late Captain W'uodbridgc and two men killed. 

7. Captain Wood speaks highly of Mr. Dyer's energetic and vaUiahIc assistance. 

«. Captain W(M>d himself appears to have acted in a very vigorous and stif.««ssful manner in these 
operations.

1\’ITII reft'-ence to my letter of yesterday's date. I have the honor to inform you that I arrived 
licre vc.stcrdny evening about .3 o'rhM^k. Lieutenant Warlow, wil.li his detachment, came in about nii 
hour later. The road by Laimpali did not. as I cxjtccted, lead to the rear of the enemy, but eamu 
down to Ainjer, through which place I bad passed. Tlie enemy could not, therefore, he that evening 
attacked ; but this morning I made arrangements for a simultaneous atlai^k on the rebels }H>sle<l at 
Annajoora and Paklikole, and before evening the enemy was driven frnni both positions. 

Annajuora is a gorge running into the iiills nhoiit a mile north of .Inia, distant from this five miles. 

Paklikole, another gorge, where Caiitnin Woodhridge was killcil, is three miles from this, round » 
spur of hills cidlecl after this village of Pahur Sirgadn. It runs up from east to west in the direction 
of the hills above Annajoora. TIic two places are distant from each other about four miles across 
I he hills. 

2, The late Captain Woudbrklge’s delaebmeiit had, after its ilefeat at Paklikole, retreated as far 
as Tope, close to Atabcra. Immediately I heard of it, 1 sent orders for some of my sowars whom I 
had left at llurgur to raovi on Ataiiccra, and for the jumie-struck detachment to come anti join me 

here. It came in this mornhif^, accompanied by (Utptain I.a'io||. 

In tlie course of the morning-the tlisgroce which they had brought ii|)on tlietiiselves in leaving tlic 
liody of their*officer in the handa of the enemy, was pointed out to them, and finally they were told 
that to day they sliould hove on opportunity of retrieving their error. Tlie men were very niiieli 
crest-fallen, and there ia now no doubt that it was entirely the fault of the late Caiitain Wmulbridgc 
that led to'his own and the death of a naiek and sepoy of the 4(Hh Madras Native infantry. Instead 
of outflanking and taking the Muorcha in reverse, Captain Woodhridge went straight up to it along 
ii narrow roao, and thus fell into an ambuscade. Two sepoys of the 40th Madras Native Infantry, 
were wounded, also two of the Rainghurries, the latter in endeavouring to bring off the ImkIv of 
Captain Woodhridge. 1 beg, therefore, to recoinmend tliem for promotion; o'lc of them in particular, 
I twice notioed as alwaya in the front when attacking the retrels. 

3. 1 divided the late Captain WoodhriJge's detachment equally, sending half with Lieutenant 
Warlow and Mr. Dyer, and taking half of them myself. Lieutenant Warlow had also with iiini all 
tlie men of hlk coqis out here, and the Paiks, iiumliers as per margin,* and 1 sent him against 
pidcUkole, while with 20 dismounted lowan and 13 Paiks, I proceeded against Annajoora. Both 
attacks were completely aucoessful, tlie rcbeb retreating rapidly up the sides and over the hilts, as 
soon as they found themselves outflanked. 

Captain Leigh aooompanied me, and kd one of my flanking parties. 

Lieutenant Warlow and Mr. Dyer recovered the bodies cu Captain Woodhridge, and the naiek 
and sepoy. Mr. Dyer, a most energetic and valuable astistaiit in tlie desaiption of work pow tit

hand, joined me in the course of the evening after my return there, with his party of Seebundies and 
Ramglmrries, by crossing over the bills. 

4. 1 have ordererl Lieutenant Warlow and Mr. Dyer, with a party, to proceed to-mosrow morning 
over the hills to the Barra Khud, to try and beat up the enemy again. I shall myself proceed to 
Sirdapali, leaving a detachment of sowars and infantry here, and between this and Sirdapali, to prevent 
the reliels coming for provisions into the plains. They are now much distressed for want-of them. 

5. It is satisfactory to find that Captain Woodbridge was shot dead through the head. The 
account which 1 sent you yesterday is, therefore, I am glad to say, so for incorrect.

1 decjily 
regret having ever offered assistaiiee to any of that people, and more especially to one lelated to the 
Nana. 1 have, therefon*, withdraw n from giving any ushistanee in the law-suit, I am most anxious 
that the (xmrse which 1 have adopted should he known to the Government., and that while 1 have 
endeavoured to do them giasl .service. I have also put an end to any siispieion of eomplieily with any 
rlass, whose loyalty may perhaps be donhtftil.

.My Lord, Gyo, January 1858. 

WE, tlie undersigned, Goremmeiit serrants residing at Qyix, have learnt vitli great regret, that 
when the subject of the return of the ladies to different stations in the province of Behar, was ^aced 
l)erorc your Lordship, your Lordship did not think it prudent that the restriction should be 
wilhdrawn from the district of Debar. 

We arc permitted to arrive at this eonclusion by the announcement in the Goveminent 
(iuzette ” of the S3rd instant, communicated through the Government of Bengal, which intimates 
that ladies may /etum to the districts of Bhaugulpore, Pumeah, Monghyr, Patna, Tirhoot, 
(.'humparun, anil Sarun. 

These are not all river stations. One, Chutnparun, or rather the civil station Motebarry, 
is nj)wards of seventy miles from the Ganges, a greater distance than we are ourselves. 

We tliereforc know not the grounds on which your Lordsliip’s decision has been based, and we 
would not, we most respectfully say, for one moment wish to question it; but we are aware of no 
sources from which danger can spring. Rhotas, if deemed an element of alarm, can hardly, we 
liumhly state, l>e so considered with reference to us. It is situated in another district, on the 
opposite banks of the Soane; is itnltcddcd in jungle; far from the open country in which we reside, 
iiiid if resorted to at all, can only be occupied us a place of shelter by those who seek to ewape from 
liarni and from justice. ^ 

There is a fort in this district at Tikaree, belonging to a wealthy Ranee, and eontaiiiing some 
guns. If any danger, is now supposed likely to arise from tliis fort, we would respectfully beg to 
submit that the Ranee, a month ago, dismissed the numerous retainers she had been entertaining, and 
ilismounted her guns; that her husband, a loyal subject, is now on his way from Patna to look after 
the estate himself, and that at no time, in our opinion, was there any danger to be np|>rehended from 
Tikaree, unless a large body of mutineers had come into the district, a contingency which victories up- 
countrv have obviated. 

Tfic di.strict is at this time, we most fully believe, wholly free from those who are in any way 
likely to injure Euro|)eans, or European property. Indeed, its highways and byways arc safely 
travelled over day by dav, by llritish subjects. Ladies and others, on their way from Calcutta 
to Patna, traverse it in all safety. Our station, moreover, we would beg to point out, is situated on 
the road from Rlieigotty to Patna; it has thus a great advantage over nihny other statious. At any 
nionieni, if necessary, we could send our families north or south. In three hours they could be upon 
the Great 'I'runk Road, of the jicrfect safety of which, ns far as this district, your I..ordship cun now 
judge from experience. Seven months ago, wlien there was danger here, we were among the first to 
aiilieipalo your Lordship’s wishes, by sending our families to Calcutta. The country has now quieted 
down; wc have at present, for our protection, 10(> sailors and two guns, and twenty-five 
niuuntcd English police. If wc thought oiir wives and children incurred any ri.sk by coming here, 
wc would nut wish to bring them Irack; but being, from our oflicial position in the district,^ell aware 
of its present state, and believing that the return of our families would be attended with perfect 
siifety, we respectfully bog to ajipeal to your Lordship, that thef may be permitted to return to us at 
once.

(tyah, and the country as far ns the Boane river, and to the Ohazeepore and Benares 
ilistricts. 

. 3 . Bir John l.<awrence having asked for the services of four covenanted amiatitnta 
I'nr the Delhi division, Messrs. M. O. I’ayiitcr, H. Harikcy, (X F, Lindsay, and 
Iv D. LockwoodJ of the Civil Hcrvicc, were selected, in communication with the Govern, 
iiiuitt of Bcnnl,and directed to proceed at once to Delhi, by dawk, and to place thcinsclvcs 
under the orders of the Chief Commissioner.

Having since communicated with the Oomniissary-General on the subject, in the 
Military Department, that officer has recommended that the rest-houses should be 
kept up until the further transmission of troops by dawk and bullock-train is discon¬ 
tinued, since otherwise the troops, travelling by the above modes of conveyance will be 
exposed to much inconvenience during the hot weather and rainy season. We have 
adopted the^ommissary-Geuerars recommendation. 

0 . As reported in the 16th paragraph of our letter, dated the 9th September, 
the pay of the men of the Cavalry branch of the Bengal Police Battalion was ordered to 
be rui.scd from 20 rupees to 2o rupees, on the express ground that the former was not 
enough, even in ordinary times, to enable a sowar to live and keep his horse in the 
Lower Provinces. On that occa.sion the Lieutenant-Governor was asked to state speci¬ 
fically what increa.se he ])roposed in the pay of the native officers. 

7. Acc4irdingly, on the 12th February last, the Licutenant-Govomor submitted a 
recomniembition I'roni Captain Uattray, commanding the corps, that the pay of the 
oflicers should be increased in proportion, viz., by 25 per cent., on present rates of 
pay, thus:—

Hut the argument, in the ease of the naihs and dutl'adars, .seemed to us to be 
good to the extent ol raising the |MVy of those grades by 5 rujices each, which we have 
aiccordingly sanctioned.

On the 20th August last. Captain Howe, the Aasiatant Kuperintendent of Marine, called in great 
baste at the office of Meeare Adioonier and Comfiany, to obtain the servioes of the ** Rirer Bird ” for 
Captain Peel and the Naval Brigade. He asked what the terms a'uutd be ; when Mr., Aabburncra 
atiM th4y weald be 450 rapeea per dirun during altaencc, and fiOO rupees return biro from Berliampore, 
tp wbfob only was die e t e eB ie f required to ramvay the Naval Brigade. It was late in the evening, and 
ne arriting waa mode of the terms. A g^narantee was to be given at the same time, in case of loss, thst 
^ Government were to paa en indeiBn% of 90/X)U doiiara for the steamer. 

At Beriiainporeitwasfoand neemsary to take the steamer up to Dinapore, where she arrived <m 
the 5tb Si^ember wUb the Naval Brigade. Captain Peel took her up without any fresh contmek. 
Frnm INmBien dhe tetunMil, end when e litUe awve Jungypore ran og^nd on the 8tb Septeitubcr. 
Every exertion wee made by the captain and crew and the Government ofitciala to gpHiec off, but 
without euooeaa. 

On the 6th October, while the steamer was in tliis position, Mr. O. Aahbumer eaUed on Captain 
Bogera, the Superintendent of Marine (Captain |{itui'*a superior officer), to ueotldji what course had 
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better be pursued with the steamer, and whether her abandonment would not be acMpted by Oovem- 
ment, and the Kuanintee paid for her as a lost Tossel. 

Captain Itogera* reply was " Oh! dear no; we intend to get her off, and will pay you for her 
services whilst she is detuned by tlie lowness of the river at Jungypore. We shall deliver her to you 
next monsoon, and pay for the intermediate time.” On the same day. Captain lU^rs addressed the 
note of the 6th October to Mr. Q. Ashbumer, to ascertain what he would consider a feir rate of 
payment for the steamer daring the period contemplated for her detention. 

On the 10th October, Messrs. Ashbumer and Co. made a formal proposal to the Superintendent 
of Marine to accept the amount of the guarantee (90,000 dollars), and notified that they should consider 
the steamer as on hire at 450 rupees per diem, until the guarantee was paid. 

A day or two after this, information'was received that the river had cut the bank away close to 
the steamer, that she had sunk stem foremost into the stream, and had 'become a total wrew on t^ 
17th of October. I'lie captain, engineers, and crew had been kept on Iraard in chaige of tlie steamer 
at full wages, endeavouring to get her off from the day she ran aground until she sunk stem fmremost. 
Tliey then went on shore and lived in tents; still taking ebugo of the vessel and its effects, until 
ordered by Messrs. Ashbumer snd Co. to deliver them over to Captain Boon, the Qovenunent agent 
attending upon the vessel. This order was given by Messrs Ashbumer and Co., in accordance wm a 
request from Captain Howe to that effect dated 21st Octolmr, 1857. 

'Hie question now is, at what rate, under the contract with Government, is remuneration to be 
given for the services of the steamer. Messrs. Ashburner and Co. contend, as agents for the pro> 
prietors, that they are entitled to be paid at Ute rate of 450 per diem for the services of the steamer 
and captain and crew, from the date of her engagement until she was made over to Captain Boon, in 
Hccordiuice with the instructions of Government, more especially as the offer above mentioned to 
abandon lier to Captain llogers, had been declined. 

Government contend, in opposition to that proceeding, that the services of the steamer, and of 
the captain, engineers, and crew are to be considered as ceasing, from tlie day on which she first ran 
aground. See Captain Howe’s letter of the 2nd-Decemlyer 1857. The correspondence is subjoined. 

The Government have paid the amount of their guarantee for the loss of tHb steamer; and the 
only questions are, as to the hire of the vessel from the day she grounded up to the day she was made 
over to Government, and as regards the 800 per diem, offered for her services from the date she left 
Dinnporc until she ran amund, fur which proposal there is no authority whatever in anything that has 
passed between Messrs. Ashburner and Co, and the agents of Government.

15 Burkuiidascs had been killed. The Aluiigidporc Tehsecl was next threatened, and neceasarily 
ul>aiuloiied. 

11. in conH«^quenee of these events, the Fattehporc movable column under Brigailier Carthew 
was immediately directed vid (Ihatiimpore on Kbogncteiiorc, and sinnwrtcd by a party of 400 men of 
Her Majesty’s 3'lth, under Colonel Kelly, from ('awnporc itself. The rebels re-crossed the Jtimnu 
as soon as they were aware of these measures; but the Commissioner has since called in the Govern- 
iiient estnldishments from the western pergunnahs of this district, considering that it would be 
impossible to carry on the civil government in the immediate iicighbouroud of the large hostile fon-e 
at (bilpee, after Brigadier Carthew’s force was withdrawn. The Lieutenant-Governor has expressed 
his eoncurrenee in the Comini8sionei'’H opinion, and has separately addressed his Excellency the 
Comniaiider-in-Chief ou this siihjeet. Tho rest of the district remains comparatively quiet, though 
tiu; Nana’s rabble still threaten Bithour and Slieornjpore. 

I Si. Unnda. —Narnyu Rao’s followers liav«- eoulesccd with those of the Banda Newab, and are 
iietiiig in every way as if tlieir master was an open enemy of the British Oovcmmeiit. Lieutenant 
Ueiiiington is said to have re-occupied the fort of Knlliiiger with 100 of the Piinnah Rajah’s men. 

Ifj. IluMecrpore, —The news from Hiimrerpore is, that the town itself is held hy the Rajah of 
Buiree, and the Baonec Nuwab; th<! Naim’s ogents have been driven out hy the villagers of 
KiichfHjeha and Kuudarn, from wbom they attempted to eoUeet revenue. Our iiiHuene4‘ generally in 
Buiidelkuiid, it is feared, is daily sinking lower, ou ueeount of the unopposed possession of Calpee hy 
u large force of r:;hels, who gave out that the Nana reigns paramount at Cawnpore, a report which i> 
fully believed hy the ignorant [wtty chiefs and the iiopulatioii generally in Buiidelknnd. 

JteHares Dirfsion. 

14. With the exception of a trifling success against the Bejeyghur party of rebels in Tiippeh 
Jesowlee, IIiitc is nolliiiig to report. 'I'iie Joinqitire culumii had moved towards Peel Kiicbla Ghat, 
and that portion of the harder was for the time comparatively quiet. 

15. Returns of revenue for the week arc given in the margin.* 

Ki. lUiKires and (ifta?.eepttre .—Tlicse districts (smtiuiie quiet as usual. 

17. Alirsnpure. —The onirr for his reenll had not reached the Magistrate ou the 12th Jniinnry, 
the late.st date of letteiw from his camp, wliieli was then on the furthest verge of the district, and 
above 1(K) miles from Mirxaporc itself. 

18! On the t)th he re«^eivi*d information of tlie Bijoyghur mutineers being in the neighIxmrhood, 
and went in puiwuit with 200 of Mr. C'atanin’s levy, about 1(X) of the Rajah of Benares’ matchlock 
men and sowars, some district sowars, and a*fcw inntcliloek men, brought to his assistance by Baboo 
Banco Bahiuloor, a relative of the Kajab of Kuiitil, in the Mirxapojv district. 'J’he mutineers weiT 
overtaken not far from Kliotas and made no stand eolleetively, though their numbers were estimated 
at about 10O. of whom one-third were se]X)vs. xV good deal of plunder and a few arms wem abondonrd 
by them in tlieir lligbt; tiud 20 of the fugitives were overtaken, of whom 10 were killed, and ns many 
captured j of the former 1, and of the latter 0 were sepoys.t 

10. 'riic Magistrate has since sent hack the prisoners with a portion of the levy under Mr. Catania 
himself, for the protcetion of the station; and in igiioranro of the orders issued forbidding his doing 
so, was himself preimring to move against Siiigruwlee, the Rajah of which place and his cousin 
lluiidcer Sing hare ocen levying hlaek mail, and eommitting various other nets of violence. Indeed, 
the rebels np|H>nr to have everywhere alienated the population by their short-sighted cruelty and 
rapacity, and the population hove received our officers gladly, and whenever they dare do so, give us 
every assistance.

21. The head-quarters of Her Miycsly’s 10th Foot arrived at Toortcjwro on the 13th, aiul have 
been ordered to reiniun there for the present. 

22. The first postfi'om Ooriickpore reached Aziinglmr on the 12th. 

23. Jowtporr. —^The centre eolninn of llrigaUier Franks' foive under {’olotiel Evelcgh, of Her 
Majesty’s 20th Kt^mcnt, advaueocl on the 9th to lludlaiinre; on the lOtIt moved to the open plum 
near Pcelkuchla Gbaat. 

24. On the 11th a salute of seven guns was heard to the iidrMi of the eamp. It proved to have 
been fired by Kboda lluksh before retreating,.which he did in sneh pr<>eipitnte haste, that he ntmndont>t| 
his gnus and baggage, and only sent for uud recovered them vvlieii he p<‘reeired he was not Ibllowed, 
The force with Khnda Ilux coii.sists, it is reported, of about 20(M'I men, of whom 2(K) ant iiC|MiyH, and 
to sowars. 

2.*i. An unfortunate writer of aeeouuts belonging to the Tigrn Tehsetd, who was mode 
prisoner hy the rel>els when tliut post was abandoned, was blown from a gnn by this rebel, his hands 
and now* having been previously ent off. 

26. Mr. Lind was taking advantage of the presence of the eoluinn on the frontier to nttiu'k or 
destroy the projierly of sonic of the leading relh'ls oftlic liK'idily, anil one of them (a lli^coomar chiefl 
had been nrrcst<*d. 

27. The disposition of the people generally is, however, reporteil as giHiil, hut fitim the cruel 

scierit.v evereiwd by the rebels, tlic most loyal are afraid to give any assislance tri our triaips and the 
civil ullicers in restoring trau.piillity. On tliis necount Mr. Ijinil docs not anticipate the final sintle- 
ineiit of tlic district until tlie troops of the rebel Nazims nod ('liocklcdars have been lamiplctcly 
broken and disjierscd, and the coundcuce of the people in our power to ponisli and protect is once 
inoiv rentoreil. ' 

28. A party of about fifty disairectcd persons of the locality attempted to destroy during the 

night of the ]2tb (three days only after the eoliiinn had passed tbroiigb) the boose formerly ore.iipied 
by the Tlinnna!! at llnillapore; they were however surprised and dispersed by Slieornttuii Sing, who 
with his levies holds the old fort at that )>laee. *

29. The first otiieini n:irr.itivi'. bus been received from the Commissioner of Ibis dixision. It 
embraces the oeenrreiiecs of the fortnight ending the llilb .liwiiiary. The military operatioiiN which 
ended in tlie re-oeenpiiiion of the stiiiioii were deserilied lirielly in lust week’s narrative, and have since 
been made more folly known to the Goveriior-deuenil in Coniiell by tint desjxatebes of ]lrigi>d» r- 
fieneral Maegregi.r, (Ml. 

3). .\f'er the re-iK.-cnpation of tioroekpore, the Itajab of Iboisee and the llunee of Hnslee, wl.o 
have evimvil their loyalty in many Wavs doling *lbe pivsenl dislorbaiiees, bolli rose in nor faxoor; 
the former delKitiiig the rebel del.aeliiiieiil xvliieli bad lieeo i|oarlere(| on him, aiid the latter fitlliog 
uixm the rl•hel army in its flight ami capturing one of its guns. Nor xvos this feeling eoiifined to a 
fciv isolated persons of Mcalftiand station. Sir. Wingfield reports that the peasantry ari: very wilt 
affcetiil, find have proved their good will hy eaptiiring ami bringing in many stragglers from the rebel 
army with horses, cattle, &c., abandoned by lliem in llie.ir fliglit. 

.31. The, rehcls in their retreat blexv up tin; TcIimjcI of Khaleeliiliad, which they bad tiirniHi into 
a strongly l•tlt^enelled post, and xvIiitc they kept a large iiiaga/.iiie of |iowder. 

.32. Till; force iioiler (Colonel Howcroft has moved up by Ik'orye on ItiHiiliirpore, the residence of 
the rebel llajali of Siitiissia*; it was. .tbougli undefended, strongly forlilied, and nineli Kiiropeun and 
other pi*o|>crty was found inside. .Vrraiigenients have l»ocn iinule for bringing in trcHsiire from 
Axinigbur, under weort of this force, which will be employed also against several jrarties of rebels 
tn ntitle. 

3.3. On the 13lb, a force of three regiments of Goorklias with six guns inoxed I'lwards IJns.ei, 
Mr. llienHon accompanied it, taking with liim the staff of the ( aptangunge and Klinleelabud Teli»<>i.'|s 
and Thannolis. 'I'hi* force will nnnuin at Bustca* until a general ailvaiiee is ordered. Another ili-tateli. 
incut of two regiments has been sent against the rebel Itiijab of Niebl'a*!. who xvns fortifying Ins bouse 
audcollecting men. Mr. W, Forlx-.s xvas sent with tli<*detnehrnent, nml desiieil to level the lionsi* anil 
its defcncci. 

34. The iiolicc |)ost» and tehiW'cN eastward of flic llnptee h.'ixe all been re.e.tttblislied, and this is 
also the case at Bansce. Measures are in progress for sending out the ri'st of fbe leading rela*U; the 
greater iiumlmr have escaped to Oude, but .Mr. Wingfii Id Iwlieves that the lt.ii.'ihs of .‘^ntasse, Miiggur, 
and N'iirhuri»orc are rtill with their nnnieiliati* followers in I lie.Gomi'kiwre jungles. One important 
prisoner has been taken,—Mtl'hiirruf Khan, tlie former manager of tlie Rajah of Sutanee, and lain 
(’huckledar of the relml Nazim Mahoined liussen. This man, the prime-movi r in the revolt, was 
sent in M a peacc-ofTeriug by the Kanen of Mebson.wlio inui been herself itiipbe;>ted in the rcMiioii. 

35. The fccords of the English office are said to 1 m; nearly uninjured, ineluding the proressionoi 
village survey maps. Must irf the other records are in coiifuslou, the wrapper* in winch tliey were 
tied'having been in every iustanee carried away. The doors and windows of the ehiireh and the 
monniiicntid slabs had been removed, but the building was not olherwiin! iiijiiresi. 

.30. The (JoniraUsioncr draxvs attcution to the rxcsillent liehuviour of the Goorkha force, who 
not only abstain from plundering, hut {wty with wr great iv'gnlarity that the peasantry everywhi rc are 
induced' to bring snppliet, aud a flying bazaar attends the army wherever it niitreiies, which is w, 
plentifully provided that the supplies brought hy the commissariat from Chnprah have bcemscarccly 
touched.

37. The nnjjoct of affair* in this district wn* rather more encouraging, and there had been no 

occnrreiici! of inii>ortiinef; cither favourable or otherwise, at the date of the last received report, vie., 
flUth Decembitr. Ueinrns of revenue for some of the districts in the division are appended in the 
margin.* ^ • 

38. Ill the nftair at Jtliopail, to which allusion was made in last week’s narrative, 1 jemadar, 

1 havildur, I sepoys, .‘list Native Infantry, and 1 Kuro)a-ui) gunner were aliaudoued wounded on the 
ground. 

85). The insurgent force at Narriowlec lia-s heen strengthened by relK-l-s from Ilahiitghiir, and 
also hy some of the (ivvulior mutineers, .sent there by the llaupore Kajah from Jhansi. 

40. The revenue noted above, though small, is one of the good results springing from the march 
of the Deiiiity Commissioner through his district, which liiul yielded no revenue whatever for some 
time past. 

41. Dmmth .—No report received. 

AV///o^/e.--Tlie only refiorts from this direction refer to LieiiUuiant Osborne’s operations 
against My hero, which have hceii already described. 

43. Jii/ihiilporv .—Since the success in the Ihirgee pergiiiiimh, not a dacoitec or roblicry lias 
taken place in the Juhhnlpore district. The party reported in the last narrative as having crossed 
the lleeriiin at Patiiii, fled at the aiiproaeh of the dctacliment sent against them. 'I'he frequency of 
llu'se raids, however, and the harussing duty they imjiosed on the troop.s, led Major Erskine to send 
■I rei|nisitioii to Urigadier Lawrence, eoinmanding the. Kainptec moieahle column, for a force to clear 
the hills and the table land on the other side of the lleeriiin. 

I t. These ojierations were still in progress at the date upon which Major lirskine’s uan'ativc 
was ilespatehed; hut the river had already heen crossed, ami the reliels driven from the ghaut, 
llie Konee Pass, on the hills opposite the ford, with some loss, on which occasion two small guns 
were taken from tliem. 

ITi. Mididta.- 'I'he state of this district was just as last reported, the force’ from llajporc, under, 
the Harmi von Meyeni. had not yet advanced.

17. Htisiiiii/ii/iiiil.- As (>iie-h:ill' (if the .Minaiie perguniiah belongs to llolkar, a safe refuge If/ns 
been bitberto all'oriled to the .Mebuatee il.’ieoils and rebels, who ba\e been expelled from our part of 
tbe pergniinab. They naturally return at every oppoitniiity, and give mneh annoyance; a eommu- 
iiieatioii lias been made to llie (ioverinir-tieiieraP.'Agent in t’entral India, wliu, it is hoped, may 
remedy tliL ineoinenieiiee.

The Nana lias a vakeel at Jhansi. 'I'he Uaiiee of Jhansi lias a vakeel in tbe I’ebel camp at C'aipcc, 
and she bus iniide arrangements tor tbe reception of the Nana’s family in th<‘ fort of Jhaiui, which 
both the Nana and the Itanpore itsiiali intended to make their last place of refuge. 

nl. The llujah of llaupore had engaged a ]M>rtion of the Owulior Contingent to go to Saugor, to 
re-inforee his eomiuander there (one Lalla Doolkara), who complained of being hard pressed W the 
llritish forces. Some of his own troops, under Sndiit Ali and Mahomed Ali Khan, were also'sent. 
The rest, being about 3(KX) or KXK) mutchloek men, with two guns, remained at Jhansi, but only 
about l,:i(X) were fully armed. 

r>2. 'I'he Jhansi ItaiiiHi pays the llaupore Unjah 5Ut) rupees per diem, and replenishes her treasury 
by plundering the wealthy inuhajnns and shopkec|U’rs, who of course are anxiously looking for the 
arrival of liririsli troops. Reports that tlie«; ore near at hand are otKeinllr eoiitrodietcd by the Ranee, 
who has threatciKsl with punishniciit any ouu stating that tin.’ llritish hod been netorioiis at 
Cawiniore. 

53. Iliik-shish .\li. Jail Darogah (the murderer of (.'a|itnin Skene), had written to say that lie 
wius at AUyghur, with the brother-in-law of the King of Delhi, and a large army, on hi* ssray to 
Jhutisi, reeomiueiidiug the Ranee to send a uUEEer of 5(MK) rupees, she accordingly aent 8000 rupees. 
The fortification* of Jhansi are la’ing strengthened. 

54. JalouH.- This letter also states that the “ Tace Race ” was in ]x)*SGssioii of Jolonn, collecting 
revenue there, of which she is to have one-third, and the Nana the rest.

Allahabad Divirnttu. 

1. THE general state of this division eontinues nineh the same us descrilM'd in tho urceediug 

niUTative. The incursions of the ('ul|>ee reheU i-ejiealed inslniill)' on the withdiawal of itrigailier 
f'arthew’a eohinin, I’endtn'uhortite all utleiit|its,t<> restore order in their vicinity. l''ntleh|Hire reiuitiua 
undisturlMHi, the preseuee of the deluehiiieuts of the reliel foree at Diiluiuuw having lieeu withdrawn, 
und even their inuiu Inxlv :it lioy Ihtreilly is, it is helit ved, though niinieroiis, hy no moans 
foriuidablc. ' „ 

2. llrigatiier Franks has again attacked the rebels in the trans-(iang(!ttie )H<rgnnnuhs of the 
Allahabad district, it is known vvi(h some sueis-ss; but no (•ilieial report had been reeeiveil upon the 
subject at the date when this narrative eluaes, and then' has yet laa-n no time to aseertain the. cttecl 
this movement has produced. 

3. lleturus of revenue tsdleetious are given in the niargio.’' 

•I. On the 22ud Jamiary, .Major Rogers (Ueliivd List i who holds an appointnn nt on the railway, 
endeavoured, with a few Siklis, to apprehend a large party of armed men who were erossing tin; 
line towards Oude.t t)n la'ing purstied. lliey turned and bred, a skirmish ensued betwien lliein and 
Rogers' parly, who were very interior in niimlier; this resulleil in four of the rebels being 
captured and liroiiglit in with Iheir arina, but, unfortunately, .Major Rogers wua very severely, 
wounded in the encounter. 

5. On the night of the 21.st, orders wr-re suddenly issued hy the military aiilhoritiea for the 
despatch to Colonel l‘'r!inks’left eolnmn of a jsirty of Royal Horse .Vrtillery, and of two siinadrons 
of Her Maje.sty’s 2nd Dragoon (inards. Mr. ('onrt, the Magistrate, Colonel WihmI, Hoyal Horse 
Artillery, anil several other ollieers, who were out about midnight, in connexion with this wnna*, 
[KTeeived three rocket.s lired, two from the city of ,\lluhubad, and one from Daragunge, evidently 
as signals to tin’ rebels. 

(i. The next morning stringent measures were, bv direetioii of tin' l/ieiilenanl-tiovernor, taken 
to detect the oll'enders; several men have soii’c been npi.rehended, against whom violent suspieion 
evnsts, and they are now under trial. 

7. /'Af/o//iore.-—Itriga'lier l‘'ranks movi'd, bv permission of his llveelleiiey the ('omnmnder-in- 
Chief, from Hadtihahpore, to Seeundru on tin- 22iid, and being there joined the same evening by the 
reinforeement alKive mentioned from .Mhdiabad, proceeded on the 2drd to nttaek (lie united forces of 
the rebels who h.ld left Sor.son to oppose him, and hail taken up a very strong [sisilion at an indigo 
factory, near Niisrutpore. It is known that the enemy vvere driven from their position in eonfnsiou, 
with loss, and that their standiiig camp und two ginis were ea]itnred. 

8. Fttttehpure .—Nothing has oeenrred deserving report during the past week in this district, , 
which uppc.ars to be trampiil. Kveii in (he neighbourhood of .lehiiiiubad revenue is now lieiog piiid, 
coiiseitucnt on the denumstralioii made hy lliigadii r Carthew’s eolnmn in that direetion. 

. 9. CffitiJiyiorc.—Hrigailier Ciirthew’s isdiimii was reealleil early in the week, as Her Mnjesty'ii

eolitmn hriiiging in with him the eolleelinns of (he .\kherpore anil (ilndumpore tele-eels, uinoniiting to 
37,IKk) rupcca. The very favourahle result of the eolleetions of the week the (’oiiimissiom-r eonsiderH 
to be due to the cxertioiiw of (Ins ollieer. 

10. The Telrseels of (iliiitulii]ajre and .\kbrrpore have been strengthened, and an reported us now 
cnpahle of bolding out lor some lime ugaiiiM any enemy likely tii ntlnek ‘hern. 

11. It in rejiortrd that ns siam a« the ('.ilpee iihels heard of the retiirn of our troops from 
Sceuiidra, they instantly crossed the Jnniini and again imeiipicd Hlnigncepore. .\ party of them 
under the li.ajtth of I'.tuwab is said al.so to have besieged the 'I'l’hiurc’ldarct; of()oriyain the Ktuwali 
district. 

12. The i’cIk-I N'awab is rcjiorted to have liceii inneh idarnied hy the nioveiiients of (he 
Futtehpore column, as were also his army, many of whoin deserted in eoiiM tpienee ; the 5th irre‘gular 
Cavalry arc stilT at liaiida.

—Mr. Taylor, C.S., Assistant Magistrate and Collector, ha.s, under instructions from 
the Lieuteriaiit-Governor, i)ecn sent on board the “ Jumna” with orfers, under guidance of the 
Deputy (Collector of Bullcah, Khniroodecn, who reports froiu the result of his own trial, the 

existetice of a ehaniiel up the Gogra, to sec that every exertion is made to get the steamer into 

the river, tyhcrc her services will be most valuable to the forces on both banks. The district is 
Hiidisturbcd. 

17. (Shazeepore. —Nothing has occurred calling for notice during the past week in Gliazccpore. 

18. Mirzapore. —^Thc Rajah of Singrowlec has returned insolent answers to the demand made 
upon him by the Magistrate for an explanation of his conduct; be has always shown himself disaffected 
to the British Goverunieiit, and it is niporteil that lie has been recently threatening the village 
jiolice wiili his vengeance if they oliey the Magistrate’s orders, and baa also forbidden the |)Cople to 
jiay revenue to as.

23. 'I’lie main feature in the imieeediiigs of the week in this division has been the public cxe- 
e.iitiou of the rebel Nnib Nnr.im .Mosliurruf Khan, lie was hanged in the centre of the principal 
lia/.uar of tlie city of Gorui>k|M>re, whieli he had de.solBted by his cruelty and exactions. The inhahi- 
t lilts crowded iu thousands to view the sfiectaele, and expressed the utiiiu.st delight at liis wclhmeritcd 
fate. 

21-. This man had held his court in regular form, and its records, wliieli have fallen complete 
into our Imnds, are likely to prove of great value. 

V.5. .M r. Ilreretoii has aceompaiiied a hrigndo of Ooorklin troops to Busta and Nuggur, capttiriog 
en route to tin' former place a notorious rebel and docoit named IVallce Mahomed of Tiyec, and 
at the latter place he seixed all the property which remained of the rebel Rajah of Nuggur, hut 
most of wimt was valuable-liud been previously removed. 

2(>. On the Wild ]Mr. Brureton rode to Bilwa Buy.aar, opposite to I'yzabad, and found that a party 
of Sikh NOM'Kr.s lie lind sent on ahead hud captured a small party of Rajah Maim Sing’s people, and 
also a sei-Miul of his who was eari-yiug a letter to the Rajah's tenantry on the Goruckiiorc side of the 
rivi-r, forbidding them to oppose the British authorities. Although this note umy iiossihly have been 
w rittou for the purpo.se of la'ing iiitereopted, yet from the eoneurrent accounts of these people, and 
of inaiiy others on whom they can ndy, l^lcssi's. IVinglield and Brerctoii are of opinion that no 
I'l’sistanee is contemplated at Fyzabnd, and that there is not any force there capable of offering oppo¬ 
sition to the Muliarajali's army. Mr. Wingfield has since succeeded m M-nding a news-writer to that 
place. 

V7. On the other hand, there is no doubt from information received through many trustworthy 
rhauiiels, that a considerable number of men are assembling at Gondali, under orders from the 
liueknow Durbar. These consist partly of fugitive rebels from Guruckporo, and iiartly of men col¬ 
lected by the Tidookdars of Uoiidah. A regiment or mure is also said to have been sent irom Lucknow 
to their assistauec. 
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28. The detachment directed agaiuat the rrliol lUijah of Nicliloiil found lie had Hot! at their 
approach, and had taken refuge in the deptha of the Toriu. The fitree, tlierefore, returned, nflcr 
lereUing his house; its march through that part of the country has not been without useful uOcct. 

29. The second Brigade of the Goorkha trcoiis otcupies ftustre, the first Itnviiig nmiched tiicacc 
to Amarba, nuder cover of their advance carriaw, and supplies are lieiiig eolleeti'd with the aid of the 
llanec of th^ former place, and of the Rajah of Itansee; much of the entile in the distriet has however 
been plundered daring its occupation by the reljels, and the villagers hare taken away or concealed 
their carts. 

.30. Colonel llowcroft's force has moved to cocrec the daeoits of I'iiiah iiml llurhiij; thcncc a 
party will be dctaehwl to fetch treasure from Asiinghiir; its subsc<|ueiit nioveiiieuts an* not yet 
determined; for the pre.si'nt it will Ik* stand fast at Jhairee ghaut. 

31. Except nloitg the hniiks of fh<‘ Gogra, whence the rebels from the oilier side can give 
annoyance, and in the iioturiously disaft’ccted pci-giiiiuah of NuMur and Amosha, I lie distriet remains 
quiet. 

32. The reveiinc is coming in slowly as yet, lint in a great measure this is, the CuiumisMuner says, 
owing to the reniissucss of the 'J’ehseehlars.* The I’ergiitinali Kisfleundees lor IK.’iH-.V.l have bwii 
discovered in the office, and the uiiiiiial village jiimmit statements, sirilmt there is no iliUiculty in 
nseertaiiiiiig the deniiiiid as far its the Khiincef payments are eoiieeriied.

3. .Tanuary 3. -The Piit.tiahi troops de.»patchcd to the assistaiiec of the Hance of DhoU pore 
arrived at Muttra yesterday, atid will halt a day or two thgre. On arrival here, they will also halt 
for some lime that the litoral effect of their presence maybe felt.

“ The district of Mviipisirie is settling down very i|nietly. The (.‘liurlnins are ri-jireHeiiIt d ns terribly 
ashamed of tliemsi'lves, and uiixioiis to show loyalty hy paying up revenui-." Ktiiwnh, on the other 
hand, though genendly speaking loyal tliroiighoiit, is now threiiteued hy the reiiiniiis of the Gwalior 
Contingent; and there will alwav's he irfeeling of inseeiirily in that district, so long ns theiie rebels 
are. in such close proximitv to it. In the trunsaetions of the last fifteen days there has Iwen little in 
portienlar to nnniirk. TFutc has Iktii n ll«•eided iiiiprovetnent in the .tgra, Mjnpisirie, Allyt^hur, 
Ktawali, and Mnttrii ihstriets, although there arc only flfly 8ikh liifaniry ai Ktawah, mid not a single 
regular soldier at Muttra; but in Sabariinporc, .MtsMuifleriniggiir, Mrem't, nml Itooliimlshnlinr, piiblic 
eonfidcncc has been greatly sliakeii, and a feeling of insiTiirity |KTvades the eoniiniiiiitv, conscrpient 
on the frequent attempts of the rebels to invade tin' Doab, at one or inon' points in tiiex- ilistrirds, 
and to the fact of their having actually done so in *^ah8ruiipore. Our flflanees eontiniie to prosper. 
Delhi has aiiout 34 laes in hand, and in the other treaaurios there are very coiisiderahlfl amovinta. 
Our convoys hare rentJied their dmtination without aceidrnt, and others will shortly In; despatched; 
and our police i.s iuercasitig iti uuinlH‘’r, and in efticicney. Finally, if the Donh and tiic othfrr distrietiv 
in these provinces arc aufficiently fortunate as to preserve tbrir integrity and inimunit.v from invasion 
for aix weeks, or^a couple of months more, there is little reason to dmiht that thev will by that fime 
have settled down into comparative order and repoae; for our {xilice ought then to he pretty iiiimermis 
and sufficiently disciplined to preserve and command internal ricacc.

2. .Iniiiiary Hi.—It ivoiiUl a|»pcnr from a letter of Brigadier-Oeitcral Lawrenee, under date 12tU 
inst.'int, to my addresi, "lint there is a chance of attairs quieting down in Kotnh, us the Uajalt was 
strcuigtlnMiing hiinseif in liis I'itadel hy gc;tting in Ilajpoots, and the mutinous troops are raid to he 
rpiitting daily from fear of tin! approach of llritish troops.” The liujah ha.s hr-eii informed hy 
Brigadier-(lencral Tiawraiee that he must deliver up four or live of tlie rinfrleuders in the murder of 
our Agent. Mr. Hume urites cheerfully from Ktawah, ami “trusts to he able to imiintaiii his 
position there, which he is making very strong, if unmolesterl for the next five or six days."

Affairs progress favorably at Alynpoorie, 
The ('oiuioiinder-in-('hief’s views are i\ot y(;t known in respect to Futtehghur. hut it is exjMictcd that 
a .single regiment only will hi’h'ft there to garrison the foil. Aleautime, his Kxeelleney has put the 
services of Her .Majt-sty’s tUth, ahmit .”00 strong, at the disposal of this (ioveriiment; and I have 
suggested to (ieneral Denny the ailvantage of attaching that corps to the station of llooinndshuhur, 
for the ecdtimn there would then he Miflieiently strong to deter invasion, and would in all probability 
he ahh; to protei;t that district, as well as AJIyghur. 

5. January U’O. - In a letter lioin Mr. Ilnnie, dated l!)th instant, he state s that the advnnec of a 
detachment or (h tai-huieuts from ('aw'npor.t had alarmed the (Iwalior rehi-ls, and caused them sud¬ 
denly to r(;treat across the Jumna, thus for a time, at least, relieving Mtawnli. 

"(i. Jaimary 21 and 22lntelli.,'enee from Deol.-c mentions that heavy tiring hlW been heard in 
the direetiou of Kotaii mi the 12th, l.'llli, and 1 Ith instant. Tlu' vill:q;e of Oojanee, in the north of 
the iMnttra district, lire-, for many weeks, Iwen in open rehellien against (lovernment, which has hemi 
|Ktwerless l.i eoeree it. My iiistrnelions have always heen to I'lideavonr to gain time and to avoid 
often.sive measures; lint, nnforliinately, one of the native ollieers ha.s eornpr.miisid Ciovi rnment hy an 
nnsneeessfnl att.-ek on the place, and I have, in eonscipienee, heen eompelled to address General 
i'enny, and to enquire whether he can spare a small delaelimeiil to aid in putting tlown these rebels, 
for if nnahle to do so soon, tin- disinvhunee in that quarter may spread to the eonntry nhont. The 
very large convoy of ordnimre .'tores and anminnition, lately ordered hy the (’ommuniler in-Chief, 
left Agra this morning (22iid), and it is now to he l•\l),■l•ted that we shall soon again hear of a forward 
move on the part of his K.veelleney ; and at all events, when llie convoy uirives at the Grand 'J'rnnk 
Road, its line of nnireh will indicate to all the point ;^already pretty well surmised hy many) on wliieh 
he iiieims to operate.

3'he insurgents at the v illage of Oojanee, in .Muttra, have most 
Vortuiiiitely t.iken the alarm and evaemited the place in fear of the advaiiee of British troops, and have 
thus relii veil the local (ioverumeul of what might have proved a great dilllenity. 1 regret to say that 
.”itX) hoi'semeu id li'ti'l have reappeareil at Iiigneyr. a village iu the west of the .-^gra district. They 
lire helieved to he men fioiii Gwalior and Indore, vvho fought at .\gia on the 10th October last, innl 
it is not, therefore, likely that they will tnmlde u.< hy their proximity, hut for a time they nmy do a 
a great deal of niisehief ill the district. I.ettei’s from Ajmere, with details of events at Kotah and 
.Vvvah vvete thi'l day jiassed on to your Lordshp; and it is theiefore seateely necessary to add that 
Kotah polities have not yet <leveloped themselves, and it is inipossihle to say what party will get the 
upper litiiid, and that Awah will donhlhss .soon he iu our passessioil. 

10. .lammry 20, 27.— Iu a letter diitial GiHinah, 22ml iiisiaiit, C.apt.aiii Keatinge lueiitinns his 
arrival there with fitXl of tin' llyderuhad Horse, and that the Agra and Bombay road was o|>en up to 
that |Hiiul, th.s* petty Bnjah.s offering no opposition, though ready enongh to light aaifrngst themselves 
or with Seiniliah.

I have 
to-day (the 2Tlld directed copy of a isimmunicatiou from the Dolitieal Agent, Jcypore, under dale 
20th instant, detnilmg traiisaetions at Kotah, to 1 h' forwnrvlcd to your t.oixlship. 

11. Jaimary 2Sth.— Dinet eomnuuiicatious to your Lonlship’s Secretary were to-day forwarded 
through this Govemmeni. reporting further details of the state of affairs at Kotah, and of the 
evaeuatioiv of .\vv:di. during a sev.Te storm on the night of the 23«1 iustaiit. There is no doubt that 
a Imdy tvf Uuhileimd rebels have recrossed the Gauges at a .spot aliout 21 miles north-west of 
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Futtchghur, rad have murdered aomc native officials at Kumpil and Raingnugo; rad it has been 
to-dajr reported that thej' hdbe had the audaoitj to advance aa W' as Alijrgunge. 

12. Januarjr 29.—Intelligence has been received that his ExtwUency had detached a force against 
the kMs at Kiangimge. Mail oaj^ now traverse the greater part of the Agra and llombav roadi 
and it ia expec^ that this line will day by day become more <qpen. For the first time during the 
lost seven or eight luonths, packages and parcels have begun to arrive here by bullock train frm 
Cawnpore. Telegraphic communication is complete between Cawnpore and Mynpoorie} and as there 
ia ample material here now, eununuuication with Agra may be expected to uc opened in a day 
or two. 

18. January 30.—Spies report that there are only at present thwH! regiments and 300 sowars of 
the Gwalior ^ntin^nt at Calpec; that they occupy tne fort and city, and have only six guns. The 
scpojn commit no violence in the city,—simply taking what pleases them, and only giving what they 
like in payment. They hold the country for a cirole of from ten to fifteen co*s. Captain Nixon is now 
on a tour through the northern {lergannahs of Bliurtporc, rad is generally ivocivcd in a fWcndly spirit, 
apprehensions of supposed reliels rad mntineers being now uimIc by the Kaj troopa, in proof of their 
re>awakeucd allegiuncC. Two Hnbshcs (Aftieans) attached to a party of Shahsadras and rebel sowars, 
recently hunted out of the Bhurtpore territory, have been captured. The a|ipearKiiee of the country, 
in rps|)ect to cultivation, is much the same as in )Mu>t seasons. Electric eommunicatioii between 
Calcutta and Agro^os restored about r.u. yesterday, and the chain betwreeu Pesbawur and Calcutta 
is now dimplctc, inucb to the credit of the EIcctrie Tciegraphic Department, whoMi exertions in the 
Xorth-Westem Provinces have throughout been must indefatigable and iioiumendahle. Intelligence was 
this day I'cccivcd of the totsl defeat of the rebels at Stiuiiistiabacl by a doUuihiiieut of his Excellciiey’s 
force. 

11. January 31.—1 have to-day learnt, with feelings of iiiiiiiixed sutisihetiim, that your Itordship 
may bo daily expected at .\Iialiaba«, to assume the (luveriiineiit of the Niirtli-Westerii Proviiiees; 
for though I have never for a iiioinciit dreailed the responsibility of my ietuiioi'ary |Kisitiuii, thei'(< 
have been times wlicii its duties lia\e his'ii distressing and harassing, and then^ nave IHvni eases where 
the weight of your Lordship's authority would have lu'im seiisihly and advantageously felt. There 
has liecu comparative |H'aee and rejiose in these proviiiees during the lust fifteen days, except at a 
few imints on the baiiks^ of the (liiiiges and Jniiina. Dhole.pore is sutlliiig down iiuietly ; tliiuiks to 
the able iiianngi-mrnt of the native otfieiaU sent with the detachment of Puttialu tnwps, Under 
Captain Nixon’s judieiniis giiidaiice, Bhurtpore now gives little nr no Irouhle. Trmlo lias begun to 
revive; our finaiiees liaie improved; the wants of the Punjab have been cousidembly relicveil by 
funds from tin- .N'orth-Wi'st. Most ^of the requisitions made by his Execllcney thu ('omniandcr-in- 
('liief have been met in whole or in part; telegraphii; eoinmiinieatioii 1ms been restored between 
Prshawur and ('alcnttii. Barrack neeoiuiiiodatiun is progressing rapidly at many stations, and 
ndditioiiid trooiis are e» roiitf from the Pitiijah to the Doah. The as|)eet of nfliiirsin the Nortli-tt'csf 
is deeUh-dly eheeriiig, anil if not darkeneil within thu next fortnight or three weeks, there is certainly 
every reason to anticipate eoiitinuoiiH iinpruvemciit.

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2. AUahtibatL —The Oovcriior-Chmcral arrived at this itation on the 4th instant, and vas 
rcreivi'd on the ))anks of the Ganges by all the civil and military authorities of the place. 
l‘h(mlpore, now ftoraou. —^'Fhe district remains quiet. 

4. In spite of the withdrawal of the Sikh garrison, Mr. Maync (with his assistant, 
Mr. C. A. Elliott) has remained at Soraon, rightly thinking it due to the zemindars who, ooiifiding 
in his assunuices of protection, had rendcre<l service to Government, to hold his post as long as 
practicable. With his small escort of the .lOth Native Infantry, a tew police and some zemindars* 
matchlock men, lie has visited Mhow, Ilolaghur, and other localities chiefly frequented by the rebels, 
iius iiurncd or levelled the houses of several notorious insurgent leaders, and has confiscated their 
grain and other jiroperty. 

.'i. This conduct has, as it deserved, met with success; the rebel Nazims remain at Dchra and 
Muharajhporc, and in spite of rc|)eutcd threats have not ventured to attack him. 

On the other hand, confidciwte has gradually been restored among the })opnlatiou, and the 
feelings of disaffection formerly dcscrilied as existing iu these pcrguiiimhs have become less 
|ii‘oinincrit. itevenuu payments are more general, and many petitions on stamped paper have been 
given ill liy people of the neighbourhooil, asking for leases of the forfeited estates of fugitive rebels. 

(i. Fiillc/t/mrf. —A notorious rebel, named .lodha Sing, crossed from llumccrporc to (*handporc, 
in tli(^ h'uttelipore district, on the Itii instant, nilli a considerable amount of rubble, and two small 
guns, and was suppimod to intend attacking the Jehanabad Tehscel. Brigadier 4‘arthcw proposed 
attacking him. ' 

7. (Jawnpore. --Colonel Maxwell counnanding Her Majesty’s 88tli Hegimeiit, marehoj by Akberpore 
to Bhogiieepore, with his regiment and .o<) |iuliee sowars, under Captain 'riiompson. On the till 
iiistant* tliii C;il|iee rebels, about lOOU infantry and JO'J cavalry, crossed and drove in (’aptaiu 
'I'hoiiipsoii's picket. Tlie rest of the force then moved out and ([uickly compelled tho rebels to 
iv-cross ; they hud no guns, the reliol loiuler at (hilpee refusing to trust any to their charge. 

K. They lost from SU'to lUO killed, many of the ■'i2ud. Native Infantry, some also of the 
loth Native Infantry; the rest heluiiged to the Gwalior Contingent. Uu our side Captain Thompson

'I'hc troops of the former bad been 
skirmishing with those of the Adjygbur Ham*e, ami were worsted, losing two gmn. Tlie Kiijah of 
Chirkurio's forci'.s have been twice uttaeked, once by a part of the Gwalior Contingent, under 
the Nana’s agent, and also on a second oeexsioii by the Juloun n'bels. ('onfiictiug acoouiits of the 
results have been received.

Nawabgunge with ten guns. T)>eir niinilK'rs proved t<i he ahoni lO.tKX) men, and they advatnml with 
gri'ut holdiicBs, to meet tin; (itiorkha force, hut fli'd niinnst imincdial<>ly on exiicrienciiig the effeet <)f 
the fire of the guns, which were extremely well dinxUed hy Cajitaiiis MeN'iall and Holland, Bengal 
Artillery. 

17. The action was fought''opposite In, and in sight of, the town of Adjuudini, fioni which 
preparations were made to reinfiircW'the enemy; these render(>d ms'essary at one time some eiintioii

—Karly in January, the Snugor rcla-ls attacked the iioli<’c post at Tcuda-Khcra, 
which wa.s gallantly hut unsucei-ssfully defended by the police, aided by some matchlockmcn, under 
Nizain Sab anil llao Soornt Sing, two loyal Talookdars. Thegntrison then retreated on Zinihera, the 
f esiileuce of llao Sooriit Sing, where they were followed by the rcljcls, who after a Kcvere fight carried 
that place also, and totally ilcstroycd it; our loss was heavy, consisting of over tiO killed, and several 
v/ouuded. The rebels, however, sutl’cred considerably also. The loyalty and bravery of the two chiefs 
above inentioncil, ns well as of the Thnnudar Kinihiii I’ershad, is highly spoken of by the Deputy 
('onunissioncr. 'I'hc Cominissioner jironiises a special nqiort on the subject. 

.'I I. Captain'I'enian himself aubse(|uenfly attacked and drove back these rebels on the Snugor 
road. They were there met by a detachment under Ctiptaiu Sale, but eventually escaped with their 
plunder to Koliiitghur and Kilhera, whenee, as described above, they have been ousted by Sir Hugh 
Hose's force. 

The latest narrative describea the Deputy CommiH.sioncr as guarding the road from Saiigor 
with detachments of the 28th Madras Native Infantry &e., and to prevent the escape of the fugitives 
from Snugor, some of whom in the Chnripuka pergiinuah, and in the direction of Saukul, were 
yet in a condition to give trouble. 'I’hc Deputy Commissioner was, however, able to scud |Hirt of a 
detaeliruent of the 38rd Native Infantry and Hyderabad Cavalry, whiidi had been sent to his support 
from .Fubbulpore. 

.‘>6. Ihnhuiit/atxid. —In the first narrative luention is made of the depredation of the Mcwnttics 
in I’ergnniiah Nimour, and of a march of the detach men t against them. 'I'his it appears was so far 
elfeetual that they lied at the rumour of the advance, and the troops met with no opponents; the 
rest of the district was tranquil.

•H. Itewah .—Since the capture of Uijeyragooghur, no event of ini|K>rtancc has occurred in this 
direction, ('aptain Osborne has made over fur trial to the military authorities of the JubbuI|K»rc 
eolunin, the principal lenders of the various parties of insurgents, who have been capturedby tlic llewah 
troop.

From the Ruliilcund, Kdmaon, 
Meerut, and Agra Divisious, the information submitted has been partly derived from a narrative 
furnish^ by the Chief Commissioner, Nortb-Westem Proriuocs, and' iiortly fr\>m deroi-oi^ai 
Bonrees, but fhe Commissioners of those divisioos have been directed to submit the official narratives fdr 
the futnie, anch aa are already sent from other divisions. 


KohilcunJ Dipitiou, ^ 

Although this division is up to the present moment fur the most part in the hands of insurgents, 
news has been received from several quarters nigarding their proceedings. 

From these there can he no doubt that they arc using streiiuims efliirts to prepare for resistance 
Ixith by appealing to the prejudii'c of all classes of the peoph>, and by culleetiiig money, men, and 
materials to the utmost extent in their [tower. 

Rewards have bct'ii ofl’ereti for the aitprcIwmHion, tieud or alive, of any Kiiropeans, espeeially of 
the Commissioner of Itohilciind, and a eircnliir letter lins been luldremed to all the Hiudims 
rently with the sanction of Khan liuliodour'), by one Muulvitt Koolub Shah, a Synd, who was foriiierlv 
second teacher of Persian in the Uareilly ('ollege. An abstract trnnslatiuii of this eirtmlnr, whie!i 
re|)catx all the fulsehootls |truiuulg»ted by the insurgents, is n[i|H'ude<l. 

The snine Synd is saiil by a iiiitivc letter from Hnreilly to have been up[KiinU'il with nnolber m.in 
to eollccl (ilmaees, or Mulioim'dan faunties, to tight against us, Some of these have arrived at 
llareilly, whore they receive pay at ^he rate of one anna a>diiy. 

Jtcligious staudanis have been raised in various places, Imtli for Hindoos (Malmhir'ko>JhumlM>) 
and for Mwhumedans, to which oil «'lu4acs are exhorted to llfK’k. 

Several farms of the rev.nmc of difl'erent tracts of country arc re|M>rtcd to have la-en sold for 
l.trgc sums, and tho farmers are not Morupulous in exacting again revenue already paid. This and a 
heavy war cess u|ion the city of llareilly appear to have given general disMitisfuetion. 

The nuniher of guns possesM'd by Khan Baliadoor is stat<;d to he about forty, btit Uiis dues 
not probably iueltide tho^o belonging to minor insurgents. 

As to Khan Duhadoor's forces' and their ilispoHitioii, the oceoiiiits are most cxmtrncfietory. A 
very eh*nr and detailed iiecount from a native at Morodahoil estimates them at ulaiut t,tK)0 ('avulrv, 
2Mk((l Infantry, ami about .’ItK) Artillery, hut this does not include the men of ■'^hnlijehan|ior<' 
and lluihion. At the latter place it is known a eonsidernhle force is aHsenibled; possibly also the 
forces uu.hTthe Nawah of Najeebaharl, who holds Higiiore, are not taken into ealeulatiuii. 

It is probable tlie bulk of this force iapress<>d towanls the (iauges, all the gliniits of whieli. ns will 
he seen by the reports from the Mtsu-ut, Agra, nud t'awiipore tUvisioiis, are strongly giianied, and 
large sup[>orts aix-p<>sle(l at short distaiiees ill the rear. One cuiisideriible Imdy, however, it will lie

The chief eommaiider of Kliaii Kahudmir's troops is one Kolilia Ham. 'IVj Sing, llajith of 
Mvnpmiric, Walahul Khan of Mainghur, and the Nun ah of l-'urmekabiul, also hold eoinnmiid of 
iu^epemleiit hiMlies. 

Of the constitution of these forces this much is known,—tlint the Morse <‘ntitaiiis a large nilniix- 
tnre of onr own Irregular Cavalry. The trained artillerymen arc very fiov imleed, while the Infantry 
arc an ill-iliseiiilincd and hulf>arincd>rabble, capable of little hut plunder and ntpine. They are all 
said to la; niiseralily paid, disemitented, and dispirited, hut their aggregate iiiimbers nre um|Uestioniil>ly 
large, and it may lie iiiitici|Kite<l they will be able to give some trouble while the ni.'iiii laaly of onr 
own traeips arc occupied at Lucknow. 

Kuauton THr'uion.

Mayor Ramsay and Colonel Mcf'siisland have oceiipicd Hiildwnnee with the forei‘s from 
Nyiice Tal, eonsiati^ of the 66tli (Uoorkha) Kegimeiit, new leties, fiait ami horse, and the 
Nepal Auxiliaries. They expected an attack froni 'tlie llareilly for<-e, whii’li are in two bodies, one at 
Sitargunge, the other at Buharec, but Major Itamsay expeeteil that he would lie [irepartal in a few 
days to act on the offensive against them. Ca]>tain John lleanH'y, one of the party of Onde. refugees 
who escalat'd into Nipat, by aid of the Hajah of JIulrumpore, has arrived at Lahor>gbut. .Mr. Ilraiid, 
of the “Rosa'’ Sugar Works in the Shahjctiauporc district, and a Merjeaiit>.Mnjor (mime uukiiowii) 
of one of the Oude Irregular rogiments, were exjiectetl to follow. Captain H.sstiiigs and Mr. Gonne, 
C.B., who originally escaped with this party, died of fever contracted in the Teraie, the former in 
December, the iattcr in August. 


Mternt Divmm, 

Hie only intelligence received frqm this diriaion relates to the occupathm of various ghauts on 
the Ganges by parties of rabels. 

Dtkra Doon .—Nothing is reported from this distriot. 

Shaharvnpore .—A portion of the 6rce destined to act against Kohileuml has arrirml and halted 
at Roorkec; it comprises 500 Enropeau Infantry, uid 6 (Native) Morse Artillery guns, liesiiies »omc 
Sikhs. A rebel array, of 5000 men, with 10 guns, is posted at Nagulghut, tqipositc to Koorkee; but 
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they arc ti> bo little better thau rabble. They arc oonstructing batteries to comraand the river,- 
but whether for ofTcuaivc or defensive purposes is not yet known. 

Moiuffemugflur and Mrerut. —Nothing is reported from these districts. 

Jiohmdshuhur .— The ghauts of the (langcs are held by various j)artics of rebels opposite to 
Anoopshiiliur, Ilamghat, and Uajghnt, suiiimiied by various bodies inland at Kutora and Aandfiore. 
At the latest accounts, which reach to the 12th of February, all these parties had been strongly 
reinforced, especially those at Asudporc and at Anoopshuhur, and it is saiil that there are now 2000 
men at the former place. 

Thu rebels thn’ateii to cross, whieh, as the (iniigcs is almost eresywhere fordable, they easily 
might do, unless kept check. A small Jiritish force at .Anoopshuhur is watching them. 

On the tith a notorioii.s rebel, grandson of (ihuhiir llancc of Aiiooiishuhur, was arrested at that 
place, and sent on to Boliindshubur. 

Nothing has been received from this district. 

Agra Dirinon. 

I’nrls of this division arc in a very unsettled state, it is threatened on its north-east frontier by 
the rcbfds from itohilciiud and Oitdc, and on the south by those from Biindlecund; nor can this be 
fully re.incdied till the operations of the armies under his Fxccllcncy the (‘oniinaiider-iu-Chief and 
Sir Hugh Hose arc brought ton successful issue; in other respects the process of trancjuillizotiou 
i.s advancing. 

insurgents Inive oecnpied the Sah.Hwan Peprowln and Kuchlii ghauts of the Ganges, 
on the horders of this district also. The detachment at the lattiT place has been throughout the 
strongest, and has just Inson largely itiereased. .N'ative reports declare the enemy’s strength there, 
now to reach 10,0()i) to 12,000 men, with 0 gnn.s; but this is probably a gross e.xaggerntion. 

Fattrhghiir .—Golonel Walpole's column Inning been witlidraun from tlie llunigungii, the 
UuhiUnind rcbel.s have regained courage, and have u.ssenibled in sneh for.nidalile nninhers on several 
points tlnit it has been deemed wise to withdraw the Knnipean re.sidents inside the fort. 

OtU! body, under Wnleedad Khan of Mnlaghnr, has aetiially er. s.scd at Seorugpore ghaut to 
Mhow jshumsnhad, where they are throwing up entreiiehmcnts. Their strength is not known. 
Another large foree, said to be of larger amimiit, with li\e or six gnus, under flie Uajalis of Myiipoorie, 
ThiiUa, and Soorajpore, and of Mohrnn Ally Khan, are at Meora ghaut and Iblgrain, and give out 
they intend attacking the fort of Fnttehghur, of which they iinule an armed reeuiinoissaiiee from the 
tither side of the river on the I Uli. At Naminiow (here are about 2000 men with 12 guns, eom- 
mandeil by the Nana, sni)j)i>rteil In KKK) men with 10 gnus, at Meangnnge. 

Uluwah .—There are ninny rebels in lliis disiriel on the hunks of the .Tnmna. They are said to 
have sexerid gnus, but to have been deterred from ndvaiieing in foree by the action at Ilhogiiecpore, 
in (he Gawnpore district, reported in last week's narrative. They puslied forward, however, with a 
gun to Aruuut Ram; but this was gallantly nttaeked, on the Tth instant, by Captain .Vlexauilcr, and 
Messrs. Hume and Maeonoelne. They had with tlnnn SO jadiee sowars, and .Mr. Iliiiuc procured 
from a loyal aemindar a small gnu and -KM) iiiatehloeKrneu. Mr. IItime led the latter against the 
rebels who were strongly postetl in u garden, while the other gentli-men led the sowars on either 
flank. The enemy stmiA lioldly, but were itislodgeil, put to flight, and ehtirged by the sowars, and in 
all alainl 12.1 were killed, and tlieir gnn enptnreil. On out' .side 12 were killed and 20 wounded. 

-This distriet is beeimiing moiy trampiil, though a spirit of disaft’cetion still exists in 
some places; the chief local insurgent, one (iungtn, has lieeii driven from his stronghold in the 
Heebamow pergnnnali. 

Agra. —This distriet is ipiiet; the .3rd Mnropeaii regiment has hemi detached to punish the long 
refractory village of Deerpore, Init it was abandoned on their upproueh, and only ten or twelve of 
the fugitives were overtaken. 

A convoy bringing down to ('nwnjMire a large nviniher of ladies and children, and the Goveruiuciit 
oWiecr proceeding to Allahabad, left Agra on the 12th, and has lieeii onh-rv'd to make double marches 
in oriler to join Captain Tombs’ tiooji of Horse .\rtillery, which is proceeding dowiiwarda from 
Allyghnr.' 

.\ small body of plundercr.s ventured to ford the (.'liumhiil near Rah, hut were sjiccdily disjicrsed 
by the police. 

From Gcntral India it ia reported that the Rajah of Kotnh has been lictraycd into the hands of 
the rebel portion of his Court, headed by one .Teydial, and is now completely at their mercy. 

Muttra. —^Thc Muttra distriet npivcars to enjoy complete sitcurity. 

Alla/iahad Diriaioti. 

The north-west portions of this division hav e liccn brought into some degree of order Iqr the 
actions at Hhogareeporc and Annnt Ram (in Ktawah), the presence of a detaehmesrt at Akbcrporc 
(now moved to Shrclce), and also by the repeaU'd small e.\pcditions from Fattehpore, 

The extreme northern ivortions of the division have on the other hand been threatened by large 
Ixvdies of the Oude rebels. The military operations iu whieli his Excellency the Commander-in-Chief 
is iu>w engaged, will, it is to be hu|icd, soon dcittroy all organised rebellion in the provinces lying cast 
of the Gauges.

—Xothm;r of iniportaucc has occurred coniicotcd with the imuKHlinte Civil Coverument 
of the district itsidf. The tiovernur>(^erai assumed on the 9th instant the (lovcriinicint of 
the whole North-Western Pronaccs, and the Honorable Mr. (iraut left for Calcutta on the )8th 
instant. 

Soraon. —Mr. Mayno remains nt Soraon. 'Jlie Allahabad Naaim having* again advanced as 
far as Ahhid^ungc, within n few miles of Mr. Moyne’s position; a detachment of Sikh Infantry 
150 strong, under an European officer, was sent out to assist him. The Kazim has received a 
reinforcpujcut also, eoosisting of 7(X) to S(XI inutintHW sepoys, and about 200 sowars. His total 
force is now about WXX) men with 9 guns. The N'awab Nazim with one ri'gimcnt (new levies), and 
2 gnus, is at Bcliar, a few miles within the Oiide frontier, and due north of Soraon, while the 
Nazim of Sooltaupore is still at Mahnrsjgungc with 10,<.XKI or 12.0(X) men andJO guns. Besides these, 
a R'giinent of mutineers with 1 gnus (2 liorsid and 2 bulhs'k) is stationed at IVrtabghur. A party 
sent out to collect revenue by the n'hcl Tlmkmiiaiu of tthuiis|)ore, was surprized and captui^m hy 
Mr. Xfaync just across the Onde b.iivlor, in the latter part of the week. 

Fuileh/tore. —Mr. Maenftgliteii, who ueeoninaiiietl Brigadier Carthew’s (>ohin)n to Chnndpore, has 
repfjrtwl the result of the expe<liti<«i. The village whieh luul been nhaiiduned hy the enemy was 
destroyed, and some property w'os found eoneealcd in the neighlsturing ravines. Tim relmls who must 
have received timely'notice of the advauee of the detaehinent. wc.'re seen in great force on the other 
side of the riser, carefully guarding eight or ten laiats in whieh they had crossed. 

The Brigadier has organized a sanies of military deuiuiistratioiis among the rtifractorv villagca 
about Jeliiinabiul, whieh, however, cannot have tlieir full effeet until sup|H>rlcd hy a body of' military 
imlim* at that place itstdf, whieh must lx* furnished IVoui the hoies now raising, when they are fit for 
Horviee. The ('ouimissioiier has siihiiiitird Mr. Piohyn's report n|sin Culoiicl ItarlxT’s eziwdition in 
ileeembi’i' last, against the villages of Khukreroo-Kuth, Suikuiidee, (iurlia, Niirrowlw, llaruo, 
('li(siri:iiia, tSatoiitur fpe eih, and Sutoninif Pesiruh. .\11 these villages were oeeupied by declared rebcia, 
uud the heit-iiuuied was regul.-irly entrenched. .\k soon, however, ns the stntngtU of ('olonel Barber's 
rolninn Ui'canie ap|>arent, the insurgents tied, iiiid only a few stragglers were cut up. Tho vdlagea 
were destroyed; a goisf <ieal of plunder rceoveml; and some rebels’ proiierty conlisuated. 

Cau'i4/ioir. — Large bodies of the rt'bcls threaten the ghnnts almve C'nwiipore, on the (.iaiigca side 
of the liistriet ; und ojijiosite Bithoor tlierc is a parly of 1,01X1 men and i guns, under Munsnh 

Allis'. On tin- Ifitli ii parly of the Nunn’s followers, nhuiit .'itX) strong, forded the (iaiiges alxive 

Bithoor, and are supposed to have,effected their esr!i|K! imross the Deal) to Buinlleetind. They were 
oecoiiipaiiieil hy the bmlher (Baba Ubut) of the N'aiia, and .Sahib llao, tlic atm of the former and 
the nephew of the latter. politr post on the Oraiid ’rriliik Bond was destroyeil hy them on their 
passage, and thiee of the |Miliet.' killed. 

’fhe .\auu himself is still on the left hank of the (ianges, lint it is known is eiidenvoiirilig tu 
cross. His Exeelleiiry the ('ommaiider-iti-Chief has liecu (a)iU|Hdletl to withdraw the fuixHi formerly 
stationed at Uiihoor, hut the detaehinent at l)klx;r|iure has htam inovetl to tiliiH-olie, and Hngatlier 

Walpole is ordored to hold ChoH'ix.'ypore; so that if the Nana iuceeeds in erosaing the Oaiigca, 

it is to he liopcal he may Im iutcrceptcd before he can reach Bundhtcuiid. His movciueiits are 
closely watehed. 

B<tudu .—This district is still held hy tlie rebel Nawab, who is supiiortcd by a rabldc army umI 
the 5tli Irre.guhu' Cavalry. ’I'bc lailloelioiis of the sniitherii perguniiahs are (carried on jointly by 
the Nawnb and Naraycn Rao. The fort of Kolliugcr is held hy liiiMiieiiaiit Re.imningUm, 

huateerfmre. —'riie Rajah of Cliirkareo was ruTluiidy defeated by tliv relMsis ; his commander, his 
minister, and 125 olherK were killed: he has retinai tu his capital whieli, Mr. Came writes, ho 
is prepared to hold if the enemy advance. 


Bfnaret Uivimon. * 

No officicial narrative has beet) n-ocived fur the past week from tiir (.'ommissioncr of tbw 
division ,- the following notices ore supplied from other sources. 

Benareg. —’I’liirty-oiie prisoners, including twenty-seven mutineer se|>oys, rose U|ioii the jail 
guard, on the afternoon of the lOtb instant, while the other prisoners were alsicnt nt work. 

They wounded one of the guard, (Kisscsscil themselves of several muskets, and twenty of tboiu 
effected their escape. The remaining eleven were at onee re-captured by a [tarty of Eunipcsn troops 
scut down by the Brigadier, tried by a dnim-liead eoiirt-iuartial, and shot. Of the rest, fonrtieen 
were recaptured during the night, and two more killed in resisting their captors; one of those, 
retaken hanged liiiiiself during the night, the rest were capitally stniUmeed by the Bficcial (lommis- 
sioncr next day. The numlxir retaken comprised all the sepoys. An iiii{niry has hi-rn instiinted 
as to the circumstances attending this outitreak. 

Gkvzffporf .—From Ohazeqiore no report baa been received, but it is Imlieved to Ins traiK{)iil. 

Mirzapore. —It is known that aoroc mutineers have returned to Hijeyghur, having been di ticii 
out of the iicighbonring Bengal districts by a military party from Sasserain. llie Magistrate, with 
Mr. Catania’s levy has gone in pormiit. 

ririnytAur.—Some dacoitecs on tlie frontier villages have liccii committevi hy bands of relnds from 
Oude; on one occaaion a small fiolioc post was attached, and two men eorrievl off oa prisom'rs. 

The " Jumna ” steamer has advancixl Iiigticr up the Ciogra. 

Jowpvre .—The force under Uenerai Pranks was eoncetitrated at Budlaporc, and preparing to 
advance on Sooltanporo. 

The convoy of aouaanit.ion Sm Uoruckporc was at Jonn|)orc on the 8th instant. 
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Quruckpme JHcinion. • 

Tlic Behva gliant^ although their loss waa trifling, has disheartened the. raw levies of the 

Coiuluh llujah, iiiany of whom have since deserted, 'ilie I^jah himself consequently sent a mes- 
«'iigrr to the Magistrate, wh(» was in the camp at Bclwa ghaut, soliciting permission to treat. Mr. 
lircretou refused to send any reply, and expelled the messenger from camp. 

The Maharajah Jung llahodoor, with the Iicad-quarters of his force, was at Bustco on the 12th 
instant. The want of ammnnitiou and the necessity for preparing lM>ats are delaying his advance. 

An nttark had been made hy one of the Unjnh of Torlserporc's satrllitcs on a small iwlice post 
ill the northern frontier; two of the police, who Ijchnvcd with singular gallniitry, were killed. 

The district is othenvise iieaeeful, as may lie gathered from the amount of revenue collected 
dunng the past week,* and the large number of carts (5,20(1) furnished to the Maharajoli's army. 


Jubbulpore Divmon. 

The narratives for this division are still a week in arrear, the hitest received being of the 8tti 
instant. 'I'lic missing one of the Sfitli of Jnnunry has reached, and its contents, which are of small import¬ 
ance, will be entered under the head of the districts to wliirh they refer. The arrival of General 
Whitlock’s advance at Jiibhutporc is re[K>rted, but no iiifurniatioii is given of his intended movements, 
except that they were not, when Major Erskiiie wrote finally decided. 

Haugor. —On the 18th of Januarv' a [larty of rebels attacked the village of Obamee, the zemindar 
of which has eminently displayed liis loyalty to the llritisli Government. Major Western, therefore, 
despatched a few Niijccbs and (histums Chuprassces to his nssistaiire, and with their aid he repiilseil 
till* rebels, who lost about 20 men; tlieir numbers were nearly 2(HMl.t 

At Itatligliiir, Sir Hugh Itose captured the Kiiwab of Ainbiipancr (Vnzil Malioined; mid iiiiotlior 
noted ndiel leader, Kawiib Kumdnr Klinii Piiidnrec, who wore both executed oi^ the spot. 

Sir Iliigli Hose will move on Gurrakota, CJhaudeyree, and Jliniiscc, under orders from bi* 
Kxcelleney the (’omimiiulcr-iii-Chief. 

Dumoh .—No accounts from Diiinoh. 

Ktii/ofir .—'riie fort of Hijeyrngoogliiir (in wbieli were taken l(!0 prisoners, iueliidiiig 9 sirdarsj 
lias been destroyed, llic eliief mid bis iiiiele escaped, but Iiieuteiiiiiit Osborne hopes soon to secure 
them. Tliirtcpii guns, 2 stmidiirds, and .’iO staiul of arms were also eaptiired in the fort. 

'I'lie trmi(|iiillity of the greater jiart of the \agode district is for the present restored, but it 
eaiiiiol be looked upon os periiiniieiitiy settled till u detiiebment of troops is u\ailiiblu for its pro¬ 
tection. 

Jiihhiil/iiire. —Jubbulpore remains miieli in the same state as before. In spite of tlieir dispersion 
Iry (’olom-l Wliistli'r’s force, the Ncemkliern ridiels jigiiin'collei-ted in bis rear and attacked, but 
w’itliout efli-et, the post at Sleemabnd, wliieli was g.irrisoned hy a rifle rnmpiiuy of Nagpore Irre¬ 
gulars, and two eoinpanies 2Htli Madras Native Infantry. Thirty of thereliels were killed or wounded, 
tun men onlv on our side being slightly hurt. The inis.siiig narrative of the 2r>lh contains a brief 
atxiount of tlie capture, by Goloiiel Whi.stlcr’s force, of the fort of Uaiunuggiir; the garrison chiefly 
eseajied into tie dense jungles near the foit—a few oulv were killed or taken. Our easiialties wen- 
one man killed, and one dangerously wounded, both of tlic 28tli Madras Native Infantry. 

M««rf/«/i.--Tlie retirement of ilarou von Meyern’s force has given some eoiimge to the 
insurgents, in this district, ulio were previously dispersing; but the passage of the IWitl Madras 
Native Infantry would, it uns expected hy the ('oiniiiissioncr, have a salutary effect. When last 
reporting, ('aptniii Wndiliugton describes liimself ns raising a police liwy to garrison the town of 
Mundlidi (which lie had re-occupied) against a tlireiiteiied ndvuiiee of the iiisiirgeuts. 

iSeoaee.— 'riiis district ^-iimiiis perfectly tranquil. 

Nuritiiiffpunt. —With the narrative of the 2.')tli January arc forwarded two n-ports from Cimtain 
Teriian, the l)c|mty ('onimissiotier, n'eonliii|f his operations against the rebels who attacked Tenda 
Kliera, ns mentioncil in the last narrative and also against Cheklec, and several other villagca in 
which some notorious relicis wen; Imrboiu-ed. On the former occasion the rebels were only reached 
with a distant artillery tiro from which they suffered a few casualties, hut wert; attacked in their 
retreat hy some Bhopal troops and also hy ('aptaiu Sale’s detachment, when several were killed 
or caiitun'id, but eventually- they made good their retreat as before narrated. 

On the st'cond oeensioii, sevend nutorions and turbulent characters who had been concerned 
ill the rebellion of 1812-15, were surprised and raptured in arms, and wei-e with their lender, 
II man of muoli influence, and his son, immediately executed. 

In his Inst report, ('iiptnin Tcrnan says the district is tranquil, the crops splendid, and 
tin- n-veuue coming in regularly. 

IToahmgabati. —One of the chief Mehawattic leaders, who has harassed the Nimour pergunnab, 
has been eiiught in the Gwalior territory with five other rclicls; they will be made over to 
the Itosliniigalmd authorities. The rest of the district was quite quiet. , 

Boi/oo/.—This district was uudistnrlicd.

' If Toiir arinv will cnibrais; your religion, there will le; no ohjeetion with ns to do the siiuie.| Tlila 
assertion of t!ie Bengtilet? was inueli admired by them; eoiiseips iitlv they orderi d the liraliinina and 
others attached to the army to bite greasctl eait ridges; tint .Muhomedans refused to eat them, nltlioiigli 
tUev were sensible that the use. of tliose cartridges would only ntfeet the religion of the Hifidixi.s. 
The Europeans determined to destroy the ri-ligioti of Wh, and in sjutc eotiinient'«l_ blowing,from 
guns those in*Bny regiments who refused to nw tlie eartridge*. 'I lie sejxiys Inidiiig themselves 
thus maltreated tried to defend their religion, and began to kill them wlicti-ver they found tlieni, and 
still tlicv intend to pursue the stme course, and are dctcrininetl to ihstroy ilitni. He it known to 
vou that a-s long as these Europiaii.s may remain in Hindoostan, they will eoiitinitc dcstioy us;

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the for tlicir mutual welfare. The killinf; of cowa being esteemed one of the greatest of 

siiiH atiiongst tlie Hindoos, the Mahnntedon chiefs have agreed to abolish that custom from the day 
the Hindoos eotnu forward to kill the Europeans, If any Mahomedau act contrary to this engage¬ 
ment, he is to l>e considered ns guilty of a heinous crime before God; and should he eat beef it 
shidl be deemed ns pig; and if the Hindoos do not exert themselves to destroy the Enropeansj 
they will be considered in the sight of God as responsible for the crime of cow-killing and eating 
the flesh of cows. Perhaps Europeans, for their own ends, may stipulate with the Hindoos not to 
kill cows if they will join them. I assure the Hindoos that no man of sense will be deceived by this 
pretence, os th<-y have iioturiouMly violated their promises. Great and small are well aware that they 
arc habitually tntaehcrous, and have dune nothing but practice deceit on* the inhabitants of Hindoo- 
stun. Ijct not this opportunity pass away. Know, oh pimple I you will never have such another. 
Siinm letters urn considered to be the half of a meeting, it is hoped that the contents of this' letter 
may he coiisidcrid and replied to.

No. 3, I have the honor to 
forward for yotir information copies of two farther narnitivcs, for the w'eeks ending tlie 21st 
and iiStli idem respectively, submitted by the Government of the Nortli-Western Provinces.

Xarrniire «/’ lirrtih in the North.U’estern Prurinces to February 2J, 1858. 

No ofliciul rojtorts have yet been reecived from the ('oinmissioners of the divisions recently under 
the Oovcriimciit of the Ghicf Commissioner at Agra; and that from Benares is still in arrears; the 
narrative as regards those divisions has therefore been again compiled from demi-official sources. 


Rohilcuad Division. 

No verj’ important event has occurred in this division, so far as our adnccs inform us. Etforts 
of all kinds arc still bring made to raise the IlindcMi population against us, extending even to threats 
of forcibly converting to Mnlionicdaiiisin tliosa.wlio show any sympathy vrith the llritish Government. 
There is a native rumour that, in order to seeuro the services of a body of mutineer se]ioys, Khan 
Buliadoor has consented to share his usur|)ed authority with their leader, one Narayn Sing. Coins 
are, however, struck in the name of the Mahomedan cliief alone. 

It is, ncvcrtliclcss, reported, on the authority of several trustworthy native informants, that the 
Nawab's followers arc imich dispirited, that nearly all those who arc natives of Rampore have retnmed 
to their lionies, and that must of the iiitlueiitial inhabitants of Bareillv, Hindoo and Mahomedan, 
who are not too deeply compromised, have (led for shelter to the Nawafi of Rampore. On the other 
hand, it is ruinourad that a force has been detached from Lucknow to assist Khan Bahadoor, and 
that it is this party which now cceiipies Sbahjehanpore. 

After the action at Bcharcc, reported in the postcript to the last narrative, Colonel McCaualand 
considered it expedient at once to fall back on Ilurdwarrcc, in order to confront the main body of the 
rtdiels, who, under Fazl Huk, were threatening the latter place from Sitargunge. 


Kumaon .Dhtsion, 

Nothing has been received from this division. Lieutenant Oepp, daageronaiy wounded at 
Beharee, has it is known since died of his wounds. 


Metrut Dmsion. 

Debra Dboon, i^hanm/mrr, Mosefffemugyur, Mtrrai, Bohmdshsdmr, AUyghmr ,—^Nothing has 
l^i reeeivwl from any of the districta of this division, except from Bolundshulrar and Allyghur, and 
of importance is from the former district. This states that on the 18tll instant the 
r^ls opposite Aiiuopshahr commenced erecting batteries <» the river side; a few ronnds, however, 
ironi our guns at Anoepshahr I'ompellcd them to desist. 
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Agra DivUioH. 

Muttra and Agra .—niatcriitl chui{(c hns taken pkec iu tlic slate of this division. From 
Muttra uo reports of any kind have been received^ and those from A^cra contain no itoins of lucid 
intelligence. The two districts art; undisturbed. The presence of the Itsgah of Fiittinln’s troops 
iu Dholcpo/e hu been of senico in suppressing disturbani'cs in that stnh' on the Agra frontier. 

Mynpoorie .—The Commissioner, Mr. A. U. Cocks, reports that he visitetl, on the l.'ith instant, the 
large town of Shekoabsd, and was received with everv- outaurd demonstration of loyalty. The town 
was spontaneously illuminated at night in honour of his arrival. 

Eytak .—The position of affairs iu this district reiiinius iiiiich ns before. The ghauts ail along 
the river from lUmghai don-iiwards, are watched by the rebels, and a rery detailed nccouul furnialicd 
by a spy sent for the pur|x>se of ascertaining their force, places it at about 0,500, with 3 guns, 
besides a supporting force of 3(XK> men and -1 gnus, at lludaou ; of these, 2,.'>(K) are said to be opjiusite 
Itamgliat, with 3 gluts; and 1,:20(>, with 2 guns, at Kiiehla ghaiiL. Other iiceouuls go fur to confirm 
this estimate, which is however probably rather liclow the truth. 

At Kuchlu ghaut tlmy have put up bamboos to imlieatu the ford, ami have erected a sundhog 
battery, with emhriMures for 3 guns. On the lOlh a few hunuuucu actually crossed at this ghaut, 
and hiirned a few houses in a ucighhuuring \iUuge, but iinmeiliutely reltiriuHl to the opposite bank. 
Mr. Oaniell, the joint .Magistrate, is eiieaiopcil elo-se to this pluee, ami his presern'c with 00 or 70 
Irregular Horse, is s.itil greatly to have ulurmetl ti e rebels, ami to have been siiineieiil to ehcek any’ 
attempt at aggression; be- is raising a small entreuehinriit opposite the gliiint. 

Furrurkabad .—No re|M>rt has been reeciveil from this dminet of any u\eiit of iin|H)itniuT. 

Etttwab .—The state of ibis district reinuiiis unehwnged, the suiilherii |K)rlioii of it is still 
tlircnleiied by reliels from ('ntpis-, nml the pergunnaii of Oreyub is dislnrlu'd by the prcseiine of 
insurgents for the ilispersion of wliieli the limited foroe at the dis[H>sid of the .Magistrate is 
iiuidci|ante. 


Alinhnimtt DMuion, 


The stab’ of this division will he niipnreiit from the remarks niidcr the bead of the separate 
districts; placed hetneen the two sirongholds of the insurgents in Onde and Itnndleeumt. the is’iiee of 
the division is iiatnnilly depeiideni on the military operations nlieaily nmiertiikeii; nor can any 
complete pacification of tlie eoimlrv be effeeteil uiilil these are eoiiipleted.* 

Allahabad .—Nothing ha-s (s’ciirred in this district. 

Sornoii .—This outpost is still field li\' .Mr. Maine with I.Vt Siliks, Ideiiteniiiit N’midergiicth's levy, 
and some inntehlock incii. lie has been rciiiforrcd by luiotlier |Hiliee levy fismi ^Ihihnbad, iitid expeets 
to be able to bold bis present position. No attack lias been mude upon liim, luir is sueli ajiprelieiideil; 
blit detatebnients of the Nizam’s forces occupy variims small forts within Hie t)nde frontier, tlie chief 
of xvhieli are at Dclirayaii and SlinnsjMirv, and, under rsiver of the pmlivlioti thus niVorded, mneli 
injury has hee.ii done by Singram Sing iiml otiier daeoits to the peaceable inhabitiinis on onr side 
the Ixirder. 

Fiiltrhporr .—Tiarge bodies of rebels are now eolleeted on the right bank of the .Ininna, from 
(lalpee downwards, througliont the extent of this dislriel. .\1 Clmndpore Ibey even crossed in small 
niinilMir», beaded by the outlaw Maharaj Sing, but reinrned to Hie opposite side after it brief stay, 
finding, Mr. l*robyn believes, the pi-oplc no longer willing to assist him. ,M1 the gliaiits an', however, 
strongly oeenpied, and at (’hilhi Tara a formidable entrcnebnient has been thrown up. Some fear is 
entertained for the safety of .lelianiptb.'id, and uiraiigenieiils for its protection ore under eotisiderafioii 
by the military auihorities. More ts’eeiiHy, however, ^Ir. IVobyii mentions, in a demi>oiliniil letter, 
that the enemy have been in some jihwcs destroying their boat",—a fact wbieli hceiiis hardly to iiidieute 
aggressive intentions. 

(hwmporr .—Colonel Waljiohi’s^ force crossed the fJanges nml destroyed the fort of .lajanihow iu 
Oiide about the 19th instant. IVilonrI Maxwell, with the HHili, moved up in support to Slieoriijpore. 
These operations, with those of Colonel Hope (Srint’s eoliimii (wliieli bus been fs’cnpied to the iiortli 
of tlie Lucknow roatl, and has destroyetl Kuttehjiore ChowriiKee), have not only driven iiw.iy the Nana 
from his old haunts, but secured Hie safe passage of the Agra eoiivoy, with whi(;li Hp’ enemy's parties, 
oecupying the lower ghauts of the (loiiges, might otherwise have interfeml. 

I’lie N'aiia hns, it is believed, fled towards Kohilcnml; but siicb diligent cfTorfs are ma le to conceal 
his uioxements, that nil onr ollieers speak with hesjlatiiin roneerniiig them. 

The district has Wn naturally noteli trampiillized by the presv-nee and nioxeiiieiiK r,f Hie troops, 
and is free for tlie present from any asseinblHgc of rebels. 

Jiiinda .—This district is still in the hands of tlie rebels, who are reported lo tie in greater strength 
than ever. Narayu ilao of Kuiice. has written to the Magisirateaif .Mlaliatiad, rejsirting that he lin.s 
apprelieiideil some daeoits, believed to be {irisoiiers escaped from Allahabad jail, and ofli’riiig to deliver 
them up. • * 

Huuwerpitre .—^The rebels also in this district have largely increased in number, (hough it is not 
exactly known from wlint sources. It has, however, liceii ascertained that they have eonijMillcd the 
Kajah of Chirkarec to surrender all his artillery consisting of ■evciul pieces, all of small ealihre, and 
that they have brought tiieae to Calpcc.

So official report. ha« 1>ccu received for the accoiid time from this division; the circumstances 
bc-Iow narrated have, therefore, been derived from otlier sources. 

Benarv* atid Ghaseeport .—No intelligence of any kind has been received from these districts, 
which it is, however, known arc profoundcdly tranquil. 

Mirzapore .—Nothing has Iwen heard from this district, or of what resulted from the movements 
of the Magistrate after the mutineers at JSrjeyghnr reported in the last narrative. 

Azimghur .—From Azimghiir the arrival of a wing of Her Majesty’s 18th Light Infantry, and 
of S(»me Madras Kiffes, under Major Cox, is re[)orted. 

llie (Ihyasporc rebels have broken up, and those who were followers of Mahomed Hussan 
have gone under his nephew (iholan Ilnssnn to Akburport;; the Pulwars have gone to Madhopershad, 
to a fort called Kot Roe-wise, where he has been also joined by many of his clan from Our own 
pergnnnah of Tigra, in Joun|Mjrc. 1'he remainder, under the leadership of one Satul Pershad, 
retreated rid Munsoorgnuge, it is not known with what ulterior object. 

Colonel Roweroft, witli l(K)0 (icjurkhas and the Naval Rrigadc, were escorting boats up the 
(rogra, and on the 17th attnck(!d and destroyed the fort of Chandcporc, bedonging to Madhopershad; 
several guns were taken, and our loss was slight, including among the wounded one officer (Captain 
Weston,) severely. 

Jovnpnre .— It is known that Colonel Franks’ <uitire force crossed the frontier into Oude, oti 
the IKth, and on the following day nttaeked the udvaneed guard of Mehudee llussnn’s force, wliich 
\vas strongly entrenched to the number of WKX) (of whom 2,6<)0 were sepoys, chiefly the 71st, 'Wth, 
2 Ktli, and 20th llcgimeuts), under Hundeh llussun ('hnekl<-dBr; tliey wci'c driven nut of their 
(losition with eonsidernblc loss, and pursued for several tniles, when Mehudee llussun’s force, which 
was coming u|i to join them, was also intercepted and put to flight. Our casualties were very 
trifling, and six guns were captured from the enemy. 


Gitrurkporr Dirmon. 

No event of very striking iinportnnee has occurred in this division ; the Mahnnijub’s head¬ 
quarters reached lieraree ghaut, op|Mwite 'raiidah, on tlie IHth, and were to have crossed the following 
morning, but were detained by tlie at».seondiug of the boatmen. A body of l,10t) sepoys and one 
gnu are said to liave crossed from Ajoodhya to reinforce tin; (ioiidah ilajah, who was still at 
Nnwnbgunge with about men ; the (ioorklia lirigade at Ihdue ghaut has entrenched itself. 

At Fyznbnd, the lute Nazim of (ioruekpore is under duress at^the hands of the inutinct^rs, who 
l>:ul formeil part of his army, in order to extort ()a 3 'menl of tlieir arrears. Man t^ing has retired to 
Shidiguiige, and Koer Sing’s nephew, with the 2(X)0 men who have followed his fortunes, has gone 
to nj>pose the .Maharajah at 'I'andu. 

,\ singidar rumour has pnwailed in the neighlHUirhood of Fyzabad, to the effect that a force 
of (hairkltas bended by Mr. Owen, late extra assistant, had descended from the hills, and had 
<lefente«l with great loss tlu! Uajalis of 'roOlsee|K)re and llhinda; so poaitivelv was this fact asserted, 
tliut Air. Wingfield was inclined at first to Ixdiexe that it was erroneous only in respect to Mr. Owen’s 
name, us that officer was on leave at Calcutta, and he believed that some of Captain Ileorsey’s party 
of refugees had raisial armed men at Nepal nml descended into the plains, but os the survivors 
of this |>arty art' now known to have escn]>cd to Kumaon, the story appears utterly without 
foiiiidatiou. It has however liad mtieli effect in counteracting the exertions of the rebel Rajah of 
Gomlnh to raise the <s.>uutry against us. 

'I’lie escape, of the ivmuinder of the n'.utinous com]>anies of the 73nl Native Infantry to 
Toolse<‘|K)re, lias been siqiarately re(H)rted l)y Mr. Wingfield to tlie Supreme Government, as well ns 
tlie arrest of five id’ their uumia'r, liy Air. Peppe, Deputy Magistrate.* 


Juhbut/tore Dirhhn. 


The re|iort8 from this diiision reach only to the 15th February, and arc given in detail below. 
Keyoud tile progress of military ojierations which are os yet fully devcloiicil, there have beeu few 
events of iiiqHirtanec to ehroniele. ileturns of revenue Irom some of the districts of this division arc 
given in the margin,!

Major Western has rc'established bis polux': and rcvTime station, and made arrangcinonti for 
defending them bv the co-operation of the officers and men of the ('ustonis’ line. 

Dtmok .*— Tltis district is still in the hands of the Piiunah Kajati, who has mndo no 
official reports. 

Najfode. — The prisoners captured by the Rewah troops eitdeavourcd to etlVct their c*oap(», and 
in the mclde one of the principal llewah ehiefiaius was Moniided. The Political Agi'iit took 
advantage of the cxciteineut occaHioiicd by this occurrence to demand the surrendtr of the pritieipal 
prisoners, regarding which there had been previously voiiie demur. His request was eoniphed with, 
and 10.1 of the leaders of the robolliuii were scut to the hend-ipiarters of the column on the Jubbul- 
pore road; seven escaped by the way, hut they were fortunately of less iiu|Ktrtonco than the rest, wlio 
were all summarily punished hy scnteniv of a military comiiiissiou. 

JubMporr .— Ueiierol Whitlock’s advanced coliiuiii has ail rc.ii'Iicd .liihhnljMire. Tlie other 
portion of his force was not expected for some wet'ks. 

On the 7th February a large body of reln'ls att:u'ked the detachment of the Maguoro Irregular 
Force, and 2t}th Miuiraa Native Infantry at Sbumubiul, but were entirely repulsctl with conaulorable 
loss. Tile cavalry of the detachment was unfortunately alMcnt, and <s>uld not get hack in time to 
overtake the fugitives. 

(leiierul Whitlock was to hare left Jnlibiilpore for Iteaiih in a fra days after the date of the 
('nmmissioiier’s letter. 

Miindla/i .—The Ottputy-C'omniisaioucr is still loudly calling lor military aid; hut beyond the 
passage of the 33rd Madras Native Infantry (hiough liis Uistriei, it is at present impossible to 
afford it.

The intelligence received from this division is of no politicjil importance and relates chiefly to the 
share taken in the insurrection by persons of minor degre(^ It iiM been said that the Nana has fled 
into this province, bot no certain information has been obtaiuerl os to bis movements The 
amount and dhiposition of the rebel forces has not, it is believed, undergone any material cimngc 
since the last report. 

Kumaon JJivuion. 

Two refugees from Rdhilcnnd, Mr. and Mrs. Brcmner, with their children, have eseaped to 
Nayiiee T^. The force nndCrColonel McCaoslaiid remains at lluldwanee, and FaxI Huk and his rebel 
column are still at Sitargnngc. Cimtain Hearse^, who has reached Naynbe Tal, reports that 
Mr. Brand and the Seijeont'Majoc (whose name is ilodgers) were too weak from illnesa to continue 
their jouriicr, and hod retiinied to the eastward. *,

Agra Division. 

Eytah .—So far as can lie aacertaincd, the rebel forces at the ghauts have rather decreased, some 
liave certainly been withdrawn towards Bareilly, but at Saheswar reinforcements are said to hare 
arrived. On the 23rd, one Kuu Bahadoor, a notorious reliel, with 50 men, crossed the Gauges and 
burnt a village near Soraon; our levies behaved ill; at Kucbla ghaut entrenchments are being thrown 
14 ) on cither side; the rebels have apparently got one or two additional small guns. 

Furruekubad .—On the 24th of February, a Thannab established between the Ganges wd 
Jtamgunga, at lmrat|>orc, had been driven in by a party of re 1 >eU, who crossed the latter river 
with that object; some lives are believed to have been lost. 

Agra, Muttra, Mynpmnrie, and Etuwuh .—Nothing of importance has been rejwrted from these 
districts. 


Allahabad Division. 

There; is nothing to add to the remarks in the last narrative in the state of this division, which 
remains without change. 

AUahuhad and Horuon .—These districts eontiniie tranquil internally, but still sufl'er from the 
incursions of dacoils from Oude. Ou one ocensiun, carts conveying timber for the new barracks at 
Allahabad were attacked, burned, and several of the drivers and guard killed or wounded by a party 
of Sungrain Sing’s nien within three miles of Soraon. 

Eultf/i/inrc .—This distriit has not been inaterially disturbed during the. past week, though the 
rcitels at the ghauts on the right bank of the .liiuina are in iinieh force. 

Caumpurr. - (k)loncl Mawtell’s for(;e (eonsisting of Her Maje.sty's H 8 tli Foot and Police Horsey 
ha.s been reiid'oi'i'ed by a wing of Her .Majesty’s .‘)2nd and the'lVwana Horse; .some rebels ero.s.sed the 
lluiuecrpore ghaut on the 2 Hih, and burned the \illage of Bnrriapal, but have not advanced further. 

nuuda ««d llniiii’rr/xjrr. 'I’liese distriet^ are still in the rebels’ hands, but rumours of 
Sir II. llo.se’s approa<-h from the scailh arc very prevalent among them; they are therefore 
eoueentrating in (;onsiderabh; strength, and have entreiiehed t^ienisebi's near Calpee. They are said 
to procure sulphur from .Mir/.apore; an einjuiry has been instituted as to the truth of thU assertion. 
It docs not quite appear on vthat terms the ('hirkari'e Rajah has been forced to make peace with 
the rebels; he has certainly, howe\er, surrendered some of his guns. « 

Tantia'I'opee and tin* llala Rao, the Nana’s lirotlier, are the leading men among the Calpee 
rebels; their forces are heeomnig very numerous, but inado up of very heterogeucous materials. 


Rrnarrs Division. 

The narrative from this division for the week under review calls for no remark. The state of each 
district is giveu in detail below. 'I'he collections of revenue will Ih-IouiuI in the margin.’*' 

Jirnarrs and Chazvr/iorr .—Nothing has occurred calling for re)N>rt in these two districts. 

Mirsn/iorv. —The .Magistrate found no organized enemy on his e.vpedition towards Bejeyghur; gangs 
of daeoits, however, ehietly Cbuinlel UqipiKVts, plunder the country, and these must be systematically 
hunted ilown n.s soon ns arrangements can be made for that pnrjiorse. 

Azimyhur.- -\\\ consefpienec of the ollieinting Magistrate’s ab.senee from the station with 
Major (.tox’s eolunm, no reports have been received ; it is known, however, that uo ment of 
iuiportanee has taken pitiee. 

JoHH/iurr .—(.kiloiiel Franks’ iHilunm has Iveen altogether absent during the week in Oude, and 
its operations no longer come within the seo|a‘ of this narrative. Mr. Lind, the ('olleetor, has been 
lu'tivc in furnishing this force with carriage and supplies. 


Gornrkpore Division. 

'I'liree regiments of mutinous sepoys having extorted arrears of pay, amounting to upwards of a 
lac of rupees from Mahomed Hipisuu, ex-Nnzim of Uoniekporc, crossed the river and joined the 
Gondah Rajah; with this reinforeement he oecupiew the entrenchment at Hilwa, which had been 
thrown up by the advanced Goorkha Brigade, and abandoned by them under circumstances which 
have led to a separate eorrespondenee: .‘ilHk) maniids of grain fell into the insurgents’hands. On 
the 2;ir<l, the Veomuury t’uvalry arrived at Amarhu, to winch place ('ulonel Rovveroft's force will 
probably move after Iwing reinforced by the Uurrnk (ioorkha Regiment from (tomekpore. The enemy 
will then 1m; attacked, if military eonsiderntioivs pi'rmit, in their own entrenehmeuts, which they still 
hold, though the bulk of tlicir force has returned to Nawah Sing. 

.On the 2r>th, Mr. Brorcton, the active and intelligent Magistrate of the district, died, after a brief 
illncM. Mr. Wingfield at first entertained suspicions of poison, but eventually the cahse of his death 
was declared to he undoubtedly “ purpurcc.” llis loss is particularly to be neplorcd, at the present 
eonjuuctnrc.

The 
Rajah of Bulaampore has recently had a alight skirmish with them, and suffipred some little lots. 

On the ii7th also, a alight encounter took place between a reconnoitring imrty of the Ycomaiuy 
Cavalry, and the enemy near Bilwa; one troo|>er and tlirce of the enemy were Killed. 

An enormous quantity of carriage and grain has boon supplied to the Maharajah’s army by the 
civil officers <Jf the diatriet, and the Commi winner espeeinlly notices the energy anil aiu<cessful cKcrtiona 
of Mr. Cooke, grantee of Bustee and honumry Deputy Magistrate. The district was generally 
tranquil, ai the revenue collections show.* 

JuMuipore Divuk/H. 

Nothing has been heard from this division; it is knovm most of tlic Deputy Comniissioneu as 
well as the ^mmissioner himself, are absent from their stations with various military twrtics.

The rest 
of the narrative is iiiudc up from various oliieiul and Hcmi-oflicial sources. 


MrenU Diititum. 

No change has taken place in the. state of this division. 

Dchra Dhoon.—'So rejxirt has been received from this district, which is believed to lie perfectly 
quiet. 

Sahaninporr. —Tlic head-quarters of the force under Brigailier Coke remain at lloorkco*. No 
attempts have been made by the enemy to cross, .\fr.4ihakeapear, the Magistrate of Bijiiuur, in u 
rejsirt which will he more fully iiuiieed below, mentions that he, in eonipaiiy with the Brigadier, 
fonlcil the river on hnrsi'bnck below KnmkhnI to rcooiinoitre. They found the oountry quite clear, 
and heard the ndicis hud fallen hack. Advantage has been taken of the pn^senee of the troojis to 
disarm the district, and assistance hofs been offered for the same purpiMc to the .Magistrate of Mosuf- 
fernuggnr. 

Mospffemuggur. —No news from this place. 

Meerut. —Colonel I’enny's brigade is believed to have inarched from Meerut towards AUyghur. 
The district itself is undisturbed. 

Boluuchhuhur. —I’rivatc letters have been received from Mr. .Sapte, the Magistrate, up to the 8tb 
of March. Everything was perfectly quiet at that date. The gliiiiits of the (laiiges are still watched 
by the enemy. 

AUyghur. —Mlyghnr itself is quiet, bututlie ghauts north ofsJiytsh are threatened. Parties have 
crossed and committed depredations. 

RokUrund Division. • 

No new facts of much immetonce have transpired regarding the movements of tim rebels. Tho 
report from the Magistrate of Bynour, to which idlnsion hss been already made, describes the reliels 
of hit own district ss much dimarteiied, sod their forces as fsr from formiiiable. They have imly 
three large b^ies of men, which are as foUowa, vis ; —about .'1000 undisciplined troops, with«d guns, 
under U^eeooUnh Khan, a nephew of the Newab of that place, are at Nujeehabad. The fort of 
Pathuighnr, in the same neighbourhood, is also held by a small garrison, and foraished with six guaa. 
A second force under anotbw nephew (AhmedooUa Khan, who was, at the outbreak, our Tebti^ar 
at Ngje^bad) is at Naghol ghaut; it consists of 2000 men and a few guns, and is intended to keep in 
efaedi a detachment of ewralry and horse artillery, which Brigadier Coke has posted at l^wdianah, on 
the right Imak. Beaidea thrao two assemblages, an indfepen^nt collection, gbont 1000 strong, with

police purpoacs. , 

From the Nawah of Ilniiiporc, recent intcdligence haa not been received; it has, however, been 
thought advisable to detain iu Calcutta Mehudic Ali Khan, a kinsman and rival claimant to his throuc!, 
just arrived from Engiund, whose presence at Kamporc would have been dangerous at this crisis. 

Klian lialiadoor has is.sued a ])rouluniution referring to the coll formerly made upon th(‘ Hindoos 
to unite in expelling the British, 'fo the present paper a lithographed list is np|tcndrd puriau'tiug to 
give the names of many persons, both Hindoo and Mahornedan, who haiil given in their adhesion in 
consc(|Ucncc. The roll embraces many jicrsous who are l»elievcd to Ihj perfectly loyal, and there can 
be little doubt tin; measure is a device to coiiipromisc influential men, and so to secure thdr assjs. 
tniict!. All “ well-disposed” jicrsous (it i.s Hni<l iu the proclamation) art- exhorted to imitate the 
example of tho.so whose names are cited, and to shew, their adhesion to the rebel cansc by their acts. 

A rujice, struek by Kb'vn Babadoor, has be«‘B also tr.insinitted to (loveriinient; the obverse is a 
mere copy of Shah Alum’s and of the C'ompauy’s old l‘'nrnickabad rupee; the reverse reads " the 
73rd year of tlie auspieious reign, struck at llareilly, I.‘i71.” It is not clear to what reign the first 
date can allude, ns Sliab .Mum aseciided the throne iu 1759, A.p. 

'I’he chief forec of the insurgents ajipcars to be concentrated in the Biulaoii and Harcilly distriets. 
The ghnnts iu the former are strongly guarded, and the rebels have even ventured «»n aggressive op«'ra- 
tions of a somewhat serious chnraetcr. \I’ullec Ihul Khun, of Mainghnr, his sons, Sumniicl Khan, 
father-in-law of the late Nawah of 'riiiijjur, Mohsan Ali Khan, .Vhm(‘d Var Khun, an; the leaders 
iu this quarter. 'I’wo of the Delhi Sbalizadas, Mirza Kochak and Mirza Feroze, are also said to be 
with them. They are su|)posed to have in all about .KKX) or tiOOO men, and six or eight guns at the 
ghauts iigar Kharguuge, and have given out that they intend erussiug siniultuucously iu three coiiimus 
by tlm Klieldn, Iliekpooree and Soorujpon! ghauts. 

At Bmlaon, <><>ilinne<', and Shalijebaiipore, the relicls are also ladieved to be in some force. 
There is little doubt soiiw troops have arrived from Jiiiekiiow to tlicir assistance. Of the actual force 
at Bareilly, no reliable iiifonnation has been received. Kuzl link is now at Uabcrce. 

• The Naim, after moving about on the frontiers of Onde and lloliileuiid, is now believed to have 
pix)ceedv‘d to Salijelinnporc e« ivn/f to llaieilly. 


Kttmnoii Dirltiou. 

On the 3rd, tile Coinmissioiu'r liaviiig lieard that Ki'di Khan had detaelnsl W) men to Sitargungo 
(from IJahcri'e) to collect tin' revenue of a iieiglibooring bnal village, sent a party about ‘.’()l) strong 
against tliepi, under Captain llangli, and necoin|>aiiied by Mr. C. Carmieliael, C.S. They roaelied 
.Sitargungo at (> a.xi. on the nioniing of the ttli, li.iving marelied twenty-live miles (on elephants) 
during the ni-ght. 'I'he rebels took reingi' in a strong walled building, formerly the (iovernment 
tehseel, but Captain llungli blew open tlie gate ailb a mouiiluin liowitzer, mid stormed the place 
with the loss of only one (ioorklia vvoiinded. •None of the rebels escaped, except a few who bad gone 
to a neighbouring village the previous uighl. 

The lioliee levir.s are now tilO strong. 

Agra DirMoti. 

The aeluni state of this div 'sioii is not mueb altered, but it is .still tbi'cateued to the north, and . 
latterly also to the ea.st by the Calpee rebels. 

Muttru. —This district is quid. The Commissioner hopes the hulk of the revenue halanees will 
he shortly I'calizetl. 

Agra.- ■ 'I'liis district is also tranquil, 'fhe internal distnrbunee.s in Dholepore, which at one 
time might have imsettlcd the border, liave been eompostxl by the aid of the Fnttiula rontingent; 
but a body of the disnlleetecl DlnUepon? suhieets aressiid to have gone off to join^ the Calpee 
iusiirgeiiU. 

A/y»/worie.— Ill this distrii't tranqniiRty is rapidly returning, and the revenue is coming in 
freely. * 

Klan'iih. —'I'lie southern (lar! of this dislrii't was at the latest advice seriously tlireotcuecl by the 
rebels on the right liauk of the .luiniev. It is not believed they had iietually crossed, but arc said to 
he assembled at the ghauts in great force. They are ,sni<l to iiicinde 2,.'»(K) sepoys of the Gwalior 
('ontiiigeut, 3tX) of the JWiiil and WO of the t2iid Native lufaiiUy, and aTOut 300 of various 
regimFiils, of who<n all are well found and armed; a portion of the iiiagozine ofvthe Gwalipr 
Coiitingeiit having hern left at Calpee. Alkiiit 1000 Rohillas from Muudisorc, witli the Slialixadah 
from that place, are also deserilied ns forming part of the force. Tlieir gnus ore btdieved to be 12 in 
iinnilier (besides wall pieces, >ce.), of which fi arc O-portnvlcTs, the others heavy guns. 

F^rrurknbail. —The Magistrate of Fiirruckabad coinplains that the Mahotuedan population of that 
ttwvu exhibit much disaffection, and uro in comimwiieation with the itohilenud rebels. With the 
large hn.siiU' force which at present Ihreatdhs the frontier, such excitemeat must naturally be 
expeeted. Since the attack on the tlianiiah at Imratpore, re[)ortc<l•in the last narrative, no fresh 
iucursio,i;v have been miidc upon the lower portion of this district, a rroult Vrfaich the Commissioner 
attrilniles to Uie prompt punishment of tin- zciniiidnrs, who were active on that ocrosion iu inviting 
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the rebels to cross. The country to the west of Fnrrucksbsid has not, however, been so fortunate. 
Ihe Ism and important town of Rumpil was plundered on the 6th by a bt^y of horsemen, who 
retomed immediately with their booty; they craosed at Soorujpore f^haut* 

Eytak .—Some Aheers are also Sundering in the Eyt^ district: but the Magistrate is not yet 
strong enough to deal with them.

Allahabad DwitUm, 

Cawi^iora .—^The ghauts on the Ganges have not bccu re-ocenpied by the rebels since the 
operations reported lost week. On the Jumna side, however, the accumulation of rolicls in the 
Ohatumpore pergunnoh induced his Excellency the f'ommander-iii-riiief to detach against them 
Her Majesty's 88th and 32nd Regiments, under ('olouel Maxwell, of the former corjjM. '^is 
measure Lad the effect of driving the insurgents back acirosa the river; but the force has since been 
recalled for other purposes, and has been relieved by Cap^n Berry’s Sikh Police Battalion, with 
some of the Tewanidi Horse. 

F^tehpore .—In consequence of the presence of the rebels abovemontiuued, it was eonsiderod 
advisable to detach towards the north.west angle of this district a party of Her Miyesty's 81st 
under Colonel Christie. On their arrival, upon the 5th March, they found the rebels had reurossod 
but they wqre visible in large numbers on the opimsitc bank, and some firing took place, whiol 
resulted in a loss of one killed and three wounded on our side. 

AUahabad and Seraon .—Nothing has occurred in these districts. 

Banda and linmeerpore ,—No intelligence has been received from cither of these places. 


Benare* Divuion. 


Benarf» and Ghasrepore .—All perfectly quiet in these districts, ('ulicctions, rupees 11,(»'13 13 W 
and rupees 14,65)8 10, respectively. 

Mirsapore .—No re[)ort from this place, the Magistrate Imiitg still out in the southern pcrguimahs; 
but it is believed to lie quiet. 

Jounpore .—The Miirriahoo {tergunnah is somewhat disturbed ; but Mr. Jeiikinson is proceeding 
with a small force in that difeetion, ti> bring it into order. 

As'mghur .—^The neighbourhood of the (ioorkha force bod, in the early part of the week, still an 
effect iq this district; the turbulent Pulwars and others either dispersed to their homes or rcmaiiicfi 
hiding in the jungles. Major Cox's column, therefore, cxpcricnccti no opposition, but had destroyeil, 
«s far ns time jicrmitted, the very strong fort of ISgra, belonging to llajan 1'ritheepnl .Sing nuiiteria, 
which was found evacuated. This place was actually in Oude, but it was a standing menace to the 
Azimghur frontier. Mure lately, the advance of llurkishun's rclad eoliimn to Taiidah has emmuraged 
the r^cls to collect again. The Kajkoomnrs had conqmllcd the police of two frontier thanuahs to 
withdraw, and the itost at PliooI])orc has liccn driven in, and one jemadar carried off a prisoner. 

'I'hc weekly collections have amounted to rupees 22,150 8 11. 


Goruckporr Divirion. 


This division has been, during the past week, the scene of imjmrtnnt events. No sooner had the 
enemy ascertained that the Guorkhu force would pass Fyxabod, on the march to Lucknow, without 
atta^ng it, than preparations were commenced by them for an invasion of Goriickporc. A forrs: of 
some 2000 men, and llurkisbun, the nephew of Rajah Kner Sing, marched towards Tandah, to cross 
the Oogru near that place, while the sepoys at Fyxabad, having Ijccii paid their arrears hy Mahomed 
IluBSun, crossed the river to reinforce the Gondah Rajah. A smaller body, composed of the men of 
some Imsct tsdookdars, tlircatencd the northern frontier of the district between the Gogra and the 


Tcraic. 

On the 2ad, Colonel RoweroR therefore moved towards the Bilw.i entrenchment, where tho main 
body of the enemy were posted; but found it sy strong and held in such force, that he coiwidered it 
inexpedient to attack, and after an almost harmless eannonadc he retinil to Amorha. 

Emboldened by his retrograde movement, the enemy advanc«;d nut of their cutrenehinents on the 
night of the 4th, and at 8 a.m. of the 3th, were met by Colonel llowcmft, when au obstinate eugsgC' 
ment ensued. 

The overwhelming numbers of the rebels enabled them aliiKMt to encircle the inferior force 
opposed to them, and the nature of the ground afforded them excellent cover. Nevertheless, after 
some hours fighting, they were totally repulsed, and pursued to within a mile of flelwa. The Yeomanry 
Cavalry did excellent service, and miuie several most effective charges during tho day. Coldnel 
Roweroft reporti the rebels to have numbered nearly of whom ItXX) were rcfralar sepoys, 

comprising rac 1st, 53rd, and 56th regiments of Native Infantry (the f.'awnporo Brigade), and the 
6th regiment Gwalior Contingent: these battalions had been recruiUtd to a strength of 600 or 600 
each, the other sepoys belonged to Oude Irregular Coqis or detachments of broken rrgimriita. The 
rest of the force comusted of Oornekpore rebels, and tlie contingents of the Rs^bs of f^dali, Banda, 
Akowra Chn^, Kanpara, Ootrowla, and other talookdars of Gondali and Baraitcb. 

The loss of the enemy was ctwtainly not less than 400 or 600, and of 0 guns they brought into 
the field, 7 were taken. The result of these operations has been to disconcert tlie enemy’s plan of 


inrasion.

The Tanda force has indeed shown itself on the frontiers of the district, hut has not yet rentured 
to attcmipt ony serious operation; the party to the north hare been kept in check by the followers of 
the Barisec Rajah. 

The remnants of the disccmifited army, however, still hold the Belwa entrenchments where they 
have several guns, and there is no doubt that had they succeeded in evading or defeating Colonm 
Roweroft, they had many adherents in the northcru {lergunnah who were prepared tu rise in their 
favour. 

The collections during the past week have amounted to rupees 93,800. 


JubMport Divukm. 

The official intelligenoc from this division does not reach beyond the 1st of March, and is of no 
very prominent importance; the details afc given below. 

SttUffor. —Tltc fugitives from (lurrakota were overtaken at Beirah, on the road to Sabghor by a 
small column under Captain Hare, Hyderabad Contingent. Nearly 100 were cut up and as many 
taken prisoners; among them were many sepoys of the 31st, 32nd, 42nd, and 70th regiments. Sir 
Hugh Bose has taken the fort of Murorcc, killing 130 of the enemy. Sir II. Bose and Captain 
Pinkney had each a home shot under them. 

Dumoh .—trcncnil Whitlock was moving upon this place en route for Saugor, and is believed to 
have reached it. 

Juhhulpure .—Detached parties of the rebels expelled from Ourrakota, are posted between Dumoh 
nud .Tubhulporc; one nt a rather strong f»rt named Miirdanghur near Kaiporc. 

Mundln. —The Coininissioiicr of Nagporc has promised assistance to the Deputy Commissioner; 
nothing else of importance has occurred. 

Seoner, Nurtinypure, Hoehungabad, and Baitool .—^These four districts are perfectly tranquil. 


Mansi Sub Divieion. 

Chandryrre, Jhanei, Jaloun .—Nothing has been heard from the three districts of this sub»division. 


Poelacripl to the Sarratire of March 7. 


Saugor .—The divisional narrative of tlie Commissioner of Jubbulpore for the week closing the 
7th March, has been received since the body of the above narrative was written. It mentions that 
Sir Hugh Rose’s force hud left Saugor on tlie 27th ultimo aud marched towards Shahghur, capturing 
the fort of Barrodiu by the way. Kxeept the Mnlthonc purgunnah, the Saugor district was quiet. 

Dumoh .—Dumoh was TC>occupi(’d bj^he British lord's under (iencral Whitlock on the 4tli. 
llic public buildings and records hod b^m utterly destrwed. (iencral Whitlock had gone on to 
Saugor with a small detachment, and another had followed him in the same direction. Another party 
had been sent towards Jubbulpore to escort in treasure, aud to clear the road, which was infested 
with rebels. The body of the column meanwhile was halted at Dumoh. Several bodies of rebels 
still held various posts in the district, but the thaunahs and teliscels had been re>C8tabluhcd. 

Jubbu^ore .—A body of 000 rebels, aided by thirty of the 52nd Native Infantry, had token up 
a post on the Dumoh rood at Singramporc. Another {larty was at Mughowlic. 

On the 2ud, uear Lahore, a party (thirty'five strong, with two Isuropean officers) of the 50tb 
Madras Native Infantry, routed 5(}o rebcU wjio had plundered the villop of Bakrav^a. Captain 
Tripe, who commanded, rciiorts that the cuemy suffered a loss considerably exceeding the strength 
of his own detachment; the only casualty on our side was one officer. Lieutenant Walters, seveimy 
wounded (thigh broken). 

Captiun Broome, with a detachment of the 28th Madras Native Infantry and Nagpore Kilee, 
twenty sowars, and two guns, proceeded on the 28th February from Suleemobad agairrst Bhnigaon, 
the rc'bel Rajah of whieli place was strongly fortifying his house. Hiis post and some neighbouring 
defences were thoroughly destroyed, and some prisoners taken. 

Besides the above events, nothing has occurred deserving of notice in the Jubbulpore divirion.

THE official report from this diviiinn doca not re<jiiire any «|)ecial notioi*. Th4! general peaw! of 
the diviKiou haa not Item diaturbed. ('ollectioiia of revenue are noted under the iica<la of the rei{M)c. 
tive diatricta to which they belong. 

Dehra Dhoon .—Dtdira Dhcmii remaina jjerfcctly trantpiil. 

Sehaninpore and Mozuffemuggur .—The dixurniiug of thcac diatricta ia iK-itig gradually carried 
into effect. The revenue collection for Sehaninpore for tho firat week in Mamh waa rupeca (1,(1) I, 
and the only outatauding balaiicca, niiicea 51,657. The collcctiona in Moautfernuggur for the aaroe 
period amounted to rupeca 15,.30(1 4. 

General Penny'a force marched on the Oth towarda Kaxguiige. It couaiated of about 
1200 men of oU arma. 

The bridge of boats at (turhmnktCHcr hoa been nratpred, na the traffic with Bohilcund is already 
beginning to require this accommodation. 

Bolundehuhur and AUgghnr.—thc balances of the llolimdshnhnr diatriot have been nearly 'all 
collected. 


Bohilcund Divitioa. 

Nothing of importance hat lieen reported from this division during the past week. As far as can 
be aacertained, the rebels arc cxpectiiig to be attouked, and much disheartened at the events elsewhere 
occurring around them. 


Bumaon IXpuion. 

Since the affair at SiSurgungc, reported in the postscript to the last narrative, no events of ttnpor- 
tanoe appear to have occurrea in this division. 

Agra JXvieion. 

♦ 

Tho general condMon of this division remuned unchanged up to the close of the week under 
review. There are still collections of rebela on the Imnka both of the Jumna imd the Oangra, and, 
aa wiU bo peCbeived by the detailed accounts below, tlw^ hsvc jjcrpetrated some slight mischief. 

Jfaffni.'^-Thia msinct remains perfectly quiet, and the outstanding baiancea are being rapidly 
CPlIcCtDll 

Agra .—Considerable portions of this district arc yet in an nuscttlod state. The pcrgunnidi of 
Jajneer which waa throngbout grcatlv espoaed to tlic incursions of mutineers and rebels, has not yot 
been fidriy traced toauMussSon. fn some parts of Pergunnak Feruzabad, ^e inhabitants, though 
not openly committed by active violence, still continue in armed defiance of British anthority. 

In the porgonnah of Bar Pinnahot an oatngc has taken place of a very serions nature. The 
semindan of one share of thia townahip were at enmity with the purchaser of another sharir, who haa 
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remained loyal to Cioremment. They hare for some time been in relicUion and fugitive ontlawa, bat 
have recently threatened to rettim force and take vengeance on their co-sharer. On the 6th, 
having joined their forces with those of one Gunga Sing, a notorious dacoit, they attacked the town 
of Itah with some 1000 men. The semindar with the tehsccldar and thannadar, the poliee, and other 
Government officials, songht to defend themselves in the tchscel buildings. They had with them 
some men lent os guards by the Rajah of Bhndonrea, against whom there are some >suspicions of 
secret connivance with the loader of the rebel party and of correspondence with his kinsman the rebel 
Rajah of Oondah in Oude; at any rate his men do not appear to have made a voy strenuons 
resistance, and some accounts even represent them to have aided the assailants, who having effected 
an entrance into the tehscci, either by force or treachery, overpowered and murdered all the defenders, 
the zemindar, his family, the tehsccldar, thannadar, and most of the other police and Government 
officials. 

Brigadier Showers at once started from Agra with a column to restore order and punish the 
rebels, who however evacuated Bah before his arrival at that place, and were punued by him to 
the banks of the Chumbul. 

In this district, on the May and June kists, a balance of rupees 30,53S 8 3, and on the 
November and December kists a balance of rupees SOOjld'l still remain to be realized. 

Mynpoorie, —^This district is tranquil; the notorious dacoit Uunga Sing, who, as noticed above, 
has been concerned in the attack on Bah Pinnahut, is held in great dread in this di.strict. The 
Gommissioncr tliercfon! proposes a reward of 5000 rupees for his apprehension. The 3nl European 
Hegimeut, (about 850 strong) with two field guns and 150 horse, moved to Bewar and thence to 
Ktawali. The column is under the command of Colonel Riddell. 

Furruc.kttbud. —The town of Kuinpil was again attacked by a party from across the river towards 
the close of the week under review. The Thanuah Police were driven in and some plundenng took 
place, hut no loss of life on cither side occurred, and the rebels eventually retired. The ghauts 
arc still watched by the rclicls. 

Near Eurrnckiibad itiudf the country is quiet; the barracks rapidly rising; traffic on the Grand 
Trunk Hoad is increasing daily; and revenue is lieing collected with some regularity. 

JCtawah. — The rebels still hold Oreyah and the iieighhoiiring country, and the dacoit leaders 
who are with them arc doing much mischief, and arc acting with some degree of concert under 
orders from the Nana’s brother, an agent in lliindlccuud. 

The Calpcc rebels, though their numbers ore undoubtedly formidable, do not seem to bare 
much heart fur aggressive movements. 

Mr. Hume however considers it unwise at present to collect the revenue, except to meet 
current requirements, lest any accumulation of treasure should act as a bait to the enemy. 

The Rajah of Rouwao having hccu detected in a treasonable correspondence poisoned himself on 
the (ith instant. IJis relatives have threatened the life of the tehsccldar, tlirough whom liis guilt 
was discovered. 

Eylah. —'fhe rebels have made several dcraonstratioiis at various ghauts in this district, and at 
Kuchla ghaut crossed and drove back on the 11th the 150 Jftt Horse who were watching their 
luuvciiiciits. In the skirmish the enemy lost seven killed, and Captain Murray, one trooper killed, 
and his Adjutant, Lieutenant Hoiiucscj’, severely wounded by sabr(‘-cats on the arm. 

The enemy, however, though very strong in numlicrs, made iiu advance, aud Captain Murray 
continued to hang on their flanks, and subsequently retired on Klmsguiige. The rebels then 
nttaikiid the village of Oorlice, but were unable to overcome the resistance of Darn Sing, the loyal 
zeiiiiiidur of that place, and nt nightfall they n*tircd, leaving several dead on the ground, to bury 
whom they re-crossed the fulluwing day, but did no further mischief. 


Allahabad Diriaion, 

The events in this division call for no general remarks. Tlie state of each district is reported 
below. The revenue onllcctions for the week arc given in the margin.* 

Allahabad and Soraon. —'The Nazim’s forces have received some addition of late, but hia 
position is otherwise unaltered. At the village of Bandd, near Gopccgiinge, the police were resisted 
nnd repulsed in the execution of their duty by a liody of armed men. It has been considered 
advisable since to strengthen the imst at Gopcrguugo by a detachment (two companies) of Her 
Miycsty’s 5'lth Foot. 

F)iltehpore. —^I'ho gathering on the right bank of the Jumna, especially about Chillarara ghaut, 
was so numerous and threatening that it has been deemed advisable to scud on the remainder of 
Her Miqesty’s 8(Kh Regiment and two guns. 

The ghauts of the Ganges have been once or twice threatened daring the jpost week, but the 
rebels, who are believed to be the foUowen of one or two fugitive Oude chieftains, endeavouring to 
escape on every occasion, retired after showring themselves for a brief period only on the "banks 
of the river. 

On the Jumna ride of the district Captain Berry’s regiment of Sikh Polioe has replaced Colonel 
Maxwell’s column, which waa required in Oude, but towarda the ckiae of the week the enemy at 
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Hameerpore gbant were in tueh force, that Captw Berry tbou^t it advitaUe to fall baek fl?om 
Akborpcm on Luchendee. The tebela, however, aeem to be acting only on tiie defenaive, with the 
exception of a party in the Oreyah pei^anaah of the £tawah diatri^ whoao movemeota are watched 
by the Tewanan Hiorae. 

The Tehaeddar of Saib Salempore waa forcibly oppoaod in endeavouring to reinatato an onated 
semindar. Ihree of hia fdlowcia were wounded, and fonr of the oppoaito party killed. 

Bamda aid HtmuetTporr ..—^The troopa of the Banda Newab and of narayn Rao of Kirwoc are 
aaid to be acting in concert agoiuat the troopa of tlic Adgigliur Banec. 


Benares JHaision, 

Except on the northern frontier of Aximghur it can acarccly be aaid that any excitement exiata in 
thia diviaion. The wcrkly cullcctiona of rcveime arc noted in the margin.* 

Benares, Gltazeepore, and Mirsapore .—A few aniall bmida of pluiidercra disturb the wild bill 
country aouth of Mirxapore, but fur this these three districts might be called perfectly tmiujhil. 

Aximghur .—The turbulent Kajpoots who bad attacked the |)ergunnaba of Oorkil and Kumbhopore, 
retired on the approach of Major Cu.x’s small column. KmlmldciK-d, however, by the presence of a 
large body of rewls at Tanda, they hare again entered those platva in still larger fiireo, driving out 
the police. Major Cox’s pt^y consisting of one wing, Her Majesty's 1!lth, detail Madras Rifles 
(flO men), and two gnns, under H. Boss, Emj., C.S., has lH.*en onfered to (lonicki>ure. A wing of 
Ilcr Majesty’s 37th from (lhaxccporc will take their pinec; and a wing of Her Majeat;y’s 35tli foom 
Uinapore wdl come up for the protection of (lliaxceporo; and in addition to these reinforcements, 
the 4th Regiment Madras Light Oav^ry marched from Allahabad on the morning of the I4th for 
Goniekporc. 

Jounpore. —Mr. Jenkinson is still out in I’ergnniiah ^lurrceahoo, but no event of importance ba» 
occurred in that or any other part of this district. 


Goruekpore Division. 

Tlic news from this division, though not absolutely important, is not uninteresting. The Tanda 
rebels have made two abortive attempts to cross tlie Gogra; on both occasions they were driven back 
by the Talookdars* levies, whom the ciril authorities have by great exertion arrayed against them in 
somewhat formidable luimlicrs. To the northward these levies, assisteil by loyal scroindars, havo 
rt'seued the police of a frontier post who had hce.n carrie<l off by a party of Oiidc rebels. 

The latter, however, subsequently attacked and burnt a thannaii in the same neighbourhood. 
The police C8ca]u'd, but the (.’ummissioncr is inclined to think the relnds’ sikwss was owing to some 
degree of neglect or misconduct, though the particulars of the affair hod not rcaclitxl him. 

The loyal Rajah of BulninijMirc, in Oude, has meanwhile been begged to keep in check thin 
party, who chieflv come from his noighiKinrhood. 

After their discomfiture at Amorha, the rebels, under Maliomcd Hussein and the (Jondah Rajah,, 
made for some time, and with some success, strenuous efforts to rcei'uit their forces and repair the 
coiiscquenccs of their defeat. AVithiu the past few days, however, owing to the arrival of fugitives 
from Lucknow, and the accounts they have brought from thcncc*, the forces of the reliels have again 
begun to disperse. They are still, however, formidable in iiumlM!rs,and arc making large preparationa 
for defence. 

The agents of the Amorha Ranee, whose, conduct has l>ceu throughout equivocal, have at length 
been fairly detected in a treasonable correspondence with the enemy. On learning this discovery, the 
Ranee herself immediately fled to Kyzalaul. 


JuUndpore Division. 
s 

No official narrative has rcaebed from this division. Tlie only event of importMicc which 
has otherwise transpired is the escape from Cliirkarrc of Mr. Carne; he left that place in 
disguise on the 6tli, and reached Ibirncah on the 11th. The Raiah was closely besieged in the 
fort, and r^uced to considerable straits. Native accounts from Calpec report, however, that many 
wounded sepoys had returned from Cliirkarrc who received their hurts in the storming of tlic town. 
News from Calpec confirm the general outline of accounts before given, but describe the rebels as 
much in want of money, and as greatly di^irited by Sir H. Rose’s approach.

Narrative of Events in the North-Western Provinces for the Week ending March 20, 1858. 

Meerut Division. 

THE general state of this division has not undergone any material change. Minor events are 
detailed below. 

Heharvnpore. —A. spy of the enemy was ca])turcd on the 9th at Kishenwala ghaut, who confessed 
he hud been promised 1(K) rupees for his trip; and during the week n small party from the rebel 
camp at Nngul crf)s8ed and burned the thatch of a ladiee chowUee, but iiiimedintely disappeared. 

The disarming of the district is jjrocceding gradually here and there, with some manifestation of 
reluctance on the part of the pn]iutaee, hut without any other resistance. In i’erguniiah Jlamporc a 
small gtin was found buried in the fields. Towards the close of the .week a body of about 400 rebels 
apjicarcd in the neighlMuirhood of N.-igid. 

Moeufferniiggur .—The nttmbcrs of the rebels at Daraiinggiir ghant have considerably increased; 
but except a lew inittinoiis sowars, they arc a mere lialf-nrmecl rabble. 

The largest gun in the Ilijnoro district has recently been eustiully burst; three rebels were killed 
by the accident. 

Meentt .—Ileyond a very doubtful report that (iurlimnktesur is threatened by an ex]>cdition front 
llorcilly, nothing is rcitorted from this district, in which tiic collections for the week amounted 
to nippos 7.514 10 2. 

Hiiliindshiihar .—.-V eoiuidcrahle body of the etierny, under Hiiheeni Ali, of Khylea, has been, 
during the past week, moving about the. opposite bank of the river near llamghat. Walcdad Khan is 
believed to have beeu with them for a short time, but has now returned to Tlareilly or to the Imdics 
of rebels near Furriickabad. On the 13th, a few horsemen made a demonstration of crossing, but 
fell back on being opposed by the police. The chief object of the rebels appears to have been to 
collect revenue, in which they had not previously had iniieh success in that quarter. 

The presence of this enemy, howi-vcr, prevented licnernl Penny, on his downward march, from 
reducing the nnmlrer of tnxlps in the district; hut subsequently he considered it necessary to withdraw 
the bulk of Her Majesty's 111th Foot. 

More recently, spies report Uuliucm .Mi Khan's forces ns consisting of ill-armed irregular levies, 
but with a few gnus. 

The (>ang(» wo^very low till the 17th, in which and the succeeding day, it rose considerably; so 
much so, ns to render many fords impassable, and several persons were dmwncd in attempting to 
cross. ()n the 19th, the water again fell rapidly. A permanent increase in the volume may, however, 
uow be looked for from the molting of the llimnlayau snow.* 


KuoMon. 

Nothing has been received from this division. 


Rohilcunri DivisioH.

There can Im but little doubt that Nana has been, during the week, at Bareilly and Shabje- 
hanporc; but, it is said, has, after leaving his family at the former place, gone westward to join 
Mohsum AH Khan at Allyguugc. 


* TSa reveirao eollectcd ibr the week ending ISth March was 8,173 rupees. 
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No cither uevi of iwportenoe has tr«iw|iircd, though warlike preparatioM on an extenaifo ucale 
are still reported: 500 rupees and two village have beau oilbred fur the head of Dara Sing, the 
zemindar of Oorfael, who repulsed the partjr whioh crossed at Kucfala ghaut, as mentioned in last 
week’s narrative. A person suspected oi oorresponding with tlie British, is said to have been blown 
away fiona a gnn at Bareiily. 

The arrival of a gi^ General and troops from the eastward at Bareilly is ramonred throughotst 
Western Itohllcund; this probably alludes either to the arrival of the Nana or that of some of the 
fugitives from Lucknow. 

The finces under Fasl Huk an said to be entrenching themselves at Bahproe. 

Native rumours alao describe the rebels as destroying tboir records, and preparing false ones 
purposely to embroil with us persons loyally disposed. 


Ajfra Divi»wn. 


The state of this division has not cliaiiged much since the Inst narrative. Perhaps in some parts 
it is more tranquil than before. The revenue colieetious arc noticed sciiaraicly below in the reports 
from GBcli district. 

Muttra .Commissioner reports the state of tltis district as satistactory: 50,0(X) rupees 
have been despatched to Agra. 

Buring February, 93,4b2 rupees were collected; aud in the first two weeks of March, from three

Agra .—Nu proof of tlic Bhudowrea llajah’s isiiuiivnticc with the jiarty who attacked Bah bro 
been as yet secured. ' 

llis troops at that place, however, permitted the latter to rerauin for two days undisturbed iii the 
place, and when the rcliels pnicceded to Puniialiul, the liajah’s msiple there parleyed witli them frmn 
the walls, and the dacuits then retired without a shot Iteiiig ezehauged. Our own iwlice had already 
fled. The previous success of the rebels at Balt, the Coiuiuissioucr considi'rs clearly attributable to 
the treachery nut only of the liliudowreu Ilajali’s men, but also of that of some of the new levies. 

The villages of LaekiiMpun*, Basowtia, Narah, aud Kauiuai Khera, which have Iteeu long the 
bcMl-quartersuf (luiiga Singed ill open rcltelliuu, were attacked by Brigadier Mliowcrs on the Itth 
and loth; the latter-uauicd village was deserted, but at the former some slight resistance was ezpc> 
rienced, aud aliout 15U uf the enemy were killed. 

Mynpmrir .—This district is quiet, eseept in the neighbourhood of Mustafabad, where the Aheers, 
who have for many years been notorious for turbuleiici% arc causing some slight uneasiness. On the 
12th, Colonel Ridthdl’s detacliment moved on to Etawah, and on tlie 14tli, 300 Puigaub police 
arrived. On the 18th, some aiuihary horse, under Lieutenant Bromley, left with 25,000 rupees for 
Geniiral Penny's camp at EyUii. 

About 30,U(X) rupees of revenue and canal balances were collected during tlic two first weeks of 
March in this distriirt; aud the following tabic exhibits the general result uf the Khurcef kists;—>

F^uruckabad .—The oidy event of importance daring the past week in the Fnmtekabad district 
has been another demonstration by aixtut 400 Cavalry, under Niaz Mahomed (tlic rebel leader who 
was wounded in the fight near Sfaumshabad with Brigadier Hope's column) against Kumpel; they 
were evidently in league with the Mahomcdaiis of Shunisaluul and Kaimgungc, but efi'ected nomng. 

The enemy has thrown a bridge of boata across the llamgiinga, and on the 18t}i crossed sonic 
guns by it, but they retired the same evening, having, it is believed, liecn alarmed by a recounoitring 
party aent frtim Futtehghur. • ' 

No exact intimation of the purpoacs of the refaela baa lieen olitained. TIm^ thnaten loudly to 
attack Futtehghur, but Mohsua Ah Khan, their chief, ia deamtied as a drunken braarier, whoae want of 
oonrage bar, it is said, done much to disgnst and diabeaitcn his followers. About the middle of tile 
week, however, the appearance of the robel detachments was so threatening that Colonel Watson’s 
moveable column was called in from Meenm Ke Berai, and reached Forruckabod (by a forced nuRdi 
of thirty-four miles in twenty-four hoars) pg the ICth. 
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Tlio oufutanding balanccft of revenue arc still largo, but are iu process of coUectiou. Tbeir 
amount on the 1st of March was 9,41,936 rupees. 

The barracks and public buildings are proceeding rapidly. 

Elawah .—^The presence of Colonel Rindell’s moveable column has had a beneficial effect in this 
district, which remains tranquil, except the Oreyah pcrgiinnah, from which coutradictoiy accounts 
have been received. The numbers of the rebels there, however, have probably not increased, and 
their advanced party has certainly fallen back from Ajcet Mul. 

Eytah .—The arrival of General Pcni^'s force has restored confidence in this district. The 
Aheers about Miistafabad on the Agra and Eytah road are still troublesome; and Mr. Daniel! purposed 
taking advantage of the iieighbouriiood of General Penny’s force to punish them. 

The revenue collections arc proceeding steadily. Since the rcoccupation of the district 
8,65,314 ru()ci») have been collected, and only 1,74,399 rupees of outstanding balances remain. 
7,794 rupees were collected during the first week iu March.

Allahabad Divition. 

Allahabad and Soraon .—A boat proceeding down the river with two Europeans on board was 
fired at from the right bank of the Gauges, in the Khyroghur pergunnahs. Stringent measures have 
been taken to discover and punish the perpetrators of that outrage. Embolden^ by the continued 
presence of the Nazim, some of Jlcncc llahodoor’s men early iu the week returned to his fortalice of 
Kumayqmrc, and commenced collecting revenue in his pergunnahs. Mr. Mayne applied for two 
guns, which with a squadron of the 6th Madras Light Cavalry, under Lieutenant-Colonel Whistler, 
were sent to his assistance. 

This force was joined at Phoolpore by the two companies. Her Majesty’s 54th, a {tarty of the 
Fcrozc|iore Sikhs, under Lieutenant Lee, 32nd Native Infantry, and 200 of Captain Dunbar’s levy, 
under that officer’s command. 

Hcfore this force the rebels quickly fell back, and Mr. Mayne, in contravention of instructions 
furnished to him by the Governor-General, pursued them to 'IMroul, a strong fort within the Oude 
frontier. 

In this position the enemy were upon tlu‘ 20th of Mnr«'h attacked; it provixl to be of such 
strength as to render its capture by a coup-dc-maiu, and by the force employi»l im[)U8sible, except 
at an enormous sacrifice of life. (.’olom;l Whistler therefore withdrew his men, not however until 
they had suflercd conaidernble loss. Lieutenant Lee and seven of his Sikhs wert; killed, and another 
oillcer and several men wounded. 

The dcdails of this unfortunate affair have been separately reported, and after its conclusion, 
the force; fell back to Soraon. The revenue collections during the {last week were ru{>ce8 
26,813 12 7. . 

fulMijmre .—Nothing of any importance has occurred in this district since the date of the last 
narrative. The rebels watch ail the glututa of the Jumna in considerable force. The revenue 
(xillections during the week were riqiecs 2,700. 

Vaumpon .—The rebels from Humccrporc about 2000 strong, but without guns, crossed on tho 
14th. The following day tho Sikh cor(is, reinforced by Her Majesty’s 88th and Captain Blunt’s 
liaticrv, marched to Akburporo; on the Ifith the enemy rc-crossed. 

The Tchsccldar of llussoolabad, an influential and loyal zemindar, named llindhur Sing, has 
raised 500 men at his own cx|)cn8c, in addition to the force allowed by Govenuuent, for the defence 
of his pergunnah. The rebels have not ventureil to attack it. 

The revenue collections amounted to ru|)ces 36,148 fur the week under review, a good portion of 
it having been obtained from the Uiissoolabad pergunnah, almost under the guns of the Gwalior rebels. 

Banda and Hameerpwre .—From these districts the only re{K>rt is that a body of 40Q sepoys had 
gone from Banda towards Tirobaii; they were at first op{ios^ by Narayn Rao’s men, but subse¬ 
quently allowed to pass on showing a jicrwannali from the Nona; tbeir ultimate destination 
is not stated. 


Benaret Divinion. 


The .\aimghur district is now seriously threatened; with that exception the division is quiet. 

Benarf*. —Collections during the week rupees 2,248. 

Mirzapart .—The Magistrate, with half Mr. Catania’s levy, has returned to the station. The 
weekly collections were rujiees 1,887. 

Ghazeqwre .—Nothing of im|Kirtanee has been re(iortcd from this district. A party of twelve 
niiitiiieers, who were sheltered by a buiiyah, were pursued, but escaped. The bunyah, however, 
and part of their booty were seized. , 

The weekly collections were ru|iecs 12,358. 

Asimyhwr .—^Thc advanced guard of the rebels, under Koer Sing, plundered .\trowlia on the 20th. 
They were supported by Koer Sing’s main body, and by Gholam Hussain, with several guns. 
Colonel Milman, with a weak wing of Her Majesty’s 37th Regiment, pro{)oscd marching on the 21st 
to meet them, and detained a {wrtion of the 4th Madras Idght Cavalry at Koclsa to assist him. The 
revenue oollcetions were rujiee# 42,923 10 1 during the week. 

Jonnporr.—Mr. Jenkinson’s report from the Murriahoa pergunnah has been received; it relates 
no event of importance. All the leaders iu the acts of violence committed in this purgannoh had 
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fied. Olid Mr. Jenkiuton had brcu occupied inatidy in cdllectitig idl thn ceidenee AgiilUt 

tliem, oonfiacatine th«r property and lereiltng their homes.

iTwo of the Mlice stations on the northern border of this district have been temporarily oecufiied 
byjMrties of Onm rebels, but no losoof life, and little iiyary except to the confidence of the 
ocrarred from these raids. 

On the I7tli, however, at Salona ghaut, about ten miles above Tandah, an affair of tome 
grarito occumd. 

Dulleo 8ing, a notorious dacoit, had been for some time threatening to cross the Oogra; to 
oppose him, the Thannadar had collected a considerable body of the Rajah of (lopalpore’t men, and 
of other levies, and had suceceded in orrestiug somo of Bullw Sing's followers. , 

Tlicsc he im^irudently retained in his camp, and their comrades aoeonlingly determinoil to roseno 
them. ^In pursuit of this design, a bod|r of almut 100 crossed the tlogra on the oveuing of tho 
16tl), and concealing themselves during tho night in a heavy jungle, at daybreak surpnsod tho 
Thannadar’s camp. 

Panic-struck,^ the raw levies fled in every direction without firing a shot; but tho Thannadar, twp 
policcrocn, and a jemadar in the Rtuah of (iopalporu’h service wore killed. 

Tho rebel scimys who still hold the Bidwa ghaut intreiiehmcnt are nearly 2000 in uumhcr» 
Tho forces of tlie rebel Rajahs and of Mahoramcil llossciu also, still numbered some 5000 or 
0000 men. 

These cireiiinstancM, though not of raueh intrinsic imiiortaiioo, have miunlained an oueasy 
feehug in the district, in consequence of which the rerouuc coUcctUms have fallen during the past 
week to rupees 51,000. 


Jubbulpore IHvinioH, 

No narratives have been received from this diiisioii, the Commissioner being in camp with 
(ieni’ral Whitloek's force. 

It is known, however, that tho detached brigade of Hir II. Hose's force, stormed and took 
Chiiiideyree on the 17th instant; our loss was not heavy, hut at least one oflleer. Captain Xeatinga, 
is knoHQ to have been wounded.

1. IK contiaiiatiom of my despateh of the 15tb tthimo I have the honor to submit my aaiMlive 
diary of events to die 12th instant

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2. I'ebniftr^’ 1.—The liccounts received from Etawah aiul Calpcc, regarding the Giralior rcbela, 
ere of a conflicting nature, for there is no doubt that thej have recrosaed the Jumna into the Boub, 
in conKiderabli? uiimbcrs; it is scarcely jiossible to sumiiM: their iutentiona. 

3. February 2. —From a telegram of Mr. Tlunic's, it appears that the rebels in the BtaWab 
district arc numerous, and have four (lovernnient 'guns, with others of small ca^re and native 
manufacture. I liavc autlionzed Mr. Hume to fall back on Mynpooric, assured of tue intentions of 
the rebels to attack Ktawah. Spies report that a port of the Gwalior mutineers, and the Rajah of 
(fliirknree. had had a fight on his refusal to pay them revenue. 

4. February 3.—A telegram from Mynpooric raciitioiis that Mr. Hume was keeping the rebels 

in cheek, and at a dititauee, with a rabble of his own, and tliat ^icy bad been fighting at Anantram. 
ft appears also that a detneliniimt find marched from Cnwn|)or 0 *oii Bliognccpore, thus rendering his 
position much cosier. Colonel Seaton telegraphed from Futtehgliur last night, that, consequent on 
the departure of Hrigadier M'alpole’s column, he would he too weak to take the field, in the event of 
tin; rends again crossing into the Doab in his din etion, and begged that the wator of the Gangea 
Canal might be turned into the river, with the view of inen-asing its depth, and preventing inroad. 
I have freouciitly already been urged to do this by persons ignorant of the fact, that the canal water, 
added to uiat iu the Ganges, would not, after u time, sensibly increase the depth of the river, even 
thirty milea below the canal escape. • . . 

I have for many weeks, even ti onths, been desirous of piniiahiug the rebel village of Seerporc, on 
tlie left, bank of the Juniiia, about two inarcbes from .Agra, and have taken the op[Mirtunity of 
orgaiiising ii small detachment to proceed against it to-morrow, with positive orders to return on the 
Stfi instant, at latest, as by the 11 th or 12t.h the icgimout here will be relieved by Her Majesty’s 
Hth Foot, and will then have to proceed with the convoy of ladies to Mynpooric, the post assigned to 
it by his Kacellenoy the Comniandcr-in-Cbicf. 

5. February 4. -Brigadier Showers to-day nssiimed command of this garrison. It is believed in 
many quarters, that the rebels again mean to rccross the Ganges, and occupy Khnsgungc (some even 
go so far as to say that the Nawnb of Furruckabad iiitcinls to aceom|)any them), but the general 
impression is that they will avoid all posts oenqued by any of our regular troops, and will merely 
endeavour to plunder and interrupt <mr eommniiieatioii». All quiet in iJliDb poi'e and Bhiirtpore, and 
the Mewnttee |>opiihiliou settling down (a'ace bly in the latter. 

0. I■’ebru^u■y .’i. --The village of Deerporo, refeired u> in the latter part of my 4tli paragraph, 
and which has long been a Ihorii in the side of the Loeal (ioveitimeut, w as this day attacked and 
punished, without any loss on our part. Ktawah all ipiiet on the 4th iustaiit. 

7. February <1.—The Tliaiiiiadur of Finuahut rtqiorts that some armed men have crossed the 
Cliuiuiiid (wliieh is fordabl • iu many plaers) into the Agra district, at a spot in the ravines alamt 
six miles south of Bah, and that more were cxpiicted to follow. It is not yet known who these men 
arc, or with what particular object they have moved into that part of the Agra district. The 
(iovernmeiit authorities in tlu; northern Doidi still antieipate inroad into it, hut the Punjab rcinforce- 
meitts, if property handled, will most likely pn;veut this to any great extent, though I fear that the 
eoiiniiunieatioii between Cawnpore ami .Vgra to Meerut may again he interrupted, and closed for a 
time. Letters eoutinne to reaeh iu^^i^id•mls here from several parts of (Viitrnl India, from which it 
would appear that the udvauee of the Nerhudda Field Forec h.as already begun to have its effect. 
(Joe of these letters represents the Gwalior luutiiieers as quite dispirited, and about to inarch on 
•Ihnnsi, where the rebels are numerous, hut parts of the wiuutry arc ready to rise and side with 
the Ilrilish. 

8. Fi'brnary 7 and 8.- -The armed party that erossed the ('humhnl into tlic Agra district, snnth 
of Hal), have been dispersed by the ]>oliee, and two of tlmm apprehended. Writing on the 2nd instant 
Major Hainsay mentions that Capiuin llearscy had arrived at Saliuoghnt in disguise, having since 
the outbreak laion hid in the Ondo Teraie by a xemiiidar. Uc also adds that Mr. Brand, of 
Slmlgehnnpon', ami a Serjeant Major ^whose name was not known), were likewise exiiei'ted to 
arrive soon; two more ofiieei's had been protected by the same semindam, but one had died in 
.\ngnst, and the other. Captain Hastings, in Beeomlmr, Imlli from fever. 

!). Fehruurv W, 10, and 11.— Captain .Alexander, with Messrs. Iluroc and Maconochy, hotl a 
brilliatit little suetHMs against a large hial^v of insurgents at Anantram, iu the Ktawali districi, on the 
7th instant. I’oiiii's of iJie despatches reganliug it will, in due time, n?acli your Lordship. Intelli¬ 
gence was received here on the IDIh iiiataul of the relief of Saugor, and the tliird idem, putting 170 
vnnnen and children out of peril. 

10, Febrnary 12.—The convoy of ladies, for the moat part r* route to the Freaidency, left this 
jyeterday morning; Uit, in consequencsi of ruiiuMirs of an advance on the part of the Nana, who waa 
repri^stmted to Iw in gre;it stivngtli, and likely to obstruct its progress, I considered it right to halt 
it for a day, till in jawsession of more positive iuformnliun. Subsequent orders, were, however, 
received from his Kxccllcne^' the Commander-in-Chief, directing it to push on by forced marches, with 
the view of forming a jiinelion with Captain Tombs’ troop of artillery and 400 horse, now in progress 
towrtnhi ('awiipore. In the course of the day, 1 had the honour of receiving your Lordshq^’s resolu¬ 
tion, in the Home T.)e|)artment, dated 9th instant, which I immediately directed t6 be published. 
Voiir Jjordship will, 1 truat, here permit me to tender my thanks for the kind terms in which you 
have,'in that document, expressed your souse, of the manner in which the administration of these 
Provinces bus been contlucted duriinr luy inciiiubemy.

Lieutenants Anderson, Forbes, Davies and Wiinberley, Ensigns Mitfoi^ Holdavortfa, and BiihetL 
marched with the force under the late Xdeutenant-Coloncl Cotton, to Fnttehpore Sfltri, and round 
by Muttra, and were engaged in an affair with a band of insurgents at the former place <m tfao 3Stii 
of tW month, loentenant Wimberley and 10 men were wounned. , • 

16. On the 18th of November, a wing of the regiment of Grenadiers, Nos. 2,'8, and 4, and 
Light Companies, with head*qnarteni under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Biddell, proceed^ into 
the district with a moveable coinmn under that officer, towards Eytah and Khasgnngc, retuming to 
Agra on the 2nd of December. 

17. On the 2nd of December, 100 men. No. 4 and Light Chjmpany, under Lieutenants Ancteiaon 
and Orchard, with Ensign lloldsworth, proceeded to Futtiabffi, with a detachment under Mi^or 
Hennessey, to punish insurgent villages. Two men were wounded, and on their return on the 7tb, 
No. 4 Company proceeded to Allyghur for the relief of No. 6 Compaq. 

18. On the 19th of December, the (irciiadicrs. Nos. 2, 7, and 8 Companies, under Captra Pwd, 
forrorcl a portion of the escort with commissariat stores, proceeding towards the Commander>in-Chiefs 
camp, under the command of LicutcJiant-Colonel Campbells 

19. During the mouths of November and December, the detachment of the regiment in garrison 
nt Allyghur was engaged iu several expeditions into the district nndcr Major Eld, and a portion was 
present with Brigadier Seaton’s force in the actions fought at Oungenec and Puttiala, 

20. On the 21st of Januarv, 1858, a partv of 100 men. No. 3, and Light Company under 

lieutenants Furbea, Orclianl, aiui Ensign Mitfoid, with Ensigns Campbtdl and Evans, late I5th Native 
1 iifantry, doing duty, proceeded on escort duty with the guna and ammunition, for tho eamp of hia 
Excellency tho Commandcr-iu.Cliicf, and on their* return from Myupooric were halted at Etimadporc 
to join the followkg detachment. * • 

21. On the 4th February the Qrcnadicra, No. 2 and 6 Commniea (making with the foregoing 
fletachmcnt a wing), under Captain Pond, Lieutenants Heberdcn, Davies, and 'mraberley and Enai^ 
Chambers, with lieutenant GoUic, late 9th Native Infantry, doing duty, proceeded into the district 
with a small force of Artillery and Police Tisvics under Major Hennessey, to punish insurgent villages 
iu tile vicinity of the Trunk lload at Fkimadporc, and returned on the rooming of the 7th.

June 2,1857.—From KvIm to Pilleebheet cigbteeii inileii. Krceived a letter from Mr«. nreiiuicr 
altout 2 o’clock A.M., in which I was informed that there had liccii a dixturlmtiee at Pilieebliert and at 
Bareilly, and that Mr. C. P. Carmichael, Magistrate of Pilleebheet, had left the former city fur 
Nyiiee Tal. 1 atartetl at once, and arrived at alniut 7 oVhH’.lc a. m., with a few Poorbia rontractura, 
sawrem, Gbolain Moyaqddcen Kha(i (my jemadar of cliupreasrea), Banaee, my head car|>«nter, and 
two of my kukara, the rest having left me through fear. 1 found, on arrival, that Iiiacluollah Khan, 
AImIooI Keahced Khan, Choonah Khan, Moonab Khan, KurecnuKtIlah Khan, the people of the north aide 
of the Kukra bridge, and others, had looted the treasury and Mr. ('armiehacl’s property. 1 at utioe 
commenced to make arrangements to defend the proiH*rly of (lovernment that I had charge of. In 
the aftermam, I told some of InactooUah Khan’s men that if he or any of his brothers came by 
tlicinsclvcs, they would lie at lilicrty ti> come and go unmolested. Alidiail Kesheed Khan, Moonab 
Khan, and anoUier, came in Mr. Carmicliacrs buggy, and after a great deal of talk of what they had 
done, invited me to go with them Into the city, to see what good arrangements they had tiiade. On 
my accompanying them, I found the shoos shut, and tlic whole of the budmashes up in arms; the 
crowd was so great that it was with difficulty that we could proceed. Several times guns were jiointed 
at me ; but as they saw that I was prep.an*u for them (one of llmsc who did so was Mr. Carinichaers 
head mason), they did not hre. Abdool Kesheed Khan at last took ofl' his cap to them, and begged of 
them nut to fire, ns I had come with him at his request, and he then begged of me to gallop off. 1 
told him that I could not do so, as I had a few men with me, and wonUf not leave them ; he then 
turned the buggy and drove off. 1 gut safe to the buiigalun’. The state of atfairs in the city made 
me determine to defend the bungalow to the last.* The Unvcniment snd private pro|}erty left at. the 
kylas was looted liv my head mason, Rmam Bus, well sinkers, and ina>.oiis: the cash there was about 
1,500 rupees. 'I'hcsc people were looted near the village ot Kudderpore by the Poorbia cun- 
tmetors, and these again, in a short time afterwards, were rcluoted by llcvru Ningli, of Boorn.t This 
latter then went, accuin|>anicd by the villagers, of several villages near liiin, and looted my books, &c,, 
left at tlic kylas. 

June 3.—Hard at work in tlie smith’s shop, making spear heads with niy <iwn hands out of 
the tools, as no smiths would come to work for me.t The se|>oys and Poorbia contractors took their 
oaths to lie faithful and stand by me to defend the <jovernment property and us. I had the 
treasure chest broken open, and gave 5(X> rujices to the sepoys, and 300 to the Poorbias, out of the 
Government money (1,000 rupees), the rest was kept ss a reserve, to purchase food for the people 
witli me. 

June 4.—Busy all day making arms for the people; had my tent struck, the Jungle cut 
down, and the place put in a proper state of defence. Threatening notices sent daily to me to leave 
this, but no notice taken of them. Cast upwards of 0(X) balls and made them into cartridges. Ilsd 
all my arms, four guns, two kookrees, one sword, three boar spears, one Ktiglish bow and arrows, and 
other weapons distributed to the pedple, keeping one gun, n pair of pistols, and a kuokrcc fur myself. 
In the evening Gholam Myooddecti Klisii, jemadar of chuprassecs, sftor planting the ssntries, made 
off uitli a kuokrec, a gun, |>owder flask, and shut belt, and |Kiucli; my servants (Musscliiicti) making 
off, a sure sign of a falling liouse; only one hour’s sleep nightly ; men collected on ail sides of tho 
bungalow to attack us, hut they were deterred from so doing by our firm attitude. 

June 3.—^Tbe same work and arrangements of yesterday, only that this day directed 
Mr. Carmichael’s servants to leave the compound, as we were surrounded by upwards of 5IX) men, 
and they gave out that they would attack us in the night. The sepoys and others said that the. 
females would 1^ in the way. Khan Bahadoor, a chuprossecof Mr. Caniiicliaers, came in the evening, 
and got the bow and arrows from a Poorlwa’s hand, and was going to shout me; 1 put my hand on my 
pistol, he then discharged tlie arrow in front. The sepoys and Foorbess again took their oaths to bo 
faithful ; did not go to bed at all. for, aliout midnight, guns were fired in the city, and a great noise ; 
at the same time about 800 men were collected in tbe mangoe tope near the Oeoiia river, about 300 at

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Mr. Carmichael’s kotee, some under the tamerind tree, on the road to the city, and a number in the 
Imvttlat Qcar to my bungalow. 

June tS.—At about 8 w*clook a.M. went to sleep, and awoke about 4 o’ekiek a.«. On my 
, getting up found that 1 had been deserted by every one. I got hold of the last roan (my sirdar bearer) 
as he was maroliing off, and made him take up one of my little ones and show us the way to my 
nutsiiddie's house ; we arrived there without being discovered, although tiie naik and four sepoys had 
eone direct to Inayatnollah’s house after they had deserted me, and told them to go und do as they 
liked, os we were asloep ; tiiey had been promised 100 rupees by Inaytttoollah Khan the day before to 
leave us ; tltey gut the mortey and depart^. On our reaching Wuseer Klian’a houses I auced Mm to 
try and save our lives if possible; he sent liis brother Ameer Khan, who came back from Mahomed 
Bushen Khan, with the said assurance that my family would iiOHiavcd, but that they could not answer 
for my life. I was then directed to come down from the roof of the house, as Wuzecr Khan said he 
did nut wish my blood to he shed in his house, for perhaps his would go also, and then my family 
could not he saved ; he also told me tu leave my gun, pistols, and kookree on the roof of the house ; 
he said if I only W'as tu kill one man my family could not be saved. I thought better that my life 
alone should go to ransom niy (amil>'’s. They put me in a Kinall house, and tlie door locked on me. 
When I was in there 1 barricaded the door, and found a thick stick, for I thought it hard to die 
without n blow struck to defend my life. On the door being ojiened, I was making a stroke at the 
person ivlio was coming in, Wuseer Khan called out to hold, for it was he, and that he had brought a 
person who could save our lives. On my mining out, Abdool Rehmaii Khan took me by the hand 
und promised to save ns, but that, in ease 1 was asked, I most say that I was a Mussulman. 1 was led 
through the streets barefooted to Mahomed Biishecr Khan’s house ; the old gentleman told them to 
make much of me, and sent off four hackeries to bring toy own mid the property of Oovemment to his 
house; hut this was not Bcconiplislied, f.ir the people of the other side of the city told them on the 
road tlii.t all the principal jiropcrty had been looted ; they were therefore-afraid to proceed, as they 
luiglit licreahcr be brought to account for ili(! whole; they therefore returned; so that the whole was 
looted by Ahdoul Kc.shecd Khan, Kurreenioollah Khiin, and others. I'hcre was there a muster of all 
the liudninrlicH uF the city, to have us'killed; but Muhomod Busheer Khan, Abdool Reliwan Khan, 
and their relations stood in my defence, iny wife and children being still at Wuzecr Khan’s bouse. 
The Koormces also iiiuHtcrrd in force under (iopaiil Singh, Sceta Ram,and Islirce Persliaud, and joined 
I am told, by Liitkb Raj of Kuinniiirpuorub, und his men: by those parties I was saved, and my wife 
and children sent for. The I’aisbear and Nazir of Pilleeblieet, under Mr. Carmichael, said to those 
who were for protecting me," wliut is the use of being killed for him ? Oive him up.’’ The former said 
SO in my pre-senee, they being nfriiid for tliem.selvrs, us they were in bud odour with the people of the 
city, anid were protected, along with their families and the families of the tehseldar and kotwal, by 
Mahomed Biishbcer Khun. 

Inayetoullali Khan eiilled on me, and told me he had all my sheep and goats, and Government 
money. I had when I'lived in the bungalow all Mr. Carmichael’s sheep in iny compound. I told 
him that he and his jiarty nii^lit piny us they liked for three mouths, but after that time the Cpinpanj’’s 
troops would be here, and bring them to account. 

Juno 7 to in.—^Thc party of Kurreenioollah Khan, Innyctoollah Khan, Abdool Re.sheed Khan, 
Ac., daily threatened us. hlahnmed Busheer Khiui, Abdool Uebtiiaii Khan, and his brother, Moulvie 
Fukuruuddecn Khaii, und their relations, joined by the Koormees, still refused to give us up. In the 
incaiitiinc 1 was busy and urgent with .Mxlool Khan, Kuhnian Khan, Moulvie Fukurooddeen Khan, 
Tota llani, Tsliree Persaud Gopiiul Singh, Koormees, for them to get the principal men of the city to 
form a Puiicliayiit, and conduct the affairs of the city, deciariiig for no party. This waa agreed to at a 
meeting held in the tciisocl by tlie whole, iiieluding Iiiayctoolluh Khan ; but InayctooUah Khan 
evaded cotiiplinnoo by not going tu the place where they agreed they were to sit. 

June Its.—This day a iiazini, iiamra Moulvie Fuel Huq, came to this, sent from Nawab Khan 
Balutduor Khan, and has comiiicnccd to rollcet a force. 

June 17.—I have recommended Abdool Kchnian Klian and the Koormees to collect a force on (be 
side of Government; they have agreed to <lu this; hut AIkIooI Acliman Khan says that the people 
moat first oollcct money to jiav the men, as he was nut rich enough to do so himself. 

June 18 and lU.—.\bdoof Rehnian Klinn and his relations were sent for by the nociro, and asked 
whv tbev did not come to the durbar, and that they must take, service or tic considered as enemies, 
.kli^ool ‘Rebman Khaii refused; these men came' to me and oaked my advice. I told them ” ^ all 
means, take service,” as their doing so would strengthen the Government interest in the city and 
prevent it being plunderetl, so that they have taken service; Moulvie Fukurooddeen Khan (formerly 
visitor of achonls) ns tehseldar, Abdool liebmaii Khan’s son, Abdool Kureem Klian (15 yean old) as 
commandant of infantry, Maliunied Byud Khan, as Itessaldar, and some of their relations. 

June SO.—Ahdom Rebman Khan’s party hare conimencetl to raise men, noniinally for the 
Nawab, but really for Goveniment, and to preserve us and tlic city. 

June 21 to August 7.—1 have had no paper to write on, and nothing to relate, but the continual 
endpavours of Abdool RMhad Khan and his party to get us from our preseat proteotwa, and my 
endeavours to raise tlie countiy on behalf of Ouverninent, through Gopaul 8ingb| Lota Ran, and 
Ishrea Pershau^ Kounnees, and have succeeded in inducing Latkh Raj, of Kuiniheerpoot% Ruitieo 
•Singh, and Buldeo Singh, of Bitowrah and Pinleah, and the other Hindoo aemtndars, to itihae paying 
the kist due to Government to the Nazim; they have collected their people, and have been supplied 
with powder, ball, Ac., hy the Koormees. 1 also wrote to the Deoreea thakoor (Roshen Singh) to assist 
thorn with iiirii and a gun; he has promised to do so, but none has come yet. I hM called on 
Kiilkndas oiid oUiers to raise 3,000 rupees, to be kept by Gopaul Sngh to raise troops; about fifty men 
had lioen Vollectcd. When the Nazim heard the men Were being engaged, althoi^ noninsUy for the 
purposl: of protecting tlic Koormees, he ordered the whole to be discha^^rd; and as he had oaBed on 
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tbe pcopl* of Parawo, Umru, J^aiMbod, fte.| were not strong enongh to reaiet, to tliet tbef iMd 
to d»ehar|!e tfie men. 

The Naum iiitenda to engage Laikbrajitn Una morning *, in the evening I sent for Tote'lUm SNdl 
labree Penhamtt.and told toem to send at once to tell Laikh l^j to be prepared for the ibwra from iliia $ 
they did so. Lalla tialkadoas and others, whose names J do not know, informed the Naaim Uiat I and 
Gopaid Singht lahree Fersband, and Tota Bam wanted 5,000 rupees, to raise a force, and that wa had 
instigatod Mto^paode np in arma to reaist. ^ ^ 

Before I nacned nOeebbeet, my numtsuddee, Wotcer Khan, and his bmther. Ameer Khan, 
persnaded Mra. B. to place some things in his care; she did so, mid he only returned about one> 
fourth of what he had received, and kept ruiices out of 105 rupoca of mine he lind in 
hand; he also went to tlie Nazim Fual Huq, and hdtf him that Ahdool Kahiiiaii Khan had taken hy 
force upwards of 30^000 rupees’ worth of things from him for me; this was too bad, but aa he pro¬ 
tected us hours, I foraive him. 

August 8.--The force from Pilierbheet irnit out early in the morning to engage Laikh Kaj ; after 
an ciigagcnient of sonic time, the Pillceblicirt force were victurioiia, and returned with thirteen heads; 
they were hung up in difierent places in the city. loiikli Kaj wuidd have liceii sucecstful if he had heen 
joined early in the morning hy Ilurdeo Singh and BuUleo Singli, the Deorcah tliakoor and others ; ns 
Ills party was unsupported, he could not aucccssfuUy re>.iKt; his son, Tliakecmm, foil gailantly fighting, 
his head waa hrougnt in ; if it had not been for Abduol Rcltman Khan, many mure liind’ooa would 
Imve licen killed, and tlieir villages liurnt and Inotetl. 'llie Dcoria tliakoor did not send any men. 

August 10.—A false rumour that the llunjarahs were coming. Tlie whole of tlie force here was 
collected in the old gunge, and when they saw that the Uunjarahs were not coining, tlicy gave out that 
the Nazim had given orders to loot tlic gunge; God knows whether he did so or not. Iininvdiateiy 
on hearing tiiis, Abdool Itehman Kliaii,.MouIvic Fukiiiooddcen Klian, and others of tllcir party went 
to the Nasim, Fuel Iluq, and nskei} him if he had given sucii an order, for if lie hwi they would at 
once leave, aa they had inyself and family in their house, and tliercforo they must stand hy the 
Koormies. On the Nazim stating that lie gave no such order, their reply was then ‘‘ at once order the 
force to disperao.” He had to comply witli the reipiest of Abdool llclininii Khan and tlie others. 

August 11.—Ally Khan, Moewattie and Mecan Fan, Syud of Bareilly, eanic with a force of about 
] .000 horse and foot, and a gun with them ; they had been sent for hy the Nazim. 

.Vugttst 1.1.—Aliy Khan, Mewattie, with the Bareilly and Piliccbhcet forces with him, have gone to 
Naoreea to fight 8ie Buiijarahs, and have got>arders from the Nazim to raise the villages of Betowarali 
and Pipecah. 

August 14.—.Ally Khan, with the men from this, attacked the Biinjarnhs, and killed four men, 
and took three prisoners : but lost themselves about KX); hut no correct account can be gut, as the 
people who went from this to plunder were the principal parties who suflered. 

Auguat 15.—^'I'he people who went to fight the Bunjurahs from this returned, and it was with the 
gnintcst difficulty that Altdool Keliinan Khan could succeed in protecting Betowrah and Pipieeuli 
from the Mcwattics. These latter looted every one they came across. 

A daughter was bom to ua at 11 o’clock a. m., to be iiained Isnhclia Victoria, if God spares us. 

August 10.—Qtiolam Uoibanec Khsn, thnniiadar of Bah, in the .\gra district, arrived to>dny t 
tie has leave from the Honoralile Mr. Drummond for two months; he was upwards of a moiitii 
on the. road; lie is well affected to Government; in fact, so is Hakim Khan, of Hoosowar, and Ahmed 
Yar Khan, his fatlier and brother; Koobur Klian, of Uullelgunge, and his sons, Gholam Duslakur 
Khan, and Mustakbeen Klian; this latter keeps u list of the biidinaslics of Dulleigunge who looted 
several villages. 

Auguat 18.—llie Nazim, Monivie Fusl Huq, sliowed Abdool llchmnn Khan a pcrwnnnah from 
Nawab Bahadoor Khan, for him to send myself and family to Bareilly liy fair means, or if not, hy 
force, and to employ Ally Khan’s forcU'to take us. Mahomed Bushee Khun, and his nephew Alidwil 
Rebman Khan, Koobeer Khan, of Dulleigunge, and Hakim Khan, of Moosnwar. went to the Nasim, 
and iiersuaded him not to send ns, for if he determined to use force, all they cfoild do was to defend 
ns. The whole of this is the doing of Abdool Reshced Khan, Hirrcemuollah Khan, and their people; 
they ore daily persuading the Kazim to Have ns sent, and writing iirzccs to tlie Nawah, writing all sorts 
of lies that Mahomed B^shcor Khan, Abdool Rebman Khan, myself, Uopaul Ningli, and the Koormies 
were constantly writing letters to Nynee Tal; the feet is, that they want to loot the Hindoos, and this 
they oannot do ao long as Abdool Hehrmut Khan is allowed to retain forces under him. The worst 
feature in ^ia i» that Abdool Reaiieed Khan is married to Mahomed Uuincn Khan’s grand-dauglitar. 
Tha whole of ua were afraid to write, in case our letters were caught. 

Auguat 28.—Word was broMht that five letters bad been seized snd sent to Bareilly, purporRag 
to have been written by BdaMined Buaheer Khan, Kootun Khan, Qopaul Singh, and Kalkadoss: 
as none of us sent letters, for faar of their being cau^iit, and a row got up, they must hare been 
written by some one else at the instigation of our enemies, 

August 29 .—^Abdoed Buhman 1^ for Sberepore to try and get a party to assist me in taking the 
city; he requreted myself and fiimdf to go and live in bis brotlier's house (Mmilvie Fukrooddaen Khan); 
it was vacsted ^ us, and we went. * 

August SO. Kumemoaoliab Khsn, aiid a number of sowars, wanted to force tlieir wny into the 
hniwi irr frtmrHy Uved in, but ware withatood; they have determined to kill Mahomed Bosheer 
trK.« Mae ua; wa wilt see wliatbcr they uHli suoreed or not. 

SI.—Tbaae people still at their trieka. 1 am trying my best to get the Koormees md 
Ahdo^Mhman Khan’s brotlicr, Monirte FukrooddeenKhan, to join in taking the c»ty, in the event of 
Abdool Mnhman Khan being succetidad in ndiang a force at 8here|iom. 

Sl-^jUldoid Rubman Khan caBtohack from Sherepore; be rouid not make |ny armnga- 
menta with Mahoacd Noer Khan, the SSemmdar of Sherepore, to assist in taking the city, tf ha had 
to defend bia own property from Sukbur Singh and otoers; but he said in tlie event of the budmashes 
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Mtill wisliing to have ua, send us to him, and he would take care of ua. Abdool ReaheiMl Khan, and 
his brother Moonnah Khan, left with the Nazim fur Bareilly to try and induce the Nawab to aend a 
force for ua. 

8epteml)er 5.—^They seized a boy, and have tutored him to say he brought four letters from 
Synee Tal; one for me, one for Mahomed Huaheer Khan, one for Pair Doss, and one for Koondun 
Singh. Tliey tried all they could to induce Koondun Singh to implicate Oopaul Singh, but did not 
succeed. Dair Doss had to bril>c Kurreemoollah Khan with (they say) .SOO rupees, berorh he could ^ 
off. Our two letters, the lioy’a mother said, had lieen' lost during the night, and in the eveniiig 
Inuyetoollah Khan had taken what he called the deposition of the boy, and was sending him to 
Bareilly, wheii'AbdfwI Rehman Khan went to him, and abused him for trumping up stories egainat 
me, Mahomed Bushecr Khan, and others, so that the Imy was not sent. 

September f!.—The man who killed Mr. Aspinall has come from the camp of Kalleh Khan. 

September 8.—The son of Ally Bux, the Doudree zemindar, of Duudree, came to>day to consult 
me how he could send money up to Nynee Tal. 1 directed him to do so either on an elephant, or sewn 
in the saddles of several horses, and to put lo.-id on them. 

8ei>tcinher!).—It was agreed at a consultation this morning, at which were myself, Abdool Kubman 
Kban, .Moulvic Fukuroodeen Khan, (Iholatn Diistakin Khan, Ghoiain Kanlianee Khan, Noer Ahmed, 
one of the Doudree zemindars, and Tota Ram, Koormee, that, in case of their lietng any symptom of 
these people using force, to leave all their houses, and go to the old gunge, and to have two houses 
prepared for that purpose. 

Septemlicr 10.—Gave Tota Ram my will to keep, and a letter from Captain Maxwell. 

September 15.—Men came in from Bliustce with the information that that village had been taken 
by the ('utn]>any’s troops. Inayetoollah Khan (Naib Nazim) sent off an urzee fur the Nawab to 
send a force from Bareilly. 

September 10.—Inayetoollab Kban received a letter from the Honorable Mr. Drummond, in which 
he was reminded that he bad laid hitnaclf open to have all his property seized. There was a great row in 
the durbar about us, between Kurrcemoolluli Khan and others, with Gliolain Du.stakin Khan; the former 
said, why not give ua up, or send us to Nynec Tal ? In the incantiine Abdool Rtilinian Khan came in 
and told them all that if they wanted to fight about me, they had better romnienec at once, as he was 
prejrared for them. This latter would take the city at once, only be is afraitl of the Bareilly forces. 

SepteiTibcr 1?.—After what had taken phiec yesterday, it was detennined that we should leave on 
elephants this evening for Nynec Tal. 'I'liose who were to accompany me are AMoollah Khuman 
Khan, Gholnm Diistukin Khan, Nizam Khiin, and nine others. During the day, ]>art of the 
troops written for came in, and about .OtM) horse; the rest (about 2,f)(M) and two guns) expected in the 
morning. .\ft.erall, our «lc|)artiirc had to he given up, ns Yar Mahomed declined to lend his elephant, 
and that, ton, at the last monienc. In the evening 1 sent for Lalla Kalkaduss to give me HOO rupees 
of the Govcriiinent and private funds, in his hands, to take with me to NynccTal, and it was with the 
greatest diAieiilty that 1 got 500 rupees fnnii him—short weight, 15 rupees. 

September 18.—Bbora Khan, late timniiadar of , came to me to-day, and it appears 

that Knrreeinoollab Khan went to the eointmiiuler of the forces,—(nlntut 3,500 arriv^ to-day)—and 
took Imrkimdaz who Inis just come from Nynec Tal (bis brother had been put in prison atNyneeTal) 
with him, and had tutored him to say that myself, Mahomed Bushecr Klian, and the Koormecs, 
constantly sent letters every throe or lour days to Nynee Tal, and that niy men were very well known, as 
they carried a stmdl and rod flag with them, and that I was the 'one who got the Tharuos and 
Bunjaralis to Kght, and so wrought them up that it was with the greatest difficulty' that Bhoora Khan 
and Abdool Rulininn Kiinn could (lersuiide them to the rniitrary; as the former has known the 
romniander for years, be at last managed to prepossess him in my favor. A ressaldar and the 
eoinmander of the forces cidled on me in the evening, and they left pre|)ossesscd in our favor. 

Sejitember 30.—F.verytbing prepared to repel an attack expected to be made on us by Alidool 
Resbeed Kban, Kiurceniuoltah KImn, niul their party, assisted by some of the troops from Bareilly. 
Gholain Dustakin Khan, and his cousin, Ahmed Yar Khan, left their homes to assist us. The whole 
of the females here threaten to leave if Abdool Uuhman KImn does not give ns up; this he refuses 
to do. His uncle, Mahomed Busheer Khan, was then asked by Abdool lluhnian Kban tltat, in the 
event of .\bduol Rcshced Khan (who is married to the old man’s grand-daugbter) making tbe attack, 
what was to be done with him ? he said, “ leave me a gun, and 1 will shoot him myself and no one 
will incur blame.” Such men has God rai.sed in our favor. In the afternoon, these rascals (Abdool 
Reshoed Khan, Kurreemoollah Khan. 8ie.), collected tlieir forces at the tehseel for an attack on Alrdool 
Ruhinau Khan’s house, but were told by the Nazim Moulvic Fuzl Huq, that they must not make an 
attack this day, but wait till he mve the order. 

September 31. These rascals have succeeded at last; Abdool Rulfinan is not to blame ; tbe Nazim 
brought an order with him from Nawab Khan Bahaduor Khan for him to send me with the 
regiments, and not for them to leave till such time as 1 was given up to them. Mahomed Bnaheer 
K)iun. Abdvxii Ruhman Khan, Gholam Dustakin Khan, and others went to the Narirato try and get 
me to be left here, but it was of no use, but this much was acceded to, that Abdool Uuhman Khan 
would take me himself, and not send me with tbe Bareilly forces; bnt we must start to-morrow night. 

September 3!!.—It is decided that I go to Bareilly, and take money witli me (paii to be raised 
bv tbe people of the city, and Mrt by myself,) to biilM tliose in power to spare my life; the names 
of those who raised money (500 rupee#) for my use arTDeedar Bus, Hayat Mahomra, G^ol Singh, 
and others whose names l' will find out afterwards; meantime tbe money is to be sent to Bareilly. 

Septenilier 33.—-4 letter was sent by me to Juggurnath Singh, tlie Poorbea Rmah, for a force to 
assist me in taking the whole of this Pergunnah, also a relation of Abdool Ruhman Khan’s (Mahomed 
Shufort Kbpn) who tiuik the letter, was to get the Sherepore zemindar, Mahomed Noer Khan, to send 
bis men, and .\bdool Uuhman Khan to use the force nnw him, and the Koormees to take the dty 
this cvvi'iing. Mahomed Busheer Kban, who had left for Bareilly to use his interest for me not to 
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leave tliie, wu sent for beck by us j be bed reached Nawabgun<;«, and returned $ be }>ut a atop to 
itiaa he said that by ourselves we would be unable to resist the Nawab’s troops t so it is purpoaed 
till an answer comes from Jm^omsth Singh and the Sherepore semindar. llie Naaiin ai)d Abdool 
Resheed left tliis, morning. It is agreed tliat 1 am to be kept bsok a day or twoy as nty boy, Andraw« 
and Abdool Ruhinan Khan’a, are very ill. 

September 24.-~Mabomed Huslieer Khan left this morning for Bareilly, wlien wo expressed, bur 
feats that h» would be put in prison till I was giiwn up. lie said he. was willing dint Uiev should 
do so, but not to give me ui^ for he expected mt he would lie aide to get a ])cnvannah froiif* tlio 
Nawab for me to remain at Pilleebheet. 

Septenilier 25.—^Inayetooilah Khan, Naib Nsxim, called on .Vbdoul Rubuian Klian tins morning 
to know what answer he would send to Nnsini Moulvie Fuxl Huq, for a letter luid come from him 
inquiring why 1 had not gone to Bareilly according to the agreement. .\Ik1ooI Ruhinaii told him to 
ask for two days more grace as both the children were very unwell. The Nasini came back during 
the day. It was agreed to bvAlKluol Rulimaii Khan, Muulvic Fukuruoddecn Khan,(Jliulain Dustakin 
Khan, Ahmed Yar Khan, and others, to send the females to tlie Koomiecs, and to take the place. On 
Abdool Ruhroan Khan going to tiie Koonuees he found tiutt no dependence could be nut in them for 
such a purpose, mainly through Tuta Ram, hut Goimul Singh, Tota Ram Islirec Fersnaud, and their 
iiartics, were willing to join. Abdool Riihuian Khan’s Mussulraeii were afraid, so nothing cuukt 
lie done. 

Nasim Moulvie FusI Iluq asked Abdool Rubman Khan why bis uncle, Mahomed Busheer 
Khan had gone to Bareilly ? Wes it to try and get a |ier\vnnnah for me to bo left licre ? If an order 
did come from the Nawab be would have me, cost wiiat it would. 

September 26.—It was decided that 1 .was to leave this about ihhiii by myself, but on Abdool 
Rubman Khan going to the durbar tliere was a great disturbance. Abdool Rusiieed Khan, Kurrec* 
moollal) Klian, the Nasim Fuxl Huq, and their party, said that my family must accompany me. 
AiidfKiI Rulinmn Khan would not dccede to this at first; swords were lieing drawn, Abdixil Rusheed 
Khan and his party tmik off their caps and placet! them at Alidool Hqhman Khan's feel, so that at 
last, through shame, lie agreed to take us all, lie came to me and liegged of me, with tears in bis eyes, 
for me to take niy wife and cliildren with me, as he was sure we would all rt’turn in safety, lie said 
lie would nut return alive if wc did not, and 1 lielicve him. (lod help us! it was u sure trial fur us. 

I was willing (o go myself, but not that my wife and children sliouid share iny fate. That ra.scal 
Luila Kalkadoss, on my scntling to him fur 1,000 rupees of tlio (lovcrnmctit money, refused to give 
me any, till at last Totn R'lin, Kuormee, told him that Alidmd Rubman Khan would send 100 men and 
take the money by force, and also that the Nasim would lie Uild he liod sooic 50,(XHI ru|ices of 
Government in his hands; as tlie money was required to save our lives, it was then only that he 
sent me 5<K) ru|>ees—15 rupees short weight; it was also decided in the durliar tliat Abdool Rusheed 
KImn w.ss to furnish two palkcea fur our use, and to leave during tlie day, but, ns be did not send them 
till night, it was considered belter to leave early in the morning, and to s|K-iid two or tliree ilays on the 
rood, so as to alluw time for Mahomed Busheer Khan and Gliulain Railianic Khun (whogave out when 
asked by 'the budmnshes of Pilleebheet,why he was going to Bareilly i"’ that he was going to look 
for service from the Nawab), to effect an arrangement with Bobba Ram to get me to be left at IMIeeb* 
beet under their cure. 

Nasim Fuxl II uq left with the troops from this for Jcbaiiabad. 

September 27.—^To Nawnbguiige, twelve miles; Andrew very ill; it was agreed that wo should 
remain here to-morrow, os n man came from Moliomed llushccr Khan fur us on no account to come 
to Bareilly, as wc would be sure to be murdered, Jiut to spend two or three days lunger on the road, 
as be was certain that he would lie able to get th j perwaiinali from the Nawuli through Soblm Ram, and 
lie was to give 20U rufices fur it. I heard that Moulvie FusI lliiq bud taken the Pilleeblieet troops, 
with the guns, to join the Bareilly troops at Beiierce, as be is to lead them against Nynec Tal. 

Septombi^r 2tt.—Remained at Nawaligutige, and in the evening Gbolam llnilmm Khan came with 
the perwannabs from tlie Nawab, and addressi'd to Nasim Moulvie Fuxl Huq, and the other to 
Mahomed Busheer Khan, fur us to remain in charge of the latter; so there wos great joy in 
the camp. 

September 29.—To Pilleeblieet, twelve miles. We arriveil here in the inonting; the people of the 
city 6oUected to witness our arrival; some even came out fnnr miles to meet and conduct us intii tlie 
city; the streets were crowded, and cungratulatioiis were offered on every side to us, a letter came 
from the Nasim to send all the powder and shot to ids camp. 

September 30.—Mahomed Busheer Khan came back in the evening from Bareilly; we have 
much to be thankful for to this old gentleman, and all his relations, fur Ids excrliuns on our behalf. 
About this time Moulvie Fukurooddeen Khan gave in bis resignation. ^ 

Octolier 1.—It was agreed to say that wc should go to Shurepore, as Abrlool Rusheed Khan, 
Kureemoolah Khan, Choonah Khan, Inayetocdlah Khan, the Nasim Moulvie FusI Ifuq, and their 
party, fill they get us sent to, and murdered at, Bareilly. .Vlidrsd Rebnian Khan means to go to 
Buberee to the Nasim, and tender his resignation, as he will not fight against Uie Company's troops. 
His brother, Moulvie Fukuroodden Khan, is to acoomfianv us, and to remain some time with us at 
Sherepore. Tim semindar, Mahomed Noer Klian, is well atferted to Government. 

October 2.—Started for Sherepore (SO one), cerly in the morning, and reaelied l>)' evening. We 
were hospitably received by Mi^ned Noer Khan and Ids sons. Ally Noer Khan, IIui rut Noer Khan, 
Mahomed Yar Khan, and'they told ns that they would not give us up, even if the Nswab sent a 
force for us. 

October /•—A letter from Abdool Rnliman came to-day; ids son, Abdool Ayrex, died on the 
5tli instant. He wrote that Fuxl Huq had written to the Nawab to have us a;(kin sent for to Bareilly. 
He also wrote that be, Abdool Rubman Khan, had not gone to Buberee, and aUo that fie*w<iuld not 
go at all against the Com])any’t troops. *, 



October 8. to 25.—^Thcrc has been notbine of consequence to write about, with this exertion, 
that oil the 13th instant, Ramdend Sliah, of Konchampore, sent a force, who burnt and Ibotra the 
villagers iiirtlic other side of the Sardha river,belonging to thcThsl^raiii of Jetpoorafa. Tlie forces here 
are not strong enough to forcotheir vfay to the other side of the Sardmi river, in face of an eneinf. I reedm- 
mended them to remain quiet till the Company's troops were victuriona,and then the land taken from them 
and the damage done, would be got back. I'he people here, vis., Mahomed Nber Khan, seiniiidar of 
Sheripiire, Roy Singh, and Sobha Singh of Tanda, the Tliakoorain of Jetpoorah, Dooqun Singh of 
Guuriiai, and otliers, have remained faithful to Government, and arc daily looking out for our troops 
to go to Bareilly. The country ahout here has not been looted, hut they are much afraid that the 
following parties will make a descent on them, vis.: Juggiirnath Singh, the Poorkce Rajah, Lakhim 
Singh of Khattur, and Ramdend Shah of Kunchampore. This last, as above recorded, has done a 
great deni of damage on the other side of the Sardha river. Malioroed Noer Khan, and the others, 
would furnish a party for Government pur|x>ses, if they were assor^ that their properties were aafe. 
A perwaniiah from the Commissioner of Bareilly to Juggumauth Singh, Ramdend Shall, and Lakhim 
Singh, to leave them in peace, would lie the nieana of preventing bloodahed, and strengthening the 
Government interest. They are so strongly in the Government interest, that when the l>curcr of the 
letter to Juj^uriianth Singfi, of the 2.1rd September, sent by me, eanie here to ^n^ge them in the 
"rojeet to tiiKc Pillebheet, tlier at once said tiiey would send their forces along with Juggumauth 
Singh to Pilleebhcet, liut ns the latter would not send their forces, the project had to he given up. 

October 27.—In a letter I this day wrote to Captain Maxwell, I mentioned that the people for 
Gorernnient who are in Pilleebhcet liavc sent to me to know what they are to do witli their families 
in the event of the Company’s troops coming to Pillcebheet. Would you be so good as to give this 
letter to R. Alexander, Esq., Cniiimissioiier, for perusal, ahd for his orders as to w’hat course they are 
to pursue. 1 would suggest that a flag lie allowed to be hoisted over their several house doors, as a 


protection, such as this, 



and that if only SCO men of the Conqmny’s troops were to come to 


Pllleehheet, the whole city and district would at once declare for the Company’s rule, and were only 
withheld from declaring that they were so by the number of troops that the Niiwab hod at Bareilly, 
and as they had no better force here than the Nawnb, so eo'.ild nut make a stand against him, anil 
would not lj« allowed time to collect troops, neither have they the money to pay for troops when 
collected. A few drilled troops from Nvnee Tal would give eohfidenec to the {teople, and they would 
rise en ma*i>» to assist. If only iVH) men were sent I liarc no doubt but that 1 could get 1(),(KK> or 
12,0()0 men from the different zomiiulars. The scmiiiflurs here would alone give 500 men with fire¬ 
locks, and Pillcebheet would constitute I ,(KH) ready for service, and the guns then would he at our 
command, Abdonl Rnhman Khan having inailo an arrangement to that effect. .Mahomed Noer Khan 
of this (Hlierepiire), has also a gun, and the Tlmkooraiii of Jutpoorah has guns; also iUj Singh and 
Hohha Singh, of Tanda, have guns, so there would he a respectable park of artillery at hand. Mahomed 
Noer Khan would assemble 1,000 men or mure, if K. .\lexnnder. Esq., would give me orders to raise 
the monev on the part of Government. They would nominally be raised to repel any force sent 
agnin.st them by Rouiidaund Shah, Lakhiti Singli or Juggornautli Singh; al.su he will liave his and 
confederates’ troims ready to assist (jovernment, when he receives by an assured party that the troops 
have really left Nvnee 'Pal to attack the Bareilly Nnwah, I would urgently press tiiis on the autho¬ 
rities that a few troojis raised here could much forward the Government interest. 

Mahomed Bhefat Khan, late ootwal of Bhaiijelmnpnrc, informetl Ally Noer Khan and Huxrut 
Noer Khan, that a Pathan from Ramuore had come to this to murder me when nut shooting, and for 
them to warn me to Im careful’. Molleii Khan csnic this morning with a letter from Abdool Kuhman 
Khan, for me to send my letter at once, which 1 did. 

Octolwr 29.—A letter from l.ucknow ineiitiniis tliat the Europeans arc in |)Ussesrion of three 
places in the city: hy that it would appear that they have been reinforced by fresh trao])a. In the 
evening a man came from Bylah, eight cos from this, and on this side of the main branch of the Bordba 
river, with intelligence that Rundood Shah, of Kuchun|Kvtra's forces, had burnt the tbaniiah «nd 
looted that village. 

October 30.—Ally Noer Khan went this morning, with almut 10(» men end a sm.aU rannoo. Tlie 
ThakiMiraiii of Jatponmh sent some 1-25 men and a cannon. Rumlond Sbali’s men, on the approach of 
these troops, recrossed the Sardha river. Some firing between these parties. .\Hy Noer Kliam com¬ 
menced to form a redoubt, and has written for as many men as be can get together to attaok Rtmdiiund 
Shah's men. News came to-day that MtHiradahad is oreupied by the Europeans. 

Octolxsr 31.—A letter that came from Ally Noer Khan states tliat the enemy’s foree » obont 
400 men, and his own some .300. 'I’hese two parties have been firing at each other across the Sardha 
liver. On this side one man wounded (bail through hand), and Ihiee or four hare gone down of riie 
enemy. One Inayutoollah Khan, from Kitcha, or Kicha, came hero this afternoon; he hrougiit word 
tlmt tile Hadshah had been vietorious and tliat not an Euro|iean woa left except at Agra, and that these 
men wrro besieged hr tlie Bombay troops. ;Vlso, tlmt some eight or tan diqp some Kuropeana 
had come to Moorndahad, and that the Rampnro troops Imd murdered tl»em all. • ' 

Nuremher I.—Ally Noer Kban writes, that Riindood Shali's people have retired some two miles, 
and that the extent of their loss is three killed and four wounded, A letter from Dooijwi Singh, of 
Gunshai, came to Mahomed Noer Khan for him to join with Lakhtn Singh andotbere, and to send in 
a durkliiist to the Nawab of Pooniiqiure and Kother. The semindars here Iiave bitberto paid no kiat, 
or perimltcd looting in their district. Andrew is rvry unweU to-day. 

Noveniber 2.—Heiri) the report of seven or eight guns in the direcrion of Bylah. Msliomed 
Noer Klinii, Uuarut Noer Khan, and myself, started fw that place. On our arrival there found thA 
tlierr liiul.rieon no firing there, so that the firing must have been acMUevhere eiae. On onr arrival, and 




W« gnve orden formr mn 
not to ceply to (hem. 

Noveintwr S, ^ end 5.—Noting to relnte—only living nnder n tm. On the' 4th wyoto nMMtt 
toJtondaod Shah, inquiring of hA why ho h«d taken (brcilde poweaaion of land belongiog 40 tifeo 
Jo^ponrab TtmkoorMn, and to Mahomed Noer Khan, and (hat a dccveo had been ghnn tokhe oifeet,'bj 
the Engtiah antboriticB, tliat the land in diepnte belonged to theae partiea, and not to him. 1 had 10 
write in anah a manner (hat Nawab Khan Bahadoor Khan (if the latter alioold be riiown to him), 
could take no hold of it to tny prejudice. Firing kejit up by the enemy on bur men. 

November 6.—Reoeii'ed an anawer from Ruudood Shah, but without aignatare. He did not 
write an anawer to the ipieatiun 1 not. Tliia letter w in noaaeaiiun of Mahomed Noet Khan. 

Nmemher 7.—Slierepore, eight coa. Returned to thia. 1 tliought it naeteaa to remain oa our 
party would not go aoroaa to aaaault the eneinv. 1 left directiima bow to proceed if Ally Korr Khiin 
wanted to eroaa, via., to get their doongeca earned lower down the river on carta, Mid make a feint in 
front wliilat they were crowting lower down. 

November H.—Heard that the Jetpoorali Tliakooraiii had got dome troopa from the Poorhee Rajidi, 
Juggurnauth Singh. Wlien Uiey get them all together, they intend to eroaa tlie Sardha in the, 
morning. 

November 0.—A man was sent to aee if tlie combined troopa of the Tliakotamiu and JHggurnauth 
Singh had cruaaed. He brought back word (falsely), that they had done so. Word waa aiao brought 
that Mahomed Norr Khnn'a troopa were to do au likewiee in the niortiing. Word alao brought tont 
the Lord Saiiih liad gone with two kutupoos (I do not know how many men in each), to Lt^now; 
alao tliat the Delhi troopa liad gone there, and that Rajah Mauii Singh Iwd been killM, and tint (he 
Coiunany’a troops had tuen Lucknoa*. 

K'livemher 10.—Wuid broimht from Bylaii that they intend to Croat the Sardha river in the 
afternoon, and attack Uundood Shah’a troops. Husrut Nocr Khan and myself at once ctarted far 
fiyiah. On the road, about two ihilcs from that [dace, met a hurkara with a note, by wliioli we'leamed 
that our side liad made, a auccessfid attack on the enemy in the way 1 had pointed out. I'hey only 
passed over sixty-fivc, uliout two wiles lower down tlic river, and engaged the enemy in front (whose 
strength was 7(X) men). On the appearanoe of the kixty>fiv« men the enemy delivered fire, turned, 
and fled. 'I'lic jungle was so tliiok (hat tliey did not find out that only a few men had crossed. 
Several of the enemy wounded in the action. On our side, one man, Mahomed Shiifut Khan, was 
wounded in the foot. One man burned two villages. 

November 11.—Mahomed Noer Khan and myaelf went to a village burned by tlie TIiAkoorain's 
men, who only passed tlie Sardha river this morning, and feumi tliat these |ioeple hail kiUed a 
wounded man of the enemy, the buxcc of Kundood Shah’s troops. We were very angry at tJieir 
having dune so. 1‘hc force from Bylali joined us, and I went, accompanied by Uuarut Nocr Khan, to 
scour the country. No plundering or hunting villages was allowed, as^Maimmed Noer Rban only 
wants to act on the defensive. When we found that the men wanted to toot w« returned, 'lliey were 
very moeb dissatisfied. 

November 12.—The men went out to loot. Husrut Noer Khan and Kuri«nioulbi)i Khan, the 
loader of tlie sixty-fire men, went after them, to prevent, as mucli as fiotsible, their doing so, and 
they in a measure succeeded. The Tiiakooraiu of Jetpoorah’s people burned several villi^ea of the 
enemy. Mahomed Noer Khan and myself went to the Uogra by ourselves: he wants bis ryola to 
come back. The people who went out to plunder returned in the evening. They did little damage. 
We remained at the Gogrn all night. • 

.November 13.—^Thc Tanda troops, under Nosherec Khan, came to day. They are all afraid to 
stay at the other side of the river; so in the evening we all returned to this side. Mahomed Noor 
Khan’s men did not go out to loot to-day. Tlie Jet]KKinih iMople did, and got several of their men 
killecL 1 and Mahomed Noer Kbai} arc glad of this, as it will keep tlieni from Inotiim the viibiges. 

November 14.—A letter reoeived to-day menrioned that two or three of the iQng's lioaeee in 
Lucknow had been taken by the Europeans, and that 1,()00 more European soldiers liad come, isid 
that there was fighting daily. Also that the chuckledars had been calling on ail tlie Nawabe, Rajahs, 
and ■emindars to send men. HusnR'Nocr Khan Mid self returned to 8lierc|«ore, eight cos. 

Novemlier 16.—Moalvie Fukeeiwoddeen Klian, wlm lies been with me sitiec 1 oame here, left iar 
PUleebheet. News brought that Randood Shah had again ooUectod his troops. Hiey are in Uirce 
divisions. 

November 20.—^To Bylab, eleven miles. On my srrival here, snd in mnversalion with Mahomed 
Noer Khan, he informed me, that tlie unfortunate gentlemen who lost their lives at Mohuiidee wosdbi 
have been saved if tlicy had stuck to (heir origturi intention of passing throagh Hherepore for Uie 
biila. llie tliannadar of (name forgotten), hod written to Mahomed Kuer Khan to provide russud 
for the party, and he did so; but it seems Juggomauth Singh jiersuaded them to go by Mohtuidea, 
altbougb he knew they muat meet one of the mulinous reghmmte. 1 sincerely lielievc Umt MiAumed 
Noer'&iati would have preserved tliaiii if they hod come ; but Gad ruled it c^ierwise. 

November 27.—Nothing to relate ainoa tbe 26lh kntont. This day went to the otlwr able of 
tba Ssrdha river, Mahomed Noer Khan’s men being afraid to go. They said that Uwy heard firing 
at tlie otbet side. Maboroed Near Khan is a plucky old msB. 

November 29.—To Kittars, on my wqr to Sherepore. HuMut Noer Kbm informed me that 
the Europeans at Lucknow had taken a number of guns, so that they must lie in force. Word ahm 
bcouglit tW tbe Company’s troops bad ennsod the Oaiips at Kooebk Ghaut. 

Novemlier 30.—^To Sherepore. Gut news on arrival tliat mv uUi enemies, Ahduol Rtshed Khan, 
Clioonrii Khan, Memah Khan, and others, lied been dismissed the Nawah’s aervire. 

December J.—1 beard to-day that there bed been a fight at Lsicknow, in which the Lord Sahib 
%nd two officera had been killed; also that the Europeans had penetmted as far as the gate of the 
King’a Palace, but that the next day tiie narive trvops bad assaulted tlie EuropcaiiSj and were 
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victorious, hut with (i great loss of men on their side. On the other hand, the Nawab of Bareilly’s 
trooi)s acre thrashed at Kuchla Uhaut and lost a regiment. The Nawah has dischaiged the Qeutra 
of the heaten troops. 

JJcccmiier 2.—Tlie troops of Jetpoorah looted the Buiijarralis without orders; the Thakaomin 
ordered them to return all the loot. These Buiijarrahs are leagued with llundood Shah, and loot the 
villages on the other side of the Sardlia river. 

December 5.—Roshen tells me the news from Lucknow, that there are about 7,000 Europeans 
encamped in Nuccagunge, so it is all lies about the Baily Guard having been taken. He also heard 
that the Nawab’a troops got a thrashing at lluldwain. By a letter received last night from Husrut 
Noer Khan it ap|)cars that the Rnjah'a troops had again collected the other side of the river. 

December 6.—Heard to-day that some 1,000 Europeans were si Mynpoorie, and a force of 
Europeans near Budaoii. It is to hoped that this is true. Twenty-five men have come from 
Husrut Noer Khan's brother-in-law, the Nawab of that place, to assist him against Kundood Shsh, 
whose forces have again come t<i the Gogra, and been bring upon the people of this side of the river. 
Husrut Noer Khan then sent a letter for us to send all the men that can Ire spared to Bylah. Roy 
Singh, of Tenda, came to-day. It appears that Lukhiin Singh has ^ven in a durkhast for this 
Perguiiiiah, snd is coming with 1,000 men, and a few of the Nawab's, in addition to his own troops. 
This is the second durkhast that has 1>een given in for this district and sanctioned; the former was 
given by Juggurnauth Singh, Poorbee Rajali. Tliis latter has paid 25,000 rupees to the Nawab and 
wbha Ram. 1 suppose we will have fighting by and bye. 

Dcceiiilfer 7.—The people from Anrungabad hare brought word that the Europeans have left 
the Baily Guard snd gone to Alumbagh, uikI have a great number of elephants with them, snd also that 
some fresh trooj>B had arrived at that place. On to Uayla, eleven miles. On my arrival found 
that tlie Rajah’s troops had decamped during the day. Kurrecinoollah Khan went with some eighty 
men tu,the Gogra. The Rajah's troops are almut 500 or 6(K) men and two goorclas, or small cannon, 
and plenty of plunderers, who have carried off some 500 head of cattle, and completely plundered the 
peoine of their rice, fkr. 

December 11.—To the Gogra, to give confidence to the ryots to cut their grain, and bring it to 
this side of the river. Found on inspection that the Rajah’s {teople had completelr gutted the village, 
and dug up alt the old grain in store. Two gurralis of gunpowder were found in the jungle on our 
return. 

J)eccnil>cr 15.—Word brought by the villagers that the Rajah’s troops had given out that they 
would pay us another visit about noon. Nome sixty men went over with Husrut Noer Khan, Kurree- 
moollnn Khan, and myself. an<l returned hy evening. Received a letter from Mahomed Noer Khan, 
in which lie wrote that Roy Singh and Nuhlia Singh, of Tanda, Dunjun Singh, Dali Singh, and others, 
hare been constantly, lately, asking him to go to Bareilly to give in a durkhast for this district of 
Pooruiipore. I,akhun Singh is coming with a regiment of infantry, commanded hy Kaith, and some 
sowars, in addition to his own men. 

Iteceinher I k—Sherepore, eleven miles. I am told that there are four regiments, two guns, and 
5(K> sowars at Pilleclihect from Bareilly, sent by the Nawab, to rase Mayet Oulah Khan and his 
brother's houses, and to get the money hnited fnmi the treasury, and public and private property they 
and others had looted. I nayctoullali Khan is in prison at Bareilly, and his brothers have ahsconded; 
their reign has been short. 

Decentlicr 15.—Mahuincd Noer Khan left for Bareilly to-day, he is to he accompanied by Roy 
Singh and Shihliu Singh, of Tanda, Darjun Singh, of Gunshai, Dull Singh Kavinda, of the Jetpoorah 
thakoorain, &c. He goes much against his wish; but what can he do ? lie is surrounded by his 
enemies. 

December 17.—News brought that Alidool Hesheed Klianhas g^me to Mama Kot, and the Nasim 
has sent a force after him. His brother, Inayctoollah Khan, Mooiiah Khan, Choonah Khan, and 
Borket Oulah Khan, are in prison, and all the loot taken from them. Kurrecmoollah Khan is also in 
prison. 

Dccemlier IS,—News that Kavoo Sahib has had a defeat. 

December 20.—Moiilvic Pukrooddeen Khan came from Pilleehhcet. Itappears that Inayetoollah 
Khan ami fourteen of his relations are in prison, handcufled, and irons on legs; and all those who have 
looted ]>ublic and private property arc made to give it up. Edjurat Khan (one of those who looted 
my property), arrived to-day. 

December 21.—To Tanda, six cos. They have cast a very good gun here. They have four 


guns now. 

Deccmlier 22.—A letter came to Kurruck Singh from Ally Noer Khan, informing him that two 
nows writers, chuprossecs, had been to Shereiiore, and were going to call at Tanda, and that during 
ttie time they are here to keep me nut of sight. 

December 21'.—I told Kurruck Singh that if Roy Singh would raise 300 men, Husrut Noer Khan 
would raise the same number, to he drilled by me, so ns to be at hand to assist the Europeans. He 
said that when liia brother Roy Singh came it would be done. 

Deeemlier 25.—Bayla, twelve miles. I «-as told before I left Tanda that 200 sepoys of the 
Nawab’s had arrived at Pooruiipore, to collect the kist for Lakhin Singh. This person hi&i sent in an 
uraee to the Nawab, informing him that two European men and two females were in biding at 
Sherepore. 

Decenilicr 20. —By two letters received to-day, it appears that the Mulloghur Nawab has again 
been defeated, and that there is a disturbance at Furnickabad. Ally Noer Khan writes for me not to 
go to Sherepore for a few days, for fear of the Nawab’s troops. 

Di'cemlier 30.—^Tothc other side of the Sardha river, frith six men. The Rajah’s people looted 
four mCn last flight. * 

Decvni'iier 31.—^No news to-dsy. This is the end of the year. We have been now five days less 
than sc veil months prisoners. We nave been kindly treated by our present protectors. I trust in 
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God that onr oountiymeii viU be viotnrioiw, and qpeedily itdcMe «s from tadi a state as we have beeSs 
Imncin. 

January 1,1858 .—A new yeer has oommenoed. 1 trust that this year will and betjM us 
than it eommenoes. Shavqwret eleven miles. When I arrived here fbund thirt; LaUun Sim^ it 
determined to nuse a diatarwsnoe. • He sen he will have the kist. I eslieet it is not so much for the 
Idat that he is here, but the death of Budhen Singh Daooo (his imole), killed by Mahomed NtMf 
Khan ycarseigo. He has some 700 or 800 men of the Nawab with him at Foorun^re. He says he 
will loot EUmrepore. More troops on the road. 

January appears we are not safe here. God help us; we are not allowed to have for 
Nynse Tal. 

January 3.—Ally Noer Khan sent a letter to Mahomed Kusheer Khan for him to send the 
Nawab’s perwsnnah for him to keep us prisoners, as another perwanimh had oome from the Nawab 
for him to give us up. 

January 4.—Heard tliis morning that the people were running away from Shabjidumpora. 

January 0.—Ally Noer Khan sent for me to inform me that a man of his had oome from Agn^ 
and brought the news that Furruckabad had been taken by our troops. I saw the man, who told me 
that the Mynpuorie Rajah hod liccn defeated, and tlie Rajah had run off to FurruokalMd, and that 
heavy firing had been heard in |the direction of Furruckabad; and aome jictmle whom he met on the 
road, who had eacaped from that place, Mid the city bad heeti taken. One llukhs Khan (rather 
Kumbukhs Khan), late soohadar of the artillery of Bareilly, who first went to Delhi, next to Bareiify, 
and then to Furruokabad, had run away from the latter plaoo with his troops, and has been going 
about looting the country. He has some 1,5(X) women, Hindoos and Mussulmcn (whom he and his 
troops have aishonoured), with him; has gone towards Oude. It is to be lio|)ed he will anon meet bis 
reward. 


January 7.—A hackeiy load of property, belonging to Alidoot Roonee Khan, late Deput y-1nspeotor 
of Sciiools, came here to-day. He and his family are expected hero to-morrow. 

Januory 8.—Letters brought by Hoolasscc, two for me snd three for Ally Noer Khan, &e. In 
one of mine was a jicrwannah from Moulvie FusI Hug, Nazim, to Lakhim Singh (which accompaniM 
this), for the latter not to interfere with me. The news to-day is, Furruckabad is taken, and the 
Nawab ia coiqc to Jellabad. Khan Bahadnor Khan has sent ten regiments and guns to assist him. 

January 8.—Abdool Ronee Khan, Deputy-Ins|)ector of Schools, the city buxee of Sliahje* 
hanporc, and the I’illeebbect Nazir, came here to-day. They bring news that Furruckalmd is taken. 

January 10.—^Tbe Nawab’s troops at I’oorunporu tlireaton, except the kist is jiaid, to i^onie and 
loot this. A cliumnr of I’ooruiipdru was shot in the thigh to-day by otic of Lakhim Singh’s sepoys. 
A buniiyah of Poonmpore was put in the stocks tn-doy by tliese jwoolc. 

January 11.—'riie whole of the bunnyahs of I’lMiruiipore, wilii tlicir families, are leuviiig that 
place. Lakhim Singh’s men have seized six hackeries bclutigiiig to Shcrepore to-day. In the after¬ 
noon heavy firing muis heard in the direction of Pooruiitiore. \Ve all turned out. It seems that the 
Nawab’s regiment have got new colors, and fired guns on that account, 'riiey gave out tliat they will 
attack this in the night or to-morrow morning. 

January 12.—Word brought this murning that Lakhiin Singh's iiicn hail seized some of Simriali. 
We all turned out. We expi'ctcd it to be a feint of the enemy to get us till to leave Sliereporo. To 
save that village only some thirty men went. Before they got there I.nkliim Singh’s people bad 
decamped. Two villages belonging to Taiula were looted to-day liy these people, A souar, rough 
rider, Gth troop let Light Infantry, named .Mimed Khan, come to me to-day for me to give a chit, as 
he wanted to join our forces at F'urruckabad. lie says he was the means of the scrjeaiit-major (Nudin) 
and his wife lieing saved, and was wounded by a tnmper, named (iihiI Khan, for having done so. God 
knows whether he states the truth or not. 1 told him that 1 could not give him a chit, lie says he 
will remain with me. 

January 13.—Laikh Raj and hit son, relations of the Taiida people, were seised to-day. The troops 
at Ponruiipore are dishonouring the women of the villages around. In the evening some 100 or 180 
otthe Nawab’s troom came here. There was a bit of a row. 

January 14.—^The Nawab's troops at Poorunpore seized a woman coming from Pilleebhcct and 
dithonoured her. Ally Noer Khan has given 400 rupees as subsistence allowance to the Nawab’z 
troops. 

January 16.—^Nosberra Khan came to-day. He brings news that this zillah has again been 
tranaferred to Jugjpimauth Btngh. More people from Mbalijehanpore came to-day. Fnw hundred 
more men of Lakhim Singh’s have come to Poorunpore. Kuriiuclr .Siiif^li sent word that if I wanted 
money to send to him, and be would give it me, I sent word that I required iiuue. 

January 17.—^'I'he Nawab’s men were here a^wn for more money. 

January 10.—Abdool Ronee Khan informed me that Moulvie Ahmed lloosvin, a well wisher 
for the Company’s rule, had been murdered as he left the durbar, and bis brother wounded at Shah- 
jebanpore. My two boys bad a narrow escape yesterday from the Nawab’s Mipoys. They were going 
to shoot them, but one, better than the rest, stoppcil them, llusrut Nimt Khan and Ally Moer 
Khan, said it would be better for Mrs. B. and children to go to their havilec, as the trooiM at Poorun* 
pore were cOroing to attack Shcrepore. 1 sent them, and went to the trendies to the west of the 
Tillage. About noon the Sherepore men mustered to the west of the vijlage, and 1 advanced with two 
men to observe the movements of the enemy, and discovered the combined troops of the Nawab and 
Lakhim Singh oome out draut 2 o’clock p.m. in three divisions; to the north-west, dmut 1,(K)U of tJ^ 
Nawab’s, end to the west and south-east from 1,200 to 1,500 of Lakhim Sindh’s. TIiosc to tile 
north-west divided into two parties, one of whidi took up a position north-east of the village, so that 
t he y form^ three sides of a |iaraUdogr.im. Those to the west had two heavy guns, 12 and il-pounders, 
dhd to the south-east, a short gun with tliem. The enemy opened fire about 3 o’clock from ritf ir 
guns, and we replied from our l-pounder. .\fter firing four shots from their heavy guns tli^' hecauio 
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dIsaMcJ, hut fired one shot from their short ran. No damage was done to our side, or to any in the 
▼illsge, although their halls passed into and over the vilWe. They lost some five men wounded. 
Ally Noer Khan hindered me from firing any more, as part of the enemy (Nawah's troops), had called 
for a {larley. Much against my will this was granted. The force we had in Sherepore wnas only about 
800 men. Ahmed Khan's sowar stuck to me during the fight. Tl>e Taiida and Jetpoorab people sent 
none to our assistance. About 8 o'clock p.m. word was brought that Mahomed Noer Kban was 
coming with a force of 200 men and a gnn fironi Ounshai. The enemy did not retire till 9<o'olack p.m. 
We all remained in the trenches all night. 

January 20.—In the evening it was agreed to attack the enemy in Poorunpore srith our amall 
force, ljut the conitnandcr of the Nawab’s regiment sent an urzee for us to defer doing so till they left, 
W’htch they iiiKnded to dn in the morning. 

January 21.—^Tlie Nawah’s regiment left this morning, and 1 have been trying my best to 
get Ally Noer Khan to attack T.akliiin .Singh’s troops before they get the reinforcements Mat are on 
the road, hut he will not consent. Ileern Singh, the commander of Lakhim Singh’s troops, came at 
night, and said he would vneafe Poorunpore by noon t(vmorn»w. I doubt if he will do so. The 
Tanda people came to Mahoniedporr. with about 200 men and two guns. 

Janimry 22.—Lakhim Singh’s troops have not left; they have received reinforcements. 

January 21'.—My family returned to-day. A letter received from Mahomed Noer Khan, in which 
he states that tiie Poorbee Rajah’s troops arc on the way here, and, therefore, to wait two or three 
days before we attack Lakhim Singh’s men. Ally Noer Khan will not attack them at all I firmly 
believe. 

January 26,—Tlte city buxee, of Shahjehanporc, came hack from the city to-day ; the old news. 
Furruckaliad taken ; he also t<ild me that after the outbreak, he had interred si.\ gentlemen near to the 
churcli, one of them was the late Mr. Ricketts. 

January 27.Part of the Nawab’s regiment has returned to Poorunpore; so much for not having 

attarked I.nkhini Singh’s men when weak. In the afternoon, a pnielamutinn of the Nawab’s was sent 
here, in which all Mussulnirn and Hindoos were informed that they must repair to Bareilly, b.s the 
Mahomedan Jhiinda had horn hoisted, and to assist in rejtiilsing the Enrojieans, who had taken Agm, 
Delhi, Mynpooric, Furruckabad, Ac.; also a proel.imation of the chuekladars of Shahjehanporc to 
Abdool Uooree Khan, for him and liis family to repair (within four days) to that city; if he did not 
do so, his property would he eonfiseated. 

.Tniiuarv 28.—Some KM) men of Jiiggernaiith Singh's Imre eonie to a village near Peeplecah, to 
assist in getting Lakhim SiMgli’.s men out of Poorunpore. The Hindoo force under Mahomed Noer 
Khan, at Pcepleeaii, i.s some “Of) men and two guns. Tlie force of Lakhim Singh is being daily 
augmented ; the Denria Tliakoor having sent men to his assistance, 1 made some shell yesterday for 
our small gun. 

.laniiary HO. —Fired one of the shell to-day; it broke into nine or ten pieces. 1 hope these shells 
seill bo flu' mcan.s <if getting the better of Lakhim Singh’s and the Nawnb’s troops. 

January .'H.—The eommander of the Nawab’s regiment at Poorunptjre has sent for iwrusal b 
ncrwimiiHli of Khan Bahndonr Khan’s for myself and family to be sent forthwitl* to Bareilly. Ally 
Noer Khun and Mahomed Noer Khan have sent letters to Mahomed Busheer Khan and Abdool 
Rahman Khan, to eonie here at oner with men if they wish ns to be saved. Ally Noer Khan told me 
1 must lenv<- the trenches and go into hiding for a few days. The Tanda people are leaving 
Mahomedporc fur Tanda; so mneh for these kntcha Hindoos. Nosherra Khan tells me there will be 
a fight to-day. .\bout noon, T.nkhiin Singh and the Nawab’.s troops attacked Pecpieeah, where 
Mahomed Nwr Khan is with the troops of Doorgim Singh and the JetpiKirah ; the enemy set fire to 
some sugar cane, and, under cover of the smoke, got the better of Mahomed Noer Khan’s force, but 
he mannged to secure his guns. Lakhim Singhbi men then fired and looted the village; two men 
of the gunners of the Jetpooriih gnn have been seriously injured. 

Februarv 1.■•■About 2 o’eloek a.m. the whole of the females of Sherepore left the village. 
Mahomed Noer Khan .sent word that myself and family had better go at onee with them : wc did so, 
and arrived at Tanda in the morning. ()n our arrival, Slahnmed Shafat Khan told me to go on in t^e 
afternoon to Pilleebhcet, hnt I .said “ No; I will go into the forest with my family, os I had no 
inclination to see my wife and children mimlered; for the Nawab could have us from Pilleebheet 
mneli easier I linn fmm thi.s;" so that it wn.s agreed at last that I should be allowed to go; they tried 
all they wndd to persuade .Mimed Khan, the sowar of the Light Cavalry, not to nceompany me, but he 
said he would stand by me and my family. A letter cniiie from Ally Noer Khan, stating that they 
had offered ns far as .'iOi) ru|ires to the coiiimniider of the Nawab’s troops to leave us alone. Ahmid 
Khun says lie will ninimge to take us to Binndeu. Nosherra Khan also said, ** Oo, live in dM 
jungle, and trv and get to Birmdeo.” 

Abdool llorce Khnn goes back towards Bhahjchanpnre. We have been speaking several times 
about raising a force under himself and the brother of the late Moulvie Ahmed Hosaein n'ho waa 
murdered at Shahjehanpore. und himself wounded ; he intends to act up to it, and has no doubt but 
that he will be able to render ronsidcrahle assistance to our force by making a diversion in our favor in 
the Bhalijelinnahad district. 

February 2.—To a village seven cos from l^mda. Kurmek Singb rave four sepoys, ifiid Mahomed 
Yar Khan two men ; Ahmed Khan, the sowar, accompanied us. By his assistance, I hope to meet 
our eonntrymeii again. Mahomed Yar Khan sent a letter to the Lolla here, to make na aa comfortable 
■s possible. 

February 3—Nosherra Khan and Gholam Khan came with two men they had engaged for me; 
the four men Kurruek Singh sent witli us, his brother, Roy Singh, ordered to return to ’Banda. 

Fehrunrv- L—Chand|Kirc jungle six oos. No house or trees; no bouse nearer Bian one end 
a-half cos. 'Managed to make a slight covering fitim the dews. 

Feliruary —.\hdool Ahmed raine from Sherepore with four men. Nosherra Khan brought the

Febraary 7.<—4>ahae Singh, of Tanda, oaino to ace ua in the evening, and went back again i 
Ahnaod Khag tiyiim hk beat to get them to allow ua to «> on to Birmdeo. 

February 8.—To Khereea aeven coa. Newa brought that the Tauda people were preparii^ In 
taka to the Imod like oanelveai aa tiie Nawab’a troopa wore going to Taiida. 

Fefamary 8.—^To Paraee jangle at aide of Chucka river, oppoaite Man|H>re. Nothing to cover 
ua; aent off a roan to Pillebheet, and a buriyah to Nugla to see wliut fonrea were at thnao {dacea, the 
latter )>eing on tlie road to Birmdeo; Ahmed Khan trying hia beat to perauade Moulviu F^ukurooddeen 
Khan to allow ui to leave for Birmdeo. 

February 11.—^The man returned from I^lleebbeet with instructions fur us not to go into Birindco, 
aa a force had left from Nugia and Susayali, the nhuna where wo must pass. It waa with much 
ado that Ahmed Khan and mysdf could persuade Moulvie FukuroiKldeen Khan to allow at to go (he 
being afraid would be raised (vie) if he allowed us), 1 told liiin 1 would not go if lie desired me other* 
wise nut that onr deaths would tie at liis door if we were taken, he coiiseiileil at last. Wo left in the 
afternoon for the jungle at the Susayali side of Ma)iaraj|)urc. A man of the nauM of Doonice (a 
Shiekaree, who has been often with gentlemen shooting) and Luulali Matteali, «>f Maharajiiure, is to 
accompany us. Muulrie Fukurooddeen khan and Uluilani Raelianoe Khan (these men go Mcfc) gave 
us a man named Hoolasee; he and Sheikh Kummeer Ahmed Khan and othcra accompanied ua. It 
came on ti rain heavy, but we determined to atari in the niuniing and travel through the jungles, 
leaving the road altogether. 

February 12. — To Cliirreeah Dang ten cos by the road, but upwards of fifteen cos by the 
jungles. We crossed a branch of tfie Sardlia early m the morning, and recr<iased it at this place in 
the afternoon; it was ivitli difficulty that we got across, the whole of us euinpletely scarred by the 

jangle. 

February 13.—To Bunsu, above Birmdeo, twelve cos. Left early in the morning, and reaoliod 
about 2 o’clow rja.; was well received by the tlwnnedar Rieldun Singn and Chowdree Meg Singh. 

Februa^ 11.—To Kiitauniiia six and a-half cos, Kusaera Puddan. I'he following gave men 
to sec us tarn, vis., Buteali, Dunnali, Uut, and Bwrragaon; both these last liave gone on piuquel.

The Commiiiioner of Meerut to tite OfficitUing Secretory to Government, North-Weetem Provincee, Agra, 

Sir, Jfdy 11, 1858. 

I HAVE much pleasure in forwarding the accompanying reports from Major Williams and 
Mr. Dunlop, of a most creditable piece of service performed by the District Volunteer Corps raised 
by the Major with the view of suppressing insurgent Goorkhas and others who have been getting 
very bold in this district, forming tiiemselves into large gangs, and plundering in every direction. 

2. Intelligence of the gathering of a strong party of them at the call of the zemindar of Seekree, 
with the inlcntion of plundering Ilegumabod, nvillage about sixteen miles from the cantonments on the 
Delhi road, having been communicated to me by Mr. Dunlop, Major Wtlliains was requested to take 
his volunteers to prevent the attack, if possible. 

3. The party, of the strength notctl in the margin,* marched at 3 a.m., on the 9th. On arriving 
at Begumabad, tney found that the Goojurs had attacked and plundered it the evening before, and 
killed a number of Jats. 

4. The volunteers immediately advanced to Seekree, where they heard the Goojurs were in force. 
The result is given in Major Williams’s report. 

. 5. The destruction of a large body of insurgents strongly posted in a village with their most 
determined men defending a still stronger post most obstinately, is more than somewhat creditable to 
the volunteers, for they killed more than double the number of men actually engaged in the attack; 
part of their force having remained with the baggage. 1 am sure the Lieutenant-Governor will 
consider the corps deserves great praise. 

6. I trust to receive most cihoient aid in restoring order from this little force, which, within a 
few days of its being raised, could bear about sixteen hours of hard work, during fourteen of which 
the rain was very heavy, accomplish a lung march, and so efTectually punish a party of rcliels, some 
hundreds in number. Already the fame of the affair, and the rapidity and severity of the punishment 
have -had good efl'cet. 

7. Hoping to he permitted to cumnumieate to Major Williams, and his corps, the Lieutenant- 
Governor's approbation.

Major If'itliums to the Commutioner of Meerut. 

Sir, Camp, Meervt, Julg 10,1857. 

AGREEABLY to the orders received, the District Volunteer Force under my command marched 
yesterday at 3 a.m. for the village of Seekree. The Magistrate, Mr. Dunlop, accompanied the force. 

2. At Begumabad, two divisions, under Captains D’Oyly and Tyrwhitt, took up positions so as t> 
prevent the insurgent Goojurs from Tseapiiig. On nearing the village the insurgents came out in 
hiree, tiring matehloeks and brandishing swords; but these were driven in with a loss of about thirty. 
They then kept up a desultory fire from the walls. 

*3. Seeing a number of men cidleeted on the tops of the houses, a howitzer was placed in position, 
and a few rounds fired to clear the village. The Jats of Begumabad, who had collected in the hope 
of recovering Chc losses of the previous night, were directed to enter, but were met wiUi a determined 
opjtosition. 

•1. A party of European volunteers then dismounted, to attack a large walled enclosure with 
dou’.ile-stories and gates, in which the jemadar and priiieipal men of the village were aasemhled. 
Captain D’Oyly hciMied tlic volunteers, and attempted to force the gates, whibt another party nined 
the walls and kept up a heavy lire on the insurgents. The gates being strongly barricaded, R was. 
necessary to bring up the gun. A ileterniined resistance was offered by the insurgents, but the 
attacking force carried the inclosurc, and I believe few, if pny, of the enemy escaped. Upwards of 
seventy bodies were found in this one spot, and amongst them the jemadar, or leading man of the 
Goojurs.

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6. PartiM then mllied ont, in different direction*, to clear the village, and here, also, numben of 
the insurgents fell, many hKhting desperately, some of whom were recognised as rebel <epoys and 
troopers.. Two mnsket* ana a carbine were taken from the rebels. The village was Uien fired, and 
the volunteer foroe returned to cantonments at 7 r.M. 

6. It is difficult to state the exact number of insuigeiits killed, but it is believed that it cannot 
be less than 170 or near 200. Every endeavour was made to spare women and children from harm 
and insult, and all found in the village were immediately placed in safety, and the Jats then permitted 
to plunder. 

7. All behaved with great spirit and energy, and 1 would more especiuliv notice the asaanlting 
party, who were not only well Ira but ably seconded. Captain D'Oyly was slightly wminded at the 
gate. Serjeant Croydon and the party of artillery areompunying the force were aealous in the discharge 
of their duties. I trust I may he permitted to rciiiark that tiic sudden and unexpected move, at an 
hour’s notice, the march of sixteen miles, the attack of a strong village with inelosure, and tlie return to 
cantonments, all in moat inclement weather, Itorne with great rlieerfulnesa by every volunteer, with 
the perfect suoceas attending the expedition, is somewhat creditable fur so newly an orjtanisetl force.

THE District Volunteers having Iweii cinploycd on Government service during the night of the 
6th and the whole of the 9th instant, 1 have the honor to transinit tlie following report of tlie origin^ 
object, and result of the expedition on which they were employed. 

2. Tiic Goojur village of Seckree, distant about sixteen mdes from Meerut cantonments, on the 
Dellii road, took an active part from tlie very coinmenccnieitt*of uur present disturbances in the ducoilces 
and disgract'ful butcheries for which tlicii tri!>c has become notorious. The first act by which they 
marked their defiance of all legitimate authority was the seizure of a fine biswn, portion of the 
neighbouring village of Kaziniporc, belonging trt sonic Hindoo fatjueers (byrazics), Killing seven of 
them. Soon after, supjMising that their practices found impunity, they drove out the iioliccmcn of the 
Deguinabad cbowkee. A number of Jats commenced collecting at tlic imiiort.inl village, and bazaar 
of Begumabad, for the purpose of defending themselves against the three Goojur villages of Seekree, 
Nugla, and Deosa; but tius was met by a counter-cullcctioii of Goojurs, not only of these three 
villages, hut others in the neighbourhood. The Goojurs very rapidly outnumbered the .lats, being 
better armed, less divided among themselves, and more habituated to acts of violence. The Goojura 
very soon declared their intentiun of attacking the Jats at Bcgumaliad, destroying the village, and 
plundering the bazaar. Urgent sulieitaiioiis for nssistnriM were sent to Meerut by the partica 
threatened, but there being much mure imrmriant work, of ap|>arently mure immediate necessity, to 
employ the reasalah, wc were obliged to tell them that they must clefend tlicnisclvcs for a time, hut 
that they might count on uur taking steps, when poHsihic, tu assist them. The news of (his fact, 
probably, went to Seekree as well as tu uegutiialiad, and at 9 o’clock at night on the 6lh instant,, 
information was received that the attack at Begumabad had taken place that day, and the usual 
ruthless atrocities been committed, the Jats, greatly outnumbering, scarcely offering any resistance. 
The District Volunteers had been ordered to parade at 3 o'clock Ihnt night, for service in another 
direction, but the course of events having rendered prompt jiunisliinciit of the rebels of .Seekree all 
important, the march was altered fur that village. The suddenness of our advent defied even the 
vigilance of the Goojur intelligence department. By grey dawn wc hiid rcacheil the ruins of Begum* 
abad. A drenching rain had set in, which lasted all day; the fires were still sinouti'ering, tlie bazaar 
on the road aide, the Govcriinicnt chowkee, and the dawk hungalow, Ictiiiiitless, with hut blackened 
walls standing, the flooring in many instances liugiip, nliilc here uijII llr ic, in the t;ei>ls wandered a few 
miserable fugitives from their village. At this point. Captiiiii D'Gyly l.iknig eleven of tlie Europeans 
and three Sikhs with him set out at a galhip for tlie village of >S<%krec, distant about two miles. We 
swept rapidly round the village, leaving two or three horsemen at various |HiiiiU to encircle it. No 
inhabitant was in sight, and our encirclement was rompletcd ere the first few startled villagers ap|>eared. 
Armed men rapidly collected. The small number of the advainx! guard bud the appearance of a 
Magistrate’s party attempting an ordinary arrest, and witliin a few secsinds of our arrival u crowd of 
men, women, and children issued, the men shouting defiance and hrandishing their swords. A 
few carbine s^iots taking effect in the crowd drove them hack to cover, wlicricc they commeiicod itis 
ineffectual fire with inatchlocka, the fuzes of which acre soon pul out by the rain. Our post,, 
numbering five only, almt twenty men pusiied on in front of us. i'apiniii Tyrwhitt had, houever,. 
^oped up in front of riic gnns, with a few District Volunteers, and noting the movement of the. 
Goojurs, cut off and killed thirteen men of the few who obtained an exit. 

3. Major Wiiliaais, meanwhile, having brought up a small 12-{)ounder howitzer, opened wi^ 
shot, shell, and carcases. The rain, however, prevented the thatch igniting, ,giid a strong body of 
Goojurs were seen collecting in a large double-storied mud havalec. Our only footmer^ excejiting 
those by the guns, were some musicians of the late llfh Native Infantry, and fifteen nujcelw, These 
not being sufficiently well diraiplined for the work, CapUtii Tyrwhitt disinuuntcd some of the ressaliab, 
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and led them into the village to carry tlie havalce, the liowitaer being brought in to blow open the 
doorway. Here consideraMe resistance wu at first offered, and Captain D'Ovly (who bad exposed 
himself much throughout) being struck by a splintered bail in the throat, fell on his sword, cutting 
his left hand severely. The door being found impracticable, Captain Tyrwhitt’s par^ scided the 
walls, and rapidly destroyed all the men within tlte place, two more of our party only getting wounded. 
The village was then effectually fired, and the assembly sounded, five hours iiaving elan^ from the 
commencement of the ettack, and all women and children having been carefully protected throughout, 

4. The Jats who followed had ireeii so cowed by their losses <»! the previous day, that they were 
useless except fur plunder; hundreds of them flying from any house containing Goojura, 

5. Any police of acts of individual courage may, perhaps, be deemed invidious where all did 
their duty; but I trust I may be allowed to note tlie efficient service rendered by Mr. Funiell, who, 
getting first over the wall of the havalce, killed several of its armed defenders with his own hands. 

fi. This being the first duty of the kind on which our newly-raised volunteers have been engaged, 

I have entered into details, the notice of which would not, under other circumstances, be warranted, 
and which may, in the face of tlie struggle in which many of our brothers are engaged, lie deemed 
trifling; the general character of our duties, however, once show n, I aliall redeem tlie prolixity of this* 
letter hy the lirevity of my future rc|>ortK. 

7. 1 trust that the services of the coinmaiidiiig officer and men of the ressallah may be deemed 
worthy of being brought to the notice of the Licutenaiit-fiiivernor.

Tils Commimioner ^ Meemt to the Officiating Seerttary to GovtmmeiUf North-fflutent /Veemces. 

Sir, AbonU, Awgu$t 7, 1857. 

I H.'VVR much pleasure in forwarding reports of Major Williams and Mr. Dunlop, of 
the proeeediiigs of the District Volunteer Corps, strengthened by a party of forty of Her Majesty’s 
flOth Rifles, sent, in the hope, happily realized, of diapoaing of Shah Mull, a jhat srho, by collecting 
some bad characters, and getting aid from the reluds at Delhi, had gradually gained strength ana 
Imldiiess to attack and plunder tlic tehstdee of Burouth, then to destroy the bridge of boats over the 
Jumna, at Baghput; then, with the assistance of a force of mutineers from Delhi, again to destroy 
the Baghput bridge, which had 1>ccn reconstructed hy Mr. J. Campliell, and was defended by the 
contingent of the Jncenil Rajah, of the strength noted in the margin;* and hiially, after all these 
successes, to seduce the inhabitants of eighty-four villages, principally Jats, lj|.hown as the 
Chowrassce Des,froni their allegiance to Goveriiincnt, and from nothing became a rebel of some 
im|M)rtHiire, collecting and sending supplies to the mutineers at Delhi, and entirely stopping the 
direct conmuuiicatiun between the head-quarters camp and Meerut, and when he was attacked had 
threatened to raise the whole country to the west and north-west, and entirely close the only remaining 
lines of roniinuiiication lietwcen Meerut and the rest of the eountry under British rule. 

2. The force available, noted in the maruin.f was very small considering the number Shah Mull 
WHS supposed to have with him; but many of the Jats had declared tliey would not assist him; on 
the cofitrary would help in rapturing him ; and confidence was placed in the superiority of even the 
small iwrty'of rifles mid the untraiiiM but previously tried Europeans of the District Volunteers, to 
any force tlist was likely to come against them. 

3. Shah Mult managed to esrape the first attempt to surprise him at Busodh, and raising 
village alior village prcimrud to meet the small force at Burouth, to which place, after chastising die 
iidiahitautH of Busodh, who were armed for resistance, and where traces of Shah Mull and his men

4. The reports submitted show with what steady gallaittry the small European baniid realsted 
repeated attack^ and defeated the horde of insurgents that had gathered against them. At least S,&(90 
menj according to all account^ were beaten off, and Shall Mull was killed. 

6. From the &rst intelli^nce received from Miyor William^ it appeared poaaiUe that th# 
deluded villa^rs would collect in still greater numbers, and a reinfuroement was, therefore, sent in 
support, to the banks of the Hindun; but though followed at a res|)ectful distance, the District 
Volunteers had only to BCCuin)iUsli a trying march through a tluuded country with two rivers to croa% 
and the next day proceeded with the reinforcements of Sirdhanali, and after punishing a village which 
had at the conimencement of the rcliellion attacked tlie tehselre and liasaar of Srdhanah, and the 
head man of wliieh, on been summoned, had shown fresh proof of sedition, returned to cantonments, 

6. During the sliort time that has ehipsed since this succeasful expeditio;*^ tbo value aa4 * 
importance of the service rendered to the State have been gradually but clearly disclowKl. 

7. The omn disaffection, excited by Shah Mull, and the irrUaiion, caused by tlie death of him 
•nd many leading men of the insurgents, has subsided; cummunicatioti direct witii tbs caiu)), vi| 
Bagbput, lias reo{)ened; the coUections from the Pcrguimah have begun tu cunie in, though slowly, 
because {lerpetuul - rumours are pfopagated that uiutineers are coming from Delhi, and the tehseldar 
has been installed in the Pergunnah from whioli he had lK<cn expellMl; but at Bulognre, on th* 
Bughput road, within reacli of caiiluninciits, instead of Burouth, whicii is thirty miles off. 

8. Bat though the accomplishment of all this, and the destruction of such a Inild rebel by such 
a small force, uiuidst such overwhelming numbers, will, 1 trust, be considered by the (Juvernnicnt to 
be highly creditable to tlie few fine soldiers of tlie Royal Rides and tu the District Volunteer Corps, 
it is nut all tliat has been effected. 

9. A great change lias been produced, nut only in this, but in the iicighbouriug dislriituf 
Mozuffernuggur, and a seriuna amount of auiuuUlering dlsatfectiuii lias been crushed. 

10. The iMirrorinances of the District Volunteer ('oriis, and thu volunteered aerviccs of 
Mr. Wilson, Judge of Muradubud, wiUi a small party of the mb Irregular Cavalry, who have been 
making must valuable demonstrations of force wlierevcr aid was required, have caused the collections 
to increase from about 2,<KX) or 3,000 rupees u-day to about 20,(KK) u-day, and tlie cash lialancc in tho- 
treasury, notwitlistnnding heavy dishurseinents, has risen from 50,(KK) rupees to idiuvc two lacs. 

11. 1 beg to recoiiiincnd, to the notice of (Jovoriiment, Mr. Augustus Tuiinucliy, who )irrsunnlly 
encountered Shah Mull and, aided by two good native volunteers, killed him. 

12. I hud promised a reward of 1,(KH) rupees for the apprehensiun, or the licad uf Sliidi Mull. 

I would beg that— 

5(K) might he awarded to Mr. Tunriochy; 

tKMI to Ara'cin Beg, sowar, Uli Irregular Cavalry ; and 

2(KI to BihkI Bingli, 8ikli sowar, uf the District Volunteer Force. 


13. But Mr. Tiinnochy. a copy of whose note is appended, has solicited that, if |Hissible, an 
attempt niay be made to secure a recommendation for a commission for him. I have brought this to 
notice in iny report to the ficnerid eorninnnding the division. If the Ideutenant-Uovernor could 
forward the application, and it were sacxrcssful. I would prO|XMi) that the 5(XI rupees, which 
Mr. Tunnoeliy would tlien decline, should he divided among the rifles and volunteers uf the party by 
whose gallantry the success was aeliieml. 

14. 1 heartily join in the rummeiidatioii recorded by Mrjor Williiiins of the good servicea 
of Cantaitis Tyrrwlntt and D’Oily, and of the whole of tliis gallant little band, and I beg to add iny 
cordial assent to the remark in Mr. Dunlop's report regarding l)r. Cannon. 

1.5. This officer has not orilv (sirefully tended the sick and wounded, but distinguislied himaelf, 
first when aided by only one of Captain Craigie’s men, Duffadar AbchMil Uzeea Khan, he gallantly 
faced a mass of about 2()0 reliels who had cuncealeil themMlves at Busodh till the force had drawn 
off, and at Burouth, when he led a party against the enemy threatening the luggage, and most 
successfully attacked a considerable liatly. 

lU. Serjeants Anderson and Keadie, who worked the mountain-train guns, are favourably noticed 
bytMajor Williams. 

17. The admirable soldiers of the Royal Rifles under Lieutenant Mortimer, were the saving 
of the small lurty in a most dangerous sitnstion. The attention of the Ceneral commanding tlie 
divisio.i will lie dmwn to .Major Williams’s remarks regarding iJeuleiiant .Mortimer and the men 
with him. 1 would solicit from the Lieutenant-fJovenior also an acknowledgment of the service 
rendered. 

18. The guns under Lieutenant T. P. Smith, with a party of tlie carabiniers and a reinforcement 
of the rifles, had a trying march to the lliiidun,and iiuist eflectually prevented any further opposition 
tliere or at Gurhee. 

19. 1 need not point out to his Honor that, for the existence of the District Volunteer Corpe 
and the snocessful liandhiig of it and the whole party on this occasion, the greatest praise is due to 
Msjor Williams. 

20. Mr. Dunlap’s sceonnt slmws imw he took every opportunity, at much rink, of peroonally 
meeting the misguided people. W’hen all wot witlmot avail, he gave good aid, aa a member of the 
corps, m defeating them. 

21. Mr. Lyail, tlie Assistant of Bolnndahubar, lost a valuable horse—-killed under him: 1 treat 

the usual compensation allowed for chargers may be granted to him. • 

22. Inquiries will be made regarding the heirs of Gbunseam Singh, and'an application fur a

The MagutraU to the Comtnuiioner of MeenU. 

Sir, Meerut, Jufy M, 1887. 

I HAVE the honor to forward herewith an account of the proceedings of the District Volunteer 
Horse (or Khakee ressallah) from the date of our leaving cantonments to our return the doy before 
yesterday. I shall limit myself principally to detiuiing the reception we met with at different viUi^es, 
and the revenue prospects; my object is to place on record instances of misconduct or otherwise, on 
the part of the zemindars, with a view to their protection or punishment hereafter. 

2. We marciied from Meerut to Dulhoura, on the left oank of the llindun, on Wednesday, the 
15th instant, detail as per margin.* We lieatd heavy firing in our front, and it was reported that 
Shah Mull had collected a great number of his men at Bussowd to destroy Deolahand Hussowdi^ ; 

• the firing proved to ^ only a jczail discharge kept up by the Deolah men to frighten off assailants; 
we received every assistance as to information, &c., from Nnwul Singh Kajimot, fif Deolah. 

3. Ilovenue collections having actively commenced in the Meerut Fergunnah, I sent orders to 
Bulaynce, Deolah, Ilussaodah, and other villages, to pay their May and June kista when I passed 
these villages. We marched at 2 at night, fording the river Hiiulun. The Bulaynce men did not 
make their appearance, and have not since )iaid, but have been threatened with a visitation if they 
longer delay. Deolah paid 70!) rupees, and Ilussaodah 712 rupees. 

4. We passed on to Hnssowdah, a Mussulman Juggar village, one cos north of Deolah, from 
which Shah Mull and his men had only gone the night before, and where their large cooking pots 
were found. All the inhabitants were armed, and very large quantities of grain were found in store 
(about K,0U() mauiids of wheat, grain, dall, Ac.); all the male inhabitants left in the village; about 
180 were kilted; all the bhoosa stacks and choppers of the village were burnt, but we found it 
impossible to destroy the grain—it would not burn, and we had no means of transporting such 
enormous riuanlitics even to the nearest well. The Deolah people distinctly refused to touch any 
of it for fear of Shah Mull’s vengeance. 

.'i. Flying reports of three “ pultuns ” and four guns being dispatched from Delhi to crush us, 
were received; a piequet of two eolleetory sowars was, however, posted at Kudhowice, and we 
marelied llmt. nigiit for Burrowth. One of the two sowars was, the next night, seized and taken into 
Delhi. 

(5. I had hut little idea, when leaving Deolah, of the extent to which diVaffeetion had reached in 
some of the villages between that jilacc and Burrowtii; and being well .aware that the ea.siest plan for 
realizing the revenue would be to arrest the principal liiinbcrdars, and, with so small a number of men 
that they should not be frightened away on iny arrival, I determined on visiting all the villages near 
the line of march, taking the tehseldar and two sowars with me. 

The lir.sl village 1 went to was Cliopanih, inh.ibitod by Juggars; they had all fled, and I was 
unaitle to get. any rejiresentativc of the community. The next village of Jufurahad hiul also been 
ahainloiicd ; we, however, got hold of one man heicnging to it, and sent him to reassure the zemindars. 
\\ e thou came to the (toojur village of Bichjioorie: this had taken an active part in all Shalt Mull’s 
misdoings and deserved destruction, but ns we bad a long march before us, we had no time to nttm^k 
it; I, however, went to the village, thinking I might arrest the lumberdars and secure the jumma. 
Numbers of armed men were leaving it. ns I arrived, and 1 told nnujeeb who lind voluntarily followed 
me, to catcb one of the fugitives and make liiin sliow me the liimbcrdar’s house; the first man, 
however, wlien he went up to cut liim down, wounding him in two places, but paying the [lenalty with 
his ow-n life directly after at our bands. Having no European with me, I was obliged to give up the 
intention of arresting the iumberdar. I then passed through Uhutica, Sudoolpore, AIawul])ore, and 
Andrcsporc, taking one or more lumberdars witli me from each. Tliesc villages appeared glad to see 
the teliscldar, and are, 1 believe, wcU nffeeted toward us. I took an opportunity of purchasing 
twelve sheep for rnssud, so had a considerable train to take care of when wc arrivea at tne friendly 
village of Burka. Here, however, wc found all the inhahitnnts swarming out of their houses and the 
gates closed; on recognizing tlie tehseldar, they whispered a warning to liiin that he should fly as 
fast as ]H)ssiblc after the troops, as tlie whole of Chourassec Des were being rai.scd by Shah Mull fur un 
attack on us; directly after, a large crowd of armed men, some thousands in number, issued fronvthe 
neiglihouring Manoc (ihaut village of TIuIdwanee, where I afterwards learnt the collection was made, 
and where Shah Mull and some of fiis prinni|)al dneoits were asscmlded. When I passed 1 did not know 
at the time exactly where the troops were, hut ive moved olf slowly in the direction of Buron'th; our 
assailants soon overtook us, and commenced firing matchlocks; and a leader named Bugha riding close 
after us and showing great insolence, I reined up to chastise him ; my horse, however, became utterly 
unmanngcnhlo, rearing and plunging so much on my discharging my pistol, that I was quite unable to 
use any weaiwn. _My comimnions rode off, and as I had wounded Bugha in the hand, he waited for 
the crowds with him to come. up. On reaching Burouth, I found that an attack by the Mullickporc 
men and some of the townspeople had already been repulsed ; and the Khakees returned just in time 
to ineol the swarms of hunicts which I iiad raised from Hulwanoe: these latter had sheltered 
iticm'selves, and were firing from behind walls and trees, hut were quickly driven out liy the rifles, 
and charged and cut down to the number of about 200 by tlie Khakee ressalah. .\mong the dead 
Sliab Midi was recognized, he having iiccn killed by Mr. Tunnochy assisted by a sowar. ♦ 

8. .V duffadar and three men of the nnjeebs behaved very well; the duffadar being unfortunately 
killeil after a lianl fight with one of their swordsmen who killed Mr. Lvall’s horse. 

Mr. Tunnochy was wounded by Sh.ih Mull in two places. All tKe lumberdars hut three, whom 
I br.d arrested, got atVay when 1 was attacked near Huldwance.

Hindun rivers. We were followed down to the ford by a lam body of Mauee Jats, who hoped they 
■dgbt find an ooportuaity of taking the head of Shah Mull from us. It is evidmt t&at the long 
iespimitT idlowed to Shah M had done very great inisehief round Busowdli, many of the vilbyea 
having determinedly entered on rebellion. 1 l)elieve, however, that the country will quiet down nov 

he is |iead ; and I have iteued a prodamation cdling on all of Uie ^owraaace who wish to 
aare their hvaa and prt^rty, to oome in and disavow all connection witli Shall MuU’a party, paying, at 
the sane time, their re^oe. 

11. We reached Sirdhonali on Monday morning, the 20th inutant, and were there joined by aotte 
reinforceme^ via., two guns, forty carabinicrs and* forty rideinen. 

12. I issued perwannaha to ul tlie neighbouring lumberdars to come iu and meet me; they all 
came in or returned civil mgisagea, esoepting the men of Akulpoora alias liarh^auah Qurhee, 
who turned out tiie raeaaenger and a»ked who the hakim and tehscldar were ? The head man of ■ 
Akulpoora, Nkpat Singh Kaj|Miot, had lieaded the attack on the Sirdhanah tohaeel on the lUh Mey, 
of which a warning was sent to the teliseldar bv Hlioiichil of U«r)ullmnali. We, therefore, attaoked 
Akulpowa next morning, burning the villns;e and killing Ibo nules, who wore nil anned; and altliougb 
they had declared that Nirput Singh was absent from the village, his corpse, was found auiui|^ the 
others. 

13. The lumberdars who had come to pay their respects the previous day, had been sent off with 
peons and sowars to collect the revenue; we received l,57H rupees on aecoun't of Burowlh Pergnnnah; 
and G,!i3-i ru|>ees on account of Sirdhanah, making u total of 8,112 ruiices since starting. 

I’l. The service rendered to (joveriiinent liy the expedition is very great: it has mode the 
coUcclion of revenue very general, excepting in the Pcrguiiimhs of Moradnuggiir and llawper, 
bordering on Delhi and Bolundshuhur. VVe get from 5,0(N> to l,AU(l rupees per diem principally 
from Pergunnaii Meerut, where Gonga Pershaml has made, himself eimspicuoiis by hix bold, energetio, 
and loyal conduct; and where Mr. VViUon, of Moradabod, has been laboring hard to enforce order, 
viailitig villages while 1 was on duty at Buruwth. 

I.'i. I trust 1 may, ns on the last occasion, be exensed for bringing to the notiee of higher 
authority, a uogle name us deserving of high approhalioii for seal and devotion tii the service in wliieli 
we have lieen engaged. The services of Dr. Gannon have been voluntary ami valuable, uiid I observed 
that lie was always to lie found wherever sword cuts or gunshot wounds were most to be cxpeeied.

I IIAVK the honor to re|K)rt pnicecdiiigs of the force in the iinrgin,* whieli, in eoiiforniity to 
instructions received, piocceded into the district, to disjicrse iiisurgeiil hands nod aid in csdleciiii'; th*' 
revenue. 

July IB.— Marchwl at 2 a.m. for Dalhara, on the right hank of the lliodun. Firing hciiig he.ird 
ill our front,parties sent out, returning with iiiforiiintiori that Shah Mull, with .‘LtXX) insurgents, were 
close to Deulah, intending to attack and plunder ilie village. 

July 17.—Marched at J a.m. The ford at the Hindun having been marked out. to faeilifate the 
crossing of the tisjops at night, the foVee proceeded with all exjiedition, Imping t»j surprise Hhah Mull. 
ITic Volunteer Horse niailc a rapid advance from Deoluh towanls Busondah, when it was discovered 
that the marauders had fled during the night, leaving their large cooking pots, Ac, 'I'he inhabitanta 
having joined Shah Mull and offering resistance, all males were ileslroycil, two Ghaitics from Delhi 
fighting desperately in a mosque; a laige amount of grain stored in the village was destroyisl (as far ns 
practicable), it being found impossible to save it for the commissariat. I'he force then returned to 
Dcolah, having been ten hours m the saddle. 

July 18.—Marched at daybreak on the- left bank of the Kaa^wn Jiiniim ('anal for B.irouth. Dn 
reaching that village, the advanced guard were attacked. Tlic Volunteer Morse drove hack the 
insurgents, killing upwards of thirty in the skirmish. An altack was then made ini the force by n 
large body of the insurgents, comtnandeil by Shah Mull, who took up a position in a wood south 
of Darouth. Two parties of the Volunteer Horse threatened the flanks of the insurgents, and the rifle > 
advancing, the enemy fell back into high fields of groin. The force advancing llnis, wi*h the two 
mountain guns following, dnivc the enemy back, kilting large numhers. and a parly of Volunteer Horse 
in pursuit of a liody of mounted men, fell in with Shah Mull, who was slain hv Mr. Tniiimehy ami 
two sowars. A third attack was then made from an opjaisltc quarter, hut feebly sustained, us the 
news of thc«dcnth of their leader had reached the insurgents. Two rotimU from the guns, with on 
advance of the Rifles and Volunteer Horse, siifliced to ilispersc them. The force having been engaged 
upwards of three hours ^ter a long march, ami no further opposition Iwing offet^, they were 
encamped on the right bank of the canal. 

July 19.—Marched a little before midnight, crossed the Kissunre and Hindun rivers at daybreak, 
and cncam|)ed at Hurrah, three miles frrmi the left bank at 9 a.m. From the country'lieing inpeh 
under water and the crossing of two rivers, this was a most trying night march,.

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July 20.—Marched at daybreak forSirdhanah ; there joined by two artillery eaiabinien, 

and twenty, of Her Majesty's 60th Royal Rifles. 

July 21.—Encamped at Sirdhanah. Dufladar tiossein Buksh, formerlv in the Meemt cantonment 
police, was tried by drumhead court-martial for taking service with the rebels at Delhi, and sentenced 
to be hanged. 

July 22.—Marched at daybreak to punish the insurgent village of Ourhee, who had plundered 
and burnt the Gunge at Sirdhanah, also attacking the t^seel, and had refused to pay in tlie revcnne 
to Government. All males in the village were killed, amongst them the leader m the attack of 
Sirdhanah on the 11th May, 1857. 

July 23.—Marched at daybreak for Meerut.' The force has, in some measure, carried out the 
object of the expedition by dispersing the hands of marauders assembled to plunder Deolah. The 
leader of the insurgents, Sniili Mull, killed, and (though it is difficult tq^state the exact number slain in 
such assaults), yet I imagine not less than 300 of the insurgents were killed on the 17th, 18th, and 
22nd at BiissouaHli, Bnruutli, and Gurhec. A large amount of grain, which was doubtless intended for 
the relicl army, has also been destroyed. 

With respect to the collecti<»n of revenue, though no very large amount was paid in (8,112 rupees), 
yet the effect of passing through the district would, I fancy, facilitate the collections, and have a good 
moral eflect on the inhabitants. 

The conduct of all the force was ndininihlc, sustaining fatiguing marches (through a country 
under water), crossing rivers with great cheerfulness, and, though attacked on the 18th by large 
nuinhcrs, repelling these attacks witii great coolness, and inflicting signal punishment on the 
insurgents. 

1 would csjicciully bring to your notice the good conduct of Her Majesty's 6()th Rifles, under 
Lieutenant Mortimer, who was ever present with ids men, leading them t<i the attack, and sharing 
with them every fatigue. 

I beg to submit Mr. Tunnochy’s statement of the death of the insuigent lender, Shah Mull. 

1 would also especially notice Mr. Lyall, who had a valuable horse killed in a personal combat 
with one of the insurgents. 

The Volunteer Tlorsc were, as usual, gallantly led by Captains D’Oyly and Tyrwhitt, and they 
express their high satisfaction at the conduct of each division. Duffadar Ghunseam Singh, killed, 
and Nujeeb Dal>ec Singh, wounded, behaved with great gallantry. 

Serjeants Anderson and Readic, of the Artillery, I can favorably notice, as they were with me 
during the whole of the attack of the IHth, except fur a short time, when 1 was absent with the 
riflea. 

Mr. Dunlop, the Magistrate, was indcfatlgahlc in procuring information and supplies. He will 
he able to furnish a full account of the proceedings of the force in the Civil Department.

J/r, Tunnochy to Captain ’I'ynrhitt. 


Dear Sir, July 20, 1837. 

AGllEK.VRLY to your intimalion, and that of the commanding officer, I take upon myself to 
give you an accitunt of llic killing of .Shah Mull, the Jat rebel. When with the squadron headed by 
Major D’Oyly, in tlic charge made against the Jats, who came out to attack us, I saw, in the'distance, 
two horsemen armed witli spears flying from us as fust as their horses could take them, I put spurs 
U> my horse, and overtook them after a chase of two minutes. Tlie horseman nearer to me, whom I 
never fur a moment imagined to he Shah Mull, dropped his sword just at that time, hut still retained 
his spear, the folds of his turban were also trailing on tlie gnmnU ; upon tliis I fired one barrel of my 
pistol at him when he suddenly turned his horse at me, and, while doing this, I gave him the second 
shot wliieh went through him, ImtMiig entered his Ixick, upon which he at onec dropped from his 
horse; hut recovering himself at n moment when I never fancied he could have risen, he took me at 
n disadvantageous turn and wounded me in two places, one in the hand and the other in the left 
region of the stomach; the second wound might liavc proved fatal, had I not suddenly 
held the spear wliieh he was driving w'ith all his force at me. I then had time to draw* my sword and 
give him » gashing wound on the neck ; just nt this moment Azccin Beg, sowar, came up, and thrust 
him with his s])onr, on which he fell swearing, and abusing the sowar. After this, a Sikh and 
M r. Parker came up; the Sikh, jumping from his iiorso, liegan Tinckiiig at the fallen man. Mr. Parker 
then remarked, that his head might be cut off, as the description he had received coincided with the 
featurt'.s of the present man; the identification is only title to Mr. Parker, as wc were just then 
going to leave the place. In my opinion, the sowar, Axeem Beg, is entitled to sonic rbward, ns the 
Sikh who is making such a fuss about the alTair only acted the part of a batcher.

8. The distribution of the reward of 1,000 rupees, proposed in your 13th imromph, is entirely 
approved. Any recommendation of Mr. Augustus Tunnochy for a commission ahoidd be submitted 
when the operations bsve been of greater duration, and his part in them is seen to have remained 
conspicuous. The apportionment of 1,000 ru{)ees reward, in the mode detailed in your 1 Sth iwragraph, 
is approved. 

4. Mr. Cannon’s general and professional services have been very meritoriuns. 

5. Mr. Dunlop’s conduct in proceeding to the different villages, attended only by the tchscldar 
and two sowars, was spirited and worthy of special commendation. 

6. The excellent seal and forwardness of the other officers and men need not be observed on in 
a furtlier numerical detail. 

7. Compensation may be given to Mr. Lyall, as recommended in your 21st paragraph, for the 

loss of bit horse. 1 have, Ac.

Sir, Agra, Augml 14, 1857. 

1 IIAVB tlie honor to forward Major Williams’s rcporljtif tlic iliscoinfitun' of the rclicl force. 
Wully Dad Khun ha<l advanced to (lidowtec on tlic ‘i'.Hli ultimo. The parly under Major Williams’s 
command was of the strength noted in tlic margin.* 

2. Captain Wardlaw’s little troop swnjit away the enemy's adviinee, and the rournoe of the main 
iKxly, considerably sliaken l>y the carnbiniers, disappeared after a couple of rounds from the horse 
artillery guns, under Lieutenant T. P. Sinitli; and so rpjiekly did the mass disperse that they iH>uld not 
be overtaken. 

3. IVith reference to the possibility of Major Williams’s parly being intercepted by a large liody 
of mutineers thrown out of Delhi, on thdr flank, it was uunsidered advisable to prohibit any attempt 
on the fort of Malaghur. 

4. The admirably managed und perfectly successful charge of the dragoons, and the execution 
done by the other portions of the fofee, effectually secured the object of the cx|)eilition, which was to 
drive back the rebela who threatened the friendly Jat village of Bburtonah and the town of Ilaup|)er. 
Collections have Itoen progressing favorably in that tehseleo ever since, and the reltcls have been, 
for the present, utterly discomfited. 

5. A large force is required to secure the capture of Wully Dad and his fort, but as soon as 
the obstacles which have been separately re|>ortcd can l»e overcome, this will be done. 

6. The surprise and destruction of the relxd advance guard by the carabinieri under Captain 

Wardlaw, is described by every one as a very pretty affair. There was little for the rest of the fore# 
to do, but that little was well done, and I am sure his Honor will hear with pleasure of this successful 
demonstration. I nave, Ac.

THE rebel chief of Malo^ur, Nawab Wully Dad Khan, having advanced his msU toGulowtee, 
the force nsmed in the margin f marched on Me night of the 27th July, reaching Haupper the 
following morning at daybreak. 

• S Hone Artillery gnaw 2 mountain gnni, 12 Artillerymen, 50 of Her Majesty's Otb Dragoon Quwds, 
30 monnUd volaateen, 50 of Her Majest/s 00th Rifliw, 20 iirasieians, 15 Sikh infantiy. 

t 2 Hone Artilk^ ^ minintain gnns, 13 Artilleryn^ SO of Her Itqjesty’s 0th iJragooa Guards, 
30 monnted volantnms 50 of Her Msjesty’s OOtU Rifles, 20 musicians, 15 Sikh foot , 
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2. [nfornifttion gained on the 2Hth, proved that the Nawab had posted -KX) sowars and 
600 infantry, with a body of 1,000 insnrgent Goojurs and Rajpoots, at Gulowtee, having taken 
possession -of and fortified the diannah, and threatening an advance on Haupper. An immediate 
attack on the Nawah’s position was at once decided on; and a party of twenty armed tnusieisns with 
two Serjeants, under an officer, being left to guard the camp, the rest of the force marched at 2 a.m. 
of the 29th for Gulowtee. 

6. Ijcarning from some friendly Jats that a body of rebel troops were posted at t bridge four 
miles from Gulowtee, a surprise was arranged and aWy carried out by Captain Wardlaw, of the 
6th Dragoon Guards, commanding the advance. Tlic Jats being placed in front, enabled the Dragoons 
to come dose on the relrels at grey dawn. The rel»ej party, consisting of twenty sowars, amongst 
them some mutinous irregulars, fled, seizing, however, every opportunity of resisting and firing, but 
were so hard pressed by the Dragoons, gallantly led l>y Captain Wardlaw and Lieutenant Bird, that 
they sufTerad the heavy loss of upwards of forty men, and few or none would have asoaped but for 
orders not to approach Gulowtee till daylight. Captain Arideraon, of die late 54tli Native Infantry, 
here did good service, killing many of the enemy. 

4. lieliel troops having taken up a position in the high fields of grain on the right and left of the 
road, the rifles were directed (o clear the flanks whilst the guns and hor.se advanced cm Gulowtee. A 
mile from the village a body of horse appeared holding the road. My chief object being to inflict 
signal punishment on the enemy with os small a loss of valuable liluropean life os possible, instead 
of directing an advance of the fktrnhiniers and V'olunteer Horse, I requested Lieutenant T. I*. Smith, in 
oharge of the artillery, to disperse the gole of horse; this ho most effectually did hy a couple of 
rounds, inflicting a heavy loss on the rebels. The foree then advanced, and found' the position 
ofGulowtee had been abandoned, when the C'arabiniers and Volunteer Horse proceeded in pursuit, but 
in conformity to orders received, they were directed nut to approach Mali^fhur. The breastwork on 
the thannali walls with the large gates, were destroyed, to prevent this lieing again made a rebel post 
of <lefence. It appears they intended to have held it, from trees having been cut down to form 
bnrriiMidcs on the Grand Trunk Road. 

6. The punishment inflicted on the. relieU has lieen severe. The bodies of .sevenly>two slain were 
counted, and twenty-seven are said to have been wounded. The enemy acknowledge a kiss of ninety- 
two hilled and wniindcd; the appearunec of two of the leaders, Isiiinel Khan anil Khajee Mooneer 
Khan, with severe sword cuts on the face, with the iiumher i,f woumled, caused a pniiie in the fort, 
during which, M<ihun Lnll (of Cnhool noturicfy) long detained a prisoner, managed to escape, and 
uiiuiy of the Nawah’s party deserteil him. 

fl. A eou|)lo of guns, made from the iron of the telegraph posts, with a box of gun cartridges, 
eoniposerl of telegraph uire and Government powder, portfires, a ])owder barrel marked “ Delhi,’' 
telegraph wire, fiiniitnre belonging to a dawk or road serjeant’s hungaiow, were found in the tliannah 
ami hronglit into Meerut on the return of the force on llie night of the IlOth July. 

?. From the numhers engaged and the lo.ss inflictcrl on the rebels, I trust 1 may be {lermiltcd to 
ohsrwve that it is civideiit nil did their duty well. 1’lie hrunt|of the affair was borne hy the Carabiniers, 
who .so Mieeessfully surprised the rebel advanced guard. The Rifles did good execution on the flanks, 
led by Captain Au.slin and Lieutenants Young and Blackburn, and the practice of the artillery, under 
I.ie.uteiiant' T. I’. Smith, caused the rebel horse to make a precipitate retreat. The Volunteer Horse, 
ever anxious to be actively engaged, were not able to take the prominent part they wished, hut it waa 
expected a strong opposition would have been oll'ered on entering Gulowtee, when I have uo <loubt 
they would have done gtaid service under their lenders Captains D’Oyly and Tyrwhitt. From 
Mr. Sapte, the Magistrate of Uolimdshuhur, niueh valuable information was received regarding the 
position and numbers of the enemy ; the .fats and others in Gulowtee friendly to Government, sending 
tn neixiiiitts of the iirooceditigs of the Nawab’s partv. I have, Ac.

I TAKE this oppoittinity of rF|iortin)( the ((ood conduct of the corps on tiw oeonsion of our 
attack on the enemy’s picket which was thrown out from Uulowtec, and threatened our camp at 
Haupur. The volunteers, in coiiipnny with tlie troop of Her M^esty’s fith Dragoon Guards and two 
horse artillery guns, forced the enemy to retire. They were followed op bjr the guns, coverctl by the 
cavalry. During the pursuit, the enemy opened fire from their guns (four in nttm1ier)i but our troops 
pressed them so closely, that their shots' passed over our beads. The steadiness of the nioii under fire 
was adinirnhie, and they formed up to the left of Her Majesty’s r>th Dragoon Guards, under fire, with 
grrot coolness and precision. I should ho omitting a duty, were I not to bring to j our notice the 
satisfaction 1 felt with their conduct on that occasion.

I HAVE tbs honor to report for your information, the following circumstanoet connected wW» 
the volunteer force under ray command, and request the favor of Ireing informed of your wishes 

thereon. ........ 

The Meerut District Volunteer Force, raised ftir service in the dntrict, has. during the last tlifee 
weska, owing to so many members having left to rejoin their sf^intments, o'r having resinied from 
other oauaes, become so reduced in members, that there will be Im for duty when the Mdkuifernuggar 
force leavm us to-morrow, about tweive or Mrteen menibcrs. The only offioers who wtU tllhp icmain 
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Bttnnhed to tlie coqis, will be Cornet Jervoisp, 3rd Light Cav^r)’, and Ensign Gregory, 56th Regiment, 
Native Iiifujitry, 

Under these circumstaiices, I think it will be advisable to pay up and disembody the qprps on 
their arrival at Meerut, which is expected in a few days. 

It will take a short time to clear the accounts and make up the monthly papers, and until the 
date ‘of these lieing finished, I would l)eg the favor of your sanctioning the keeping on the adjutant’s 
office with the writer attached thereto. 

Having performed a duty in recommending the disbandment of a body of men with whom I hare 
Iiccn closely connected for the last three months, and being witness to the cheerfulness and willingness 
with which duties involving much exposure and fatigue, sometimes in the most inclement weather, 
have been performed, it rests with me to bring to your most favourable notice the good conduct and 
discipline of the corps since it has been under my command. 

If 1 may be permitted, I would especially notice the Adjutant, Captain Tyrwhitt,late commandant 
of the 11th Irregular Cavalry. His name is already too well known to Government by the good service 
he has performed on former occasions, to need any further praise from my pen. 

Mr. Turnbull, of the Civil Service, proved liimself a good soldier, and he was invaluable to the 
force from his knowledge of the hinguagc and country. 

Messrs. Saptc, Wigram, Lyall, and Mr. Shakespear, have all done excellent service as members 
of the volunteer corps. 

Messrs. liny and Fraser, of the uncovcnnntcd service, have given me the highest satisfaction, both 
in quarters and in the field. 

Mr. Tunnochy, as baggage master and prize agent, has worked well, and deserves the thanks 
of the corps.

2. Sliiiuld there, be any member who can and will enlist for general service anywhere for one year, 
on the terms proscribed in the notification of Goveriiniont, a copy of which is annexed, and under the 
provisions of Act XXIII of 1857, of which I believe you have a copy, 1 shall be happy to receive 
applications. 

3. The members of the old District Volunteers should be paid up according to the scale of 
allowances they at present receive, but I request that you will inform all, that an application will be 
submitted lo Govcruinent for sanction of payment of the full rate of [wiy entered in the notification 
to every member, with retrospective effect from the date of enlistment to the date of the disembodying 
of the corns. 

4. I (eel confident that this application will be sanctioned by Government in consideration of the 
really good and gallant service performed by the corps, and as a well-earned reward for most daring 
conduct when opiiosed to large masses, crowned invariably with signal success; for the cheerful 
nccomplishnicnt of severe marehes, in the worst months of the year, under a hot sun or through hcat'v 
ruins in a flooded country; and for cool and steady bravery under a smart fire of all arms on different 
occasions. 

5. 1 feel myself deeply indebted to all the members o( the coqjs for the aid rendered for the 
chastisements repeatedly inflicted on rebels, owing to which, some degree of order has been maintained 
in tlie Meerut district, and much revenue has been collected and much smouldering disaffection 
checked. 

G. I beg of you to convey iny thanks to the corps, to communicate the same to Major Williams 
and Captain Tyrwhitt, and to accept the same yourself. 

7. A copy of your letter, in which you notice the services of many members, will be forwarded to 
Government, and will, I doubt not, elicit the special thanks of Government. 

8. I request the favor of your sending an account of the whole expenditure incurred in maintaining 
the corps, as soon as the accounts can be closed; for which, of course, the adjutant's office and writer 
can be kept as long as is neeessary.

IN continuation of my letter of this date, regarding the di«banding of the Meerut Diatriot 
Volunteers, I request permission to utranise a new corps m volunteer horae, under the conditions of 
the notification of Government, 23d Jmy, 1837, and the provisions of Act XXlll of 1837, for general 
service. 

2..Many memhers of the Meerut District Volunteers, who have seen and done much and good 
service, would enlist; and I lielieve some very eilicient troops could he soon raised, which would he 
very useful at present in this division in rc'eatahliahing ordei^ and would be a welcome addition to any 
force advancii^ for the reoccupation of Rohilcund. 

3. Some of the beat of the late volunteer corps have undertaken to get recruits; and in anticiita- 
tion of the sanction of Government I have encouraged them to induce men of the late corps to enlist 
and to look out for others. 

4. 1 shall not proceed to enter into rngi^ciurnts binding Government to employ those willing to 
enlist till I receive the orders of Governnient, but ns goo<l cnvnlry is much wanted, and there will Ijc 
many men ready to join who have already distinguished tlumisclves l,y gallant cunduet in action and 
steatliness under fire, 1 trust 1 have not done wrong in eiieouruging pit-liminary arrungementa, and that 
the requisite authority will be readily granted.

WITH reference to the conversation wliicli I have lately Imd the Imiior of holding nith you 
regarding the advisability of reorganising a body of mixed Euinpcaiis .and native voluntcec horxeincn, 1 
have the pleasure to submit licrcwith a detail of some of the reasons wliirli call for the arrangenients I 
propose, the means and men at our disjwsal, with nominal rolls of ihofot ntidy to serve, and indents 
for the Govcniiuent assistance w'cshau(d require if you approve of and support these prufKisals. 

2. The Goojurs throughout the distriet are in open reliellion, and cither with or williout hia 
consent have elected Kuddum Ringli, of I’ureechiitghur, ilajah of the F.BSlcrn Pergunnah of Meerut; the 
police havclicen driven out of Purecchutghur, and report that Kuddum Sing has niomilctl three guns 
on the foit, lliese having been there concealed underground. In furtherance of the plan of establish¬ 
ing a Goojur government, the Goojurs of Booklave llimniutpore, anil a number of Goojur villages 
in the ncigliBourhood of Fttreechutsliur liavc attacked and piundiTCil the well afTectetl Jot villages, 
burning the houses and butchering without mercy the inhabitants. Kuddum Singh can cominaiid s<jme 

’ 3. liie aemiadar of Dignonr, Shah Slull, aliae Maho Singh, having plundered the town and 

tchscel of Barrde, the bazaar of Bhaglmt, and broken the bridge, lius now at his command some^ 
5,000 ruffians, nearly idl Goojurs, of whom the most dangerous are 2fK) escaped prlaomrs of fl,»‘ 
Meerut jail. Shah Mull is now reported to be about ut destrojr the bridge over the Htndon, which 
would, during U:e rains, interfere materiollv with our commnnka.tion with head-qusrters. ^ 

4. The Goojurs, accustomed many oi them to a life of robbery and danger, and assembling in 
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thousands under regular leaders, who aet without sempte in defiance of Government, are more than 
u match fui' uur Jat friends, scattered over a large territory and without recognised chiefs, 'llie Jats 
have almost invariaU^ behaved nobly in the support of law and order, JutaayHt.Sin{^ and Ruttnn 
■Singh having especially distinguished themselves in the service of Lieutenant Tyrwhitt, at Babor^hur. 

6. The Bajpoots of Deulah,*aiso under Nawab Singh, are most anxious to he oigaiiiaed for (he 
Government service. All the friends of Government throughout the distnct complain that thmr hands 
are tied, while our enemtea arc free to act as they list. It will be the duty of the Meerut Volunteer 
Horse to raise the friends of the (lovernment throughout the district, to assist and encourage them in 
fighting our sworn enemies, the rebel Goojurs, and in punishing such villages and bands of dacoita aa 
cart be disposed of without regular troops. 

6, It will also Ire the dut^ of the volunteers to assist in keeping open the communication between 
tins station and the neighlKmnng ones, in fact, undertaking, either within the district or beyuud it, such 
duty ns their limited numlrer can perform. 

7. In consequence of the district lieing at present left totally unprotected, it baa become almost 
entirely dLsorgariieed, wholesale butcheries and plunderings arc prevalent throughout it, and unless 
sonic viguriiuK measures are taken to assist our friends and |>itnish our foes, we sliml be totally deserted 
by the mass of the people; those still faithful to us are becoming disgusted at uur apparent apathy, 
anil mutiny and rebellion of to-day may become a revolution. 

8 There arc about twenty to twenty-five gentlemen in tlie station whose services can be obtained 
as volunteer horseiiicn, and abont thirty to forty natives who can be trusted in the same capacity. 
Major Williniiis, Captain D’Oyly, and Lieutcimnt Tyrwhitt have expressed their willingness to give 
their services us Commandant, second in eominand, anil .\djutant, and if the assistance of a couple of 
small mountain guns cun he allow'ed us, I shall he happy to provide twenty-five drilled footmen, armed 
with fusils and sword liayoiiets, to assist us in protecting them. 

9. 1 consider that it is of great iiiiportuiice having guns, however small, w'ith us, as it inspires 
great confidence in our Jat aiixiliuries, and will greatly facilitate our ruiring them in such numbers as 
to insure the destruetiuii of the (loojur hands. 

10. Many of those included in tlie nutnher expected as volunteers liave already important duties 
to perform for Government; their projier duties must, of imurse, take precedence of those for which 
they may now volunteer, hut I hclie,ve fur all important exjiediliuiis nearly all named in the iiuuiinal 
roll inclosed can parade together.

DETAU^D reports of most of the expeditions on which the late Volunteer Horse, or Khakee 
ressalah of Meerut, was engaged, have been supplied to you for the information of superior authority, 
but as 1 have reason to iiniTorstand that an official report, recording generally the good effect of their 
timely service and the important results which their fn*quent patrolling through the district during the 
height of the disturhniiees have proiluceil, is reipiired of me, as being in eliargc of the district, and is 
eeitiiiiily due to the three uftieers—Major Williams, Captain D’Oyly, and Lieutenant Tyrwhitt, whose 
lioiiornry serviees were devoted througliout to the manugenient of the ressalah, I heg to submit the 
following particulars for siieh support as you may deem desirable in forwarding them to Government. 

5J. .\lHiiit the 12th June, the ilnte on which I returned from the Hills and resumed charge of the 
district, no revenue had heeii jiaid by any of tlie zemindars siiiec the hrcnkiiig out of the mutinies, and 
the eiisli halanec in the treasury .-itnouiited to .1| iaes only, wliicli was rapidly disappearing by calls for 
Commissariat exjiciiditiire, works of defeiiee. pay of troops, Ac. 

.I. The political aspect of the district is fully detailed in my address to the General of the division, 
dated ‘JStli June, 185", of which 1 inclose a copy. The difficulty in obtaining any regular troops for 
district work at that time is well known, and despite every economy in disbursement, the amount in 
the treasury sunk in a month to less than one lae; the Volunteer Horse had, however, by that time been 
organixed, and they rapidly eliangcd the aspect of loeid nffiurs—revenue began to pour in from all 
I’ergimiiahs they had visited, and summary justice was executed on the numberless mushroom growth 
of rebels and robiicrs f traversing the district, alone, or in parties of two or three only, which at first 
ensureil nttiiek, soon liecnme praetieuble, and thongli the tide of war has but very lately passed over 
from this quarter, an amount of trunquillity and safety is enjoyed, w’hich is very much attributable to 
tJie gallant exertions of the volunteers, and the troops allowed to aid them, when once organized, while 
the realization of the revenue 1ms in. no former years licen so fully or promptly effected, much of it, 
iiideifd, being paid in advance, and the jiaycrs thercttitli committing theraaelves to the ^ide of order; 
the ndviiiiees paid from the Pergunnali of i^irdhana aloiic, on the 30th November, Were 62,000 
rupees. * 

•1. Througliout the expedition to Pimchelee and Nuglt, to Seckree, Bussowed, Buroutb, Gurhee, 
and Goliiothee, of which roiKirts hove been made. Major Williams commanded the volunteer*, having, 
oh principle, exeliunged his |x>st in the quiet of Mussoree for hard work and exposure on service 
gratuitously rendered hi tlie plains. Throughout these expeditions Captain D’Oyly was present, and 
he eommanfleil the troop at Pourhelec in Buroulee, at Nugli^ and Bopra, in Burnawa, andf throughout 
the opeyMtuns by Ilaupi>er and Uuolaothee, and the expedition to tnannah Bhowun, after which the 
voluut,;ers scattered to their proper appoiiitineiils or employments. TIic contrast between his quiet and

On the I8th Becetuber, Brigadier Walpole was disimlched w,ith a finve contnating of 3 regbnenta 
.of Infantry, 3 squadrons of (lavalry, und 10 field guns, along the line of the intended nilwa>y» 
Akborpni'c towanis Eta wall and Myiijiooree, with the view of clearing the sniith-westem' p^rticHi 
of the Cn\rn|K>i'c District, and the districts of Etawah and Mynpooroe, .and eoiiuuunicaring w^ the 
small force and large convoy expected down from Delhi. Ho was instructed to proceed so aa to Dve 
time iiir the rc-estnblishracnt of civil authority, and, if p^ible, to reach Mynpoorec in fifil^ea 
whcrc^e would communicate with the Ooinmandcr-imcDici^ who would then have moved towturda 
Furru^abad. In the early part of hie progre^ be arrested oome turbulent xemindars and two oflloMn 
of the ^'aim, (who has all along pretended to authority in that part of the country,) whom he hanged, 
and ho proceeded to rO'Cstablirii civil oScirjHition.* 

On the 24th, the Comffiander>in>chief, with a force constating of aliout 6,500 Infiuitry, 600 
Cavalry, and 1,000 Artillery, total 7,000, marched from Cawnporc en route for Furruckabad. 

Tuo state of things in the ilistricts of the Doab above Cawnpore appears to have Iften this. 
It is known that since the beginnine of October we have occupifsl tlie Doab DistricU down to 
Allyehur. Their possession has not .boon seriously disputed, the Ganges having formed a division 


lias only tKien (listurtmd by the passage of broken partioa of the Joun{Kiiro and other uiutinoers whom 
the Ooojurs at one time showed a dist^ition to jesti. But, as it iiroved, they very rapidly marched 
across into the enemy’s districts, and no prolonged disturbance waa oeoasiuned. The enemy in 
Itnliilcuud have sliuwn and threatened on the other side of the Ganges, and reports of irruptions 
hav e been rif*', hut ilown to Allyghnr nothing of the khid has really occurred. When the osemy has 
been seen on the oniiositc Ijiink of the river, they have liecn successfnlly driven away by cannonading. 

When Brigiidier Grant’s column mov^ down from Agra to f’awi^re in October, the eircttm-

.Sir dailies Oiitraiii, after drititig btick, on the 22nd Deceiiil>er, the only serious demonstration made 
by the (neiny beyond their eiilioiieliinents (with the loss to them of four guns), maintains hla position 
u itlioiit diffietilty, ami is jii pretty regular communication with Cawnpore. The ground around his 
< uiiip eceitis to he now eleur and unmolested. The private rc|H)rU fro^ the Ciiiup of descitions and 
diriseriMons in Lucknow, \ver,‘, in same measure borne out by native reports tium Bentu-ei; hut such 
'tories were so eoiitinualiy rejieated throughout the seige of Delhi, and proved »o little wortli, that 
.Hiinll rilinnee enn now bo plared upon them. In particular, the story of tlic firing of the rebids at 
one iim.thcr, was '•o often ri‘pealed at Delhi, and so eontiiiUMlly jiroved without iuuudation, that it fell 
into discredit.. 'I'li re is no ueeounting for native firing and noises. Sir James Outram at one time 
tlionght the rebeh increasing lu numbers and spirit; but bis last^ accounts are very favourable. A 
ill-.position to appeal to us foi terms has been eliown b^' some of the Begimis, and others of the (murt, 
whose foUoweis begin to hover about his camp. In tact, tito idea of a compromise seems rife in the 
native iiiiml; our uithdrawal trom LucLuow no doubt produced a bad cficct, but under the circum> 
stances, it is pretty gciienill^ understood on the sjKit, fliat uc were not defeated. 

It is no doubt with a view to eventual uceouimodatiuii, that some Europcuu prisoners arc still 
retained in tlie huridHof some of tiie rebels in I^ucktiow, and that all attempts to exchange them 
have been unfortunaicly fruitless. Sir James Outram oIIcumI i<> giic tor them the state prisoners in 
hie hands, witliout siicccs.<, iiml he lius again proposed to roci.ivc favuralily tile overtures of the Bigums, 
provided they come into i-aiiip, accotupiuiiod by the piisoners. 

In I.nekiiow, tlie uihcl-* arc said to he doing much to ciitrcnch and strengtben themst.lvcs, and 
the KaitUT High, in piirticiikir, to lie very strongly tortified as h last citiukl. Tlity search for mid 
oollcct all the shut and shell ivliich ■ an be touiid tying about. It is rc|K)rtcd that the Itesideiicy, and 
nil the buildings cuimeetcii with it, have been letellcJ, and that the ground around the Kaiser Bogh 
i* being elciired. 

Our intelligenoe from Kohlleund, is also very scanty. It appeuiii, howevci. probable that the 
collei'tiou of I’iitlmus uiid blahoinedau inhhle, is vety largi^ and that among them may be great ]iart 
of those Imgiihir Cavalry who have joined tlio miilincers, men ot much iudividu.ii vigoi nun courage, 
us judged by a iiutive standard. But Hieie soeiU' no reason to siipixmc that mutinous sepoy regimenu 
are eouecteil in Koliileund, vvliiob is not their home, nur non held by a race with vvhieb they^huve 
mueli in eomiuoii. It is also ditlioult to supjKi'u, that the Bareilly rehlds can iiavenuy {lonxrfld 
ditiliery ; but still guns do now spring u)> in aucli iiumliers in evtu-y direetion, that they tiuvy probably 
be supported bv liatiClies of some kind, if they make a stand. It wo* at one time saiiU that small 
guns vveru being e.ist at Hnreillv. .\ native rei>ork says, that the Kuvvab Khan Ilahadoor, ut 
Kohilcuud, h.iH tiiirty-five guns <it surt-,. and 18,(K)0 Infantry, most of vvliieh ore a rabble, vvith'o,Ut)U 
t'livtilry ; 2,<KI0 good, uud ll.e rest l»td. Of these, a Urge torce U naid to ho posted ut. lluduuii. and 
the tost ut B.iioilly. Bhajehau)iote, and othei places. It o, imiKissihle at present, to .'ny how much of 
this is true. 

'I'll* Couiiuissloner of Kuinuoii has rcadv tor ii deseent, ns soou ns uperattons.against Kohilcund 
tti-o eomuieneed, the stroag and good fifiUi (iiHirkha llcgiment, sonic Goorkha levies and allies, a 
buttery of gnus, and ti trimp of liurai*. 

Tlie Niiwab of lUui]uir« has, throngliniit. acted a friuudiy port towards Uio Euroiicttn resident.s 
of .Ny nee Till, ami is Imhcveil to be ollogellu-r well inclined to Govcruuieut, hut, surrounded as he is 
hr a large I’.ith.iu iiupuliition, by whom he is nlre.idy vilely abused, he is weak to aid ua, and seems 
uimhle to doelure iptile ii[ienly in our favor. He will, however, probably maiuge to avoid eommitting 
his priuei|iaUty iigaiii«t us, and is understood to hold Moradabod in a friimdiy way. 

Aor//i-B'w/,>r«7*r(iri»res.—-In the upper districts of the North-Western iVivineea, the wmicor 
rc-organiKatioii proceeds, and tusiances are mentioned nf a most friendly spirit on the yiari of the 
better iim..ses ut the ]u>|iidation. Owing, however, to the intoiri|ptiuu u'f coramimications, we have 
icw recent details. Our civil iiurscssion of the Upper Doab appears to bo pretty coin|flet«^ and 
we htire piinKslicd the f(utlty\ and collected munitions of war, wherever found. The Agnt oml 
Muttrit Distrie'-, also seem to be in our complete possesrion, a sueueasfut expedition* having jiut 
down the opposition of soino villages of the former distxiot. T^e districts of the Delhi J^vuiiqb, 
which eoiitam a very large unniher of tbo coniproraised classes, arc ohm settling down, lunee ^e 
dep uturo of the broken Joad|iore mutineers; and the marMiding Idehwattoes, tqrho have latterly 
given most trouble, are submitting, riiis tribe of^teors, however, to be dangerous, Ospeeudliy as 
tMy c.vUnd far into ^disturbed liiypootana, and the eottspiouous among the beswegm 
XccimtcL, epneay to have beep Mehwatteea The Delhi Districts ore occopied by vtuiinia iMBnUF 
and Nnuye loroes, and a new Ptdice BaUaiiou, raised in the TiMfjabv has Iflft fvt Delhi.

'Die Kotah Continent joined tlieni early in the da), The ,r<iuuporc Legion 
han been broken and [lassed intoOude. The Malwa (.loiitingent has Imcn dis(<«rsed at Muudisore. 

Bhopal Contingent, the Himloostanees seem t» luive joined one of the other forces, aod the 
w^have oome in to US ; in iact, nbt one of the Crmtiiigents remain*. 

In Bahiootaim and the Central indiau Agency, the forni taken by the anarchy winch has rc.ulted 
fVwra the absence of the power that keep* the (leacc, has almost universally been the rebellion of the 
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fcudntorici!, tlic tlmkoont, nnd licrcditary noUea, ^iiuit their liege chiefis. ^iron^lmnt all thw 
country n feudal MyKtein prevails, and every where the ivbull luix heeu the mtiiie. Several of the chiefs 
tlieinsclvcti are friendly to us, uud even where the gotid>wiII of the chief or of the Durbar lias been 
<li>iihtful, the political agents have gcnendly luaintaincd their positions. The nolitical agents remain 
at Jtwpore, Joudporc, Bhurt.pore, luuf in Biindlccund, and Itewuh, and other putces. 

In most iai^nccs the troops of the chiefs have not altogether followed the example of the 
Contingents, hut in some instances, ns at Indore and Kotah, they have done so. The Beekaheer troops - 
served us well; those of ,leypore were brought towanls Delhi, hnt it was found prudent to withdraw 
them. It appears that the terror of Ilindnostance trootn inspired by uiir sciwys, has extended to tiie 
native ehiufs. 

About Nnssoenihad things were quiet by the latest accounts, and military aid itud reached from 
Deesa. 

In Niig|s>rc, and the llyderaliad Territories, and all the country south of the Nerlmddu, except in 
.the Uiicporc District of Nugporc, where some incursions had been maile fhim the Jubbidpore Districts, 
but tile-resident had the Hatlsfaetioii to refiort the state of feeling to be sueli that he was able again to 
employ hi- eiivnlry, and, having re-ariiiod lliein, he liad tlispafehcd a force to quiet Kaciiorc and uma'li 
on to >S(tmbiiI|Nirc. 

Much carriage and large supplies had U'en colleeteil at N:ig|Htrc and otlier plaices to aid the 
troops advaneing from the southwards, and to scud, if necessary, to Allahabad when the route 
should open. 

Smigor is still held by a small force of sepoys of the Hist Native lulantry, with some volunteers, 
and mu h-vics. 

The relief of Saugor will he offecteil by the force from Madms or Bombay, whifh ever may come 
fir-t within reni'h, probably the hitter. 

Meanwhile the assailiiuls who threaten Siiugor art; not very formidahle or enterprising. 

Hniriitl. —iteugnl i.s tiuiot, and the small mutinies in Eastern Bengal aecin to have bloivu over 
without involving any further eoiiflagration or serious injury. 'J'lic Dacca iiiutiiicers, after having been 
met and signally dofeated in the Sylhet District by the late Major Byng, who imfortuuiitely lost li'is 
life on the <>eeasion, retreated into the Oacimr Hills,, where they laid been followed by jiarties of the 
Sylhet Infantry, and repeatedly driven with loss further and furtlier into the jungles in a more and 
more dispersi-d and fugitive eonditioii. liieiitenaiit Boss has had two afiairs with t-hein in the hills, in 
Irtith of which they suffered considenihly, and tho .Sylhet Infantry are stated to have behured 
exceedingly well. Sevorai parties are now in diUcrent quarters watching for their exit from the 
jungles, and It is ludicviMl flmt they imist cither bo hilled or starved. Tranquillity is restored in 
Chittagong. Tippernh, and l>.nccn, and is-maintained ill Assam, though if is«eht.*ir that tho latter 
jirovincc uiirrovvly escnpeil a crisis. The Bnjali suspected of tr(*n<diery is still in coiifiuument at 
Calcutta, and the Dowan lias been sent up to Assam for trial. Tlie local eoqis is behaving well. At 
•lulpigoorce the head-<iuarfer portion of 73rd Native Infantry still actually remains, and, the mutinous 
portion of the regiment having disn]>pcared, the aejioy timdiiess Imviiig passed oft', uiid a number of 
Goorklias and others having been enlisted in the corps, it seems probable tliatthis almost last remnant 
of the Bengal Army will actually pass through the crisis with arms in their hands, which they hod 
not used against the State. The presence of the p.arty of Her Majesty’s 5<tth Begimcnt, sent to and 
beyond Dacca, and of Eurojiean |Mirties, princijmlly sailors and invalids, at Dacca, Jidpigorcc, and 
other stations, will secure the ]»ence of that jiart of the coiiiitn'. Both the Daeca mutineers and the 
•Tolpigorec Sowars appear to have been driven into the Nepal Suti-Hiinnlyan Hills and jungles, and 
• are for the present somewhat lost sight of, hut tiling Bnhndoor is using every omleiivoiir to hunt them 
down, and will jirolmhiy do so, unless they ngniii etneige into the plainit, wliere our parties are waiting 
for them. 

At the western extremity of the Bengal Frontier, tho Sumbul|Hirc affair is still troublesome, and 
that road i.’ altogether closed. The rebellion appears to be a purely local one of some tribes of those 
parts, instigated by the jier-sons who nnforumately obtainiHl their release from the jail. 1'hese 
iiborlgiiml tribes seem always liable to such coniinptions. Our party at. Suinhul)M>re now holds its 
own mit little luoro. It is, however, hoiied that troops eoiicentnitcd from different quarters will 
surtii’c to put down the rebellion iu the short time iuterveningla'fore the unhealthy season commences. 
iMndrns troops are di.spateheil from Ciittnek, to which division .‘siiiiihulporc has been temporarilr 
iiltrtched, chich, with those alrt'ady then', will make two regiments and a Imttery. 'Jlic forw 
(li.spalelieil from Nngpore has prolaihly by this time made euii.'-iilcrahle progress, iuid the Shekawnttee 
Ihiitnlion marching from Riincegunge is not so much diverted from Siimhulpore os sent h-y the. only 
pmetlcable though somewhat circuitous riaid, tlgxiugh (Jliyn Biissa, where cn route it will help to quiet 
the eoiintvy theiv. In Cliya Baasa aftairs seem to progress favorably. TheKoja of Poorahat at fint 
behaved welt and made over a iiumlier of .Sepoy iiiutinecrs, hut when called on to come in lie hesitated, 
and wn-< eveimiiilly deelared u ivbcl. He has now raised the Coles, but by the last account tliqy 
M em to he retreating into the jungles. Pacliote is quiet, and the Rmah has surrendered. 

In Pnlamow things are easier ami no great foroe is tx'quired. The rising of plondcrii^ 
tt'ilies sqt'tns to he subsiding. The remainder of the Ciiota I^agiiurc Territories is pretty quiet. Tm 
Sonthals are behaving well. l 

Beliar h-is bemi much relievtfti hv Colonel KoweroiPs victory and the advance of tlie OoorklMK'^'^

WI3 have frotn time to tinit; trunmnitted to you, during the last few months, 
docuini'nl s showitig what has hecn done in I he way of providing the means of transport 
from ('iilcutta to tlie Upper Provinees, for Kiiropcun troops, and of hastening them to 
their destinalion. 

U. We now forward a memorandum, showing in one view’ the measures that were 
taken lor tli.nt purpose, and the results which have, been attained. 

3. It is eiiongli for us to observe that, during the seven and admlf months, from the 
breaking out of the mutinies, 18,947 Jiritish soldiers were conveyed by land from Calcutta 
to Ih'tiares. Alluhabad, and Cawirj)orc, by jnenns before unused for the purpose, and in 
far less time and with imicli greater eomftn't to the men than if any other mode of 
eonveyanco had been adopted ; that of tijc roinforceinenLs sent out from England, every 
regiment that could be spared from Calcutta,' was moved up within a few days, after ils 
arrival; and that every available man hud readied Denarcs, distant 300 mile.s from the 
extreme terminus of the railway, by the end of the year. 

r>. We also desire to bring prominently to your notice, that this result has been 
utlained without a eomplaint, cither as regards earriage or .supplies, on the jiart of any 
of the numerous officers and men who have been sent up the Grand Trunk Road 
by biillock'train and dawk-carriage ; that carts have been collected at llanecgungc in 
abundance, far beyond the needs of the service, not only witliout impressment hut with 
the chet'rful consent of the owners; and (hat it is now established beyond all doubt that, 
indepeiulenlly of the bulloek-train, which is of itself more than suliicient for the con¬ 
veyance of all regiments likely to march along the Grand Trunk Road, carriage is 
to be had for the movement of troops, in Bengal, at brief notice and to any extent that 
may ho reijiiirt'd.

t)N tlic.18th of May the dawk rariiogeson the Grand Trunk Road, lietween Raneegunge and 
.VUiibnlmil to t^iwnpore, were taken up to convey jwrties of Her Majesty’s 64th and 84th Regiments 
ironi t’alcHiiii to the N’orth-Wcatcin Provinces, at the rate of one officer and eighteen men daily, the 
utnioat limit of their capoeity. 

On Smulay. the -’ Itli May, the 1st Madras Fusiliers having arrived at ('atenUa, it was determined 
that n (sirtion of them should be sent up to Benares and Allahabad by Imllock train. A party was 
neisirdiiii'ly i.lis|<hteiied the same evening. The bullock train was at that lime at its ordinary strengtli, 
caj able ol eavrying about fiity men n-day; but carls bad been collected at Raneegunge, Sherghotty,

Bennrcs and AUaliabad. in nnticipativn of tlicir iicinj: required for tlic ronveyance of tnxipa, and lienee 
it was possilile to dispatcii from ltnnee);un:'C a double p.irtr of rattier ninro tlinii I(X) mtn daily for 
four days, viz., on the ^5t>i, 2Gtb, 27tli, nod 28th May. The actual luiinluT dispatched, iiioluding 
officers, men, and followers, UBS -tfit, as detailed in the nmrscin.* Duriiij; the siiine periotl eighteen 
men and an officer «cre dispatched daily by ilnwk earriaifcs, oiid the rest of the regiment in steamera. 

From the 28tli May to the 1st June, the I’ost Office authorities were engaged in strengthening 
the bullock train lietwcen Kaneegunge and Dciinres, a distance of .100 miles, so u.s to render it en|Mbl(i 
of conveying 100 men a day without interniis.sioii, and during this intervul the bullock train carts were 
collected at Rancegunge, and other carts purchased and sent there by rail from Culcutla. At ihcsjono 
time measures were taken to foeilitate tlie passage of tlie detacluneiiis over the unbridged rivers, and 
to enaurc tliem abelter and nlmndanl provisions along the line of road. 

On the 1st June the despatch of troops from (.'uleutia for eonveriiiicc by bullock train recom¬ 
menced, and fiom the 2iid to the 28rd, bolli inclusive, a parly of about ItHl men left Runeeguiige tlaily 
for Jtcnarcs. lly the 2Hth June the whole fif the 1st Madras Fusiliers, Her Majesty’s 84lh, (i4lh, 
and 78tli Reginicnls, togetlier witli two companies of Her Miij 'sty’s Jfth Rcgiiiieiit, and a Imtlery of 
Madras Artillery, had been sent onward from I'aleuttn. Ky this lime the luiius had set in, the Nuddea 
rivers were open, and U wn.s determined to send all furlher reinforeeineiits up to Meuarcs by llie. 
river ill steamers; consequently there were no despatches by bullock train lioui the 22iid ,luce until 
the 2.ird August. On the ‘JHlIi Augii.st tlespiitches were renewed f ir ii few days, iiiid roiitiiiued tu.tin: 
.Ird iiepteiiiher. On the 22iid Septeniher. when the troops hegaii to arrive iVom Kiighind, the do- 
spuU'lies hy hulhiek train were ngaiii Tceoiiimeneeil, and eoiitiiiued uidiiterrupleil until now. Uniiiig 
October only H)0 men could be eonveved daily, but. A.mi the 3rd Noveinlier to the HMh Deeenihei' 
about 200 iiicii a-dny were earned, besides spare ainnmnitioii, 200 rounds a-iiiaii, and some military 
store.s. From the loth Deeoniher >the hulloek train was iihle to eonvej 2.ilt nieii n-duv, or a eorre- 
sponding quantity of military slorea; but since the 2lst DeC'mber, all the troopsfroiii Kiighiiid having 
is’eii sent up, the train has he n used fot the I'oiiveynnee of military stores under a gourd of from eighty 
to 120 men, ehiefly recruits, belonging to did'eieiit regiiiieuts. 

Arrangements were also made during llie rains with the .MunagiT of tin; N'.nth-\Veslern Hawk 
Compnny to dixpntcli a errtiiiii nuinher of dawk curriu'.'es daily liom Ilaneegoicje to lleoaies from the 
eon>nieneeiiieiit vif the dry season. I'’r<iiii tlie 1st Noieinher ten eiiniiegeN a-ilav were availuhle, and 
from the 1st Hei'eniher this nutiilier had been iiiereasid to eii’lileeii n-day. Ky this means troin 
twenly-fi'f to titty men. besides a great nuniher of officers, had hceii sent daily up the nmil. The 
cost was 200 rupees u-day for each carriage, calculated to carry from three to four men. or two 
officers. 

The entire niinihcr of men actually conveyed hy hulloek iralii from Kaiiceguiige to Kroares from 
May to the end of Heeemhcr, aiiioonts to l.'i,2.)H, as sliewn in (he iiiargiii;t hot .November was tin; 
Only month in which the tram conveyed the full nuniher whieli it was eajiahle of conveyilig. I'loni 
the 2nd June to the 1st Noveniher (he train was inaintnined on a fiwtling soffieient, had troops 
arrived in India, to convey UHI men d.iily. 

Tlie accounts for November and Dcccinher not having liccn received, it is iinpnssihlc at present 
to give a correct statoniciit of the cost per man of eoiiveyiiig troops hv the hulloek (ritiii when properly 
organized and fully emploved. In Oelolier (he ehnrges In tween Uaneegiiiige and lleiiaies, a ilislancc 
of .’too sailes, were'17,7ih) rupees, and llie iilliiiher of men eariied nus'.'.'.liOO; the averag,’cosl was, 
therefure, a liltht moretiinn I!) rupees perman. For N'o-.cmher and Heeemhcr it is estimal. d tloil the 
cost has not c.xcccdcil l.'i rupees a-man. Huiing Noveniher •I.T.'Ki men weir eiiiried hclweeii Ih oares 
and .\lluhiibttd, a distanee of scvciily-four miles, at a cost of l.'i,822 rupees, oi r..tlier more llian't rupees 
a man. 

These e.hargcs eontrast very favur.'ihly witii iho.sc iueurred in jibe eonveyaoec of troops hy 
carriage dawk or hv steioner. In tlie ease of the former, the cost ol ioiik- tag vaeii imm Iroiii 
Itanccgurigo to Benares is ahoiil til rupees. 'J'iie I'osl of e.'icli man ••eiit h\ sluiiuei cannot he iieiuiilly 
stated, us it dop.'M<l, not oiilv on the iiumhcr of oieo liul on I he (pi.iidity of eurgo sent in each vessel. 
On the most favorable caleulation, however, it is not less tliaii .10 ropci.s. 

The line between .Xllahahad anil (’awnpore w.'vs re-opeiied wl.en (ieiier.d lluveloek first ad'aueed 
in .Tilly. It has lieeii more than oui'C iiilerruptnl hy retiels, hut lallerlv the hulloek train has been 
.siiffieieiit on that line t » eonvev 2.'i0 men daily ; it has, however, been ehielly uveil for the eariiage 
of ordnance stores and niiimunitioii. 

\\ iienever it loav he neeessarv to dispateh tioops from ('iileolla to Ke'iari". vir ,\i!:tliiili: il doling 
the rains, wlien the rivers are foil, it is probable that sfeaniers will In- foiiiul to uffoid the most 
convenient mode of carrying troops, hot not the eheapesi or the most < speililions. At all other 
seasons of the year the bullock tiaiii is uiirloubtrdly the rnost conveoient, us wi ll as the eheapcsl, 
most rapid, and healthiest means of transport avatlahlc, and can at any tiiiie h< organized to earry 
ZHO men, or r.’iO iiiauiids, n-day. Kven in .Maraud .Tune last, the imct in'|< meot period of an 
unusuallv hot .season, the health of the troops ermveyed by hulloek tiain v. is gene tally good, the 
few casualties being for the most part caused hy sun-stroke', it heiog lumd very diflieujt to 
jvrevent the irten from walking uircrrvered during the hca* of the day. In Octolicr, NovemU'r, amt 
Uecemlrer, the health of the tlelaeliments was excellent, there hoing few or no casualtie* on 
the road. 

Tlie number of men conveyed in dawk carriages, from (In: IHtli .M,iv to the cud of Hccembcr. 
nmounta to 2,C8tt,* and during the same period ."i,810 mc'!, ineluding a .M u'lras Native Infunlr^'

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Hcp'incnf, were sent by steamer. Tliese, added to tlic number conveyed by bullock train, make a 
total of 23,787* men, conveyed from Calcutta to Benares and Allahabad during the period above 
tnci.tioned. 

Taking the utmost rapacity of the bullock train at 250 men a-day, with their officers, and that of 
the carriage dawk at fifty men a-day, with their officers, then the time occupied in sending 
a regiment, 1,000 strong, from Calcutta to Benares, by Irullork train, is fourtcep days, and 
that occupied in sending such a regiment Iry dawk carriage is twenty-four d.iys; for, tliough 
the time occupied by each detachment on tlie road is in tlie former case ten days, and in tlie latter 
only four, yet, owing to the corn|)ar;ilivcly small iiAmher the carriages accommodate, tbc time 
occupied in <’onveying l.tiOO men hy «tawk in much grcntcT tlinii that taken to convey 1,000 men by 
bullock train. The time taken by steamers in getting from Calcutta to Benares varies with the season 
and witli tlic power of the vessel; Init, under the moot fuvoralde ciicninstnnces, u steamer dues not reach 
Benares in less than twenty days, and is ulwuvs liidile to detention. 

It remains to notice the arrangement made for fneilituting the passage of Troops over the unbrklged 
rivers on tlie Grand Trunk Uoad and for securing slielter and provisions for the Troops on the line of 
inareli. 

(^tsks and innfei'iuls of etery kind were sent up from ('uleulla in .May for the construction of rafts 
for use during tlie ruins : and mi tlic eessation of tlie monsoon, temporary earthen causeways were 
carried n\er tlie sniiily beds of the ris’ers (one of them 2| miles broad), with sufficient bridge 
openings to allow the dry weatlicr slreniii to pass, the wlnde being metalled with gravel and rendered 
in every respect efiual for tcioporarv prnciical use to any other part of the road. 

Oiliccis were apiioiiited, one in Bengal ^n<l unotlier in the Central l*ros;)iiees. whose duty it was 
to furnish all supplies reipiircd tor the use of the Kuropean troops procicding hy bullock train and 
dawk earriiiges, and to eolleet and have in readiness the large amount of carriage which it was expceled 
would he riupiired for brigade.-: ami regiments iiiarehiiig on the same line of road. 

During the early part of the <iperatiuiis the duty of providing .supplies was satisfactorily pcrrornic<l 
by tlie civil officers of the districts through which the Grand Trunk Road passes, l>ut in ■Soptcmlier a 
spcciiil Kuperintendent was apjioinlcd in Hciigid for the purpose, and l)y the 1st of Octolwr the whole 
of his nrraiigeinoiit.s were coiiiiilcle and in working order from Uiinccguiige to Benares, n dist.niec of 
.'i(M) miles. At each halting place a military otlieer wa.s appointed to provide shelter and supplies for 
the detachments us they passed along. Huts were built at earli stage for the aeconimodutUm of the 
men, uiid at each 20<> hens were provided. Kstahlishinenls were appointed and arrangements made 
fur sii|)plying meat, hread, vegelabics, riee, suit, tea, rum, and sugar, as well as luxuries and medical 
comforts, such ns port wine, sherry, beer, bratrriy, sago, and arrowroot. The result is shown by the 
remarks recorded at each stage hy the officer in euiiiiiiand of every detachment, all of which, without 
e.xeej>tion, arc of a satisfui-tory character. 

Tim cost of j)rovisiouing and sheltering tlic troops proceetling by bullock train and dnwk carriage 
rniinut yet be ascertained. The amount expended hy the Bengal Superintendent is about two Ine.s 
of rupees, and the cost of tlic rations supplied, tliough many of tbc nrtielcs li.id to lie brought from a 
distanec, IS not supposed to he materially in excess of that which w-ould have been ineurred in caiiton- 
ineiits. f’arriage wa.s during tbc same time supplied witlioiit impressinent bv the Superintendent to 
('olonel Barker's Brigade, to Colonel Berkeley's Brigade, to Colonel Milchclf's Artillery Detacbnient, 
and to the ‘Jnd Dragoon Guards, as well ns to several i^'utivr Infantry regiments innrehing in diflerent 
directions, and to the Ordnance and Commissariat Departments. 

No report, has been received of the. operations of the. Superintendent of supplies and carriage in 
the Ccnlr.il IVovinces, hut there i.s every reason to believe tliat they have been as successful us those 
in Bei gal.

IN reporting on nuolher matter, with which it is unnecessarv to trouble the Uovernor>Gencral in 
Council, the Kuperintendent of Carriage and Supplies speaks as foUowa in regard to the tuccesa of the 
arrangements for furiiisiting supplies to the troops passing up the Grand Trunk Rood. 

“ It is sotficient to say that through their (the oflieers .vulmrdinato to him) heai^ co>operation and 
constant attention to all requirements, a force of 20,0(K) men has passed along the Grand Trunk Rond 
from Raneegunge to Ilcnares, a distance of nearly d(K) miles, and has been so well satisfied with the 
arrangements made fur their supplies, that not a dnsen complaints of any sort have been preferred, and 
some of these of tlic most trivial charaeU^r. The annexed statements for the month of November show 
the remarks made by each di-tnchment going up on the chnractcrof the supplies given, theacooniinoda- 
tion provided, and the altention shown to the wants of all. I could furnish the same for the other 
months, but one is a sample of nil.’* 

2, A ccipyof the statements referred to above is berewith forwarded, in the belief that it will be 
gratifying to his Lordship in Council to observe how entirely satisfiictury the arrangements made for 
the arcommudation of the troops on their inarch through tliese jiruviuces have been considered to lye 
by the several ofheera in command of iletacbnieiits.

General Narrative of the progress of Events in connection with the. Rrxolt, 

THE C/<>iiiiimii(lcr-iti-i;l>i<-f ix ut Furriiekalmrl. A bri^ude has been sent to Mhow Sliinnsnbad, 
the chief jjIjicc of tlic Midioiiiniednri rebels of the Furruckubad district, to inflict |iuiiishineiit, and 
nnother brijiadc has crossed the (j.iiiji'es to occupy the passtiwc of the Uatii (iiin^a. t)ul the rosull of this 
hitler expedition is not yet known. It was hoped that sonic reiiiuiniiig refugees inie.ht be rescued. His 
Excellency has sent to Agra for a siege train, witii a view to operations against Lucknow ; it \i id I'caeh 
Cawnpore aliout the first neck of Fcbiunry. The .\llahubad magazine m ill snpjily (jeiieral Franks 
iiiifl .lung li.iliiuloor. It lias liecn arranged to leave regiineiits at Futtyghur, Myiipoorie, and .Merun- 
kc-Serai (belv.ecn Futtyghur and Cawnpore) for tlic defenee of the eoiintry. 

The spirit of the people of the town of Furruekahad appears to have been good, mid the plane 
w.is spared Iroiii plunder. 'I’he Hindoos seized and lirought in the Nawali's ilewaii, and he was 
eMX’uled. The ipiaiitity of stores found ni the (inn Carriage Ageney wa.s very large, and the .tgeiicy 
has heen, for the lime, re'established there Considerahle stores were also found in the (duthing 
Ageiu'v, and Colonel Burn \ias ordered over to t.d,e ehaige. 

Brigadier Carlhew is to move with his force of Madr.is and other troops to a point opposite 
(kdpee, to check the Caipcc iiiiitinccrs, and uas to he supported hy ('ohuiel Kelly at Akherpori'. 

Brigadier Cuiiiphell is to move up from Allahaliad to Fntlehpore, with a eonsiderahic force, 
iiielinliiig iier Majesty’s-Tilth Higldaniiers and the 7th llmssars. 'I’lie Uml Diagoun (iuai'ds had also 
reaelieil .Vllahahad. 

Alllaiiigh the main Imdies of the enemy hine heen ilriven from tiie })uah, all minor lebels and 
plunderers have not yet been e.xpelled. B\ the last lu-eoiints there was petty resistaiiee and disturbanee 
in several di.striels; the em my on either side bevond (he (ianges and Jumna were tlireateiiiiig and 
aggre.ssive, aiiil serious ineiirsioiis had been made into the upper |iorti<in of the Dual), showing an 
increased enterprise on the part of the rebels. In Muipoorie, a tliakoor named .-\ekbur Singh, n 
relation of the eX'iajiih. was holding out in bis village and fort, and tlieie was some minor reshstanee. 
In F.lauaii. another reiu l, named Hoop Singh, was in open arms ut Oragiih, and was receiving siipjiort 
from the Calpee inutineeis. 'I'hese latter are reported to have made an ineursion into the Cawnporc 
district, to have cut up one police post, and to have altaeked unotlior. The Calpee iiiutineers appear 
to be in fact very troublesome and aggre.ssive, but it is ho|H'<l that they will be elicekcd by lie' troops 
now placed to wiiteli them. In .Myiipoorie and Elawali, however, the disposition of the great 
mass of the people seemed ipiite frieiidlv. The garri.soii of Her Mujesiv's .'Wtli Uegiiiienl, and 2(KI 
of Wale's Horse, left at .Mynpooiie. secured (hut place. Tlic lliio, now created Bajah, Bhawani .Singh, 
who is installed in place ol his expelled relative, is behaving very well. The Uajali of F.tii has died 
without heirs, and .so relieved thC (■(iveriinieiit of some emliarrasanieiit, ns bis conduct had bucii 
doubtful. The Magistrate returned to Ktaw.di without troops, but suppoiled by friendly zeniiiidui.s, 
W'iili their followers mid levies, and be was rec<-ived by tbo townspeople with much rejoicing. It 
appears that, when Brigiulier Walpole entered Elnwuh, on the 2Tlth ultimo, ulllioiigli most of the 
rebels escaped, a number of tlieiii were surrounded in ilie teliseel by Zor Singh, the friendly zemindar, 
who at one time had acted as our iiazim, and weie kept there by liiiii till cut to pieces by tlic troops. 
The Conduct of the men of Brigadier Walpole’s eoiumii is st.tled to have been excellent, and there 
were none of the eomplaints of iiidiseriniiiiate j)luiide.ring which hatl heen rcceiwd on previous 
oeeasions. 

Throngliout the Lower Douh the efl’eet of the reoceu|»tion i.f Cawiniore by t'ne inutiiuers, in the 
beginning of Dceeiiiber. seems to have been felt some time after their defeat, but lultcily the collections 
were pr> gressing favorably. The .\llaliabad distiiel was still distuibed, and tii the I’erguiintdis beyond 
the Jumna,'some |aiw'crfnl cx-zeiiiindars were in open n-ladlion. The road, however, throughout the 
Douh has heeti eonipletely o^H'iictl, and the eomniunitxitiuns have not been .seiiously molested. 
'tVhere there is Iw'al resistance in the Dtwb districts it is hut petty, and such ns a fiiinll I'orec would 
8uppre.ss. • 

Niirnin Kao, of Kirwee, in Banda (the adopted son of the late Beitnik Rito, the Muhratta 
stipendiary, a descendant of tlic well-known Rngulia, and a connection of the Nona), wrho had at first 
behaved very well, is now believed to have ehnvgod his tarties, and to have eoiumiUed himself to 
^ hostility to as in gpneert with tlie Nuwuli of Banda. He is said to have lent money to the Nawab, and 
to ha\(;abetted bint ill the hostile oeeupatioii of the Banda di.striet. 'Tlie Commissioner of Allahabad 
has fy’.t himself unable any longer to receive letters fnim the Bao ; and the G<»vernment j»per lielonging 
to him mid' his brother, miiuunting to upwards of 25 lacs of rupees, has been slopped |>ayroent by 
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nobce m the ‘/Gazette.* Up is saul to Imve raised levie* and to have appointed an escaped ?ire 
prisoner their ('omoiandant. He and his bi-other are both young; men, and their chief mana^, one 
Baljoo Goohind. is said to be the real instigator of this cotiduot. The an<ounl.s from .^llahMiad are 
very unfavorable to the Banda hiavab,-who is said to have taken laidies of mutineers regularly into 
his pay. The Banda rebels or mutineers are now staled to have come down to the Ohilataraghaut, on 
the Jumna, to threaten the I>nnlj. The district of Banda is roixirted to be torn by intestine feuds, 
especially those between the Nawah and the Ranee of Ajigluir. 

Two relations of the Nana are Iwlieved to be in the Humeerpnre district, where ihev assert the 
Nana’s autboritv, but tlie faithful rajah of Chiknr<>e, the Bundlccmid chief, has sent I ,tMH) of his men 
against them. The J'dow'ii rlistrict was at one time iinderstot»d to he held in a friendly wav by the 
Goorsurai ehief, who ha<| appointed one of his sons superintendent,and another deputy superintendent, 
and maintained our native officials, hiit he was ejeeted by the men of the Gwalior ('untingent, who 
installed a descendant in the female line of the former chief, while part of the ilislrict was oivnpierl by 
freebooters from Seiinlias territories. I he Dutlea Itajah and ’IVliree Ranee iiave seized the greater 
part of the Jlmnsi territory from the rebel ranee of that place, who, liv a strange perversion of idcaa, 
appears to have written to ooniplain to us against them. The i’uniin Hujah tstntiiines to Ih'Iiuvc well 
and has reinfonted the fort of Kttlinger. Tite I’olitieid Agent has called upon idl tlie loyal ehiefs of 
Bundleonnd to bring tlieir men and guns to our iiid. 

The hopes enterlaioed by Lieiiteoimt Oshornc of a spceily reopening of the Jiilihulpore road, 
after the capture of .Myliere, seem tt> have heco Minicwhat throw o hack. .Molitin Stitgh, the pi'ttici|Md 
iM-isoocr taken at Mylterc. has been ])rrmiltcd to escape, ntnl it Itiriis out lliiil siiosi of the other 
linporlaiit prismiers are under the jtrolecihni ol powerful sirilars of the victoilons foicc. There has, 
in eottsctptence, been division aiid stnnny dehale in (lie conri of the Rewali Uajah, wlitcit seems to 
have cndetl ilt ati iittempt, by the disatlecled jttivlv, to gain ever the troops prol'i’ltin; llic Agent, lint 
without sticccss. It is to be feareil, theiielbrc, Ihnl it woiilil lie ihllienlt to atlaek lti|iii«gtioghnr fnini 
this stele unless a force cotiie.s from the .Iiilihiilpoi'e side, lint, notwithstuinliiig, l.ieiileiiaiil tl.shoriie 
perseveres in the nfteiti|)t to opeti the Jiibhidpore road for the imst. 

In Mirzapore. towards tlie llewah fronlii-r, ihcn- is ironhli-. Ueln Is are in Hiiiyghiif anil on thn 
Soane, but tlie town atid iieighbourliood of Mifza|ioie are (piiel ; tlie eonntrv is llonrtshing, ami thn 
crops are jiartieulariy good. Benares anil (ilnizeepore ari' (piiet. Giaio iiiipiars lo be soine'iluit dear 
about Uuiiares. l.evie.s of loililnry poliee Mere provre'sin -, in ihedislnels .,1 the U.-n.oes and .Mllihiilmd 
divisions, and, theiiniiihir ol liieii hei j;' imw ,',iii,iil,-,ab|e. Kiirope.iti nHneisMeie heing seleeled In 
coniinuiul them. 

On the I'.iisleni Oode b'.nlier Me are beneiiing inn. h str ii';er, and .Tiiin; Ihihaiioor hits, as was 
antiei| ated. Iri'iinlih.intlv leoeetip'i d lor oiir ollieeis I'ne <imiiekpore disliiet. The ill I'eiil hy 
Brig.idier ('ampin II of the t)inie Na/.im, in Ih.e \ leimly of Mlah.dmd, on the tilh imt iiil, appears lo 
have been eoiiiiilele. and h'.', head (piarleis at Seeiiinlrn were tinoi e.iienated. hut sniee our troops hiiv,; 
retiinied to llieir )il..ee he hit' reoeenjiied his former post, at I’apaimiw. close to Mlnhiibad, and keeps 
up a eaiiiioiiailc across llie river. Brignilier-Geiieral Franks’ left wing Mas <'sliil>hsheil in strength in 
the sonlh-Mcsl. eoi'iierof the .loimpore ilislriel, ami the lliigadier (ieiieral hme'ell had riildeii into ,\lla- 
haliail to st e the I.ienten:mt-tiovenior, so that the chain of eomnmnieation m that direetioii imiy^ie 
eonsidored to he eslahlished. .V tresh nltaek upon the Nazmi hv ilrigadier-General Flunks, who will 
be reiiif'oieeil bv cavalry, is about to be made. I’lmolpore had been oeeiioiisl by a detaelniient, and 
Maniekeliunil and Ins men were still active. Tins man is a very rare insianee of an inietnm purchaser, 
a man nf our creation, «ln> bas foiiglit ntanfnlly with us. Azimghur ami .lmiii|M)re, prolertetl bv 
General Franks’force, tire tolerably i|niet, and the colleetions are prngressiie;. but lliere ate lelH'lii in the 
iuiniediutc neiglibimrboiul who have not yet been nllneketl, Laige bodies nf rebels of the I’libvtirand 
Rajeoomar tribes of Raj|iools were eollceted on the fionlier, iind a good m.iiiy sepoys were among 
them. I’llt" greater part of this foTC may, however, he eonsidered a rabble, and it is very inipeifeetly 
armed ehiellv with swords and matolilocks. They Iiave a good iiiiniv guns of dilleieot sorts ;iiid 
calibre's, iiiid their artilleiv prnetiec Ims iH’en sometimes good. 

On tlie march of .Imig Haliiidnor’s force toMaids (ioiiiekpore, the spirit of the people was fomid 
hv llie British officers in charge to he ftieiidly and loyal. No sernms n si't,.iiee tvus ex; erteiicrd till 
the force reaclietl the vieinity of Goniekpore, mi the titli. There the enemy attempted to make a 
stand but the. Goorkhas, with great gnilantry. atlitek' il ami ilefea'ed tliem. ami ilrove them headlong 
over the Itnptee. The place wim then oeenpieil. Hiipplies. Ike., hml Iwen rienved in ahnndhiier, anti 
tlic feeling of the country .seen s lo he (pute with its. Brigades weti- enl to eoeiee the one or two 
rebels in the district, and settle the cmiiiiry. The friemlB liopal|w<re Itaiah's men had Iteen already 
subsidized hv us; a strong hrigade was to oectipy an adnuieed posiliim loMaids (bide, at Biislee; and 
carriaec fke.Juas heing ('olleeted, and preparations made for fnili.er service; several noinbla ii-Im'Is 
had hecit bniuglit in and cj^'ctited. 'Phe spirit of Maharajah Jung Bal.iuloor and Ins Iroops apiMtars 
to be czcellent. Some artillery officers and iiiKtruetors liiul been alwiehed to the (toorkhas. The 
nunitrer of Goorkba reginirnta omiposing the force is fourteen. Colonel Rowrroft, with his force of 
Goorkhas and sailors, has Ireen ordered to advaiiec farther into the (ioritek|sire district, along Ute line 
of the Gogra, t9 coerce a rebel, and hold the “ Burhul ”■ ferry betweeif (ioruekpine and Aziinglmr. 

Throughout the Upper Doah, there arc still eontiniial alarms and threateoiogs of invasions frnla 
Robthnind, but nothing very serimia had really hap(>etied, and the pacification of Utc nmiiitry and 
collection of revenue were progressing satisfactorily till the occurrence of the recent iiicuraioni into 
the Mozuffei'iiuggur and Seharunpore districts, which will be presently noticed. In .Meerut the last 
instalment of revenue is said lo have been coliccterl with a rapidity hardly known in i/cdinary times. 

In the viianitv of things arc pretty quiet, and, in the Delhi division, the pacifieutiuii seems to Ins % 
nwrlv complete, since the lately turbulent and relreilious districta ol liissar and Uohtuck are repoitml 
to be quite quiet. But, in consequence of the successive withdrawal of Brigadier (iraiit's antf Cokuidl 
Seaton’s columns, the stations of Meerut and Delhi are considered to l>e weak, and even in 
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(ifwliic'li we liiivc iv^ii'med possession, llie efforts of the doinuralization of tlie country arc still marked 
l»y uceasiotiid affrays and plunderings. An affray, witli loss of life, is reported at Kosee'in the Muttra 
rlistrict. '1 lir<iii;{liiiut ttie rohcliion tlicro lias heen nmch distiirijiuiee on the part of pcoine dc.siriu" to 
pay oft old scores aiiaiiisl one unollicr. hut aotiiatod hv no hostility to the (joverninent. 

The total nuiiilicr of persons eseouted at Ai^ra, froiii July to Xoveiiiher, was scventy-oit;hf, of 
whom seventeen were iniiiineers. and the rest reliels or seditious jicrsoiis. Of the latter, tliirly-two 
were Mahornedans, and twenty-nine Hindoos, sliowinf; that, in this respect, the two creeds were 
pretty equally Imlaneed, 'I’he i;reat majority of these peisous were, tried by court-murtial. 

The rnisinj; of levies ot horse and foot, for i.ennaneiit or temporary serviee, is carried on with 
f'rcat activity. Zciniinlurce liorsenieii are ohtaiiied in considerable numhers for iinnicdiate service. 

It appears that, in all. no less than forty-five Huropcans anil other C'hristians have been rescued 
from the cnsiody of friendly Ilimloo aernindars in Itohilcund, through the exerlions of Mr. J. 
\Vilsoii and oilier!?, 

It was formerly mentioned, that some phmdercrs of the (ioorguoii district hud taken refuse in 
Alwar, hilt, ns it is stated that lift men of that class have been apprehended hy the AIwur aiithoritie, 
and sent into l)i llii, it is to he lio|.eil that they are disposed fo prevent tlie rceurrencc of such tliiimi. 
'I’lic native stales horderiiii; on onr upper districts are tolerably loyal and quiet, and do not e.\eite 
appreiicnsion, hut there is eonsiih rahle uneasiness regarding the movements of the Kota mutineers. 
The Rajah is said to he sireii:<theiiiuo hiniself against tlicin in Ids eitailel. Seindia was received at 
Agra in regular durbar, and has in the inosl marked way shown himself friendly to us. lie is, however, 
very we.ak at ])re'-ent, and eiui liaiilly ke.-p in siihjcetinn his feudatories and siihjcets, iiuieli less furiiLsh 
horsemen nr any other force to ns. It i>, however, hoped tliat tlie road and telegraph from Agra to 
Indore inuv soon he rcopenei). 'I’he Rajah of I’nflialah has arrived at Agra to the support of Ids 
relative at Dliolopore. iVIost of the hlaine of wlial liuppcned at Dliolcpore is tliiowii on Deo Ilinis 
(joojar, lltc Dewan, and he is said still to have .in opposition (ioojar party, ivldle the Rajali and tlie 
Juts are disposed to he loval. 

'I'he Agra lieasurv was still well supplied, hut the demands on it for the supply of carriage, ■ 
stores. Ae,, for the army neie heavy. Ten thousand pairs of hoots wore preparing for the soldiers. 
Tlie Raniglinr Horse is t.i he inereaseil to l.'iO sabres. 

It is slated I hal. Ihrnugl.oiil I lie (hinges eain.l. eseept in the iiiiiiiedinie neigiihourhood of Ronrkee. 
theri- has been llie gre.ilcsl ile.-.ti iielioii of even I liiiiir tlnit i.s ileslriirtihle, and plunder of everything 
llml can he iduiidereil, hut the (iiaiiil 'rruiik Road is quite uninjured and in very good repair. 
The eleelrie l.-le.-rap'i li.e, h.eii (■i iiipleled hetweeii Delhi and Agra, and is being riqiidly laid down 
l.i the jiineiioii of llie fulleglnir Road, which will eompleP.' the telegraphie eoiumunieatlon from 
(lalenita In I’l sliaunr. 

'file Rajali of Iriilliihglinr iiad heen haiigi d al Dilhi, hv the senleiiee of a inllilary eoniliiissioii. 

The ineiirsioes iilliuleil to, as having laUen plaee in the njiper districts of the Doali, have heen 
the work of rebels and niiirnieer cavalry from W’est'-rii Roldlcnnd. The (laiiges n now \ery low, and 
is rediieed by the diversion of the uater into the canal. The enemy have shown a disposition to make 
ra^ds into our dislriets, cut nlV onr police, and. as far as they can, prevent ns from governing, while 
they make no Kland and return to their own liaiiiiN the ni nin nt lliey have done their work. They seem 
even to alistiiin Irom piniidering or irrilaling tlie peiinle, their hostility lieing for the inosl part direeled 
against (loverniiient servants onlv. Al Mci'ranpoiv. in liie Mozidferniigger dislrirt. an inetirKioii ot 
tins kind was siieeessfnily niiide. and another tieciir'ed at Kuiikal, near llardwar, in the KcIiarnn))ore 
district, where a lad l)eliingin.g to the I'.leetrie Telegraph Department was carried off Irnm the canal 
liiingalow, and the hniigahiw Inn ill. Both the Hindoiis of Kankal and the Mahomedans of .\Ieernii- 
pore were spared hv the invuilei's. A l.nneotahl.- eireunistanee. eoiineeted with those raids, is, tliiit 
twenty iiirn nl the Sth Iiregnl.ir Cavaliy, iilio, amid the iiiutiny and defeetinn of their regiment, had 
remained I'aitlilnl, and lliroiigliont all these long and trying months had served us well, were now. at 
the eleventh hour, naltice.l to niiitinv and join the redds. It is, howe.ver, salisfaelory li know 
that eight of them weie .■.ecomitcd for hy friemlly Hindoj iiemindins, who killed four and raptured 
four. 

The last post has hroiiglit the very satisfactory new.s. that a large body of the invaders of the 
Seliariinpore district has been attaeked at Mirznpore. near the lieiid of the (lunges canal, by a small 
party of I'iglitv isiklis and ten Kiiropeans. and have heen eompletely routed, with the loss of ahuiil. 
KM) killed, hesiilis .cmie nnnvdrowned in the canal. It is Imped lhai thecftcclof tliks decided sueec.ss 
will he oxedlenl. 

I'lirtlier down the Doah. on the honlers of the Holunilshiihiir and .Mlygliiir district.s, the enemy 
have not erossed the (lange'-. hat they niaiiilain positions on the banks, and eontiimc to fire acros.s 
and ereate rein-nted alarms. h seems that niauy of the (loojurs and other plunderers, and 
rebels of the distrieis, wliieh wo have recovered, have taken refuge beyond the river, where they join 
in attacks upon us. * 

The reiieeupation i>f Western Uoliileiind as soon as possible is very necessary. 

Sir James Outruni’.s position nt Lneknow lias he.'ii twice attaeked, hot the cnemv have been 
repulsed with eonsiilerah'e loss' to them and very little to us. On the last occaalou tlie leader, a 
Hindoo fiinntie. was wounded anil captured. 

The enemy arc, however, in great strength in and about Lucknow, and they show a dis|ioaitiou 
to surround tSir Jaii.es Ootrnm'.s (Misition and to cut off his oonimuiit(*attons. TheBUh Regfhient 
lias been disputelicd from ('awnimre to reinforce him, and the post at Bunnee will, if necessary, be 
strengthened. 

It is feared that some of the gentlemen prisoners tu the hands of the rebels at Lucknow, were 
put to death in Kovci.iher, a few tlays before the relief of the garrison. The remaining prisoners arc 
believed to he with the Begum. Maun Singh’s vakeel is in 6ir J. Outram’s camp, and appears to l)e 
tncliiicd to do what lie can to save the prisoners. 



Sharf-oo-Dowlat ia aaid to have been diamissed from the j»»t of Prime Minister to the 
ud Maun Khan to have been appointed in his place. Tlw Nana is rcimrM to have'oome into 
Lucknow, but this is very doubtful. 

A collection of several mutinous regiments, witli some jjuus, has token place at Roy BareiUy, 
intended, probably, to threaten the Lower Dmh, but there are British forces quite preiwred to meet 
them* 

By the last accounts Ilanwant Singh seems to have sccetled from the rebels on tlie Jounptue 
frontier. The conduct of this tolookdar is a sineular instance of the spirit by which some of tiicim 
men are actuated. He at first behaved very well, savwl a number of Europeans, and escorted them 
to the Ganges, but refused to cross the Allolialntd lest injury sliould be done by the British autliorities 
to his caste or religion. For this service he received the special thanks of Government. SulMcquently 
he "gave in his adhesion to the de facto reliel Government of Oude, and fired, from his fort on the 
OangM, on one of our steamers. In an action with the Ghoorkas on the Juunpnre frontier his son 
was tciUed, upon which he swore to lie revenged, became our uncomproiiiising enemy, and was leading 
men on the frontier till he again sccedcil, as has Ik'oh ineutioned. 

Bengal ,—The plains of Bengal and Behar continue quid, but there is still warfare in tlie hilly 
outskirts. The reliellion of the Coles iu Biiigbhoom euiitiiiucs, but by no means tlic whole of that 
tribe are against us. On tlie contrary a large {Hirtiuii of llicm are still loyal, and some of them are 
doing us ronsideroblc scn'ice. Still Uie reliels are numerous and bold in their savage way. A )iarty 
of fifty Sikhs, with four Euru|)eaii ofttcers, civil and iiiililary, lately went against them in the southern 
part of tlic Singbboom district, but were so surrounded in tiic jungles tliat all four oHieers and une>haif 
of the men were wounded with formidable arrows auil eoniiMilled to retreat. The carriage Iming 
required for the wounded, it was neecssary to leave heliiiuf some camp equipage. Immediately 
after the Sheknwattce Battalion rracheil f!nyehassn, and the next exjH'dition will probably be morn 
successful. ' 

W'e learn from Nagpore, by telegraph, that (he ex))cditiun of Nagiuire Cavalry and Infantry seiil 
on from Raeporc to 8umbuI|Kire, hod reached the latter place, defeating and dis|>erHing the insurgents. 
On this side, however, the rood has not been cleared, and we have no direet or detniml information; 
but the Madras troops from Cuttack are rapidly nppronehiiig the scene, of action. 

In Palamow matters arc progressing favourably, and an expedition was about to be niidcrtokeii to 
complete what Lieutenant Gralinin bad surcessfiilly begun. 

It is feared that there arc again rclicis at Rutasgur, an old dilapidated fort near the Soane. They 
appear to be connected with the rebels ofUic Mirzaporc Hilts, but wc have not yet much informnlion 
about them. Same apprehension has been felt lest they should interfere witii the Trunk Itoad, but. 
Sosseram will beheld bv a detachment of Her Majesty's ri<llii Regiment. 

In Kn.stern Bengal the hunting down of (he fugitive mutineers continues. 1'he remnant of the 
Chittagong mutineers, further minced and hroken, are in the (Whar Hills, 7'he state of things in 
SfunncciHire is pt-culinr, and liiis given tlicm indueeinenl to try to invade tliat territory. Kvery 
person there who is in any degree connected with the priiirely family fancies that he has a right to he 
Rajah, and is ready to takr any means to cfi'cct a revolution. One of these, prtneelings, with his 
followers, joined the mutineers, and they came out of tlie jungle together innl iMTupie<l a village. There 
they were attacked from several nunrters liy iletochinentH of the Syllicl Batlnlioii, itinl were driven out 
with a loss of twenty left killeil, besides five aftcreurds enptumi and, prolmhiy, manv woumlcd. 
They have again taken to the jungles, and their case is no doubt hopeless. 'I'hrouglnml the whole of 
these affairs the Sylhct Light Infantry has behaved very remarkably well, and they deserve the highest 

S raise. On this last occasion the Kookee Ijcvies also did well. Tlic ('ominniulaiil of the .Sylhet 
iattalion. Major Byng, has, unfortunately, fallen, whilst leading tiis regiment in one of (liose cneoiinters, 
and Government has to deplore the loss of pn cxeelh-nt ofliecr. 

The remainder of the Uacea sepoys and Julp'igoree sowars arc still in the Nepal jimgles, but 
it is hoj>ed that with the eu-oncratioii of the Nepal .Soobali llicy will soon he hunted down. 

The state of things in Itosterii Bengal appears now so secure that the iletoehiiient of the 54th 
Regiment which had already returned to Uaqca is ordered back to Caloultu. 

Cenirat In^a ,—The intelligenee. from the Saugor and Ncrbmlda territories is not very recent. By 
last accounts tilings still remain in a disturlicd state, tliougli there was no pressing danger. 

Dumoh had lieen recovered by the troops of the Itaja of Punna. In Nursiiigpure a guerilla 
warfare bad been successful, and the people seemed well disposed, hut disturhunecs had increased to 
the southward. Our authority in Muiidla was almost nil; and .Seoms- was threatened. By the latest, 
accounts, however, it spjicars that the troops from Nagpore lind expi-Ilcd the niiirniiders who had 
crossed the frontiers of that territory, and exiicctcd shortly to settle in Miinilhi. The .Slingliur and 
Ranpore Rajahs apiiear to lie still in rebellion; but the .Madras Cavalry had done goo<l si tvice. Some 
newly raised Goiid police was fuuml useful. 

iiie latest news which has reached Calcutta is to the efleetthat Sir 11. Rose was at or near Saugor 
on the 15th of January, witli the second brigade of his column, consisting of almut Cavalry and 
Infantry (of which about 1,000 arc F.uropeaiis), besides artillerymen aitd sappers. Twentytliree guns, 
of which ten nre sit^c artillery, are attscMd to this brigade. * 

Sir H. Hoses first brigade is at Mfaow. It is somewhat less strong tlian the second. 

1'he Kamptee column already st Jubbulpore consists of 900 infantry, 750 Cavalry, and nine 


Nagpore end the Nanm's territories are by the last sccounU quiet, and the good aerviee of the 
Nagpore teoops towards Sumbo^iore had justifira the oonfidence in which they were rearmed. Brigadier 
bM reached Kamptee with purt of bis column on the lOtli inatoqt. Tlie renttinder, of 
which Her Mmeaty's 4Srd Regiment forms a part, was at Kurnaul on the lOth instant. Eight tltoumnd 
baHo^s and auty hones to M made up to 100 were ready at Nagpore to lie dispatched te Allallq|wd 
lot the Bu^y of the anny. 
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No late news of particular interest from the native states of Central India and Rajpootana has 
readied Calcutta. Major-General Roberts was at Ahnirdabad oh his way to Rajpootana on the 15th 
iiistimt, but his force had not been brauf;ht together at that time. Tlicre was a strong report at Agra 
that the Oodeypore Rajah’s troops liad mutinied, but this proved not to be tlie case. 

The Nawnn of Tonk is understood to be behaving well, and to have taken Mvere mearares against 
t lie disatlcctcd party led by liis own brother and uncle, the latter of whom was killed in resisting arrest, 
while the former and others were put into confinement. 

I’he last account received via Agra states that a force advancing from Deesa had carried the 
fort of HownI, near Aboo, witli very small loss. 

Till' Piinjmth. —Everj’thing appears to be quiet in the Punjaub, and there is no remarkable intel¬ 
ligence from Ihcnro. It is believed that Sir John Lawrence will be able to spare a European regiment 
and some morn of his Punjaub regiments, for service in Hindostan. 

Pei/it. —Nothing new from Pegu. The corvette " Pelorus,” end two gun-boats, to be eventually 
increased lo three, having * proceeded to Rangoon, there will be the means of forming on the 
Irrawaddy u strong naval fori e in addition to the European military force sent from Calcutta and 
Madras. 

Calcutta .—A bill to render lawful the impressment of labourers, earts, &c., with a view fa> the 
urgent necessity for the speedy preparation of barracks, has been introduced into the Legislative 
Council. Tlie protection from the climate of our European soldiers is a necessity which aidmits no 
doubt or d<-lay, and though in most stations ordinary Inlinr may be procured in abundance, artisans 
arc often scarce, and are retained, by contract or otherwise, in the sendee of private employers. An 
authority to collect them, and insist on their working for Government is required. 

The foundation for Police Battalions, under each lo(»l (lovcrnment, has been laid. 

The 60th Kcginicnf, driachments of the fitli and 19th Regiments, some Royal Artillery, and some 
trained cavalry horses from the (hape, have reai-hcd (’alcutta. 'I’hc Mth ]>rncecds up-country imme- 
dintclv. 

The first cargo of cavalry and artillery horses from Australia is arrived, IfO in numl>er. The 
sHjijily thcr.' r-luniimhle is likely to be considerable. Another ship-hmd of elephants, sixty-two, has 
been successfully brought from Mouimein. 

Her Majesty’s ship “ Chesapeake,” lieariiig the flag of Commodore Watson, Her Majestr’s ship 
“ Pclonis,” and two despatch gun-bo.its (making np the number of the latter to four in all), have 
arrived in the river. The disposal of some of these has been mentioned above.* 

The I7fh Native Infantry, now at Mir/.npore, is abont to to come down to Calcutta, and is ordered 
to China, being n general sendee corps. The men have voluntarily expressed thwisclvcs ready* to 
go. .Some sickly and unfit inoii have been permitted to take their discharge, and the complement of 
the regiment will be made up by the .’iddilion of details from the G5tli Regiment at Ohaseporc, also a 
general service eorps. 

< Jpiiend Poatson has been ordered to the Nizam's country to raise there ti body of Cavalry. 

The arrival of the remainder of the T.ueknow garrison is expected with intcrc.st. 

It is a curious circniiistance that, notwithstanding the disturbed state of the country, the Cabul 
fruit vendors have found their way down n.s usual, even to Calcutta; and Cabul grapes. Ac., are hawked 
about the streets just a.s usual. It seems that while all other traffic has been absolutely stopped, 
these sturdy Affghnns. accustomed to lawless jilaecs, have brought their camel caravans through the 
disturbed districl.s with comjiarntivelr little injury, and generally sold their camels to our Commissariat 
at or below Cawnporo. 

Finunre. —^I’he results of the Inst opium sale arc favorable beyond expectation, and are remark¬ 
able. Two thousand seven hundred and five chests sold at an average of 1,4S6 rupees per chest, and 
for a total of 9f<,sr>,.'l5(l rupees; while in the corresponding month last year .‘kfl.'jS cheats brought only 
29,49,t)t)0. The cost of manufaeture of the smaller quantity being much les.s, this smaller quantity has 
yielded u net jirotit exceeding that yielded by the larger quantity, by much more tlian the dtflTerence 
of the sums stated. 

The sucecssful collection of the revenue in many of the districts of the North-Western Provinces 
is a very favorable feature in our financial prus])eeta. 

'riie subscriptions to the loan since tiic close of last year, so far as yet known in Calcutta, amount 
to rupees.

Sir, Camp, Amorha, March 29, 1858.' 

I THINK it right to inform tlio Qovernmtnt, thoagh 1 wiliaipata no otijection to tho inewnre*, 
thnt it U my intontion to entorbun in the nujeob or poTioe eorpi fomiing hero, ae explained in my 
letter, dated 18th March, nuny eepoya who were aboent from their regiment* on leave at the time they 
mutinied, *uch, in ohort, a« come under the lit elauie General Orden of the Qovernor-Genoral, dated 
14th November, and who can be aioertamed to have reiided in the interim quietly at their homei, and 
to bare taken part in no local dieordera of any kind. 

2. Sheik Knyrooddeen, Deputy MogiitratO of tliii diitriot, and who fiUod the lamo lituation at Biillia, 
in the Gbazeeporo district, throughout tlio pa»t year, telli me he became ac<|UiiiiiteJ with many euoh 
■epoyi in tliat part of the country, whoie conduct wai irreproachablu, and oven actively lnyal, for they 
repeatedly offered him their lervicei, and that they will now l>o only too glad to taka nurvicu on <1 rupoei 
a month. 

S. A better clan of men for tho [)oq)oae could not be obtainmi, fur they are already drilled 
themmlvei, and would aid in diiuiplining Uio other raoruito, nor ihould I entoriain the luMt doubt of 
^eir fidelity. Indeed, I believe tfie very mine aepuyi who havo inutiniod and Imcii fighting agninat ut, 
would now gladly aorve U|b aud faithfully too, for many yean to come, could (hoy but aee nitv hopoi of 
pardon, for, whatever their real or imagmed grievanoei, they never would have revolted had they not 
thought the power waa completely in ^ir hand*, aud now they havo awakened to a clear perception 
of their deluaioni, and the hopclcasaeai of contending againat the llritioli Govoriiniont. I mint not be 
BUepcoteil in theae remarka of offering an ii|iulogy fur iiiutinuora, or advocating rleiueiiey towurda them; 
1 am only itating wliat 1 believe to have been the real cauno of tho miitiiiiei, in aiipivirt of my view, 
that there is iiotuiiig to prevent men drawn from tho same clane I'roiii Iwiiig faithful lervanU of tli« 
State, heucdfurtb, a«, heretofore, they had Ihioii believed to be. 

4. I have, tberofore, direeled Slieik Khyrooilducii to bring tiio ItHi micli men, whose geod buliaviuiir 
he can guarantee, ain^ if the (iuveniiiiont sees no objoctioii, 1 iiropuso culurtaiiiing a larger number. 

5. Since 1 last wrote things iuve come to my knowledge which induce mo to tiiiiik it would lie 
impolitio to raise |iolieo coips, composed largely of Goorkhas, m districts bordering on N()]ial. On tliis 
au^cct I will oxpreas inysolf without reservo in a deml-otticial eomtiiuniealioii.

Sir, AUu/iahiil, March 8, 1858. 

DURlN(i tlie Ruspennion of all constituted authority and the prevalence of anar(!hy throughout a 
large portion of the North-Western Provinces, plunder and crimes of lesser rhdence were frequently per¬ 
petrated by the uncontrolled people among themselves. It has been represented that the parties 
concerned ore often ready to coinproinisc such cases, and instructions have been solicited iur the 
guidance of the officers of Government in that event.* 

2. The Governor-General draws a broad distinction between acts committed directly against the 
Government, or with a view to the subversion of its authority, and acts of plunder and minor violence 
committed by the people amongst thcinselvos wlien tlic restraining power of Government was in 
abeyance. 

3. The Governor-General docs not desire that all crimes falling under the latter category should be 
treated as crimes against the State. Ringleaders, as well as persons concerned in heinous oflenoes and 
acts of aggravated violence, against whomsoever committed, must be prosecuted and brought to 
exemplary punishment, and, where eoinpIaiuU are lodged, the cases, uhetlier groat or small, must of 
course he taken up and disposed of as between the parties. Rut if the claim be for restitution of 
propert y ])Iundcrea, or for damages in consequence of injuries sustained during the period of suspended 
authority, hisTmrdship would anprove and encourage the udniis-sion of a compromise hctwcriithc pro¬ 
secutor and the defendants; and wherever this may be cifei'tcd, and the ciise is one marked by no 
circumstance.s of special aggravation, criminal proceedings may be stayed conditionally on the fulfil¬ 
ment of the compromise witliin a reasonable time. 

4. I am to communicate his I<urdship’.s wi.sh tliat these iirinciplcs may be inculcated upon all the 
otlieers of Government emiiloyed in erimiiial proceedings.

Puring the period that has elapsed, iiiulvr the insurrection various individuals have collected 
from the luuiViordars on different prctc-xtH: sh yet, of course, I do not know .all who have collected, hut 
the Rajah of lthan))ore has eolicctcd from the inhabitants of the Chaiidoyroo district; and the 
Ranee of Jlionsi, and also, it is said, in a lesser degree, the Ranee of Tchree, from those in the 
Jhansi district. 

4. Although, of course, properly sjieaking, none of the IunilM>nlars or ryots should have paid kist 
to any one save tlie renreseiitativos of the Urilish Govurmnoiit; yet, as in many instances, they paid 
under compulsion, anu, in fact, could not help doing so, 1 shall foci ohligod by your iuforiuiiig mu 
whether or no ]iarties so situate<l are to be cumiielled to make good to Gorcriiiiient the sums so paid by 
tboin to other parties ns kist, and also by your giving mo some general instructions regarding ryots 
who have |>aid up tlicir lists to Malgmixars and others who have gone into rolicllioii.

HAVING laid before Uie Governor-Gonoral j-oiir letter, dated the SStii ultimo, eolicitiii^ inetrue* 
Uone for your euidance in the collection of outatandinc arroara of revenno in the dirtricti of Jalonu, 
Jhanai, and Cnandeyroe, I am coiiiiitanded by his Lordship to oomniuoicatc the following reply 

2. Tlic rubbeo crops in Buiidlceiind ri]>en early, and the demand on aiH'onnt of it has uways been 
realized to soino extent in anticifKttion of the dates on whioli it falls due. .\s our hold upon the province 
was Biiuntained till the iMoiniiiiiK of .lone, a considerablo portion of tho rovciiuo for tliat harvest will 
probably be found to liave l^n collecte<t prior to tlio outbreak. On thAtUier hand, neither daloun nor 
Jhansi were in a state of financial prosperity. Itevision of settlement was in praj;rcss in both distriota, 
and there may have been large uncollected balances. 

3. It will probably be a work of some time to ascertain with accuracy what had been collected, 
and wluit was in arrear when our administration was displaced. 

4. It will be beat, therefore, in his T.ordsliip’s opinion, to oonfino your first demand to tlie 
eolleetion of the entire khiirrcef insuhnents,—those, namely, for Noveinlier and Ducenibur,—hut, iu 
doing so, you will make it distinctly understood that the Goveninient does nut forego its claim u|ion the 
arrears due for the prooe<ling instalment. 

5. Ah a general rule, you will cbllert the entire Italaiicu in all <|uarle)'s; numerous ohjectioiis will, 
no doubt, be brought forward ofc<illcctii(iis having been already onforcod by the rebel antlmrilius. It is nut 
])osatblo for his Lonlsliin to prescribe any rule that shall bo applicable to all oases. Little inlbriiittiiou is 
possessed, either as to tiie amount of such exactiuns, the circumstauros under wliicb they woru made, or 
the behaviour of the landholders themselves. 

b‘. When tho kliurrecf iiistslmeiits fell due, tho progress of events in all parts of tho country must 
havo rendered it apparent to the people that the tenure of tlio tuurping rulera could nut be long main¬ 
tained, and, excepting under niilitary pressure, tho landholders had every reason to withhold pavmciit, 
unless their sym^thies were with the robellion. Where there is ground for believing that landholders 
favorably dis|>ased to our Government'were coerced into paying revenue to tho rciwls, through no fault 
of their own, there may exist a claim for consideration. 

7. Some advortenro must also lie hod to the means of the proprietors, and their ability to carry 
on tho management of their estates successfully. If persons who liave shown no disafl'octiuti to the 
Jlritish Oovernnient havo siifferod from plunder and exaction, it may ho inexpedient still further to 
trench upon their capital and means of conducting agricultural oiwratioiis, by inskiiig a second demand 
on account of revenue already paid under compulsion. 

8. These principles will be applied by you iu referenco to the circumstaiices of each particular cate, 
and they will be held etpially applicable to outstanding arrc.ara of previous harvests so soon as you sliall 
have obtained accurate iufurination as to their siiiount. 

9. As directed in paragraph 27 of the circular of the Sudder Board of lleveiine, datml .'list July 
last, you will report to the Board all instances in wbicli you may admit any rolaxatiou of the full 
demand on the above aceouuts, with the {{rounds of jour determination. 

10. You will understand that no KiniMion of any kind will be ontortained iu favor of any persons 
who arc suspected of having voluntarily sided with the rebels, or shared in marauding aud phiiideriiig 
expeditious. 

11. Non.pro])rictsry eiiltiviitors, who.hnve |Nud up their rents to tlie proprietors, wilt ordinarily ho 
exempted from any furtiier charge, although the |iruprietors may have oniliezzletl tho amount, or paid 
it to the relict Government.

ON tlje erening of tlio llth Miiv, when oaoapinjr from tlio mntiny at Dolhi. and nrlion aitont 
three milcg from the eantoniiiente, I found tnvwlf attnokwl hy two trooper* of the Srd Cavalry, who * 
wounded and uniioraed me. Dnriuie the iii^'ht f I.av roiieeitlcd in a field, and oouKI hoar the inutineere 
talking; a* they paaaed. Next inomint; (I2tl0 I wa* diaeovered hy nomo villaf;ers, who awoatetl me 
kindly, and aak^ me to go with them, aa I alioiild otherwiee aiirely be diseovorod and killed. 7’hi! man 
who apoke proved to he a zemindar, hy name Mann Singh, and bv eaato an aheer; be took mo to hi* 
village, which waa cloae by, and called Rhniaooa, and gave me fwid and drink. lie would have kept mo 
concealed in hi* village, hut the other people feared I abonld be deUMitcd hy the troo|>crM, who wero 
aeouring aljont all over the conntry, wdiich would have subjected them all to the fury of the ii'mlinovrH 
Maun Singh then said he wonld eend me to another and more remote villago of his own, which, lieiiig 
nearly surrounded by a jiieel, and. moreover, being a very jKior and wrotched placo, was not likely to ho 
visited by mutineers. Accordingly, he sont two men, one named .Tnmtiadnss Hyragee, and the other 
Dowlut ^m, sheer, to guide me to the village .Tehangoerfiore, which was about a mile distant. T 
reached it about 11 a.m. ; the villagers, who were nearly all ahw'rs. Kiirnnmdi.Ml me, pitiwl my condition, 
and regretted what had hap|)«nctl, and assured tno that they would do nil in their |n>wer to insure luy 
Mfety.' I was taken at once to the hut of one Lalljce Jat, who, with his sims Iliirna and Sitiya, di<l all 
in their power to make me comfortable, T remained in this village for seven days ; lieiiig mi close to 
Delhi it was very unsafe to stir out, and the troopers came daily with their i«inies to cut grass near it. 
My presence in the village was known to all the iieopio of it: they .all iimmI to come and talk, and 
expn-ss their sympathy : they all seemed to think that the Tirilish rule was at an end. and nil regrnlleil 
it. Them being no milk in tho village, one I’nitoo Swnper. or others of Ins family, nswl daily to laki* 
the trouble to go and procure some from ad jacent villages. T had nothing tn mwanl theso poor people 
witli, anti thought at that time everything seemed going against the Knglish ; srill, thi*v stnek hy me, and 
behaved most kindly. If my presence bail lieeomn known, it wnuhl inevitably liavo hronglil. ruin on 
them. Maun Ringh eamo and visiteil me once or twice. However, tho si.e>'nlji ilav (IHi.li', sriin.'one 
friglitenetl the people of Jtihangoerpore hy s.ayiiig that the exisletiee of a ‘‘ Feringliee ’ in their iill:t:.'o 
had lieeonic known to tho mntineeni. who declared they pnrposeil to hunt me up ; they llnTeforo lir;r ;('d 
me to tpiit their village, and said tli'ev wmild take me again to Mann Singh at IllmlMioa. Seeino tin v 
were really alarmed, ami fcariii;' them might ho soiiio truth in the re(.iirt. I agn'ed to go, nitd I 
aeeordingly started at night; on reaching IHiiiImsib, they first totik nio to .liimnadoss'sliou'e. which i'.oii 
the outskirts of tho village ; word was then sent tti Mann Siiigli (hat I liatl eonie to ask his jiriifi’etioii ; 
one of his men came ami professeil that Mann Singh was away (this I heln ve to have been nniroi'), and 
that I had hotter go awav to wmie other jjlaee. f then ap)iealed to .1 iimnadoKS Hyragee, who very rea niy 
and kindly said he wonld take care of me, and added, that heing a Hyragee and Hralimin, ho was m-, i 
likely to be snsneetetl. 

I remained with .Imnnadois for six davs. He gave me the best part of his honsn to live in, and the 
best fi»d ho ooiild. My preseneo in (ho village was known to only tme or («o, ami 1 eonid never vetitnro 
ont of my mom except when dark; Hhulsooa being situate so close to tin' roail. where (ho mniiiieei s 
passed and mpassed dailv. I was obliged to Im extremely careful. .1 nmnai'os* said if I <Miiie<i a few tlayr, 
till he got his grain in, he would devise some plan for my getting to Meerut. He, his wife, and hi<< 
brother Gimgadoss remained uniformly kimi to rue, ami wore aUt.ays praising llin Knylisli rule; amt 
regretting the state of things that there prevailed, and saiti the *o|>oys must have all heeome mail, to turn 
against such gontl masters. On the evening of the 24lh Mnv, Junina(lie<*, having got ali liis grain in, void 
tomo”l wifi start with you to Meerut to.niorrow', if vou like to venture." I ngroetl, ami disguising 
myself a* well as 1 conld, we started helbr© daylight. Dowlut Rain also i.eeompaniisl us. \Vb crossi.sl 
the Jumna by boat, and though wo passeil several villages, and I w.aH seen ami inlerrogaleil hy several 
people, stiU no one molested me. Whilst resting under a tree at noon, na old man im ited mu lu his 
village ; ho proved to lie a jugga zemindar, of .Soohliannoro ; he gave tia* fiwsj. sad 1 rested at his place 
for three houn. I learnt from him that certain other fiigitives from Helhi h.a<I passed a few days heforu, 
and had gone on to a person be called '* Frsnsoo Sahib,” who, he said, was an European zemindar. 
Proceeding on, at sunset 1 reached a large village ciUled Khckra, there the |»e<i(ilc were also extremely 
kind, and told me that a large ftarty of English, of both sexes, had staycil with them for two days, and 
then gone on to “ Fransoo Rahib ”: some of them voluntcereii to aceoinpany me (here, and did so. I 
reache<l Hnrehundporo aliont fi, anil there I found an old man, Mr. Francis Cohen, au Eurasian of 
German descent, lie rceeivesl me most kindly, and did all he could to make iiie eonifoi table and haptiy. 

Hi* two grandsons vied with him in showing kindness; their names are .Messrs. iJeorgu GjIimi I'ccliu, 
John Cohen Peche. I then fmmd that the iindeniieutioncii Itad met with like ltiiidm>f<a from tim Cohen 
familyLieutenant-Colonel K^'vett. Lieutenant M. I’rocmi, an>l Liiiiienaiit II. (iiaMdiier, of tho

Allahnlnul April UO, 1858. 

IT is the melancholy duty of the Governor-General to announce the death of that most 
distinguished officer, Captain Kir William Peel, K.C.B., late in romniund of Her Majesty’s ship 
“ Shannon,” and of the Naval Brigade iit the North-Western Provinces. 

Kir William Peel died at Cawnporo, on the 37th instant, of small-pox. He hail been wounded 
at the commencement of the last advance u|H>n Lucknow, but had nearly recovered from the wound, 
and was on his way to Calcutta when struck by the disease which has brought his honorable career 
to an early close. 

Sir Williom Peel’s services in the field during the last seven months are well known in India 
and in England: but it is not so well known how great the value of his presence and example has 
been wherever, during this eventful period, his duty has led him. 

The loss of his daring, but thoughtful courage, joined with eminent abilities, is a very heavy 
one to his country { but it is not more to be deplored than the loss of that influence whidi his 
earnest eharaeter. admirable temper, and gentle, kindly bearing, exercised over all within hi* reach 
—ail influeiiee which was exerted unceasingly for the public good, and of which the Governor- 
General believes that it may with truth be said that there is not a man of any rank or profession, 
who, having been associated with Kir William Peel in these times of anxiety and danger, has not 
felt and acknowledged it.

It is well known to the British Government, and to all the world, that the country of Hindoostan 
in former times was almost solely inhabited by |)eople of Hindoo persuasion, and timt many years 
afterwards the Mtdiomeflans conquered the country; and it is also well known that the Hiiidous are 
pruvcrhially foolish on the score of religion, and deem no religion eqii.d to llieir own. 

To the best of my belief ami understandiiig, the tirst symptoins of disnircetion to the British 
Gorertinieiit on the part of the sepoys were shown in IH.i.J, when an army from liiiidoostan was 
ordered to Cahts,!. When this army eiossed the Indus at Attoek, the sepoys became diseoiitenfed, 
grumbling, and angry. They heard that when Kajali Maun Mingli, Wiizrer of one of the former 
Einjierurs of Delhi, crossed tlie Indus to wage war with the .\trghuiis, he euii'-ed all the Hrahitiiiis lo 
take off their jaiieo, or saercsl thread, worn by Brahiiiiiis, and einbleniulie ol their easte. and told all 
his men that the ilindm, religion extended no fniiher tiiaii the Indus, .Maun Singh huill. a temple 
on the other side of the Indus, arid in this temple the Brahmins were directed lo suspend flieir jaiieri. 
This fact is well known to all Hindoos, whether literate or the reverse. One of liic ensloms of the 
Hindoos is never to eat or cook llicir food iiiilil they base bathed ami gone tl'ioiii'h oiln r forms of 
their religion. When in 183h-.m, the army reached Ailglianistaii, the Hindoos lefi oil' bathing, uiid 
the pcrfomiaiicc of other acts which their form of religion demnnded, on accounl ot the estreme cold, 
to which they were uiiaccustonied. Whatever they purchased in the baziuir (or their daily foml, they 
were compelled to lake from the hands of the M.iOoim-daiis, la'caiise in the Calimd country all the 
Bunneealis, with ferv exceptions, are of the .Mahomedao faith. The llmdoos being oliliKcd, as above 
stated, to abstain from certain acts of tbeir religion (bntliing, which to a Hindoo is aiimist as ricees- 
aary as his daily food'), and to receive their hnuid from the iiamls ol the Malioniediuis, fiineied they 
had lost their caste, and had liecii forred to hecoine Mahomcdaris j they therefore heeatrie much 
dissatisfied and disgusted. 

When the winter set in at CahiHil, the llindoostanre sejuiys suffered much from the siiow and 
cold. The commanding officers, pitying their wndirion, gave to each man a “ postcen,” or jacket, 
made of sheep-skin, the wool worn inwards. The sejmys at the lihic preti-m.le«l iinicli lo be pleased 
with the *' pffsteens,” but really in their iiearts were much displeased, br causc no iiindim, cxv«|A of 
the lowest caste, likes to touch the skin of a dead animal. Fearing to object, they consented to wear 
them. They thought and talked openly antiongst themselves, “V\e must not show our anger and 
discontent in this country, because if we do we shall never be able to return to Himlorotan, and we 
cannot live in this country,” s«» they kept quiet only to show their anger and diseonteiit on a more 
opportune oocMion. They, moreover, thought that, even if they did inuliny in that country, amU 
kilW all the EngKsh, th«y srould he no bkter off, liecsuse the .Mtghana would (»irii]a‘l them to 
become MahomedanB. Many sepoys of the 27th and 5llh Native Infantry, who wrre wtfiinded and 
taken priaonera, wereoonveit^ to Mahomedanism. Du not let any English geutleieetr llniik*^hitt the 



(J)ove is not true because they were nut acquainted with it at the time. A native of Hindooetui 
M’hlom opens his mind to his oflficcr; he only says what lie thinks would please his officer. The 
si-|iovs irsri’ve their real ojiiiiioii until they return to their lines and to their comrmles. 

W lii ij tiie Kii^lish returned to Fero/eporc, in 1842, I was there with the Lii;ht t'oinpany of iny 
l'i:''nient, the Htli Native infaiitry, in which iny father was a Suhadur. Kight Lii'ht Companies 
v.i u- foriin d into (MU! re"inn'.nt, and wen: under orders for Atf^hanistun. hut were no.ver jiciit, I was 
iheii a 1 visited nearly all the rciriinents that had returned from Cahuul, having many friends 

and ai ini iiiilances in them. The sepoys of all the regiments were dis|deased at having hven sent to 
Caiiool. .M.d said of Ihemsclve.s that hy going to ('ahool thev had become uiitensts to their religion, hy 
haiiiig la vn eoinpclled to (dothe themselves with the skins of animals, to ahstnin front bathing, and 
other acts demanded hy their religion, in consequenec of tin* country being so iinritted for Hindoos, 
on ueeount of the great cold, and the whole country being Mahoiiiedans. 

The Muhonioduns of the regiments were displeased because they said the British (Jovernnieiit 
had I'oreed iheni to figlit against jieople of their creed, which was forbidden in the^oran. For saying 
llii-., a sidiudur of the 27th Native lidiiiitrv uas shot to death hy musketry. The Mahoinedaris always 
boasted amongst themselves how they had evaded the English order, by never taking aim when 
they bred. » 

None of the Mimloos in Uindooslan woiikl eat with their comrades who went to Affghaniatan, 
nor would they even allow them to touch their cooking utensils: they looked upon them all as outcasts, 
and treated them accordingly. It was said that the sepoys of the 27lh Native Infantry, who were 
shut U]) ill (ihiiznce, were all cotiijiellcd to hciwiie Mahoincdaiis. 

At Fvrozvpore,/ulim Singh, a suhadur in the 7lsl Native Infantry, told the men of the 35th 
Light IiiFanlry that, they had lost thvir caste and bveotne Mahotncdaiis, and that eonsequently none 
of tlieir viMiirades couhl cat or siiiokv witli them. For tiiis offence he was tried hy a general eourt- 
iiinrllal, and disimssvd the service. When the sepovs of other regiments heard how the sepoys who 
went to Allglianistan were treated hy their own comrades, and hoard what hunhhips th(‘y hud uiidiw- 
goiic in Affghanistaii, thev hceaiiic exci'cdingly dissatisfied and displeased with the fiovcrniiM'iit for 
haring ordered tlieni tlieie. and ileleriiiincd on the first t.avorui)le opportunity to show their feelings. 

'I’lic lirsi sviiiploiiiH III iniiliiiv hrokv out in the tilth Native liifimtry, wlio were ordered to Scinde, 
on thvir iirrivid at Sukliur, and I hvlicvc, previous to their arrival there, they iniilinied about their 
pay. 'riiv 7th Light Caralrv and several other regiments showed a most mutiiiou' spirit. Iiut beyond 
iiaiigiog II few men in the tiltli, and transporliiig and disiiiissing others, the (ioveniiiienl took hut 
little notice of the had feeling cxiiieed. 

Some years after this, the British went to war with the Sikhs, and annexed the Pimjauh to tlicir 
dominions. On the aiiiiexulion, the native army occupied the eomilry, and the .se|i(ivs ree<‘ivcd douhle 
hiiltaas long as thev remained in the I'liiijaub, hut the British (iovvrmiieiit never openly priiehiimed 
how long hattii would he granted. From avariqe and love of moiiev. the sepoys hked servieg in the 
I’liiijauli. When the tegimviils in the I’linjiinh had served a certain lime, they were relieved hy other 
reginienls from liiiidooslan. The relieving regiments were not allowed donhie I iiU '.hut drew what they 
would have drawn from their own provinces. 

This was looked upon as a great grievance. For this reason the Utilli at f'lnrilser nmlinied, and 
were disbanded, and, in iny hnmldc opinion, sverc very properly treated ; for, it'an .-i inv is faithless to its 
•salt, and can di'ciih' as to the proper imiouiil. of pav it is to receive, of what good is it r It is right 
for every one to receive aceordiiig to his deserts. 'I'lie .tg’nd and 2'Jiid Native Infantry also showed 

... of nuiliiiy. hnt. they were hushed up. 'I’lic (lovornment must lie well aw:ne that when a 

soldier has once or twice shown a disposilioii to niutiiiv, he is useless as a suhfier. One iiintirim s 
sepoy alleets his whole ciimpaiiy, and gradually one iiiun after another, either from fear or .'.ymjiathy, 
joins the mutineer. 

It is very necessary, when any sepoy or sepoys mutiny, that the <'on:iii.»nding ofiicer of the 
regiment should report fiiliy the whole eireuinstances to the OoverniiKMit. How ollivrv. .se eaii the 
(iovernnieiit liecomc aware of the fact, and make proper urraiigement to prevent the tiiuliiiou.s feeling 
from siireadiiig V 

Niaiiy vonuiuiiuliiig ollieers, to my knowledge, reported their regiments all right when they knew 
th.it there was diseoutent and had feeling in the ranks, n.iil to my belief, for the sake of the name of 
their respectivercginu’uis.com'cah'd the real state of thvir rogimvnts.until at lengtii the sepoys took to 
murdering tlieir (illivers. 

1 feel perfectly cnnviiiccd that, up to the present time, the real cause of the mutiny, and the feeling 
ot tlie country generally again.st tin: llrilish rule, is not irell known to the Ntutc. It is for this rea.sun 
that 1 uni now taking the liherlv of ex|m*ssing iiiy views on the subjeel. 

I will now ntteiiqit to explain why the sirdars and higher clas.scs of Iliiidoostan became disaffected 
to the British (iuveriinient. 

1II IS-iy or ISjO tlie authorities of Shahurunpure caused a large liospital to he built for the sick of 
all creeds and persua.sioiis. The principal authorities (1 pur|>oseIy abstuiii from giving names, although 
1 could do so), issued a proclamation saving that all siyk men or women, high or low, /'UrJaA uUhttn 
(ihosg wlio never go out in piihlicjor otlicrs, iiiu.sl resort to this hospital for treatment, and all native 
I'raelitiimciN were Ibrlriddeii to prescribe or attend sick people. When the meaning of tills proclama- 
tiiiii was explained to the chief ji.'ople, they collected many men together for the pur|>o.sc of making a , 
ilistni haiu',', for these people iiuaginiiied in their ignorniice that it was the intention of the British to 
take away the dignity and iMuinir of all; on this acvuiint they became angry and c.xcilcd. and deter¬ 
mined to ull’vr opposition, hut for waul of arms they could do nothing. When the authorities saw the 
lid f.vh ng the ))roc1uiu«tiop had produced they withdrew it, and the excitement ftir a time subsided. 

;V xeanir two after this, my regiment, the 8ih Native Infantry, was cantoned at Shahjehanpore. 

1 was in tjiv h.kl);( ot .visiting the chief people of the city. In conne of conversation these jteople said 
to mo, if’ any of our brothers commit any offence against the State, according to the nature of the 
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oflenr« and b}- the laws of the land thev get punished ; this is all very right and proper^ and wa have 
nothing to say against it. but the law must he bad xrhicli by its iiidirtioii ruins our reli^n} for 
iiistanrc, when any one is sentenced to iniprisuinnent, immediately on his rcaehing the prison nis beard 
and moustache are cut; this is to us a great insult. In jail it is ordered that the prisoners should ept 
in messes, the Mahomedans by themselves and the llindiKss by themselves; this is no outrage to a 
Malioiuedan, but if is a great one to the feelings and religion of a lliiidon. One tiindou won’t cat * 
from the hand of another unless they hap|xeu to be hroihers or cousins. The < iovernmenl is also well 
snare that there are many kinds of Hralimins—for instatiee, tlierc are Tewarecs, Dhobics, Chonbic.s,. 
Faundcs, Missers, Opadiahs, SookhuLs, llaghpais, Agiinitrios, ; none of these, though all 
Brahmins, will cat from each other’s liantls—tliai is. won’t cat ivtial the other cooks. 1 ask what is 
the use of such men in any army ? 'I'o give an insuiiee—amongst the tifiy Sikhs of tins regitnent 
lately lK‘sicged at .Vrrali, there xvas one lliiidoo.stiiiiee llrahmin; ihU muii for five or siv days neither 
ate nor drank anything; at the end of tliis fiim- he was so iiiluci-il thai he eonld semvely stand, lie 
was of no use in the garrison, even had he heon inistnl; the other men, Kun>|M‘iin tir Sikhs, came out 
OS well as they went in. On account of these )iri,son tirrangciuenis ii mis the <’.enernl opinion that the 
Govcnimeiit wblied todoaway with all caste. When any Mindoois released from prison he is niwnyt 
tahooed hy his fumily and looked u|Mm as having lost caste; on tiiis nceoiint both the prisoner and his 
relatives liceonie disafl’ected towards tlie (loveriimvnt. 'I'lic above strictness was carrierl out in many 
jails, in ronsequence of which disturbances hioke out in the (iy§h. Arriih, llenarcs, and inuny other 
jails. • 

.■Vfter these events the niissionarics requvsti'd ail the Moniviesinui I’nndits tMnhoiuedau and 
Hindoo priests), to asseiuhle, and when asseniliied asked them why they sliut up their women ? That 
tliev ought to let them out like women of other countries; told them they ought not to cireumciae 
ihetr ehildreii or give them the'jiinco, or marry tlieiii until they were eighteen years of nge ; and that 
none of the nhove forms .should he carried out xvitliool. Ilie permission of tiie Miigistrale of the district. 
These questions and remarks caused great fear in the minds of both the Muhimu'dnns ami the liiiidooS| 
thrv said annmg.st tliemsclve.s, if the Uoverninent insists upon our iieliiig up l<i these ordera what nest 
shtJl we not he cuiiipelled to do against our eustoms and religion } To talk over lhi.s innitor many 
jicrsiins of holli religions nssemhied in (Jaleulta. The iiiissioi'iiries pi tlie Mofnssil also spoke to the 
same elfert to the villagers, so tlinl all, more or less, lieeatiie alnrtiied for their religion and displeased 
withllie (Jovernment, for they Utought the missiuiiuries dare not give sneli orders Milhont the consi'iit 
of the (jovernment. 

TIte Government is wi ll amoe tlial the generality of the inhahilniils of flimlooKluu are uiiedtiealed 
and e,\lremelv higolcd. aiid the more uneduciited tlu-y nri-, the more liigoted; Ihi-v liitve no liooks or 
Iileriitnre, and think what their h.lhers did heforc thrni ih.il must he the hesl for iiisluine, tliev wear 
the same clothes, of the same pattern as their loieesturs did hefmv them, and imagine tliiil if they pul 
on 11 coat or trousers of im Kiiglish ent. it indii nlcs a (,'lirisll:m; they think imrlhiiig new or 
anylhiiig lliey don't mnlersUind, must he mcimt in some way m- oiher to nUeet their religion. 

From this foolishness on their |)nit, all the late anarchy and iniii has ( omc to ]ias... 

In the llrilish (invcrnmciit iiniicscd the kucolom of Oinle. \t the lime of atincsalioii, it 

xias the talk of the whole of lliiidooslan that the llrilish (■overiMo -iit hud promised the ruler of Otulu 
(I believe llial there was u livaly to the same ellVetj that the kiiigclotu of Onde sliould never he taken 
hy the J',iigli.sh, heeimsc> in foimrr times the kings of Oude ii.id rendered raluahle assistnm.'e to Uic 
Uritish (iovernmcnl. 

When the Gox'criiment of India issued the proeluinalion of the annexation througliont Oude, the 
King of ^ude al.so issued u pr(x.'lanniti<iii tluil on no ueeount should any of Ids suhjccU resist the 
British autliuritie.s, and that when the British troops entered his territory, all tissislanee in tlie sliapa 
of provisions, fke., shonid he ul!o{dnl. The siidata of Oude and tin; iiriny oi the king uheved hia 
order. The |>eo|ilc of llindooslan likewise ?uid, ‘■The eouniry ot Onde helmigs to the king, and 
wither he has done well or had as regards his own Uoveinnient, he has not iojured or hiukeii faith 
wilii tlie Kogliah in anyway; if the British (juvernmenf delhroiKs a king who has ever hceil so 
faithful to them, what iiide|H-ndeiil Nawah or Kajuh is s;ift ” l*'oi IIk' ainc.e iik’iiIioiiciI reivions, every 
sirdar who had anything to lose, iM-tom to fear mid siisjxet tin; Brltisli (ioveriinu-iil : hut they felt they 
were helpless, liaving no army witli whieli to resist, mid so they rtmamed ipiiet. waiting for a favorabh; 
opport unitv to rise. 

The feeling of the people of Oude hecanie known to im m tl.e following nnmiier. 1 waa^^ 
proceeding to join the Sikh regiment (laplani Uattray was r.-tising in (he I’unjaiih, iiiid arrived at 
Cawnporc on the I4lh ^far^Il, IKjti. On that dav the iVaa.'.h rif (;u<ic also reached Cuvsnporc on hia 
way to Calrutta. 1 remained at Cawiqwre sis days, and liad frequent iiiteniews with the king’a 
vakeels, courtiers, and servants. No one but his own people ever saw the king. ’J'iic priiniiial {rcopla 
of Cawujiore, and many of the lialivc oftieeia and .sepoys from the regimenio stationed at ('nwit|Kirc, 
had interviews with the vakeels and aervanUi of the king. Th>;y were all of oiMnion that the Govern* 
ment had acted unjustly in annexing the country of (jmte, rmd they all syinpaMosed with (he king and 
hit sirdars. . . * . • 

1’he Akeei, or iiiinistur, nf the llithoor chi(*f fthc Nana .buliih, wlio is ao well kii'ivi n for hia perfidy 
and craelty; was present, and said how displeased and angry hi.s mastrrwaa with the British fur annexing 
Oude. 

TIic serai in which 1 had taken up my lcni|iorary abode, he>’a;.ie i.o full with the king’s people 
and their visitors, that I wax eompelii .1 tojesne it. I went ;>iid lived viih bhuik Kahiem, a tuhadar 
in the seeonri company, Ut Nativi; Infanlry. 1 learnt from this officer that the sriM/ys of his reginiftit 
were ^1 indignant at the King of Gude being disiiossesscd of Ins kmgdons, aii3 talked o|i«nly aniongat 
themselves aa to the little faith that eonld lie ptaced in the Ktigiisli after their tre.atmciA of ttia king, 
who himself and his progenitors had hern mi tailhfni to them. A frw days after thin I pr<i«cc<icd and 
joint' viy new corps at Lahore, an«l returned with it to Bengal. • 

«i; j 
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On ttic mnrcli (luwn, I Imd lieard that the native infantry regiments at Barrackpore were 
beginning t«> sliow symptuins of mutiny; so from time to time I learnt all that 1 could of their 
|iroeee<lini;s. wliicli I duly reported to the eonimanding oHieer of my regiment. 

1 have no hesitation in asserting that, the rebellion first eommeneed in Calcutta, where the King 
of Oude was either a prisoner or under surveilhinee. 

'I'tic reason for the mutiny breaking out at Cawnixire is this. As stated above, the King of Oude 
reaelied Cawiiporc in lJeecnd)cr, lx.>C, and stayed there twelve or fifteen days, and the inhabitanta 
of Cuwiipoi'c and the sepoys bad many opporlunitics of planning mutiny and rebellion, llie annexa* 
tint! of Oude, in ud<liti<jn to their other imaginary grievnnees, eaused a universal disafifection 
throughout the army, and from that time it determined upon mutinying. 

When the country nf I’unjaid) was taken by the llritisli. a general order was issued that in every* 
lino regimeid, -00 Sikhs .and I’linjaulive Mnlioinedans ucre to he entertained. 

Many eornnmnding officers enlisted the nvpiired iinmher, some l.^O, some KKf. When the Sikhs 
and Mahomedims came fiir enlistment, the commanding ollieers promised that they would never 
interfere with their hair and beards; on this stipnlation,tlie I’unjauheeMaliomedans, in purtieuliir,tuuk 
service willingly. Sinrie years afterwanls a general oi'iler was issued by Oencral Anson, the late 
Cnmniandei'-in-ehief, direeting the Mahoinedans to ent their beards afU;r a prescrilred Ihshioti. On 
this order being understood, the I’nnjanhees petiti; ned their res|)eetive eommumling officers, saying, 
“ When we enlisted we were promisAl llnit our beards should not he cut, and we ca;iiiot and will not 
cut them.” • 

This was reported by the eomimmding officers to the (fomniander-in-chief, but liis Kxccllency 
would not listen to them, hut directed that tlic order should be carried out, and that those who refused 
to snhinil, were to be disinissed the service. Many Punj;tub sepoys, rather than have their lieards 
touched, took their discharge and went to their homes. These men on the road bitterly cpinphiincd 
how the comnmndiiig (dfleers luid broken faith with them, and .said there is no dependem'C to he placed 
iijwn the Knglisli; they say one thing ami do another. The llinduosfanec sepoys were also much 
(lis])lcHSed with this heard-eutting order, and with the w:ty the Punjauliees had been treuteil. .Siweral 
good men, who took their discharge on iieroniit of this order, le-eidistcd in this regiment, and i have 
often heard titem talking about tlsis order, and how tliey had lo.st so many years' service. 

In September, 1 a ironernl order was issued, to the effeet that all reernils hereafter enlisted 
must sw'e;ir that they would go wherever tlieir services were reqnireil. When the old se|H>ys heard 
of this order, they were imieh frightened and ilisple;ised; limy said, “ I’p to this day tliose men who 
went to Affghanistan liave not hren re-udinitted to their caste ; how are we ti» know where tlie Knglisli 
may not force tis to go; they will he ordering us next to go to London.” .\s 1 liave said above,anv 
new order issued by (iovernnient is looked upon with much sus|)ieion by the native army,;md is mneii 
t'linvussed in evei-y regiment. 

J.ately, the nrilish (iovernmeni desired tu introduiv (lie Liiglisli rille into tlie ranks of the native 
army, for this simple reason; this ritle can throw a hull with aeenr.-icy some !f(M> yards, and euiisequrntly 
is much supeiior to the musket. It w;vs of course given by the (luvcrniuent with a view to save, the 
.sepoys’ lives in action, hut the n;itives of this country are such ignorant, bigoted fouls, that tliey 
never will believe n;iything is intemh'd for their good. Throe depdt.s were appointed for tlie purpose 
of teaching the new ritic exercise; one was stationed .at Duin l)um, one at Undaallu, and one at 
Sealkule; one naik and four sepoys, one Kuropeun oflierr, one native otlieer, and one Inivildar were 
to he sent to learn the use of tlie new rifle, .\iiumg the sepoys sent there were many Bndimiiis. 
When these men vrere learning, a Kalassie from Fort William went to the sepoys who were on duty 
at the fort, ami told them that tlie eurfridgos of the new rifles were made tip with the fat of cows and 
pigs, and that if they hit these cartridges tiiey would lose all eiistc. On hearing tiiis, great su.spicion 
seixed their In arts ; tim Hrahmius especially ohjoemd to touch tliese»eurtridges, but were told that the 
(lovcniment would force tln’in. When they saw the cartridges, they said, ‘* If we touch these 
cartridges we shall lose caste, so how ran we put our teeth to them.Vhont thi,s time the men at 
Hum Dum wrote letter.s to all the other regiments in the service. From reading these letters, the 
wliolc army were induced to believe that the time was conic when the (jovernment intended to force 
them nil to (’liiisiiaiiiiy. .VII this was told me by the regiments at Oinapore. 

From this imperfeet relation of fuels, the (jovernment will perceive that for the Inst sixteen years 
the sepoys have liecn heeoiniiig more and more mutinous. The difl'erent orders, os above described, 
viz., tlic messing together in jails, the remarks and prucluination of missionaries, the annexation 
of Oude, the swearing in of recruits to go wherever they were orticred, and the arrival of the new rifle, 
set the whole eomitry nud army mud. The chieftains and sirdars kept constantly telling the sepoys 
that it WHS better to die than to give up their religion. For this reason alone, the lUtli Native Infantry 
at Herhamiaire muliiiicd, and wlien this regiment was ordered down to Calcutta to l>c disbanded, they 
gave out w lierevcr they went that they were martyrs tn their religion: They said, “ Wc iiave lost our breaa, 
hut hare held fust our religion. 'I'lie (iovernnient wanted us to bite the rnrtridgrs, and thus lose our caste, 
but we would not do it.” This was nothing hut lies on their part, herause the (lorcrnmeiit never issued 
the new cartridges tu them at all; the old blank cartridges that they had been in the habit of using 
were aRine issued: no new rifles had been issued to any except to the dcjwits, so why should the Govern¬ 
ment have issued eartriilgesr When the regiments at Meerut heard that the 19th had been disbanded, 
for, IIS they thought, ohjeeting to touch the new cartridges, they came to the determination to mutiny. 
Then the eomniiiiiding oftieers hrggn to promise their men that they should never he forced to use the 
new rifle, hut the sejaiys would not believe, them, hut ealletl them liars, firmly Iwlieving what their 
eoantryiiieii imd eomriulys told them. .\t this time the whole were alike in a state of mutiny. 

'I’iie force ut Meerut having mutinicil, and murdered as many officers as they could, went off to 
the King nf Delhi and proclaimtHl him king. They told him that the whole army had thrown oflT 
their allegutncc tolhe British, and were now at liis disposal, '^So now,” Mid the native officers, **yoa 
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are our chosen and hereditary king; give tlie order, and we will make arransements to fight these 
Kafirs of English.” 

The King of Delhi has had very little iiiten'oursc with the world, and still less with the native 
army, except latterly for treasonable purposes, hut ho roa<liIy believed what the troops told him, and at 
once proclaimed himself king, and pre|Mratiun.s to fight were at oticc commenced. When tlie troops * 
at CawnpdTe beard what was going on at IXdhi, they mutinied, and were nwly to march to Delhi j but 
the traitor, Nana Sahib, haring taken uji anus, persuatled them to stay with him. 'Die. nets of cruelty* 
performed by this fiend are now patent to the world. This wretch thought that by tlie change 
of Governments he would liceome one of the magnates of the land. It was he who ordered the 
scjjoys to kill all the Europeans, their wives, and their little ones, I iloiri think the sepoys would 
have killed their officers had the Nana Sahih not instigatetl them to do so, init in Hiiidimstan one iiiau 
acts as his fellow docs. 

In due course of time the regiments at Ditmpore mutinied, and put Ihenua'lves under a Uaj|)out 
Sirdar. Kooer Singh, of Jugdees|)ore. Witli these three regiments, Kotter Singh thought himself 
strong enough to defy the English, and lie |iri)claimed himself Rajah of Shahnlmd (whleli title ho 
retained tor about a week). At the time of this mutiny, I was aith the bead-quarters of iiiy corps at 
Patna, and 1 did nil in my power t«» orevenl tbe sepoys from iiHitinyiiig, but to mi purpose; tlicy 
lo<ikr<l always upon me as not one of tlieir own brullierbood. WJieii I knew the lime had arrived for 
these regiments to mutiny, 1 reported the eireiiiiisinoee to my eommaudiiig otlieer and the Cominis* 
sioiier of 8’atiia. Mr, W, Tayler, and IIicm* geiitli'inen niiule their arrimgriueiils to prevent the city 
of Patna Iroin rising. My early itir<iriiinlioo eimbleil all the Europeans ami their fiinidies to iisscmbltf 
at the Comniissioiier’H bouse, and all I ilid to show my lovalty, both at Patna and Diiiapore, is well 
known to the authorities at those places, ami douhtless this has hcen reported to Ih,' (joveinnieui, ns 
I have l>ecn handsomely rewarded. 

It is perhaps lut^lcss fur me to slate that since the English came In llimlooslan they huveulway.s 
l>een most particular in not interfering with the religion nml the ]ii'ejudiei's nf the people; but in niy 
humble opinion they have erred in only enlerlaioing liigb caste people in their army. I really lielievc 
that h,id the inferior castes been enterUiineii, as is the praetiee in the lloinbay uimy, the rebrilioii 
never woohl have renebed the height it has ihme. What eini it signifj, as long ns a young mnu is 
of the requisite physique, whether he is of a high or low euste? I lielieve hud the men of low l•lls^<• 
Iwcii entertained, lliey would have done anylhiiig or gone anywhere the (ioveriiment ile.ired, A 
mixture of creeds is highly essential in the native army, to |ireveiit disliirh.ineeh. 

Another reason (and in niy opinion ii very serious one) wliv the army heeniiie iiiiitinous and 
disafteeted, is this: promotion all went hy seiiioiily. nml mil ns it ought, aeeoriling to im-iil and 
jirufieicney. All the old men, from lenglli of service, worth iiolliiiig as eomiiiiHsioiied or iioii-coiimiis. 
sinned officers, reeeiied proimilion ; wliiNt wiuiiger imm. in every way fit, Iniigiiislierl in their lines, 
.saying, *• What nse is there in us exerting ourselves ; wc eaniinl gel promotion until our turn conies, 
and that time trail*t rome until oiir heads are grey ami our ijiouths toothless r" For thi.s reason tin; 
sc|ioys for the most part drew their pay and were careless with regard to llieir duly. The higher 
ranks of the native army from old age altiiie were qiiilo incapacitated fiom doing their tliily, even had 
thev the will to do it. I stale eonlideiitly that the generalily of the native offieers were an eiicuinhraiieR 
to the .State; instciiil nf eoinmniidiiig sepoys, the sepoys conimamled llieiii, and iiisU'ad of the 
eoinmissioiicd ami iioii-cornniissinnetl ranks preventing the men from iiimiiiviiig, they rather 
]>ersuatled them to do so. 

I will now endeavour to explain whv tlie feelings and iiili-iiliiiiis of llie sepoys diti mit hciromc 
known to their Kurujieaii uflicers. In former liiiies the officei's used to keep natise. women, iiiid 
constantly had the native officers innj sepoys in their society, and did more to (ilcusc them. These 
women exercised a good ileal of iiillnciicc in the rcgimeiil. This was all in ai'rordiiiiee w ith the feeling 
of the .sepoys. Hy acting in this way the officers did good service to tlic (•ovcriniieiit, lircaiise they 
became better axxjuainted with the eharoeter of their men, and with wlini was going on in the lines. 

In latter times this has not been the ixtse. It up|M-ars to inc, the otiicers who have biMgippointcd to 
the sen'ice within the last twenty years, are better educated than the ofliccrs of fnrffibr times were, 

I think more books have been publisheii lately. Now the officers marry English Indies, and there is 
le.ss in common between tbe officers and sepoys; of late years, the sepoys have not coiilided in their 
officers. The consequence of all this has hceo, that when the innlioy broke out, the officers were 
misinformed ns to its extent. I have been ever in the hnhil of keeping iiiy coiiiniandiiig offiuer 
informed of all that oecnrs. If all native offieers did likewise, the army could not mutiny. 

I lieg to state that in my opinion the natives <;f llimlooslan are only fituii f-ir niiltlia or police, 
for this simple reason, that (hey arc averse to serve in any otlier country but lheir own, for tbe 
Government must be well aware that no regiiiiciit has ever gone on board sliiji without showing mure 
or less discontent. 

In my npinion the Soiithals would make excellent materials for soldiers. I have st'eii a great 
many kinds of men, hut I have never l>eforc seen men like th^ Honllials, who arc of opinion that 
everything |he Almijghty has been pleased to make must he good, and c<msequeiitly cat evervilitu'’: 
tliey haw no prejudices of ca-ste or religion to fight against; for this reason, I lonchide they uuuhl do 
anything and go anywliere the Government desire. If is true these iiicn arc sarages, liiil’lhey could 
lie taught,•ven at other men are, for it is a well-known fact that “ civiliautioti begets civilization.” 

I consider that I onght to know the fetdiiigs of the late native army. In my grandfather 
was in the service of tbe British, and in due course. Iietxuiic and diqc^^kadar. ,My fatlicr was boui 
ill the army, and uocom|>aiiiod it everywhere until he became a entered* Uic service in ItJlA, 

and died a sulmdar in 183.1. 1 was accustomed to bear of former times from his own lip^ From tlm 

time of my birth 1 iltcoinMnicd my father wherever his regiment went, and in hif regiiqciit I wiih 
enlisted. Both my grandfather and father, as well as myself, were in tlie same corps. 1 rose to hu 
liarildar-major of my regiment, and then through the interest of Captain JUttray lifld the good fortuiiq 
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2fo. 49.

I HAVE the honor to forward, for your information, the accompan^'ing copy of a 
petition, from Nnwah .Ian l<1.4han Klian Bahadoor, praying for a recognition of bis 
services during the rebellion of 18.'*7, together u ith a copy of the resolution recorded 
thereon. 

2. You will observe that, in consideration of the conspicuous loyalty of Nawab 
Jan Kislian Khan, and his eminent services to the British Government, the pension 
of 1,000 rupees per mensem, wliich the Nawab now enjoys, is to be continued 
in perpetuity to the lineal heirs male of his body lawfully begotten; and that, as an 
additional reward, the proprietary right, in contis(;uted villages, assessed at 10,000 rupees 
per annum, is to l)e conferred on the Nawab, with remission r)f one-half revenue for his 
life, and of one-((uarter revenue for two generations, on <‘ondition of loyal Irelmviour and 
active service in any time of trouble or dia<»rder. 

.‘1. The (b>vcrmnent of the North-Western i’rovinccs have been re*|nest<'d to cause 
<'oiiliscatetl villages, to the above value, to be .selected in the district of Meerut for 
presentation to Nawab ,)an h'i.shufi Khan Bahadoor, on the foregoing condition.s. 

4. An extract from the (ieneral Order by the Governor-General in f'ouncil, in the 
Military Department, dated .'ith November last, rendering to Nawab Jan Fishan 
Khan the thanks of the Governor-General in Gouncil for his services^before Delhi, is 
inclosed.

The huiubic Petition of Nawab Mahomed Jan Fislinn Khan, Resident of Sirdhanan, near

Moat Hespeetfidly .sliewetli, 

TM,\'r your petitioner bens to slate that tlie ileeds of bravery, Ike., performed by your petitioner 
during the t'libul war. and Itia fidelity to the Rritisli tlovernnient, were apparent to all the officers 
who wore prcNcnt at the. euni)>ni.!!;n, but to recall these events to ineinory he begs to relate a few particu¬ 
lars which hii[)pencd during tlnit period. 

IVlien the chiefN of tlic I'ouiitrica adjacent to ('abul were hostile and pre|>ared to encounter the 
Ilrilish army. Sir Williatn Miicnaghteii, .\nenr to the (foveriior-Uener.il, ap)Kjintcd your petitioner to the 
coininnnd of ihc.Vtlghan army, on the side of the British, and sent him. in company w-ith Sir Alexander 
llurnes and .Shah/adah Timour Shah and their troops to Ivohistan, where your petitioner chastised those 
chiefs severely for their ]wrverM'ne.ss by overthrowing many of their forts, and brought them to subject 
themselves again to the British rule, for which actions ihe title of Jan Fishan Khan was conferred qti 
your petitioner. 

Suhscipienily, when Ameer Dost Mahomed Khan cscapeil from the Shah uf Bukhara’s prison, 
and arrived at Ivohistan, and collected the disismtented chiefs of that pltux-, ana raised an army of 
men, then also Sir William Maen.sghten ordered me to go with .'^ir William Alexander Burnes 
and Sliulwuduh 'I'imour Shah to Zillah Pindar, where your petitioner scattered, diseomfited, and 
routed Dost Muliome’d Khan's army, and lirought over the other chiefs to the British side ; after whicii 
Mahomed .\f»ul Khan, son of Dost .Mahomed, again eneoiintereil Ihe British army with his troops 
and your |H'titiouer was wouinicd, and .\fzul Khan's [army was overthrown, whcr«ni|M>n tiie title ;;«f 
Bahadoor was eonferred ufion your jietitioncr. and Ameer Dost Mahomed Khan gave himseLT up to 
Sir William Maenughten, and was imprisoned and sent to Mimlostan to Calcutta. 

Again, when the chiefs uf Cahiil collected together unanimously in one IkmIv and arriverl at 4kbul 
KhoonI with a numerous army and flocked up the eumnmnieation of the British (iovernment, then 
yonr petitioner eneoimtered ami diartvOifited^hein and resioreti the eommunieatton. After jtliis, when 
these chiefs hesiege«]|||hu fort of Cahul, where your petitioner was with the other British officers at that 
time located, he nssistMl them materially with provisions, Ac., on account of which assistance Mahomed 
Bkbur Khan had three brothers and a son uf your {letitioner’s executed, and had all the estates, landed 
property, Ac., of your petitioner eonfiscateil and his eastic bverthrown. 

^ I When the Britifb army left tlie fort of Cabul, yonr |)etitioher escapeil and hid himsrif amongst 
mountains, and when the British army alone was sent towards Cabul, your jietitioner collected 300 
lioiwmen, B|)d in a night attack took the fort of Sheoky, and had tlie satisfaction of releasing all the 
British officers tjiat Mehumed Ukhur Khan ha<i imprisoned, via,, Colonel Troop, Eldred l\ittinger 
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Major Drummond, and Menra. Francy and Traral; according to tho aboco lUlinOa 

seventeen ladies and gentian tcere imprisoned, whom your petitioner released and brought them ^lo 
the place called fiood Khak, whereupon Qciioral Pollock and Ueneral Hale brought your ^titioner to 
Ilindostnn, and presented him to Lord Ellenlmrough at Frrosepore, and eaplained to him all the aerricea 
your petitioner had dune to the benefit of the British, whereupon Lord Bllenborough contored a 
])ension of I,OUU rupees per roimse.m on your petitioner, tiesides tlie 1,000 rupees per mensem was ordered 
to renimn in hopes of other kipdncss. Then your (Ktitioner, after Iraving Cabul with his whole famUy, 
fiuiic to reside at Kard|uu?ab, and with difficulty and misery brought np my family and carried on my 
expenses. Your petitioner now lu^s to relate, for ynnr'Lordship’s informatioii, that the peraioii 
granted to him is barely sufiicient, as above mentioned, with economy to supjiort him and bis large 
wnilv. 

The services of your petitioner to tlic British Uovernrneiit during the late outbreak in the field of 
Delbh-with various Imttics fought against the reliefs, arc, he thinks, well known to Government, lie 
WM present all tlir time, witli all his relations, at the i)clhi war. I need not trouble vour Imrdahip 
wjth any details, ns the despatches of Major-General Sir Archdale Wilton have already readied 
your Loidship; but he may be permitted to observe that if every jagheerdar and pensioner had behaved 
ns your petitioner behaved, then the mutineers could not have withstood the British Government for a 
single month. Your petitioner now liegs* to state, for your Lordship’s infonnaUon, thst the pension 
also may be considereil, and begs to draw your Lordship’s attention to the fact that he has grown aged 
and feeble, and has no other means of siipportiug himself licsidcs his pension i ho therefore solicits that 
the pension, so kindly granted to him, may be perpetuated in bis family from generation to generation, 
in order tliat after bis death his family may not live in want, but have soinelhing to sup|Mirt them 
in a respectable jxisition, and that for his generous fidelity during the late rehellinn s jagheer {lerpetually 
may be conferred u|ion him. Your petitioner alsolicgs to state that the jaghcers which MM Iwcii con¬ 
fiscated from th^ that have acted' ungratefully, and from those provinces may lie conferred on your 


stuiioiis <>t iiinaosian, anci may lie granted according to your lordship's name; and whenever your 
IM'titioncr’s services lie required, will sacrifice bis blood to the BriUsh Governinent and fulfil liis duties 
onlered. 

Fur which kindness your Lordship’s humble servant shall ever pray fur long life, wealth, health 
and prosperity.

cated villages assessed at 10,000 rupees per annum, shall be conferred on the Nawab, with remisaion 
of half revenne to his life, and of quarter revenue for two grncralions, on condition of loyal beliariour i 
and active service in any time of trouble and disorder. 

Ordered that the Government, North-West I’rovinces, lie requested to cause coiifiscsled villagM tw 
' the value above indicated to lie selected in the district of Meerut, or utlier suitable locality, to 
presentation to the Nawab Jan Fislian Khan Bahoiloor on the foregoing coiiditions, and to aubniit 
liereafter the names of the said villages, and of the IVrgunnah and district in which the^ may lie situate, 
farther with the amount of revenue assessed upon each, with a view to the preparation of a tunnud 
securing to the said Nawab the proprietary right thereof. 

Ordered, further, tliat the Government, North-West Proyrtces, he requested to intimate to the 
officers 8f Buffit and account in the North-West Provinces-that the life pen4i|n of IflOO rnoMs now 
- enjoyed hf Nawab Jan Fiahan Khan has Iieen extended to the heirs mel^ huP body lawfullybegoUen 
in penietuity, subject to the condition described in tbe resolution.

Rumbeer Singh, of Cashmere, for the timely support given by the Juronioo Contingent, placed by 
his Highness under the command of Captain Richard l,awrence. 

The conduct of tlie Ruler of Cashmere has been tliat of a siricere ally.
